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PUBLISHERS NOTE TO THE THIRD EDITION. 


NoTWITHSTANDING the fact that the Revised Version of the Old and the New 
Testament has come into the field since the learned and lamented author 
first issued his Literal Translation of the Bible, the demand for it from year 
to year has continued remarkably steady. This indicates that it still fills a 
place of its own among helps to the earnest student of Holy Scripture. In 
1887 Dr Young issued a Revised Edition, of which two impressions are ex- 
hausted. The work has been subjected to a fresh revision, making no alteration 
on the principles on which the Translation proceeds, but endeavouring to make 
it as nearly perfect in point of accuracy on its present lines as possible. The 
Publishers accordingly issue this new Revised Edition in the hope that earnest 
students of the Bible, by attaining to a clearer apprehension of the meaning 
of the inspired writer, may more clearly and fully apprehend the mind of the 
Spirit by whom all Holy Scripture has been given to us.

PREFACK TO THE REVISED EDITION. 
0) 
THE following Translation of the New Testament is based nen the belief that every word 
of the original is ‘‘ God-breathed,” as the Apostle Paul says in his Second Epistle to Timothy, 
chap. 3. 16. That language is, indeed, ae in the first place, only to the Writings of 
the “Old Testament,” in which Timothy had been instructed, but as the Apostle Peter, in 
his Second Epistle, chap. 3. 15, 16, expressly ranks the ‘“ Epistles” of his beloved brother 
Paul along with ‘the atic Scriptures,” as the ‘‘Gospels” amd the ‘“‘ Acts” of the Apostles 
were undoubtedly written before the date of Peter’s writing, by men to whom the Saviour 
promised and gave the Holy Spirit, to guide them to all truth, to teach them all things, and 
to remind them of all things that Jesus said and did, there can be no reasonable ground for 
denying the inspiration of the New Testament by any one who holds that of the Old, or who 

is willing to take the plain unsophisticated meaning of God’s Word regarding either. 

This, inspiration extends only to the original text, as it came from the pens of the writers, 
not to any translations ever made by man, however aged, venerable, or good; and only in so 
far as any of these adhere to the original—neither adding to nor omitting from it one par- 
ticle—are they of any real value, for, to the extent that they vary from the original, the 
doctrine of verbal inspiration is lost, so far as that version is concerned. : 

If a translation gives a present tense when the original gives a past, or a past when it has 
a present; a perfect for a future, or a future for a perfect; an a for a the, or a the for ana; an 
imperative for a subjunctive, or a subjunctive for an imperative; a verb for a noun, or a noun 
for a verb, it is clear that verbal inspiration is as much overlooked as if it had no existence.

A strictly literal rendering may not be so pleasant to the ear as one where the apparent 
sense is chiefly aimed at, yet it is not ewphony but truth that ought to be sought, and where 
in such a version as the one commonly in use in this country, there are scarcely two consecu- 
tive verses where there is not some departure from the original such as those indicated, and 
where these variations may be counted by tens of thousands, as admitted on all hands, it is 
difficult to see how verbal inspiration can be of the least practical nse to those who depend 
upon that version alone. 

Modern scholarship is beginning to be alive to the inconsistency of thus gratuitously 
obscuring, and really changing, the meaning of the sacred writers by subjective notions of 
what they oughé to have written, rather than what they did write, for if we admit that in a 
single case it can be lawful to render a past tense by a present, where shall we end? who is‘to 
be judge? if we do so in one passage, to bring out what may appear to us might, could, 
would, or should, be the Scriptural meaning, we cannot deny the same privilege to others 
who may twist other passages in like manner. The alteration of an a for a the may appear 
a small matter not worth speaking of, but an attentive comparison of the following Transla- 
tion with the common one will discover numerous passages where the entire force of the verse 
depends upon the insertion or non-insertion of the article. 

For example, in Mat. 2. 4, Herod is represented as enquiring ‘‘ where Christ” should be 
born. But ‘‘ Christ” is the surname of the man Jesus, who was quite unknown to Herod, 
who could not consequently ask for a person of whose existence he was ignorant. The true 
explanation is,; that King James’ Translators omitted the definite article which, occurs 
in the original. The correct translation is, where ‘‘the Christ” should be born. Herod 
knew of ‘‘the Christ,” the Messiah, the long promised Saviour and King of the Jews, and his 
enquiry was, where He was to be born, whose kingdom was to be over all. The simple 
article clears up the whole. There are about two thousand instances in the New Testament 
where these translators have thus omitted all notice of the definite article, not to say any- 
aaa A of the great number of passages where they have inserted it, though not in the original. 

he following translation need not, and ought not, to be considered, in any sense, as 

coming into competition with the Common Version, but as one to be used in connection with 
it, and as auxiliary to it; and not a few assurances have been received from clergymen and 
others that they thus use it, and find it at once interesting and profitable. The change of a 
single word, or collocation of words, is often found to throw an entirely new shade of meaning 
over the Scripture. This advantage is well known to all who have compared the various 
ancient versions, or even the English versions that successively formed what was popularly 
called ‘‘the anthorized version,” i.e., Tyndale, Coverdale, Geneva, Bishops, &c. 
_ , The Greek Text followed is that generally recognized as the “ Received Text,” not because 
it is thought perfect, but because the department of Translation is quite distinct from that 
of Textual Criticism, and few are qualified for both. If the original text be altered by a 
translator, (except he give his reasons for and against each emendation,) the reader is left in 
uncertainty whether the translation given is to be considered as that of the old or of the 
new reading. And, after all, the differences in sense to be found in the 100,000 various Greek 
readings are so trifling compared with those to be derived from an exact translation of the 
Received Text, that the writer wilhngly leaves them to other hands; at the same time, it 1s 
contemplated, in a future edition, to give, in an Appendix, all the various readings of the 
Greek MSS. that are capable of being expressed in English.

PREFACH TO THE FIRST EDITION 


THIS WORK, in its present form, is not to be considered as intended to come into competition 
with the ordinary use of the commonly received English Version of the Holy Scriptures, 
but simply as a strictly literal and idiomatic rendering of the Original Hebrew and Greek 
Texts. For about twenty years—fully half his life-time—the Translator has had a desire to 
execute such a work, and has been engaged in Bibheal pursuits tending to this end more or 
less exclusively; and now, at ast, in the good providence of God, the desire has been accom- 
peered: How far he has been able to carry out the just principles of Biblical Translation, 
ounded on a solid and immoveable fonndation, time alone will tell, and for this he confi- 
dently waits. As these principles are to some extent new, and adhered to with a severity 
never hitherto attempted, and as the Translator has perfect confidence in their accuracy and 
simplicity, he proceeds at once to state them distinctly and broadly, that not merely the 
learned, but the wayfaring man need not err in apETe aa ae their value. 

There are two modes of translation whieh may be adopted in rendering into our own langu- 
age the writings of an ancient author; the one is, to bring him before us in such a manner as 
that we may regard him as our own; the other, to transport ourselves, on the contrary, over 
to him, adopting his situation, modes of speaking, thinking, acting,—peculiarities of age and 
race, air, gesture, voice, dc. Each of these plans has its advantages, but the latter is incom- 
parably the better of the two, being suited—not for the ever-varying modes of thinking and 
acting of the men of the fifth, or the tenth, or the fifteenth, or some other century, but—for 
all ages alike. All attempts to make Moses or Paul aet, or speak, or reason, as if they were 
Englishmen of the nineteenth century, must inevitably tend to change the translator into a 
paraphrast or a commentator, characters which, however useful, stand altogether apart from 
aie ee him, who, with a work before him in one language, seeks only to transfer it into 
another. 

In prosecuting the plan thus adopted, a liteyal translation was indispensable. No other 
kind of rendering cov.id place the reader in the position contemplated, side by side with the 
writer—prepared to think as he does, to see a8 he sees, to reason, to feel, to weep, and to 
exult along with him. His very conception of time, even in the minor accidents of the gram 
matical past, present, future, are to become ourown. If he speaks of an event, as now passing, 
we are not, on the logical ground of its having in reality already transpired, to translate his 
present as if it were a past; or if, on the other hand, his imagination pictures the future as 
if even at this moment present, we are not translators but expounders, and that of a tame 
description, if we take the liberty to convert his time, and tense—the grammatical expression 
of his time—into our own. King James’ translators were almost entirely unacquainted with 
the two distinctive peculiarities of the Hebrew mode of thinking and speaking, admitted by 
the most profound Hebrew scholars in theory, though, from undue timidity, never carried 
out in practice, v1Z:— 


I. That the Hebrews were in the habit of using the past tense to express the certainty 
of an uate taking place, even though the aetion might not really be performed for some 
ime. An 
Il. That the Hebrews, in referring to events which might be either past or future, were 
accustomed to aet on the principle of transferring themselves mentally to the period and place 
of the events themselves, and were not content with coldly viewing them as those of a bygone 
or still coming time; hence the very frequent use of the present tense. 


These two great principles of the Hebrew language are substantially to be found in the 
works of Lee, Gesenius, iwald, &c.; but the present writer has carried them out in transla- 
tion much beyond what any of these ever contemplated, on the simple ground that, if they 
are true, they ought to be gone through with. While they affect very considerably the out- 
ward form of the translation, it is a matter of thankfulness that they do not touch the truth 
of a single Scripture doctrine—not even one. 

Every effort ie been made to secure a comparative degree of uniformity in rendering the 
original words and phrases. Thus, for example, the Hebrew verb nathan, which is ren- 
dered by King James’ translators in sixty-seven different ways (see in the subsequent page, 
entitled ‘ Lax Renderings,’) has been restricted and reduced to tcx, and so with many others. 
It : Bast Rec ever-growing eonviction, that even this smaller number may be reduced 
still further. 

It has been no part of the Translator’s plan to attempt to form a New Hebrew or Greek 
Text—he has therefore somewhat rigidly adhered to the received ones. Where he has dif- 
fered, it 1s generally in reference to the pnnetuation and aceentuation, the division of words 
and sentences. which, being merely traditional, are, of course, often imperfeet. For an ex- 
planation and vindieation of these differences, the reader is referred to the ‘* Concise Com 
mentary,” whieh is designed to suppleanent the present volume. 

The Translator has often had occasion to regret the want of « marginal column to insert 
the various renderings of passages where he has been unable to satisfy his own mind—he has, 
however, cast the chief of these into an appendix, under the title, “‘ Additions and Corree 
tions,” and still more elaborately in the supplementary volume.

Style of the Sacred Writers, and of this Translation. 


NE of the first things that is likely to attract the attention of the Readers of this New 
Translation is its lively, picturesque, dramatic style, by which the inimitable beauty of the 
Original Text is more vividly brought out than by any previous Translation. It is true that 
the Revisers appointed by King James have occasionally imitated it, but only in a few familiar 
phrases and coloquialisms, chiefly in the Gospel Narrative, and withont having any settled 
principles of translation to guide them on the point. The exact force of the Hebrew tenses has 
long been a vexed question with critics, but the time cannot be far distant when the general 
principles of the late learned Professor Samuel Lee of Cambridge, with some modification, will 
be generally adopted cz substance, if not in theory. It would be entirely out of place here to 
enter into details on this important subject, but a very few remarks appear necessary, and may 
not be unacceptable to the student. 


I. It would appear that the Hebrew writers, when narrating or describing events which 
might be either past or future (such as the case ot Moses in reference to the Creatzon or the 
Deluge, on the one hand, and to the Coming of the Messiah or the Calamities which were to 
befall Israel, on the other), uniformly wrote as it they were alive at the time of the occurrence of 
the events mentioned, and as eye-witnesses of what they are narrating. 

It would be needless to refer to special passages in elucidation or vindication of this 
principle essential to the proper understanding of the Sacred Text, as every page of this Trans- 
lation affords abundant examples. It is only what common country people do in this land at 
the present day, and what not a few of the most popular writers in England aim at and 
accomplish—placing themselves and their readers in the times and places of the circumstances 
related. 

This principle of translation has long been admitted by the best Biblical Expositors in 
reference to the Prophetic Delineation of Gospel times, but it is equally applicable and necessary 
to the historical narratives of Genesis, Ruth, ete. 


IJ. The Hebrew writers often express the ecrtainty of a thing taking place by putting it in 
the past tense, though the actual fulfilment may not take place for ages. This is easily under- 
stood and appreciated when the language is used by God, as when He says, in Gen. xv. 18, 
‘‘Unto thy seed J have given this land;” and in xvii. 4, ‘*1, 10, My covenant zs with thee, and 
thou hast become a father of a multitude of nations.” 

The same thing is found in Gen. xxtii. 11, where Ephron answers Abraham: ‘ Nay, my lord, 
hear me; the field / have given to thee, and the cave that is in it; to thee J have given it ; before 
the eyes of the sons of my people J have given it to thee; bury thy dead.” And again in 
Abraham’s answer to Ephron: ‘‘ Only—if thou wouldst hear me—/ have given the money of the 
field ; accept from me, and I bury my dead there.” Again in 2 Kings v. 6, the King of Syria, 
writing to the King of Isracl, says: ‘‘Lo, I have sent unto thee Naaman, my servant, and thou 
hast recovered him from his leprosy,’”—considering the King of Israel as his servant, a mere 
expression of the master’s purpose is sufficient. In Judges viii. 19, Gideon says to Zebah and 
Zalmunnah, “If ye had kept them alive, / had not slain you.” So in Deut. xxxi. 18, ‘‘ For all 
the evils that they have done”’—shall have done. 

It would be easy to multiply examples, but the above may suffice for the present. Some of 
these forms of expression are preceded by the conjunction ‘‘ and” (waw, in Hebrew), and a very 
common opinion has been that the conjunction in these cases has a conversive powcr, and that the 
verb is not to be translated pasé (though so in grammatical form), but future. This is, of course, 
only an evasion of the supposed difficulty, not a soludion, and requires to be supported by the 
equally untenable hypothesis that a (so-called) future tense, when preceded by the same conjunc- 
tion waw (‘‘and,”) often becomes a past. Notwithstanding these two converting hypotheses, 
there are numerous passages which have no conjunction before them, which can only be explained 
by the principle stated above. 


III. The Hebrew writers are accustomed to express laws, commands, etc., in four ways: 
1st. By the regular imperative fortmn, e.g., ‘‘ Speak unto the people.” 
2nd. By the infinitive, ‘‘ Every male of you is to be circumcised.” 
8rd. By the (so-called) future, “‘ Le¢ there be light ;” ‘‘Thou shalé do no murder ;” 
‘Six days 7s work done.” 
4th. By the past tense, “Speak unto the sons of Israel, and thou hast said unto them.” 
There can be no good reason why these several peculiarities should not be exhibited in the 
translation of the Bible, or that they should be confounded, as they often are, in the Common 
Version. In common life among ourselves, these forms of expression are frequently used for 
imperatives, e.g., ‘‘Go and do this,”—‘‘ This is to be done first,”—‘‘ You shall go,”—‘‘ You go 
and finish it.” There are few languages which afford such opportunities of a literal and idiomatic 
rendering of the Sacred Scriptures as the English tongue, and the present attempt will be found, 
it is believed, to exhibit this more than any other Translation. 


The three preceding particulars embrace all that appears necessary for the Reader to bear 
in mind in reference to the Style of the New Translation. In the Supplementary ‘‘ Concise 
Critical Commentary,” which is now in the course of being issued, abundant proofs and illustra- 
tions will be found adduced at length. 


THE BATTLE OF THE HEBREW TENSES, j 
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THE uncertain state of Hebrew criticism in reference to the Tenses is so fully exhibited m 
the following extracts from one of the latest, and in some respects one of the best, gram. 
matical Commentaries (by the Rev. J. A. Alexander, of Princeton, New Jersey), on the Book 
of Isaiah, that the reader's attention to them is specially requested. 


On Isa. 5. 13, Prof. A. remarks:—‘ Luther, Gesenius, and Hendewerk take [the verb] as a 
future, which is not to be assumed without necessity. Most recent writers evade the diffi- 
culty by rendering it in the present tense. The only natural construction is the old one 
(Septuagint, Vulgate, Vitringa, Barnes), which gives the preterite its proper meaning, and 
either supposes the future to be here, as often elsewhere, spoken of as already past,’ &c. 

[This principle, though admitted and maintained by Gesenius, Lee, &c., has never been 
acted upon, to any extent, by any Translator till the present. It is the only principle, how- 
ever, that can carry us through every difficulty iu the Sacred Scriptures.] 

On chap. 5. 25, ‘The future form given to the verbs by Clericus is altogether arbitrary. 
Most of the later writers follow Luther in translating them as presents. But, if this verse is 
not descriptive of the past, as distinguished from the present and the future, the Hebrew 
lapguage is incapable of making any such distinction.’ ; 

tet this principle be carried out, as it ought to be, and nine-tenths of the common critical 
works on the Bible are rendered perfectly useless, and positively injurious. | 

On chap. 5. 26, ‘Here, as in v. 25, the older writers understand the verbs as future, but the 
later ones as present. The verbs in the last clause have waw prefixed, but its conversive 
power commonly depends upon a future verb preceding, which is wanting here.’ 

And so it is in dozens of pce where Prof. A. follows in the usual wake of critics. ] 

a chap. 5. 27, ‘ The English Version follows Calvin in translating all the verbs as future. 
The Vulgate anEpass the present in the first clause, and makes the others future. But as 
the whole is evidently one description, the translation should be uniform, and as the pre- 
terite and future forms are intermingled, both seem to be here used for the present, which is 
given by Luther, and most of the late writers.’ ; 

[Here, leaving all certainty and settled principles behind him, Prof. A. tells us how he 
thinks the inspired writer ought to have written, not what he did write.] 

On chap. 8. 2, ‘The Vulgate takes the verb as a preterite, and Gesenius, Maurer, Knobel 
read accordingly with waw conversive. The Septuagint, Tar and Peshito make it 
imperative, an itzig accordingly. Gesenius formerly preferrea an indirect or subjunctive 
construction, which is still retained by Henderson.’ [Here are four ancieat versions and five 
modern critics at fives and sixes regarding what is as simple as can well be imagined !] 

On chap. 9. 7, ‘Another false antithesis is that between the verbs, referring one to past 
time, and the other to the future. This is adopted even by Ewald, but according to the usage 
of the language [rather of modern Hebrew grammar}, JVaw is conversive of the preterite only 
when preceded by a future, expressed or implied.’ 

[By this very extraordinary rule the critic can never have any difficulty, for it is very easy 
to consider a verbal form implied when it suits his convenience! Yet this egregious absurdity 
is very commonly adopted in all existing translations, including the Common English Ver- 
sion; e. g., Gen, 9. 12-14, where the Hebrew Text has four verbs all in the past tense, yet the 
first is translated as a present (‘I do set’), and the remaining three as futures! The first 
verb is undoubtedly in the past, ‘I have set,’ the other three as undoubtedly, seeing the Waw 
by which they are preceded cannot be conversive, except when preceded by a future or an 
imperative, neither of which occur in this place. The solution of the supposed difficulty is 
only to be found in the Poe stated above by Prof. A., and which is the basis of the New 
Translation, and maintained by Gesenius and Lee, that the Hebrews were in the habit of 
using the past to denote the certainty of an event taking place. ] 

On chap. 9. 19, “Ewald refers the first clause to the past, and the second to the present 
Umbreit the first tu tae present, and the second to the future. But the very intermingling 
of the past and the future forms shows that the whole was meant to be deserniptive.’ 

Would they not be descriptive had they been all past, or all present, or all future 2] 

nchap. 10. 14, ‘The present form, which Hendewerk adopts throughout the verses, is 
equally grammatical,’—[though the first verb is a perfect, and the second a perfect !] 

On chap. 14. 24, ‘ Kimehi explains [the verb] to be a preterite used for a future, and this 
construction is adopted in most versions, ancient and modern. It is, however, altogether 
arbitrary, and in violation of the only ok rule as to the use of the tenses, viz., that they 
should haye their proper and distinctive force, unless forbidden by the context or the nature 
of the subject, which is very far from being the case here, as we shall see below. Gesenius 
and De Wette evade the difficulty by rendering both the verbs as presents, a construction 
which is often admissible, and even necessary (!) in a descriptive context, but when used in- 
discriminately or inappropriately, tends both to weaken and obscure the sense. Ewald and 
Umbreit make the first verb present, and the second future, which is scarcely, if at all, less 
objectionable.’ 

he ahove extracts are surely sufficient to show that Hebrew criticism, as hitherto taught, 
is capable of being used to any purpose, or moulded to any form the Critic may wish. Such 
a state of things surely cannot continue any, longer, or be adopted by any one who regards 
sinplicity more than ingenious guesses, truth more than tradition. 


VIEW OF HEBREW TENSES AS SEEN IN THE NEW TRANSIATION, 


THE HEBREW has only two tenses, which, for want of better terms, may be called Past 
and Present. 


The past is either perfect or imperfect, e. g., ‘I lived in this house five years,’ or ‘I have 
lived in this house five years;’ this distinction may and can only be known by the context, 
which must in all cases be viewed from the writer’s standing-point. 

In every other instance of its occurrence, it points out either— 

1) A gentle imperative, e.g., ‘* Lo, I have sent unto thee Naaman my servant, and thou has? 
recovered him from his leprosy ;” see also Zech, 1. 3, &c.; or 

2) A fixed determination that a certain thing shall be done, e.g., ‘‘ Nay, my lord, hear me, 
the field J have given to thee, and the cave that is in it; to thee J have given it; before the 
eyes of the sons of my people J have given it to thee; bury thy dead;” and in the answer, 
** Only—if thou wouldst hear me—J have given the money of the field.” 


The present tense—as in the Modern Arabic, Syriac, and Amharic, the only living remains 
of the Semitic languages—besides its proper use, is used rhetorically for the future, there 
being no grammatical form to distinguish them; this, however, causes no more difficulty 
than it does in English, Turkish, Greek, Sanscrit, &c., the usages of which may be seen in the 
Extracts from the principal grammarians. 

In every other instance of its occurrence, it points out an imperative, not so gently as when 
a preterite is used for this purpose, nor so stern as when the regular imperative form is em- 
ployed, but more like the infinitive, Thou art ¢o write no more; thou mayest write no more. 


The present participle differs from the present tense just in the same manner and to the 
same extent as “‘I am writing, or, I am a writer,” ite.” 


oes from, ‘‘I write, or, I do write.’ 

THE ABOVE VIEW of the Hebrew tenses is equally applicable to all the Semitic langu- 
ages, including the Ancient and Modern Arabic, the Ancient and Modern Syriac, the Ancient 
aud Modern Ethiopic, the Samaritan, the Chaldee, and the Rabbinical Hebrew—not one of 
which is admitted to have the Waw Conversive. 

It may be added, that all the Teutonic languages—fourteen in number—agree with the 
Semitic in rejecting a future tense; the futurity of an event being indicated either by auxi- 
liary verbs, adverbs, and other particles, or by the context. 


Analysis of the Verbs in Genesis ix. 12-15.

Verse 12. And God saith.] The present tense is used, according to the almost universal 
custom of the Hebrews, &c., to bring up the narrative to the present time. The conjunction 
and has no special or logical signiticance, but is used simply to break the abruptness of the 
opening sentence, as the Hebrews scarcely ever allow a verb in the presenk or past tense to 
commence a sentence, especially in prose, without some other word preceding it; the only 
other way would have been to put the nominative before the verb, but this, though occasion- 
ally used, is not agreeable to Hebrew taste. 

‘his (is) the token.] The Hebrew substantive verb is, in the present tense, very frequently 
omitted ; in the past tense, it is very rarely, if ever, omitted. 

That I am making, lit. giving.] The participle is more strikingly oxpressive of present 
action than if the present tense had been employed. 

That (is) with you.]_ The present tense of the substantive verb is understood as above, 
according to the wsus loguendi. 

V. 13. My bow I have given in the cloud.] The past tense here is used to express a jixed 
determination that the circumstance mentioned is undoubtedly to take place; most unwar- 
rantably does the Common Version translate as a present, ‘I-do set;’ while the theory of the 
Waw Conversive has no place here, since there is no }Vaw to work on. 

And it hath peetne |, The fixed determination is here continued from the preceding 
clause; on no grammatical principle can it be rendered present, much less future, as itis in 
the Common Version; the Waw here can have no converting power, there being no future 
preceding it to rest on, as the rules of Waw Conversive imperatively demand. 

V. 14. It hath come to pass—the bow hath been seen—I have remembered|—though ren- 
dered future in the Common Version, are all past, being preceded by pasts, and are to be 
explained by the same principle—of expressing the certainty of a future action by putting it 
in the past, owing to the determination of the speaker that 1t must be. 

The only remaining verb in the 15th verse is correctly put in the present tense; the 
speaker, going forward in thought to the period when the events alluded to take place, de 

es graphically that ‘the waters become no more a deluge to destroy all flesh.’ 


“WAW CONVERSIVE” A FICTION —NOT A FACT. 


THE doctrine of *‘ Waw Conversive,” according to the common Hebrew Grammars, is:-- 
“The past tense, with the prefix waw, expresses future time when preceded by a verb in 
the fudureeor by an imperative.” And again :— 
“The future tense, with the prefix waw, and dagesh in the following letter, is used to 
express the past.” [See the Grammars of Hurwitz, Gescenius, &e. 


The objections to this doctrine may be summed up in four particulars :— 


I. It is insufficient to explain the many thousands of passages in the Hebrew Bible where 
a past tense is preceded neither by a future nor by an imperative, yet where it is “‘ converted” 
in the Common English Bible, and with as much propriety as in any of those instances that 
are supposed to be indisputable: e.g. 

Ge. b. 12, ‘‘ This (is) the token of the covenant that I am making between Me and you. . 
my bow J have set in the cloud, and it hath become the token of the covenant... and it 
hath come to pass... and it hath been seen... and I have remembered . . . and the waters 


do no more,” &c. : 
Ge. 17. 4, “‘Lo, My covenant (is) with thee, and thou hast become the father of a multitude 


of nations.” 

The true solution of the principle involved in these passages is: That the Hebrews were 
in the habit of expressing the certainty of an action taking place by ae it in the past tense 
(see particularly Ge. 23. 11, ‘J have given... I havegiven. .. I have given;” also in verse 
13, ‘I have given”), taking its fulfilment for granted. 

1I. It leads to results rather startling, viz., that most, if not all, of the Hebrew particles 
are conversive! Grammarians have already been driven to admit, or rather assert, that az 
then, and ¢erem not yet, are conversive as well as waw.

III. It requires us to admit that the form yigtol is essentially a future tense, while from 


the analogy of the Modern and Ancieut Arabic, as well as from its use in the following 
passages (which might easily be ep eC} it is evidently an indefinit2 present, expressive 
of habitual action, which may very natura ly be viewed as being or continuing in operation 
at some period afterwards as well as at present. 


Ge. 2. 10—yippared, it is parted. 1 Sa. 13. 17—yiphneh, he turneth. 
19—yikra, he calleth. 14. 47—yarshia, he vexeth. 
6. 4-yavou, they come in. 21. 14—taviu, do ye bring ; tir, you see. 
10. 9—yeamar, it is said. Isa. 1. 1l—yomar, he saith. 
31. 39—ahattenah, I repay it. Job 3. Ll—amuth, do I die.

None of these passages can with any propriety be regarded as expressive of future action; 
and there seems no rational way of solving the problem but by regarding the tense as is 
done above. 

IV. It is not found in any other language; and in particular, it is unknown in all the 
cognate Semitic dialects, viz., the Samaritan, Chaldce, Syriac, Arabic, and Ethiopic, and 
in all the voluminous uninspired literature of the Jews. Attempts have been made to find 
something like it in the use of the Arabic particle pha, but, as Professor Lee has well re- 
marked (in his Hebrew Grammar and Lexicon), the same thing might be alleged of most 
other Arabic particles, such as la, no, lam, not, lamma, why, summa, then, &c., which no 
one has ever us yet thought of doing. 

The Arabs, in order to lessen the occasional ambiguity arising from the same form of the 
verb being used indifferently for the present and the future, sometimes prefix to it the particle 
sa (a contraction of soufa, at last, hereafter), which makes it strictly future, and sometimes 
the word ammal (an agent), which makes it strictly present. 


THE WAW CONVERSIVE—IMPFRFECT. 
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Common Version :—“‘ As for Me, behold, My covenant is with thee, and thon SHALT bea 
father of many nations; neither shall thy name any more be called Abram, but thy name 
shall be Abraham, for a father of many nations HAVE I made thee.” 


New Version :—‘‘I—lo, My covenant is with thee, and thou HAST become a father of a 
multitude of nations, and thy name is no more called Abram, but thy name hath been Abra- 
ham, for a father of a multitude of nations HAVE I made thee.”---Gen. 17. 4, 5. 





It is the first and the last of the verbs in the above verses to which the reader’s attention 
is specially requested, viz, those translated in the Common Version, ‘‘ Thou shalt be,” and 
**T have made,” and in the New Version, ‘‘ Thou Aast become,” and ‘I have made.” 


Both Versions agree in translating the last verb as a preterite, ‘‘I have made;” as the form 
of the verb is admitted on all hands to be that of a preterite. 

The versions differ, however, in the translation of the first verb, the one rendering it by the 
future ‘‘shall,” the other by the preterite ‘“ hast.” 

The question at issue is: Which of the two is right? both cannot be right—one must be 
wrong. 


It is undoubtedly in the preterite form, precisely like the last verb in the sentence, admit- 
fed on all hands to be a preterite. Why then should this not be translated as a preterite 
ikewise? 

If it be said, that tae sense requires 1t to be translated as a cuture, seeing it 1s not literally 
true that Abraham was a father of many nations at the moment that God addressed thesa 
words to him, then, on precisely the same principle, the last verb ought to be translated as a 
future, ‘I will make thee,”—not “I have made thee,” as both versions agree in doing—as it 
is not literally true, that, at the moment when God thus addressed him, He had made him a 
father of many nations. 

If no one will venture to translate the last verb as a future, why should the first be so 
rendered ? 


If it be said that the first verb has a conjunction before it, called Waw, signifying “and,” 
and that the Hebrew Grammarians have laid it down as an xliom of the language, that, in 
certain circumstances, Waw before a preterite indicates that the preterite is to be reckoned 
as a future, the answer is: These circumstances do not exist in the present case. 

The fundamental Rule laid down by all Hebrew Grammarians to regulate Waw Conversive 
is: that the first verb to be converted must be preceded by one of a different tense, ¢.g., a 
preterite must be preceded by a future, and a future by a preterite. 

But, in the passage before us, there is, in the Hebrew, no verb at all preceding the one sup- 
posed to be coriverted, and consequently the Rule cannot operate. 


On no principle of Hebrew Grammar, as commonly taught, can the Conversive Principle 
come into operation in this passage, and it is only one out of hundreds of similar instances. 

The solution of the matter is found in the principle: That the Hebrews were in the habit 
of using the preterite form of the verb to denote a fixed determination that the things men- 
tioned shall and must take place; this principle 1s common to all the Semitic languages; it is 
distinctly admitted by the best Hebrew Grammarians ; it is common to the New Testament 
Writers, and to the whole series of Greek and Latin Classics, (see Winer, Stuart, Ktthner, 
&2.) and it is the only one that meets all cases. 

The Waw Conversive, on the contrary, is unknown in every other Hebrew composition-~in 
every other Semitic dialect—in every other language on earth. 


HEBREW TENSES ILLUSTRATED BY THOSE OF OTHER LANGUAGES 


RABBINICAL WRITINGS. 


THE oldest writings in the Hebrew language, after the Old Testament, are the Talmuds, 
large portions of which we have examined to find some examples of Waw Conversive, but in 
vain; we have not found a single instance of a preterite converted into a future, or any thing 
that bears the slightest resemblance to it. 

With the same view we have read large portions of the best Rabbinical Commentators, 
Kimehi, Jarchi, Aben-Ezra; the Jewish Prayer-books, the Hebrew translations of the New 
Testament, of the Pilgrim’s Progress, of Dr M‘Caul’s Old Paths, and have looked over other 
Hebrew works too numerous to mention, and all with the same negative result. How is it 
at all possible that the Hebrew language, as found in the Old Testament, can have a Waw 
Conversive, if it be wanting in all the oldest and most valued later Hebrew writings? Can 
credulity go farther? | 

The astounding fact is: that, out of the hundreds of languages which are, and have been, 
spoken on the earth, not one, except the Hebrew, is supposed to have the Waw Conversive; 
while, out of the hundreds of volumes which. have been published in the Hebrew language, 
not one, except the Old Testament, has the Waw Conversive! 


SAMARITAN. 


NICHOLLS writes:—‘‘Some verbs include, under the perfect form, both a perfect and 
present tense, . . . we sometimes find a future circumstance related in the perfect tense, as 
something that has actually taken place, the design of the writers in this case was to mark 
the future occurrence as something already evidently decreed and decided on, and therefore 
as 1{ were accomplished: thus Ge. 15. 18, ‘To thy sons have I given the land.’ 

‘The pecuhar use of Waw, called Waw Conversive among the Hebrews, is unknown to the 
Samaritans, Chaldees, and Syrians. 

‘The future tense, besides the force of a future, seems to have the force of a present; as 
Ge. 37. 15, ‘What seekest thou?’ Ex. 5. 15, ‘Why do ye do so?’”—Grammar, p. 93, 94. 


ETHIOPIC—ANCIENT. 


LUDOLPH writes:—‘“‘ Praesens tantum in subjunctivo occurrit; nam indicativi futuro 
utuntur pro praesenti; quod quidem nostro idiomati assuetis oppido incommodum videtur, 
seusus tamen, constructio, longusque usus, huic defectui succurnt. 

‘*Praeteritum .. . continet autem sub se caetera praeterita latinorum, imperfectivum, et 
plusquam perfectum indicativi et subjunctivi, nec non futurnm subjunctiva, si particulae id 
poscant, ut Ps. 50. 17; 54. 12, 13. 

**Eixcipe halé, defectum, quod praesentis et imperfecti indicativi significationem habet, est, 
erat, adest, aderat.” 

«Puturum, ut dixemus, hic etiam pro presenti indicativi est.” —Gram. p. 19, 20. 


AMHARIC. 


ISENBERG writes:—‘‘ The Abyssinians have not, strictly speaking, more than two divi 
sions of time, i.e., the past and the present; the present being used also for the future. . . 
The present, which might be perhaps with propriety called aorist Yi because it 1s applicable 
to abe future, as well as to the present tense, is a form composed of the contingent and the 
auxiliary. 

‘Whether this form, when it occurs, is intended for the present or the future, generally 
depends on the context. In order, however, to have no doubt when they speak of future 
things, they use the simple contingent form with additional particles, I have taal to be hon- 
ourable; time is for me fio come] that I am to be honourable.’ ; 

‘“The simple preterite of the indicative is used . . . for the present or immediate future. 
... ‘Iam gone,’ i.e., if you allow me I go now; or when a person is frequently called, and 
does not come, he at last answers, [I have come, I have come, i. e.] ‘1 come, I come.’ 

‘The present indicative is used for both the present and the future tenses. 

‘The tuture time is generally expressed by the same forms which serve for the present, 
except the aoristic construction. In page 66 of this work we pointed out a decidedly future 
form, besides which they make use of the contingent with al and dohonal; but these two 
latter forms are not confined to the future; they are also used for the present tense.” 


MALTESE. 


GESENIUS writes:—‘‘ Ich folge der Anordnung der Grammatiker fiir die arabische vulgar- 
aprache, in welcher bekantlich, wie in Maltese, das Fut. praesent ist.—P. 16. 


COPTIC. 
TATTAM writes:—‘“‘ Instances frequently occur, in which the prescnt tense is used for the 
perfect, and also for the future. 
“The future tense and future participles are sometimes used to express the present and 
perfect tenses.”—Grammar, ). 61-66. 


HEBREW TENSES ILLUSTRATED BY THOSE OF OTHER LANGUAGES, 


ARABIC—ANCIENT. 

RICHARDSON writes :—‘‘ The preterite is used also in place of the future, and other 
tenses, which an attention to the construction only can render familiar. 

‘““The particle la, ‘not,’ gives to the preterite the signification of the present, ‘the fruit of 
timidity does not gain {hath not gaincd], and doth not lose [hath not lost], . . . . Per- 
ceded by az, or aza, ‘when,’ it becomes the future of the subjunctive, ‘when you shall be 
ere been] among strange people, to whom you do not belong, then eat whatever is set 

efore you, whether it be bad or good.’ 

“The future corresponds more frequently to our present than to any other tense, as may be 
remarked in almost every passage. . . . It is frequently restrained to a hated tense when the 
particle sa is prefixed . . . the negative lana, ‘not at all,’ together with the particles saufa, 
saf, saw, say, give it likewise the future sense. When preceded by ma, ‘not,’ it has for the 
most part a present signification. . . . lam and lama, ‘not yet,’ gives it, according to Erpenius, 
the sense of the preterite.”—Grammar, p. 81-89 


ARABIC—MODERN. 

FARIS EL-SHIDIAC writes :—‘‘ The form for the future of the verb is also applicable for 
the present. The modern Arabs, therefore, make it a real present by joining it to some other 
word. Thus howa yaktuba, signities he writes, or he will write. But howa ammal yaktuba, 
has the single signification of he is writing. 

‘* Although in the classical Arabic there are two particles, sa and saufa, employed to con- 
fine the verb to the future, they are very seldom used in ordinary books.”—Gramma~, p. 38. 


SYRIAC—ANCIENT. . 

HOFFMAN writes:—'* Praet. pro Fut. in sermonibus propheticis, asseveraronibus, vel in 
expectatione interdum, sed multo rarius, quam in Hebraicis libris usurpatur (Praet. propheti- 
cum), ita ut viva loquentis imaginatione id, quod futurum est, tanquam praeteritum aut 
certe praesens fingatur; e.g., Es. 9. 1, Ge. 17. 20; 40. 14, Job 19. 27, Jo. 5. 24.

STODDART writes :—‘‘ Present tense. This is sometimes used ... asa future, ‘we are 
going after a month;’ so in Ge. 6. 17, where in the modern language we have the present 
tense, and in the ancient the active participle. ; 

** Preterite tense.—1) Used as a present: e.g., a man in distress says, ‘I died, i.e., I am 
dead; I choked, i.e., 1 am choked, or I am drowned.’ A boy in recitation, if confused, will 
say, ‘it lost on me,’ 1.e., 1 have lost it. Ask a man how his business is to-day, and he may 
reply, ‘It remained [remains] just so.’ Persons coming to make a petition will tell us, ‘we 

oured (2.e., we now place) our hope on you.’ Compare Ancient Syriac, (Hoff. 3 129, 4. b. c.) 

ompare also Ps. 1. 1, in the Ancient and Modern. 

**4) As a future; e.g., if you died to-morrow, you perished; if you believe, Christ just 
now (i.e., at this moment) received [will receive] you;’ this is no doubt an emphatic future. 
Compare Nordh. $ 966. ], ¢. 

**5) As a subjunctive present. . . . Many of the idioms mentioned above give force and 
vivacity to the language. We are thus allowed to speak of events and actions which are 
present or future, though definite, or future and contingent, as if they had actually trans- 

ired and were recorded in the past. On this account the preterite is often used in Hebrew 
in the language of prophecy. 

“It is not strange that these different idioms lead to ambiguity, which no acquaintance 
with the language will fully remove ; e.g., [a certain given phrase] may be translated, ‘ our 
sweet voices let us all raise; or we do all raise, or we will all raise.’ The perplexity thus 
caused, however, is as nothing compared with the puzzling expressions we often find in 
Hehrew.”—Grammar, p. 158-164. 


HEBREW TENSES ILLUSTRATED BY THOSE OF OTHER LANGUAGES, 


TURKISH. 


BARKER vwrues:—‘‘The first tense [i.e., the present] has also a future signification; 
aidrm is used for ‘I do’ and ‘I will do’ equally. It is therefore called aorist [?] by Mr Red- 
house.” The present participle aider, ‘doing,’ has, Mr Barker says, a future sense also.— 
Grammar, p. 27, 28. 


PERSIAN. 


BLEECK writes:—‘‘In narration, when, after a verb in the preéerite, a second verb occurs, 
which in English would also be naturally in a past tense, the Persians employ the present 
(or aorist), as, ‘The young tiger saw that he has not the power of resisting.’ 

‘Similarly, in recounting a conversation, the Persians always make use of a dramatic 
style, i.e., they report the very words, as, Hattimn told her that he would not eat—lit., Hattim 
said to her thus, [ will not eat.”—Grammar, p. 79. 


SANSCRIT. 


WILLIAMS writes:—‘‘ Present tense. This tense, besides its proper use, is frequently 
used for the future; as, ‘ whether shall [do] 1 go? when shall [do] I see thee?’ 

‘Tn narrative it 1s commonly used for the past tense; as, ‘he having touched the ground, 
touches his ears, and says.’ . . . The particle sma, when used with the present, gives it the 
force of a perfect."—Gramiar, p. 198, 199. 


GUJARATI. 


CLARKSON writes :—‘* Present [tense expresses] in familiar conversation action as about 
to take place immediately, ‘I am sending (going to send] a servant with you; [also] action 
originating in past time, and not yet completed, where the English uses the perfeet of the 
auxiliary, ‘How many days have you been (are you} studying Gujarati.’ 

‘“*It is used in narrative of past events, when writing seriatim. 

“Tt expresses future action, which, on account of its certainty, is viewed as present by the 
speaker, e.g., I go [shall go] this year to Bombay. 

“The first future... is used . . . where the English uses the present, especially when 
preceded by gare, ‘ when,’—when my brother comes, lit. shall come.”—Grammar, p. 73, 74. 


HINDUSTANI. 


Shakespear writes :—‘‘ The past indefinite of a verb seems at times used in a present o1 
future sense. ... The present, when celerity in the performance of any enterprise is em- 
phatically denoted, may be used in the sense of the future. ... The indetinite future or 
aorist may not only ay a present meaning, but it may even be construed with an auxiliary 
verb as a present participle even.”—Grammar, p. 136. 


SIAMESE. 
LOW writes:—‘‘ The present tense of this [indicative] mood is in its nature indefinite, . . 
L remain or I will remain; you are not to go yonder, #.e., you will [shall?] not go. . . . ‘I shot 
a bird,’ as it stands, might be also rendered, ‘ I shoot a bird.’—Gvammar, p. 47. 
TELOOGOO. 


CAMPBELL writes :—‘‘ It is of much importance for the reader to understand that the 
two forms of the future tense are seldom used; the present or the aorist being commonly 
substituted for them.”—Gramonar, p. 99. ee 


CRAWFORD writes :—‘‘ Time is often left to be inferred from the context, aud, indeed, is 
expressed only when it is indispensable to the sense that it should be specified. 
‘The tenses, when they must be specified, are formed by auxiliaries, which are either verba 
or adverbs.”—Grammar, p. 48. 
NEW ZEALAND. 


WILLIAMS writes:—“ The present and perfect, when formed by ka, will generally be 
distinguished by the sense.”—p. 63. 


YORUBA. 


GROWTHER writes: —“ The present and imperfect tenses are both alike; as moh loh, Igo, t 
went; awa de, we return, we returned ; 0 sung, he sleeps, he slept; 0 jo/o, thou sittest, thou 
sattest. . . . The present tense, strictly speaking, is more frequently expressed by the sign 
of the particle ~g, and ‘gh is then understood that the aetion is not yet past; as aang—loh 
toLardah, we are writing a book.”— Vocabulary, p. 16. ° 


HEBREW TENSES ILLUSTRATED BY THOSE OF OTHER LANGUAGES, 


ENGLISH. 


PRIESTLEY writes:—‘‘A little reflection may, I think, suffice to convince any person 
that we have no more business with a future tense in our language than we have with the 
whole system of Latin moods and tenses; because we have no modification of our verbs to 
correspond to it; and if we had never heard of a future tense in some other language, we 
should no more have given a particular name to the combination of the verb with the 
auxiliary shall or will, than to those that are made with the auxiharies do, have, can, must, 
or any other.” —Hnglish Grammar. 


LATHAM writes :—‘‘ Notwithstanding its name, the present tense, in English, does not 
express a strictly present action; it rather expresses an abitual one. He speaks well=he is 
a good speaker. If aman means to say that he is in the act of speaking, he says, J am speak- 
ing. It has also, especially when combined with a subjunctive mood, a future power. 1 beat 
you (=I will beat you) if you don’t leave off"—English Language, p. 455. 


LINDLEY MURRAY wvites :—‘‘ The present tense, preceded by the words when, before, 
after, as soon as, &c., is sometimes [often?] used to poiut out the relative time of a future 
action; as, ‘ When he arrives he will hear the news;’ ‘He will hear the news before he 
arrives;’ or, ‘As soon as he arrives,’ or, ‘At farthest, soon after he arrives;’ ‘The more 
she improves, the more amiable she will be.’ 

‘In animated historical narratives, this tense is sometimes [always ?] substituted for the 
imperfect tense; as, ‘He enters the territory of the peaceful inhabitants, he fights and con- 
quers, takes an immense booty, which he divides among his soldiers, and returns home to 
enjoy an empty triumph.’ 

‘The perfect tense, preceded by the words when, after, as soon as, &c., is often used to de- 
note the relative time of a future action; as, ‘ When I have finished my letter, I will attend 
to his request;’ ‘I will attend to this business, as soon as I have finished my letter.’ 

“Tt is to be observed, that in the subjunctive mood . . . the verb itself in the present, and 
the auxilhary both of the present and past-imperfect tenses, often carry with them somewhat 
of a future sense; as, ‘If he come to-morrow, I may speak to him; if he should or would 
come to-morrow, I might, could, would, or should speak to him.’ 

‘Observe also, that the auxiliaries should and would, in the bnper feet tenses, are used te 
express the present and future as well as the past; as, ‘It is my desire, that he should, or 
would, come now, or to-morrow;’ as well as, ‘It was my desire, that he should or would 
come yesterday ;’ so that, in this mood, the precise time of the verb is very much defermined 
by the nature and drift of the sentence.”—Grammar, p. 116—119. 


PICKBOURN writes :—‘ The first of these English tenses, viz., 7 write, is an aorist [?], or 
indefinite of the present time. 

‘‘Even those compound participles, which denote completed or finished actions, may be 
applied to future, as well as past and present time. Thus: ‘‘ Whenever that ambitious young 
prince comes to the throne, being supported by a veteran army, and having got possession of 
the treasures which will be [are] found in his father’s coffers, he,” &ce.—English Verb, p. 111. 


MARSH writes :-—‘‘It is a curious fact that the Romance languages, as well as the Romaic, 
at one period of their history, all rejected the ancient inflected futures, and formed new 
compound or auxiliary ones, employiny for that purpose the verbs will and shall, or have in 
the sense of duty or necessity, feck rench, Italian, Spanish and Portuguese, have now 
agghitinated the infinite and auxiliary into a simple future. 

“Why is it that the Gothic languages have always possessed _a past tense, never a future? 
BYRy did the Romance dialects retain the Latin past forms, and reject the Latin future?” 

“ff the expression of time is an inherent necessity of the verb, special forms for the future 
as well as the present and the past ought to be universal, but in most modern European 
languages, the future is a compound, the elements of which are a present auxiliary and an 
aorist infinitive, for in the phrases I shall go, he will go, shall and will are in the present tense, 
and go is aoristic. 

‘“The Anglo-Saxon, with a single exception in the case of a substantive verb, had ab- 
solutely no mode of expressing the future by any verbal form, simple or compound. The 
context alone determined the time, and in German, in the Scandinavian dialects, and in 
English, we still very commonly, as the Anglo-Saxons did, express the future by a present. 
Ich gehe morgen nach London, I go, or I am going, to London to-morrow, are more frequently 
used by Germans and Englishmen, than ich werde gehen, I shall or will go; and the adverbial 
nouns morgen and to-morrow, not the verbs gehen and go, are the true time-words. ; 

“The use of the present for the past, too, especially in spirited narrative and in poetry, 1A 
not less familiar, and in both these cases the expression of time belongs to the grammatical 
period, not to the verb.” —Lectures, p. 204 


SUMMARY OF THE NEW VIEW OF THE HEBREW VERB 


From these pages the scholar can scarcely fail to infer that:— 


I. The form of the Hebrew verb yigtol, denotes a real present, and not a future: 


1) Because it is admitted by Ewald, Gesenius, Lee, Rédiger, and every other Hebrew 
Grammarian of name, that it is so in numberless places, and because there are thou- 
sands of instances where the Common English Version. and all other versions. ancient 
and modern, do rightly translate it as a present. 


2) Because there are numerous passages where it cannot possibly be a future; and as itis 
impossible, in the very nature of things, for a real future to express present time, 
—whereas it is very common, in almost all languages, rhetorically to express futurity 
by a present—it must be a present, and not a future. 


3) Because in all the Cognate Semitic Dialects it is regarded as a present. 


TI. The form of the Hebrew verb gatal denotes a past (perfect or imperfect). It is also 
used idiomatically :— 


1) To express a gentle imperative ; this is universally agreed by all Hebrew Grammariang 
to be the case when it 1s ata by a regular imperative, e.g., ‘‘ Speak and say,” lit., 
Speak, and thou hast said; but this limitation of theirs arises from imperfect acquaint- 
ance with the facts of the case, as there are many passages where there is no impera- 
tive preceding, yet where the past tense is used to express a command, e. g., Zech. 1. 
3, “ And thou hast said,” i.e., “Say thou.” This idiom is also admitted to be common 
in all the Cognate Semitic Dialects. 


2) To express a fixed determination that a certain thing must and shall be. This idiom 
is distinctly admitted by the above-mentioned Hebrew Grammarians, and is common, 
not only in the Cognate Semitic Dialects, but in the Greek New Testament, and also 
in ee Greck and Latin Classics, as shown by Stuart, Winer, Macknight, Kihner, 
anc others. 


{1I. The Waw Conversive is Unnecessary. It is based upon superticial data, for:— 
1) It supposes yigtol to be an exclusively future form, which is not the case. 


2) It ignores the idiomatic use of the past tense to express a “‘fixed determination,” 
whieh is admitted by all Hebrew Grammarians., 


3) It casts the utmost uncertainty over the language, as, on the very same principles by 
which waw is supposed to be conversive, the particles once. behind, not, yea, when, 
how? also, lo, because, so, except, why? therefore, whence? what? and who? must be 
held to be conversive likewise—which no sane man will venture to maintain. 


— 


4) 1t does not explain all the phenomena of the case, for there are numberless passages 
‘‘ where a past tense is preceded neither by a future nor by an imperative (as the rules 
of Waw Conversive imperatively require), yet, when it is converted in the Common 
English Version, and with as much propricty as in any of those instances which are 


supposed to be indisputable.” 


5) It is unparalleled among all the other languages of the world—ancient and modern, 


eastern and western. 


— 


It is found in no other composition in the Hebrew Language; in all the most 
ancient, and valued, and voluminous Hebrew writings it is wanting ;—the Talmudim, 
the Perushim, the Midrashim, have it not. If the Hebrew language ever had a JVaw 
alanine is it at all likely that it should suddenly, totally, and unobservedly drop out 
of existence? 


The result of the whole is: That the Waw Converawe does not exist in the Hebrew Bible, aud 
is Unnecessary, Imperfect, and Unexampled in any language. 


It has only a traditional existence, being the too hasty generalization of some ancient gram- 
marians, who observed that the Septuacint Translators had—with the freedom which 
characterizes their whole work both in style and sentiments deemed the Hebrew 
idioms too colloquial for the fastidious Greeks, and too simple for the dignity of literary 

composition; and as all succeeding translators, without an exception, were under the 

Ecll of the sacred character of that Version, it is no wonder, though much to be re- 

gretted, that their example was followed. Of late years thero has been a very strong 

tendency in translators and expositors to adhere more than ever to the exact form of the 

Hebrew and Greek Tenses, but the present Translation is the first and only one in which 

it is carried out systematically.

unto the ark, two by two of all the flesh in 
which zs a living spirit ; ®and they that are 
coming in, male and female of all flesh, have 
come in as God hath commanded him, and 
Jchovah doth close it for him. 

7 And the deluge is forty days on the 
earth, and the waters multiply, and lift up 
the ark, and it is raised np from off the 
earth; and the waters are mighty, and 
multiply exceedingly upon the earth; and 
the ark goeth on the face of the waters. 

19 And the waters have been very very 
mighty on the earth, and covered are all the 
high monntains which ave under the whole 
heavens; “° fifteen cubits upwards have the 
waters become mighty, and the mountains

dry. 

5 And God speaketh unto Noah, saying, 
‘Go out from te ark, thou, and thy wife, 
and thy sons, and thy sons’ wives with thee; 
every living thing that is with thee, of all 
flesh, among fowl, and among cattle, and 
among every creeping thing which is creeping 
on the earth, bring out with thee; ” and the 
have teemed in the earth, and heen fruitful, 
and have mnltiphed on the earth.’

to destroy all flesh ; and the bow hath been 
in the eloud, and I have seen it—to remember 
the covenant age-during between God and 
every living creature among all flesh which is 
on the earth.’ 

7 And God saith unto Noah, ‘This is a 
token of the covenant which I have establish- 
ed ee Me and all flesh that is upon the 
earth.’ 

18 And the sons of Noah who are going out 
of the ark are Shem, and Ham, and Japheth ; 
and Ham is father of Canaan. }9 These three 
are sons of Noah, and from these hath all the 
earth been overspread. 

270 And Noah remaincth a man of the ground, 
and planteth a vineyard, “and drinkcth of 
the wine, and is drunken, and uneoveretn 
himself in the midstofthetent. *? And Ham, 
father of Canaan, sceth the nakedness of his 
father, and declareth to his two brethren 
withont. 8 And Shem taketh--Japheth also 
—the garment, and they place on the shoul- 
der of them both, and go baekward, and 
cover the nakedness of their father; and their 
faees are backward, and their father’s naked- 
ness they have not seen. 

4 And Noah awaketh from his wine, and 
knoweth that whieh his young son hath done 
to him, * and saith : 

‘Cursed is Canaan,

°6 And he saith: 
‘Blessed of Jehovah my God is Shem, 
And Canaan is servant to him. 
27 God doth vive beauty to Japheth, 
And he dwelleth in tents of Shem, 
And Canaan is servant to him.’ 

78 And Noah Hveth after the deluge three 
hundred and fifty years; “and all the days 
of Noah are nine Hage and fifty years, and 
he dicth. 

X. } And these are births of the sons of 
Noah, Shem, Ham, and Japheth ; and born to 
them are sons after the deluge. 

2Sons of Japheth Me Gomer, and Magog, 
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and Madai, and Javan, and Tnbaliiigag 
Meshech, and Tiras, 3 And sons of Gomer 
are Ashkenaz, and Riphath, and Togarmah. 
4+And sons of Javan are Elishah, and Tarshish, 
Kaittim, and Dodanim. ‘5 By these have the 
isles of the nations been parted in their Jands, 
each by his tongue, by their famihes, in their 
nations. 

6And sons of Wain ce Cush, and Mitzraim, 
and Phut, and Canaan, 7 And sons of Cush 
are Seba, and Havilah, and Sabtah, and 
Raamah, and Sabtechah ; and sons of Naamah 
are Sheba and Dedan. 

8And Cush hath beyvotten Nimrod; 9 he 
hath begun to be a hero in the land; he hath 
been a hero in hunting before Jehovah; there- 
fore it is said, ‘As Nimrod the hero in hunt- 
ing before Jehovah.’

%2These are families of the sons of Noah, 
by their births, in their nations, and_by these 
have the nations been parted in the earth 
after the deluge. 

X1. }AND the whole earth is of one pro- 
nunciation, and of the same words, ?and it 
cometh to pass, in their journeying from the

east, that they find a valley in the land of 
Shinar, and dwell there; 2and they say cach 
one to his neighbour, ‘Give help, let us make 
brieks, and burn them Pore: and the 
brick 1s to them for stone, and the bitu- 
men hath been to them for mortar. *+And 
they say, ‘Give help, let us build for our- 
selves a city and tower, and its head in the 
heavens, and make for ourselves a name, lest 
we be scattered over the face of all the 
earth.’

“And Abram and Nahor take to them- 
selves wives; the name of Abram’s wife js 
Sarai, and the name of Nahor’s wife is Mileah, 
daughter of Haran, father of Mileah, and 
father of Iseah. %®And Sarai is barren—she 
hath no child. 

31 And Terah taketh Abram his son, and 
Lot, son of Haran, Ins son’s son, and Sarai 
his daughter-in-law, wife of Abram his son, 
and they go out with them from Ur of the 
Chaldees, to go towards the land of Canaan; 
and they come unto Charan, and dwell there. 

32 And the days of Terah are two hundred 
and five years, and Terah dieth in Charan. 

AIT. 1 AND Jehovah saith unto Abram, 
‘Go for thyself, from thy land, and from thy 
kindred, and from the house of thy father, 
unto the land which I shew thee. ?And I 
make thee become a great nation, and bless 
thee, and make thy name great; and be 
thou a blessing. *And [ bless those bless- 
ing thee, and him who is cisesteeming thee I 
eurse, and blessed in thee have been all fami- 
lies of the ground.’ 

*And Abram goeth on, as Jehovah hath 
spoken nto him, and Lot goeth with him, 
and Abram is a son of five and seventy years 
in his going out from Charan. ® And Abram 
taketh Sarai his wife, and Lot his brother’s 
son, and all their substanee that they have 
gained, and the persons that they have ob- 
tained in Charan; and they go out to go to- 
wards the land of Canaan; and they come in 
to the land of Canaan. ® And Abram passeth 
over into the land, unto the place Shechem, 
unto the oak of Moreh; and the Canaanite is 
then in the land. 

7 And Jehovah appeareth unto Abram, and 
saith, ‘‘T'’o thy seed [ give this land;’ and he 
buildeth there an altar to Jehovah, who hath 
appeared unto him. ® And he removeth from 
thence towards a monntain at the east of 
Beth-E, and streteheth out the tent (Beth-El 
at the west, and Hai at the east), and he 
buildeth there an altar to Jehovah, and 
preacheth in the name of Jehovah. 

9And Abram journeyeth, going on and jour- 
neylng towards the south. 

10 And there is a famine in the land, and 
Abram goeth down towards Egypt to sojourn 
there, for the famine is grievons in the land; 
Nand it cometh to pass as he hath drawn 
near to enter Egypt, that he saith unto Sarai 
his wife, ‘Lo, [ pray thee, I have known that 
thou art a woman of beautiful appearance; 
‘and it hath come to pass that the Kgyp- 
tians see thee, and they have said, ‘This is 
his wife,’ and they have slain me, and thee 
they keep alive: say, I pray thee, thon art 
my sister, so that it is well with me because 
of thee, and my soul hath lived for thy 
sake. 

44 And it cometh to pass, at the entering of 
Abram into Egypt, that the Egyptians see the 
woman that she is exceeding fair; © and 
prinees of Pharaoh see her, and praise her 
unto Pharaoh, and the woman is taken ¢o 
Pharaoh’s house ; 1®and to Abram he hath 
done good beeanse of her, and he hath sheep 
and oxen, anc he-asses, and men-servanta, 
and handmaids, and she-asses, and camels.

17 And Jehovah plagueth Pharaoh and his 
house—great placues—for the matter of Sarai, 
Abrain’s wife. 383 And Pharaoh calleth for 
Abram, and saith, ‘What is this thon hast 
done to me? why hast thou not declarcd to 
me that she is thy wife? 19 Why hast thon 
said, She is iny sister, and I take her to my- 
self for a wife? and now, lo, thy wife, take 
and go.’ *®And Pharaoh chargeth men con- 
cerning him, and they send him away, and 
his wife, and all that he hath. 

XTIL. 2AND Abram gocth up from Egypt 
(he and his wife, aud all that he hath, and 
Lot with him) towards the south; "and 
Abram is exceedingly wealthy in cattle, in 
silver, and in gold. 2 And he goeth on his 
journeyings from the south, even unto Bethel, 
unto the place where his tent had been at the 
commencement, between Bethel and Hai— 
4unto the place of the altar which he made 
there at the first, and there doth Abram 
preach in the name of Jehovah. 

5 Andalsoto Lot, whois going with Abram, 
there hath been sheep and oxen and tents; 
Sand the land hath not suffered them to dwell 
together, for their substance hath been much, 
and they have not been able to dwell together; 
7and there is a strife between those feeding 
Abrain’s cattle and those feeding Lot’s cattle ; 
and the Canaanite and the Perizzite are then 
dwelling in the land. 

8 And Abram saith unto Lot, ‘ Let there not, 
I pray thee, be strife between me and thee, 
and between my shepherds and thy shepherds, 
for we ave men—brethren. %Js not all the 
land before thee? be parted, I pray thee, from 
me; if to the left, then I to the mght; and if 
to the right, then I to the left.’ 

10 And Lot lifteth up his eyes, and seeth the 
whole circuit of the Jordan that it is all a 
watered country (before Jehovah’s destroying 
Sodom and Gomorrah, as Jehovah's garden, as 
the land of Exgypt,) i thy coming toward 
Zoar, "and Lot chooscth for himself the 
whole circuit of the Jordan; and Lot jour- 
neyeth from the east, and they are parted—a 
man fromhis companion; }? Abram hath dwelt 
in the land of Canaan, and Lot hath dwelt in 
the citics of the circuit, and tentcth unto 
Sodom ; Band the men of Sodom are evil, 
and sinners before Jehovah exceedingly. 

WAnd Jehovah said unto Abram, after 
Lot's being parted from him, ‘ Lift np, Dray 
thee, thine eyes, and look from the place 
where thou art, northward, and southward, 
and eastward, and westward; for the whole 
of the land which thou are secing, to thee I] 

ive it, and to thy seed-—to the age. !®And 
una set thy seed as dust of the earth, so 
that, if one is able to number the dust of the 
earth, even thy seed is numbered; ?’ rise, go 
up and down through the land, to its length, 
and to its breadth, for to thee 1 give it.’ 

BAnd Abram tenteth, and cometh, and 
dwelleth among the oaks of Mamre, which 
arein Hebron, and buildeth there an altar 
to Jehovah. 

XIV. } AND it cometh to pass in the days 
of Amraphel king of Shinar, Arioch king of 
Ellasar, Chedorlaomer king of Elam, and 
Tidal king of Goyim, i, they have made war 
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Lot's capture and rescue. 


with Bera king of Sodom, and with Birsha 
king of Gomorrah, Shinah king of Admah, 
and Shemeber king of Zeboim, and the king 
of Bela, which is Zoar. 3 All these have been 
joined together unto the valley of Siddim, 
which is the Salt Sea; ‘twelve years they 
served Chedorlaomer, and the thirteenth year 
they rebelled. 

5And in the fourteenth year came Che- 
dorlaomer, and the kings who are with him, 
and they smite the Rephaim in Ashteroth 
Karnaim, and the Zuzim in Ham, and the 
Kmim in Shaveh Kiriathaim, “and the Hor- 
ites in their mount Seir, unto E}l-Paran, which 
is by the wilderness; ?and they turn back 
and come in wnito En-Mishpat, which is 
Kadesh, and smite the whole field of the 
Amalekite, and also the Amorite who is 
dwelling in Hazezon-Tamar.

WW And the king of Sodom goeth out to mect 
him (after his turning back froin the siniting 
of Chedorlaomer, and of the kings who are 
with him), unto the valley of Shaveh, which 
is the king’s valley. 38 And Melchizedek king 
of Salem hath brought out bread and wine, 
and he is priest of God Most High; and he 
hlesseth him, and saith, ‘ Blessed is Abram to 
God Most High, possessing heaven and earth ; 
2%and blessed is God Most High, who hath 
delivered thine adversaries into thy hand;’ 
and he giveth to him a tenth of all. 

2 And the king of Sodom saith unto Abram,

J AFTER these things hath the word 
of Jehovah been unto Abram in a vision, say- 
ing, ‘Fear not, Abram, I am ashield to thee, 
thy reward is exceeding great.’ *? And Ab- 
ram saith, ‘Lord Jehovah, what dost Thou 
sive to me, and I am going childless? and an 
acquired son in my house is Demmesek Eliezer.’ 


3And Abram saith, ‘Lo, to me Thou hast | 


not given seed, and lo, a domestic doth heir 
me.’ 

4 And lo, the word of Jehovah is unto him, 
saying, ‘This ove doth not heir thee; but he 
cli cometh out from thy bowels, he doth 
heir thee ;’? 5 and He bringeth him out with- 
out, and saith, ‘Look attentively, I pray 
thee, towards the heavens, and count the 
stars, if thou art able to count them;’ and He 
saith to him, ‘Thus is thy seed.’ ®And he 
hath believed in Jehovah, and He reckoneth 
it to him—righteousness. 

7 And He saith unto him, ‘I am Jehovah 
who brought thee out from Ur of the Chal- 
dees, to give to thee this land to possess it ;’

12 And the sun is about to go in, and deep 
sleep hath fallen upon Abram, and lo, a ter- 
ror of great darkness is falling upon him; 
Band He saith to Abram, ‘ Knowing—know 
that thy seed is a sojourner in a land not 
theirs, and they have served them, and they 
have afflicted them four hundred years, “and 
the nation also whom they serve I judge, and 
after this they go out with great substance ; 
Band thou—thou comest in unto thy fathers 
in peace; thou art buried in a good old age;

Sarai saith unto Abram, ‘Lo, I pray thee, 
Jehovah hath restrained me from bearing, go 
in, I pray thee, unto my handinaid; perhaps 
I am built up from her ;’ and Abram hearken- 
eth to the voice of Sarai. 

3And Sarai, Abram’s wife, taketh Hagar 
the Eeyptian, her handmaid, at the end of the 
tenth year of Abram’s dwelling in the land of 
Canaan, and giveth her to Abram her hus- 
band, to him for a wife, tand he goeth in 
unto Hagar, and she conceiveth, and she 
sceth that she hath conceived, and her mis- 
tress is lightly esteemed in her eyes. 

5 And Sarai saith unto Abram, ‘My violence 
is for thee; I—I have given mine handmaid 
into thy bosom, and she seeth that she hath 
conceived, and Tam lightly esteemed in her 
eyes; Jehovah doth judge between me and 
thee.’ ®And Abram saith unto Sarai, ‘Lo, 
thine handmaid is in thine hand, do to her 
that which is good in thine eyes;’ and Sarai 
afflicted her, and she fleeth from her pre- 
sence. 

7 And a messenger of Jehovah findcth her 
by the fountain of water in the wilderness, by 
the fountain in the way to Shur, 8and he 
saith, ‘Hagar, Sarai’s handmaid, whence 
hast thou come, and whither dost thou go?’ 
and she saith, ‘From the presence of Sarai, 
my mistress, I am ficeing.’ 

®And the messenger of Jehovah saith to

3 ea Abram falleth upon his face, and God

covenant hath become in your flesh a cove- 
nant age-during; ‘and an nncireumcised 
one, 2 male, the flesh of whose foreskin is not 
circumcised, even that person hath been cut 
off from his people; My covenant he hath 
broken.’ 

And God saith unto Abraham, ‘Sarai 
thy wife—thon dost not call her name Sarai, 
for Sarah is her name; and I have bless- 
ed her, and have also given to thee a son from 
her; and I have blessed her, and she hath 
et nations—kings of peoples are from 

ler. 

7 And Abraham falleth upon his face, and 
laugheth, and saith in his heart, ‘To the son 
of an hundred years is one born? or doth 
Sarah—dauchter of ninety years—bear?’ 

18 And Abraham saith unto God, ‘O that 
Ishmael may live before Thee ;’ “and God 
saith, ‘Sarah thy wife is certainly bearing a 
son to thee, and thou hast called his name 
Isaac, and { have established My covenant 
with him, for an covenant age-during, to his 
seed afterhim. °° As to Ishmael, [ have heard 
thee; lo, I have blessed him, and made him 
fruitful, and multiplied him, very exceeding- 
ly; twelve princes doth he beget, and I have 
made him 


doth bear to thee at this appointed time in 
the next year;’ “and He finisheth speaking 
with him, and God gocth up from Abraham.

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XAXVITL J} AND Jehovah appeareth unto 
him among the oaks of Mamre, and he is sit- 
ting at the opening of the tent, about the heat 
of the day; 2and he lifteth up his eyes and 
lookcth, and lo, three men standing by him, 
and he seeth, and runneth to meet them from 
the opening of the tent, and boweth himself 
towards the earth, 

3 And he saith, ‘My Lord, if, T pray thee, I 
have found grace in thine eyes, do not, I pray 
thee, pass on from thy servant; ‘let, [ pray 
thee, a little water be accepted, and wash your 
feet, and recline under the tree; and I 


bring a piece of bread, and support ye your 
heart; afterwards pass on. for therefore have 


ye passed over unto your servant;’ and they 
say, ‘So mayest thou do as thou has spoken.’ 

6’ And Abraham hasteth towards the tent, 
unto Sarah, and saith, ‘ Hasten three mea- 
sures of flour-meal, knead, and make cakes;’ 
7and Abraham ran unto the herd, and tak- 
eth a son of the herd, tender and good, and 
giveth unto the young man, and he hasteth 
te prepare it; Sand he taketh butter and 
milk, and the son of the herd which he hath 
prepared, and setteth before them; and he is 
standing by them under the tree, and they do 
eat. 

9 And they ary nnto him, ‘Where is Sarah 
thy wife?’ and he saith, ‘ Lo—in the tent;’ 
Mand he saith, ‘Returning [ return unto 
thee, about the time of life, and lo, to Sarah 
thy wife a son.’ 

lt And Sarah is hearkening at the opening 
of the tent, which is behind him; ! and 
Abraham and Sarah ave aged, entering into 
days--the way of women hath ceased to be to 
Sarah; Sand Sarah langheth in her heart 
saying, ‘After I have waxed old I have hac 
pleasure !—my lord also is old!’ 

M4 And Jehovah saith unto Abraham, ‘Why 
is this? Sarah hath laughed, saying, Is it true 
really—I bear—and I am aged? Is any thing 
too wonderful for Jehovah? at the appointed 
time Ll return unto thee, about the time of 
life, and Sarah hath a son.’ 

19 And Sarah denicth, saying, ‘L did not 
laugh;’ for she hath been afraid ; and He 
saith, ‘Nay, but thon didst langh.’ 

16 And the men rise from thence, and look 
on the face of Sodom, and Abraham is going 
with them to send them away; and Jcho.- 
vah said, ‘Am I concealing from Abraham 
that which Tam doing, %and Abraham cer- 
tainly becometh a nation great and mighty, 
and Liogeed in him have been all nations of 
the carth? for [ have known him, that he 
commandeth his children, and his house after 
him (and they have kept the way of Jchovah), 
to do righteousness and judgment, that Jeho- 
vah may bring on Abraham that which He 
hath spoken concerning him.’ 

“And Jehovah saith, ‘The cry of Sodom 
and Gomorrah—because great; and their sin 
—because exceeding grievous: “11 go down 
now, and sce whether according to its cry 
which is coming unto Me they have done 
complectely—and if not—l know;’ *and_ the 
men turn from thence, and go towards Sod- 
om; and Abraham is yet standing before 
Jehovah. 
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3And Abraham draweth nigh and saith, 

‘Dost Thoualso consume righteous with wiek- 
ed? *4peradventure there are fifty righteous 
in the midst of the city; dost Thou also con- 
sume, and not bear with the plaee for the 
sake of the fifty— the righteous who are in its 
midst? ° Far be it from Thee to do according 
to this thing, to put to death the righteous 
with the wicked; that it hath been—as the 
righteous so the wieked—far be it from Thee ;

26 And Jehovah saith, ‘If I find in Sodom 
fifty righteons in the midst of the city, then 
have I borne with all the plaee for their 
sake.’ 
277 And Abraham answereth and saith, ‘T.o, 
I pray thee, I have willed to speak unto the 
Lord, and I—dust and ashes ; *8 peradven- 
ture there are laeking five of the fifty righte- 
ous—dost Thou destroy for five the whole of 
the city ?’? and He saith, ‘I destroy it not, if I 
find there forty and five.’ . 

*°9 And he addeth again to speak unto Him 
and saith, ‘ Peradventure there are found 
there forty ?’? and He saith, ‘I do it not, be- 
cause of the forty.’ 

30 And he saith, ‘ Let it not be, I Bray thee, 
displeasing to the Lord, and I speak: perad- 
venture there are found there thirty?’ and 
He saith, ‘I do it not, if I tind there thirty.’ 

31 And he saith, Lo, I pray thee, I have 
willed to speak unto the Lord: peradventure 
there are found there twenty?’ and He saith, 
‘T do not destroy it, because of the twenty.’ 

32 And he saith, ‘ Let it not be, I pray Thee, 
displeasing to the Lord, and I speak only this 
time: peradventure there are found there 
ten?’ and He saith, ‘I do not destroy it, be- 
eause of the ten.’

XIX, ! two of the messengers come 
towards Sodom at even, and Lot is sitting at 
the gate of Sodom, and Lot seeth, and riseth 
to meet them, and boweth himself—face to 
the earth, 2and he saith, ‘Lo, I pray you, 
my lords, turn aside, I pray you, wnto the 
house of your servant, and lodge, and wash 
your feet—then ye have risen early and gone 
on your way;’ and they say, ‘Nay, but in 
the broad place we do lodge.’ 

3 And he presseth on them greatly, and 
they turn aside unto him, and come in unto 
his house; and he maketh for them a ban- 
quet, and hath baked unleavened things ; 
and they do eat. 

4 Before they lie down, the men of the 
city—men of Sodom—have come round about 
against the house, from yonng even unto 
aged, all the people from the extremity; 
Sand they call unto Lot and say to him, 
‘Where are the men who have come in wnto 
thee to-night? bring them ont unto us, and 
we know them.’ 

6 And Lot goeth out unto them, to the 
opening, and the door hath shut behind him, 
7and saith, ‘Do not, I pray you, my breth- 
ren, do evil; 8lo, I pray you, I have two 
daughters, who have not known any one; 
let me, [ pray you, bring them ont unto you, 
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and do to them as is good in your eyes; only 
to these men do not anything, for therefore 
have they come in within the shadow of my 
roof.’ 

9And they say, ‘Come nigh hither ;’ they 
say also, ‘This one hath eome in to sojourn, 
and he certainly judgeth! now, we do evil to 
thee more than ¢o them ;’ and they press 
against the man, against Lot greatly, and 
eome nigh to break the door. 

10 And the men put forth their hand, and 
bring in Lot unto them, into the house, and 
have shut the door; "and the men who 
ave at the opening of the house they have 
smitten with blindness, from small even 
unto great, and they weary themselves to 
find the opening. 

1? And the men say unto Lot, ‘Whom hast 
thou -here still? son-in-law, thy sons also, 
and thy daughters, and all whom thou hast 
in the city, bring out from this place ; 3 for 
we are destroying this place, for their ery 
hath been great before the face of Jehovah, 
and Jehovah doth send us to destroy it.’ 

4 And Lot goeth out, and speaketh unto 
his sons-in-law, those taking his danghters, 
and saith, ‘Rise, go out from this place, for 
Jehovah ts destroying the eity ;’ and he is ag 
one mocking in the eyes of his sons-in-law. 

1 And when the dawn hath aseended, then 
the messengers press upon Lot, saying, ‘Rise, 
take thy wife, and thy two daughters who 
are found present, lest thou be consumed in 
the iniquity of the city.’ 

16 And he lingereth, and the men lay hold 
on his hand, and on the hand of his wife, 
and on the hand of his two danghters, 
through the mercy of Jehovah unto him, 
and t 127 bring him out, and cause him to 
rest without the city. 

7 And it cometh to pass when he hath 
brought them out without, that he saith, 
‘Eseape for thy life; look not expectingly 
behind thee, nor stand thou in all the eir- 
cuit; to the mountain escape, lest thou be 
eonsumed. 

18 And Lot saith unto them, ‘ Not so, 1 pray 
thee, my lord ; lo, 1 pray thee, thy servant 
hath found grace in thine eyes, and thou dost 
make great thy kindness whieh thou hast 
done with me by saving my hfe, and Iam un- 
able to escape to the mountain, lest the evil 
cleave tome, and 1 have died; “lo, I pray 
thee, this city is near to flee thither, and it is 
little ; let me eseape, I pray thee, thither, (is 
it not little?) and my soul doth live.’ 

21 And he saith unto him, ‘ Lo, I have ae- 
eepted thy face also for this thing, without 
overthrowing the eity for which thou hast 
spoken; “haste, escape thither, for I am 
not able to do anything till thine entering 
thither ;’ therefore hath he ealleth the name 
of the city Zoar. 

*3'The sun hath gone out on the earth, and 
Lot hath entered into Zoar, 4% and Jehovah 
hath rained upon Sodom and upon Gomorrah 
brimstone and fire from Jehovah, from the 
heavens ; and He overthroweth these cities, 
and all the cireuit, and all the inhabitants of 
the cities, and that which is shooting up from 
the ground. *6 And ue wife looketh expect- 
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in from behind him, and she is—a pillar of 
salt ! 

°7 And Abraham riseth early in the morning, 
unto the place where he hath stood before the 
face of Jehovah; “Sand he looketh on the 
face of Sodom and Gomorrah, and on all the 
face of the land of the cirenit, and seeth, and 
lo, the smoke of the land went np as smoke of 
the fnrnace. 

°9 And it eometh to pass, in God’s destroying 
the cities of the cirenit, that God remember- 
eth Abraham, and sendeth Lot ont of the 
midst of the overthrow in the overthrowing 
of the cities in which Lot dwelt. 

30 And Lot goeth up ont of Zoar, and dwell- 
eth in the mountain, and his two daughters 
with him, for he hath been afraid of dwelling 
in Zoar, and he dwelleth in a eave, he and his 
two danghters. 

31 And the first-born saith unto the younger, 
‘Our father ts old, and a man there is not in 
the earth to come in unto us, as is the way of 
all the earth ; %2come, we eanse our father 
to drink wine, and lie with him, and preserve 
from our father—a seed,’ 

33 And they eause their father to drink wine 
on that night; and the first-born goeth in, 
and Heth with her father, and he hath not 
known in her lying down, or in her rising up. 

34 And it cometh to pass, on the morrow, 
that the first-born saith unto the younger, 
‘Lo, I have lain yesterday-night with my 
father: we cause him to drink wine also 
to-night, and go thou in, lie with him, and 
we preserve from our father—a seed.’ % And 
they cause their father to drink wine on that 
night also, and the younger riseth and leth 
with him, and he hath not known in her lying 
town, or in her rising up. 

36 And the two daughters of Lot conceive 
from their father, 37and the first-born beareth 
a son, and calleth his name Moab; he is father 
of Moab unto this day ; as to the younger, 
she also hath born a son, and calleth his name 
Ben-Ammi: he is father of the Beni-Ammon 
unto this day. 

XX. } AND Abraham journeyeth from 
thence toward the land of the south, and 
dwelleth between Kadesh and Shur, and so- 
journeth in Gerar ; °and Abraham saith con- 
cerning Sarah his wife, ‘She is my sister ;’ 
and Abimeleeh king of Gerar sendeth and 
taketh Sarah. 

3 And God cometh in unto Abimeleeh in a 
dream of the night, and saith to him, ‘Lo, 
thou art adead man, beeanse of the woman 
whom thon hast taken—and she married to a 
husband.’ 

4And Abimeleech hath not drawn near un- 
to her, and he saith, ‘ Lord, also a righteous 
nation dost thou slay? Shath not he himself 
said to me, She is my sister! and she, even 
she herself, said, He ts my brother; in the 
integrity of my heart, and in the innoceney 
of wy hands, T have done this.’ 

6And God saith unto him in the dream, 
‘Yea, I—I have known that in the integrity 
of thy heart thon hast done this, and I with- 
hold thee, even I, from sinning against Me; 
therefore I have not suffered thee to come 
against. her ;7and now send back the man’s 
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wife, for he is inspired, and he doth pray for 
thee, and live thou; and if thou do not send 
back, know that dying thou dost die, thou, 
and all that thon hast.’ 

8 And Abimelech riseth early in the morn- 
ing, and ealleth for all his servants, and 
apeuk cul all these words in their ears; and 
the men fear exceedingly ; and 9 Abimelech 
ealleth for Abraham, and saith to him. ‘ What 
hast thou done to us? and what have I sinned 
against thee, that thon hast bronght upon 
ime, and upon my kingdom, a great sin? works 
whieh are not done thou hast done with 
me.’ Abimelech also saith unto Abrahain, 
‘What hast thou seen that thou hast done 
this thing ?’ 

Nl And Abraham saith, ‘ Beeanse I said, 
‘Surely the fear of God 18 not in this place, 
and they have slain me for the sake of my 
wife; ‘and also, truly she is my _ sister, 
daughter of my father, only not daughter of 
my mother, and she hecometh my wife; 
Band it cometh to pass, when God hath 
eaused me to wander from my father’s house, 
that I say to her, This 7s thy kindness which 
thon dost with me: at every place whither 
we come, say of me, He is my brother.’ 

M4 And Abimelech taketh sheep and oxen, 
and servants and handmaids, and giveth to 
Abraham, and sendeth back to him Sarah 
his wife; and Abimelech saith, ‘Lo, my 
land is before thee, where it is good in thine 
eyes, dwell;’ !8and to Sarah he hath said, 
‘Lo, I have given a thousand silverlings ta 
thy brother; lo, it is to thee a covering of 
eyes, to all who are with thee;’ and by all 
this she 1s reasoned with. 

7 And Abraham prayeth nto God, and 
God healeth Abimelech and his wife, and his 
handmaids, and they bear: ‘for Jehovah 
restraining had restrained every wom) of the 
honse of Abimelech, because of Sarah, Abra- 
ham’s wife. 

XXII. } AND Jehovah hath looked after 
Sarah as He hath said, and Jehovah doth to 
Sarah as He hath spoken ; 2and Sarah con- 
ceiveth, and beareth a son to Abraham, to 
his old age, at the appointed time that God 
hath spoken of with him; 3 and Abraham 
ealleth the name of his son who is born to 
him, whom Sarah hath born to him—TIsaac; 
4and Abraham cirenmciseth Isaac his son, 
being a son of eight days, as God hath com- 
manded him. 

5 And Abraham 7s a son of a hundred years 
in Isaae his son being born to him, and Sarah 
saith, ‘God hath made laughter for me; every 
one who is hearing laugheth for me.’ 7She 
saith also, ‘Who hath said to Abraham, 
Sarah hath suckled sons, that I have born 
a son for his old age? 

8 And the lad groweth, and 1s weaned, and 
Abraham maketh a great banqnet in the ae 
of Isaae’s being weaned; %and Sarah scet 
the son of Hagar tho Evyptian, whom she 
hath horne to Abrahain, moeking, and she 
saith to Abraham, ‘Cast ont this handmaid 
and her son; for the son of this handmaid 
hath no possession with my son—with 
Is:ae.’ 

Nu And the thing is very wrong in the eyes 
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of Abraham, for lis son’s sake ; ? aud God | #and Abraham sojourneth in the land of the 


saith unto Abraham, ‘ Let it not be wrong in 
thine eyes because of the youth, and because 
of thy handmaid: all that Sarah saith unto 
thee—hearken to her voice, for in Isaac is a 
seed called to thee. As to the son of the 
handmaid also, for a nation I set lim, because 
he is thy seed.’ 

144 And Abraham riseth early in the morn- 
ing, and taketh bread, and a bottle of water, 
and giveth unto Hagar (placing it on her 
shoulder), also the lad, and sendeth her out; 
and she goeth on, and goeth astray in the 
wilderness of Beer-Sheba; '° and the water is 
consuined from the bottle, and she placeth 
the lad under one of the shrubs. 

16 And she goeth and sitteth by herself over- 
against, afar off, about a bow-shot, for she 
said, ‘ Let me not look on the death of the 
lad 3’ and she sitteth over-against, and lifteth 
up her voice, and weepeth. 

1v And God heareth the voice of the youth; 
and the messenger of God calleth wnto Hagar 
from the heavens, and saith to her, ‘ What to 
thee, Hagar? fear not; for God hath hearkened 
unto the voice of the youth where he zs; !8 rise, 
hft up the youth, and lay hold on him with 
thy hand, for for a great nation I set him.’ 

®* And God openeth her eyes, and she seeth 
a well of water, and she goeth and filleth the 
bottle with water, and eauseth the youth to 
dnnk; “°and God is with the youth, and he 
groweth, and dwelleth in the wilderness, and 
ig an archer; *!and he dwelleth in the wild- 
erness of Paran, and his mother taketh for 
him a wife from the land of Egypt. 

*2 And it eometh to pass at that time that 
Abimelech speaketh—Phichol also, head of 
his host—unto Abraham, saying, ‘God is with 
thee in all that thou art doing; “and now, 
swear to me by God here: thou dost not 
lie to me, or to my continuator, or to my sue- 
cessor; according to the kindness which I 
have done with thee thou dost with me, and 
with the land in which thon hast sojourned.’ 
“4 And Abraham saith, ‘I—I do swear.’ 

* And Abraham reasoned with Abimelech 
concerning the matter of a well of water which 
Abimelech’s servants have taken violently 
away, “and Abimelech saith, ‘I have not 
known who hath done this thing, and even 
thou didst not deelare to me, and I also, I 
have not heard save to-day.’ 

7 And Abraham taketh sheep and oxen, 
and giveth to Abimelech, and they make, both 
of them, a covenant; and Abraham setteth 
seven lambs of the flock by themselves. 
*% And Abimelech saith unto Abraham, ‘What 
are they—these seven lambs which thou hast 
set by themselves?’ 2°And he saith, ‘For 
—the seven lambs thou dost accept from my 
hand, so that it becometh a witness for me 
that [ have digged this well ;’ 21 therefore hath 
he called that place ‘ Beer-Sheba,’ for there 
have both of them sworn. 

32 And they make a covenant in Beer-Sheba, 
and Abimelech riseth—Phichol also, head of 
his host—and_ they turn baek woto the land 
of the Philistines; *?and Abraham planteth 
a tamarask in Beer-Sheba, and preacheth 
there in the name of Jehovah, God age-during ; 
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AAT. 1 AND it coineth to pass after these 
things that God hath tricd Abraham, and 
saith unto him, ‘Abraham; and he saith, 
‘Herojam I.’ * And He saith, ‘Take, I pray 
thee, thy son, thine only one, whom thou hast 
loved, even Isaac, and go for thyself unto the 
land of Moriah, and cause him to ascend there 
for a burnt-offering on one of the mountains 
of which I speak unto thee.’ 

3 And Abrahain riseth early in the morning, 
and saddleth his ass, and taketh two of his 
young men with him, and Isaac his son, and 
ie eleaveth the wood of the burnt-offering, 
aud riseth and goeth unto the place of which 
God hath spoken to him. 

4On the third day—Abrahain lifteth up his 
eyes, and seeth the place from afar; ‘and 
Abraham saith unto his young men, ‘ Remain 
by yourselves here with the ass, and I and the 
youth go yonder and worship, and turn back 
unto you. 

6And Abraham taketh the wood of the 
burnt-offering, and placeth on Isaac his son, 
and he taketh in his hand the fire, and the 
kuife; and they go on both of them together. 

7And Isaae speaketh wnto Abraham hia 
father, and_ saith, ‘My father,’ and he saith, 
‘Here am I, my son.’ Andhe saith, ‘Lo, the 
fire and the wood, and where the lamb for a 
burnt-offering? Sand Abraham saith, ‘God 
doth provide for Himself the lamb for a burnt- 
offering, my son;’ and they go on both of them 
together. 

“And they come in unto the place of which 
God hath spoken to him, and there Abraham 
buildeth the altar, and arrangeth the wood, 
and bindeth Isaae his son, and placeth him 
upon the altar above the wood; !°and Abra- 
ham putteth forth his hand, and taketh the 
knife—to slaughter his son. 

N And the messenger of Jehovah ealleth 
unto him from the heavens, and saith, ‘ Abra- 
ham, Abraham;’ and he saith, ‘Here am I; 
Mand He saith, ‘Put not forth thine hand 
unto the youth, nor do anything to him, for 
now I have known that thou art fearing God, 
and hast not withheld thy son, thine only one, 
from Me.’ 

BAnd Abraham hfteth up his eyes, and 
looketh, and lo, a ram behind, seized in a

thee, and multiplying I multiply thy seed as 
stars of the heavens, and as sand which is on 
the sea-shore; and thy seed doth possess the 
gate of his enemies; !Sand blessed themselves 
in thy seed have all nations of the carth, 
because that thou hast hearkened to My 
voice,’ rc 
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WAnd Abraham turneth back uuto his 
young men, and they rise and go together 
unto Beer-Sheba; and Abraham dwelleth in 
Beer-Sheba. 

°0 And it cometh to pass after these things 
that it is declared to Abraham, saying, ‘ Lo, 
Milcah hath borne, even she, sons to Nahor 
thy brother: *! Huz his first-born, and Buz his 
brother; and Kemuel father of Aram, “and 
Chesed, and Hazo, and Pildash, and Jidlaph, 
and Bethuel; *%and Bethuel hath begotten 
Rebekah;’ these eight hath Mileah borne to 
Nahor, Abraham’s brother; **and_ his con- 
cubine, whose name is Reumah, she also hath 
borne Tebah, and Gaham, and Tahash, and 
Maachah. 

XXIII. } AND the life of Sarah is a hun- 
dred and twenty and seven years—years of 
the life of Sarah; 2and Sarah dieth in Kir- 
jath-Arba, which is Hebron, in the land of 
Caanan, and Abraham goeth in to mourn for 
Sarah, and to bewail her.

5 And the sons of Heth answer Abraham, 
saying to him, ®‘ Hear us, my lord; a prince 
of God art thou in our midst; in the choice of 
our burying-places bury thy dead: none of us 
his burying-place doth withhold from thee, 
from burying thy dead.’ 

7 And Abraham riseth and bowcth himsclf 
to the people of the Jand, to the sons of Heth, 
8 and he speaketh with them, saying, ‘ Lf it is 
your cdlesire to bury my dead from before me, 

ear me, and meet for me with Ephron, son 
of Zoar; 2and he giveth to me ene eave of 
Machpelah, which ‘he hath, which is in the 
extremity of his field; for full money doth he 
give it to me, in your midst, for a possession 
of a burying-place.’ 

10 And Ephron is sitting in the midst of the 
sons of Heth, and Ephron the Hittite an- 
swereth Abraham in the ears of the sons of 
Heth, of all those entering the gate of his 
city, saying, 1‘ Nay, my lord, bear me: the 
field 1 have given to thee, and the cave that 
ts in it, to thee I have given it; before the 
eyes of the sons of my people I have given it 
to thee—bury thy dead.’ 

2 And Abraham boweth himself before the 
prope of the land, and sage unto 
Sphron in the ears of the people of the Jand., 
saying, ‘Only—if thou wouldst hear me—l 
have given the money of the ficld—accept 
from ine, and | bury my dead there.’ 

M4 And Ephron answereth Abraham, saying 
to him,  ‘ My lord, hear ine: the land—four 
hundred shekels of silver; between me and 
thee, what 7s 1t?—thy dead bury.’ 

16 And Abrahain hearkeneth wato Ephron, 
and Abraham weighcth to Mphron the silver 
which he hath spoken of in the cars ef the 
sons of Heth, fot hundred silver shckcls, 
passing with the merchant. 

7 And established are the field of Mphron, 
which isin Machpelah, whieh és before itiaaie 
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the trees which are in the field, which are in 
all its border round about, 1 to Abraham by 
purchase, before the eyes of the sons of Heth, 
among all entering the gate of his city. 

And after this hath Abraham buried 
Sarah his wife at the cave of the field of 
Machpelah before Mamre (which is Hebron), 
in the Jand of Canaan ; 7° and established are 
the field, and the cave which 7s in it, to Abra- 
ham for a possession of a burying-place, from 
the sons of Heth. 

XXIV.1 AND Abraham is old, he hath 
entered into days, and Jchovah hath blessed 
Abraham in all things; 2and Abraham saith 
unto his servant, the eldest of his house, who 
is ruling over all that he hath, ‘ Put, I pray 
thee, thy hand uuder my thigh, 2and I cause 
thee to swear by Jchovah, God of the heavens, 
and God of the carth, that thou dost not take 
a wife for my son from the daughters of the 
Canaanite, in the midst of whom I am dwell 
ing; 4but unto my land and unto my kindred 
dost thou go, and hast taken a wife for my 
son, for Isaac.’

20 And Isaac saith unto his son, ‘What is 
this thou hast hasted to find, my son?’ and 
he saith, ‘That which Jehovah thy God hath 
eansed to eome before me.’ 

*1 And Isaac saith unto Jacob, ‘Come nigh, 
1 pray thee, and I feel thee, my son, whether 
thou art he, my son Esau, or not.’ 

“And Jacob cometh nigh unto Isaac his 
father, and he feeleth him, and saith, ‘The 
voice is the voice of Jacob, and the hands 
hands of Esau.’ “ And he hath not dis- 
cerned him, for his hands have been hairy, as 
the hands of Esau his brother, and he bless- 
eth him, “and saith, ‘Thou art he—my son 
Esau? and he saith, ‘I am.’ 

*> And he saith, ‘Bring mgh to me, and I 
do eat of my son’s provision, so that my soul 
doth bless thee;’ and he bringeth nigh to 
him, and he eateth; and he bringeth to him 
wine, and he drinketh. 

26 And Isaae his father saith to him, ‘Come 
nigh, I pray thec, and kiss me, my son;’ 
“and he eometh nigh, and kisseth him, and 
he smelleth the fragrance of his garments, 
and blesseth him, and saith, ‘See, the fra- 
grance of my son is as the fragrance of a 
field whieh Jehovah hath blessed; “Sand God 
doth give to thee of the dew of heaven, and 
of the fatness of the earth, and abundance 
of corn and wine; *9 ReoDies serve thee, and 
nations bow themselves to thee, be thou 
mighty over thy brethren, and the sons of thy 
mother bow themselves to thee; those who 
curse thee ave eursed, and those who bless 
thee are blessed.’ 

30 And it cometh to pass, as [saae hath 
finished blessing Jacob, and Jacob is only 
just yoing out from the presenee of Isaac 
Fe father, that Esau his brother hath come 
in from his hunting; *4and he also maketh 
tasteful things, and bringeth to his father, 
and saith to his father, ‘ Let my father arise, 
and eat of his son’s provision, so that thy 
soul doth bless me.’ 

3? And Isaac his iat saith to him, ‘ Who 
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and sent to Padan-Aram, 


art thou?’ and he saith, ‘I am thy eon, thy 
first-born, [sau ;’ °3 and Isaac trembleth a 
very great trembling, and saith, ‘Who, now, 
is he who hath provided provision, and bring- 
eth in to me, and I eat of all before thou 
cone in, and J bless him ?—yea, blessed 
is he.’ 

34 When Esan heareth the words of his 
father, then he crieth a very great and bitter 
ery, and sait): to his father, ‘Bless me, me 
also, O my father;’ and he saith, ‘Th 
brother hath come with subtilty, and tale 
thy blessing.’ 

6 And he saith, ‘Is it because one called 
his name Jacob that he doth take me by the 
heel these two times? my birthright he hath 
taken; and Jo, now, he hath taken my bless- 
ing ;’ he saith also, ‘Hast thou not kept back 
a blessing for me?’ 

37 And Isaac answereth and saith to Esan, 
‘Lo, a mighty one have I set him over thee, 
and all his brethren have I given to him for 
servants, and with corn and wine have I sus- 
tained him; and for thee now, what shall I 
do, my son?’ 

83And Esau saith unto his father, ‘One 
blessing hast thou my father? bless me, me 
also, O my father;’ and Esau lifteth up his 
voice, and weepeth. 

39 And Isaae his father answereth and saith 
unto him, ‘Lo, of the fatness of the earth is 
thy dwelling, and of the dew of the heavens 
from above; “and by thy sword dost thou 
live, and thy brother dost thou serve; and it 
hath come to pass when thou rulest, that 
thou hast broken his yoke from off thy neck.’ 

41 And Esau hateth Jacob, becanse of the 
blessing with which his father blessed him, 
and Esau saith in his heart, ‘The days of 
mourning for my father draw near, and I slay 
Jacob my brother.’ 

42 And the words of Esau her elder son are 
declared to Rebekah, and she sendeth and 
calleth for Jacob her younger son, and saith 
unto him, ‘Lo, Esau thy brother is eomfort- 
ing himself in regard to thee—to slay thee; 
and now, my son, hearken to my voice, and 
rise, flee for thyself unto Laban my brother, 
to Haran, “and thou hast dwelt with him 
some days, till thy brother’s fury turn back, 
45ti11 thy brother’s anger turn back from thee, 
and he hath forgotten that which thou hast 
done to him, and I have sent and taken thee 
from thenee; why am I bereaved even of you 
both the same le 

46 And Rebekah saith unto Isaae, ‘I have 
been disgusted with my life because of the 
presence of the daughters of Heth; if Jacob 
take a wife of the daughters of Heth, like 
these—from the daughters of the land—why 
do I live? 

XXVIII. ! AND Isaac calleth unto Jacob, 
and blesseth him, and commandeth him, and 
saith to him, ‘Thou dost not take a wife of 
the daughters of Caanan; *rise, go to Padan- 
Aram, to the house of Bethuel, thy mother’s 
father, and take for thyself from thence a 
wife, of the daughters of Laban, thy mother’s 
brother; and God Almighty doth bless thee, 
and make thee fruitful, and multiply thee, 
and thou hast become an assembly of peoples; 


Jacob’s dream. 


4and He doth give to thee the blessing of 
Abraham, to thec and to thy sced with thee, 
to cause thee to possess the land of thy so- 
journings, which God gave to Abraham.’ 
5And Isaac sendeth away Jacob, and he 
oeth to Padan-Aram, unto Laban, son of 
ethuel the Aramzan, brother of Rebekah, 
mother of Jacob and Esau. 

6 And Esau seeth that Isaac hath blessed 
Jacob, and hath sent him to Padan-Aram 
to take to himself from thence a wife—in his 
blessing him that he layeth a charge upon 
him, saying, Thou dost not take a wife from 
the daughters of Canaan— that Jacob heark- 
eneth unto his father and wnto his mother, 
and goeth to Padan-Aram—® and Esan seeth 
that the daughters of Canaan are evil in the 
eyes of Isaac his father, 9 and Esau _goeth 
unto Ishmael, and taketh Mahalath, daugh- 
ter of Ishmael, Abralam’s son, sister of 
Nebajoth, unto his wives, to himself, for a 


wife. 

10And Jacob goeth out from Beer-Sheba, 
and goeth toward Haran, }! and he toucheth 
at a certain place, and lodgeth there, for the 
sun hath gone in, and he taketh of the stones 
of the place, and maketh them his pillows, 
and Heth down in that place. 

12 And he dreameth, and lo, a ladder set up 
on the earth, and its head is touching the 
heavens; and lo, messengers of God are go- 
ing up and coming down by it; and lo, ia 
hovah is standing upon it, and He saith, ‘I 
am Jehovah, God of Abraham thy father, 
and God of Isaac; the land on which thou 
art lying, to thee I give it, and to thy seed; 
Mand thy seed hath been as the dust of the 
land, and thou hast broken forth westward, 
and eastward, and northward, and south- 
ward, and all families of the ground have 
been blessed in thee and in thy seed.

18 And Jacob riseth early in the morning, 
and taketh the stone which he hath made 
his pillows, and maketh it a standing pillar, 
and poureth oil upon its top, ! and he call- 
eth the name of that ae Bethel, [house of 
God], and yet, Luz is the name of the city at 
the first. 

20 And Jacob voweth a vow, saying, ‘See- 
ing God is with me, and hath kept me in 
this way which I am going, and hath given to 
me bread to cat, and a garment to put on— 
21 when I have turned back in peace unto the 
house of my father, and Jehovah hath be- 
come my God, ™ then this stone which I 
have made a standing pillar is a house of 
God, and all that Thou dost give to me—tith- 
ing I[ tithe to Thee.’ 

XXIX. } AND Jacob lifteth up his fect, 
and gocth towards the land of the sons of 
the east ; °and he looketh, and lo, a well in 
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the field, and lo, there three droves of a fleck 
crouching by it, for from that well they 
water the droves, and the great stone is on 
the mouth of the well. 

3(When thither have all the droves been 
gathered, and they have rolled the stone from 
off the mouth of the well, and have watered 
the tlock, then they have turned back the 
stone on the mouth of the well to its place.)

‘Only my bone and my flesh art thon ;’ and 
he dwelleth with him a month of days. . 

15 And Laban saith to Jacob, ‘Is it because 
thou art my brother that thou hast served 
me for nought? declare to me what is thy 
hire.’ 16And Laban hath two daughters, the 
name of the elder is Leah, and the naine of 
the younger Rachel, “and the eyes of Leah 
are tender, and Rachel hath been fair of 
form and fair of appearance. 

18 And Jacob Joveth Racliel, and saith, ‘1 
serve thee seven years for Rachel thy younger 
daughter :’ }!9and Laban saith, ‘It is better 
for me to give her to thee than to give her 
to another man; dwell with me;’ and Jacob 
serveth for Rachel seven years; and they are 
in his eyes as some days, because of his lov- 
ing her. 

21 And Jacob saith unto Laban, ‘Give u 
my wife, for my days have been fulfilled, an 
T go in unto her;’ “and Laban gathereth all 
the men of the place, and maketh a banquet. 
°3 And it cometh to pass in the evening, that 
he taketh Leah, his daughter, and bringeth 
her in unto him, and he goeth in unto her; 
“and Laban giveth cee Zilpah, his maid. 
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servant, to Leah his danghter, a maid-ser- 
vant. 

* And it cometh to pass in the morning, 
that lo, it ts Leah; and he saith unto Laban, 
‘What ts this thon hast done to me? for Ra- 
chel have I not served with thee? and why 
hast thou deceived me 2’ 

*6 And Laban saith, ‘It is not done so in 
our place, to give the younger before the 
first-born; °’fnlfil the week of this one, and 
we give to thee also this one, for the service 
which thon dost serve with me yet seven 
other years.’ 

*3And Jacob doth so, and fulfilleth the 
week of this one, and he giveth to him Rachel 
his daughter, to him for a wife; “and Laban 
civeth to Rachel his daughter Bilhah_ his 
maid-servant, for a maid-servant to her. 
30 And he goeth in also nnto Rachel, and he 
also loveth Rachel more than Leah; and he 
serveth with him yet seven other years. 

31 And Jehovah seeth that Leah 7s the hated 
one, and He openeth her womb, and Rachel 
is barren; ®2and Leah conceiveth, and beareth 
ason, and calleth his name Reuben, for she 
said, ‘ Becanse Jehovah hath looked on mine 
affliction ; because now doth my husband love 
me, 

33 And she conceiveth again, and beareth 
a son, and saith, ‘Becanse Jehovah hath 
heard that Iam the hated one, He also giv- 
eth to me even this one ;’ and she calleth his 
name Simcon. 

34 And she conceiveth again, and beareth 
ason, and saith, ‘ Now is the time, my hus- 
hand is joined nnto me, because I have born 
to him three sons,’ therefore hath one called 
his name Levi. 

35 And she concciveth again, and bearcth 
ason, and saith this time, ‘I praise Jehovah ;’ 
therefore hath she called is name Judah; 
and she ceaseth from bearing. 

XXX. 1AND Rachel seeth that she hath 
not borne to Jacob, and Rachel is envious of 
her sister, and saith unto Jacob, ‘Give me 
sons, and if there is none—I dic.’ 2And 
Jacob’s anger burneth against Rachel, and he 
saith, ‘Am I in stead of God who hath with- 
held from thee the fruit of the womb?’ 

3 And she saith, ‘lo, my handmaid Bilhah, 
go in unto her, and she doth bear on my 
knees, and I am built up, even I, from her;’ 
4and she giveth to him Bilhah her maid-ser- 
vant for a wife, and Jacob gocth in unto her; 
Sand Bilhah conceiveth, and bearcth to Jacob 
a son, %and Rachel saith, ‘God hath de- 
cided for me, and also hath hearkened to my 
voice, and giveth to me a son;’ therefore hath 
she called his name Dan. 

7And Bilhah, Rachel’s maid-servant, con- 
ceiveth again, and beareth a second son to 
Jacob, and Rachel saith, ‘With wrestlings 
of God I have wrestled with my sister, yea, 
{ have prevailed ;’ and she calleth his name 
Naypthali. 

9 And Leah secth that she hath ceased from 
bearing, and she taketh Zilpah her maid- 
servant, and giveth her to Jacob for a wife; 
Mand Zilpah, Leah’s maid-servant, bearcth 
to Jacob a son, "' and Leah saith, ‘A troop 
is coming;’ and she calleth his name Gad.

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%” And Zilpah, Leah’s maid-servant, beareth 
a sceond son to Jacob, %and Leah saith, 
‘Becanse of my hapyiness, for danghters have 
pronouneed me happy; and she calleth his 
name Asher. 

M4 And Reuben gocth in the days of wheat- 
harvest, and findeth love-apples in the field, 
and bringeth them in unto Leal his mother, 
and Rachel saith unto Leah, ‘Give to me, I 
pray thee, of the love-apples of thy son.’ 

19 And she saith to her, ‘Is thy taking my 
husband a little thing. that thon hast taken 
also the love-apples of my son*®’ and Rachel 
saith, ‘Therefore doth he he with thee to- 
night, for thy son’s Jove-apples.’ 

16 And Jacob cometh in from the field at 
evening: and Leah goeth to mect him, and 
saith, ‘Unto me dost thou come in, for hiring 
I have hired thee with my son’s love-apples; 
and he lieth with her during that night. 

W And God hearkeneth unto Leah, and she 
conceiveth, and bearcth to Jacob a son, a fifth, 
and Leah saith, ‘God hath given my hire, 
because I have given my maid-servant to 
my husband;’ and she calleth his name 
Issachar. 

19 And conceive again doth Leah, and she 
beareth a sixth son to Jacob, “and Leah 
saith, ‘God hath endowed me—a good dowry; 
this time doth my husband dwell with me, 
for I have borne to him six sons;’ and she 
calleth his name Zebulun; “and afterwards 
hath she born a daughter, and ecalleth her 
name Dinah. 

22 And God remembereth Rachel, and God 
hearkeneth unto her, and openeth her womb, 
*3and she conceiveth and beareth a son, 
and saith, ‘God hath gathered np my re- 
proach ;’ “and she calleth his name Joseph, 
saying, ‘Jehovah is adding to me another 
son. 

*5 And it cometh to pass, when Rachel hath 
borne Joseph, that Jacob saith unto Laban 
‘Send me away, and I go unto my place, and 
to my land; ** give up my wives and my 
children, for whom I have served thee, and I 
go; for thon—thon hast known my service 
which I have served thee.’ 

27 And Laban saith unto him, ‘If, I pray 
thee, I have fonnd grace in thine eyes—l 
have observed diligently that Jehovah doth 
bless me for thy sake.’ *8 He saith also, ‘ De- 
fine thy hire to me, and I give.’ 

*? And he saith unto him, ‘Thon—thou 
hast known that which I have served thee 
in, and that which thy snbstance was with 
me; 3%for ié¢ is little which thon hast had 
at my appearance, and it breaketh forth into 
a multitude, and Jehovah blesscth thee at 
my coming; and now, when do I make, | 
also, for mine own house ?’

lambs, and he giveth into the hand of_ his 
sons, =8and setteth a journey of three days 
between himself and Jacob; and Jacob is 
feeding the rest of the flock of Laban. 

37 And Jacob taketh to himself a rod of 
fresh poplar, and of the hazel and chesnut, 
and doth peel in them white peelings, mak- 
ing bare the white that is on the rods, 38and 
setteth up the rods which he hath peeled 
in the gutters in the watering troughs be 
the flock cometh in to drink), over-against 
the flock, that they may conceive in their 
coming in to drink; 3% and the flocks conceive 
at the rods, and the floek beareth ring- 
straked, speekled, and spotted ones. 

40 And the lambs hath Jacob parted, and 
he putteth the face of the flock towards the 
ring-straked, also all the brown in the flock 
of Laban, and he setteth his own droves by 
themselves, and hath not set them near 
Laban’s flock. 4! And it hath come to pass 
whenever the strong ones of the flock con- 
ceive, that Jacob set the rods before the eyes 
of the flock in the cutters, to cause them to 
eonceive by the rods, #and when the flock 
is feeble, he doth not set them; and the 
feeble ones have been Laban’s, and the strong 
ones Jacoh’s. 

43 And the man increaseth very exceed- 
ingly, and hath many flocks, and maid-ser- 
vants, and men-servants, and camels, and 
asses. 

XXXI. 1} AND he heareth the words of 
Laban’s sons, saying, ‘Jacob hath taken all 
that our father hath; yea, from that which 
our father hath, he hath made all this 
honour ;’ 2and Jacob seeth the face of Laban, 
and lo, it is not with him as heretofore. 

3 And Jehovah saith unto Jacob, ‘Turn 
back unto the land of thy fathers, and to 
thy kindred, and I am with thee.’ 

4 And Jacob sendeth and ealleth for Rachel 
and for Leah to the field unto his flock; 
Sand saith to them, ‘I am beholding your 
father’s face—that it is not towards me as

1* And it cometh to pass at the time of 
the flock conceiving, that I lift up mine eyes 
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and see in a dream, and lo, the he-goats, 
whieh are going up on the flock, are ring- 
straked, speekled, and grisled; "and the 
messenger of God saith unto me in the drcam, 
Jacob, and I say, Here am I. 

12° And He saith, Lift up, I pray thee, thine 
eyes, and see—all the he-goats which are 
going up on the flock are ring-straked, 
speckled, and grisled, for I have seen a 
that Laban is doing to thee; 8I am the 
God of Bethel where thou hast anointed a 
standing pillar, where thou hast vowed a 
vow to me; now, arise, go out from this 
land, and turn back unto the land of thy 
birth, 

MAnd Rachel answereth-—Leah also—and 
saith to him, ‘Have we yet a portion and in- 
heritanee in the house of our father? have 
we not been reckoned strangers to him? for 
he hath sold us, and he also utterly consum- 
eth our money; for all the wealth which 
God hath taken away from our father, it is 
ours, and our children’s; and now, all that 
God hath said unto thee—do.’ 

17 And Jacob riseth, and lifteth up his 
sons and his wives on the camels, and 
leadeth all his cattle, and all his substance 
which he hath acquired, the cattle of his 
getting, which he hath aequired in Padan- 
Aram, to go unto Isaac his father, to the land 
of Canaan. 

19 And Laban hath gone to shear his flock, 
and Rachel stealeth the teraphim which her 
father hath; 2° and Jacob deceiveth the 
heart of Laban the Aramzan, because he 
hath not declared to him that he is fleeing ; 
and he fleeth, he and all that he hath, and 
riseth, and passeth over the River, and set- 
teth his face toward the mount of Gilead. 

22 And it is told to Laban on the third day 
that Jacob hath fled, “and he taketh his 
brethren with him, and pursueth after him 
a journey of seven days, and overtaketh him 
in the mount of Gilead. 

#4 And God cometh in unto Laban the Ara- 
mean in a dream of the night, and saith to 
him, ‘Take heed to thyself lest thou speak 
with Jacob from good unto evil.’ * And 
Laban overtaketh Jacob; and Jacob hath 
fixed his tent in the mount; and Laban with 
his brethren have fixed theirs in the mount of 
Gilead. 

26 And Laban saith to Jacob, ‘What hast 
thou done that thou dost deceive my heart, 
and lead away my daughters as eaptives of 
the sword? °7 Why hast thou hidden thyself 
to flee, and deecivest me, and hast not de- 
clared to me, and I send thee away with joy 
and with songs, with tabret and with harp, 
“Sand hast not suffered me to kiss my sons 
and my daughters?—now thou hast acted 
foolishly in doing so; *®my hand is to God 
to do evil with you, but the God of your 
father yesternight hath spoken unto me, say- 
ing, Take heed to thyself from speaking with 
Jacob from good unto evil. 

30* And now, thou hast certainly gone, be- 
eause thou hast been very desirous for the 
house of thy father; why hast thou stolen 
my gods?’ ; 

31 And Jacob euspercit and saith to La 
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ban, ‘Becanse I was afraid, for I said, Lest 
thou take violently away thy danghters from 
me; **with whomsoever thou findest thy gods 
—he doth not hve; before our brethren dis- 
eern for thyself what is with me, and take to 
thyself: and Jacob hath not known that 
Rachel hath stolen them. 

33 And Laban goeth into the tent of Jacob, 
and into the tent of Leah, and into the tent 
of the two hand-maidens, and hath not fonnd; 
and he gocth ont from the tent of Leah, and 
gocth into the tent of Rachel. 

34And Rachel hath taken the teraphim, 
and patists them in the furniture of the 
camel, and sitteth upon them; and Laban 
fecleth all the tent, and hath not found; 
35 and she saith unto her father, ‘ Let it not be 
displeasing in the eyes of my lord that Iam 
not able to rise at thy presence, for the way 
of women is on me;’ and he searcheth, and 
hath not found the teraphim. 

36 And it is displeasing to Jacob, and he 
striveth with Laban; and Jacob answereth 
and saith to Laban, ‘What is my transgres- 
sion? what my sin, that thon hast bummed 
after me? 3’for thou hast felt all my vessels: 
what hast thon found of all the vessels of thy 
honse? set here before my brethren, and thy 
brethren, and they decide between us both. 

38“ These twenty years I am with thee: th 
ewes and thy she-goats have not miscarried, 
and the rams of thy flock I have not eaten;

been deceived by night; #“I have been thus: 
in the day consumed me hath drought, and 
frost by night, and wander doth my sleep from 
mine eyes. 

41 ‘This is to me twenty years in thy house: 
[ have served thee fourteen years for thy two 
daughters, and six years for thy flock; and 
thou changest my hire ten times; #unless 
the God of my father, the God of Abraham, 
and the Fear of Isaac, had been for me, 
surely now empty thou hadst sent me away; 
mine affliction and the labour of my hands 
hath God seen, and reproveth yestermight.’ 

43 And Laban answerecth and saith unto 
Jacob, ‘The danghters are my daughters, and 
the sons my sons, and the flock my flock, 
and all that thon art secing is mine; and to 
my danghters—what do I to these to-day, or 
to their sons whom they have born? “and 
now, come, let us make a covenant, I and 
thon, and it hath been for a witness between 
me and thee.’ 

45 And Jacob taketh a stone, and lifteth it 
up for a standing pillar; “and Jacol saith 
to his brethren, ‘Gather stones,’ and they 
take stones, and make a heap; and they cat 
there on the heap; “and Laban calleth it 
Jegar-Sahadutha; and Jacob hath called it 
Galeed. 

48. And Laban saith, ‘This heap is witness 
betweea me and thee to-day; therefore hath 
he called its name Galeed; 4 Mizpah also, 
for he said, ‘Jehovah doth watch between me 
and thee, for we are hidden one from an- 
other; f thou afllict my daughters, or take 
wives beside my Te 1s 00 man 
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ee us—see, God is witness between me and 
thee.’ 

5t And Laban saith to Jacob, ‘ Lo, this heap, 
and lo, the standing pillar which I have cast 
between me and thee; **this heap is witness, 
and the standing pillar is witness, that I do 
not pass over this heap unto thee, and that 
thon dost not pass over this heap and this 
standing pillar nnto me—for evil; *3 the God 
of Abraham and the God of Nahor, doth judge 
between us—the God of their father,’ and 
Jacob sweareth by the Fear of his father Isaac. 

‘4 And Jacob sacrificeth a sacrifice in the 
mount, and calleth to his brethren to eat 
bread, and they cat bread, and lodge in the 
monnt; and Laban riseth carly in the morn- 
ing, and kisseth his sons and his danghters 
and blesseth them; and Laban goeth on, and 
turneth back to his place. 

XXXII. 1}AND Jacob hath gone on his 
way, and messengers of God come upon 
him; ?and Jacob saith, when he hath seen 
them, ‘This is the camp of God;’ and he call- 
eth the name of that place ‘Two Camps.’ 

3 And Jacob peace messengers before him 
unto Esau his brother, towards the land of 
Seir, the field of Edom, 4and commandeth 
them, saying, ‘Thus do ye say to my lord, to 
Esau: Thus said thy servant Jacob, With 
Laban I have sojonrned, and I[ tarry until 
now; °and IJ have ox, and ass, flock, and man- 
servant, and maid-servant, and I send to 
declare to my lord, to find grace in his 
eyes.’ 

6 And the messengers turn back unto Jacob, 
saying, ‘We came in unto thy brother, unto 
Esau, and he also is coming to meet thee, and 
four hundred men with him;’ ’and Jacob 
feareth exceedingly, and is distressed, and he 
divideth the people who ave with him, and the 
flock, and the herd, and the camels, into two 
camps, 8 and saith, ‘If Esan come in unto the 
one camp, and have smitten it—then the 
camp which is left hath been for an escape.’ 

9 And Jacob saith, ‘God of my father Abra- 

ham, and God of my father Isaac, Jehovah 
who saith unto me, Turn back to thy land, 
and to thy kindred, and I do good with thee: 
10J have been unworthy of all the kind acts, 
and of all the truth which Thou hast done 
with thy servant—for, with my staff I passed 
over this Jordan, and now | have become two 
camps. 
11‘ Deliver me, I pray Thee, from the hand 
of my brother, from the hand of Esan: for I 
am fearing him, less he come and have smit- 
ten me—mother beside sons; “and Thon— 
Thou hast said, I certainly do good with 
thee, and have sect thy seed as the sand of the 
sea, which is not numbered because of the 
aultitude.’ ; 

13 And he lodgeth there during that night, 
and taketh from that which is coming into his 
hand, a present for Esau his brother: 1she- 
goats two hundred, and he-goats fyeuty 
ewes two hundred, and rams twenty, suck- 
ling camels and their young ones thirty, cows 
forty, and bullocks ten, she-asses twenty, 
and foals ten; % and he giveth into the 
hand of his servants, every drove by itself, 
and saith unto his servants, ‘Pass over before 
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me, and a space ye do put between drove 
and drove.’ 

17 And he commandeth the first, saying, 
‘When Esau my brother meeteth thee, and 
hath asked thee, saying, Whose art thou? 
and whither goest thou? and whose are these 
before thee? 18then thon hast said, Thy ser- 
vant Jacob’s: it 2s a present sent to my lord, 
to Esan ; and lo, he also is behind us.’ 

WY And he commandeth also the second, also 
the third, also all who are going after the 
droves, saying, ‘ According to this manner do 
ye speak unto Esau in your finding him, 
®and ye have said also, Lo, thy servant Jacob 
is behind us;’ for he said, ‘I pacify his face 
with the present which is gomg before me, 
and afterwards I see his face; it may be he 
lifteth up my face;’ *! and the present passeth 
over before his face, and he hath lodged dur- 
ing that night in the camp. 

2 And he riseth in that night, and taketh 
his two wives, and his two maid-servants, 
and his eleven children, and passeth over 
the passage of Jabbok; and he taketh 
them, and causeth them to pass over the 
brook, and he causeth that which he hath to 
pass over. 

24 And Jacob is leftalone, and one wrestleth 
with him till the ascending of the dawn; 
“Sand he seeth that he is not able for him, 
and he cometh against the hollow of his thigh, 
and the hollow of Jacob’s thigh is disjointed 
in his wresthng with him; *8and he saith, 
‘Send me away, for the dawn hath ascended :’ 
and he saith, ‘I send thee not away, except 
thou hast blessed me.’ 

“7 And he saith woto him, ‘What is thy 
name?’ and he saith, ‘Jacob.’ *8 And he saith, 
“Thy name is no more called Jacob, but Israel ; 
for thou hast been a prince with God and 
with men, and dost prevail.’ ??And Jacob 
asketh, and saith, ‘ Declare, I pray thee, thy 
name;’ and he saith, ‘Why is this, thou 
Tel for My name?’ and He blesseth him 
there. 

30 And Jacob calleth the name of the place 
Peniel: for ‘I have seen God face unto face, 
and my life is delivered ;’ *! and the sun riseth 
on him when he hath passed over Penuel, and 
he is halting on his thigh; ® therefore the 
sons of Israel do not eat the sinew which 
shrank, which is on the hollow of the thigh, 
unto this day, because He came against the 
hollow of Jacob’s thigh, against the stnew 
which shrank. 

XXXII. } AND Jacob lifteth up his eyes 
and looketh, and lo, Esau is coming, anc 
with him four hundred men; and he divid- 
eth the children unto Leah, and unto Rachel, 
and unto the two maid-servants; *and he 
setteth the maid-servants and their children 
first, and Leah and her children behind, and 
Rachel and J oseph last. 

3 And he himself passed over before them, 
and boweth himself to the earth seveu times, 
wnitil his drawing nigh wnto his brother, 
t4and Esau runneth to mect him, and em- 
braceth him, and falleth on his neck, and 
kisseth him, and they weep; °and he hifteth 
up his eyes, and seeth the women and the 
children, and saith, ‘What are these to 
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thee?’ And he saith, ‘The children with 
whom God hath favoured thy servant.’ 

°And the maid-servants draw nigh, they 
and their children, and bow themselves ; 
“and Leah also draweth nigh, and her chil- 
dren, and they bow themselves; and after- 
wards Joseph hath drawn nigh with Rachel, 
and they bow themselves. 

8And he saith, ‘What to thee is all this 
camp which I have met?’ and he saith, ‘To 
find grace in_the eyes of my lord.’ 9And 
Esau saith, ‘I have abundance, my brother, 
let it be to thyself that which thou hast.’ 

10 And Jacob saith, ‘Nay, I pray thee, if, I 
pray thee, [have found grace in thine eyes, 
then thou hast reeeived my present from my 
hand, because that I have seen thy face, as 
the seeing of the face of God, and thou art 

leased with me; "receive, I pray thee, my 

lessing, which is brought to thee, becanse 
God hath favoured me, and because I have 
all things;’ and he presseth on him, and he 
receiveth, “and saith, ‘Let us journey and 
go on, and I[ go on before thee.’ 

13 And he saith unto him, ‘My lord know- 
eth that the children are tender, aad the 
suckling flock and the herd are with me; 
when they have beaten them one day, then 
hath all the flock died. Let my lord, f£ 
way thee, pass over before his servant, and 

—T lead on gently, according to the foot of 
the work whieh is before me, and to the foot 
of the children, until that I come untc my 
lord, to Seir.’ 

And Esau saith, ‘Let ine, I pray thee, 
place with thee some of the people who are 
with me ;’ and he said, ‘Why is this? | find 
grace in the eyes of my lord.’ 

6 And turn back on that day doth Esau on 
his way to Seir; and Jacob hath Jeune yeu 
to Succoth, and buildeth to himself a honise, 
and for his cattle hath made booths, there- 
fore hath he called the name of the place 
Succoth. 

18 And Jacob cometh in to Shalem, a city 
of Shechem, which is in the land of Canaan, 
in his coming from Padan-Aram, and en- 
campeth before the city, and he buyeth 
the portion of the field where he hath 
stretched out his tent, from the hand of the 
sons of Hamor, father of Shechem, for a 
hundred kesitah; 2°and he setteth up there 
au altar, and proelaimeth at it God—the 
God of Israel. 

XXXIV. !AND Dinah, daughter of Leah, 
whom she hath borne to Jacob, goeth ont 
to look on the daughters of the land, ? and 
Shechem, son of Hamor the Hivite, a prince 
of the land, seeth her, and taketh her 
aud heth with her, and humbleth her; Sand 
his soul cleaveth to Dinah, daughter of Ja- 
cob, and he loveth the young person, and 
speaketh unto the heart of the young per. 


son. 
4 And Shechem speaketh unto Hamor his 
father, saying, ‘Take for me this damsel 
for a wife.’ ®©And Jacob hath heard that he 
hath defiled Dinah his daughter, and his sons 
were with his cattle in the field, and Jacob 
kept silent till their com 
And Hamor, father of Shechem, gocth 
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out unto Jacob to speak with him; * and 
the sons of Jacob came in from the field 
when they heard, and the men grieve them- 
selvcs, and it is very displeasing to them, 
for folly he hath done against Israel, to lie 
wae the danghter of Jacob—and so it is not 
one. 

8 And Hamor speaketh with them, saying, 
‘Shechem, my son, his soul hath clcaved to 
your daughter; give her, 1 pray you, to him 
or a wife, 2and join ye in marriage with 
us; your daughters ye give to us, and our 
daughters ve take to yourselves, }®and with 
us ye dwell, and the Jand is before you ; dwell 
ye and trade in it, and have possessions in 


N And Shechem saith unto her father, and 
unto her brethren, ‘Jct me find grace in 
your eyes, and that which ye say unto me, 

give; }2multiply on me exceedingly dowry 
and gift, and I give as ye say unto me, and 
give to me the young person for a wife.’ 

13 And the sons of Jacob answer Shechem 
and Hamor his father deceitfully, and they 
speak (because he defiled Dinah their sister), 
144and say unto them, ‘ We are not able to do 
this thing, to give our sister to one who hath 
a foreskin: for it is a reproach to us. 

15 ‘Only for this we consent to you; if ye be 
as we, to have every male of you circumcised, 
1 then we have given our daughters to you, 
and your dauchters we take to ourselves, 
and we have dwelt with you, and have be- 
come one people; and if ye hearken not 
unto us to be circumcised, then we have 
taken our daughter, and have gone.’ 

18 And their words are good in the eyes of 
Hamor, and in the eyes of Shechem, Hamor’s 
son ; and the young man delayed not to 
do the thing, for he had delight in Jacob’s 
daughter, and he is honourable above all the 
house of his father. 

22 And Hamor cometh—Shechem his son 
also—unto the gate of their city, and they 
speak unto the men of their city, saying,

ters let us take to ourselves for wives, and 
our daughters give to them. 

®‘QOnly for this do the men consent to us, 
to dwell with us, to become one pean in 
every male of us being circumeised, as they 
are circumcised; “their cattle, and their 
substanee, and all their beasts—are they not 
ours? only let us consent to them, and they 
dwell with us.’ 

24 And unto Hamor, and unto Shechem his 
son, hearken do all those going out of the 
gate of his city, and every male is circwn- 
cised, all those going out of the gate of his 
city. 

25 And it cometh to pass, on the third day, 
in their being pained, that_two of the sons 
of Jacob, Simeon and Levi, Dinah’s brethren, 
take cach his sword, and come in against the 
city confidently, and slay every male; “and 
Hlamor, and Sheclifia his son, they have 
slain by the mouth of the sword, and they 
take Dinah out of Shechem’s house, and go 
out.

7 Jacob's sons have come in upon the 
wounded, and they spoil the city, because 
they had defiled their sister; “§ their flock and 
their herd, and their asses, and that which is 
in the city, and that which is in the field, have 
they taken; “and all their wealth, and_all 
their infants, and their wives they have taken 
captive, and they spoil also all that #s in the 
house. 

30 And Jacob saith unto Simeon and unto 
Levi, ‘ Ye have troubled me, by causing me 
to stink among the inhabitants of the land, 
among the Canaanite, and_ among the Periz- 
zite: and I am few in number, and they have 
been gathered against me, and have smitten 
me, and I have been destroyed, I and my 
house.’

1 And he recounteth unto his father, and 
unoto his brethren; and his father pusheth 
against him, and saith to him, ‘ What is this 
dream which thou hast dreamt? do we cer- 
tainly come—I, and thy mother, and thy 
brethren—to how ourselves to thee, to the 
earth?’ Nand his brethren are zealous against 
him, and his father hath watched the matter. 

And his brethren go to feed the flock of 
their father in Shechem, “and Israel saith 
unto Joseph, ‘Are not thy brethren feeding 
in Shechein? come, and I send thee unto 
them; and he saith to him, ‘Here am I;’ 
Nand he saith to him, ‘Go, I pray thee, see 
the peace of thy brethren, and the peacc of 
the flock, and bring me back word ;’ and he 
sendeth him from the valley of Hebron, and 
he cometh to Shechem. 

1 And aman findeth him, and lo, he is 
wandering in the field, and the man asketh 
him, saying, ‘What seckest thou?’ 1%and he 
saith, ‘My brethren I am secking, declare 
to ime, I pray thee, where they are feeding?’ 
? And the man saith, ‘They have journeyed 
from this, for [ have heard some saying, Let 
ns go to Dothan,’ and Joseph gocth after his 
vrethren, and findeth them in Dothan. 

1%8And they sce as from afar, even be- 

[9] 
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fore he draweth near unto them, and they 
conspire against him to put him to death. 

19 And they say one unto another. ‘Lo, 
this man of the dreams cometh; “and now, 
come, and we slay him, and cast him into 
one of the pits, and have said, An evil beast 
hath devoured him; and we sec what his 
dreams are.’ 

“1 And Reuben heareth, and delivereth him 
out of their hand, and saith, ‘Let us not 
smite the life;’ “and Renben saith nnto 
them, ‘Shed no blood ; cast him into this pit 
which 7s in the wilderness, and put not forth 
a hand upon him,’—in order to deliver him 
out of thetr hand, to bring him back unto his 
father. 

*3 And it cometh to pass, when Joseph 
hath come unto his brethren, that they stri 
Joseph of his coat, the long coat which 7s 
upon him, and take him and east him into 
the pit, and the pit -is empty, there is no 
water in it. 

*5And they sit down to eat bread, and 

they lift up their eyes, and look, and lo, a 
company of Ishmaelites coming from Gi- 
lead, and their camels bearing spices, and 
balm, and myrrh, going to take them down 
to Egypt. 
*6 And Judah saith unto his brethren 
‘What gain when we slay our brother, and 
have concealed his blood? * Come, and we 
sell him to the Ishmaelites, and our hands 
are not on him, for he 7s our brother—our 
flesh ;’ and his brethren hearken. 

*8 And Midianite merchantmen pass by, 
and they draw out and bring up Joseph out 
of the pit, and sell Joseph to the Ishmaelites 
for twenty silverlings, and they bring Joseph 
into Egypt. 

29 And Reuben returneth unto the pit, and 
lo, Joseph is not in the pit, and he rendeth 
his garments, °° and he returneth unto his 
brethren, and saith, ‘The lad is not, and 1 
—whither am I going ?’ 

31 And they take the coat of Joseph, and 
slaughter a kid of the goats, and dip the coat 
in the blood, 2*and send the long coat, and 
they bring 7¢ in unto their father, and say, 
‘This have we found; discern, we pray thee 
whether it is thy son’s coat or not?’ % And 
he discerncth it, and saith, ‘My son’s coat! 
an evil beast hath devoured him; torn—torn 
is Joseph!’ 

34 And Jacob rendeth his raiment, and 
putteth sackcloth on his loins, and beeom- 
eth a mourncr for his son many days, * and 
all his sons and all his daughters rise to 
comfort him, and he refuseth to comfort hin- 
self, and saith, ‘For—I go down mourning 
unto my son, to Sheol,’ and his father weep- 
eth for him. 

36 And the Medanites have sold lim unto 
Keypt, to Potiphar, a eunuch of Pharaoh, 
head of the executioners. 

XXXVIII. 1} And it cometh to sweats at 
that time, that Judah goeth down from lis 
brethren, and turneth aside_unto a man, an 
Adullamnite, whose name is Hirah; “and Jn- 
dah seeth there the daughter of a man, a 
Canaanite, whose name is Shuah, and taketh 
her, and gocth in unto her.

3 And she conceiveth, and beareth a son, 

and he calleth his name Er; 4and she con- 
ceiveth again, and beareth a son, and calleth 
his name Onan; ° and she addeth again, 
and beareth a son, and calleth his name 
Shelah ; and he was in Chezib in her bear- 
ing him. 
6 And Judah taketh a wife for Er, his first- 
born, and her name is Tamar; 7 and Et, 
Judah’s first-born, is evil in the eyes of Je- 
hovah, and Jehovah doth put him to death. 

8 And Judah saith to Onan, ‘Go in unto 
the wife of thy brother, and marry her, and 
raise up seed to thy brother ;’ 9and Onan 
knoweth that the seed is not reckoned his; 
and it hath come to pass, if he hath gone in 
unto his brother’s wife, that he hath de- 
stroyed i¢ to the earth, so as not to give 
seed to his brother; ! and that which he 
hath done is evil in the eyes of Jehovah, and 
He putteth him also to death. 

And Judah saith to Tamar his daughter- 
in-law, ‘ Abide a widow at thy father’s house, 
till Shelah my son groweth ap ;’ for he said, 
‘Lest he die—even he—like his brethren ;’

24 And it cometh to pass about three months 
after, that it is declared to Judah, saying, 
‘Tamar thy daughter-in-law hath committed 
fornication ; and also, lo, she hath conceived 
by fornication:’ and Judah saith, ‘ Bring 
her out—and she is burnt.’ She is brought 
out, and she hath sent unto her husband’s 
father, saying, ‘To a man whose these are, 
I am pregnant;’ and she saith, ‘Discern, I 
pray thee, whose are these—the seal, and the 
ribbons, and the staff.’ 

26 And Judah discerneth and saith, ‘She 
hath been more righteous than IJ, beeause 
that I did not give her to Shelah my son ;’ 
and he hath not added to know her again. 

*7 And it cometh to pass in the time of 
her bearing, that lo, twins are in her womb; 
and it cometh to pass in her bearing, that 
one giveth out a hand, and the midwife 
taketh and bindeth on his hand a scarlet 
thread, saying, ‘This hath come ont first.’ 
°3 And it cometh to pass as he draweth back 
his hand, that lo, his brother hath come out,

7 And it cometh to pass after these things, 
that his lord’s wife liiteth up her eyes unto 
Joseph, and saith, ‘ Lie with me;’ %and_he 
refuseth, and saith unto his lord’s wife, ‘ Lo, 
my lord hath not known what is with me in 
the house, and all that he hath he hath given 
into my hand; 9 nonce is greater in this house 
than I, and he hath not withheld from me 
anything, except thee, because thor art his 
wife; and how shall I do this great evil?— 
then have I sinned Soe God.’

7 And Joseph seeth his brethren, and dis- 
eerneth them, and maketh himself strange 
unto them, and speaketh with them sharp 
things, and saith unto them, ‘From whence 
have ye come?’ and they say, ‘ From the land 
of Canaan—to buy food.’ 

8 And Joseph discerneth his brethren, but 
they have not discerncd him, ®and Joseph 
remembereth the dreams which he dreamed 
of them, and saith unto them, ‘ Ye are spies ; 
to see the nakedness of the land ye have come.’ 
10 And they say unto him, ‘No, my lord, but 
thy servants have come to buy food; 1! we are 
all of us sons of one man, we are nght men; 
thy servants have not been spies;’ Wand he 
saith unto them, ‘No, but the nakedness of 
the land ye have come toseec;’ 13 and they say, 
‘Thy servants are twelve brethren; we are 
sons of one man in the land of Canaan, and lo 
the young one és with our father to-day, and 
the one is not.’ 

WAnd Joseph saith nnto them, ‘This és 
that which I have spoken unto you, saying, 
Ye are spies, by this ye are proved: 
Pharaoh hveth! if ye go out from this—ex- 
cept by your young brother coming hither ; 
“send one of you, and Jet him bring your 
brother, and ye, remain ye bound, and let 
your words be proved, whether truth be with 
you: and if not—Pharaoh hveth! surely ye 
are spies;’ “and he removeth them unto 
charge three days.

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Simeon kept for a pledge, 


18 And Joseph saith unto them on the third 
day, ‘This do and live; God I fear! if ye 
are right men, let one of your brethren be 
bound in the house of your ward, and ye, go, 
earry in corn for the famine of your houses, 
*°and your young brother ye bring unto me, 
and your words are established, and ye die 
not;’ and they do so. 

*t And they say one unto another, ‘ Verily 
we are guilty concerning our brother, be- 
eause we saw the distress of his soul, in his 
making supplication unto us, and we did not 
hearken: therefore hath this distress come 
upon us.” # And Renben answereth them, 
saying, ‘Spake I not unto you, saying, Sin 
not against the lad? and ye hearkened not; 
and his blood also, lo, it is required.’ 

*3 And they have not known that Joseph 
understandeth, for the interpreter is between 
them; *4and he turneth round from them, 
and weepeth, and turneth back unto them, 
and speaketh unto them, and taketh from 
them Simeon, and bindeth him before their 


eyes. 

“>And Joseph commandeth, and they fill 
their vessels with corn, also to put back the 
money of each unto his sack, and to give to 
them provision for the way; and one doth 
to them so. 

*6 And they lft up their corn upon their 
asses, and go from thence, *? and the one 
opencth his sack to give provender to his 
ass at a lodging-place, and he seeth his 
money, and lo, it ts in the mouth of his bag, 
£8 and he saith unto his brethren, ‘ My money 
hath been put back, and also, lo, in my bag:’ 
and their heart gocth out, and they tremble, 
one to another saying, ‘What is this God 
hath done to us!’ 

*2 And they eome in unto Jacob their 
father, to the land of Canaan, and they de- 
elare to him all the things meeting them, say- 
ing, 3°*The man, the lord of the land, hath 
spoken with us sharp things, and maketh us 
as spies of the land; 2! and we say unto him, 
We are right men, we have not been spies, 
we are twelve brethren, sons of our father, 
the one is not, and the young one is to-day 
with our father in the land of Canaan. 

83“ And the man, the lord of the land, saith 
unto us, By this I know that ye are right 
men—one of your brethren leave with me, 
and for the famine of your honses take ye 
and go, “and bring your young brother un- 
to me, and | know that ye are not spies, but 
ye are right men; your brother I give to you. 
and ye trade with the land.’ 

35 And it cometh to pass, they are empty- 
ing their sacks, and lo, the bundle of eaeh 
man’s silver is in his sack, and thay see 
their bundles of silver, they and their fa- 
ther, and are afraid; *° and Jaeob their 
father saith unto them, ‘Me ye have be- 
reaved; Joseph is not, and Simeon is_ not, 
and Benjamin ye take—against me have been 
all these.’ ; 

87 And Reuben speaketh unto his father, 
saying, ‘My two sons thon dost put to death, 
if I bring him not in unto thee; give him 
into my hand, and I—I bring him baek unto 
thee;’ and he saith, ‘My son doth not go

down with you, for his brother 7s dead, and 
he by himself is left; when mischicf hath 
met him in the way in which ye go, then ye 
have brought down my grey hairs in sorrow 
to sheol.’ 

XLITI. } AND the famine is severe in the 
land; *and it cometh to pass, when they 
have finished eating the eorn which the 
brought from Egypt, that their father sait 
unto them, ‘Turn back, buy for us a little

3And Judah speaketh unto him, saying, 
‘The man protesting protested to us, saying, 
Ye do not see my face without your brother 
being with you; 4if thou art sending our 
brother with us, we go down, and buy for 
thee food, 5and if thon art not sending—we 
do not go down, for the man said unto us, 
Ye do not see my face without your brother 
being with you.’ 

6 And Israel saith, ‘Why did ye evil to me, 
hy declaring to the man that ye had yet a 
brother?’ 7and they say, ‘The man asked 
diligently concerning us, and concerning our 
kindred, saying, Is your father yet alive? 
have ye a brother? and we declare to him 
according to the tenor of these things; do we 
certainly know that he will say, Bring down 
your brother?’ 

8And Judah saith unto Israel his father, 
‘Send the youth with ine, and we arise, and 
go, and live, and do not dic, both we, and 
thou, and our infants. 9I—I am surety for 
him, from my hand thou dost require him; if 
I have not brought him in unto thee, and set 
him before thee—then I have sinned against 
thee all the days; !°for if we had not linger- 
ed, surely now we had returned these two 
times.’ 

N And Israel their father saith unto them, 
‘Tf so, now. this do: take of the praised 
thing of the land in your vessels, and take 
down to the man a present, a little balm, 
and a little honey, spices and myrrh, nuts 
and almonds; and double money take in 
your hand, even the money which is brought 
back in the mouth of your bags, ye take back 
in your hand, it may be it is an oversight. 

‘And take your brother, and rise, turn 
hack unto the man; Mand God Almighty 
give to you mercies before the man, so that 
he hath sent to you your other brother and 
Benjamin ; and I, when I am hereaved—I am 
bereaved.’

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throw himself on us, and to take us for ser- 
vants—our asses also.’ 

19 And they come nigh nnto the man who 
is over the house of Joseph, and speak unto 
him at the opening of the house, “and say, 
*O, my lord, we really come down at the 
commencement to bry food; 22 and it com- 
eth to pass, when we have come in unto the 
lodging-place, and open our bags, that lo, 
each one’s money is in the mouth of his 
bag, our money in its weight, and we bring 
it back in our hand; “and other moncy have 
we brought down in our hand to buy food ; 
we have not known who put our money in 
our hags.’

30 And Joseph hasteth, for his bowels have 
been moved for his hrother, and he seeketh 
to weep, and entereth the inner chamber, 
and weepeth there; 3! and he washcth his 
face, and goeth ont, and refraincth himself, 
and saith, ‘ Place bread.’ 

32 And they place for him by himself, and 
for them by themselves, and for the Egyp- 
tians who are cating with him hy themselves: 
for the Egyptians are unable to eat bread 
with the Hebrews, for it is an abomination 
to the Egyptians. 

33 And they sit before him, the first-born 
according to his birthright, and the young 
one according to his youth, and the men 
wonder one at another; *4and he lifteth np 
sifts from before him unto them, and the 
gift of Benjamin is five hands more than the 
gifts of all of them; and they drink, yea, they 
drink abundantly with him.

said unto them, Why have ye recompensed 
evil for good? 51s not this that with

6And he overtaketh them, and speaketh 
unto them these words, 7and they say unto 
him, ‘Why doth my lord speak according to 
these words? far be it from thy servants to 
do aecording te this word; 8lo, the money 
whieh we found in the mouth of our bags 
we brought baek unto thee from the land of 
Canaan, and how do we steal from the house 
of thy lord silver or gold? 9 with whomsoever 
of thy servants it is found, he hath died, and 
we also are to my lord for servants.’ 

10And he saith, ‘Now, also, according to 
your words, so itis; he with whom itis fonnd 
yecometh my servant, and ye are acquitted ;’ 
Nand they hasten and take down each his 
bag to the earth, and each openeth his bag; 
land he searecheth—at the eldest he hath 
begun, and at the youngest he hath com-

144 And Judah—his brethren also—cometh in 
unto the house of Joseph, and he is yet there 
and they fall before him to the earth; ¥ anc 
Joseph saith to them, ‘What is this dced 
that ye have done? have ye not known that a 
man like me doth diligently observe?’ 

16 And Judah saith, ‘What do we say to 
my lord? what do we speak? and what—do 
we justify ourselves? God hath found out 
the iniqmty of thy servants; lo, we are ser- 
vanis to my lord, both we, and he in whose 
handthe cup hath been found ;’ and he saith, 
‘Far be it from me to do this; the man in 
whose hand the cup hath been found, he be- 
cometh my servant; and ye, go ye up in peace 
unto your father.’ 

18 And Judah cometh nigh nuto him, and 
saith, ‘O, my lord, let thy servant speak, I 
pray thee, a word in the ears of my lord, 
aud Jet not thine anger burn against thy 
servant—for thon art as Pharaoh. My 
lord hath asked his servants, saying, Have 
ye a father or brother? “and we say unto 
my lord, We have a father, an aged one, and 
a child of old ave, a little one; and his 
brother died, and he is left alone of his 
mother, and his father hath loved him. 

21¢ And thou sayest unto thy servants, Bring 
him down unte me, and L set mine eye upon 
him ; “and we say unto my lord, The youth

able to see the inan’s faee, and onr young 
brother not with us. 

*7*And thy servant my father saith unto 
us, Ye—ye have known that two did my wife 
bare to me, *8and the one goeth out from me 
and I say, Surely he is torn—torn! and | 
have not seen him since; when ye have 
taken also this from my presence, and mis- 
chief hath met him, then ye have bronght 
down my grey hairs with evil to sheol. 

30° And now, at my coming in unto thy 
servant my father, and the youth not with 
us (and his soul is bound up in his soul), 
31 then it hath come to pass when he seeth 
that the youth is not, that he hath died, and 
thy servants have brought down the grey 
hairs of thy servant our father with serrow to 
sheol ; * for thy servant obtained the youth 
by surety from my father, saying, If I bring 
him not in unto thee—then I have sinned 
against my father all the days. 

33 * And now, let thy servant, I pray thee, 
abide instead of the youth a servant to my 
lord, and the youth goeth up with his brethren, 
31for how do I go up unto my father, and the 
youth not with me? lest I look on the evil 
which doth find my father.’ 

ALV.! AND Joseph hath not been able ta 
refrain himself before all those standing by 
him, and he calleth, ‘Put out every man from 
me ;’ and ne man hath stood with him when 
Joseph maketh himself known unto his 
brethren. 2and he giveth forth his voice in 
weeping, and the Egyptians hear, and the 
house of Pharaoh heareth. 

3 And Joseph saith unto his brethren, ‘1 
am Joseph, is my father yet alive?’ and his 
brethren have not been able to answer him. 
for they have been troubled at his presence. 

4And Joseph saith unto his brethren, 
‘Come nigh unto me, I pray yon,’ and they 
come nigh; and he saith, ‘I am Joseph, your 
brother, whom ye sold into Egypt; >and 
now, be not grieved, nor Jet it be displeasing 
in your eyes that ye sold me hither, for to 
preserve hfe hath oa sent me before yon. 

6 *Becatse these two years the famine is in 
the heart of the land, and yet are five years, 
in which there is neither plonghing nor har 
vest; “and God sendeth me before you. to 
place of you a remnant in the Jand, and to 
give life to you by a great eseane ; Sand now, 
ye—ye havo not sent me hither, but God, 
and He doth set me for a father to Pharaoh, 
and for lord to all his house, and ruler over 
all the land of Egypt.

he hath given three hundred silverlings, and 
tive changes of garments; 73 and to his father 
he hath sent thus: ten asses bearing of 
the good things of Ngypt, and ten she-asses 
bearing corn and bread, even food for his 
father for the way. 

*4 And he sendeth his brethren aw: Ws 
they go; and he saith unto them, ‘ Be 
anery in the way.’ 

“>And they go up out of Egypt, and come 
in to the landof Canaan, unto Jacob their 
father, **and they declare to him, saying, 
*‘ Joseph is yet alive,’ and that he ts ruler over 
all the land of Iizypt; and his heart ceaseth, 
for he hath not given credence to them. 

27 And they speak unto him all the words 
of Joseph, which he hath spoken unto them, 
and he seeth the waggons which Joseph hath 
sent to bear him away, and live doth the 
spirit of Jacob their father; *®and Israel 
saith, ‘Enough! Joseph my son is yet alive ; 
I go and see him before I die. 

XLVI. 1} AND Israel journeyeth, and al! 
that he hath, and patel in to Beer-Sheba, 
and sacrificeth sacrifices to the God of his 
father Isaac ; * and God speaketh to Israel in 
visions of the night, and saith, ‘Jacob, Jacob;’ 
and he saith, ‘ Here am I.’ 

3And He saith, ‘I am God, God of thy 
father, be not afraid of going down to Egypt 
for for a great nation I set thee there; je | 
go down with thee to Egypt, and I—I also 
certainly bring thee up, and Joseph doth put 
his hand on thine eyes.’ 

* And Jacob riseth from Beer-Sheba, and tho 
sons of Israel bear away Jacob their father, 
and their infants, and their wives, in the wag- 
gous which Pharaoh hath sent to bear him, “and 
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they take their cattle, and their goods which 
they have acquired in the land of Caaaee and 
come into Egypt—Jacob, and all his seed with 
him, 7 his suns, and his sons’ sons with him, 
his daughters, and his sons’ daughters, yea, 
all his seed he brought with him into Egypt. 

8 And these are the names of the sons of 
Tsrael who are coming into Egypt: Jacob and 
his sons, Jacob’s first-born, Reuben. 9 And 
sons of Reuben: Hanoch, and Phallu, and 
Hezron, and Carmi. 

10 And sons of Simeon: Jemuel, and Jamin 
and Ohad, and Jachin, and Zohar, and Shaun 
son of the Canaauitess. 

1 And sons of Levi: Gershon, Kohath, and 
Merari. 

12 And sons of Judah: Er, and Onan, and 
Shelah, and Pharez, and Zarah, (and Er and 
Onan die in the land of Canaan.) And sons 
of Pharez are Hezron and Hamul. 

13 And sons of [ssachar: Tola, and Phuvah, 
and Job, and Shimron. 

4 And sons of Zebulun: Sered, and Elon, 
and Jahileel. 

15 These are sons of Leah whom she bare to 
Jacob in Padan-Aram, and Dimah his daugh- 
ter; all the persons of his sons end his 
daughters are thirty and three. 

16 And sons of Gad: Ziphion, and Haggi, 
Shuni, and Ezbon, Eri, and Arodi, and Areli. 

7” And sons of Asher: Jimnah, and Ishuah, 
and Isui, and Beriah, and Serah their sister. 
And sons of Beriah: Heber and Malchiel. 

16 These are sons of Zilpah, whom Laban 
gave to Leah his daughter, and she beareth 
these to Jacob—sixteen persons. 

19 Sons of Rachel, Jacob’s wife: Joseph and 
Benjamin. * And born to Joseph in the land 
of t (whom Asenath daughter of Poti- 
Pieralv riest of On, hath borne to him) are 
Meech and phraim. 

21 A nd sons of Benjamin: Belah, and Becher, 
and Ashbel, Gera, and Naaman, Ehi, and 
Rosh, Muppim, and Huppim, and Ard. 

22'These are sons of Rachel, who were borp 
to Jacob; all the persons are fourteen. 

*3 And sous of Dan: Hushim. 

“4 And sonsof Naphtahi: Jahzeel, and Guni, 
and Jezer, and Shillem. 

2'These are sons of Bilhah, whom Laban 
gave to Rachel his daughter; and she beareth 
these to Jacob—all the persons are seven. 

*6 All the persons who are coming to Jacob 
to Egypt, coming out of his thigh, apart from 
the wives of Jacob’s sous, all the persons are 
sixty and six. % And the sons of Joseph who 
have been born to him in Eeypt are two per- 
sons. All the persons ef the house of Jacob 
who are coming into Egypt «ze seventy. 

28 And Judah he hath sent before him unto 
Joseph, to direct before him to Goshen, and 
they come into the land of Goshen; “%and 
Joseph harnesseth his chariot, and_goeth Up 
to meet Israel his father, to Goshen, anc 
appeareth unto him, and falleth on his neck, 
and weepeth_on his neck again ; *° and Israel 
saith unto Joseph, ‘ Let me die this time, 
after my seeing ae face, for thou art yet alive.’ 

31 And Joseph saith unto his brethren, and 
unto the house of_his father, ‘I go up, and 
deelare to Pharaoh, ae say unto him. My 
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brethren, and the house of my father who are 
in the land of Canaan have come in unto me; 
32and the men are feeders of a flock, for they 
have been men of cattle; and their flock, and 
their herd, and all that they have, they have 
brought.’ 

33 And it hath come to pass when Pharaoh 
calleth for you, and hath said, What ave your 
works? %that ye have said, Thy servants 
have been men of cattle from onr youth, even 
until now, both we and our fathers,—in order 
that ye may dwell in the land of Goshen, 
for the abomination of the Egyptians 1s every 
one feeding a flock.’

‘To sojourn in the land we have come, for 
there is no pasture for the flock which thy 
servants have, for grievous is the famine in 
the land of Canaan; and now, let thy servants, 
we pray thee, dwell in the land of Goshen.’ 

5 And Pharaoh speaketh unto Joseph, say- 
ing, ‘Thy father and thy brethren have come 
unto thee: ®the land of Migypt is before thee ; 
in the best of the land eanse thy father and 
thy brethren to dwell—they dwell in the land 
of Goshen, and if thou hast known, and there 
are among them men of abihty, then thon 
hast set them heads over the cattle I have.’ 

7And Joseph bringeth in Jacob his father, 
and causeth him to stand before Pharaoh; 
and Jacob blesseth Pharaoh. 8 And Pharaoh 
saith unto Jacob, ‘How many ave the days of 
the years of thylife?’ ® And Jacob saith unto 
Pharaoh, ‘The days of the years of my so- 
journings @7e an hnndred and thirty years; 
Py and evil have been the days of the years 
of my life, and they have not reached the 
days of the years of the life of my fathers, in 
the days of their sojournings.’ 1!’ And Jacob 
blesseth Pharaoh, and goeth out from before 
Pharaoh. 

1 And Joseph settleth his father and his 
brethren, fal civeth to then a possession 
in the land of Hgypt, in the best of the land, 
in the land of Rameses, as Pharaoh com- 
manded; !2and Joseph nourisheth his father, 
aud his brethren, and all the house of his 
father with bread, according to the mouth of 
the infants. 

1 And there is no bread in all the land, for 
the famine is very grievous, and the land of 
Keypt and the land of Canaan are feeble be- 
eause of the famine; Mand Joseph gathereth 
all the silver that is found in the land of 
Egypt, and in the land of Canaan, for the 
corn that they are buying, and Joseph bring: 
eth the silver into the house of Pharaoh. 

15 And the silver is consumed out of the 
land of Egypt, and out of the land of Canaan, 
and all the Mgyptians come in unto Joseph, 
saying, ‘Give to us eee do we die 
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before thee, though the money hath eeased?? 
Wand Joseph saith, ‘Give your cattle; and 
I give to you for your cattle, if the money hath 
ceased.’

_ 8 And that year 1s finished, and they come 
in unto him on the second year, and say to 
him, ‘We do not hide from my lord, that 
stnce the money hath been finished, and pos- 
session of the cattle is unto my lord, there 
hath not been left before my lord save our 
bodies, and ow: ground; “why doe we die 
before thine eyes, both we and our ground? 
buy ns and our ground for bread, and we and 
our ground are servants to Pharaoh; and give 
seed, and we live, and die not, and the eround 
is not desolate.’ 

270And Joseph bnyeth all the ground of 
Eeypt for Pharaoh, for the Egyptians have 
sold each his field, for the famine hath been 
severe upon them, and the Jand_ becomceth 
Pharaoh’s; #! as to the people he hath removed 
them to cities from the ore end of the border 
of Eeypt even unto its other end. 

= Bale the ground of the priests he hath 
not bought, for the priests havea portion from 
Pharaoh, and they have eaten dies portion 
which Pharaoh hath given to them, therefore 
they have not sold their ground. 

And Joseph saith nnto the people, * Lo 
I have bought you to-day and your eround 
for Pharaoh; lo, seed for you, and ye have 
sown the ground, “and it hath come to pass 
in the increases, that ye have given a fifth to 
Pharaoh, and four of the parts are for your- 
selves, for seed of the field, and for your food, 
and for those who are in your houses, and for 
food for your infants.’ 

*5 And they say, ‘Thou hast revived us; we 
find grace in the eyes of my lord, and have 
been servants to Pharaoh;’ *° and Joseph 
setteth it for a statute nnto this day, con- 
cerning the ground of Egypt, that Pharaoh 
hath a fifth; only the ground of the priests 
alone hath not become Vharaoli's. 

27 And Israel dwelleth in the land of Egypt, 
in the land of Goshen, and they have pos- 
session init, and are fruitful, and multiply 
execedingly ; and Jacob liveth in the land 
of Egypt seventeen years, and the days of 
Jacob, the years of his life, are an hundred 
and forty and seven years. 

29 And the days of Israel are near to die, 
and he calleth for his son, for Joseph, and 
saith to him, ‘If, I pray thee, I have found 
erace in thine cyes, put, I pray thee. thy 
hand under my thigh, and diet hast doue 
with me kindness and truth; bury me not, } 
pray thee, in Egypt, 3¢and I have lain with 
my fathers, and thou hast borne me out of 
Eeypt, and buried me in their burying-place.’ 

Anal he saith, ‘I—I doe according to thy 
word;’ and he saith, ‘Swear to me;’ an 
le sweareth to him, and Israc] boweth him- 
self on the head of the bed. 

XLVILL ! AND it comcth to pass, after 
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thy son Joseph is coming unto thee;’ and 
Israel doth strengthen himself, and sit upon 
the bed. 

3And Jacob saith unto Joseph, ‘God Al- 
mighty hath appeared nnto me, 1n Lnz, in the 
land of Canaan, and blesseth me, 4and saith 
unto me, Lo, 1am making thee fruitful, and 
have multiplied thee, and given thee for an 
assembly of peoples, and given this land to 
thy seecl after thee, a possession age-during. 

‘And now, thy two sons, who are born to 
thee in the land of Egypt, before my eoming 
unto thee to Evypt, mine they are ; Ephraim 
aud Manasseh, as Reuben and Simeon they 
are mine; and thy family which thou hast 
begotten after them are thine; by the name 
of their brethren they are called in their in- 
heritance. 

7*And I—in my coming in from Padan- 
Aram Rachel hath died by me 1n the land of 
Canaan, in the way, while yet a kibrath of 
land to enter Ephrata, and I bury her there in 
the way of Ephrata, whieh zis Bethlehem.’ 

8 And Israel seeth the sons of Joseph, and 
saith, ‘ Who are these?’ and Joseph saith 
unto his father, ‘They are my sons, whom 
God hath given to me in this place ;’ and he 
saith, * Bring them, I pray thee, unte me, and 
I bless them.’ 

1” And the eyes of Israel have been heavy 
from age, he is unable to sce; and he bring- 
eth them nizh unto him, and he kisset 
them, aud cleaveth to them; ! and Israel 
saith unto Joseph, ‘lo see thy face I had 
not thought, and lo, God hath shewed me 
also thy seed.’ 

12 And Joseph bringeth them out from be- 
tween his knees, and boweth himself on his 
tace to the earth; and Joseph taketh them 
both, Ephraim in his right hand towards 
lsrael’s left, and Manassch in his left towards 
Israel's night, and bringeth ¢hem nigh to him.

7 Aud Joseph sceth that his father setteth 
his rizht hand on the head of Ephraim, and it 
is wrong in his eyes, and he supporteth the 
hand of his father to turn it aside from off the 
head ef Ephraim to the head of Mauasseh’; 
and Joseph saith unto his father, ‘ Not so, 
my father, for this is the first-born ; set thy 
right hand on his head.’ 

19 And his father refuseth, and saith, ‘I have 
known, my son, | have known; he also be- 
cometh a people, and he also is great, and yet, 


Ephraim and as Manasseh;’ and he setteth 
Ephraim before Manasseh. 

“1 And Israel saith unto Joseph, ‘ Lo, I am 
dying, and God hath been with you, and hath 
brought you back unto the land of your 
fathers ; **and I—I have given to thee one por- 
tion above thy brethren, which I have taken 
out of the hand of the Amorite by my sword 
and by my bow.’ 

XLUX. 1 AND Jacob ealleth unto his sons 
and saith, ‘Be gathered together, and I de- 
clare to you that which doth happen with you 
in the latter end of the days.

(9 Gad! a troop assaulteth him, 
But he assaulteth last.

“2 Joseph is a fruitful son ; 

A fruitful son by a fountain , 

Daughters step over the wall; 

“3 And embitter him—yea, they lave striven, 

Yea, hate him do archers; 

"4 And his bow abideth in strength, 

And strengthened are the arms of his hands 

By the hands of the Mighty One of Jacob,

29 And he eommandeth them, and saith un- 
to them, ‘I aim being gathered unto my yeas 
bury me by my fathers, at the cave which ts 
in the held of Ephron the Hittite; 29in the 
eave which is in the field of Machpelah, which 
is on the front of Mamre, in the land of Ca- 
naan, Which Abraham bought with the field 
from Ephron the Hittite for a possession of a 
burying-plaee; 3! ae they buried Abraham 
and Sarah his wite; there they buried Isaac 
and Rebekah his wife,; and there I buried 
Leah); 32the purchase of the field and of the 
cave which is in it, ¢s from Sons of Heth.’ 

33 And Jaeob finisheth commanding his 
sons, and gathereth np his feet unto the bed, 
and expireth, and is gathered unto his people. 

L. } AND Joseph falleth on his father’s 
face, and weepeth over him, and kisseth 
him ; 2and Joseph commandeth his servants, 
the physicians, to embalm his father, and the 
physicians embalm Israel; Sand they fulfil 
for him forty days, for so they fulfil the days 
of the embalmed, and the Egyptians weep for 
him seventy days. 

4And the days of his weeping pass away, 
and Joseph speaketh unto the house of 
Pharaoh, saying, ‘If, I pray you, I have 
found grace in your eyes, speak, I pray you, 
in the ears of Pharaoh, saying, ® My father 
enused me to swear, saying, Lo, lam dying; 
in my burying-place which I have prepared 
for myself in the land'of Canaan, there dost 
thou ae me; and now, let me go up, I pray 
thee, and bury iny father, and return ;’ and 
Pharaoh saith, ‘Go up and bury thy father, 
as he eansed thee to swear.’ 

7And Joseph goeth up to bury his father, 
and go up with him do all the servants of

Pharaoh, elders of his house, and all the 
elders of the land of Egypt, %and all the 
house of Joseph, and his brethren, and the 
house of his ather ; only their infants, and 
their flock, and their herd, have they left 
in the land of Goshen; %and there go up 
with him both chariot and horsemen, and 
the camp is very great. 

10 And they eome unto the threshing-floor 
of Atad, whieh is beyond the Jordan, and 
they lament there, a lamentation great and 
very grievous ; and he maketh for his father 
a mourning seven days, 2! and the inhabitant 
of the land, the Canaanite, see the mourning 
in the threshing-tloor of Atad, and say, ‘A 
grievous mourning ts this to the Egyptians ;’

15 And the brethren of Joseph see that 
their father is dead, and say, ‘ Peradveuture 
Joseph doth hate us, and doth certainly return 
to us all the evil whieh we did with him.’ 

16 And they givea charge for Joseph, sayius, 
‘Thy father eommanded before his death, 
saying, 17 Thus ye do say to Joseph, I pray 
thee, bear, I pray thee, with the transgres- 
sion of thy brethren, and their sin, for they 
have done thee evil; and now, bear, we pray 
thee, with the transgression of the servants 
of the God of thy father ;’ and Joseph weep- 
eth in their speaking unto them. 

18 And his brethren also go and fall before 
him, and say, ‘Lo, we are to thee for servants.’ 

9 And Joseph saith unto them, ‘ Fear not, 
for am 1 in the plaee of God? *° As for you, 
ye devised against me evil—God devised it 
for good, in order to do as at this day, to 
keep alive a numerous people; “and now, 
fear not: I do nourish you aud your infants ;’ 
and he comforteth them, and speaketh unto 
their heart. 

22And Joseph dwelleth in Egypt, he and 
the house of his father, and Joseph liveth 
a hundred and ten years, “and Joseph look- 
eth on Ephraim’s sons of the third genera- 
tion; sons alse vf Machir, son of Manasseh, 
have been born on the knees of Joseph. 

“4 And Joseph saith unto his brethren, ‘J 
ain dying, and God doth certainly inspect 
you, and hath eaused you to go We from this 
and, unto the land which He hath sworn to 
Abraham, to Isaae, and to Jacob.’ 

2 And Joseph causeth the sons of Israel to 
swear, saying, ‘God doth certainly anode 
you, and ye have brought up my bones from 
this place.’ 

“8 And Joseph dicth, a son of an hundred 
aud ten years, and they embalm him, and he 
is put into a eoflin in Egypt. 
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EXODUS. 


CHAP. l. }AND these ave the names of the 
sons of Israel who are coming into Eeypt 
with Jacob; a man and his household have 
they come: ? Reuben, Simeon, Levi, and 
Judah, 2Issachar, Zebulun, and Benjamin, 
4Dan, and Naphtali, Gad, and Asher. ® And 
all the persons coming out of the thigh of 
Jacob are seventy persons; as to Joseph, he 
was in Egypt. 

‘And Joseph dieth, and all his brethren, 
and all that generation; 7and the sons of 
Israel have been fruitful, and they teem, and 
multiply, and are very very mighty, and the 
land is filled with them. 

8 And there riseth a new king over Egypt, 
who hath not known Joseph, ?and he saith 
unto his people, ‘Lo, the people of the sons 
of Israc] 7s more numerous and mighty than 
we: 1° give help! let us act wisely concerning 
it, lest it multiply, and it hath come to pass, 
when war happencth, that it hath been join- 
ed, even it, unto those hating us, and hath 
pane against us. and hath gone out up of the 

and.’ 

1 And they set over it princes of tribute, 
so as to afllict it with their burdens, and it 
buildeth store-cities for Pharaoh, Pithom and 
Raamses; ! and as they afflict it, so it multi- 
plieth, and so it breaketh forth, and they are 
vexed because of the sons of Israel; and 
the Egyptians cause the sons of Israel to 
serve with rigour, “and make their lives 
bitter in hard service, in clay, and in brick, and 
in every kind of service in the field; all their 
service in which they have served is with 
rigour. 

15 And the king of Egypt speaketh to the 
nudwives, thie Hebrewesses, (of whom the 
name of the oneis Shiphrah, and the name 
of the second Puah), and saith, ‘When ye 
cause the Hebrew women to bear, and have 
looked on the children; if it is a son—then 
ye have put him to death; and if it is a daugh- 
ter—then she hath lived.’ 

17 And the midwives fear God, and have 

not done as the king of Egypt hath spoken 
nnto them, and keep the ee alive; and 
the king of Egypt calleth for the midwives, 
and saith to them, ‘Wherefore have ye 
done this thing, and keep the lads alive? 
1! And the midwives say unto Pharaoh, ‘ Be- 
cause the Hebréw women are not as the 
Egyptian women, for they are lively; before 
the midwife cometh in unto them—they have 
borne!’ 
*0 And God doth good to the midwives, and 
the peeps multiply, and are very mighty; 
“land it cometh to pass, because the midwives 
have feared God, that He maketh for them 
households; *?and Pharaoh laycth a charge 
on all his people, saying, ‘Every son who is 
born—into the River ye do cast him, and every 
tlaughter ve do keep alive.’ 

(fT. } AND there goeth a man of the honse 
of Levi, and he taketh the danghter of Tevi, 


2and the woman conceiveth, and beareth a 
son, and she seeth him that he is fair, and 
she hideth him three months, 2and she hath 
not been able any more to hide him, and sha 
taketh for him an ark of rushes, and danbeth 
it with bitumen and witli pitch, and putteth 
the lad init, and putteth zt in the weeds by 
the edge of the River; 4 and his sister station- 
eu herself afar off, to know what is done to 
11m. 

5 And a daughter of Pharaoh cometh down 
to bathe at the River, and her damsels are 
walking by the side of the River, and she 
seeth the ark in the midst of the weeds, and 
sendeth her handmaid, and she taketh it, 
Sand openeth, and seeth him—the lad, and 
lo, a child weeping! aud she hath pity on 
him, and saith, ‘This is one of the Hebrews’ 
children.’ 

7 And his sister saith unto the daughter of 
Pharaoh, ‘Do I go? when I have called for 
thee asneckling woman of the Hebrews, then 
she doth suckle the lad fur thee;’ Sand the 
daughter of Pharaoh saith to her, ‘Go; and 
the virgin gocth, and ecalleth the mother 
of the Iad, %and the daughter of Pharaoh 
saith to her, ‘Take this lad away, and suckte 
him for me, and I—I give thy hire;’ and 
the woman taketh the lad, and suckleth 


him. 

10 And the lad groweth, and she bringcth 
him in to the danghter of Pharaoh, and he 
is to her for a son, and she calleth his namo 
Moses, and saith, *‘Beeause—from the water 
I have drawn him.’ 

And it cometh to pass, in those days, 
that Moses is grown, and he goeth out unto 
lis brethren, and looketh on their burdens, 
and seeth a man, an Egyptian, smiting a man, 
a Hebrew, one of his brethren, !? and he turn: 
cth hither and thither, and sceth that there 
is no man, and smiteth the Egyptian, and 
hideth him in the sand. 

13 And he goeth out on the second day, and 
lo, two men, Hebrews, striving! and he saith 
to the wrong-doer, ‘ Why dost thon smite thy 
neighbour? Mand he saith, ‘Who set thee 
for a head and a judge over us? to slay me 
art thou saying it, as thou hast slain the 
Egyptian?’ and Moses feareth, and saith, 
: Surely the thing hath been known.’ 

And Pharaoh heareth of this thing, and 
seeketh to slay Moses, and Moses fleeth from 
the face of Pharaoh, and dwelleth in the land 
of Midian, and dwelleth by the well. 

1% And to a priest of Midian are seven 
daughters, aud they come and draw, and 
fill the troughs, to water the flock of their 
father, 17and the shepherds come and drive 
them away, and Moses ariseth, and saveth 
them, and watereth their flock. 

18 And they come into Reuel their father. 
and he saith, ‘ Wherefore have ye hastened 
to come in to-day? ™ and they say, ‘A man, 
an Egyptian, hath ets us out of the 


The burning bush, from which 


hand of the shepherds, and also hath dih- 
gently drawn for us. and watereth the flock ;’ 
2 and he saith unto his danghters, ‘And 
where is he? why is this?—ye left the man! 
call for him, and he doth eat bread.’ 

21 And Moses js willing to dwell with the 
man, and he giveth Zipporah his daughter 
to Moses, “and she beareth a son, and he 
calleth his name Gershom, for he said, ‘A 
sojourner I have been in a strange Jand.’ 

“3 And it cometh to pass during these many 
days, that the king of Egypt dieth, and the 
sons of Israel] sigh because of the service, and 
cry, and their ery goeth up unto God, be- 
eause of the service; “and God heareth 
their groaning, and Cod remembereth His 
covenant with Abraham, with Isaac, and 
with Jacob; “and God seeth the sons of 
Israel, and God knoweth. 

III. }AND Moses hath been feeding the 
flock of Jethro his father-in-law, priest of 
Midian, and he leadeth the flock behind the 
wilderness, and cometh in unto the mount of 
God, to Horeb; *and_there_appeareth unto 
him a messenger of Jehovah in a flame of 
fire, out of the midst of the bush, and he 
seeth, and lo, the bush is burning with fire, 
and the bush is not consumed. 

3 And Moses saith, ‘Let me turn aside, I 
pray thee, and I see this great appearance ; 
wherefore is the bush not burned?’ 4 and 
Jehovah seeth that he hath turned aside to 
see, and God calleth unto him out of the 
midst of the bush, and saith, ‘ Moses, Moses;’ 
and he saith, ‘Here am I.’ 

5And He saith, ‘Come not near hither: 
cast thy shoes from off thy feet, for the place 
on which thon art standing is holy ground.’ 
® He saith also, ‘I am the God of thy father, 
God of Abraham, God of Isaac, and God of 
Jacob ;’ and Moses hideth his face, for he is 
afraid to look towards God. 

7 And Jehovah saith, ‘I have certainly seen 
the affliction of My people who are in Egypt, 
and their cry I have heard, because of its 
exactors, for I have known its pains; 8and 
I go down to deliver it out of the hand of the 
Egyptians, and to cause it to go up out of 
that land, unto a land good and_ broad, unto 
a land flowing with milk and honey-—unto 
the place of the Canaanite, and the Hittite, 
and the Amorite, and the Perizzite, and the 
Hivite, and the Jebusite. 

3 * And now, lo, the ery of the sons of Israel 
hath come in unto Me, and I have also seen 
the oppression with which the Egyptians are 
onpressing them, }®and now, come, and I 
send thee unto Pharaoh, and bring thou out 
My peo the sons of Israel, out of Egypt.’ 

1And Moses saith unto God, ‘Who am 
[, that I go unto Pharaoh, and that I bring 
out the sons of Israel from Egypt?’ /° and 
He saith, ‘Because I am with thee, and this 
is to thee the sign that I have sent thee: in 
thy bringing out the people from Egypt—ye 
dlo serve God on this mount.’ 

3 And Moses saith unto God, ‘Lo, Il am 
eoming unto the sons of Isracl, and have 
said to them, The God of your fathers hath 
sent me unto you, and they have said to me, 
What is His nue what do I say unto 
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them?’ '14And God saith nnto Moses, ‘I AM 
THAT WHICH I AM;’ He saith also, 
‘Thus dost thou say to the sons of Israel, 
T AM hath sent me unto you.’ 

5 And God saith again unto Moses, ‘Thus 
dost thon say unto the sons of Israel. Je- 
hovah, God of your fathers, God of Abra- 
ham, God of Isaac, and God of Jacob, hath 
sent me unto you; this is My name—to the 
age, and this My memorial, to generation— 
generation. 

16 *Go, and thou hast gathered the elders of 
Israel, and hast said unto them: Jehovah, 
God of your fathers, hath appeareth unto me, 
God of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, saying, | 
have certainly anepecus you, and that which 
is done to you in Egypt; 1’ and I say, I bring 
you up out of the affliction of Egypt, unto the 
and of the Canaanite, and the Hittite, and 
the Amorite, and the Perizzite, andthe Hivite.. 
aud the Jebusite, unto a Jand flowing with 
milk and honey. 

18 * And they have hearkened to thy voice, 
and thou hast entered, thou and the elders of 
Israel, unto the king of Egypt, and ye havo 
said unto him, Jehovah, God of the Hebrews, 
hath met with us; and now, let us go, we pray 
thee, a journey of three days into the wil- 
derness, and we sacrifice to Jehovah our God. 

19* And I—I have known that the king of 
Egypt doth not permit you to go, unless by 
a strong hand, “and I have put forth My 
hand, and have smitten Egypt with all My 
wonders, which I do in its midst—and after- 
wards he doth send you away. 

*1¢ And I have given the grace of this people 
in the eyes of the Egyptians, and it hath come 
to pass, when ye go, ye go not empty; “and 
every woman hath asked from her neigh- 
bour, and from her who is sojourning in her 
house, vessels of silver, and vessels of gold, 
and garments, and ye have put them on your 
sonsand on your daughters, and have spoiled 
the Egyptians. 

IV. }! AND Moses answereth and saith, 
‘And, if they do not give credence to me, nor 
hearken to my voice, and say, Jehovah hath 
not pane tc unto thee?’ 

2And Jehovah saith unto him, ‘ What is 
this in thy hand?’ and he saith, ‘A rod;’ 
3and He saith, ‘ Cast it to the earth :’ and he 
easteth it to the earth, and it becometh a ser- 
pent—and Moses fleeth from its presence,

unto thy hosom;’ and he putteth back his 
hand nnto his bosom, and he bringeth it out 
from his bosom, and Jo, it hath turned hack as

takest from the River have been, yea, they 
have become—blood on the dry land.’ 

10 And Moses saith unto Jehovah, ‘O, my 
Lord, Lam not a man of words, either yes- 
terday, or before, or sinee Thy speaking unto 
Thy servant, for I am slow of mouth, and 
slow of tongue.’ 

1 And Jehovah saith unto him, ‘ Who ap- 
pointed a mouth for man? or who appointeth 
the dumb, or deaf, or open, or blind? is it 
not I, Jehovah? #2 and now, go, and I—I am 
with thy month, and have direeted thee that 
which thon speakest; 3 and he saith, ‘O, my 
Lord, send, i pray thee, by the hand Thon 
dost send.’

15 And the authorities of the sons of Israel 
come in and ery unto Pharaoh, saying, ‘ Why 
dost thou thus to thy servants? }6Straw is 
not given to thy servants, and they are say- 
ing to us, Make bricks, and lo, thy servants 
are sinitten—and thy peonle hath sinned.

7 And he saith, ‘Remiss—ye are remiss, 
therefore ye are saying, Let us go, let us sac- 
rifice to Jehovah; ‘Sand now, go, serve; and 
straw is not given to you, and the measure of 
bricks ye do give.’ 

19 And the authorities of the sons of Israel 
see them in affliction, saying, ‘ Ye do not di- 
minish from your bricks; the matter of a day 
in its day.’ 

*0 And they meet Moses and Aaron standing 
to meet them, in their coming out from Pha- 
raoh, #tand say wnto them, ‘Jehovah look 
upon you, and judge, because ye have caused.

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4These are heads of the house of their 
fathers: Sons of Reuben first-born of Israel 
are Hanoch, and Phallu, Hezron, and Carmi: 
these are families of Reuben. 

1 And sons of Simeon are Jemnel, and 
Jamin, and Ohad, and Jachin, and Zohar, 
and Shaul, son of the Canaanitess: these are 
families of Simeon. 

16 And these are the names of the sons of 
Levi, as to their births: Gershon, and Ko- 
hath, and Merari: and the years of the life 
of Leviare a hundred and thirty and seven 
years, 1” The sons of Gershon are Libni, and 

himi, as to their families. 18 And the sons 
of Kohath are Amram, and Izhar, and Heb- 
ron, and Uzziel: and the years of the life of 
Kohath are a lnndred and thirty and three 
years. 1° And the sons of Merari are Mahili 
and Mushi: these ave families of Levi, as to 
their births. 

* And Amram taketh Jochebed his aunt 
to himself for a wife, and she beareth to 
him Aaron and Moses: and the years of the 
life of Amram are a hundred and thirty and 
seven years. 

2 And sons of Izhar are Korah, and Nep.- 
heg, and Zichri. “And sons of Uzziel are 
Mishael, and Elzaphan, and Sithri. 

*3And Aaron taketh Elisheba daughter of 
Ammunada), sister of Naashon, to himself 
tcr a wife, and she beareth to him Nadab, 
and Abithu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. 

24And sons of Korah are Assir, and El- 
kanah, and Abiasaph: these are families of 
the Korhite. 

25 And Eleazar, Aaron’s son, hath taken to 
him one of the danghters of Putiel for a wife 
to himself, and she beareth to him Phinehas: 
these are heads of the fathers of the Levites, 
as to their families, 

°6'This is Aaron—and Moses—to whom 
Jehovah said, ‘Bring ye ont the sons of 
Israel from the land of Egypt, by their 
hosts;’ ®’ these are they who are speaking unto 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, to bring ont the 
sons of Israel from ae this is Moses— 
and Aaron. 

°3 And it cometh to pass in the day of Jo- 
hovah’s speaking unto Moses in the land of 
Keypt, “that Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
saying, ‘I am Jehovah, speak unto Pharaoh 
king of Egypt all that 1 am speaking unto 
thee.’

And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses and 
unto Aaron, saying, 9* When Pharaoh speak- 
eth unto you, saying, Give for yourselves a 
wonder; then thou hast said nto Aaron, 
‘ake thy rod, and east before Pharaoh—it be- 
cometh a monster.’ 

10 And Moses goeth in—Aaron also—unta 
Pharaoh, and they do so as Jehovah hath 
commanded; and Aaron easteth his rod be- 
fore Pharaoh, and before his servants, and it 
beeometh a monster. 

N And Pharaoh also calleth for wise men, 
and for sorcerers; and the seribes of Egypt, 
they also, with their flashings, do so, and 
they cast down each his rod, and they become 
monsters, and the rod of Aaron swalloweth 
their rods : Band the heart of Pharaoh is 
strong, and he hath not hearkened unto them, 
as Jehovah hath spoken.

1AND Jehovah saith wnto Moses, 
‘Go in nnto Pharaoh: and thou hast said 
unto him, Thus said Jehovah, Send My 
people away, and they serve Me; *andif thon 
art refusing to send away, lo, Iam smiting 
all thy border with frogs; 2and the River 
hath teemed with frogs, and they have gone

6 And Aaron streteheth out his hand against 
the waters of Egypt, and the frog cometh up, 
and covereth the land of Egypt ; 7and the 
scribes do so with their flashings, and eause 
the frogs to come up against the land of 
Evypt. 

8 And Pharaoh ealleth for Moses and for 
Aaron, and saith, ‘Make supplication unto 
Jehovah, that he turn asidethe frogs from me, 
and from my people, and I send the people 
away, and they saerifiee to Jehovah.’ 

“And Moses saith to Pharaoh, ‘ Beautify 
thyself over me; when do I make supplication 
for thee, and for thy servants, and for thy 
people, to ent off the frogs from thee and from 
thy houses—only in the River they do re- 
main?’ and he saith, ‘To-morrow.’ 

And he saith, ‘ Aceording to thy word it is, 
so that thon knowest that there 1s none like 
Jehovah our God, 2! and the frogs have turned 
aside from thee, and from thy houses, and, 
from thy servants, and from thy people; only 
in the River they do remain.’ 

12 And Moses—Aaron also—goeth ont from 
Pharaoh, and Moses ecrieth unto Jehovah,

18 And the seribes do so with their flash- 
ings, to bring out the gnats, and they have not 
been able, and the cate are on man and on 
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beast; “and the scribes say mto Pharaoh, 
‘It isthe finger of God;’ and the heart of 
Pharaoh is strong, and he hath not hearkened 
ynto them, as Jehovah hath spoken. 

~*~ And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘ Rise 
zarly in the morning, and station thyself he- 
fore Pharaoh, lo, he is going out to the 
waters, and thou hast said unto him, Thus 
said Jehovah, Send My people away, and 
tney serve Me; °! for, if thou art not sending 
My people away, lo, IT am sending against 
thee, and against thy servants, and against 
thy people, and against thy honses, the 
beetle, and the houses of the Feyptians have 
heen full of the beetle, and also the cround 
on which they are. 

"And I have separated in that day the 
land of Goshen, in which My people are stay- 
ing, that the beetle is not there, so that thou 
knowest that I am Jehovah in the midst of 
the land, “and [have put a division between 
My people and thy people: to-morrow is this 
sion. 

4 And Jehovah doth so, and the grievous 
beetle entereth the house of Pharaoh. and 
the house of his servants, and in all the 
land of Egypt the land is corrupted from 
the presence of the beetle. 

* And Pharaoh calleth unto Moses and to 
Aaron, and saith, ‘Go, sacrifice to your God 
tn the Jand;’ *®and Moses saith. ‘Not right 
to do so, for the abomination of the Egyp- 
tians we do sacrifice to Jehovah our God; lo, 
we sacrifice the abomination of the Egyp- 
tians before their eyes—and they do not 
stone ns! °7 A journey of three days we go 
into the wilderness, and have sacrificed to 
Jehovah our God, as He saith nnto us.’ 

*S And Pharaoh saith, ‘T send you away, 
and ye have sacrificed to Jehovah your God 
in the wilderness, only go not very far off; 
make ye supplication for me;’ “2%and Moses 
saith, ‘Lo, I am going out from thee, and 
have made supplication unto Jehovah, and 
the heetle hath turned aside from Pharaoh, 
from his servants, and from his people—to- 
morrow, only let not Pharach add to deceive 
—in not sending the people away to sacrifice 
to Jehovah.’ 

30 And Moses goeth out from Pharaoh, and 
maketh supplication unto Jehovah, 3! and 
Jehovah doth according to the word of Mo- 
ses, and turneth aside the bectle from Pha- 
raoh, from his servants, and from his people 
—there hath not been left one; aa Pha. 
raoh hardeneth his heart also at this time, 
and hath not sent the people away.

6 And Jehovah doth this thing on the mor- 
row, and all the cattle of Ezypt die, and of 
the cattle of the sons of Israel not one hath 
died; 7and Pharach sendeth, and lo, not 
even one of the cattle of Israel hath died, 
and the heart of Pharaoh is hard, and he 
hath not sent the people away. 

8 And Jehovah saith unto Moses and unto 
Aaron, ‘Take to yon the fulness of your 
hands of soot of a furnace, and Moses hath 
sprinkled it towards the heavens, before the 
eyes of Pharaoh, 2 and it hath become small 
dust over all the land of Egypt, and it hath 
become on man and on cattle a boil breaking 
forth with blains, in all the land of Egypt.’ 

10 And they take the soot of the furnace, 
and stand before Pharaoh, and Moses sprin- 
kleth it towards the heavens, and it is a boil 
with blains, breaking forth, on man and on 
beast; !}and the seribes have not been able 
to stand before Moses, because of the boil, 
for the boil hath been on the scribes, and on 
all the Egyptians. 

122 And Jehovah strenetheneth the heart 
of Pharaoh, and he hath not hearkened unto 
them, as Jehovah hath spoken unto Moses. 

13 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘ Rise 
early in the morning, and station thyself 
before Pharaoh, and thon hast said unto 
him, Thus said Jehovah, God of the He- 
brews, Send My people away, and they serve 
Me, “for, at this time I am sending all My 
plagues unto thy heart, and on thy servants, 
and on thy people, so that thou knowest 
that there is none like Me in all the earth, 
for now [ have put forth My hand, and 1 
smite thee, and thy people, with pestilence, 
and thou art hidden from the earth. 

1* And yet for this I have caused thee to 
stand, so as to show thee My power, and for 
the sake of declaring My Name in all the 
earth; | still thou art exalting thyself 
against My people—so as not to send them 
away ; '81o, bak raining about this time to- 
morrow hail very grievous, such as hath 
not been in Egypt, even from the day of its 
being fonnded, even until now. 

9 And, now, send, strengthen thy cattle 
and all that thou hast in the field; every 
man and beast which is found in the field, 
and is not gathered into the house—come 
soe on them hath the hail, and they have 
died.’ 

20 He who is fearing the word of Jehovah 
among the servants of Pharaoh hath caused 
his servants and his cattle to flee unto the 
houses ; “and he who hath not set his heart 
unto the word of Jehovah leaveth his ser- 
vants and his cattle mn the field. 

22 And Jehovah saith nnto Moses, ‘Stretch 
forth thy hand towards the heavens, and 
there is hail in all the land of Egypt, on man, 
and on beast, and on every herb of the field 
in the land of Egypt.’ 

“$ And Moses stretcheth out his rod_to- 
wards the heavens, and Jehovah hath given 
voices and hail, and fire goeth towards the 
earth, and Jehovah raincth hail on the land 
of “Egypt, *'and there is hail, and fire 
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catching itself in the midst of the hail, 
very grievous, such as hath not been in all 
the land of Egypt since it hath become a 
nation. 

“5 And the hail smiteth in all the land of 
Eeypt all that is in the field, from man even 
unto beast, and every herb of the field hath 
the hail smitten, and every tree of the field 
it hath broken; ?°only in the land of Go- 
shen, where the sons of Israel «are, there 
hath been no hail. 

27 And Pharaoh sendeth, and calleth for 
Moses and for Aaron, and saith unto them, 
‘[ have sinned this time, Jehovah is the 
Righteous, and I and my people are the 
Wicked, “8make ye supplication unto Jeho- 
vah, and plead that there be no voices of 
God and hail, and I send you away, and ye 
add not to remain.’ 

“9 And Moses saith unto him, ‘ At my going 
out of the city, I spread my palms unto Je- 
hovah—the voices cease, and the hail is not 
any more, so that thou knowest that the 
earth is Jehovah’s; 2° but thon and thy ser- 
vants—I have known that ye are not yet 
afraid of the face of Jehovah God.’ 

3L And the flax and the barley have heen 
smitten, for the barley is budding, and the 
flax forming flowers, ? and the wheat and 
he rye have not been smitten, for they are 
ate. 

33 And Moses goeth out from Pharaoh, 
from the city, and spreadeth his hands nn- 
to Jehovah, and the voices and the hail 
cease, and rain hath not been poured out to 
the earth; 34and Pharaoh sceth that the 
rain hath ceased, and the hail and the 
voices, and he continueth to sin, and harden- 
eth his heart, he and his servants; ®* and the 
heart of Pharaoh is strong, and he hath not 
gent the sons of Israel away, as Jehovah 
hath spoken by the hand of Moses. 

X. } AND Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Go 
in unto Pharaoh, for I have declared hard his 
heart. and the heart of his servants. so that 
Tset these My signs in their midst, and so 
that thon recountest in the ears of thy son, 
and of thy son’s son, that which T have done 
in Egypt, and My signs which [ have set 
among them, and ye have known that I am 
Jehovah.’ 

3 And Moses cometh in—Aaron also—unto 
Pharaoh, and they say unto him, ‘Thus said 
Jehovah, God of the Hebrews, Until when 
hast thou refused to be humbled at My pres- 
ence? send My people away, and they serve 
Me, ‘for if thou art refusing to send My 
people away, lo, Iam bringing in to-morrow 
the locust into thy border, 3 and it hath 
covered the eye of the land, and none is 
ahle to see the land, and it hath eaten the 
remnant of that which is escaped, which is 
left te you from the hail, and it hath eaten 
every tree which is springing for you ont of 
the field; Sand they have filled thy honses, 
and the houses of all thy servants, and the 
houses of all the Egyptians, whieh neither 
thy fathers nor thy father’s fathers have 
seen, since the day of their being on the 
ground unto this day,’—and he turneth and 
goeth out from Pharaoh 
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“And_the servants of Pharaoh say nnta 
him, ‘Until when doth this one heeome a 
snare to us? send the men away. and they 
serve Jehovah their God: knowest thou not 
yet that Egypt hath perished 2?’ 

8 And Moses is bron¢ght baek—Aaron also 
—unto Pharaoh, and he saith nnto them. 
‘Go, serve Jehovah your God:—who and 
who are those going?’ ®And Moses saith, 
‘With our young ones, and with our aged 
ones, we go, with our sons, and with our 
daughters, with our flock, and our herd, we 
go, for we have a festival to Jehovah 

WAnd he saith unto them, ‘Be it so, Je- 
hovah be with you when I send you and 
your infants away; see—for evil is hefore 
your faces; 1! not so! go now, ve who are 
men, and serve Jehovah, for that ye are 
seeking ;’ and one casteth them out from the 
presence of Pharaoh. 

12 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Stretch 
out thy hand against the land of Egypt for 
the locust, and it goeth up against the land 
of Esypt, and doth eat everv herb of the 
land—all that the hail hath left.’ 

G And Moses stretcheth out his rod against 
the land of Egypt, and Jehovah hath led 
an east wind over the land all that day, and 
all the night; the morning hath been, and 
the east wind hath lifted up the locust. 

14 And the loenst goeth up against all the 
land of Egypt, and resteth in all the border 
of Ezypt—very grievous: before it there 
hath not been such a locust as it, and after 
it there is none such; and it ecovereth the 
eye of all the land, and the land is darkened; 
and it eateth every herb of the land, and all 
the fruit of the trees which the hail hath 
left, and there hath not been left any green 
thing in the trees, or in the herh of the field, 
in all the land of Egypt.’ 

16 And Pharaoh hasteth to call for Moses 
and for Aaron, and saith, ‘I have sinned 
against Jehovah your God, and against you, 
Wand now, bear with, I pray you, my sin, 
only this time, and make ye supplication to 
Jehovah your God, that He turn aside from 
off me only this death.’ 

18 And he goeth out from Pharaoh, and 
maketh supplication unto Jehovah, 1 and 
Jehovah tiurneth a very strong sea wind, 
and it lifteth up the locust, and bloweth it 
into the Red Sea-—there hath not been left 
one locust in all the border of Egypt; "and 
Jehovah strenetheneth the heart of Pha- 
raoh, and he hath not sent the sons of Israel 
away. 

21 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘ Stretch 
out thy hand towards the heavens, and 
there is darkness over the land of Egypt, and 
the darkness is felt.’ 

2And Moses stretcheth out his hand to- 
wards the heavens, and there is darkness— 
thick darkness in all the land of Egypt three 
days; %they have not seen one another, and 
none hath risen from his place three days; 
and to all the sons of Israel there hath heen 
light in their dwellings.’ 

“And Pharaoh calleth unto Moses and 
saith, ‘Go ye, serve Jehovah, only your 
flock and your herd ate stayed, your infants

also go with you ;’ * and Moses saith, ‘Thou 
also dost give in our hand sacrifices and 
burnt-offerings, and we have prepared for 
Jehovah our God; * and also our cattle doth 
go with us, there is not left a hoof, for from 
it we do take to serve Jehovah our God; and 
we—aive know not how we do serve Jehovah 
till our going thither.’ 

27And Jehovah strenetheneth the heart 
of Pharaoh, and he hath not been willing 
to send them away; %and Pharaoh saith 
to him, ‘Go from me, take heed to thyself, 
ald not to see my face, for in the day thou 
seest my face thon cdiess;’ 92 and Moses saith, 
‘Rightly hast thou spoken, 1 add not any 
more to see thy face.’ 

1 AND Jehovah saith wnto Moses, 
‘One placue more I do bring in on Pharaoh, 
and on Egypt, afterwards he doth send you 
away from this; when he is sending von 
away, he surely casteth you out altogether 
from this place; 2 speak, 1 pray thee, in the 
ears of the people, and they ask—each man 
from his netghhonr, and each woman from 
her neighhour, vessels of silver, and vessels 
af gold.’ 

3And Jehovah giveth the grace of the 
neople in the eyes of the Ezyptians; also 
the man Moses is very great in the land of 
Eevpt, in the eyes of the servants of Pharaoh, 
and in the eyes of the people. 

4And Moses saith, ‘Thus said Jehovah, 
About midnight I am going ont into the 
nidst of Egypt, “and every first-born in the 
land of Eeypt hath died, from the first-born 
of Pharaoh who is sitting on his throne, 
unto the first-born of the maid-servant who 
is behind the mill-stones, and all the first- 
horn of heasts; Sand there hath been a great 
ery in all the Jand of Egypt, such as there 
hath not been, and such as there is not again. 

7*And against all the sons of Israel a dog 
sharpeneth not its tongue, from man even 
unto beast, so that ye know that Jehovah 
doth make a separation hetween the Egypt- 
ians and Israel; Sand all these thy servants 
have come down unto me, and bowed them- 
selves to me, saying, Go out, thou and all 
the people who are at thy feet; and after- 
wards I do go out;’—and he goeth ont from 
Pharaoh in the heat of anger. 

9 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘ Pharaoh 
doth not hearken unto you, so as to multiply 
My wonders in the land of Egypt;’ 1° and 
Moses and Aaron have done all these won- 
ders before Pharaoh, and Jehovah strength- 
encth Pharaoh’s heart, and he hath not sent 
the sons of Israel] out of his Jand. 

XII. } AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, in the land of Egypt, say- 
ing, ?‘This month is to you the chief of 
months—it 7s the first to you of the months 
of the year; 3speak ye unto all the company 
of Israel, saying, In the tenth of this month 
—they take to them each man a lam) for the 
house of the fathers, a Jainh for a house. 

4*(And if the household he too few fora 
lamb, then hath he taken, he and his neigh- 
bour who is near unto his house, for the 
number of persons, each according to his 
eating ye do count for the lamh,) °a lamb, a 
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perfect one, a male, a son of a year, let he to 
you; from the sheep or fram the goats ye do 
take if. 

®* And it hath become a charge to yon, 
until the fourteenth day of this month, and 
the whole assembly of the company of Israel 
have slaughtered it between the evenings; 
Zand they have taken of the blood, and 
have put on the two side-posts, and on the 
lintel over the honses in which they eat it. 

8 “And they have eaten the flesh in this 
night, roast with fire ; with unleavened things 
and hitters they do eat it; 9ye do not eat of 
it raw, or boiled at all in water, but roast 
with fire, its head with its Jegs, and with 
its inwards; and ye do not leave of it till 
morning, and that whieh is remaining of it 
til] morning with fire ye do burn. 

11° And thus ye do eat it: your loins girded, 
your sandais on your fect, and your staff in 
vour hand, and ye have eaten it in haste: 
it is Jehovah’s passover, 2and I have passed 
over through the land of Egypt during this 
night, and have smitten every first-born in 
the land of Eegvpt, from man even unto 
beast, and on all the gods of Egypt T do 
judements; I am Jehovah. 

3 And the blood hath become a sign for 
you on the houses where ye ave, and I have 
seen the hlood, and have passed over you, 
and a plague is not on yon for destruction in 
My smiting in the land of Egypt. 

MM And this day hath become to you a me- 
morial, and ye have kept it a feast to Jehovah 
to vour generations ;—a statnte age-during: 
ye keep it a feast. Seven days ye cat un 
leavened things; only—in the first day ye 
cause leaven to ecase out of your houses; for 
any one cating anything fermented from the 
first day til] the seventh day, even that 
person hath been cnt off from Tsrael. 

16° And in the first day is a holy eonvoca- 
tion, and in the seventh day ye have a holy 
convocation; any work is not done in them, 
only that which is eaten by any person—it 
alone is done by you, !7 and ye have ohserved 
the unleavened things, for in this self-same 
day I have brought out your hosts from the 
land of Egypt, and ye have observed this day 
to your gencrations—a statute age-during. 

13 * Tn the first month, in the fourteenth day 
of the month, in the evening, ye do eat un- 
leavened things nntil the one and twentieth 
day of the month, at evening; seven days 
leaven is not found in your houses, for any 
one eating anything fermented—that person 
hath been cut off from the company of Israel. 
among the sojourners or among the natives of 
the land; anything fermented ye do not eat, 
in all your dwellings ye do eat unleavened 
things. 

“1 And Moses calleth for all the elders of 
fsrac], and saith unto them, ‘ Draw out and 
take for yourselves from the flock, for your 
families, and slaughter the passover-sacrifice: 
“and ye have taken a bunch of hyssop, and 
have dipped it in the blood which is in the 
basin, and have struck i¢ on the lintel, and on 
the two side-posts, from the blood which js in 
the basin, and ye, ye go not out each from the 
opening of his house till morning. 
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3 “And Jehovah hath passed on to smite 
the Egyptians, and hath seen the blood on the 
lintel, and on the two side-posts, and Jehovah 
hath passed over the opening, and doth not 
feet the destruction to come into your 

ouses to smite. 

#4“ And ye have observed this thing, for a 
statute to thee, and to thy sons—unto the 
age; *5and it hath heen, when ye come in un- 
to the land which Jehovah giveth to you, as 
He hath spoken, that ye have kept this ser- 
vice; “and it hath come to pass when your 
sons say unto you, What is this service ye 
have? * that ye have said, A sacrifice of pass- 
over it is to Jehovah, who passed over the 
houses of the sons of Israel in Egypt, in His 
smiting the Egyptians, and our houses He de- 
livered.’ 

*8 And the people bow and do obeisance, 
and the sons of Israel go and do as Jehovah 
peeended Moses and Aaron; so have they 
done. 

*9 And it cometh to pass, at midnight, that 
Jehovah hath smitten every first-born in the 
land of Ecypt, fromthe first-born of Pharaoh 
who is sitting on his throne, unto the first- 
born of the captive who is in the prison-house, 
and every first-born of beasts. 

30 And Pharaoh riseth by night, he and all 
nis servants, and all the Egyptians, and there 
is a great cry in Egypt, for there is not a house 
where there is not one dead, ® and he calleth 
for Moses and for Aaron by night, and saith, 
‘Rise, go out from the midst of my people, 
both ye and the sons of Israel, and go, serve 
Jehovah according to your word; 3" both your 
flock and your herd take ye, as yehavespoken, 
and go; then ye have blessed also me.’ 

33 And the Egyptians are urgent on the 
eople, hasting to send them away out of the 
and, for they said, ‘ We are all dead;’ “and 

the people taketh up its dough before it is 
fermented, their kneading-troughs are bound 
up in their garments on their shoulder. 

35 And the sons of Israel have done accord- 
ing to the word of Moses, and they ask from 
the Egyptians vessels of silver and vessels of 
gold, and garments; 3*and Jehovah hath 
piven the grace of the people in the cyes of 
the Egyptians, and they canse them to ask, 
and ret spoil the Ecyptians. 

37 And the sons of Israel journcy from Ra- 
meses to Succoth, about six hundred thousand 
men on foot, apart frominfants ; and a great 
rabble also hath gone up with them, and flock 
and herd—very much cattle. 

39And they bake with the dough which 
they have brought out from Egypt unleavened 
cakes, for it hath not fermented; for they 
have been cast ont of Egypt, and have not 
been able to delay, and also provision they 
have not made for themselves. 

40 And the dwelling of the sons of Israel 
which they have dwelt in Egypt 7s fonr hun- 
dred and thirty years; “!and it cometh to 
pass, at the end of four hundred and thirty 
years—yea, it cometh to pass in this self-saime | 
day—all the hosts ef Jehovah have gone ont | 
from the Jand of Egypt. 42 A night of watch- | 
ings it is to Jehovah, to bring them ont from | 
the land of Egypt; itis this night to Jehovah | 
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of watehings to all the sons of Israel to their 
venerations. 

43 And Jehovah saith unto Mosesand Aaron, 
‘This is a statute of the passover; Any son 
of a stranger doth not eat of it; “and any 
man’s servant, the purchase of money, when 
thou hast circumcised hin—then he doth eat 
of it; © a settler or hired servant doth not eat 
of it; 4°in one house it is eaten, thou dost not 
carry ont of the house any of the flesh with- 
out, and a bone ye do not break of it; 47 all 
the company of Israel do keep it. 

48° And when a sojourner sojourneth with 
thee, and hath made a passover to Jehovah, 
every male of his is to be eireumcised, and 
then he doth come near to keep it, and he 
hath been as_a native of the land, but any 
uncircumcised one doth not eat of it; “one 
law is to a native, aud to a sojourner who is 
sojourning in your midst.’ 

50 And all the sons of Israel do as Jehovah 
commanded Moses and Aaron; so have they 
done. °! And it cometh to pass in this self- 
same day, Jehovah hath brought out the sons 
of Israel from the land of Egypt, by their 


hosts. 

XIII. } AND Jehovah speaketh unto Mo- 
ses, saying, * ‘Sanctify to Me every first- 
born, opening any woinb among the sons of 
Israel, among man and among beast; it is 
Mine.’ 

3 And Moses saith unto the people, ‘Re 
member this day in which ye have gone out 
from Egypt, from the house of servants, for 
by strength of hand hath Jehovah brought 
you out from this, and any thing fermented 
is not eaten; 4To-day ye are going out, in 
the month of Abib. 

5*And it hath been, when Jehovah bring: 
eth thee in unto the land of the Canaanite 
and of the Hittite, and of the Amorite, and 
of the Hivite, and of the Jebusite, which He 
hath sworn to thy fathers to give to thee, a 
land flowing with milk and honey, that thou 
hast done this service in this month. 

6 ‘Seven days thou dost eat inleavened 
things, and in the seventh day is a feast tu 
Jehovah; 7 unleavened things are caten the 
seven days, and any thing fermented is not 
seen with thee; yea, leaven is not seen with 
thee in all thy border. 

8“ And thou hast declared to thy son in 
that day, saying, ‘/é zs because of what 
Jehovah did to me, in my going out from 
Egypt, %and it hath been to thee for a 
sign on thy hand, and for a memorial be- 
tween thine eyes, so that the law of Jehovali 
is in thy mouth, for by a strong hand hath 
Jehovah brought thee out from Egypt; and 
thon hast kept this statute at its appointed 
season from days to days. ; 

N¢ And it hath been, when Jehovah bring- 
eth thee in unto the land of the Canaanite, 
as He hath sworn to thee and to thy fathers, 
and hath given it to thee, that thou hast 
caused every one opening a womb to pass 
over to Jehovah, and every firstling—the in- 
crease of beasts which thou hast: the males 
are Jehovah's. 

13 ‘And every firstling of an ass thou dost 
ransom with a Se and if thou dost not 
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ransom ?z/, then thou hast beheaded it: and 
every first-born of man among thy sons thou 
dost ransom. 

4 “And it hath been, when thy son ask- 
eth thee hereafter, saying, What ts this? that 
thon hast said unto lim, By strength of 
hand hath Jehovah brought us out from 
Egypt, from a house of servants; yea, it 
cometh to pass, when Pharaoh hath been 
pained to send us away, that Jehovah doth 
slay every first-boru in the land of Egypt, 
from the first-born of man even unto the 
first-born of beast; therefore I ain sacrificing 
to Jehovalk all opening a womb who are 
males, and every first-born of my sons 4 
ransom; !6and it hath been for a token ou 
thy hand, and for frontlets between thine 
eyes, for by strength of hand hath Jehovah 
brought us out of Egypt.’ 

17 And it cometh to pass in Pharaoh’s send- 
ing the people away, that God hath not led 
them the way of the land of the Philistines, 
for it is near; for God said, ‘Lest the people 
repent in their seeing war, and have turned 
back towards Egypt;’ and God turneth 
round the people the way of the wilderness 
of the Red Sea, and by fifties have the sons 
of Israel gone wp from the land of Egypt. 

19 And Moses taketh the bones of Joseph 
with him, for he certainly caused the sons 
of Israel to swear, saying, ‘God doth cer- 
tainly inspect you, and ye have brought wp 
my bones from this with you.’ 

20 And they journey from Suceoth, and en- 
eamp in Etham at the extremity of the wil- 
derness, “and Jehovah is going before them 
by day in a pillar of a cloud, to lead them in 
the way, aud by night in a pillar of fire, to 
give lieht to them, to go by day and by 
night; 72?He removeth not the pillar of the 
cloud by day, and the pillar of the fire by 
night, from before the people. 

XIV. } AND Jchovah speaketh unto Mo- 
ses, saying, > ‘Speak unto the sons of Israel, 
and they turn back and encam) before Pi- 
Hahiroth, between Migdol and the sea, before 
Baal-Zephon; over-ayaiust it ye do encam) 
by the sea, 2and Pharaoh hath said of the 
sons of Jsrael, They are cutangled in the 
land, the wilderness hath shut upon them ; 
4and 1 have strenethened the heart of Pha- 
raoh, aud he hath pursucd after them, and I 
am honoured on haraoh, and on all his 
foree, and the Egyptians have known that I 
am Jehovah ;’ and they do so. 

5 And it is deelared to the king of Jagypt 
that the people hath fled, and the heart of 
Pharaoh and of his servants is turned against 
the people, and they say, ‘What is this we 
nave done? that we have sent Israel away 
from our service.’ 

6 And he harnesseth his chariot, and his 
people he hath taken with him, 7and he tak- 
eth six hundred chosen chariots, even all the 
chariots of Egypt, and eaptains over them 
all: Sand Jehovah strengtheneth the heart 
of Pharaoh king of Exypt, and he pursucth 
after the sons of Israel, and the sons of Is 
racl are going out with a high hand, ® and 
the Exyptians pursue after them, and all 
the chariot horses of Den and his harse- 
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men, and his foree, overtake them, en- 
camping by the sea, by Pi-Hahiroth, before 
BaalZephon. 

10 And Pharaoh hath drawn near, and the 
sons of Israel lift up their eyes, and lo, the 
Egyptians are journeying after them, and 
they fear exceedingly, and the sons of Israel 
ery unto Jehovah. 

1l And they say unto Moses, ‘Beeanse thero 
are no graves in Egypt, hast thou taken us 
away to die in a wilderness? what is this 
thou hast done to us—to bring us out from 
Keypt? Is not this the word which we 
spake unto thee in Egypt, saying, Cease from 
us, and we serve the Ecyptians; for better 
for us to serve the Egyptians than to die in a 
wilderness ?’ 

13 And Moses saith unto the people, ‘Fear 
not, station yourselves, and see the salvation 
of Jehovah, which He doth for you to-day; 
for, as ye have secn the Egyptians to-day, 
ve add no more to see them—to the age; 
14 Jehovah doth fight for you, and ye keep 
silent.’ 

1 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘ What? 
thou criest unto me—speak unto the sons of 
Israel, and they journey; ®and thou, lift up 
thy rod, and streteh out thy hand towards 
the sea, and eleave it, and the sons of Israel 
go into the midst of the sea on dry land. 

7 *And Ilo, Lam strengthening the heart 
of the Egyptians, and they go in after them, 
and L am honoured on Pharaoh, and on all 
his foree, on his chariots, and on his horse- 
men; 8and the Egyptians have known that 
I am Jehovah, in My being honoured ou Pha- 
raoh, on his chariots, and on lis horsemen.’ 

19 And the messenger of God, who is going 
before the camp of Israel, journeyeth an 
goeth at their rear; and the pillar of the 
cloud journeyeth from their front, and stand- 
eth at their rear, “°and cometh in between 
the eamp of the Egyptians and the camp of 
Israel, and the cloud and the darkness are, 
and he enlighteneth the night, and the one 
hath not drawn near unto the other all the 
night. 

21 And Moses stretcheth out his hand to- 
wards the sea, and Jehovah causeth the sea 
to go on by astrong east wind all the night, 
and maketh the sea become dry ground, and 
the waters are cleaved, “2and the sons of 
Israel go into the midst of the sea, on dry 
land, and the waters are to them a wall, on 
their right and on thir left. 

° And the Egyptians pursue, and goin after 
them (all the horses of Playa his chariots, 
and his horsemen) unto the midst of the sea, 
“and it cometh to pass, in the morning 
watch, that Jehovah looketh unto the camp 
of the Egyptians throngh the pillar of fire 
and of the cloud, and troubleth the camp of 
the Egyptians, aud turncth aside the wheels 
of their ehariots, and they lead them with 
difficulty, and the Egyptians say, ‘Let us 
flee from the face of Isracl, for Jehovah is 
fighting for them against the Iieyptians.’ 

*6 And Jehovah saith unte Moses, ‘Stretch 
out thy hand toward the sea, and the waters 
turn hack on the Egyptians, on their cliariots, 
and on their horsemen.’ 
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7 And Moses stretcheth out his hand to- 
wards the sea, and the sea turneth back, at 
the turning of the morning, to its perennial 
flow, and the Egyptians are fleeing at its com- 
ing, and Jehovah shaketh off the Ecyptians in 
the midst of the sea, and the waters turn 
back, and cover the chariots and the horse- 
men, even all the force of Pharaoh, who are 
coming in after them into the sea—there hath 
not been left of them even one. 

*) And the sons of Israe} have gone on dry 
land in the midst of the sea, and the waters 
are to them a wall, on their right and on their 
left ; 9° and Jehovah saveth Isracl in that day 
out of the hand of the Egyptians, and Israel 
sceth the Egyptians dead on the sea-shore, 
31 and Israel seeth the great hand with which 
Jehovah hath wrought against the Egyptians, 
and the people fear Jehovah, and remain sted- 
fast in Jehovah, and in Moses His servant.

19 For the horse of Pharaoh hath gone in

20 And Miriam the inspired one, sister of 
Aaron, taketh the timbrel in her hand, and 
all the women go out after her, with timbrels 
and with choruses; “! and Miriam answereth 
to them :— 

‘Sing ye to Jehovah, 
For triumphing He hath triumphed ; 
The horse and its rider 
We hath thrown into the sea!’ 

“And Moses causeth Israel to journcy 
from the Red Sea, and they go out unto the 
wilderness of Shur, and they go three days 
in the wilderness, and have not found water, 
“and they come in to Marah, and have not 
heen able to drink the waters of Marah, for 
they ave bitter; therefore hath one called its 
name Marah. 

“4And the people murmur against Moses, 
saying, ‘What do we drink?’ * and he erieth 
unto Jehovah, and Jehovah sheweth him a 
tree, and he casteth unto the waters, and the 
waters beeome sweet. 

There He hath made for them a statute. 
and an ordinanee, and there He hath tried 
them, “and He saith, ‘If thou dost really 
hearken to the voice of Jehovah thy God, and 
dost that which is right in His eyes, and hast 
hearkened to His commands, and kept all His 
statutes: none of the sickness which J laid 
on the Egyptians do I lay on thee, for I, Je- 
hovah, am healing thee.

XVI. J AND they journey from Flim, and 
all the company of the sons of Israel come in 
unto the wilderness of Sin, whieh 7s between 
Elim and Sinai, on the fifteenth day of the 
seeond month of their going out from the land 
of Egypt. 

2 ee all the company of the sons of Israel 
murmur against Moses and against Aaron in 
the wilderness; ? and the sons of Israel say 
unto them, ‘Oh that we had died by the hand 
of Jehovah in the land of Egypt, in_our sit- 
ting by the flesh-pot, in our eating bread to 
satiety —for ye have preg ns out unto this 
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wilderness to put all this assembly to death 
with hunger.’ 

4And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Lo, I 
am raining to you bread from the heavens— 
and the people have gone out and gathered 
the matter of a day in its day—so that I try 
them whether they walk in My law, or not;

13 And it cometh to pass in the evening, 
that the quail cometh up, and covereth the 
eunp, and in the morning there hath been 
the lying of dew round about the camp, 
4 and the lying of the dew goeth up, and Jo, 
on the face of the wilderness a thin, bare 
thing, thin as hoar-frost on the earth. 

16 And the sens of Israel see, and say one 
unto another, ‘What is it? for they have 
not known what it is; and Moses saith unto 
them, ‘It 7s the bread which Jehovah hath 
given to you for food.

1 And Moses saith unto them, ‘ Let no man 
leave of it till morning;’ “°and they have not 
hearkened unto Moses, and some of them 
do leave of it till morning, and it bringeth 
up worms and stinketh ; and Moses is wroeth 
with them. 7! And ge gather it morning by 
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The people murmur for watcr. 


morning, each according to his eating; when 
the sun hath been warm, then it hath melted. 
2 And it cometh to pass on the sixth day, 
they have gathered a second bread, two omers 
for one, and all the princes of the company 
come in, and declare to Moses. 
And he saith wnto them, ‘It is that 
which Jehovah hath spoken of; a rest—a

XVIL. } AND all the company of the sons 
of Israel journey from the wilderness of Sin, 
on their journeyings, hy the command of Je- 
hovah, and encamp in Rephidim, and there is 
no water for the people to drink; 2and the 
people strive with Moses, and say, ‘Give us 
water, and we drink.’ : 
And Moses saith to them, ‘ What?—ye strive 
with me, what ?—ye try Jehovah?’

And Moses doth so before the eyes of the 
elders of Israel, 7 and he ealleth the name of 
the place Massah, and Meribah, because of 
the ‘strife’ of the sons of Israel, and because 
of their ‘trying’ Jehovah, saying, ‘Is Jehovah 
in our midst or not?’ 

8And Amalek cometh, and fighteth with 
Israel in Rephidim, %and Moses saith unto 
Joshua, ‘Choose for us men, and go out, fight 
with Amalek: to-morrow I am standing on 
ube Be of the hill, and the rod of God in my 
Tana. 

10 And Joshua doth as Moses hath said to 
him, to fight with Amalek, and Moses, 
Aaron, and Hur, have gone up éo the top of 
the height; and it hath come to pass, when 
Moses lifteth up his hand, that Israel hath 
heen mighty, and when he letteth his hands 
rest, that Amalek hath been mighty. 

#2 And the hands of Moses are heavy, and 
they take a stone, and set it under him, and 
he sitteth on it: and Aaron and Hur have 
taken hold on his hands, on this side one, 
and on that one, and his hands are stedfast 
till the going in of the sun; Mand Joshua 
weakeneth Amalek and his people by the 
mouth of the sword. 

144And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘ Write 
this, a memorial in a Book, and set it in the

XVIII. } AND Jethro priest of Midian, 
father-in-law of Moses, heareth all that God 
hath done for Moses, and for Israel his 
people. that Jehovah hath brvught ont Israel 

rom Egypt, *and Jethro, father-in-law of 
Moses, taketh Zipporah, wife of Moses, 
hesides her presents, 2and her two sons, of 
whom the name of the one is Gershom, for 
he said, ‘a sojourner I have been in a strange 
land:’ 4and the name of the other is Eliezer, 
for, ‘the God of my father is for my help, 
and doth deliver me from the sword of Pha- 
raoh.’ 


5 And Jethro, father-in-law of Moses, 
cometh, and his sons, and his wife, unto 
Moses, unto the wilderness where he is en- 
ecamping—the mount of God; and he saith 
unto Moses, ‘IT, thy father-in-law, Jethro, 
am coming unto thee, and thy wife, and her 
two sons with her.’ 

7 And Moses goeth out to meet his father- 
in-law, and boweth himself, and kisseth him, 
and they ask one at another of welfare, 
and come into the tent; Sand Moses re- 
counteth to his father-in-law all that Jehovah 
hath done to Pharaoh, and to the Egyptians, 
on account of Israel, all the travail which 
hath found them in the way, and Jehovah 
doth deliver them. 
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“And Jethro rejoiceth for all the good 
which Jehovah hath done to Israel, whoin

13 And it cometh to pass on the morrow 
that Moses sitteth to judge the people, anc 
the people stand before Moses, from the 
morning unto the evening; “and the father- 
in-law of Moses seeth all that he is doing to 
the people, and saith, ‘What is this thing 
which thou art doing to the people? where- 
fore art thon sitting by thyself, and all the 
people standing by thee from morning till 
evening ?’ 

15 And Moses saith to his father-in-law, 
‘Because the people come unto me to seek 
God; #6 when they have a matter, it hath 
come unto me, and I have judged between a 
man and his neighbour, and made known 
the statutes of God, and His laws.’

19* Now, hearken to my voice, I counsel thee, 
and God is with thee: be thon for the people 
over-against God, and thou hast brought in 
the things unto God; “and thou hast warned 
them concerning the statutes and the laws, 
and hast made known to them the way in 
which they go, and the work which they do. 

21* And thou—thou dost provide ont of all 
the people men of ability, fearing God, men 
of truth, hating dishonest gain, and hast 
pace. these over them, heads of thousands.

times ; the hard matter they bring in unto 
Moses, and every small matter they judge 
themselves. , . 

"7 And Moses sendeth his father-in-law 
away, aud he goeth ayy unto his own land. 


The covenant of Sinai. 


XIX. JIN the third month of the going 
out of the sons of Isracl from the land of 
Egypt, in this day they have come into the 
wilderness of Sinai, 2and they journey from 
Rephidim, and enter the wilderness of Sinai, 
and encamp in the wilderness; and IJsracl 
encampeth there before the mount. 

3 And Moses hath gone up unto God, and 
Jehovah calleth unto him ont of the mount, 
saying, ‘Thus dost thou say to the house of 
Jacoh, and declare to the sons of Israel, 4 Ye 
—ye have seen that which I have done to the 
Egyptians, and I bear you on eagles’ wings, 
and bring you in unto Myself. 

5¢And now, if ye really hearken to My 
voice, then ye have kent My eovenant, and 
been to Me a peculiar treasure more than all 
the peoples. for all the carth is Mine; Sand 
ye—ye are to Mea kingdom of priests and a 
holy nation: these ave the words which thou 
dost speak unto the sons of Israel.’ 

7And Moses cometh, and ecalleth for the 
elders of the people, and setteth hefore them 
all these words which Jehovah hath com- 
manded him; 8and all the people answer to- 
gether and say, ‘All that Jehovah hath 
spoken we do;’ and Moses returneth the 
words of the people unto Jehovah. 

And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Lo, 1 
am coming unto thee in the thickness of the 
cloud, so that the people hear in My speaking 
with thee, and also helieve in thee to the age;’

134 hand cometh not against him, for he is 
certainly stoned or shot throuzh, whether 
beast or man it liveth not; in the drawing 
out of the jubilee cornet they go up into the 
mount.’ 

14 And Moses cometh down from the mount 
unto the people, and sanctifieth the people, 
and they wash their garments; Mand he 
saith unto the people, ‘Be ye prepared for 
the third day, come not nigh unto a woman.’ 

16 And it cometh to pass, on the third day 
while it is morning, that there are voices, anc 
lightnings, and a heavy eloud, on the mount, 
and the sound of a trumpct very strong; 
and all the people who are in the camp do 
tremble. 

7 And Moses bringeth out the people to 
meet God from the camp, and they station 
themselves at the lower part of the mount, 
Bond mount Sinai ie wholly a smoke froin 
the presence of Jehovah, who hath come 
down on it in fire, and its smoke gocth up as 
smoke of the furnace, and the whole mount 
trembleth exceedingiy; “Mand the sound of 
the trumpet is going on, and very strong;

“© And Jehovah cometh down on monnt

protest to the people, lest they break through 
unto Jehovah to see, and many of them have 
fallen ; *2and also the priests who are coming 
nigh unto Jehovah do sanctify themselves, lest 
Jehovah break forth on them.’

*Thou dost not bow thyself to them, nor 
serve them: for I, Jehovah thy God, am a 
zetlous God, charging iniquity of fathers 
on sons, on the third generation, and on 
the fourth, of those hating Me, Sand doing 
kindness to thonsands, of those loving Me 
and keeping My commands. 

7*Thou dost not take up the name of Jehovah 
thy God for a vain thing, for Jehovah acquit- 
teth not him who taketh up His name for a 
vain thing.

13¢Thou dost not murder. 

14 “Thou dost not commit adultery. 

15‘ Thou dost not steal. 

16 Thou dost not answer against thy neigh- 
bour a false testimony. 

17*Thou dost not desire the house of thiy 
neighbour, thou dost not desire the wife of 
thy neighbour or his man-servant, or his 
handmaid, or his ox, or his ass, or anything 
which is thy neighbour's.’ 

18 And all the people are seeing the voices, 
and the flames, and the sound of the trum.

10*Tf another woman he take for him, her 
food, her covering, and her habitation, he 
doth not withdraw ; and if these three he 
do not to her, then she hath gone out for 
nought, without money. 

12 °He who smiteth a man so that he hath 
died, is certainly put to death; %as to him 
who hath not laid wait, and God hath brought 
to his hand, I have even set for thee a place 
whither he doth flee. 

34° And when a man doth presume against 
his neighbour to slay him with subtilty, from 
Mine altar thou dost take him to die. 
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Various judicial lairs. 


15 * And he who smiteth his father or his 
mother is certainly put to death. 

16 “And he who stealeth a man, and hath 
sold him, and he hath been found in his hand, 
is certainly put to death. 

17 * And he who is reviling his father or his 
mother is certainly put to death. 

18°And when men contend, and a man 
hath smitten his neighbour with a stone, or 
with the tist, and he die not, but hath fallen 
on the bed; if he rise, and hath gone u 
and down without on his staff, then et 
the smiter been acquitted; only his cessation 
he giveth, and he is thoroughly healed. 

*0*And when a man smiteth his man-ser- 
vant or his handmaid, with a rod, and he 
hath died under his hand—he is certainly 
avenged; “only if he remain a day, or two 
days, he is not avenged, for he is his money. 

*2 “And when men strive, and have smitten 
a pregnant woman, and her children have 
come out, and there is no mischief, he is 
certainly fined, as the husband of the wo- 
man doth lay nop him, and he hath given 
through the judges; and if there is mis- 
chief, then thou hast given life for life, “eye 
for eye, tooth for tooth, hand for hand, foot 
for foot, burning for burning, wound for 
wound, stripe for stripe. 

*6 * And when a man smiteth the eye of his 
man-servant, or the eye of his handmaid, 
and hath destroyed it, as a freeman he doth 
send him away for his eye; “and if a tooth 
of his man-servant or a tooth of his hand- 
maid he knock out, as a freeman he doth 
send him away for his tooth. 

28* And when an ox doth gore man or wo- 
man, and they have died, the ox is certainly 
stoned, and his flesh is not eaten, and the 
owner of the ox is acquitted; “and if the 
ox is one accustomed to gore heretofore, and 
it hath been testified to its owner, and he 
doth not watch it, and it hath put to death 
a man or woman, the ox is stoned, and its 
owner also is put to death. 

30 *Tf atonement is laid upon him, then 
he hath given the ransom of his life, accord- 
ing to all that is laid upon him; 3! whether it 
gore a son or gore a daughter, according to 
this Judgment it is done to him. 

32 “Tf the ox gore a man-servant or a hand- 
maid, thirty silver shekels he doth give to 
their lord, and the ox is stoned. 

33 “And when a man doth open a pit, or 
when a man doth dig a pit, and doth not 
cover it, and an ox or ass hath fallen thither, 
—4the owner of the pit doth repay, money 
pe coe give back to its owner, and the dead 
is his. 

35 * And when a man’s ox doth smite the 
ox of his neighbour, and it hath died, then 
they have sold the living ox, and halved its 
money, and also the dead one they do halve; 
36 or, it hath been known that the ox is one 
accustomed to gore heretofore, and its owner 
doth not watch it, he certainly repayeth ox 
for ox, and the dead is his. 

XXIE 1 N a man doth steal an ox 
or sheep, and hath slaughtered it or sold it, 
five of the herd he doth verew for the ox, 
and four of the flock at the sheep. 


Moral and ceremonial laws. 


**Tf in the breaking through, the thief 
is found, and he hath been smitten, and 
hath died, there is no blood for him; ?’ if 
the sum hath risen ne him, blood is for 
him, he doth certai repay; if he have 
nothing, then he hath been sold for his 
theft; 4if the theft is certainly found in his 
hand alive, whether ox, or ass, or sheep— 
double he repayeth. 

5“ When a man depastureth a field or vine- 
yard, and hath sent out his beast, and it hath 
pastured in the field of another, of the best of 

is field, and the best of his vineyard, he doth 


yon 

en fire goeth forth, and hath found 
thorns, and a stack, or the standing corn, or 
the field, hath been consumed, he who canseth 
the burning doth certainly repay. 

7*When aman doth give unto his neigh- 
bour silver, or vessels to keep, and it hath 
been stolen out of the man’s house ; if the 
thief is found, he repayeth double. 

8 * Tf the thief is not found, then the master 
of the house hath been brought near unto 
God, whether he hath not put forth his hand 
against the work of his neighbour; ° for every 
matter of transgression, for ox, for ass, for 
sheep, for raiment, for any lost thing of which 
it is said that it is his; unto God cometh the 
matter of them both; he whom God doth 
condemn, he repayeth double to his neigh- 

our. 

10‘When aman doth give unto his neigh- 
bour an ass, or ox, or wes: or any beast to 
keep, and it hath died, or hath been hurt, or 
taken captive, none seeing—" an oath of Je- 
hovah is between them both, that he hath not 
put forth his hand against the work of his 
neighbour, and its owner hath accepted, and 
he doth not repay ; }* butif itis certainly stolen 
from him, he doth repay to its owner; 1°if it 
is certainly torn, he bringeth it in—a witness; 
the torn thing he doth not repay. 

14 * And whena man doth ask anything from 
his neighbour, and it hath been hurt or hath 
died—its owner not being with it—he doth 
certainly repay; if its owner is with it, he 
doth not repay,—if it is a hired thing, it hath 
come for its hire. 

16¢ And when a man doth entice a virgin 
who is not betrothed, and hath Jain with her, 
he doth certainly endow her to himself for a 
wife; 771 Her father utterly refuse to give her 
to him, money he doth weigh out according 
to the dowry of virgins. 

18 * A witch thou dost not keep alive. 

19€ Whoever lieth with a beast is certainly 
put to death. 

20° fe who is sacrificing to a god, save to 
Jehovah alone, is devoted. 

21‘ And a sojourner thou dost not 20 Dies 
nor crush him, for sojourncrs ye have been in 
the land of Egypt. 

22* Any widow or orphan ye do not afllict; 
3if thou dost really afilict him, surely if he 
at all ery unto Me, I certainly hear his ery; 
“Aand Mine anger hath burned, and 1 have 
slain you by the sword, and your wives have 
been widows, and your sons orphans. 

“Tf thou dost lend My poor people with 
thee money, thou art a to him as a usurer; 
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thou dost not lay on him usury; *%if thou dost 
at all take in pledge the garment of thy neigh- 
bour, during the going in of the sun thou dost 
return it to him: * for it alone is his cover: 
ing, it is his garment for his skin; wherein 
doth he he down? and it hath come to pass, 
when he doth ery unto Me, that I have heard, 
for I am gracious. 

°8° God thou dost not revile, and a prince 
among thy people thou dost not curse. 

29*'Thy fulness and thy liquids thou dost 
not delay; the first-born of thy sons thon dost 
give to Me; °°so thou dost to thine ox, to thy 
sheep ; seven days it is with its dam, on the 
eighth day thou dost give it to Me. 

31° And ye are holy men to Me, and flesh 
torn in the field ye do not eat, to a dog ye do 
cast it. 

CXTIT. ‘THOU dost not lift up a vain 
report; thou dost not put thy hand with a 
wicked man to be a violent witness. 

**Thou art not after many to evil, nor 
dost thou testify concerning a strife, to turn 
aside after many to cause others to turn 
aside; and a poor man thou dost not honour 
in his strife. 

4° When thou meetest thine enemy’s ox or 
his ass going astray, thou dost certainly turn 
it back to him; *when thou seest the ass of 
him who is hating thee crouching under its 
burden, then thou hast ceased from leaving 
it to it—thou dost certainly leave i¢ with him. 

6 “Thou dost not turn aside the judgment of 
thy needy one in his strife; ’ from a false mat- 
ter thou dost keep far off, and an innocent 
and righteous man thou dost not slay; for I 
do not justify a wicked man. 

8* Anda bribe thou dost not take; for the 
bribe bindeth the open-eyed, and pervertcth 
the words of the righteous. 

9 * And asojourner thou dost not oppress, and 
ye—ye have known the soul of, the sojourner, 
tor sojourners ye have been in the land of 

cypt. 

10* And six years thou dost sow thy land, 
and hast gathered its increase; Mand the 
seventh thou dost release it, and hast left it, 
and the needy of thy people have eaten, and 
their leaving doth the beast of the field eat; 
SO dost thou to thy vineyard—to thine olive- 
yard. 
12°Six days thou dost do thy work, and on 
the seventh day thon dost rest, so that thine 
ox and thine ass doth rest, and the son of 
thine handmaid and the sojourner isrefreshed ; 
13 and in all that which I have said unto you 
ye do take heed; and the name of other gods 
ye do not mention; it is not heard on thy 
mouth. 

14‘Three times thou dost keep a feast to 
Me in a year; the Feast of Unleavened 
things thou dost keep; seven days thon dost 
eat unleavened things, as I have commanded 
thee, at the time appointed in the month of 
Abib; for in it thou hast come forth out of 
Egypt, and ye do not appear_in My presence 
empty; and the Feast of Harvest, the first 
fruits of thy works which thou sowest in the 
field; and the Feast of the In-Gathering, in 
the ont-going of the year, in thy gathering thy 
works out of the field, 
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‘Three times ina year do all thy males 
appear before the face of the Lord Jehevah. 

18*Thou dost not sacrifice on a fermented 
thing the blood of My sacrifice, and the fat 
of My festival doth not remain till morning; 
Wthe beginning of the first-frnits of thy 
eround thon dost bring into the house of 
Jehovah thy God; thon dost not boil a kid in 
its mother’s milk. 

*0*Lo, 1 am sending a messenger before 
thee to keep thee in the way, and to bring 
thee in unto the place whicli I have prepared ; 
*1be watchful because of his presence, and 
hearken to his voice, rebel not against him, 
for he beareth not with your transgression, 
for My name is in his heart; **for, if thou 
diligently hearken to his voice, and hast done 
all that which I speak, then I have been at 
enmity with thine enemies, and have dis- 
tressed those distressing thee. 

*3°For My messenger goeth before thee, 
and hath brought thee in unto the Amorite, 
and the Hittite, and the Perizzite, and the 
Canaanite, the Hivite, and the Jebusite, and 
[ have cut them off. 

*4°Thou dost not bow thyself to their gods, 
nor serve them, ner do according to their 
doings, but dost utterly devote them, and 
thoroughly break their standing pillars. 

25 * And ye have served Jehovah your God, 
and He hath blessed thy bread and thy 
water, and I have turned aside sickness from 
thine heart; °**there is not a miscarrying and 
barren one in thy land; the number of thy 
lays I fulfil: 2? My terror I send before thee, 
and [ have put te death all the people among 
whom thou comest, and I have given the 
neck of all thine enemies unto thee. 

*3* And I have sent the hornet before thee, 
and it hath cast out the Hivite, the Canaan- 
ite, and the Hittite, from before thee; “I 
east them not out from before thee in one 
year, lest the land be a desolation, and the 
beast of the field hath multiphed against 
thee; **little by little I cast them out from 
before thee, till thou art fruitful, and hast 
inherited the land. 

31° And I have set thy border from the 
Red Sea, even unto the sea of the Philis- 
tines, and from the wilderness unto the 
River: for I give into vour hand the inhahbi- 
tants of the land, and theu hast cast them 
out from before thee; **thoun dost not make 
a covenant with them, and with their gods ; 
3they do uot dwell in thy land, lest they 
cause thee to sin against Me when thou 
servest their gods, when it becometh a snare 
to thee.’ 

XXIV. ! AND unto Moses He said, ‘Come 
up unto Jehovah, thou, and Aaron, Nadab, 
and Abihu, and seventy of the elders of 
Israel, and ye have howed yourselves afar 
off;’? 2and Moses hath drawn nigh by him- 
self unto Jehovah; and they draw not nigh, 
and the people go not np with him. 

3 And Moses cometh in, and recounteth to 
the people all the werds of Jehovah, and all 
the judgments, and all the people answer— 
ene voice, and say, ‘All the words which 
J ehovah hath spoken we do.’ 


And Moses writeth alJ the words of 
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Jehovah, and riseth early in the morning, 
and buwildeth an altar under the hill, and 
twelve standing pillars for the twelve tribes 
of Israel; °and he sendeth the youths of the 
sons of Israel, and they cause burnt-offerings 
to ascend, and sacrifice sacrifices of peace- 
offerings to Jehovah—calves. 

5 And Moses taketh half of the blood, and 

utteth in basins, and half of the blood hath 
1e sprinkled on the altar; 7and he taketh 
the Book of the Covenant, and proclaimeth 
in the ears of the people, and they say, ‘ All 
ane which J eheeal hath spoken we do, and 
obey.’ 

8 And Moses taketh the blood, and sprink- 
leth on the people, and saith, ‘Lo, the blood 
of the covenant which Jehovah hath made 
with you, concerning all these things.’ 

9 And Moses goeth up, Aaron also, Nadab 
and Abihu, and seventy of the elders of 
Israel, ?°and they see the God of Israel, and 
under His feet is as the white work of the 
sapphire, and as the substance of the heavens 
for purity; Mand unto those of the sons of 
Israel who are near He hath not put forth 
His hand, and they see God, and eat and 
drink. 

And Jehovah saith unte Moses, ‘Come 
up unto Me to the mount, and be there, and 
I give to thee the tables of stone, and the 
law, and the command, which I have written 
to direct them.’ 

13 And Moses riseth—Joshua his minister 
also—and Moses goeth np unto the mount 
of God ; ™ and unto the elders he hath said, 
‘ Abide ve for us in this place, until that we 
turn back unto you, and le, Aaren and Hur 
are with you—he who hath matters doth 
come nigh unto them.’ 

15 And Moses goeth up unto the mount, 
and the cloud covereth the mount; and 
the honour of Jehovah doth tabernacle on 
mount Sinai, and the clend covereth it six 
days, and He calleth nunto Moses on the 
seventh day frem the midst of the cloud. 

7And the appearance of the honour of 
Jchovah is as a consuming fire on the top of 
the mount, before the eyes of the sens of 
Israel ; and Moses goeth into the midst of 
the cloud, and goeth wp unte the mount, and 
Moses is on the mount forty days and forty 


nights. 

XXV.!1AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
saying, ?‘Speak unto the sens of Israel, and 
they take for Me a heave-offering ; from every 
man whose heart impelleth him ye do take 
My heave-offering. ' 

3*And this is the heave-offering which ye 
take from them; gold, and silver, and brass, 
4and blue, and purple, and scarlet, and linen, 
and goats’ hair, °and rams’ skins made red, 
and badgers’ skins, and shittim wood, ° cil 
for the light, spices for the anointing oul, and 
for the perfume of the spices, ’ shoham 
stones, and stones for setting for an ephod, 
and for a breastplate. 

8‘ And they have made for Me a sanctu- 
ary, and I have tabernacled in their midst ; 
9aecording to all that which T am shewing 
thee, the pattern of the tabernacle, and the 
pattern of allits sau even so ye do make it, 
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10¢ And they have made an ark of shittim 
wood; two cubits and a half its length, and a 
cubit and a half its breadth, and a cubit and 
a half its height; 2 and thon hast overlaid it 
with pure gold, within and without thou dost 
overlay it, and thou hast made on it a ring of 
gold round about. 

12° And thou hast cast for it four rings of 
gold, and hast put them on its four feet, even 
two rings on its one side, and two rings on its 
second side; and thou hast inade staves of 
shittim wood, and hast overlaid them with 
gold, 44and hast brought the staves into the 
rings on the sides of the ark, to bear the ark 
by them, in the rings of the ark are the 
staves, they are not turned aside from it; 
and thou hast put unto the ark the testi- 
mony which I give unto thee. 

17° And thou hast made a mercy-seat of pure 
gold, two cubits and a half its length, and a 
eubit and a half its breadth: and thou hast 
made two cherubs of gold, beaten work dost 
thou make them, at the two ends of the mercy- 
seat; and make thou one cherub at the end 
on this side, and one cherub at the end 
on that; at the mercy-seat ye do make the 
cherubs on its two ends. 

20° And the cherubs have been spreading 
out wings on high, covering the mercy-seat 
over with their wings, and their faces are 
one towards another—towards the mercy- 
seat are the faces of the cherubs. 

21“ And thou hast put the mercy-seat on the 
ark above, and unto the ark thou dost put the 
testimony which I give unto thee; “and I 
havo met with thee there, and have spoken 
with thee from off the mercy-seat (irom be- 
tween the two cherubs, which are on the ark 
of the testimony) all that which I command 
thee concerming the sons of Israel. 

3° And thou hast made a table of shittim 
wood, two cubits its length, and a cubit its 
breadth, and a cubit and a half its height. 
“tand hast overlaid it with pure gold, and 
hast made for it a crown of gold round about, 
*and hast made for it a border of a hand- 
breadth round about, and hast made a crown 
of gold to its border round about. 

“6° And thou hast made to it four rings of 
gold, and hast put the rings on the four cor- 
uers, which are to its four feet; * over- 
against the border are the rings for places for 
staves to bear the table; *%and thou hast 
made the staves of shittim wood, and hast 
overlaid them with gold, and the table hath 
been borne with them ; #9 and thou hast made 
its dishes, and its bowls, and its covers, and 
its cups, with which they pour out; of pure 
gold thou dost make them; 2°and thou hast 
Due on the table bread of the presence before 

Te continually. 

31° And thou hast made a candlestick of 
pure gold, of beaten work is the candlestick 
made; its base, and its branch, its calyxes, 
its kuops, and its flowers are of the same; 
82 and six branches are coming out of its sides, 
three branches of the candlestick out of the 
one side, and three branches of the candle- 
stick out of the second side; %three calyxes 
made like almonds in the one branch, a 
knop and a flower, ad three calyxes made 
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like almonds in one branch, a knop and a 
flower; so for the six branches which are 
coming out from the candlestick. 

34° And in the candlestick are four calyxes 
made like almonds, its knops and its flowers; 
35 and a knop under two branches of the same, 
and a knop under two branches of the same, 
and a knop under two branclies of the same, 
are to the six branches which are coming out 
of the candlestick ; %*their knops and their 
branches are of the same, all of it one beaten 
work of pure gold; 97and thou hast made its 
seven lamps, and one hath caused its lights 
to go up, and it hath given light over-against 
its front. 

38* And its snuffers and its snuff dishes ave 
of pure gold; of a talent of pure gold he 
doth make it, with all these vessels. 4 And 
see thou and do them by their pattern which 
thou art shewn in the mount. 

AXVI. 1°‘AND thou dost make the taher- 
nacle: ten curtains of twined linen, and blue, 
and purple, and scarlet; with cherubs, work 
of a designer, thou dost make them; *the 
length of the one curtain is eight and twenty 
by the cubit, and the breadth of the one cur- 
tain four by the cubit, one measure is to all 
the curtains; 3 five of the curtains are joining 
one unto another, and five curtains are join- 
ing one to another. 

4°And thou hast made loops of blue upon 
the edge of the one curtain, at the end in the 
joining; and so thou makest in the edge of 
the outermost curtain, in the joining of the 
second. ‘®Fifty loops thou dost make in the 
one curtain, and fifty loops thou dost make 
in the edge of the curtain which is in the join- 
ing of the second, causing the loops to take 
hold one unto another; ®and thou hast made 
fifty hooks of gold, and hast joined the cur- 
tains one to another by the hooks, and the 
tabernacle hath been one. 

7*And thou hast made curtains of goats’ 
hair, for a tent over the tabernacle; thou dost 
make eleven curtains: ®the length of the one 
curtain ts thirty by the cubit, and the breadth 
of the one curtain four by the cubit; one mea- 
sure is to the cleven curtains; 9 and thou hast 
joined the five curtains apart, and the six cur- 
tains apart, and hast doubled the six curtains 
over-against the front of the tent. 

10¢And thou hast made fifty loops on the 
edge of the one curtain, the outermost in the 
joining, and fifty loops on the edge of the cur- 
tain which is joining the sccond; “and thou 
hast made fifty hooks of brass, and_ hast 
brought in the hooks into the loops, and hast 
joined the tent, and it hath been one. | 

12¢And the superfluity in the curtains of 
the tent—the half of the curtain which is 
superfluous—hath spread over the hinder part 
of the tabernacle ; and the cubit on this side, 
and the cubit on that, in the superfluity 
in the length of the curtains of the tent, 1s 
spread out over the sides of the tabernacle, 
on this and on that, to cover it; Mand 
thou hast made a covering for the tent, of 
rams’ skins made red, and a covering of bad- 
gers’ skins above. 

15 * And thou hast made the boards for the 
tabernacle, of shittim wood, standing up; 
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%ten cubits is the length of the board, and 
a cihit and a half the breadth of the one 
board ; two handles are to the oue board, 
joined one unto another ; so thou dost make 
for all the boards of the tabernacle; 18 and 
thou hast made the boards of the _taber- 
naele: twenty boards for the south side 
southward; “and forty sockets of silver 
thon dost make under the twenty boards, 
two sockets under the one board for its two 
handles, and two sockets under the other 
board for its two handles. 

20*And for the second side of the taber- 
nacle, for the north side, are twenty boards, 
‘Land their forty sockets of silver, two sock- 
ets under the one board, and two sockets 
under another board. “And for the sides 
of the tabernacle westward, thou dost make 
six boards. °3 And two boards thon dost 
make for the corners of the tabernaele in the 
two sides. *4And they are pairs beneath, 
aud together they are pairs above its head 
unto the one ring; so is it for them both, they 
are for the two corners. * And they have 
been eight boards, and their sockets of silver 
are sixteen sockets, two sockets under the 
mee board, and two sockets under another 

oard. 

*6°And thon hast made bars of shittim 
wood: five for the boards of the one side of 
the tabernacle, ®’ and five bars for the boards 
of the secoud side of the tabernacle, and five 
bars for the boards of the side of the taber- 
nacle at the two sides, westward ; “8 and one 
hath caused the middle bar in the midst of 
the boards to reach from end unto end; *9 and 
the boards thou dost overlay with gold, and 
their rings thou dost make of gold places for 
bars, and hast overlaid their bars with 
gold; 2®and thou hast raised up the taber- 
nacle according to its fashion which thou 
hast been shewn in the mount. 

31 § And thou hast made a vail of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and twined linen, work 
of a designer; he maketh it with cherubs; 
32and thou hast put it on fouwr pillars of 
shittim wood, overlaid with gold, their pegs 
are of gold, on four sockets of silver. 

33 And thou hast put the vail under the 
hooks, and hast brought in thither within 
the vail the ark of the testimony; and the 
vail hath made a separation for you between 
the holy and the holy of holies. 

34° And thon hast put the merey-seat on 


the ark of the testimony, in the holy of | 


holies. 

35 * And thou hast set the table at the out- 
side of the vail, aud the eandlestick over- 
against the table on the side of the taber- 
nacle southward, and the table thou dost put 
on the north side. 

36 * And thou hast made a covering for the 
opening of the tent, blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and twined linen, work of an em- 
broiderer; 3? and thou hast made for the 
covering five pillars of shittim wood, and 
hast overlaid them with gold, their pegs are 
of gold, and thou hast cast for them five 
sockets of brass. 

XXVII. 1‘ AND thou hast made the altar 
of shittim wood, five cubits the length, and 
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five cubits the breadth—the altar is square 
—and three cubits its height. * And thou 
hast made its horns on its four corners, its 
horns are of the same, and thou hast over- 
laid it with brass. %And thou hast made 
its pots to remove its ashes, and its shovels, 
and its bowls, and its forks, and its fire- 
ans, even all its vessels thou dost make of 
rass. 

4° And thou hast made for it a grate of net- 
work of brass, and hast made on the net 
four rings of brass on its four extremities, 
Sand hast put it under the compass of the 
altar beneath, and the net hath been unto 
the middle of the altar. 

6 * And thou hast made staves for the altar 
staves of shittim wood, and hast overlaid 
them with brass. 7 And the staves have been 
brought into the rings, and the staves have 
been on the two sides of the altar in bear- 
ing it. 8 Hollow with boards thou dost make 
it, as it hath been shewed thee in the mount, 
so do they make i. 

9*And thou hast made the eourt of the 
tabernacle: for the south side southward, 
hangings for the court of twined linen, a 
hundred by the cubit is the length for the 
one side, and its twenty pillars and their 
twenty sockets are of brass, the pegs of the 
pillars and their fillets are of silver; “and 
so for the north side in length, hangings of a 
hundred cubits in length, and its twenty 
pillars and their twenty sockets ave of brass, 
the pegs of the pillars and their fillets are 
of silver. 

12 * And for the breadth of the court at the 
west side ave hangings of fifty cubits, their 
pillars ten, and their sockets ten. And 
for the breadth of the court at the east side, 
eastward, ave fifty enbits. | And the hang- 
ings at the side ave fifteen eubits, their pul- 
lars three, and their sockets three. 1 And 
at the second side are hangings fifteen 
cubits, their pillars three, and their sockets 


ree. 

16 “And for the gate of the eourt a covering 
of twenty cubits, blue, and purple, and scar- 
let, and twined linen, work of an embroid- 
erer; their pillars four, their sockets four. 
7 All the pillars of the court round about are 
filleted with silver, their pegs are silver, and 
their sockets brass. 

18¢The length of the court is a hundred 
by the cubit, and the breadth fifty by fifty, 
aud the height five eubits, of twined linen. 
and their sockets ae brass, “even all the 
vessels of the tabernacle, in all its service, 
and all its pins, and all the pins of the court, 
are brass. 

20 * And thou—thou dost command the sons 
of Israel, and they bring unto thee pure 
beaten olive oil for the hght, to cause the 
lamp to go up aes “lin the tent of 
meeting, at the outside of the vail, which is 
over the testimony, doth Aaron—his sons also 
—arrange it from evening till morning before 
Jehovah—a statute age-during to their gen- 
erations, from the sons of Israel. 

XXVIII. 1‘AND thou, bring thou near un- 
to thee Aaron thy brother, and his sons with 
him, from the midst or the sous of Israel, for 
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his being priest to Me, even Aaron, Nadab, 
and Abihu, Eleazar and Ithamar, sons of 
Aaron; 2and thou hast made holy garments 
for Aaron thy brother, for honour and for 
beauty; 3and thou—thou dost speak unto all 
the wise of heart, whom I have filled with a 
spirit of wisdom, and they have made the gar- 
ments of Aaron to sanctify him for his being 
priest to Me. 

4*And these are the garments which they 
make: a breastplate, and an ephod, and an 
upper robe, and an embroidered coat, a mitre, 
and a girdle; yea, they have made holy gar- 
ments for Aaron thy brother, and for his sons, 
for his being priest to Me. 

5“And they take the gold, and the blue, 
and the purple, and the scarlet, and the linen, 
6 and have made the ephod of gold, blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and twined linen, work 
of a designer; 7 it hath two shoulders joining 
at its two ends, and it is joined. 

8 “And the girdle of his ephod which is on 
him, according to its work, 1s of the same, of 
cold, blue, and purple, and scarlet, and twined 
hinen. 
9*And thou hast taken the two shoham 
stones, and hast opened on them the names 
of the sons of Israel; !°six of their names on 
the one stone, and the names of the remaining 
six on the second stone, according to their 
births; "the work of an engraver in stone, 
openings of a signet, thou dost open the two 
stones by the names of the sons of Israel; 
turned round, embroidered with gold, thou 
dost make them. 

12¢ And thou hast set the two stones on the 
shoulders of the ephod—stones of memorial 
to the sons of Isracl—and Aaron hath borne 
their names before Jehovah, ou his two shoul- 
ders, for a memorial. 

13 And thou hast made embroidered things 
of gold, %and two chains of pure gold, 
wreathed work thou dost make them, work 
of thick bands, and thou hast put the thick 
chains on the embroidered things. 

15 “A nd thou hast made a breastplate of judg- 
inent, work of a designer; according to the 
work of the ephod thon dost make it ; of gold, 
blue. and purple, and scarlet, and twined 
linen thou dost make it; 'it is square, 
doubled, a span its length, and a span its 
breadth. 

17 And thou hast set in it settings of stone, 
four rows of stone; a row of sardius, topaz, 
aud earbuncle ts the first row; and the 
second row is emerald, sapphire, and diamond ; 
19and the third row is opal, agate. and ame- 
thyst; “and the fourth row is beryl, and 
onyx, and jasper ; embroidered with gold are 
they in their settings, ?!and the stones are 
according to the names of the sons of Israel, 
twelve, according to their names, openings of 
a signet, each by his name are they for the 
twelve tribes. 

22¢ And thou hast made on the breastplate 
wreathed chains, work of thick hands, of 

wre gold; “and thon hast made on the 

Pertplate two rings of gold, and hast put 

the two rings on the two ends of the breast- 

atts .* and thou hast put the two thick 

ands of gold on the two rings at the ends 
6 
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of the breastplate ; * and the two ends ot the 
two thick bands thou dost put on the two em- 
broidered things, and thou hast put them outhe 
shoulders of the ephod over-against its face. 

*6* And thou hast made two rings of gold, 
and hast set them on the two ends of the 
breastplate, on its border, which 7s over- 
against the ephod within; *7 and thon hast 
made two rings of gold, and hast put them on 
the two shoulders of the ephod, beneath, over- 
against its front, over-against its joining, above 
the girdle of the ephod, “and they bind the 
breastplate by its rings unto the rings of the 
ephod with a ribbon of blue, to be above the 
eirdle of the ephod, and the breastplate is not 
loosed from the epee: 

“9 ¢ And Aaron hath borne the names of the 
sons of Israel in the breastplate of judgment, 
on his heart, in his going inuntothesanctuary, 
for a memorial before Jehovah continually. 

30 ¢ And thou hast mt unto the breastplate 
of judgment the Lights and the Perfecttons, 
and they have heen on the heart of Aaron, in 
his going in before Jehovah, and Aaron hath 
borne the judgment of the sons of Israel on 
his heart before Jehovah continually. 

31¢ And thou hast made the upper robe of 
the ephod completely of blue, *? and the open- 
ing for its col hath been in its midst, a bor- 
der is to its opening round about, work of a 
weaver, as the opening of a halergeon there is 
to it; 16 is not rent. 

33 And thou hast made on its hem pome- 
eranates of blue, and purple, aud scarlet, on 
its hem round about, and bells of gold in 
their midst round about; a bell of gold and 
a pomegranate, a bell of gold and a pome- 
eranate ave on the hems of the wpper robe 
round about. 

35¢ And it hath been on Aaron to minister 
in, and its sound hath been heard in his con. 
ing in unto the sanctuary before Jehovah, and 
in his going out, and he doth not die. 

36 And thou hast made a flower of pure 
gold, and hast opened on it—openings of a 
signet—‘ Holy to Jehovah ;’ 3? and thou hast 
put it on a blue ribbon, and it hath been on 
the mitre—over-against the front of the mitre 
it is; Sand it hath been on the forehead of 
Aaron, and Aaron hath borne the iniquity of 
the holy things which the sons of Isracl do 
hallow, even all their holy gifts; and it hath 
been ov his forehead continually for a pleas- 
ing thing for them before Jehovah. 

39 ¢ And thou hast embroidered the coat of 
linen, and hast made a mitre of linen, and a 
girdle thou dost make—work of an embroid- 
erer. 
49° And for the sons of Aaron thou dost 
make coats, and thou hast made for them 
girdles, yea, bonnets thou dost make for 
them, for honour and for beauty; * and 
thou hast clothed Aaron thy brother with 
them, and his sons with him, and hast an- 
ointed them, and hast conseerated their hand, 
and hast sanetified them, and they have been 
priests to Me. 

42 And wake thou for them linen trosers 
to cover the naked flesh: they are from the 
loins even unto the thighs; “and they have 
been on Aaron and on his sons, in the 


Consecration of the priests, 


going in unto the tent of meeting, or in their 
drawing nigh unto the altar to minister in 
the sanctuary, and they do not bear iniquity 
nor have they died; a statute age-during to 
him, and to his seed after him. 

XXIX. 1 “AND this és the thing which 
thou dost to them, to hallow them, for being 
priests to Me: Take one bullock, a son of 
the herd, and two rams, perfect ones, 2and 
bread unleavened, and cakes unleavened an- 
ointed with oil, of fine wheaten flour thou 
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dost make them, 3? and thou hast put them , 


on one basket, and hast brought them near 
in the basket, also the bullock and the two 
rams, 

4“And Aaron and his sons thou dost bring 
near unto the opening of the tent of mect- 
ing, and hast bathed them with water ; ? and 
thou hast taken the garments, and hast 
elothed Aaron with the coat, and the upper 
robe of the ephod, and the ephod, and the 
breastplate, and hast girded him with the 
girdle of the ephod, ®and hast set the mitre 
on his head, and hast put the holy erown on 
the mitre, 7and hast taken the anointing oil, 
and hast poured it on his head, and hast 
anointed him. 

8*And his sons thou dost bring near, and 
hast elothed them with coats, ? and hast 
girded them with a girdle (Aaron and his 
sons), and hast bound on them bonnets; and 
the priesthood hath been theirs by a statute 
age-during, and thou hast consecrated the 
hand of Aaron, and the hand of his sons, 
1 and hast brought near the bullock before the 
tent of meeting, and Aaron hath laid—his sons 
also—their hands on the head of the bullock. 

1 ¢ And thon hast slaughtered the bullock 
before Jehovah, at the opening of the tent of 
meeting, 12 and hast taken of the blood of 
the bullock, and hast put it on the horns of 
the altar with thy finger, and all the blood 
thou dost powr out at the foundation of the 
altar; Mand thou hast taken all the fat 
which is covering the inwards, and the re- 
dundance on the liver, and the two kidneys, 
and the fat which 7s on them, and hast made 
perfume on the altar; Mand the flesh of 
the bulloek, and his skin, and his dung, thou 
dost burn with fire at the outside of the 
eamp; it 7s a sin-offering. 

15 *And the one ram thou dost take, and 
Aaron and his sons have laid their hands on 
the head of the ram, 1®and thou hast slangh- 
tered the ram, and hast taken its blood, and 
hast sprinkled it on the altar round abont, 
17 and the ram thou dost eut into its pieces, and 
hast washed its inwards, and its legs, and 
hast as them on its pieees, and on its head ; 
1 and thou hast made perfume with the 
whole ram on the altar. It is a burnt-offer- 
ing to Jehovah, a sweet fragrance; a fire- 
offering it is to Jehovah. 

19“ And thou hast taken the second ram, 
and Aaron hath laid—his sons also—their 
hands on the head of the ram, “°and thou 
hast slaughtered the ram, and hast taken 
of its blood, and hast put on the tip of the 
right ear of Aaron, and on the a of the 
right ear of his sons, and on the thumb of 
their right hand, and on the great toe of 


and attendant cerenonies. 


their right foot, and hast sprinkled the blood 
on the altar round about; “and thou hast 
taken of the blood which is on the altar, 
and of the anointing oil, and hast sprinkled 
on Aaron, and on his garments, and on his 
sons, and on the garments of his sons with 
him, and he hath been hallowed, he, and his 
carments, and his sons, and the garments of 
his sons with him. 

2° And thou hast taken from the ram the 
fat, and the fat tail, and the fat which is 
covering the inwards, and the redundance 
on the liver, and the two kidneys, and the 
fat which is on them, and the right leg, for 
it isa ram of consecration, and one round 
eake of bread, and one cake of oiled bread, 
and one thin eake out of the basket of the 
unleavened things which is before Jehovah. 

“4° And thou hast set the whole on the 
hands of Aaron, and on the hands of his 
sons, and hast waved_them—a wave-offering 
before Jehovah; aud thou hast taken them 
out of their hand, and hast made perfume 
on the altar beside the burnt-offering, for 
sweet fragrance before Jehovah; a fire-offer- 
ing it is to Jehovah. 

*6° And thou hast taken the breast from 
the ram of the conseeratton which is for 
Aaron, and hast waved it—a wave-offering 
before Jehovah, and it hath beeome thy por- 
tion; “and thou hast sanetitied the breast 
of the wave-offering, and the leg of the heave- 
offering, whieh hath been waved, and whieh 
hath been lifted up from the ram of the 
consecration, of that whieh is for Aaron, and 
of that which is for his sons; “and it hath 
been for Aaron and for his sons, by a statute 
age-during from the sons of Israel, for it is a 
heave-offering ; and it is a _ heave-offering 
from the sons of Israel, from the saerifices of 
their peace-offerings—their heave-offering to 
Jehovah. 

°° And the holy garments whieh are 
Aaron’s, are for his sons after him, to be 
anointed in them, and to eonseerate in them 
their hand; ®°seven days doth the priest 
in his stead (of his sons) put them on, when 
he goeth in unto the tent of meeting, to ininis- 
ter in the sanctuary. 

31° And the ram of the conseeration thou 
dost take, and hast boiled its flesh in the 
holy place; #2 and Aaron hath eaten—his 
sons also—the flesh of the ram, and the 
bread which zs in the basket, at the opening 
of the tent of meeting; “and they have 
eaten those things by which there is atone- 
ment to consecrate their hand, to sanetify 
them; and a stranger doth not eat—for they 
arc holy; #4and if there be left of the flesh 
of the consecration or of the bread till the 
morning, then thou hast burned that whieh 
is left with fire; it is not eaten, for it is 


oly. 

aD And thou hast done thus to Aaron and 
to his sons, aeeording to all that I have eom- 
inanded thee; seven days thou dost eonse- 
erate their hand; and a bulloek, asin-offering, 
thou dost prepare daily for the atonements, 
aud thou hast atoned for the altar, in thy 
wnaking atonement on it, and hast anointed 
it to sanetify it; 27 ahs days thon dost make

atonement for the altar, and hast sanetified it, 
and the altar hath been most holy ; all that 
is coming against the altar is holy. 

38 And this 7s that which thou dost pre- 
pare on the altar; two lambs, sons of a year, 
daily continually; °° the one lamb thou dost 
prepare in the morning, and the second lamb 
thou dost prepare between the evenings; 
and atenth deal of fine flour, mixed with 
beaten oi], a fourth part of a hin, and a hba- 
tion, a fourth part of ahin, of wine, is for the 
one lamb. 

41¢ And the second lamb thou dost prepare 
between the evenings; according to the pre- 
sent of the morning, and according to its lha- 
tion, thou dost prepare for it, for sweet 
fragrance, a fire-offering, to Jehovah:—*a 
continual burnt-offering for your generations, 
at the opening of the tent of meeting, before 
Jehovah, whither I am met with you, to 
speak unto thee there, *# and I have met there 
with the sons of Isracl, and it hath been 
sanctified by My honour. 

4° And I have sanctified the tent of mect- 
ing, and the altar, and Aaron and his sons I 
sanctify for being priests to Me, “and I have 
tabernacled in the midst of the sons of Israel, 
and have become their God, “and they have 
known that I am Jehovah their God, who 
hath brought them ont of the land of Egypt, 
that I may tabernacle in their midst; I am 
Jehovah their God. 

XXX. 1 ‘AND thou hast made an altar for 
making perfwmne ; of shittin: wood thon dost 
make it; 2a cubit its length, and a enbit its 
breadth, (it is square), and two cubits its 
height; its horns are of the same. 

3¢ And thou hast overlaid it with pure gold, 
its top, and its sides round about, and its 
horns; and thou hast made to it a crown of 
gold round about; ‘and two rings of gold 
thou dost make to it under its crown; on its 
two ribs thou dost make them, on its two 
sides, and they have become places for staves, 
to bear it with them. 

5* And thou hast made the staves of shittim 
wood, and hast overlaid them with gold; 
Sand thon hast put it before the vail, which is 
by the ark of the testimony, before the mercy- 
seat which is over the testimony, whither 1 
am met with thee. 

7° And Aaron hath made perfume on it, per- 
fume of spices, morring by morning; in his 
making the lamps right he doth perfume it, 
8andin Aaron’s causing the lamps to go up 
between the evenings, he doth perfume it; a 
continual perfume ‘before Jehovah to your 
renerations. 

§*Ye do not eause strange perfume to go up 
upon it, and burnt-offering, and present and 
libation ye do not pour out onit; 2 and Aaron 
hath made atonement on its horns, once 
in a year, by the blood of the sin-offering of 
atonements; onee in a year doth he make 
atonement for it, to your generations; it is 
most holy to Jehovah.’ 

1 And Jchovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, 1°‘ When thou takest up the sum of the 
sons of Israel for tneir numbers, then they 
have given each an atoncment for his soul to 
Jehovah in their Songgpembered and there 
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The ransom of souls, 


is no plague among them in their being num- 
bered. 

13° This they do give, every one passing over 
unto those numbered, half a shekel, By the 
shekel of the sanctuary (the shekel is twenty 
eerahs); half a shekel zs the heave-offering to 

ehovah; }4 every one passing over unto those 
numbered, from a son of twenty years and 
upwards, doth give the heave offoname of Je- 
hovah; ' the rich doth not multiply, and the 
poor doth not diminish from the half-shekel, 
to give the heave-offering of Jehovah, to make 
atonement for your souls. 

16° And thou hast taken the atonement- 
money from the sons of Israel, and hast given 
it for the service of the tent of meeting; and 
it hath been to the sons of Israel for a me- 
morial before Jehovah, to make atonement 
for your souls.’ 

17 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, 18‘ And thou regn made a laver of brass 
(and its base of brass), for washing; and thou 
hast put it between the tent of meeting and 
the altar, and hast put water there; and 
Aaron and his sons have washed at it their 
hands and their feet, °° in their going in unto 
the tent of meeting they wash with water, and 
die not; or in their drawing nigh unto the 
altar to minister, to perfume a fire-offering to 
Jehovah, *!then they have washed their 
hands and their feet, and they die not, and it 
hath been to them a statute age-during, to 
him and to his seed to their generations.’ 
And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, *3*And thou, take to thyself principal 
spices, wild honey five hundred shekels ; and 
spice-cinnamon, abe half of that, two hundred 
and fifty; and spice-cane two hundred and 
fifty; “4and cassia five hundred, by the shekel 
of the sanctuary, and olive oil a hin; “and 
thou hast made it a holy anointing oil, a 
compound mixture, work of a compounder ; 
it is a holy anointing oil. 

°6* And thou hast anointed with it the 
tent of meeting, and the ark of the testi- 
mony, * and the table and all its vessels, 
and the candlestick and its vessels, and the 
altar of perfume, and the altar of burnt- 
offering and all its vessels, and the laver and 
its base; 2? and thou hast sanctified them, 
and they have been most holy; all that is 
coming against them is holy; °° and Aaron 
and his sons thon dost anoint, and hast 
sanctified them for being priests to Me. 

31* And unto the sons of Israel thon dost 
speak, saying, A holy anointing oil is this 
to Me, to your generations; *on flesh of 
man it is not poured, and with its proper 
proportion ye make none like it; it és holy ; 
it is holy to you; 8a man who compound- 
eth any like it, or who putteth of it on a 
stranger—hath even been eut off from his 
people.’ 

81 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘'Take 
to thee spices, stacte, and onycha, and gal- 
banum, spices and pure frankincense; they 
are part for part; % and thon hast made 
it a perfume, a compound, work of a com- 
sounder, salted, pure, holy ; 3% and thou hast 
beaten some of it small, and hast put of it 
hefore the testimony, in the tent of meeting,

whither [ am met with thee; most holy it 
is to you. 
37 As to the perfume which thou makest, 
with its proper proportion ye do not make to 
ourselves, holy it is to thee to Jehovah; 
84 man who maketh any like it—to be re- 
freshed by it—hath even becn cnt off from 


his people.’ 

XXX, 1AND Jehovah speaketh unto 
Moses, saying, 2 ‘See, [have called by name 
Bezaleel, son of Uri, son of Hur, of the 
tribe of Judah, 3and J fill him with the 
Spirit of God, in wisdom, and in understand- 
ing, and in knowledge, and in all work, +to 
devise devices to work in gold, and in silver, 
and in brass, "and in graving of stone for 
settings, and in graving of wood to work in 
all work, 

6* And I, lo, I have given with him Aholiab, 
son of Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan, and 
in the heart of every wise-hearted one I have 
given wisdom, and they have made all that 
which I have commanded thee. 

7“The tent of meeting, and the ark of 
testimony, and the mercy-seat which is on 
it, and all the vessels of the tent, and the 
table and its vessels, and the pure candle- 
stick and all its vessels, and the altar of the 
perfume, 2and the altar of the burnt-offering 
and all its vessels, and the laver and its 
base, and the coloured garments, and the 
holy garments for Aaron the priest, and the 
garments of his sons, for acting as priests in; 
Nand the anointing oil, and the perfume of 
the spices for the sanctuary; according to all 
that I have commanded thee—they do.’ 

2 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, ‘And thou, speak unto the sons of 
Israel, saying, Only, My sabbaths ye do keep, 
for it is a sign between Me and _ you, to 
your generations, to know that I, Jehovah, 
am sanctifying you; Mand ye have kept 
the sabbath, for it is holy to you, he who 
is polluting it is certainly put to death—for 
any who doeth work in it—that person hath 
even been cut off from the midst of his 
people. 

15“Six days is work done, and in the 
seventh day is a sabbath of holy rest to 
Jehovah ; any who doeth work in the sab- 
bath-day is certainly put to death, 1° and 
the sons of Israel have observed the sab- 
bath; to keep the sabbath to their gencra- 
tions 7s a covenant age-during, )” between 
Me and the sons of Israel it is a sign—to the 
age; for six days Jehovah made the heavens 
and the earth, and in the seventh day He 
hath ceased, and is refreshed.’ 

18 And He giveth unto Moses, when He 
finisheth speaking with him in mount Sinai, 
two tables of the testimony, tables of stone, 
written by the finger of God. 

XXXT1. 1 AND the people see that Moses 
is delaying to come down from the mount, 
and the people assemble against Aaron, and 
say unto him, ‘Rise, make for us gods who 
co before us, for this Moses—the man who 
brought us up out of the land of Egyyt— 
me have not known what hath happened to 

1m.’ 

2And Aaron saith unto them, ‘ Break off 
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The goldcn calf, 


the rmys of gold which are in the ears of 
your wives, your sons, and your daughters, 
and bring in nnto me;’ 3and all the people 
themselves break off the rings of gold which 
are in their ears, and bring in unto Aaron, 
4and he receiveth from their hand, and doth 
fashion it with a graving tool, and doth make 
it a molten calf, and they say, ‘These thy 
gods, O Israel, who brought thee up out of 
the land of Egypt.’ 

5 And Aaron seeth, and buildeth an altar 
before it, and Aaron calleth, and saith, ‘A 
festival to Jehovah—to-morrow ;’ Sand they 
rise early on the morrow, and cause burnt- 
oiferings to ascend, and bring nigh peace- 
offerings ; and the people sit down to eat and 
to drink, and rise up to play. 

7And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Go, 
descend, for thy people whom thou hast 
brought up out of the land of Egypt hath 
done corruptly, 8they have turned aside 
hastily from the way that I have commanded 
them; they have made for themselves a 
molten calf, and bow themselves to it, and 
sacrifice to it, and say, These thy gods, O 
Israel, who brought thee up out of the land 
of Egypt.’ 

§And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘I have 
seen this people, and lo, it és a stiff-necked 
people; and now, let Me alone, and My 
auger doth burn against them, and [ con- 
sume them, and I make thee become a great 
nation.’ 

1 And Moses appeaseth the face of Je- 
hovah his God, and saith, ‘Why, O Jehovah, 
doth Thine anger burn agamst Thy people, 
whom Thou hast brought forth out of the 
land of Egypt with great power and with a 
strong hand? why do the Egyptians 
speak, saying, For evil He brought them 
out to slay them among mountains, and to 
constme them from off the face of the 
sround? turn back from the heat of Thine 
anger, and repent of the evil against Thy 
people. 

13¢Be mindfinl of Abraham, of Isaac, and 
of Israel, Thy servants, to whom Thou hast 
sworn by Thyself, and unto whom Thou 
per cee I multiply your sced as stars of 
the heavens, and all this land, as I have 
said, I give to your seed, and they have in- 
herited to the age;’ Mand Jehovah repent- 
eth of the evil which He hath spoken of 
doing to His people. 

15 And Moses titrncth, and goeth down 
from the mount, and the two tables of the 
testimony are in his hand, tables written on 
both their sides, on this and on that are 
they written ; 46 and the tables are the work of 
God, and the writing is the writing of God, 
graven on the tables. 

7 And Joshua heareth the voice of the 
people in their shouting, and saith unto Mo- 
ses, ‘A noise of battle in the camp!’ #8 and 
he saith, ‘It is not the voice of the crying of 
might, nor is it the voice of the crying of 
weakness—a voice of singing [ am hearing.’ 

19 And it comcth to pass, when he hath 
drawn near wnto the camp, that he seeth 
the calf, and the dancing, and the anger of 
Moses burneth, aud he casteth out of hus

hands the tables, and breaketh them under 
the mount; °°and he taketh the calf which 
they have made, and burneth i¢ with fire, 
and grindeth until ié is small, and scatter- 
eth on the face of the waters, and causeth 
the sons of Israel to drink. 

*1 And Moses saith unto Aaron, ‘ What 
hath this people done to thee, that thou 
hast brought in upon it a great sin?’ “and 
Aaron saith, ‘Let not the anger of my lord 
burn; thou—thou hast known the people 
that 1t is in evil; and they say to me, 
Make for us gods, who go before us, for this 
Moses—the man who brought us up out of 
the land of Egypt—we have not known what 
hath happened to him; “and I sax to them, 
Whoso hath gold, let them break it off, and 
they give to me, and J cast it into the fire, and 
this calf cometh out.’ 

*> And Moses seeth the people that it is 
unbridled, for Aaron hath made it unbridled 
for contempt among its withstanders, °6 and 
Moses standeth in the gate of the camp, and 
saith, ‘ Who is for Jehovah?—unto me!’ 
and all the sons of Levi are gathered unto 
him; “and he saith to them, ‘Thus said 
Jehovah, God of Israel, Put each his sword 
by his thigh, pass over and turn back from 
gate to gate through the camp, and slay each 
his brother, and each his friend, and each his 
relation.’ 

*8 And the sons of Levi do aceording to the 
word of Moses, and there fall of the people 
on that day about three thousand men, “%and 
Moses saith, ‘Consecrate your hand to-day 
to Jehovah, for a man is against his son, 
and against his brother, so as to bring on you 
to-day a blessing.’ 

30 And it cometh to pass, on the morrow, 
that Moses saith unto the people, ‘Ye—ye 
have sinned a great sin, and now I go up 
unto Jehovah, if so be I atone for yonr 


ae 

3L And Moses turneth back unto Jehovah, 
and saith, ‘Oh this people hath sinned a great 
sin, that they make to themselves a god of 
gold; #*and now, if Thou takest away their 
sin—and if not—hblot me, I pray thee, out of 
Thy book which Thou hast written.’ 

33 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘ Whoso 
hath sinned against Me—I blot him out of 
My book; #4and now, go, lead the people 
whithersoever [ have spoken to thee of; lo, 
My messenger goeth before thee, aud in the 
day of my charging—then I have charged 
upon them their sin. 

%° And Jehovah plagueth the people, because 
they made the cali which Aaron made. 

AXXNIIT. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto 
Moses, ‘Go, ascend from this Stores thou and 
the people, whom thou hast brought up out 
of fe and of Egypt, unto the land which 
I have sworn to Abraham, to Isaac, and 
to Jacob, saying, To thy seed IL give it,’ 
2(and I have sent \efore thee a messenger, 
and have cast out the Canaanite, the Aimorite, 
and the Ilittite, and the Penzzite, the Hivite, 
and the Jebusite,) 3 unto a land flowing with 
milk and honey, for [ do not go up in thy 
inidst, for thou art a stilf-neecked people—lest 
1 consume thee in tages 
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4And the people hear this sad thing, and 
mourn; and nove put his ornaments on him. 

* And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Say an- 
to the sons of Israel, Ye are a stiff-necked 
people; one moment—I come up into thy 
midst, and have consumed thee; and now 
py down thine ornaments from off thee, and I 
cnow what Idotothee;’® and the sons of Israel 
take off their ornaments at mount Horeb. 

7 And Moses taketh the tent, and hath 
stretched it out at the outside of the camp, 
afar off from the camp, and hath called it, 
‘Tent of Meeting;’ and it hath come to pass, 
every one seeking Jehovah goeth out unto 
the tent of meeting, which is at the outside of 
the camp.

3° And now, if, I pray Thee, I have found 
grace in Thine eyes, cause me to know, I pray 
Thee, Thy way, and I know Thee, so that 
find grace in Thine eyes, and consider that 
this nation is Thy people;’ 4and He saith, 
‘My presence doth go, and I have given rest 
to thee.’ 

5 And he saith unto Him, ‘If Thy presence 
is not going—take us not upfrom this ple i

found grace in Thine eyes—I and Thy people 
—is it not in Thy going with us? and we have 
been distinguished--I and Thy people—from 
all the people who are on the face of the 
ground.’ 17And Jehovah saith unto Moses, 
‘Even this thing which thou hast spoken ] 
do; for thou hast found grace in Mine cyes, 
and I know thee by name.’ 

18 And he saith, ‘Shew me, I pray Thee 
Thine honour;’ and He saith, °I cause all 
My goodness to pass before thy face, and have 
called concerning the Name of Jehovah be- 
fore thee, and favoured him whom I favour, 
and loved him whom I love.’ 

*0}Te saith also, ‘Thou art unable to see 
My face, for man doth not see Me, and live;’ 
21 Jehovah also saith, ‘1.0, a place is by Me, 
and thou hast stood on the reck, “and it hath 
come to pass, in the passing by of Mine hon- 
our, that I have set thee in a cleft of the rock, 
and spread out My hands over thee, untul My

18 ‘Test thou make a covenant with the in- 
habitant of the land, and pacy have gone a- 
whoring after their gods, and have sacrificed 
to their gods, and one hath called to thee, and 
thou hast eaten of his sacrifice, }®and thou 
hast taken of their daughters to thy sons, and 
their daughters have gone a-whoring after 
their gods, and have caused thy sons to go a- 
whoring after their gods; 17a molten god thou 
dost not make to thyself. 

18 ‘The feast of unleavened things thou dost 
keep; seven days thou dost eat unleavened 
things, as I have commanded thee, at an ap-

month of Abib thou didst come out from Egypt. 

All opening a womb ave Mine, and every 
firstling of thy cattle born a male, ox or sheep; 
20 and the firstling of an ass thou dost ransom 
with a lamb; and if thou dost not ransom, 
then thou hast beheaded it; every first-born 
of thy sons thou dost ransom, and they de not 
appear before Me empty. 

*1* Six days thou dost work, and on the 
seventh day thou dost rest; in ploughing-time 
and in harvest thou dost rest. 

2° And a feast of weeks thou dost observe 
for thyself; first-fruits of wheat-harvest; and 
the feast of in-gathering, at the revolution of 
the year. 

*3* Three times in a year do all thy males 
appear before the Lord Jehovah, God of Is- 
rael; *4*for I dispossess nations from before 
thee, and have enlarged thy border, and no 
man doth desire thy land in thy going up to 
appear before Jehovah thy God three times in 
a year. 

“5 * Thou dost not slaughter with a fermented 
thing the blood of es sacrifice; and the sacri- 
fice of the feast of the passover doth not re- 
main till morning: * the first of the first-fruits 
of the land thou dost bring into the house o: 
Jehovah thy God; thou dost not boil a kid in 
its mother’s milk.’ 

27 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘ Write 
for thyself these words, for, according to the 
tenor of these words I have made with thee 
a covenant, and with Israel.’ 

*8 And he is there with Jehovah forty days 
and forty nights; bread he hath not eaten, 
and water he hath not drunk; and he writeth 
on the tables the matters of the covenant— 
the ten matters. 

*9 And it cometh to pass, when Moses is 
coming down from mount Sinai (and the two 
tables of the testimony are in the hand of 
Moses in his coming down from the mount), 
that Moses hath not known that the skin of 
his face hath shone in His speaking with him, 
30 and Aaron seeth—all the sons of Israel also 
—Moses, and lo, the skin of his face hath 
shone, and they are afraid of coming nigh 
unto him. 

31 And Moses calleth unto them, and Aaron 
and all the princes in the company return un- 
to him, and Moses speaketh unto them; ** and 
afterwards have all the sons of Israel come 
nigh, and he chargeth them with all that 
a chovah hath spoken with him in mount 

inai. 

33 And Moses finisheth speaking with them, 
and putteth on his face a vail; *+and in the 
going inof Moses before Jehovah to speak 
with Him, he turneth aside the vail until his 
coming out; and he hath come ont and hath 
spoken unto the sons of Israel that which 
he is commanded; *°and the sons of Israel 
have scen the face of Moscs that the skin of 
the face of Moses hath shone, and Moses hath 
put back the vail on his face until his going 
in to speak with Hi 

V. 1} AND Moses assembleth all the 
company of the sons of Israel, and saith unto 
them, ‘These are the things which Jehovah 
hath eommanded—to oe them: ?Six days 1s 
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work done, and on the seventh day there is 
to you a holy day, a sabbath of rest to Je- 
hovah; any who docth work in it is put to 
death; 2 ye do not burn a fire in any of your 
dwellings on the salbbath-day.’ 

4 And Moses speaketh unto all the company 
of the sons of Israel, saying, ‘This is the 
thing which Jehovah hath commanded, say- 
ing, ° Take ye from among you a heave-offer- 
ing to Jehovah; every one whose heart is 
willing doth bring it,—the heave-offering of 
Jehovah,—gold, and silver, and brass, ®and

*2 And they come in—the men with the wo- 
men—every willing-hearted one—they have 
brought in nose-ring, and ear-ring, and seal- 
ring, and necklace, all golden goods, even 
every one who hath waved a wave-offering of 
gold to Jehovah. 

“3 And every man with whom hath been 
found blue, and purple, and searlet, and linen, 
and goats’ hair, and rams’ skins made red, 
and badgers’ skins, have brought them in; 
*“4every one lifting up a_ heave-offering of 
silver and brass have brought in the heave- 
offering of Jehovah; and every one with 
whenilath been found shittim wood for any 
work of the service brought it in.

7 And the princes have brought in the sho- 
ham stones. and the stones for settings, for the 
ephed, and for the breastplate, and the 
spices, and the oil for the light, and for the 
anointing oil, and for the spice perfume; 
*2every man and woman (whom their heart 
hath made willing to bring in for all the work 
which Jehovah commanded to be done by the 
hand of Moses) of the sons of Israel brought 
in a willing-offering to Jehovah. 

30 And Moses saith unto the sons of Israel, 
‘See, Jehovah hath called by name Bezaleel, 
son of Uri, son of Hur, of the tribe of Judah, 
31}and He doth fill him with the Spirit of 
God, in wisdom, in understanding, and in 
knowledge, and in all work, 3° even to devise 
devices to work in gold, and in silver, and in 
brass, 3 and in graving of stones for settings, 
and in graving of wood to work in any work 
of design. 

34° And to direct He hath put in his heart, 
he and Aholiab, son of Ahisamach, of the 
tribe of Dan; **He hath filled them with 
wisdom of heart to do every work, of en- 
graver, and designer, and embroiderer (in 
blue, and in purple, in scarlet, and in linen), 
and weaver, who do any work, and of de- 
signers of designs. 

XXXVI AND Bezaleel, and Aholiab, 
and every wise-hearted man, in whom Jehovah 
hath given wisdom and understanding to 
know to do every work of the service of the 
sanctuary, have done according to all that 
Jehovah commanded. 

*And Moses calleth unto Bezaleel, and 
unto Ahohab, and unto every wise-hearted 
man in whose heart Jehovah hath given wis- 
dom, every one whom his heart lifted up, to 
come near unto the work to do it.

6 And Moses commandeth, and they cause 
a voice to pass over through the camp, 
saying, ‘Let not man or woman make any 
more work for the heave-oftering of the 
sanctuary ;’ and the people are restrained 
from bringing, 7 and the work hath been suffi- 
cient for them, for all the work, to do it, and 
to leave. 

8 And all the wise-hearted ones among the 
doers of the work make the tabernacle; ten 
curtains of twined linen, and blue, and pur- 
ple, and searlet, with cherubs, work of a de- 
signer he hath made them. * The length of 
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¢he onccurtain ?s eight and twenty oy the cu- 
bit, and the breabth of the one curtain four by 
the cubit; one measure zs to all the curtains. 

10 And he joineth the five curtains one unto 
another, and the other five curtains he hath 
joined one unto another; "and lie maketh 
oops of blue on the edge of the one curtain, 
at the end, in the joining; so he hath made 
in the edge of the outmost curtain, in the 
joining of the second; fifty loops he hath 
made in the one curtain, and fifty loops hath 
he made in the end of the curtain which 7s in 
the joining of the second ; the loops are tak- 
ing hold one on another. 

133 And he maketh fifty hooks of gold, and 
joineth the curtains one unto another by the 
100ks, and the tabernacle is one. 

14 And he maketh curtains of goats’ hair 
for a tent over the tabernacle; eleven cur- 
tains he hath made them; the Jength of 
the one curtain is thirty by the cubit, and 
the breadth of the one curtain is four cubits ; 
one measure is to the eleven curtains; !° and 
he joineth the five curtains apart, and the six 
curtains apart. 

7 And he maketh fifty loops on the outer 
edge of the curtain, in the joining; and fifty 
loops he hath made on the edge of the cur- 
tain which is joining the second; 18and he 
maketh fifty hooks of brass to join the tent 
—to be one; and he maketh a covering for 
the tent of rams’ skins made red, and a cov- 
ering of badgers’ skins above. 

*0 And he maketh the boards for the taber- 
nacle of shittim wood, standing up; 2! ten 
cubits is the length of the one board, and a cubit 
and a half the breadth of the ove board; 
two handles are to the one board, joined 
one unto another; so he hath made for all 
the boards of the tabernacle. 

*3 And he maketh the boards for the taber- 
nacle; twenty boards for the south side 
southward; “and forty sockets of_ silver 
he hath made under the twenty boards, two 
sockets under the one board for its two 
handles, and two sockets under the other 
board for its two handles. 

* And for the second side of the tabernacle, 
for the north side, he hath made twenty 
boards, Sand their forty sockets of silver, 
two sockets nnder the one board, and two 
sockets under the other board; *’and for 
the sides of the tabernacle, westward, hath 
he made six boards ; 78 and two boards hath 
he made for the corners of the tabernacle, 
in the two sides; % and they have _ been 
twins below, and together they are twins at 
its head, at the one ring; so he hath done to 
both of them at the two corners; °° and there 
have been eight boards; and their sockets of 
silver are sixteen sockets, two sockets under 
the one board. 

31 And he maketh bars of shittim wood, 
five for the boards of the one side of the 
tabernacle, 32 and five bars for the boards of 
the second side of the tabernacle, and five 
bars for the boards of the tabernacle, for the 
sides westward ; 33and he maketh the middle 
bar to enter into the midst of the boards from 
end to end; 34and the boards he hath over- 
laid with gold, and their rings he hath made 
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of gold, places for bars, and he overlayeth the 
hars ak cold. 

35 And he maketh the vail of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and twined Jinen, work 
of a designer he hath made it, with cherubs ; 
36 and he maketh for it four pillars of shittim 
wood, and overlaycth them with gold; their 
poss are of gold; and he casteth for them 
our sockets of silver. 

37 And he maketh a covering for the open- 
ing of the tent, of blue, and purple, and scar- 
let, and twined linen, work of an embroiderer, 
38 alsoits five pillars, and their pegs; and he 
overlaid their tops and their fillets with gold, 
and their five sockets a7e }rass. 

XXXVITI. 1 AND Bezaleel maketh the ark 
of shittim wood, two cubits and a half its 
length, and a cubit and a half its breadth, 
and a eubit and a half its height; *and he 
overlayeth it with pure gold within and with- 
ont, and maketh for it a wreath of gold 
round about; 3and he casteth for it four 
rings of gold. on its four fect, even two rings 
on its one side, and two rings on its second 
side; and he maketh staves of shittim wood, 
and overlayeth them with gold, ° and he 
bringeth in the staves into the rings, by the 
sides of the ark, to bear the ark. 

6 And he maketh a mercy-seat of pure gold, 
two cubits and a half its length, and a cubit 
and a half its breadth; “and he maketh two 
cherubs of gold, of beaten work he hath made 
them, at the two ends of the mercy-seat ; 
8 one cherub at the end on this side, and one 
cherub at the end on that, ont of the mercy- 
seat he hath made the chernbs, at its two 
ends; %and the cherubs are spreading out 
wings on high, covering over the mercy-seat 
with their wings, and their faces ave one 
towards another; towards the mercy-seat 
have the faces of the cherubs been. 

10 And he maketh the table of shittim wood ; 
two cubits its Jeneth, and a euhit its breadth, 
and a cubit and a half its height, "and over- 
layeth it with pure gold, and maketh for it a 
wreath of gold round about. 

12 And he maketh for it a border of a hand- 
breadth round about, and maketh a wreath 
of gold for its border round about; and he 
casteth for it four rings of gold, and puttcth 
the rings on the four corners which «re to 
its four feet; 14 over-against the border have 
Benes been, places for staves to bear the 
table. 

15 And he maketh the staves of shittim wood, 
and overlayeth them with gold, to bear the 
table; 16and he maketh the vessels which are 
upon the table, its dishes, and its bowls, and 
its cups, and the cups }y which they pour out, 
of pure gold. : 

17 And he maketh the candlestick of pure 
gold; of beaten work he hath made the candle- 
stick, its hase, and its branch, its calyxes, its 
knops, and its flowers, have been of the same; 
18 and six branches are coming out of its sides, 
three branches of the candlestick out of its 
one side, and three branches of the candlestick 
out of its second side; !* three calyxes, made 
like almonds, in the one branch, a knop and 
a flower; and three calyxes, made like al- 
monds, in another Lee a knop and a flow- 
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er; so to the six branches which are coming 
out of the candlestick. 

27 And in the eandlestiek are four calyxes, 
made like almonds, its knops, and its flowers,

maketh for it a wreath of gold round about; 
“7 and two rings of gold he hath made for it 
under its wreath, at its two corners, at its 
He sides, for places for staves to bear it with 
them. 

°8 And he maketh tlie staves of shittim 
wood, and overlayeth them with gold; * and 
he maketh the holy anointing oil, and the 
pure s pene ne Work of a compounder. 

XXXVIIL ? AND he maketh the altar of 
burnt-offering of shittim wood, five cubits its 
leneth, and five cubits its breadth (square), 
and three cubits its height; 2and he maketh 
its horns on its four corners; its horns have 
been of the saine; and he overlayeth it with 
brass; 2and he maketh all the vessels of the 
altar, the pots, and the shovels, and the 
sprinkling-pans, the forks, and the fire-pans ;

4 And he maketh for the altar a brazen grate 
of net-work, under its border beneath, unto 
its midst; >and he casteth four rings for the 
four ends of the brazen grate—places for bars ; 
“and he maketh the staves of shittim wood, 
and overlayeth them with brass; 7and he 
bringeth in the staves into the rings on the 
sides of the altar, to bear it with them; hol- 
tow with boards he made it. 

8 And he maketh the laver of brass, and its 
base of brass, with the looking-glasses of the 
women assembling, who have assembled at 
the opening of the tent of mecting. 

9And he maketh the cowrt; at the south 
side southward, the hangings of the court of 
twined linen, a hundred by the cubit, ' their 
pillars are twenty, anc their brazen sockets 
twenty, the pegs of the pillars and their fil- 
lets are silver; Nand at the north side, a 
hundred by the eubit, their pillars ave twenty, 
and their sockets of brass twenty; the pegs 
of the pillars and their fillets are silver; and 
at the west side are hangings, fifty by the 
cubit; their pillars are ten, and their sockets 
ten; the pegs of the pillars and their fillets 
are silver; 2 and at the east side eastward 
fifty cubits. 

4The hangings on the side are fifteen cn- 
hits, their pillars three, and their sockets 
threcs 25 aan at the second side at the gate of 
the court, on this ang on that, are hangings, 
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fifteen enhits, their pillars three, and their 
sockets three; “all is hangings of the court 
round about ave of twined linen, and the 
sockets for the pillars of brass, the pegs of the 
pillars and their fillets of silver, aul the over- 
laying of their tops of silver, and all the pil- 
lars of the court are filleted with silver. 

18 And the covering of the gate of the court 
is the work of an embroiderer, of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and twined linen; and 
aes enbits is the length, and the height 
with the breadth five cubits, over-against the 
hangings of the court; and their pillars are 
four, and their sockets of brass four, their 
pegs are of silver, and the overlaying of their 
tops and their fillets are of silver; “and all 
the pins for the tabernacle, and for the court 
round about, are of brass. 

*1' These are the numberings of the taber- 
nacle (the tabernacle of testimony), which 
hath been numbered by the command of Mo- 
ses, the service of the Levites, by the hand of 
{thamar son of Aaron the priest. 

*2 And Bezaleel son of Uri, son of Hur, of the 
tribe of Judah, hath made all that Jehovah 
commanded Moses; °8and with him is Aho- 
liab son of Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan, 
an engraver, and designer, and embroiderer 
i blue, and in purple, and in scarlet, and in 
inen. 

4 All the gold which is prepared for the 
work in all the work of the sanctuary (and it 
is the gold of the wave-offering) is twenty and 
nine talents, and seven hundred and thirty 
shekels, by the shekel of the sanctuary. 

*% And the silver of those numbered of the 
company is a hundred talents, and a thon- 
sand and seven hundred and five and seventy 
shekels, by the shekel of the sanctuary; “8a 
bekah for a poll (half a shekel, by the shekel 
of the sanctnary,) for every one who is pass- 
ing over unto those numbered, from a son of 
twenty oe and upwards, for six hundred 
thousand, and three thousand, and five hun- 
dred and fifty. 

27 And a hundred talents of silver are to 
east the sockets of the sanctuary, and the 
sockets of the vail; a hundred sockets for 
the hundred talents, a talent for a socket; 
’8and the thousand and seven hundred and 
five and seventy he hath made pegs for the 
pillars, and overlaid their tops, and filleted 
them. 

27 And the brass of the wave-offering is 
seventy talents, and two thousand and four 
hundred shekels; 9°and he maketh with it 
the sockets of the opening of the tent of 
meeting, and the brazen altar, and the 
brazen grate which it hath, and all the 
vessels of the altar, 3!and the sockets of the 
court round about, and the sockets of the 


gate of the court, and all the pins of the 
tabernacle, and all the pins of the court 
round about. 

XXXIX. 1! AND of the blue, and the 


purple, and the scarlet, they made coloured 
garments, to minister in the sanctuary; and 
they make the holy garments which are 
for Aaron, as Jchovah hath commanded 
Moses. 

2 And he maketh the ephod, of gold, blue, 
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and purple, and scarlet, and twined linen, 
3 and they expand the plates of gold, and have 
cut off wires to work in the midst of the blue, 
and in the midst of the purple, and in the 
midst of the scarlet, and in the midst of the 
linen—work of a designer; 4 shoulder-pieces 
they have made for it, joining; at its two 
ends it is joined. 

5 And the girdle of his ephod which és on it 
is of the same, according to its work, of gold, 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and twined 
linen, as Jehovah hath commanded Moses. 

6 And they prepare the shoham stones, set, 
embroidered with gold, opened with openings 
of a signet, by the names of the sons of 
Israel; 7 and he setteth them on the shoulders 
of the ephod—stones of memorial for the 
sons of Israel, as Jehovah hath commanded 
Moses. 

8And he maketh the breastplate, work of 
a designer, like the work of the ephod, of 
cold, ‘blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
twined linen; %it hath been square ; double 
they have made the breastplate, a span its 
length, and a span its breadth, doubled. 

10 And they fill in it four rows of stones; a 
row of a sardius, a topaz, and a carbuncle 
is the one row; “and the second row an 
emerald, a sapphire, and a diamond; and 
the third row an opal, an agate, and an 
amethyst; and the fourth row a beryl, an 
onyx, and a jasper—set, embroidered with 
gold, in their settings. 

14 And the stones, according to the names 
of the sons of Israel, are twelve, according 
to their names, openings of a signet, each 
according to his name, for the twelve tribes. 

18 And they make on the _ breastplate 
wreathed chains, work of thick bands, of pure 
gold; and they make two embroidered 
things of gold, and two rings of gold, and 
pe the two rings on the two ends of the 

reastplate, 17 and they put the two thick 
bands of gold on the two rings on the ends 
of the breastplate; 18and the two ends of 
the two thick bands they have put on the 
two embroidered things, and they put them 
on the shoulders of the ephod, over-against 
its front. 

19 And they make two rings of gold, and 
set them on the two ends of the breastplate, 
on its border, which is on the side of the 
ephod within; “and they make two rings of 
gold, and put them on the two shoulders of 
the ephod below, over-against its front, over- 
against its joining, above the girdle of the 
ephod ; *!and they bind the breastplate by 
its rings unto the rings of the ephod, with a 
nbbon of blue, to be above the girdle of the 
ephod, and the breastplate is not loosed from 
off the ephod, as Jehovah hath commanded 
Moses. 

“And he maketh the upper robe of the 
ephod, work of a weaver, completely of 
blue; “and the opening of the upper robe is 
In its midst, as the opening of a habergeon, a 
border is to its opening round about, it is not 
rent; “and they make on the hems of the 
paper robe pomegranates of blue, and purple, 
2nd scarlet, twined. 

* And they make bells of pure gold, and 
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put the bells in the midst of the pomegran- 
ates, on the hems of the upper robe, round 
about, in the midst of the pomegranates ; “6a 
bell and a pomegranate, a bell and a poine- 
granate, are on the hems of the upper robe, 
round about, to minister in, as Jehovah hath 
commanded Moses. 

*7 And they make the coats of linen, work 
of a weaver, for Aaron and for his sons 
*8and the mitre of linen, and the beautifu) 
bonnets of linen, and the linen trousers, of 
twined linen, and the sirdle of twined 
linen, and blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
work of an embroiderer, as Jehovah hath 
commanded Moses. 

3° And they make the flower of the holy 
crown of pure gold, and write on it a writ- 
ing, openings of a signet, ‘Holy to Jehovah;’ 
3! and they put on it a ribbon of blue, to put 
it on the mitre above, as Jehovah hath com- 
manded Moses. 

32 And all the service of the tabernacle of 
the tent of meeting is completed; and the 
sons of Israel do according to all that Je- 
pouan hath commanded Moses; so they have 
done. 

33 And they bring in the tabernacle unta 
Moses, the tent, and all its vessels, its hooks, 
its boards, its bars, and its pillars, and its 
sockets ; 34and the covering of rams’ skins, 
which are made red, and the covering of 
badgers’ skins, and the vail of the covering; 
3> the ark of the testimony and its staves, 
and the mercy-seat; =the table, all its ves- 
sels, and the bread of the presence; 37 the 
pure candlestick, its lamps, the lamps of ar- 
rangement, and all its vessels, and the oil for 
the light. 

38 And the golden altar, and the anointing 
ou, and the spice-perfume, and the covering 
of the opening of the tent; 39 the brazen altar 
and the brazen grate which it hath, its staves, 
and all its vessels, the laver and its base. 

40The hangings of the court, its pillars, and 
its sockets; and the covering for the gate of 
the court, its cords, and its pins; and all the 
vessels of the service of the tabernacle, for 
the tent of meeting; 4! the coloured clothes 
to minister in the sanctuary, the holy gar- 
ments for Aaron the priest, and the garments 
of his sons, to act as priest in. 

# According to all that Jehovah hath com- 
manded Moses, so have the sons of Israel 
done all the service; “and Moses secth all 
the work, and lo, they have done it as Je- 
hovah hath commanded; so they have done. 
And Moses doth bless them. 

XL. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
saying, 2‘ On the first day of the month, in 
the first month, thou dost raise up the taber- 
nacle of the tent of meeting, 3 and hast set there 
the ark of the testimony, and hast covered 
over the ark with the vail, 4and hast brought 
in the table, and set its arrangement in order, 
and hast brought in the candlestick, and 
caused its lamps to go up. 

>*And thou hast put the golden altar for 
Pemutne before the ark of the testimony, and 
vast put the covering of the opening to the 
tabernacle, °and hast put the altar of the 
burnt-otfering before the opening of the taber 
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nacle of the tent of meeting, 7and hast put 
the laver between the tent of meeting and the 
altar, and hast put water there. 

8 * And thon hast set the court round about, 
and hast placed the covering of the gate of 
the court, 9and hast taken the anointing oil, 
and anointed the tabernacle, and all that is 
in it, and hallowed it, and all its vessels, and 
it hath been holy; !°and thon hast anointed 
the altar of the burnt-offering, and all its 
vessels, and sanctified the altar, and the altar 
hath been most holy; and thon hast anointed 
the laver and its base, and sanctified it. 

12° And thou hast brought near Aaron and 
his sons unto the opening of the tent of meet- 
ing, and hast bathed them with water; }3 and 
thou hast clothed Aaron with the holy gar- 
ments, and anointed him, and sanctified him, 
and he hath acted as priest to Me. 

44° And his sons thon dost bring near, and 
hast clothed them with coats, and anointed 
them as thou hast anointed their father, and 
they have acted as priests to Me, and their 
anointing hath heen to he to them for a 
pniesthood age-during, to their generations.’ 

16 And Moses doth according to all that 
eaven hath commanded him; so he hath 

one. 

17 And it cometh to pass, in the first month, 
in the second year, in the first of the month, 
the tabernacle hath been raised up; and 
Moses raiseth up the tabernacle, and setteth 
its sockets, and placeth its boards, and placeth 
its bars, and raiseth its pillars, "and spread- 
eth the tent over the tabernacle, and putteth 
the covering of the tent upon it above, as Je- 
hovah hath commanded Moses. 

“And he taketh and putteth the testi- 
mony unto the ark, and setteth the staves 
on the ark, and putteth the mercy-seat on 
the ark above; *! and bringeth in the ark 
unto the tabernacle, and placeth the vail of 
the covering, and covereth over the ark of 
the testimony, as Jehovah hath commanded 
Moses. 

22 And he putteth the table in the tent of 
mecting, on the side of the tabernacle north. 
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ward, at the outside of the vail, " and setteth 
in order upon it the arrangement of bread, 
before Jehovah, as Jehovah hath commanded 
Moses. 

*4 And he pntteth the candlestick in the 
tent of meeting, over-against the table, on 
the side of the tabernacle southward, “and 
causeth the lamps to go up before Jehovah, 
as Jehovah hath commanded Moses. 

6 And he setteth the golden altar in the 
tent of meeting, before the vail, °*? and mak- 
eth perfume on it—spice-perfume—as Jeho- 
vah hath commanded Moses. 

28 And he setteth the covering of the open- 
ing to the tabernacle, “%and the altar of the 
burnt-offering he hath set at the opening of 
the tabernacle of the tent of meeting, and 
causeth the burnt-oflering to go up upon it, 
and the present, as Jehovah hath commanded 
Moses. 

39 And he putteth the laver between the 
tent of ineeting and the altar, and putteth 
water there for washing, 2! and Moses and 
Aaron and his sons have washed their hands 
and their feet at the same; #"in their going 
in unto the tent of meeting, and in their 
drawing near unto the altar, they wash, as 
Jehovah hath commanded Moses. 

33 And he raiseth np the court round abont 
the tabernacle, and about the altar, and 
placeth the covering of the gate of the court; 
and Moses completeth the work. 

34 And the cloud covereth the tent of meet- 
ing, and the honour of Jehovah hath filled 
the tabernacle; *°and Moses hath not heen 
able to go in unto the tent of meeting, for 
the cloud hath tabernacled on it, and. the 
honour of Jehovah hath filled the taber. 
nacle. 

36 And in the going up of the cloud from 
off the tabernacle the sons of Israel] journey 
in all their journeys; ?’and if the cloud go 
not up then they jonrney not, until the da 
of its going up: °8 oe the cloud of Jehovah as 
on the tabernacle by day, and fire is in it by 
meht, before the eyes of all tke house of 
Israel in all their journeys. 


LEVITICUS. 


CHAP. 1. 1} AND Jehovah calleth unto 
Moses, and speaketh unto him out of the tent 
of meeting, saying, ° ‘Speak unto the sons of 
Israel, and thou hast said unto them, Any 
man of you when he doth bring near an offer- 
ing to Jehovah, out of the cattle—out of the 
herd, or out of the flock—ye do bring near 
your offering. 

3‘Tf his offering zs a burnt-offering out of 
the herd—a male, a perfect one, he doth bring 
near, unto the opening of the tent of meet- 
ing he doth bring it near, at his pleasure, 
betore Jehovah; 4and he hath laid his hand 
on the head of the burnt-offering, and it hath 
been accepted for him to make atonement for 
him; ® and he hath slaughtered the son of the 
herd before Jehovah; and sons of Aaron, the 
priests, have brought the blood near, anc 
sprinkled the blood on the altar round about, 
which 7s at the opening of the tent of meeting. 

6 *And he hath stripped the burnt-otfering, 
and hath eut it into its pieces; 7 and the sons 
of Aaron the priest have put fire on the altar, 
and arranged wood on the fire; ®and sons 
of Aaron, the priests, have arranged the 
pieces, with the head and the fat, on the 
wood, which is on the fire, which is on the 
altar; 9and its inwards and its legs he doth 
wash with water; and the priest hath made 
verftume with the whole on the altar, a burnt- 
fering, 2 fire-offering of sweet fragrance to 
Jehovah. 

10 * And if his offering is ont of the flock—out 
of the sheep or out of the goats—for a burnt- 
offering, a male, a perfect one, he doth bring 
near, “and he hath slaughtered it by the 
side of the altar northward, before Jehovah ; 
and sons of Aaron, the priests, have s rinkled 
its blood on the altar round about; and he 
hath cut it into its pieces, and its head and 
its fat, and the priest hath arranged them on 
the wood, which is on the fire, which is on the 
altar; 13 and the inwards and the legs he doth 
wash with water, and the priest hath brought 
the whole near, and hath made perfume on 
the altar; it is a burnt-offering, a fire-offering 
of sweet fragrance to Jehovah. 

14* And if his offering is a burnt-offering out 





of the fowl to Jehovah, than he hath brought | 


near his offering out of the turtle-doves or out 
of the young pigeons, and the priest hath 
brought it near unto the altar, and hath 
wrung off its head, and hath made perfume 
on the altar, and its blood hath been wrung 
out by the side of the altar; !®and he hath 
turned aside its crop with its feathers, and 
hath east it near the altar, eastward, unto the 

lace of ashes; !” and he hath cleaved it with 
its wings (he doth not separate it), and the 
‘priest hath made it a perfume on the altar, 
on the wood, which is on the fire; it is a burnt- 
offering, a fire-offering of sweet fragrance to 
Jehovah. 

II. }‘AND when a person bringeth near 
an offering, a present to Jehovah, of flour 


is his offering, and he hath poured on it oil, 
and hath out on it frankincense; ?and he 
hath brought it in unto the sons of Aaron, 
the priests, and he hath taken from thence 
the fulness of his hand of its flour and of its 
oil, besides all its frankincense, and the 
priest hath made pase with its memorial 
on the altar, a fire-offering of sweet frag- 
rance to Jehovah; 2and the remnant of the 
resent is for Aaron and for his sons, most 
10ly, of the fire-offerings of Jehovah. 

4“And when thou bringest near an offer- 
ing, a present baked in an oven, it is of un 
leavened cakes of flour mixed with oil, 
thin unleavened eakes anointed with oil. 

> “And if thine offering is a present made 
on the girdel, it is of flour, mixed with oil, 
unleavened ; divide thou 1 into parts, and 
thou hast poured on it oil; it is a present. 

7*And if thine offering is a present made 
on the frying-pan, of flour with oil it is made, 
8and thou hast brought in the present which 
is made of these to Jehovah, and one hath 
brought it near unto the priest, and he hath 
brought it nigh unto the altar, 9 and the 
priest hath hfted up from the present its 
memorial, and hath made perfume on the 
altars fire-offering of sweet fragrance to 
Jehovah; and the remnant of the present 
is for Aaron and for his sons, most holy, of 
the fire-offerings of Jehovah. ! No present 
which ye bring near to Jehovah is made 
fermented, for with any leaven or any honey 
ye perfume no fire-offering to Jehovah. 

12° An offering of first-fruits—ye bring them 
near to Jehovah. but on the altar they go 
not up, for sweet fragrance. 1 And every 
offering—thy present—with salt thou dost 
season, and thou dost not let the salt of the 
covenant of thy God cease from thy present ; 
Lea all thine offerings thou dost bring near ~ 
salt. 

W “And if thon bring near a present of 
first-ripe fruits to Jehovah,—of green ears, 
roasted with fire, beaten ont corn of a fruit- 
iul field thou dost bring near the present of 
thy first-ripe fue Mand thou hast put on 
it oil, and fae on it frankincense, it is a pre- 
sent; and the priest hath made perfume 
with its memorial from its beaten out corn, 
and from its oil, besides all its frankincense 
—a, fire-offering to Jehovah. 

III. }‘AND if his offering is a sacrifice 
of peace-oiferings, if out of the herd he is 
bringing near, whether male or female, a 
jyerfect one he doth bring near before Je- 

ovah, 2and he hath laid his hand on the 
head of his offering, and hath slanghtered 
it at the opening of the tent of meeting, and 
sons of Aaron, the priests, have sprinkled 
the blood on the altar round about. ; 

3* And he hath brought near from the sacri-

Jehovah, the fat whieh is covering the in-

°*And he hath brought near from the 
sacrifice of the peace-offerings a fire-offering 
to Jehovah, its fat, the whole fat tail (over- 
against the bone he doth turn it aside), and 
the fat which is covering the inwards, and 
all the fat which 7s on the inwards, ! and 
the two kidneys, and the fat which is on 
them, which is on the flanks, and the redun- 
dance above the liver, (beside the kidneys he 
doth turn it aside), “and the priest hath 
made it a perfume on the altar—bread of a 
fire-offering to Jehovah. 

12° And if his offering is a goat, then he 
hath brought it near before Jehovah, and 
hath Jaid his hand on its head, and hath 
slaughtered it before the tent of meeting 
and sons of Aaron have sprinkled its blood 
on the altar round about; and he hath 
brought near from it his offering, a fire-offer- 
ing to Jehovah, the fat which is covering 
the inwards, and all the fat which is on the 
inwards, “and the two kidneys, and the 
fat which is upon them, which is on the 
flanks, and the redundance above the liver, 
(beside the kidneys he doth turn it aside), 
46 and the priest hath made them a perfume 
on the altar—bread of a fire-offering, for 
swect fragrance; all the fat 7s Jehovah’s. 

1° A statute age-during to your generations 
in all your dwellings : any tat or any blood 
ye do not eat.’ 

IV. !AND Jchovah speaketh unto Moses, 
saying, ?*Speak unto the sons of Israel, 
saying, When a person doth sin throngh 
ignorance against any of the commands of 
Jehovah regarding things which are not to 
be done, and hath done something against one 
of these— 

3°Tf the priest who is anointed doth sin 
according to the guilt of the people, then he 
hath brought near for his sin which he hath 
sinned a bullock, a son of the herd, a perfect 
one, to Jehovah, for a sin-offering, 4and he 
hath brought in the bnilock unto the opening 
of the tent of meeting before Jehovah, and 
hath laid his hand on the head of the bul- 
lock, and hath slaughtered the bullock before 
Jehovah. 

5“ And the priest who is anointed hath 
taken of the blood of the bullock, and hath 
brought it in unto the tent of meeting, Sand 
the priest hath dipped his finger in the blood, 


and sprinkled of the blood seven times before | 
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Jehovah, at the front of the vail of the sane- 
tuary ; ’ and the priest hath put of the blood 
on the horns of the altar of spice-perfume 
before Jehovah, which is in the tent of meet- 
ing, and all the blood of the bullock he doth 
pou vut at the foundation of the altar of the 
purat-offering, which is at the opening of the 
tent of meeting. 

8° And all the fat of the bullock of the sin- 
offering he doth lft up from it, the fat which 
is covering over the inwards, and all the fat 
which is on the inwards, %and the two kid- 
neys, and the fat which is on them, which és 
on the flanks, and the redundance above the 
liver, (beside the kidneys he doth turn it 
aside), as it is lifted up from the ox of the 
sacrifice of the peace-offerings; and the priest 
hath made them a perfume on the altar of 
the burnt-offering. 

11* And the skin of the bullock, and all its 
flesh, besides its head, and besides its legs, 
and its inwards, and its dung—!he hath 
even brought out the whole bullock unto the 
outside of the camp, unto a clean place, unto 
the place of the pouring out of the ashes, 
and he hath burnt it on the wood with fire; 
beside the place of the pouring out of the 
ashes it is burnt. 

13¢ And if the whole eee of Israel] err 
ignorantly, and the thing hath been hidden 
from the eyes of the assembly, and they have 
done something against one of all the com- 
mands of Jehovah concerning things which 
are not to be done, and have been guilty; 
14 when the sin which they have sinned con- 
cerning it hath been known, then have the 
assembly brought near a bullock, a son of the 
herd, for a sin-offering, and they have brought 
it in before the tent of meeting; and the 
elders of the company have laid their hands 
on the head of the bullock, before Jehovah, 
and one hath slaughtered the bullock before 
Jehovah. 

16¢ And the priest who is anointed hath 
brought in of the blood of the bullock unto 
the tent of meeting, “and the priest hath 
dipped his finger m the blood, and hath 
sprinkled seven times before Jehovah at the 
front of the vail, 8and some of the blood he 
doth put on the horns of the altar which is 
before Jehovah, which zs in the tent of meet- 
ing; and all the blood he doth pour out at 
the foundation of the altar of the burnt- 
offering, which zs at the opening of the tent 
of meeting; and all its fat he doth hft up 
from it, and hath made perfume on the altar. 

20*¢ And he hath done to the bullock as he 
hath done to the bullock of the sin-offering, 
so he doth to it; and the priest hath made 
atonement for them, and it hath been for- 
given them; “and he hath brought ont the 
bullock unto the outside of the camp, and 
hath burned it as he hath burned the first 
bullock ; it is a sin-offering of the assembly. 

22 When a prince doth sin, and hath done 
something against one of all the commands 


of Jehovah his God regarding things which 


are not to be done, through ignorance, and 
hath been cuilty—*3 or his sin wherein he 
hath sinned hath been made known unto him. 
then he hath brought in his offering, a kid 
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of the goats, a male, a perfect one, “tand he 
hath Jaid his hand on the head of the goat, 
and hath slaughtered it in the place where 
he doth slaughter the burnt-offering before 
Jehovah ; it 7s a sin-offering.

of the sin-offering with his finger, and hath 
put on the horns of the altar of the burnt- 
offering, and its blood he doth pour out at 
the foundation of the altar of the burnt-offer- 
ing, *and with all its fat he doth make 
yerfuume on the altar, as the fat of the sacri- 
fice of the peace-offerings; and the priest 
hath made atonement for him because of his 
sin, and it hath been forgiven him. 

*7 * And if any person of the people of the 
land sin through ignorance, by his doing 
something against one of the commands of 
Jehovah regarding things which are not to 
be done, and hath been guilty—or his sin 
which he hath sinned hath been made known 
unto him, then he hath bronght in his offer- 
ing, a kid of the goats, a perfect one, a fe- 
male, for his sin which he hath sinned, *’ and 
he hath laid his hand on the head of the sin- 
offering, and hath slaughtered the sin-offer- 
ing in the place of the burnt-offering. 

30 ‘And the priest hath taken of its blood 
with his finger, and hath put on the horns 
of the altar of the ournt-offering, and all its 
blood he doth pour out at the foundation of 
the altar, ?4and all its fat he doth turn aside, 
as the fat hath been turned aside from off 
the sacrifice of the peace-offerings, and the 
priest hath made perfume on the altar, for 
sweet fragrance to Jehovah; and the priest 
hath made atonement for him, and it hath 
been forgiven him. 

32 § And if he bring in a meee Jor his 
offering, for a sin-offering, a female, a _per- 
fect one, he doth bring in, #and he hath 
laid his hand on the head of the sin-offer- 
ing, and hath slaughtered it for a sin-offer- 
ing in the place where he slaughtereth the 
burnt-offering. 

34 * And the priest hath taken of the blood 
of the sin-offering with his finger, and hath 
put on the horns of the altar of the burnt- 
offering, and all its blood he poureth out at 
the foundation of the altar, 2°and all its fat 
he turneth aside, as the fat of the sheep is 
turned aside from the sacrifice of the peace- 
offerings, and the priest hath made them a 
periume on the altar, according to the fire- 
offerings of Jehovah, and the priest hath 
made atonement for him, for his sin which 
Romnath sinned, and it hath been forgiven 


V. 1‘AND when a person doth sin, and 
hath heard the voice of an oath, and he is 
witness, or hath seen, or hath known—if he 
declare not, then he hath borne his ini- 
quity : 

2°Or when a person cometh against any 
thing unclean, or against a carcase of an_un- 
clean beast, or against a carcase of unclean 
cattle, or against a carcase of an unclean 
teeming creature, and it hath been hidden 
from him, and he unclean, and guilty ; 

3°Or when he cometh against uncleanness 
of man, even any of hisuncleanness whereby

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wrongfully with an oath, and it hath been 
hid from him ;—when he hath known then 
he hath been guilty of one of these ; 

6 “And it hath been when he is guilty of 
one of these, that he hath confessed concern- 
ing that which he hath sinned, and hath 
brought in his guilt-offering to Jehovah for 
his sin which he hath sinned, a female out of 
the flock, a lamb, or a kid of the goats, for a 
sin-offering, and the priest hath made atone- 
ment for him, because of his sin. 

7 *And if his hand reach not to the suffi- 
ciency of a lamb, then he hath brought in 
his guilt-offering—he who hath sinned—two 
turtle-doves or two young pigeons to Jeho- 
vah, one for a sin-otfering, and one for a 
burnt-offering ; Sand he hath brought them 
in unto the priest, and hath brought near 
that which is for a sin-offering first, and 
hath wrung off its head from its neck, and 
doth not separate zt, 9and he hath sprinkled 
of the leet of the sin-offering on the side of 
the altar, and that which is left of the blood 
is wrung out at the foundation of the altar ; 
it is a sin-offering, 

10*And the second he maketh a burnt- 
offering, avcording to the ordinance, aud the 
priest hath made atonement for him, because 
of his sin which he hath sinned, and it hath 
been forgiven him. 

1 * And if his hand reach not to two title- 
doves, or to two young pigeons, then he hath 
brought in his offering—he who hath sinned 
—a tenth of an ephah of flow for a sin- 
offering ; he putteth no oil on it, nor doth he 
put on it frankincense, for it ts a sin-offer- 
ing, and he hath brought it in unto the 
Deets and the priest hath taken a handful 

rom it—the fulness of his hand—its memo- 
rial—and hath made perfume on the altar, 
according to the fire-otferings of Jehovah ; it 
ts a sin-offering. 

13*And the priest hath made atonemeut 
for him, for his sin which he hath sinned 
against one of these, and it hath been for- 
given him, and the remnant hath been to the 
priest, like the present.’ 

14 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, » ‘When a person committeth a trespass, 
and hath eared through ignorance against 
the holy things of Jehovah, then he hath 
brought in his guilt-offering to Jehovah, a 
ram, a perfect one, out of the flock, at thy 
valuation in silver—shekels by the shekel of 
the sanctuary—for a guilt-offering. 

16 * And that which he hath sinned against 
the holy thing he repayeth, and its fitth is 
adding to it, and hath given it to the priest, 
and the priest maketh atonement for him 
with the ram of the guilt-offering, and it 
hath been forgiven him. 

17* And when any person sinneth, and hath 
done something against one of all the com- 
mands of Jehovah regarding things which 
are not to be done, one hath not known, 
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and he hath been guilty, and hath borne his | 
eae 

18*°Then he hath brought in a ram, a per- 
fect one, out of the flock, at thy valuation, 
for a guilt-offering, unto the riest; and the 
priest hath made atonement for him, for his 
ignorance in which he hath erred and he hath 
not known, and it hath been forgiven him: 
Vit is a guilt-offering ; he hath been certainly 
lg before Jehovah.’ 

VI. !:AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses 
saying, 2 ‘When any person doth sin, an 
hath committed a trespass against Jehovah, 
and hath lied to his fellow concerning a de- 
posit, or concerning fellowship, or concerning 
violent robbery, or hath oppressed his fellow; 
3or hath found a lost thing, and hath lie 
concerning it, and hath sworn to a falsehood, 
concerning one of all these which man doth, 
une in them:

it; to him whose it is he giveth it in the day 
of his guilt-offering. ; 

6* And his guilt-offering he bringeth in to 
Jehovah, a ram, a perfect one, out of the 
flock, at thy estimation, for a amet 
unto the priest, 7 and the priest hath made 
atonement for him before Jehovah, and it 
hath been forgiven him, concerning one 
thing of all that he doth, by being guilty 
therein.’ 

8 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, 9*Command Aaron and his sons, saying, 
This is a law of the burnt-offering (it is the 
burnt-offering, because of the burning on the 
altar all the night unto the morning, and 
the fire of the altar is burning on it,) /°that 
the priest hath put on his long robe of fine 
linen, and his fine linen trousers he doth put 
on his flesh, and hath lifted up the ashes 
which the fire consumeth with the burnt- 
offering on the altar, and hath put them 
near the altar; “and he hath st Rae off 
his garments, and hath put on other gar- 
ments, and hath brought out the ashes un- 
to the outside of the camp, unto a clean 


lace, 

12 ¢ And the fire on the altar is burning on 
it, it is not quenched, and the priest hath 
burned on it wood morning by morning, and 
hath arranged on it the burnt-offering, and 


peace-offerings ; fire is continually burning 
on the altar, it is not quenched. 

14¢And this is a law of the present: 
sous of Aaron have brought it near hefore 
Jehovah unto the front of the altar, and 
one hath lifted up of it with his hand from 
the flour of the present, and from its oil, 
and all the frankincense which is on the 
present, and hath made perfume on the 
altar, sweet fragrancc—its memorial to Je-

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6° And the remnant of it do Aaron and 
his sons eat; with unleavened things it is 
eaten, in the holy place, in the court of the 
tent of meeting they do eat it. “It is not 
baken with any thing fermented, their portion 
I have given it, out of My fire-offerings ; it is 
most holy, like the sin-offering, and Jike the 
guilt-offering. 18 Every male among the sons 
of Aaron doth eat it—a statute age-during 
to your generations, out of the fire‘offerings 
of Ree all that cometh against them 
is holy. 
_ 28 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, 7° “This is an offering of Aaron_and of 
his sons, which they bring near to Jehovah 
in the day of his being anointed; a tenth 
of the ephah of flour for a continual present, 
half of 1t in the morning, and half of 1t in the 
evening; “ton a girdel with oil it_is made— 
fried thou dost bring it in; baked pieces of 
the present thou dost bring near, a sweet 
fragrance to Jehovah. 

22° And the priest who is anointed in his 

stead, from among his sons, doth make it,— 
a statute age-during of Jehovah: it is com- 
pletely perfumed; #3 and every present of a 
priest is a whole burnt-offering; it is not 
eaten.’ 
_ 4 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, * ‘Speak unto Aaron and unto his sons, 
saying, This is a law of the sin-offering: in 
the place where the burnt-offering is slaugh- 
tered is the sin-offering slaughtered before 
Jehovah ; it is most holy. 

*6 “The priest who is making atonement 

with it doth eat it, in the holy place it is 
eaten, in the court of the tent of meeting; 
7 all that cometh against its flesh is holy, 
and when any of its blood is sprinkled on 
the garment, that on which it is sprinkled 
thou dost wash in the holy place; “and an 
earthen vessel in which it is boiled is 
broken, and if in a brass vessel it is boiled, 
then it is scoured and rinsed with water. 
_ % “Every male among the priests doth eat 
it—it is most holy; 3°and no sin-offering, any 
of whose blood is brought in unto the tent of 
meeting to make atonement in the sanctuary 
is eaten; with fire it is burnt. 

VIL ? ‘AND this is a law of the guilt- 
offering: it is most holy; 2in the place where 
they slaughter the burnt-offering they do 
slaughter the guilt-offering, and its blood 
one doth sprinkle on the altar round about, 
3and all its fat he bringeth near out of it, 
the fat tail, and the fat which is covering 
the inwards, 4and the two kidneys, and the 
fat which is on them, which is on the flanks, 
and the redundance above the liver (beside 
the kidneys he doth turn it aside); Sand 
the pricst hath made them a perfume on the 
altar, a fire-offering to Jehovah; it is a guilt- 
offering. ; 

6 * Every male among the priests doth eat it; 
in the holy place it is eaten—it is most holy ; 
7a3 is a sin-offering, so isa guilt-offering; one 
law is for them; the priest who maketh atone- 
nent by it—it is his. 

8* And the pricst who is bringing near any 
man’s burnt-offering, the skin of the burpt- 
offering which he hath brought near, it is the 
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peat © his own; 2and every present which is 
vaked in an oven, and every one done in a 
frying-pan, and on a girdel, is the priest’s who 
is bringing it near; it 1s his; 1®and every pre- 
sent, mixed with oil or dry, is for all the sons 
of Aaron—one as another. 

11* And this is alaw of the sacrifice of the 
peace-offerings which one bringeth near to Je- 
hovah: !2if for a thank-offering he bring it 
near, then he hath brought near with the 
sacrifice of thank-offering unleavened cakes 
mixed with oil, and thin unleavened eakes 
anointed with oil, and of fried flour cakes 
mixed with oil; }° besides the cakes, fermented 
bread he doth bring near with his offering, 
besides the sacrifice of thank-offering of his 
peace-offerings; }4and he hath brought near 
out of it one of the whole offering—a heave- 
offering to Jehovah; to the priest who is 
sprinkling the blood of the peace-offerings—it 
is his; ' as to the flesh of the sacrifice of the 
thank-offering of his peace-offerings, in the 
day of his offering it is eaten; he doth not 
leave of it till morning. 

16“ And if the sacrifice of his offering is a 
vow or free-will offering, in the day of his 
bringing near his sacrifice it is eaten; and on 
the morrow also the remnant of it is eaten; 
17 and the remnant of the flesh of the sacrifice 
on the third day with fire is burnt; 1 and if 
any of the flesh of the sacritice of his peace 
offerings be really eaten on the third day, it 
*s not pleasing; for him who is bringing it 
near it is not reckoned; it is an abominable 
thing, and the person who is eating of it 
his iniquity doth bear. 

19 * And the flesh which cometh against any 
unclean thing is not eaten; with fire it is 
burnt; as to the flesh, every clean one doth 
eat of the flesh; *°and the person who eateth 
of the flesh of the sacrifice of the peace-offer- 
ings which are Jehovah’s, and his uncleanness 
upon him, even that person hath been cut off 
from his one 

21° And when a person cometh against any 
thing unclean, of the uncleanness of man, or of 
the uncleanness of beasts, or of any unclean 
teeming creature, and hath eaten of the flesh 
of the sacrifice of the peace-offerings which 
are Jehovah’s, even that person hath been 
eut off from his people.’ 

22 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, °3* Speak unto the sons of Israel, saying, 
Any fat of ox and sheep and goat ye do not 
eat; 7+ and the fat of a carcase, and the fat of 
a torn thing is prepared for any work, but ye 
do certainly not eat it; for whoever eateth 
the fat of the beast, of which one bringeth 
near a fire-offering to Jehovah, even the per- 
son who eateth hath been ent off from his 
people. 

*6* And any blood ye do not eat in all your 
dwellings, of fowl, or of beast; °7 any person 
who eateth any blood, even that person hath 
been cut off from his people.’ 

_ 8 And Jehovah speaketh nnto Moses, say- 
ing, % ‘Speak unto the sons of Israel, saying, 
He who is bringing near the sacrifice of his 
peace-offerings to Jehovah doth bring in his 
offering to Jehovah from the sacrifice of his 
peace-offerings; 2° his own hands do bring in 
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the fire-offerings of Jehovah, the fat beside the 
breast, it he doth bring in with the breast, to 
wave 1t—a wave-offering before Jehovah. 

31° And the priest hath made perfume with 
the fat on the altar, and the breast hath been 
Aaron’s and his sons; and the right leg ye 
do make a heave-offering to the priest of 6 
sacrifices of your peace-offerings ; 33 he of the 
sons of Aaron who is bringing near the blood 
of the peace-offerings, and the fat, his is the 
right leg for a portion. 

34° For the breast of the wave-offering, and 
the leg of the heave-offering, I have taken from 
the sons of Isracl, from the sacrifices of their 
peace-offerings, and I give them to Aaron the 
priest, and to his sons, by a statute age-dur- 
ine, from the sous of Israel.’ 

3> This is the anointing of Aaron, and the 
anointing of his sons out of the fire-offerings 
of Jehovah, in the day he hath brought them 
near to act as priest to Jehovah, °° which Je- 
hovah hath commanded to give to them in the 
day of His anointing them, from the sons of 
ame statute age-during to their genera- 

ions. 

87 This is the law for burnt-offering, for pre- 
sent, and for sin-offering, and for guilt-offer- 
ing, and for consecrations, and for a sacrifice 
of the peace-offerings, *® which Jehovah hath 
commanded Moses in Mount Sinai, in the day 
of his commandinz the sons of Israel to bring 
near their offerings to Jehovah, in the wilder- 
ness of Sinai. 

VIII. } AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
saying, ? ‘Take Aaron and his sons with him. 
and the garments, and the anointing oil, and 
the bullock of the sin-offering, and the two 
rams, and the basket of unleavened things, 
3 and all the company assemble thou unto the 
opening of the tent of meeting.’ 

4And Moses doth as Jehovah hath com- 
manded him, and the company is assembled 
unto the opening of the tent of meeting, and 
Moses saith unto the company, ‘ This és the 
thing which Jehovah hath cominanded to do.’ 

6 And Moses bringeth near Aaron and his 
sons, and doth bathe them with water, ’ and 
doth put on him the coat, and doth gird him 
with the girdle, and doth clothe him with the 
wpper robe, and doth put on him the ephad, 
and doth gird him with the girdle of the 
ephod, and doth bind 7é to him with it, Sand 
doth put on him the breastplate, and doth put 
unto the breastplate the Lights and the Per- 
fections, 2and doth put the mitre on _his 
head, and doth put on the mitre, over-against 
its front, the mela flower of the holy crown, 
as Jehovah hath commanded Moses. _ 

10 And Moses taketh the anointing oil, and 
anointeth the tabernacle, and all that is in it, 
and sanctifieth them; 1! and he sprinkleth of 
it on the altar seven times, and anointeth the 
altar, and all its vessels, and the laver, and 
its base, to sanctify them; }*and he poureth 
of the anointing oil on the head of Aaron, 
gud anointeth him to sauctify him. 

13 And Moses bringeth near the sons of 
Aaron, and doth clothe them with coats, and 
cirdeth them with girdles, and bindeth for 
them turbans, as Jehovah hath commanded 
Noses. a

144 And he bringeth mgh the bullock of the 
sin-offering, and Aaron Jayeth—his sons also 
—their hands on the head of the bullock of 
the sin-offering, and one slaughtereth, and 
Moses taketh the blood, and putteth on the 
horns of the altar round about with his finger, 
and cleanseth the altar, and the blood he hath 
poured out at the foundation of the altar, and 
sanctifieth it, to make atonement upon it. 

16 And he taketh all the fat that zs on the 
inwards, and the redundance above the liver, 
and the two kidneys, and their fat, and Moses 
maketh perfume on the altar, 2” and the bul- 
lock, and its skin, and its flesh, and its dung, 
he hath burnt with fire, at the outside of the 
eamp, as Jehovah hath commanded Moses, 

18 And he bringeth near the ram of the 
burnt-offermg, and Aaron and his sons lay 
their hands on the head of the ram, and one 
slaughtereth, and Moses sprinkleth the blood 
on the altar round about; and the ram he 
hath cut into its pieces, and Moses maketh 
perfume with the head, and the aare and 
the fat, 2}and the inwards and the legs he 
hath washed with water, and Moses maketh 
perfume with the whole ram on the altar; it 
is a burnt-offering, for sweet fragrance ; itzs a 
fire-offering to Jehovah, as Jehovah hath com- 
manded Moses. 

“2 And he bringeth near the second ram, a 
ram of the consecrations, and Aaron and his 
sons tay their hands on the head of the ram, 
Band one slaughtereth, and Moses taketh of 
its blood, and putteth on the tip of the right 
ear of Aaron, and on the thumb of his right 
hand, and on the great toe of his right foot; 
*4and he bringeth near the sons of Aaron, 
and Moses putteth of the blood on the tip of

And Moses sprinkleth the blood on the altar 
round about, and taketh the fat, and the 
fat tail, and all the fat that 2s on the inwards, 
and the redundance above the liver, and the 
two kidneys, and their fat, and the right leg; 
*6 and out of the basket of unleavened things, 
which is before Jelhiovah, he hath taken one 
unleavened cake, and one cake of oiled bread, 
and one thin cake, and yuttteth them on the 
fat, and on the right leg; *7and putteth the 
whole on the hands of Aaron, and on the 
hands of his sons, and wavcth them-- a wave- 
offering before Jehovah. 

“3 And Moses taketh them from off their 
hands, and maketh perfume on the altar, on 
the burnt-offering, they ae consecrations for 
sweet fragrance; it is a fire-oflering to Je- 
hovah; and Moses taketh the breast, and 
waveth it—a wave-oflering before Jehovah; 
of the ram of the consecrations it hath been 
to Moses for a portion, as Jehovah hath com- 
inanded Moses. 

30 And Moses taketh of the anointing oil, 
and of the blood which 7s on the altar, and 
sprinkleth on Aaron, on his garments, and on 
his sons, and on the garments of his sous with 
him, and he sanctifieth Aaron, his garments, 
and his sons, and the garments of his sons 
with him. 

31 And Moses saith unto Aaron, and unte 

mod 
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his sons, ‘ Boil ye the flesh at the opening of 
the tent of necting, and there ye do eat it and 
the bread which is in the basket of the conse- 
crations, as I have commanded, saying, Aaron 
and his sons do eat it. 

32° And the remnant of the flesh and of the 
bread with fire ye burn; *3 and from the open- 
ing of the tent of meeting ye go not out seven 
days, till the day of the full the days of 
your consecration —for seven days he doth 
consecrate your hand; * as he hath done on 
this day, Jehovah hath commanded to do, to 
make atonement for you; and at the open- 
ing of the tent of meeting ye abide, by day 
and by night seven days, and ye have kept 
the charge of Jehovah, and die not, for so 1 
have been commanded.

1} AND it cometh to pass on the eighth 
day, Moses hath called for Aaron and for 
his sons, and for the elders of Israel, 2and he 
saith unto Aaron, ‘Take to thyselt a calf, a 
son of the herd, tor a sin-offering, and a rain 
for a burnt-offering, perfect ones, and bring 
near before Jehovah.

7 And Moses saith unto Aaron, ‘ Draw near 
unto the altar, and make thy sin-offering, and 
thy burnt-offering, and make atonement for 
thyself, and for the people, and make the 
ofiering of the people, and make atonement 
for them, as Jehovah hath commanded.’ 

8 And Aaron draweth near unto thie altar, 
and slaughtereth the ealf of the sin-offering, 
which 7s for himself; 9 and the sons of Aaron 
bring the blood near unto him, and he dippeth 
his fingerin the blood, and putteth ét on the 
horns of the altar, and the blood he hath 
poured out at the foundation of the altar; 
and the fat, and the kidneys, and the re- 
dundance of the liver, of the sin-offering, he 
hath made a perfume on the altar, as Jehovah 
hath commanded Moses; “ and the flesh and 
the skin he hath burnt with fire, at the out- 
side of the camp. 

1 And he slaughtereth the burnt-offering, 
and the sons of Aaron have presented unto 
him the blood, and he spiny eth it on the 
altar round about; Band the burnt-offering 
they have presented unto him, by its pieces, 
and the head, and he maketh perfume on the 
altar; Mand he washeth the inwards and the 
lees, and maketh perfume for the burnt-oller- 
Ine on the altar. 

'S And he bringeth near the offering of the

18 And he slaughtereth the bullock and the 
ram, a sacrifice of the peace-offerings, which 
are for the people, and sons of Aaron pre- 
sent the blood unto him (and he sprinkleth it 
on the altar round about), 9 and the fat of the 
bullock, and of the ram, the fat tail, and the 
covering of the inwards, and the kidneys, and 
the redundance above the liver, *° and they 
set the fat on the breasts, and he maketh per- 
fume with the fat on the altar; *!and the 
breasts, and the right leg hath Aaron waved 
—a wave-offering before Jehovah, as He hath 
commanded Moses. 

22 And Aaron lifteth up his hand towards 
the people, and blesseth them, and cometh 
down from making the sin-offering, and the 
burnt-offering, and the Rese camen nes: 

23 And Moses goeth in—Aaron also—unto 
the tent of meeting, and they come out, and 
bless the people, and the honour of Jehovah 
appcareth unto all the people; *and fire 
cometh out from before Jehovah, and con- 
sumeth on the altar the burnt-offering, and 
the fat; and allthe people see, and cry aloud, 
and fall on their faces. 

X. J AND the sons of Aaron, Nadab and 
Abihu, take each his censer, and put in them 
fire, and put on it perfume, and bring near 
before Jehovah strange fire, which He hath 
not commanded them; “and fire goeth out 
fro before Jehovah, and conusumeth them, 
and they die before Jehovah. 

3 And Moses saith unto Aaron, ‘It is that 
which Jehovah hath spoken, saying, By those 
drawing near to Me en sanctitied, and in 
the face of all the people I am honoured;’ 
and Aaron is silent. 

4 And Moses calleth unto Mishael and unto 
Elzaphan, sons of Uzziel, uncle of Aaron, 
and saith unto them, ‘Come near, bear your 
brethren from the front of the sanctuary 
unto the outside of the camp;’ ° and they 
come near, and bear them in their coats 
unto the outside of the camp, as Moses hath 
spoken. 

6 And Moses saith unto Aaron, and to 
Eleazar, and to Ithamar his sons, ‘ Your 
heads ye do not uncover, and your garments 
ye do not rend, that ye die not, and on all 
the company He be wroth; as to your breth- 
ren, the whole house of Israel, they bewail 
the burning which Jehovah hath kindled ; 
7and from the opening of the tent of meet- 
ing ye do not go out, lest ye die, for the 
anointing oil of Jehovah is upon you;’ and 
they do according to the word of Moses. 

_ And Jehovah speaketh unto Aaron, say- 
ing, 9‘ Wine and strong drink thou dost not 
drink, thou, and thy sons with thee, in your 
going in unto the tent of meeting, and ye 
die not—a statute age-during to your genera- 
tions: so as to make a separation between 
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the holy and the cominon, and between thi 
unclean and the pure; “and to teach the 
sons of Israel all the statutes which Jeho- 
vah hath spoken unto them by the hand of 
Moses.’ 

12 And Moses speaketh unto Aaron, and 
unto Eleazar, and unto Ithamar his sons, 
who are left, ‘Take ye the present that is 
left from the fire-offerings of Jehovah, and 
eat it unleavened near the altar, for it is 
most holy, “and ye have eaten it in the 
holy place, for it ‘s thy portion, and the por- 
tion of thy sons, from the fire-offerings of Je- 
hovah; for so I have been commanded. 

14¢ And the breast of the wave-offering, and 
the leg of the heave-offering, ye do eat ina 
clean place, thou, and thy sons, and thy 
daughters with thee; for thy portion and 
the portion of thy sons they have been 
given, out of the sacrifices of peace-offerings 
of the sons of Israel; the leg of the heave- 
offering, and breast of the wave-offering, be- 
sides fire-offerings of the fat, they do bring 
in to wave a wave-offering before Jehovah, 
and it hath been to thee, and to thy sons with 
thee, by a statute age-during, as Jehovah 
hath commanded.’ 

16 And the goat of the sin-offering hath 
Moses diligently sought, and lo, it is burnt, 
and he is wroth against Eleazar, and against 
Ithamar, sons of Aaron, who are left, say- 
ing, 1? ‘Wherefore have ye not eaten the sin- 
offering in the holy place, for it is most 
holy—and it He hath given to you to take 
away the iniquity of the company, to make 
atonement for them before Jehovah? 13 lo, 
its blood hath not been brought in unto the 
holy place within; eating ye do eat it in the 
holy place, as I have commanded.’ 

19 And Aaron speaketh unto Moses, ‘Lo, 
to-day they have brought near their sin- 
offering and their burnt-offering before Je- 
hovah; and things like these meet me, yet 
I have eaten a sin-offering to-day; is it good 
in the eyes of Jehovah?’ °°? And Moses hear- 
keneth, and it is good in his eyes. 

XI, JAND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying unto them, * ‘Speak 
unto the sons of Israel, saying, This ts the 
beast which ye do eat out of all the beasts 
which are on the earth: 3 any dividing a 
hoof, and cleaving the cleft of the hoofs, 
bringing up the cud, among the beasts, it ye 
do eat. ; 

4* Only, this ye do not eat—of those bring- 
ing up the ad. and of those dividing the 
hoof—the camel, though it is bringing up_the 
cud, yet the hoof not dividing—it is unclean 
to you; 5and the rabbit, though it is bring- 
ing up the cud, yet the hoof it divideth not— 
unclean it is to you; ®and the hare, though 
it is bringing up the cud, yet the hoof hath 
not divided—unclean it is to you; 7and the 
sow, though it is dividing the hoof, and cleav- 
ing the cleft of the hoof, yet the eud it bring- 
eth not up—unclean it 7s to you. 

8*Of their flesh ye do not eat, and against 
their carcase ye do not come—unclean they 
are to you. ; . 

9*This ye do eat of all which are in the 
waters; any one that ie fins and scales 1n 
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the waters, in the seas, and in the brooks, 
them ye do eat ; and any one that hath not 
fins and seales in the seas, and in the brooks, 
of any teeming ereature of the waters, and 
of any creature whieh liveth, whieh is in the 
waters—an abomination they are to yon; 
Nyea, an abomination they are to you; of 
their flesh ye do not eat, and their carcase ye 
abominate. 

12° Any one that hath not fins and scales in 
the waters—an abomination it is to you. 

13‘ And these ye do abominate of the fowl; 
they are not eaten, an abomination they are: 
the eagle, and the ossifrage, and the ospray, 
land the vulture, and the kite after its cae 
every raven after its kind, “and the owl, 
and the night-hawk, and the enckoo, and the 
hawk after its kind, “and the little owl, 
and the cormorant, and the great owl, 8and 
the swan, and the pelican, and the gier eacle, 
Wand the stork, the heron after its kind, 
and the lap-wing, and the bat. 

*0‘ Every teeming creature which is flying, 
whieh is going on four—an abomination it és 
to you: 

** Only—this ye do eat of any teeming 
thing which is flying, which is going on four, 
which hath legs above its feet, to move with 
them on the earth; “*these of them ye do 
eat: the locust after its kind, and the bald 
loeust after its kind, and the beetle after 
its kind, and the grasshopper after its kind ; 
and every teeming thing which is flying, 
which hath four feet—an abomination it is 
to you. 

“4* And by these ye are made unclean, any 
one who is coming against their carcase is un- 
elean till the evening; “and any one who is lift- 
ing up aught of their earcase doth wash his 
garments, and hath been unelean till the 
evening :—**even every beast which is divid- 
ing the hoof, and is not cloven-footed, and 
the cud is not bringing np—inelean they are 
to you; any one whio is coming against them is 
unelean. 

7° And any one going.on its paws, among all 
the beasts whieh are going on four—unclean 
they are to you; any one who is eoming against 
their earease is unelean until the evening; 
*Sand he who is lifting up their carcase doth 
wash his garments, and hath been wnelean 
until the evening—unelean they are to you. 

%* And this is to vou the woiclean among 
the teeming things which are teeming on the 
earth: the weasel, and the mouse, and the 
tortoise after its kind, and the ferret, and 
the chameleon, and the lizard, and the snail, 
and the mole; 3! these are the nnelean to you 
among all which are teeming ; any one who is 
coming against them in their death is unclean 
till the evening. 

32° And anything on which any one of them 
falleth, in their death, is unclean, of any 
vessel of wood or garment or skin or sack, 
any vessel in which work is done is brought 
into water, and hath been unelean till the 
evening, then it hath been clean; “and any 
earthen vessel, into the midst of which any 
one of them falleth, all that isin its midst is 
anclean, and it ye do break. 

w° Of all the tood ae is eaten, that on 
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which cometh such water, is unclean, and all 
drink whieh is drunk in any such vessel is 
unclean; *®and anything on which any of 
their earease falleth is unclean (oven or double 
pots), it is broken down, unelean they are, 
yea, unclean they are to you. 

36 * Only—a fountain or pit, a eollcetion of 
water, is elean, but that whieh is coming 
against their earcase is unelean; 37 and when 
any of their carease falleth on any sown seed 
whieh is sown—it zs elean; 33 and when water 
is put on the seed, and any of its carease 
hath fallen on it—unclean it is to you. 

3) And when any of the beasts which are 
to you for food dieth, he who is coming 
against its carease is unclean till the evening; 
Mand he who is eating of its earease doth 
wash his garments, and hath been unelean 
till the evening; and he who is lifting up its 
earcase doth wash his garments, and hath 
been unclean till the evening. 

41° And every teeming thing which is teem- 
ing on the earth is an abomination, it is not 
eaten; any thing going on the belly, and 
any going on four, unto every multiplier of 
feet, to every teeming thing which is teeming 
on the earth—ye do not cat them, for they 
are an abomination; “ye do not make your- 
selves abominable with any teeming thing 
which is teeming, nor do ye make yourselves 
unclean with them, so that ye have been un- 
elean thereby. 

4°For I am Jehovah your God, and ye 
have sanctified yourselves, and ye have been 
holy, for I am holy; and ye do not defile 
your persons with any teeming thing which 
is creeping on the earth; “for I am Jehovah 
who am bringing you up out of the land of 
Eeypt to become your God; and ye have 
been holy, for I am holy. 

4° This is a law of the beasts, and of the 
fowl, and of every living creature which is 
moving in the waters, and of every creature 
which is teeming on the earth, “to make 
separation between the unclean and the pure, 
and between the beast that is eaten, and the 
beast that is not eaten.’ 

XIL J AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
saying, *‘Speak unto the sons of Israel, say 
ing, A woman when she giveth seed, and hath 
born a male, then she hath been unclean 
seven days, according to the days of separa. 
tion for her sickness she is unelean; %and 
in the eighth day is the flesh of his foreskin 
eircumeised; tand thirty and three days 
she doth abide in the blood of her cleansing; 
against any holy thing she doth not come, 
and unto the sanctuary she doth uot go in, 
till the fulness of tlie days of her eleansing. 

6* And if a female she bear, then she hath 
been unelean two weeks, as in her separa- 
tion; and sixty and six days she doth abide 
for the blood of her cleansing. 

6* And in the fulness of the days of her 
cleansing for son or for daughter she doth 
bring in a lamb, a son of a year, for a burnt- 
offering, and a young pigeon or a turtle-dove 
for a sin-offering, unto the opening of_the 
tent of meeting, unto the priest; 7and he 
hath brought 16 near before Jehovah, and 
hath made atonement fur ler, aud she hath

been cleansed from the fountain of her blood; 
this is the law of her who is bearing, in re- 
gard to a male or to a female. 

8* And if her hand find not the sufficiency 
of asheep, then she hath taken two turtle- 
doves, or two young pigeons, one for a burnt- 
offering, and one for a sin-offering, and the 
wriest hath made atonement for her, and she 

ath been cleansed.’ 

XII. 2? AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
and unto Aaron, saying, * ‘ When a man hath 
in the skin of his flesh a rising, or scab, or 
bright spot, and it hath become in the skin 
of his flesh a Icprous plague, then he hath 
been brought in unto Aaron the priest, or 
unto one of his sons the priests; -and the 
priest hath seen the plague in the skin of the 
flesh, and the hair in the plague hath turned 
white, and the appearance of the plague is 
deeper than the skinof his tlesh—it is a plagne 
of leprosy, and the priest hath scen him, and 
hath pronounced him unclean. 

4° Andif the bright spot is white in the skin 
of his flesh, and its appearance is not deeper 
than the skin, and its hair hath not turned 
white, then hath the priest shut up him who 
hath the plague seven days. 

5*And the priest hath seen him on the 
seventh day, and lo, the plague hath stood in 
his eyes, the plague hath not spread in the 
skin, and the pricst hath shut him upasecond 
seven clays. 

6§*And the priest hath seen him on the 
secoud seventh day, and lo, the plague is be- 
some weak, and the plague hath not spread 
m the skin—and the eal hath pronounced 
him clean, itis a scab, and he hath washed 
his garments, and hath been clean. 

7*And if the scab spread _ greatly in the 
skin, after his being seen by the priest for his 
cleansing, then he hath bcen seen a second 
time by the priest; 8 and the priest hath seen, 
and lo, the scab hath spread in the skin, and 
the priest hath pronounced him unclean; it is 
leprosy. 

‘When a plague of leprosy is in a man, 
then he hath becn brought in unto the priest, 
Mand the pricst hath seen, and lo, a white 
rising in the skin, and it hath turned the hair 
white, and a quickening of raw flesh is in the 
rising,— an old leprosy it is in the skin of 
his flesh, and the priest hath pronounced him 
unclean; he doth not shut him up, for he is 
unclean. 

12° And if the leprosy break out greatly 
in the skin, and the leprosy hath covered all 
the skin of him who hath the plague, from his 
hicadl even unto his feet, to all that appeareth 
to the eyes of the priest, then hath the vriest 
geen, and lo, the lenroey hath covered all his 
flesh, and he hath pronounced him who hath 
the plague clean; 1t hath all turned white; 
he zs clean. 

14° And in the day of raw flesh being seen 
in him he is unclean; 'and the priest hath 
seen the raw flesh, and hath pronounced 
him unclean; the raw flesh is unclean, it is 
leprosy. 2®Or when the raw flesh turneth 
back, and hath been turned to white, then 
ne hath come in unto the pricst, )” and the 
priest hath seen him, and lo, the plague hath 
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been turned to white, and the priest hath 
Pee ucet clean him who hath the plague 

e is clean. 

18“ And when flesh hath in it, in its skin, 
an ulcer, and it hath been healed, ” and 
there hath been in the place of the ulcer a 
white rising, or a bright white spot, very 
red, then it hath been seen by the priest, 
“and the priest hath seen, and lo, its ap- 
ferance is lower than the skin, and its hair 
1ath turned white, and the priest hath pro- 
nounced him unclean; it is a plague of lep- 
rosy—in an weer it hath broken out. 

=I * And if the priest see it, and lo, there is 
no white hair in it, and it is not lower than 
the skin, and is become weak, then hath the 
priest shut him up seven days; “and if it 
spread greatly in the skin, then hath the 
priest pronounced him unclean, it is a plague; 
“and if in its place the bright spot stay—it 
hath not spread—it is an inflammation of 
the ulcer; and the priest hath pronounced 
him clean. 

“Or when flesh hath in its skin a fiery 
burning, and the quickening of the burn- 
ing, the bright white spot, hath been very 
red or white, “and the priest hath seen it, 
and _ lo, the hair hath turned white in the 
bright spot, and its appearance is deeper 
than the skin; leprosy it is, in the burn- 
ing it hath broken ont, and the priest hath 
Prono es him wnclean; it is a plague of 
eprosy. 

6 * And if the priest sce it, and lo, there is 

no white hair on the bright spot, and it is 
not lower than the skin, and it is become 
weak, then the paeey hath shut him up 
seven days; ” and the priest hath seen him 
on the seventh day, if it spread greatly in the 
skin, then the priest hath pronounced him 
unclean ; a plague of leprosy it is. 
_ 3 “And if the bright spot stay in its place, 
it hath not spread in the skin, and is become 
weak ; arising of the burning it is, and the 
pnest hath pronounced him clean; for it is 
inflammation of the burning. 

9° And when aman (or a woman) hath in 
him a plague in the head or in the beard, 
then hath the priest seen the plague, and 
lo, its appearance is deeper than the skin, 
and in it a thin shining hair, and the priest 
hath pronounced him unclean; it is a scall 
—it is a leprosy of the head or of the beard. 

“1 “And when the priest seeth the plague 
of the scall, and lo, its appearance 1s not 
deeper than the skin, and there is no black 
hair in it, then hath the pricst shut up 
hin who hath the plague of the scall seven 


ays. 

82 “And the priest hath seen the plague on 
the seventh day, and lo, the seall hath not 
spread, and a shining hair hath not been in 
bs and the appearance of the scall is not 
deeper than the skin, 33 then he hath shaved 
himself, but the scall he doth not shave; 
and the priest hath shut up him who hath 
the scall a second seven days. 

%1 And the priest hath scen the scall on the 
seventh day, and lo, the scall hath not spread 
in the skin, and its appearance is not deeper 
than the skin, andthe priest hath pronounced 
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him clean, and he hath washed his garmeuts, 
and hath been elean. 

35° And if the scall spread ereatly in the 
skin after his cleansing, **and the priest hath 
seen him, and lo, the seall hath spread in the 
skin, the priest seeketh not for the shining 
hair, he is unclean; 97and if in his eyes the 
scall hath stayed, and black hair hath sprung 
up in it, the scall hath been healed—he 7s clean 
—and the priest hath pronounced him clean. 

38 * And when a man or woman hath in the 
skin of their flesh bright spots, white bright 
spots, %and the priest hath seen, and lo, in 
the skin of their flesh white weak bright 
spots, it is a freckled spot broken out in the 
skin ; he is clean. 

49 “And when a man’s head is polished, he 
is bald, he is clean; “t1and if from the corner 
of his face his head is polished, he is bald of 
the forehead; he is clean. 

42 “And when there is in the bald back of 
the head, or in the bald forehead, a very red 
white plague, it is a leprosy breaking out in 
the bald back of the head, or in the bald 
forehead; 8and the priest hath seen him, 
and lo, the rising of the very red white 
plague in the bald back of the head, or in 
the bald forehead, is as the appearance of 
leprosy, in the skin of the flesh, “ he zs a 
leprous man, he is unclean; the priest doth 
pronounce him utterly unclean ; his plague 
t3 in his head. 

4 * As to the leper in whom is the plague, 
his garments are rent, and his head is un- 
covered, and he covereth over the upper lip, 
and ‘Unclean! unclean!’ he calleth; “a 
the days that the plague is in him he is 1n- 
clean; he is unclean, alone he doth dwell, at 
the outside of the camp is his dwelling. 

47 * And when there is in any garment a 
plague of leprosy,—in a garment of wool, or 
in a garment of linen, 4 or in the warp, or in 
the woof, of linen or of wool, or in a skin, 
or in any work of skin, “and the plague hath 
been very green or very red in the garment, 
or in the skin, or in the warp, or in the 
woof, or in any vessel of skin, it is a plague 
of leprosy, aud it hath been shewn the 
priest. 

50* And the priest hath seen the plague, 
and hath shut up that which hath the plague, 
seven days; “!and he hath seen the plague 
on the seventh day, and the plague hath 
spread in the garment, or in the wary, or in 
the woof, or in the skin, of all that 1s made 
of skin for work; the plague is a fretting 
leprosy, it 7s unclean. 

**And he hath burnt the garment, or the 
warp, or the woof, in wool or in linen, or 
any vessel of skin in which the plague is; 
for it is a fretting leprosy; with fire it is 
burnt. 

63 “ And if the priest sec, and lo, the plague 
hath not spread in the garment, or in the 
warp, or in the woof, or in any vessel of 
skin, *4+ then hath the priest commanded, 
and they have washed that in which the 
plague ts, and he hath shut it up a second 
seven days. % And the priest hath seen (hut 
which hath the plague after it hath been 
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its aspect, and the plague hath not spread, 
—it ie unclean ; with fire thou dost )urn it; 
it is a fretting in its back-part or in its front- 


part. 

6 “And if the priest hath seen, and lo, the 
plague is become weak after it hath been 
washed, then he hath rent it out of the gar- 
ment, or out of the skin, or out of the warp, 
or out of the woof; *’and if it still be seen 
in the garment, or in the warp, or in the 
woof, or in any vessel of skin, it 2s a fretting; 
with fire thou dost burn it—that in which 
the plague is. 

8 * And the garment, or the warp, or the 
woof, or any vessel of skin which thou dost 
wash when the plague hath turned. aside 
from them, then it hath been washed a se- 
cond time, and hath been clean. 

69 “This is the law of a plague of leprosy 
ina garment of wool or of linen, or of the 
warp or of the woof, or of any vessel of skin, 
to pronounce it clean or to pronounce it 
unclean.’ 

XIV. } AND Jehovah speaketh unto Mo- 
Ses, saying, ** This is a law of the leper, in 
the day of his cleansing, that he hath been 
brought in unto the priest, and the priest 
hath gone out unto the outside of the camp, 
and the priest hath seen, and lo, the plague 
of leprosy hath ceased from the leper, 4and 
the priest hath commanded, and he hath 
taken for him who is to be cleansed, two 
clean living birds, and cedar wood, and scar- 
let, and hyssop. 

§* And the priest hath commanded, and 
he hath slaughtered the one bird upon an 
earthen vessel, over running water; %as to 
the living bird, he taketh it, and the cedar 
wood, and the scarlet, and the hyssop, and 
hath pinned them and the living bird in the 
blood of the slaughtered bird, over the run- 
ning water, 7and he hath sprinkled on him 
who is to be cleansed from the leprosy seven 
times, and hath pronounced him clean, and 
hath sent out the living bird on the face of 
the field. 

8 “And he who is to be cleansed hath 
washed his garments, and hath shaved all 
his hair, and hath bathed with water, and 
hath been clean, and afterwards he doth 
come in unto the camp, and hath dwelt at 
the outside of his tent seven days. 

9* And it hath been, on the seventh LORE 
he shaveth all his hair, his head, and_ his 
beard, and his eyebrows, even all his hair 
he doth shave, and he hath washed his gar- 
ments, and hath bathed his tlesh with water, 
and hath been clean. 

10° And on the eighth day he taketh two 
lambs, pertect oucs, and one ewe-lamb, daugh- 
ter of ayear, a perfect one, and three tenth 
deals of flour for a present, mixed with oil, 
and one log of oil. 

1 * And the priest who is cleansing hath 
caused the man who is to be cleansed to 
stand with them before Jehovah, at the 
opening of the tent of meeting, “and the

sought it near for a gnilt-offering, also the 


| log of oil, and hath waved them—a wave. 


washed, and lo, the plague hath not changed ! oflering before Jchovah. 
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133°And he hath slaughtered the lamb in 
the place where he slaughtereth the sin-offer- 
ine and the burnt-offering, in the holy place ; 
for like the sin-offering the guilt-oftering is 
to the priest ; it is most holy. 

14¢ And the priest hath taken of the blood 
of the guilt-offering, and the priest hath put 
on the tip of the right ear of him who is 
to be cleansed, and on the thumb of his right 
hand, and on the great toe of his right foot; 
and the priest hath taken of the log of oil, 
and hath poured on the left palm of the 

riest, and the priest hath dipped his right 
inger in the oil which is on his left palm, 
and hath sprinkled of the oil with his finger 
seven times before Jehovah. 

17‘ And of the residue of the oil which is 
on his palm, the priest putteth on the tip 
of the right ear of him who is to be cleansed, 
and on the thumb of his right hand, and on 
the great toe of his right foot, on the blood 
of the guilt-offering; 48and the remnant of 
the oil which is on the palm of the priest, 
he putteth on the head of him who is to be 
cieansed, and the priest hath made atone- 
ment for him before Jehovah. 

19 * And the priest hath made the sin-offer- 
ing, aud hath made atonement for him who 
is to be cleansed from his uncleanness, and 
afterwards he doth slaughter the burnt-offer- 
ing; “and the priest hath caused the burnt- 
offering to ascend, also the present, on the 
altar, and the priest hath made atonement 
for lim, and he hath been clean. 

*1* And if he is poor, and his hand is not 
reaching these things, then he hath taken 
one lamb—a guilt-offering, for a wave-offer- 
ing, to make atonement for him, and one- 
tenth deal of flour mixed with oil for a pre- 
sent, and a log of oil, and two turtle-doves, 
or two young pigeons, which his hand reach- 
eth to, and one hath been a sin-offering, 
and the one a burnt-offering; “and he hath 
brought them in on the eighth day for his 
cleansing unto the priest, unto the opening 
of the tent of meeting, before Jehovah. 

*4“ And the priest hath taken the lamb of 
the guilt-offering, and the log of oil, and the 
fpsest hath waved them—a wave-offering 
yefore Jehovah ; *and he hath slaughtered 
the lamb of the guilt-offering, and the priest 
hath taken of the blood of the lt-offering, 
and hath put on the tip of the right ear 
of him who is to be cleansed, and on the 
thumb of his night hand, and on the great 
toe of his right foot; **and the priest doth 

our of the oil on the left palm of the priest; 
“7 and the priest hath sprinkled with his right 
finger of the oil which is on his left palm, 
seven times before Jehovah. 

¢And the priest hath put of the oil 
which is on his palm, on the tip of the right 
ear of him who is to be cleansed, and on the 
thumb of his rihgt hand, and on the great 
toe of his rightfuot, on the place of the 
blood of the guilt-offering; *? and the rem- 
nant of the oil which ts on the palm of the 
priest he doth put on the head of him who is 
to be cleansed, to make atonement for him, 
before Jehovah. 

% © And he hath made the one of the turtle- 
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doves, or of the young pigeons (from that 
which his hand reacheth to, 3! even that 
which his hand reacheth to), the one a sin- 
offering, and the one a burnt-offering, besides 
the present, and the priest hath made atone- 
ment for him who is to be cleansed before 
Jehovah. * This is a law of him in whom 
is a plague of leprosy, whose hand reacheth 
not to his cleansing.’ 

33 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, and 
unto Aaron, saying, 394‘ When ye come in 
unto the land of Canaan, which I am giving 
to you for a possession, and I have put a 
plague of leprosy in a house ix the land of 
your possession ; *then hath he whose the 

ouse is come in and. declared to the priest, 
saying, As a plague hath appeared to me in 
the house ; *6and the priest hath commanded, 
and they have prepared the house before 
the priest cometh in to see the plague (that 
all which is in the house be not unclean), 
and afterwards doth the priest come in to 
see the house; 97and he hath seen the plague, 
and lo, the plague is in the walls of the 
house, hollow strakes, very green or very 
red, and their appearance is lower than the 
wall, and the priest hath gone out of the 
house unto the opening of the house, and 
hath shut up the house seven days. 

39° And the priest hath turned back on 
the seventh day, and hath seen, and lo, the 
plague hath spread in the walls of the house, 
“and the priest hath commanded, and they 
have drawn out the stones in which the 
plague is, and have cast them unto the out- 
side of the city, unto an unclean place; 
“land the house he doth cause to be scraped 
within round about, and they have poured 
out the clay which they have scraped off, 
at the outside of the city, at an unclean 
place; “and they have taken other stones, 
and brought them in unto the place of the 
stones, and other clay he taketh and hath 
daubed the house. 

8 *And if the plague return, and hath 
broken out in the house, after he hath drawn * 
out the stones, and after the scraping of the 
house, and after the daubing; “then hath 
the priest come in and seen, and lo, the 
plague hath spread _in the house; it is a fret- 
ting leprosy in the house; it is unclean. 

_ %*And he hath broken down the house, 
its stones, and its wood, and all the clay 
of the house, and he hath brought them 
forth unto the outside of the city, unto an 
unclean place. 

46 * And he who is going in unto the house 
all the days he hath shut it up, is unclean 
till the evening; 47and he who is lying in 
the house doth wash his garments; and he 
who is eating in the house doth wash his 
garments. 

48° And if the priest certainly come in, 
and hath seen, and lo, the plague hath 
not spread in the house after the daubing or 
the house, then hath the priest pronounced 
the house clean, for the plague hath been 
healed. 

49* And he hath taken for the cleansing of 
the house two birds, and cedar wood, and 
scarlet, and hyssop; 5°and he hath slaugh- 
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tered the one bird upon an earthen vessel, 
over running water; “land he hath taken 
the cedar wood, and the hyssop, and the 
scarlet, and the living bird, and hath dipped 
them in the blood of the slaughtered bird, 
and in the running water, and hath sprinkled 
upon the house seven times. 

52° And he hath cleansed the house with 
the blood of the bird, and with the running 
water, and with the hving bird, and with 
the cedar wood, and with the hyssop, and 
with the scarlet ; and he hath sent away 
the living bird unto the outside of the city 
unto the face of the field, and hath made 
atonement for the house, and it hath been 
clean. 

“4°This is the law for every plague of the 
leprosy and for seal], © and for leprosy 
of a garment, and of a honse, “and for a 
rising, and for a seab, and for a bright spot, 
—'?7 to direct in the day of being unclean, and 
in the day of being clean; this isthe law of 
the leprosy.’ 

XV. ! AND Jehovali speaketh nnto Moses, 
and unto Aaron, saying, 2‘Speak mnnto the 
sons of Israel, and ye have said unto them, 
When there 1s an issne ont of the flesh of 
any man, for his issue he is unclean; and 
this is his uncleanness in his issne—his 
flesh hath run with his issue, or his flesh 
hath stopped from his issne; it is his un- 
cleanness. 

4° Al} the bed on which he heth who hath 
the issue is unclean, and all the vessel on 
which he sitteth is unelean; °and any one who 
cometh against his bed doth wash his gar- 
ments, and hath bathed with water, and 
been unclean till the evening. 

6*And he who is sitting on the vessel 
on which he sitteth who hath the issne, 
doth wash his garments, and hath bathed 
with water, and been unclean till the evening. 

7*And he who is coming against the flesh 
of him who hath the issue, doth wash his 
garments, and hath bathed with water, and 
hath been unclean till the evening. 

3* And when he who hath the issue spitteth 
on him who is clean, then he hath washed his 
garments, and hath bathed with water, and 
been unclean till the evening. 

9* And all the saddle on which he rideth 
who hath the issue is unclean; and any one 
whois coming against anything which is under 
him is unclean till the evening, and he who is 
bearing them doth wash his garments, and 
hath bathed with water, and been unclean 
till the evening. 

‘And anyone against whom he cometh who 
hath the issue (and his hands hath not rinsed 
with water) hath even washed his garments, 
and bathed with water, and been unclean till 
the evening. 

2* And the earthen vessel which he who 
hath the issue cometh against 1s broken ; and 
every wooden vessel is rinsed with water. 

13° And when he who hath the issue is clean 
from his issue, then he hath numbered to him- 
self seven days for his cleansing, and hath 
washed his garments, aud hath bathed his 
flesh with running water, and been elean. 

44¢And on the eighth day he taketh to 
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himself two turtle-doves, or two young 
pigeons, and hath come in before Jehovah un- 
to the opening of the tent of mecting, and 
hath given them unto the priest; and the 
pricst hath made them, one a sin-offering, 
and the one a burnt-oilering ; and the priest 
hath made atonement for him before Jehovah, 
because of his issne. 

16° And when a man’s sced of copulation 
gocth out from him, then he hath bathed with 
water all his flesh, and been unclean till the 
evening. 

7* And any garment, or any skin on which 
there is seed of copulation, hath also been 
washed with water, and been unclean till the 
evening. 

18¢And a woman with whom a man lieth 
with seed of copulation, they also have bath- 
ed with water, and been unclean till the even- 
ing, 

199° And when a woman hath an issne— 
blood is her issue in her flesh—seven days sho 
is in her separation, and any one who is com- 
ing against her is unclean till the evening. 

“0 And anything on which she leth in her 
separation is unclean, and anything on which 
she sitteth is unclean; *! and any one who is 
coming against her bed doth wash his gar- 
ments, and hath bathed with water, and been 
unclean till the evening. 

#2 * And any one who is coming against any 
vessel on which she sitteth doth wash his gar- 
ments, and hath washed with water, and been 
unelean till the evening. 

*3* And if it is on the bed, or on the vesscl 
on which she is sitting, in his coming against 
it, he is unclean till the evening. 

“4° And if a man really lie with her, and 
her separation is on him, then he hath been 
unclean seven days, and all the bed on which 
he lieth is nnelean. 

*5* And when a woman’s issne of blood 
floweth many days within the time of her 
separation, or when it floweth over her separa- 
tion—all the days of the issue of her unclean- 
ness are as the days of her separation; she ia 
unclean. 

“8° Al} the bed on which she heth all the 
days of her issue is as the bed of her separa- 
tion to her, and all the vessel on which sho 
sitteth is unclean as the uncleanness of her 
separation; *?and auy one who is coming 
against them is unclean, and hath washed his 
sarments, and hath bathed with water, and 
been unclean till the evening. 

“8° And if she hath been clean from her 
issue, then she hath numbered to herself 
seven days, and afterwards she is clean; 
“and on the eighth day she taketh to her- 
self two turtle-doves, or two young pigeons, 
and hath brought them in unto the priest, 
unto the opening of the tent of meeting; 
30 and the pricst hath made the one a sin-offer- 
ing, and the one a burnt-offering, and the 

wriest hath made atonement for her hefore 
Jchovah, because of the issue of her unclean. 
ess. 

al* And yehave separated the sons of Israel 
from their uncleanness, and they die not in 
their uncleanness, in their defiling My taber. 
nacle which is in their midst. 


Ceremonial purvications. 


82° This zs the law of him who hath an issue, 
and of him whose seed of copulation gocth 
out from him, for uncleanness thereby, *° and 
of her who is sick in her separation, and of 
him who hath an issue, the issue of a male or 
of a female, and of a man who lieth with an 
unclean woman.’ 

XVI. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
after the death of the two sons of Aaron, in 
their drawing near before Jehovah, and they 
die; 2yea, Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Speak 
unto Aaron thy brother, and he cometh not 
in at all times unto the sanctuary within the 
vail, unto the front of the mercy-seat, which 
is upon the ark, and he dieth not, for in a 
cloud [ am seen upon the mercy-seat. 

3° With this doth Aaron come in unto the 
sanctuary; with a bullock, a son of the herd, 
for a sin-otfering. and a ram for a burnt-offer- 
ing; 4a holy linen coat he putteth on, and 
linen trousers are on his flesh, and with a 
linen girdle he girdeth himself, and with a 
linen mitre he wrappcth himself up; they ave 
holy garments; and he hath bathed with wa- 
ter his flesh, and hath put them on. 

5*And from the company of the sons of 
Israel he taketh two kids of the goats for a 
sin-offering, and one ram for a burnt-offering; 
€6and Aaron hath brought near the bullock of 
the sin-offering which is his own, and hati: 
made atonement for himself, and for his house; 
7and he hath taken the two goats, and hath 
caused them to stand before Jehovah, at the 
opening of the tent of meeting. 

8° And Aaron hath given lots over the two 
goats, one lot for Jehovah, and one lot for a 
goat of departure; 9and Aaron hath brought 
near the goat on which the lot for Jehovah 
hath gone up, and hath made it a sin-offer- 


ing. 

10° And the goat on which the lot for a goat 
of departure hath gone up is caused to stand 
living before Jehovah to make atonement by 
it, to send it away for a goat of departure into 
the wilderness. 

1* And Aaron hath brought near the bul- 
lock of the sin-offering which is his own, and 
hath made atonement for himself, and for his 
house, and hath slaughtered the bullock of 
the sin-offering which is his own, ! and hath 
taken the fulness of the censer of burning 
coals of fire from off the altar, from before Je- 
hovah, and the fulness of his hands of thin 
peer uine, and hath brought ié¢ within 
the vail; and he hath put the perfume on 
the fire before Jehovah, and the eas of the 
perfume hath covered the mercy-seat which 
7s on the testimony, and he dieth not. 

14° And he hath taken of the blood of the 
bullock, and hath sprinkled with his finger 
on the front of the mercy-seat eastward ; even 
at the front of the mercy-seat he doth sprinkle 
seven times of the blood with his finger. 

15° And he hath slaughtered the goat of the 
sin-offering which is the people’s, and hath 
brought in its blood unto the inside of the vail, 
and hath done with its blood as he hath done 
with the blood of the bullock, and hath 
sprinkled it on the mercy-seat, and at the 
front of the mercy-seat, 1®and he hath made 
atonement for the sanctuary because of the 
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uncleanness of the sons of Israel, and because 
of their transgressions in all their sins; and 
so he doth for the tent of meeting which 
is tabernacling with them in the midst of their 
uncleannesses. 

7 * And no man is in the tent of mecting in 
his going in to make atonement in the sanctu- 
ary, till his coming out; and he hath made 
atonement for himself, and for his house, and 
for all the assembly of Israel. 

18¢ And he hath gone out unto the altar 
which is before Jehovah, and hath made 
atonement for it; and he hath taken of the 
blood of the bullock, and of the blood of the 
goat, and hath put on the horns of the altar 
round about; and he hath sprinkled on it 
of the blood with his finger seven times, and 
hath cleansed it, and hath hallowed it from 
the uncleannesses of the sons of Israel. 

*0* And he hath ceased from making atone- 
ment for the sanctuary, and the tent of meet- 
ing, and the altar, and hath brought near the 
hving goat; “and Aaron hath laid his two 
hands on the head of the living goat, and 
hath confessed over it all the iniquities of 
the sons of Israel, and a] their transgressions 
in all their sins, and hath prt them on the 
head of the goat, and hath sent it away by 
the hand of a fit man into the wilderness; 
"and the goat hath borne on him all their 
Iniquities unto a land of separation. 

‘And he hath sent the goat away into the 
wilderness, “and Aaron hath come in unto 
the tent of meeting, and hath stripped off the 
linen garments which he had put on in his 
going in unto the sanctuary, and hath placed 
them there; “and he hath bathed his flesh 
with water in the holy place, and hath put 
on his garments, and hath come out, and 
hath made his burnt-offering, and the burnt- 
offering of the people, and hath made atone- 
ment for himself and for the people; “and 
with the fat of the sin-offering fe oth make 
perfume on the altar. 

26° And he who is sending away the goat 
for a goat of departure doth wash his gar- 
ments, and hath bathed his flesh with water, 
and afterwards he cometh in unto the camp. 

*7 * And the bullock of the sin-offering, and 
the goat of the sin-offering, whose blood hath 
been brought in to make atonement in the 
sanctuary, doth one bring out unto the out- 
side of the camp, and they have burnt with 
fire their skins, and their flesh, and their 
dung; and he who is burning them doth 
wash his garments, and hath bathed his tlesh 
with water, and afterwards he cometh in 
unto the camp. 

*9* And it hath been to you for a statute 
age-during, in the seventh month, in the 
tenth of the month, ye humble yourselves, 
and do no work—the native, and the so- 
journer who is sojourning in your midst; 
“for on this day he maketh atonement for 
you, to cleanse you; from all your sins before 
Jehovah ye are clean; *it 7s to you a sabbath 
of rest, and ye have humbled yourselves—a 
statute age-during. 

32¢ And the priest whom he doth anoint, 
and whose hand he doth consecrate to act 
as priest instead of Ws father, hath made 
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atonement, and hath put on the linen gar- 
ments, the holy garments; “and he hath 
made atonement for the holy sanctuary; and 
for the tent of meeting, even for the altar he 
doth make atonemcnt; yea, for the priests, 
and for all the people of the assembly he 
maketh atonement. 

34 And this hath been to you for a statute 
azve-during, to make atonement for the sons 
of Israel], because of all their sins, onee in a 
year;’ and he doth as Jehovah hath com- 
manded Moses. 

XVIL 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto 
Moses, saying, *‘Speak unto Aaron, and 
unto his sons, and unto all the sons of Israel; 
and thou hast said unto them, This is the 
thing which Jehovah hath commanded, say- 
ing, ?Any man of the house of Israel who 
slanghtereth ox, or lamb, or goat, in the 
eamp, or who slaughtereth at the outside 
of the eamp, #and unto the opening of the 
tent of meeting hath not brought it in to 
bring near an offering to Jehovah before the 
tabernacle of Jehovah, blood is reckoned to 
that man—blood he hath shed—and that man 
hath been cut off from the midst of his 
people; *so that the sons of Israel do bring 
In their sacrifices which they are sacrificing 
on the face of the field, yea, they have 
brought them in to Jehovah, unto the open- 
ing of the tent of meeting, unto the priest, 
and they have sacrificed sacrifices of peace- 
offerings to Jehovah with them. 

6‘ And the priest hath sprinkled the blood 
upon the altar of Jehovah, at the opening 
of the tent of meeting, and hath made per- 
fume with the fat for sweet fragrance to 
Jehovah; 7and they sacrifice not any more 
their sacrifices to goats after which they are 
going a-whoring; a statute age-during is this 
to them, to their generations. 

8* And unto them thou sayest: Any man 
of the house of Israel, or of the sojourners, 
who sojourneth in your midst, who causeth 
burnt-offering or sacrifice to ascend, %and 
unto the opening of the tent of meeting 
doth not bring it in to make it to Jehovah— 
that man hath been cut off from his people. 

10° And any man of the house of Israel, or 
of the sojourners, who is sojourning in your 
midst, who eateth any blood, I have even set 
My face against the person who is eating the 
blood, and have cut him off from the midst 
of his people; “for the life of the flesh is in 
the blood, and I have given it to you on the 
altar, to make atonement for your souls; for 
it is the blood which maketh atonement for 
the soul. 

12 Therefore I have said to the sons of 
{srael, No person among you doth eat blood, 


and the sojourner who 1s sojourning in your |

inidst doth not eat blood; 'and any man of 
the sons of Israel, or of the sojourners, who 
is sojourning in your midst, who hunteth 
venison, beast or fowl, which is eaten—hath 
even poured out its blood, and hath cuvered 
it with dust; “for it is the life of all flesh, 
its blood is for its life; and I say to the sons 
of Israel, Blood of any flesh ye do not eat, 
for the life of all flesh is its blood; any one 
eatine ++ 1g cut off. 
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8° And any person who eateth a earcase 
or torn thing, among natives or among so- 
journers — hath both washed his garments, 
and hath bathed with water, and hath been 
unclean until the evening—then he hath 
been clean; and it he wash not, and his 
flesh bathe not—then he hath borne his ini- 
quity.’ 

XVIII } AND Jehovah speaketh mito 
Moses, saying, *‘Speak unto the sons of 
Israel, and thou hast said unto them, I am 
Jehovah your God; according to the work 
of the land of Egypt in which ye have dwelt 

e do not, and according to the work of the 
land of Canaan whither I am bringing you 
ine do not, and in their statutes ye walk 
not. 

4“My judgments ye do, and My statutes 
ye ee to walk in them; I am Jehovah 
your God; Sand ye have kept My statutes 
and My judgments which man doth and 
liveth in them; I am Jehovah. 

6 ‘None of ‘you unto any relation of his 
flesh doth draw near to uneover nakedness; 
I am Jehovah. 

7*The nakedness of thy father and the 
nakedness of thy mother thou cost not un- 
cover, she is thy mother; thou dost not un- 
cover her nakedness. 

8“The nakedness of the wife of thy father 
thou dost not uncover; it is the nakedness of 
thy father. 

‘The nakedness of thy sister, danghter of 
thy father, or daughter of thy mother, born 
at home or born without; thou dost not 
uncover their nakedness. 

10*The nakedness of thy son’s daughter, 
or of thy daughter’s daughter: thou dost not 
uncover their nakedness; for theirs is thy 
nakedness. 

11*The nakedness of a daughter of thy 
father’s wife, begotten of thy father, she is 
thy sister; thou dost not uncover her naked- 
ness, 

12 “The nakedness of a sister of thy father 
thou dost not uncover; she is a relation of 
thy father. 

3*The nakedness of ey mother’s sister 
thou dost not uncover; for she is thy mother’s 
relation. 

14“The nakedness of thy father’s brother 
thou dost not uncover; unto his wife thou 
dost not draw near; she is thine aunt. 

15*The nakedness of thy daughter-in-law 
thou dost not uneover; she is thy son’s wife; 
thou dost not uncover her nakedness. 

16*The nakedness of thy brother's wife 
thou dost not uncover; it is thy brother’s 
nakedness. 

17°The nakedness of a womau and her 
daughter thou dost not uncover; her son’s 
daughter, and her daughter’s daughter thou 
dost not take to uncover her nakedness; they 
are her relations; it is wickedness. 

18*And a woman unto another thou dost 
not take, to be an adversary, to uncover her 
nakedness beside her, in her hife. 

19 “And unto a woman in the separation of 
her uncleanness thou dost not draw near to 
uncover her nakedness. 

2%” *And unto the wife of thy fellow thou 
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dost not give thy seed of copulation, for un- 
cleanness with her. 

1°And of thy seed thou dost not give 
to pass over to the Molech; nor dost thou 
poll the name of thy God; I am Jeho- 
va 


“2 ¢ And with a male thon dost not lie as one 
lieth with a woman; abomination it is. 

3° And with any beast thou dost not give 
thy eopulation, for nncleanness with it; and 
a woman doth not stand before a beast to lie 
down with it; confusion it is. 

4 °YVe are not defiled with all these, for 
with all these have the nations been defiled 
whieh I am sending away from before you; 
and the land is detiled, and I eharge its 
iniquity upon it, and the land vomiteth ont 
its inhabitants: *¢and ye—ye have kept My 
statutes and My judgmerts, and do not any 
of all these abominations, the native and the 
sojourner who is sojourning in your midst, 
*? (for all these abominations have the men 
of the land done who are before you, and 
the land is defiled), “Sand the land doth not 
vomit yon ont in your defiling it, as it hath 
vomited out the nation whieh is before you; 
“for any one who doth any of all these abomi- 
nations—even the persons who are doing so, 
have been cut off from the midst of their 
people; and ye have kept My charge, so 
as not to do axy of the abominable statutes 
which have been done before you, and ye do 
not defile yourselves with them; I am Jeho- 
vah pote God.’ 

XIX. 'AND Jehovah speaketh unto Mo- 
ses, saying, * ‘Speak unto all the company 
of the sons of [sracl, and thou hast said unto 
them, Ye are holy, for holy am I, Jehovah, 
your God. 

3*Kach his mother and lis father ye do 
fear, and My sabbaths ye do keep; I am 
Jehovah your God. 

4°Ye do not turn unto the idols, and a 
molten god ye do not make to yourselves; 
I am Jehovah your God. 

5“And when ye sacrifice a sacrifice of 
peace-offerings to Jehovah, at your pleasure 
ye do sacritice it; ®in the day of your sacri- 
ficing it is eaten, and on the morrow, and 
that which is left unto the third day with fire 
is burnt, 7and if it be really eaten on the 
third day, it is an abomination, it is not 
pleasing, °and he who is eating it his iniquity 
doth bear, for the holy thing of Jehovah 
he hath polluted, and that person hath been 
cut off from his people. 

9 “And in your reaping the harvest of your 
land ye do not completely reap the corner 
of thy field, and the gleaning of thy harvest 
thou dost not gather, and thy vineyard 
thon dost not glean, even the omitted part 
of thy vineyard thou dost not gather, to the 
poor and to the sojourner thou dost leave 
them; I am Jehovah your God. 

‘Ye do not steal, nor feign, nor he one 
against his fellow. 

12 *And ye do not swear by My name to 
falsehood, or thou hast polluted the name of 
thy Gcd ; I am Jehovah. 

B*Thou dost not oppress thy neighbour, 
nor take viunder; the wages of the hire- 
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hung doth not remain with thee till morn 
ing. 

4“ *Thou dost not revile the deaf; and be- 
fore the blind thou dost not put a stumbhiug 
block ; and thou hast been afraid of thy God; 
1 am Jehovah. 

% *Ye do not do perversity in judgment ; 
thou dost not lft up the face of the poor, 
nor honour the face of the great; in right- 
eousness thon dost judge thy fellow. 

16 “Thou dost not go slandering among thy 
people; thon dost not stand against the blood 
of thy neighbour ; [ am Jehovah. 

7 <'Thon dost not hate thy brother in thy 
heart; thou dost certainly reprove thy fellow, 
and not suffer sin on hin. 

13° Thou dost not take vengeanee, nor 
watch the sons of thy people; and thou hast 
had love to thy neighbour as thyself; I am 
Jehovah. 

19 *My statutes ye do keep: thy cattle thon 
dost not_cause to gender with diverse kinds; 
thy field thou dost not sow with diverse 
kinds, and a garment of diverse kinds, shaat- 
nezZ, doth not go up upon thee. 

20° And when a man Heth with a woman 

with seed of copulation, and she a maid-ser- 
vant, betrothed to a man, and not really ran- 
somed, or freedom hath not been given to her, 
an investigation there is; they are not put to 
death, for she is not free. 
_ 71° And he hath brought in his guilt-offer- 
ing to Jehovah, unto the opening of the tent 
of meeting, aram for a guilt-offering, *? and 
the priest hath made atonement for him with 
the ram of the guilt-offering before Jehovah, 
for his sin which he hath sinned, and it hath 
been forgiven him becanse of his sin which he 
hath sinned. 

*3 “And when ye come in unto the land, 
and have planted all kinds of trees for food, 
then ye have reckoned as uncircumcised its 
fruit, three years it is to you uneircumeised, 
it 1s not caten, “and in the fourth year 
all its fruit is holy—praises for Jehovah. 
“> And in the fifth year ye do eat its fruit 
—to add to yon its increase; I am Jchovah 
your God. 

76° Ye do not eat with the blood; ye do 
not enchant, nor observe clouds. 

“7 *Ye do not round the corner of your 
head, nor destroy the eorner of thy beard. 

*° And a cutting for the soul ye do not 
put in your flesh; and a writing, a cross- 
mark, ye do not put on you; I am Je- 
ovah. 

“Thou dost not pollute thy daughter to 
cause her to go a-whoring, that the land go 
not a-whoring, and the land hath been full of 
wiekedness. 

30 “My sabbaths ye do keep, and My sanc- 
tuary ye do reverenec; I aa Jehovah. 

31° Ve co not turn unto those having fami- 
har spirits ; and unto wizards ye do not seek, 
for nnocleanness by them ; anv Jehovah 
your God.

35 *Ye do not do perversity in judgment, 
in mete-yard, in weight, or in lguid mea- 
sure; °5 righteous balances, righteous weights, 
a righteous ephah, and a righteous hin ye 
have; L am Jehovah your God, who hath 
brought you out from the land of Egypt; 
37nd ye have observed all my statutes, and

XX. J AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses,

1* Anda man who lieth with his father’s 
wife-—_the nakedness of his father he hath un- 
eovered—both of them are certamly put to 
death ; their blood ts on them. 

12*And aman who lieth with his danghter- 
in-law—both of them are certainly put to 
death; confusion they have made; their blood 
is on them. 

12¢ And aman who licth with a male as one 
licth with a woman; abomination both of 
them have done; they are certainly put to 
death: their blood is on them. 

4 Anda man who taketh the woman and 
her mother—it 7s wickedness ; with fire they 
burn hint and them, and there is no wicked- 
ness In your midst. 

6° And ainan whe giveth his lying with a 
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beast is certainly put to death, and the beast 
ye do slay. 

16* And a woman who draweth near unto 
any beast to lie with it—thou hast even slain 
the woman and the beast; they are certainly 
put to death; their blood is on them. 

17° And a man who taketh his sister, a 
daughter of his father or daughter of his 
mother, and he hath seen her nakedness, and 
she secth his nakedness: it is a shame; and 
they have been cut off before the eyes of the 
sons of their people; the nakedness of his 
sister he hath wncovered; his iniquity he 
bearcth. 

18 And a man who lieth with a sick wo- 
man, and hath uncovered her nakedness, her 
fountain he hath made bare, aud she hath un- 
eovered the fountain of her blood,—even both 
of them have been cut off from the midst of 
their people. 

a Ne the nakedness of thy mother’s sister, 
and of thy father’s sister, thou dost not un- 
cover; because his relation he hath made 
bare; their iniquity they bear.

“1° And a man who taketh his brother’s 
wife—it is impurity; the nakedness of his 
brother he hath nncovered; childless they 
are. 

22*And ye have kept all My statutes, and 
all My judgments, and have done them, and 
the land vomiteth you not out whither 1 am 
bringing you in to dwell init; %and ye walk 
not in the statutes of the nation which I am 
sending away from before you, for all these 
they have done, and I am wearied with them ; 
44nd L say to you, Ye—ye do possess their 
eround, and I—I give it to you to possess it, 
a land flowing with milk and honey; I am 
Jehovah your God, who hath separated you 
from the peoples.

122° And a priest’s danghter, when she is 
a strange man’s,—she, of the heave-offering 
of the holy things doth not eat; Band a 
priest’s daughter, when she is a widow, or 
cast ont, and hath no seed, and hath tumed 
back unto the house of her father, as in her 
youth, of her father’s bread she doth eat; 

ut no stranger doth eat of it. 

144° And when a man doth cat of a holy 
thing through ignorance, then he hath added

*3 And Moses speaketh unto the sons of 
Israel, and they ie out the reviler unto 
the outside of the camp, and stone him with 
stones; and the sons of Israel have done as 
Jehovah hath commanded Moses, 

AXV. 1AND Jehovah speaketh unto Mo- 
ses, in mount Sinai, saying, ?‘Speak unto 
the sons of Israel, and thou hast said unto 
them, When ye come ir unto the laud which 
am giving to you, then hath the land kepta 
sabbath to Jehovah.

* * When thy brother becometh poor, and 
hath sold his possession, then hath his re- 
deemer who is near unto hii come, and he 
hath redeemed the sold thing of his brother ; 
*eand when a man hath no recleemer, aud 
his own hand hath attained, and he hath 
found as swihcient for its redemption, * then 
he hath reekoned the years of its sale, and 
hath given back that which is over to the 
man to whom he sold 7, and he hath returned 
to his possessron. 

*8* And if his hand hath not found sufh- 
ciency to give back to him, then hath his 
sold thing been in the hand of him who buy- 
eth it till the year of jubilee; and it hath 
gone out in the jubilee, and he hath returned 
to lis possession. 

* *And when a man selleth a dwelling- 
house in a walled city, then hath his right 
of redemption been until the completion of 
a year from its selling; days—is his right 
of redemption; *°and if it is not redeemed 
until the fulness to him of a perfect year 
then hath the house which ts in a wallec 
city heen established to extinction to the 
buyer of it, to his generations; it goeth not 
out im the jubilee; *4 and a house of the 
villages which have no wall round about, 
on the field of the country is reckoned; 
redemption is to it, and in the jubilee it 
gocth out. 

#4 As to cities of the Levites—honses of 
the cities of their possession— redemption 
ave-duriig is to the Levites; 8 as to him 
who redeemeth from the Levites, both the 
sale of a house and the city of his possession 
have gone out in the jubilee, for the houses 
of the citics of the Levites sre their posses- 
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The law of servants. 


34 And a field, a suburb of their cities, is 
not sold; for a possession ave-during it is to 
them. 

%* And when thy brother is become poor, 
awnd his hand hath tailed with thee, then thon 
hast kept hold on him, sojourner and settler, 
aud he hath lived with thee; 3° thon takest 
no usury from him, or increase; and thou 
hast been afraid of thy God; and thy brother 
hath lived with thee; °7 thy money thou giv- 
est not to him in usury, and for increase thou 
givest not thy food; lL am Jehovah your 
God, who hath bronelit you out of the Jail 
of Egypt, to give to you the land of Canaan, 
to hecome your God. 

30° And when thy brother beeometh poor 
with thee, and he hath been sold to thee, thou 
dost not lay on him servile service; as an 
hireling, as a settler, he is with thee, till the 
year of the jubilee he doth serve with thee,— 
“I then he hath gone out froin thee, he and 
his sons with him, and hath turned back un- 
to his family ; even unto the possession of his 
fathers he doth turn back. 

42° For they ave My servants, whoin I have 
brought out trom the land of Egypt: they are 
not sold with the sale of a servant; * thou 
rulest not over him with rigour, and thon hast 
been afraid of thy God. 

4 “And thy man-servant and thy handmaid 
whom thou hast ave of the nations who ave 
round about you; of them ye buy man- 
servant and handmaid, * nal also of the 
sous of the settlers who are sojonrning with 
you, of them ye buy, and of their families 
who are with you, which they have begotten 
iv your land, and they have been to you for a 
possession; “*and ye have taken them for 
inheritance to your sons after you, to oceupy 
for a possession; to the age ye lay service 
upon them, but upon your brethren, the sons 
of Israel, one with another, thou dost not 
rule over him with rigour. 

47° And when the hand of a sojourner or 
settler with thee attaineth riches, and thy 
brother with him hath beeome poor, and he 
hath been sold to a sojourner, a settler with 
thee, or to the root of the family of a so- 
journer, “after he hath been sold, there is a 
right of redemption to him; one of his breth- 
ren doth redeem him, * or his unele, or a son 
of his nnele, doth redeem him, or any of the 
relations of his flesh, of his family, doth re- 
dcem him, or—his own hand hath attained— 
then he hath been redeemed. 

50° And he hath reckoned with Iis buyer 
from the year of his being sold to him till the 

ear of jubilee, andthe money of his sale hath 
een by the number of years; as the clays of 
au hireling it ig with hm. 

51 “Tf yet inany years, according to them he 
viveth back his redemption money, from the 
money of his purchase. 

52° And if few are left of the years till the 
year of jubilee, then he hath reckoned with 
iim, according to his years he doth give back 
his redemption money; as an hireling, year 
by year, he is with him, and he sioth not rule 


him with mgour before thine eyes. 


6 And if heis not redeemed sn these years,

*3° And if by these ye are not instructed 
by Me, and have walked with Me in opposi- 
tion, “then I have walked—I also—with you 
in opposition, and have smitten you, even I, 
seven times for your sins; “and I have 
brought im on you a sword, executing the 
vengeance of a covenant; and ye have been 
gathered unto your cities, aud I have sent 
pestilence into your midst, and ve have been 
given into the hand of an enemy. 

*6°In My breaking to youn the staff of 
bread, then ten women have baked your 
bread in one oven, and have given back your 
bread by weight; and ye have eaten, and are 
not satisfied. 

7° And if for this ye hearken not to Me,

also My covenant with Abraham I remem- 
ber, and the land I remember. 

43 * And—the land is left of them, and doth 


enjoy its sabbaths, in the desolation without | 
they accept the punishment of ; 


them, and 
their iniquity, because, even because, against 
My judgments they have kicked, and My 
statutes hath their soul loathed, “and also 
even this, in their being in the land of their 
enemies, I have not rejected them, nor have 
I loathed them, to consume them, to break 
My covenant with them; for I am Jehovah 
their God;—*then I have remembered for 
them the covenant of the ancestors, whom I 
bronght forth out of the land of Egypt before 
the eyes of the nations to become their God;

“5 The standard of the eamp of Dan is 
northward, by their hosts; and the prince 
of the sons of Dan 7s Ahiezer son of Ammish- 
addai; “*and his host, and their numbered 
ones, are two and sixty thousand and seven 
hundred. 

*7 And those encamping by him «are of the 
tribe of Asher; and the prinee of the sons of 
Asher is Pagiel son of Oeran; *8and his host, 
and their numbered ones, are one and forty 
thousand and five hundred. 

*” And the tribe of Naphtali; and the 
winee of the sons of Naphtali is Aluira son of 

nan; and his host, and their numbered 
ones, are three and fifty thonsand and four 
hundred. 3! All those numbered of the eamp 
of Dan ave a hundred thousand, and seven 
and fifty thousand, and six hundred; at the 
rear they journey, by their standards. 

82 These are those numbered of the sons of 
Israel by the house of their fathers ; all those 
numbered of the eamps by their hosts ave six 
hundred thousand, and three thonsand, and 
five hundred and fifty. 

33 And the Levites have not numbered them- 
selves in the midst of the sons of Israel, as 
Jehovah hath commanded Moses. 

34 And the sons of Israel do according to 
all that Jehovah hath commanded Moses; so 
they have eneamped by their standards, and 
so they have journeyed; each by his fainilies. 
by the house of his fathers. 


TIT. }AND these are births of Aaron and 
Moses, in the day of Jehovah's speaking 
with Moses in mount Sinai. * And these ave 
the names of the sons of Aaron: the first- 
born Nadab, and Abihnu, Eleazar, and Itha- 
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mar; *these ave the names of the sons of 
Aaron, the anointed pnests, whose hand he 
hath conseerated for acting as priest. 4And 
Nadab dieth—Abihu eomeletare Jehovah, 
in their bringing near strange fire before Je- 
hovah, in the wilderness of Sinai, and sons 
they had not; and Eleazar—Ithamar also— 
aeteth as priest in the presence of Aaron 
their father. 

5 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, ®* Bring near the tribe of Levi, and thou 
hast caused it to stand before Aaron the 
priest, and they have served him, 7and kept 
his eharge, and the charge of all the company 
hefore the tent of meeting, tc do the service 
of the tabernacle; Sand they have kept all 
tlle vessels of the tent of meeting, and the 
charge of the sons of Israel, to do the service 
of the tabernacle; 2and thon hast given the 
Levites to Aaron and to his sons; they are 
surely given to him out of the sons of Israel. 

*And Aaron and his sons ‘thou cost 
appoint, and they have kept their priest- 
liood, and the stranger who cometh near is 
put to death.’ 

NW And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, 1° And TI, lo, i have taken the Levites 
from the midst of the sons of Israel instead 
vf every first-born opening a womb among 
the sons of Israel, and the Levites have 
been Mine; 3for Mine és every first-born, 
in the day of My smiting every first-born in 
the land of Egypt I have sanctified to My- 
self every first-born in Israel, from man unto 
beast; Mine they are; I am Jehovah.’ 

14 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses _ in 
the wilderness of Sinai, saying, ‘Number 
the sons of Levi by the house of their fathers, 
by their families; every male from a son of a 
month and upward thou dost number them.’ 

16 And Moses numbereth them aceerding 
to the command of Jehovah, as he hath been 
commanded. 

17And these are sons of Levi by their 
names: Gershon, and Kohath, and Merari. 

18 And these are the names of the sons of 
Gershon by their families: Libni and Shimei. 

19 And the sons of Kohath, by their families, 
are Amram and Izhar, Hebron and Uzziel. 

*°0 And the sons of Merari by their families 
are Mahli and Mushi; these are the families 
of the Levites, by the house of their fathers. 

2 Of Gershon its the family of the Libnite, 
and the family of the Shimite; these are 
the families of the Gershonite. * Their 
numbered ones, in number, every male 
from a son of a month and upward, their 
ntmbered ones ave seven thousand and five 
hundred. %3The families of the Gershonite, 
behind the tabernacle, do encamp westward. 
4% And the prince of a father’s honse for the 
Gershonite is Eliasaph son of Lael. 

25 And the charge of the sons of Gershon 
in the tent of meeting is the tabernacle, and 
the tent, its covering, and the vail at the 
opening of the tent of meeting, “and the 
hangings of the court, and the vail at the 
opening of the court, which is by the taber- 
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ramite, and the family of the Izharite, 
and the family of the HWebronite, and the 
family of the Uzzielite: these are families 
of the Kohathite. °8In number, all the 
males, from a son of a month and upward, 
are eight thousand and six hundred, keep- 
ing the charge of the sanctuary. “The 
families of the sons of Kohath encamp by 
the side of the tabernacle southward. 3°And 
the prinee of a father’s house for the fami- 
lies of the Kohathite ts Elizaphan son of 
Uzziel. 

31 And their charge is the ark, and the 
table, and the eandlestick, and the altars, 
anc the vessels of the sanctuary with which 
they serve, and the vail, and all its service. 
32 And to the prince of the princes of the 
Levites, Eleazar son of Aaron the priest, is 
the oversight of the keepers of the charee of 
the sanctuary. 

33 Of Merari is the family of the Mahlite, 
and the family of the Mushite; these are 
the families of Merari. “And their num- 
bered ones, in mumber, all the males from 
a son of a month and upward, are six thou- 
sand and two hundred. And the princo 
of a father’s house for the famihes of Merari 
is Guriel son of Abihail; by the side of the 
tahernacle they encamp northward. 

36 And the oversight — the charge of the 
sons of Merari—is the boards of the taber- 
nacle, and its bars, and its pillars, and its 
sockets, and all its vessels, anc all its ser- 
vice, ?7and the pillars of the court round 
about, ana their sockets, and their pins, and 
their cords. 

38 And those encampine before the taber- 
nacle eastward, before the tent of meeting, 
at the east, are Moses and Aaron, and his 
sons, keeping the charge of the sanctuary for 
the charge of the sons of Israel, and the 
stranger who cometh near is put to death. 

39 All those numbered of the Levites whom 
Moses numbered—Aaron also—by the com- 
mand of Jehovah, by their families, every 
male from a son of a month aud upward, are 
two and twenty thousand. 

40 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘ Num- 
ber every first-born male of the sons of Israel 
from a son of a month and upward, and take 
up the number of their names; *! and thon 
hast taken the Levites for Me (I am Jehovah), 
instead of every first-born among the sons of 
Israel, and the cattle of the Levites instead 
of every firstling among the cattle of the sons 
of Israel.’ 

42 And Moses numbereth, as Jehovah hath 
commanded him, all the first-born among the 
sons of Israel. “And all the first-born— 
male—hy the number of names, from a son of 
a month and upward, of their numbered ones, 
are two and twenty thonsand two hindred 
and seventy and three. 

44 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, © ‘Take the Levites instead of every 
first-born among the sons of Israel, and the 
cattle of the Levites instead of their eattle; 
and the Levites have been Mine; lI am Jeho- 


nacle and by the altar round about, and its | vah. 


cords, to all its service. 
7 And of Kohath is the family of the Am- 


46° And from those ransomed of the two 
hundred and seventy and three (who are more 
1 
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than the Levites) of the first-born of the sons 
of Isracl, #’ thou hast even taken five shekels 
a-piece by the poll —by the shekel of the sanc- 
tuary thou takest; twenty gerahs the shckel 
is; 8and thou hast mven the money to 
Aaron, and to his sons, whereby those over 
and above are ransomed.’ 

49 And Moses taketh the ransora money 
from those over and ahove those ransomed 
by the Levites; °° from the first-boru of the 
sons of Israel he hath taken the moncy, a 
thousand and three hundred and sixty and 
five—by the shekel of the sanctuary; °! and 
Moses giveth the moncy of those ransomed to 
Aaron, and to his sons, aceording to the cain- 
mand of Jehovah, as Jehovah hath command- 
ed Moses. 


IV. 'AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
and unto Aaron, saying, * ‘Take up the sum 
of the sons of Kohath from the midst of the 
sons of Levi, by their familes, by the house of 
their fathers; * from a son of thirty years and 
upward, even till a son of fifty years, every 
one going in to the host, to do work in the 
tent of mectine. 

4°This is the service of the sons of Kohath 
in the tent of meeting, the holy of holics: 
>that Aaron and his sons have come in, in the 
jonrneying of the camp, and have taken down 
the vail of the hanging, and have covered 
with it the ark of the testimony; and have 
put on it a covering of badger skin, and have 
spread a garment completely of blue above, 
and have placed its staves. 

7*And on the table of the presence they 
spread a garment of blue, and have put on it 
te dishes, and the spoons, and the bowls, 
and the cups of the hbation, and the bread 
of continimty is on it, and they have spread 
over them a garment of scarlet, and have co- 
vered it with a covering of badger skin, and 
have placed its staves, 9and have taken a 
garment of blne, and have covered the candle- 
stick of the lamp, and its lights, and its 
snuffers, and its snutf-dishes, and all its oil 
vessels wherewith they minister to it; ' and 
they have put it and all its vessels unto a 
eovering of badger skin, and have put it on 
the bar. 

N*And on the golden altar they spread a 
gvarment of blue, and have covered it with a 
eovering of badger skin, and have placed its 
staves; !2and have taken all the vessels of 
ministry wherewith they minister in the sanc- 
tuary, and have put them unto a garment of 
blue, and have covered them with a covering 
of badger skin, and have put them on the 
bar, “and have removed the ashes of the 
altar, and have spread over it a garment of 
purple; and have put on it all its vesscls 
wherewith they minister about it, the censers, 
the hooks, and the shovels, and the bowls, all 
the vessels of the altar, and have spread on 
it a covering of badger skin, and have placed 
its staves: 

1 * And Aaron hath finished—lIus sons also 
—covering the sanetnary, and all the vessels 
of the sanctuary, in the journeying of the 
eamp, and afterwards do the sons of Nohath 
come in to bear if, and they do not eome unto 
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the holy thing. that they have died; these 
things are the burden of the sons of Kohath 
in the tent of mcctine. 

16° And the oversight of Elcazar, son of 
Aaron the priest, is the oil of the lamp, and 
the spiee-perfume, and the present of contin- 
uty, and the anointing oil, the oversight of 
all the tabernacle, and of all that is in it, in 
the sanctuary, and in its vessels.’ 

7And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses and 
unto Aaron, saying, 13‘ Ye do not cut off 
the tmbe of the famihes of the Kohathite 
from the inidst of the Levites; but this 
do to them, and they have lived, and do not 
die in their drawing nigh the holy of holies:— 
Aaron and his sons go in, and have set 
them, each man to his service, and unto his 
burden, *° and they go not in to see when the 
hoty thing is swallowed, that they have died.’ 

“And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, Take up the sum of the sons of Ger- 
shon also by the house of their fathers, by 
therr families; “from a son of thirty years 
and upward, till a son of fifty years thon dost 
number them, every one who is going in to 
serve the host, to do the service in the tent of 
meeting. 

*4°'This zs the service of the families of the 
Gershonite, to serve—and for burden, * and 
they have borne the curtains of the taber- 
nacle, and the tent of meeting, its covering, 
and the covering of the badger skin which is 
on it above, and the vail at the opening of the 
tent of meeting, “and the hangings of the 
court, and the vail at the opening of the gate 
of the court which is by the tabernacle, and 
by the altar round about, and their cords, 
and all the vessels of their service, and all 
that is made for them—and they have 
served. 

*7 * By the command of Aaron and his sons 
is all the service of the sons of the Gershonite 
in all their burden, and in all their serviee ; 
aud ve have laid a charge on them concerning 
the charge of all their burden. °° This zs the 
service of the families of the sons of the Ger- 
shonite in the tent of meeting; and their 
charge is under the hand of Ithamar son of 
Aaron the priest. -— 

29 The sons of Merari, by their famibhies, by 
the house of their fathers, thou dost number 
them; 3°from a son of thirty years and up- 
ward even unto a son of fifty years thou dost 
number them, every one who is going in to 
the host, to do the service of the tent of inect- 


ing, 

31* And this is the charge of their burden, 
of all their service in the tent of meeting; the 
hoards of the tabernacle, and its bars, and its 
pillars, and its soekets, and the pillars of 
the court ronnd about, and their sockets, and 
their pins, and their cords, of all their vessels, 
and of all their service; and by name ye do 
number the vessels of the charge of their 
burden. 

33 § This is the service of the families of the 
sons of Merari, for all their service, in the 
tent of meeting, by the hand of Ithamar son 
of Aaron the priest.’ 

34. And Moses numbereth— Aaron also, and 
the princes of the eompanv—the sons of the 
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Kohathite, by their families, and by the 
house of their fathers, * from a son of thirty 
years and upward even unto a son of fifty 
years, every one who is going in to the host, 
for service in the teut of meeting, °° and their 
numbered ones, by their families, are two 
thousand seven hundred and fifty. 37 These 
are those numbered of the families of the Ko- 
hathite, every one who is serving in the tent 
of meeting, whom Moses and Aaron number- 
ed, by the command of Jehovah, by the hand 
of Moses. 

38 And those numbered of the sons of Ger- 
shon, by their families, and by the house of 
their fathers, 39 from a son of thirty years and 
upward even unto a son of fifty years, every 
one who is going in to the host, for service in 
the tent of meeting, * even their numbered 
ones, by their families, by the house of their 
fathers, are two thousand and six hundred 
and thirty. “These are those numbered of 
the families of the sons of Gershon, every one 
who is serving in the tent of meeting, whom 
Moses and Aaron numbered by the command 
of Jehovah. 

# And those numbered of the families of 
the sons of Merari, by their families, by the 
house of their fathers, * from a son of thirty 
vears and upward even nnoto a son of fifty 
vears, every one who is going in to the host, 
for service in the tent of meeting, “even 
their numbered ones, by their families, are 
three thousand and two hundred. * These 
are those numbered of the families of the sons 
of Merari, whom Moses and Aaron num- 
bered, by the command of Jehovah, by the 
hand of Moses. 

46 All those numbered, whom Moses num- 
bered—-Aaron also, and the princes of Israel 
—of the Levites, by their families, and by the 
house of their fathers, “from a son of thirty 
years and upward even unto a son of fifty 
years, every one who is going in to do the 
work of the service, even the service of bur- 
den m the tent of meeting, “even their 
numbered ones are eight thousand and five 
hundred and eighty; “by the command of 
Jehovah hath one numbered them, by the 
hand of Moses, each man by his service, and 
by his burden, with his nwmbered ones, as 
Jchovah hath commanded Moses. 


V. 1 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
saying, ‘Command the sons of Israel, and 
they send out of the camp every leper, and 
every one with an issue, and every one de- 
filed by a body; ?from male unto female ye 
do send out; unto the outside of the camp 
ye do send them ; and they defile not their 
camps in the midst of which I do taber- 
nacle.’ 

4 And the sons of Israel do so, and they 
send them out unto the outside of the camp; 
as Jehovah hath spoken unto Moses so have 
the sons of Israel done. 

5 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, ® ‘Speak unto the sons of Israel, Man or 
wonlan, when they do any of the sins of 
man, by committing a trespass against Jeho- 
vah, and that person is guilty, ‘and they 
have confessed thew sin which thev have 
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done, then he hath restored his guilt in its 
Peet and its fifth is adding to it, and 
1ath given it to him in reference to whom he 
hath been guilty. ~ 

8‘ And if the man have no redeemer to re- 
store the guilt to, the guilt which is restored 
is Jehovah’s, the priest’s, apart from the ram 
of the atonements, whereby he maketh atone- 
ment for him. 

9 ‘And every heave-offering of all the holy 
things of the sons of Israel, which they bring 
near to the priest, becometh his; and any 
man’s hallowed things become his; that 
which any man giveth to the priest becom- 
eth his.’ 

1 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, ‘Speak unto the sons of Israel, and 
thou hast said unto them, When any man’s 
wife turneth aside, and hath committed 
against him a trespass, and aman hath lain 
with her with the seed of copulation, and it 
hath been hid from the eyes of her husband, 
and concealed, and she hath been defiled, 
and there is no witness against her, and she 
hath not been caught, Mand a spirit of jea- 
lousy hath passed over him, and he hath 
been jealous of his wife, and she hath been 
clefiled ;—or, a spirit of jealousy hath passed 
over him, and he hath been jealous of his 
wife, and she hath not been defiled— 

15 “Then hath the man brought in his wife 
unto the priest, and he hath brought in her 
offering for her, a tenth of the ephah of 
barley meal, he doth not pour on it oil, nor 
doth he put on it frankincense, for it is a 
present of jealousy, a present of memorial, 
causing remembrance of iniquity. 

16 * And the priest hath brought her near, 
and hath caused her to stand before Jeho- 
vah, and the priest hath taken holy water 
in an earthen vessel, and of the dust which is 
on the floor of the tabernacle doth the priest 
take, and hath put i¢ into the water, and 
the priest hath caused the woman to stand 
before Jehovah, and hath uncovered the 
woman’s head, and hath given into her hands 
the present of the memorial, it is a present of 
jealousy, and in the hand of the priest are 
the bitter waters which cause the curse. 

9 * And the priest hath caused her to swear, 
and hath eed unto the woman, [If no man 
hath lain with thee, and if thou hast not 
turned aside ¢o uncleanness under thy hus- 
band, be free from these bitter waters which 
eause the curse; “and thou, if thou hast 
turned aside under thy husband. and if thou 
hast been defiled, and any man doth give his 
copulation to thee besides thy husband— 
“I (then the priest hath caused the woman to 
swear with an oath of execration, aud the 
priest hath said to the woman)—Jehovah 
doth give thee for au execration, and for a 
curse, in the midst of thy people, in Jeho- 
vah’s giving thy thigh to fall, and thy belly 
to swell, “and these waters which cause the 
eurse have gone into thy bowels, to eause the 
belly to swell, and the thigh to fall; and the 
woman hath said, Amen, Amen. 

*3° And the priest hath written these exe- 
erations 1n a book, and hath blotted them out 
with the bitter akers, “tand hath caused

the woman to drink the bitter waters which 
eause the eurse, and the waters which cause 
the curse have entered inte her for bitter 
things. 

29° And the priest hath taken eut of the hand 
of the woman the present of jealousy, and 
hath waved the present before Jehovah, and 
hath brought it near unto the altar; “6 and 
the priest hath taken a handful of the present, 
its memorial, and hath made perfume on the 
altar, and afterwards doth cause the woman 
to drink the water: 2” yea, he hath caused her 
to drink the water, aud 1t hath come to pass, 
if she hath been defiled, anc doth cemmit a 
trespass against her husband, that the waters 
which cause the curse have gone into her for 
bitter things, and her belly hath swelled, 
and her thigh hath fallen, and the woman 
hath become an execration in the midst of 
her people. 

°3¢ And if the woman hath not been defiled, 
and is clean, then she hath been acquitted, 
and hath been sown with seed. 

~~ *This is the law of jealousies, when a wife 
turneth aside under her husband, and hath 
been defiled, 8° or when a spirit of jealousy 
passeth over a man, and he hath been jealous 
of his wife, then he hath caused the woman 
to stand before Jehovah, and the priest hath 
done to her all this law, “and the man hath 
been aequitted from iniquity, and that woman 
deth bear her iniquity.’ 


VI. 3 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
saying, 2*Speak unto the sous of Israel, and 
thou hast said unto them, When a man or 
woman doeth singularly, by vowing a vow of a 
Nazarite, to be separate to Jehovah; 3 from 
wine and strong drink he doth keep separate ; 
vinegar of wine, and vinegar of streng drink 
he doth not drink, and any juice of grapes 
he doth not drink, and grapes moist or dry 
he doth not eat; 4all days of his separation, 
of anything which is made ef the wine-vine, 
from kernels even unto husk, he doth not eat. 

5* All days of the vow of his separation a 
razor doth not pass over his head; till the 
fulness of the days whieh he doth separate 
to Jehovah he is holy; grown up hath the 
upper part of the hair of Ins head. 

6* All days of his keeping separate to Je- 
hovah, near a dead person he doth not go; 
7for his father, or for his mother, for his 
hrother, ov for his sister—he is not unclean 
for them at their death, for the separation of 
his God ts on his head; ®all days of his separa- 
tion he zs holy to Jehovah. 

9* And when the dead dieth beside him 
in wn instant, suddenly, and he hath detiled 
the head of his separation, then he hath 
shaved his head in the day of his cleansing ; 





on the seventh day he doth shave it, !and | 


on the eighth day he bringeth in two turtle- 
doves or two young pigeons unto the priest, 
unto the opening of the tent of meeting, 
Nand the priest hath prepared one for a sin- 
offering, and one for a burnt-oflering, and 
hath amade atonement for him, because of 
that which he hath sinned by the hody, and 
he hath hallowed lis head on that day; 
Paud he hath separated to Jehovah the days 
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of his separation, and he hath bronght in a 
lamb, a son of a year, for a guilt-offeriny, 
and the former days are fallen, for his se- 
paration hath been defiled. 

13¢ And this is the law of the Nazarite; in 
the day of the fulness of the days of his sepa- 
ration deth one bring him in unto the opening 
of the tent of meeting, “and he hath brought 
near his offering to Jehovah, one he-lamb, a 
son of a year, a perfect one, for a burnt- 
offering, and one she-lamb, a daughter of a 
year, a perfect one, for a sin-offering, aud 
one ram, a perfect one, for peace-offerings, 
15 and a basket of unleavened things of flour, 
eakes mixed with oil, and thin eakes of un- 
leavened things anointed with oil, and their 
present, and their libations. 

16 * And the priest hath brought them near 
before Jehovah, and hath made his sin-offer- 
ing and his burnt-offering; and the ram he 
maketh a suerifice of peace-offerings to Jeho- 
vah, besides the basket of unleavened things; 
and the priest hath made its present and its 
libation. 

18 * And the Nazarite hath shaved (at the 
opening of the tent of meeting) the head of 
lis separation, and hath taken the hair of 
the head of his separation, and hath put 7 on 
the fire which 7s under the sacrifice of the 
peace-offerings, 

19 *And the priest hath taken the boiled 
shoulder from the ram, and one unleavened 
eake out of the basket, and one thin un- 
leavened cake, and hath put on the palms of 
the Nazarite after his shaving his separation ; 
“0and the priest hath waved them, a wave- 
offering before Jehovah; it ts holy to the 
priest, besides the breast of the wave-oflering, 
and besides the leg of the heave-olfering; and 
afterwards doth the Nazarite drink wine. 

21¢°This is the law of the Nazarite, wha 
voweth his offering to Jehovah for lus se- 
paration, apart from that which his hand 
attaineth ; according to his vow which he 
voweth so he doth by the law of his sepa- 
Tation. 

2 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, 3 ‘Speak unto Aaron, and unto his sons, 
saying, Thus ye do bless the sons of Isracl, 
saying to them, 

4 * Tehavah bless thee and keep thee ; 

° Jehovah cause His face to shine upon 
thee, and favour thee ; 

26 Jehovah lift up lis countenance upon 
thee, and appoint for thee —peace. 

27 * And Nie have put My name upon the 
sons of Israel, and I—{ do bless them.’ 


VIE X AND it cometh ta pass on the day 
of Moses’ finishing setting up the tabernacle. 
that he anointeth it, and sanctifieth it, and 
all its vessels, and the altar, and all rts ves- 
sels, and he anointeth them, and sanctifieth 
them, 2and the princes of Isracl (heads of 
the house of their fathers, they are princes of 
the tribes, they who are standing over those 
numbered) bring near. 3 yea, they bring their 
offering before Jehovah, six waggons covered, 
and twelve oxen—a wagzon for two of thie 
princes, and an ox for one—and they bring 
them near before the tabernacle 
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And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, > ‘Receive from them, and they have 
been to do the service of the tent of meeting, 
and thou hast given them unto the Levites, 
each according to his service.’ 

6 And Moses taketh the waggons and the 
oxen, and giveth them unto the Levites. 
“The two of the waggons and the four of the 
oxen he bath given to the sons of Gershon, 
according to their service, Sand the four of 
the waggons and the eight of the oxen he 
hath given to the sons of Merari, according to 
their service, by the hand of Ithamar son of 
Aaron the priest ; °and to the sons of Kohath 
he hath not given, for the service of the sanc- 
tuary is on them: on the shoulder they bear.

“2 Ts flock and herd slaughtered for them, that 
one hath found for them?—are all the fishes 
of the sea gathered for them—that one hath 
found for them?’ 

*3 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Is the 
hand of Jehovah become short? now thou 
oe see whether My word meeteth thee or 
not.’ 

*4 And Moses goeth out, and speaketh unto 
the people the words of Jehovah, and ga- 
thereth seventy men of the elders of the 
people, and causeth them to stand round 
about the tent, “and Jehovah cometh down 
in the cloud, and speaketh unto him, and 
keepeth back of the Spirit which is on him, 
and putteth on the seventy men of the elders ; 
and it cometh to pass at the resting of the 
Spirit on them, that they prophesy, and do 
not cease. 

“6 And two of the men are left in the camp, 
the name of the one is Eldad, and the name 
of the second Medad, and the Spirit resteth 
upon them, (and they are among those writ- 
ten, and have not gone out to the tent), and 
they prophesy in the camp; 2’ and the young 
man runneth, and declareth to Moses, an 
saith, ‘Eldad and Medad are prophesying in 
the camp.’

them!’ 3° And Moses is gathered unto the 
camp, he and the elders of Israel.

17 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, 18‘Speak unto the sons of Israel, and 
thou hast said unto them, In your coming in 
unto the land whither Jam bringing you in, 
93then it hath been, in your eating of the 
bread of _the land, ye heave up a heave-offer- 
ing to Jehovah; “the beginning of your 
dough a cake ye heave up—a heave-offering ;

22° And when ye err, and do not all these 
commands which Jehovah hath spoken unto 
Moses, #the whole that Jehovah hath charged 
upon you by the hand of Moses, from the 
day that Jehovah hath commanded, and 
henceforth, to your generations, “4then it 
hath been, if from the eyes of the company 
it hath been done in ignorance, that all the 
company have prepared one bullock, a son of 
the herd, for a burnt-offering, for sweet frag- 
rance to Jehovah, and its present, and its 
libation, according to the pilinanes and one 
kid of the goats for a sin-offering. 

2* And the priest hath made atonement

hath been forgiven him; “for the native 
among the sons of Israel, and for the so- 
journer who is sojourning in their midst — 
one law is to you, for him who is doing any- 
thiny through ignorance ; 

30° And the person sao doth aught with a 
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wee hand—of the native or of the sojourner 
ehovah he is reviling, and that person hath 
been cut off from the midst of his people; 
31 because the word of Jehovah he despised, 
and His command hath broken—that person 
is certainly cut off; his iniquity is on him.’ 

32 And the sons of Israel are in the wilder- 
ness, and they find a man gathering wood on 
the sabbath-day, *%and_ those finding him 
gathering wood bring him near unto Moses, 
and unto Aaron, and unto all the company, 
34and they place him in ward, for it 2s not 
explained what is to be done to him. 

And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘The

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Lhe people again murmur. 
11“ He who is coming against the dead bod 
of any man—is unclean seven days: 12 he dot 
cleanse himself for it on the third day, and on 
the seventh day he is clean; and if he cleanse 
not himself on the third day, then on the 
seventh day he is not clean. 48 Any one who 
is coming against the dead, against the body 
of man who dieth, and cleanseth not himself 
—the tabernacle of Jehovah he hath defiled, 
and that person hath been cut off from Israel, 
for water of separation is not sprinkled upon 
him ; he is unclean; his uncleanness is still 
upon him. 

14° his is the law, when a man dieth ina 
tent: every one who is coming in unto the 
tent, and all that is in the tent, is uncleau 
seven days; and every open vessel which 
hath no covering of thread upon it is unclean. 

16° And every one who cometh, on the face 
of the field, against the pierced of a sword, 
or agaiust the dead, or against a bone of 
man, or against a grave, is unclean seven 
days; }7and they have saken for the unclean 
person of the ashes of the burning of the 
cleansing, and he hath put upon it running 
water unto a vessel; and a clean person 
hath taken hyssop, and hath dipped it in 
water, and hath sprinkled on the tent, and 
on all the vessels, and on the persons who 
have been there, and on him who is com- 
ing against a bone, or against one pierced, or 
against the dead, or against a grave. 

19° And the clean hath sprinkled it on the 
unclean on the third day, and on the seventh 
day, and hath cleansed him on the seventh 
day, and he hath washed his garments, and 
hath bathed with water, and hath been clean 
in the evening. 

20° And the man who is unclean, and doth 
not cleanse himself, even that person hath 
been cut off from the midst of the assembly;

his family because he hath no son? give to us 
a possession in the midst of the brethren of 
our father;’ 5and Moses bringeth near their 
cause before Jehovah. 

6 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, 7 ‘Rightly are the daughters of Zelophe- 
had speaking; thou dost certainly give to 


them a possession of an inheritance in the 
midst of their father’s brethren, aud hast 
caused to pass over the inheritance of their 


father to them. 

8*And unto the sons of Israel thou dost 
speak, saying, When a man dieth, and hath 
no son, then ye have caused his mheritance 
to pass over to his daughter; 9and if he have 
no daughter, then ye have given his inheri- 
tance to his brethren; ?°and if he have no 
brethren, then ye have given his inheritance 
to his father’s brethren; "and if his father 
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have no brethren, then ye have given his 
inheritance to his relation who is near unto 
him of his family, and he hath possessed it ;’ 
and it hath been to the sons otf Israel for a 
statute of judgment, as Jehovah hath com- 
manded Moses. 

12 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Go up 
unto this mount Abarim, and see the land 
which 1 have given to the sons of Israel ; 
13and thou hast seen it, and thou hast been 
gathered unto thy people, also thon, as Aaron 
thy brother hath been gathered, 14 because ye 

rovoked My mouth in the wilderness of Zin, 
in the strife of the company—to sanctify Me 
at the waters before their eyes;’ they are 
waters of Meribah, in Kadesh, in the wilder- 
ness of Zin. 

15 And Moses speaketh unto Jehovah, say- 
ing, 16‘ Jehovah—God of the spirits of all 
flesh—appoint a man over the company, ?”? who 
goeth out before them, and who cometh in 
before them, and who taketh them out, and 
who bringeth them in, and the echoed of 
oho is not as sheep which have no shep- 
1erd. 

18 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘ Take to 
thee Joshua son of Nun, a man in whom is 
the Spirit, and thou hast laid thine hand 
upon he 1and hast caused him to stand 
before Eleazar the priest, and before all the 
company, and hast charged him before their 
eyes, and hast put of thine honour upon 
him, so that all the company of the sons of 
Israel do hearken. . 

21¢ A nd before Eleazar the priest he standeth, 
and he hath asked for him by the judgment 
of the Lights before Jehovah; at His word 
they go out, and at His word they come in; 
he, and all the sons of Israel with him, even 
all the company.’ 

22 And Moses doth as Jehovah hath com- 
manded him, and taketh Joshua, and caus- 
eth him to stand before Eleazar the priest, 
and before all the companys and layeth 
his hands upon him, and chargeth him, as 
Jehovah hath spoken by the hand of Moses. 


XXVIII. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto 
Moses, saying, * ‘Command the sons of Israel, 
and thou hast said unto them, My offering, 
My bread for My fire-offerings, My sweet fra- 
grance, ye take heed to bring near to Me in 
its appointed season. 

3* And thou hast said to them, This is the 
fire-offering which ye bring near to Jehovah: 
two lambs, sons of a Moet perfect ones, daily, 
a continual burnt-offering ; ‘the one lamb 
thou preparest in the morning, and the se- 
cond Jamb thou preparest between the even- 
ings; °and a tenth of the ephah of flour for a 
present, mixed with beaten oil, a fourth of 
the hin; ®a continual burnt-offering, which 
was mnade in mount Sinai, for sweet fragrance, 
a fire-offering to Jehovah; 7 and its libation, 
a fourth of the hin for the one lamb; in the 
sanctuary cause thou a libation of strong 
drink to be poured out to Jehovah. 

8* And the second lamb thou dost prepare 
between the evenings; as the present of the 
morning, and as its libation thou preparest 
—a fire-offering, a Swe caepuperance to Jehovah. 
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Various kinds of offerings. 


9* And on the sabbath-day, two lambs, sons 
of a year, perfect ones, and two-tenth deals 
of flour, 2 present, mixed with oil, and its h- 
bation; !° the burnt-offering of the sabbath in 
its sabbath, besides the continual burnt-offer- 
ing aud its libation. 

t ‘And in the beginnings of your months 
ye bring near a burnt-offering to Jehovan: 
two bullocks, sons of the herd, and one ram, 
seven lambs, sons of a year, perfect ones; 
and three-tenth deals of flour, a present, 
mixed with oil, for the one bullock, and two- 
tenth deals of flour, a present, mixed with 
oil, for the one ram; and a several tenth 
deal of flour, a present, mixed with oil, for the 
one lamb; a burnt-offering, a sweet fragrance,

sin-offering, apart from the continual burnt- 
offering, its present, and its libation. 

76‘ And on the fifth day nine bullocks, two 
rains, fourtcen lambs, sons of a year, perfect 
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ones; * and their present, and their libations, 
for the bullocks, for the rams, and for the 
lambs, in their number, according to the 
ordinance; “and one goat, a sin-offering; 
apart from the continual burnt-offering, anc 
its present, and its libation. 

*9*And on the sixth day eight bullocks, 
two rams, fourteen lambs, sons of a year, 
eel ones; and their present, and their 
ibations, for the bullocks, for the rams, and 
for the lainbs, in their number, according 
to the ordinance ; 4and one goat, a sin-offer- 
ing; apart from the continual burnt-offering, 
its present, and its libation.

40 And Moses saith unto the sons of Israel 
according to all that Jehovah hath com- 
manded Moses. 


XXX. 1 AND Moses speaketh unto the 
heads of the tribes of the sons of Israel, say- 
ing, ‘This is the thing which Jehovah hath 
commanded : 

2*When a man voweth a vow to Jehovah, 
or hath sworn an oath to bind a bond on his 
soul, he doth not pollute his word; accord. 
ing to all that is going out from his mouth 
he doth. 

3*And when a woman voweth a vow to 
Jehovah, and hath bound a bond in the 
house of her father in her youth, tand her 
father hath heard her vow, and her bond 
which she hath bound on her soul, and her 
father hath kept silent at her, then have all 
her vows been established, and every bond 
which she hath bound on her soul is esta- 
blished. 

5 “And if her father hath disallowed her 
in the day of his hearing, none of her vows 
and her bonds which she hath bound on 
her soul is established, and Jehovah is pro- 
ntious to her, for her father hath disallowed 

er. 

6 *And if she be at all to a husband, and 
her vows ave on her, or a wrougful utterance 
on her lips, which she hath bound on her 
soul, 7and her husband hath heard, and in 
the day of his hearing—he hath kept silent 
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at her, then have her vows been established, 
and her bonds which she hath bound on her 
soul are established. 

8 ‘And if in the day of her husband’s hear- 
ing he disalloweth her, then he hath broken 
her vow which is on her, and the wrongful 
utterance of her lips which she hath bound 
on her soul, and Jehovah is propitious to her. 

§*As to the vow of a widew or cast-out 
woman, all that she hath bound on her seul 
is established on her. 

10 * And if iz the house ef her husband she 
hath vowed, or hath bound a bond on her 
soul with an oath, ™and her husband hath 
heard, and hath kept silent at her—he hath 
not disallowed her—then have all her vews 
been established, and every bond which she 
hath bound on her soul is estabhshed. 

12° And if her husband doth certainly break 
them in the day ef his hearing, none of the 
out-going of her lips concerning her vews, or 
concerning the bond of her sonl, is esta- 
blished—her husband hath broken them— 
and Jehovah is propitious to her. 

13 “Hivery vow and every oath—a bond to 
aumble a soul—her husband doth establish it, 
or her husband doth break it; Mand if her 
husband certainly keep silent at her, from 
day unto day, then he hath estabhshed all 
her vows, or all her bonds which are upon 
her; he hath established them, for he hath 
kept silent at her in the day of his hearing ; 
Wandif he doth at all break them after his 
hearing, then he hath borne her iniquity.’ 
.16These are the statutes which Jehovah 
hath commanded Moses between a man and 
his wife, between a father and his daughter, 
in her youth, in the house of her father. 


XXXI. 1S AND Jehovah speaketh unto 
Moses, saying, 2 ‘ Execute the vengeance of 
the sons of Israel against the Midcianites—af- 
terwards thou art gathered unto thy people.’ 

3 And Moses speaketh unto the people, say- 
ing, ‘Be ye armed some of you for the host, 
and they are against Midian, to put the ven- 
geanee of Jehovah on Midian; 4a thonsand 
for a tribe—a thousand for a tribe, to all the 
tribes of Israel—ye do send to the host.’ 

5 And there are given out of the thousands 
of Israel a thousand for a tribe, twelve thou- 
sand armed ones of the host; ® and Moses 
sendeth them, a thousand fora tribe, to the 
host, them and Phinehas son of Eleazar the 
priest, to the host; and the holy vessels, and 
the trumpets of the shouting. in his hand. 

7 And they war against Midian, as Jehovah 
hath commanded Moses, and slay every 
male; Sand the kings of Midian they have 
slain, besides their pierced ones, Evi, and 
Rekem, and Znr, and Hur, and Reba, tive 
kings ef Midian; and Balaaim son of Beor, 
they have slain with the sword. 

9 And the sons of Israel take captive the 
woinen of Midian, and their infants; and all 
their cattle, and all their substance, and all 
their wealth they have plundered ; ?° and all 
their cities, with their habitations, and all 
their towers, they have burnt with fire. 

1 And they take all the spoil, and all the 
prey, ameng man a among beast; ?° and 
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they bring in, unto Moses, and unto Eleazar 
the priest, and unto the company of the song 
of Israel, the captives, and ie prey, and the 
spoil, unto the camp, unto the plains of Moab, 
which are by Jordan. near Jericho. 

13 And Moses, and Eleazar the priest, and 
all the princes of the company, go out to 
meet them, unto the outside of the camp, 
14 and Moses is wreth against the inspecters 
of the ferce, chiefs of the thousands, and 
chiefs of the hundreds, who are coming in from 
the host of the battle. 

15 And Moses saith unto them, ‘ Have ye 
kept alive every female? !*lo, they—they 
have been to the sous of Israel, threugh the 
werd of Balaam, te cause a trespass against 
Jehovah in the matter of Peor, and the plague 
is in the company of Jehovah. 

17 * And new, slay ye every male among the 
infants, yea, every woman known of man b 
the lying of a male ye have slain; #8and all 
the infants among the women, who have not 
known the lying of a male, ye have kept alive 
for yourselves. 

19* And ye, encamp ye at the outside of the 
camp seven days—any who hath slain a per- 
sen, and any who hath come against a pierced 
one, ye cleanse yourselves on the third day, 
and on the seventh day—ye and your captives; 
*Oand every garment, and every skin vessel, 
and every work of goats’ hair, and every 
wooden vessel, ye yourselves cleanse.’ 

“1 And Eleazer the priest saith unto the men 
of the host who go in to battle, ‘This is the 
statute of the law which Jehovah hath com- 
manded Moses: “only, the gold, and the 
silver, the brass, the iren, the tin, and the 
lead, “* every thing which may ge into fire, ye 
cause to pass over through fire, and it hath 
been clean; only, with the water of separa- 
tion it is cleansed, and all that may not go in- 
to fire, ye cause to pass over through water; 
*tand ye have washed your garments on the 
seventh day, and have been clean, and after- 
wards ye come in unto the camp.’ 

°5 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, *°*Take up the sum of the prey of the 
captives, among man and among beast, thon, 
and Eleazar the priest, and the heads of the 
fathers of the company; *7and thou hast 
halved the prey between those handling the 
battle who go out to the host and all the 
company; and thou hast raised a tribute te 
Jehovah from the men of war, whe go out to 
the host. one body out of tive hundred, of 
man, and of the herd, and of the asses, and 
of the flock ; “from their half ye do take, and 
thou hast given to Eleazar the prest—the 
heave-offering of Jehovah. 
~~ 30 And from the sons of Isracl’s half thou 
dost take one possession out of tifty, of man, 
of the herd, of the asses, aud of the fleck, of 
all the cattle, and thou hast given them to the 
Levites keeping the charge of the tabernacle 
of Jehovah. 

31 And Moses doth—Eleazar the priest also 
—as Jehovah hath commanded Moses. 

32 And the prey, the residue of the spoil 
which the people of the host have s aie 18 
of the tloek six hundred thousand, al seventy 
thousand, and five thousand; and of the 
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herd two and seventy thousand; *+and of 
asses one and sixty thousand; * and of human 
beings—of the women who have not known the 
lying of a male—all the persons ave two and 
thirty thousand. 

36 And the half—the portion of those who 
go out into the host—the number of the flock 
is three hundred thousand, and thirty thou- 
sand, and seven thousand and five hundred. 

37 And the tribute to Jehovah of the sheep 
is six hundred five and seventy; = and the 
herd is six and thirty thousand, and their 
tribute to Jehovah is two and seventy; 8 and 
the asses are thirty thousand and tive hun- 
dred, and their tribute to Jehovah is one and 
sixty; #9and the human beings are sixteen 
thousand, and their tribute to Jehovah is two 
and thirty persons. 

41 And Moses giveth the tribute—Jehovah’s 
heave-offering—to Eleazar the priest, as Je- 
hovah hath commanded Moses. 

42 And of the sons of Israel’s half, which 
Moses halved from the men who war—-* and 
the company’s half is, of the flock three hun- 
dred tbousand, and thirty thousand, seven 
thousand and five hundred; “and of the 
herd six and thirty thousand; and of asses 
thirty thousand and five hundred; “and of 
human bemgs sixteen thousand—* Moses tak- 
eth from the sons of Israel’s half the one pos- 
session from the fifty, of man and of beast, 
and giveth them to the Levites keepiag the 
charge of the tabernacle of Jehovah, as Je- 
hovah hath commanded Moses. 

48 And the inspectors whom the thousands 
of the host hath, (heads of the thousands and 
heads of the hundreds), draw near unto Moses, 
4 and they say unto Moses, ‘Thy servants 
have taken up the sum of the men of war 
who @re with us, and not a man of us hath 
been missed; and we bring near Jehovah’s 
offering, each that which he hath found, 
vessels of gold—chain, and bracelet, seal-ring, 
ear-ring, and bead—to make atonement for 
ourselves before Jehovah.’ 

51 And Moses receiveth—Eleazar the priest 
also—the gold from them, every made vessel, 
Sand all the gold of the heave-offeriug which 
they have lifted up to Jehovah is sixteen 
thousand seven hundred and tifty shekels, 
from heads of the thousands, and from heads 
of the hundreds; *3 (the men of the host have 
spoiled each for himself); 54 and Moses taketh 
—LHleazar the priest also—the gold from the 
heads of the thousands and of the hundreds, 
and they bring it in unto the tent of meeting 
—a memorial for the sons of Israel before 
Jehovah. 


XXNIT. } AND much cattle hath been to 
the sons of Reuben and to the sons of Gad, 
very many; and they see the land of Jazer, 
and the land of Gilead, and lo, the place is 
a place for cattle; >and the sons of Gad, and 
the sons of Reuben, come in and speak unto 
Moses, and unto Eleazar the priest, and unto 
the princes of the company, saying: 

3* Ataroth, aud Dibon, and Jazer, and Nim- 
rah, and Heshbon, and Elealeh, and Shebam, 
and Nebo, and Beon—‘the land which Je- 
hovah hath smitten before the company of 
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Israel, is a land for cattle, and thy servanta 
have cattle. ®And they say, ‘If we have 
found grace in thine eyes, let this land be 
given to thy servants for a possession; cause 
us not to pass over the Jordan.’ 

6 And Moses saith to the sons of Gad and 
to the sons of Reuben, ‘Do your brethren go 
in to the battle, and ye—do ye sit here? 7 and 
why discourage ye the heart of the sons of 
Israel from passing over unto the land which 
Jehovah hath given to them? 

8“Thus did your fathers in my sending 
them from Kadesh-Barnea to see the land; 
Y%and they go up unto the valley of Eshcol, 
and see the land, and discourage the heart of 
the sons of Israel so as not to go in unto the 
land which Jehovah hath given to them; 
and the anger of Jehovah burneth in that 
day, and He sweareth, saying, !! They do not 
see—the men who are coming up out of Egypt 
from a son of twenty years and u swarde ene 
eround which I have sworn to SA ea to 
Isaac, and to Jacob, for they nave not been 
fully after Me; }*save Caleb son of Jephun- 
neh the Kenezite, and Joshua son of Nun, 
for they have been fully after Jehovah; Mand 
the anger of Jehovah burneth against Israel, 
and He causeth them to wander in the wil- 
derness forty years, until the consumption of 
all the generation which is doing the evil 
thing in the eyes of Jehovah. 

14° And lo, ye have risen in the stead of 
your fathers, an increase of men—sinuers, to 
add yet to the fury of the anger of Jehovah 
toward Israel; when ye turn back from 
after Him, then He hath added yet to leave 
him in the wilderness, and ye have done cor- 
ruptly to all this people.’ 

16 And they come nigh unto him, and say, 
‘Folds for the flock we build for our cattle 
here, and cities for our infants; 7 aud we— 
we are armed hasting before the sous of Israel 
till that we have brought them in unto their 
place; and our infants have dwelt in the 
cities of defence because of the inhabitants of 
the land: 4we do not turn back unto our 
houses till the sons of Israel have inherited 
each his inheritance, for we do not inherit 
with them beyond the Jordan and yonder, 
for our inheritance hath come unto us beyond 
the Jordan at the sun-rising.’ 

20 And Moses saith unto thei, ‘If ye do 
this thing: if ye are armed before Jehovah 
for battle, 2! and every armed one of you hath 
passed over the Jordan before Jehovah, till 
his dispossessing His enemies from before 
Him, “and the land hath been subdued be- 
fore Jehovah—then afterwards ye do turn 
back, and have been acquitted by Jehovah, 
and by Israel; and this land hath becn to you 
for a possession before Jehovah. 

3° Andif ye do not so, lo, ye have sinned 
against Jehovah, and know ye your sin, that 
it doth find you; *4 ouild for yourselves cities 
for your infants, and folds for your flock, 
and that which is going out from your mouth 
do ye.’ 

*> And the sons of Gad and the sons of Reu- 
ben speak unto Moses, saying, ‘Thy servants 
do as my lord is commanding; “6 our infants, 
our wives, our Se all our beasts, are 
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there in cities of Gilead, *? and thy ser- 
vants pass over, every armed one of the host, 
before Jehovah, to battle, as my lord is say- 
ing,’ 

3 And Moses commandeth econeerning them 
Eleazar the priest, and Joshua son of Nun, 
and the heads of the fathers of the tribes of 
the sons of Israel; “¥and Moses saith unto 
them, ‘If the sons of Gad and the sons of 
Reuben pass over with you the Jordan, every 
one armed for battle, before Jehovah, and the 
land hath been subdued before you, then ye 
have given to them the land of Gilead for a 
possession; °and if they do not pass over 
armed with you, then they have possessions 
in your midst in the land of Canaan.’ 

31 And the sons of Gad and the sons of Reu- 
ben answer, saying, ‘That which Jehovah 
hath spoken unto thy servants—so we do; 
32 we—we pass over armed before Jehovah to 
the land of Canaan, and with us is the posses- 
sion of our inheritance beyond the Jordan.’ 

33 And Moses giveth to them, to the sons of 
Gad, and to the sons of Reuben, and to the 
half of the tribe of Manasseh son of Joseph, 
the kingdom of Sihon king of the Amornite, 
and the kingdom of Og king of Bashan, the 
land by its cities, in the borders, the cities of 
the land round about. 

34 And the sons of Gad build Dihon, and 
Ataroth, and Aroer, and Atroth, Shophan, 
and Jaazer, aud Jogbehah, ®*and Beth-Nim- 
rah, and Beth-Haran, cities of defenee, and 
sheepfolds. 

37 And the sons of Reuben have build Hesh- 
ben, and Elealeh, and Kirjathaim, *%and 
Nebo, and Baal-Meon (ehanged in name), and 
Shibmah, and they call by these names the 
names of the cities which they have built. 

39 And sons of Machir son of Manasseh go 
to Gilead, and capture it, and dispossess the 
Amorite, who is in it; #?and Moses giveth 
Gilead to Machir son of Manasseh, and he 
dwelleth in it. 

41 And Jair son of Manasseh hath gone and 
eaptureth their towns, and ealleth them 
‘Towns of Jair;’ 4 and Nobah hath gone and 
eaptureth Kenath, and its villages, and eall- 
eth it Nobah, by his own name. 


NXXIUI. 1 THESE are journeys of the sons 
of Israel who have come out of the land of 
Egypt, by their hosts, by the hand of Moses 
and Aaron; “and Moses writeth their out- 
goings, by their journeys, by the command of 
Jehovah; and these ae their journeys, by 
their out-goings: 

3 And they journey from Rameses in the 
first month, on the fiftcenth day of the first 
month, on the morrow of the passover have 
the sons of Israel gone out with a high hand 
before the eyes of all the Egyptians—#4 and 
the Egyptians are burying those whom Jeho- 
vahi aah smitten among them, every first- 
born, and on their gods hath Jchovah done 
judgements— and the sons of Israel journey 
from Rameses, and enecamp in Suecoth.

8 And they journey from Pi-Hahiroth, and 
pass over through the midst of the sea, into 
the wilderness, and go a journey of three days 
in the wilderness of Etham, and encamp in 
Marah. 

9 And they journey from Marah, and come 
in to Elim, and in Elim are twelve fountains 
of waters, and seventy palm trees, and they 
encamp there; 1° and they journey from Elim, 
and encamp by the Red Sea. 

11 And they journey from the Red Sea, and 
eneamp in the wilderness of Sin; }*and they 
journey from the wilderness of Sin, and en- 
camp in Dophkah. 

13 And they journey from Dophkah, and 
encamp in Alush; “and they journey from 
Alush, and encamp in Rephidim; and there 
was there no water for the people to drink. 

15 And they journey from iegiealin, aud 
encamp in the wilderness of Sinai; 16 and 
they journey from the wilderness of Sinai, 
and encamp in Kibroth-Hattaavah. 

V7 And Eley journey from Kibroth-Hatta- 
avah, and encamp in Hazeroth; and they 
Journey from Hazeroth, aud eneamp in Nith- 
mah, 

19 And they journey from Rithmah, and 
encamp in Rimmon-Parez; °° and they jour- 
ney from Rimmon-Parez, and eneamp in 
Libnah. 

1 And they journey from Libnah, and en- 
cam) in Rissah; “and they journey from 
Rissah, and eneamp in Kehelathah. 

23 And they journey from Kehelathah, and 
encam) in mount Shapher; **and they jour- 
ney from mount Shapher, and eneamp in 
Haradah. 

25 And they journey from Haradah, and en- 
camp in Makheloth; “6 and they journey from 
Maheloth, and encamp in Tahath. 

27 And they journey from Tahath, and en- 
camp in Tarah; *8and they journey from 
Taran, and encamp in Mitheah, 

29 And they journey from Mitheah, and en- 
eamp in Hashmonah; 2%and they journey from 
Hashmonah, and encamp in Moseroth, 

31 And they journey from Moscroth, and 
enecamp in Bene-Jaakan; =? and they journey 
from Bene-Jaakan, and eneamp at Hor- 
Hagidgad. : 

33 And they journey from Hor-Hagidgad, 
and encamp in Jotbathah; #4 and they jour- 
ney from Jothathah, and eneamp in Ebronah,. 

33 And they journey from Ebronah, and en- 
emup in Ezion-Gaber; °% and they journey 
from Hzion-Gaber, and eneamp in the wilder- 
ness of Zin, which 7s Kadesh. 

37 And they journey from Kadesh, and eu- 
eamp in mount Hor, in the extremity of the 
land of Hdem. 

3 And Aaron the pricst goeth up unto 
mount Hor, hy the command of Jchovah, 
and dieth there, in the fortieth year of the 
coing out of the sons of Israel from the land 
of eypt, in the tifth month, on the first of 
the month; 39 and Aaron is a son of a hundred 
and twenty and three years in his dying in 
mount Hor. j 

40 And the Canaanite—king Arad—who 1s 
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dwelling ‘in the south, in the land of Canaan, 
heareth of the coming of the sons of Israel. 

41 And they journey from mount Hor, and 
encamp in Zalmonah; “ and they journey 
from Zalmonah, and encamp in Punon. 

43 And they journey from Punon, and en- 
camp in Oboth; “tand they journey from 
Oboth, and encamp in Ije-Abarim, in the bor- 
der of Moab. 

4 And they journey from lim, and encamp 
in Dibon-Gad; “and they journey from Di- 
bon-Gad, and encamp in Almon-Diblathaim. 

47 And they journey from Almon-Diblath- 
aim, and encamp in the mountains of Aba- 
rim, before Nebo; #and they journey from 
the mountains of Abarim, and encamp in the 
plains of Moab, by Jordan, near Jericho. 

4 And they encamp by the Jordan from 
Beth-Jeshimoth, nnto Abel-Shittim, in the 
plains of Moab. 

50 And Jehovah speaketh nnto Moses, in 
the plains of Moab, by Jordan, near Jericho, 
saying, °! ‘Speak unto the sons of Israel, and 
thou hast said unto them, When ye are pass- 
ing over the Jordan unto the land of Canaan, 
“then ye have dispossessed all the inhabit- 
ants of the land from before you, and have 
destroyed all their imagery, yea, all their 
molten images ye destroy, and all their high 
places ye lay waste, and ye have possessed 
the land, and dwelt in it, for to you I have 
given the land—to possess it. 

54 * And ye have inLerited the land by lot, 
by your families; to the many ye increase 
their inheritance, and to the few ye diminish 
their inheritance ; whither the lot goeth out 
to him, it is his; by the tribes of your fathers 
ye inherit. 

55 * And if ye do not dispossess the inhabit- 
ants of the land from before you, then it hath 
been, those whom ye let remain of them, are 
for pricks in your eyes, and for thorns in your 
sides, and they have distressed you on the 
land in which ye are dwelling, and it hath 
come to pass, as I thonght to do to them—I 
do to you.’ 


XXXIV. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto 
Moses, saying, 2‘Command the sons of Israel, 
and thou hast said unto them, When ye are 
coming in unto the land of Canaan—this is 
the land which falleth to you by inheritance, 
the land of Canaan, by its borders—* then 
hath the south quarter been to you from the 
wilderness of Zin, by the sides of Edom, yea, 
the south border hath been to you from the 
extremity of the Salt Sea, eastward; 4and 
the border hath turned round to you from 
the south to the ascent of Akrabbim, and 
hath passed on to Zin, and its outgoings 
have been from the south to Kadesh-Barnea, 
and it hath gone out at Hazar-Addar, and 
hath passed on to Azmon; °and the border 
hath turned round from Azmon to the brook 
of Egypt, and its outgoings have been at 
the sea. 

6 “As to the west border, even the great 
sea hath been to you a border; this is to you 
the west border, 

7*And this is to you the north border: 
from the great sea ye mark out for yourselves 
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mount Hor; from mount Hor ye mark out 
to go in to Hamath, and the ontgoings of 
the border have been to Zedad; “and the 
border hath gone out to Ziphron, and its out- 
goings have been at Hazar-Enan; this is to 
you the north border. 

10° And ye have marked out for yourselves 
for the border eastward, from Hazar-Enan to 
Shepham ; "and the border hath gone down 
from Shepham to Riblah, on the east of Ain, 
and the border hath gone down, and hath 
smitten against the shoulder of the sea of 
Chinnereth eastward ; !*?and the border hath 
gone down to the Jordan, and its outgoings 
have been at the Salt Sea; this is for you the 
land by its borders round about.’ 

13 And Moses commandeth the sons of Is- 
rael, saying, ‘This is the land which ye in- 
herit by lot, which Jehovah hath commanded 
to give to the nine tribes and the half of the 
tribe; “for the tribe of the sons of Reuben 
have received, by the house of their fathers ; 
and the tribe of the children of Gad, by the 
house of their fathers; and the halt of the 
tribe of Manasseh have received their inheri- 
tance; the two tribes and the half of the 
tribe have received their inheritance beyond 
the Jordan, near Jericho, eastward, at the 
sun-rising.’ 

16 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, 17 ‘These are the names of the men who 
give to you the inheritance of the land: 
Eleazar the priest, and Joshua son of Nun, 
18 and one prince—one prince—for a tribe ye 
do take to give the acl by inheritance. 

19 “And these are the names of the men: 
of the tribe of Judah, Caleb son of Jephun- 
neh; “and of the tribe of the sons of Simeon, 
Shemuel son of Aminihud; of the tribe of 
Benjamin, Ehidad son of Chislon; “and of 
the tribe of the sons of Dan, the prince Bukki 
son of Jogli; %of the sons of J Ss i of the 
tribe of the sons of Manasseh, the prince 
Hanniel son of Ephod; “and of the tribe of 
the sons of Ephraim, the prince Kemuel son 
of Shiphtan; “and of the tribe of the sons of 
Zebulun, the prince Elizaphan son of Par- 
nach ; “and of the tribe of the sons of Issa- 
char, the prince Paltiel son of Azzan; *’ and 
of the tribe of the sons of Asher, the prince 
Ahihud son of Shelomi; “and of the tribe of 
the sons of Naphtah, the prince Pedahel son 
of Ammihnd.’ 

22 These are those whom Jehovah hath com- 
manded to give the sons of Israel inheritance 
in the land of Canaan. 


XXXV. } AND Jehovah speaketh unto 
Moses, in the plains of Moab, by Jordan, 
near Jericho, saying, ? ‘Command the sons of 
Israel, and they have given to the Levites of 
the inheritance of their possession cities to 
inhabit; also a suburb for the cities round 
about them ye do give to the Leyites. ?And 
the cities have been to them to inhabit, and 
their suburbs are for their cattle, and for 
their goods, and for all their beasts. 

4*And the suburbs of the cities which ye 
give to the Levites are, from the wall of the 
city and without, a thousand cubits round 
about. ®And ye have measured from the 
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outside of the city, the east quarter, two 
thousand by the eubit, and the south quarter, 
two thousand by the cubit, and the west 
quarter, two thousand by the eubit, and the 
north quarter, two thousand by the cubit; 
and the city isin the midst; this is to them 
the suburbs of the cities. 

6* And the cities which ye give to the Le- 
vites are the six cities of refuge, which ye 
give for the fleeing thither of the man-slayer, 
and besides them ye give forty and two cities ; 
7 all the cities which ye give to the Levites 
are forty and eight cities, them and their 
suburbs. 8 And the cities which ye give are 
of the possession of the sons of Israel, from 
the many ye multiply, and from the few ye 
diminish; each, according to his inheritance 
which they inherit, doth give of his cities to 
the Levites.’ 

9 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, 1°‘Speak unto the sons of Israel, and 
thou hast said unto them, When ye are pass- 
ing over the Jordan to the land of Canaan, 
land have prepared to yourselves cities— 
cities of refuge they are to you—then fled 
thither hath a man-slayer, smiting a person 
unawares, !2and the cities have been to you 
for a refuge from the redeemer, and the man- 
slayer doth not die till his standing before 
the company for judgment. 

13°Ag to the cities which ye give—six ave 
cities of refuge to you; the three of the 
cities ye five beyond the Jordan, and the 
three of the cities ye give in the land of 
Canaan; cities of refuge they are. To sons 
of Israel, and to a sojourner, and to a settler 
in their midst, are these six cities for a refuge, 
for the fleeing thither of any one smiting a 
person unawares. 

16* And if with an instrument of iron he 
hath smitten hini, and he dieth, he is a mur- 
derer: the murderer is certainly put to 
death. 

17“ And if with a stone in the hand, where- 
with he dieth, he hath smitten him, and he 
dieth, he és a murderer: the murderer is cer- 
tainly put to death. 

18°Or with a wooden instrument in the 
hand, wherewith he dieth, he hath smitten 
him, and he dieth, he is a murderer: the 
murderer is certainly put to death. 

19 “The redeemer of blood himself doth put 
the murderer to death; in his coming against 
him he doth put him to death. 

20° And if in hatred he thrust him through, 
or hath cast anything at him by lying in 
wait, and he dieth; *! or in enmity he hath 
smitten him with his hand, and he dieth; 
the smiter is certainly put to death; he isa 
murderer; the redeemer of blood doth put 
the murderer to death in his coming against 


im. 

#* And if, in an instant, without enmity, 
he hath thrust him through, or hath cast at 
him any instrument, without lying in wait; 
“or with any stone wherewith he dieth, with- 
out seeiny, and ecauseth 7 to fall upon him, 
and he dieth, and he zs not his enemy, nor 
seeking his evil; “then have the company 
judged between the simter and the redeemer 
of blood, by these jee 
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5° And the eran have delivered tho 
man-slayer ont of the hand of the redeemer 
of blood, and the company have caused him 
to turn back wnto the city of his refuge, 
whither he hath fled, and he hath dwelt in 
it till the death of the chief priest, who hath 
been anointed with the holy oil. 

*6* And if the man-slayer at all go ont from 
the border of the city of his refuge whither 
he fleeth, * and the redeemer of Blood hath 
found him at the outside of the border of 
the city of his refuge, and the redeemer of 
blood hath slain the man-slayer, blood is not 
for him; “8for in the city of his refuge he 
doth dwell till the death of the chief priest; 
and after the death of the chief priest doth 
the man-slayer turn back unto the city of his 
possession. 

9 * And these things have been to you fora 
statute of judgment to your generations, in 
all your clwellings: °°whoso smiteth a per- 
son, by the mouth of witnesses doth one slay 
the murderer; and one witness doth not tes- 
tify agalnst a person—to die, 

“1° And ye take no atonement for the life of 
a murderer who is condemned—to die, for he 
is certainly put to death; #2and ye take no 
atonement for him to flee unto the city of his 
refuge, to turn back to dwell in the land, 
until the death of the priest. 

33° And ye profane not the land which ye 
are in, for blood profaneth the land; as to 
the land, it is not pardoned for blood which 
is shed in it except by the blood of him who 
sheddeth it; *4and ye defile not the land in 
which ye are dwelling, in the midst of which 
I do tabernacle, for 1 Jehovah do tabernacle 
in the midst of the sons of Israel.’ 


XXXVI. 1 AND the heads of the fathers 
of the families of the sons of Gilead, son of 
Machir, son of Manasseh, of the families of 
the sons of Joseph, come near, and speak be- 
fore Moses, and before the princes, jane of 
the fathers of the sons of Israel, *and say 
Jehovah commanded my lord to give the land 
for inheritance by lot to the sons of Israel, 
and my lord hath been commanded by Je- 
hovah to give the inheritance of Zelophehad 
our brother to his daughters. 

3*And—they have been to one of the 
sons of the other tribes of the sons of Israel] 
for wives, and their inheritance hath been 
withdrawn from the inheritance of our fa- 
thers, and hath been added to the inheritance 
of the tribe which is theirs, and from the lot 
of our inheritance it is withdrawn, ‘and if it 
is the jubilee of the sons of Israel], then hath 
their inheritance been added to the inherit- 
ance of the tribe which is theirs, and from 
the inheritance of the tribe of our fathers is 
their inheritance withdrawn.’ 

5 And Moses commandeth the sons of Israel, 
by the command of Jehovah, saying, ‘ Rightly 
are the tribe of the sons of Joseph speaking; 
6 this 7s the thing which Jehovah hath com- 
manded concerning the daughters of Zelophe- 
had, saying, ‘Io those good in their eyes let 
them: be for wives; only, to a family of the 
tribe of their fathers let them be for wives; 
7 and the inheritance of the sons of Israel doth 
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not turn round from tribe unto tribe; for each 
to the inheritance of the tribe of his fathers, 
do the sons of Israel cleave. 

8* And every daughter possessing an inheri- 
tance, of the tribes of the sons of Israel, is to 
one of the family of the tribe of her father for 
a wife, so that le sons of Israel possess each 
the inheritance of his fathers, 9and the inheri- 
tance doth not turn round from one tribe to 
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another tribe; for each to his inheritance do ! 


they cleave, the tribes of the sons of Israel.’ 
Ag Jehovah hath commanded Moses, so 


the daughter of Zelophehaa, 


have the daughters of Zelophehad done, ™ and 
Mahlah, ‘Tirzah, and Hoglah, and Milcah, and 
Noah, daughters of Zelophehad, are to the 
sons of their fathers’ brethren for wives ; 12 to 
men of the families of the sons of Manasseh 
son of Joseph, they have been for wives, and 
their inheritance is with the tribe of the 
oy of their father. 

13 These are the commands and the judg- 


ments whichJehovah hath commanded, by the 


hand of Moses, concerning the sons of Israel, in 


the plains of Moab, by Jordan, near Jericho.

CHAP. Ll. } THESE are the words which 
Moses hath spoken unto all Israel, beyond the 
Jordan, in the wilderness, in the plain over- 
against Suph, between Paran and Tophel, and 
Laban, and Hazeroth, and Di-Zahab; * eleven 
days’ from Horeb, the way of mouut Seir, un- 
to Kadesh-Barnea. 

3 And it cometh to pass in the fortieth year, 
in the eleventh month, on the first of the 
month hath Moses spoken unto the sons of 
Israel according to all that Jehovah hath com- 
manded him concerning them; ‘after his 
smiting Sihon king of the Amorite who is 
dwelling in Heshbon, and Og king of Bashan 
who is dwelling in Ashtaroth in Edrei, 5 be- 

ond the Jordan, in the land of Moab, hath 

Toses begun to explain this law, saying: 

6 * Jehovah our God hath spoken unto us in 
Horeb, saying, Enough to you—of dwelling 
in this mount; 7turn ye and journey for you, 
and enter the mount of the Amorite, and un- 
to all its neighbouring places, in the plain, in 
the hill-country, and in the low country, and 
in the south, and in the haven of the sea, the 
land of the Canaanite, and of Lebanon, unto 
the great river, the river Phrat ; ®see, [ have 
sct before you the land; goin and possess the 
land which Jehovah hath sworn to_ your 
fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, 
to give to them, and to their seed after them. 

9° And I speak unto you at that time, say- 
ing, [ am not able by myself to bear you; 
10 Jehovah your God hath multiplied you, and 
lo, ye are to-day as the stars of the heavens 
for multitude; !! Jehovah, God of your fathers, 
is adding to you, as ye are, a thousand 
times, and doth bless you as He hath spoken 
to you. 

12 * How do 1 bear by myself your pressure, 
and your burden, and your strife? } Give for 

ourselves men, wise and intelligent, and 

<nown to your tribes, and I set them for your 
heads; and ye answer me and say, Good 
is the thing which thou hast spoken—to do. 

5*And I take the heads of your tribes, 
men, wise and known, and I appoint them 
heads over you, princes of thousands, and 
princes of hundreds, and princes of fifties, 
and princes of tens, and authorities, for your 
tribes. 

16° And [command your judges atthat time, 
saying, Hearkcning between your brethren— 
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then ye have judged rightcousness between a 
man, and his brother, and his sojourner ; 7 ye 
do not discern faces in judgment; as the little 
so the great ye do hear; ye are not afraid of 
the face of any, for the judgment is God’s, 
and the thing which is too hard for you, ye 
bring near woto me, and [ have heard it; 
18 and I command you, at that time, all the 
things which ye do. 

19° And we journey from Horeb, and go 
through all that great and fearful wilderness 
which ye have seen—the way of the hill- 
country of the Amorite, as Jehovah our God 
hath commanded us, and we come in unto 
Kadesh-Barnea. 

7° And I say unto you, Ye have come in 
unto the hill-country of the Amorite, which 
Jehovah our God is giving to us; 7! see, Je- 
hovah thy God hath set before thee the land ; 
go up, possess, as Jehovah, God of thy fa- 
thers, hath spoken to thee; fear not, nor be 
affrighted. 

*2* And ye come near unto me, all of you, 
and say, Let us send men before us, and they 
search for us the land, and they bring us back 
word concerning the way in which we go up 
into it, andthe cities unto which we come in; 
*3and the thing is good in mine eyes, and I 
take of you twelve men, one man for a tribe. 

*4°And they turn and go up to the hill- 
country, and come in unto the valley of Esh- 
col, and spy it, and they take with their 
hand of the fruit of the land, and bring down 
unto us, and bring us back word, and say, 
Good is the land which Jehovah our God 1s 
giving tous. a. 

26* And ye have not been willing to go up, 
and ye provoke the mouth of Jehovah your 
God, ?7and murmur in your tents, and say, 
In Jehovah’s hating us ee hath brought us 
out of the land of Egypt, to give us into the 
hand of the Amorite—to destroy us; whither 
are we going up? our brethren have melted 
our heart, saying, A people greater and taller 
than we, cities great and fenced to heaven, and 
also sons of Anakim—we have seen there. 

*9¢ And I say unto you, Be not terrified, nor 
be afraid of them; °° Jehovah your God, who 
is going before you—He doth fight for you, 
according to all that He hath done with you 
in Egypt before your eyes, #1 and in the 
wilderness, where thon hast seen that Je- 
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hovah thy God hath borne thee as a man bear- 
eth his son, in all the way which ye have gone, 
till your coming in unto this place. 

32° And in this thing ye are not stedfast in 
Jehovah your God, ** who is going before you 
in the way to search out to you a place for 
your encamping, in fire by might, to shew yon 
in the way in which ye go, and in a cloud by 


ay. 

34 And Jehovah heareth the voice of your 
words, and is wroth, and sweareth, saying, 
35 Not one of these men of this evil generation 
doth see the good land which I have sworn to 
give to your fathers, **save Caleb son of 
Jephunneh—he doth see it, and to him I give 
the land on which he hath trodden, and to his 
sons, because that he hath been fully after 
Jehovah. 

37* Also with me hath Jchovah been angry 
for your sake, saying, Also, thou dost not go 
in thither; 38 Joshua son of Nun, who is stand- 
ing before thee, he goeth in thither; him 
strengthen thou; for he doth cause Israel to 
inherit. 

39* And your infants, of whom ye have said, 
For a prey they are, and your sons who have 
not known to-day good and evil, they go in 
thither, and to them I give it, and they 
possess it; 4° and ye, turn for yourselves, and 
journey toward the wilderness, the way of 
the Red Sea. 

41° And ye answer and say unto me, We 
have sinned against Jehovah ; we—we go up, 
and we have fought, according to all that 
which Jehovah our God hath commanded us; 
and ye gird on each his weapons of war, and 
ye are ready to go up into the hill-country; 
4and Jehovah saith unto me, Say to them, 
Ye do not go up, nor fight, for Iam not in 
your midst, and ye are not smitten before 
your enemies, 

43° And I speak unto you, and ye have not 
hearkened, and provoke the mouth of Je- 
hovah, and act proudly, and go np into the 
hill-country ; “4and the Amorite who is dwell- 
ing in that hill-country cometh out to mect 
you, and they pursue you as the bees do, and 


smite you in Seir—unto Hormah. 
45° And ye tnrn back and weep before Je- 
hovah, and Jehovah hath not hearkened to 


your voice, nor hath he given ear unto you; 
46and ye dwell in Kadesh many days, accord- 
ing to the days which ye had dwelt. 


IL. }‘ AND we turn, and journey into the 
wilderness, the way of the aa Sea, as Jo- 
hovah hath spoken unto me, and we go round 
the mount of Seir many days. 

2*And Jehovah speaketh unto me, saying, 
3 Enough to you—is the going round of this 
mount; turn for yourselves northward. 

4*And the people command thot, saying, 
Ye are passing over into the border of your 
brethren, sons of Esan, who are dwelling in 
Seir, and they are afraid of you; and ye 
have been very watchful, 5ye do not strive 
with them, for I do not give to you of their 
Jand even the treading of the me of a foot; 
for a possession to Isau I have given mount 
Seir. 

6* Food ye buy from them with money, and 
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have eaten; and also water ye buy from them 
with money, and have drunk, 7for Jehovah 
thy God hath blessed thee in all the worl: of 
thy hands; We hath known thy walking in 
this great wilderness these forty years; Je- 
hovah thy God is with thee; thou hast not 
Jacked anything. 

8 * And we pass _by from our brethren, sons 
of Esau, who are dwelling in Scir, by the way 
of the plain, by Elath, and by Ezion-Gaber; 
and we turn, and pass over the way of the 
wilderness of Moab; ° and Jehovah saith unto 
me, Do not distress Moab, nor stir thyself 1p 
against them in battle, for I do not give tu 
thee of their land for a possession; for to 
the sons of Lot | have given Ar for a pos- 
session.’ 

10°The Emim formerly have dwelt in it, 
a people great, and numerous, and tall, as the 
Anakim; ! Rephaim they are reckoned, they 
also, as the Anakim; and the Moabites call 
them Emim. ¥ And in Sceir have the Horim 
dwelt formerly; and the sons of Esau dispos- 
sess them, and destroy them from before 
them, and dwell in their stead, as Israel hath 
done to the land of his possession, which Je- 
hovah hath given to them; }¥ now, rise ye, 
and pass over for yourselves the brook Zered ; 
and we pass over the brook Zered. 

14 © And the days which we have walked from 
Kadesh-Barnea until that we have passed 
over the brook Zered, ave thirty and eight 
years, till the consnmption of all the genera- 
tion of the men of battle from the midst of 
the camp, as Jehovah hath sworn to them; 
and also the hand of Jehovah hath been 
against them, to destroy them from the midst 
of the camp, till they are consumed. 

16* And it cometh to pass, when all the 
men of battle have finished dying from the 
midst of the people, 1 that J chovah speaketh 
unto me, saymg, }8 Thou art passing over to- 
day the border of Moab, even Ar, }and thou 
hast come near over-against the sons of Am- 
mon, thou dost not distress them, nor stir up 
thyself against them, for I do not give any of 
the land of the sons of Ammon to thee for a 
possession ; for to the sons of Lot I have given 
it for a possession. 

20° A Jand of Rephaim it is reckoned, even 
it; Rephaim dwelt in it formerly, and the 
Ammonites call them Zamzunmim; *! a peo- 
ple great, and numerous, and tall, as the An- 
akim, and Jehovah destroyeth them before 
them, and they dispossess them, and dwell in 
their stead, *2as He hath done for the sons of 
Esau, who are dwelling in Seir, when He de- 
stroyed the Horim from before them, and 
they dispossess them, and dwell in their 
stead, unto this day. ; 

“3 * As to the Avim who are dwelling in Ha- 
zerim unto Azzah, the Caphtorim—who ara 
coming out from Caphtor—have destroyed 
them, and dwell in their stead. 

*4 Rise ye, journey and pass over the brook 
Arnon; see, I have given into thy hand Sihon 
king of Heshbon, the Amorite, and his land; 
begin to possess, and stir np thyself against 
him iz battle. ™ This day I begin to put thy 
dread and thy fear on the face of the peoples 
under the whole heavens, who hear thy fame, 


Sihon and Og subdued. 


and have trembled and been pained beeause 
of thee. 

*6 * And I send messengers from the wilder- 
ness of Kedemoth, unto Sihon king of Hesh- 
bon, — words of peace — saying, ** Let me 
pass over through thy land; in the several 
ways I go; I turn not aside—right or left— 
°8 fvod for money thou dost sell me, and I 
have eaten; and water for money thou dost 
give to me, and I have drunk; only, Jet me 
pass over on my feet,— as the sons of Esau 
who are dwelling in Seir, and the Moabites 
who are dwelling in Ar, have done to me—till 
that I pass over the Jordan, unto the land 
which Jehovah our Gad is giving to us. 

39° And Sihon king of BeSibon hath not 
heen willing to Jet us pass over by him, for 
Jehovah thy God hath hardened his spirit, 
and strengthened his heart, so as to give him 
into thy haud as at this day. 

31‘ And Jehovah saith unto me, See, I have 
begun to give before thee Sihon and his land; 
begin to possess—to possess hiis land. 

3 ¢ And Sihon cometh ont to meet us, he and 
all his people to battle to Jahaz; *3.and Je- 
hovah our God giveth him before us, and we 
smite him, and his sons, and all his people; 
34 and we capture all his cities at that time, 
und devote the whole city, men, and the wo- 
men, and the infants—we have not left a rem- 
nant; °5 only, the eattle we have spoiled for 
ourselves, and the spoil of the cities which we 
have eaptured. 

36 *Hrom Aroer, which is by the edge of 
the brook Aruon, and the city which is by the 
brook, even unto Gilead there hath not been 
a city which is too high for us; the whole 
hath Jehovah our God given before us. 

37 Only, unto the land of the sons of Am- 
mon thou hast not drawn near, any part 
of the brook Jabbok, and eities of the hill. 
eountry, and anything which Jehovah our 
God hath not commanded. 


III. 1‘AND we turn, and go up the wa 
to Bashan, and Og king of Bashan cometh 
out to meet us, hie and all his people, to battle, 
to Edrei. 

2¢And Jehovah saith unto me, Fear him 
not, for into thy hand I have given him, and 
all his people, and his land, and thou hast 
done to him as thou hast done to Sihon king 
of the Amorite who is dwelling in Heshbon. 

3“And Jehovah our God giveth into our 
hands also Og king of Bashan, and all his 
people, and we smite him till there hath not 
Bec left to him a remnant; 4and we cap- 
ture all his cities at that time, there hath not 
been a city whieh we have not taken from 
them, sixty cities, all the region of Argob, 
the kingdom of Og in Bashan. ° All these 
are cities fenced with high walls, two-leavec 
doors and bar, apart from citics of villages 
very many; Sand we devote them, as we 
have done to Sthon king of Heshhon, devoting 
every city, men, the women, and the infants ; 
7 and all the eattle, and the spoil of the cities, 
we have spoiled for ourselves. 

8“ And we take, at that time, the land out of 
the hand of the two kings of the Amorite, which 
is beyond the Jordan, from the brook Arnon 
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noto mount Hermon; 9 (Sidonians eall Ter. 
mon, Sirion; and the Amorites call it Senir,) 
Wall the cities of the plain, and all Gilead, 
and all Bashan, unto Salehah and Edre1, 
cities of the kingdom of Og in Bashan, " for 
only Og king of Bashan had been left of the 
remnant of the Rephaim; lo, his bedstead is 
a bedstead of iron; is it not in Rabbath of 
the sors of Ammon? nine eubits its length, 
and fonr eubits its breadth, by the eubit of 
a Inet. 

2 And this Jand we have possessed, at 
that time; from Aroer, which is by the brook 
Arnon, and the half of mount Gilead, and its 
cities, [ have given to the Reubenite, and to 
the Gadite; ® and the rest of Gilead and all 
Bashan, the kingdom of Og, [have given to 
the half tribe of Manasseh; all the region of 
Argob, to all that Bashan, called the land of 
Rephaim. 

4¢ Jair son of Manasseh hath taken all 
the region of Argob, unto the border of 
Geshuri, and Maachathi, and ecalleth them 
by his own name, Bashan-Havoth-Jair, unto 
this day. And to Machir 1 have given 
Gilead. 

1%‘ And to the Reubenite and to the 
Gadite I have given from Gilead even unto 
the brook Arnon, the middle of the valley 
and the border, even unto Jabbok the brook, 
the border of the sons of Ammon, " and the 
plain, and the Jordan, and the border, from 
Chinnereth even unto the sea of the plain, 
the salt sea, under the springs of Pisgah, at 
the sun-rising. 

«And I command you, at that time, 
saying, Jehovah your God hath given to you 
this Jand to possess it; armed ye pass over 
before your brethren the sons of Israel, all the 
sons of might. 19 Only, your wives, and your 
infants, and your cattle—I have known that 
ye have much cattle—do dwell in your cities 
which I have given to you, “till that Je- 
hovah give rest to your brethren like your- 
selves, and they also have possessed the land 
which Jehovah your God is giving to them 
beyond the Jordan, then ye have turned back 
each to his possession, which I have given to 


ou. 
a ‘And Jehoshua I have commanded at 
that time, saying, Thine eyes are seeing all 
that which Jehovah your God hath done to 
these two kings—so Fcth Jehovah to all the 
kingdoms whither thon are passing over ; 
22 fear them not, for Jehovah your God, He is 
fighting for you. 

23° And J entreat for grace unto Jehovah, 
at that time, saying, “ Lord Jehovah, Thou 
—Thou hast begun to shew Thy servant Thy 
greatness, and Thy strong hand; for who 
is a God in the heavens or in earth who doth 
according to Thy works, and according to 
Thy might? “Let me hs over, [pray 
Thee, and see the good Jand which is be- 
yond the Jordan, this good hill-country, and 
zebanon. 

2°66 And Jehovah sheweth lumself wroth 
with me, for your sake, and hath not hear- 
kened unto me, and Jehovah saith unto me, 
Enough for thee; add not to speak unto Me 
any more about this thing: “7 ¢o up to the ton 


- 


Moses, with arguments, 


of Pisgah, and lift up thine eyes westward, 
and northward, and southward, and east- 
ward, and see with thine eyes—for thou dost 
not pass over this Jordan ; “and charge Jeho- 
shua, and strengthen him, and harden him 
for he doth pass over before this people, anc 
he doth cause them to inherit Bie land which 
thou seest. 

*9* And we dwell in a valley over-against 
3eth-Peor. 


IV. 1‘ AND now, Israel, hearken unto the 
statutes, and unto the judgments which I am 
teaching you to do, so that ye live, and have 
fone in, and possessed the land which Je- 
hovah God of your fathers is giving to you. 
“Ye do not add to the word which I am com- 
manding you, nor diminish from it, to keep 
the commands of Jehovah your God meh 
lL am commanding you. 

3 Your eyes are seeing that which Jehovah 
hath done in Baal-Peor, for every man who 
hath gone after Baal-Peor, Jehovah thy God 
hath destroyed him from thy midst; 4 and ye 
who are cleaving to Jehovah your God, are 
alive, all of you, to-day. 

5 ‘See, [ have taught you statutes and judg- 
ments, as Jehovah my God hath commanded 
me—to do so, in the midst of the land whither 

e are going in to possess it; ®and ye have 

ept and done them (for it is your wisdom 
and your understanding) before the eyes of 
the peoples who hear all these statutes, and 
they have said, Only, a people wise and under- 
standing és this great nation. 

7*For which is the great nation that hath 
God near unto it, as Jehovah our God, in all 
we have called unto him? ®and which is the 
great nation which hath righteous statutes and 
judgments according to all this law whieh 
{ am setting before you sme 

9* Only, take heed to thyself, and watch thy 
soul exceedingly, lest thou forget the things 
which thine eyes have seen, and lest they turn 
aside from thy heart, all days of thy life; and 
thou hast pale them known to thy sons, and 
to thy sons’ sons. 

10 ‘The day when thon hast stood before Je- 
hovah thy God in Horeb—in Jehovah's say- 
ing unto me, Assemble to Me the people, and 
1 cause them to hear My words, so that they 
learn to fear Me all the days that they are 
alive on the ground, and their sons they teach; 
—'land ye ae near and stand under the 
mountain, and the mountain is burning with 
fire unto the heart of the heavens—darkness, 
cloud, yea, thick darkness: 

12¢And Jehovah speaketh unto you ont of 
the midst of the fire; a voice of words ye are 
hearing and a similitude ye are not seeing, 
only a voice; 3and He declareth to you His 
eovenant, which He hath eommanded you to 
do, the Ten Matters, and He writeth them 
upon two tables of stone. 

14¢And me hath Jehovah commanded at 
that time to teach you statutes and judgments, 
for your doing them in the land whither ye 
are passing over to possess it; and ye have 
been very watchful of your souls, for ye have 
not seen any similitude in the day of Je- 
hovah’s speaking unto you in Horeb out of the 
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midst of the fire, lest ye do corruptly. and 
have made to you a graven image, a simili- 
tude of any figure, a form of male or female— 
a form of any beast which isin the earth— 
a form of any winged bird which flieth in the 
heavens—!* a form of any creeping thing on 
the ground—a form of any fish which is inthe 
waters under the earth; 

19* And lest thou lift up thine eyes towards 
the heavens, and hast seen the sun, and the 
moon, and the stars, all the host of the 
heavens, and thou hast been foreed, and 
hast howed thyself to them, and served them, 
which Jehovah thy God hath apportioned to 
all the peoples under the whole heavens, 

20* And you hath Jehovah taken, and He is 
bringing you out from the iron furnace, from 
-Kgypt, to be to Him for a people—an inheri- 
tance, as at this day. 

21° And Jehovah hath shewed himself wroth 
with me because of your words, and swear- 
eth to my not passing over the Jordan, and 
to my not going in unto the good land which 
Jehovah thy God is giving to thee—an wnheri- 
tance; “for I am dying in this land; I am 
not passing over the Jordan, and ye are 
eet over, and have possessed this yood 

an 


*3 ‘Take heed to yourselves, lest ye forget 
the covenant of Jehovah your God, which 
He hath made with you, and have made to 
yourselves a graven image, a similitude of 
anything concerning which Jehovah thy God 
hath charged thee: “for Jehovah thy God is 
a fire consuming—a zealous God. 

“3* When thon begettest sons and sons’ 
sons, and ye have become old in the land, 
and have done corruptly, and have made a 
eraven image, a similitede of anything, and 
have done the evil thing in the eyes of Je- 
hovah, to provoke Him to anger:—*T have 
caused to testify against you this day the 
heavens and the earth, that ye do perish ut- 
terly hastily from off the land whither ye are 
passing over the Jordan to possess it; ye do 
notiprolong days upon it, but are utterly de- 
stroyed; *?and Jehovah hath scattered you 
among the peoples, and ye have been left few 
in number among the nations, whither Je- 
hovah leadeth you, “Sand ye have served there 
gods, work of man’s hands, wood and stone, 
which see not, nor hear, nor eat, nor smell. 

29 And—ye have sought from thence Je- 
hovah thy God, and hast found, when thou 
seekest Him with all thy heart, and with all 
thy soul, 3%in distress being to thee, and all 
these things have found thee, in the latter 
end of the days, and thon hast turned back 
unto Jehovah thy God, and_ hast hearkened 
to His voice; ® for a merciful God is Jehovah 
thy God; He doth not fail thee, nor destroy 
thee, nor forget the covenant of thy fathers, 
which He hath sworn to them. 

32°For, ask, I pray thee, at the former 
days which have been before thee, from 
the day that God prepared man on the earth, 
and from the one end of the heavens 
even unto the other cnd of the heavens, 
whether there hath heen as this great thing 
—or hath been heard like it? #8 Hatha people 
heard the voice of God speaking ont of the

midst of the fire, as thou hast heard, thou— 
and doth lve? ##Or hath God tried to go in 
to take to Himself, a nation from the midst 
of a nation, by trials, by signs, and by won- 
ders, and by war, and by a strong hand, and 
by a stretched-ont arm, and by great terrors— 
according to all that Jehovah your God hath 
done to you, in Egypt, before your eyes? 
35Thou, thon hast been shewn it, to know 
that Jehovah He is God; there is none else 
besides Him. 

36° From the heavens He hath caused thee 
to hear His voice, to instruct thee, and on 
earth He hath shewed thee His great fire, 
and His words thou hast heard out of the 
midst of the fire. 

37° And because that He hath loved thy 
fathers, He doth also fix on their seed after 
them, and doth bring thee out, in His pre- 
sence, by His great power, from Egypt: °° to 
dispossess nations greater and stronger than 
thon, from thy presence, to bring thee in to 
give to thee their Jand—an inheritance, as at 
this day. 

39° And thou hast known to-day, and hast 
turned it back unto thy heart, that Jehovah 
He is God, in the heavens above, and on the 
earth beneath—there is none else; #9 and thou 
hast kept His statutes and His commands 
which I am commanding thee to-day, so that 
it is well to thee, and to thy sons after thee, 
and so that thou prolongest days on the 
ground which Jehovah thy God is giving to 
thee—all the days.’ 

4tThen Moses separateth three cities be- 
yond the Jordan, towards the sun-rising, for 
the fleeing thither of the man-slayer, who 
slayeth his neighbour unknowingly, and he 
is not hating him heretofore, and he hath 
lied unto one of these cities, and he hath 
lived: #3 Bezer, in the wilderness, in the land 
of the plain, of the Reubenite; and Ramoth, 
in Gilead, of the Gadite; and Golan, in 
Bashan, of the Manassahite. 

44 And this és the law which Moses hath set 
before the sons of Israel ; * these are the testi- 
monies, and the statutes, and the judgments, 
which Moses hath spoken unto the sons of 
Israel, in their coming out of Egypt, *° be- 
yond the Jordan, in the valley over-against 

eth-Peor, in the land of Sihon, king of the 
Amorite, who is dwelling in Heshbon, whom 
Moses and the sons of Israel have smitten, in 
their coming ont of Ezypt, #7 and they possess 
his land, and the land of Og king of Bashan, 
two kings of the Amorite who «re beyond 
the Jordan, towards the sun-rising; “from 
Aroer, which is by the edge of the brook 
Arnon, even unto Mount Sion, which és Her- 
mon—*9 and all the plain beyond the Jordan 
eastward, even unto the sea of the plain, 
under the springs of Pisgah. 


V. 1AND Moses calleth unto all Israel, 
and saith unto them, ‘ Hear, Israel, the stat- 
utes and the judgments which Iam spe 
in your ears to-day, and ye have learned 
them, and have observed to do them. *Je- 
hovah our God made with us a covenant in 
Horeb; ? not with our fathers hath Jehovah 
made this eovenant, but with us; we—these 
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—here to-day—all of us alive. 4 Faee to face 
hath Jehovah spoken with you, in the mount, 
out of the midst of the fire; ®l am standing 
between Jehovah and yon, at that time, to 
declare to you the word of Jehovah, for ye 
have .been afraid from the presence of the 
fire, and ye have not gone up into the monnt ; 
saying : 

6*T Jehovah um thy God, who hath brought 
thee out from the land of Egypt, from a house 
of servants. 
7°Thou hast no other gods in My pres- 
ence. 
8°Thon dost not make to thee a graven 
image, any similitude which is in the heavens 
above, and which is in the earth beneath, and 
whieh is in the waters under the earth; 9 thou 
dost not bow thyself to them nor serve them, 
for I Jehovah thy God am a zealous God, 
charging iniquity of fathers on children, and 
on a third generation, and on a fourth, to 
those hating Me; and doing kindness to 
thousands, to those loving Me, and to those 
Bene My commands. 

N*Thou dost not take up the Name of Je- 
hovah thy God for a vain thing, for Jehovah 
doth not acquit him who taketh up His Name 
for a vain thing. 

12° Observe the day of the sabbath—to sane- 
tify it, as Jehovah thy God hath eommanded 
thee; six days thon dost labour, and hast 
done all thy work, “and the seventh day is 
a sabbath to Jehovah thy God; thon dost 
not do any work, thou, and thy son, and th 
daughter, and thy man-servant, and thy hand- 
maid, and thine ox, and thine ass, and all 
thy cattle, and thy sojourner who 7s within 
thy gates; so that thy man-servant, and thy 
hand-maid doth rest like thyself; and thou 
hast remembered that a servant thon hast 
been in the land of Egypt, and Jehovah thy 
God is bringing thee ont thence by a strong 
hand, and by a stretched-ont arm; there- 
fore hath Jehovah thy God eommanded thee 
to keep the day of the sabbath. 

16 * Honour se father and thy mother, as 
Jehovah thy God hath commanded thee, so 
that thy days are prolonged, and so that it is 
well with thee, on the ground which Jehovah 
thy God is giving to thee. 

17 *' Thon dost not murder. 

18 “'Thou dost not commit adultery. 

19*'Thon dost not steal. 

°0* Thou dost not answer against thy neigh- 
bonr—a, false testimony. 

1*Thou dost not desire thy neighbour's 
wife; nor dost thon eovet thy neighbour’s 
house, his field, and his man-servant, and his 
hand-maid. his ox, and his ass, and anything 
which és thy neighbour's. 

2 *These words hath Jehovah spoken unto 
all your assembly, in the mount out of the 
midst of the fire, of the cloud, and_of the 
thick darkness—a great voice; and He hath 
not added, and He writeth them on two tables 
of stone, and giveth them unto me. 

And it eometh to pass as ye hear the 
voice ont of the midst of the darkness, and 
of the mountain burning with fire, that ye 
come near unto me, all the heads of your 
tribes, and your a “4and say, Lo, Je 
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hovah onr God hath shewed us lis honour, 
and His greatness; and His voice we have 
heard out of the midst of the fire; this day we 
have scen that God doth speak with man— 
and he hath lived. 

23* And, now, why do we die? for consume 
us doth this creat fire—if we add to hear the 
voice of Jehovah our God any more—then we 
have died. “* For who of all flesh zs he who 
hath heard the voice of the living God speak- 
ing out of the midst of the fire hlze us—and 
doth live? * Draw near thou, and hear all 
that which Jehovah our God saith, and thon, 
thou dost speak unto us all that which Je- 
hovah our God speaketh unto thee, and we 
have hearkened, and done it. 

°3* And Jehovah heareth the voice of your 
words, in your speaking unto me, and Jehovah 
saith unto me, 1 have heard the voice of the 
words of this people which they have spoken 
unto thee; they have done well in all that 
they have spoken. “O that their heart had 
been thus to them, to fear Me, and to keep 
My commands all the days, that it may be 
well with them, and with their sons—to the 
age ! 

30°Go, say to them, Turn back for your- 
selves, to your tents; 3! and thou here stand 
thon with Me, and Jet Me speak unto thee all 
the command, and the statutes, and the judg- 
ments which thou dost teach tnem, and they 
have done in the Jand which I am giving to 
them to possess it. 

32° And ye have observed to do as Jehovah 
your God hath commanded you, ye turn not 
aside—right or left; *3 in all the way which 
Jehovah your God hath commanded you ye 
walk, so that ye live. and it is well with you, 
and ye have prolonged days in the land which 
ye possess. 


VI. } ‘AND this is the command, the sta- 
tutes, and the judgments which Jehovah your 
God hath commanded to teach you, to do in 
the Jand which ye are passing over thither to 
possess it, “so that thou dost fear Jehovah 
thy God, to keep all His statutes and His com- 
mands, which i am commanding thee, thou, 
and thy son, and thy son’s son, all days of thy 
life, and so that thy days are prolonged. 

3° And thou hast heard, O Israel, and_ob- 
served to do, that it may be well with thee, 
and that thou mayest multiply exceedingly, 
as Jehovah, God of thy fathers, hath spoken 
to thee, in the land Ge with milk and 

10ney. 

4¢*Hear, O Israel, Jehovah our God is one 
Jehovah; 2and thou hast loved Jehovah thy 
God with all thy heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy might, © and these words 
which I am commandimg thee to-day have 
heen on thine heart, 7and thou hast repeated 
them to thy sons, and spoken of them in 
thy sitting inthine house, and in thy walking 
in the way, andin thy lying down, and in thy 
rising up, 8and hast bound them for a sign 
upon thy hand, and they have heen for front- 
lets between thine eyes, 9 and thou hast wnt- 
ten them on door-posta of thy house, and on 
shy gates. 

0° Andit hath been, when Jehovah thy God 
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Canaanites to be destroyed. 


doth bring thee in unto the Jand which He 
hath sworn to thy fathers, to Abraham, to 
Isaac, and to Jacob, to give to thee—cities great 
and good, which thou hast not built, ! and 
houses full of all good things which thou hast 
not filled, and wells digged which thou hast 
not digged, vine-yards and olive-yards which 
thou hast not planted, and thou hast eaten, 
and been satisfied ; 

«Take heed to thyself lest thou forget 
Jehovah who hath brought thee out of the 
land of Egypt, out of a house of servants; 
13 Jehovah thy God thou dost fear, and Him 
thou dost serve, and by His name thou dost 
swear; ye do not go after other gods, of 
the gods of the peoples who are round about 
you; for a zealous God is Jehovah thy God 
m thy midst—lest the anger of Jehovah thy 
God burn against thee, and He hath destroyed 
thee from off the face of the ground. 

1 *Ye do not try Jehovah your God as ye 
tried in Massah; ! ye do diligently keep the 
commands of Jehovah your God, and His 
testimonies, and His statutes which He hath 
commanded thee, “and thou hast done that 
which is right and good in the eyes of Je- 
hovah, so that it is well with thee, and thou 
hast gone ip and possessed the good land 
which Jehovah hath sworn to thy fathers, 
to drive away all thine enemies from thy 
presence, as Jehovah hath spoken. 

*0* When thy son asketh thee hereafter, 
saying, What are the testimonies, and the 
statutes, and the judgments, which Jehovah 
our God hath commanded you? “then thou 
hast said to thy son, Servants we have been 
to Pharaoh in Egypt, and Jehovah bringeth 
us ont of Egypt by a high hand; “ and Je- 
hovah giveth signs and wonders, great and 
sad, on Egypt, on Pharaoh, and on all his 
house, before our eyes; “and us He hath 
brought out thence, in order to bring us 
in, to give to us the land which He had sworn 
to our fathers. 

24 And Jehovah commandeth us to do all 
these statutes, to fear Jehovah our God, for 
«ood to ourselves all the days, to keep us 
alive, as at this day; *5 and righteousness it is 
for us, when we observe to do all this com- 
mand before Jehovah our God, as He hath 
commanded us. 


Vil. }‘ WHEN Jehovah thy God doth 
bring thee in unto the land whither thou art 
going in to possess it, and He hath cast ont 
many nations from thy presence, the Ihttite, 
and the Girgashite, and the Amorite, and the 
Canaanite, and the Perizzite, and the Hivite, 
and the Jebusite, seven nations more nume- 
rous and mighty than thou, ?and Jehovah 
thy God hath given them before thee, and 
thou hast smitten them—thon dost utterly 
devote them—thou dost not make with them 
a covenant, nor dost thou favour them. 

3 And thou dost not join in marriage with 
them; thy daughter thou dost not give to his 
son, and his daughter thou dost not take to 
thy son, #for he doth turn aside thy son from 
after Me, and they have served other gods, 
and the anger of Jehovah hath burned against 
you, and hath destroyed thee hastily. 
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® * But thus thou dost to them: their altars 
ye break down, and their standing pillars ye 
shiver, and their shrines ye cut down, and 
their graven images ye burn with fire; © for a 
holy people art thou to Jehovah thy God; on 
thet hath Jehovah thy God fixed, to be to 
Him for a peculiar people, out of all the 
peoples who are on the face of the ground. 

7*Not because of your being more numer- 
ous than any of the peoples hath Jehovah 
delighted in you, and fixeth on you, for ye 
are the least of all the peoples, ® but because 
of Jehovah’s loving you, and because of His 
keeping the oath which He hath sworn to 

our fathers, hath Jehovah brought you out 

y a strong hand, and doth ransom you from 
a house of servants, from the hand of Pharaoh 
king of Egypt. 

9‘ And thou hast known that Jehovah thy 
God He ts God, the faithful God, keeping the 
covenant, and the kindness, to those loving 
Him, and to those keeping His commands— 
to a thousand generations, ! and repaying to 
those hating Him, unto their face, to destroy 
them; He delayeth not to him who is hating 
Him—unto his face, He repayeth to him— 
Nand thou hast kept the command, and the 
statutes, and the judgments, which I am 
commanding thee to-day to do them. 

2 And it hath been, because ye hear these 
judgments, and have kept, and done them, 
that Jehovah thy God hath kept to thee the 
covenant and the kindness which He hath 
sworn to thy fathers, ® and hath loved thee, 
and blessed thee, and multiplied thee, and 
hath blessed the fruit of thy womb, and the 
fruit of thy ground, thy corn, and thy new 
Wine, and thine oil, the increase of thine 
oxen, and the wealth of thy flock, on the 
ground which He hath sworn to thy fathers 
to give to thee. 

14° Blessed art thou above all the peoples, 
there is not in thee a barren man or a barren 
woman—nor among yow eattle; » and Je- 
hovah hath turned aside from thee every 
sickness, and none of the evil diseases of 
Egypt (which thou hast known) doth He put on 
thee, and He hath put them on all hating thee. 

16* And thou hast consumed all the peoples 
whom Jehovah thy God is giving to thee; 
thine eye hath no pity on them, and thou 
dost not serve their gods, for a snare it is to 


ee. 

“When thou sayest in thine heart, These 
nations are more numerous than I, how am | 
able to dispossess them?— thou art not 
airaid of them; thou dost surely remember 
that which Jehovah thy God hath done to 
Pharaoh, and to all Egypt, ! the great trials 
which thine eyes have seen, and the signs, 
and the wonders, and the strong hand, and 
the stretched-out arm, with which Jehovah 
thy God hath brought thee out; so doth Je- 
hovah thy God to all the peoples of whose 
presence thon art afraid. 

*0° And also the locust doth Jehovah thy 
God send among them, ti]! the destruction of 
those who are left, and of those who are hid- 
den from thy presence; *! thon art not terri- 
tied by their presence, for Jehovah thy Godis 
in thy midst, a God great and fearful. 


Idolatry to be avoided, 


2° And Jehovah thy God hath cast out 
these nations from thy presence little by little, 
(thou art not able to consume them hastily, 
lest the beast of the field multiply against 
thee), and Jehovah thy God hath given them 
before thee, and destroyed them—a great de- 
struction—till their destruction; “and He 
hath given their kings into thy hand, andthou 
hast destroyed their name from under the 
heavens; no man doth station himself in thy 
presence till thou hast destroyed them. 

*o “The graven images of their gods ye do 
burn with fire; thou dost not desire the silver 
and gold on them, nor hast thou taken it to 
thyself, lest thon be snared by it, for the abo- 
mination of Jehovah thy God it is; Sand 
thou dost not bring in an abomination unto 
thy house—or thou hast been devoted like it; 
—thou dost utterly detest it, and thou dost 
utterly abominate it; for it is devoted. 


VIII. 1‘ ALL the command which I am 
commanding thee to-day ye observe to do, so 
that ye live, and have multiphed, and gone in, 
and possessed the land which Jehovah hath 
sworn to your fathers; ? and thou hast remem- 
bered all the way which Jehovah thy God 
hath caused thee to go these forty years in the 
wilderness, in order to humble thee, to try 
thee, to know that which is in thy heart, 
whether thou dost keep His commands or not. 

3*And He deth humble thee, and cause 
thee to hunger, and doth cause thee to eat 
the manna (which thou hast not known, even 
thy fathers have not known), in order to cause 
thee to know that not by bread alone doth 
man live, but by every produce of the mout) 
of Jehovah man doth live. 

4°Phy raiment hath not worn out from off 
thee, and thy foot hath not swelled these 
forty years, °and thou hast known, with thy 
heart, that as a man chastiseth his son 
Jehovah thy God is chastising thec, Sand 
thou hast kept the commands of Jchovah 
thy God, to walk in His ways, and to fear 


im. 

7*¥For Jehovah thy God is bringing thee 
in unto a good land, a land of brooks of 
waters, of fountains, and of depths coming 
ont in valley and in mountain: &a land of 
wheat, and harley, aud vine, and fig, and 
pomegranate; a land of oil olive and honey; 
Ya land in which without scarcity thou dost 
eat bread, thou dost not lack anything in it; 
a land whose stones «are iron, and out of its 
mountains thou dost dig brass; '°and thon 
hast eaten, and been satisfied, and hast 
blessed Jehovah thy God, on the good land 
which he hath given to thee. 

1l*Take heed to thyself, lest thou forget 
Jehovah thy God so as not to keep His com- 
mands, and His judgments, and His statutes 
avhich I am commanding thee to-day; ™ lest 
thou eat, and hast been satistied, and good 
houses dost build, and hast inhabited; ® and 
thy herd and thy flock be multiphed, and 
silver and gold be multiplied to thee; and all 
that is thine be multiplied: 

M* And thy heart hath been high, and thou 
hast forgotten Jehovah thy God (who is bring- 
ing thee ont of the ee of Egypt, out of a 
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house of servants; » who is causing thee to 
go in the great and the terrible wilderness 
—burning serpent, and scorpion, and thirst— 
where there is no water; who is bringing out 
to thee waters from the flinty rock; 1° who is 
causing thee to eat manna in the wilderness, 
which thy fathers have not known, in order 
to humble thee, and in order to try thee, to 
do thee good in thy latter end), ’and_thou 
hast said in thy heart,; My power, and the 
might of my hand, hath made for ine this 
wealth: 

18 * And thou hast remembered Jehovah thy 
God, for He it ts who is giving to thee power 
to make wealth, in order to establish His 
covenant which He hath sworn to thy fathers 
as at this day. 

19* And it hath been—if thou really forget 
Jehovah thy God, and hast gone after other 
gods, and served them, and bowed thyself to 
them, I[ have testified against you to-day that 
ve do utterly perish; 29as the nations whom 

ehovah is destroying from your presence, so 
ye perish; because ye hearken not to the 
voice of Jehovah your God. 


IX. 1‘ HEAR, Israel, thou art passing over 
to-day the Jordan, to go in to possess nations 
sreater and mighticr than thyself; cities great 
and fenced in the heavens ; “a people vreat and 
tall, sons of Anakim, whom thou—thou hast 
known, (and thou—thou hast heard: Who 
‘loth station himself before sons of Anak?) 
3 and thou hast known to-day, that Jehovah 
thy God is He who is passing over before thee 
—a fire consuming; He doth destroy them, 
and He doth humble them before thee, and 
thou hast dispossessed them, and destroyed 
them hastily, as Jehovah hath spoken to 
thee. 

4¢Thou dost not speak in thy heart (in Je- 
hovah thy God’s driving them away from be- 
fore thee), saying, For my righteousness hath 
Jehovah brought me in to possess this land, 
seeing for the wickedness of these nations is 
Jehovah dispossessing them from thy pres- 
ence; >not for thy righteousness, and for the 
uprightness of thy heart, art thou going in to 
possess their land; but_for the wickedness of 
these nations is Jehovah thy God dispossess- 
ing them from before thee; and in order to 
establish tlhe word which Jchovah hath sworn 
to thy fathers, to Abraham, to Isaae, and to 
Jacob; Sand thou hast known, that not for 
thy righteousness is Jehovah thy God giving 
to thee this good land to possess it, for a people 
stiff of neck thou art. 

7 Remember—do not forget—that with 
which thon hast made Jehovah thy God 
wroth in the wilderness; even from the day 
that thou hast come out of the Jand of. Egypt 
till your coming in unto this place rebels ye 
have been with Jchovah; %even in Uoreb 
ye have made Jehovah wroth, and Jehovah 
sheweth Himself anery against you—to des- 
troy you. 

9 Tn my going up into the mount to receive 
the tables of stone (tables of the covenant 
which Jchovah hath made with you), and T 
abide in the mount forty days and forty 
vights; bread | ae caten, and water I 
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have not drunk; and Jehovah giveth unto 
me the two tables of stone written with the 
tinger of God, and on them according to all 
the words which Jehovah hath spoken with 
you in the mount, out of the midst of the fire, 
in the day of the assembly. 

‘And it cometh to pass, at the end of 
forty days and forty nights, Jehovah hath 
given unto me the two tables of stone—tables 
of the covenant, and Jehovah saith unto 
me, Rise, go down, hasten from this, for thy 
people hath done corey whom thon hast 
brought out of Egypt; they have turned aside 
hastily out of the way which I have com- 
manded them—they have made to themselves 
a molten thing! 

13° And Jehovah speaketh unto 1a¢, saying, 
T have seen this people, and lo, a people stiff 
of neck it is; 4 desist from Me, and I destroy 
them, and bhot out their name from under the 
heavens, and I make thee become a natior 
more mighty and numerous than it. 

*And T turn, and come down from the 
mount, and the mount is burning with fire 
and the two tables of the covenant on my two 
hands, 1%and I see, and lo, ye have sinned 
against Jehovah your God; ye have made to 
yourselves a molten calf; ye have turned a- 
side hastily ont of the way which Jehovah 
hath commanded you. 

17 And I lay hold on the two tables, and 
east them out of my two hands, and break 
them before your cyes, 8and I throw myself 
before Jehovah, as at first, forty days and 
forty nights; bread I have not eaten, and 
water T have not drunk, because of all your 
sins which ye hare sinned, by doing the evil 
thing in the eyes of Jehovah, to make Him 
angry. 
19*Vor [ have been afraid because of the 
anger and the fury with which Jehovah hath 
been wroth against you, to destroy yon; and 
prea doth hearken unto me also at this 

ime. 

20¢And with Aaron hath Jchovah shewed 
himself very angry, to destroy him, and I 
pray also for Aaron at that time; *2and your 
sin, which ve have made—the calf—I have 
taken, and [ burn it with fire, and beat it, 
grinding well till that it is small as dust, and 
J cast its dust unto the brook which is going 
down out of the mount. 

“2¢ And in ‘'aberah, and in Massah, and in 
Kibroth-Hattaavah, ye have been making 
Jehovah wroth: Sand in Jehovah’s sending 
you from Kadesh-Barnea, saying, Go up, and 
possess the land which T have given to yon, 
then ye provoke the mouth of Jehovah your 
God, me have not given eredence to Him, 
nor hearkened to His voice; “rebels ye have 
been with Jehovah from the day of my 
knowing you. 

*>* And T throw mysclf before Jehovah. 
the forty days and the forty nights, as T had 
thrown myself, for Jehovah hath said—to 
destroy you; “Sand T pray unto Jehovah, 
and say, Lord Jchovah, destroy not Thy 

eople, and Thine inheritance, whom ‘Thon 
ee: ransomed in Thy greatness; whom Thou 
hast brought out of Mevpt with a strong 
hand; be mindful of Thy servants, of Ab-

raham, of Isaac, and of Jacob, turn not unto 
the stiffness of this people, and unto its 
wickedness, and unto its sin; “lest the land 
say from which Thou hast brought us out, 
Because of Jehovah’s want of ability to bring 
them in unto the land of which He hath 
openen to them, and because of His hating 
them, He brought them out to put them 
to death in the wilderness; “*and they are 
Thy people, and Thine inheritance, whom 
Thou hast brought out by Thy great power, 
and by Thy stretched-out arm! 


X. 1 ‘At that time hath Jehovah said unto 
me, Grave for thee two tables of stone, like 
the first, and come up unto Me, into the 
mount, aud thou hast made for thee an ark 
of wood, “and I write on the tables the words 
which were on the first tables, which thou 
hast broken, and thou hast placed them in the 
ark; 2and I make an ark of shittim wood, 
and grave two tables of stone like the first, 
and go up to the mount, and the two tables 
in my hand. 

**And He writeth on the tables, accord- 
ing to the first writing, the Ten Matters, 
which Jehovah hath spoken nuto you in the 
mount. out of the midst of the fire, in the 
day of the assembly, and Jehovah giveth 
them unto me, Sand I turn and come down 
from the mount, and put the tables in the ark 
which I had made, and they are there, as 
Jehovah commanded me. 

6 *And the sons of Israel have journeyed 
from Beeroth of the sons of Jaakan to Mosera, 
there Aaron died, and he is buried there, 
and Eleazar his son doth act as priest in his 
stead ; 7thence they journeyed to Gudgodah 
and from Gudgodah to Jotbathah, a lanc 
of brooks of water. 

8 “At that time hath Jehovah separated 
the tribe of Levi, to bear the ark of the 
covenant of Jehovah, to stand before Jcho- 
vah, to serve Him, and to bless in His name, 
unto this day, 9therefore there hath not been 
to Levi a portion and inheritance with his 
brethren; Jehovah Himself is his inherit- 
ae as Jehovah thy God hath spoken to 


im. 

10° And I—I have stood in the mount, as 
the former days, forty days and forty nights, 
and Jehovah hearkeneth unto me also at 
that time; Jehovah hath not willed to des- 
troy thee. 

“And Jehovah saith unto me, Rise, go 
to jowrney before the people, and they go in 
and possess the land which [ have sworn to 
their fathers to give to them. 

2 “And now, Israel, what is Jehovah thy 
God asking from thee, except to fear Jehovah 
thy God, to walk in all His ways, and to love 
Him, and to serve Jehovah thy God with all 
thy heart, and with all thy soul, to keep 
the commands of Jehovah, and His statutes 
which I am commanding thee to-day, for 
good to thee? 

14 “Vo, to Jehovah thy God ure the heavens 
and the heavens of the heavens, the earth 
and all that is in it; ® only in thy fathers 
hath Jchovah delizhted—to love them, and 
He doth fix on their seed after them—on you, 
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Obedience enjoined, 


out of all the peoples as at this day; Sand 
ve have circumeised the foreskin of your 

eart, and your neck ye do not harden any 
more; ’for Jehovah your God—He is God 
of the gods, and Lord of the lords; God, the 
great, the mighty, and the fearful; who ac- 
cepteth not persons, nor taketh a bribe: 
18 He is doing the judgment of fatherless and 
widow, and loving the sojourner, to give to 
him bread and raiment. 

19° And ye have loved the sojourner, for 
sojourners ye were in the land of Egypt. 

*0 ‘Jehovah thy God thou dost fear, Him 
thou dost serve, and to Him thou dost cleave, 
and by His name thou dost swear. * He és 
thy praise, and He is thy God, who hath 
done with thee these great and fearful things 
which thine eyes have seen: “with seventy 
persons did thy fathers go down to Egypt, 
and now hath Jehovah thy God made thee 
as stars of the heavens for multitude. 


XI. } ‘AND thou hast loved Jehovah tny 
God, and ore His charge, and His statutes, 
and His judgments, and His commands, all 
the days; 2 and ye have known to-day— 
for 1b is not your sons who have not known, 
and who have not seen the chastisement 
of Jehovah your God, His greatness, His 
strong hand, and His stretched-out arm, 
3and His signs, and His doings, which He 
hath done in the midst of Egypt, to Pharaoh 
king of Eevot and to all his land; and that 
which He hath done to the force of Egypt, tu 
its horses, and to its chariot, when He hath 
caused the waters of the Red Sea to flow 
against their faces in their pursuing after 
them, and Jehovah destroyeth them, unto 
this day ; Sand that which He hath done to 
you in the wilderness, till your coming in 
unto this place; ®and that which He hath 
done to Dathan. and to Abiram, sons of 
Eliab, sons of Reuben, when the earth hath 
opened her mouth and swalloweth them, and 
then’ houses, and their tents, and all that 
liveth, which is at their feet, in the midst. 
of all Israel: 

7*_But it is your eyes which are seeing’ 
all the great work of Jehovah, which He hath 
done; and ye have kept all the command. 
which I am commanding thee to-day, so that: 
ye are strong, and have gone in, aud pos- 
sessed the land whither ye are passing over 
to possess it, 2and so that ye prolong days on 
the ground which Jehevah hath sworn to 
your fathers to give to them and to their seed 
—a land flowing with milk and honey. 

10 * For the land whither thou art going in 
to possess it, is not as the land of Egypt 
whence ye have come out, where thou sowest 
thy seed, and hast watered with thy foot, as 
a garden of the green herb; 4 but the land 
whither ye are passing over to possess it, is a 
laud of hills aud valleys; of the rain of the 
heavens it drinketh water; “a land which 
Jehovah thy God is searching ; continually 
are the eves of Jehovah thy God upon it, from 
the beginning of the year even unto the latter 
eud of the year. = 

13 And it hath been—if thou hearken dih- 
gently unto My pants which I am com-- 
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m2nding you to-day, to love Jehovah your 
God, and to serve Him with all your heart, 
and with all your sounl—“that [ have given 
the rain of your land in its season—sprink- 
ling and gathered—and thou hast gathered 
thy corn, and thy new wine, and thine oil, Pand 
I have given herbs in thy field for thy cattle, 
and thou hast eaten, and been satisfied. 

16 “Take heed ta yourselves, lest your heart 
be enticed, and ye have turned aside, and 
served other gods, and bowed yourselves to 
them, 2’ and the anger of Jehovah hath burn- 
ed against you, and He hath restrained the 
heavens, and there is no rain, and the ground 
doth not give her inerease, and ye have per- 
ished hastily from off the good land which 
Jehovah is giving to you. 

18 * And ye have placed these my words on 
your heart, and on your soul, and have bound 
them for a sign on your hand, and they have 
been for frontlets between your eyes; !¥ and 
ye have taught them to your sons, by speaking 
of them in thy sitting in thy house, and in thy 
voing in the way, and in thy lying down, and 
in thy rising up, 2? and hast written them on 
the side-posts of thy house, and on thy gates, 
“so that your days are multiplied, and the 
days of your sons, on the ground which Je- 
hovah hath sworn to your fathers to give to 
them, as the days of the heavens on the 
earth. 

2° Ror if ye diligently keep all this coi- 
mand which f am commanding you—to do it, 
to love Jehovah your God, to walk in all His 
ways, and to cleave to Him, * theu hath Je- 
hovah dispossessed all these nations from be- 
fore you, and ye have possessed nations, greater 
and mightier than you; *4every place on 
which the sole of your foot treaceth 1s yours ; 
from the wilderness, and Lebanon, from the 
river, the river Phrat, even unto the farther 
sea is your border; “no man doth station 
himself in your presence; your dread and 
vour fear doth J showtth your God put on the 
face of all the land on which ye tread, as He 
hath spoken to yon, 

2% *See, [ am setting before yon to-day a 
blessing and a reviling: *7 the blessing, when 
ye hearken unto the commands of Jehovah 
your God, which | am commanding you to- 
day; and the reviling, if ye do not hearken 
unto the commands of Jehovah your God, and 
have turned aside out of the way which If ain 
commanding you to-day, to go after other 
gods which ye have not known. 

2¢And it hath been, when Jehovah thy 
God doth bring thee in unto the land whither 
thou art going in to possess it, that thou hast 
given the blessing on mount Gerizim, and the 
reviling on mount Mhbal; “are they not beyond 
the Jordan, behind the way of the vomg mm 
of the sun, in the land of the Canaanite, who 
is dwelling in the plain over-against Gilgal, 
near the oaks of Moreh? #!for ye are passing 
over the Jordan to go in to possess the land 
which Jehovah your God is giving to you; and 
ye have possessed it, and dwelt in it, “and 
observed to do all the statutes and the judg- 
ments which Lam setting before you to-day. 


XI. '*THESE ave the statutes and the 
18

judgments which ye observe to do in the 
and which Jehovah, God of thy fathers, 
hath given to thee to possess it, all the days 
that ye are living on the ground: 2 ye do 
utterly destroy all the places where the 
nations which ye are dispossessing served 
their gods, on the high mountains, and on the 
heights, and under every green tree; 3 and ye 
have broken down their altars, and shivered 
their standing pillars, and their shrines ye 
burn with fire, and graven images of their 
gods ye cut down, and have destroyed their 
name out of that place. 

4° Ye do not do so to Jehovah your God; 
5 but unto the place which Jehovah your God 
doth choose out of all your tribes to put His 
name there, to His tabernacle ye seek, and 
thou hast entered thither, “and hast brought 
in thither your burnt-offerings, and your 
sacrifices, aud your tithes, and the heave- 
offering of your hand, and your vows, and 
your free-will offerings, and the firstlings of 
your herd and of your flock; 7and ye have 
eaten there before Jehovah your God, and 
have rejoiced in every putting forth of your 
hand, ye and your households, with which 
Jehovah thy God hath blessed thee. 

8* Ye do not do according to all that we 
are doing here to-day, each anything that is 
right in his own eyes, 9for ye have not come 
in hitherto unto the rest, and unto the in- 
heritance, which Jehovah thy God is giving 
to thee; and ye have passed over the Jor- 
dan, and have dwelt in the land which Je- 
hovah your God is causing you to inherit, 
and He hath given rest to you from all your 
enemies round about, and ye have dwelt con- 
fidently : 

1‘ And it hath been, the place on which 
Jehovah your God doth fix to cause His 
name to tabernacle there. thither ye bring in 
all that which I am commanding you, your 
burnt-offerings, and your sacrifices, your 
tithes, and the heave-offering of your hand, 
and all the choice of your vows which ye 
vow to Jehovah; Mand ye have rejoiced 
before Jchovah your God, ye, and your sons, 
anc your daughters, and your men-servants, 
and your hand-maids, and the Levite who is 
within your gates, for he hath no part and 
inheritauce with you. 

B*'Take heed to thee, lest thou cause ae 
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thou seest, Mexcept in the place which Je- 
hovah doth choose in one of AK: tribes, there 
thou dost cause thy burnt-oflerings to aseend, 
and there thou dost do all that which I am 
commanding thee. 

15 Only, with all the desire of thy soul thou 
dost sacrifice, and hast eaten flesh according 
to the blessing of Jehovah thy God which He 
hath given to thee, in all thy gates; the wn- 
clean and the clean do cat it, as of the roe, 
aud as of the hart. 

16* Only, the blood ye do not eat—on the 
earth thou dost pour it as water; thou art 
not able to eat within thy gates the tithe of 
thy corn, and of thy new wine, aud tinne oil, 
and the firstlings of thy herd and of thy flock 
aud any of thy vows which thou vowest, and 
thy frea-will offerings, and heave-olfering of 


Blood not to be eaten. 


thy hand; }8 but before Jehovah thy God thou 
dost eat it, in the place which Jehovah 
thy God doth fix on, thou, and thy son, and 
thy daughter, and thy man-servant, and thy 
hand-maid, and the Levite who zs within th 
gates, and thou hast rejoiced before Tohooan 
thy God in every putting forth of thy hand; 
Stake heed to thee lest thou forsake the 
Levite all thy days on thy ground. 

20*When Jehovah thy God doth enlarge 
thy border, as He hath spoken to thee, and 
thou hast said, Let me eat flesh—for thy soul 
desireth to eat flesh—of all the desire of thy 
soul thou dost eat flesh. 

21‘ When the place is far from thee which 
Jehovah thy God doth choose to put His 
name there, then thou hast sacrificed of thy 
herd and of thy flock which Jehovah hath 
given to thee, as I have commanded thee, and 
hast eaten within thy gates, of all the desire 
of thy soul; “only, as the roe and the hart 
is caten, so dost thon eat it; the unclean and 
the clean doth alike eat it. 

°3°Only, be sure not to eat the blood, for 
the blood is the hfe, and thou dost not eat 
the life with the flesh; ** thou dost not eat it, 
on the earth thou dost pour it as water; 
5 thou dost not eat it, in order that it may be 
well with thee, and with thy sons after thee, 
when thou dost that which is right in the eyes 
of Jehovah. 

*6* Only, thy holy things which thon hast, 
and thy vows, thon dost take up, and hast 
gone in unto the place which Jehovah doth 
choose; *7 and thou hast made thy burnt- 
offerings—-the flesh and the blood—on the 
altar of Jehovah thy God; and the blood of 
thy sacrifices is poured out by the altar of 
Jehovah thy God, and the flesh thou dost eat. 

28 Observe, and thou hast obeyed all these 
words which [ am commanding thee, in order 
that it may be well with thee and with thy 
sons after thee—to the age, when thou dost 
that which is good and right in the eyes of 
Jehovah thy God. 

22°When Jehovah thy God doth cut off the 
nations—whither thou art going in to possess 
them—from thy presence, and thou hast pos- 
sessed them, and hast dwelt in their land— 
30take heed to thee, lest thou be snared after 
them, after their being destroyed out of thy 
presence, and lest thou enquire about their 
gods, saying, How do these nations serve their 
gods, and I do so—even IL? 

31°Thou dost not do so to Jehovah thy 
God; for every abomination of Jehovah which 
He is hating they have done to their gods, 
for even their sons and their danghters they 
burn with tire to their gods. * The whole 
thing which I_am commanding you—it ye ob- 
serve to do; thou dost not add unto it, nor 
diminish from it. 


XIII. 1‘ WHEN there ariseth in your midst 
a prophet, or a dreamer of a dream, and he 
hath given unto thee a sign or wonder, *and 
the sign and the wonder hath come which he 
hath spoken of unto thee, saying, Let us ‘go 
after other gods (which thou hast not known), 
and serve them, ?thon dost not hearken 
unto the words of that prophet, or unto that 
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dreamer of the dream, for Jehovah your God is 
trying you, to know whether ye are loving 
Jehovah your God with all your heart, and 
with all your soul; 4after Jehovah your God 
ye walk, and Him ye fear, and His commands 
ye keep, and to His voice ye hearken, and 
Tim ye serve, and to Him ye cleave. 

5*And that prophet, or that dreamer of 
the dream, is put to death, for he hath 
spoken apostacy against Jehovah your God 
(who 1s bringing you out of the land of Egypt, 
and hath ransomed you out of a house of 
servants), to drive you out of the way in 
which Jehovah thy God hath commanded 
thee to walk, and thou hast put away the 
evil thing from thy midst. 

6 “When thy brother—son of thy mother, 
or thy son, or thy daughter, or the wife of 
thy bosom, or thy friend who is as thine 
own soul—doth move thee, in secret, saying, 
Let us go and serve other gods — (which 
thou hast not known, thou and thy fathers, 
7of the gods of the peoples who are round 
about you, who are near unto thee, or who 
are far off from thee, from the end of the 
earth even unto the end of the earth)—8 thou 
dost not consent to him, nor hearken unto 
him, nor doth thine eye have pity on him, nor 
dost thou spare, nor dost thou cover him over. 

9 *But thou dost surely kill him; thy hand 
is on him, in the first place, to put him to 
death, and the hand of all the people last; 
Wand thou hast stoned him with stones, and 
he hath died, for he hath sought to drive thee 
away from Jehovah thy God, who is bringing 
thee out of the land of Egypt, out of a house 
of servants; and all Israel do hear and fear, 
and add not to do jike this evil thing in thy 
midst. 

12¢ When thou hearest, in one of thy cities 
which Jehovah thy God is giving to thee to 
dwell there, one saying, }3 Men, sons of worth- 
lessness, have gone out of thy midst, and 
they force away the inhabitants of their city, 
saying, Let us go and serve other gods, which 
ye have not known—and thou hast enquired, 
and searched, and asked pene, and lo, 
truth ; the thing is established; this abomin- 
ation hath been done in thy midst : 

15 ‘Thou dost surely smite the inhabitants 
of that city by the mouth of the sword; de- 
voting it, and all that és in it, even its cattle, 
by the mouth of the sword; '° and all its 
spoil thou dost gather unto the midst of its 
broad place, and hast burned with fire the 
city and all its spoil completely, before Jeho- 
vah thy God, and it hath been a heap age- 
during, it is not built any more; ’ and there 
doth not cleave to thy hand any of the de- 
voted thing, so that Jehovah doth turn back 
from the tierceness of His anger, and hath 
given to thee mercies, and loved thee, and 
multiplied thee, as He hath sworn to thy 
fathers, ®@ when thou dost hearken to the voice 
of Jehovah thy God, to keep all his com- 
mands which I am commanding thee to-day 
to do that which is right in the eyes of Je 
hovah thy God. 


XIV. 1 ‘SONS ye ave to Jehovah your Gad; 
ye do not cut sige se Vc por make baldness 
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Concerning tithes. 


between your cyes for the dead ; *for a holy 
people art thou to Jehovah thy God, and on 
thee hath Jehovah fixed to be to Him for a 
people, a peculiar treasure, out of all the 
peoples who are on the face of the ground. 

3* Thou dost not eat any abominable thing; 
4this is the beast which ye do eat: ox, lamb 
of the sheep, or kid of the goats, *hart, and 
roe, and fallow deer, and wild goat, and 
vygarg, and wild ox, and chamois; ®and every 
West dividing the hoof, and cleaving the cleft 
into two hoofs, bringing up the cud, among 
the beasts—it ye do eat. 

7*Only, this ze do not eat, of those bring- 
ing up the cud, and of those dividing the 
eloven hoof: the camel, and the hare, and 
the rabbit, for they are bringing up the end 
but the hoof have not divided; unclean they 
are to you; 8and the sow, for it is dividing 
the hoof, and not bringing up the cud, unclean 
it is to you; of their flesh ye do not eat, and 
against their carcase ye do not come. 

9‘This ye do eat of all that are in the 
waters ; all that hath fins and scales ye do 
eat; and anything which hath not fins and 
scales ye do not eat; unclean it is to you. 

1 * Any clean bird ye do eat; ?and these 
are they of which ye do not eat: the eagle, 
and the ossifrage, and the ospray, “and the 
glede, and the kite, and the vulture after 
its kind, “and every raven after its kind; 
and the owl, and abe night-hawk, and the 
cuckoo, and the hawk after its kind; *the 
little owl, and the great owl, and the swan, 
17 and the pelican, and the gier-cagle, and the 
cormorant, and the stork, and the heron 
after its kind, and the lapwing, and the bat; 
19and every teeming thing which is flying, 
unclean it is to you; they are not eaten; 
20 any clean fowl ye do eat. 

21¢Ye do not eat of any carcase; to the 
sojourner who is within thy gates thou dost 
give it, and he hath eaten it; or sell % 
to a stranger; fora holy people thou a7t to 
Jehovah thy God; thou dost not boil a kid in 
its mother’s milk. 

22° Thon dost certainly tithe all the increase 
of thy seed which the field is bringing forth 


year by year; Sand thou hast eaten_before 
Jehovah thy God, in the place where He doth 


choose to cause His name to tabernacle, the 
tithe of thy corn, of thy new wine, and of 
thine oil, and the firstlings of thy herd, and 
of thy flock, so that thou dost learn to fear 
Jehovah thy God all the days. 

24¢And when the way 1s too much for 
thee, that thou art not able to carry it—when 
the place is too far off from thee which 
Jehovah thy God doth choose to put His 
name there, when Jehovah thy God doth bless 
thee ;—” then thou hast given in money, and 
hast bound up the money in thy hand, and 
gone unto the place on which Jehovah thy 
God doth fix; “and thou hast gven the 
money for any thing which thy soul desireth, 
for oxen, and for sheep, and for wine, and for 
strong drink, and for any thing which thy 
goul asketh, and thon hast eaten there before 
Jehovah thy God, and thou hast rejoiced, 
thou and thy house. * As to the Levite who 
is within thy gates, thon dost not forsake 
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him, for he hath no portion and inheritance 
with thee. 

°8 * At the end of three years thon dost bring 
out all the tithe of thine increase in that year 
and hast placed it within thy gates; “anc 
come in hath the Levite (for he hath no part 
and inheritance with thee), and the sojourner, 
and the fatherless, and the widow, who are 
within thy gates, and they have eaten, and 
heen satisfied, so that Jehovah thy God doth 
bless thee in all the work of thy hand which 
thou dost. 


XV. 1‘ AT the end of seven years thou dost 
make a release, “and this is the matter of the 
release: Every owner of a loan is to release 
his hand which he doth lift up against his 
neighbour, he doth not exact of his neighbour 
and of his brother, but hath proclaimed a 
release to Jchovah; 3o0f the stranger thon 
mayest exact, and that which is thine with 
thy brother doth thy hand release; 4only 
when there is no needy one with thee, for 
Jehovah doth greatly bless thee in the land 
which Jehovah thy God is giving to thee—an 
inheritance to possess it. 

5*Only, if thon dost diligently hearken to 
the voice of Jehovah thy God, to observe to 
do all this command which I am commanding 
thee to-day, ®for Jehovah thy God hath bless- 
ed thee as He hath spoken to thee; and thou 
hast lent to many nations, and thou hast not 
borrowed; and thou hast ruled over many 
nations, and over thee they do not rule. 

7*When there is with thee any needy one 
of one of thy brethren, in one of thy cities, in 
thy land which Jehovah thy God is giving to 
thee, thou dost not harden thy heart, nor shut 
thy hand from thy needy brother ; ® for thou 
dost certainly open thy hand to him, and dost 
certainly lend him sufficient for his lack which 
he lacketh. 

9“Take heed to thee lest there he a word 
in thy heart—worthless, saying, Near is the 
seventh Hoo the pont of release; and thine 
eye is evil against thy needy brother, and thou 
dost not give to him, and he hath called con- 
cerning thee unto iT ehovah, and it hath been 
in thee sin; }° thon dost certainly give to him, 
and thy heart is not sad in thy giving to him, 
for because of this thing doth Jehovah thy 
God bless thee in all thy works, and in every 
putting forth of thy hand; ! because the needy 
one doth not cease out of the land, therefore 
Tam commanding thee, saying, Thou dost cer- 
tainly open thy hand to thy brother, to thy 
poor, and to thy needy one, in thy land. 

12¢When thy brother is sold to thee, a 
Hebrew or a Hebrewess, and he hath served 
thee six years—then in the seventh year thou 
dost send him away free from thee. '™ And 
when thon dost send him away free from thee, 
thou dost not send him away empty; thou 
dost certainly encircle him out of thy flock, 
and out of thy threshing-floor, and ont of th 
wine-vat; of that which Jehovah thy God nahh 
blessed thee thou dost give to him, * and thou 
hast remembered that a servant thou hast been 
in the land of Egypt, and Jehovah thy God 
doth ransom thee ; therefore I am command- 
ing thee this thing to-day.

16° And it hath been, when he saith unto 
thee, I go not out from thee—because he hath 
loved thee, and thy house, because it is good 
for him with thee—" then thou hast taken 
the awl, and hast put i¢ through his ear, and 
through the door, and he hath been to thee 
a servant age-during; and also to thy hand- 
maid thon dost do so. 

18‘Tt is not hard in thine eyes, in thy 
sending him away free from thce; for the 
double of the hire of an hireling he hath 
served thee six years, and Jehovah thy God 
hath blessed thee in all that thou dost. 

19‘ Fivery firstling that is born in thy herd 
and in thy flock—the male thou dost sanctify 
to Jehovah thy God; thou dost not work with 
the firstling of thine ox, nor shear the first- 
ling of thy flock; °° before Jehovah thy God 
thou dost eat it year by year, in the place 
which Jehovah doth choose, thou and thy 
honse. 

21° And when there is in it a blemish, lame, 
or blind, any evil blemish, thou dost not sacri- 
fice it to Jehovah thy God; ™ within thy 
gates thou dost eat it, the unclean and the 
clean alike, as the roe, and as the hart. 
3 Only, its blood thou dost not eat; on the 
earth thou dost pour it as water. 


XVI. 1 ‘OBSERVE the month of Abib— 
and thou hast made a passover to Jehovah 
thy God, for in the month of Abib hath Je- 
hovah thy God brought thee out of Egypt by 
night; 2and thou hast sacrificed a passover 
to Jehovah thy God, of the flock, and of the 
herd, in the place which Jehovah doth choose 
to cause His name to tabernacle there. 

3 ‘Thou dost not eat with it any fermented 
thing, seven days thou dost eat with it nn- 
leavened things, bread of affliction; -for in 
haste thou hast come out of the Jand of Egypt; 
so that thou dost remember the day of thy 
coming out of the Jand of Egypt all days of 
thy life; 4and there is not seen with thee 
leaven in al) thy border seven days, and there 
doth not remain of the flesh which thou 
dost sacrifice at evening on the first day till 
morning. 

5*Thou art not able to sacrifice the pass- 
over within auy of thy gates which Jehovah 
thy God is giving to thee, ® excer at the place 
which Jehovah thy God doth choose to cause 
His name to tabernacle—there thon dost sa- 
crifice the passover in the evening,' at the go- 
ing in of the sun, the season of thy coming out 
of Egypt; 7and thou hast cooked and eaten 
in the place on. which Jehovah thy God doth 
fix, and hast turned in the morning, and 
gone to thy tents; ® six days thou dost eat 
nnleavened things, and on the seventh day 
is a restraint to Jehovah thy God; thou dost 
do no work. 

9 ‘Seven weeks thou dost number to thee; 
from the beginning of the sickle among the 
standing corn thou dost begin to number 
seven weeks, Mand thou hast made_ the 
feast of weeks to Jehovah thy God, a tribute 
of a free-will offering of thy hand, which thon 
dost give, as Jehovah thy God doth bless 
thee. 1 And thou hast rejoiced before Jeho- 
vah thy God, thou, and thy son, and thy 
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daughter, and thy man-scrvant, and thy 
hand-maid, and the Levite who is within 
thy gates, and the sojourner, and the father- 
less, and the widow, who are in thy midst, 
in the place which Jehovah thy God doth 
choose to cause His name to tabernacle there, 
and thon hast remembered that a servant 
thou hast been in Egypt, and hast observed 
and done these statutes, 

13 °The feast of booths thou dost make 
for thee seven days, in thine in-gathering 
of thy threshing-floor, and of thy wine-vat;: 
Mand thou hast rejoiced in thy feast, thou, 
and thy son, and thy daughter, and thy man- 
servant, and thy hand-maid, and the Levite, 
and the sojourner, and the fatherless, and 
and the widow, who ave within thy gates. 
Seven days thou dost feast before Jehovah 
thy God, in the place which Jehovah doth 
choose, for Jehovah thy God doth bless thee 
in all thine increase, and in every work of 
thy hands, and thou hast been only rejoicing. 

16 “Three times in a year doth every one of 
thy males appear before Jehovah thy God in 
the place which He doth choose—in the feast 
of unleavened things, and in the feast of 
weeks, and in the feast of booths; and the 
do not appear before Jehovah empty; ! eac 
according to the gift of his hand, according 
to the blessing of Jehovah thy God, which 
He hath given to thee. 

8 * Judges and authorities thon dost make 
to thee within all thy gates which Je- 
hovah thy God is giving to thee, for thy 
tribes; aud they have ju ged the people—a 
righteous judgment. Thou dost not turn 
aside judgment; thou dost not discern faces, 
nor take a bribe, for the bribe blindeth the 
the of the wise, and perverteth the words of 
the righteous. *° Righteousness — righteons- 
ness thou dost pursue, so that thou livest, and 
hast possessed the land which Jehovah thy 
God is giving to thee. 

*1 *' Thou dost not plant for thee a shrine of 
any trees near the altar of Jehovah thy God, 
which thou makest for thyself, “and thou 
dost not raise up to thee any standing image 
which Jehovah thy God is hating. 


XVII. ! ‘THOU dost not sacrifice to Je- 
hovah thy God ox or sheep in which there 
is a blemish—any evil thing; for it is the abo- 
mination of Jehovah thy God. ; 

2 “When there is found in thy midst, in one 
of thy cities which Jehovah thy God is giving 
to thee, a man or a woman who doth the evil 
thing in the eyes of Jehovah thy God by 
transgressin His covenant, 3 and he doth go 
and serve other gods, and doth how himse 
to them, and to the sun, or to the moon, or to 
any of the host of the heavens, which I have 
not commanded— and it hath been declared 
to thee, and thou hast heard, and hast seareh- 
ed diligently, and lo, truth; the thing is esta- 
blished; this abomination hath been done in 
Israel— 

5“Then thou hast brought out that man, 
or that woman, who hath done this evil thing. 
unto thy gates—the man or the woman—and 
thou hast stoned them with stones, and they 


have died. 6 By the mouth of two witnesses

Duties of a king. XVII. 7. 
or of three witnesses is he who is dead put 
to death; he is not put to death by the mouth 
of one witness; 7 the hand of the witnesses is 
on hnn, in the first place, to put him to death, 
and the hand of all the people last; and 
thou hast put way the evil thing out of thy 
midst. 

8* When anything is too hard for thee for 
iudgment, between blood and blood, between 
plea and plea, and between stroke and stroke 
—matters of strife within thy gates—then 
thou hast risen, and gone up unto the place 
on which Jehovah thy God doth fix, 9 and 
hast come_in unto the priests, the Levites, 
and unto the judge who 1s in those days, and 
hast inquired, and they have declared to thee 
the word of judgment, and thou hast done 
according to the tenor of the word which 
they declare to thee (they of that place which 
Jehovah doth choose; and thou hast ob- 
rebhs to do according to all that they direct 

ee. 

1 * According to the tenor of the law which 
they direct thee, and according to the judg- 
ment which they say to thee thou dost do; 
thou dost not turn aside from the word which 
they deelare to thee, right or left. 1 And the 
man who acteth with presumption, so as not 
to hearken unto the priest (who is standing to 
serve there Jehovah thy God), or unto the 
ude, even that man hath died, and thou 

ast put away the evil thing from Israel, 
and all the people do hear and fear, and do 
not presume any more. 

44° When thou comest in unto the land 
which Jehovah thy God is giving to thee, 
and hast possessed it, and dwelt in it, and 
thou hast said, Let me set over me aking like 
all the nations which’are round about me,— 
thon dost certainly set over thee a king on 
whom Jehovah doth fix; from the midst of 
thy brethren thou dost set over thee a king; 
thou art not able to set over thee a stranger, 
who is not thy brother. 

16°Only, he doth not multiply to himself 
horses, nor cause the people to turn back to 
Egypt, so as to multiply horses, seeing Je- 
hovah hath said to you, Ye do not add to 
turn back in this way any more, 1” And he 
doth not multiply to himself wives, and his 
heart doth not turn aside, and silver and 
gold he doth not multiply to himself—ex- 
eeedingly. 

18* And it hath been, when he sitteth on 
the throne of his kingdom, that he hath 
written for himself the copy of this law, 
on a book, from that before the priests the 
Levites, % and it hath been with him, and he 
hath read in it all days of his life, so that he 
doth learn to fear Jehovah his God, to keep 
all the words of this law, and these statutes, 
to do them; so that his heart is not high 
above his brethren, and so as not to turn 
aside from the command, right or left, so that 
he prolongeth days over his <ingdom, he and 
his sons, in the midst of Israel. 


XVIII. } ‘THERE is not to the priests the 
Levites — all the tribe of Levi—a portion 
and inheritance with Israel; fire-offerings of 
Jehovah, even His inheritance. they eat, *and 
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he hath no inheritance in the midst .of his 
brethren; Jehovah Himself is his inheri- 
tance, as He hath spoken to him. 

3° And this is the priest’s right from the 
people, from those sacrificing a sacrifice, 
whether ox or sheep, he hath even given to 
the priest the leg, and the two cheeks, and 
the stomach; ‘the first of thy corn, of thy 
new wine, and of thine oil, and the first of 
the fleece of thy floek, thou dost give to him; 
5for on him hath Jehovah thy God fixed, out 
of all thy tribes, to stand to serve in the name 
of Jehovah, He and his sons continually. 

8* And when the Levite cometh from one 
of thy cities out of all Israel, where he hath 
sojourned, and hath come with all the desire 
of his soul unto the place which Jehovah 
doth choose, 7then he hath ministered in the 
name of Jehovah his God, like all his brethren, 
the Levites, who are standing there before 
Jehovah, 8portion as portion they do eat, 
apart from his sold things, with the fathers. 

9° When thou art coming in unto the land 
which Jehovah thy God_is giving to thee, 
thou dost not learn to do according to the 
abominations of those nations: there is 
not found in thee one causing his son and 
his daughter to pass over into fire, a user of 
divinations, an observer of clouds, ard an 
enchanter, and a sorcerer, "and a charmer, 
and one asking at a familiar spirit, and a 
wizard, and one seeking unto the dead. 

12° Wor the abomination of Jehovah is every 
one doing these, and because of these abom- 
inations 1s Jehovah thy God dispossessing 
them from thy presence. !° Perfect thou art 
with Jehuvah thy God, “for these nations 
whom thou art possessing, unto observers of 
clouds, and unto diviners, do hearken; and 
Hance so hath Jehovah thy God suffered 


thee. 

15¢ A prophet out of thy midst, ont of thy 
brethren, ike to me, doth Jehovah thy God 
raise up to thee—unto him ye hearken; !®ac- 
cording to all that thou didst ask from Je- 
hovah thy God, in Horeb, in the day cf the 
assembly, saying, Let me not add to hear the 
voice of Jehovah my God, and this great fire 
let me not see any more, and I die not; and 
Jehovah saith unto me, They have done well 
that they have spoken; 18a prophet I raise 
up to them, out of the midst of their brethren, 
like to thee; and I have given my words in 
his mouth, and he hath spoken unto them all 
that which I command him; and it hath 
been—the man who doth uot hearken unto 
My words which he doth speak in My name, 
I require it of him. 

2*Only, the prophet who presumeth to 
speak a word in My name—that which I 
have not commanded hin te speak—and who 
speaketh in the name of other gods — even 
that prophet hath died. 

2 And. when thou sayest in thy heart, 
How do we know the word which Jehovah 
hath not spoken?—* that which the prophet 
speaketh in the name of Jehovah, and the 
thine is not, and cometh not—it is the word 
which Jehovah hath not spoken; in presump- 
tion haththe prophet spoken 1t;—thon art 
not afraid of lim.

XIX. !' ‘WHEN Jehovah thy God doth 
cut off the nations, whose land Jehovah thy 
God is giving to thee, and thou hast succeeded 
them, and dwelt in their cities, and in their 
houses, “three cities thou dost separate for 
thee in the midst of thy land which Jehovah 
thy God is giving to thee to possessit. 3Thou 
dost prepare for thee the way, and hast di- 
vided into three parts the border of thy land 
which Jehovah thy God doth cause A to 
inherit, and it hath been for the fleeing 
thither of every man-slayer. 

4° And this is the matter of the man-slayer 
who Heeth thither, and hath lived: He who 
smiteth his neighbour unknowingly, and 
ig not hating him heretofore, Seven ie who 
cometh in with his neighbour into a forest to 
hew wood, and his hand hath driven with an 
axe to cut the tree, and the iron hath slipped 
from the wood, and hath met his neighbour, 
and he hath died—he doth flee unto one of 
these cities, and hath lived, ® lest the re- 
deemer of blood pursue after the nan-slayer 
when his heart is hot, and hath overtaken 
him (because the way is great), and hath 
smitten him—the life, and he hath no_sen- 
tence of death, for he is not hating him here- 
tofore ; 7therefore I am commanding thee, say- 
ing, Three cities thou dost separate to thee. 

S*And if Jehovah thy God doth enlarge 
thy border, as He hath sworn to thy fathers, 
and hath given to thee all the land which He 
hath spoken to give to thy fathers—® when 
thou keepest all this command to do it, which 
I am commanding thee to-day, to love Je- 
hovah thy God, and to walk in His ways all 
the days—then thou hast added to thee yet 
three cities to these three; and innocent 
blood is not shed in the midst of thy land 
which Jehovah thy God is giving to thee—an 
inheritance, and there hath been upon thee 
blood. 

11‘ And when a man is hating his neigh- 
bour, and hath lain in wait for him, and 
risen against him, and smitten him—the life, 
and he hath died, and he hath fled unto one 
of these cities, “then the elders of his city 
have sent and taken him from thence, and 
given him into the hand of the redeemer of 
blood, and he hath died; thine eye hath 
no pity on him, and thou hast put away the 
innocent blood from Israel, and it is well with 


ee, 

14°Thou dost not remove a border of thy 
pele which they of former times have 
made, in thine inheritance, which thou dost 
inherit in the land which Jehovah thy God is 
a thee to possess it. 

15 “One witness doth not rise against a man 
for any iniquity, and for any sin, in any sin 
which he sinneth; by the mouth of two wit- 
nesses, or by the mouth of three witnesses, is 
a thing established. ; 

a en a violent witness doth rise against 
a man, to testify against him apostacy, ! then 
have both the men who have the strife stood 
before Jehovah, before the priests and the 
judges who are in those Bayes Band the 
judges have searched diligently, and lo, the 
witness is a false witness, a falsehood he hath 
testified against his brother: 
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Laws ix time of war. 


19 *'Then ye have done to him as he devised 
to do to his brother, and thou hast put away 
the evil thing out of thy midst, 2° and those 
who are left do hear and fear, and add not to 
do any more according to this evil thing in 
thy midst; ?!}and thine eye doth not pity— 
life for hfe, eye for eye, tooth for tooth, hand 
for hand, foot for foot. 


XX. 1“WHEN thou _goest out to battle 
against thine enemy, and hast seen horse and 
chariot —a people more numerous than thou 
—thou art not afraid of them, for Jehovah 
thy God ts with thee, who is bringing thee 
up out of the land of Egypt; 2and it hath 
been, in your drawing near unto the battle, 
that the priest hath come nigh, and spoken 
unto the people, and said unto them, Hear,

8* And the authorities have added to speak 
unto the people, and said, o is the man 
that is afraid and tender of heart?—let him 
go and turu back to his house, and the heart 
of his brethren doth not melt like his heart ; 
9and it hath come to pass as the authorities 
finish to speak unto the people, that they 
have appointed pa of the hosts at the 
head un the people. 

0 “When thou drawest near unto a city to 
fight against it, then thou hast called un- 
to it for Peace, . and it hath been, if Peace 
it answer thee, and hath opened to thee, 
then it hath come to pass—all the people who 
are found in it are to thee for tributaries, and 
have served thee. : 

122¢And if it doth not make peace with 
thee, and hath made with thee war, then 
thou hast laid siege against it, % and Jeho- 
vah thy God hath given it into thy hand, 
and thou hast smitten every male of it by 
the mouth of the sword. Only, the wo- 
men, and the infants, and the cattle, and all 
that is in the city, all its spoil, thou dost seize 


forthyself, and thou hast eaten the spoil of 


thine enemies which Jehovah thy God hath 
given to thee. 1°So thou dost do to all the 
cities which are very far off from thee, which 
are not of the cities of these nations. 

16 ‘Only, of the cities of these peoples 
which Jehovah thy God is giving to thee for 
an inheritance, thou fom not keep alive any

breathing; “for thou dost certainly devote 
the Hittite, and the Amorite, the Canaanite, 
and the Perizzite, the Hivite, and the Je- 
busite, as Jehovah thy Ged hath commanded 
thee, so that they teach you not to de ac- 
cording toe all their abominations which they 
have done to their gods, and ye have sinned 
against Jehovah your Ged. 

*%* When thou layest siege unto a city 
many days, to fight against it, to capture it, 
theu dost not destroy its trees to force an 
axe against them, for of them thon dost eat, 
and them thou dost net cut down—for man’s 
is the tree of the field—to go in at thy pres- 
ence In the siege. * Only, the tree, which 
thou knowest that it is not a fruit-tree, 
it thou dost destroy, and hast cut down, 
and hast built a bulwark against the city 
which is making with thee war till thou hast 
subdued it. 

XXI. }‘ WHEN one is found slain on the 
ground whieh Jehovah thy God is giving te 
thee to possess it—fallen in a field—it is not 
known who hath smitten him, *then have 
thine elders and thy judges gone out and 
measured unto the eittes which are round 
about the slain one, *and it hath been, the 
city which is near unto the slain one, even 
the elders of that city have taken a heifer of 
the herd, which hath not been wrought with, 
which hath not drawn in the yoke, ‘and the 
elders of that city have brought down the 
heifer unto a hard valley, which is not tilled 
nor sown, and have beheaded there the heifer 
in the valley. 

5“ And the priests, sons of Levi, have come 
nigh—for on them hath Jehovah thy God 
fixed to serve Him, and to bless in the name 
of Jehovah, and by their mouth is every 
strife, and every stroke—‘ and all the elders 
of that city, who are near unto the slain one, 
do wash their hands over the heifer which 
is beheaded in the valley, 7and they have

the midst of thy household, and she hath 
shaved her head, and prepared her nails, 
Band turned aside the raiment of her capti- 
vity from off her, and hath dwelt in thy house, 
and bewailed her father and her mother a 
month of days, and afterwards thou dost go 
in unto her and hast married her, aud she 
hath been to thee for a wife: 

4° And it hath been—if thou hast not de- 
lighted in her, that thou hast sent her away 
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at her desire, and thou dost not at all sell her 
for money; thou dost not tyrannize over her, 
because that thou hast humbled her. 

19 “When a mau hath two wives, the one loved 
and the other hated, and they have borne te 
him sons (the loved one and the hated one) 
and the first-born son hath been to the hate 
one; 16then it hath been, in the day of his 
causing his sons to inherit that which hehath, 
he is not able to declare first-born the son of the 
loved one, in the face of the son of the hated one 
—the first-born. }7’ But the first-born, son of 
the hated one, he doth acknowledge, te give 
to him a double portion of all that is found 
with him, for he ts the beginning of his 
tee to him is the right of the first-born. 

*8 “When aman hath a son apostatizing and 
rebellious—he is not hearkening to the voice 
of his father, and to the voice of his mother, 
and they have chastised him, and he doth not 
hearken unto them—! then Jaid hold on him 
have his father and his mother, and they have 
brought him out unto the elders of his city, 
and unto the gate of his place, °°and have 
said unto the elders of his city, Our son—this 
one—is apostatizing and rebellious ; he 1s not 
hearkening to our voice—a glutton and drunk-

22° And when there is in a man a sin—a 
cause of death, and he hath been put to 
death, and thou hast hanged hin on a tree, 
his corpse doth not remain on the tree, for 
thou dost certainly bury him in that day—for 
a thing lightly esteemed of God is the hauged 
one—and thou dost not defile thy ground 
which Jehovah thy God is giving to thee—an 
inheritance. 


XXII. } ‘THOU dost not see the ox of thy 
brother or his Awe driven away, and 
hast hidden thyself from them, thou dost 
certainly turn them back to thy brother ; 
2and if thy brother is not near unto thee, 
and thou hast not known him, then thou hast 
removed it unto the midst of shy house, and 
it hath been with thee till thy brother seek 
it, and thou hast given it back to him; 3and 
so thou dost to his ass, and so thou dost to 
his garment, and so thou dost to any lost 
thing of thy brother’s, which is lost by him, 
and thou hast found it; thou art not able to 
hide thyself.

5 *The habiliments of a man are not on a 
woman, nor doth a man put on the garment 
of 2 woman, for the abomination of Jehovah 
thy God is any one doing these. 

é*Wheu a bird’s nest cometh before thee 
in the way, in any tree, or on the earth, 
brood or cgzs, and the mother sitting on the 
brood or on the eggs, thou dost not take the 
mother with the young ones; 7 theu dest cer- 
tainly send away the mother, and the youn 
ones dost take to thyself, so that it 18s we 
with thee, and thou hast prolonged days.

8* When thou buildest a new house, then 
thou hast made a pare pet to thy roof, and 
thou dost not put blood on thy house when 
one falleth from it. 

9°Thou dost not sow thy vineyard with 
divers things, lest the fulness of the seed 
which thou dost sow, and the increase of the 
vineyard, be separated. 

10 *'Thou dost not plow with an ox and with 
an ass together. 

1*Thou dost not put on a mixed cloth, 
wool and linen together. 

122°Fringes thou dost make to thee on 
the four skirts of thy covering with which 
thou dost cover thyself. 

13 * When a man taketh a wife, and hath 
gone in unto her, and hated her, “and laid 
against her actions of words, and brought 
out against her an evil name, and said, This 
woman [ have taken, and [ draw near unto 
her, and I have not found in her tokens of 
virginity : 

7 *Then hath the father of the damsel— 
and her mother—taken and brought out the 
tokens of virginity of the damsel unto the 
elders of the city in the gate, 16 and the father 
of the damsel hath said unto the elders, My 
daughter I have given to this man for a wife, 
and he doth hate her; 27 and lo, he hath laid 
actions of words, saying, I have not found to 
thy daughter tokens of virginity—and. these 
are the tokens of the virginity of my daugh- 
ter! and they have spread out the garment 
before the elders of the city. 

18° And the elders of that city have taken 
the man, and chastise him, !° and tined him a 
hundred silverlings, and given to the father of 
the damsel, because he hath brought out an 
evil name on a virgin of Israel, and she is to 
him for a wife, he is not able to send her away 
all his days. 

20° And if this thing hath been truth—to- 
kens of virginity have not been found for the 
damsel—?*! then they have brought out the 
damsel unto the opening of her father’s house, 
and stoned her have the men of her city with 
stones, and she hath died, for she hath done 
folly in Israel, to go a-whoring in her father’s 
house; and thou hast put away the evil thing 
out of thy midst. 

2° When a man is fonnd lying with a wo- 
man, married to a husband, then they have 
died even both of them, the man who 1s lying 
with the woman, also the woman; and thou 
hast put away the evil thing out of Israel. 
23° When there is a damsel, a virgin, be- 
trothed to a man, aud a man hath found her 


in a city, aud lain with her; *4then ye have 


brought them both out unto the gate of that 
city, and stoned them with stones, and they 
have died:—the damsel, because that she 
hath not cried, being in a city; and the man, 
because that he hath himbled his neighbow’s 
wife; and thou hast put away the evil thing 
out of thy midst. 

*5 * And if in a field the man find the damsel 
who is betrothed, and the man hath laid hold 
on her, and lain with her, then hath the man 
who hath lain with her died alone; * and to 
the damsel thou dost not do anything, the 
damsel hath no deadly sin; for as a man ris- 
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eth against his neighbour and hath murdered 
him—the life, so is this thing; °7 for in a field 
he found her, she hath cried—the damsel who 
is betrothed—and she hath no saviour. 

*8 “When a man findeth a damsel, a virgin 
who is not betrothed, and hath caucht her, 
and lain with her, and they have been found, 
*%then hath the man who is lying with her 
given to the father of the damsel tifty silver- 
lings, and to him she is for a wife; because 
that he hath humbled her, he is not able to 
send her away all his days. 

30°A man doth not take his father’s wife, 
nor uncover his father’s skirt. 


_ XXII. 1 “ONE wounded, bruised, or cut 
in the member doth not enter into the assem- 
bly of Jehovah; *a bastard doth not enter into 
the assembly of Jehovah; even a tenth gene- 
ration of him doth not enter into the assem- 
bly of Jehovah. 

3*An Ammonite and a Moabite doth not 
enter into the assembly of Jehovah; even a 
tenth generation of them doth not enter into 
the assembly of Jehovah—to the age; 4 be- 
cause that they have not come before you 
with bread and with water in the way, in 
your coming out from Egypt, and because he 
hath hired against thee Balaam son of Beor, 
of Pethor of Aram-Naharaim, to revile thee; 
5 and Jehovah thy God hath not been willing 
to hearken unto Balaam, and Jehovah thy 
God doth turn for thee the reviling to a bless- 
ing, because Jehovah thy God hath loved 
thee; ® thou dost not seek their peace and 
their good all thy days—to the age. 

7*Thou dost not abominate an Edomite, 
for thy brother he is; thon dost not abomi- 
nate an Egyptian, for a sojourner thou hast 
been in his land; ®sons who are begotten of 
them, a third generation of them, doth enter 
into the assembly of Jehovah. 

en a camp goeth out against thine 
pace then thou hast kept from every evil 
thing. 

10 * When there is in thee a man who is not 
clean, from an accident at night—then he 
hath gone out unto the outside of the camp— 
he doth not come in unto the midst of the 
camp—" and it hath been, at the turning of 
the evening, he doth bathe with water, and at 
the going in of the sun he doth come in unto 
the midst of the camp. ; 

122 “And a station thou hast at the outside 
of the camp, and thou hast gone out thither 
without, Band a nail thou hast on thy staff, 
and it hath been, in thy sitting without, that 
thou hast digged with it, and turned back 
and covered thy filth ; for Jehovah thy Goc 
is walking wp and down in the midst of thy 
camp, to deliver thee, and to give thine ene- 
mies before thee, and thy camp hath been 
holy, and He doth not see in thee the naked- 
ness of anything, and hath turned back from 
after thee. 

18 *Thou dost not shut up a servant unto 
his lord, who is delivered unto thee from his 
lord ; 36 with thee he doth dwell, in thy midst, 
in the place which he chooseth within one of 
thy gates, where it is pleasing to him; thou 
dost not oppress pats P

17° There is not a whore among the daugh- 
ters of Israel, nor is there a whoremonger 
among the sons of Israel; 18 thou dost not 
bring a gift of a whore, or a price of a dog, 
into the house of Jehovah thy God, for any 
vow; for the abomination of Jehovab thy 
God are even both of them. 

19 *'Thou dost not lend in usury to thy bro- 
ther; usury of money, usury of food, usury 
of anything which is lent on usury. * To a 
stranger thou mayest lend in usury, and to 
thy brother thou dost not lend in usury, so 
that Jehovah thy God doth bless thee in everv 
putting forth of thy hand on the land whither 
thou goest in to possess it. 

“1° When thou vowest a vow to Jehovah 
thy God, thou dost not delay to complete it; 
for Jehovah thy God doth certainly require 
it from thee, and it hath been in thee—sin. 

22° And when thou forbearest to vow. it is 
notin thee asin. °3 The produce of thy lips 
thou dost keep, and hast done if, as thou 
hast vowed to Jehovah thy God; a free- 
will-offering, which thou hast spoken with 
thy mouth.

5 “When aman taketh a new wife, he doth 
not go out into the host, and one doth not 
pass over unto him for anything; free he is 
at his own house one year, and hath rejoiced 
his wife whom he hath taken. 

6 “None doth take in pledge mill-stones, 
and rider, for life if és he is taking in pledge. 

7 © When a man is found stealing a person, 
of his brethren, of the sons of Israel, and 
hath tyrannized over him, and sold him, then 
hath that thief died, and thou hast put away 
the evil thing out of tly midst. 

8 “Take heed, in the plague of leprosy, to 
waich greatly, and to do according to all that 
the priests, the Levi teach you; as I have 
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commanded them ye observe to do; °remem- 
ber that which Jehovah thy God hath done 
to Miriam in the way, in your coming out of 


Egypt. 

‘When thou Jiftest up on thy brother a 
debt of anything, thou dost not go in unto his 
house to obtain his pledge; “at the outside 
thon dost stand, and the man on whom thou 
art lifting it up 1s bringing out unto thee the 
pledge at the outside. 

7 “And if he is a poor man, thou dost not 
he down with his pledge; thon dost cer- 
tainly give back to him the pledge at the 
going in of the sun, and he hath lain down 
in his own raiment, and hath blessed thee; 
and to thee it is righteousness before Jehovah 
thy God.

21* When thou cuttest thy vineyard, thou 
cost not glean behind thee; to the sojourner, 
to the fatherless, and to the widew, it is; 
2and thou hast remembered that a servant 
thou hast been in the land of Egypt; there- 
fore I am commanding thee to do this thing. 


XXV. 1° WHEN there is a strife between 
men, and they have come nigh unto the judg- 
ment, and they have judged, and declared 
righteous the righteous, and declared wrong 
the wrong-doer, *then it hath come to pass, 
if the wrong-doer is to be smitten, that the 
judge hath caused him to fall down, and one

Sand the Egyptians do us evil, and afflict us, 
and put on us hard service; 7 and we ery unto 
Jehovah, God of our fathers, and Jehovah 
heareth our voice, and seeth our afiliction, and 
our labour, and our oppression ; § and Jehovah 
bringeth us out from Egypt, by a strong hand, 
and by a stretched-ont arm, and by great fear, 
and by signs, and by wonders, 9 and he bring- 
eth us in unto this place, and giveth to us this 
land—a land flowing with milk and honey. 

10“ And now, lo, 1 have brought in the first 
of the fruits of the ground which thou hast 
givento me, O Jehovah ;—andthou hast placed 
it before Jehovah thy God, and bowed th 
self before Jehovah thy God, and rejoiced in 
all the good which Jehovah thy God hath 
viven to thee, and to thy house, thou, and the 
Levite, and the sojourner who zs in thy midst. 

12*When thou dost complete to tithe all 
the tithe of thine increase in the third year, 
the year of the tithe, then thou hast given to 
the Levite, to the sojourner, to the fatherless, 
and to the widow, and they have eaten with- 
in thy gates, and been satisfied, ® and thou 
hast said before Jehovah thy God, I have 
put away the separated thing out of the house, 
and also have given it to the Levite, and to 
the sojourner, and to the orphan, and to the 
widow, according to all Thy command which 
Thou hast commanded me; I have not passed 
over from Thy commands, nor have I for- 
gotten. I have not eaten in mine afiliction 
of it, nor have I put away of it for unclean- 
ness, nor have I given of it for the dead; ] 
have hearkened to the voice of Jehovah my 
God; I have done according to all that Thou 
hast commanded me; look from Thy holy 
habitation, from the heavens, and bless Thy 
people Israel, and the ground which Thou 
hast given to us, as Thou hast sworn to our 
fathers—a land flowing with milk and honey. 

16‘ This day Jehovah thy God is command- 
ing thee to do these statutes and judgments; 
and thou hast hearkened and done them with 
allthy heart, and with all thy soul, ?” Jehovah 
thou hast caused to promise to-day to become 
thy God, and to walk in His ways, and to 
keep His statutes, and His commands, and 
His judgments, and to hearken to His voice. 

1* And Jehovah hath caused _ thee to pro- 
mise to-day to become His people, a peculiar 
treasure, as He hath spoken to thee, and to 
keep all His commands; !so as to make thee 
uppermost above all the nations whom He 
hath made for a praise, and for a name, and 
for beauty, and for thy being a holy people to 
Jehovah thy God, as He hath spoken. 


XXVIL. 1‘AND Moses—the elders of Is- 
rael also—commandeth the peo saying, 
Keep all the command which I am command- 
ing you to-day; 2and it hath been, in the day

1‘ AND it hath been, if thou dost 
hearken diligently to the voice of Jehovah 
thy God, to observe to do all His commands 
which LI am commanding thee to-day, that 
Jehovah thy God hath made thee uppermost 
above all the nations of the earth, and all 
these blessings have come upon thee, and 
overtaken thee, because thou dost hearken to 
the voice of Jehovah thy God: 

3° Blessed art thou in the city, and blessed 
art thou in the field.

20 * Jehovah doth send on thee the eurse, 
the trouble, and the rebuke, in every putting 
forth of thy hand which thou dost, till thou 
art pero ed: and till thou perish hastily, 
because of the evil ‘of thy doings by which 
thou hast forsaken Me. 

21‘ Jehovah doth cause to cleave to thee 
the pestilence, till He consume thee from off 
the ground whither thou art going in to pos- 
sess it. 

22 * Jehovah doth smite thee with consump- 
tion, and with fever, and with inflammation, 
and with extreme burning, and with sword, 
and with blasting, and with mildew, and they 
have pursued thee till thou perish. 

23 And thy heavens which are over th 
head have been brass, and the earth whie 
is under thee iron; * Jehovah giveth the rain 
of thy land—dust and ashes; from the hea- 
vens it cometh down on thee till thou art 
destroyed.

— 8 * Jehovah doth smite thee with mad- 
ness, and with blindness, and with astonish- 
ment of heart; "%and thou hast been gro - 

ling at noon, as the blind gropeth in dark- 
ness; and thou dost not cause thy ways to 
prosper; and thou hast been only oppressed 
and plundered all the days, and there is no 
saviour. 

30*A woman thou dost betroth, and an- 
other man doth lie with her; a house thou 
dost build, and dost not dwell in it; a vine- 
yard thou dost plant, and dost not make it 
common; *!thine ox is slaughtered before 
thine eyes, and thou dast not eat of it; thine 
ass is taken violently away from before thee, 
and it is not given back to thee; thy sheep 
are given to thine enemies, and there is no 
saviour for thee. 

82 *'Thy sons and thy daughters are given 
to another people, and thine eyes are look- 
ing and consuming for them all the day, 
and thy hand is not to God! The frit of 
thy ground, and all thy labour, eat up doth 
a people whom thou hast not known; and 
thou hast been only oppressed and bruised 
all the days; 34and thou hast been mad, _be- 
cause of the sight of thine eyes which thou 
dost see. 

3 ‘Jehovah doth smite thee with an evil 
ulcer, on the knees, and on the legs (of which 
thou art not able to be healed), from the sole 
of thy foot even unto thy crown. 

36 * Jehovah doth cause thee to go, and thy 
king whom thou raisest up over thee, unto a 
nation which thou hast not known, thou and 
thy fathers, and thou hast served there other 
gods, wood and stone; 97 and thou hast been 
for an astonishment, for a simile, and fora 
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byeword among all the peoples whither Jeho- 
vah doth lead thee. 

_ 8 * Much seed thou dost take out into the 
field, and little thou dost gather in, for the 
locust doth consume it; °9 vineyards thou dost 
plant, and hast laboured, and wine thou dost 
not drink nor gather, for the worm doth con- 
sume it; “9 olives are to thee in all thy border, 
and oil thou dost not pour out, for thine olive 
doth fall off. 

41* Sons and daughters thou dost beget, 
and they are not with thee, for they go into 
captivity ; # all thy trees and the frnit of thy 
ground doth the locust possess; # the sojour- 
ner who is thy midst goeth up above thee 
very high, and thou goest down very low; 
44he doth lend éo thee, and thou dost not lend 
to him; he is for head, and thou art for tail. 

45° And come upon thee have all these 
curses, and they have pursued thee, and over- 
taken thee, till thou art destroyed, because 
thou hast not hearkened to the voice of Jehio- 
vah thy God, to keep His commands, and 
His statutes, which he hath commanded thee ; 
46 and they have been on thee for a sign and 
for a wonder, also on thy seed—to the age. 

47 * Because that thou hast not served Je- 
hovah thy God with joy, and with gladness 
of heart, becanse of the abundance of all 
things—*thou hast served thine enemies, 
whom Jehovah sendeth against thee, in bun- 
ger, and in thirst, and in nakedness, and in 
Tack of all things; and he hath put a yoke of 
iron on thy neek, till He hath destroyed thee.

*3°Tf thou dost not observe to do all the 
words of this law which are written in this 
book, to fear this honoured and fearful name— 
Jehovah thy God—*’ then hath Jehovah made 
wonderful thy strokes, and the strokes of thy 
seed— great strokes, and stedfast, and evil 
sicknesses, and stedfast. 

69° And He hath brought back on thee all 
the diseases of Egypt, of the presence of which 
thou hast been afraid, and they have cleaved 
to thee; © also every sickness and every stroke 
which is not written in the book of this law; 
Jehovah doth eause them to go up upon thee 
till thou art destroyed, “and ye have been 
left with few men, instead of which ye have 
been as stars of the heavens for multitude, be- 
eause thou hast not hearkened to the voice of 
Jehovah thy God.

Joshua—he is passing over before thee as Je- 
hovah hath spoken, Fand Jehovah hath done 
to them as he hath done to Sihon and to Og, 
kings of the Amorite, and to their land, whom 
He destroyed. 5And Jehovah hath given 
them before your face, and ye have done to 
them according to all the command which 
I have commanded you; “be strong and 
courageous, fear not, nor be terrified_hecause 
of them, for Jehovah thy God is He who 
is going with thee; He doth not fail thee nor 
forsake thee.’ 

7 And Moses calleth for Joshua, and saith 
unto him before the eyes of all Israel, ‘ Be 
strong and courageous, for thon—thou dost 
goin with this people unto the land which 
Jehovah hath sworn to their fathers to give 
to them, and thou—thou dost cause them to 
inherit it; 8and Jehovah is He who is going 
before thee, He himself is with thee; He doth 
not fail thee nor forsake thee; fear not, nor 
be affrighted.’ 

9 And Moses writeth this law, and giveth 
it unto the pricsts (sons of Levi, those bearing 
the ark of the covenant of Jehovah), and unto 
all the elders of Israel, ?°and Moses com 
mandeth them, nk At the end of seven

Med in the appointed time, the year of re- 
ease, in the feast of booths, "in the coming 
in of all Israel to see the face of Jehovah in 
the place which He chooseth, thou dost pro- 
elaim this law before all Israel, 1n their ears. 

12* Assemble the people, the men, and the 
women, and the infants, and thy sojourner 
who is within thy gates, so that they hear, 
and so that they learn, and have feared Je- 
hovah your God, and observed to do all the 
words of this law; and their sons, who 
have not known, do hear, and have learned 
to fear Jehovah your God all the days which 
ye are living on the ground whither ye are 
passing over the Jordan to possess it.’ 

144 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘ Lo, thy 
days have drawn near to die; call Joshua, 
and station yourselves in the tent of meeting, 
and I charge him;’ and Moses goeth—Joshua 
also—and they station themselves in the tent 
of meeting, and Jehovah is seen in the 
tent, in a pillar of a cloud; and the pillar of 
the cloud standeth at the opening of the tent. 

16 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Lo 
thou art lying down with. thy fathers, and 
this people hath risen, and gone a-whoring 
after the gods of the stranger of the land 
into the midst of which it hath entered, and 
forsaken Me, and broken My ener which 
I made with it; !7and Mine anger hath 
burned against it in that et and I have 
forsaken them, and hidden My face from 
them, and it hath been for consumption, and 
inany evils and distresses have found it, and 
it hath said in that day, Is it not becanse 
that my God is not in my midst—these evils 
have found me? '8and ] certainly hide My 
face in that day for all the evil which it hath 
done, for it hath turned unto other gods. 

9* And now, write for you this song, and 
teach it the sons of Israel; put it in their 
mouths, so that this song is to Me for a 
witness against the sons of Israel, and I 
bring them in unto the ground which I have 
sworn to their fathers—flowing with milk and 
honey, and they have eaten, and been satisfied, 
and been fat, and have turned unto other 
gods, and they have served them, and des- 
pised Me, and broken My covenant. 

41¢ And it hath been, when many evils and 
distresses do meet it, that this song hath 
testified ta its face for a witness; for it is 
not forgotten out of the mouth of its seed, 
for I have known its imagining which it is 
doing to-day, before [ bring them in unto the 
land of which I have sworn.’ 

“2 And Moses writeth this song on that day 
and doth teach it the sons of Israel, *3 anc 
He commandeth Joshua son of Nun, and 
saith, ‘Be strone and courageous, for thon 
dost bring in the sons of [srael unto the land 
which | have sworn to them, and I—I am 
with thee.’ 

“4And it cometh to pass, when Moses 
finisheth to write the words of this law on a 
book till their completion, * that Moses com- 
mandeth the Levites bearing the ark of the 
covenant of Jehovah, saying, °° ‘Take this

28° Assemnble unto me all the elders of your 
tribes, and your authorities, and I speak in 
their ears these words, and cause to testify

the way which I commanded you, and evil 
hath met you in the latter end of the days, 
because ye do the evil thing in the eyes of 
Jehovah, to make Him angry with the work 
of your hands.’ 

30 And Moses speaketh in the ears of all 
the assembly of Israel the words of this song, 
till their completion :—

sons to observe to do all the words of this 
law, * for 1 2s not a vain thing for you, for it 
ts your life, and by this thing ye prolong 
days on the ground whither ye are passing 
over the Jordan to possess it.’ 

43 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, in 
this self-same day, saying, “’‘Go up unto this 
mount Abarim, mount Nebo, which zs in the 
land of Moab, which is on the front of Jericho, 
and see the land of Canaan which I am giving 
to the sons of Israel for a possession; and 
die in the mount whither thou art going up, 
and be gathered unto thy people, as Aaron 
thy brother hath died in the mount Hor, and 
is gathered unto his people: 

51 * Because ye trespassed against me in the 
midst of the sons of Israel at the waters of 
Meribath-Kadesh, the wilderness of Zin—he- 
cause ye sanctified Me not in the midst of the 
sons of Israel; “but over-against thon seest 
the land, and thither thou dost not go in, 
unto the land which I am giving to the sons 
of Israel.’

5 And Moses, servant of the Lord, dieth 
there, in the land of Moab, according to the 
command of Jehovah; ®and He buricth him 
in a valley in the land of Moab, over-against 
Beth-Peor, and no man hath known his bury- 
ing-place unto this day. 

al Moses is a son of a hundred and 
twenty years when he dieth; his eye hath not 
become dim, nor hath his moisture fled. §And 
the sons of Isracl bewail Moses in the plains 
of Moab thirty days; and the days of weeping 
and mourning for Moses are completed.

CHAP. ft. } AND it cometh to pass after the 
death of Moses, servant of Jehovah, that 
Jehovah speaketh unto Joshua son of Nun, 
minister of Moses, saying, *‘ Moses my ser- 
vant is dead, and now, rise, pass over this 
Jordan, thou, and all this people, unto the 
land which [am giving to them, to the sons 
of Israel. 

3 *Kvery place on which the sole of your 
foot treadeth, to you I have given it, as I 
have spoken unto Moses. 4 Irom this wilder- 
ness and Lebanon, and unto the great river, 
the river Phrath, all the land of the Hittites, 
and unto the great Sea—the going in of the 
sun—is your border. 

5 “No man doth station himself before thee 
wll days of thy life; as I have been with 
Moses, I am with thee, I do not fail thee, nor 
forsake thee; be strong and courageous, 
for thon—thou dost cause this people to in- 
herit the land which I have sworn to their 
fathers to give to them. 

7*Only, be strong and very courageous, to 
observe to do according to all the law which 
Moses My servant commanded thee; thou 
dost not tin aside from it right or left, so 
that thou dost act wisely in every place 
whither thou goest; 8the book of fae law 
doth not depart out of thy mouth, and thou 
hast ineditated in it by day and by niglhit, so 
that thou dost observe to do according to 
all that is written in it, for then thou dost 
cause thy way to prosper, and then thon 
dost act wisely. 

9 “Have not I commanded thee? be strong 
and courageous ; be not terrified nor affright- 
ed, for with thee is Jehovah thy God in 
every place whither thou goest.’ 

10 And Joshua commandeth the authorities 
of the people, saying, *! ‘Pass over into the 
mnidst of the camp, and command the people, 
saying, Prepare for yourselves provision, for 
within three days ye are passing over this 
Jordan, to go in to possess the land which 
Jehovah your God is giving to you to pos- 
sess it.’ 

2 And to the Reubenite, and to the Gadite, 
aud to the half of the tribe of Manasseh, 
hath Joshua spoken, saying, } ‘Remember 
the word which Moses, servant of Jehovah, 
commanded you,. saying, Jehovah your God 
is yiving rest to yon, and He hath given to 
you this land; “your wives, your infants, 
and your substance, abide in the land which 
Moses hath given to you beyond the Jordan, 
and ye—ye pass over by fifties, before your 
brethren, all the mighty ones of valour, and 
have helped them, ! till that Jehovah giveth 
rest to your brethren as to yourselves, and 
they have possessed, even they, the land 
which Jehovah your God is giving to them; 
then ye have turned back to the land of your 
possession, and have possessed it, which Mo- 
kes, servant of Jehovah, hath given to you be- 
yond the Jordan, aé the sun-rising.’ 
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1% And they answer Joshua, saying, ‘All 
that thou hast commanded us we do; and 
unto every place whither thou dost send us 
we £03 according to all that we hearkene 
unto Moses in, so we hearken unto thee; 
surely Jehovah thy God is with thee as He 
hath been with Moses. Any man who 
doth provoke thy mouth, and doth not hear 
thy words, in all that thou dost command 
him, is put to death; only, be strong and 
courageous.’ 


If 2} AND Joshua son of Nun sendeth 
from Shittim, two men, spies, silently, say 
ing, ‘Go, see the land—and Jericho ;’ and 
they go and come into the house of a woman, 
a eelae and her name is Rahab, and they 
lie down there. 

2 And it is told to the king of Jericho, say 
ing, ‘Lo, men have come in hither to-night, 
from the sons of Israel, to search the land. 
3 And the king of Jericho sendeth unto Ra 
hab, saying, * Bring out the men who are 
coming in unto thee, who have come into thy 
house, for to search the whole of the land 
they have come in. 

4 And the woman taketh the two men, and 
hideth them, and saith thus: ‘The men came 
in unto me, and | have not known whence 
they are; 5and it cometh to pass—the gate 
is to be shut—in the dark, and the men have 
cone out; L have not known whither the 
men have gone; pursue ye, hasten after 
them, for ye overtake them ;’ ®and she hath 
caused them to go up on the roof, and hideth 
them with the fia wood, which is arranged 
for her on the roof. . 

7 And the men have pursued after them the 
way of the Jordan, by the fords, and the gate 
they have shut afterwards, when the pursu- 
ers have gone out after then). 

8 And— before they lie down—she hath 
gone up unto them on the roof, %and she 
saith unto the mer, ‘I have known that Je- 
hovah hath given to you the land, and that 
your terror hath fallen upon us, and that all 
the inhabitants of the land have melted at 
your presence. 

oy ED we have heard how Jehovah dried up 
the waters of the Red Sea at your presence, 
in your going ont of Eevyt, and that which 
ye have done to the two kings of the Amorite 
who «are beyond the Jordan ; to Sihon and to 
Og whom ye devoted. And we hear, and 
melt doth our heart, and there hath not 
stood any more spirit in any man, from your 
presence, for Jehovah your God, He is God 
in the heavens above, and on the earth be- 
ueath. 

122¢And now, swear ye, [ pray you, to me 
by Jehovah—because | have done with you 
kindness—that ye have done, even ye, kind- 
ness with the house of my father, and have 
given to me 2 true token, %and have kept

brothers, and my sisters, and all that they 
have, and have delivered our souls from 
death.’ 

14 And the men say to her, ‘Our soul for 
yours—to die; if ye deelare not this our 
matter, then it hath been, in Jehovah’s giv- 
ing to us this land, that we have done with 
thee kindness and truth.’ 

15 And she causeth them to go down by a 
rope through the window, for her house is in 
the side of the wall, and in the wall she is 
dwelling; and she saith to them, ‘To the 
mountain go, lest the pursuers come upon 
you; and ye have been hidden there three 
days till the turning back of the pursuers, 
and afterwards ye go on your way.’ 

17 And the men say unto her, ‘ We are ac- 
quitted of this thine oath which thou hast 
caused us to swear: 18lo, we are coming into 
the land, this line of searlet thread thou dost 
bind to the window by whieh thou hast 
caused us to go down, and thy father, and 
thy mother, and thy brethren, and al] the 
house of thy father thou dost gather uuto 
thee, to the house; )° and it hath been, any 
one who goeth out from the doors of thy 
house without, his blood is on Ins head, and 
we are innocent; and any one who is with 
thee in the house, his blood is on our head, 
if a hand is on him; “and if thou declare 
this our matter, then we have been acquitted 
from thine oath which thou hast caused us to 
swear.’ 

1And she saith, ‘ According unto your 
words, so it is ;’ and she sendeth them away, 
aud they go; ard she bindeth the scarlet line 
to the window. 

22 And they go, and come in to the moun- 
tain, and abide there three days until the 
pursuers have turned back; and the pursuers 
seek in all the way, and have not found. 

3 And the two men turn back, and come 
own from the hill, and pass over, and come 
in unto Joshua son of Nun, and recount to 
him all that hath come upon them; * and 
they say unto Joshua, ‘Surely Jehovah hath 
tiven into our hand all the land; and also, all 
the inhabitants of the land have melted at 
our presence.’ 


Ill 1} AND Joshua riseth early in the 
morning, and they journey from Shittim, 
and come in unto the Jordan, he and all the 
sons of Israel, and they lode there before 
they pass over. 

2 And it cometh to pass, at the end of three 
days, that the authorities pass over into the 
midst of the eamp, ?and command the people, 
saying, ‘ When ye see the ark of the covenant 
of Jehovah your God, and the priests, the 
Levites, bearing it, then ye journey from 
your place, and have gone after it; ‘only, a 
distance is between you and it, about two 
thousand cubits by measure; ye do not come 
near unto it, so that ye know the way in 
which ye go, for ye have not passed over in 
the way heretofore.’ 

5 And Joshua saith unto the people, ‘Sance- 
tify yourselves, for to-inorrow doth Jehovah 
do in your midst wonders,’

saying, ‘Take wp the ark of the covenant, 
and pass over before the people;’ and they 
take up the ark of the covenant, and go he- 
fore the people. 

7And Jehovah saith unto Joshua, ‘ This 
day 1 porn to make thee great in the eyes of 
all Israel, so that they know that as I was 
with Moses I am with thee; ® and thou, thou 
dost command the priests bearing the ark of 
the covenant, saying, When ye come unto the 
extremity of the waters of the Jordan —in 
the Jordan ye stand.’ 

9 And Joshua saith unto the sons of Israel, 
‘Come nigh hither, and hear the words of 
Jehovah your God; and Joshua saith, ‘By 
this ye know that the living God is in your 
midst, and He doth certainly dispossess from 
before you the Canaanite, and the Hittite, 
and the Hivite, and the Perizzite, and the 
Girgashite, and the Amorite, and the Je- 
busite: Jo, the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord of all the earth is passing over before 
you into Jordan; )* and now, take for you 
twelve men out of the tribes of Israel, one 
man—one man for a tribe; Mand it hath been, 
at the resting of the soles of the feet of the 
priests bearing the ark of Jehovah, Lord of 
all the earth, in the waters of the Jordan, 
the waters of the Jordan are cut off—the 
waters which are coming down from above— 
and they stand—one heap.’ 

14 And it cometh to pass, in the journeying 
of the people from their tents to pass over 
the Jordan, and of the priests bearing the 
ark of the covenant before the people, © and 
at those bearing the ark coming in unto the 
Jordan, and the feet of the priests bearing 
the ark have been dipped in the extremity of 
the waters (and the Jordan is full over all its 
banks all the days of harvest)—?*that the 
waters stand; those coming down from above 
have risen—one heap, very far above Adam 
the city, which is at the side of Zaretan; and 
those going down by the sea of the plain, the 
Salt Sea, have been completely cut off; aud 
the people have passed through over-against 
Jericho; and ah priests bearing the ark of 
the covenant of Jehovah stand on dry ground 
in the midst of the Jordan—established, and 
all Israel are passing over on dry ground till 
that all the nation hath completed to pass 
over the Jordan. 


IV. } AND it cometh to pass, when all the 
nation hath completed to pass over the Jor- 
dan, that Jehovah speaketh unto Joshua, 
saying, ?*Take for you out of the peo 
twelve men, one man—one man out of a 
tribe; 7and command ye them, saying, Take 
up for you from this place, from the midst of 
the Jordan, from the established standing- 
place of the fect of the priests, twelve stones, 
and ye have removed them over with yon, 
and placed them in the lodging-place in which 
ye lodge to-night.’ 

4 And Joshua calleth unto the twelve men 
whom he prepared out of the sons of Israel} 
one man—one man out of a tribe; > anc 
Joshua saith to them, ‘Pass over before the

7that ye have said to them, Because 
the waters of the Jordan were cut off, at the 
presence of the ark of the covenant of Jeho- 
vah ; in its passing over into the Jordan were 
the waters of the Jordan cut off; and these 
stones have been for a memorial to the sons 
of Israel—to the age.’ 

8’ And the sons of Israel do so as Joshua 

commanded, and take up twelve stones out 
of the midst of the Jordan, as Jehovah hath 
spoken unto Joshua, according to the number 
of the tribes of the sons of Israel, and remove 
them over with them unto the lodging-place, 
and place them there, *even the twelve stones 
hath Joshua raised up out of the midst of 
the Jordan, the place of the standing of the 
feet of the priests bearing the ark of the 
covenant, and they are there unto this day. 
_ And the priests bearing the ark are stand- 
ing in the midst of the Jordan till the com- 
pletion of the whole thing which Jehovah 
commanded Joshua to speak unto the people, 
according to all that Moses Baririanded Jo- 
shna, and the people haste and pass over. 

1 And it cometh to pass when all the people 
have completed to pass over, that the ark of 
Jehovah passeth over, and the priests, in the 
pescnce of the people; # and the sons of 

ccuben, and the sons of Gad, and the half of 

the tribe of Manasseh, pass over, by fifties, 
before the sons of Israel, as Moses had 
spoken unto them; about forty thousand, 
armed ones of the host, passed over before 
Jehovah for battle, unto the plains of Jericho. 

4QOn that day hath Jehovah made Joshua 
great in the eyes of all Israel, and they re- 
verence him, as they reverenced Moses, all 
days of his life. 

1 And Jehovah speaketh unto Joshua, say- 
ing, 1° * Command the riests bearing the ark 
of the testimony, and they come up ont of 
the Jordan.’ ™% And Joshua commandeth 
the priests, saying, ‘Come ye up out of the 
Jordan.’ 

18 And it cometh to pass, in the coming up 
of the priests bearing the ark of the covenant 
of Jehovah out of the midst of the Jordan— 
the soles of the feet of the priests have been 
drawn up into the dry ground —and the 
waters of the Jordan turn back to their place, 
and go as heretofore over all its banks. 

1 And the people have come up out of the 
Jordan on the tenth of the tirst month, and 
encam)) in Gilgal, in the extremity east of 
Jericho; “and these twelve stones, which 
they have taken out of the Jordan, hath 
Joshua raised up in Gilgal. 

“1 And he speaketh unto the sons of Israel, 
saying, ‘When your sons ask their fathers 
hereafter, saying, What are these stones? 
“then ye have caused your sons to know, 
saying, On dry land Israel passed over this 
Jordan; because Jehovah your God dried 
uy the waters of the Jordan at your presence, 
till your passing over, as Jehovah your God

V. } AND it cometh to pass when all the 
kings of the Amorite which are beyond the 
Jordan, towards the sea, and all the kings of 
the Canaanite which are by the sea, hear how 
that Jehovah hath dried up the waters of the 
Jordan at the presence of the sons of Israel 
till their passing over, that their heart is 
melted, and there hath not been in them any 
more spirit because of the presence of the sons 
of Israel. 

2At that time said Jehovah unto Joshua, 
‘Make for thee knives of flint, and turn back, 
circuncise the sons of Israel a second time ;’ 
3and Joshua maketh for him knives of flint, 
and circumciseth the sons of Israel at the 
height of the foreskins. 

4 And this ts the thing for which Joshua cir- 
cumciseth them: all the people who are com- 
ing out of Egypt, who are males, all the men 
of war have died in the wilderness, in the way, 
in their coming out of Egypt, °for all the 
people who are coming out were circumcised, 
and all the people who are born in the wilder- 
ness, 1n the way, in their coming out from 
Egypt, they have not circumcised; ®for fort: 
years have the sons of Israel gone in the wil- 
derness, till all the nation of the men of war 
who are coming out of Egypt, who hearkened 
not to the voice of Jehovah, to whom Jehovah 
hath sworn not to show them the land which 
Jehovah sware to their fathers to give to us, 
a land flowing with milk and honey, are con- 
sumed; 7 and their sons He raised up in their 
stead, them hath Joshua circumeised, for 
they have been uncircumcised, for they have 
not circumcised them in the way. 

§ And it cometh to pass when all the nation 
have ilar tec to be circumcised, that they 
abide in their places in the camp till their re- 
covering; %and Jehovah saith unto Joshua, 
‘To-day I have rolled the reproach of Egypt 
from off you;’ and one calleth the name of 
that place Gilgal unto this day. 

0 And the sons of Israel encamp in Gilgal, 
and make the passover on the fourteenth day 
of the month, at evening, in the plains of 
Jericho; 4 and they eat of the old corn of the 
land on the morrow of the passover, unleaven- 
ed things and roasted corn, in this sclf-saine 
day; ?2and the manna doth cease on the mor- 
row in their eating of the old corn of the land, 
and there hath been no more manna to the 
sons of Israel, and they eat of the increase of 
the land of Canaan in that year. 

13 And it cometh to pass in Joshua’s being 
by Jericho, that he lifteth up his eyes, an 
looketh, and lo, one standing over-against him, 
and his drawn sword in his hand, and Joshua

‘Pass over, and compass the city, and lie who 
is armed doth pass over before the ark of Je- 
hovah.’ 

8 And it cometh to pass, when Joshua speak- 
eth unto the people, that the seven priests bear- 
Ing seven trumpets of the jubilee before Je- 
hovah have passed over and blown with the 
tnunpets, and the ark of the covenant of Je- 
ierah is going after them; %and he whois armed 
is going before the priests blowing the trum- 
pets, aud he who is gathering up is going after 
the ark, going on and blowing with the trum- 
pets ; }° and the people hath Joshua command- 
ed, saying, ‘ Ye do not shout, nor cause your 
voice to be heard, nor doth there go out from 
your mouth a word, till the day of my saying 
unto you, Shout ye—then ye have shouted.’ 

2 And the ark of Jehovah doth compass the 
city, going round once, and they come into the 
camp, and lodge in the camp. 

12 And Joshua riseth early in the morning, 
and the priests bear the ark of Jehovah, " and 
seven priests bearing seven trumpets of the 
jubilee before the ark of Jehovah are walking, 
roing on, and they have blown with the trum- 
pets—and he who is armed is going before 
them, and he who is gathering upis going be- 
hind the ark of Jehovah—going on and blow- 
ing with the trumpets. 

4 And they compass the city on the second 
day once, and turn back to the camp; thus 
they have done six days. 

15 And it cometh to pass, on the seventh 
day, that they rise early, at the ascending of 
the dawn, and compass the city, according to 
this manner, seven times; (only, on that day 
they have compassed the city seven times);

the city, from man even unto woman, from 
young even unto aged, even unto ox, and 
sheep, and ass, by the mouth of the sword. 

*% And to the two men who are spying the 
land Joshua said, ‘Go into the house of the 
woman, the harlot, and bring out thence the 
woman, and all whom she hath, as ye have 
sworn to her.’ *% And the young men, the 
See go in and bring out Rahab, and her fa- 
ther, and her mother, and her brethren, and 
all whom she hath; yea, all her families they 
have brought out, and place them at the out- 
side of the camp of Israel. 

4 And the city they have burnt with fire, 
and all that is in it; only, the silver and the 
gold, and the vessels of brass, and of iron, 
they have given to the treasury of the housé 
of Jehovah; “and Rahab the harlot, and the 
house of her father, and all whom she hath, 
hath Joshua kept alive; and she dwelleth in 
the midst of Israel unto this day, for she hid 
the messengers whom Joshua sent to spy out 
Jericho.

33 And all Israel, and its elders, and autho- 
rities, and its judges, are standing on this 
side and on that of the ark, over-against the 
priests, the Levites, bearing the ark of the 
covenant of Jehovah, as well the sojourner as 
the native, half of them over-against mount 
Gerizim, and the half of them over-against 
meunt Ebal, as Moses servant of Jehovah com- 
manded to bless the people of Israel] at the first. 

34 And afterwards he hath prociaimed all 
the words of the law, the blessing and the re- 
viling, according to all that is written in the 
book of the law; *®there hath not been a 
thing of all that Moses commanded which 
Joshua hath not proclaimed before all the 
assembly of Israel, and the women, and the 
sa ie and the sojourner who is going in their 
midst. 


IX. 1 AND it cometh to pass, when all the 
kings who are beyond the Jordan, in the hill- 
country, and in the low-country, and in every 
haven of the great sea, over-against Lebanon, 
the Hittite, and the Amorite, the Canaanite, 
the Perizzite, the Hivite, and the Jebusite, 
hear—* that they gather themselves together 
to fight with Joshua, and with Israel—one 
mouth. 

3 And the inhabitants of Gibeon have heard 
that which Joshua hath done to Jericho and 
to Ai, 4and they work, even they, with sub- 
tilty, and go, and feign to be ambassadors, 
and take old sacks for their asses, and wine- 
bottles, old, and rent, and bound up, 5 and 
sandals, old and patched, on their feet, and 
old garments upon them, and all the bread of 
their provision is dry—it was crumbs. 

6 And they go unto Joshua, unto the camp 
at Gilgal, and say unto him, and unto the 
men of Israel, ‘ From a land far off we have 
come, and now, make with us a covenant;’ 
7and the men of Israel say unto the Hivite 
‘It may be in onr midst ye are dwelling, anc 
how do we make with thee a covenant?’ ®and 
they say unto Joshua, ‘Thy servants we are.’ 
And Joshua saith unto them, ‘Who are ye? 
and whence come ye?’ 

9 And they say unto him, ‘From a land 
very far off have thy servants come, for the 
name of Jehovah thy God, for we have heard 
His fame, and all that He hath done in 
Egypt, and all that He hath done to the 
two kings of the Amorite who are beyond the 
Jordan, to Sihon king of Heshbon, and to Og 
king of Bashan, who ts in Ashtaroth. 

1* And our clders, and all the inhabitants 
of our land spcak unto us, saying, Take in 
your hand provisiou for the way, and go to 
inect them, and yc have said unto them, Your 
servants wo are, and now, make with us a

covenant; ! this our bread—hot we provided 
ourselves with it out of our houses, on the 
day of our eoming out to go unto you, and 
now, lo, it is dry, and hath been crumbs; 
'3and these are the wine-bottles which we 
filled, new, and lo, they have rent; and these, 
our garments and our sandals, have become 
old, from the exceeding greatness of the 


ay. 

14 And the men take of their provision, and 

the mouth of Jelhiovah have not asked; and 
Joshua maketh with them peace, and maketh 
with them a covenant, to keep them alive; 
and swear to them do the princes of the com- 
pany. 
16 And it cometh to pass, at the end of three 
days after that they have made with them 
a covenant, that they hear that they are 
their neighbours—that in their midst they 
are dwelling. 1’ And the sons of Israel jour- 
ney and come in unto their cities on the 
third day—and their cities are Gibeon, and 
Chephirah, and Beeroth, and Kirjath-Jearim— 
13 and the sons of Israel have not smitten 
them, for sworn to them have the princes of 
the company by Jehovah God of Israel, and 
all the company murmur against the princes. 

19 And ithe princes say unto all the com- 

any, ‘ We—we have sworn to them by Je- 
10vah, God of Israel; and now, we are not 
able to come against them; ~° this we do to 
them, and have kept them alive, and wrath 
is not upon us, because of the oath whieh we 
have sworn to them.’ 2°! And the princes say 
unto them, ‘They live. and are hewers of 
wood and drawers of water for all the com- 
pany, as the princes spake to them.’ 

“ And Joshua calleth for them, and speak- 
eth unto them, saying, ‘Why have ye deceiv- 
ed us, saying, We are very far from you, and 
ye in our midst dwelling? “and now, cursed 
are ye, and none of you is ent off from being 
a servant, even hewers of wood and drawers 
of water, for the house of my God.’ 

24 And they answer Joshua and say, ‘ Be- 
cause it was certainly declared to thy ser- 
vants, that Jehovah thy God commanded 
Moses His servant to give to you all the land 
and to destroy all the inhabitants of the land 
from before you; and we fear greatly for our- 
selves because of you, and we do this thing; 
“and now, lo, we ave in thy hand, as it zs 
eoot, and as it is right in thine eyes to do to 
us—do.’ 

*6 And he doth to them so, and delivereth 
them from the hand of the sons of Israel, and 
they have not slain them; ” and Joshua mak- 
eth them on that day hewers of wood and 
drawers of water for the company, and for 
the altar of Jehovah, unto this day, at the 
place which He doth choose. 


X. 1 AND it cometh to pass, when Adoni- 
Zedek king of Jerusalem heareth that Josh- 
ua hath captured Ai, and doth devote it (as 
he had done to Jericho and to her king so he 
hath done to Ai and to her king), and that 
the inhabitants of Gibeon have made peace 
with Israel, and are in their midst,— that 
they are greatly afraid, because Gibeon ts a 
great city, as one of the royal cities, and be- 
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The sun and moon stand still. 


eause it is greater than Ai, and all its men 
—heroes. 

3 And Adoni-Zedek king of Jerusalem send. 
eth unto Hoham king of Hebron, and unto 
Piram king of Jarmuth, and unto A aphia king 
of Lachish, and unto Debir king of Eglon 
saying, 4 “Come up unto me, and help me, and 
we smite Gibeon, for it hath made peace with 
Joshua, and with the sons of Teal 

5 And five kings of the Amorite (the king 
of Jerusalem, the king of Hebron, the king of 
Jarmuth, the king of Lachish, the king of 
Eglon) are gathered together, and go up, they 
and all their camps, and encamp against Gib- 
eon, and fight against it. 

6 And the men of Gibeon send unto Joshua, 
unto the camp at Gilgal, saying, ‘ Let not thy 
hand cease from thy servants; come up unto 
us with haste, and give safety to us, and help 
us; for all the kings of the Amorite, avell 
ing in the hill-country, have been assembled 
against us.’ 

7 And Joshua goeth up from Gilgal, he, and 
all the people of war with him, even all the 
mighty men of valour. 

8 And Jehovah saith unto Joshua, ‘ Be not 
afraid of then, for into thy hand I have given 
them, there doth not stand a man of them in 
thy hore 

nd Joshua cometh in unto them sud- 
denly (all the night he hath gone up from 
Gilgal), }©and Jehovah doth crush them. be- 
fore Israel, and it smiteth them—a great 
smiting—at Gibeon, and pursueth them the 
way of the ascent of Beth-Horon, and smiteth 
them unto Azekah, and unto Makkedah. 

1 And it cometh to pass, in their fleeing 
from the face of Israel—they are in the des- 
cent of Beth-Horon — and Jehovah hath 
cast upon them great stones out of the hea- 
vens, unto Azekah, and they die; more are 
they who have died by the hail-stones than 
they whom the sons of Israel have slain by 
the sword. 

12 Then speaketh Joshua to Jehovah in the 
day of Jehovah’s giving up the Amorites be- 
fore the sons of Israel, and he saith, before 
the eyes of Israel, ‘Sun—in Gibeon stand still;

And there hath not 
heen like that day before it or after it, for 
Jehovah’s hearkening to the voice of a man; 
for Jehovah is fighting for [srael. 

15 And Joshua turneth back, and all Israel 
with him, unto the camp at Gilgal. 1° And 
these five kings tlee, and are hidden in a cave 
at Makkedah, 1?’ and it is declared to Joshua 
saying, ‘The five kings have been foun 
hidden in a cave at Makkedah.’ 

13 And Joshua saith, ‘Roll great stones unto 
the mouth of the cave, and appoint over it 
men to watch them; !¥and ye, stand not, pur- 
sue after your enemies, and ye have smitten 
the hindmost of them; suffer them not to go 
in unto their cities, for Jehovah yonr God 
hath given them into ots hand.’

*9 And it cometh to pass, when Joshna and 
the sons of Israel finish to smite them —a 
yer great smiting, till they are consumed, 
and the remnant who have remained of them 
go in unto the fenced cities, that all the 
people turn_ back to the camp, unto Joshua, 
at Makkedah, in peace; none moved sharply 
his tongue against the sons of Israel. 

#2 And Joshua saith, ‘Open ye the mouth 
of the eave, and bring out unto me these five 
kings from the cave;’ “and they do so, and 
bring out woto him these five kings from the 
cave: the king of Jerusalem, the king of 
Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, the king of 
Lachish, the king of Eglon. 

“4 And it cometh to pass; when they bring 
out these kings unto Joshua, that Joshua 
calleth unto every man of Israel, and saith 
unto the captains of the men of war, who 
have gone with him, ‘Draw near, set your 
feet on the necks of these kings;’ and they 
draw near, and set their feet on their neeks. 

* And Joshua saith unto them, ‘ Fear not, 
nor be affrighted; be strong and courazcous; 
for thus doth Jehovah do to all your enemies 
with whom ye are fighting;’ “Sand Joshua 
smiteth them afterwards, and putteth them 
to death, and hangeth them on five trees; 
and they are hanging on the trees till the 
evening. 

7 And it cometh to pass, at the time of the 
going in of the sun, Joshua hath commanded, 
and they take them down from off the trees, 
and east them unto the cave where they had 
been hid, and put great stones on the mouth 
of the cave till this very day. 

78 And Makkedah hath Joshua captured on 
that day, and he smiteth it by the month of 
the sword, and its king he hath devoted, 
them and every person who is in it—he hath 
not left a remnant; and he doth to the king 
of Makkedah as he did to the king of Je- 
richo. 

“ And Joshua passeth over, and all Israel 
with him, from Makkedah fo Libnah, and 
fighteth with Libnah; 29%and Jchovah giveth 
also it into the hand of Israe), and its king, 
and it smiteth it by the mouth of the sword, 
and every person who is in it—it Jeft not in 
if a remnant; and it doth to its king as it 
did to the king of Jericho. 

31 And Joshua passeth over, and all Israel 
with him, from Jibnah to Lachish, and en-

32and Jehovah giveth Lachish into the hand | 


of Israel, and it captureth it on the second 
day, and smiteth it by the mouth of the 
sword, and every person who is in it, accord- 
ing to all that it did to Libnah. 

33Then hath Horam king of Gezer come up 
to help Lachish, and Joshua smiteth him anc 
his people, till he hath not left to him a rem- 
nant. 

4 And Joshua passeth over, and all Israel 
with him, from Lachish to Eglon, and they 
eneamp against it, and fight evainst it, and 
capture it on that day, and sinite it by the 
mouth of the sword, and every person who is 
in it on that day he hath devoted, according 
to all that he did to Lachish.

Hebron so he did to Debir, and to its king, 
and as he did to Libnah, and to its king. 

40 And Joshua smiteth all the Jand of the 
hill-country, aud of the south, and of the low 
country, and of the springs, and all their 
kings—he hath not left a remnant, and al] 
that doth breathe he hath devoted, as Jeho- 
vah, God of Israel, commanded. 

41 And Joshua smiteth them from Kadesh- 
Barnea, even unto Gaza, and all the Jand of 
Goshen, even unto Gibeon; *° and all these 
kings and their land hath Joshua captured at 
one time, for Jehovah, God of Israel, is fight- 
ing for Israe]. 4 And Joshua turneth back, 
ane oe Israel with him, unto the camp at 
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XI. !} AND it cometh to pass when Jabin 
king of Hazor heareth, that he sencdeth unto 
Jobab king of Madon, and unto the king of 
Shimron, and unto the king of Aehshaph, 
“and unto the kings who are on the north in 
the hill-country. and in the plain south of 
Chinneroth, and in the low country, and in 
the elevations of Dor, on the west, 3 ¢o the 
Canaanite on the east, and on the west, and 
the Amorite, and the Hittite, and the Periz- 
zite, and the Jebusite in the hill-country, 
and the Hivite under Hermon, in the Jand of 
Mizpeh—‘and they go ont, they and all 
their camps with them, a people mumerons, 
as the sand which is on the sea-shore for 
multitude, and ‘horse and charioteer very 
many; and all these kings are met together, 
and they come and encamp together at the 
waters of Merom, to fight with Israel.

heart, to meet in battle with Israel, in order 
to devote them, so that they have no grace, 
but in order to destroy them, as Jehovah 
eommanded Moses. 

2 And Joshua eometh at that time, and 
eutteth off the Anakim from the hill-eountry, 
from Hebron, from Debir, from Anab, even 
from all the hill-eountry of Judah, and from 
all the hill-country of Israel; with their 
eities hath Joshua devoted them.

the land. 


XX. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Joshua, 
saying, * ‘Speak unto the sons of Israel, say- 
ing, Give for you cities of refuge, as I have 
Spake unto you by the hand of Moses, 3 for 
the fleeing thither of a man-slayer smiting 
life inadvertently, without knowledge; and 
they have been to you for a refuge from the 
redeemer of blood. 

4°When one hath fled unto one of these 
eities, and hath stood aé the opening of the 
gate of the city, and hath spoken in the ears 
of the elders of that city his matter, then they 
have gathered him into the city unto them, 
and have given to hini a place, and he hath 
dwelt with them. 

5 And when the redeemer of blood doth 
pursue after him, then they do not shut up 
the man-slayer into his hand, for without 
knowledge he hath smitten his ueighbour, 
and is not hating him hitherto; ®and he hath 
dwelt in that city till his standing before the 
eompany for judgment, till the death of the 
chief priest who is in those days—then doth 
the man-slayer turn back and hath come unto 
his city, and unto his house, unto the erty 
whence he fled.’ 

7And they sanctify Kedesh in Galilee, in 
the hill-eountry of Naphtali, and Shechem 
in the hill-eonucry of Ephraim, and Kirjath- 
Arba (it is Hebron), in the hill-country of 
Judah; and beyond the Jordan, at Jericho 
eastward, they have given Bezer in the wild- 
erness, in the plain, ont of the tribe of Reu- 
ben, and Ramoth in Gilead out of the tribe 
of Gad, and Golan in Bashan ont of the tribe 
of Manassch.

not stood a man in their presenee of all their 
enemies, the whole of their enemies hath Je- 
hovah given into their hand; * there hath not 
fallen a thing of all the good thing which Je-

XXIL 1 THEN Joshua calleth for the Reu- 
benite, and for the Gadite, and for the half of 
the tribe of Manasseh, and saith unto them, 
‘Ye~—ye have kept the whole of that which 
Moses, servant of Jehovah, commanded you, 
aud ye hearken to my volee, to all that I 
have commanded you; 3 ye have not left your 
brethren these many days unto this day, and 
have kept the charge—the command of Je- 
hovah your God. 

4¢ And, now, Jehovah your God hath given 
rest to your brethren, as He spake to them; 
and now, turn ye, and go for yourselves to 
your tents, unto the land of your possession, 
whieh Moses, servant of Jehovah, hath given 
to you beyond the Jordan. ° Only, be very 
watehful to do the command and the law 
which Moses, servant of Jehovah, commanded 
you, to love Jehovah your God, and to walk 
in all His ways, and to keep His commands, 
and to cleave to Him, and to serve Hin, with 
all your heart, and with all your soul.’ 

6 And Joshua blesseth them, and sendeti 
them away, and they go unto their tents. 

7 And to the half of the tribe of Manasseh 
hath Moses given, in Bashan, and to its other 
half hath Joshua given with their brethren 
beyond the Jordan westward; and also when 
Joshua hath sent them away unto their tents, 
then he doth bless them, % and speak unto 
them, saying, ‘With great riches turn ye 
back unto your tents, and with very much 
cattle, with silver, and with gold, and with 
brass, and with iron, and with very much rai- 
inent; divide the spoil of your enemies with 
your brethren.’ 

8 And the sons of Reuben, and the sons of 
Gad, and the half of the tribe of Manasseh, 
turn back and go from the sons of Israel out

the God of Israel, to turn baek to-day from 
after Jehovah, by your building for you an 
altar, for your rebelling to-day against Je- 
hovah? 27 [s the iniquity of Peor little to us, 
from which we have not been cleansed till 
this day—and the plague is in the company of 
Jehovah, that ye turn back to-day from 
after Jehovah ? aud it hath been—ye rebel to- 
day against Jelhovah—and to-morrow against 
all the company of Israel He is wroth. 

_ 8 *And surely, 1f the land of your possession 
is unelean, pass over for you unto the land of 
the possession of Jehovah, where the taber- 
nacle of Jehovah hath tabernacled, and have 
possession in our midst; and against Jehovah 
rebel not, and against us rebel not, by your 
building for you au altar, besides the altar of 
Jehovah our God. °° Did not Achan son of 
Zerah commit a trespass in the devoted thing, 
and on all the eompany of Israel there was 
wrath? and he alone expired not in his ini- 
guilty.’ 

*l And the sons of Reuben, and the sons of 
Gad, and the half of the tribe of Manasseh, 
answer and speak with the heads of the thou- 
sands of Israel: *** The God of gods—Jehovah, 
the God of gods—Jehovah, He is knowing 
and Israel, he doth know, if in rebellion, and 
if in trespass against Jehovah (‘Thou dost not 
save us this day!) 3 we are building for our- 
selves an altar to turn baek from after Jelho- 
vah, and if to cause to go up on it burnt-offer- 
ing and present, and if to make on it peaee- 
offerings—Jehovah Himself doth require 7. 

4‘ Andif not, from fear of this thing we have 
done it, saying, Hereafter your sons do speak 
to our sons, saying, What to you and to Je- 
hovah God of Israel? for a border hath 
Jehovah put between us and you, O sons of 
Reuben, and sons of Gad—Jordan; ye have 
no portion in Jehovah—and your sons have 
eaused our sous to cease, not to fear Jehovah.

—but a witness it is between us and you. 

°* Tar be it from us to rebel against Jelo 
vah, and to turn back to-day from after Je. 
hovah, to build an altar for burnt-offering, 
for present, and for sacrifice, apart from the 
altar of Jehovah our God, which is before His 
tabernaele.’ 

30 And Phinchas the priest, and the princes 
of the company, and the heads of the thou- 
sands of Jsracl, who are with lim, hear the 
words whieh the sons of Reuben, and the sons 
of Gad, and the sonsof Manassch have spoken, 


and it is good in their eyes. 3! And Phinehas

son of Eleazar the priest saith unto the sons 
of Reuben, and unto the sous of Gad, and un- 
to the sons of Manasseh, ‘To-day we have 
known that Jehovah is in our midst, because 
ye have not committed against Jehovah this 
trespass—then ye have delivered the sons of 
Israel out of the hand of Jehovah.’ 

32 And Phinehas son of Eleazar the priest, 
and the princes, turn back from the sons of 
Reuben, and from the sons of Gad, out of the 
land of Gilead, unto the land of Canaan, unto 
the sons of Israel, and bring them back word ; 
33 and the thing is good in the eyes of the sons 
of Israel. and the sons of Israel bless God, 
and have not said to go up against them to 
war, to destroy the land which the sons of 
Reuben, and the sons of Gad, are dwelling in. 

34 And the sons of Reuben and the sons of 
Gad proclaim concerning the altar, that ‘it 
is a witness between us that Jehovah is God.’ 


XXII. } AND it cometh to pass, many 
days after that Jehovah hath given rest to 
Israel from al! their enemies round about, that 
Joshua is old, entering into days, ? and Joshua 
calleth for all Israel, for its elders, and for its 
heads, and for its judges, and for its authori- 
ties, and saith unto them, ‘ [ have become 
old; I have entered into days ; 3and Ne ve 
have seen all that Jehovah your God hath 
done to all these nations because of you, for 
Jehovah your God is He who is fighting for 
you; 4see, I have caused to fall to you these 
nations whoare left for an inheritance to your 
tribes, from the Jordan, (and all the nations 
which I cut off), and the great sea, the going 
in of the sun. 

5* As to Jehovah your God, He doth thrust 
them from your presence, and hath dispos- 
sessed them from before you, and ye have 
yossessed their land, as Jehovah your God 
1ath spoken to you, Sand ye have been very 
strong to keep and to do the whole that is 
written in the Book of the Law of Moses, so 
as not to turn aside from it right or left, ’so 
as not to go in among these nations, these 
who are left with you; and of the name of 
their gods ye do not make mention, nor do 

e swear, nor do ye serve them, nor do ye 

ow yourselves to them; %but to Jehovah 
your God ye do cleave, as ye have done till 
this day. ®And Jehovah is dispossessing 
from before you nations great and mighty ; 
as for you, none hath stood in your presence 
till this day ; !°one man of you doth pursue a 
thousand, for Jehovah your God is He who is 
fighting for you, as He hath spoken to you; 
Nand ye have been very watchful for your- 
selves to love Jehovah your God. 

2 *But—if ye at all turn back and have 
cleaved to the remnant of these nations, these 
who are left with you, and intermarried with 
them, and gone in to them, and they to you, 
3know certainly that Jehovah your God is 
not continuing to dispossess these nations from 
before you, and they have been to you for a 
gin, and for a snare, and for a scourge, in your 
sides, and for thorns in your eyes, till ye 
perish from off this good ground which Jeho- 
vah your God hath given to you. 

14° And lo [am going, to-day, inthe way of 
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all the earth, and ye have known—with all 
your heart, and with all your son]—that there 
1ath not fallen one thing of all the good things 
which Jehovah your God hath spoken con- 
cerning you; the whole have come to you; 
there hath not failed of it one thing. 

15 *And it hath been, as there hath come 
upon you all the good thing which Jehovah 
yore God hath spoken unto you, so doth 

ehovah bring upon you the whole of the 
evil thing, till His destroying you from off 
this good ground which Jehovah your God 
hath given to you; /*in your transgressing 
the covenant of Jehovah your God which He 
commanded you, and ye have gone and 
served other gods, and bowed yourselves to 
them, then hath the anger of Jehovah burned 
against you, and ye have perished hastily 
from off the good land which He hath given 
to you.’ 


XXIV. J AND Joshua gathereth all the 
tribes of Israel to Shechem, and calleth for 
the elders of Israel, and for its heads, and for 
its judges, and for its authorities, and they 
station themselves before God. 

*And Joshua saith unto all the people, 
‘Thus said Jehovah, God of Israel, Beeond 
the River have your fathers dwelt of old— 
Terah father of Abraham and father of 
Nachor—and they serve other gods; 2and [ 
take your father Abraham from beyond the 
River, and cause him to go through all the 
land of Canaan, and multiply his seed, and 
give to him Isaac. #And I give to Isaac, 
Jacob and Esau; and I give to Esan mount 
Seir, to possess it; and Jacob and his sons 
have gone down to Egypt. ®And [I send 
Moses and Aaron, and plague Egypt, as [ 
have done in its midst, and afterwards I have 
brought you out. And I bring out your 
fathers from Egypt, and ye go into the sea, and 
the Egyptians pursue after your fathers, 
with chariot and with horsemen, to the Red 
Sea; 7and they cry unto Jehovah, and He 
setteth thick darkness between you and the 
Egyptians, and bringeth on thei the sea. 
al covereth them, and your eyes see that 
which I have done in Egypt; and ye dwell in 
a wilderness many days. 

8‘ And I bring you in unto the land of the 
Amorite who is dwelling heyond the Jordan. 
and they fight with you, and I give them intc 
your hand, and ye possess their land, and 1 
destroy them out of your presence. 

9* And Balak son of Zippor, king ot Moab, 
riseth and fighteth against Israel, and sendeth 
and calleth for Balaam son of Beor, to revile 
you, and I have not been willing to hearken 
to Balaam, and he doth greatly bless you, and 
T deliver you out of his hand. 

nN “And ye pass over the Jordan, and come 
in unto Jericho, and fight against you do the 
hs i of Jericho—the Amorite, and the 

erizzite, and the Canaanite, and the Hittite, 
and the Girgashite, the Hivite, and the Je- 
busite—and J give them into your hand. 
12 And I send before you the hornet, and it 
easteth them out from your pioae two 
kings of the Amorite—not by thy sword, nor 
by thy bow a 
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Judah smites the Canaanite, 


13 * And I give to you a land for which thou 
hast not laboured, and cities which ye have 
not built, and ye dwell in them; of vineyards 
and oliveyards which ye have not planted 
ye are eating. 

4*And now, fear ye Jehovah, and serve 
Him, in perfection and in truth, and turn 
aside the gods which your fathers served be- 

ond the River, and in Egypt, and serve ye 

ehovah; and if wrong 1n your eyes to 
serve Jehovah—choose for you to-day whom 
ye do serve ;—whether the gods whom your 
fathers served, which ave beyond the River, 
or the gods of the Amorite in whose land ye 
are dwelling ; and [ and my house—we serve 
Jehovah.’ 

16 And the people answer and say, ‘Far be 
it from us to forsake Jehovah, to serve other 
gods; for Jehovah our God is He who is 
bringing us and our fathers up out of the 
land of Egypt, ont of a honse of servants, 
and who hath done before our: eyes these 
great signs, and doth keep us in all the way 
in which we have gone, and among all the 
peoples through whose midst we passed; 
Wand Jehovah casteth out the whole of the 

eoples, even the. Amorite inhabiting the land, 
rom our presence; we also do serve Jehovah, 
for He ts our God.’ 

19 And Joshua saith unto the people, ‘ Ye 
are not able to serve Jehovah, for a God most 
holy He is; a zealous God He is; He doth 
not bear with your transgression and with 

our sins. °° When ye forsake Jehovah, and 
lave served gods of a stranger, then He 
hath turned back and done evil te you, and 
conpumed you, after that He hath done good 
0 you. 

“1 And the people saith unte Joshua, ‘ No, 
but Jehovah we do serve.’ 

22 And Joshua saith unto the people, ‘ Wit- 
nesses ye are against yourselves, that ye have 
chosen for"you Jehovah to serve Him (and 
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they say, ‘Witnesses!’) and, now, turn 
aside the gods of the stranger which are in 
your midst, and incline your heart unto Je- 
hovah, God of Israel.’ 

24 And the people say unto Joshua, ‘Jeho- 
vah our God we serve, and to His voice we 
hearken.’ 

*5 And Joshua maketh a covenant with the 
people on that day, and Jayeth on it a statute 
and an ordinance, in Shechem. 

*6 And Joshua writeth these words in the 
Book of the Law of Ged, and taketh a great 
stone, and raiseth it up there under the oak 
which is in the sanctuary of Jehovah. } 

*7 And Joshua saith unto all the people, 
‘Lo,*this stone 1s against us for a witness, 
for it hath heard all the sayings of Jehovah 
which He hath spoken with us, and it hath 
been against you for a witness, lest ye lie 
against your God.’ “And Joshua sendeth 
the people away, each to his inheritance. 

*9 And it cometh to pass, after these things, 
that Joshua son of Nun, servant of Jehovah, 
dieth, a son of a hundred and ten years, 
89 and they bury him in the border of his in- 
heritance, in Timnath-Serah, which is in the 
hill-country of Ephraim, on the north of the 
hill of Gaash. 

31 And Israel serveth Jehovah all the days 
of Joshua, and all the days of the elders who 
prolonged days after Joshua, and who knew 
all the work of Jehovah which He did to 
Israel. 

32 And the bones of Joseph, which the sons 
of Israel brought up out of aynt, they buried 
in Shechem, in the portiou of the field which 
Jacob bought from the sons of Hamor father 
of Shechem, with a hundred kesitah ; and they 
are to the sons of Joseph for an inheritance. 

33 And Eleazar son of Aaron died, and they 
bury him in the hill of Phinehas his son, 
which was given to him in the hill-country of 
Ephraim. 


JUDGES. 


CHAP. I. } AND it cometh to pass, after the 
death of Joshua, that the sons of Israel ask 
at Jehovah, saying, ‘Who doth go up for us 
unto the Canaanite, at the commencement, to 
ficht against it?’ “And Jehovah saith, ‘Ju- 
dah doth go up; le, I have given the land 
into his hand.’ 

3And Judah saith to Simeon his brother, 
‘Go up with me into my lot, and we fight 
against the Canaanite—and I have gone, even 
§, with thee into thy lot;’ and Simeon goeth 
with him. 

4And Judah goeth up, and Jehovah giveth 
the Canaanite and the Perizzite into their 
hand, and they smite them in Bezek—ten 
thousand men; Sand they find Adoni-Bezek 
in Bezek, and fight against him, and smite 
the,Canaanite and the Perizzite. “And Adoni- 
Bezek tleeth, and they pursue after him, and 
seize him, and cut off his thnmbs and his 
great tues, 7and Adoni-Bezek saith, ‘Seventy

kings—their thumbs and their great toes ent 
off—have been gathering under my table; as 
I have done so hath God repaid to me;’ and 
hey bring him in to Jerusalem, and he dieth 
there. 

8 And the sons of Judah fight against Jeru- 
salem, and capture it, and smite it by the 
mouth of the sword, and the city they have 
sent into fire; 9%and afterwards have the 
sons of Judah gone down to fight against the 
Canaanite, inhabiting the hill-country and 
the south, and the low country; ! and Judah 

oeth unto the Canaanite who is dwelling in 
racer (and the name of Hebron formerly is 
Kirjath-Arba), and they smite Sheshai, and 
Ahimman, and T'almai. 

1 And he goeth thence unto the inhabitants 
of Debir (and the name of Debir_ formerly is 
Keer 12 and Caleb saith, ‘He who 
smiteth Kirjath-Sepher—and_ hath captured 
it—then I have given to him Achsah my 
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daughter for a wife.’ ™% And Othniel son of 
Kenaz, younger brother ot Caleb, doth cap- 
ture it, and he giveth to him Achsah his 
daughter for a wife. 

14 And it cometh to pass in her coming in, 
that she ese ea fim to ask from her 
father the field, and she lighteth from off the 
ass, and Caleb saith to her, ‘ What—to thee?’ 
15 And she saith to him, ‘Give to me a bless- 
ing; when the south land thou hast given me 
—then thou hast given to me springs of water ; 
and Caleb giveth to her the upper springs 
and the lower springs. 

16 And the sons of the Kenite, father-in- 
law of Moses, have gone up out of the city 
of palms with the sons of Judah ¢o the wilder- 
ness of Judah, which is in the south of Arad, 
and they go and dwell with the people. 

17 And Judah goeth with Simeon his bro- 
ther, and they smite the Canaanite inhabiting 
Zephath, and devote it; and one‘calleth the 
name of the city Hormah. 

18 And Judah captureth Gaza and its bor- 
der, and Askelon and its border, and Ekron 
and its border; 19 and Jehovah is with Judah, 
and he ocecupieth the hill-country, but not to 
dispossess the inhabitants of the valley, for 
they have chariots of iron. 

20 And they give to Caleb Hebron, as Moses 
hath spoken, and he dispossesseth thence the 
three sons of Anak. 

21 And the Jebusite, inhabiting Jerusalem, 
the sons of Benjamin have not dis ossessed ; 
and the Jebusite dwelleth with the sons of 
Benjamin, in Jerusalem, till this day. 

*2 And the house of Joseph go u_p—even they 
—to Beth-El, and Jehovah is with them; 
and the house of Joseph cause men to spy 
about Beth-El (and the name of the city for- 
merly is Luz), “and the watchers see a man 
coming out from the city, and say to him, 
‘Shew us, we pray thee, the entrance of the 
city, and we have done with thee kindness,’ 
2 And he sheweth them the entrance of the 
city, and they smite the city by the mouth of 
the sword, and the man and all his family 
they have sent away; “and the man goeth to 
the land of the Hittites, and buildeth a city, 
and calleth its name Luz—it is its name unto 
this day. 

27 And Manasseh hath not occupied Beth- 
Shean and its towns, and Taanach and its 
towns, and the inhabitants of Dor and its 
towns, and the inhabitants of Iblaim and its 
towns, and the inhabitants of Megiddo and 
its towns, and the Canaanite is desirous to 
dwell in that land; “and it cometh to pass, 
when Israel hath been strong, that he setteth 
the Canaanite to tribute, and hath not utterly 
dispossessed it. 

“) And Ephraim hath not dispossessed the 
Canaanite who is dwelling in Gezer, and the 
Canaanite dwelleth in its midst, in Gezer. 

30 Zebulun hath not dispossessed the in- 
habitants of Kitron, and the inhabitants of 
Nahalol, and the Canaanite dwelleth in its 
midst, and they become tributary. 

31 Asher hath not dispossessed the inhabi- 
tants of Accho, and the inhabitants of Zidon, 
and Ahlab, and Achzib, and Helbah, and 
Aphik, and Rehob; 4 ae the Asherite dwell- 
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eth in the midst of the Canaanite, the inham 
tants of the land, for it hath not dispossessed 
them. 

33 Nanhtali hath not dispossessed the in- 
habitaifts of Beth-Shemesh, and the inhabi- 
tants of Beth-Anath, and he dwelleth in the 
midst of the Canaanite, the inhabitants of 
the land; and the inhabitants of Beth-She- 
mesh and of Beth-Anath have become tribu- 
tary to them. 

3+ And the Amorites press the sons of Dan 
to the mountain, for they have not suffered 
them to go down to the valley; and the 
Amorite is desirous to dwell in mount Heres, 
in Aijalon, and in Shaalbim, and the hand of 
the house of Joseph is heavy, and they become 
tributary; *6 and the border of the Amorite is 
from the ascent of Akrabbim, from the rock 
and upward, 


II. 1 AND a messenger of Jehovah goeth

been gathered unto their fathers, and another 
generation riseth after them who have not 
known Jehovah, and even the work which He 
hath done to Israel. ; 

1 And the sons of Israel do the evil thing 
in the eyes of Jehovah, and serve the Baalim, 
12 and forsake Jehovah, God of their fathers, 
who bringeth them out fromthe land of Egypt, 
and go after other gods (of the gods of the 
peoples who are round about them), and bow 
themselves to them, and provoke Jehovah, 
13 vea, they forsake Jehovah, and do service 
to Baal and to Ashtaroth. 

14 And the anger of Jehovah burneth against 
Israel, and He giveth them into the hand of 
spoilers, and they spoil them, and He selleth 
them into the hand of their enemies round 
about, and they have not been able any more 
to stand before their enemies; !°in every place 
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where they have gone out, the hand of Jecho- 
vah hath been against them for evil, as Je- 
hovah hath spoken, and as Jehovah hath 
sworn to them, and they are distressed— 
greatly. 

16 And Jehovah raiseth up judges, and they 
save them from the hand of their spoilers ; 
17 and also unto their judges they have not 
hearkened, but have gone a-whoring after 
other gods, anc bow themselves to them;

anger of Jehovah doth burn against Israel, 
and He saith, ‘ Because that this nation have 
transgressed My eovenant which | eommanded 
their fathers, and have not hearkened to My 
voice—*! I also continue not to dispossess any 
from before them of the nations which Joshua 
hath left when he dieth, “in order to try 
Israel by them, whether they are keeping the 
way of Jehovah, to go in it, as their fathers 
kept it or not.’ 

*3 And Jehovah leaveth these nations, so as 
not to dispossess them hastily, and did not 
give them into the hand of Joshua.

16 And Jehovah saith unto him, ‘ Because I 
am with thee—thou hast smitten the Mid- 
ianites as one man.’ ?7 And he saith unto 
Him, ‘If, I pray Thee, I have found grace in 
Thine eyes, then Thou hast done for me a 
sign that Thou art speaking with me. 18 Move 
not, I pr y Thee, from this, till my coming 
in unto Thee, and I have brought out my 
present, and put it before Thee;’ and he 
saith, ‘I—I do abide till thy return.’ 

19 And Gideon hath Bone in, and prepareth 
a kid of the goats, and of an cata of flour 
unleavened things; the flesh he hath put in a 
basket, and the broth he hath put in a pot, 
and he bringeth out unto Him, unto the place 
of the oak, and bringeth 7é nigh. 

20 And the messenger of God saith unto 
him, ‘Take the flesh and the unleavened 
things, and place on this rock—and the broth 
pour out;’ and he doth so. * And the mes- 
senger of Jehovah putteth forth the end of 
the staff which is in His hand, and cometh 
against the flesh, and against the unleavened 
things, and the fire goeth up out of the rock 
and consumeth the flesh and the unleavened 
things—-and the messenger of Jehovah hath 
gone from his eyes. 

22 And Gideon seeth that He is a messenger 
of Jehovah, and Gideon saith, ‘ Alas, Lord 
Jehovah! because that I have seen a mes- 
senger of Jehovah face to face!’ * And Je- 
hovah saith to him, ‘Peace to thee; fear not; 
thou dost not die.’ *4 And Gideon buildeth 
there an altar to Jehovah, and calleth it 
Jehovah-Shalom, unto this day it is yet in 
Ophrah of the Abi-Ezrites. 

. And it cometh to pass, on that night, 
that Jehovah saith to him, ‘Take the youn 
ox which is to thy father, and the secon 
bullock of seven years, and thou hast thrown 
down the altar of Baal which is to thy father, 
and the shrine which is by it thou dost cut 
down, *Sand thou hast built an altar to 
Jehovah thy God on the top of this strong- 
hold, by the arrangement, and hast taken 
the seeond bullock, and caused to ascend a 
burnt-offering with the wood of the shrine 
which thou cuttest down.’ 


27 And Gideon taketh ten men of his ser-- 


vants, and doth as Jehovah hath spoken unto 
him, and it cometh to pass, because he hath 
been afraid of the house of his father, and 
the men of the city, to do it by day, that he 
doth ié by night. ; 

28 And the men of the city rise any in the 
morning, aud lo, broken down hath been the 
altar of Baal, and the shrine which is by it 
hath been cut down, aud the second bullock 
hath been offered on the altar which is built. 
29 And they say one to another, ‘Who hath 
done this thing?’ and they inquire and seek, 
and they say, ‘Gideon son of Joash hath done 
this thing.’ *°And the men of the city say 
unto Joash, ‘ Bring out thy son, and he dieth, 
beeause he hath broken down the altar of 
Baal, and because he hath cut down the shrine 
whieh is by it.’ 

3% And Joash saith to all who have stood 
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against him, ‘Ye, do ye plead for Baal? ye 
--do ye save him? he who pleadeth for him 
is put to death during the morning; if he is 
a god he himself doth plead against him, be- 
cause he hath broken down his altar.’ 3? And 
he calleth him, on that day, Jerubbaal, say- 
ing, ‘The Baal doth plead against him, be- 
cause he hath broken down his altar.’ 

33 And all Midian and Amalek and the sons 
of the east have been gathered together, and 

ass over, and encamp in the valley of Jezreel, 
+4and the Spirit of Jehovah hath clothed Gi- 
deon, and he bloweth with a trumpet, and 
Abi-Ezer is called after him; 3° and messen- 
gers he hath sent into all Manasseh, and. it 
also is called after him; and messengers he 
hath sent into Asher, and into Zebulun, and 
rule Naphtali, and they come up to meet 

em. 

36 And Gideon saith unto God, ‘If Thou 
art Saviour of Israel by my hand, as Thou 
hast spoken, *’7lo, Lam placing the fleece of 
wool in the threshing-floor: if dew is on the 
fleece alone, and on all the earth drought 
—then I have known that Thou dost save 
Israel by my hand, as Thou hast spoken; 
388 and it is so, and he riseth early on the 
morrow, and presseth the fleece, and wring- 
eth dew out of the fleece—the fulness of the 
bow], of water. 

39 And Gideon saith unto God, ‘ Let not 
Thine anger burn against me, and I speak 
only this time; let me try, I pray Thee, only 
this time with the fleece—let there be, I pray 
Thee, drought on the fleece alone, and on all 
the earth let there be dew.’ 4 And God doth 
so on that night, and there is drought on the 
fleece alone, and on ali the earth there hath 
been dew. 


VII. 1 AND Jerubbaal (he is Gideon) riseth 
early, and all the people who are with him, 
and they encamp by the well of Harod, and 
the camp of Midian hath been on the south 
of him, on the height of Moreh, 1m the valley. 
2 And Jehovah saith unto Gideon, ‘ Too 
many are the people who are with thee for 
My giving Midian into their hand, lest Israel 
beautify itself against Me, saying, My hand 
hath given salvation to me; 3 and now, cal’, 
I pray thee, in the ears of the people, say- 
ing, oso 7s afraid and trembhng, let him 
turn back and go early from mount Gilead ;’ 
and there turn back of the people twenty 
and two thousand, and ten thousand have 
been left. 

4And Jehovah saith unto Gideon, ‘Yet 
are the people too many; bring them down 
unto the water, and I refine it for thee there; 
and it hath been, he of whom I say unto 
thee, This doth go with thee—he doth ‘go 
with thee; and any of whom I say unto thee, 
This doth not go with thee—he doth not go.’ 

5 And he bringeth down the people unto 
the water, and Jehovah saith unto Gideon, 
‘Every one who lappeth with his tongue of 
the water as the dog lappeth—thou dost set 
him apart; also every one who boweth on his 
knees to drink.’ © And the number of those 
lapping with their hand unto their mouth is 
three hundred men, nd all the rest of the 
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people have bowed down on their knees to 
rink water. 

7 And Jehovah saith unto Gideon, ‘ By the 
three hundred men who are lapping I[ save 
you, and have given Midian into thy hand, 
and all the people go, each to his plaee.’ 
8 And the people take the provision in their 
hand, and their trumpets, and every man 
of Israel he hath sent away, each to his 
tents; and on the three hundred men he hath 
kept hold, and the eamp of Midian hath been 
by him at the lower part of the valley. 

9And it cometh to pass, on that night, 
that Jehovah saith unto him, ‘Rise, go down 
into the camp, for I have given it into thy 
hand; “and if thou art afraid to go down— 
go down, thou and Phurah thy young man, 
unto the eamp, #4 and thou hast heard what 
they speak, and afterwards are thy hands 
strengthened, and thou hast gone down against 
the camp.’ 

And he goeth down, he and Phurah his 
young man, unto the extreinity of the fifties 
who are in the camp); and Midian and 
Amalek, and all the sons of the east are 
lying in the valley, asthe locust for multi- 
tude, and of their camels there is no number, 
as eoud which zs on the sea-shore for multi- 
tude. 

13 And Gideon cometh in, and lo, a man is 
reeounting to his companion a dream, and 
saith, ‘ Lo, a dream I have dreamed, and lo, 
a eake of barley-bread is turning itself over 
into the camp cf Midian, and it eometh in 
unto the tent, and smiteth it, and it falleth, 
and turneth it upwards, and the tent_hath 
fallen.’ 14 Aud his companion answereth and 
saith, ‘This is nothing save the sword of 
Gideon son of Joash, a man of Isracl; God 
hath given into his hand Midian and all the 
eamp.’ 

And it eometh to pass, when Gideon 
heareth the narration of the dream and its 
interpretation, that he boweth himself, and 
turneth back unto the camp of Isracl, and 
saith, ‘ Rise ye, for Jehovah hath given into 
your hand the camp of Midian.’ 1 And he 
divideth the three hundred men into three 
detachments, and putteth truinpets into the 
hand of all of them, and empty pitchers, and 
lamps within the pitehers. 

17 And he saith unto them, ‘Look at me, 
and thus do; and Jo, I am eoming into the ex- 
tremity of the camp—and it hath been—as I 
lo aa do; and I have blown with a trum. 
eae and all who are with me, and ye have 
ylown with trumpets, even ye, round about all 
the camp, and have said, For Jehovah and 
for Gideon.’ 

And Gideon cometh—and the hundred 
men Who are with him—into the extremity of 
the eamp, at the beginning of the middle 
wateh (it hath only just confirmed the watch- 
men), and they blow with trumpcts—dashing 
in pieces also the pitchers einen are in their 
hand; °° and the three detachments blow with 
trumpets, and break the pitchers, and keep 
hold with their left hand on the lanips, and 
with their right handon the trumpets to blow, 
and they ery, ‘The sword of Jehovah and of 
Gideon.’ 

168 
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*t And they stand each in his place, round 
about the eamp, and all the cainp runneth, 
and they shout, and flee; and the three 
hundred blow the trumpets, and Jehovah 
setteth the sword of each against his com- 
panion, even through all the eamp; and the 
eamp fleeth unto Beth-Shittah, at Zererath, 
unt the border of Abel-Meholah, by Tab- 
path. 

“3 And the men of Israel are called from 
Naphtali, and from Asher, and from all 
Manasseh, and pursue after Midian. * And 
messengers hath sent Gideon into all the hill- 
country of Ephraim, saying, ‘Come down to 
meet Midian, and eapture before them the 
waters unto Beth-Barah, and the Jordan ;’ and 
every man of Ephraim is ealled, and they 
eapture the waters unto Beth-Barah, and 
the Jordan, *and they capture two of the 
heads of Midian, Oreb, and Zeeb, and slay 
Oreb at the rock of Oreb, and Zeeb they have 
slain at the wine-vat of Zeeb, and they pur- 
sue unto Midian; and the heads of Oreb and 
Zeeb they have brought in unto Gideon be- 
yond the Jordan. 


VILL. 1} AND the men of Ephraim say unto 
him, ‘ What is this thing thou hast done to 
us—not to call for us when thou didst go to 
fight with Midian?’ and they strive with him 
severely; 2and he saith unto them, ‘What 
have I done now like you? are not the glean- 
ings of Ephraim better than the harvest of 
Abi-Ezer? 3 Into your hand hath God given 
the heads of Midian, Oreb and Zeeb; and 
what have I been able to do like you?’ Then 
their temper desisted from off him in his 
speaking this thing. 

4 And Gideon cometh in unto the Jordan, 
passing over, he and the three hundred men 
who are with him—wearied, and pursuing, 
Sand he saith to the men of Suceoth, ‘Give, 
I pray you, cakes of bread to the people who 
are at my feet, for they ave wearied, and | 
ain pursuing after Zebah and Zahnunna kings 
of Midian.’ 

6And the heads of Suceoth say, ‘Is the 
hand of Zebah and Zalmunna now in thy 
hand, that we give to thy host bread?’ 7 Ani 
Gideon saith, ‘Therefore—in Jehovah’s giv- 
ing Zebah and Zalmunna into my haud— 
I have threshed your flesh with the thorns 
of the wilderness, and with the threshing in- 
struments.’ 

8 And he goeth up thence fo Penuel, and 
speaketh unto them thus; and the men of 
Penuel answer him as the men of Sueeoth 
answered. ® And he speaketh also to the 
men of Penuel, saying, ‘In my turning back 
in peace, I break down this tower.’ 

WAnd Zebah and Zalmunna are in Kar- 
kor, and their camps with them, about fif- 
teen thousand, all who are left of all the 
camp of the sons of the east; and those fall- 
ing area hundred and twenty thousand men, 
drawing sword, 

M And Gideon goeth up the way of those 
who tabernacle in tents, on the cast of No- 
bah and Jogbehah, and siniteth the camp, 
and the eamp was confident; and Zebah 
and Zahnunna flee, aud be pursucth after 
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them, and captureth the two kings of Midian, 
Zebah and Zalmunna, and all the camp he 
hath caused to tremble. 

13 And Gideon son of Joash turneth back 
from the battle, at the going up of the sun, 
Mand captureth a young man of the men 
of Succoth, and asketh him, and he describ- 
eth unto him the heads of Succoth, and its 
clders—seventy and seven men. 

15 And he cometh in unto the men of Sue- 
coth, and saith, ‘Lo Zebah and Zalmunna, 
with whom ye reproached mie, saying, Is the 
hand of Zebah and Zalmunna now in thy 
hand that we give to thy men who are wear- 
ied bread?’ 1 And he taketh the clders of 
the city, and the thorns of the wilderness, 
and the threshing instruments, and teach- 
eth by them the men of Succoth, !”and the 
tower of Penuel he hath broken down, and 
slayeth the men of the city. 

18 And he saith unto Zebah and unto Zal- 
munna, ‘How-—the men whom ye slew in 
Tabor?’ and they say, ‘As thou—so they, 
one—as the form of the king’ssons.’ ! And he 
saith, ‘My brethren—-sons of my mother— 
they; Jehovah liveth, if ye had kept them 
alive—I had not slain you.’ 

And he saith to Jether his first-born, 
‘Rise, slay them ;’ and the young man hath 
not drawn his sword, for he hath been afraid, 
for he is yet a youth. * And Zebah saith— 
also Zalmunna—‘ Rise thou, and fall upon 
us; for as the man—his might ;? and Gideon 
riseth, and slayeth Zeba and Zalmunna, and 
taketa their round ornaments which ave on 
the necks of their camels. 

22 And the men of Israel say unto Gideon, 
‘Rule over us, both thou, and thy son, and 
thy son’s son, for thou hast saved us from 
the hand of Midian.’ * And Gideon saith 
unto them, ‘I do not rule over you, nor doth 
my son rule over you; Jehovah doth rule 
over you.’ *%And Gideon saith unto them, 
‘Let me ask of you a petition, and give ye to 
me each the ring of his prey, for they have 
rings of gold, for they are Ishmaelites.’ 

*® And they say, ‘We certainly give ;’ and 
they spha out the garment, and cast thither 
each the ring of his prey; and the weight 
of the rings of gold which he asked is a 
thousand and seven hundred shekels of gold, 
apart from the round ornaments, and the 
drops, aud the purple garments, which are 
on the kings of midiaie and apart from the 
chains which are on the necks of their camels, 
7 and Gideon: maketh it into an ephod, and 
setteth it up in his city, in Ophrab, and all 
Israel go a-whoring after it there, and it is to 
Gideon and to his house for a snare. 

28 And Midian is humbled before the sons 
of Israel, and have not added to lift up their 
head; and the land resteth forty years in the 
days of Gideon. 

*9And Jerubbaal son of Joash goeth and 
dwelleth in his own house, and to Gideon 
there have been seventy sons, coming out of 
his loin, for he had many wives; 3! and his 
concubine, who is in Shechem, hath born 
to him—even she—a son, and he appointeth 
his name Abimelcchi. ; : 

32 And Gideon son of Joash dieth, in a 
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good old age, and is buricd in the burying: 
place of Joash his father, in Ophrah of the 
Abi-Ezrite. 

33 And it cometh to pass, when Gidcon is 
dead, that the sons of Israel turn back and 
go a-whoring aftcr the Baalim, and set over 
them Baal-Berith for a god; and the sons 
of Israel have not remembered Jehovah their 
God, who is delivering them out of the hand 
of all their enemies round about, 2° neither 
have they done kindness with the house of 
J erubbaal—Gideon—according to all the good 
which he did with Israel. 


IX. !}AND Abimelech son of Jerwbbaal 
goeth to Shechem, unto his mother’s breth- 
ren, and speaketh unto them, and unto all 
the family of the house of his mother’s father, 
saying, **Speak, I pray you, in the cars of 
all the masters of Shechem, Which is good 
for you—the ruling over you of seventy men 
(all the sons of Jerubbaal), or the ruling over 
you of one man?—and ye have remembered 
that I am your bone and your flesh.’ 

3 And his mother’s brethren speak concern- 
ing him, in the ears of all the masters of 
Shechem, all these words, and their heart 
inclineth after Abimelech, for they said, ‘ He 
7s our brother ; 4 and they give to him seventy 
silverings out of the house of Baal-Berith, 
and Abimelech hireth with them men, vain 
and unstable, and they go after him; ®and 
he goeth into the house of his father at Oph- 
rah, and slayeth his brethren, sons of Jerub- 
baal, seventy men, on one stone; and Jotham, 
youngest son of Jerubbaal, is left, for he was 
uidden. 

6 And all the masters of Shechem are ga- 
thered together, and all the house of Millo, 
and come and cause Abtmelech to reign for 
king at the oak of the camp which is in She- 
chem; 7and they declare i¢ to Jotham, and 
he gocth and_standeth on the top of mount 
Gerizim, and lifteth up his voice, and calleth, 
and saith to them, ‘Hearken unto me, O 
masters of Shechem, and God doth hearken 
unto you: 

8*The trees have diligently gone to anoint 
over them a king, and they say to the olive, 
Reign thou over us. ° And the olive saith to 
them, Have I ceased from my fatness, by which 
they honour gods and men, that I have gone 
to stagger over the trees? And the trees 
say to the fig, Come thou, reign over us. 
1 And the fig saith to them, Have I ceased 
from my sweetness, and my good increase, 
that I have gone to stagger over the trees? 

12 * And the trecs say to the vine, Come thou, 
reign over us, )3 And the vine saith to them, 
Have I ceased from my new wine, which is 
rejoicing gods and men, that I have gone to 
stagger over the trees? And all the trees 
say unto the bramble, Coie thou, reign over 
us. / And the bramble saith unto the trees, 
If in truth ye are anointing me for king over 
you, come, take refuge in my shadow; and if 
not—fire conicth out from the bramble, and 
devourcth the cedars of Lebanon, ; 

16* And, now, if in truth and in sincerity 
ye have acted, when ye make Abimelech 
king; and if ye have ong good with Jerub- 
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baal, and with his house; and if according to 
the deed of his hands ye have done to him— 
7 because my father hath fought for you, and 
doth cast away his life from Aim, and deliver 

ou from the hand of Midian; !%and ye 

ave risen against the house of my father to- 
day, and slay his sons, seventy men, on one 
stone, and cause Abimelech son of his hand- 
maid to reign over the masters of Shechem, 
because he is your brother—® yea, if 1n truth 
and in acon evel have acted with Jerubbaal 
and with his house this day, rejoice ye in 
Abimelcch, and he doth rejoice—even he—in 
you; “and if not—fire cometh out from Abi- 
melech and devoureth the masters of She- 
chem and the house of Millo, and fire cometh 
out from the masters of Shechem and from 
the house of Millo, and devoureth Abime- 
lech. 2 And Jotham hasteth, and fleeth, 
and goeth to Beer, and dwelleth there, from 
the face of Abimelech his brother. 

22 And Abimelech is Bunce over Israel three 
years, and God sendeth an evil spirit be- 
tween Abimelech and the masters of She- 
chem, and the masters of Shechem deal 
treacherously with Abimelech, “for the com- 
ing in of the violence éo the seventy sons 
of Jerubbaal, and of their bleed to place i 
on Abimelech their brother, who slew them, 
and on the masters of Shechem, who strength- 
ened his hands to slay his brethren. 

25 And the masters of Shechem set for him 
ambushes on the top of the hills, and rob 
every one who passeth over by them in the 
way, and it is declared to Abimelech. * And 
Gaal son of Ebed cometh—also his brethren 
—and they pass over into Shechem, and the 
masters of Shechem trust in him, 7? and 
go out into the field, and gather their vine- 
yards, and tread, and make praises, and go 
into the house of their god, and eat and 
drink, and revile Abimelech. 

28 And Gaal son of Ebed saith, ‘Who is 
Abimelech, and who is Sheehem, that we 
serve him? is he not son of Jerubbaal? and 
Zebul his commander? Serve ye the men of 
Hamor father of Shechem, and wherefore do 
we serve him—we? and oh that this people 
were in my hand—then I turn Abimelech 
aside ;’ and he saith to Abimelech, ‘ Increase 
thy host, and come out.’ 

30 And Zebul, ence of the city, heareth 
the words of Gaal son of bed, and his anger 
burneth, 3!and he sendeth messengers unto 
Abimelech deccitfully, saying, ‘Lo, Gaal son 
of Ebed and his brethren are coming into 
Shechem, and lo, they are fortifying the city 
against thee; 32 and, now, rise by night, theu 
and the peg le who are with thee, and lay 
wait in the held, 3 and it hath been, in the 
morning, abeut the rising of the sun, thou 
dost rise carly, and_hast pushed against the 
city; and Jo, he and the people who are with 
him are going ont unto thee—and thou hast 
done to him as thy hand doth find.’ 

34 And Abimelech riseth, and all the people 
who are with him, by night, and they lay wait 
against Shechem—four detachments; * and 
Gaal son of Ebed goeth out, and standcth at 
the opening of the gate of the city, and Abim- 
elech riscth— also “ fee who are with

him—frem the ambush, 3° and Gaal seeth 
the people, and saith unto Zebul, ‘ Lo, people 
are coming down from the top of the ills 
and Zebul saith unto him, ‘The shadow of 
the hills thou art seeing like men.’ 37 And 
Gaal addeth yet to speak, and_ saith, ‘ Lo, 
people are coming down from the high part 
of the land, and another detachment is com- 
ing by the way of the oak of Meonenim.’ 

38 And Zebul saith unto him, ‘Where is 
now thy mouth, in that thou sayest, Who is 
Abimelech that we serve him? is not this the 
people against which thou hast kicked? go 
out, I pray thee now, and fight against it.’ 
39 And Gaal goeth out before the masters of 
Shechem, and fighteth against Abimelech, 
*9and Abimelech pursueth him, and he fleeth 
from his presence, and many fall wounded— 
unto the opening of the gate. 

41 And Abimelech abideth in Arumah, and 
Zebul casteth out Gaal and his brethren from 
dwelling in Shechem. 

42 And it cometh to pass, on the morrow, 
that the people go out to the field, and they 
declare ié te Abimelech, “ and he taketh the 
people, and divideth them into three detach- 
ments, and layeth wait in a field, and look- 
eth, and lo, the people are coming out from 
the city, and he riseth against them, and smit- 
eth them. 

44 And Abimelech and the detachments who 
are with him have pushed on, and stand at 
the ore of the gate of the city, aud the 
two detachments have pushed against all 
who are in the field, and smite them, *® and 
Abimelech hath fought against the city all 
that day, and captureth the city, and the 

eople who are in it he hath slain, and he 

Regt down the city, and soweth ‘it with 
salt. 

46 And all the masters of the tower of Shec- 
hem hear, and go in unto the high place of 
the house of the god Berith, 47 and it is de- 
clared to Abimelech that all the masters of 
the tower of Shechem have gathered them- 
selves together, “and Abimelech goeth up 
to mount Zalmon, he and all the people who 
are with him, and Abimelech taketh the 
great axe in his hand, and cutteth off a bough 
of the trees, and lifteth it up, and_setteth i¢ 
on his shoulder, and saith unto the people 
who are with him, ‘ What ye have seen I have 
done—haste, do ye like it.’ “ And all the 
people also cut down each one his bough, and 
go after Abimelech, and set them at the high 
place, and burn by these the high place with 
tire, and also all the men of the tower of 
Shechem die, about a thousand men and wo- 


men. 

50 And Abimelech goeth unto Thebez, and 
encampeth against Thebez, and captureth it, 
51 and a strong tower hath been in the midst 
of the city, and thither flee de all the men 
and the women, and all the masters of the 
city, and they shut it behind them, and go 
up on the roof of the tower. 

52 And Abimelech cometh unto the tower, 
and fighteth against it, and draweth nigh un- 
to the opening of the tower to burn it with 
tire, and a certain woman doth cast a picee 
of a rider on the head of Abimelech, and 


Abimelech’s death. 


breaketh his skull, *4and he calleth hastily 
unto the young man bearing his weapons, and 
saith to him, ‘Draw thy sword, and thou 
hast put me to death, lest they say of me— 
A woman slew him;’ and his young man 
pierced him through, and he dieth. 

55 And the men of Israel see that Abimeleeh 
is dead, and go each one to his place; *and 
God turneth back the evil of Abimelech whieh 
he did to his father to slay his seventy breth- 
ren; 57 and all the evil of the men of Shechem 
hath God turned back on their head, and come 
unto them doth the cursing of Jotham son of 
Jerubbaal. 


X.1AND there riseth after Abimelech, 
to save Israel, Tola son of Puah, son of Do- 
do, a man of Tssachar, and he is: dwelling in 
Shamir, in the hill-country of Ephraim, ? and 
he judgeth Israel twenty,and three years, and 
he dieth, and is buried in Shamir. 

3 And there riseth after him Jair the Gil- 
eadite, and he judgeth Israel twenty and two 
years, 4and he hath thirty sons riding on 
thirty ass-colts, and they have thirty cities, 
(they call them Havoth-Jair unto this day), 
which ave in the land of Gilead; Sand Jair 
cueth, and is buried in Kamon. 

SAnd the sons of Israel add to do the evil 
thing in the eyes of Jehovah, and serve the 
Baalim, and Ashtaroth, and the gods of Aram, 
and the gods of Zidon, and the gods of Moab, 
and the gods of the Bene-Ammon, and the 
gods of the Philistines, and forsake Jehovah, 
and have not served Him; 7and the anger of 
Jehovah burneth against Israel, and He sell- 
eth them into the hand of the Philistines, and 
into the hand of the Bene-Ammon, 8 and they 
crush and oppress the sons of Israel in that 
year—eighteen years all the sons of Israel who 
are beyond the Jordan, in the land of the 
Amorite, which is in Gilead. 

*And the Bence-Ammon pass over the Jor- 
dan to fight also against Judah, and against 
Benjamin, and against the house of Ephraim, 
and Israel hath great distress. 

10 And the sons of Israel ery unto Jehovah, 
saying, ‘We have sinned against Thee, even 
because we have forsaken our God, and serve 
the Baalim.’ 

1 And Jehovah saith unto the sons of Is- 
rael, ‘ Have I not saved you from the Egyp- 
tians, and from the Amorite, from the Bene- 
Ammon, and from the Philistines? 1° And 
the Zidonians, and Amalek, and Maon have 
oppressed you, and ye ery unto Me, and I 
save you out of their hand; and ye—ye 
have forsaken Me, and serve other gods, 
therefore I add not to save you. “Go and 
cry unto the gods on which ye have fixed; 
they—they save you in the time of your ad- 
versity.’ 

1° And the sons of Israel say unto Jehovah, 
“We have sinned, do Thou to us according to 
all that is good in Thine eyes; only deliver 
us, we pray ‘Thee, this day.’ 

16 And they turn aside the gods of the 
stranger out of their midst, and serve Jeho- 
vah, and His soul is grieved with the misery 
of fsracl. 17 And the Bene-Ammon are called 
together, and encamp in Gilead, and the sons 
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of Israel are gathered together, and encam 

in Mizpeh. 38 And the people—heads of Gil 

ead—say one unto another, ‘ Who is the man 

that doth begin to fight against the Bene- 

Cone he is for head to all inhabitants of 
ilead. 


XI. '} AND Jephthah the Gileadite hath 
been a mighty man of valour, and he is son 
of a woman, a harlot; and Gilead begetteth 
Jephthah, ?and the wife of Gilead beareth 
to sons, and the wife’s sons grow up and 
cast out Jephthah, and say to him, ‘Thou 
dost not inherit in the house of our father; 
for son of another woman art thou.’ 3 And 
Jephthah fleeth from the face of his brethren, 
aud dwelleth in the land of Tob; and vain 
men gather themselves together unto Jeph- 
thah, and they go out with him. 

4 And it cometh to pass, after a time, that 
the Bene-Ammon fight with Israel, and it 
cometh to pass, when the Bene-Ammon have 
fought with Israel, that the elders of Gilead 
go to take Jephthah from the land of Tob; 
Sand they say unto Jephthah, ‘Come, and 
thou hast been to us for captain, and we fight 
against the Bene-Ammon.’ 7 And Jephthah 
saith to the elders of Gilead, ‘ Have not ye 
hated me? and ye cast me out from the house 
of my father, and wherefore have ye come 
unto me now when ye are in distress?’ 

8 And the elders of Gilead say unto Jeph- 
thah, ‘Therefore, now, we have turned back 
unto thee; and thou hast gone with us, and 
fought against the Bene-Ammon, and thou 
hast been to us for head—to all the inhabi- 
tants of Gilead.’ 9 And Jephthah saith unto 
the elders of Gilead, ‘If ye are taking me back 
to fight against the Bene-Ammon, and Jeho- 
vah hath given them before me—I, am I to 
you for head?’ 1°And the elders of Gilead 
say unto Jephthah, ‘ Jehovah is hearkening 
between us—if according to thy word we do 
not so. 

1 And Jephthah goeth with the elders of 
Gilead, and the people set him over them for 
head and for captain, and Jephthah speaketh 
all his words before Jehovah in Mizpeh. 

22 And Jephthah sendeth messengers unto 
the king of the Bene-Ammon, saying, ‘ What 
—to me and to thee, that thou hast come in 
unto me, to fight in my land.’ : 

33 And the king of the Bene-Ammon saith 
unto the messengers of Jephthah, ‘Because 
Israel took my land in his coming up out of 
Egypt, from Arnon, and unto the Jabbok, 
and unto the Jordan; and now, restore them 


in peace.’ 

14 And Jephthah addeth yet and sendeth 
messengers unto the king of the Bene-Am- 
mon, “and saith to him, ‘Thus said Jeph- 
thah, Israel took not the land of Moab, and 
the Jand of the Bene-Ammon, *for in their 
coming up out of Egypt, Israel goeth in 
the wilderness unto the Red Sea, and cometh 
in to Kadesh, !’and Israel sendeth messengers 
unto the king of Edom, saying, ‘Let me pass 
over, 1 pray thee, through thy land, and the 
king of Edom hearkened not; and also unto 
the king of Moab hath J/sracl sent, and he 
hath not been ee Israel abidcth in 


Jephthah’s vow. 


Kadesh, and he goeth through the wilder- 
ness, and compasseth the land of Edom and 
the land of Moab, and cometh in at the rising 
of the sun of the land of Moab, and they en- 
camp beyond Arnon, and have not come into 
the border of Moab, for Arnon is the border 
of Moab. 

19 A nd Israel sendeth messengers unto Si- 
hon, king of the Amorite, king of Heshbon, 
and Israel saith to him, Let us pass over, we 
pray thee, through thy land, unto my place, 
“0and Sihon hath not trusted Israel to pass 
over through his border, and Sihon gathereth 
all his people, and they encamp in Jahaz, 
and fight with Israel; *! and Tet God 
of Israel, giveth Sihon and all his people into 
the hand of Israel, and they smite them, and 
Israel possesseth all the land of the Amorite, 
the inhabitant of that land, ** and théy pos- 
sess all the horder of the Amorite from Arnon, 
and unto the Jabbok, and from the wilder- 
ness, and unto the Jordan. 

23 And now, Jehovah, God of Israel, hath 
dispossessed the Amorite from the presence 
of His people Israel, and thou wouldst pos- 
sess it! “That which Chemosh thy god 
causetl thee to possess—dost thou not possess 
it? and all that which Jehovah our God hath 
dispossessed from our presence,—it we do 
possess. 

2¢And now, art thou at all better than 
Balak son of Zippor, king of Moab? did he 
at all strive with Israel? did he at all fight 
against them? °6 In Israel’s dwelling in Hesh- 
bon and in its towns, and in Aroer and in its 
towns, aud in all the cities which are by the 
sides of Arnon three hundred years—and 
wherefore have ye not delivered them in that 
time? * And I—I have not sinned against 
thee, and thou art doing with me evil—to 
fight against me. Jehovah, the Judge, doth 
judge to-day between the sons of Israel and 
the sons of Ammon.’ 

28 And the king of the Bene-Ammon hath 
not hearkened unto the words of Jephthah 
which he sent unto him, “and the Spint of 
Jehovah is on Jephthah, and he passeth over 
Gilead and Maunasseh, and passeth over Miz- 
ee of Gilead, and from Mizpeh of Gilcad he 
ath passed over to the Bene-Ammon. 

3 And Jephthah voweth a vow to Jehovah, 
and saith, ‘If Thou dost at all give the Bene- 
Amuiuion into my hand—*! then it hath been, 
that which at all cometh out from the doors 
of my house to meet ine in my turning back 
in peace from the Bene-Ammon—it hath been 
to Jehovah, or I have offered up for it—a 
burnt-offering.’ 

32 And Jephthah passcth over unto the Bene- 
Ammon to fight against them, and Jehovah 
siveth them into his hand, and he smiteth 
them from Aroer, and unto thy going in to 
Minnith, twenty cities, and unto the meadow 
of the vineyards—a very great siniting; and 
the Bene-Aimmon are humbled at the presence 
of the sons of Israel. 

34 And Jephthah cometh into Mizpeh, unto 
his house, aud lo, his daughter is coming out 
to cet him with timbrels, and with choruses, 
and save her alone, he hath none, sow or 
danghtcr. * Aud it cometh to pass, when he 
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seeth her, that he rendeth his garments, and 
saith, ‘Alas, my daughter, thou hast caused 
me greatly to bend, and thou hast been amon 
those troubling me; and I—I have apart’ 
my mouth unto Jehovah, and Iam not able 
to turn back.’ 

36 And she saith unto him, ‘ My father— 
thou hast opened thy mouth unto Jehovah, 
do to me as it hath yone out from thy mouth, 
after that Jehovah hath done for thee ven- 
geance on thine enemies, on the Bene-Am- 
mon.’ 37 And she saith unto her father, ‘ Let 
this thing be done to me; desist from me 
two months, and I go on, and have gone 
down on the hills, and weep for my virginity 
—l and my friends.’ 

38 And he saith, ‘Go;’ and he sendeth her 
away two months, and she gocth, she and her 
friends, and she weepeth for her virgimty on 
the hills ; 99 and it cometh to pass at the end 
of two months that she turneth back unto her 
father, and he doth to her his vow which he 
hath vowed, and_she knew not a man; and 
it is a statute in Israel: *from time to time 
the daughters of Israel go to talk to the 
daughter of Jephthah the Gileadite, four days 
in a year, 


XII. } AND the men of Ephraim are called 
together, and pass_over northward, and 
say to Jephthah, ‘ Wherefore hast thou pass- 
ed over to fight against the Bene-Ammon, and 
on us hast not called to go with thee? thy 
house we burn over thee with fire.’ 

2 And Jephthah saith unto them, ‘A man 
of great strife I have been (I and my people) 
with the Bene-Ammon, and I call you, and 
ye have not saved me outof their hand, % and 

see that thou art nota saviour, and I put 
my life in my hand, and pass over unto the 
Bene-Ammon, and Jehovah giveth them into 
my hand—and why have ye come up unto me 
this day to fight against me?’ 

4 And Jephthah gathered all the meu of 
Gilead, and fighteth with Ephraim, and the 
men of Gilead smite Ephraim, becanse they 
said, ‘ Fugitives of el a are ye Gileadites, 
in the midst of Ephraim—in the midst of 
Manasseh.’ ® And Gilead captureth the pas- 
sages of the Jordan to Ephraim, and it hath 
been, when any of the fugitives of Ephraim 
say, ‘Let me pass over,’ and the men of Gil- 
ead say to him, ‘An Ephramite thou?’ and 
he saith, ‘No;’ *that they say to him, ‘Say, 
1 pray thee, Shibboleth ;” and he saith, ‘ Sib. 
boleth,’ and is not prepared to speak right-— 
and they seize him, and slaughter him at the 
passages of the Jordan, and there fall at that 
time, of Ephraim, forty aud two chiefs. 

7 And Waahiha judged Israel six years, 
and Jephthah the Gilcadite dieth, and is 
buried in one of the cities of Gilead. 

8 And after him !bzan of Beth-Lehem judg- 
eth Israel, ®and he hath thirty sons and 
thirty daughters, he hath sent without and 
thirty daughters hath brought in to his sons 
from without; and he judgeth Isracl seven 
vears. And Ibzan dicth, and is bumed tn 
Beth-Lehem. 

M And after him Klon the Zebulunite judg- 
eth Jsracl, and he judgeth Lsracl ten vears

Pand Elon the Zebulunite dietn, and is buried 
in Aijalon, in the land of Zebulun. 

13 And after him, Abdon son of Hillel, the 
Pirathonite, judgeth Israel, ‘and he hath 
forty sons, and thirty grandsons, riding on 
seventy ass-colts, and he judgeth Israel eight 
years. }° And Abdon son of Hillel, the Pira- 
thonite, dieth, and is buried in Pirathon, in 
the land of Ephraim, in the hill-country of the 
Amalekite. 


XIU. ? AND the sous of Israel add to do 
the evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah, and Je- 
hovah giveth them into the hand of the Philis- 
tines forty years. 

*And there is a certain man of Zorah, of 
the family of the Danite, and his name is 
Manoah, his wife is barren, and hath not 
borne; and a messenger of Jehovah appear- 
eth unto the woman, and saith wnto her, 
‘Lo, [ pray thee, thou a7t barren, and hast 
not borne; when thou hast conceived, then 
thou hast borne a son. *And, now, take 
heed, I pray thee, and do not drink wine, and 
strong drink, and do not eat any unclean 
thing, ®for, lo, thou art coneeiving and bear- 
ing a son, and a razor doth not go up on his 
head, for a Nazarite to God is the youth from 
the womb, and he doth begin to save Israel 
out of the hand of the Philistines.’ 

6 And the woman cometh and speaketh to 
her husband, saying, ‘A man of God hath 
come unto me, and his appearance is as the 
appearance of amessenger of God, very fearful 
and I have not asked him whence he is, anc 
his name he hath not declared to me; 7and 
he saith to me, Lo, thou art pregnant, and 
bearing a son, and now do not drink wine 
and strong drink, and do not eat any unclean 
thing, for a Nazarite to God is the youth from 
the womb till the day of his death.’ 

8 And Manoah maketh entreaty unto Jeho- 
vah, and saith, ‘O, my Lord, the man of 
God whom Thou didst send, let him come in, 
I pray thee, again unto us, and direct us what 
we do to the youth who is born.’ 

9 And God hearkeneth to the voice of Ma- 
noah, and the messenger of God cometh again 
unto the woman, and she 7s sitting in a field, 
and Manoah her husband is not with her 
and the woman hasteth, and runneth, an 
declareth to her husband, and saith unto him, 
‘Lo, he hath appeared unto me—the man who 
came on that day unto me.’ 

11 And Manoah riseth, and goeth after his 
wife, and cometh unto the man, and saith to 
him, ‘Art thou the man who spake unto 
the woman?’ and he saith, ‘I am.’ 1 And 
Manoah saith, ‘Now let thy words come to 

ass; what is the custom of the youth—and 
is work?’ ; 

13 And the messenger of Jehovah saith unto 
Manoah, ‘ Of all that I said unto the woman 
let her take heed; “of anything which com- 
eth out from the wine-vine she doth not eat, 
and wine and strong drink she doth not 
drink, and any unclean thing she doth not 
eat; all that L have commanded her she doth 
observe.’ 

15 And Manoah saith unto the messenger 
of Jehovah, ‘Let us detain thee, we pray 
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thee, and prepare before thee a kid of the 
goats.’ 16 And the messenger of Jehovah saith 
wnto Manoah, ‘If thon detain me—I do not 
eat of thy bread; and if thou prepare a burnt- 
offering—to Jehovah thou dost offer it;’ for 
Manoah hath not known that He is a mes- 
senger of Jehovah. 

7 And Manoah saith unto the messenger 
of Jehovah, ‘What is thy name? when thy 
words come to pass, then we have honoured 
thee.’ 18 And the messenger of Jehovah saith 
to him, ‘Why is this—thou dost ask for My 
name?—and it is Wonderful.’ 

19 And Manoah taketh the kid of the goats, 
and the present, and offereth on the rock to 
Jehovah, and He is doing wonderfully, and 
Manoah and his wife are looking on, “and 
it cometh to pass, in the going up of the 
flame from off the altar toward the Reakes, 
that the messenger of Jehovah goeth up in 
the flame of the altar, and Manoah and his 
wife are looking on, and they fall on their 
faces to the earth, “and the messenger of 
Jehovah hath not added again to appear 
unto Manoah, and unto his wife, then hath 
Manoah known that He is a messenger of 
Jehovah. 

* And Manoah saith unto his wife, ‘We 
certainly die, for we have seen God.’ °3 And 
his wife saith to him, ‘1f Jehovah were de- 
sirous to put us to death, He had not re- 
ceived from our hands burnt-offering and 
present, nor shewed us all these things, nor 
= at this time eaused us to hear anything like 
this. 

*4 And the woman beareth a son, and call- 
eth his name Samson, and the youth grow- 
eth, and Jehovah doth bless him, * and the 
Spirit of Jehovah beginneth to move him 
in the camp of Dan, between Zorah and 
Eshtaol. 


XIV. 2 AND Samson goeth down to Tim- 
nath, and seeth a woman in Timnath of the 
daughters of the Philistines, * and cometh up 
and declareth to his father, and to his mother, 
and saith, ‘A woman I have seen in Timnath, 
of the daughters of the Philistines; and now, 
take her for me for a wife.’ 

3 And his father saith to him—also his 
mother, ‘Is there not among the daughters 
of thy brethren, and among all my people, 
a woman, that thou art going to take a 
woman from the uncircumcised Philistines?’ 
and Samson saith unto his father, ‘Take 
her for me, for she is right in mine eyes.’ 
4And his father and his mother have not 
known that from Jehovah itis, that a meet- 
ing he is seeking of the Philistines; and at 
that time the Philistines are ruling over 
Israel. 

5 And Samson goeth down—also his father 
and his mother, to Timnath, and they come 
unto the vineyards of Timnath, and lo, a 
lion’s whelp roareth at meeting him, ®and 
the Spirit of Jehovah prospereth over him, 
and he rendeth it as the rending of a kid, 
and there is nothing in his hand, and he hath 
not deelared to his father and to his mother 
that which he hath done. 

7 And he goeth down a speaketh to the

woman, and she is right in the eyes of Sam- 
son; Sand he turneth back after some days to 
take her, and tnrneth aside to see the carease 
of the lion, aad lo, a company of bees are in 
the body of the lion—and honey. 29 And he 
taketh it down on to his hands, and goeth on, 
going and eating; and he goeth unto his fa- 
ther, and unto his mother, and giveth to them, 
and they eat, and he hath not declared to 
them that from the body of the lion he took 
down the honey. 

10 And his father goeth down unto the wo- 
man, and Samson maketh there a banquet, 
for so the young men do; "and it cometh to 
pass when they see him, that they take thirty 
companions, and they are with him. 1 And 
Samson saith to them, ‘Let me, I pray you, 
put forth to yon a riddle; if ye certainly de- 
elare it to mc in the seven days of the ban- 
quet, and have found it out, then I have 
given to you thirty linen shirts, and thirty 
changes of garments; 13 and if ye are not able 
to declare it to me, then ye have given to me 
thirty linen shirts, and thirty changes of gar- 
ments.’ And they say to him, ‘Put forth 
thy riddle, and we hear it!’ 1 And he saith 
to them: 

‘Out of the eater came forth meat, 

And out of the strong came forth sweetness ;’ 
and they were not able to declare the riddle 
in three days. 

1 And it cometh to pass on the seventh 
day, that they say to Samson’s wife, ‘Entice 
thy husband, that he declare to us the riddle, 
lest we burn thee and the house of thy father 
with tire ; to possess us have ye called for us? 
is it not?? 

16 And Samson’s wife weepeth for it, and 
saith, ‘Thou hast oy hated me, and hast 
not loved me; the riddle thou hast put forth 
to the sons of my people—and to me thou 
hast not declared it;’ and he saith to her, 
‘Lo, to my father and to my mother I have 
not declared it—and to thee I declare it/’ 
17 And she weepeth for it the seven days in 
which their banquet hath been, and it com- 
eth to pass on the seventh day that he de- 
clareth i¢ to her, for she hath distressed him ; 
and she declareth the riddle to the sons of 
her people. 

18 Na the men of the city say to him on 
the seventh day, before the sun goeth in :— 

‘What is sweeter than Honey: 
And what stronger than a lion ?’ 
And he saith to them: 
‘Unless ye had ploughed with my heifer, 
Ye had not found out my riddle.’ 

19And the Spirit of Jehovah prospercth 
over him, and i goeth down to Ashkelon, 
and smiteth of them thirty men, and taketh 
their armour, and giveth the changes to those 
declaring the riddle; and his anger burneth, 
and he goeth up to the house of his father ; 
*%and Samson’s wife becometh his compan- 
ion’s, who is his friend. 


XV.1AND it cometh to pass, after some 
days, in the days of wheat-harvest, that 
Samson looketh after his wife, with a kid of 
the goats, and saith, ‘I go in unto my wife, 
4o the inner chante ty and her father hath 
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not permis him to go in, 2and her father 
saith, 1 certainly said, that thou didst cer- 
tainly hate her, and I give her to thy com- 
yanion; is not her sister—the young one— 
etter than she? Let her be, I pray thee, to 
thee, instead of her.’ 
_ 3 And Samson saith of them, ‘I am more 
mnocent this time than the Philistines, though 
I am doing with them evil.’ 4And Samson 
goeth and ecatcheth three hundred foxes, and 
taketh torches, and turneth tail unto tail, and 
putteth a torch hetween the two tails, in the 
midst, “and kindleth fire in the torches, and 
sendeth them out into the standing corn of 
the Philistines, and burneth i¢ from hean even 
unto standing corn, cven unto vineyard— 
oliveyard. 

6 And the Philistines say, ‘ Who hath done 
this?’ And they say, ‘Samson, son-in-law of 
the Timnite, because he hath taken away his 
wife, and giveth her to his companion ;’ and 
the Philistines go up, and burn her and her 
father with fire. 

7And Samson saith to them, ‘Though ye 
do thus, nevertheless I am avenged on you, 
and afterwards I cease!’ 8 And he smiteth 
them hip and thigh—a great smiting, and 
goeth down and dwelleth in the cleft of the 
rock Etam. 

° And the Philistines go up, and encamp in 
Judah, and are spread out in Lehi, and the 
men of Judah say, ‘Why have ye come up 
against us?’ and they say, ‘T’o bind Samson 
we have come up, to do to him as he hath 
done to us.’ 

NAnd three thousand men of Judah go 
down unto the cleft of the rock Etam, and 
say to Samson, ‘ Hast thou not known that 
the Philistines are rulers over ns? and what 
is this thou hast done to us?’ And he saith 
to them, ‘As they did to me, so I did to 
them.’ 

22 And they say to him, ‘To bind thee we 
have come down—to give thee into the hand 
of the Philistines.’ And Samson saith to 
them, ‘Swear to me, lest ye fall npon me 
yourselves.’ 13 And they speak to him, say- 
ing, No, but we certainly bind thee, and havo 
given thee into their hand, and we certainly 
do not put thee to death;’ and they bind him 
with two thick bands, new cues, and bring 
him up from the rock. 

14 He hath come unto Lehi—and the Philis- 
tines have shouted at meeting him—and the 
Spirit of Jehovah prosperctl over him, and 
the thick bands which are on his arins are as 
flax which they burn with fire, and his bands 
are wasted from off his hands, }° and he find- 
eth a fresh jaw-bone of an ass, and putteth 
forth his hand and takcth it, and smiteth with 
it—a thousand men. ; ; 

16 And Samson saith, ‘ With a jaw-bone of 
the ass—an ass upon asses—with a jaw-bone 
of the ass I have smitten a thousand men.’ 
17 And it cometh to pass when he finisheth 
speaking, that he castcth away the jaw-bone 
out of his hand, and ealleth that placc Ra- 
inath-Lehi; 18 and he thirsteth exceedingly, 
and calleth unto Jehovah, and saith, ‘Thou—- 
Thou hast giveu by the hand of Thy servant 
this great salvation; and now, I die with 
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thirst, and have fallen into the hand of the 
uneireumcised.’ 

19 And God cleaveth the hollow place which 
is in Lehi, and waters come out of it, and he 
drinketh, and his spirit cometh back, and he 
reviveth; therefore hath one called its name 
‘The fountain of him who js ealling,’ which 
isin Lehi unto this day. *° And he judgeth 
Israel in the days of the Philistines twenty 
years. 


XVI. 1 AND Samson goeth to Gaza, and 
seeth there a woman, a harlot, and goeth 
in unto her; * it is told to the Gazathites 
saying, ‘Samson hath come in hither;’ and 
they go round and lay wait for him all the 
night at the gate of the city, and keep them- 
selves silent all the night, saying, ‘Till the 
light of the morning—then we have slain 
him.’ 3 And Samson heth down till the mid- 
dle of the mght, and riseth in the middle of 
the night, and layeth hold on the doors of the 
gate of the city, and on the two side posts, 
and removeth them with the bar, and put- 
teth on his shoulders, and taketh them up 
nnto the top of the hill, which 7s on the front 
of Hebron. 

4 And it cometh to pass afterwards that 
he loveth a woman in the valley of Sorek, 
and her name és Delilah, ° and the princes 
of the Philistines come up unto her, and say 
to her, ‘ Entice him, and see wherein his great 
power is, and wherein we are able for hin— 
and we have bound him to afilict him, and 
we—we give to thee, each one, eleven hundred 
silverlings.’ 

6 And Delilah saith unto Samson, ‘ Declare, 
I pray thee, to me, wherein thy great power 
is, and wherewith thou art bound, to affiliet 
thee.’ 7 And Samson saith unto her, ‘If they 
bind me with seven green withs which have 
not been dried, then ‘L have been weak, and 
have been as one of the human race.’ 

8 And the princes of the Philistines bring 
up to her seven green withs which have 
not been dried, and she bindeth him with 
them. 
9 And the ambush is abiding with her in 
an inner chamber, and she saith unto him, 
‘Philistines a7e upon thee, Samson ;’ and he 
breaketh the withs as a thread of tow is bro- 
ken in its smelling tire, and his power hath 
not been known. 

10 And Delilah saith unto Samson, ‘ Lo, 
thou hast played upon me, and speakest unto 
me lies; now, declare, I pray thee, to me, 
wherewith thou art bound.’ 4 And he saith 
unto her, ‘1f they certainly bind me with 
thick bands, new ones, by which work hath 
not been done, then I have been weak, and 
have been as one of the human race.’ 

12 And Delilah taketh thick bands, new ones, 
and bindeth him with them, and saith unto 
him, ‘ Philistines are upon thee, Samson;’ 
and the ambush is abiding in an inner cham- 
ber, and he breaketh them from off his arms 
as a thread. ; 

13 And Delilah saith unto Samson, ‘ Hither- 
to thou hast played upon me, and dost speak 
unto me lies; declare to me wherewith thon 
art bound.’ And he saith unto her, ‘If thou 
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eis the seven locks of my head with the 
web. 

4 And she fixeth i¢ with the pin, and saith 
unto him, ‘Philistines are upon thee, Sam- 
son ;’ and he awaketh out of his sleep, and 
journeyeth with the pin of the weaving ma- 
ehine, and with the web. 

18 And she saith unto him, ‘ How dost thou 
say, I have loved thee, and thy heart is not 
with me? these three times thou hast played 
upon me, and hast not declared to me where- 
in thy great power is.’ 

16 And it cometh to pass, because she dis- 
tressed him with her words all the days, and 
doth urge him, and his soul is grieved to death 
7 that he declareth to her all his heart, and 
saith to her, ‘A razor hath not gone up on 
my head, for a Nazarite to God | am from the 
womb of my mother; if I have been shaven, 
then hath my power turned aside from me, 
and I have been weak, and have been as any 
of the human race.’ 

18 And Delilah seeth that he hath deelared 
to her all his heart, and she sendeth and eall- 
eth for the princes of the Philistines, saying, 
‘Come wp this time, for he hath declared to 
me all his heart;’ and the princes of the Phil- 
istines have come up unto her, and bring up 
the money in their hand. 

19 And she maketh him sleep on her knees, 
and ealleth for a man, and shaveth the seven 
locks of his head, and beginneth to afflict him, 
and his power turneth aside from off him; 
*0and she saith, ‘Philistines ave upon thee, 
Samson ;’ and he awaketh out of his sleep, 
and saith, ‘I go ont as time by time, and 
shake myself ;’ and he hath not known that 
Jehovah hath turned aside from off him. 

*1 And the Philistines seize him, and piek 
out his eyes, and bring him down to Gaza, 
and bind him with two brazen fetters; and 
he is grinding in the ppreC ee 

* And the hair of his head beginneth to 
shoot up, when he hath been shaven, “and 
the princes of the Phihstines have been 
gathered together to sacrifice a great sacrifice 
to Dagon their god, and to rejoice ; and they 
say, ‘ Our god hath given into our hand Samson 
our enemy.’ * And the people see him, and 
praise their god, for they said, ‘Our god hath 
given in our hand our Buy, and he who is 
Taying waste our land, and who multiplied our 
wounded.’ 

“> And it cometh to pass, when tneir heart 
is glad, that they say, ‘ Call for Samson, and 
he doth play before us; and they eall for Sam- 
son out of the prison-house, and he playeth 
before them, and they cause him to stand be- 
tween the pillars. 

*6 And Samson saith unto the young man 
who is keeping hold on his hand, ‘ Let me 
alone, and let me feel the pillars on which the 
house is established, and [ lean upon them.’ 
27 And the house hath been full of men and of 
women, and thither are all the prinees of the 
Philistines, and on the roof are about three 
thousand men and women, who are looking 
on the playing of Samson. 

28 maa oereon ealleth unto Jehovah, and 
saith, ‘Lord Jehovah, remember me, I pray 
Thee, and a a I pray Thee only 
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this time, O God; and Iam avenged venge- 
ance at once—becanse of my two cyes, on the 
Philistines.’ *? And Samson turneth aside to 
the two iniddle pillars, on whieh the house is 
established, nad on whieh it is supported, to 
the one with his right hand, and one with his 
left; 2®°and Samson saith, ‘ Let me die with 
the Philistines,’ and he itnelhineth himself 
powerfully, and the house falleth on the 
prinees, and on all the people who are in it, 
and the dead whom he hath put to death in 
his death are more than those whom he put 
to death in his life. 

31 And his brethren come down, and all the 
house of his father, and lift him up, and 
bring him up, and bury him between Zorah 
and Eshtaol, in the burying-place of Manoah 
his father; and he hath judged Israel twenty 
years, 


XVII. } AND there is a man of the hill- 
country of Ephraim, and his name is Micah, 
*and he saith to his mother, ‘The eleven 
hundred silverlings which have been taken 
of thine, and of which thou hast sworn, and 
also spoken in mine ears; lo, the silver is 
with me, 1 have taken it;’ and his mother 
saith, ‘ Blessed ts my son ot Jehovah.’ 

$And he giveth back the eleven hundred 
silverings to his mother, and his mother saith, 
‘{ had certainly sanctified the silver to Je- 
hovah, from my hand, for my son, to make a 
graven image, and a molten image; and now, 
I give it back to thee.’ 4 And he giveth back 
the money to his mother, and his mother 
taketh two hundred silverlings, and giveth 
them to a refiner, and he maketh them a 
eraven image, and a molten image, and it is 
in the house of Micah. 

5 As to the man Micah, he hath a house of 
gods, and he maketh an ephod, and teraphin, 
and consecrateth the hand of one of his sons, 
and he is to him for a priest; ®in those days 
there is no king in Israel, each that which is 
right in his own eyes doth. 

7 And there is a young man of Beth-Lehem- 
Judah, of the family of Judah, and he is a 
Levite, and he zs a sojourner there. 8 And 
the man goeth out of the eity, out of Beth- 
Lehem-Judah, to sojourn where he doth find, 
and eometh to the hill-country of Ephraim, 
unto the house of Micah, to work his way. 
And Micah saith to him, ‘Whence eomest 
thou?’ and he saith unto him, ‘A Levite am 
I, of Beth-Lehem-Judah, and I am going to 
sojourn where I do find.’ 

10 And Mieah saith to him, ‘Dwell with me, 
and be to me for a father and for a priest, 
and I give to thee ten silverlings for the days, 
and a suit of garments, and thy sustenance ;’ 
and the Levite gocth i. |! And the Levite 
is willing to dwell with the man, and the 
young man is to him as one of lis sons. 

12 And Micah consecrateth the hand of the 
Levite, and the young man is to him for a 
oriest, and he is in the house of Micah, }? and 

licah saith, ‘Now I have known that Jeho- 
vah doth good to me, for the Levite hath been 
to me for a priest.’ 


XVII. 1 IN those days there is no king 
176 
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in Israel, and in those days the tribe of the 
Danite is seeking for itself an inheritanee to 
inhabit, for that hath not fallen to it unto 
that day in the midst of the tribes of Israel 
by inheritance, * And the sons of Dan send, 
out of their family, five men of them, men, 
sons of valour, from Zorah, and from Eshtaol, 
to traverse the land, and to search it, and 
they say unto them, ‘Go, search the land;’ 
and they come into the hill-country of Eph- 
raim, unto the house of Mieah, and lodge 
there. 

3They are with the household of Micah, 
and they have diseerned the voiee of the 
young man, the Levite, and turn aside 
there, and say to him. ‘Who hath brought 
thee hither? and what art thou doing in this 
place? and what to thee here?’ 4And he 
saith unto them, ‘Thus and thus hath Mieah 
clone to me; and he hireth me, and I am to 
him for a priest.’ 

5 And they say to him, ‘Ask, we pray 
thee, at God, and we know whether our 
way 18 prosperous on whieh we are going.’ 
6 And the priest saith to them, ‘Go in peace; 
over-against Jehovah is your way in whieh 

e £0. 

7 And the five men go, and come in to Laish, 
and see the people whieh is in its midst, 
dwelling confidently, aecording to the custom 
of Zidonians, quiet and eontident; and there 
is none putting to shame in the land in any 
thing, possessing restraint, and they are far 
off from the Zidonians, and have no word 
with any man. 

8 And they come in unto their brethren, 
at Zorah and Eshtaol, and their brethren 
say to them, ‘What—ye?’? ® And they say, 
‘Rise, and we go wp against them, tor wae 
have seen the land, and lo, very good; and 
ye are keeping silent! be not slothful to go 
—to enter to possess the land. !°When ye 
go, ye come in unto a teat confident, and 
the land is large on both hands, for God 
hath given it into your hand, a place where 
ore is no lack of anything which js in the 
and, 

1 And there journey thence, of the family 
of the Danite, from Zorah, and from Esh- 
taol, six hundred men girded with weapons 
of war. 1And they go up and eneamp in 
Kirjath-Jearim, in Judah, therefore they have 
ealled that place, ‘Camp of Dan,’ till this 
day; lo, behind Kirjath-Jearim. 8 And they 
pass over thence fo the hill-eountry of Eph- 
raim, and come in unto the house of Mieah, 
NM And the five men, those going to traverse 
the land of Laish, answer and say unto their 
brethren, ‘Have ye known that there is in 
these houses an ephod, and teraphim, and 
eraven image, and molten image? and now, 
know what ye do.’ ; 

15 And they turn aside thither, and come 
in unto the house of the young man the Lev- 
ite, the house of Mieah, and ask of him of 
welfare, —" and the six hundred men girded 
with their weapons of war, who are of the 
sons of Dan, are standing at the opening of 
the gate),—" yea, the five men, those going to 
traverse the land, go up—they have come in 
thither—they have taken the graven image, 
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and the ephod, and the teraphim, and the 
molten image—and the priest is standing at 
the opening of the gate, and the six hundred 
men who are girded with weapons of war— 
8 yea, these have entered the house of Micah, 
and take the graven image, the ephod, and 
the teraphim, and the molten image; and the 
priest saith nnto them, ‘What are ye doing?’ 
19 and uaey say to him, ‘ Keep silent, lay thy 
hand on thy mouth, and go with us, and be 
to us for a father and for a priest: is it bet- 
ter thy being a priest to the house of one 
man, or thy being priest to a tribe and to a 
family in Israel?’ * And the heart of the 
priest is glad, and he taketh the ephod, and 
the teraphim, and the graven image, and 
goeth into the midst of the people, *! and they 
turn and go, and put the infants, and the 
cattle, and the baggage, before them. 

“They have been far off from the house of 
Micah—and the men who are in the houses 
which are near the house of Micah have been 
called together, and overtake the sons of 
Dan, “and call unto the sons of Dan, and 
they turn round their faces, and say to Micah, 
‘What—to thee that thou hast been called 
together?’ °4And he saith, ‘My gods which 
I made ye have taken, and the priest, and ye 
go;.and what to me more? and what is this 
ye say unto me, What—to thee!’ 

45 And the sons of Dan say unto him, ‘Let 
not thy voice be heard with us, lest men 
bitter in soul fall upon you, and thou hast 

athered thy life, and the life of thy house- 

old;’ *Sand the sons of Dan go on their 
way, and Micah seeth that they are stronger 
than he, and turneth, and goeth back unto 
his house. 

7 And they have taken that which Micah 
had made, and the priest whom he had, and 
come in against Laish, against a people quiet 
and confident, and smite them by the mouth 
of the sword, and the city have burnt with 
fire, and there is no deliverer, for it zs far 
off from Zidon, and they have no word with 
any man, and it is in the valley which is by 
Beth-Rehob ; and they build the city, and 
dwell in it, and call the name of the city 
Dan, by the name of Dan their father, who 
was born to Israel ; and yet Laish ts the name 
of the city at the first. 

30 And the sons of Dan raise up for them- 
selves the graven image, and Jonathan son 
of Gershom, son of Manasseh, he and his 
sons have been priests to the tribe of the 
Danite, till the day of the removal of the 
people of the land. 3! And they appoint for 
them the graven image of Micah, which he 
had made, all the days of the house of God 
being in Shiloh. 


XIX. 1! AND it cometh to pass, in those 
days, when there is no king in Israel, that 
there is aman a Levite, a sojonrner in the 
sides of the hill-country of Ephraim, and he 
taketh to him a wife, a concubine, ont of 
Beth-Lehem-Judah ; ? and commit whiore- 
dom against him doth his concubine, and she 
goeth from him unto the house of her father, 
unto Beth-Lehem-Judah, and is there days 
—four months. 
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3 And her husband riseth and gocth after 
her, to speak unto her heart, to bring her 
back, and his young man is with him, and 
a couple of asses; aud she bringeth him into 
the house of her father, and the father of the 
young woman seeth him, and rejoiceth to 
meet him. 

4And keep hold on him doth his father-in- 
law, father of the young woman, and he 
abideth with him three days, and they eat 
and drink, and lodge there. ® And it cometh 
to pass, on the fourth day, that they rise 
early in the morning, and he riseth to go, 
and the father of the young woman saith 
unto his son-in-law, ‘Support thy heart with 
a morsel of bread, and afterward ye go on.’ 

6 And they sit and eat both of them to- 
gether, and drink, and the father of the 
young woman saith unto the man, ‘Be wil- 
ling, i pray thee, and lodge all night, and let 
thy heart be glad.’ 7 And the man riseth to 
go, and his father-in-law presseth on him, 
and he turneth back and lodgeth there. 
8 And he riseth early in the morning, on the 
fifth day, to go, and the father of the young 
woman saith, ‘Support, I pray thee, thy 
heart ;’ and they have tarried till the turning 
of the day, and they eat, both of them. 

9 And the man riseth to go, he and his con- 
cubine, and his young man, and his father-in- 
law, father of the young woman, saith to him, 
‘Lo, I pray thee, the day hath fallen toward 
evening, iodge all night, I pray thee; lo, the 
declining of the day! lodge here, and let thine 
heart be glad—and ye have risen early to- 
morrow for your journey, and thou hast gone 
to thy tent.’ 

10 And the man hath not been willing to 
lodge all night, and he riseth, and goeth, and 
cometh in till over-against Jebus (it is Jeru- 
salem), and with him are a couple of asses 
saddled; and his concubine is with him. 

1 They are near Jebus, and the day hath 
gone greatly down, and the young man saith 
unto his lord, ‘Come, I pray thee, and we 
turn aside unto this city of the Jebusite, and 
lodge in it.’ 

? And his lord saith unto him, ‘ Let us not 
turn aside unto the city of a stranger, that 1s 
not of the sons of Israel, thither, but we have 
passed over unto Gibeah.’ And he saith 
to his young man, ‘Come, and we draw near 
to one of the places, and have lodged in Gi- 
beah, or in Ramah.’ 

14 And they pass over, and go on, and the 
sun goeth in upon them near Gibeah, whieh 
is to Benjamin; and they turn aside tlrere 
to go in to lodge in Gibeah, aud he goeth in 
and sitteth in a broad place of the city, and 
there is no man gathering them into the house 
to lodge. 

16 And lo, aman, an aged one, hath come 
from his work from the field in the evening, 
and the man és of the hill-ecountry of Ephraim, 
and he 7s a sojourner in Gibeah, and the men 
of the place ave Benjamites. 1” And he hfteth 
up his eyes, and seeth the man, the travel- 
ler, in a broad place of the city, and the aged 
man saith, ‘ Whither goest thou? and whence 
comest thou?’ ; ; 

18 And he saith auto him, ‘ We are passing 
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over from Beth-Lehem-Jndah unto the sides 
of the hill-country of Ephraim—thence I am, 
and I go unto Beth-Lehem-Judah; and to the 
house of Jehovah I am going, and there is no 
man gathering me into the house, !9 and both 
straw and provender are for our asses, and 
also bread and wine there are for me, and for 
thy handmaid, and for the young man with 
thy servants; there is no lack of anything.’ 

*0 And the old_ man saith, ‘ Peace to thee; 
only, all thy lack 7s on me, only in the broad 
piace lodge not.’ *! And he bringeth him in to 

is house, and mixeth food for the asses, and 
they wash their feet, and eat and drink, 

“2 They are making their heart glad, and lo, 
nen of the city, men—sons of worthlessness 
—have gone round about the house, beating 
on the door, and they speak unto the old 
man, the master of the house, saying, ‘ Bring 
out the man who hath come unto thine house, 
and we know him.’ 

*3 And the man, the master of the house, 
gocth ont unto them, and saith unto them, 
‘Nay, my brethren, do not evil, I pray you, 
after that this man hath come in unto my 
house, do not this folly; “lo, my daughter, 
the virgin, and his concubine, let me bring 
them out, I pray you, and humble ye them, 
and do to them that which is good in your 
eyes, and to this man do not this foolish 
thing.’ 

“5 And the men have not been willing te 
hearken to him, and the man taketh bold on 
his coneubine, and bringeth her out unto 
them without, and they know her, and roll 
themselves upon her all the night, till the 
morning, and send her away in the as- 
cending of the dawn; *4and the woman com- 
eth in at the turning of the moras and 
falleth at the opening of the man’s house, 
where her lord is, till the light. 

27 And lier lord riseth in the morning, and 
openeth the doors of the house, and goeth out 
to go on his way, and lo, the woman, his con- 
cubine, is fallen at tle opening of the house, 
and her hands ave on the threshhold, and 
he saith unto her, ‘Rise, and we go;’ and 
there is none answering, and he taketh her 
on the ass, and the man riseth and goeth to 
his place, ®2and cometh in unto his house, 
and taketh the knife, and Jayeth hold on his 
concubine, and cutteth her in pieces to her 
hbones~—into twelve pieces, and sendeth her 
into all the border of Israel. 

39 And it hath come to pass, every one who 
secth hath said, ‘There hath not been—yea, 
there hath not been seen like this, from the 
day of the coming up of the sous of Israel out 
of the land of Evypt till this day; set your 
heart wpon it, take counsel, and speak.’ 


XX. } AND all the sons of Israel go out, 
and the company is assembled as one man 
from Dan even unto Beer-Sheba, and the lanc 
of Gilead, unto Jehovah, at Mizpeh. * And 
the chiefs of all the people, of all the tribes 
of Israel, station themselves in the assembly 
of the people of God, four hundred thousand 
footmen drawing sword. % And the sons of 
Benjamin hear that the sons of Israel have 
gone up to Mizpeh. os 
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Isracl roused to punish it 


And the sons of Israel say, ‘Speak ye, how 
hath this evil been?’ 4And the man, the 
Levite, husband of the woman who hath 
been murdered, answereth and saith, ‘Into 
Gibeah (which is to Benjamin) I have come, 
I and my concubine, to lodge; 5and rise 
against me do the masters of Gibeah—and they 
go round the house against me by night—me 
they thought to slay, and my concubine they 
have humbled, and she dieth; Sand I lay 
hold on my concubine, and cut her in pieces, 
and send her into all the country of the in- 
heritance of Israel; for they have done wick- 
edness and folly in Israel; 7 lo, ye are all sons 
2 Israel; give for yon a word and counsel 

ere.’ 

8 And all the people rise as one man, say- 
ing, ‘None of us doth go to his tent, and 
none of us doth turn aside to his house; 9 and 
now, this is the thing which we do to Gibeah 
—against it by lot! and we have taken 
ten men of a hundred, of all the tribes of 
Israel, and a hundred of a thousand, and a 
thousand of a myriad, to receive provision for 
the people, to do, at their coming to Gibeah 
of Benjamin, according to all the folly which 
it hath done in Israel.’ 

1 And every man of Israel is gathered unto 
the city, as one man—companions. ! And 
the tribes of Israel send men among all the 
tribes of Benjamin, saying, ‘ What is this evil 
which hath been among you? 33 And now, 
give up the men—sons of worthlessness— 
which are in Gibeah, and we put them to 
death, and we put away evil from Israel.’ 

And the sons of Benjamin have not been 
willing to hearken to the voice of their bre- 
thren, the sons of Israel; “and the sons 
of Benjamin are gathered ont of the cities 
to Gibeah, to go out to battle with the sons 
of Israel. 

15 And the sons of Benjamin number them- 
selves on that day; out of the cities are twenty 
and six thousand men drawing sword, apart 
from the inhabitants of Gibeah, who num- 
bered themselves, seven hundred chosen men ; 
16among all this people ave seven hundred 
chosen men, bound of their right hand, each 
of these slinging with a stone at the hair, and 
he doth not err. 

17 And the men of Israel numbered them- 
selves, apart from Benjamin, four hnudred 
thousand men, drawing sword, each of these 
aman of war. 38 And they rise and go up to 
Beth-E], and ask of God, and the sons ot 
Tsrael say, ‘Who doth go up for us at the 
commeneement to hattle with the sons of 
Benjamin?’ and Jehovah saith, ‘Judah—at 
the commencement.’ 

19 And the sons of Israel rise in the morn- 
ing, and eneam) against Gibeah, *°and the 
men of Israel go out to battle with Benjamin, 
and the men of Tsrac] set themselves in array 
with them, for battle against Gibeah, "and 
the sons of Benjamin come out from Gibeah, 
and destroy in Israel on that day two and 
twenty thousand inen—to the earth. 

“2 And the people, the men of Israel, 
strenethen themselves, and add to set the 
battle in array in the place where they ar- 
ranged themselves on ane first day. 3 And

the sons of Israel go up and weep before 
Jehovah till the evening, and ask of Jehovah, 
saying, ‘Do I add to draw nigh to battle with 
the sons of Benjamin, my brother?’ And Je- 
hovah saith, ‘Go up against him.’ 

*4 And the sons of Israel draw near unto 
the sons of Benjamin on the second day, 
and Benjamin cometh out to mect them 
from Gibeah on the second day, and destroy 
among the sons of Israel again eighteen thon- 
sand inen—to the earth; all these are draw- 
ing sword. 

*6 And all the sons of Israel go wp, even all 
the people, and come in to Beth-E], and weep, 
and sit there before Jehovah, and fast on that 
day til the evening, and cause to aseend 
burnt-offerings and peace-offerings before Je- 
hovah. 

*? And the sons of Israel ask of Jehovah,— 
and there is the ark of the covenant of God 
in those days, “*8and Phinehas son of Eleazar, 
son of Aaron, is standing before it in those 
days—saying, ‘Do I add again to go out to 
battle with the sons of Benjamin, my bro- 
ther, or do 1 cease?? And Jehovah saith, 
‘Go up, for to-morrow I give him into thy 
hand.’ 

*9 And Israel setteth liers in wait against 
Gibeah, round about, 2° and the sons of Israel 
go up against the sons of Benjamin, on the 
third day, and arrange themselves against 
Gibeah, as time by time. 

31 And the sons of Benjamin come out to 
meet the people; they have been drawn away 
out of the city, and begin to smite some of the 
fe eema OU neee as time by time, in the 

ighways (of which one is going up to Beth- 
El, and the other to Gibeah in the field), are 
about thirty men of Israel. 32 And the sons 
of Benjamin say, ‘They are smitten before 
us as at the beginning;’ but the sons of Israel 
said, ‘Let us flee, and draw them away out 
of the city, unto the highways.’ 33 And all 
the men of Israel] have risen from their place, 
and arrange themselves at Baal-Tamar, and 
the ambush of Israel is coming forth out of its 
place, out of the meadow of Gibeah. 

34 And they come in over against Gibeah— 
ten thousand chosen men out of all Israel— 
and the battle és grievous, and they have not 
known that the evil is striking against them. 
3° And Jehovahsmiteth Benjamin before Israel, 
and the sons of Israel destroy in Benjamin, 
on that day, twenty and five thousand, and a 
hundred men; all these ave drawing sword. 

36 And the sons of Benjamin see that they 
have been smitten—and the men of Israel 
give place to Benjamin, for they have trusted 
unto the ambush which they had set against 
Gibeah, 37 and the ambush have hasted, and 
push against Gibeah, and the ambush draw- 
eth itself out, and smiteth the whole of the 
city by the mouth of the sword. 38 Aud there 
was the appointed sign to the men of Israel 
with the ambiush—their causing to go np a 
great volume of smoke from the city. %? And 
the men of Israel turn in battle, and Benja- 
min hath begun to smite the wounded among 


the men of Israel, about thirty men, for they } 


said, ‘Surely they are utterly smitten betore 
us, as at the first battle; #°and the volume 
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hath begun to_go up from the city—a pillar 
of smoke—and Benjamin turneth behind, 
and le, gone up hath the perfection of the 
city toward the heavens. 4! And the men of 
Israel have turned, and the men of Benjamin 
are troubled, for they have seen that the evil 
hath stricken against them—* and they turn 
before the men of Israel unto the way of 
the wilderness, and the battle hath followed 
them; and those who are from the city are 
destroying them in their midst; # they have 
compassed the Benjamites—they have pur- 
sued them—with ease they have trodden them 
down till over-against Gibeah, at the snn- 
rising. 

4 And there fall of Benjamin eighteen 
thousand men—the whole of these are men of 
valour; *and they turn and flee toward 
the wilderness, unto the rock of Rimmon; 
and they glean of them in the highways 
five thousand men, and follow after them un- 
to Gidom, and smite of them two thousand 
men, 

And all those falling of Benjamin are 
twenty and five thonsand men drawing sword, 
on that day—the whole of these are men of 
valour; “and there turn and flee into the 
wilderness, unto the rock of Rimmon six 
hundred men, and they dwell in the rock 
Rimmon four months. And the men of 
Israel have turned back unto the sons of Ben- 
jamin, and smite them by the mouth of the 
sword out of the city,—men unto cattle, unto 
all that is found; also all the cities which are 
found they have sent into fire. 


XXI. 1} AND the men of Israel have sworn 
in Mizpeh, saying, ‘ None of us doth give his 
daughter to Benjamin for a wife.’ ? And the 
people come in to Beth-El, and sit there till 
the evening before God, and lift up their 
voice, and weep—a great weeping, 3 and say, 
‘Why, O Jehovah, God of Israel, hath this 
been in Israel—to be lacking to-day, from 
Israel, one tribe ?’ 

4And it cometh to Hass on the morrow, 
that the people rise early, and build there an 
altar, and cause to ascend burnt-offerings and 
yeace-offerings. ° And the sons of Israel say, 

Who is he that hath not come up in the as- 
sembly out of all the tribes of Israel unto Jeho- 
vah?’ for the great oath hath been concerning 
him who hath not come up unto Jehovah to 
Mizpeh, saying, ‘ He is surely put to death.’ 
6 And the sons of Israel repent concerning 
Benjamin their brother, and say, ‘'There hath 
been to-day cut off one tribe from Israel, 
7 what do we do for them—for those who are 
left—for wives, and we—we have sworn by Je- 
hovah not to give to them of our daughters 
for wives ?’ ; 

8 And they say, ‘ Who is thaé one out of the 
tribes of Israel who hath not come up unto 
Jehovah to Mizpeh?’ and lo, none hath come 
in unto the camp from Jabesh-Gilead—unto 
the assembly. %And the people number 
themselves, and lo, there is not there a man 
of the inhabitants of Jabesh-Gilead. 

10 And the company send there twelve thou- 
sand men of the sons of valour, and command 
thein, saylug, Recs ang ye have smitten the 
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inhabitants of Jabesh-Gilead by the month of 
the sword, even the women and the infants. 
And this is the thing which ye do; every 
male, and every woman knowing the lying of 
a male, ye devote.’ 

12 And they find ont of the inhabitants of 
Jabesh-Gilead four hundred young women, vir- 
gins, Who have not known mau by the lying of 
a male, and be bring them in unto the camp 
at Shiloh, which is in the land of Canaan. 

13 And all the company send, and speak, 
unto the sons of Benjamin who are in the 
rock Rimmon, and proclaim to them peace; 
Mand Benjamin turneth back at that time, 
and they give to them the women whom they 
have kept alive of the women of Jabesh-Gil- 
cad, and they have not found for all of them 
so. PM And the people repented concerning 
Benjamin, for Jehovah had made a breach 
among the tribes of Israel. 

16 And the eldersotf the companysay, ‘What 
do we do to the remnant for wives— for the 
women have been destroyed out of Benjamin?’ 
7” And they say, ‘ ik possession of an 
escaped party is to Benjamin, and a tribe is 
not blotted out from Israel; '8and we--we 
are not able to give to them wives out of our 
daughters, for the sous of Israel have sworn, 
saying, Cursed is he who is giving a wife to 
Benjamin.’ 1% And they say, ‘Lo, a festival 


of Jehovah 7sin Shiloh, from time to time, 
which ison the north of Beth-E], at the rising 
of the sun, by the highway which is going up 
from Beth-E] to Shechem, and on the south of 
Lebonah.’ 

* And they command the sons of Benjamin, 
saying, ‘Go—and ye have laid wait in the 
vineyards, *!and have scen, and lo, if the 
daughters of Shiloh come out to dance in 
dances—then ye have gone out from the vine- 
yards, and caught for you each his wife out 
of the daughters of Shiloh, and gone to the 
land of Benjamin; “and it hath been, when 
their fathers or their brethren come in to 
lead unto us, that we have said unto them, 

avour us by them, for we have not taken tu 
each his wife in battle, for ye—ye have not 
given to them at this time that ye are guilty.’ 

°3And the sons of Benjamin do so, and 
take women according to their number, out 
of the dancers whom they have taken vio- 
lently away; and they go, and turn back unto 
their inheritance, and build the cities, and 
dwell in them. 

*4 And the sons of Israel go up and down 
thence at that time, each to his tribe, and to 
his family; aud they go out thence each to 
his inheritance. “In those days there is no 
king in Israel; each doth that which is right 
in his own cyes,

CHAP. 1. } AND it cometh to pass, in thie 
days of the judging of the judges, that there 
is a famine in the land, and there gocth a 
man from Beth-Lehem-Judah to sojourn in 
the fields of Moab, he, and his wife, and his 
two sons. *And the name of the man is 
Khinelech, and the name of his wife Naomi, 
and the name of his two sous Mahlon and 
Chilion, pie tutes from Beth-Lehem-Ju- 
dah; and they come into the fields of Moab, 
and are there. 

3 And Elimelech husband of Naomi dieth 
and she is left, she and her two sons; 4and 
they take to them wives, Moabitesses: the 
name of the one is Orpah, and the name of 
the second Ruth; and they dwell there about 
ten years. ° And they dic also, both of them 
—Mahlon and Chihon—and the woman is left 
of her two children and of her husband. 

6 And she riseth, she and her daughters-in- 
law, and turneth back from the fields of 
Moab, for she hath heard in the fields of 
Moab that God hath looked after His people, 
—to give to them bread. 7 And she gocth 
out from the place where she hath been, and 
her two daughters-in-law with her, and they 

o) an the way to turn back unto the land of 
udah. 

8 And Naomi saith to her two daughters- 
in-law, ‘Go, turn back, each to the honse of 
her mother; Jehovah doth with you kindness 
as ye have done with the dead, and with ine; 
¥ Jehovah doth grant to you, and find ye rest 
each in the house of al husbaud;’ and she 


kisseth them, and they hft up their voice 
and weep. And they say to her, ‘Surely 
with thee we go back to thy people.’ 1! And 
Naomi saith, ‘Turn back, my daughters; 
why do ye go with mc? are there yet to me 
sons in my bowels that they have been to 
you for husbands? }*Turn back, my daugh- 
ters, £0, for I am too aged to be to a husbana; 
though I had said, There is for me hope, also, 
T have been to-night to a husband, and also, I 
have borne sons: for them do ye wait till 
that they grow up? for them do ye shut 
yourselves np, not to be toa husband? nay, 
my daughters, for more bitter to me than to 
you, for the hand of Jehovah hath gone out 
against nie.’ 

4 And they lift up their voice, and weep 
again, and Orpah kisseth her mother-in-law, 
and Ruth hath cleaved to her. 1% And she 
saith, ‘Lo, thy sister-in-law hath turned back 
unto her people, and unto her god, turn thou 
back after thy sister-in-law.’ 

16 And Ruth saith, ‘Urge me not to leave 
thee —to turn back from after thee; for 
whither thou yoest I go, and where thon 
lodgest I lodge; thy people is my people, and 
thy God ny God. White thou diest I die, 
and there Iam buried; thus doth Jehavah to 
me, and thus doth He add—for death itself 
doth part between me and thee.’ 

18 And she seeth that she is strengthening 
herself to go with her, and she ceascth to 
speak unto her; and they go both of them 
till their coming in to Beth-Lchem: and it

cometh to pass at their coming in to Beth- 
Lehem, that all the city is moved at them. 
aud they say, ‘Is this Naomi?’ 

*0 And she saith unto them, ‘ Call me not 
Naomi; call me Mara, for the Almighty hath 
dealt very bitterly to me, “? I went out full, 
and empty hath Jehovah brought me back, 
why do ye call me Naomi, and Jehovah hath 
testified against me, and the Almichty hath 
done evil to me?’ 

“2 And Naomi turneth back, and Ruth the 
Moabitess her daughter-in-law with her, who 
hath turned back from the fields of Moab, 
and they have come in to Beth-Lehem at the 
commencement of barley-harvest. 


Il, !AND Naomi hath an acquaintance of 
her husband’s, @ man mighty in wealth, of the 
family of Elimelech, and his name is Boaz. 

“And Ruth the Moabitess saith unto Naomi, 
‘Let me go, I pray thee, into the field, and I 
gather among the ears of corn after him in 
whose eyes I find grace;’ and she saith to 
her, ‘Go, my daughter.’ %And she goeth 
and cometh and gathereth in a field after the 
reapers, and her chance popRencel = the pro- 
tion of the field is Boaz’s who is of the family 
of Klimelech. 

4 And lo, Boaz hath come from Beth-Lehem, 
and saith to the reapers, ‘Jehovah is with 
you;’ and they say to him, ‘Jehovah doth 
bless thee.’ 

5 And Boaz saith to his young man who is 
set over the reapers, ‘Whose is this young 
person?’ ®And the young man who is set 
over the reapers answereth and saith, ‘A 

oung woman—Moabitess—she is, who came 

ack with Noami from the fields of Moab, 
7and she saith, Let me glean, I pray thee— 
and [ have gathered among the sheaves after 
the reapers; and she cometh and remaincth 
since the morning and till now; she sat in 
the house a little. 

8 And Boaz saith unto Ruth, ‘Hast thou 
not heard, my daughter? go not to glean in 
another field, and also, pass not over from 
this, and thus thou dost cleave to my young 
women: * thine eyes are on the field which 
they reap, and thou hast gone after them; 
have not I charged the young men not to 
touch thee? when thou art athirst then thou 
hast gone unto the vessels, and hast drunk 
from that which the young men draw.’ 

10 And she falleth on her face, and boweth 
herself to the earth, and saith unto him, 
‘Wherefore have I found grace in thine eyes, 
to discern me, and I a stranger?’ 2?! And 
Boaz answereth and saith to her, ‘It hath 
thoroughly been declared to me all that thou 
hast done with thy mother-in-law, after the 
death of thy husband, and thou dost leave 
thy father, and thy mother, and the land of 
thy birth, and dost come in nnto a people 
which thou hast not known heretofore. ‘-Je- 
hovah doth recompense thy work, and thy 
reward is complete from Jehovah, God cf 
Israel, under whose wings thou hast come to 
take refuge.’ a 

13 And she saith, ‘ Let me find grace in thine 
eyes, my lord, becanse thou hast comforted 
me, and becanse thou hast spoken unto the 
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heart of thy maid-servant, and I—I am not 
as one of thy maid-servants.’ 

“And Boaz saith to her, ‘At meal-time 
come nigh hither, and thou hast eaten of 
the bread, and dipped thy morsel in the 
vinegar.’ And she sitteth at the side of the 
reapers, and he reacheth to her roasted 
corn, and she eateth, and is satisfied, and 
leaveth. 

15 And she riseth to glean, and Boaz charg- 
eth his young men, saying, ‘Even between 
the sheaves she doth glean, and ye do not 
cause her to blush; 1%and also ye do surely 
cast to her of the handfrnls—and have left, 
and she hath gleaned, and ye do not push 
against her.’ 

And she gleaneth in the field till the 
evening, and ‘beateth out that which she 
hath gleaned, and it is about an ephah of 
barley; 18 and she taketh i¢ up, and goeth into 
the city, and her mother-in-law seeth that 
which she hath gleaned, and she bringeth out 
and giveth to her that which she left from her 
satiety. 

YAnd her mother-in-law saith to her, 
‘Where hast thou gleaned to-day? anid 
where hast thou wrought? may he who is 
disccrning thee be blessed.’ And she de- 
clareth to her mother-in-law with whom 
she hath wrought, and saith, ‘The name of 
the man with whom I have wrought to-day 
is Boaz.’ 

*0 And Naomi saith to her daughter-in-law, 
‘Blessed is he of Jehovah who hath not for- 
saken His kindness with the living and with 
the dead;’ and Naomi saith to her, ‘The 
man is a relation of ours; he is of our re- 
deemers.’ 

“1 And Ruth the Moabitess saith, ‘Also he 
surely said unto me, Near the young people 
whom I have thou dost cleave fill they have 
completed the whole of the harvest which | 
have.’ * And Naomi saith unto Ruth her 
daughter-in-law, ‘Good, my daughter, that 
thou goest out with his young women, an 
they come not against thee in another field.’ 

23 And she cleaveth to the young women of 
Boaz to glean, till the completion of the bar- 
ley-harvest, and of the wheat-harvest, and 
she dwelleth with her mother-in-law. 


III. }:AND Naomi her mother-in-law saith 
to her, ‘My daughter, do not I scek for thee 
rest, that it may be well with thee? “and 
now, is not Boaz of our acquaintance, with 
whose young women thou hast been? lo, he 
is winnowing the threshing-floor of barley to- 
night, and thou hast bathed, and anointed 
thyself, and put thy garments upon thee, 
and gone down to the threshing-iloor; let 
not thyself be known to the man till he 
complete to eat and to drink ; 4and it cometh 
to pass when he lieth down, that thon hast 
known the place where he lieth down, and 
hast gone in, and uncovered his feet, and lain 
down, --and he doth declare to thee that 


which thou dost do.’ 


5 4nd she saith unto her, ‘All that thou 
sayest—I do.’ ®And she goeth down to the 
threshing-floor, and doth according to all that 
her mother-in-law comm her 


Boaz confers with the redeemer. 


7And Boaz eateth and drinketh, and his 
heart is clad; and he goeth in to lie down 
at the end of the heap; and she eometh in 
gently, and uneovereth his feet, and lieth 
down. 

8 And it cometh to pass, at the middle of 
the night, that the man trembleth, and turn- 
eth himsclf, and lo, a woman is lying at his 
feet. 2 And he saith, ‘Who «art thou? and 
she saith, ‘I am Ruth thy handmaid, and 
thou hast spread thy skirt over thy hand- 
maid, for thou «a7t a redeemer.’ 

10 And he saith, ‘Blessed art thou of Jeho- 
vah, my daughter; thou hast dealt more 
kindly at the latter end than at the begin- 
ning—not to go after the young men, either 
poor orrieh. |! And now, my daughter, fear 
not, all that thou sayest I do to thee, for all 
the gate of my people doth know that thou 
art a virtuous woman. !* And now, surely, 
trne, that 1 am a redcemer, but also there is 
a redeemer nearer than I, 13 Lodge to night, 
and it hath been in the morning, if he doth 
redeem thee, well: he redeemeth ; and if he 
delight not to redeem thee, then I have re- 
(leemed thee—I; Jehovah liveth! lie down 
till the morning.’ 

44 And she lieth down at his feet till the 
morning, and riseth before one doth discern 
another; and he saith, ‘ Let it not be known 
that the woman hath come into the floor.’ 
15 And he saith, ‘Give the covering which is 
on thee, and keep hold on it;’ and she keep- 
eth hold on it, and he measureth six measures 
of barley, and layeth i¢ on her; and he goeth 
into the eity. 

16 And she cometh in unto her mother-in- 
law, and she saith, ‘Who aré thou, my daugh- 
ter?’ and she declareth to her all that the 
man hath done to her. 1” And she saith, 
‘These six measures of barley he hath given 
to me, for he said, Thou dost not go in 
empty unto thy mother-in-law.’ '8And she 
saith, ‘Sit still, my daughter, till thon dost 
know how the matter falleth, for the man 
doth not rest exeept he hath eompleted the 
matter to-day.’ 


IV. } AND Boaz hath gone up to the gate, 
and sitteth there, and lo, the redeemer is 

assing by of whom Boaz had spoken, and 
ie saith, ‘Turn aside, sit down here, sueh a 
one, auch a one ;’ and he turneth aside and 
sitteth down. ?And he taketh ten men of 
the elders of the city, and saith, ‘Sit down 
here ;’ and they sit down. 

3 And he saith to the redeemer, ‘A portion 
of the field which is to our brother, to Elime- 
lech, hath Naomi sold, who hath come back 
from the fields of Moah ; 4and I said, I un- 
cover thine ear, saying, Buy before the in- 
habitants, and hefore the elders of my people; 
if thou dost redeem—redeem, and if none 
doth redeem—deelare to me, aud 1 know, for 
there is none save 1 to redeem, and J after 
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thee.’ And he saith, | redeem it? 5 And 
Boaz saith, ‘In the day of thy buying the 
field from the hand of Naomi, then from Ruth 
the Moabitess, wife of the dead, thou hast 
bought it, to raise up the name of the dead 
over his inheritanee.’ 

6 And the redeemer saith, ‘I am not able 
to redeem id for myself, lest I destroy mine 
inheritance; redeem for thyself—thou—my 
right of redemption, for I am not able to 
redeem.’ 

7 And this is formerly in Israel for redemp- 
tion and for changing, to establish anything: 
aman hath drawn off his sandal, and given it 
to his neighbour, aud this zs the testimony in 
Israel. 

8And the redeemer saith to Boaz, ‘Buy 
it for thyself,’ and draweth off his sandal. 
®And Boaz saith to the elders, and fo all 
the people, ‘Witnesses are ye to-day that I[ 
have bought all that is to Elimeleeli, and all 
that is to Chilion and Mahlon, from the hand 
of Naomi; and also Rnth the Moabhitess, 
wife of Mahlon, I have bought to myself foi 
a wife, to raise up the name of the dead 
over his inheritance; and the name of the 
dead is not eut off from among his brethren, 
and from the gate of his place; witnesses ye 
are to-day.’ 

11 And all the people who are in the gate 
say—also the elders—‘ Witnesses! Jehovah 
make the woman who is coming in unto thy 
house as Rachel and as Leah, both of whom 
built the house of Israel; and do thou virtu- 
ously in Ephrathah, and proelaim the Name in 
Beth-Lehem; !2and let thy house be as the 
house of Pharez (whom Tamar bare to Judah), 
of the seed whieh Jehovah doth give to thee 
of this yonng woman.’ 

13 And Boaz taketh Ruth, and she beeom- 
eth his wife, and he goeth in unto her, and 
Jehovah giveth to her conception, and she 
beareth a son. 

4 Andthe women say unto Naomi, ‘ Blessed 
is Jehovah who hath not let a redeemer cease 
to thee to-day, and his name is proclaimed 
in Israel, 8 and he hath been to thee for a 
restorer of life, and for a nourisher of thine 
old age, for thy daughter-in-law who hath 
loved thee—who is better to thee than seven 
sons—hath borne him.’ 

16 And Naomi taketh the lad, and layeth 
him in her bosom, and is to him for a nurse; 
Wand the neighbouring women give to him a 
name, saying, ‘There hath been a son born to 
Naomi,’ and they call his name Obed ; he is 
father of Jesse, father of David. 

And these are genealogies of Pharez: 
Pharez begat Hezron, “and Hezron begat 
Ram, and Ram begat Amminidab, °° and 
Amminidab begat Nahshon, and Nahshon be- 

at Salmon, 7! and Salmon begat Boaz, and 
30az begat Obed, “and Obed begat Jesse, 
and Jesse begat David. 


FIRST BOOK OF SAMUEL. 


CHAP. I. ! AND there is a certain man of 
Ramathaim-Zophim, of the hill-country of 
Ephraim, and his name ts Elkanah, son of 
Jeroham, son of Elihu, son of Tohu, son of 
Zuph, an Ephrathite, ?and he hath two 
wives, the name of the one is Hannah, and 
the name of the second Peninnah, and Pen- 
innah hath children, and Hannah hath no 
children. 

3 And that man hath gone an out of his 
city from time to time, to bow himself, and 
to sacritice, before Jehovah of Hosts, in Shiloh, 
and there ave two sons of Eli, Hophni and 
Phinehas, priests to Jehovah. 

4 And the day cometh, and Elkanah sacri- 
ficeth, and he hath given to Peninnah his 
wife, and to all her sons and her danghters, 
portions, 5and to Hannah he giveth a certain 
portion—double, for he hath loved Hannah, 
and Jehovahthath shut her womb; ®and her 
adversity hath also provoked her greatly, so 
as to make her tremble, for Jehovah lene 
shut up her womb, 

7 And _ so he doth year by year, from the 
time of her going up into the house of Jeho- 
vah, so it provoketh her, and she weepeth, 
and dotk nut eat. 8 And Elkanah her hus- 
haud saith to her, ‘Hannah, why weepest 
thou? and why dost thou not eat? and why 
is thy heart aftlicted? am I not better to thee 
than ten sons?’ 

9 And Hannah riseth after eating in Shiloh, 
and after drinking, and Eh the priest is sit- 
ting on the throne by the side-post of the 
temple of Jehovah. 

10 And she is bitter in soul, and prayeth 
unto Jehovah, and weepeth greatly, ! and 
voweth a vow, and saith, ‘ Jehovah of 
Hosts, if Thou dost certainly look on the af- 
tliction of Thy handmaid, and hast remem- 
bered me, and dost not forget Thy handmaid, 
and hast given to Thy handmaid seed of men 
—then I have given him to Jehovah all days 
of his life, and a razor doth not go up upon 
his head.’ 

12 And it hath been, when she multiplied 
raying before Jehovah, that Eh is watching 
1er mouth, !3and Hannah, she is speaking to 
her heart, only her lips are moving, and her 
voice is not heard, and Eli reckoneth her to 
he drunken. 1! And Eli saith unto her, ‘ Un- 
til when are thon drunken? turn aside thy 
wine from thee.’ 

18 And Hannah answereth and saith, ‘ No, 
my lord, A woman sharply pained in spirit 
I am, and wine and strong drink I have not 
drunk, and [ pour out my soul before Jeho- 
vah; 6 put not thy handmaid before a dangh- 
ter of worthlessness, for from the abundance 
of my meditation, and of my provocation, I 
have spoken hitherto.’ 

17 And Eli answereth and saith, ‘Go in 
peace, and the God of Israel doth give thy 
petition which thon hast asked of Him.’ 
8 And she saith, ‘Let thy handmaid find 


grace in thine eyes;’ and the woman goeth 
on her way, and eateth, and her countenance 
hath not been sad for it any more. 

19 And they rise early in the morning, and 
bow themselves before Jehovah, and turn 
back, and come in unto their house in Ramah 
and Elkanah knoweth Hannah his wife, and 
Jehovah remembereth her: 2° and it cometh 
to pass, at the revolution of the days, that 
Hannah conceiveth, and beareth a son, and 
calleth his name Samuel, ‘for, from Jehovah 
I have asked him.’ 

“1 And the man Elkanah goeth up, and all 
his house, to sacrifice to Jehovah the sacrifice 
of the days, and his vow. * And Hannah 
hath not gone up, for she said to her hus- 
band, ‘Till the youth is weaned—then I have 
hrought him in, and he hath appeared be- 
fore the face of Jehovah, and dwelt there— 
unto the age.’ 

*3 And Elkanah her husband saith to her, 
‘Do that which is good in thine eyes; abide 
till thy weaning him; only, Jehovah establish 
His word ;’ and the woman abideth and suck- 
leth her son till she hath weaned him, *4and 
she canseth him to go np with her when she 
hath weaned him, with three bullocks, and one 
ephah of flour, and a bottle of wine, and she 
bringeth him into the house of Jehovah at 
Shiloh, and the youth is but a youth. 

“3 And they slaughter the bullock, and bring 
in the youth unto Eli, **and she saith, ‘0, 
my lord, thy soul liveth! my lord, I am the 
woman who stood with thee in this place, to 
pray unto Jehovah; *’ for this youth I pray- 
ed, and Jehovah doth give to me my petition 
which I asked of Him; “8and also I have 
caused him to be asked for Jehovah, all the 
days that he hath lived—he is asked for Je- 
hovah;’ and he boweth himself there before 
Jehovah. 


IT. ! AND Hannah prayeth, and saith: 
‘My heart hath exulted in Jehovah, 
My horn hath been high in Jehovah, 
My mouth hath been large over mine enemies, 
For I have rejoiced in Thy salvation. 
2 There is none holy like Jehovah, 
For there is none save Thee, 
And there is no rock like our God. 

3 Ye multiply not—ye speak hanughtily— 
The old saying goeth out from your mouth, 
For a God of knowledge is Jehovah, 

And by Him actions are weighed. 

4 Bows of the mighty are broken, 

And the stumbling have girded on strength. 

5 The satiated for bread hired themselves, 
And the hungry have ceased. 
While the barren hath borne seven, fed. 
And she abounding with sons hath languish. 

6 Jehovah putteth to deat, and keepeth‘alive, 
He bringeth down to Sheol, and bringeth up. 

7 Jehovah dispossesscth, an d He maketh rich, 
He maketh low, yea, He maketh high, 

8 He raiseth from the ee the poor

From a dunghill He lifteth up the needy, 

T'o cause them to sit with nobles, 

Yea, a throne of honour 

He doth cause them to inherit, 

For to Jehovah are the fixtures of earth, 

And He setteth on them the habitable world. 
9 The feet of His saints He keepeth, 

And the wicked in darkness are silent, 

For not by power doth man become mighty. 
19 Jehovah—broken down are His adversaries, 

Against them in the heavens He thundereth: 

Jehovah judgeth the ends of earth, 

And giveth strength to His king, 

And exalteth the horn of His anointed.’ 

N And Elkanah goeth to Ramath, unto his 
house, and the youth hath been serving Je- 
hovah, iz the presence of Eli the priest ; * and 
the sons of Kh ave sons of worthlessness, they 
have not known Jehovah. “And the cus- 
tom of the priests with the people is: any 
man sacrificing a saerifice—then hath the ser- 
vant of the priest come in when the flesh is 
boiling, and the hook of three teeth in his 
hand, }4and hath struek i¢ into the pan, or 
kettle, or caldron, or pot; all that the hook 
bringeth up doth the priest take for himself ; 
thus they do to all Israel who are coming in, 
there, in Shiloh. 

15 Also before they make perfume with the 
fat—then hath the priest’s servant come in, 
and said to the man who is sacrifieing, ‘Give 
flesh to roast for the priest, and he doth not 
take of thee flesh boiled, but raw;’ and 
the man saith unto him, ‘ Let them surely 
make a perfume (as ey) with the fat, then 
take to thee as thy soul desireth;’ and he 
hath said to him, ‘ Surely now thou dost give; 
and if not—I have taken by strength.’ 

17 And the sin of the young men 1s very sie 
in the presence of Jehovah, for the men have 
despised the offering of Jehovah. 

18 And Samuel is ministering in the presence 
of Jehovah, a youth girt with an ephod of linen; 
19and a small upper coat doth his mother 
maketo him, andshe hath brought it up to him 
from time to time, in her coming up with her 
husband to sacritice the sacrifice of the time. 

20 And Eh blessed Elkanah, and his wife 
and said, ‘Jehovah doth appoint for thee see 
of this woman, for the petition which she 
asked for Jehovah;’ and they have gone to 
their place. 

“1When Jehovah hath looked after Hannah, 
then she eonceiveth and beareth three sons and 
two daughters; and the youth Samuel groweth 
up with Jehovah. 

“2 And Eli is very old, and hath heard all 
that his sons do to all Israel, and how that 
they lic with the women who are assembling 
at the opening of the tent of mecting, % and 
he saith to them, ‘Why do ye things like 
these? for IT am hearing of your evil words 
from all the people—these! “ Nay, my sons ; 
for the por which I am hearing 1s not good 
causing the people of Jehovah to transgress. 
—5 Tf a man sin against a man, then hath 
God judged him; but if against Jehovah a 
man sin, who doth pray for him?’ and the 
hearken not tothe voice of their father, though 
Jehovah hath delighted to put them to death. 

“6 And the vouth Samuel is going on and 
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growing up, ana is good both with Jehovah, 
and also with men. 

“7 And there cometh a man of God unto Eli, 
and saith unto him, ‘Thus said Jehovah, 
Was I really revealed unto the house of thy 
father in their being in Egypt, before Pha- 
raoh’s house, “Seven to choose him out of all 
the tribes of Israel to Me for a priest, to go up 
on Mine altar, to make a perfume, tobear an 
ephod before Me, and I give to the house of 
thy father all the fire-offerings of the sons of 
Israel? *% Why do ye kick at My sacrifice, and 
at Mine offering which I commanded in My 
habitation, and dost honour thy sons above 
Me, to make yourselves fat from the first 
part of every offering of Israel, of My people? 

30° Therefore—the aflirmation of Jehovah, 
God of Israel—I certainly said, Thy house 
and the house of thy father, do walk up and 
down before Me to the age; and now—the 
affirmation of Jehovah—Far be it from Me! 
for he who is honouring Me, I honour, and 
those ae Me, are lightly esteemed. 

31° Lo, days are coming, and J have cut off 
thine arm, and the arm of the house of thy 
father, that an old man is not in thy house; 
32and thou hast beheld an adversary in Af 
habitation, in all that He doth good wit 
Israel, and there is not an old man in thy 
house all the days. 

33 § And the man I cut not off of thine from 
Mine altar, is to consume thine eyes, and to 

ieve thy soul; and all the increase of thy 

ouse do die men; *and this is to thee the 
sign that cometh unto thy two sons, unto 
Hope and Phinehas—in one day they die 
both of them; and I have raised up for Me 
a stedfast priest; as in My heart and in My 
soul he doth do; and J have built for hima 
stedfast house, and he hath walked up and 
down before Mine anointed all the days; 
36and it hath been, every one who is left in 
thy house doth come in to bow himself to 
him, for a wage of silver, and a cake of bread,

IIL. } AND the youth Samuel is serving 
Jehovah before Ehi, and the word of Jehovah 
hath been precious in those days—there is no 
vision broken forth. 

“And it cometh to pass, at that time, that 
Eli is lying down in his place, and his eyes 
have begun to be dim—he is not able to 
sec. 3And the lamp of God is not yet ex- 
tinguished, and Samuel is Phe down in the 
temple of Jehovah, where the ark of God is, 
4and Jehovah calleth unto Samuel, and he 
saith, ‘Here am I.’ © And he runneth unto 
Eli, and saith, ‘Here am J, for thou hast 
called for me;’ and he saith, ‘1 called not; 
pane back, lie down >? and he goeth and lieth 

own. 

6 And Jehovah addeth to call again Samnel 
and Samuel riseth and goeth unto Ith, and 
saith, ‘Here am J, for thou hast called for 
me;’ and he saith, ‘I have not called, m 
son, turn back, liedown.’ 7 And Samuel hat 
not yet known Jehovah, and the word of Je- 
hovah is not yet revealed unto him,

And Jehovah addeth to eall Samuel the 
third time, and he riseth and goeth unto Kh, 
and saith, ‘Here am I, for thou hast ealled 
for me;’ and El]: understandeth that Jehovah 
is calling to the youth. *%And Eh saith to 
Samuel, ‘Go, lie down, and it hath been, if 
He doth call unto thee, that thou hast said, 
Speak, Jehovah, for Thy servant is hear- 
ing;’ and Samuel goeth and lieth down in his 
place. 

10 And Jehovah cometh, and _ stationeth 
Himself, and calleth as time by time, ‘Sa- 
muel, Samnel;’ and Samuel saith, ‘Speak, 
for Thy servant is hearing.’ 

N And Jehovah saith unto Samuel, ‘Lo, L 
am doing a thing in Israel, at which the two 
ears of every one hearing it do tingle. “In 
that day I establish unto Eli all that I have 
spoken unto his honse, beginning and com- 
pleting; “and I have declared to him that I 
am judging his house—to the age, for the ini- 
qmty which he hath known, for his sons are 
inaking themselves vile, and he hath not re- 
strained them, and therefore I have sworn 
to the house of Eh: the iniquity of the house 
of Eh is not atoned for, by sacrifice, and by 
offering—unto the age.’ 

15 And Samuel heth till the morning, and 
openeth the doors of the house of Jehovah, 
and Samuel is afraid of declaring the vision 
unto Eli. ®And Eli calleth Samuel, and 
saith, ‘Samnel, my son;’ and he saith, ‘ Here 
am I.’ 17 And he saith, ‘What is the word 
which He hath spoken unto thee?

18 And Samnel declareth to him the whole 
of the words, and hath not hid from him; 
and he saith, ‘It is Jehovah; that which is 
good in His eyes He doth.’ 

19 And Sammel groweth up, and Jehovah 
hath been with him, and hath not let fall 
any of his words to the earth; “and all 
Israel know, from Dan even unto Beer-Sheba, 
that Samuel is established for a prophet to 
Jehovah. *! And Jehovah addeth to appear 
in Shiloh, for Jehovah hath been revealed 
eee pamanel, in Shiloh, by the word of Je- 
10vah. 


IV. 1} AND the word of Samuel is to all 
israel, and Israel] goeth out to meet the 
Phihstines for battle, and they eneamp by 
Eben-Ezer, and the Philistines have encamped 
in Aphek, *and the Philistines set themselves 
in array to meet Israel, and the battle spread- 
eth itself, and Israel is smitten before the 
Philistines, and they smite among the ranks 
in the field abont four thousand men. 

3 And the people cometh in unto the eamp, 
and the elders of Israel say, ‘ Why hath Je- 
hovah smitten us to-day before the Philis- 
tines? we take unto us from Shiloh the ark of 
the covenant of Jehovah, and it cometh into 
our midst, and He doth save us out of the 
hand of our enemies.’ 

4And the people sendeth to Shiloh, and 
they take up thenee the ark of the covenant 
of Jehovah of Hosts, inhabiting the cherubs, 
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and there are two sons of Ili, with the ark 
of the covenant of God, Hophni and Phinehaa. 

* And it cometh to pass, at the coming in 
of the ark of the covenant of Jehovah unto 
the camp, that all Israel shout—a great shont 
—and the earth is moved. 6 And the Philis- 
tines hear the noise of the shouting, and say, 
“What is the noise of this great shout in the 
camp of the Hebrews?’ and they perceive 
that the ark of Jehovah hath come in unto 
the camp. 7 And the Philistines are afraid, 
for they said, ‘God hath come in unto the 
eamp;’ and they say, ‘Wo to us, for there 
hath not been lke this heretofore. 8 Wo to 
us, who doth deliver us out of the hand of 
these honourable gods? these are the gods 
who are smiting the Egyptians with every 
plague in the wilderness. %Strengthen your- 
selves, and become men, O Philistines, lest 
ye do service to Hebrews, as they have done 
to you—then ye have become men, and have 
fought.’ 

WAnd the Philistines fight, and Israel is 
smitten, and they flee each to his tents, and 
the blow is very great, and there fall of Israel 
thirty thousand footmen; "and the ark of 
God hath been taken, and the two sous of 
Eh have died, Hophni and Phinchas. 

12 And a man of Benjamin runneth ont of 
the ranks, and cometh into Shiloh, on that 
day, and his long robes are rent, and earth 
on his head; and he cometh in, and Jo, 
Eli is sitting on the throne hy the side of the 
way, watching, for his heart hath been trem- 
bling for the ark of God, and the man hath 
come in to declare it in the city, and all the 
eity crieth out. 

144 And Eli heareth the noise of the ery, and 
saith, What—the noise of this tumult!’ And 
the man hasted, and cometh in, and declareth 
to Eli. 1 And Eh is ason of ninety and eight 
years, and his eyes have stood, and he hath 
not been able to see. 16 And the man saith 
unto Eh, ‘I am he who hath come out of the 
ranks, and I out of the ranks have fled to- 
day;’? and he saith, ‘What hath been the 
matter, my son?’ 

17 And he who is bearing tidings answer- 
eth and saith, ‘Israel hath fled before the 
Philistines, and also a great slaughter hath 
been among the people, and also thy two sons 
have died—Ho ae and Phinehas—and the 
ark of God hath been captured.’ 

18 And it cometh to pass, at his mentioning 
the ark of€God, that He falleth from off the 
throne backward, by the side of the gate, and 
his neck is broken, and he dieth, for the 
man is old and heavy, and he hath judged 
Israel forty years. ; ; 

19 And his danghter-in-law, wife of Phine- 
has, is pregnant, about to bear, and she 
heareth the report of the taking of the ark of 
God, that her father-in-law and her hushand 
have died, and she boweth, and beareth, for 
her pains have turned upon her. “And at 
the time of her death, when the women who 
are standing by her say, ‘Fear not, for a son 
thou hast borne,’ she hath not answered, nor 
set her heart to it; “‘and she ealleth the 
youth l-chabod, saying, ‘Hononr hath re- 
moved from Israel,’ beg of the taking of 
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the ark of God, and beeanse of her father-in- 
law and her husband. “And _ she saith, 
‘Honour hath removed from Israel, for the 
ark of God hath been taken,’ 


V. J AND the Philistines have taken the 
ark of God, and bring it in from Eben-Ezer to 
Ashdod, 2and the Phihstines take the ark of 
God and bring it into the house of Dagon, and 
set it near Dagon. 

3 And the Ashdodites rise early on the mor- 
row, and lo, Dagon is fallen on its face to the 
earth, before the ark of Jehovah ; and they 
take Dagon, and put it back to its place. 

4 And they rise carly in the morning on 
the morrow, and lo, Dagon is fallen on its 
face to the earth, before the ark of Jehovah, 
and the head of Dagon, and the two palms 
of its hands are ent off at the threshold, 
only the fishy part hath been left to him; 
Stherefore the priests of Dagon, and all those 
coming into the honse of Dagon, tread not 
on the threshold of Dagon, in Ashdod, til} 
this day. 

6 And the hand of Jehovah is heavy on the 
Ashdodites, and Ife maketh them desolate, 
and smiteth tlem with emerods, Ashdod and 
its borders. 7 And the men of Ashdod see 
that itis so, and have said, ‘The ark of the 
God of Israel doth not abide with us, for hard 
ath been His hand upon us, and upon Dagon 
our god.’ 

8 And they send and gather all the prinecs 
of the Philistines unto them, and say, ‘ What 
lo we do to the ark of the God of Israel?’ 
and they say, ‘To Gath let the ark of the 
God of Israel be brought round;’ and they 
bring round the ark of the God of Israel; 
%and it cometh to pass after they have 
bronght it round, that the hand of Jehovah 
is against the city—a very great destruction ; 
and He smiteth the men of the city, from 
small even unto great; and break forth on 
them do emerods. 

10 And they send the ark of God to Ekron, 
and it cometh to pass, at the coming in of 
the ark of God to Ekron, that the Ekronites 
ery out, saying, ‘They have bronght round 
unto us the ark of the God of Israel, to put 
us to death—and our people. ™ And they 
send and gather all the princes of the Philis- 
tines, and say, ‘Send away the ark of the 
God of Israel, and it turneth back to its place, 
and it doth not put us to aateheannl onr 
people ;’ for there hath been a deadly destrue- 
tion thronghout all the city, very heavy hath 
the hand of God been there, }2 and the men 
who have not died have been smitten with 
emcrods, and the ery of the city gocth np into 
the heavens. 


VJ. !} AND the ark of Jehovah is in the 
field of the Philistines seven months, * and 
the Philistines call for priests and for divin- 
ers, saying, ‘What do we do to the ark of 
Jehovah ? let us know wherewith we send it 
to its place?’ %And they say, ‘If ve are 
sending away the ark of the God of Israel, 
ye do not send it away empty; for ye do 
certainly send back to Him a guilt-offering ; 
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to you why [lis hand doth not turn aside from 
you.’ 

4 And they say, ‘What is the guit-ollering 
which we send back to Him?’ and they say, 
‘The number of the princes of the Philistines 
—five golden emerods, and five golden miee— 
for one plague is_to you all, and to you 
princes, ?and ye have made images of your 
emerods, and images of your mice that are 
corrupting the land, and have given honour 
to the God of Israel; it may be He doth 
lighten His hand from off you, and from off 
your gods, and from off your land; ®and why 
clo ye harden your heart as the HMeyptians and 
Pharaoh hardened their heart? do they not—- 
when He hath rolled Himself upon them— 
send them away, and they go? 

7° And now, take and make one new eait, 
and two suekling kine, on whieli a yoke hath 
not gone up, and ye have bound the kine in 
the cart, and cansed their young ones to turn 
back from after them to the house, 8 and ye 
have taken the ark of Jehovah, and put it on 
the cart, and the vessels of gold which ye have 
returned to Him—a guilt-olffering—ye put 
in a coffer on its side, and have sent it away, 
and it hath gone; 9and ye have scen, if the 
way of its own border 16 goeth up to Beth- 
Shemesh—He hath done to us this great evil;

12 And the kine go straight in the way, on 
the way to Beth-Shemesh, in one highway 
they have gone, going and lowing, and have 
not turned aside right or left; and the princes 
of the Philistines are going after them mnto 
the border of Beth-Shemesh. 

13 And the Beth-Shemeshites are reaping 
their wheat-harvest in the valley, and they 
lift up their eyes, and sce the ark, and rejoice 
to see it MAnd the cart hath come in nnto 
the field of Joshua the Beth-Shemeshite, and 
standeth there, and there is a great stone, 
and they cleave the wood of the cart, and the 
kine they have caused to ascend—a burnt- 
offering to Jehovah. 

1 And the Levites have taken down the

17 And these ave the golden emerods which 
the Philistines have sent back—a guilt ofler- 
ing to Jehovah: for Ashdod one, for Gaza 
one, for Ashkelou one, for Gath one, for Iskron 
one; Band the golden mice—the number of 
all the cities of the Philistines—for the five 
srinees, from the fenced city even unto tho

then ye are healed, and it hath been known | meadow on which they »laced the ark of Je. 
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hovah—are unto this day in the field of Jo- 
shua the Beth-Shemeshite. 

19 And He smiteth among the men of Beth- 
Shemesh, for they looked into the ark of Je- 
hovah, yea, He smiteth among the people 
seventy men—fifty chief men ; and the people 
mourn, because Jehovah smote among the 
people—a great smiting. 

20 And the men of Beth-Shemesh say, ‘ Who 
is able to stand before Jehovah, this holy 
God? and unto whom doth He go up from 
us?’ *tAnd they send messengers unto the 
inhabitants of Kirjath-Jearim, saying, ‘The 
Philistines have sent hack the ark of Jeho- 
vah; come down, take it up unto you.’ 


VII. } AND the men of Kirjath-Jearim 
eome and bring up the ark of Jehovah, and 
bring it in unto the house of Abinadahb, in 
the height, and Eleazar his son they have 
sanctified to keep the ark of Jehovah. 27 And 
it eometh to pass, from the day of the cwell- 
ing of the ark in Kirjath-Jearim, that the 
days arc multiplied—yea, they are twenty 
years—and wail do all the house of Israel 
after Jehovah. 

3 And Samuel speaketh unto all the house 
of Israel, saying, ‘If with all your heart ye 
are turning back nnto Jehovah—turn asitle 
the gods of the stranger from your midst, 
and Ashtaroth ; and prepare your heart unto 
Jehovah, and serve Him only, and He doth 
deliver you out of the hand of the Philistines.’ 

4And the sons of Israel turn aside the 
Baalim and Ashtaroth, and serve Jehovah 
alone; 5and Samnel saith, ‘Gather all Is- 
rael to Mizpeh, and I pray for you unto 
Jehovah.’ 

6 And they are gathered to Mizpeh, and 
draw water, and pour out before Jehovah, 
and fast on that day, and say there, ‘ We have 
sinned against Jehovah ;’ and Samuel judgeth 
the sons of Israel in Mizpeh. 

7 And the Philistines hear that the sons of 
Israel have gathered themselves to Mizpeh; 
and the prinees of the Philistines go up 
against Israel, and the sons of Israel hear, 
and are afraid of the presence of the Philis- 
tines, 

8 And the sons of Israel say unto Samuel, 
‘Keep not silent for us from erying unto 
Jehovah our God, and He doth save us ont 
of the hand of the Philistines.’ 

§ And Samuel taketh a fat Jamb, and catts- 
eth it to go up—a burnt-offering whole to 
Jehovah ; and Samuel crieth unto Jehovah 
for Israel, and Jehovah auswereth him; 
10and Samnel is eausing the burnt-offering to 
go up—and the Philistines have drawn nigh 
to battle against Israel—and Jehovah doth 
thunder with a great noise, on that day, upon 
the Philistines, and troubleth them, and they 
are smitten before Israel. 

11 And the men of Israel go ont from Miz- 
peh, and pursue the Philistines, and smite 
them unto the place of Beth-Car. 

12 And Samuel taketh a stone, and setteth 
it between Mizpeh and Shen, and calleth its 
name Eben-Ezer, saying, ‘ Hitherto hath Je- 
hovah helped us.’ 

13 And the Philistines are humbled, and 
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have not added any more to come into the 
border of Israel, and the hand of Jehovah. is 
on the Philistines all the days of Samuel. 
44And the cities which the Philistincs have 
taken from Israel are restored to Israel— 
from Jkkron even unto Gath—and their bor- 
der hath Israel delivered out of the hand of 
the Philistines; and there is peace between 
Israel and the Amorite. 

8 And Samuel jndgeth Israel all the days of 
his life, © and he hath gone from year to year, 
and gone round Beth-El, and Gilgal, and Miz- 
peh, and judged Israel in all these places; 
7and his returning is to Ramath, for there is 
his honse, and there he hath judged Israel, 
and he buildeth there an altar to Jehovah. 


VOUT. 1 AND it cometh to pass, when Samuel 
is aged, that he maketh his sons judges over 
Israel. * And the name of his first-born son 
is Joel, and the name of his second Abiah, 
judges in Beer-Sheba: 2 and his sons have not 
walked in his ways, and turn aside after the 
dishonest gain, and take a bribe, and turn 
aside judgment. 

4 And all the elders of Israel gather them- 
selves together, and come in unto Samuel to 
Ramath, Sand say unto him, ‘Lo, thou hast 
become aged, and thy sons have not walked 
in thy ways; now, appoint to us a king, to 
judge us, like all the nations.’ And the 
thing is evil in the eyes of Samuel, when they 
have said, ‘Give to us a king to judge ns;’ 
and Samuel prayeth unto Jehovah. 

7And Jehovah saith nnto Samuel, ‘ Hear- 
ken to the voice of the people, to all that the 
say unto thee, for thee they have not rejected, 
but Me they have rejected, from reigning over 
them. 8 Aecording to all the works that they 
have done from the day of My bringing them 
up out of Egypt, even unto this day, when 
they forsake Me, and serve other gods—so 
they are doing also to thee. % And now, 
hearken to their voice; only, surely thou dost 
certainly protest to them, and hast declared 
to them the custom of the king who doth 
reien over them.’ 

10 And Samuel speaketh all the words of 
Jehovah unto the people who are asking from 
him a king, ' and saith, ‘This is the custom 
of the king who doth ‘reign over you: Your 
sons he doth take, and hath wr netniad for 
himself among his chariots, and among his 
horsemen, and they have run before his 
chariots ; !2 also to appoint for himself heads 
of thousands, and heads of fifties; also to 
plow his plowing, and to reap his reaping ; 
and to make instruments of his war, and in- 
strnments of his charioteer. 

13° And your daughters he doth take for 
perfumers, and for cooks, and for bakers; 
4and your fields, and your vineyards, and 
your oliveyards—the best—he doth take, and 
hath given to his servants. 1 And your seed 
and your vineyards he doth tithe, and hath 
given to his eunuchs, and to his servants. 

16 And your men-servants, and your maid- 
servants, and your young men—the best, and 
your asses, he doth take, and hath prepared 

or his own work; ! your flock he doth tithe, 
and ye are to him ve servants. 18And ye

have cried out in that day becanse of the 
king whom ye have chosen for yourselves, 
and Jehovah doth not answer you in that day.’ 

19 And the people refuse to hearken to the 
voice of Samuel, and say, ‘ Nay, but a king is 
over us, “and we have been, even we, hke 
all the nations; and our king hath judged us, 
and gone out before us, and fought our 
battles.’ 

*1 And Samuel heareth all the words of the 
vecople, ‘and speaketh them in the ears of 
y ehovah; “and Jehovah saith unto Samuel, 
*‘Hearkentotheir voice, andthou hast caused to 
reign over them aking.’ And Samnel saith un- 
to the men of Israel, ‘Go ye each to his city.’ 


IX. } AND there isa man of Benjamin, and 
his name is Kish, son of Abiel, son of Zeror, 
son of Bechorath, son of Aphiah, a Benjam- 
ite, mighty of valour, 2?and he hath a son 
and his name its Saul, a choice youth and 
goodly, and there is not a man among the 
sons of Israec] goodlier than he—from his 
shoulder and upward, higher than any of the 
people. 

3 And the asses of Kish, father of Saul, are 
Jost, and Kish saith unto Saul his son, ‘Take, 
I pray thee, with thee, one of the young men, 
and rise, go, seek the asses.’ 

4 And he passeth over through the hill- 
country of Ephraim, and passeth over through 
the land of Shalisha, and they have not 
found; and they pass over through the land 
of Shaalim, and they are not; and he passeth 
over through the land of Benjamin, and they 
have not found. 

> They have come in unto the land of Zuph, 
and Saul hath said to his young man who is 
with him, ‘Come, and we turn back, lest my 
father leave off from the asses, and hath been 
sorrowlul for us.’ 

6 And he saith to him, ‘Lo, I pray thee, a 
man of Ged is in this city, and the man is 
honoured; all that he speaketh doth certain] 
eome; now, we go there, it may be he dot 
declare to us our way on which we have gone.’ 

7 And Saul saith to his young man, ‘ And 
lo, we go, an what do we bring in to the 
man? for the bread hath gone from our ves- 
sels, and a present there is not to bring in to 
the man of God—whiat ts with us?’ 

8 And the young man addeth to answer 
Saul, and saith, ‘ Lo, there is found with me 
a fourth of a shekel of silver: and I have 
given to the man of God, and he hath declared 
to us our way.’ 

® Formerly in Israel, thus said the man in 
his going to seek God, ‘Come and we go unto 
the seer,’ for the ‘ prophet’ of to-day ts called 
formerly ‘ the seer.’ 

10 And Saul saith to his young man, ‘Thy 
word is good; come, we go;’ and they go unto 
the city where the man of God is. 

11 They are going up in the ascent of the 
city, and have found young women going out 
to draw water, and say to them, ‘ Is the seer 
in this place?’ 1* And they answer them and 
say, ‘Hes; lo, before thee! haste, now, for 
to-day he hath come in to the city, fer the 
people hath a stated sacrifice in a high place. 
3 At your going in pd ee elty so ye do find 
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lim, before he doth go up in to the hich place 
to eat; for the people do not eat till his com- 
ing, for he doth lies the sacrifice; afterwards 
they eat, who are called, and now, go up, for 
at this time ye find him.’ 

14 And they go up in to the city; they are 
coming in to the midst of the city, and lo, 
Samuel is coming out to meet them, to go up 
to the high place; ’ and Jehovah had un- 
covered the ear of Samuel one day before the 
coming of Saul, saying, 1°‘ At this time to- 
morrow, I send nnto thee a man out of the 
land of Benjamin—and thou hast anointed 
him for leader over My people Israel. and he 
hath saved My people ont of the hand of the 
Philistines; for [ have scen M people, for 
its ery hath come in unto Me.’ 1” When 
Samuel hath seen Saul, then hath Jehovah 
answered him, ‘ Lo, the man of whom 1 have 
spoken unto thee; this one doth restrain My 
people.’ 

18 And Saul draweth nigh to Samuel in the 
midst of the gate, and saith, ‘ Declare, I pray 
thee, to me, where ts this—the seer’s house?’ 

19 And Samuel answereth Saul and saith, 
‘I am the seer; go up before me into the 
high place, and ye have eaten with ime to- 
day, and I have sent thee away in the morn- 
ing, and all that is in thy heart 1 declare to 
thee. *°As to the asses which are lost to 
thee this day three days, set not thy heart to 
them, for they have been found; and to whom 
ts all the desire of Israel?’ is it not to thee 
and to all thy father’s honse?’ 

“4 And Saul answereth and saith, ‘Am not 
I a Benjamite—of the smallest of the tribes 
of Israel? and my family the least of all the 
families of the tribe of Benjamin? and why 
hast thou spoken unto me according to this 
word ?’ 

*2 And Samuel taketh Saul, and his young 
man, and bringeth them in to the chamber, 
and giveth to them a place at the head of 
those called; and they are about thirty men. 
*3 And Samuel saith to the cook, ‘Give the 
portion which I gave to thee, of which I said 
unto thee, ‘Set it by thee?’ “(and the cook 
lifteth up the leg, and that which és on_it, 
and setteth before Saul), and he saith, ‘ Lo, 
that which is left; set i¢ before thee—eat, for 
to this appointed season it is kept for thee, 
saying, The people I have called;’ and Saul 
eateth with Samuel on that day. 

°5 And they come down from the high place 
to the city, and he speaketh with Saul on the 
roof, “6 ine they rise early, and it cometh 
to pass, at the ascending of the dawn, that 
Samuel calleth unto Saul, on the roof, say- 
ing, ‘Rise, and I send thee away;’ and Saul 
riseth, and they go out, both ef themm—he and 
Samuel, without. ; 

“7 They are going down in the extremity of 
the city, and Samuel hath said unto Saul, 
‘Say to the young man that he pass on be- 
fore us (and he passeth on), and thou, stand 
at this time, and I cause thee to hear the 
word of God.’

1 And it eometh to pass, all his acquain- 
tance heretofore, see, and lo, with prophets 
he hath prophesied, and the people say one 
unto another, ‘What is this hath happened 
to the son of Kish? is Saul also among the 
prophets?’ And a man thenee answereth 
and saith, ‘And who is their father?’ there- 
fore it hath been for a simile, ‘Is Saul also 
among the prophets?’ 

1 And he eeascth from prophesying, and 
eometh in to the high place, and the uncle 
of Sau] saith unto him, and unto his young 
man, ‘Whither went ye?’ and he saith, ‘To 
seek the asses; and we see that they are not, 
and we come in unto Samuel.’ 

16 And the uncle of Saul saith, ‘Deelare, I 
pray thee, to me, what Samuel said to you?’ 
§ And Saul saith unto his unele, ‘He eer- 
tainly deelared to us that the asses were 
found;’ and of the matter of the kingdom 
he hath not deelared to him that which 
Samuel said. 

17 And Samuel calleth the people unto Je- 
hovah to Mizpeh, 8and saith unto the sons 
of Israel. ‘Thus said Jehovah, God of Israel, 
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I have brought up Israel out of Egypt, and 
I deliver you out of the hand of the Egyp.- 
tians, and out of the hand of all the king- 
doms who are oppressing you; “and ye 
to-day have rejeeted your God. who is Him- 
self your saviour out of all your evils and 
rour dlistresses, and ye say, ‘Nay, but—a 
sing thou dost set over us; and now, station 
yourselves before Jehovah, by your tribes, 
and by eu thousands.’ 

20 And Samuel bringeth near the whole tribes 
of Israel, and the tribe of Benjamin is cap- 
tured, *tand he bringeth near the tribe of 
Benjamin by its families, and the family of 
Matri is captured, and Saul son of Kish is 
captured, and they seek him, and he hath not 
been found.

26 And also Saul hath gone to his house, to 
Gibeah, and the foree go with him whose 
heart God hath touehed; 27 and the sons of 
worthlessness have said, ‘What! this one 
doth save us!’ and they despise him, and have 
not brought to him a present; and he is as 
one deaf. 


XI. 1} AND Nahash the Ammonite cometh 
up, and eneampeth against Jabesh-Gilead, 
and all the men of Jabesh say unto Nahash, 
‘Make with usa covenant, and we serve thee.’

12 And the people say unto Samuel, ‘ Who 
is he that saith, Saul doth reign over us! give 
ye up the inen, and we put them to death.’

144 And Samuel saith unto the people, ‘ Come

* And all they of the land have come into a 
forest, and there is honey on the face of the 
field ; “Sand the people come in unto the forest, 
and lo, the honey dropped, and noue is mov- 
ing his hand unto his mouth, for the people 
feared the oath. 

7 And Jonathan hath not heard of his 
father’s adjuring the people, and putteth forth 
the end of the rod, which és in his hand, and 
Ue: it in the honeycomb, and bringeth 
back his hand unto his mouth—and his eyes 
see { 

8 And aman of the people auswereth and 
saith, ‘Thy father certainly adjured thie 
On saying, Cursed is the man who eateth 
ood to-day; and the people are weary.’ 
“And Jonathan saith, ‘My father hath 
tronbled the land ; see, [ pray you, that mine 
eyes have become bright because [ tasted a 
little of this honey. 2° How mueh more if 
the people had well eaten to-day of the spoil 
of its enemies which it hath found, for now, 
the smiting hath not been great among the 
Philistines.’ 

31 And they smite on that day among the

33 And they declare to Saul, saying, ‘ Lo, 
the people are sinning against Jehovah, to 
eat with the blood.’ And he saith, ‘ Ye have 
dealt treacherously, roll unto me to-day a 
great stone.’ %4And Saul saith, ‘Be ye scat- 
tered among the people, and ye have said to 
them, Bring ye nigh unto me each his ox, 
and each his sheep; and ye have slain them 


in this Re and eaten, aud ye do not sin 
against Jehovah to eat with the blood.’

43 And Sail saith unto Jonathan, ‘ Declare to 
me, what hast thou done?’ and Jonathan de- 
elareth to him, and saith, ‘I certainly tasted 
with the end of the rod that isin my hand a 
little honey; lo, I die!? “And Saul saith, 
‘Thus doth God do, and thus doth He add, 
for thou dost certainly die, Jonathan.’ 

45 And the people say unto Saul, ‘ Doth 
Jonathan die whe wrought this great salva- 
tion in Isracl?—a profanation! Jehovah liv- 
eth, if there falleth from the hair of his head 
to the earth, for with God he hath wronght 
this day,;’ and the people rescue Jonathan, 
and he hath not died. 

46 And Saul goeth up from after the Philis- 
tines, and the Philistines have gone to their 
lace ; 47 and Saul captured the kingdom over 
[aces and he fighteth round about against 
ll his enemies, against'‘Moab. and against the 
Bene-Ammon, and avainst Mdom, and against 
the kings of Zobah, and against the Philis- 
tines, and whithersoevcer he turneth he doth 
vex them. 

®And he maketh a force, and siniteth 
Amalek, and deliverceth {srael out of the hand 
of its spoiler.

49 And the sons of San! are Jonathan, and 
Ishui, and Melchi-Shua; as to the name of 
his two daughters, the name of the first-born 
is Merab, and the name of the younger 
Michal; *°and the name of the wife of Saul 
is Ahinoam, daughter of Ahimaaz; and the 
name of the head of his host is Abner son 
of Ner, uncle of Saul; and Kish is father 
of Saul, and Ner father of Abner is son of 
Ahiel. 

52 And the war is severe against the Philis- 
tines all the days of Saul; when Saul hath 
seen any mighty man, and any son of valour, 
then he doth gather him unto himself, 


XV. 1AND Samuel saith unto Saul, ‘Me 
did Jehovah send to anoint thee for king over 
[fis people, over Israel; and now, hearken to 
the voice of the words of Jehovah:

Saul boweth himself to Jehovah; ** and 
Samuel saith, ‘Bring ye mgh unto me Agag 
king of Amalek,’ and Agag cometh unto him 
daintily, and Agag saith, ‘Surely the bitter- 
ness of death hath turned aside.” * And 
Samuel saith, ‘As thy sword bereaved wo- 
men—so is thy mother bereaved above wo- 
men;’ and Samuel heweth Agag in_pieces 
before Jehovah in Gilgal. 3!And Samuel 
oeth to Ramath, and Saul hath gone unto 
iis honse—to Gibeah of Saul.

0 And Saul heareth—and all Isracl—these 
words of the Philistine, and they are broken 
down and greatly afraid.

12 And David is son of this Mphrathite of 
Beth-Lehem-Judah, whose name zs Jesse, and 
he hath eight sons, and the man in the days 
of Saul hath become aged among men; } and 
the three eldest sons of Jesse go, they have 
gone after Saul to battle; and the name of 
his three sons who have gone into battle are 
Eliab the first-born, and his second Abinadab, 
and the third Shammah. 

14 And David is the youngest, and the three 
eldest have gone after Saul, “and David is 
going and returning from Saul, to feed the 
flock of his father at Beth-Lehem. 

16 And the Philistine draweth nigh, morning 
and evening, and stationeth himself forty days. 

17 And Jesse saith to David his son, ‘Take, 
I pray thee, tothy brethren, an ephah of this 
roasted corn, and these ten loaves, and run to 
the camp to thy brethren; }8and these ten 
cuttings of the cheese thou dost take in to 
the head of the thousand, a4 thy brethren 
thou dost inspect for welfare, and their pledge 
dost receive.’ 

19And Saul, and they, and all the men of 
Israel are in the valley of Elah, fighting with 
the Philistines. 

2And David riseth early in the morning, 
and leaveth the flock to a keeper, and lifteth 
up, and goeth, as Jesse commanded him, and 
he cometh in to the path, and to the force 
which is going out unto the rank, aud they 
have shouted for battle; 2! and Israel and the 
Philistines set in array rank to meet rank. 

22 And David letteth down the goods from 
off him on the hand of a keeper of the goods 
and runneth into the rank, and cometh an 
asketh of his brethren of welfare. 

* And he is speaking with them, and lo, a 
man of the duellists is coming up, Goliath the 
Philistine is his name, of Gat , out of the 
ranks of the Philistines, and he speaketh ac- 
cording to those words, and David heareth; 
#1 and all the men of Israel when they see the 
man flee from his presence, and are greatly 
afraid. 

* And the men of Israel say, ‘ Have ye seen 
this man who is coming up? for, to reproach 
Israel he is coming up, and it hath been— 
the man who smiteth him, the king doth en- 
rich him with great riches, and his daughter 
he doth give to him, and his father’s house 
doth make free in Israel.’ 

26 And David speaketh unto the men who 
are standing by him, saying, ‘What is done 
to the man who smiteth this Philistine, and 
hath turned aside reproach from Israel? for 
who is this uncircumcised Philistine that he 
hath reproached the ranks of the liviug God?’ 
*7 And the people speak to him according to 
this word, saying, ‘ Thus itis done to the man 
who smiteth him.’ 

*% And Ehiab, his eldest brother, heareth 
when he speaketh unto the men, and the 
anger of Ehab burncth against David, and he 
saith, ‘ Why is this—thou hast come down! 
and to whom hast thou left those few sheep 
in the wilderness? I have known thy pride, 
and the evil of thy heart—for, to see the 
battle thon hast come down.’ * And David 
Balk ‘What have I done now? is it nota 
word?’ 


xviI. 12.—1 SAMUEL.—xvit. 46. David prepares to fight Goliath. 


30 And he turncth round from him unto an 
other, and saith according to this word, and 
the people return him word as the first word. 

31 And the words which David hath spoken 
are heard, and they declare before Bail and 
he receiveth him; =2and David saith unto 
Saul, ‘Let no man’s heart fall because of him, 
thy servant doth go, and hath fought with 
this Philistine.’ 

33 And Saul saith unto David, ‘Thou art 
not able to go unto this Philistine, to fight 
with him, fora youth thou art, and he a man 
of war from his youth.’ 

34 And David saith unto Saul, ‘A shepherd 
hath thy servant been to his father among the 
sheep, and the lion hath come—and the bear 
—and hath taken away a sheep out of the 
drove, ** and I have gone out after him, and 
smitten him, and delivered out of his mouth, 
and he riseth against me, and I have taken 
hold on his beard, and smitten him, and put 
him to death. 3° Both the lion and the bear 
hath thy servant smitten, and this uncircum- 
cised Philistine hath been as one of them, 
for he hath reproached the ranks of the liv- 


ing God. ; 

7 And David saith, ‘Jehovah, who delivered 
me out of the paw of the lion, and out of the 
paw of the bear, He doth deliver me from the 

and of this Philistine.’ And Saul saith unto 
David, ‘ Go, and Jehovah is with thee.’ 

32 And Saul clotheth David with his long 
robe, and hath put a helmet of brass on his 
head, and doth clothe him with a coat of mail. 

39 And David girded his sword above his 
long robe, and beginneth to go, for he hath 
not tried it;’ and David saith unto Saul, ‘1 
am not able to go with these, for I had not 
tried ;’ and David turneth them aside from 
off him. 

40 And he taketh his staff in his hand, and 
chooseth for him five smooth stones from the 
brook, and putteth them in the shepherds’ 
habiliments that he hath, even in the scrip, 
and his sling isin his hand, and he draweth 
nigh unto the Philistine. 

41 And the Philistine goeth on, going and 
drawing near unto David, and the man bear- 
ing the buckler is before him, 4° and the Phil- 
istine Jooketh attentively, and seeth David, 
and despiseth him, for he was a youth, and 
ruddy, with a fair appearance. ; 

43 And the Philistine saith unto David, ‘Am 
ladog that thou art coming unto me with 
staves?’ and the Philistine revileth David by 
his gods, *and the Philistine saith unto 
David, ‘Come unto me, and I give thy flesh 
to the fowl of the heavens, and to the beast 
of the field.’ ' 

45 And David saith unto the Philistine, 
‘Thou art coming unto me with sword, and 
with spear, and with buckler, and I am 
coming unto thee in the name of Jehovah of 
Hosts, God of the ranks of Israel, which 
thou hast reproached. “This day doth Je- 
hovah shut thee up into my hand—and I have 
sinitten thee, and turned aside thy head from 
off thee, and given the carcase of the camp 
of the Philistines this day to the fowl] of the 
heavens, and to the beast of the earth, and 
all the earth do know Pi God is for Israel.

and unto Ekron, and the sons of Israel 
turn back from burning after the Philistines, 
and spoil their eamps. 

“4 And David taketh the head of the Phil- 
istine, and bringeth it in to Jerusalem, and 
his peepee he hath put in his own tent. 

55 And when Saul seeth David going out to 
meet the Philistine, he hath said unto Abner, 
head of the host, ‘Whose son is this—the 
youth, Abner?’ and Abner saith, ‘Thy soul 
liveth, O king, I have not known.’ 8 And 
the king saith, ‘ Ask thou whose son this is— 
the young man.’ 

57 And when David turneth back from smit- 
ing the Philistine, then Abner taketh him 
and bringeth him in before Saul, and the head 
of the Philistine in his hand; %and Saul 
saith unto him, ‘Whose son art thon, O 
youth?’ ard David saith, ‘Son of thy servant 
Jesse, the Beth-Lehemite.’ 


XVIIL. } AND it cometh to pass, when he 
fimsheth to speak unto Saul, that the soul of 
Jonathan hath been bound to the soul of Da- 
vid, and Jonathan loveth him as his own 
sonl. ?And Sanl taketh him on that day, 
and hath not permitted him to turn back to 
the house of his father. 

3 And Jonathan maketh —also David—a 
eovenant, becanse he loveth him as his own 
soul, 4and Jonathan strippeth himself of the 
upper robe which is upon him, and giveth 
it to David, and his long robe, even unto 
his sword, and unto his bow, and unto his 
girdle. 

5 And David coeth out whithersoever Sau! 
doth send him; he acted wisely, aud Saul 
setteth him over the men of war, and it is 
good in the eyes of all the people, and also in 
the eyes of the servants of Saul. 

® And it cometh to pass, in their coming in, 
in David’s returning from smiting the Philis- 
tine, that the women ae out from all the 
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cities of Israel to sing—also the daneers—tc 
meet Sanl the king, with tahrets, with joy. 
and with three-stringed instruments; 7 anc 
the women answer—those playing, and say, 

‘Saul hath smitten among his thousands, 

And David among his myriads,’ 

8 And it is displeasing to Safa exceedingly, 
and this thing is evil in his eyes, and he 
saith, ‘They have given to David myriads, 
and to me they have given the thousands, 
and more to him is only the kingdom;’ 9and 
Saul is eyeing David from that day and 
thenceforth. 

10 And it cometh to pass, on the morrow. 
that the spirit of sadness from God prosper- 
eth over Saul, and he prophesieth in the 
midst of the house, and David is playing with 
his hand, as day by day, and the javelin is in 
the hand of Saul, "and Saul casteth the jave- 
lin, and saith, ‘t smite through David, even 
through the wall;’ and David turneth round 
out of his presence twice. 

12 And Saul is afraid of the presence of 
David, for Jehovah hath been with him, 
and from Saul He hath turned aside; !3 and 
Saul turneth him aside from him, and ap.- 
pointeth him to himself head of a thousand, 
and he goeth out and cometh in, before the 
people. 

14 And David isin all his we ws acting wisely, 
and Jehovah is with him, and Saul sceth 
that he is acting very wisely, and is afraid of 
him, !®and all Israel and Judah love David 
when he is going out and coming in before 
them. 

7 And Saul saith unto David, ‘Lo, my elder 
daughter Merapy—her I give to thee for a 
wife ; only, be to me for a son of valour, and 
fight the battles of Jehovah ;’ and Saul said, 
‘Let not my hand be on him, but let tho 
hand of the Philistines be upon him.’ 

18 And David saith unto Saul, ‘Who am 1? 
and what my life—the family of my father 
in Israel—that I am son-in-law to the king?’ 

19 And it cometh to pass, at the time of the 
giving of Merab daughter of Saul to David, 
that she hath been given to Adriel the Meho- 
lathite for a wife, 

*©And Michal daughter of Sanl loveth 
David, and they declare to Saul, and the thing 
is right in his eyes, 7! and Saul saith, ‘I vive 
her to him, and she is to him for asuare, and 
the hand of the Philistines is on him;’ and 
Saul saith unto David, ‘By the second—thou 
dost beeome my son-in-law to-day.’ 

*2 And Saul commandeth his servants, 
‘Speak unto David gently, saying, Lo, the 
king hath delighted in thee, and all his ser- 
vants have loved thee, and now, be son-in-law 
to the king.’ ; 

*3 And the servants of Saul speak in the ears 
of David these words, and David saith, ‘Is it 
a light thing in your eyes to be son-in-law to 
the king—and i a poor man, and lightly 
esteemed ?’ 

“4 And the servants of Saul declare to him, 
saying, ‘Aecording to these words hath David 
spoken.’ * And Saul saith, ‘Thus do ye say 
to David, There is no delight to the king in 
dowry, but in a hundred foreskins of the 
Philistines—to be avenged on the enemies of

*8 And Saul seeth and knoweth that Jeho- 
vah ts with David, and Michal daughter of 
Saul hath loved him, *? and Saul addeth to be 
afraid of the presence of David yet; and Saul 
is an enemy with David all the days. °°? And 
the princes of the Philistines come out, and 
if cometh to pass from the time of their com- 
ing out, David hath acted more wisely than 
any of the servants of Saul, and his name is 
very precious. 


XIX. 1} AND Saul speaketh unto Jonathan 
his son, and unto all his servants, to put 
David te death, 2and Jonathan son of Saul 
delighted exceedingly in David, and Jona- 
than declareth to David, saying, ‘Saul m 
father is seeking to put thee to death, and, 
now, take heed, [ pray thee, in the morning, 
and thou hast abode in a secret place, and 
been hidden, 2and I—I go out, and have 
stood by the side of my father im the field 
where thou art, and I speak of thee unto 
my father, and have seen what is coming, and 
have declared to thee.’

gers come in, and lo, the teraphim are on the 
bed, and the mattress of goats’ hair, for his 
pillews. 

17 And Saul saith unto Michal, ‘Why thus 
hast thou deceived me—that thou dost send 
away mine enemy, and he is escaped?’ and 
Michal saith unto Saul, ‘He said unte me, 
Send me away: why do I put thec to death ?’ 

18 And David hath fled, and is escaped, and 
cometh in unto Samuel to Ramath, and de- 
clareth to him all that Saul hath done to him, 
and he goeth, he and Samuel, and they dwell 
in Naioth. 

19 And it is declared to Saul, saying, ‘ Lo 
David is in Naioth in Ramah.) ® And Saul 
sendeth messengers to take David, and they 
see the assembly of the prophets prophesying, 
and Samuel standing, set ever them, and the 
Spirit of God is on Saul’s messengers, and 
they prophesy—they also. 

21 And they declare i¢ to Saul, and he send- 
eth other messengers, and they prophesy— 
they also; and Saul addeth and sendcth 
messengers a third time, and they prophesy 
—they also. 

22 And he goeth—he also—to Ramath, and 
cometh in unto the great well which is in 
Sechu, and asketh, and saith, ‘ ere are 
Samuel and David?’ and one saith, ‘Lo, in 
Naioth in Ramah.’ oe 

*3 And he goeth thither—unto Naioth in Ra- 
mah, and the Spirit of God is upon him— 
him also; and he goeth, going on, and he pro- 
phesyeth till his coming in to Naioth in Ra- 
mah, *tand he strippeth off—he also—his 
garments, and prophesieth—he also—before 
Samuel, and falleth down naked all that day 
and all the night; therefore they say, ‘Is 
Saul also among the prophets ?’

10 And David saith unto Jonathan, ‘Who 
doth declare to me? or what if thy father 
doth answer thee sharply?’ 14And Jonathan 
saith unto David, ‘Come, ard we go out into 
the field ;? and they go out both of them into 
the field. ; 

12 And Jonathan saith unto David, ‘ Jeho- 
vah, God of Israel—when I search my father, 
about this time to-morrow ov the third day, 
and lo, good is towards David, and I do not 
then send unto thee, and have uncovered 
thine ear—“thus doth Jehovah dotoJ onathan, 
and thus doth He add; when the evil concern- 
ing thee is good to my father, then I have 
uncovered thine ear, and sent thee away, and 
thou hast gone in peace, and Jehovah is with 
thee, as he was with my father; and not 
only while I am alive dost thou do with 
me the kindness of Jehovah, and I die not, 
15 but thou dost not cut off thy kindness from 
my house unto the age, nor in Jehovah’s cut- 
tiny off the enemies of David, each one from 
off the face of the ground.’

*6 And Saul hath not spoken anything on 
that day, for he said, ‘It is an accident; he 
is not clean—surely not clean.’

ree shot the arrow, causing it to pass over

37 And the youth cometh unto the place of 
the arrow which Jonathan hath shot, and 
Jonathan calleth after the youth, and saith, 
‘Is not the arrow beyond thee?’ “and Jona- 
than calleth after the youth, ‘Spced, haste, 
stand not;’ and Jonathan’s youth gathcreth 
the arrows, and cometh unto his lord. 99And 
the youth hath not known anything, only 
Jonathan and David knew the word. * And 
Jonathan giveth his weapons unto the youth 
whom he hath, and saith to him, ‘Go, carry 
into the city.’ 

The youth hath gone, and David hath 
risen from lizel, at the south, and falleth on 
his face to the earth, and boweth himsclf

* And the priest saith, “The sword of Goli- 
ath the Philistine, whom thou didst smite in 
the valley of Elah, lo, itis wrapt in a garment 
behind the ephod, if it thou dost take to thy- 
self, take; for there is none other save it in 
this place.’ And David saith, ‘There is none 
like it—give it to me.’ 

10 And David riseth and fleeth on that day 
from the face of Saul, and cometh in unto 
Achish king of Gath; 1! and the servants of 
Achish say unto him, ‘Is not this David king 
of the land? is it not of this one they sing in 
daxces, saying, ‘Saul smote among his thon- 
sands, and David among his myriads?? 

122And David layeth these words in his 
heart, and is exceedingly afraid of the face of 
Achish king of Gath, and changeth his 
behaviour before their eyes, and_ feigneth 
himself mad in their hand, and scribbleth on 
the doors of the gate, and letteth down his 
spittle nnto his beard. 

14 And Aehish saith unto his servants, ‘Lo, 
ye sec a man acting as a madman; why do ye 
bring him in unto me? “A lack of madmen 
have 1, that ye have brought in this one to 
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act as a madman by me! doth this one come 
in unto my house?’ 


XXII. } AND David gocth thence, and is 
Sa ae unto the cave of Adullam, and his

1 And the king sendeth to call Ahimelech 
son of Ahitub, the priest, and all the house 
of his father, the priests, who arein N ob, and 
they come all of them unto the king; and 
Saul saith, ‘Hear, I pray thee, son of Ahitub;’ 
and he saith, ‘ Here am I, my lord.’ 

13 And Saul saith unto him, ‘Why have ye 
conspired against me, thou and the son of 
Jesse, by thy giving to him bread and a 
sword, and to ask for him at God, to riso 
against me, to lie in wait, as aé this day?’ 

14 And Ahimelech answereth the king and 
saith, ‘And who among all thy servants is as 
David—faithful, and son-in-law of the king, 
and hath turned aside unto thy council, and 
is honoured in thy house?

6 And it cometh to pass, in the fleeing of 
Abiathar son of Ahimelech unto David, to 
Keilah, an ephod caine down in his hand. 

7And it is declared to Saul that David 
hath come in to Keilah, and Saul saith, ‘God 
hath made him known for my hand, for he 
hath been shut in, to enter into a city of 
doors and bar.’ 8 And Saul summoneth the 
whole of the people to battle, to go down 
to Keilah, to lay siege unto David and unto 
lis men. 

®And David knoweth that against him 
Saul is devising the evil, and saith unto Abi- 
athar the priest, ‘ Bring nigh the ephod.,’ 
10 And David saith, ‘Jehovah, God of Israel.

And 
Saul saith, ‘I have great distress, and the 
Philistines are fighting against me, and God 
hath turned aside from me, and hath not’ 
answered me any more, either by the hand of 
the prophets, or by dreams; and I call for 
thee to let me know what I do.’ 

16 And Samuel saith, ‘And why dost thou 
ask me, and Jehovah hath turned aside from

°3 And he refuseth, and saith, ‘I do not 
eat ;’? and his servants urge on him, and also 
the woman, and he hearkeneth to their voice, 
and riseth from the earth, and sittcth on 
the bed. 

24 And the woman hath a calf of the stall 
in the house, and she hasteth and slangh- 
tereth it, and taketh flour, and_kneadeth, 
and baketh it nnleavened things, * and bring- 
eth nigh before Saul, aud before his servants, 
and they eat, and rise, and go on, during that 
night. 


XXIX. 1} AND the Philistines gather all 
their camps to Aphek, and the Israelites are 
encamping at a fountain which is in Jezreel, 
* and ‘lie princes of the Philistines are pass- 
ing on by hundreds, and by thonsands, and 
David and his nen are passing on in the rear 
with Achish. a 

3 And the heads of the Vhihstines say, 
‘What are these Hebrews ?’ and Achish 
saith unto the heads of the Philistines, ‘1s 
not this David servant of Saul king of Israel,

who hath been with me these days or these 
years, and { have not found in him anything 
wrong from the day of his falling away till 
this day.’ 

4 And the heads of the Philistines are wroth 
against him, and the heads of the Philistines 
say to him, ‘Send back the man, and he doth 
turn back unto his place whither thon hast 
appointed him, and doth not go down with 
us into battle, and is not to us for an adver- 
sary in battle; and wherewith doth this one 
reconcile himself unto his lord—is it not with 
the heads of those men?’ 5 Is not this David, 
of whom they answer in choruses, saying, Saul 
hath smitten among his thousands, and David 
among his myriads ?’ 

6 And Aehish calleth unto David, and saith 
unto him, ‘Jehovah liveth, surely thou art 
npright, and good in mine eyes is thy going 
out, and thy coming in, with me in the eamp, 
for I have not found in thee evil from the day 
of thy coming in unto me till this day; and 
in the eyes of the prinees thou art not good ; 
7and now, turn back, and go in peace, and 
thon dost do no evil in the eyes of the princes 
of the Philistines.’ 

8 And David saith unto Achish, ‘ But what 

have I done? and what hast thon found in 
thy servant from the day that I have been 
before thee till this day—that I go not in and 
have fought against the enemies of my lord 
the king?’

son of Ahimelech, ‘Bring nigh, | pray thee, 
to me the ephod ;’ and Abiathar bringeth nigh 
the ephod unto David, 8and David asketh at 
Jehovah, saying, ‘{ pnrsue after this troop— 
do I overtake it?’ And He saith to him, 
‘Pursue, for thou dost certainly overtake, 
and dost certainly deliver.’ 

° And Dayid goeth on, he and six hundred 
inen who are with him, and they come in unto 
the brook of Besor, and those left have stood 
still, and David pursueth, he and four hun- 
dred men, (and two hundred men stand still 
who have _ been too faint to pass over the 
brook of Besor), 4 and they find a man, an 
Egyptian, in the field, and take him unto 
David, and give to him bread, and he eateth, 


and they cause him to drink water, ” and 
give to him a piece of a buneh of dried figs, 


and two bunches of raisins, and he eat- 
eth, and his spirit returneth unto him, for he 
hath not eaten bread nor drunk water three 
days and three nights. 

13 And David saith to him, ‘ Whose art 
thou? and whenee aré thou?’

who was bronght down into battle, so also is 
the portion of him who is abiding by the ves- 
sels—alike they share.’ 

* And it cometh to pass from that day 
and forward, that he appointeth it for a 
statute and for an ordinance for Israel unto 


d David cometh in unto Ziklag, and

sons of Saul. 

3 And the battle is hard against Saul, and 
the archers find him—men with bow—and 
he is pained greatly by the archers ; 4and Saul

saith to the bearer of his weapons, ‘ Draw 
thy sword, and pierce me with it, lest they 
come—thrse uncireumcised—and have pierced 
me, and solled themselves on me;’ and the 
bearer of his weapons hath not been willing, 
for he is greatly afraid, and Saul taketh the 
sword, and falleth upon it.

4 And 
David saith unto him, ‘What hath been the 
inatter? declare, I pray thee, tome.’ And he 
saith, that ‘The people hath fled from the 
battle, and also a multitude hath fallen of the 

eople, and they die; and also Saul and 
deneivian his son have died.’ 

5 And David saith unto the youth whois de- 
claring ittohim, ‘ How hast thon known that 
Sauland Jonathan his son are dead?’ ® And 
the youth who is declaring 7 to him saith, 
*T happened to meet in mount Gilboa, and lo, 
Saul is leaning on his spear; and lo, the

followed him; 7 and he turneth behind him, 
and seeth me, and calleth unto me, and I say, 
I{ere am I. 8And he saith to me, Who 
art thou? and I say unto him, An Amalek- 
ite I am.’ 

9*And he saith unto me, Stand, I pray 
thee, over me, and put me to death, for seized 
me hath the arrow, for all my soul is still in 
ne. And I stand over him, and put him 
to death, for I knew that he doth not live 
after his falling, and I take the crown which 
ison his head, and the bracelet which is on 
his arm, and bring them in unto my lord 
hither.’ ; 

1 And David taketh hold on his garments, 
and rendeth them, and also all the men who 
are with him, and they mourn, and weep, 
and fast till the evening, for Saul, and for 
Jonathan his son, and for the peouls of Je- 
hovah, and for the house of Israel, because 
they have fallen by the sword. 

13 And David saith unto the youth who is de- 
claring it to him, *‘ Whence art thou?’ and he 
saith, ‘Son of a sojourner, an Amalekite, 1 
am.’ 4 And David saith unto him, ‘ How wast 
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thou not afraid to put forth thy hand to destroy 
the anointed of Jehovah?’ 

4 And David calleth to one of the youths, 
aud saith, ‘Draw nigh—fall upon him;’ and 
he smiteth him, and he dieth; and David 
saith unto him, ‘Thy blood ts on thine own 
head, for thy mouth hath testified against 
thee, saying, I—I put to death the anointed 
of Jehovah.’ 

7 And David lamenteth with this lamenta- 
tien over Saul, and over Jonathan his son; 
%8and he saith to teach the sons of Judah 
“The Bow;’ lo, it is written on the book of 
the Upright :—

On thy high plaees is wounded; 

How hea the mighty fallen! 

20 Declare it not in Gath, 

Proclaim not the tidings in the streets of

And 
David saith, ‘Whither do I go up?’ and He 
saith, ‘To Hebron.’ *And David goeth up 
thither, and also his two wives, Ahinoam the 
Jezreelitess, and Abigail wife of Nabal the 
Carmelite; and his men who are with him 
hath David brought up—a man and his 
household—and they dwell in the cities of 
Hebron. 

4And the men of Judah come, and anoint 
there David for king over the house of Judah; 
and they deelare to David, saying, ‘The men 
of Jabesh-Gilead are they who buried Saul.’ 
6 And David sendeth messengers unto the 
men of Jabesh-Gilead, and saith unto them, 
* Blessed are ye of Jehovah, in that ye have 
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done this kindness with your lord, with Saul, 
that ye bury him. 

6* And, now, Jehovah doth with you kind- 
ness and truth, and also, Ido with you this 
good because ye have done this thing; 7and 
now, are your hands strong, and be ye for 
sons of valour, for your lord Saul is dead, 
and also—me have the house of Judah an- 
ointed for king over them.’ 

8 And Abner, son of Ner, head of the host 
whieh Saul hath, hath taken Ish-Bosheth, 
sonof Saul, and causeth him to pass over to 
Mahanaim, %and causeth him to reign over 
Gilead, and over the Ashurite, and over 
J ezreel, and over Ephraim, and over Benja- 
min, and over Israel—all of it. ©A son of 
forty years, is Ish-Bosheth son of Saul, in 
his reigning over Israel, and two years he 
hath reigned, only the house of Judah have 
been after David. 

1 And the number of the days that David 
hath been king in Hebron, over the house of 
Judah, is seven years and six months. !And 
Abner son of Ner goeth out, and servants 
of Ish-Bosheth son of Saul, from Mahanaim 
to Gibeon. 1% And Joab son of Zeruiah, and 
servants of David, have gone out, and 
they meet by the pool of Gibeon together, 
and sit down, these by the pool on this side, 
and these by the pool on that. 

4 And Abner saith unto Joab, ‘Let the 
youths rise, I pray thee, and they play before 
us;’ aud Joab saith, ‘ Let them rise.’ 1° And 
they rise and pass over, 1n number twelve of 
Benjamin, even of Ish-Bosheth son of Saul, 
and twelve of the servants of David. And 
they lay hold, each on the head of his com. 
panion, and his sword is in the side of his 
companion, and they fall together, and one 
calleth that place Helkath-Hazzurim, whieh 
is in Gibeon, !’and the battle is very hara 
on that day, and Abner is smitten, and 
the men of Israel, before the servants of 

avid. 

18 And there are there three sons of Zeru- 
iah, Joab, and Abishai, and Asahel, and 
Asahel is light on his feet, as one of the roes 
which ave in the field, #9 and Asahel pursveth 
after Abner, and hath not turned aside to go 
to the right or to the left, from after Abner. 

*0And Abner looketh behind him, and saith, 
‘Art thou he—Asahel?’ and he saith, ‘I am.’ 
“1 And Abner saith to him, ‘Turn thee aside 
to thy right hand or to thy left, and seize for 
thee one of the youths, and take to thee his 
armour ;’ aud Asahel hath not been willing 
to turn aside from after him. 

“And Abner addeth again, saying unto 
Asahel, ‘Turn thee aside from after me, wh 
do I smite thee to the earth? and how do 
lift up my face unto Joab thy brother?’ 
*3 And he refuseth to turn aside, and Abner 
smiteth him with the hinder part of the spear 
unto the fifth rib, and the Rie cometh out 
from behind him, and he falleth there, and 
dieth under it; and it cometh to pass, every 
one who hath come unto the place where 
Asahel hath fallen and dieth—they stand 
still. * And Joab and Abishai pursue after 
Abner, and the sun hath gone in, and they 
have come in unto ves height of Ammah, 
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which is on the front of Giah, the way of the 
wilderness of Gibeon. 

*5 And the sons of Benjamin gather them- 
selves together after Abner, and become one 
troop, and stand on the top of a certain 
height, and Abner ealleth unto Joab, and 
saith, ‘For ever doth the sword consume? 
hast thou not known that it is bitterness in 
the latter end? and till when dost thou not 
say to the people to turn back from after 
their brethren?’ 

7 And Joab saith, ‘God liveth! for unless 

thou hadst spoken, surely then from the 
morning had the people gone wp each from 
after his brother.’ °8 And Joab bloweth with 
a trumpet, and all the people stand still, and 
pursue no more after Israel, nor have they 
added any more to fight. 
. % And Abner and his men have_ gone 
through the plain all that night, and pass 
over the Jordan, and go on through all Bith- 
ron, and come in to Mahanaim. 

30 And Joab hath turned back from after

8 And itis displeasing to Abner execcedinzly, 
because of the words of Ish-Bosheth, and he 
saith, ‘The head of a dog am I-—that in re- 
ference to Judah to-day I do kindness with 
the house of Saul thy father, unto his breth- 
ren, and unto his friends, and have not de- 
livered thee into the hand of David-—that 
thou chargest against ne iniquity concerning 
the woman to-day ? ®thus doth God to Abner, 
and, ‘thus He doth add to him, surely as Je- 
hovah hath sworn to David—surely so I do 
to him: to canse the kingdom to pass over 
from the house of Saul, and to raise up the

17 And the word of Abner was with the 
elders of Israel, saying, ‘Heretofore ye have 
been seeking David for king over you, 8 and 
now, do it, for Jehovah hath spoken of David 
saying, By the hand of David my servant—to 
save My people Israel out of the hand of the 
Philistines, and out of the hand of all their 
enemies.’ 

19 And Abner speaketh also m the ears of 
Benjamin, and Abner goeth also to speak in 
the ears of. David in Hebron all that is good in 
the eyes of Israel, and in the eyes of all the 
house of Benjamin, “and Abuer cometh in 
unto David, to Hebron, and with him twenty 
men, and David maketh for Abner, and for 
the men who are with him, a banquet. 

“1 And Abner saith unto David, ‘1 arise, 
and go, and gather unto my lord the king the 
whole of Israel, and they make with thee a 
eovenant, and thon hast reigned over all tnat 
thy soul desireth;’ and David sendeth away 
Abner, and he goeth in peace.

27 And Abner turneth back to Hebron, and 
Joab turneth him aside unto the midst of the 
vate to speak with him quietly, and smiteth 
him there in the fifth »is—and he dieth—for 
the blood of Asahel his brother.

‘Jehovah hath blessed the house of Obed- 
Edom, and all that he hath, beeause of the 
ark of God;’ and David goeth and brinceth 
wp the ark of God from the house of Ohed- 
Edom to the city of David with joy. *5 And 
it cometh to pass, when those bearing the ark 
of Jehovah have stepped six steps, that he 
sacrificeth an ox and a fatling. 

14And David is cdaneing with all strength 
before Jehovah, and David is girded with a 
linen ephod, ! and David and all the house of 
Israel are bringing up the ark of Jehovah with 
shouting, and with the voice of a trumpet, 
16 andit hath come to pass, the ark of Jehovah 
hath come in to the city of David, and Michal 
daughter of Saul, hath looked through the 
window, and seeth king David moving and 
dancing before Jehovah, and despiseth him in 
her heart. 

7 And they bring in the ark of Jehovah, and 
set it up in its place, in the midst of the tent 
which David hath spread out for it, and David 
eauseth to ascend burnt-offerings before Je- 
hovah, and peacc-offerings. ; 

18 And David finisheth from causing to as- 
cend the burnt-offering, and the peace-offer- 
ings, and hlesseth the people in the name of 
Jehovah of Hosts, 8 and he apportioneth to 
all the people, to all the multitude of Tsrael, 
from man even unto woman, to each, one 
cake of bread, and one peas S and one ashisha, 
and all the people go, each to his house. 

2 And David turneth back to bless his 
house, and Michal daughter of Saul goeth out 
to meet David, and saith, ‘How honourable 
to-day was the king of Israel, who was un- 
covered to-day before the eyes of the hand- 
maids of his servants, as one of the vain ones - 
is openly uncovered!’

4 And it cometh to pass in that night, that 
the word of Jehevah is unto Nathan, saying, 
5“Go, and thou hast said unto My servant, 
unto David, Thus said Jehovah, Dost thou 
build for Me a house for My dwelling im 
6 for I have.not dwelt in a house even from 
the day of My bringing up the sons of Israel 
out of Egypt, even unto this day, and am 
walking up and down in a tent and ina taber- 
nacle. 7 During all the time that I have walk- 
ed up and down among all the sons of [srael, 
a word have I spoken with one of the tribes of 
israel which I commanded to feed my people 
Israel, saying, ‘ Why have ye not built to Me 
a house of cedars? ®and now, thus dost thou 
say to My servant, to David: 

‘Thus said Jehovah of Hosts, I have 
taken thee from the comely place, from after 
the flock, to be leader over My people, over 
Israel ; 2and I am with thee whithersoever 
thou hast gone, and I cut off all thine enemies

*3* And who is as Th people, as Israel—one 
nation in the earth, whom God hath gone to 
redeem to Him for a people, and to make for 
Him a name—and to do ie you the greatness 
—even fearful things for Thy land, at the 
presence of Thy people, whom Thou hast 
redeemed to Thee out of Ezypt—among the 
nations and their gods? °+ Yea, Thou dost 
establish to Thee Thy people Israel, to Thee 
for a people unto the age, and Thou, Jehovah, 
hast been to them for God. 

25° And now, Jehovah God, the word which 
Thou hast spoken concerning Thy servant, 
and concerning his house, establish unto 
the age, and do as Thou hast spoken; “and 
Thy Name is great unto the age, saying, Je- 
hovah of Hosts is God over Israel, and the 
house of Thy servant David is established 
before Thee, ” for Thou, Jehovah of Hosts, 
God of Israel, Thou hast uncovered the ear 
of Thy servant, saying, A house I build for 
thee, therefore hath Thy servant found his

5 And Aram of Damascus cometh to give 
help to Hadadezer king of Zobah, and David 
smiteth of Aram twenty and two thousand 
men; ®and David putteth garrisons in Aram 
of Damascus, and Aram is to David for a 
servant, bearing a present; and J chovah sav- 
eth David whithersoever he hath gone; 7and 
David taketh the shields of gold which were 
on the servants of Hadadezer, and bringeth 
them to Jerusalem; ®and from Betah, and 
from Berothai, cities of Hadadezer, hath king 
David taken very much brass. 

9And Toi king of Hamath heareth that 
David hath smitten all the force of Hadad- 
ezer, “and Toi sendeth Joram his son unto 
king David to ask of him of welfare, and to 
bless him, Ce ae he hath fought

against Hadadezer, and smiteth him, for a 
man of wars with Toi had Hadadezer been), 
and in his hand have been vessels of silver, 
and vessels of gold, and vessels of brass, 
Nalso then did king David sanctify to Jeho- 
yah, with the silver and the gold which he 
sanctified of all the nations which he subdued : 
“of Aram, and of Moab, and of the Bene- 
Ammon, and of the Philistines, and of Amalek, 
and of the shou of Hadadezer son of Rehob 
king of Zobah. 

13 And David maketh a name in his turning 
back from his smiting Aram in the valley of 
Salt—eighteen thonsand; Mand he putteth 
in Edom garrisons—in all Edom he hath put 
garrisons, and all Edom are servants to David; 
and Jehovah saveth David whithersoever he 
hath gone. 

15 And David reigneth over all Israel, and 
David is doing judgment and righteousness to 
all his people, and Joab son of Zeruiah is 
over the host, and Jehoshaphat son of Ahilnd 
is remembrancer, !’and Zadok son of Ahitub, 
and Ahimelech son of Abiathar, ave priests, 
and Seraiah is seribe, }8and Benaiah son of 
Jehoiada is over both the Cherethite and the 
Pelethite, and the sons of David have been 
ministers. 


IX. 1 AND David saith, ‘Is there yet any 
left to the house of Saul, and 1 do with him 
kindness because of Jonathan?’ ® And the 
house of Saul hath a servant, and his name 
is Ziba, and they call for him unto David, 
and the king saith unto him, ‘Art thon Ziba?’ 
and he saith, ‘Thy servant.’ 

3And the king saith, ‘Is there not yet a 
man to the house of Saul, and I do with him 
the kindness of God?’ And Ziba saith unto 
the king, ‘Jonathan hath yet a son—lame.’ 
4And the king saith to him, ‘Where is he?’ 
and Ziba saith unto the king, ‘ Lo, he és in 
the house of Machir, son of Ammiel, in Lo- 
Debar.’ 

5 And king David sendeth, and taketh him 
out of the house of Machir son of Ammiel, 
of Lo-Debar, and Mephibosheth son of Jona- 
than, son of Saul, cometh nnto David, and 
faHeth on his face, and doth obeisance, and 
David saith, ‘ Mephibosheth;’ and he saith, 
‘Lo, thy servant.’ 

7And David saith to him, ‘ Be not afraid; 
for I certainly do with thee kindness because 
of Jonathan thy father, and have given back 
to thee all the field of Saul thy father, and 
thou dost eat bread at my table contimually.’ 
8’ And he boweth himself, and saith, ‘Wha 
is thy servant, that thou hast turned unto the 
dead dog—such as I?’ 

9 And the king calleth unto Ziba servant of 
Saul, and saith unto him, ‘All that was to 


Saul and to all his house, I have given to the | 


son of thy lord, and thou hast served for 
him the land, thou and thy sons, and thy 
servants, and hast brought in, and there 
hath been to the son of thy lord bread, and 
he hath caten it; and Mepldbosheth son of 
thy lord doth eat continually bread at my 
table;’ and Ziba hath fifteen sons and twenty 
eervants. 

1 And Ziba saith oe king, ‘ Accord- 
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ing to all that my lord the king commandeth 
his servant, so doth thy servant;’ as to 
Mephibosheth, ‘he is eating at my table 
(sarth the altel as one of the sons of the king.’ 
12 And Mephibosheth hath a young son, and 
his name is Micah, and every one dwelling 
in the house of Ziba are servants to Mephi- 
bosheth. And Mephibosheth is dwelling 
in Jerusalem, for at the table of the king he 
is eating continually, and he is lame of his 
two feet. 


xX. IAND it cometh to pass afterwards 
that the king of the Bene-Ammon dieth, and 
Hanun his son reigneth in his stead, ? and 
David saith, ‘I do kindness with Hanun son 
of Nahash, as his father did with me kind- 
ness ;’ and David sendeth to comfort him by 
the hand of his servants concerning his father, 
and the servants of David come in to the land 
of the Bene-Ammon. - 

3 And the heads of the Bene-Ammon say 
unto Hanun their lord, ‘Is David honouring 
thy father in thine eyes becanse he hath sent 
to thee comforters? for to search the city, and 
to spy it, and to overthrowit, hath not David 
sent his servants unto thee?’ 

4 And Hanun taketh the servants of David 
and shaveth off the half of their beard, and 
entteth off their long robes in the midst— 
unto their buttocks, and sendeth them away; 
5 and they declare zé to David, and he sendeth 
to meet them, for the men have been greatly 
ashamed, and the king saith, ‘ Abide in Jeri- 
cho till your beard doth spring up—then ye 
have returned.’ 

6 And the Bene-Ammon see that they have 
been abhorred by David, and the Bene-Am- 
moun send and hire Aram of Beth-Rehob, and 
Aram of Zoba, twenty thonsand footmen, and

And the ser- 
vants of the king say unto the king, ‘ Accord- 
ing to all that my lord the king chooseth—lo, 
thy servants do.’ 
46 And the king goeth out, and all his house- 
hold at his feet, and the king leaveth ten wo- 
men—concubines—to keep the house. 2?’ And 
the king goeth out, and all the people at his 
feet, and they stand still at the farthest off 
house. 18 And al] his servants are passing on 
at his side, and all the Cherethite, and all the 
Pelethite, and allthe Gittites, six hundred men 
who came at his fect from Gath, are passing 
on at the front of the king. 
19 And the king saith unto Ittai the Gittite, 
‘Why dost thou go—thou also—with us? turn 
back—and abide with the king, for thou arta 
stranger, and also an exile thou—to thy place. 
Yesterday is thy coming in, and to-day I 
move thee to go with us, and I am goiny 
on that which | am going!—turn back, and 
take back thy brethren with thec,—-kindness 
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and truth.” *! And Tttai answereth the king 
and saith, ‘Jehovah liveth, and my lord the 
king liveth, surely in the place where my lord 
the king is—if for death, if forlife, surely there 
is thy servant.’ 

And David saith unto Ittai, ‘Go and pass 
over;’ and Ittai the Gittite passeth over, and 
all his men, and all the infants who ave with 
him, °3 And all the Jand are weeping—a great 
voice, and all the people are passing over; 
and the king is passing over through the 
brook Kidron, and all the people are passing 
over on the front of the way of the wilder- 
ness; “4 and lo, also Zadok, and all] the Levites 
with him, bearing the ark of the covenant of 
God, and they make the ark of God firm, and 
Abiathar goeth up, till the completion of all 
the people to pass over out of the city. 

*9 And the king saith to Zadok, ‘'Take back 
the ark of God to the city; if I find grace 
in the eyes of Jehovah, then He hath brought 
me back, and shewn me it and His habitation; 
*6 and if thus He say, I have not delighted in 
thee ; here am I, He doth to me as is good in 
His eyes.’ 

7 And the king saith unto Zadok the priest, 
“Art thou a seer? turn back to the city in 
peace, and Ahimaaz thy son, and Jonathan 
son of Abiathar, your two sons with you; 
“Ssee ye, [am tarrying in the plains of the wild- 
erness till the coming in of a word from you 
to declare to me.’ “And Zadok taketh back 
—and Abiathar—the ark of God to Jerusalem, 
and they abide there. 

39And David is going up in the ascent of 
the olives, going 1p and weeping, and he hath 
the head covered, and he is going barefooted, 
and all the people who are with him have 
covered each his head, and have gone up, go- 
ing up and weeping; *!and David declared, 
saying, ‘ Ahithophel isamong the conspirators 
with Absalom;’ and David saith, ‘Make 
foolish, I pray Thee, the counsel] of Ahitho- 
phel, O Jehovah.’ 

32 And it cometh to pass, David hath come 
unto the top, where he boweth himself to God, 
and lo, to meet him is Hushai the Archite, 
his coat rent, and earth on his head; 8 and 
David saith to him, ‘If thou hast passed on 
with me then thou hast been on me for a bur- 
den, #4and if to the city thou dost turn back, 
and hast said to Absalom, Thy servant Iam, O 
king; servant of thy father 1 am also hitherto, 
and now, I am also thy servant; then thou 
hast made void for me the counsel of Ahitho- 
phel; “and are there not with thee there Zadok 
and Abiathar the priests? and it hath been, 
the whole of the matter that thou hearest 
from the house of the king thou dost declare to 
Zadok and to Abiathar the priests. **Lo, there 
with them are their two sons, Ahimaaz to Za- 
dok, and Jonathan to Abiathar, and ye have 
sent by their hand unto me anything that ye 
hear.’ 37 And Hushai, David's friend, cometh 
in to the city, and Absalom cometh in to Jeru- 
salem. 


XVI. 1! AND David hath passed on a little 
from the top, and Jo, Ziba, servant of Me- 
phibosheth —to meet him, and a conple of 
asscs saddled, and ipa them two hundred

loaves, and a hundred brnches of raisins, 
and a hundred of swnmer-frnit, and a bottle 
of wine. 

2And the king saith unto Ziba, ‘ What— 
these to thee?’ and Ziba saith, ‘The asses for 
the household of the king to ride on, and the 
bread and the summer-fruit for the young 
men to eat, and the wine for the weaned to 
drink in the wilderness.’ 

3And the king saith, ‘And where is the 
son of thy lord?’ and Ziba saith unto the 
king, ‘Lo, he is abiding in Jerusalem, for he 
said, To-day do the house of Israel give back 
to me the kingdom of my father.’ 

4 And the king saith to Ziba, ‘Lo, thine ave 
all that Mephibosheth hath;’ and Ziba saith, 
‘) have bowed myself—I find grace in thine 
eyes, my lord, O king.’ 

5 And king David hath come in unto Bahu- 
rim, and lo, thence a man is coming out, of 
the family of the house of Saul, and his 
name ts Shimei, son of Gera, he cometh out, 
coming ont and reviling; “and he stoneth 
David with stones, and all the servants of 
king David, and all the people, and all the 
mighty men on his right and on his left. 

7And thus said Shimei in his reviling, ‘Go 
out, go out, O man of blood, and man of 
worthlessness! ® Jehovah hath turned back 
on thee all the blood of the house of Saul, in 
whose stead thou hast reigned, and Jehovah 
doth give the kingdom into the hand of Ab- 
salom thy son; and lo, thou art in thine evil, 
for a man of blood thou art.’ 

And Abishai son of Zeruiah saith nuto 
the king, ‘Why doth this dead dog revile my 
lord the king? let me pass over, I pray thee, 
and I turn aside his head.’ And the king 
saith, ‘What—to me and to you, O sons of 
Zeruiah? for—let him revile; even because 
Jehovah hath said to him, Revile David; and 
who saith, Wherefore hast Thou done so?’ 

N And David saith unto Abishai, and unto 
all his servants, ‘Lo, my son who came out 
of my bowels is seeking my life, and also 
surely now the Benjamite; leave him alone, 
and Jet him revile, for Jehovah hath said su 
to him; ?7it may be Jehovah doth look on 
mine afiliction, and Jehovah hath turned 
back to me good for his reviling this day.’ 

13 And David goeth with his men in the way, 
and Shimei is going at the side of the hill over- 
against him, going on, and he revileth, and 
stoneth with stones over-against him, and 
hath dusted with dust. ' And the king com- 
eth in, and all the people who ae with him, 
wearied, and they are refreshed there. °* 

15 And Absalom ani all the people, the men 
of Israel, have come in to Deiiealeit: and 
Ahithophel with him, !’and it cometh to pass, 
when Hushai the Archite, David’s friend, 
hath eome unto Absalom, that Hushai saith 
unto Absalom, ‘Let the king live! let the 
king live!’ 17 And Absalom saith unto, Hn- 
shai, ‘This thy kindness with thy friend! 
why hast thon not gone with thy friend ?’ 

1 And Hushai saith unto Absalom, ‘ Nay, 
for he whom Jehovah hath chosen, and this 
people, even all the men of Israel, his I am, 
and with him I abide; and secondly, for 
whom do I labour? is it not before his son? 
218 
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as I served before thy father so am 1 be- 
fore thee.’ 

“And Absalom saith unto Alithophel, 
‘Give for you counsel what we do.’ * And 
Ahithophel saith unto Absalom, ‘Go in unto 
the coneubines of thy father, whom he left to 
keep the house, and all Israe] hath heard 
that thon hast been abhorred by thy father, 
and the hands of all who are with thee have 
been strong.’ 

*2And they spread out for Absalom the 
tent on the roof, and Absalom goeth in unto 
the concubines of his father before the eyes 
of all Israel. * And the counsel of Ahitho- 
phel which he counselled in those days is as 
when one inquireth at the word of God; so is 
all the counsel of Ahithophel both to David 
and to Absalom. 


XVII. } AND Ahithophel said unto Ab- 
salom, ‘Let me choose, I pray thee, twelve 
thousand men, and I arise and pursue after 
David to-night, 2ard eome upon eee and he 
weary and feeble-nanded, and I have eaused 
him to tremble, and all the people have fled 
who are with him, and [ have smitten the 
king by himself, 3and I bring back all the 
people unto thee—as the tnrning back of the 
whole is the man whom thou art seeking—all 
the peopts are peace. 

4 And the thing is right in theeyes of Absa- 
lom, and in the eyes of all the elders of Israel. 
5 And Absalom saith, ‘Call, I pray thee, also 
for Hushai the Archite, and we hear what is 
in his mouth-—even he.’ 

6 And Hushai cometh in unto Absalom, and 
Absalom speaketh unto him, saying, ‘ Ac- 
cording to this word hath Ahithophel spoken ; 
do we do his word? if uot, thou—speak thou.’ 

7And Hushai saith unto Absalom, ‘Not 
good is the counsel that Ahithophel hath 
counselled at this time.’ SAnd Hushai saith, 
‘Thon hast known thy father and Ins men, 
that they are heroes, and they are bitter iu soul 
as a bereaved bear in a field, and thy father 
isa man of war, and doth not lodge with the 
people ; 29Jo, now, he is hidden in one of the 
pits, or in one of the places, and it hath been, 
at the falling among them at the ecommenee- 
ment, that the hearer hath heard, and said, 
There hath been a slanghter among the 
people who are after Absalom ; and he also, 
the son of valour, whose heart is as the heart 
of the lion, doth utterly melt, for all Israel 
doth know that thy father is a hero, and sons 
of valour ave thse with him. 

Nn *So that I have counselled: Let all 1s- 
rael be diligently gathered unto thee, from 
Dan even unto Beer-Sheba, as the sand that 
is by the sea for multitude, and thon thyself 
art going in the midst; )?and we have come 
in unto him in one of the places where he is 
found, and we are upon him as the dew fal- 
leth on the gronnd, and there hath not been 
left of him and of all the men who are with 
him even one. “And if unto a eity he is 
rathered, then they have eaused all Israel to 
ear unto that city ropes, and we have drawn 
it unto the brook till that there hath not 
been found there even a stone.’ 

4 And Absalom saith—and all the men of 
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Israel—‘ Better is the counsel of Hushai the 
Archite than the counsel of Ahithophel;’ and 
Jehovah willed to make void the good counsel 
of Ahithophel for the sake of Jehovah’s bring- 
ing unto Absalom the evil. 

5 And Hushai saith unto Zadok and unto 
Abiathar the priests, ‘Thus and thus hath 
Ahithophel counselled Absalom and the 
elders of Israel, and thus and thus I have 
counselled ; and now, send hastily, and 
declare to David, saying, Lodge not to-night 
in the plains of the wilderness, and also, 
certainly pass over, lest there be a swallowing 
up of the king and of all the people who are 
with him.’ 

7 And Jonathan and Ahimaaz are stand- 
ing at En-Rogel, and the maid-servant hath 
gone and declared to them—and they go and 
have declared it to king David—for they are 
not able to be seen to gointothecity. And 
a youth seeth them, and declareth to Absa- 
lom; and they go on both of them hastily, 
and come in unto the house of a man in 
Bahurim, and he hath a well in his court, 
and they go down there, and the woman 
taketh and spreadeth the covering over the 
face of the well, and spreadeth on it the 
ground corn, and the thing hath not been 
known. 

“0 And the servants of Absalom come in un- 
to the woman to the house, and say, ‘Where 
are Ahimaaz and Jonathan?’ and the woman 
saith to them, ‘They passed over the brook 
of water ;’ and they seek, and have not found, 
and turn back to Jerusalem. 

“1 And it cometh to pass, after their going 
on, that they come up out of the well, and go 
and declare to king David, and say unto Da- 
vid, ‘ Rise ye, and pass over hastily the waters, 
for thiuts hath Ahithophel counselled against 
you.’ *% And David riseth, and all the people 
who are with him, and they pass over the 
Jordan, till the light of the morning, till one 
hath not been lacking who hath not passed 
over the Jordan. 

23 And Ahithophel hath seen that his coun- 
sel was not done, and he saddleth the ass, 
and riseth and goeth unto his house, unto his 
city, and giveth charge unto his household, 
and strangleth himself, and dieth, and he is 
buried in the burying-place of his father. 

24 And David came to Mahanaim, and Ab- 
salom passed over the Jordan, he and all the 
men of Israel with him; and Amasa hath 
Absalom set instead of Joab over the host, 
and Amasa is a man’s son whose name is Ithra 
the Israelite who hath gone in unto Abigail, 
daughter of Nahash, sister of Zerniah, mother 
of Joab; **and Israel encampeth with Absa- 
Jom in the land of Gilead. a 

“7 And it cometh to pass at the coming in of 
David to Mahanaim, that Shobi, son of Na- 
hash, from Rabbah of the Bene-Ammon, and 
Machir son of Ammiel, from Lo-Debar, and 
Barzillai the Gileadite, from Rogelim, “8couch, 
and basin, and earthen vessel, and wheat, 
and barley, and flour, and roasted corn, and 
beans, and lentiles, and roasted pulse, “8 and 
honey, and butter, and sheep, and cheese of 
kine, have brought nigh for David, and for 
the people who are with him to eat for thev 
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said, ‘The people is hungry, and weary, and 
thirsty, in the wilderness.’ 


AVITT. }AND David inspecteth the peo- 
pe who are with him, and setteth over them 
reads of thousands and heads of hundreds, 
“and David sendeth the third of the people 
by the hand of Joab, and the third by ite 
hand of Abishai, son of Zeruiah, brother of 
Joab, and the third by the hand of Ittai the 
Gittite, and the king saith unto the people, 
‘I certainly go out—I also-—with you.’ 3 And 
the people say, ‘Thou dost not go out, for if 
we utterly fee, they do not set their heart 
upon us; andif half of us die, they do not 
set their heart unto us—for now like us are 
ten thousand ; and now, better that thou be 
to us from the city for an helper.’ 

4And the king saith unto them, ‘That 
which is good in your eyes [ do;’ and the

10 And one man seeth, and declareth to 
Joab, and saith, ‘Lo, I saw Absalom hanged 
in an oak.’ “And Joab saith to the man 
who is declaring it to him, ‘And lo, thou hast 
seen—and wherefore didst thou not smite him 
there to the earth—and on me to give to thee 
ten silverlings and one girdle?’ 

2? And the man saith unto Joab, ‘Yea, 
though I am weighing on my hand a thousand 
silverlings, I do not put forth my hand unto 
the son of the king; for in our ears hath the 
king charged thee, and Abishai, and Ittai, 
saying, Observe ye who is against the youth 
—against Absalom; or 1 had done against 
my soul a vain thing, and_ no matter 1s hid 
from the king, and thou—thou dost station 
thyself over-against.’ 

144 And Joab saith, ‘Not right—I tarry be- 
fore thee;’ and he taketh three darts in his 
hand, and striketh them into the heart of 
Absalom, while he is alive, in the midst 
of theoak. And they go rouna—ten youths 
bearing weapons of Joab—and smite Absalom, 
and put him to death. 

1% And Joab bloweth with a trumpet, and 
the people turneth back from pursuing after 
irdal, or Joab ere back the people 
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Wand they take Absalom and cast him in the 
forest unto the great pit, and set up over him 
a very great heap of stones, and all Isracl 
have tled—each to his tent. 

18 And Absalom hath taken, and setteth np 
for himself in his life, the standing-pillar 
that is in the king’s valley, for he said, ‘I 
have no son to canse my name to be remem- 
bered;’ and he calleth the standing-pillar by 
his own name, and it is ealled ‘The monu- 
ment of Absalom’ unto this day. 

19And Ahimaaz son of Zadok said, ‘ Let 
me run, [ pet thee, and I bear the king 
tidings, for Jehovah hath delivered him out 
of the hand of his enemies;’ "and Joab 
saith to him, ‘Thou art not a man of tidings 
this day, but thou hast borne tidings on 
another day, and this day thon dest not bear 
tidings, because the king’s son is dead.’ 

“1 And Joab saith to Cushi, ‘Go, declare to 
the king that which thou hast seen;’ and 
Cushi boweth himself to Joab, and runneth. 
* And Ahimaaz son of Zadok addeth again, 
and saith unto Joab, ‘And whatever it be, 
let me run, I pray thee, I also, after the 
Cushite.’ And Joab saith, ‘Why is this— 
thou art running, my son, and for thee there 
are no tidings found?’—*3 ‘ And, whatever it 
be, said he, let me run.’

*8 And Ahimaaz calleth and saith unto the 
king, ‘Peace;’ and he boweth himself to the 
king, on his face, to the earth, and saith, 
‘Blessed is Jehovah thy God who hath shut 
up the men who lifted up their hand against 
my lord the king.’ 

*9 And the king saith, ‘ Peace to the youth 
—to Absalom?’ And Ahimaaz saith, ‘ I saw 
the great multitude, at the sending away of 
the servant of the king, even thy servaut by 
Joab, and I have not known what i¢ is.’ 
30 And the king saith, ‘Turn round, station 


thyself here;’ and he turneth round and | 


standeth still. 

31 And lo, the Cushite hath come, and the 
Cushite saith, ‘Let tidings be Bmed 
my lord, O king; for Jehovah hath delivered 
thee to-day out of the hand of all those ris- 
ing up against thee.’ 3% And the king saith 
unto the Cushite, ‘Peace to the youth—to 
Absalom?’ And the Cushite saith, ‘ Let 
them be ~as the ae enemies of my

lerd the king, and all who have risen up 
against thee for evil.’ 

33 And the king trembleth, and goeth up on 
the upper chamber of the gate, and weepeth, 
and thus he hath said in his going, ‘My son! 
Absalom my son; my son Absalom; oh that 
I had died for thee, Absalom, my son, my 
son, 


XIX. !AND it is declared to Joah, ‘ Lo, 
the king is weeping and mourning for Ab- 
salom;’ 2and the salvation on that day be- 
cometh mourning to all the people, for the 
peour hath heard on that day, saying, ‘The 
sing hath been grieved for his son.’ 3 And 
the people stealeth away, on that day, to go 
in to the city, as the people steal away, who 
are Mie ed, in their fleeing in battle; 4and 
the king hath covered his face, yea, the king 
crieth—a lond voice—‘ My son Absalom, Ab- 
salom, my son, my sou.’ 

5 And Joab cometh in unto the king to the 
house, and saith, ‘Thou hast put to shame 
to-day the faces of all thy servants, those de- 
livering thy life to-day, and the life of thy

Gilgal, to go to meet the king, to bring the 
king over the Jordan, /® and Shimei son of 
Gera, the Benjamite, who is from Bahurim, 
hasteth, and cometh down with the men of 
Judah, to meet king David, ! and a thousand 
men are with him from Benjamin, and Ziba 
servant of the house of Saul, and his fifteen 
sons and his twenty servants with him, and 
they have gone prosperously over the Jordan 
before the king. 

18 And passed over hath the ferry-boat to 
carry over the household of the king, and to 
do that which is good in his eyes, and Shimei 
son of Gera hath fallen before the king in 
his passing over into Jordan, “and saith unto 
the king, ‘Let not my lord impute to me 
iniquity; neither do thou remember that 
which thy servant did perversely in the day 
that my lord the king went out from Jerusa- 
lem,—for the king to set ‘¢ unto his heart;

people, ‘Enough, now, cease thy hand;’ and 
the messenger of Jehovah was near the 
threshing-floor of Araunah the Jebusite. 

17 And David speaketh unto Jehovah, when 
he seeth the messenger who is smiting among 
the people, and saith, ‘Lo, I have sinned, 
yap, I have done perversely; and these— the 
flock—what have they done? Let, I pray 
Thee, Thy hand be on me, and on the house 
of my father.’ 

18 And Gad cometh in unto David on that 
day, and saith to him, ‘Go up, raise to Je- 
hovah an altar in the threshing-floor of Arau- 
nah the Jebusite;’ “and David goeth up, 
according to the word of Gad, as Jehovah 
commanded. 

*0 And Araunah looketh, and seeth the kin 
and his servants passing over unto him, an 
Araunah goeth out and boweth himself to 
the king—his face to the earth. *! And Arau- 
nah saith, ‘ Wherefore hath my lord the king 
come unto his servant?’ and David saith, 
‘To buy from thee the threshing-floor, to 
build an altar to Jehovah, and the plague is 
restrained from the people.’ 

2% And Araunah saith unto David, ‘ Let my 
lord the king take and cause to ascend that 
which is good in his eyes; see, the oxen 
for a burnt-offering, and the threshing instru- 
ments, and the instruments of the oxen, for 
wood;’ “the whole hath Araunah given, asa 
king to a king; and Araunah saith unto the 
king, ‘Jehovah thy God doth accept thee.’ 

*4 And the king saith unto Araunah, ‘Nay, 
for I do surely buy from thee for a price, 
and I do not cause to ascend to Jehovah m 
God burnt-offerings for nought;’ and Davi 
buyeth the threshing-floor and the oxen for 
ifty shekels of silver, and David buildeth 
there an altar to Jehovah, and causeth to 
ascend burnt-offerings and peace-offerings, 
and Jehovah is entreated for the land, and 
the plague is restrained from {srael., 
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FIRST BOOK OF KINGS. 


CHAP. 1.' AND king David is old, entering 
into days, and they cover him with garments, 
and he hath no heat, and his servants say 
to him, ‘ Let them seek for my lord the king 
& young woman, a virgin, and she hath stood 
before the king, and is to him a companion, 
and hath lain in thy bosom, and my lord the 
king hath heat.’ 

* And they seek a fair young woman im all 
the border of Israel, and find Abishag the 
Shunammite, and bring her in to the king, 
*and the young woman is very very fair, and 
she is to the king a companion, and serveth 
him, and the king hath not known her. 

§ And Adonijali son of Haggithis hfting him- 
self up, saying, ‘I do reign ;’ and he prepar- 
eth for himself a chariot and horsemen, and 
fifty men running before him, ° and his father 
hath not grieved him all his days, saying, 
‘Wherefore thus hast thou done?’ and he 
also ig of a very good form, and his mother 
bare him after Absalom. 

7And his words are with Joab son of Ze- 
rniah, and with Abiathar the priest, and they 
help after Adonijah ; *and Zadok the priest, 
and Benaiah son of Jehoiada, and Nathan 
the prophet, and Shimei, and Rei, and the 
mighty ones whom David hath, have not 
been with Adonijah. 

®*And Adonijah saerificeth sheep and oxen 
and fatlings near tlie stone of Zoheleth, 
that is by En-Rogel, and ealleth all his 
brethren, sons of the king, and for all the 
men of Judah, servants of the king; “and 
Nathan the prophet, and Benaiah, and the 
mighty ones, and Solomon his brother, he hath 
not ealled. 

4And Nathan speaketh unto Bath-Sheba, 
mother of Solomon, saying, ‘Hast thou not 
heard that Adonijah son of Haggith hath 
reigned, and our lord David hath not known? 
and now, come, let me counsel thee, I pray 
thee, and deliver thy life, and the life of thy son 
Solomon; 'go and enter in unto king David, 
and thou hast said unto him, Hast thou not, 
my lord, O king, sworn to thy handmaid, 
saying, Surely Solomon thy son doth reign 
after me, and he doth sit on my throne? and 
wherefore hath Adonijah reigned? * Lo, 
thou are yet speaking there with the king, 
and I come in after thee, and have eompleted 
thy words.’ 

'’And Bath-Sheba cometh in unto tlio king, 
to the inner ehamber, and the king is very 
aged, and Abishag the Shunamumite 1s serving 
the king; “and Bath-Sheba boweth and doth 
obeisanee to the king, and the king saith, 
‘What—to thee?’ 

“And she saith to him, ‘My lord, thou 
hast sworn by Jehovah thy God to thy hand- 
maid: Surely Solomon thy son doth reign 
after me, and he doth sit on my throne; 
“ond now, lo, Adonijah hath reigned, and 
now, my lord, O king, thou hast not known ; 
“and he saerifieeth ox, ot fatling, and sheep 


in abundanee, and ealleth for all the sons of 
the king, and for Abiathar the priest, and 
for Joab head of the host—and for Solomon 
thy servant he hath not called. *And thou, 
my lord, O king, the eyes of all Israel are on 
thee, to declare to them who doth sit on the 
throne of my lord the king after him; * and 
it hath been, when my lord the king lieth 
with his fathers, that I have been, I and my 
son Solomon—vreckoned sinners.’ 

“And lo, she is yet speaking with the king, 
and Nathan the prophet hath come in, 
and they declare to the king, saying, ‘ Lo, 
Nathan the prophet ;’ and he cometh in be- 
fore the king, and boweth himself to the king, 
on his face to the earth. 

*4And Nathan saith, ‘My lord, O king, 
thou hast said, Adonijah doth reign after me, 
and he doth sit on my throne; *for he hath 
gone down to-day, and doth saerifice ox, and 
fatling, and sheep, in abundanee, and calleth 
for all the sons of the king, and for the heads 
of the host, and for Abiathar the priest, and 
lo, they are eating and drinking before him, 
and they say, Let king Adonijah live! 

And for me—me, thy servant, and for 
Zadok the priest, and for Benaiah, son of Je- 
hoiada, and for Solomon ie servant, he hath 
not ealled; “if from my lord the king this 
thing hath been, then thou hast not caused 
thy servant to know who doth sit on the 
throne of my lord the king after him.’ 

* And king David answereth and saith, 
‘Call for me for Bathsheba;’ and she com- 
eth in before the king, and standeth before 
the king. ™And the king sweareth and 
saith, ‘Jehovah liveth, who hath redeemed 
my soul out of all adversity; “surely as I 
sware to thee by Jehovah, God of Israel, 
saying, Surely Solomon thy son doth reign 
after me, and he doth sit on my throne in 
my stead; surely so I do this day.’ “And 
Bath-Sheba boweth—faee to the earth—and 
doth obeisanee to the king, and saith, * Let 
my lord, king David, live to the age.’ 

2And king David saith, ‘Call for me for 
Zadok the priest, and for Nathan the prophet, 
and for Benaiah son of Jehoida;’ and they 
come in before the king. 

%And tho king saith to them, ‘Take with 
you the servants of your lord, and ye have 
eaused Solomon my son to ride on mine own 
mule, and caused him to go down unto Gihon, 
%and anointed him there hath Zadok the 
priest—and Nathan the prophet--for king 
over Israel, and ye have blown with a trumpet, 
and said, Let aid Solomon live; “and ye 
have come up after him, and he hath come in 
and hath sat on my throne, and he doth reign 
in my stead, and him I have appointed to be 
leader over Israel, and over Judah.’ 

%And Benaiah son of Jehoiada answereth 
the king, and saith, ‘Amen! so doth Jehovah, 
God of my lord the king, say; “as Jehovah 
hath been with my lord the king, so is He 


Solomon proclaimed king. 


with Solomon, and doth make his throne 
greater than the throne of my lord king 
David.’ 

38 And Zadok the priest goeth down, and 
Nathan the prophet, and Benaiah son af Je- 
hoiada, and the Cherethite, and the Pelethite, 
and they cause Solomon to ride on the mule 
of king David, and cause himto go unto Gihon, 
89and Zadok the priest taketh the horn of 
oil out of the tent, and anointeth Solomon, 
and they blow with a trumpet, and all the 
people say, ‘ Let king Solomon live.’ 4° And 
all the people come up after him, and the 
people are piping with pines and rejoicing— 
great joy, and the earth rendeth with their 
voice. 

4t1And Adonijah heareth, and all those call- 
ed, who are with him, and they have finished 
to eat, and Joab heareth the noise of the 
trumpet, and saith. ‘ Wherefore is the noise 
of the city roaring?’ 4? He is yet speaking, and 
lo, Jonathan son of Abiathar the priest hath 
come in, and Adonijah saith, ‘ Come in, for a 
man of valour thou art, and thou bearest good 
tidings.’ 

4% And Jonathan answereth and saith to 
Adonijah, ‘ Verily our lord king David hath 
caused Solomon to reign, *4 and the king send- 
eth with him Zadok the priest, and Nathan 
the prophet, and Benaiah son of Jehoiada, and 
the Cherethite, and the Pelethite, and they 
cause him to ride on the king’s mule, “ and 
they anoint him—Zadok the priest and Na- 
than the prophet—for king in Gihon, and are 
come up thence rejoicing, and the city is 
moved; it ts the noise that ye have heard. 

46* And also Solomon.hath sat on the throne 
of the kingdom, * and also the servants of the 
king have come into blessour lord king David, 
saying, Thy God doth make the name of 
Solomon better than thy name, and his throne 
sreater than thy throne; and the king boweth 
himself on the bed, 8and also thus hath the 
king said, Blessed is Jehovah, God of Israel, 
who hath given to-day one sitting on my throne, 
and mine eyes seeing.’ 

49 And the tremble, and rise—all those call- 
ed who are for Adonijah—and go, each on his 
way; °? and Adonijah feareth because of 
Solomon, and riseth, and goeth, and layeth 
hold on the horns of the altar. ®! And it is 
declared to Solomon, saying, ‘Lo, Adonijah 
feareth king Solomon, and lo, he hath laid 
hold on the horns of the altar, saying, Let 
king Solomon swear to me as to-day—he doth 
not put to death his servant by the sword.’ 

52’And Solomon saith, ‘If he becometh a 
virtuous man—there doth not fall of his hair 
to the earth, and if evil is found in him— 
then he hath died.” And king Solomon 
sendeth, and they bring him down from off 
the altar, and he cometh in and boweth him- 
self to king Solomon, and Solomon saith to 
him, ‘Go to thy house.’ 


If. !AND draw near do the days of David 
to die, and he chargeth Solomon his son, say- 
ing, >‘ {fam going in the way of all the earth, 
and thou hast been strong, and become a man, 

and kept the charge of Jehovah thy God, to 
walk in His ways, to keep His statutes, His 
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David's dying charges, 


commands, and His judeiments, and His testi- 
mouies, as it is written in the law of Moses, so 
that thou dost wisely all that thou dost, and 
whithersoever thou turnest, 480 that Jehovah 
doth establish His word which He spake unto 
me, saying, If thy sons observe their way 
to walk before Me in truth, with all their 
heart, and with all their soul; saying, There 
is not cut off a man of thine from the throne 
of Israel. 

5* And also, thou hast known that which he 
did to me—Joab son of Zeruiah—that which 
he did to two heads of the hosts of Isracl, 
to Abner son of Ner, and to Amasa son of 
Jether—that he slayeth them, and maketh the 
blood of war in peace, and putteth the blood 
of war in his girdle, that is on his loins, and 
in his sandals that are on his feet; § and 
thou hast done according to thy wisdom, 
and dost not let his old age go down in peace 
to Sheol. 

7 * And to the sons of Barzillai the Gileadite 
thou dost do kindness, and they have been 
among those eating at thy table, for so they 
drew near unto me in my fleeing from the face 
of Absalom thy brother. 

8* And lo, with thee is Shimei son of Gera, 
the Benjamite of Bahurim, and he reviled me— 
a grievous reviling—in the day of my going to 
Mahanaim; and he hath come down to meet 
me at the Jordan, and I swear to him by Je- 
hovah, saying, I do not put thee to death by 
the sword; %and now, acquit him not, for a 
wise man thou art, and thou hast known that 
which thou dost to him, and hast brought 
down his old age with blood to Sheol.’ 

10 And David licth down with his fathers, 
and is buried in the city of David, “and the 
days that David hath reigned over Israel are 
forty years, in Hebron he hath reigned seven 
years, and in Jerusalem he hath reigned thirty 
and three years. 

12 And Solomon hath sat on the throne of 
David his father, and his kingdom is estab- 
lished greatly, 3 and Adonijah son of Haggith 
cometh in unto Bath-Sheba, mother of Solo- 
mon, and she saith, ‘Is thy coming peace?’ 
and he saith, ‘Peace.’ !4And he saith, ‘I 
have a word unto thee,’ and she saith, 
: Speak.’ : 

18 And he saith, ‘ Thou hast known that the 
kingdom was mine, and towards me set their 
faces had all Israel for reigning, and the king- 
dom is turned round about, andismy brother’s, 
for from Jehovah it was his; !®and now, one 
petition I am asking of thee—turn not back 
my face;’ and she saith unto him, ‘ Speak.’ 

17 And he saith, ‘Speak, I pray thee, to 

Solomon the king, for he doth not turn back 
thy face, and he doth give to me Abishag the 
Shunammite for a wife.’ !®And Bath-Sheba 
a ‘Good; I do speak for thee unto the 
cing. 
Bad Bath-Sheba cometh in unto king 
Solomon to speak to him for Adonijah, and 
the king riseth to meet her, and boweth him- 
self to her, and sitteth on his throne, and 
placeth a throne for the mother of the king, 
and she sitteth at his right hand. 

20 And she saith, ‘One small petition I ask 
of thee, turn not back my face 3’? and the king 
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Beath of Adonijah and Joab. 


saith to her, ‘Ask, my mother, for I do not 
turn back thy face.’ *! And she saith, ‘ Let 
Abishag the Shunammite be given te Aden- 
ijah thy brother for a wife.’ 

22. And king Solomon answereth and saith 
to his mother, ‘And why art thou asking Abi- 
shag the Shunammite for Adonijah? also ask 
for him the kingdom—for he 2s mine elder 
brother—even for him, and for Abiathar the 
priest, and for Joab son of Zeruiah.’ 

°3 And king Sclomon sweareth by Jchovah, 
saying, ‘Thus doth Ged to me, and thus He 
doth add—surely against his soul hath Adon- 
ijah spoken this word; “and now, Jehovah 
hveth, who hath established me, and causeth 
me to sit on the throne of David my father, 
and who hath made for me an house as He 
spake—surely to-day is Adonijah put to death.’ 
2> And king Solomon sendeth by the hand of 
Benaiah son of Jehoiada, and he falleth upon 
him, and he dieth. 

26 And to Abiathar the priest said the king, 
‘To Anathoth go, unto thy fields; for a man 
of death thon art, but in this oey I do not 
put thee to death, because thou hast borne 
the ark of the Lord Jehovah before David 
a father, and because thou wast afflicted in 
all that my father was afflicted in.’ *” And So- 
lomon casteth out Abiathar from being priest 
to Jehovah, to fulfil the word of Jehovah 
which He spake concerning the house of Eli 
in Shiloh. 

£8 And the report hath come unto Joab—for 
Joab hath turned aside after Adonijah, though 
after Absalom he did not turn aside — and 
Joab tleeth unto the tent of Jehovah, and 
layeth hold on the horns of the altar. 

*9 And it is declared to king Solomon that 
Joal hath fled unto the tent of Jehovah, and 
lo, near the altar; and Solomon sendeth Ben- 
aiah sou of Jehoiada, saying, ‘Go, fall upon 
him.’ 3° And Benaiah cometh in unto the tent 
of Jehovah, and saith unto him, ‘ Thus said 
the king, Come out ;’ and he saith, ‘Nay, but 
here I die.’ And Benaiah bringeth back the 
king word, saying, ‘Thus spake Joab, yea, 
thus he answered me.’ 

31 And the king saith to him, ‘Do as he 
hath spoken, and fall upon him, and thou 
hast buried him, and turned aside the cause- 
less bleod which Joab shed, frem off me, and 
from off the house of my father; 3° and Jcho- 
vah hath turned back his blood on his own 
head, who hath fallen on two men_ more 
righteous and better than he, and slayeth 
them with the sword,—and my father David 
knew not—Abner son of Ner, head of the 
host of Israel, and Amasa son of Jether, head 
of the host of Judali; yea, turned back hath 
their blood on the head of Joab, and on the 
head of his seed to the age; and for David, 
and for his seed, and for his house, and for 
his throne, there is peace unto the age, from 
Jehovah.’ 

34 And Benaiah son of Jehoiada goeth up 
and falleth upon him, and putteth him to 
death, and he is buried in his ewn house in 
the wilderness, ®and the king putteth Ben- 
aiali son of Jehoiada in his stead ever the host, 
end Zadok the priest hath the king put in the 
stead of Abiathar.

lished before Jehovah unto the age.’ “And 
the king chargeth Benaiah son of Jehoiada, 
and he goeth out and falleth on him, and he 
dieth, and the kingdom is established in the 
hand of Solomon. 


Ill. } AND Solomon joineth in marriage 
with Pharaoh king of Egypt, and taketh the 
daughter of Pharaoh, and bringeth her in un- 
to the city of David, till he ecompleteth to 
build his own heuse, and the house of Jeho- 
vah, and the wall of Jerusalem round about. 
2 Only, the people are sacrificing in high places, 
for there hath not been bwilt a house for the 
name of Jehovah till those days.

and Beth-Shemesh, and Elon-Beth-Hanan. 

10 Ben-Hesed 7s in Aruboth, hath Sochoh 
and all the land of Hepher; ! Ben-A binadab 
hath all the elevation otf Dor, Taphath daugh- 
ter of Solomon became his wife. 

1% Baana Ben-Ahilud hath Taanach and 
Megiddo, and all Beth-Shean, which is by 
Zartanah beneath Jezreel, from Beth-Shean 
unto Abel-Meholah, unto beyond Jokneam. 

13 Ben-Geber, in Ramoth-Gilead, hath the 
small towns of Jair son of Manasseh, which 
arein Gilead; he hath a portion of Argob that 
isin Bashan, sixty great cities with wall and 
brazen bar. 

14 Ahinadab son of Iddo hath Mahanaim. 

15 Ahimaaz is in Naphtah; he also hath 
uaen Basemath daughter of Solomon for a 


e. 

16Baanah Ben-Hushai is in Asher, and in 
Aloth. 

1? Jehoshaphat Ben-Paruah is in Issachar. 

18 Shimei Ben-Elah is in Benjamin. 

19Geber Ben-Uri is in the land of Gilead, 
the land of Sihon king of the Amorite, an 
of Og king of Bashan: and one officer who is 
in the land. 

20 Judah and Israel ave many, as the sand 
that ts by the sea for multitude, eating and 
drinking and rejoicing. °! And Solomon hath 
been ruling over all the kingdoms, from the 
River to the land of the Philistines and unto 
the border of Egypt: they are bringing nigh a 
preeen and serving Solomon, all days of his 


e. 

_ *% And the provision of Solomon tor one day 
is thirty cors of flour, and sixty cors of meal; 
3 ten fat oxen, and tweuty feeding oxen, and 
a hundred sheep, apart from hart, and roe, and 
fallow-deer, and fatted beasts of the stalls, 
*4for he is ruling over all beyond the river, 
from Tiphsah and unto Gaza, over all the 
kings beyond the nvGgne he hath peace from 


Solomon’s wide-spread fame. 


all his servants round about. *% And Judah 
dwelleth—and Israe]—in confidence, each un- 
der his vine, and under his fig-tree, from 
Dan even unto Beer-Sheba, all the days of 
Solomon. 

* And Solomon hath forty thousand stalls 
of horses for his chariots, and twelve thou- 
sand horsemen. 

‘7 And these officers have sustained king 
Solomon and every one drawing near unto 
the table of king Solomon, each iz his month; 
they let nothing be lacking. “And the bar- 
ley and the straw, for horses and for drome- 
daries, they bring in unto the place where they 
are, each according to his ordinance. 

*% And God giveth wisdom to Solomon, and 
understanding, very much, and breadth of 
heart, as the sand that is on the edge of the 
sea; 30 and the wisdom of Solomon is greater 
than the wisdom of any of the sons of the east, 
and than all the wisdom of Egypt; *!and he 
is wiser than all men, than Ethan the Ezra- 
hite, and Heman, and Chalcol, and Darda, sons 
of Mahol, and his name is in all the nations 
round about. 

32 And he speaketh three thousand similes, 
and his songs ave five, and the chief one; 
33 and he speaketh concerning the trees, from 
the cedar that is in Lebanon, even nnto the 
hyssop that is coming out in the wall, and he 
speaketh concerning the cattle, and concern- 
ing the fowl, and concerning the creeping 
things, and concerning the fishes, *4and there 
come out of all the peoples to hear the wisdom 
of Solomon, from all kings of the earth who 
have heard of his wisdom. 


V. 1 AND Hiram king of Tyre sendeth his 
servants unto Solomon, for he heard that 
they had anointed him for king instead of his 
father, for Hiram was a lover of David all the 
days; 2and Solomon sendeth unto Hiram, 
saying, 3 ‘Thou hast known David my father, 
that he hath not beeu able to build a house to 
the name of Jehovah his God, because of the 
wars that have been round about him, till 
4 oa. putting them under the soles of his 

eet. 

4*And now, Jehovah my God hath given 
rest tome round about, there is no adversary 
nor evil occurrence, 5and lo, Iam saying to 
build a house to the name of Jehovah my God, 
as Jehovah spake unto David my father, say- 
ing, Thy son whom I appoint in thy stead on 
thy throne, he doth build the house for My 
name. 

§* And now, command, and they cut down 
for me cedars out of Lebanon, and my ser- 
vants are with thy servants, and the hire of 
thy servants I give to thee according to all 
that thou sayest, for thou hast known that 
there is not among us a man acquainted with 
cutting wood, like the Sidonians.’ 

7 And it cometh to pass at Hiram’s hearing 
the words of Sdlomon, that he rejoiceth ex- 
ceedingly, and saith, ‘ Blessed is Jehovah to- 
day, who hath given to David a wise son over 
this numerous people.’ 

8 And Hiram sendeth unto Solomon, saying, 
‘1 have heard that which thou hast sent unto 
me, | do all thy desire pene cedar-wood, 
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and fir-wood, ®my servants bring down from 
Lebanon to the sea, and I make them floats 
in the sea unto the place that thou sendest un- 
to me, and I have spread them out there; and 
thou dost take them up, and thou dost execute 
my desire, to give the food of my house.’ 

°And Hiram is giving to Solomon cedar- 
trees, and fir-trees, all his desire, 11 and Solo- 
mon hath given to Hiram twenty thousand 
cors of wheat, food for his house, and twenty 
cors of beaten oil; thus doth Solomon give to 
Hiram year by year. 

12 And Jehovah hath given wisdom to Solo- 
mon as He spake to him, and there is peace 
between Hiram and Solomon, and they make 
a covenant both of them. 

13 And king Solomon lifteth up a tribute out 
of all Israel, and the tribute is thirty thou- 
sand men, and he sendeth them to Lebanon, 
ten thousand a month, by changes, a month 
they are in Lebanon, two months in their own 
house; and Adoniram is over the tribute. 

1 And king Solomon hath seventy thousand 
bearing burdens, and eighty thousand hewing 
in the mountain, ‘apart from the heads of 
the officers of Solomon, who are over the 
work, three thousand and three hundred, 
those ruling over the people who are working 
in the business. 

17 And the king commandeth, and they bring 
creat stones, precious stone, to lay the foun- 
dation of the house, hewn stones; 8 and the 
builders of Solomon, and the builders of 
Hiram, and the Giblites hew, and prepare tne 
wood and the stones to build the house. 


VI. J} AND it cometh to pass, in the four 
hundred and eightieth year of the going out of 
the sons of Israel from the land of Egypt, in 
the fourth year—iu the month of Zif, 1t ts the 
second month—of the reigning of Solomon 
ener Israel, that he bnildeth the house for Je- 


ovah. 

2As to the house that king Solomon hath 
built for Jehovah, sixty cubitsis its length, 
and twenty its breadth, and thirty cubits its 
height. 3 As to the porch on the front of the 
temple of the house, twenty cubits is its 
length on the front of the breadth of the 
house; ten by the cubit ts its breadth on the 
front of the house; 4and he maketh for the 
house windows of narrow lights. 

5 And he buildeth against the wall of the 
house a couch round about, even the walls of 
the house round about, of the temple and of 
the oracle, and maketh sides round about. 
6The lowest_couch, five by the enbit is its 
breadth; and the middle, six by the eubit is 
its breadth; and the third, seven by the eubit 
is its breadth, for withdrawings he hath put 
to the house round about, without—uot to lay 
hold on the walls of the house. 

7 And the house, in its being built, of per- 
fect stone pant thither hath been built, and 
hammer, and the axe—any instrument of iron 
—was not heard in the house, in its being 
built. ; 

8The opening of the middle side ts at the 
right shoulder of the house, and with wind- 
ings they go up on the middle one, and from 
the middle one unto the third. *»And he

buildeth the house, and completeth it, and 
covereth the house with beams and rows of 
cedars. 1°And he buildeth the couch against 
all the house, five cubits 7s its height, and it 
taketh hold of the house by cedar-wood. 

1 And the word of Jehovah is unto Solo- 
mon, saying, 12‘This house that thou art 
building—if thou dost walk in My statutes, 
and My judgments dost do, yea, hast done 
all My commands, to walk in them, then I 
have established My word with thee, which 
I spake unto David thy father, “and have 
tabernacled in the midst of the sons of Israel, 
and do not forsake My people Israel.’ 

144And Solomon buildeth the house and 
completeth it; and he buildeth the walls 
of the house within with beams of cedar, 
from the floor of the house unto the walls of 
the ceiling; he hath overlaia with wood the 
inside, and. covereth the floor of the house 
with ribs of fir. 146And he buildeth the 
twenty cubits on the sides of the house with 
ribs of cedar, from the floor unto the walls; 
and he buildeth for it within, for the oracle, 
for the ae of holies. 17 And forty by the 
cubit was the house, it is the temple before 
it. 18And the cedar for the house within is 
carvings of knobs and openings of flowers; 
the whole is cedar, there is not a stone seen. 

19 And the oracle in the midst of the house 
within he hath eae to put there the ark 
of the covenant of Jehovah. 2? And before 
the oracle is twenty cubits in length, and 
twenty cubits in breadth, and twenty cubits 
is tts height; and he overlayeth it with 
gold refined, and overlayeth the altar with 
cedar. *! And Solomon overlayeth the house 
within with gold refined, and causeth it to 
pass over in chains of gold before the oracle, 
and pe yes it with gold. “And the 
whole of the house he hath overlaid with 
gold, till the completion of all the house; 
and the whole of the altar that the oracle 
hath, he hath overlaid with gold. 

*3And he maketh within the oracle two 
cherubs, of the oil-tree, ten cubits is their 
height; *4and five cubits is the one wing of the 
cherub, and five cubits the second wing of 
the cherub, ten cubits from the ends of its 
wings even unto the ends of its wings; * and 
‘ten by the cubit is the second cherub, one 
measure and one form are to the two cherubs, 
*6 the height of the one cherub is ten by the 
cubit, and so is the second cherub; * and he 
setteth the cherubs in the midst of the inner 
house, and they spread out the wings of the 
cherubs, and a wing of the one cometh 
against the wall, and a wing of the second 
cherub is coming against the second wall, 
and their wings are unto the midst of the 
house, coming wing against wing; *%and he 
overlayeth the cherubs with gold, % and all 
the walls of the house round about he hath 
carved with openings of carvings, cherubs, 
and palm trees, and openings of flowers, 
within and without. 

30 And the floor of the house he hath over- 
laid with gold, within and without; *' as to 
the opening of the oracle, he made doors of 
the oil-tree; the lintel, sideposts, a fifth. 
32 And the two doors are of the oil-tree, and 
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he hath carved upon them carvings of che- 
rubs, and palm-trees, and openings of flowers, 
and overlaid with gold; and he causeth the 
gold to go down on the cherubs and on the 
palm-trees. * And so he hath made for the 
opening of the temple, side-posts of the oil- 
tree, from the fourth. * And the two doors 
are of fir-tree, the two sides of the one door 
are revolving, and the two hangings of the 
second door are revolving. And he hath 
carved cherubs, and palms, and openings of 
flowers, and overlaid with straightened gold 
the graved work. And he buildeth the 
inner court, three rows of hewn work, and a 
row of beams of cedar. 

37 1n the fourth year hath the house of 
Jehovah been founded, in the month Zif, 
38 and in the eleventh year, in the month Bul 
—that is the eighth month—hath the house 
been finished in all its matters, and in all its 
ordinances, and he buildeth it seven years. 


VII. } AND his own house hath Solomon 
built thirteen years, and he finisheth all his 
house. *And he buildeth the house of the 
forest of Lebanon; a hundred cubits is its 
lenzth, and fifty cubits its breadth, and thirty 
cubits its height, on four rows of cedar pillars, 
and cedar-beams on the pillars; *and i is 
covered with cedar above, on the sides that 
are on the forty and five pillars, fifteen in 
the row. *+And windows are in three rows, 
and sight is over-against sight three times. 
5 And all the openings and the side-posts are 
square—windows; and sight is over-against 
sight three times. 

6 And the porch of the pillars hehath made; 
fifty cubits its length, and thirty cubits its 
breadth, and the porch is before them, and 
pillars and a thick place are before them. 

And the porch of the throne where he judg- 
eth—the porch of judgment—he hath made, 
and it is covered with cedar from the floor un- 
to the floor. 

8As to his house where he dwelleth, the 
other court is within the porch—as this work 
it hath been; and a house he maketh for the 
daughter of Pharaoh—whom Solomon hath 
taken—like this porch. 

9 All these are of precious stone, accord- 
ing to the measures of hewn work, sawn 
with a saw, within and without, even from 
the foundation unto the coping, and at the 
outside, unto the great court. !And the 
foundation is of precious stone, great stones, 
stones of ten cubits, and stones of eight 
cubits; and above ave precious stone, ac- 
cording to the measures of hewn work, and 
cedar; J2and the great court round about 
is three rows of hewn work, and a row 
of cedar-beams, even for the inner court of 
ae pence of Jehovah, and for the porch of 
the house. 

13 And king Solomon sendeth and taketh 
Hiram out of Tyre—he iz son of a woman, 
a widow, of the tribe of Naphtali, and his 
father a man of Tyre, a worker in brass, and 
heis filled with the wisdom and the understand- 
ing, and the knowledge to do all work in brass 
—and he cometh unto king Solomon, and 
doth all his work.

5 And he formeth the two pillars of brass ; 
eighteen cubits is the height of the one pil- 
lar, and acord of twelve cubits doth compass 
the second pillar. 16 And twe chapiters he 
hath made te put on the teps of the pillars, 
cast in brass; five cubits the height of the 
one chapiter, and five cubits the height of 
the second chapiter. 1” Nets of net-work, 
wreaths of chain-work are for the chapiters 
that are on the top of the pillars, seven for 
the one chapiter, and seven fer the second 
chapiter. 

18 And he maketh the pillars, and two rows 
round about on the one net-work, to cover 
the chapiters that ave on the top, with the 
pomegranates, and so he hath made for the 
second chapiter. 

19 And the chapiters that are on the tep 
of the pillars are of lily-work in the porch, 
four cubits ; “°and the chapiters on the two 
pillars also above, over-against the pretuber- 
ance that is beside the net; and the pome- 
granates are two hundred, 1n rows reund about 
on the second chapiter. 

21 And he raiseth up the pillars for the 
porch of the temple, and he raiseth up the 
right pillar, and calleth its name Jachin, and 
he raiseth up the left pillar, and calleth its 
name Boaz; ** and on the top of the pillars is 
lily-work; and the work of the pillars is 
completed. 

23 And he maketh the molten sea, ten by 
the cubit from its edge unte its edge; it is 
round all about, and five by the cubit is its 
height, and a line of thirty by the cubit doth 
compass it round about; **and knops be- 
neath its brim round about are compassing 
it, ten by the cubit, going round the sea 
round about; in two rows are the knoeps, cast 
in its being cast. *Itis standing on twelve 
oxen, three facing the north, and three facing 
the west, and threc facing the south, and 
three facing the east, and the sea is upon 
them above, and all their hinder parts ave 
inward. * And its thickness ts an_)and- 
breadth, and its edge as the work of the edge 
of a cup, flowers of lilies; two thousand baths 
it containeth. 

*7 And he maketh the ten bases of brass; 
four by the cubit is the length of the one 
base, and four by the cubit its breadth, and 
three by the cubit its height. * And this 
is the work of the base: they have borders, 
and the borders ae between the joiuings; 
*” and on the borders that are between the 
joinings are lions, oxen, and cherubs, and 
on the jeinings a base above, and beneath 
the lions and the oxen are additions—slop- 
ing work. 

30 And four wheels of brass are te the one 
base, and axles of brass; and its four corners 
have shoulders —under the laver ave the mol- 
ten shoulders, beside each addition. 31 And 
its mouth within the chapiter and above is 
by the cubit, and its mouth is reund, the 
work of the base, a cubit and half a cubit; 
and also on its mouth are carvings and their 
berders, square, not reund. * And the four 
wheels a7e under the borders, aud the spokes 
of the wheels are in the base, and the height 
of the one wheel is a ao and half a cuabit. 
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33 And the work of the wheels is as the work 
of the wheel of a chariot, their spokes, and 
their axles, and their felloes, and their naves; 
the whole is melten. 

34 And four shoulders are unte the four 
corners of the one base; out of the base are 
its shoulders. * And in the top of the base 
is the half of a cubit in the height all round 
about; and on the top of the base its spokes 
and its borders arc of the same. 3°And he 
openeth on the tablets of its spokes, and on 
its berders, cherubs, liens, and paim-trees, 
according to the void space of each, and addi- 
tiens round about. ° Thus he hath made the 
ten bases; one casting, one measure, one ferm, 
have Beey a 

38 And he maketh ten lavers of brass ; forty 
baths doth the one laver contain, four by the 
cubit is the one laver, one Javer on the one 
base is to the ten bases; *%and he putteth the 
five bases on the right side of the house, and 
five on the left side of the house, and the sea 
he hath put on the right side of the house, 
eastward—over-against the south. 

40 And Hiram maketh the lavers, and the 
shovels, and the bowls; and Hiram ye 
eth to do all the work that he made for cing 
Solomon, for the house of Jehovah; “ pillars 
two, and bewls of the chapiters that are on 
the top of the pillars two, and the nets two, 
te cover the two bowls of the chapiters that 
are on the top of the pillars ; 47 and the pome- 
granates four hundred for the two nets, two 
rews of pomcgranates for the one net, to 
cover the two bowls of the chapiters that 
are on the front of the pillars; “and the ten 
bases, and the ten lavers on the bases; “and 
the one sea, the twelve oxen under the sea, 
4 and the pots, and the shovels, and the bowls; 
and all these vessels, that Hiram hath made 
to king Solomon fox the house of Jehovah, are 
of brass—polished. 

46 Tn the circuit of the Jordan hath the king 
cast them, in the thick soil of the ground, 
between Succoth and Zarthan. 47 And Solo- 
mon placeth the whole of the vessels ; because 
of the very great abundance, the weight of 
the brass hath not been scarched out. 

48 And Solomon maketh all the vessels that 
are in the house of Jehovah: the altar of 
gold, and the table—on which is the bread of 
the Presence—of geld, and the candlesticks, 
five on the right, and five on the left, before 
the oracle, of refined gold, and the flowers, 
and the lamps, and the tongs, of gold, *°and 
the basins, and the snutfers, and the bowls 
and the spoons, and the censers, of refinec 
gold, and the hinges fer the doors of the in- 
ner-house, for the holy of holies, for the doors 
of the house of the temple, of gold. 

51 And it is complete—all the work that 
king Selomon hath made for the house of 
Jehovah, and Solomon bringeth 1n the sauc- 
tified things of David his father ; the silver, 
and the gold, and the vessels he hath put in 
the treasuries of the house of Jehovah. 


VII. 'LHEN doth Solomon assemble the 
elders of Israel, and all the heads of the 
tribes, princes of the fathers of the sons of 
Isracl, unto king Solomon, to Jerusalem, te 
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bring up the ark of the covenant of Jehovah 
from the city of David—it is Zion; °and all 
the men of Israel are assembled unto king 
Solomon, in the month of Ethanim, in the 
festival —is the seventh month. 3 And all 
the elders of Israel come in, and the priests 
lift up the ark, 4and bring up the ark of Je- 
hovah, and the tent of meeting, and all the 
holy vessels that are in the tent, yea, the 
priests and the Levites bring them up. 

5 And king Solomon and all the company 
of Israel who are met unto him are with him 
before the ark, sacrificing sheep and oxen, 
that are not counted nor numbered for mu- 
titude. 

6 And the priests bring in the ark of the 
covenant of Jehovah unto its place, unto the 
oracle of the house, unto the holy of holies, 
unto the place of the wings of the cherubs; 
7for the cherubs are spreading forth two 
wings unto the place of the ark, and the 
cherubs cover over the ark, and over its 
staves from above; 8and they lengthen the 
staves, and the heads of the staves are seen 
from the holy place on the front of the oracle, 
and are not seen without, and they are there 
unto this day. %® There is nothing in the ark, 
only the two tables of stone which Moses put 
there in Horeb, when Jehovah covenanted 
with the sons of Israc] in their going out of 
the land of Egypt. 

10 And it cometh to pass, in the going out 
of the priests from the holy place, that the 
cloud hath filled the house of Jehovah, "and 
the priests have not been able to stand to 
minister because of the cloud, for the hon- 
our of Jehovah hath filled the house of Je- 

ovah. 

122Then said Solomon, ‘Jehovah hath said 
to dwell in thick darkness; J have surely 
built a house of habitation for Thee; a fixed 
place for Thine gpicing to the ages.’ 14 And 
the king turneth round his face, and bless- 
eth the whole assembly of Israel; and all 
the assembly of Israel is stauding. 

1 And he saith, ‘Blessed is Jehovah, God 
of Israel, who spake by His mouth with Da- 
vid my father, and by His hand hath fulfilled 
it, saying, 16 From the day that I brought out 
My people,even Israel, from Egypt, I have not 
fiPedl on a city out of all the tribes of Israel, 
to build a house for My name being there ; 
and I fix on David to be over My people 
Israel. 

WV * And it is with the heart of David my 
father to build a house for the name of Je- 
hovah, God of Israel, and Jehovah saith 
unto David my father, Because that it hath 
been with thy heart to build a house for My 
name, thou hast done well that it hath been 
with thy heart; “only, thou dost not build 
the house, but thy son who is coming out 
from thy loins, he doth build the house for 


My name. 

** And Jehovah doth establish His word 
which He spake, and Iam risen up instead 
of David my father, and sit on the throne of 
Israel, as Jehovah spake, and build the house 
for the name of Jehovah, God of Israel, 4 and 
set there a place for the ark, where is the co- 
venant of Jehovah which He made with our 
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fathers in His bringing them out from the land 
of Ecypt.’ 

*2 And Solomon standeth before the altar 
of Jehovah, over-against all the assembly of 
Israel, and spreadeth his hands towards the 
heavens, “and saith. ‘Jehovah, God of Israel, 
there is not a God like Thee, in the heavens 
above, and on the earth beneath. keeping the 
covenant and the kindness for Thy servants, 
those walking before Thee with all their heart, 
*4who hast kept for Thy servant David my 
father that which Thon spakest to him; yea, 
Thou speakest with Thy mouth, and with 
Thy hand hast fulfilled it, as at this day. 

*? * And now, Jehovah, God of Israel, kee 
for Thy servant David my father that whic 
Thou spakest to him, saying, There is not eut 
off to thee a man from before Me, sitting on 
the throne of Israel—only, if thy sons watch 
their way, to walk before Me as thou hast 
walked before Me. 

_ 6° And now, OGodof Israel, let it be estab- 
lished, I pray Thee, Thy word which Thou 
hast spoken to Thy servant, David my father. 
7 But, is ittrue?—God dwelleth on the earth! 
lo, the heavens, and the heavens of the hea- 
vens do not contain Thee, how much less this 
house which I have builded! 

*6*'Then thou hast turned unto the prayer 
of Thy servant, and unto his supplication, O 
Jehovah my God, to hearken unto the cry and 
unto the prayer which Thy servant is praying 
before Thee to-day, for Thine eyes being 
open towards this house night and day, to- 
wards the place of which Thou hast said, My 
Name is there; to hearken unto the prayer 
bi ich Thy servaut prayeth towards this 
place. 

30 * Then Thou hast hearkened unto the a 
pcan of Thy servant, and of Thy people 

srael, which they pray towards this place; 
yea, Thou dost hearken in the Pe of Thy 
dwelling, in the heavens—and Thou hast 
hearkened, and hast forgiven, ®! that which 
a mau sinneth against his neighbour, and he 
hath lifted up upon him an oath to cause him 
to swear, and the oath hath come in before 
Thine altar in this house, **then Thou dost 
hear in the heavens, and hast done, and hast 
judged Thy servants, to declare wicked the 
wicked, to put his way on his head, and to de- 
clare righteous the righteous, to give him ac- 
cording to his rightcousness. 

33“In Thy people Israel being smitten be- 
fore au enemy, because they sin against Thee 
and they have turned back unto Thee, an 
have confessed Thy name, and prayed, and 
made supplication unto Thee in this house 
4 then Thou dost hear in the heavens, an 
hast forgiven the sin of Thy people Israel, and 
brought them back unto the ground that Thou 
gavest to their fathers. : 

35‘*In the heavens being restrained, and 
there is no rain, because they sin against Thee, 
aud they have prayed towards this place, and 
confessed Thy name, and from their sin turn 
back, for Thou dost afflict them, *6 then Thou 
dost hear in the heavens, and hast forgiven 
the sin of Thy servants, and of Thy people 
{srael, for Thou directest them the good 
way in which they Be, ag hast given rain on 
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Thy land which Thou hast given to Thy 
people for inheritance. 

37“ Famine—wheun it is in the land; pesti- 
lence—when it is; blasting, mildew, locust ; 
caterpillar—when it is; when its enemy hath 
distressed it in the land in its gates, any 
plague, any sickness,—*8 any prayer, any sup- 

lication that 7s of any man of a Thy people 

srael, who know each the plague of his own 
heart, and hath spread his hands towards this 
house, 9 then Thou dost hear in the heavens, 
the settled place of Thy dwelling, and hest 
forgiven, and hast done, and bast given to 
each according to all his ways, whose heart 
Thou knowest, (for Thou hast known—Thy- 
self alone—the heart of all the sons of man), 
“so that they fear Thee all the days that they 
are living on the face of the ground that Thou 
hast given to our fathers. 

41 “ And also, unto the stranger who is not 
of Thy people Israel, and hath come from a 
land afar off for Thy name’s sake—** (for they 
hear of Thy great name, and of Thy strong 
hand, and of Thy stretched-out arm)—and he 
hath come in and prayed towards this house 
*3'Thou dost hear 1n the heavens, the settle 
place of Thy dwelling, and hast done accord- 
ing to all that the stranger calleth unto Thee 
for, in order that all the peoples of the earth 
may know Thy name, to fear Thee like Thy 
peo le Israel, and to know that Thy name 
ath been called on this house which I have 
bailded. 

44 “When Thy people doth go out to battle 
against its enemy, in the way that Thou dost 
send them, and they have prayed unto Je- 
novah the way of the city which thou hast 
fixed on, and of the house which I have 
builded for Thy name; “then Thou hast 
heard in the heavens their prayer and their 
supplication, and hast maintained their cause, 

4 “When they sin against Thee (fo1 there is 
not a man who sinneth not), and Thou hast 
been angry with them, and hast given them 
up before an enemy, and they have taken 
captive their captivity unto the land of the 
enemy far off or near; 47 and they have turned 
#t back unto their heart in the land whither 
they have been taken captive, and have 
turned back, and made supplication unto 
Thee, in the land of their captors, saying, 
We have sinned and dene perversely—we 
have done wickedly; # yea, they have turned 
back unto Thee, with all their heart, and 
with all their soul, in the land of their ene- 
mies who have taken them captive, and have 
prayed unto Thee the way of their land, 
which Thou gavest to their fathers, the city 
which Thou hast chosen, and the house which 
I have builded fer Thy name: 

_”*Then Thow hast heard in the heavens, 
tne settled place of Thy dwelling, their prayer 
and their supplication, and hast maintained 
their cause, and hast forgiven Thy people 
who have sinned against Thee, even al their 
transgressions which they have transgressed | 
against Thee, aud hast given them mercies | 
before their captors, and they have had 
mercy on them ~*! (for Thy people and Thy 
inheritance are they, whom Thou didst bring 
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of iron)—*for Thine eyes being open unto 
the supplication of Thy servant, and unto 
the supplication of Thy yecople Israel, to 
hearken unto them in all they call unto 
Thee for; *3 for Thou hast separated them 
to Thyself for an inheritance, out of all the 
peoples of the earth, as Thou didst speak 

y the hand of Moses Thy servant, in Thy 

bringing out our fathers from Egypt, O Lord 
Jehovah.’ 
_ *4 And it cometh to_pass, at Seloruon’s fin- 
ishing to pray unto Jehovah all this prayer 
and supplication, he hath risen from before 
the altar of Jehovah, from bending on his 
knees, and his hands spread out to the hea- 
vens, "and he standeth and blesseth all the 
assembly of Israel with a loud voice, saying, 
6 * Blessed is Jenovah who hath given rest to 
His people Israel, according to all that He 
hath ye en; there hath not fallen one word 
of all His good word, which He spake by the 
hand of Moses his servant. 

57 * Jehovah our God is with us as He hath 
been with our fathers; He doth not forsake 
us nor leave us; 8to incline our heart unto 
Himself, to walk in all His ways, and to keep 
His commands, and His statutes, and His 
judgments, which He commanded our fa- 
thers; *2and these my words with which I 
have made supplication before Jehovah, are 
near unto Jehovah our God by day and by 
night, to maintain the cause of His servant, 
and the cause of His peo Israel, the matter 
of a dav in its day; ®for all the peoples of 
the earth knowing that Jehovah, He is God; 
there is none else; ®!and your heart hath 
been perfect with Jehovah our God, to walk 
in His statutes, and to keep His commands, 
as at this day.’ 

62 And the king and all Israel with bim are 
sacrificing a sacrifice before Jehovah; and 
Solomon sacrificeth the sacrifice of pcace- 
offerings, which he hath sacrificed to Jehovah, 
oxen, twenty and two thonsand, and sheep, a 


hundred and twenty thousand; and the king 
and all the sons of Israel dedicate the house 
of Jehovah 


64On that day hath the king sanctified tho 
middle of the court that is before the house 
ef Jehovah, for he hath made there the 
burnt-offering, and the present, and the fat 
of the peace-offerings; for the altar of brass 
that is before Johevah is too little to contain 
the burnt-offering, and the present, and the 
fat of the peace-otferings. 

65 And Solomon maketh, at that time, the 
festival—and all Israel with him, a great 
assembly from the entering in of Hamath 
unte the brook of Egypt—before Jehovah 
our God, seven days and seven days; fourteen 
days. On the eighth day he hath sent the 
people away, and they bless the king, and go 
to their teuts, rejoicing and glad of heart for 
all the geod that Jehovah hath done to David 


‘His servant, and to Israel His people. 


LX. 1} AND it cometh to pass, at Solomon’s 
finishing to build the house of Jehovah, and 
the house of the king, and all the desire of 
Selomon that he delighted to do, *that Je- 


out of Egypt, out of ie wmidst of the furnace | hovah appcareth unto Solomon a second 
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time, as He appeared unto him in Gibeon, 
3and Jehovah saith unto him, ‘I have heard 
thy prayer and thy een with which 
thon hast made eycanon before Me; I 
have hallowed this house that thou hast 
built to put My name there—unto the age, 
and Mine eyes and My heart have been there 
all the days. 

4* And thou—if thou dost walk before Me 
as David thy father walked, in simplicity of 
heart, and in uprightness, to do according to 
all that I have commanded thee—My statutes 
and My judgments thou dost keep— then I 
have established the throne of thy kingdom 
over Israel—to the age, as I spake unto 
David thy father, saying, There is not cut off 
to thee a man from being on the throne of 
Israel. 

6 ‘Tf ye at all turn back—you and your sons 
—from after Me, and keep not My commands 
—My statutes, that I have set before you, 
and ye have gone and served other gods, and 
bowed yourselves to them, -’ then I have cut 
off Israel from the face of the ground that 
[ have ence to them, and the house that I 
have hallowed for My name I send away from 
My presence, and Israel hath been for a simile 
and for a bye-word among all the peoples; 8 as 
to this house, that is high, every one passing 
by it is astonished, and hath hissed, and they 
have said, Wherefore hath Jehovah done thus 
to this land and to this house? and they have 
said, Because that they have forsaken Jeho- 
vah their God, who brought out their fathers 
from the land of Eeynt, and they lay hold on 
other gods, and bow themselves to them, and 
serve them; therefore hath Jehovah brought 
in upon them all this evil.’ 

And it cometh to pass, at the end of 
twenty years, that Solomon hath built the 
two houses, the house of Jehovah, and the 
house of the king. ™ Hiram king of Tyre 
hath assisted Solomon with cedar-trees, and 
with fir-trees, and with gold, according to all 
his desire; then doth king Solomon give to 
Hiram twenty cities in the land of Galilee. 

12 And Hiram cometh out from Tyre to see 
the cities that Solomon hath given to him, 
and they have not been right in his eyes, 
13and he saith, ‘What are these cities that 
thou hast given to me, my brother?’ and one 
calleth them the land of Cabul unto this 
day. 14And Hiram sendeth to the king a 
hundred and twenty talents of gold. 

15 And this is the matter of the tribute 
that king Solomon hath lifted up, to build the 
house of Jehovah, and his own house, and 
Millo, and the wall of Jerusalem, and Hazor, 
and Megiddo, and Gezer, 16(Pharaoh king of 
Egypt hath gone up and doth capture Gezer, 
and doth burn it with fire, and the Canaanite 
who is dwelling in the city he hath slain, and 
giveth it with presents to his daughter, wife 
of Solomon.) 

17 And Solomon buildeth Gezer, and Beth- 
Horon the lower, and Baalath, and Tadmor 
in the wilderness, in the land; and all the 
cities of stores that king Solomon hath, and 
the cities of the chariots, and the cities of 
the horsemen, and the desire of Solomon 
that he desired to build in Jerusalem, and 
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in Lebanon, and in all the Jand of his do- 
minion. 

*°'The whole of the pcople that is left of 
the Amorite, the Hittite, the Perizzite, the 
Hivite, and the Jebusite, who ae not of the 
sons of Israel—*!their sons who are left 
behind them in the land, whom the sons of 
Israel have not been able to devote—he hath 
even lifted up on them a tribute of service 
unto this day. 

#2 And out of the sons of Israel Solomon 
hath not appointed a servant, for they are 
the men of war, and his servants, and his 
heads, and his captains, and the heads of 
his chariots, and his horsemen. “These are 
the heads of the officers who are over the 
work of Solomon, fifty and five hundred, 
those ruling among the people who are la- 
bouring in the work. 

“4Qnly, the daughter of Pharaoh went up 
out of ithe city of David unto her house 
that Solomon built for her; then he built 
Millo. % And Solomon caused to ascend, 
three times in a year, burnt-offerings and 

ypecero erin on the altar that he built to 

ehovah, and he perfumed it with that which 
is before Jehovah, and finished the house. 

*6 And a navy hath king Solomon made in 
Ezion-Geber, that is beside Eloth, on the 
edge of the Sea of Suph, in the land of 
Edom. *7 And Hiram sendeth in the na 
his servants, shipmen knowing the sea, wit 
servants of Solomon, and they come in to 
Ophir and take thence gold, four hundred 
and twenty talents, and bring tt in unto king 
Solomon. 


X. 1 AND the queen of Sheba is hearing of 
the fame of Solomon concerning the name of 
Jehovah, and cometh to try him with enig- 
mas, ?and she cometh to Jerusalem, with a 
very great company, camels bearing spices, 
and very much gold, and precious stone, 
and she cometh unto Solomon, and speaketh 
unto him; all that hath been with her heart. 
3 And Solomon declareth to her all her mat- 
ters—there hath not been a thing hid from 
the king that he hath not declared to her. 

4 And the queen of Sheba seeth all the 
wisdom of Solomon, and the house that he 
built, °and the food of his table, and thesitting 
of his servants, and the standing of his min- 
isters, and their clothing, and his butlers, 
and his burnt-offering that he causeth to 
ascend in the house of Jehovah, and there 
hath not been in her any more spirit. 

6 And she saith unto the king, ‘True hath 
been the word that I heard in my land, 
concerning thy matters and thy wisdom ; 7 and 
I gave no credence to the words till that I 
have come, and my eyes see, and lo, it 
was not declared to me—the half; thou hast 
added wisdom and goodness unto the report 
that I heard. %O the happiness of thy men, 
O the happiness of thy servants—these—who 
are Poiine before thee continually, who 
are hearing thy wisdom! *%Jehovah thy God 
is blessed who delighted in thee, to put thee 
on the throne of Israel; in Jehovah’s loving 
Israel to the age He doth set thee for king, to 
do judgment and ripiteo ust 
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10 And she giveth to the king a hundred 
and twenty talents of gold, and spices very 
many, and precious stone; there came not 
like that spice any more for abundance that 
the queen of Sheba gave to king Solomon. 

And also, the navy of Hiram that bore 
gold from Ophir, brought in from Ophir al- 
mug-trees very many, and precious stone; 
Mand the king maketh the almug-trees a 
support for the house of Jehovah, and for the 
house of the king, and harps and psalteries 
for singers; there have not come such almug- 
trees, nor have there been secn such unto 
this day. 

13 And king Solomon gave to the queen of 
Sheba all her desire that she asked, apart 
from that which he gave to her as a me- 
mortal of king Solomon, and she turneth and 
geeth to her land, she and her servants. 

4 And the weight of the gold that hath 
come to Solomon in one year 1s six hundred 
sixty and six talents of gold, “apart from 
that of the tourists, and of the traffic of the 
merchants, and of all the kings of Arabia, 
and of the gevernors of the land. 

16 And king Solomon maketh two hundred 
targets of alloyed gold—six hundred of gold 
go up on the one target; )’ and three hnn- 
dred shields of alloyed gold—three pounds 
of gold go up on the one shield; and the 
ag pautei them in the house of the forest 
of Lebanon. 

18 And the king maketh a great throne of 
ivory, and overlayeth it with refined gold; 
six steps hath the throne, and a round top 
is to the throne behind it, and hauds are on 
this stde and on that, unto the place of the 
sitting, and two lions are standing near the 
hands, and twelve lions are standing there 
on the six steps, on this side and on that; it 
hath not been made so for any kingdom. 

21 And all the drinking vessels of king So- 
lomon are of gold, and all the vessels of the 
house of the forest of Lebanon are of refined 
gold—there are none of silver; it was not 
reckoned in the days of Solomon for any- 
thing, “for a navy of Tarshish hath the 
king at sea with a navy of Hiram; once in 
three years cometh, the navy of Tarshish, 
bearing gold, and silver, ivory, and apes, and 
peacocks. 

*3 And king Solomon is greater than any of 
the kings of the earth fer riches and for 
wisdom, “and all the earth is seeking the 
presence of Sclomon, to hear his wisdom that 
God hath put into his heart, “and they are 
bringing each his present, vessels of silver, 
and vessels of gold, and garments, and ar- 
mour, and spices, herses, and mules, the mat- 
ter of a year in a year. 

26And Solomon gathereth chariots, and 
hersemen, and he hath a thousand and four 
hundred chariots, and twelve thousand horse- 
men, and he placcth them in the cities of the 
chariot, and with the king in Jerusalem. 
7 And the king maketh thesilver in Jerusalem 
as stones, and the cedars he hath made as 
the sycamores that are in the low country, 
for abundance. 

*8 And the out-going of the horses that king 
Solomon hath is from Egypt, and from Ke- 
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veh ; merchants of tlie king take from Kevch 
at a price; “and a chariot cometh up and 
cometh out of Egypt for six hundred silver- 
lings, and a herse for fifty and a hundred 
and so for all the kings of the Hittites, anc 
for the kings of Aram; by their hand they 
bring out. 


XJ. 1 AND king Solomon hath loved many 
strange women, and the daughter of Pha- 
raoh, females of Moab, Ammon, Edom, Zi- 
don, and of the Hittites, *of the nations of 
which Jehovah said unto the sons of Israel, 
“Ye do not go in to them, and they do not 
go in to you; surely they turn aside your 
heart aftcr their gods;' to them hath Solo- 
mon cleaved for love. And he hath wo- 
men, princesses, seven hundred, and concu- 
bines three hundred; and his wives turn aside 
his heart. 

4 And it cometh to pass, at the time of the 
old_age of Solomon, his wives have turned 
aside his heart after other gods, and his heart 
hath not been perfect with Jehovah his God 
like the heart of David his father. ® And 
Solomon goeth after Ashtoreth goddess of the 
Zidonians, and after Milcom the abomina- 
tion of the Ammonites; ®and Solomon doth 
the evi] thing in the eyes of Jehovah, and 
hath not been fully after Jehovah, like David 
his father. 

7 Then doth Solomon build a high place for 
Chemosh the abomination of Moab, in the 
hill that és on the front of Jerusalem, and 
for Molech the abomination of the sons of Am- 
mon; Sand so he hath done for all his strange 
women, who are perfuming and sacrificing to 
their gods. . 

® And Jehovah sheweth Himself angry with 
Sclomon, for his heart hath turned aside from 
Jehovah, God of Israel, who had appeared 
unto him twice, and given a charge nato 
him concerning this thing, not to go after 
other gods; and he hath not kept that which 
Jehovah commanded, 1! and Jehovah saith to 
Solomon, ‘Because that this hath been with 
thee, and thon hast not kept My covenant 
and My statutes that I charged upon thee, I 
surely rend the kingdom from thee, and have 
given it to thy servant. 

12 ‘Only, in thy days I do it not, for the sake 
of David thy father; out of the hand of thy 
son I rend it; only all the kingdom I do 
not rend away; one tribe I give to thy son, 
for the sake of David My servant, and for 
the sake of Jerusalem, that I have chosen.’ 

144 And Jehovah raiscth up an adversary to 
Solomon, Hadad the Edomite ; of the seed of 
the king is he in Edom; %and_it cometh to 
pass, in David’s being with Edom, in_ the 
going up of Joab head of the host to_bury 
the slain, that he smiteth everymale in Edom 
—16 for six months did Joab abide there, and 
all Isracl, till the cutting off of every male in 
Edom—” and Hadad fleeth, he and certain 
Kdomites, of the servants of his father, with 
him, to go in to Egypt, and Hadad is a little 
youth, and they rise ont of Midian, and 
come into Paran, and take men with them 
out of Paran, and come in to Igypt, unto 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, and he giveth to hin 
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a house, and bread hath commanded for him, 
and land hath given to him. 

7 And Hadad findeth grace in the eyes of 
Pharaoh exceedingly, and he giveth to him a 
wife, the sister of his own wife, sister of Tah- 
penes the mistress; ?¥and the sister of Tah- 

enes beareth to him Genubath his son, and 

ahpenes weaneth him within the house of 
Pharaoh, and Genubath is in the house of 
Pharaoh in the midst of the sons of Pharaoh. 

“1 And Hadad hath heard in Egypt that 
David hath lain with his fathers, and that 
Joab head of the host is dead, and Hadad 
saith unto Pharaoh, ‘Send me away, and I 

o unto my land.’ * And Pharaoh saith to 

im, ‘But, what art thou lacking with me, 
that lo, thou art seeking to go unto thine own 
land?’ and he saith, ‘Nay, but thou dost 
certainly send me away.’ 

“3 And God raiseth to him an adversary, 

tezon son of Ehadah, who hath fled from 
Hadadezer king of Zobah, his lord, “4 and ga- 
thereth unto himself men, and is head of a 
troop in David’s slaying them, and they go to 
Damascus, and dwell in it, and reign in Da- 
mascus; “and he is an adversary to Israel all 
the days of Solomon, (besides the evil that 
Hadad did), and he cutteth off in Israel, and 
reigneth over Aram. 

*6 And Jeroboam son of Nebat, an Ephrath- 
ite of Zereda—the name of whose mother is 
Zeruah, a widow woman—servant to Solo- 
mon, he also lifteth up a hand against the 
king; *7and this is the thing for which he 
lifted up a hand against the king: Solomon 
built Millo—he shut up the breach of the city 
of David his father, **and the man Jeroboam 
is mighty in valour, and Solomon seeth the 
young man that he is doing business, and ap- 
pointeth him over all the burden of the house 
of Joseph. 

*Y And it cometh to pass, at that time, that 
Jeroboam hath gone out from Jerusalem, and 
Ahijah the Shilonite, the prophet, findeth 
him in the way, and he is covering himself 
with a new garment; and both of them ave 
by themselves in a field, 2%and Ahijah layeth 
hold on the new garment that is on him, and 
rendeth it—twelve pieces, 3! and saith to Je- 
roboam, ‘Take to thee ten pieces, for thus 
said Jehovah, God of Israel, Lo, 1am rending 
the kingdom out of the hand of Solomon, 
and have given to thee the ten tribes, *°and 
the one tribe he hath for My servant Da- 
vid’s sake, and for Jerusalem’s sake, the city 
which I have fixed on, out of all the tribes 
of Israel. 

33 * Because tney have forsaken Me, and bow 
themselves to Ashtoreth, goddess of the Zid- 
onians, to Chemosh god of Moab, and to 
Mileom god of the sons of Ammon, and have 
not walked in My ways, to do that which 
is right in Mine eyes, and My statutes and 
My judgments, like David his tather. 

314* And I do not take the whole of the 
kingdom out of his hand, for prince I make 
him all days of his life, for the sake of David 
My servant whom I] chose, who xen My 
commands and My statutes; “and I have 
taken the kingdom out of the hand of his 
gon, and given it to thee—the ten tribes: 
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36 and to his son I give one tribe, for there 
being a lamp to David My servant all the 
aus before Me in Jerusalem, the city that 
[ have chosen to Myself to put My name 
there, 

37 * And thee I take, and thou hast reigned 
over all that thy sonl desireth, and thou hast 
been king over Israel; and it hath been, 
if thou dost hear all that I command thee, 
and hast walked in My ways, and done that 
which is right in Mine eyes, to keep My 
statutes and My commands, as did David 
My servant, that I have been with thee, and 
have built for thee a stedfast house, as I built 
for David, and have given to thee Israel, 
3% and I humble the seed of David for this; 
only, not all the days.’ 

4° And Solomon seeketh to put Jeroboam 
to death, and Jeroboam riseth and fleeth to 
Egypt, unto Shishak king of Egypt, and he 
is 1n Kgypt till the death of Solomon. 

41 And the rest of the matters of Solomon, 
and all that he did, and his wisdom, are they 
not written on the book of the matters of 
Solomon? “And the days that Solomon 
hath reigned in Jerusalem over all Israel are 
forty years, “and Solomon lieth with his 
fathers, and is buried in the eity of David his 
father, and reign doth Rehoboam his son in 
his stead. 


XII. } AND Rehoboam goeth to Shechem, 
for to Shechem hath all Israel come to make 
him king. * And it cometh to pass, at Jero- 
boam son of Nebat’s hearing (and he is yet in 
Egypt where he hath fled from the presence 
of Solomon the king, and Jeroboam dwelleth 
in Exypt), 3that they send and call for him; 
and t ey eome—Jeroboam and all the assem- 
bly of Israel—and speak unto Rehoboam, 
saying, 4‘ Thy father made hard our yoke, 
and thou, now, make light some of the hard 
service of thy father, and his heavy yoke that 
he put upon us, and we serve thee.’ ®And 
he saith unto them, ‘Go—yet three days, and 
come back unto me;’ and the people go. 

6 And king Rehoboam consulteth with the 
elders who have been standing in the pre- 
sence of Solomon his father, in his being 
alive, saying, ‘ How are ye counselling to an- 
swer this people?’ ’ And they speak unto 
him, saying, ‘If, to-day, thou art servant to 
this people, and hast served them, and an- 
swered them, and spoken unto them good 
words, then they have been to thee servants 
all the days.’ 

8 And he forsaketh the counsel of the elders 
which they counselled him, and consulteth 
with-the lads who have grown up with him, 
who are standing before him; and he saith 
unto them, ‘ What are ye counselling, and we 
answer this people, who have spoken unto 
me, saying, Lighten somewhat of the yoke that 
thy father put upon us?’ 

10 And they speak unto him—the lads who 
had grown up with him-—saying, ‘Thus dost 
thou say to this people who have spoken 
unto thee, saying, Thy father made onr yoke 
heavy, and thou, make ¢é light upon us; thus 
dost thou speak unto them, My little singer 
is thicker than the pee of my father; " and

now, my father laid on you a heavy yoke, 
and I add to your yoke; my father chastised 
you with whips, and I—I chastise you with 
Scorpions.’ 

122 And they come—Jeroboam and all the 
people—unto Rehoboam, on the third day, 
as the king had spoken, saying, ‘Come back 
unto me on the third day.’ }* And the king 
answereth the people sharply, and forsaketh 
the counsel of the elders which they coun- 
selled him, ‘and speaketh unto them, ac- 
cording to the counsel of the lads, saying, 
‘My father made your yoke heavy, and 1 add 
to your yoke; my father chastised you with 
whips, and I—I chastise you with scorpions ;’ 
15and the king hearkened not unto the peo- 
ple, for the revolution was from Jehovah, in 
order to establish His word that Jehovah 
spake by the hand of Ahijah the Shilonite 
unto Jeroboam son of Nebat. 

16 And all Israel sce that the king hath not 
hearkened unto them, and the people send 
the king back word, saying, ‘ at portion 
have we in David? yea, there is no inherit- 
ance in the son of Jesse; to thy tents, O Is- 
rael; now see thy house, O David!’ and Israel 
goeth to its tents. 27 As tothe sons of Israel, 
those dwelling in the cities of Judah—over 
them reign doth Rehoboam. 

18 And king Rehoboam sendeth Adoram 
who is over the tribute, and all Israel cast 
at him stones, and he dieth; and king Re- 
hoboam hath strengthened himself to go u 
into a chariot to fiee to Jerusalem; an 
[srael transgresseth against the house of Da- 
vid unto this day. 

20 And it cometh to pass, at all Israel’s hear- 
ing that Jeroboam hath returned, that bugy 
send and call him unto the company, an 
eause him to reign over all Israel; none hath 
been after the house of David save the tribe 
of Judah alone. 

22 And Rehoboam cometh to Jerusalem, and 
assembleth all the house of Judah and the 
tribe of Benjamin, a hundred and eighty thou- 
sand chosen warriors, to fight with the house 
of Israel, to bring back the kingdom to Reho- 
boam son of Solomon. : 

22 And the word of God is unto Shemaiah a 
man of God, saying, 3‘ Speak unto Reho- 
boam son of Solomon, king of Judah, and un- 
to all the house of Judah and Benjamin, and 
the rest of the people, saying, “Thus said 
Jehovah, Ye do not go up nor fight with your 
brethren the sons of Israel ; turn back eaca to 
his house, for from Me hath this thing been ;’ 
and they hear the word of Jehovah, and turn 
back to go according to the word of Jehovah. 

25 And Jeroboam buildeth Shechem in the 
hill-country of Ephraim, and dwelleth in it, 
and goeth out thence, and buildeth Penuel ; 
°6 and Jeroboam saith in his heart, ‘ New doth 
the kingdom turn back to the house of David 
— if this people go up to make sacrifices in 
the house of Jchovah in Jerusalem, then hath 
the heart of this people turned baek unto their 
lord, unto Rehoboam king of Judah, and they 
have slain me, and turned back unto Reho- 
boam king of Judah.’ 

8 And the king taketh counsel, and maketh 
two calves of gold, ae saith untu them, 
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‘Enough to you of going up to Jerusalem; lo, 
thy gods, O Israel, which brought thee up 
out of the land of Egypt.’ °* And he cavern 
the one in Beth-El, and the other he hath 
putin Dan, 2° and this thing becometh a sin, 
and the people go before the one~—unto Dan. 

3} And he maketh the house of high piaces, 
and maketh priests of the extremities of the 
people, who were not of the sons of Levi; 
“and Jeroboam maketh a festival in the 
eighth month, in the fifteenth day of the month, 
hke the festival that is in Judah, and he offer- 
eth on the altar—so did he in Beth-E]—to sae- 
rifiee to the calves which he made, and he 
hath appomted in Beth-El the priests of the 
high places that he made. 

3 And he offereth up on the altar that ha 
made in Beth-El, on the fifteenth day of the 
eighth month, in the month that he devised of 
his own heart, and he maketh a festival to 
the sons of Israel, and offereth on the altar— 
to make perfume. 


XIII. 2 AND lo, aman of God hath come 
from Judah, b the word of J ehovah, unto 
Beth-EL and Jeroboam is standing by the 
altar—to make per uns ; *and he calleth 
against the altar, by the word of Jehovah, and 
saith, ‘ Altar! altar! thus said J ehovah, Lo, 
a son is born to the house of David—Josiah 
his name—and he hath sacrificed on thee the 
priests of the high places who are making per- 
tume on thee, and bones of man are burnt on 
thee.’ 3 And he hath given on that day asign, 
saying, ‘This is the sign that Jehovah hath 
spoken, Lo, the altar is rent, aud the ashes 
poured forth that are on it.’ 

4 And it cometh to pass, at the king’s hear- 
ing the word of the man of God that he call- 
eth against thealtar in Beth-E], that Jeroboam 
putteth forth his hand from off the altar, say- 
ing, ‘Catch him;’ and his hand is dried up 
that he hath put forth against him, and he is 
not able to pans it back unto him, * and the 
altar is rent, and the ashes poured forth from 
the altar, according to the sign that the man 
of God had given by the word of Jehovah. 

6 And the king answereth and saith unto 
the man of God, ‘ Appease, I pray thee, the 
face of Jehovah thy God, and pray for me, and 
my hand doth come back unto me;’ and the 
man of God appeascth the face of Jehovah, 
and the hand of the king cometh back uto 
him, and it is as at the begiuning. 

7 And the king speaketh unto the man of 
God, ‘Come in with me to the house, and re- 
fresh thyself, and I give to theea gift.’ * And 
the man of God saith unto the king, ‘If thou 
dost give to me the half of thine house, I do 
not go in with thee, nor doT eat bread, nor 
do I drink water, in this place; for so He 
commanded me by the word of Jehovah, say- 
ing, Thou dost not eat bread nor drink water, 
nor turn back in the way that thou hast 
come.’ And he goeth on in another way, 
and hath not turned back in the way in which 
he came in unto Beth-E1. 

1 And a eertain aged prophet is dwelling in 
Beth-E], and his son cometh and recounteth 
to him all the deed that the man of God hath 
done to-day in Beth-El, the words that he hath 
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spoken unto the king,—yea, they recount them 
to their father. “And their father saith un- 
to them, ‘Where 7s this—the way he hath 
gone?’ and his sons see the way that the man 
of God hath gone who came from Judah. 
®And he saith unto his sons, ‘Saddle for 
me the ass,’ and they saddle for him the ass, 
and he rideth on it, “and goeth after the man 
of God, and findeth him sitting under the oak, 
and saith unto him, ‘Art thou the man of 
God who hast come froin Judah?’ and he 
saith, ‘I am.’ “And he saith unto him, 
“Come with me to the house, and eat bread.’ 

And he saith, ‘I am not able to turn back 
with thee, and to go in with thee, nor do J eat 
bread or drink with thee water in this place, 
“for a word is unto me by the word of Jcho- 
vah, Thon dost not eat bread nor drink there 
water, thou dost not turn back to go in the 
way in which thou camest.’ 

#%And he saith to him, ‘I also am a pro- 
phet like thee, and a messenger spake unto 
ine by the word of Jehovah, saying, Bring him 
back with thee unto thy house, and he doth 
eat bread and drink water ;’—he hath hed to 
him. And he turneth back with him, and 
eateth bread in his house, and drinketh 
water. 

20 And it cometh to pass—they are sitting at 
the table—and a word of Jehovah is unto 
the prophet who brought him back, ™ and he 
calleth unto the man of God who came from 
Judah, saying, ‘Thus said Jehovah, Because 
that thou hast provoked the mouth of Jeho- 
vah, and hast not kept the command that 
Jehovah thy God charged thee, “and turnest 
back and dost eat bread and drink water in 
the place of which He said unto thee, Thou 
dost not eat bread nor drink water—thy car- 
case cometh not in unto the burying-place of 
thy fathers.’ 

And it cometh to pass, after his eating 
bread, and after his drinking, that he saddleth 
for him the ass, for the prophet whom he had 
brought back, “and he goeth, and a lion find- 
eth him in the way, and putteth him to death, 
and his carcase is cast in the way, and the 
ass is standing near it, and the lion is stand- 
ing near the carcase. 

% And lo, men are passing by, and see the 
carcase cast in the way, and the lion standing 
near the carcase, and they come and speak of 
at in the city in which the old prophet is 
dwelling. *And the prophet who brought 
him back out of the way heareth and saith, 
‘It is the man of God who provoked the 
mouth of Jehovah, and Jehovah giveth him 
to the lion, and it destroyeth him, and put- 
teth him to death, according to the word of 
Jehovah that he spake to him.’ 

“And he speaketh unto his sons saying, 
‘Saddle for me the ass,’ and they saddle 7. 
*And he goeth and findeth his carcase cast 
in the way, and the ass and the lion are 
standing near the carcase—the lion hath not 
eaten the carcase nor destroyed the ass. 
*And the prophet taketh up the carcase of 
the man of God, and placeth it on the ass, 
and bringeth it back, and the old prophet 
cometh in unto the city to mourn and to bury 
him, “and he placeth his carcase in his own 
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grave, and they mourn for him, ‘Oh, my 
brother !’ 

*And it cometh to pass, after his burying 
him, that he speaketh unto his sons, saying, 
‘At my death—ye have buried me in the 
burying-place in which the man of God is 
buried ; near his bones place my bones ; * for 
the word certainly cometh to pass that he 
called by the word of Jehovah concerning the 
altar which 7s Beth-El], and concerning all 
the houses of the high places that are in 
cities of Samaria.’ 

After this thing Jeroboam hath not turned 
from his evil way, and turneth back, and 
maketh of the extremities of the people priests 
of high places; he who is desirous he con- 
secrateth his hand, and he is of the priests 
of the high places. “And in this thing is the 
sin of the house of Jeroboam, even to ent it 
off, and to destroy if from off the face of the 
ground. 


AIV.1AT that time was Abijah son of 
Jeroboam sick, ?and Jeroboam saith to his 
wife, ‘Rise, I pray thee, and change thyself, 
and they know not that thou art wife of 
Jeroboam, and thou hast gone to Shiloh ; lo, 
there és Ahijah the prophet ; he spake unto 
me of being king over this people ; *and thou 
hast taken in thy hand ten loaves, and crumbs, 
and a bottle of honey, and hast gone in unto 
him; he doth declare to thee what becometh 
of the youth.’ 

4And the wife of Jeroboam doth so, and 
riseth, and goeth to Shiloh, and entereth the 
house of Ahijah, and Ahijah is not able to 
see, for his eyes have stood because of his age. 

‘And Jehovah said unto Ahijah, ‘ Lo, the 
wife of Jeroboam is coming -to seek a word 
from thee concerning her son, for he is sick; 
thus and thus thou dost speak unto her, and 
it cometh to pass at her coming in, that she 
is making herself strange.’ 

®And it cometh to pass, at Ahijah’s hear- 
ing the sound of her feet as she came in to 
the opening, that he saith, ‘Come in, wife of 
Jeroboam, why is this—thou art making thy- 
self strange? and I am sent unto thee with a 
sharp thing: ’Go,-say to Jeroboam, Thus 
said Jehovah, God of Israel, Because that I 
have made thee high out of the midst of the 
people, and appoint thee leader over my 
people Israel, *and rend the kingdom from 
the house of David, and give it to thee,—and 
thou hast not been as My servant David who 
kept My commands, and who walked after 
Me with all his heart, to {do only that which 
ig right in Mine eyes, °and thou dost evil 
above all who have been before thee, and 
goest, and makest to thee other gods and 
molten images to provoke Me to anger, and 
Me thou hast cast behind thy back : 

0 < Therefore, lo, I am bringing in evil unto 
the house of Jeroboam, and have cut off to 
Jeroboam those sitting on the wall—shut up 
and left—in Israel, and have put away the 
posterity of the house of Jeroboam, as one 
putteth away the dung till its consumption ; 
him who dieth of Jeroboam in a city do the 
dogs eat, and him who dieth in a field do fowl 
of the heavens eat, ae Jehovah hath spoken. 
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* And thou, rise, go to thy house; in the 
going in of thy feet to the city—hath the 
lad died; and all Israel have mourned for 
him, and buried him, for this one—by himself 
—cometh of Jeroboam unto a grave, because 
there hath been found in him a good thing 
towards Jehovah, God of Israel, in the house 
of Jeroboam. 

144° And Jehovah hath raised np for Him a 
king over Israel who cutteth off the house of 
Jeroboam this day—and what?—even now! 
15 And Jehovah hath smitten Israel as the 
reed is moved by the waters, and hath pluck- 
ed Israel from off this good ground that He 
gave to their fathers, and scattered them be- 
yond the River, becanse that they made their 
shrines, provoking Jehovah to anger; 6 and 
He giveth up Israel because of the sins of 
Jeroboam that he sinned, and that he caused 
Israel to sin.’ 

And the wife of Jeroboam riseth, and 
voeth, and cometh to Tirzah; she hath come 
in to the threshold of the house, and the 
yonth dieth ; Sand they bury him, and mown 
for him do all Israel, according to the word of 
Jehovah, that he spake by the hand of His 
servant Ahijah the prophet. 

19 And the rest of the matters of Jeroboam, 
how he fonght, and how he reigned, lo, 
they are written on the book of the Chroni- 
cles of the kings of Israel. *°And the days 
that Jeroboam reigned are twenty and two 
years, and he heth with his fathers, and reign 
doth Nadab his son in his stead. 

21 And Rehoboam son of Solomon hath 
reigned in Judah; a son of forty and one 
years is Rehoboam in his reigning, and seven- 
teen years he hath reigned in Jerusalem, the 
city that Jehovah chose to set His name 
there, out of all the tribes of Israel, and the 
name of his mother is Naamah the Ammon- 
itess. 

#2 And Judah doth the evil thing in the 
eyes of Jehovah, and they make Him zealous 
above all that their fathers did by their sins 
that they have sinned. * And they build— 
also they—for themselves high places, and 
standing-pillars, and shrines, on every high 
height, and under every green tree; “and 
also a whoremonger hath been in the land; 
they have done according to all the abomina- 
tions of the nations that Jehovah dispos- 
sessed from the presence of the sons of Isracl. 

*5 And it cometh to pass, in the fifth year 
of king Rehoboam, gone up hath Shishak 
king of Egypt against Jerusalem, **and he 
taketh the treasures of the house of Jehovah, 
and the treasures of the house of the king, 
yea, the whole he hath taken; and he taketh 
all the shields of gold that Solomon made. 
*7 And king Rehoboam maketh in their stead 
shields of brass, and hath made them a charge 
on the hand of the heads of tlie runners, 
those keepin the opening of the house of 
the king, “and it cometh to pass, from the go- 
ing in of the king to the house of Jehovah, 
the runners bear them, and have brouvegnt 
them back unto the chamber of the runners. 

*And the rest of the matters of Reho- 
boam, and all that he did, are they not 
written on the book of pee Chronicles of the 
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kings of Jndah? 3¢And war hath been be 
tween Rehoboam and Jerobcam all the days; 
3tand Rehoboam lieth with his fathers, anc 
is buried with his fathers, in the city of David, 
and the name of his mother is Naamah the 
Ammonitess, and reign doth Abijam his son 
in his stead. 


AV. ! AND in the eighteenth year of king 
Jeroboam son of Nebat, reigned hath Abijain 
over Judah; *three years he hath raenel in 
Jerusalem, and the name of his mother is 
Maachah daughter of Abishalom; *and he 
walketh in all the sins of his father, that 
he did before him, and his heart hath not 
been perfect with Jehovah his God, os the 
heart of David his father; 4but for David’s 
sake hath Jehovah his God given to hima 
lamp in Jerusalem, to raise up his son after 
him, and to establish Jerusalem, *in that 
David did that which is right in the eyes of 
Jehovah, and turned not aside from all that 
He commanded him all days of Ins life— 
only in the matter of Uriah the Hittite; 
Sand war hath been between Rehoboain and 
Jeroboam all the days of his life. 

7And the rest of the matters of Abijam, 
and all that he did, are they not written on 
the book of the Chronicles of the kings of 
Judah? And war hath been between Abi- 
jam and Jeroboam; %and Abijam heth with 

is fathers, and they bury him in the city 
of David, and reign doth Asa his son in his 
stead. 

9 And in the twentieth year of Jeroboam 
king of Israel reigned hath Asa over Judah, 
and forty and one years he hath reigned in 
Jerusalem, and the name of his mother is . 
Maachah daughter of Abishalom, 1! And 
Asa doth that which is right in the eyes of 
Jehovah, like David his father, and remoy- 
eth the whoremongers ont of the land, and 
turneth aside all the idols that his fathers 
made; ®and also Maachah his mother—he 
turneth her aside from being mistress, in 
that she made a horrible thing for a shrine, 
and Asa cutteth down her horrible thing, 
and burneth it by the brook Kidron; “and 
the high places have not turned aside; 
only, the heart of Asa hath been perfect with 
Jehovah all his days, }®and he bringeth in the 
sanctified things of his father, and his own 
sanctified things, to the house of Jehovah, 
silver, and gold, and vessels. 

16 And war hath been between Asa and 
Baasha king of Israel all their days, and 
Baasha king of Israel goeth up against Ju- 
dah, and buildeth Ramah, not to permit any 
one going out and coming in to Asa king of 
Judah. ; 

18 And Asa taketh all the silver and the 
gold that are left in the treasures of the 
honse of Jehovah, and the treasures of the 
house of the king, and giveth them into the 
hand of his servants, and kine Asa sendeth 
them unto Ben-Hadad, son of T'abrimmon, son 
of Hezion king of Aram, who is dwelling in 
Damascus, saying, ! ‘A covenant is between 
me and thee, between my father and thy fa- 
ther; lo, I have sent to thee a reward of 
silver and gold; go, break thy covenant with 
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off me. 

70 And Ben-Hadad hearkeneth unto king 
Asa, and sendeth the heads of the forees that 
he hath against cities of Israel, and smit- 
eth Ijon, and Dan, and Abel-Beth-Maachah, 
and all Chinneroth, besides all the land of 
Naphtali; 7! and it cometh to pass at Baasha’s 
hearing, that he ceaseth from building Ra- 
mah, and dwelleth in Tirzah. 

2 And king Asa hath summoned all Judah 
—there is none exempt—and they lift up the 
stones of Ramah, and its wood, that Baasha 
hath built, and king Asa buildeth with them 
Geba of Benjamin, and Mizpah. 

*3 And the rest of all the matters of Asa, 
and all his might, and all that he did, and 
the cities that he built, are they not written 
on the book of the Chronicles of the kings of 
Judah? Only, at the time of his old age he 
was diseased in his feet; “and Asa lieth with 
his fathers, and is buried with his fathers in 
the city of David his father, and Jehoshaphat 
his son reigneth in his stead. 

* And Nadab son of Jeroboam hath reigned 
over Israel, in the second jyear of Asa king 
of Judah, and he reigneth over Israel two 
years, and doth the evil thing in the eyes 
of Jehovah, and goeth in the way of his fa- 
ther, and in his sin that he made Israel to 
sin. 
27 And conspire against him doth Baasha son 
of Ahyah, of the house of Issachar, and Baasha 
smiteth him in Gibbethon, which is to the 
Philistines—and Nadab and all Israel are 
laying siege against Gibbethon—*8 yea, Baasha 
putteth him to death in the third year of 
Asa king of Judah, and reigneth in his stead. 

“9 And it cometh to pass, at his reigning, 
he hath smitten the whole house of Jero- 
boam, he hath not left any breathing to Jero- 
boam till his destroying him, according to 
the word of Jehovah, that He spake by the 
hand of His servant Ahijah the Shilonite, 
30hecause of the sins of Jeroboam that he 
sinned, and that he eaused Israel to sin 
by his provocation with which he provoked 
to anger Jehovah, God of Israel. 

31 And the rest of the matters of Nadab, 
and all that he did, are they not written on 
the book of the Chronicles of the kings of 
[srael? 32 And war hath been between Asa 
and Baasha king of Israel all their days. 

33In the third year of Asa king of Judah 
reigned hath Baasha son of Ahijah over all 
Israel in Tirzah, twenty and four years, *4and 
he doth the evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah, 
and walketh in the way of Jeroboam, and in 
his sin that he caused Israel to sin. 


XVI. } AND a word of Jehovah is unto 
Jehu son of Hanani, against Baasha, saying, 
2* Because that I have raised thee up out of 
the dust, and appoint thee leader over My 
people Israel, and thou walkest in the way 
of Jeroboam, and causest My people Israel to 
sin—to provoke Me to anger with their sins; 
3lo, Lam putting away the posterity of Baa- 
sha, even the poster of his house, and 
have given up thy house asthe house of Jero 
boain son of Nebat ; *him who dieth of Baashe 
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in a eity do the dogs eat, and him who dicth 
of his in a tield do fowl of the heavens eat.’ 

* And the rest of the matters of Baasha, and 
that which he did, and his might, are they 
not written on the book of the Chronicles of 
the kings of Israel? ®And Baasha lieth with 
his fathers, and is buried in Tirzah, and Elah 
his son reigneth in his stead. 

7 And also by the hand of Jehu son of Han- 
ani the prophet_a word of Jehovah hath 
been concerning Baasha, and coneerning his 
house, and concerning all the evil that he did 
in the eyes of Jehovah to provoke Him to 
anger with the work of his hands, to be like 
the house of Jeroboam, and concerning that 
for which he smote him. 

3 In the twenty and sixth year of Asa king 
of Judah reigned hath Elah son of Baasha 
over Israel in Tirzah, two years; %and con- 
sce against him doth his servant Zimri (head 
of the half of the chariots) and he is in Tirzah 
drinking—a drunkard in the house of Arza, 
who is over the house in Tirzah. 

1 And Zimri cometh in and smiteth him, 
and putteth him to death, in the twenty 
and seventh year of Asa king of Judah, and 
reigneth in his stead; "and it cometh to 
pass in‘his reigning, at his sitting on his 
thront, he hath smitten the whole house of 
Baasha; he hath not left to him any sitting 
on the wall, and of his redeemers, and of his 
friends. 

12 And Zimri destroyeth the whole house of 
Baasha, according to the word of Jehovah, 
that He spake concerning Baasha, by the 
hand of Jehu the prophet: }8 cuncerning all 
the sins of Baasha, and the sins of Elah his 
son, that they sinned, and that they caused 
Israel to sin to provoke Jehovah, God of Is- 
rael, with their vanities. 14And ‘the rest of 
the matters of Elah, and all that he did, are 
they not written on the book of the Chronicles 
of the kings of Israel ? 

Tn the twenty and seventh year of Asa 
king of Judah, reigned hath Zimri seven days 
in Tirzah; and the people are encamping 
against Gibbethon, which is to the Philis- 
tines; and the people who are encamping 
hear, saying, ‘Zimri hath conspired, and also 
hath smitten the king;’ and all Israel cause 
Omri head of the host to reign over Israel on 
that day in the camp. ?”’ And Omri goeth 
up, and all Israel with him, from Gibbethon, 
and they lay siege to Tirzah. 

18 And it cometh to pass, at Zimri’s seeing 
that the city hath been captured, that he 
cometh in unto a high place of the house 
of the king, and burneth over him the house 
of the king with fire, and dieth, !’ for his sins 
that he sinned, to do the evil thing in the 
eyes of Jehovah, to walk in the way of Jero- 
boam, and in his sin that he did, to cause 
Israel to sin ; °° and the rest of the matters of 
Zimri, and his conspiracy that he made, are 
they not written on the book of the Chron-. 
icles of the kings of Israel? ; 

2 Then are the sons of Israel parted into 
halves; half of the people hath been after 
Tibni son of Ginath to eause him to reign, 
and the half after Omri; “and stronger are 
the people that are after Oy than the people

that are after Tibni sva of Ginath, and Tibni 
dicth, and Omri reigneth. 

In the thirty and first year of Asa king 
of Judah reigned hath Omri over Israel twelve 
rears; in Tirzah he hath reigned six years, 

and he buyeth the mount Samaria from 
Shemer, with two talents of silver, and build- 
eth on the mount, and ecalleth the name of the 
city that he hath built by the name of She- 
mer, lord of the hill—Samaria. 

25 And Omri doth the evil thing in the eyes 
of Jehovah, and doth evil above all who are 
before him, “and walketh in all the way of 
Jeroboam son of Nebat, and in his sin that 
he caused Israel to sin, to provoke Jchovah, 
God of Israel, with their vanities. *” And 
the rest of the matters of Omri that he did, 
and his might that he got, are they not 
written on the book of the Chronicles of the 
kings of Israel? *8 And Omri lieth with his 
fathers, and is buried in Samaria, and Ahab 
his son reigneth in his stead. 

29And Ahab son of Omri hath reigned 
over Israel in the thirty and eighth year of 
Asa king of Judah, and Ahab son of Omri 
reigneth over Israel in Samaria twenty and 
two years, 2®and Ahab son of Omri doth the 
evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah above all 
who are before him. 

31 And it cometh to pass—hath it been light 
his walking in the sins of Jeroboam son of 
Nebat?—then he taketh a wife, Jezebel 
daughter of Ethbaal, king of the Zidonians, 
and gocth and serveth Baal, and boweth him- 
self to it, 32and raiseth up an altar for Baal, 
in the house of the Baal, that he built in 
Samaria; 3and Ahab maketh the shrine, and 
Ahab addeth to do so as to provoke Jehovah, 
God of Isracl, above all the kings of Israel 
who have been before him. 

34Jn his days hath Hicl the Beth-Elite 
built Jericho ; in Abiram his first-born he 
laid its foundation, and in Segub his youngest 
he set up its doors, aceording to the word of 
Jehovah that He spake by the hand of Jo- 
shua son of Nun. 


XVIT. ‘AND Elijah the Tishbite, of the 
inhabitants of Gilead, saith unto Ahab, ‘Je- 
hovah, God of Israel, liveth, before whom | 
have stood, there is not these years dew and 
rain, except according to my word.’ 

2 And the word of Jchovah is wnto him, 
saying, 3? ‘Go from this place; and thou hast 
turned for tlice eastward, and been hidden 
by the brook Cherith, that is on the front 
of the Jordan, 4and it hath been, from the 
brook thou dost drink, and the ravens I have 
commanded to sustain thee there.’ 

5And he goeth and doth according to the 
word of Jehovah, yea, he goeth and dwelleth 
by the brook Cherith, that is on the front of 
the Jordan, Sand the ravens are bringing to 
him bread and flesh in the morning, and. 
bread and flesh in the evening, and of the 
brook he drinketh. 

7 And it cometh to pass, at the end of days, 
that the brook dricth up, for there hath been 
no rain in the land, 8and the word of Jeho- 
yah is unto him, saying, 9‘ Rise, go to Zarep- 
hath, that is to Zidon, and thon hast dwelt 
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there; lo, I have commanded there a widow 
woman to sustain thee.’ 

10And he riseth, and goecth to Zarephath, 
and cometh in unto the opening of the city, 
and lo there, a widow woman gathering sticks 
and he ealleth unto her, and saith, ‘ bring, I 
pray thee, to me, a little water in a vessel, 
and I drink.’ 2 And she goeth to bring it 
and he calleth unto her and saith, ‘ Bring, { 

ray thee, to me a morscl of bread in thy 
and.’ 

12 And she saith, ‘Jehovah thy God liveth, 
T have not a cake, but the fulness of the hand 
of meal in a pitcher, and a little oil in a dish;

gone in and prepared it for myself, and for 
my son, and we have eaten it—and died.’ 

3 And Elijah saith unto her, ‘ear not, go, 
do according to thy word, only make for me 
thence a little cake, in the first place, and 
thou hast brought out to me; and for thee 
and for thy son make—last; i4for thus said 
Jehovah, God of Israel, The pitcher of meal 
is not consumed, and the dish of oil is not 
lacking, till the day of Jchovah’s giving a 
shower on the face of the mound.’ 

15 And she goeth, and doth according to the 
word of Elijah, and she cateth, she and he, 
and her household—days ; 16 the pitcher of 
meal was not consumed, and the dish of oil 
did not lack, according to the word of Jeho- 
vah that He spake by the hand of Elijah. 

17 And it cometh to pass, after these things, 
the son of the woman, mistress of the house, 
hath been sick, and his sickness is very 
severe till that no breath hath been left in 
him. 38 And she saith unto Ehjah, ‘What— 
to me and to thee, O man of God? thou hast 
come unto me to cause mine iniquity to be re- 
membered, and to put my son to death!’ 

1 And he saith unto her, ‘Give to ine thy 
son;’ and he taketh him out of her bosom, 
and taketh him up unto the upper chambei 
‘here he is abiding, and layeth him on his 
cwn bed, “and cricth unto Jehovah, and saith, 
‘Jehovah my God, also on the widow with 
whom 1 am sojourning hast Thou done evil— 
ta put her son to death?’ 

“1 And he stretcheth himself out on the lad 
tliree times, and calleth unto Jehovah, and 
saith, ‘O Jehovah my God, Iet turn back, 1 
pray Thee, the soul of this lad into his 
midst;? “and Jehovah hearkeneth to the 
voiee of Elijah, and the soul of thejlad turn- 
eth back into his midst, and he liveth. 

*3 And Elijah taketh the Jad, and bringeth 
him down trom the upper chamber of the 
house, and giveth him to his mother, and 
Klijah saith, ‘See, thy son liveth!’ 4 And the 
woman saith unto Ehjah, ‘Now, this I have 
known, that a man of God thou art, and the 
word of Jehovah in thy mouth fs truth.’ 


XVIIE. }.AND the days are many, and tho 
word of Jehovah hath been unto Elijah in 
the third year, saying, ‘Go, appear unto 
Ahah, and J] give rain on the fice of the 
ground;’? ?and Elijah gocth to appear unto 
Ahab.

And Obadiah 
goeth to meet Ahab, and declareth it to him, 
and Ahab goeth to meet Elijah, 17 and it 
cometh to pass at Ahab’s seeing Elijah, that 
Ahab saith unto him, ‘Art thou he—the 
troubler of Israel?’ 

18 And he saith, ‘I have not troubled Israel, 
but thou and the honse of thy father, in your 
forsaking the commands of Jehovah, and 
thou goest after the Baalim; 1% and now, 
send, gather unto me all Israel, unto the 
mount of Carmel, and the prophets of Baal 
four hundred and fifty, and the prophets of 
the shrine, four hundred—cating at the table 
of Jezebel.’ 

70 And Ahab sendeth among all the sons of 
Israel, and gathereth the prophets unto the 
mount of Carmel; “and Elijah cometh nigh 
unto all the people, and saith, ‘Till when are 
ye coping on the two branches?—if Jehovah 


is God, go after Him; and if Baal, go after 
him ene the people have not answered him 
a word. 


# And Elijah saith unto the people, ‘1—I 
have been left a prophet of Jehovah — by 
myself; land the prophets of Baal are four 
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selves the one bullock, and ent it in pieces, 
and place it on the wood, and place no fire; 
and I—TI prepare the other bullock, and have 
put it on the wood, and fire I do not place :— 
“4 and yc have called in the name of your god,

He is the God.’ And all the people answer 
and say, ‘Good is the word.’ 

*» And Elijah saith to the prophets of Baal, 
‘Choose for you the oue bullock, and pre- 
pare first, for ye ave the multitude, and call 
ye in the name of your god, and place no fire.’ 

*6 And they take the bullock that one gave 
to them, and prepare, and call in the name 
of Baal from the morning even till the noon, 
saying, ‘O Baal, answer us!’ and there is no 
voice, and there is none answering; and they 
leap on the altar that one had made. 

*7 Aud it cometh to pass, at noon, that 
meee playeth on them, and saith, ‘Call 
with a loud voice, for he is a god, for he is 
meditating, or  dcbaaets » or On a journey; it 
may be he is asleep, and doth awake.’ 

*8 And they call with a loud voice, and cut 
themselves, according to their ordinance, with 
swords and with spears, till a flowing of 
blood zs on them; “and it cometh to pass, at 
the passing by of the noon, that they feign 
themselves prophets till the going up of the 
present, and there is no voice, and there is 
none answering, and there is none attending. 

39 And Ehjah saith to all the people, ‘Come 
nigh unto me;’ and all the people come nigh 
unto him, and he repaireth the altar of Je- 
hovah that is broken down; ®4and Elijah 
taketh twelve stones, according to the num- 
ber of the tribes of the sons of Jacob, unto 
whom the word of Jehovah was, saying, 
‘Israel is thy name;’ 2? and he buildeth with 
the stones an altar, in the name of Jehovah, 
and maketh a trench, as about the space of 
two measures of seed, round about the altar. 

33 And he arrangeth the wood, and cutteth 
in pieces the bullock, and placeth it on the 
wood, and saith, ‘Fill ye four pitchers of 
water, and pour on the burnt-offering, and 
on the wood; %4and he saith, Do i¢ a second 
time;’ and they do ié a second time; and he 
saith, ‘Do ita third time;’ and they do it a 
third time; ** and the water goeth round 
about the altar, and also, the trench he hath 
filled with water. 

36 And it cometh to ee at the going up of 
the evening-present, that Elijah the prophet 
cometh nigh and saith, ‘Jehovah, God of 
Abraham, “Isaac, and Israel, to-day let it be 
known that Thou aré God in Israel, and I 
Thy servant, that by Thy word I have done 
the whole of these things; ®’answer me, O 
Jehovah, answer me, and this people doth 
know that Thou art Jehovah God; and Thou 
hast turned their heart backward.’ 

38 And there falleth a fire of Jehovah, and 
consumeth the burnt-offering, and the wood, 
and the stones, and the dust, and the water 
that is in the trench it hath licked up. 

39 And all the people see, and fall on their 
taces, and say, ‘J po He is the God

Jehovah, He is the God.’ # And Elijah saith 

to them, ‘Catch ye the prophets of Baal; let 

not a man escape of them;’ and they catch 

them, and Elijah bringcth them down unto

41 And Elijah saith to Ahab, ‘Go up, eat 
and drink, heeause of the sound of the noise 
of the shower.’ 4 And Ahab goeth up to eat, 
and to drink, and Elijah hath gone up unto 
the top of Carmel, and he stretcheth himself 
out on the earth, and he placeth his face be- 
tween his knees, “and saith unto his young 
inan, ‘Go up, I pray thee, look attentively the 
way of the sea;’ and he goeth up and looketh 
attentively, and saith, ‘There is nothing;’ 
and he saith, ‘Turn back,’ seven times. 

44And it cometh to pass, at the seventh, 
that'he saith, ‘Lo, a little thickness as the 
palm of a man is coming up out of the sea.’ 
And he saith, ‘Go up, say unto Ahab, ‘ Bind 
—and go down, and the shower doth not re- 
strain thee.’ 

45 And it cometh to pass, in the meantime, 
that the heavens have become hlack—thick 
clouds and wind—and the shower is great; 
and Ahab rideth, and goeth to Jezrecl, “and 
the hand of Jehovah hath been on Elijah, 
and he girdeth up his loins, and runneth be- 
fore Ahab, till thine entering Jezreel. 


XIX. } AND Ahab declareth to Jezebel all 
that Ehjah did, and all how he slew all the 
prophets by the sword, ?and Jezebel sendeth 
a messenger unto Elijah, saying, ‘Thus doth 
the gods, and thus do they add, surely about 
this time to-morrow, I make thy life as the 
life of one of them.’ 

3 And he feareth, and riseth, and goeth for 
his life, and cometh in to Beer-Sheba, that 
is Judah’s, and Jeaveth his young man there, 
4and he hinself hath gone into the wilderness 
a day’s journey, and cometh and sitteth under 
a certain retem-tree, and desireth his soul 
to die, and saith, ‘ Enough, now, O Jehovah, 
take my soul, for I am not better than my 
fathers. 

° And he lieth down and sleepeth under a 
certain retem-trec, and lo, a messenger com- 
eth against him, and saith to him, ‘Rise, eat ;’ 
Sand he looketh attentively, and lo, at his 
bolster a cake baken on burning stones, and a 
dish of water, and he eateth, and drinketh, 
and turneth, and lieth down. 

7And the messenger of Jehovah turneth 
back a second time, and cometh against him, 
and saith, ‘ Rise, cat, for the way 1s too great 
for thee;’ 8and he riseth, and eateth, and 
drinketh, and goeth in the power of that food 
forty days and forty nights, unto the mount 
of God—Horeb. 

9And he cometh in there,” unto the cave, 
and lodgeth there, and lo, the word cf Jeho- 
vah is unto him, and saith to him, ‘ What— 
to thee, here, Elijah?’ And he saith, ‘I 
have been very zealous for Jehovah, God of 
Hosts, for the sons of Israel have forsaken 
Thy covenant—Thine altars they have thrown

12 And it cometh to pass at the hearing of 
this word—and he is drinking, he and the 
kings, in the booths—that he saith unto his 
servants, ‘Set yourselves;’ and they set 
themselves against the city. 

13 And lo, a certain prophet hath come nigh 
unto Ahab king of Israel, and saith, ‘Thus 
said Jehovah, ‘Hast thou seen all this great 
multitude? lo, Iam giving it into thy hand 
to-day, and thou hast known that I am Je- 
hovah.’ 

MAnd Ahab saith, ‘By whom?’ and he 
saith, ‘Thus said Jehovah, By the young men

15 And he inspecteth the young men of the 
heads of the provinces, and they are two 
hundred, two and thirty, and after them he 
hath inspecteth the whole of the people, all 
the sons of Israel, seven thousand, 1°and 
they go out at noon, and Ben-Hadad is drink- 
ing—drunk ‘in the booths, he and the kings, 
the thirty and two kings, helping him. 

17 And the young men of the heads of the 
provinces go out at the first, and Ben-Hadad 
sendeth, and they declare to him, saying, 
‘Men have come out of Samaria.’ 1And he 
saith, ‘If for peace they have come out—catch 
them alive; -and if for battle they have come 
out—alive catch them.’ 

19 And these have gone out of the city—the 
young men of the heads of the provinces—an 
the force that is after them, °° and smite each 
his man, and.Aram fleeth, and Israel pur- 
sneth them, and Ben-Hadad king of Aram 
escapeth on a horse, and the horsemen; *! and 
the king of Israel goeth out, and smiteth the 
horses, and the charioteers, and hath smitten 
among the Aramaeans a great smiting. 

2 And the prophet cometh nigh unto the 
King of Israel, and saith to him, ‘ Go, streng- 
then thyself, and know and see that which 
thou dost, for at the turn of the year the 
king of Aram is coming up against thee.’ 
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*3 And the servants of the king of Aram 
said unto him, ‘ Gods of hills are their gods, 
therefore they were stronger than we; and yet, 
we fight with them in the plain—are we not 
stronger than they? 

*4“Andthisthingdothou: turnasidethekings 
each out of his place, and set captains in their 
stead; *°and thou, number to thee a force as 
the force that is fallen from thee, and horse 
for horse, and chariot for chariot, and we 
fight with them in the plain; are we not 
stronger than they?’ and he hearkeneth to 
their voice, and doth so. 

*6 And it cometh to pass at the turn of the 
year, that Ben-Hadad inspecteth the Ara- 
maeans, and goeth up to Aphek, to battle 
with Israel, *7and the sons of Israel have 
been inspected, and supported, and go to meet 
them, and the sons of Israel encamp before 
them, like two flocks of goats, and the Ara- 
maeans have filled the land. 

*8 And there cometh nigh a man of God, 
and speaketh unto the king of Israel, and 
saith, ‘Thus said Jehovah, Because that the 
Aramaeans have said, God of hills is Jehovah, 
and He 7s not God of valleys—I have given 
the whole of this evreat multitude into thy 
hand, and ye have known that I am Je- 

ovah.’ 

*2And they encamp one over-against an- 
other seven days, and it cometh to pass on 
the seventh day, that the battle draweth 
near, and the sons of Israel smite Aram—a 
hundred thousand footmen in one day. 9°And 
those left flee to Aphek, unto the city, and 
the wall falleth on twenty and seven chief 
men who are left, and Ben-Hadad hath fled, 
and cometh in unto the city, into the inner- 
most part. 

31 And his servants say unto him, ‘Lo, we 
pray thee, we have heard that the kings of 
the house of Israel—that they are kind 
kings; let us pnt, we pray thee, sackcloth on 
our loins, and ropes on our heads, and we go 
ont unto the king of Israel; it may be he doth 
keep thee alive.’ 

32 And they gird sackcloth on their loins, 
and ropes are on their heads, and they come 
in unto the king of Israel, and say, ‘Thy ser- 
vant Ben-Hadad hath said, Let me live, I 
pray thee;’ and he saith, ‘Is he yet alive? he 
is my brother.’ 

33 And the men observe diligently, and has- 
ten, and catch it from him, and say, ‘Thy 
brother Ben-Hadad;’ and he saith, ‘Go ye in, 
bring him ;’ and Ben-Hadad cometh out unto 
him, and he causeth him to come up on the 
chariot. *4 And he saith unto him, ‘The 
cities that my father took from thy father, I 
give back, and streets thou dost inake for thee 
in Damascus, as my father did in Samaria;’ 
—‘and I, with a covenant, send thee away ;' 
and he maketh with him a covenant, and 
sendeth him away. 

35 And a certain man of the sons of the pro- 
| ees said unto his neighbour by the word of 
| ehovah, ‘Smite me, I pray thee;’ and the 
' man refuseth to smite him, **and he saith to 
| him, ‘Because that thou hast not hearkened 
! to the voice of Jehovah, lo, thon art going

37 And he findeth another man, and saith, 
‘Smite me, I pray thee;’ and the man smit- 
eth him, smiting and wounding, *%and the 
prophet goeth and standeth for the king on 
the way, and disguiseth himself with ashes 
on his eyes. 

39 And it cometh to pass—the king is pass- 
ing by—that he hath enced unto the king, and 
saith, ‘Thy servant went out into the midst 
of the battle, and lo, a man hath turned aside 
and bringeth in unto me a man, and saith, 
Keep this man; if he be at all missing, then 
hath thy life been for his hfe, or a talent of 
silver thon dost weigh out; and it cometh 
to pass, thy servant is working hither and 
thither, and he is not!’ and the king of Israel 
saith unto him, Right is thy Judgment; thou 
hast determined it.’ 

41 And he hasteth and turneth aside the 
ashes from off his eyes, and the king of Israe 
discerneth him, ‘that he is of the prophets,

6 And he saith unto her, ‘Because I speak 
unto Naboth the Jezreelite, and say to Hae 
Give to me thy vineyard for money, or if thou 
desire, I give to thee a vineyard in its stead ;

7And Jezebel his wife saith unto him, 
‘Thou now dost execute rule over Israel !

do give to thee the vineyard of Naboth the 
Jezreclite.’ 

8 And she writeth letters in the name of 
Ahab, and sealeth with his seal, and sendeth 
the letters unto the elders, and unto the free- 
men, who are in his city, those dwelling with 
Naboth, % and she writcth in the Ictters, say- 
ing, ‘Proelaim a fast, pie eause Naboth to 
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Naboth murdered by Jezebel 


sit at the head of the people, and cause 
two men—sons of worthlessucss—to sit over- 
against him, and they testify of him, saying 
Thou hast blessed God and Melech; anc 
they have brought him out, and stoned him, 
and he dieth.’

*6And the king of Moab seeth that the 
battle has been too strong for him, and he 
taketh with him seven hundred men, draw- 
ing sword, to cleave through unto the king of 
Edom, and they have not been able, °’and 
he taketb his son, the first-born who reigneth 
in his stead, and causeth him to aseend—a 
burnt-offering on the wall, and there is great 
wrath against Israel, and they journey from 
off him, and turn back to the land. 


IV. !}AND a certain woman of the wives 
of the sons of the prophets hath cried unto 
Elisha, saying, ‘Thy servant, my husband, is 
dead, and thou hast known that thy servant 
was fearing Jehovah, and the lender hath 
eome to take my two children to him for ser- 


vants. 

2 And Elisha saith unto her, ‘ What do I do 
for thee? declare to me, what hast thou in 
the house?’ and she saith, ‘Thy maid-servant 
hath nothing in the house except a pot of 
oil.’ 3And he saith, ‘Go, ask for thee vessels 
from without, from all thy neighbours—empty 
vessels —let them not be few; tand thon 
hast entered, and shut the door wpon thice, 
and upon thy sons, and hast poured ont into 
all these vessels, and the full ones thon dost 
remove.’ 

6 And she goeth from him, and shutteth 
the door upon her, and upon her sons; they 
are bringing nigh unto her, and she is pour- 
ing out, and it cometh to pass, at the filling 
of the vessels, that she saith unto her son, 
‘Bring nigh unto me a vessel more,’ and he 
saith unto her, ‘There is not a vessel more;’ 
and the oil stayeth. 7’And she cometh and 
declareth to the man of God, and he saith, 
‘Go, sell the oil, and repay thy loan; and 
thou and thy sons do live of the rest.’ 

8And the day cometh that Bhsha passeth 
over unto Shunem, and there is a great wo- 
man, and she layeth hold on him to eat bread, 
and it cometh to pass, at the time of his 

assing over, he turneth aside thither to eat 

read, %and she saith unto her husband, 
‘Lo, I pray thee, I have known that a 
holy man of God ho is, pEsSing over by us 
continually; let us make, I pray thee, a 
little upper chamber of the wall, and we set 
for him CHere a bed, anda table, and a high 
seat, and a candlestick; and it hath been, in 
his coming in unto us, ho doth turn aside 
thither.’ ; 

1 And the day cometh, that he cometh in 
thither, and turneth aside unto tho upper 
charaber, and lieth there, }* and he saith unto 
Gehazi his young man, ‘Call for this Shun- 
ammito;’? and ho ealleth for her, and she 
standeth before hin. 

13 And he saith to him, ‘Say, I pray thee,

unto her, Io, thou hast troubled thyself con- 
eerning us with all this trouble; what—to do 
for thee? is it to speak for thee unto the 
king, or unto the head of the host?’ and she 
saith, ‘In the midst of my people [ am dwell- 


ing. 

M4 And he saith, ‘And what—to do for her?’ 
and Gehazi saith, ‘Verily she hath no son, 
and her husband is aged.’ ! And he saith 
‘Call for her;’ and he calleth for her, and 
she standeth at the opening, !°and he saith, 
* At this season, according to the time of life, 
thou art embracing a son;’ and she saith, 
‘Nay, my lord, O man of God, do not lie nnto 
thy maid-servant.’ 

7 And the woman conceiveth and beareth 
ason, at this season, according to the time 
of life, that Elisha spake of unto her. 1And 
the lad groweth, and the day cometh that 
he goeth out unto his father, unto the reap- 
ers, %and he saith unto his father, ‘My head, 
my head;’ and he saith unto the young man, 
‘Bear him unto his mother;’ and he bear- 
eth him, and bringeth him in unto his mo- 
ther, and he sitteth on her knees till the 
noon, and dieth. 

21 And she goeth up, and layeth him on the 
bed of the man of God, and shutteth the door 
upon him, and goeth out, *2and calleth unto 
her husband, and saith, ‘Send, I pray thee, 
to me, one of the young men, and one of the 
asses, and [ run unto the man of God, and 
return. *%And he saith, ‘Wherefore art 
thou going unto him to-day ?—neither new 
moon nor sabbath!’ and she saith, ‘ Peace 
to thee!’ 

24 And she saddleth the ass, and saith unto 
her young man, ‘Lead, and go, do not res- 
train riding for me, except I have said so to 
thee.’ * And she goeth, and cometh in unto 
the man of God, unto the hill of Carmel, and 
it cometh to pass, at the man of God’s seeing 
her from over-against, that he saith unto Ge- 
hazi his young man, ‘Lo, this Shunammite; 
26 now, rin, I pray thee, to meet her, and say 
to her, Is there peace to thee? is there peace 
to thy husband? is there peace to the lad?’ 
and she saith, ‘ Peace.’ 

27 And she cometh in unto the man of God, 
unto the hill, and layeth hold on his feet, and 
Gehazi cometh nigh to thrust her away, and 
the man of God saith, ‘ Let her alone, tor her 
soul is bitter to her, and Jehovah hath hid- 
den it from me, and hath not declared:ié to 
me.’ %8 And she saith, ‘Did I ask a son from 
my lord? did I not say, Do not deceive me?’ 

“9 And he saith to Gehazi, ‘Gird up thy 
loins, and take my staff in thy hand, and go; 
when thou dost meet a man, thou dost not 
salute him; and when a man doth salute 
thee, thou dost not answer him; and thou 
hast laid my staff on the face of the youth.’ 

30 And the mother of the youth saith, ‘Je- 
hovah liveth, and ey soul liiveth—if I leave 
thee ;’ and he riseth and goeth after her. 
31 And Gehazi hath passed on before them, 
and layeth the staff on the face of the youth, 
and there is no voice, and there is no atten- 
tion, and he turneth back to meet him, and 
declareth to him, saying, ‘The youth hath 
not awaked.’ 
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# And Elisha cometh in to the house, and 
lo, the youth is dead, laid on his bed, °3 and 
he goeth in and shutteth the door upon them 
both, and prayeth unto Jehovah. “And he 
goeth up, and lieth down on the lad, and put- 
teth his mouth on his mouth, and his eyes 
on his eyes, and his hands on his hands, and 
stretcheth himself upon him, and the flesh of 
the lad becometh warm; and he turneth 
back and walketh in the house, once hither 
and once thither, and goeth up and stretch- 
eth himself upon him, and the youth sneez- 
eth till seven times, and the youth openeth 
his eyes. 

38 And he calleth unto Gehazi, and saith, 
‘Call unto this Shunammite ;’ and he calleth 
her, and she cometh in unto him, and he 
saith, ‘Lift up thy son.’ 37 And she goeth 
in, and falleth at his fect, and boweth her. 
self to the earth, and lifteth up her son, and 
goeth out. 

338 And Elisha hath turned back to Gilgal, 
and the famine és in the land, and the sons 
of the ea cnehs are sitting before him, and 
he saith to his young man, ‘Set on the great 
aes boil pottage for the sons of the pro- 
phets. 

39 And one goeth out unto the field to ga- 
ther herbs, and findeth a vine of the field, 
and gathereth of it gourds of the field—the 
fulness of his garment—and cometh in and 
dae them into the pot of pottage, for 
they knew them not; “and they pour out for 
the men to eat, and it cometh to pass at their 
eating of the pottage, that they have cried 
out, and say, ‘ Death is in the pot, O man of 
God!’ and they have not been able to eat. 

41 And he saith, ‘Then bring ye meal ;’ and 
he casteth into the pot, and saith, ‘ Pour out 
for the people, and they eat ;’ and there was 
no evil thing in the pot. 

42 And a man hath come from Baal-Sha- 
lishah, and bringeth in to the man of God 
bread of first-fruits, twenty loaves of barley, 
and full ears of corn in its husk, and he sait 
‘Give to the people, and they eat.’ ® An 
his minister saith, ‘ What—do [I give this be- 
fore a hundred men?’ and he saith, ‘Give to 
the people, and they eat, for thus said Jeho- 
vah, Eat and leave ;’ “and he giveth before 
them, and they eat and leave, according to 
the word of Jehovah. 


V. } AND Naaman, head of the host of the 
king of Aram, was a great man before his 
lord, and accepted of face, for by him had Je- 
hovah given salvation to Aram, and the man 
was mighty in valour—leprous. 

2 And the Aramaeans have gone out by 
troops, and they take captive out of the land 
of Israel a little damsel, and she is before the 
wife of Naaman, Zand she saith unto her 
mistress, ‘O that my lord were before the 
prophet who is in Samaria; then he doth re- 
cover him from his le sak *And one goeth 
in and declareth to his lord, saying, *Shus 
and thus she hath spoken, tho damsel who is 
from the land of Israel.’ 

5 And the king of Aram saith, ‘Go thou, 
enter, and I send a letter unto the king of Is- 
rael -? and helgoeth pe taketh in his hand 
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ten talents of silver, and six thonsand pieces 
of gold, and ten changes of garments. 

6 And he bringeth in the letter unto the 
king of Israel, saying, ‘And now, at the com- 
ing in of this letter unto thee, lo, I have 
sent unto thee Naaman my servant, and thon 
hast recovered him from his leprosy.’ 

7 And it cometh to pass, at the king of Is- 
rael’s reading the letter, that he rendeth his 

arments, and saith, ‘Am I God, to put to 

eath and to keep alive, that this one is send- 
ing unto me to recover a man from his lep- 
rosy? for surely know, I pray you, and see, 
for he is presenting himselt to me.’ 

8 And it cometh to pass, at Elisha the man 
of God’s hearing that the king of Israel hath 
rent his garments, that he sendeth unto the 
king, saying, ‘Why hast thou rent thy gar- 
meuts? let him come, I pray thee, unto me, 
and he doth know that there is a prophet in 
Israel.’ 

9 And Naaman cometh, with his horses and 
with his chariot, and standeth at the open- 
ing of the house for Elisha; and Ehsha 
sendeth unto him a messenger, saying, ‘Go 
and thon hast washed seven times in J¢ ordan, 
and thy flesh doth turn back to thee—and be 
thou clean. 

1 And Naaman is wroth, and goeth on, and 
saith, ‘Lo, [ said, Unto me he doth certainly 
come out, and hath stood and called in the 
name of Jehovah his God, and waved his 
hand over the place, and recovered the leper. 
12 Are not Abana and Pharpar, rivers of Dam- 
ascus, better than all the waters of Israel? do 
I not wash in them and I have been clean?’ 
and he turneth and goeth on in fnry. 

13 And his servants come nigh, and speak 
unto him, and say, ‘ My father, a great thing 
had the prophet spoken unto thee—dost thou 
not do i¢? and surely, when he hath said unto 
thee, Wash, and be clean.’ “And he gocth 
cown and dippeth in Jordan seven times, ac- 
cording to the word of the man of God, and 
his flesh doth turn back as the flesh of a little 
yonth, and is elean. 

15 And he turneth back unto the man of God, 
he and all his camp, and cometh in, and 
standeth before him, and saith, ‘Lo, I pray 
thee, L have known that there is not a God 
in all the carth except in Israel; and now, 
take, I pray thee, a blessing from thy servant.’ 
1% And he saith, ‘Jehovah liveth, before 
whom I have stood—if I take it;’ and he 
presseth on him to take, and he refuseth. 

17 And Naaman saith, ‘If not—let be given, 
[I pray thee, to thy servant, a couple of mules’ 
burden of earth, for thy servant doth make 
no more burnt-offering and sacrifice to other 
rods, but to Jehovah. 18 For this thing Je- 

ovah be propitions to thy servant, in the 
coming in of my lord into the house of Rim- 
mon to bow himself there, and he was sup- 
ported by my hand, and | bowed myself in 
the house of Rimmon; for my bowing myself 
in the house of Rimmon Jehovah be propiti- 
ous, I pray thee, to thy servant in this thing.’ 
19 And he saith to him, ‘Go in peace.’ 

And he goeth from him a kibrath of land, 
Mand Gehazi, servant of Khisha the man of 
God, saith, ‘Lo, my lord hath spared Naa- 
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man this Aramaean, not to reccive from his 
hand that which he brought; Jehovah liveth; 
surely if [have rnn after him, then I have 
taken from him something.’ 

“1 And Gehazi pursneth after Naaman, and 
Naaman seeth one running after him, and 
alighteth from off the chariot to meet him, 
and saith, ‘1s there peace?’ *2 And he saith, 
‘Peace; my lord hath sent me, saying, Lo, 
now, this, come unto me have two young men 
from the hill-country of Ephraiim, of the sons 
of the prophets; give, I pray thee, to them, a 
talent of silver, and two changes of garments.’ 

*3 And Naaman saith, ‘Be pleased, take 
two talents;’ and he urgeth on him, and 
bindeth two talents of silver in two purses, 
and two changes of garments, and giveth 
unto two of his youre men, and they bear be- 
fore him; “and he eometh in unto the hich 
place, and taketh out of their hand, and lay- 
eth up in the house, and sendcth away the 
men, and they go. 

*5 And he hath come in, and doth stand by 
his lord, and Elisha saith unto him, * Whence 
—Gehazi?’ and he saith, ‘ Thy servant went 
not hither or thither.’ °* And he saith unto 
him, ‘My heart went not when the man turn- 
ed from off his chariot to meet thee; is ita 
time to take silver, and to take garments, and 
olives, and vines, and flock, and herd, and men- 
servants, and maid-servants? *’ yea, the lep- 
rosy of Naaman doth cleave to thee, and to 
thy seed,—to the age;’ and he goeth out 
from before him—leprous as snow. 


VI. 1} AND sons of the prophet say un- 
to Elisha, ‘ Lo, we pray thee, the place where 
we are dwelling before thee is too strait for 
us; 2let us go, we pray thee, unto the Jor- 
dan, and we take thence each one beam, and 
we make for ourselves there a place to dwell 
there;’ and he saith, ‘Go.’ ? And the one 
saith, ‘Be pleased, I pray thee, and go with 
thy servants;’ and he saith, ‘I—I go. 

4And he goeth with them, and they come in 
to the Jordan, and cut down the trees, Sand 
it cometh to pass, the one is felling the beam 
and the iron hath fallen into the water, and 
he crieth and saith, ‘Alas! my lord, and it 
asked!’ ® And the man of God saith, ‘ Whi- 
ther hath it fallen?’ and he sheweth him the 
place, and he cutteth a stiek, and casteth thi- 
ther, and causeth the iron to swim, “’and 
saith, ‘Raise to thee;’ and he putteth forth 
his hand and taketh it. ; 

8 And the king of Aram hath been fighting 
against Israel, and taketh counsel with his 
servants, saying, ‘At such and such a place 
is my cneamping.’ 9% And the man of God 
sendcth unto the king of Isracl, saying, ‘Take 
heed of passing by this place, for thither are 
the Aramaeans coming down; 1 and the king 
of Israel sendcth uuto the place of which the 
man of God spake to him, and warned him, 
and he is preserved there not once nor twice. 

It And the heart of the king of Aram is toss- 
ed abont conecrning this thing, and he calleth 
unto his servants, and saith unto them, ‘Do 
ve not declare to me who of us is for the king of 
Tsracl? !2 And one of his servants saith, ‘Nay, 
my lord, O king, for Elisha the prophet, who 
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is in Israel, declareth to the king of Israel the 
words that thou speakest in the inner part of 
thy bed-chamber.’ 

13 And he saith, ‘Go ye and see where he is, 
and I send and take him;’ and it is declared 
to him, saying, ‘ Lo—in Dothan.’ “And he 
sendeth thither horses and chariot, and a 
heavy foree, and they come in by night, and 
go round against the eity. 

15 And the servant of the nan of God riseth 
early, and goeth out, and lo, a force is sur- 
rounding the city, and horse and chariot, and 
his young man saith unto him, ‘Alas! my 
lord, how do we do?’ 1 And he saith, ‘ Fear 
not, for more are they who are with us than 
they who are with them.’ 

17 And Elisha prayeth, and saith, ‘Jehovah, 
open, I pray Thee, his eyes, and he doth see ;’ 
and Jehovah openeth the eyes of the young 
man, and he seeth, and lo, the hill is full 
of horses and chariots of fire, round about 
Ehsha. 

13 And they come down unto it, and Elisha 
prayeth unto Jehovah, and saith, ‘Smite, 1 
way Thee, this nation with blindness;’ and 

e smiteth them with blindness, according 
to the word of Ehsha. 18 And Elisha saith 
unto them, ‘This is not the way, nor is this 
the city; come after me, and I lead you unto 
the man whom ye seek;’ and he leadeth them 
to Samaria. 

*0 And it cometh to pass, at their coming 
in to Samaria, that Elisha saith, ‘Jehovah, 
open the eyes of these, and they see;’ and 
Jehovah opencth their eyes, and they see, and 
lo, in the midst of Samaria! 

*1 And the king of Israel saith unto Elisha, 
at his seeing them, ‘Do I smite—do I smite— 
my father?’ ** And he saith, ‘Thou dost not 
sinite; those whom thon hast taken captive 
with thy sword and with thy bow art thou 
smiting? set bread and water before them, and 
they cat, and drink, and go unto their lord.’ | 

*3 And he prepareth for them great provi- 
sion, and they eat and drink, and he sendeth 
them away, and they go unto their lord: and 
troops of Arain have not added any more to 
come in to the land of Israel. 

"4 AND it cometh to pass afterwards, that 
Ben-Hadad king of Aram gathereth all his 
camp, and gocth up, and layeth siege to Sa- 
maria, “and there is a great famine in Sa- 
maria, and lo, they are laying siege to it, till 
the head of an ass is at eighty silverlings, and 
a fourth of the cab of dovesdung at five sil- 
verlings. 

26 And it cometh to pass, the king of Israel 
is passing by on the wall, and a woman hath 
cried unto him, saying, ‘Save, my lord, 
king.’ 27 And he saith, ‘Jehovah doth not save 
thee—whencee do I save thee? out of the thresh- 
ing- floor, or out of the wine-vat?’ 

*®And the king saith to her, ‘ What—to 
thee?’ and she saith, ‘This woman said unto 
me, Give thy son, and we eat him to-day, and 
my son we eat to-morrow; * and we boil my 
son and eat him, and I say unto her on the 
next day, Give thy son, and we eat him; and 
she hideth her son.’ ; 

30 And it cometh to pass, at the _king’s 
hearing the words of the woman, that he 
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rendeth his garments, and he is passing by 
on the wall, and the people see, and lo, the 
sackcloth zs on his flesh within. 3 And he 
saith, ‘Thus doth God do to me, and thus 
He doth add—if it remain—the head of Elisha 
son of Pert en him this day.’ 

32 And Elisha is sitting in his uae, and 
the elders are sitting with him, and the king 
sendeth a man from before him; before the 
messenger doth come unto him, even he him- 
self said unto the elders, ‘Have ye seen that 
this son of the murderer hath sent to turn 
aside my head? see, at the coming in of the 
messenger, shut the door, and ye have held 
him fast at the door, is not the sound of the 
feet_of his lord behind him?’ 

33 He is yet speaking with them, and lo, 
the messenger is coming down unto him, and 
he saith, ‘Lo, this is the evil from Jehovah: 
what—do [ wait for Jehovah any more?’ 


VII. !AND Elisha saith, ‘Hear ye a 
word of Jehovah: Thus said Jehovah, About 
this time to-morrow, a measure of fine flour 
is at a shekel, and two measures of barley at 
a shekel, in the gate of Samaria.’ ? And the 
captain whom the king hath, by whose hand 
he hath been supported, answereth the man 
of God and saith, ‘Lo, Jehovah is making 
windows in the heavens—shall this thing be?’ 
and he saith, ‘Lo, thou art seeing it with thine 
eyes, and thereof thou dost not eat.’ 

3 And four men have been leprous, at the 
opening of the gate, and they say one unto 
another, ‘What—we are sitting here till we 
have died; 4if we have said, We go in to 
the city, then the famine is in the city, and 
we have died there; and if we have sat here, 
then we have died; and now, come and we 
fall unto the camp of Aram; if they keep us 
alive, we live, and if they put us to death— 
we have died.’ 

>And they rise in the twilight, to go in 
unto the camp of Aram, and they come in 
unto the extremity of the camp of Aram, 
and lo, there is not a man there, °secing Je- 
hovah hath caused the camp of Aram to hear 
a noise of chariot and a noise of horse—a 
noise of a great force, and they say one unto 
another, ‘Lo, the king of Israel hath hired 
avainst us the kings of the Hittites, and the 
kings of Egypt, to come against us.’ 7 And 
they rise and flee in the twilight, and forsake 
their tents, and their horses, and their asses 
—the camp as it is—and flee for their hfe. 

8 And these lepers come in unto the ex- 
tremity of the camp, and come in unto onc 
tent, and eat, and drink, and lift wp thence 
silver, and gold, and garments, and go and 
hide; and they turn back and go inunto another 
tent, and lift up thence, and go and hide. 

9 And they say one unto another, ‘We are 
not doing right this day; a day of tidings it 
is, and we are keeping silent; and—we have 
waited till the light of the morning, then 
hath punishment found us; and now, come 
and we go in and declare to the house of the 
king.’ 

10 And they come in, and call unto the gate- 
kecper of the city, and declare for themselves, 
saying, ‘ We have core in unto the camp of 


Samaria plentifully supplied. 


Aram, and lo, there is not there a man, or 
sound of man, but the bound horse, and the 
bound ass, and tents as they ave.’ 1! And he 
calleth the gate-keepers, and they declare to 
the house of the king within. 

12 And the king riseth by night, and saith 
unto his servants, ‘Let me declare, [ pray 
you, to you that which the Aramaeans have 
done to us; they have known that we are 
famished, and they are gone out from the 
camp to be hidden in the field, saying, When 
they come out from the city, then we catch 
them alive, aud unto the city we enter.’ 

13 And one of his servants answereth and 
saith, ‘Then let them take, I pray thee, five 
of the horses that are left, that have been 
left in it—lo, they are as all the multitude of 
Israel who have been left in it; lo, they are 
as all the multitude of Israel who have been 
constuned—and we send und see.’ 

4 And they take two chariot-horses, and 
the king sendeth after the camp of Aram, 
saying, ‘Go, and see.’ And they go after 
them unto the Jordan, and lo, all the way is 
full of garments and vessels that the Aram- 
acans have cast away in their haste, and the 
messengers turn back and declare to the king. 

16 And the people go out and spoil the camp 
of Aram, ane there is « measure of fine flour 
at a shekel, and two measures of barley at a 
shekel, according to the word of Jehovah. 

7 And the king hath appointed the captain, 
by whose hand he is wt ported, over the 
gate, and the people tread him down in the 
gate, and he dieth, as the man of God spake, 
which he spake inthe coming down of the king 
unto him, yea, it cometh to pass, according 
to the speaking of the man of God unto the 
king, saying, ‘Two measures of barley at a 
shekel, and a measure of fine flour at a 
shekel are, at this time to-morrow, in the 
gate of Samaria;’ and the captain answer- 
eth the man of God, and saith, ‘And lo, Je- 
hovah is making windows in the heavens— 
it is according to this word?’ ana he saith, 
‘Lo, thou art seeing with thine eyes, and 
thereof thou dost not eat;’ *and it cometh 
to him so, and the people tread him down in 
the gate, and he dieth. 


VIIl. } AND Elisha spake unto the woman 
whose son he had revived, saying, ‘ Rise and 
go, thou and thy household, and sojourn 
where thou dost sojourn, for Jehovah hath 
called for a famine, and also, it is coming un- 
to the land seven years.’ ? And the woman 
riseth, and doth according to the word of the 
man of God, and goeth, she and her house- 
hold, and sojourneth in the Jand of the Phi- 
listines seven years. 

3 And it cometh to pass, at the end of seven 
years, that the woman turneth back from 
the land of the Philistines, and goeth out to 
aa mt the king, for her house, and for her 
field. 

4And the king is speaking unto Gehazi, 
servant of the man of God, saying, ‘ Recount, 
1 pray thee, to me, the whole of the great 
things that Mlisha hath done.’ © And it eom- 
eth to pass, he is recounting to the king how 
he had revived the dead, and lo, the woman 
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whose son he had revived is erying unto the 
king, for her house and for her field, and 
Gehazi saith, ‘My lord, O king, this is the 
woman, and this her son, whom Elisha re- 
vived.’ 

6 And the king asketh at the woman, and 
she recounteth to him, and the king appoint- 
eth to her a certain ennuch, saying, ‘Give 
back all that she hath, and all the increase of 
the field from the day of her leaving the land 
even til] now.’ 

7 And Elisha cometh in to Damaseus, and 
Ben-Hadad king of Aram is sick, and it 1s de- 
claredito him, saying, ‘The man of God hath 
come hither.’ ®%And the king saith unto 
Hazael, ‘Take in thy hand a present, and go 
to meet the mau of God, and thou hast sought 
Jehovah by him, saying, Do I revive from 
this sickness?’ 

® And Hazacl goeth to meet him, and taketh 
a present in his hand, even of every gooe 
thing of Damascus, a burden of forty camels, 
and he cometh in and standeth before him, 
and saith, ‘Thy son Ben-Hadad, king of Aram, 
hath sent me unto thee, saying, Do I revive 
from this sickness?’ 

1 And Elisha saith unto him, ‘Go, say, 
Thou dost certainly not revive, seeing Je- 
hovah hath shewed me that he doth surely 
die.’ tAnd he setteth his face, yea, he 
setteth 7é till he is ashamed, and the man of 
God weepeth. 

12 And Hazael saith, ‘Wherefore is my 
lord weeping?’ and he saith, ‘ Because I have 
known the evil that thou dost to the sons of 
Israel—their fenced places thou dost send into 
fire, and their young men with sword thou 
dost slay, and their sucklings thou dost dash 
to pieces, and their pregnant women thou 
dost rip up.’ 

13 And Hazael saith, ‘But what, is thy ser- 
vant the dog, that he doth this great thing?’ 
And Elisha saith, ‘Jehovah hath shewed me 
thee—king over Aram.’ 

14 And he goeth from Elisha, and cometh in 
unto his lord, and he saith unto him, ‘ What 
said Elisha to thee?’ and he saith, ‘ He said 
to me, Thou dost certainly recover.’ And 
it cometh to pass on the morrow, that he 
taketh the eoarse cloth, and a eth in water 
and spreadeth on his face, and he dieth, and 
Hazael reigneth in his stead. 

16 And in the fifth year of Joram son of 
Ahab king of Israel—and Jehoshaphat is king 
of Judah—hath Jehoram son of Jehoshaphat 
king of Judah reigned; a son of thirty and 
two years was he in his reigning, and eight 
years he hath reigued in Jerusalem. 

18 And he walketh in the way of the kings 
of Israel, as did the house of Ahab, for a 
daughter of Ahab was to him for a wife, and 
he doth the evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah, 
Wand Jehovah was uot willing to destroy 
Judah, for the sake of David his servant, as 
He said to him, to give to him a lamp—to his 
sons all the days. 

Jn his days hath Kdom revolted from 
under the hand of Judah, and they cause a 
king to reign over them, *! and Joram passeth 
over to Zair, and all the chariots with lin, 
and he himself hath risen by night, and smit- 
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eth Edom, that is coming round about 
unto him, and the heads of the chariots, and 
the people fleeth to its tents; ** and Edom re- 
volteth from under the hand of Judah till this 
day; then doth Libnah revolt at that time. 

“3 And the rest of the matters of Joram, 
and all that he did, are they not written on 
the book of the Chronicles of the kings of 
Judah? *% And Joram heth with his fathers, 
and is buried with his fathers in the city of 
wena and reign doth Ahaziah his son in his 
stead. 

*5JTn the twelfth year of Joram son of Ahab 

king of Israel reigned hath Ahaziah son of 
Jehoram king of Judah; “a son of twenty 
and two years is Ahaziah in his reigning, and 
one year he hath reigned in Jerusalem, and 
the name of his mother ts Athahah daughter 
of Omri king of Israel, ?7and he walketh in 
the way of the house of Ahab, and doth the 
evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah, hke the 
house of Ahab, for heis son-in-law of the house 
of Ahab. 
28 And he goeth with Joram son of Ahab to 
battle with Hazael king of Aram in Ra- 
moth-Gilead, and the Aramaeans smite Jo- 
ram, and Joram the king turneth back to 
be healed in Jezreel of the wounds with which 
the Aramaeans smite him in Ramah, in his 
fighting with Hazael king of Aram, and Aha- 
ziah son of Jehoram king of Judah hath gone 
down to see Joram son of Ahab in Jezreel, 
for he is sick. 


IX. } AND Elisha the prophet hath called 
to one of the sons of the prophets, and saith 
to him, ‘Gird up thy loins, and take this 
vial of oil in thy hand, and go to Ramoth-Gil- 
ead, 2and thou hast gone in there, and see 
thou there Jehu son of Jehoshaphat, son of 
Nimshi, and thou hast gone in, and caused 
him to rise out of the midst of his brethren, 
and brought him in to the inner ee of 
an inner-chamber, ? and taken the vial of oil. 
and poured on his head, and said, Thus said 
Jehovah, I have anointed thee for king unto 
Israel; and thou hast opened the door, and 
fled, and dost not wait.’ 

4 And the young man goeth—the young man 
the prophet—to Ramoth-Gilead, ® and cometh 
in, and lo, chiefs of the force are sitting, 
and he saith, ‘I have a word unto thee, O 
chief!’ and Jehu saith, ‘ Unto which of all of 
us?’ and he saith, ‘ Unto thee, O chief.’ 

6 And he riseth and cometh in to the house, 
and he pourcth the oil on his head, and saith 
to him, ‘Thus said Jehovah, God of Israel, I 
have anointed thee for king unto the people of 
Jehovah, unto Israel, 7 and thou hast smitten 
the house of Ahab thy lord, and 1 have re- 
quired the blood of My servants the prophets, 
and the blood of all the servants of Jehovah, 
from the hand of Jezebel; 8and perished hath 
all the house of Ahab, and I have cut off to 
Ahab those sitting on the wal], and restrained, 
and left, in Israel, 9and I have given up the 
house of Ahab like the house of Jeroboam son 
of Nebat, and as the house of Baasha son of 
Ahijah, and Jezchel do the dogs eat in the 
portion of Jezreel, and there is none burying;’ 
aud he openeth the door and fleetb. 
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11 And Jehu hath gone out unto the servants 
of his lord, and one saith to him, ‘Is there 
peace: Wherefore came this madman unto 

hee?’ and he saith unto them, ‘Ye have 
known the man and his talk.’ 1 And they 
say, “False, declare, we pray thee, to us;’ 
and he saith, ‘Thus and thus spake he unto 
me, saying,iThus said Jehovah, 1 have anoint- 
ed thee for king unto Israel.’ 

13 And they haste and take each his gar- 
ment, and put i¢ under him at the top of the 
stairs, and blow with a trumpet, and say, 
‘Reigned hath Jehu!’ And Jehuson of Je- 
hoshaphat, son of Nimshi, couspireth against 
Joram—(and Joram was keeping in Ramoth- 
Gilead, he and all Israel, from the presence of 
Hazael king of Aram, “and king Joram 
turneth back to be healed in Jezreel, of the 
wounds with which the Aramaeans smite 
him, in his fighting with Hazael king of 
Aram)—and Jehu saith, ‘1f it is your mind, 
let not an escaped one go out from the city, to 
so to declare z¢ in Jezreel.’ 

16 And Jehu rideth, and goeth to Jezreel, for 
Joram is lying there, and Ahaziah king of 
Judah hath gone down to see Joram. 

17 And the watchman is standing on the 
tower in Jezreel, and seeth the company of 
Jehu in his coming, and saith, ‘ A company I 
see ;’ and Joram saith, ‘ Take a rider and send 
to meet them, and let him say, Is there peace %” 
18 And the rider on the horse goeth to meet 
him, and saith, ‘Thus said the king, Is there 
peace?’ and Jehu saith, ‘What—to thee and 
to peace? turn round behind me.’ 

And the watchman declareth, saying, ‘ The 
messenger came unto them, and he hath not 
returned.’ 19And he sendeth a second rider 
on a horse, and he cometh in unto them, and 
saith, ‘Thus said the king, Is there peace?’ 
and Jehu saith, ‘ What—to thee and to peace? 
turn round behind me.’ 

2 And the watchman declareth, saying, 
‘He came unto them, and he hath not return- 
ed, and the driving is like the driving of Jehu 
son of Nimshi, for with maduess he driveth.’ 

1 And Jehoram saith, ‘Harness ;’ and his 
chariotis harnessed, and Jehoram kingof Israel 
goeth out, and Ahaziah king of Judah, each 
in his chariot, and they go out to meet Jehu, 
and find him in the portion of Naboth the 
Jezreelite. : 

* And it cometh to pass, at Jchorai’s seeing 
Jehu, that he saith, ‘Is there peace, Jehu?’ and 
he saith, ‘What is the peace, while the whore- 
doms of Jezebel thy mother, and her witeh- 
crafts, are many?’ °° And Jehoram turneth his 
hands, and fleeth, and saith unto Ahaziah, 
‘Deceit, O Ahaziah!’ * And Jeliu hath filled 
his hand with a bow, and smiteth Jehoram be- 
tween his arms, and the arrow goeth out from 
his heart, and he boweth down in his chariot 

25 And Jehu saith unto Bidkar his captain 
‘Lift u », cast him into the portion of the 
field of Naboth the Jezreelite—for, remember, 
I and thou were riding together after Ahab 
his father, and Jehovah lifted pee him this 
burden: * Have I not the blood of Naboth 
and the blood of his sons seen yesternight— 
the affirmation of Jehovah—yea, I have re- 
compeused to thee in this portion—the affir- 
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mation of Jchovah;—and now, lift up, cast 
him into the portion, according to the word 
of Jehovah.’ 

27 And Ahaziah king of Judah hath seen, 
and fleeth the way of the garden-house, and 
Jehu pursueth atter him, and saith, ‘Smite 
him—also him—in the chariot,’ in the going 
up to Gur, that is Ibleam, and he flecth to 
Meviddo, and dieth there, “and his servants 
earry him in a chariot to Jerusalem, and 
bury him in his burying-place, with his fa- 
thers, in the city of David. 9 And in the 
cleventh year of Joram son of Ahab reign 
did Ahaziah over Judah. 

30 And Jehu cometh in to Jezreel, and Jeze- 
bel hath heard, and putteth her cyes in paint 
and maketh right her head, and looketh out 
through the window. 3! And Jehu hath come 
into the gate, and she saith, ‘ Was there peace 
to Zimri—slayer of his lord?’ 

32 And he lifteth up his face nnto the win- 
dow, and saith, ‘ Who is with me?—who?’ 
and Jook out unto him do two or three eunuchs; 
33 And he saith, ‘Let her go;’ and they let 
her go, and some of her blood is sprinkled on 
the wall, and on the horses, and he treadeth 
her down. 

34 And he cometh in, and eateth, and drink- 
eth, and saith, ‘ Look after, I pray you, this 
cursed one, and bury her, for she is a king’s 
daughter.’ 3° And they go to bury her, and 
have not found of her except the skull, and 
the feet, and palms of the hands. 

36 And they turn back, and declare to him, 
and he saith, ‘The word of Jchovah it is, 
that He spake by the hand of his servant 
EKhjah the Tishbite, saying, In the portion of 
Jezreel do the dogs eat the flesh of Jezebel, 
and the carcase of Jezebel hath been as 
ding on the face of the field in the portion 
of Jezreel, that they say not, This is Jezebel.’ 


X. 1 AND Ahab hath seventy sons in Sa- 
maria, and Jehu writeth Jetters, and sendeth 
to Samaria, unto the heads of Jezreel,? the 
elders, and unto the supporters of Ahab, say- 
ing, 2‘ And now, at the coming in of this let- 
ter unto you, and with you ave sons of your 
lord, and with you are the chariots and the 
horses, and a fenced city, and the armour, 
3 and ye have seen the best and the uprightest 
of the sons of your lord, and have set him on 
the throne of Ins father, and fight ye for the 
house of your lord.’ 

‘ And they fear very greatly, and say, ‘ Lo, 
the two kings have not stood before hun, and 
how do we stand—we?’? * And he whois over 
the house, and he who ts over the city, and 
the elders, and the supporters, send unto Je- 
hu, saying, ‘Thy servants we are, and all 
that thou sayest unto us we do; we do not 
make any one king—that which is good in 
thine eyes do.’ 

6 And he writeth unto them a letter a se- 
cond time, sayiny, ‘If ye are for ine, an to 
my voice are hearkening, take the heads of 
the men—the sons of your lord, and come 
into me about this time to-morrow, to Jez- 
reel;’ and the sons of the king are seventy 
men, with the great ones of the city thoso 
bringing them up. 
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7 And it cometh to pass, at the coming in of 
the letter unto them, that they take the sons 
of the king, and slanghter seventy men, and 
pis their heads in baskets, and send unto 
1m. to Jezreel, ®and the messenger cometh 
in, and declareth to him, saying, ‘They have 
brought in the heads of the sons of the king,’ 
and he saith, ‘Make them two heaps at the 
opening of the gate till the morning.’ 

And it cometh to pas in the morning, 
that he goeth out, and standeth, and saith 
unto all the people, ‘ Righteous are ye; lo, I 
have conspired against my lord. and slay him 
—and who smote all these? !°Know ye now, 
that nothing doth fall of the word of Jehovah 
to the earth that Jehovah spake against tlie 
house of Ahab, and Jehovah hath done that 
which He spake by the hand of His servant 
Elijah.’ 

And Jehu smiteth all those left to the 
house of Ahab in Jezreel, and all his great 
men, and his acquaintances, and his priests, 
till he hath not left to him a remnant. 

12 And he riseth, and cometh in and goeth 
to Samaria; he is at the shepherds’ shearing- 
house in the way, #3and Jehu hath found the 
brethren of Ahaziah king of Judah, and 
saith, ‘Who are ye?’ and they say, ‘ Breth- 
ren of Ahaziah we are, and we go down to 
salute the sons of the king, and the sons of 
the mistress.’ 14 And he saith, ‘Catch them 
alive ;’ and they catch them alive, and slaugh- 
ter them at the pit of the shearing-house, 
forty and two men, and he hath not left a 
man of them. 

15 And he goeth thence, and findeth Jehona- 
dab son of Rechab—to mect him, and blesseth 
him, and saith unto him, ‘ Is thy heart right, 
as my heart is with thy heart?’ and Jehona- 
dab saith, ‘It is;’—‘Then it is; give thy 
hand ;’ and he giveth his hand, and he caus- 
eth him to come up unto him into the chariot, 
16and saith, ‘Come with me, and look on my 
zeal for Jehovah;’ and they cause him to ride 
in his chariot. 

7 And he cometh in to Samaria, and smit- 
eth all those left to Ahab in Samaria, till his 
destroying him, according to the word of Je- 
hovah that He spake unto Elisha. 

’And Jehu gathereth the whole of the 
pone, and saith unto them, ‘Ahab served 

aal a little—Jehu doth serve lim much: 
Wand now, all the prophets of Baal, all his 
servants, and all his priests, call ye unto me; 
let not a man be Jacking, for a great sacrifice 
T have for Baal; every one who is lacking— 
he doth not live;’? and Jehu hath done ié in 
as in order to destroy the servants of 

daAAI. : 

20 And Jehu saith, ‘Sanctify a restraint for 
Baal;’? and they proclaim if. *! And Jehu 
sendeth into all Isracl, and all the servants 
of Baal come in, and there hath not been left 
aman who hath not come in; and they come 
in to the house of Baal, and the house of 
Baal is full-- mouth to mouth. 

2And he saith to him who ts over tho 
wardrobe, ‘ Bring out clothing to all servants 
of Baal;’ and he bringeth ont to thei the 
clothing. * And Jchu goeth in, and Jchona- 
dab son of Rechab, to the house of Baal, and 
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saitn to the servants of Baal, ‘Seareh and 
see, lest there be here with you of the ser- 
vants of Jehovah—but, the servants of Baal 
by themselves.’ 

*4And they come in to make sacrifices 
and burnt-offerings, and Jehu hath set for 
himself in an out-place eighty men, and saith, 
‘The man who letteth escape any of the men 
whom I am bringing in unto your hand—his 
soul for his soul.’ 

*° And it cometh to pass at his finishing to 
make the burnt-offemng, that Jehu saith to 
the runners, and to the captains, ‘Go in, 
smite them, let none come out;’ and they 
smite them by the mouth of the sword, and 
the runners and the captains cast them out; 
and they go unto the city, to the house of 
Baal, **and bring out the standing-pillars of 
the house of Baal, and burn them, ” and 
break down the standing-pillar of Baal, and 
break down the house of Baal, and appoint 
it for a draught-house unto this day. 

23 And Jelu destroyeth Baal out of Israel, 
*%only—the sins of Jeroboam son of Nebat, 
that he caused Israel to sin, Jehu hath not 
turned aside from after them—the calves of 
gold that are at Beth-El, and in Dan. 

30 And Jehovah saith uuto Jehu, ‘ Because 
that thou hast done well, to do that which 
is right in Mine eyes—according to all that is 
in My heart thou hast done to the house of 
Ahab—the sons of the fourth generation do 
sit for thee on the throne of Israel.’ 

31 And Jehu hath not taken heed to walk 
in the law of Jehovah, God of Israel, with 
all his heart, he hath not turned aside from 
the sins of Jeroboam, that he cansed Israel 
to sin. 

“In those days hath Jehovah begun to cut 
off some in Israel, and Hazael smiteth them 
in all the border of Israel, from the Jordan, 
at the sun-rising, the whole land of Gilead, of 
the Gadite, and the Reubenite, and the Man- 
assahite (from Aroer, that is by the brook 
Arnon), even Gilead and Bashan. 

34 And the rest of the matters of Jehu, and 
all that he did, and all his might, are they 
not written on the book of the Chronicles. of 
the kings of Israel? 33And Jehu lieth with 
his fathers, and they bury him in Samaria, 
and reign doth Jehoahaz his son in his stead. 
36 And the days that Jehu hath reigned over 
Israel ave twenty and eight years, in Samaria. 


XI. } AND Athaliah is mother of Ahaziah 
and she hath seen that her son is dead, and 
she riseth, and destroyeth all the seed of the 
kingdom; “and Jehosheba daughter of king 
Joram, sister of Ahaziah, taketh Joash son 
of Ahaziah, and stealeth him out of the 
midst of the sons of the king who are put to 
death, him and his murse, in the inner part 
of the bed-chambers, and they hide him from 
the presence of Athaliah, and he hath not 
been put to death, ?and_ he is with her, in 
the house of Jehovah, hiding himself, six 
years, and Athaliah is reigning over the 
and. 

4 And in the seventh year hath Jehoiada 
sent and taketh the heads of the hundreds, 
of the exeeutioners and of the runners, and 
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bringeth them in unto him, to the house of 
Jehovah, and inaketh with them a covenant, 
and causeth them to swear in the house of 
Jehovah, and sheweth them the son of the 
king, °and commandeth them, saying, ‘This 
is the thing that ye do; The third of you are 
going in on the sabbath, and keepers of the 
charge of the house of the king, Sand the 
third is at the gate of Sur, and the third at 
the gate behind the runners, and ye have 
kept the charge of the house pulled down; 
7and two patie of you, all going out on 
the sabbath—they have kept the charge of 
the house of Jehovah about the king, * and 
ye have compassed the king round about, 
each with his weapons in his hand, and he 
who is coming unto the ranges is put to death ; 
and be ye with the king in his going out and 
in his coming in.’ 
_ 9 And the heads of the hundreds do aceord- 
ing to all that Jehoiada the priest commanded, 
and take each his men going in on the 
sabbath, with those going out on the sabbath, 
and come in unto Jehoiada the priest, and 
the priest giveth to the heads of the hun- 
dreds the spears and the shields that king 
David had, that are in the house of Jehovah. 
nN And the runners stand, each with his 
weapons in his hand, from the right shoulder 
of the house unto the left shoulder of the 
house, by the altar and by the house, by the 
king round about; ! and he bringeth out the 
son of the king, and putteth on him the crown, 
and the testimony, and they make him king, 
and anoint him, and smite the hand, and say, 
‘Let the king live.’ 

3 And Athaliah heareth the voice of the 
runners and of the people, and she eometh 
in unto the people, to the house of Jehovah, 
44and looketh, and lo, the king is standing 
by the pillar, according to the ordinance, aud 
the heads, and the trumpets, are by the king, 
and all the people of the land are rejoicing, 
and blowing with trumpets, and Athaliah 
‘rendeth her garments, and calleth, ‘Con- 
spiracy! conspiracy!’ 

1 And Jehoiada the priest commandeth 
the heads of the hundreds, inspectors of the 
force, and saith unto them, ‘Bring her ont 
unto the outside of the ranges, and him who 
is going after her, put to death by the sword:’ 
for the priest had said, ‘Let her not be put 
to death in the house of Jehovah.’ ' And 
they make for her sides, and she entereth the 
way of the entering in of the horses to the 
house of the king, and is put to death there. 

7And Jehoiada Peiccth the covenant be- 
tween Jehovah and the king and the people, 
to be for a people to Jehovah, and between 
the king and the people. ; 

1% And all the people of the land go in to 
the house of Baal, and break it down, its 
altars and its images they have thoroughly 
broken, and Mattan priest of Baal they have 
slain before the altars; and the priest setteth 
inspectors over the house of Jehovah, and 
taketh the heads of the hundreds, and the 
executioners, and the runners, and all the 

eople of the land, and they bring down the 

Mine from the house of Jehovah, and come 

| by the way of the gate of the runners, to the 
on 


Athaliah put to death. 


house of the king, and he sitteth on the 
throne of the kings. 

“0 And all the people of the land rejoice, 
and the city is quiet, and Athaliah they have 
put to death by the sword in the house of 
the king; *!a son of seven years is Jehoash 
in his reigning. 


XII. JIN the seventh year of Jehu reigned 
hath Jehoash, and forty years he hath reigr- 
ed in Jerusalem, and the name of his mother 
is Zibiah of Beer-Sheba, 2and Jehoash doth 
that which is right in the eyes of Jehovah all 
his days in which Jehoiada the priest directed 
him, %only, the high places have not turned 
aside, still are the people sacrificing and mak- 
ing perfume in high places. 

4And Jehoash saith unto the priests, ‘ All 
the money of the sanctified things that is 
bronght in to the house of Jehovah, the 
money of him who is passing over, each the 
money of his valuation, all the money that 
it gocth up on the heart of a man to bring in 
to the house of Jehovah, 5do the priests take 
to them, each from his acquaintance, and they 
strencthen the breach of the honse, in all 
places where there is found a breach.’ 

® And it cometh to ee in the twenty and 
third year of king Je oash, the priests have 
not strengthened the breach of the house, 
7and king Jehoash calleth to Jehoiada the 
priest, and to the priests, and saith unto 
them, ‘Wherefore are ye not strengthening 
the breach of the house? and now, receive no 
money from your acquaintances, but for the 
breach of the house give it.’ 

8 And the priests consentnot to receive money 
from the people, nor to strengthen the breach 
of the house, 9and Jehoiada the priest tak- 
eth a chest, and pierceth a hole in its Jid, 
and putteth it near the altar, on the right 
side, as one cometh in to the house of Jeho- 
vah, and the priests keeping the threshold 
have put there a]l the money that is brought 
in to the house of Jehovah. 

10 And it cometh to pass, at their seeing 
that the money is abundant in the chest 
that there goeth up a scribe of the king, an 
of the high priest, and they bind i up, and 
count the money that is found in the house 
of Jehovah, “and have given the weighed 
money into the hands of those doing the 
work, those inspecting the house of Jehovah, 
and they bring it out to those working in the 
wood, and to builders who are working 
in the house of Jehovah, }2and to those 7e- 
pairing the wall, and to hewers of stone, 
and to buy wood and hewn stones to streng- 
then the breach of tlhe house of Jehovah, and 
for all that goeth out on the house, to streng- 
then it. 

13 Only, there is not made for the house of 
Jehovah basins of silver, snuffers, bowls, 
trumpets, any vessel of gold, and vessel of sil- 
ver, out of the money that is brought into 
the honse of Jehovah; for to those doing 
the work they give it, and they have streng- 
thened with it the house of Jehovah, and 
they do not reckon with the men_ into 
whose hand they give the money to give to 
those doing the work, ier in faithfulness they 

or 
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are dealing. }°The money of a trespass-offer- 
ing, and the money of sin-offerings is not 
brought in to the house of Jehovah—for the 
priests it is. 

Then go up doth Hazael king of Aram, 
and fighteth against Gath, and captureth it, 
and Hazael setteth his face to go up against 
Jerusalem; }8and Jehoash king of Judah tak- 
eth all the sanctified things that Jehoshaphat, 
and Jehoram, and Ahaziah, his fathers, 
kings of Judah, had sanctified, and his own 
sanctified things, and all the gold that is 
found in the treasures of the house of Jehovah 
and of the honse of the king, and sendeth to 
Hazael king of Aram, and he goeth up from 
off Jerusalem. 

19 And the rest of the matters of Joash, and 
all that he did, are they not written on the 
book of the Chronicles of the kings of Judah? 
270 And his servants rise, and make a conspi- 
racy, and smite Joash in the house of Millo, 
that is going down to Silla: *! yea, Jozachar 
son of Shimeath, and Jchozabad son of She- 
mer, his servants, have smitten him, and he 
dieth, and they bury him with his fathers in 
the city of David, and reign doth Amaziah his 
son, in his stead. 


XITI. } IN the twenty and third year of 
Joash son of Ahaziah king of Judah, hath Je- 
hoahaz son of Jehu reigned over Israel, in Sa 
maria—seventeen years, *and he doth the 
evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah, and goeth

Him ye bow yourselves, and to Him ye do 
sacrifice; 87and the statutes, and tho judg- 
ments, and the law, and the command, that 
He wrote for you, ye observe to do all the 
days, and ye do not fear other gods ; and 
the covenant that I have made with you yo 
do not forget, and ye do not fear other gods; 
39 but Jehovah your God ye do fear, and Ho 
doth deliver you out of the hand of al! your 
enemies ;’ 4 and they have not hearkened, 
but according to their former custom they 
are doing, “A and these nations are fearing 
Jehovah, and their graven images they have 
served, both their sons and their sons’ sons; as 
their fathers did, they are doing unto this day. 


XVILL. } AND it cometh to pass, in the 
third year of Hoshea son of Hlah king of 
Israel, reigned hath Hezekiah son of Ahaz 
king of Judah; *a son of twenty and five 
years was he iu his reigning, and twenty and 


Hezekiah's good reign. 


nine years he hath reigned in Jerusalem, and 
the name of his mother is Abi daughter of 
Zechariah. 

3And he doth that which is right in the 
eyes of Jehovah, according to all that David 
his father did, *#he hath turned aside the 
high places, and broken in pieces the stand- 
aye pulars, and cut down the shrine, and beat- 
en down the brazen serpent that Moses made 
for unto these days were the sons of Israe 
making Becuee to it, and he calleth it ‘a 
pie of brass.’ °In Jehovah, God of Israel, 

e hath trusted, and after him there hath 
not been like him among all the kings of 
Judah, nor among any who were before him; 
6 and he cleaveth to Jehovah, he hath not turn- 
ed aside from after Him, and keepeth His 
commands that Jehovah commanded Moses. 

7 And Jehovah hath been with him, in 
every pce where he goeth out he acteth wise- 
ly, and he rebelleth against the king of As- 
shur, and hath not served him; 8he hath 
smitten the Philistines unto Gaza, and its 
berders, from a tower of the watchers unto 
the fenced city. ; 

9 And it cometh to pass, in the fourth year 
of king Hezekiah—it is the seventh year of 
Hoshea son of Elah king of Israel—come up 
hath Shalmaneser king of Asshur against Sa- 
maria, and layeth siege to it, }° and they cap- 
ture it at the end of three years; in the sixt 
year of Hezekiah—it ts the ninth year of 

oshea king of Israel—hath Samaria been 
captureth, ! and the king of Asshur removeth 
[srael to Asshur, and placed them in Halah, 
and in Habor by the river Gozan, and in cities 
of the Medes, * because that they have not 
hearkened to the voice of Jehovah their God, 
and trangress His covenant—all that He com- 
manded Moses, servant of Jehovah—yea, they 
have not hearkened nor done i. 

33 And in the fourteenth year of king Heze- 
kiah hath Sennacherib king of Asshur come 
up against all the fenced cities of Judah, and 
seizeth them, and Hezekiah king of Judah 
sendeth unto the king of Asshur to Lachish, 
saying, ‘I have sinned, turn back from off me; 
that which thou puttest on,me I bear; ’ and 
the king of Asshur layeth on Hezekiah king 
of Judah three hundred talents of silver, an 
thirty talents of gold, %and Hezekiah giveth 
all the silver that is found in the house of Je- 
hovah, and in the treasures of the house of 
the king; 1%at that time hath Hezekiah cut 
off the doors of the temple of Jehovah, and 
the pillars that Hezekiah king of Judah had 
overlaid, and giveththemtotheking of Asshur. 

WV And the king of Asshur sendeth Tartan, 
and the chief of the eunuchs, and the chief of 
the butlers, from Lachish, unto king Heze- 
kiah, with a heavy force, to Jerusalem, and 
they go up and come in to Jerusalem, and they 
go up, and come in and stand by the conduit 
of the upper pool that is in the highway of 
the fuller’s field. 18 And they call unto the 
king, and go ont unto them doth Eliakim son 
of Hilkiah, who is over the house, and Shebna 
the scribe, and Joah son of Asaph the remem- 
brancer. 

19 And the chief of the butlers saith unto 
them, ‘ Say, I pray you, unto Hezekiah, Thus 
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said the greatiking, the king of Asshur, What 
ts this confidence in which thou hast confided?

whom hast thou trusted that thou hast re- 
belled against me? 

*1* Now, lo, thou hast trusted for thee on the 
staff of this broken reed, on Egypt; which a 
man leaneth on, and it hath gone into his 
hand, and jiSete it!—so is Pharaoh king of 
Egypt to all those trusting on him. 

+2 * And when ye say unto me, Unto Jehovah 
our God we have trusted, is it not He whose 
high places and whose altars Hezekiah hath 
turned aside, and saith to Judah and to Jeru- 
salem, Before this altar do ye bow yourselves 
in Jerusalem ? 

73 * And, now, ee a pledge for thee, I pray 
thee, to my lord the king of Asshur, and I give 
to thee two thousand horses, if thou art able 
to give for thee riders on them. *4And how 
dost thou turn back the face of one captain of 
the least of the servants of my lord, that thou 
dost trust for thee on Egypt for chariot, and 
for horsemen? * Now, without Jehovah have 
I come up against this place to destroy it? 
Jehovah said unto me, Go up against this land, 
and thou hast destroyed it.’ ; 

26 And Eliakim son of Hilkiah saith—and 
Shebna, and Joah—to the chief of the butlers, 
‘Speak, we pray thee, unto thy servants in 
Aramaean, for we are understanding, and do 
not speak with us in Jewish, in the ears of the 
people who are on the wall.’ ® And the chief 
of the butlers saith untothem, ‘For thy lord, 
and unto thee, hath my lord sent me to speak 
these words? is it not for the men, those sit- 
ing on the wall to eat their own dung and to 
drink their own water, with you?’ 

28 And the chief of the butlers standeth and 
ealleth with a great voice in Jewish, and 
speaketh and saith, ‘Hear ye a word of the 
great king, the king of Asshur: “thus said 
the king, Let not Hezekiah lift you up, for 
he is not able to deliver you out of his hand ; 
30 and let not Hezekiah make you trust unto 
Jehovah, saying, Jehovah doth certainly de- 
liver us, and this city is not given into the 
hand of the king of Asshur. ; 

31‘T)o not hearken unto Hezekiah, for thus 
said the king of Asshur, Make with me a 
blessing, and come out unto me, and eat ye 
each of his vine, and each of his fig-tree, and 
drink ye each the waters of his own well, 
32 til] my coming in, and I have taken you 
unto a land like your own land, a land of corn 
and new wine, a land of bread and vineyards 
a land of oil olive, and honey, and lve, an 
die not ; and do not hearken unto Hezekiah, 
when he persnadeth you, saying, Jehovah doth 
deliver us. 

. 33*Have the gods of the nations delivered at 
all each his land out of the hand of the kin 
of Asshur? 3! Where are the gods of Hamat 
and Arpad? where the gods of Sepharvaim 
Hena, and Ivvah, that they have deliver 
Samaria out of my hand? * Who are they 
among all the gods of the lands that have 
delivered their land out of my hand, that 
Jehovah doth deliver Jcrusalem out of my 
hand?’ 
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Sennacherib’s threatenings. 


36 And the people have kept silent, and have 
not werd him a word, for the command 
of the king is, saying, ‘Do not answer him.’ 
37 And Ehakim son of Hilkiah, who is over 
the house, cometh in, and Shebna the scribe, 
and Joah son of Asaph the remembrancer, 
unto Hezekiah, with rent garments, and they 
declare to him the words of the chief of the 
butlers. 


XIX. J} AND it cometh to pass, at king 
Hezekiah’s hearing, that he rendeth his gar- 
ments, and covereth himself with sackcloth, 
and entereth the house of Jehovah, * and 
sendeth Eliakim, who is over the house, and 
Shebna the scribe, and the elders of the 
priests, covering themselves with sackcloth, 
unto Isaiah the prophet, son of Amoz. 3and 
they say unto him, ‘Thus said Hezekiah—

® And he heareth concerning Tirhakah king 
of Cush, saying, ‘Lo, he hath come out to 
fight with thee;’ and he turneth and sendeth 
messengers unto Hezekiah, saying, 1° ‘Thus 
do ye speak unto Hezekiah king of Judah, 
saying, Let uot thy God hft thee uP in whom 
thou art trusting, saying, Jernsalem is not 
riven into the hand of the king of Asshur. 
11 Yo, thou hast heard that which the kings 
of Asshur have done to all the Jands—to de- 
vote them; and thou art delivered! !* did the 
gods of the nations deliver them whom my 
fathers destroyed—Gozan, and Haran, and 
Rezeph, and the sons of Eden, who are in 
Thelassar? 1 Where zs the king of Haimath, 
and the king of Arpad, and the king of the 
city of Sepharvaim, Hena, and Ivvah?’ 

4 And Hezekiah taketh the letters out of 
the hand of the messengers, and readeth them 
and goeth up to the house of Jehovah, and 
Hezekiah spreadeth it before Jehovah. 

% And Hezekiah prayeth before Jehovah, 
and saith, ‘O Jehovah, God of Israel, inha- 
biting the chernbs, Thou art God Himself— 
Thyself alone—to all the kingdoms of the 
earth: Thou hast made the heavens and the 
earth. 36Incline. O Jehovah, Thine ear, and 
bear; open, O shee cyes, and sec; 
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and hear Thou the words of Sennacherib with 
which he hath sent him to reproach the liv- 


ing God. 

1 ‘Truly, O Jehovah, kings of Asshur have 
laid waste the nations, and their land, 8and 
have put their gods into fire, for they are no 
gods, but work of the hands of man, wood 
and stone, and destroy them. 1 And now, 
Jchovah our God, save us, we pray Thee, out 
of his hand, and know do all kingdoms of 
the earth that Thou art Jehovah God—Thy- 
self alone.’ 

*0 And Isaiah son of Amoz sendeth unto 
Hezekiah, saying, ‘Thus said Jehovah, God 
of Israel, That which thou hast prayed unto 
Me concerning Sennacherib king of Asshur I 
have heard: *! this is the word that Jehovah 
spake concerning him: 

* Trampled on thee—Jaughed at thee, 

Hath the virgin daughter of Zion 

Behind thee shaken the head— 

Hath the daughter of Jerusalem? 

“2 Whom hast thou reproached and reviled? 
And against whom lifted up a voice? 

Yea, thou dost lift up on high thine eyes—

32 'lhercfore, thus said Jehovah, 


Sennacherib’s army destroyed. 


Concerning the king of Asshur: 

He doth not come in unto this city, 

Nor doth he shoot there an arrow 

Nor doth he come before it with shield. 

Nor doth he pour out against it a mount. 
% In the way that he cometh in— 

In it he turneth back, 

And unto this city he doth not come in, 

The affirmation of Jehovah— 
84 And I have covered over this city, 

To save it, for Mine own sake, 

And for the sake of David My servant.’ 

% And it cometh to pass, in that night, that 
a messenger of Jehovah goeth out, and smit- 
eth in the camp of Asshur a hundred eighty 
and five thousand, and they rise early in the 
morning, and lo, all of them are dead corpses. 

36 And Sennacherib king of Asshur journey- 
eth, and goeth, and turneth back, and dwell- 
eth in Nineveh; °’and it cometh to pass, he 
is bowing himself in the house of Nisroch his 
god, and Adramelech and Sharezar [his sons] 
have smitten him with the sword, and they 
have escaped to the land of Ararat, and 
Ksarhaddon his son reigneth in his stead. 


XX. lIN those days hath Hezekiah been sick 
unto death, and come unto him doth Isaiah 
son of Amoz the prophet, and saith unto him, 
“Thus said Jehovah: Give a charge to thy 
house, for thou art dying, and dost not live.’ 

2And he turneth round his face unto the 
wall, and prayeth unto Jehovah, saying, 
3*T pray Thee, O Jehovah, remember, I pray 
Thee, how I have walked habitually before 
Thee in truth, and with a perfect heart, and 
that which is good in Thine eyes [ have done;’

7 And Isaiah saith, ‘'Take ye a cake of figs ;’ 
and they take and lay zt on the boil, and he 
reviveth. 8 And Hezekiah saith unto Isaiah, 
‘What its the sign that Jehovah doth give 
healing to me, that I have gone up on the 
third day to the house of Jehovah?’ 9 And 
Isaiah saith, ‘This is to thee the sign from 
Jehovah, that Jehovah doth the thing that He 
hath spoken—The shadow hath gone on ten 
degrees, or it doth turn back ten degrees %’ 
10 And Hezekiah saith, ‘It hath been hght 
for the shadow to incline ten degrees: nay, 
but let the shadow turn backward ten de- 


rees.” 

M And Isaiah the prophet calleth unto Je- 
novah, and He bringeth back the shadow by 
the degrees that it had gone down in the de- 
grees of Ahaz—hbackward ten degrees. 

1 At that time hath Berodach-Baladan son 
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pcre unto Hezekiah, for he heard that 
ezckiah had been sick; Mand Ilezckiah 
hearkeneth unto them, and sheweth them all 
the house of his treasury, the silver, and the 
gold, and the spices, and the good ointment, 
and all the house of his vessels, and all that 
hath been found in his treasuries; there hath 
not been a thing that Hezekiah hath not shew- 
ed them, in his house, and in all his dominion. 

14 And Isaiah the prophet cometh in unto 
king Hezekiah, and saith unto him, ‘ What 
said these men? and whence come they 
nnto thee?’ And Hezckiah saith, ‘From a 
land afar off they have come—from Babylon.’

16 And Isaiah saith unto Hezekiah, ‘Hear

“0 And the rest of the matters of Hezekiah, 
and all his might, and how he made the pool, 
and the conduit, and bringeth in the waters 
to the city, are they not written on the book 
of the Chronicles of the kings of Judah? 
"1 And Hezekiah lieth with his fathers, and 
reign doth Manassch his son in his stead. 


XXII. 1A SON of twelve years is Manasseh 
in his reigning, and fifty and five years he 
hath reigned in Jerusalem, and the name of 
his mother is Hephzi-Bah ; ? and he doth the 
evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah, according to 
the abominations of the nations that Jeho- 
vah dispossessed from the presence of the 
sons of Israel, 2 and he turneth and buildeth 
the high places that Hezekiah his father de- 
stroyed, and raiscth altars for Baal, and 
maketh a shrine, as did Ahab king of Israel, 
and boweth himself to all the host of the 
heavens, and serveth them. 

4And he hath built altars in the house of 
Jehovah, of which Jehovah said, ‘In Jeru- 
salem I put My name.’ °And he buildeth 
altars to all the host of the heavens in the 
two courts of the house of Jehovah ; and he 
hath caused his son to pass through fire, and 
observed clouds, and used enchantment, and 
dealt with a familiar spirit and wizards; he 
hath multiplied to do the evil thing in the 
eyes of Jehovah—to provoke to anger.

17 And the rest of the matters of Manasseh, 
and all that he did, and his sin that he 
sinned, are they not written on the book of 
the Chronicles of the kings of Judah? 38 And 
Manasseh lieth with his fathers, and is buried 
in the garden of his house, in the garden _ of 
Uzza, and reign doth Amon his son in his 
stead. 

19 A son of twenty and two years is Amon 
in his reigning, and two years he hath reigned 
in Jerusalem, and the name of his mother is 
Meshullemeth daughter of Haruz of Jotbah, 
*®and he doth the evil thing in the eyes of 
Jehovah, as did Manasseh his father, 7} and 
walketh in an the Bey that his father walked 
in, and serveth the idols that his father served, 
and boweth himself to them, “* and fersaketh 
Jehovah, God of his fathers, ard hath not 
walked in the way of Jehovah. 

* And the servants of Amon conspire 
against him, and put the kiug to death in his 
ewn house, “and the people of the land smite 
all those conspiring against king Amon, and 
the people of the land cause Josiah his son te 
reign in his stead. 

2% And the rest of the matters of Amon 
that he did, are they not written on the book 
of the Chronicles of the kings of Judah? *8and 
one burieth him in his burying-place in the 
garden of Uzza, and reign doth Josiah his son 
in his stead. 


XXIL. 1A SON of eight years is Josiah in 
his reigning, aud thirty and one years he 
hath reigned in Jerusalem, and the name of 
his mother is Jedidah daughter of Adaiah of 
Boskath, * and he dot that which is right in

that they have forsaken Me, and make per- 
fume to other gods, so as to provoke Me to 
anger with every work of their bands, and 
My wrath hath been kindled against this 
place, and it is net quenehed. 

18*¢And unto the king of Judah, who is 
sending yeu to seek Jehovah, thus do ye say 
nato him, Thus said Jehovah, God of Israel, 
The words that thou hast heard— because 


Josiah destroys idolatry, 


thy heart is tender, and thou art humbled 
because of Jehovah, in thy hearing that which 
T have spoken against this place, and against 
its inhabitants, to be for a desolation, and 
for_a reviling, and dost rend thy garments, 
and weep before Me—I also have heard—the 
affirmation of Jehovah—” therefore, lo, I am 
gathering thee unto thy fathers, and thou 
hast been gathered unto thy grave in peace, 
and thine eyes do not Teale on any of the 
evil that I am bringing in on this place;’ and 
they bring the king back word. 


XXITI. 1 AND the king sendeth, and they 
ather unto him all the elders of Judah and 
erusalem, “and the king goeth wp to the 

house of Jehovah, and every man of Judah, 
and all the inhabitants of Jerusalem, with 
him, and the priests, and the prophets, and all 
the people, from small unto great, and he read- 
eth in their ears all the words of the book of the 
covenant that is found in the houseof Jehovah.

and he burneth them at the outside of Jeru- 
salem, in the fields of Kidron, and hath borne 
their ashes to Beth-E]. 

>And he hath caused to cease the idolatrous 
priests whom the kings of Judah have ap- 
pointed, (and they make perfume in high 
places, in cities of Judah and suburbs of 
Jerusalem,) and those making perfume to 
Baal, to the sun, and to the moon, and to the 
planets, and to all the host of the heavens. 

6 Aud he bringeth ont the shrine from the 
house of Jehovah to the outside of Jerusalein, 
unto the brook Kidron, and burneth it at the 
brook Kidron, and beateth it small to dust, 
and casteth its dust on the grave of the sons 
of the people. 7 And he breaketh down the 
houses of the whoremongers that are in the 
house of Jehovah, where the women are weav- 
ing houses for the shrine. 

8 And he bringeth in all the priests out of 
the cities of Judah, and defileth the high 
eae, where the priests have made perae

"1 And the king commandeth the whole of 
the people, saying, ‘Make ye a passover to 
Jehovah your God, as it is written on this 
book of fe covenant.’ °?Surely there hath 
not been made like this passover from the 
days of the judges who judged Israel, even all 
the days of the kings of Israel, and of the 
kings of Judah; °3 but in the eighteenth year 
of king Josiah, hath this passover been miade

°4 And also, those having familiar spirits, 
and the wizards, and the teraphim, and the 
idols, and all the abominations that were seen 
in the land of Judah, and in Jerusalem, hath 
Josiah put away, in order to establish the 
words of the law that are written on the book 
that Hilkiah the priest hath found in the 
house of Jehovah. °° And like him there hath 
not been before him x ae who turned back

32 And of the sons of Issachar, having un- 
derstanding for the times, to know what Is- 
racl should do; their heads ave two hundred, 
and all their brethren ave at their command. 

33 Of Zebulun, going forth te the host, ar- 
ranging battle with all instruments of battle,

are fifty thousand, and kecping rank without 
a double heart. 

34 And of Naphtali, a thonsand heads, and 
with them, with target and spear, are thirty 
and seven thousand. 

35 And of the Danite, arranging battle, ave 
twenty and eight thousand and six hundred. 

38 And of Asher, going forth to the host, to 
arrange battle, are forty thousand. 

37 And from beyond the Jordan, of the Reu- 
benite, and of the Gadite, and of the half of 
the tribe of Manasseh, with all instruments 
of the host for battle, are a hundred and 
twenty thousand. 

38 All these ae men of war, keeping rank— 
with a perfect heart they have come to He- 
bron, to cause David to reign over all Israel, 
and also all the rest of Israel are of one 
heart, to cause David to reign, 99 and they are 
there, with David, three days, eating and 
drinking, for their brethren have prepared 
for them.

17 And it is deelared to David, and he ga- 
thereth all Israel, and passeth over the Jor- 
dan, and cometh in unto them, and setteth 
in array against them; yea, David setteth in 
array the battle to meet Aram, and they fight 
with him; and Aram fleeth from the face 
of Israel, and David slayeth of Aram seven 
thousand charioteers, and forty thousand 
foot-men, and Shophach head of the host he 
hath put to death. 

And the servants of Hadarezer see that 
they have been smitten before Israel, and they 
make peace with David and serve him, and 
Aram hath not been willing to help the sons 
of Ammon any more. 


XX. 1AND it eometh to pass, at the time 
of the turn of the year—at the time of the 
going out of the messengers—that Joab lead- 
eth ont the force of the host, and destroyeth 
the land of the sons of Ammon, and eometh 
in and beseigeth Rabbah—David is abiding in 
Jerusalem—and Joab smiteth Rabbah, and 
breaketh it down. 

* And David taketh the erown of their king 
from off his head, and findeth it in weight a 
talent of gold, and in it a precious stone, and 
it ison the head of David: and spoil of the 
eity he hath brought out ie much, 3and 
the people who are in it he hath brought ont, 
and setteth to the saw, and to cutting instru- 
ments of iron, and to axes; and thus doth 
David to all cities of the sons of Ammon, and 
David turneth back, and all the people, to 
Jerusalem. 

4And it cometh to pass, after this, that 
there remaineth war in Gezer with the Philis- 
tines, then hath Sibbechai the Hushathite 
smitten Sippai, of the ehildren of the giant, 
and they are humbled. 

5 And there is again war with the Philis- 
tines, and Elhanan son of Jair smiteth Lahmi, 
brother of Goliath the Gittite, the wood of 
whose spear is like a beam of weavers. 

6 And there is again war in Gath, and there 
is aman of measure, and his fingers and his 
toes are six and six, twenty and four, and 
also, he hath been born to the giant. 7’ And 
he reproacheth Israel, and smite him doth 
Jonathan son of Shimea, brother of David. 
8'These were born to the giant in Gath, and 
they fall by the hand of David, and by the 
hand of his servants. 


XXI. 1 AND there standeth up an adver- 
sary against Israel, and persuadeth David to 
number Israel, 2and David saith unto Joab, 
and unto the heads of the people, ‘Go, num- 
ber Israel from Beer-Sheba even unto Dan, 


and bring unto me and 1 know their number.’ 
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3And Joab saith, ‘Jehovah doth add to 
His people as they are a hundred times; are 
they not, my lord, O king, all of them to my 
lord for servants? why doth my lord seek 
this? why is he fora canse of guilt to Israel?’ 
4 And the word of the king is severe against 
Joab, and Joab goeth out, and goeth np and 
down in all Israel, and cometh in to Jeru- 
salem. 

5 And Joab giveth the account of the num- 
bering of the people unto David, and all Israel 
is a thousand thousand and a hundred thou- 
sand, each drawing sword, and Judah is four 
hundred and seventy thousand, each drawing 
sword. §® And Levi and Benjamin he hath not 
numbered in their midst, for the word of the 
king was abominable with Joab. 

7 And it is evilin the eyes of God eoncern- 
ing this thing, and He smiteth Israel, 8and 
David saith unto God, ‘I have sinned ex- 
ceedingly, in that I have done this thing; and 
now, eause to pass away, [ pray Thee, the ini- 
quity of Thy servant, for I have aeted very 
foolishly.’ 

9 And Jehovah speaketh unto Gad, seer of 
David, saying; ‘Go, and thou’hast spoken 
unto David, saying, Thus said Jehovah, Three 
—I am stretehing ont unto thee; choose for 
thee one of these, and I do 7z#¢ to thee.’ 

N And Gad cometh in unto David, and saith 
to him, ‘Thus said Jehovah, Take for thee— 
etther for three years—famine, or three 
months to be consumed from the faee of thine 
adversaries, even the sword of thine enemies 
to overtake, or three days the sword of Je- 
hovah, even:pestilence in the land, and a mes- 
senger of Jehovah destroying in allthe border 
of Israel; and now, see; what word do I re- 
turn Him who is sending me?’ 

13 And David saith unto Gad, ‘f am greatly 
distressed, let me fall, I pray thee, into the 
hand of Jehovah, for very many are His 
merece: and into the hand of man let me not 

all. 

14 And Jehovah giveth a pestilence in Israel, 
and there fall of Israel seventy thousand men, 
band God sendeth a messenger to Jerusalem 
to destroy it, and as he is destroying Jehovah 
hath seen, and is eomforted concerning the 
evil, and saith to the messenger who is de- 
stroying, ‘Enough, now, cease thy hand.’ _ 

And the messenger of Jehovah is standing 
by the threshing-floor of Ornan the, Jebusite, 
16 and David lifteth up his eyes, and secth the 
messenger of J aWerah standing between the 
earth and the heavens, and his sword drawn 
in his hand, stretched owt over Jernsalem, and 
David falleth, and the elders, covered with 
sackcloth, on their faces. 

17 And David saith unto God, ‘Did not I— 
I say to number the people? Yea, [itis who 
havesinned, and done great evil: and these, the 
flock, what did they? 0 Jehovah, my God, let, 
1 pray Thee, Thy hand be on me, and on the 
house of my father, and not on Thy people—to 
be plagned.’ 

18 And the messenger of Jehovah spake un- 
to Gad, saying for David, ‘ my David doth 
co up to raise an altar to Jchovah in the 
effecting -tloor of Ornan the Jebusite.” 1 And 
David goeth up by pe of uad, that he 


Ornan’s threshing-floor. 


spake in theuame of Jehovah. ~ And Ornan 
turneth back, and sceth the messenger, and 
his four sons ave with him, hiding themselves, 
and Ornan is threshing wheat. 

“1 And David cometh in unto Ornan, and 
Ornan looketh attentively, and seeth David, 
and goeth out from the threshing-floor, and 
boweth himself to David-—face to the earth. 
#2 And David saith unto Ornan, ‘Give to me 
the place of the threshing-floer, and I build 
in it an altar to Jehovah; for full silver give 
it to me, and the plague is restrained from the 
people.’ 

23 And Ornan saith unto David, ‘Take to 
thee—and my lord the king doth that which 
is good in his eyes: see, I have given the ox- 
en for burnt-offerings, and the threshing in- 
struments for wood, and the wheat for a pre- 
sent; the whele I have given.’ “And king 
David saith to Ornan, ‘ Nay, for I surely buy 
for full silver; for I do not lift up that which 
is thine to Jehovah, so as to offer a burnt- 
offering without cost.’ 

25> And David giveth to Ornan for the place 
shekels of gold in weight six hundred; ** and 
David bnildeth there an altar to Jehovah, 
and offereth burnt-offerings and peace-offer- 
ings, and calleth unto Jehovah, and He an- 
swereth him with fire from the heavens on the 
altar of the burnt-offering. * And Jehovah 
aaith to the messenger, and he turneth back 
his sword unto its sheath. 

*8 At that time when David seeth that Je- 
hovah hath answered him in the threshing- 
floor of Ornan the Jebusite, then he sacrific- 
eth there; “and the tabernacle of Jehovah 
that Moses made in the wilderness, and the 
altar of the burnt-oftering, are at that time 
in a high place, in Gibeon ;$9°and David is 
not able to go before it to seek God, for he 
hath been afraid becanse of the sword of the 
messenger of Jehovah. 


XXII. }AND David saith, ‘This is the 
house of Jehovah God, and this the altar 
for burnt-offering for Israel.2 ®And David 
saith to gather the sojourners who are in the 
land of Israel, and appointeth hewers to hew 
hewn-stones to build a house of God. 3 And 
iron in ‘abundance for nails for leaves of the 
gates, and for couplings, hath David pre- 
pared, and brass in abundance—there is no 
weighing. ‘And cedar-trees even without 
number, for the Zidonians and the Tyri- 
ans brought in cedar-trees in abundance to 
David. 

5’ And David saith, ‘Solomon ‘my son isa 
youth and tender, and the house to be built 
to Jehovah is to be made exceedingly great, 
for name and for beauty to all the Jands; let 
me prepare, I pray Thee, for it;’ and David 
prepareth in abundance beforc his death. 

6 And he calleth for Solomon his son, and 
chargeth him to build a house to Jehovah, 
God of Israel, 7 and David saith to Solemon 
his son, ‘As for me, it hath been with my 
heart to build a heuse to the name of Jcho- 
vah my God, 8and the word of Jehovah is 
against me, saying, Blood in abundance thou 
hast shed, and great wars thou hast made: 
thou dost not build a pense to My name, for 
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much blood thou hast shed to the earth be- 
fore Me. 

9* fo, a son is born to thee; he is a man of 
rest, and I have given rest to him from all 
his enemies round about, for Solomon is his 
name, and peace and quietness I give unto 
Israel in his days; }®he doth build a house to 
My name, and he is to Me for a son, and 1 
am to him for a father, and I have established 
the throne of his kingdom over Israel] unto 
the age. 

Ul * Now, my son, Jehovah is with thee. and 
thou hast prospered, and hast built the house 
of Jehovah thy God, as He spake concerning 
thee. '? Only, Jehovah give to thee wisdom 
and understanding, and charge thee concern- 
ing israel, even to keep the law of Jehovah 
thy God; then thon dost prosper, if thou 
dost observe to do the statutes and the judg- 
ments that Jehovah charged Moses with con- 
cerning Israel; be strong and courageous; 
do not fear, nor be cast down. 

14° And lo, in mine affliction, I have pre- 
pared for the house of Jehovah of gold talents 
a hundred thousand, and of silver a thousand 
thousand talents; and of brass and of iron 
there is no weighing, for in abundance it hath 
been, and woed and stones I have prepared, 
and to them thon dost add. 

1 *And with thee in abundance ave work- 
men, hewers and artificers of stone and of 
wood, and every skilful man for every work. 
16l'o the gold, to the silver, and to the brass 
and to the iron, there is no numher; arise and 
do, and Jehovah is with thee.’ 

17 And David giveth charge to all heads of 
Israel to give help te Solomon his son, '8 ‘Is 
not Jehovah your God with you? yea, He 
hath given rest to you round about, for He 
hath given into my hand the inhabitants of 
the land, and subdued hath been the land be- 
fore His people. 

19*Now, give your heart and your soul to 
seek to Jehovah your God, and rise and build 
the sanctuary of Jehovah God, to bring in 
the ark of the covenant of Jehovah, and the 
holy vessels of God, to the house that is built 
to the name of Jehovah.’ 


XXIII. J} AND David is old, and satisfied 
with days, and causeth his son Solomon to 
reign over Israel, “and gathereth all the heads 
of Israel, and the priests, and the Levites ; 
3 and the Levites are numbered from a sen of 
thirty years and upward, and their number, 
by their polls, is of mighty men thirty and 
eight thousand, 

4 Of these to preside over the work of the 
house of Jehovah are twenty and four thou- 
sand, and officers and judges six thousand, 
Sand four thousand gatekeepers, and four 
thousand giving praise to Jehovah, ‘with in- 
struments that I made for praising,’ saith 
David. 

6 And David distributeth them into courses; 
Of the sons of Levi: of Gershon, Kehath, and 
Meratri. 

7Of the Gershonite: Laadan and Shimei. 
8 Sons of Laadan: the head is Jehiel, and Ze- 
tham, and Joel, three. ®Sons of Shimei are 
Shelomith, and Haziel, and Haran, three

these are heads of the fathers of Laadan. 
10 And sons of Shimei are Jahath, Zina, and 
Jeush, and Beriah ; these ave sons of Shimei, 
four. *} And Jahath is the head, and Zizah 
the second, and Jeushb and Beriah have not 
multiplied sons, and they become the house 
of a father a one numbering. 

Sons of Kohath ave Amram, Izhar, He- 
bron, and Uzziel, four. Sons of Amram: 
Aaron aud Moses; and Aaron is separated for 
his sanctifying the holy of hohes, he and his 
sons—uunto the age, to make perfume before 
Jehovah, to serve Him, and to bless in His 
name—unto the age. 

14 As to Moses, the man of God, his sons 
are called after the tribe of Levi. Sons of 
Moses: Gershom and Eliezer. 36 Sons of 
Gershom: Shebuel the head. 17 And sons of 
Khezer are Rehabiah the head, and Ehezer had 
no other sons, and the sons of Rehabiah have 
multiphed exceedingly. 38 Sons of Izhar: 
Shelomith the heat Sons of Hebron: 
Jeriah the head, Amariah the second, Jaha- 
ziel the third, and Jekameam the fourth. 
“0 Sons of Uzziel: Micah the head, and Ishshi- 
ah, the second. 

21 Sons of Merari: Mahli and Mushi; sons 
of Mahli: Eleazar and Kish. ** And Eleazar 
dieth, and he had no sons, but daugh- 
ters, and sons of Kish their brethren take 
them. “Sons of .Mushi: Mahli, and Eder, 
and Jeremoth, three. 

*4'These are sons of Levi, by the house of 
their fathers, heads of the fathers, by their 
ere eeuenesy. in the number of names, by 
their polis, doing the work for the service of 
the honse of Jehovah, from a son of twenty 
years and upward, “for David said, ‘Jeho- 
vah, God of Israel, hath given rest to His peo- 
ple, and He doth tabernacle in Jerusalem unto 
the age;’ “Sand also of the Levites, ‘ None

32 And they have kept the charge of the 
tent of meeting, and the charge of the sanc- 
tuary, and the charge of the sons of Aaron, 
their brethren, for the service of the house of 
Jehovah.

iah sanctified, every one sanctifying any thing— 
it is by the side of Shelomith and his brethren. 

23 Of the Izharite, Chenaniah and his sons 
areifor the outward work over Israel, for 
officers and for judges. 3° Of the Hebronite, 
Hashabiah and his brethren, sons of valour, 
a thousand and seven hundred, are over the 
inspection of Israel, beyond the Jordan west- 
ward, for all the work of Jehovah, and for 
the service of the king. __ 

31 Of the Hebronite, Jerijah is the head, of 
the Hebronite, according to his generations, 
for the 'fathers—in the fortieth year of the 
reign of David they have been sought out, 
and there are found among them mighty 
ones of valour, in Jazer of Gilead—*? and his 
brethren, sous of valour, two thousand and 
seven hundred, ave heads of the fathers, and 
king David appointeth them over the Reu- 
benite, and the Gadite, and the half of the 
tribe of Manasseh, for every matter of God 
aud matter of the king. 


XXVIT. 1} AND the sons of Israel, after 
their number, heads of the fathers, and princes 
of the thousands and of the hundreds, and 
their officers, those serving the king in any 
matter of the courses, that are coming in and 
going:'out month by month, throughout all 
months of the year—are in each course twenty 
and four thousand. 

2 Over the first course, for the first month, 
is Jashobeam son of Zabdiel, and on his course 
are twenty and four thousand; %of the sons 
of Perez is the head of all princes of the hosts 
for the first month. 

¢ And over the course of the second month 
is Dodai the Ahohite, and his course, and 
Mikloth is the president, and on his course 
are twenty and four thousand. 

5 Head of the third host, for the third month, 
is Benaiah son of Jehoiada, the head priest, 
and on his course are twenty and four thou- 
sand. © This Benaiah is a mighty one of the 
thirty, and over the thirty, and in his course 
is Ammizabad his son. 

7 The fourth, for the fourth month, is Asa- 
hel brother of Joab, and Zebadiah his son 
after him, and on his course are twenty and 
four thousand. 

8 The fifth, for the fifth month, zs the prince 
Shamhuth the Izrahite, and on his course are 
twenty and four thousand. 

9 The sixth, for the sixth month, is Ira son 
of Ikkesh the Tekoite, and on his course are 
twenty and four thousand. 

10The seventh, for the seventh month, is 
Helez the Pelonite, of the sons of Ephraim, 
and on his course are twenty and four 
thousand. 

11 The eighth, for the eighth month, zs Sib- 
becai the Hushathite, of the Zarhite, and on 
his course are twenty and four thousand. 

2 The ninth, for the ninth month, is Abiezer 
the Antothite, of the Benjamite, and on his 
course are twenty and four thousand. _ 

13The tenth, for the tenth month, zs Ma- 
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harai the Netophathite, of the Zarhite, and 
on his course ave twenty and four thousand. 

14 Kleventh, for the eleventh month, is 
Benaiah the Pirathonite, of the sons of Eph- 
raim, and on his course are twenty and four 
thousand. 

1° The twelfth, for the twelfth month, is 
Heldai the Netophathite, of Othniel, and on 
his course are twenty and fonr thousand. 

16 And over the tribes of Israel: Of the 
Reubenite, a leader is Eliezer son of Zichri; 
of the Simeonite, Shephatiah son of Maachah; 
7 of the Levite, Hashabiah son of Kemuel; of 
the Aaronite, Zadok; of Judah, Elihu, of 
the brethren of David; of Issachar, Omri 
son of Michael; }%of Zebulun, Ishmaiah son 
of Obadiah; of Naphtali, Jerimoth son of 
Azriel; *°of the sons of Ephraim, Hoshea son 
of Azaziah; of the half of the tribe of Man- 
asseh, Joel son of Pedaiah ; “of the half of 
Manassch in Gilead, Iddo son of Zechariah ; 
of Penenuay Jaasiel son of Abner; of Dan, 
Azareel son of Jeroham: ** these ave heads of 
the tribes of Israel. 

*3 And David hath not taken up their num- 
ber froin a son of twenty years and under, for 
Jehovah said to multiply Israel as the stars 
of the heavens. *4Joab son of Zerniah hath 
begun to number—and hath not finished—and 
there is for this wrath against Israel, and the 
number hath not gone up in the account of 
the Chronicles of king David. 

“5 And over the treasures of the king is 
Azmaveth son of Adiel; and over the trea- 
sures in the field, in the cities, and in the vil- 
lages, and in the towers, is Jehonathan son of 
Uzziah ; 26and over workmen of the field for 
the serviceof the ground zs Ezri son of Chelub; 
*7 and over the vineyards is Shimei the Rama- 
thite; and over what is in the vineyards for 
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°8 and over the olives, and the sycamores, that 
are in the low country, is Baal-Hanan the Ge- 
derite ; and over the treasures of oil is Joash ; 
29 and over the herds that are feeding in Sha- 
ron is Shitrai the Sharonite; and over the 
herds in the valleys is Shaphat son of Adlai; 
309 and over the camels is Obil the Ishmeelite ; 
and over the asses is Jehdeiah the Meronothite; 
31 and over the flock is Jaziz the Hagerite ; all 
these ave heads of the substance that king 
David hath. : 

32 And Jonathan, uncle of David, is counsel- 
lor, aman of understanding, heisalso a scribe; 
and Jehiel son of Hachmoni is with the sons 
of the king; 33 and Ahithophel is counsellor to 
the king; and Hushai the Archite is the 
friend of the king; 34 and after Alithophel is 
Jehoiada son of Benaiah, and Abiathar; and 
the head of the host of the king is Joab. 


XXVIII. } AND David assembleth all the 
heads of Israel, heads of the tribes, and heads 
of the courses who are serving the king, and 
heads of the thousands, and heads of the 
hundreds, and heads of all the substance and 
possessions of the king, and of his sons, with 
the officers andthe mighty ones, even to every 
mighty one of valour—unto Jerusalem. 

2 And David the king risecth on his feet, 
and saith, ‘Hear no pe brethren and my 
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people, I—with my heart—to build a house 
of rest for the ark of the covenant of Jehovah, 
and for the footstool of our God, and I pre- 
ared to build, 3and God hath said to me, 
hou dost not build a house to My name, for 
een of wars thou aré, and blood thou hast 
shed. 
4‘ And Jehovah, God of Israel, doth fix onme 
out of all the house of my father to be for 
king over Israel to the age, for on Judah He 
hath fixed for a leader, and in the house of 
Judah, the house of my father, and among the 
sons of my father, on me, me He hath been 
pleased to makeking over all Israel; °and out 
of all my sons—for many sons hath Jehovah 
given to me—He also fixeth on Solomon my

1 And David giveth to Solomon his son the 
pattern of the porch, and of its houses, and of 
its treasuries, and of its upper chambers, and 
of its innermost chambers, and of the house of 
the atonement; }*and the pattern of all that 
hath been by the Spirit with him, for the 
courts of the house of Jehovah, and for all the 
chambers round about, for the treasures of the 
house of God, and for the treasures of the 
things sanctified; 3 and for the courses of the 
priests and of the Levites, and for all the 
work of the service of the house of Jehovah, 
and for all vessels of service of the house of 
Jehovah, even gold by weight, for things of 
gold, for all'instruments of service and _ser- 
vice ; for all instruments of silver by weight, 
for all instruments of service and service; 
16 and by weight for the candlesticks of gold, 
and their lamps of gold, by weight for candle- 
stick and candlestick, and its lamps; and for

7 And they give for the service of the house 
of God, of gold—talents five thousand, and 
drams a myriad; and of silver—talents ten 
thousand, and of brass—a myriad and eight 
thousand talents; and of iron—a hundred 
thousand talents; ?and he with whom stones 
are found hath given to the treasury of the 
house of Jehovah, by the hand of Jehiel the 
Gershonite. ; 

®And the people rejoice beeause of their 
offering willingly, for with a perfect heart 
they have offered willingly to Jehovah ; and 
also David the king hath rejoiced—great Joy. 

10 And David blesseth Jehovah before the 
eves of all the assembly, and David saith, 
‘Blessed art Thou, Jehovah, God of Israel] 
our father, from age even unto age. To 
Thee, O Jehovah, is the greatness, and the 
might, and the beauty, and the victory, and 
the honour, because of all in the heavens and

17“ And [ have known, my God, that Thou 
art pyine the heart, and uprightness dost de- 
sire; I, in the uprightness of my heart, have 
willingly offered all these: and now, Thy peo- 
ple who are found here I have seen with joy 
to offer willingly to Thee. 

18 *Q Jehovah, God of Abraham, Isaac, and 
Israel, our fathers, keep this to the age for 
the imagination of the thoughts of the heart 
of Thy people, and prepare their heart unto 
Thee; !%and to Solomon my son give a perfect 
heart, to keep Thy commands, Thy testimon- 
ies, and Thy statutes, and to do the whole, 
even to build the palace for which I have 
prepared.’ 

20And David ‘saith to all the assembly 
‘Bless, I pray you, Jehovah your God;’ an 
all the assembly bless Jehovah, God of their 


fathers, and bow and do obeisance to Jehovah, | 
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and to the king. * And they sacrifice to Je- 
hovah sacrifices, and cause to ascend burnt- 
offerings to Jehovah on the morrow of that 
day, bullocks a thousand, rams a thousand,

29 And the matters of David the king, the 
first and the last, lo, they are written beside 
the matters of Samuel the seer, and beside 
the matters of Nathan the prophet, and be- 
side the matters of Gad the seer, 2° with all 
his reign, and his might, and the times that 
went over him, and over Israel, and over all 
kingdoms of the lands. 
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CHAP [. 1} AND strengthen himself doth 
Solomon son of David over his kingdom, and 
Jehovah his God is with him, and maketh 
him exceedingly great.

18 And the source of 
the horses that are to Solomon is from Egypt 
and from Keva; merchants of the king from 
Keva take at a price, "and they come up, 
and bring out from Egypt a chariot for six 
hundred silverlings, and a horse for fifty and 
a hundred, and so for tall the kings of the 
Hittites, and the kings of Aram—by their 
hand they bring out.

5¢ And the house that I am building is great 
for greater is our God than all gods; ®an 
who doth retain strength to build to Him a 
house, for the heavens, even the heavens of 
the heavens, do not contain Him? and who 
am I that I do build to Him a house, except 
to make perfume before Him? 

7* And now, send to me a wise man to work 
in gold, and in silver, and in brass, and in 
iron, and in purple, and crimson, and blue, 
and knowing to neve gravings with the wise 
men who are with me in Judah and in Jeru- 
salem, whom David my father prepared; 
Sand send to me cedar-trees, firs, and algums 
from Lebanon, for I have known that thy 
servants know to cut down trees of Lebanon, 
and lo, my servants are with thy servants, 
¥ even to prepare for me trees in abundance 
for the house that Iam building is great and 
wonderful. 

10* And lo, to hewers, to those cutting the 
trees, I have given beaten wheat to thy ser- 
vants, cors twenty thousand, and barley, cors 
twenty thousand, and wine, baths twenty 
thousand, and oil, baths twenty thousand.’ 

1 And Huram king of Tyre saith in writing, 
and sendeth unto Solomon: ‘In the love of 
Jehovah to His people He hath given thee 
king over them.’ 12And Huram saith, ‘ Bless- 
ed is Jehovah, God of Israel, who made the 
heavens and the earth, who hath given to 
David the king a wise son, knowing wisdom 
and understanding, who doth build a house 
for Jehovah. and a none for his kingdom. 
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Buildings of the temple. 


13° And now, I have sent a wise man having 
understanding, of Huram my father, (son 
of a woman of the daughters of Dan, and his 
father a man of Tyre), knowing to work in 
gold, and in silver, 1n brass, in iron, in stones, 
and in wood, in purple, in blue, and in fine 
linen, and in crimson, and to grave any grav- 
ing, and to devise any device that is given to 
oy with thy wise men, and the wise men of 
my ord David thy father. 

5* And, now, the wheat, and the barley, 
the oil, and the wine, as my lord said, let 
him send to his servants, 1®and we—we cut 
trees out of Lebanon, according to all thy 
need, and bring them in to thee—tioats by 
sea, to J oppa, and thou dost take them up tio 
Jerusalem. 

17 And Solomon numbereth all the men, the 
sojourners who are in the land of Israel, after 
the numbering with which David his father 
numbered them, and they are found a hun- 
dred and fifty thousand, and three thousand, 
and six hundred; and he maketh of them 
seventy thousand bur:‘en-bearers, and eighty 
thousand hewers in the mountain, and three 
thousand and six hundred overseerg, to cause 
the people to work. 


III. 1} AND Solomon beginneth to build 
the house of Jehovah, in Jerusalem, in the 
mountof Moriah, where He apRean to David 
his father, in the place that David had pre- 
ese in the threshing-floor of Ornan the 

ebusite, 2and he beginneth to build in the 
second day, in the second month, in the fourth 
year of his reign. 

3 And in these hath Solomon been instructed 
to build the house of God: The length in 
cubits by the former measure is sixty cubits, 
and the breadth twenty cubits. ‘As to the 
porch that is on the front, the length ‘is by 
the front of the breadth of the house, twenty 
cubits, and the height a hundred and twenty, 
and he overlayeth it within with pure gold. 

5 And the large house he hath covered with 
fir-trees, and he doth cover it with good gold, 
and causeth to ascend on it palms and chains, 
6 and he overlayeth the house with precious 
stone for beauty, and the gold is gold of 
Parvaim, 7 and he covereth the house, the 
beams, the thresholds, and its walls, and its 
doors, with gold, and hath graved cherubs on 
the walls. 

8 And he maketh the most holy house: its 
length is by the front of the breadth of the 
house twenty cubits, and its breadth twenty 
cubits, and he covereth it with good gold, to 
six hundred talents; 9and the weight of the 
nails is fifty shekels of gold, and the upper 
chambers he hath covered with gold. 

10 And he maketh in the most holy house 
two cherubs, image work, and he overlayeth 
them with gold; “Jas to the wings of the 
cherubs, their length is twenty cubits, the 
wing of the one is five cubits, touching the 
wall of the house and the other wing is five 
enbits, touching the wing of the other cherub. 
12 And the wing of the other cherub is five 
cubits, touching the wall of the house. and 
the other wing is five cubits, adhering to the 
wing of the other cherub. 1%’The wings of

these cherubs are spreading forth twenty cn- 
bits, and they are standing on their feet and 
their faces are inward. 

144 And he maketh the vail of blue, and pur- 
ple, and crimson, and fine linen, and causeth 
cherubs to go up on it. 

15 And he maketh at the front ot tne house 
two pillars, thirty and five cubits in length, 
and the ornament that is on their heads five 
cubits. And he maketh chains in the 
oracle, and putteth on the heads of the pil- 
lars, and maketh a hundred pomegranates, 
and Paieth on the chains. 17 And he raiseth 
up the pillars on the front of the temple, one 
on the right, and one on the left, and calleth 
the name of that on the right Jachin, and the 
name of that on the left Boaz. 


IV. !AND he maketh an altar of brass, 
twenty cubits its length, and twenty cubits 
its breadth, and ten cubits its height. 

2And he maketh the molten sea; ten by 
the cubit, from its edge unto its edge, round 
in compass, and five by the cubit its height, 
and a line of thirty by the cubit doth com- 
pass it, round about. And the likeness of 
oxen is under it, all round about encompas- 
sing it, ten in the cubit, compassing the sea 
round abont; two rows of oxen are cast in 
its being cast. 

41t is standing on twelve oxen, three facin 
the north, and three facing the west, an 
three facing the south, and three facing the 
east, and the sea is upon them above, and all 
their hinder parts are within. 5° And its 
thickness ig a handbreadth, and its lip as 
the work of the lip of a cup flowered with 
lilies ; taking hold—baths three thousand it 
containeth. 

6 And he maketh ten lavers, and putteth 
five on the right, and five on the left, to wash 
with them; the work of the burnt-offering they 
purge with them; and the sea is for priests to 
wash with. 

7 And he maketh the ten candlesticks of 
gold, according to their ordinance, and placeth 
in the temple, five on the right, and five on 
the left. 

8 And he maketh ten tables, and placeth 
in the temple, five on the right, and five on 
the left; and he maketh bowls of gold a 
hundred. 

9 And he maketh the court of the priests, 
and the great court, and doors for the court, 
and their doors he hath overlaid with brass. 
10 And the sea he hath placed on the right 
shoulder eastward, over-against the south. 

11 And Huram maketh the pots, and the 
shovels, and the bowls, and Huram finisheth 
to make the work that he made for king So- 
lomon in the house of God; two pillars, 
and the bowls, and the crowns on the heads 
of the two pillars, and the two wreaths to 
cover the two bowls of the crowns that are 
on the heads of the pillars; 3 and the pome- 
yranates four hundred to the two wreaths, 
two rows of pomegranates to the one wreath, 
to cover the two bowls of the crowns that are 
on the front of the pillars. 

144 And the bases he hath made; and the 
‘avers he hath made on the bases; ! the one 
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sea, and the twelve oxen under it, * and the 
pots, and the shovels, and the forks, and all 
their vessels, hath Huram his father made 
for king Solomon, for the house of Jehovah, 
of brass purified. 17 In the circuit of the Jor- 
dan hath the king cast them, in the thick 
soil of the ground, between Succoth and Ze- 
redathah. 

18 And Solomon maketh all these vessels in 
area abundance, that the weight of the brass 

ath not been searched out. 19 And Solomon 
maketh all the vessels that are for the house 
of God, and the altar of gold, and the tables, 
and on them is bread of the presence; °° and 
the candlesticks, and their lamps, for their 
burning according to the ordinance, before the 
cracle, of gold retined ; 7 and the flowers, and 
the lamps, and the tongs of gold—it is the 
perfection of gold; **and the snuffers, and 
the bowls, and the spoons, and the censers, of 
gold refined, and the opening of the house, its 
mnermost doors to the holy of holies, and 
the doors of the house to the temple, of gold. 


V. 1 AND all the work that Solomon made 
for the house of Jehovah is finished, and Solo- 
mon bringeth in the sanctified things of David 
his father, and the silver, and the gold, and 
all the vessels he hath put among the trea- 
sures of the house of God. 

*Then doth Solomon asseinble the elders of 
Israel, and all the heads of the tribes, princes 
of the fathers of the sons of Israel, unto Jeru- 
salem, to bring up the ark of the covenant of 
Jehovah from the city of David—it is Zion. 

3 And assembled unto the king are all the 
men of Israel in the feast—it is the seventh 
month ; 4and all the elders of Israel come in, 
and the Levites lift up the ark, °and they 
ne up the ark, and the tent of meeting, and 
all the vessels of the sanctuary that are in the 
tent; brought them up have the priests, the 
Levites; Sand king Solomon and all the com- 
pany of Israel who are convened unto him be- 

ore the ark are sacrificing sheep and oxen, 
that are not counted nor numbered from mul- 
titude. 

7And the priests bring in the ark of the 
covenant of Jehovah unto its place, unto the 
oracle of the house, unto the holy of holies 
unto the place of the wingsof the cherubs; § and 
the cherubs are spreading out wings over the 
place of the ark, and the cherubs cover over 
the ark, and over its staves, from above; 9 and 
they lengthen the staves, and the heads of 
the staves are seen out of the ark on the front 
of the oracle, and they are not seen without; 
and it is there unto this day. 

10 There is nothing in the ark but the two 
tables that Moses gavein Horeb, where Jeho- 
vah covenanted with the sons of Israel, in 
their going out from Egypt. 

1 And it cometh to pass, in the going out of 
the priests from the sanctuary—for all the 
priests who are present have sanctified them- 
selves, there is none to watch by courses, 
22 and the Levites, the singers, to all of them, 
to Asaph, to Heman, to Jeduthun, and to 
their sons, and to their brethren, clothed in 
white linen, with cymbals, and with psalteries, 
and harps, are standing on the eastof the al. 
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tar, and with them priests, to a hundred and 
twenty, blowing with trumpets—® yea, it 
cometh to pass, as one are trumpeters and 
singers, to sound—one voice—to praise and to 
give thanks to Jehovah, and at the lifting up 
of the sound with trumpets, and with cymbals, 
and with instruments of song, and at giving 
raise to Jehovah, for good, for to the age is 
Fis kindness, that the house is filled with a 
cloud —the house of Jehovah, !4and the 
priests have not been able to stand to minis- 
ter from the presence of the cloud, for the 
sat of Jehovah hath filled the house of 
od. 


VI. 1! THEN said Solomon, ‘Jehovah said 
—to dwell in thick darkness, ?and I—I have 
built a house of habitation for Thee, and a 
fixed place for Thy dwelling to the ages.’ 

8 And the king turneth round his face, and 

blesseth the whole assembly of Israel, and 
the whole assembly of Israel 1s standing, 4 and 
he saith, ‘ Blessed is Jehovah, God of Israel, 
who hath spoken with His mouth with David 
my father, and with His hands hath fulfilled 
it, saying: 
o ror the day that I brought out My peo- 
ple from the land of Egypt, I have not fixed 
on a city out of any of the tribes of Israel to 
build a house for My name being there, and I 
have not fixed on a man to be leader over My 
people Israel; ® and I fix on Jerusalem for My 
name being there, and I tix on David to be 
over My people Israel. 

7* And it is with the heart of David my fa- 
ther to build a house for the name of Jehovah 
God of Israel, § and Jehovah saith unto David 
my father, Because that it hath been with thy 
heart to builda house for My name, thou hast 
done well that it hath been with thy heart, 
®but thou dost not build the house, for thy 
son who cometh forth out from thy loins, he 
doth build the house for My name. 

10° And Jehovah doth estabhsh His word 
that He spake, and I rise up in the stead of 
David my father, and sit on the throne of 
Israel, as Jehovah spake, and I build the 
house for the name of Jehovah, God of Is- 
rael, ! and I place there the ark, where is the 
covenant of Jehovah that He made with the 
sons of Israel.’ 

12 And he standeth before the altar of Je- 
hovah, over-against all the assembly of Israel, 
and spreadeth out his hand,— for Solomon 
hath made a scaffold of brass, and putteth it 
in the midst of the court, five cubits its length, 
and five cubits its breadth, and three cubits 
its height, and he standeth upon it, and kneel- 
eth on his knees over-against all the assembly 
of Israel, and spreadeth forth his hands to- 
wards the heavens—4 and saith, ‘O Jehovah 
God of Israel, there is not like Thee a god in 
the heavens and in the carth, keeping the 
covenant and the kindness for Thy servants 
who are walking before Thee with all their 
heart; }§ who hast kept for Thy servant David 
my father that which Thou didst speak to 
him; yea, Thou dost speak with Thy mouth, 
ane with Thy hana hast fulfilled i, as at this

keep for Thy servant David iny father that 
which Thou didst speak to him, saying, There 
is not cut off to thee a man from before Me, 
sitting on the throne of Isracl, only, if thy 
sons watch their way to walk in My law, as 
thou hast walked before Me. 

7‘ And now, O Jehovah, God of Israel, is 
Thy word stedfast that Thou hast spoken 
to Thy servant, to David, 18 (for is it true?— 
God dwelleth with man on the earth! Lo, 
the heavens, and the heavens of the heavens, 
do not contain Thee, how much less this house 
that I have built?) 

19 “And Thou hast turned unto the prayer 
of Thy servant, and unto his supplication, O 
Jehovah my God, to hearken unto the cry 
and unto the prayer that Thy servant is pray- 
ing before Thee, *° for Thine eyes being open 
towards this house by ony and by night, to 
wards the place that Thou hast said to 
put Thy name there, to hearken unto the 
prayer that Thy servant prayeth towards 
this place. 

21 ‘And Thou hast hearkened unto the sup- 
pacatione of Thy servant, and of Thy people 

srael, that they pray towards this place, and 
Thou dost hear from the place of Thy dwell- 
ing, from the heavens, and hast hearkened, 
and forgiven. 

22 “Tf a man doth sin against his neighbour, 
and he hath lifted up on him an oath to cause 
him to swear, and the oath hath come in be- 
fore Thine altar in this house—* then Thou 
dost hear from the heavens, and hast done, 
and hast judged Thy servants, to give back 
to the wicked, to put his way on his head, 
and to declare righteous the righteous, to give 
to him according to his righteousness. 

24 *Andif Thy people Israel is smitten be- 
fore an enemy, because they sin against Thee, 
and they have turned back and confessed Thy 
name, and prayed and made supplication be- 
fore Thee in this house—*then thou dost hear 
from the heavens, and hast forgiven the sin 
of Thy people Israel, and caused them to turn 
back unto the ground that Thou hast given 
to them, and to their fathers. 

26 ‘In the heavens being restrained, and 
there is no rain, because they sin against 
Thee, and they have preyed towards this 
place, and confessed Thy name—from their 
siu they turn back because Thou dost afilict 
them—*’ then Thou dost hear in the heavens, 
and hast forgiven the sin of Thy servants, 
and of Thy people Israel, because Thou di- 
rectest them unto the good way in which 
they walk, and hast given rain on he land 
that Thou hast given to Thy people tor an 
inheritanee. 

28 ‘Famine, when it is in the land, pesti- 
lence, when it is, blasting, and mildew, locust, 
and caterpillar, when they are, when its ene- 
mies have distressed it in the land—its gates, 
any plague and any sickness; “ any prayer, 
any supplication that is for any man, and for 
all Thy people Israel, when they know each 
his own plague, and his own pain, and he hath 
spread out his hands towards this house: 
30 then Thou dost hear from the heavens, the 
settled place of Thy dwelling, and hast for- 
given, and hast civen to each according to all 
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his ways (because Thou knowest his heart, 
for Thou—Thou only—hast known the heart 
of the sons of men), *! so that they fear Thee, 
to walk in Thy ways, all the days that they 
are living on the face of the ground that Thou 
hast given to our fathers. 

32 * And also, unto the stranger who is not 
of Thy people Israel, and he hath come from 
a land afar off for the sake of Thy great name, 
and Thy strong hand, and Thy stretched-out 
arm, and they have come in and prayed to- 
wards this house: “then Thou dost hear from 
the heavens, from the settled place of Thy 
dwelling, and hast done according to all that 
the stranger calleth unto Thee for: so that 
all the peoples of the earth do know Thy 
name, so as to fear Thee, as Thy people Israel, 
and to know that Thy name is called on this 
house that I have built. 

34“ When Thy people doth go out to battle 
against its enemies in the way that Thon dost 
send them, and they have prayed unto Thee 
the way of this city that Thou hast fixed 
on, and the house that I have built for Thy 
name: then Thou hast heard from the 
heavens their prayer and their supplication, 
and hast maintained their cause. 

36° When they sin against Thee—for there 
is not aman who sinneth not—and Thou hast 
been angry with them, and hast given them 
before an enemy, and taken them captive 
have their captors, unto a land far off or 
near; 37and they have turned it back unto 
their heart in the land whither they have 
been taken as hehe and have turned back, 
and made supplication unto Thee in the land 
of their captivity, saying, We have sinned, 
we have done perversely, and have done

are clothed with salvation, and Thy saints re- 
joice in the goodness, 470 Jehovah God, turn 
not back the face of Thine anointed, be mind- 
ful of the kind acts of David Thy servant.’ 


VIT. 1 AND at Solomon’s finishing to pray, 
then the fire hath come down from the hea- 
vens, and consumeth the burnt-offering and 
the sacrifices, and the honour of Jehovah 
hath filled the house, ?and the priests have 
not been able to go in unto the house of Je- 
hovah, because the honour of Jehovah hath 
filled the house of Jehovah. ; 

3And all the sons of Israel are looking on 
the.descending of the fire, and the honour of 
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Jehovah on the house, and they bow—taces 
to the earth—on the pavement, and do obei- 
sance, and give thanks to Jehovah, for good, 
for to the age is His kindness. 

“And the king and all the people are sacri- 
ficing a sacrifice before Jehovah, ® and king 
Solomon sacrificeth the sacrifice of the herd, 
twenty and two thousand, and of the flock, 
a hundred and twenty thousand, and the 
pie and all the people dedicate the house of 

od. 
® And the priests over their charges are 
standing, and the Levites with instruments 
of the song of Jehovah—that David the king 
made, to give thanks to Jehovah, for to the 
age 7¢ His kindness, in David’s raising 
by their hand—and the priests are blowing 
trumpets over-against them, and all Israel 
are standing, 

? And Solomon sanctifieth the middle of the 
court that ts before the house of Jehovah, 
for he hath made there the burnt-offerings, 
and the fat of the peace-offerings: for the 
altar of brass that Solomon made hath not 
been able to contain the burnt-offering, and 
the present, and the fat. 

_8And Solomon maketh the feast at that 
time seven days, and all Israel with him—a 
very great assembly—from the entering in of 
Hamath unto the brook of Egypt. % And 
they make on the eighth day a restraint, be- 
cause the dedication of the altar they have 
made seven days, and the feast seven days. 

10 And on the twenty and third day of the 
seventh month he hath sent the pew to 
their tents, rejoicing, and_ glad in heart, for 
the goodness that Jehovah hath done to Da- 
vid, and to Solomon, and to Israel His people. 

11 And Solomon finisheth the house of Je- 
hovah, and the house of the king; and all 
that hath come on the heart of Solomon to 
do in the house of Jehovah, and in his own 
house, he hath caused to prosper. 

122 And Jehovah appeareth unto Solomon 
by night, and saith to him, ‘I have heard 
thy prayer, and have fixed on this place to 
Me for a house of sacrifice. 3If I restrain 
the heavens and there is no rain, and if I la 
charge on the locust to consume the land, 
and if I send pestilence among My people— 
14and M People on whom My nameis called 
be humbled, and pray, and seek My face, and 
turn back from their evil ways, then I—1 
hear from the heavens, and forgive their sin, 
and heal their land. : 

16“ Now, Mine eyes are open, and Mine ears 
attentive, to the prayer of this place; ‘and 
now, L have chosen and sanctified this house 
for My name being there unto the age; yea, 
Mine eyes and My heart have been there all 
the days.

2and they have said, Because that they 
have forsaken Jehovah, God of their fathers, 
who brought them out from the land of Eaypt, 
and lay hold on other gods, and bow them- 
selves to them, and serve them, therefore He 
hath brought upon them all this evil.’ 


Vill. 1 AND it cometh to pass, at the end 
of twenty years, that Solomon hath built the 
house of Jehovah, and his own house. ?As 
to the cities that Huram hath given to Solo- 
mon, Solomon hath built them, and there he 
causeth the sons of Israel todwell. 3And So- 
lomon goeth to Hamath-Zobah, and layeth 
hold upon it; 4and he buildeth Tadmor in 
the wilderness, and_all the cities of store 
that he hath built in Hamath. 

5 And he buildeth Beth-Horon the upper, 
and Beth-Horon the lower—cities of defence 
with walls, two-leaved doors, and bar—® and

7 All the people who are left of the Hittite, 
and the Amorite, and the Perizzite, and the 
Hivite, and the Jebusite, who are not of 
Israel—5 of their sons who have been left 
after them in the land, whom the sons of 
Israel consumed not—doth Solomon lift up a 
tribute unto this day. 

® And none of the sons of Israel hath Solo- 
mon made servants for his work, but they 
are men of war, and heads of his captains, 
and heads of his charioteers, and of his horse- 
men; }°and these are heads of the officers 
whom king Solomon hath, two hundred and 
fifty who are rulers among the people. 

11 And the daughter of Pharaoh hath Solo- 
mon brought up from the city of David to 
the house that he built for her, for he said, 
‘My wife doth not dwell in the house of Da- 
vid king of Israel, for they are holy unto 
whom hath come the ark of Jehovah.’ 

122Then hath Solomen caused to ascend 
burnt-offerings to Jehovah on the altar of

ovah. 
17'Then hath Solomon gone to Ezion-Geber, 
and unto Elath, on the border of the sea, in 
the land of Edom; and Huram sendeth to 
him, by the hand of his servants, ships and 
servants knowing the sea, and they go with 
servants of Solomon to Ophir, and take thence 
four hundred _and fifty talents of gold, and 
bring in unto king Solomon. 


IX. 1! AND the queen of Sheba hath heard

3 And the queen of Sheba seeth the wisdom 
of Solomon, and the house that he hath built 
4 and the food of his table, and the sitting of 
his servants, and the standing of his minis- 
ters, and their clothing, and his stewards, 
and their clothing, and his burnt-offering 
that he offered up in the house of Jehovah, 
and there hath not been any more spirit in her, 

5 And she saith unto the king, ‘True is the 
word that I heard in my land concerning th 
matters and concerning thy wisdom, ®and 
have given no credence to their words, til] 
that I have come, and mine eyes see, and lo, 
there hath not been declared to me the half 
of the abundance of thy wisdom—thou hast 
added unto the report that J heard. 

7°O the happiness of thy men, and the wa 
piness of thy servants—these—who are stand- 
ing before thee continually, and hearing thy 
wisdowu. § Lct Jehovah thy God be blessed 
who hath delighted in thee, to put thee on 
His throne for king for Jehovah thy God; in 
the love of thy Ged to Israel, to establish it 
to the age, He hath put thee over them for 
king, to do judgment and righteousness.’ 

5 And she giveth to the king a hundred and 
twenty talents of gold, and spices in great 
abundance, and precious stone; and there 
hath not been any such spice as the queen of 
Sheba hath given to king Solomon. 

10 And also, servants of Hue and servants 
of Solomon, who brought in gold from Ophir, 
have brought in algum-trees and precious 
stone. “And the king maketh the algum- 
trees staircases for the house of Jehovah, and 
for the house of the king, and harps and 
psalteries for singers; and there have been 
none seen like these before in the land of 
Judah.

15 And king Solomon maketh two hundred 
targets of alloyed gold, six hundred shekels 
of alloyed gold he causeth to go up on the one 
target ; and three hundred shields of alloyed 
gold, three hundred shekels of gold be causeth 
to go up on the one shield, and the king put- 
teth them in the house of the forest of Le- 


banon. 

7 And the king maketh a great throne of 
ivory, and overlayeth it with pure gold; 18 and 
six steps are to the throne, and a footstool of 
gold, to thethronethey are fastened, and hands 
are on this side and on that on the place of the 
sitting, and two. lions are standing near the 
hands, and twelve lions are standing there 
on the six steps on this side, and on that: it 
hath not been made so for any kingdom. 

20 And all the drinking vessels of king Solo- 
mon are of gold, and all the vessels of the 
house of the forest of Lebanon ave of refined 
ential is not reckoned in the days of 

oloinon for anything "1 for ships of the king 
are going to Tarshish, with servants of Hu- 
ram: once in three 
Tarshish bearing go 
and peacocks. 

2 And king Solomon becometh greater than 
any of the kings of the earth for riches and 
wisdom; “and all the kings of the earth are 
seeking the presence of Solomon to hear his 
wisdom that God hath put in his heart, “ and 
they are bringing in each his present, vessels 
of silver, and vessels of gold, and garments, 
harness, and spices, horses, and mules, a rate 
year by year. 

*5 And there are to Solomon four thousand 
stalls for horses and chariots, and twelve 
thousand horsemen, and he placed them in 
cities of the chariot, and with the king in Je- 
rusalem. 

26 And he is ruling over all the kings from 
the River even unto theland of the Philistines, 
and unto the border of E 77 And the 
king maketh the silver in Jerusalem as stones, 
and the cedars he hath made as sycamores, 
that are in the low country, for abundance, 
*8 and they are bringing out horses from Egypt 
to Solomon, and from all the lands. 

*2 And the rest of the matters of Solomon, 
the first and the last, are Eey not written be- 
side the matters of Nathan the Syed and 
beside the prophecy of Ahijah the Shilonite, 
and with the visions of Iddo the seer concern- 
ing Jeroboam son of Nebat? 

* And Solomon reigneth in Jerusalem over 
all Israel forty years, *! and Solomon lieth with 
his fathers, and they bury him in the city of 
David his father, and reign doth Rehoboam 
his son in Fis stead.

back out of Heys 3and they send and call 
for him, and Jeroboam cometh in, and all 
Israel, and speak unto Rehoboam, saying, 
4‘Thy father made our yoke sharp, and now, 
make light somewhat of the sharp service of 
thy father, and of his heavy yoke that he put 
upon us, and we serve thee.’

12And Jeroboam cometh in, and all the 
pee) unto Rehoboam on the third day, as 
the king spake, saying, ‘Return unto me on 
the third day.’ And the king answereth 
them Saar: and king Rehoboam forsaketh 
the counsel of the aged men, “Mand speaketh 
unto them according to the counsel of the 
lads, saying, ‘My father made your yoke 
heavy, and I—IJ add unto it; my father chas- 
tised you with Me and I—with scorpions.’ 

16 And the king hath not hearkened unto 
the people, for the revolution hath been from 
God, for the sake of Jehovah’s establishin 
His word that He spake by the hand o 
Abijah the Shilonite unto Jeroboam son of 
Nebat. : 

16 And all Israel have seen that the king 
hath not hearkened to them, and the people 
send back to the king, saying, ‘What portion 
have we in David? yea, there is no i1nherit- 
ance in a son of Jesse; each to thy tents, O 
Israel; now, see thy house—David,’ and all 
Israel go to their tents. 1” As to the sons of 
Israel who are dwelling in the cities of Judah 
—Rehoboam reigneth over them. 

18 And king Rehoboam sendeth Hadoram 
who is over the tribute, and the sons of Israel 
cast at him stones, ang he dieth; and king

*And a word of Jehovah is unto She- 
maiah, a man of God, saying, 3‘Speak unto 
Rehoboam son of Solomon ae) of Judah, 
and unto all Israel in Judah and Benjamin, 
saying, *Thus said Jehovah, Ye do not go 
up nor fight with your brethren, turn back 
each to his house, for from Me hath this 
thing been ;’ and they hear the words of Je- 
hovah, and turn back from going against Je- 
roboam. 

5And Rehoboam dwelleth in Jerusalem, 
and buildeth cities for a bulwark in Judah, 
Syea, he buildeth Beth-Lehem and Etam 
and Tekoa, 7and Beth-Zur, and Shocho, and 
Adullam, 8 and Gath, and Mareshah, and 
ne 9and Adoraim, and Lachish, and Aze- 
kah, !°and Zorah, and Aijalon, and Hebron, 
that are in Judah and in Benjamin, cities of 
bulwarks. 

11 And he strengtheneth the bulwarks, and 
iuneee in them leaders, and treasures of 
ood, and oil, and wine, and in every city 
and city targets and spears, and strengthen- 
eth them very greatly; and he hath Judah 
and Benjamin. 

13 And the priests, and the Levites, that are 
in all Israel, have stationed themselves by 
him, out of all their border, “for the Levites 
have left their suburbs and their 0Ssession, 
and they come to Judah and to Jerusalem, 
for Jeroboam and his sons have cast them off 
from acting as priests to Jehovah, and he 
establisheth to him priests for high places, 
and for goats, and for calves, that he made— 
16 and after them, out of all the tribes of Is- 
rael, those giving their heart to seek Jehovah, 
God of Israel, have come in to Jerusalem to 
sacrifice to Jehovah, God of their father. 

17 And they strengthen the kingdom of Ju- 
dah, and strengthen Rehoboam son of So- 
lomon, for three years, because they walked 
in the way of David and Solomon for three 

ears. 

18 And Rehoboam taketh to him a wife, 
Mahalath, child of Jerimoth son of David, 
and Abigail daughter of Eliab, son of Jesse. 
19 And she beareth to him sons, Jeush, and 
Shamaria, and Zaham. 

270 And after her he hath taken Maachah 
daughter of Absalom, and she beareth to him 
Abijah, and Attai, and Ziza, and Shelomith. 
21 And Rehoboam loveth Maachah daughter 
of Absalom above all his wives and his concu- 
bines—for eighteen wives be hath taken, and 
sixty concubines—and he begetteth twenty 
and eight sons, and sixty daughters. 

_” And Rehoboam ae for head Abi- 
ah son of Maachah, for leader among his 
Mrethren, for to cause him to reign. *% And 
he hath understanding, and spreadeth out of 
all his sons to all eR Judah and Leuja- 


them provision in abundance ; and he asketh 
a multitude of wives. 


XIT. 1 AND it cometh to pass, at the estab- 
lishing of the kingdom of Rehoboam, and at 
his strengthening himself, he hath forsaken 
the law of Jehovah, and all Israel with him. 

* And it cometh to pass, in the fifth year of 
ei eat come up hath Shishak king 
of Egypt against Jerusalem — because they 
trespassed against Jehovah— with a thousand 
and two hundred chariots, and with sixty 
thousand horsemen, and there is no number 
to the people who have come with him out of 
Egypt—Lubim, Sukkiim, and Cushim—4 and 
he captureth the cities of the bulwarks that 
are to Judah, and cometh in unto Jerusalem. 

5 And Shemaiah the prophet hath come in

7And when Jehovah seeth that they have 
been humbled, a word of Jehovah hath 
been unto Shemaiah, saying, ‘They have 
been humbled; I do not destroy them, and 1 
have given to them as a little thing for an 
escape, and I pour not out My fury in Jerns- 
alem by the hand of Shishak; ®but they 
become servants to him, and they know My 
service, and the service of the kingdoms of 
the lands.’ 

9And Shishak king of Egypt cometh up 
against Jerusalem, and taketh the treasures 
oF the house of Jehovah, and the treasures 
of the house of the king—the whole he hath 
taken—and he taketh the shields of_ gold 
that Solomon had made; and _ king Reho- 
boam maketh in their stead shields of brass, 
and hath given them a charge on the hand of

1% And the matters of Rehoboam, the first 
and the last, are they not written among the 
matters of Shemaiah the prophet, and of 
Iddo the seer, concerning genealogy? And 
the wars of Rehoboam and Jeroboam are alJ

fathers, and is buried in the city of David, 
and reign doth Abijah his son in his stead. 


XIII. 1 IN the eighteenth year of king Jero- 
boam—Abijah reigneth over Judah; *three 
years he hath reigned in*Jerusalem, (and the 
name of his mother is Michaiah daughter of 
Uriel, from Gibeah,) and war hath been be- 
tween Abijah and Jeroboam. 

3 And Abijah directeth the war with a force 
of mighty men of war, four hundred thousand 
chosen men, and Jeroboam hath set in array 
with him batile, with eight hundred thousand 
chosen men, mighty of valour. 

4And Abijah riseth up on the hill of Ze- 
maraim that is in the hill-country of Ephraim, 
and saith, ‘Hear me, Jeroboam and ali Israel! 
5Ts it not for you to know that Jehovah, God 
of Israel, hath given the kingdom to David 
over Israel to the age, to him and to his sons 
—a covenant of salt? and rise up doth Jero- 
boam, son of Nebat, servant of Solomon son 
of David, and rebelleth against his lord! 

7*And there are gathered unto him vain 
men, sons of worthlessness, and they streng- 
then themselves against Rehoboam son of 
Solomon, and Rehoboam was a youth, and 
tender of heart, and hath not strengthened 
himself against them. 

8*And now, ye are saying to strengthen 
yourselves before the kingdom of Jehovah in 
the hand of the sons of David, and ye are a 
aumerous multitude, and with you calves of 
gold that Jeroboam hath made to you for gods. 

9* Have ye not cast out the priests of Jeho- 
vah, the sons of Aarcn, and the Levites, and 
make to you priests hke the peoples of the 
lands? every one who hath come to fill his 
hand with a bullock, a son of the herd, and 
seven rams, even he hath been a priest to 
No-gods! 

10° Ag for us, Jehovah is our God, and we 
have not forsaken Him, and priests are min- 
istering to Jehovah, sons of Aaron and the 
Levites, in the work, “and are making per- 
fume to Jehovah, burnt-offerings morning by 
morning, and evening by evening, and per- 
fume of spices, and the arrangement of bread 
is on the pure table, and the candlestick of 
gold, and its lamps, to burn evening by even- 
ing, for we are keeping the charge of Jehovah 
our God, and ye—ye have forsaken Him. 

12° And lo, with us—at our head—is God, 
and His priests and trumpets of shouting to 
shout against you; O sons of Israel, do not 
fight with Jehovah, God of your fathers, for 
ye do not prosper.’ 

13 And Jeroboam hath brought round the 
ambush to come in from behind them, and 
they are before Judah, and the ambush is 
behind them. “And Judah turneth, and lo, 
against them is the battle, before and behind, 
and they cry to Jehovah, and the priests are 
blowing with trumpets, “and the men of 
Judah shout—and it cometh to pass, at the 
shouting.of the men of Judah, that God hath 
smitten Jeroboam, and all Israel, before Abi- 
jab and Judah. 

16 And the sons of Israel flee from the face 
of Judah, and God giveth them into their 
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hand, “and Abijah and his people smite 
among them a great smiting, and there fall 
wounded of Israel five hundred thousand 
chosen men. !8 And the sons of Israel are 
humbled at that time, and the sons of Judah 
are strong, for they have leant on J ehovah, 
God of their fathers. 

19And Abijah pursueth after Jeroboam, 
and captureth from him cities, Beth-E] and its 
small towns, and Jeshanah and its small 
towns, and Ephraim and its small towns. 
20 And Jeroboam hath not retained power 
any more in the days of Abijah, and Jehovah 
smiteth him, and he dieth. 

2 And Abijah strengtheneth himself, and 
taketh to him fourteen wives, and begetteth 
twenty and two sons, and sixteen daughters 
22 and the rest of the matters of Abijah, and 
his ways, and his words, are written in the 
‘Inquiry’ of the prophet Iddo. 


XIV. J AND Abijah heth with his fathers 
aud they bury him 1p the city of David, anc 
reign doth Asa his son in his stead: in his 
days was the land qiuet ten years. 

* And Asa doth that which is good, and that 
which is right, in the eyes of J ehovah his God, 
3 and turneth aside the altars of the stranger, 
and the high places, and breaketh the stand- 
ing-pillars, and cutteth down the shrines 
4and saith to Judah to seek Jehovah, Go 
of their fathers, and to do the law and the 
command; Sand he turneth aside out of all 
cities of Judah the high places and the 
ars and the kingdom 1s quiet before him. 

6 And he buildeth cities of bulwarks in Ju- 
dah, for the laud hath quiet, and there is no 
war with him in these years, because Jeho- 
vah hath given rest to him. 

7And he saith to Judah, ‘Let us build 
these cities, and compass them with wall, and 
towers, two-leaved doors, and bars, while the 
land is before us, because we have sought 
Jehovah our God, we have sought, and He 
giveth rest to us round about ;’ and they build 
and prosper. 

8 And there is to Asa a force bearing target 
and spear, out of Judah three hundred thou- 
sand, and out of Benjamin, bearing shield 
aud treading bow, two hundred an eighty 
thousand: all these are mighty of valour. 

® And come out unto them doth Zerah the 
Cushite with a force of a thousand thousand, 
and chariots three hundred, and he cometh 
in unto Mareshah, “and Asa goeth out be- 
fore him, and they set battle in array in the 
valley of Zephathah at Mareshah. 

1 And Asa calleth unto Jehovah his God, 
and saith, ‘Jehovah! it is nothing with Thee 
to help, between the mga and those who 
have no power; help us, ehovah, our God, 
for on Thee we have leant, and in Thy name 
we have come against this multitude; O Je- 
hovah, our Ged thou art ; let him not prevail 
with Thee—mortal man! 

22 And Jehovah smiteth the Cushim before 
Asa, and before Judah, and the Cushim flee, 
13 and Asa and the people who are with him 
pursue them even to Gerar, and there fall of 
the Cushim, for they have no preserving, be-

XVI. 'IN the thirty and sixth year of the 
reign of Asa, come up hath Baasha king of 
Israel, against Judah, and buildeth Ramah, 
so as not to permit any going out and coming 
in to Asa king of Judah. 

2 And Asa bringeth out silver and gold from 
the treasures of the house of Jehovah, and of 
the house of the king, and sendeth unto Ben- 
Hadad king of Aram, who is dwelling in Da- 
mascus, saying, 7‘ A covenant is between me 
and thee, and between my father and thy 
father, lo, I have sent to thee silver and gold ; 
70, break thy covenant with Baasha king of 

rael, and he doth go up from off me.’ 

4And Ben-Hadad hearkeneth unto king 
Asa, and sendeth the heads of the forces 
that he hath unto cities of Israel, and the 
smite Ijon, and Dan, and Abel-Maim, and all 
the stores, cities of Naphtah. 

5 And it cometh to pass, at Baasha’s hear- 
ing, that he ceaseth from building Ramah, 
and letteth his work rest; &and Asa the king 
hath taken all Judah, and they bear away 
the stones of Ramah, and its wood, that 
Baasha hath built, and he buildeth with 
them Geba and Mizpah. 

7And at that time hath Hanani the seer 
come in unto Asa king of Judah, and saith 
unto him, ‘Because of thy leaning on the 
king of Aram, and thou hast not leaned on 
Jehovah th God, therefore hath the force of 
the king of Aram sesta e from thy hand. 
8 Did not the Cushim and the Lubim become 
a very great force for multitude, for chariot, 
and Hot horsemen? and in thy leaning on Je- 
hovah He gave them into thy hand, ’ for Je- 
hovah—His eyes go to and fro in all the earth, 
to show Himself strong for a people whose 
heart is perfect towards Him; thou hast been 
foolish concerning this, because—henceforth 
there are with thee wars.’ 

10 And Asa is angry at the seer, and giveth 
him to the: house of torture, for Ae is in o 
rage with him for this; and Asa oppresseth 
some of the people at that time. 

1 And lo, the matters of Asa, the first and 
the last, lo, they are written on the book of 
the kings of Judah and Israel. 12 And Asa is 
diseased—in the thirty and ninth year of his 
reign—in his feet, till his disease is excessive, 
and also in his disease he hath not sought 
Jehovah, but among physicians. 

13 And Asa lieth with his fathers, and dieth 
in the forty and first year of his reign, 4and 
they bury him in one of his graves, that he 
had prepared for himself in the city of David, 
and they cause him to lie on a bed that one 
hath tilled with spices, and divers kinds of 
mixtures, with perfumed work; and they 
burn for him a burning—very great. 


XVII. 1} AND Jehoshaphat his son reigneth 
in his stead, and he strengtheneth himself 
against [srael, 2and puget a force in all the

Judah. 

7 And in the third year of his reign he hath 
sent for his heads, for Ben-Hail, and for Oba- 
diah, and for Zechariah, and for Nethaneel, 
and for Michaiah, to teach in cities of Judah 
8and with them the Levites, Shemaiah, and. 
Nethaniah, and Zebadiah, and Asahel, and 
Shemiramoth, and Jehonathan, and Adonijah, 
and Tobijath, and Tob-Adonijah, the Levites ; 
and with them Elishama and Jehoram, the 
priests. 

® And they teach in Judah, and with them 
i the Book of the Law of Jehovah, and they 
go round about into all cities of Judah, and 
teach among the people. ; 

10 And here is a fear of Jehovah on all king- 
doms of the lands that ave round about Judah, 
and they have not fought with Jehoshaphat ; 
11 and of the Philistines they are bringing in to 
Jehoshaphat a present, and tribute silver; 
also, the Arabians are pinging to him a flock, 
rams seven thousand and seven hundred, 
and he-goats seven thousand and seven hun- 


ed. 

1% And Jehoshaphat is going on and becom- 
ing very great, and he buildeth in Judah 
palaces and cities of store, and he hath 
much work in cities of Judah; and men of 
war, mighty of valour, are in Jerusalem. 

14 And these are their numbers, for the house 
of their fathers: Of Judah, heads of thou- 
sands, Adnah the head, and with him mighty 
ones of valour, three hundred chiefs. 

8 And at his hand is Jehohanan the head, 
and with him two hundred and eighty chiefs. 
16 And at his hand is Amasiah son of Zichri, 
who is willingly offering himself to Jehovah, 
and with him two hundred chiefs, mighty of 
valour. 

7 And of Benjamin: mighty of valour, Eli- 
ada, and with him, armed with bow and 
shield, two hundred chiefs. 1% And at his 
hand is Jehozabad, and with him a hundred 
and eighty chiefs, armed ones of the host.

17 And the king of Israel saith unto Jehos- 
haphat, ‘Did I not say unto thee, He doth 
not prophesy concerning me good, but rather 
of evil? 

18 And he saith, ‘Therefore, hear ye a word 
of Jehovah: I have seen Jehovah sitting on 
His throne, and all the host of the heavens 
standing on His right and His left; and Je- 
hovah saith, Who doth entice Ahab king of 
Israel, and he doth go up and fallin Ramoth- 
Gilead? And this speaker saith thus, and 
that speaker thus. ah 

20 And go out doth the spirit, and stand be- 
fore Jehovah, and sal I do entice him; and 


Ahab mortally wounded. 


Jehovah saith unto him, With what? *! and 
he saith, I go out, and have become a spirit of 
falsehood ih the mouth of all his prophets. 
And He saith, Thou dost entice, and also, 
thou artable; goout anddoso. “ And, now, 
lo, Jehovah hath put a spirit of falsehood in 
the mouth of these thy prophets, and Jeho- 
vah hath spoken concerning thee—evil.’ 

% And Zedekiah son of Chenaanah cometh 
nigh, and smiteth Micaiah on the cheek, and 
saith, ‘Where is this—the way the Spirit of 
Jehovah passed over from me to speak with 
thee?’ And Micaiah saith, ‘Lo, thou dost 
see in that day, that thou dost enter into the 
innermost chamber to be hidden.’ 

And the king of Israel saith, ‘Take ye 
Micaiah, and turn him back unto Amon head 
of the city, and unto Joash son of the king, 
*6and ye have said, Thus said the kiug, Put 

e this one in the house of restraint, and cause 
iim to eat bread of oppression, and water of 
oppression, till my return in peace.’ 
And Micaiah saith, ‘1f thou dost certain- 
ly return in peace, Jehovah hath not spoken 
by me;’ and he saith, ‘Hear ye, O peoples, 
all of them!’ 

38 And the king of Israel goeth up, and Je- 
hoshaphat, king of Judah, unto Ramoth-Gil- 
ead; “and the king of Israel saith unto Je- 
hoshaphat to disguise himself, and to go into 
battle, ‘And thou, put on thy garments.’ 
And the Mane oF Israel disguiseth himself, and 
they go into batile. 

30 And the king of Aram hath commanded 
the heads of the charioteers whom he hath, 
saying, ‘ Ye do not fight with small or with 
great, except with the king of Israel by him- 
self.’ 31 And it cometh to pass at the heads 
of the charioteers seeing Jehoshaphat, that 
they have said, ‘The king of Israel he is,’ 
and they turn round against him to fight, 
and Jehoshaphat crieth out, and Jehovah hath 
helped him, and God enticeth them from him, 
32 yea, it cometh to pass, at the heads of the 
chariotcers seeing that it hath not been the 
king of Israel—they turn back from after him. 

33 Aud a man hath drawn with a bow, 1n his 
simplicity, and smiteth the king of Israel be- 
tween the joinings and the coat of mail, aud 
he saith to the charioteer, ‘Turn thy hand, 
and thou hast brought me out of the camp, 
for I have become sick.’ 

34 And the battle increascth on that day, 
and the king of Israel hath been stayed up in 
the chariot over-against Aram till the even- 
ing, and he dicth at the time of the going in 
of the sun. 


XIX. }AND Jehoshaphat king of Judah 
turneth back unto his house in peace to Jeru- 
salem, ?7and go out unto his presence doth 
Jehu son of Hen the scer, aud saith unto 
king Jehoshaphat, ‘To give help to the wick- 
ed, and to those hating Jehovah, dost thou 
love? and for this against thee 7s wrath from 
before Jehovah, 3 but good things have been 
found with thee, for thou hast put away the 
shrines out of the land, and hast prepared 
thy heart to seek God.’ 

4 And Jchoshaphat dwelleth in Jerusalem, 
nud he turneth back au goeth out among the 
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Jehoshaphat s piety. 


peop from Beer-Sheba unto the hill-country 
of Ephraim, and bringeth them back unto 
Jehovah, God of their fathers. 
_ And he establisheth judges in the land, 
in all the fenced citics of Judah, for every city, 
Sand saith unto the judges, ‘See what ye are 
doing—for not for man do ye judge, but for 
Jehovah, who is with you in the matter of 
udgment; “and now, let fear of Jehovah 
e upon you, observe and do, for there is not 
with Jehovah our God perverseness, and ac- 
ceptiance of faces, and taking of a bribe.’ 

And also in Jerusalem hath Jehoshaphat 
appointed of the Levites, and of the priests,

Thou hast dis- 
yossessed the inhabitants of this land from 
beter Thy people Israel, and dost give it to 
the seed of Abraham ue friend to the age, 
8 and they dwell in it, and build to Thee in it 
a sanctuary for Thy name, saying, *If evil 
doth come pon us—sword, judgment, and 
yestilence, and famine—we stand before this 
ec. and before Thee, for Thy name is in 
this house, and cry unto Thee out of our dis- 
tress, and ‘hou dost hear and save. 

10* And wow, lo, sous of Amnon, and 
Moab, and mount Seir, wliom ‘Thou didst not 
grant to Israel to go in against in their com- 
ing out of the land of Egypt, for they turned 
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aside from off them and destroyed them not, 
Nand lo, they are recompensing to us—to come 
in to drive us out of Thy possession, that 
Thou hast caused us to possess. 

12°Q our God, dost THou not execute judg- 
ment upon them? for there is no power in us 
before this great multitude that hath come 
against us, and we know not what we do, but 
oh Thee are our eyes.’ And all Judah are 
standing hefore Jehovah, also their infants, 
their wives, and their sons. - 

14 And upon Jahaziel, son of Zechariah, son 
of Benaiah, son of Jeiel, son of Mattaniah, 
the Levite, of the sons of Asaph, hath the 
Spirit of Jehovah been, in the midst of the 
assembly, “and he saith, ‘ Attend, all Ju- 
dah, and ye inhabitants of Jerusalem, and O 
king Jehoshaphat, Thus said Jehovah to yon, 
Ye fear not, nor are afraid of the face of this 
great multitude, for not for you is the battle, 
but for God. 1° To-morrow, go ye down 
against them, lo, they are coming up by the 
ascent of Ziz, and ye have found them in the 
end of the valley, the front of the wilderness 
of Jeruel. 1” Not for you to fight in this; 
station pei over stand, and see the salva- 
tion of Jehovah with you, O Judah and Jeru- 
salem—be not afraid nor fear ye—to-morrow 
go out before them, and Jehovah is with you.’ 

18 And Jehoshaphat boweth—face to the 
earth—and all Judah and the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem have fallen before Jehovah, to bow 
themselves to Jehovah.

21 And he taketh counsel with the Reople, 
and appointeth singers to Jehovah, and those 
giving praise to the honour of holiness, in the

22 And at the time they have begun with 
singing and praise, Jehovah hath put am- 
bushments against the sons of Ammon, Moab, 
and mount Seir, who are coming in to Judah, 
and they are smitten, “and the sons of Am- 
mon stand up, and Moab, against the inhabit- 
ants of mount Seir, to devote and to destroy, 


and at their finishing with the inhabitants of | 


Seir, they helped, a man against his neigh- 
bour, to destroy. 

*4 And Judah hath come in unto the watch- 
tower, to the wilderness, and they look unto 
the multitude, and lo, they are carcases fal- 
len to the earth, and there is none escaped, 
*5and Jehoshaphat cometh in, and his peo- 
ple, to seize their spoil, and they find among 
them, in abundance, both goods and carcases, 
and desirable vessels, and they take spoil 
to themselves without prohibition, and they 
are three days seizing the spoil, for it ts 
abundant. 

% And on the fourth day they have been

assembled at the valley of Blessing, for there 
they blessed Jehovah: therefore they hate 
called the name of that place, ‘ Valley a Bless- 
ing,’ unto this day. 

*7 And they turn back, every man of Judah 
and Jerusalem, and Jehoshaphat at their head, 
to go back unto Jernsalem with joy, for Je- 
hovah hath made them rejoice over their 
enemies. “And they come in to Jerusalem 
with psalteries, and with harps, and with 
trumpets, unto the house of Jehovah. 9 And 
there is a fear of God on all kingdoms of 
the lands in their hearing that Jehovah hath 
fought with the enemies of Israel, 3° and the 
kingdom of Jehoshaphat is quiet, andhis God 
giveth rest to him round about. 

31 And Jehoshaphat reigneth over Judah, 
ason of thirty and five years in his reigning, 
and twenty and five years he hath reigned in 
Jerusalem, and the name of his mother is Azu- 
bah daughter of Shilhi. 32 And he walketh in 
the way of his father Asa, and hath not turned 
aside from it, to do that which is right in the 
eyes of Jehovah. *%QOnly, the high places 
have not turned aside, and still the people 
have not prepared their heart for the Gor of 
their fathers. 

34 And the rest of the matters of Jehosha- 
phat, the first and the last, lo, they are writ- 
ten among the matters of Jehu son of Hanani, 
who hath been mentioned on the book of the 
kings of Israel. 

3° And after this hath Jehoshaphat king of 
Judah joined himself with Ahaziah king of 
Israel, (he did wickedly in so doing), °6 id he 
joineth him with himself to make ships to go 
to Tarshish, and they make ships in Ezion- 
Geber, ?7and prophesy doth Elhezer son of 
Dodavah, of Mareshah, against Jehoshaphat, 
saying, ‘For thy joining thyself with Ahaziah, 
Jehovah hath broken up thy works;’ and the 
ships are broken, and have not retained power 
to go unto Tarshish. 


XXI. 1 AND Jehoshaphat lieth with his 
fathers, and is buried with his fathers in the 
city of David, and Jehoram his son reigneth 
in his stead. *%Andhe hath brethren, sons of 
Jehoshaphat, Azariah, and Jehiel, and Zee- 
hariah, and Azariah, and Michael, and Shep- 
hatiah ; all these are sons of Jehoshaphat 
king of {srael,2 and,their father giveth to them 
many gifts of silver and of gold, and of preci- 
ous things, with fenced cities in Judah, and 
the kingdom he hath given to Jehoram, for 
He is the first-born. ; 

+And Jehoram riseth up over the kingdom 
of his father, and strengtheneth himself, and 
slayeth all his brethren with the sword, and 
also—of the heads of Israel. . 

5 A son of thirty and two years is Jehoram 
in his reigning, and eight years he hath reign- 
ed in Jerusalem, ®and he walketh in the way 
of the kings of Israel, as did the house of 
Ahab, for a daughter of Ahab hath been to 
him for a wife, and he doth the evil thing in 
the eyes of Jehovah, 7 and Jehovah hath not 
been willing to destroy the house of David, 
for the sake of the covenant that He made 
with David, and as He had said to giveto him 
a lamp, and to his ere the days.

8¥n his days hath Edom revolted from un- 
der the hand of Judah, and cause a king to 
reign over them; 9 and Jehoram passeth over 
with his heads, and all the chariots with him, 
and it cometh to pass, he hath risen by night 
and smiteth the Edomites who are coming 
round against him, and the princes of the 
chariots, }©and Edom revolteth from under 
the hand of Judah unto this day; then doth 
Libnah revolt at that time from under his 
hand, because he hath forsaken Jehovah, 
God _ of his fathers, "also, he hath made high 
places in the mountains of Judah, and caus- 
eth the inhabitants of Jerusalem to commit 
whoredom, and compelleth Judah. 

12 And there cometh in unto him a writin

And Azariah son of Jehoram king of Judah 
hath gone down to see Jehoram son of Ahab, 
in Jezreel, for he is sick ; 7and from God hath 
been the destruction of Ahaziah, to come 
unto Joram: and in his coming he hath gone 
out with Jehoram unto Jehu son of Nimshi, 
whom Jehovah anointed to cut off the house 
of Ahab. ® And it cometh to pass, in Jehu’s 
executing judgment with the house of Ahab, 
that he findeth the heads of Judah and sons of 
the brethren of Ahaziah, ministers of Ahaziah, 
and slayeth them. 

9 And he seeketh Ahaziah, and they cap- 
ture him, (and he is hiding himself in Sam- 
aria), and bring him in unto Jehu, and put 
him to death, and bury him, for they said, 
‘He is son of Jehoshaphat, who sought Jeho- 
vah with all his heart ;’ and there is none to 
the house of Ahaziah to retain power for the 
kingdom. 

10 And Athaliah mother of Ahagaah hath 
seen that her son is dead, and she riseth and 
destroyeth the whole seed of the kingdom of 
the house of Judah. 

11And Jehoshabeath daughter of the king 
taketh Joash son of Ahaziah, and stealeth 
him from the midst of the sons of the kin 
who are put to death, and putteth him an 
his nurse into the inner part of the bed-cham- 
bers, and Jehoshabeath daughter of king Je- 
horam, wife of Jehoiada the priest, because 
she hath been sister of Ahazah, hideth him 
from the face of Athahah, and she hath not 
put him to death. 1% And he is with them in 
the house of God hiding himself six years, 
and Athaliah is reigning over the land. 


XXIII. } AND in the seventh year hath 
Jehoiada strengthened himself, and taketh the 
heads of the hundreds, even Azariah son of 
Jeroham, and Ishmael son of Jehohanan, and 
Azariah son of Obed, and Maaseiah son of 
Adaiah, and Elishaphat son of Zichri, with 
him into covenant. ;

8 And the Levites and all Judah do accord- 
ing to all that Jehoiada the priest hath com- 
manded, and take each his men going in on 


the sabbath, with those going out on the, 


sabbath, for Jehoiada the priest hath not let 
away the courses. 

And Jehoiada the priest giveth to the 
heads of the hundreds the spears, and the 
shields, and the bucklers that are king Da- 
vid’s, that are in the house of God; ?° and he 
stationeth the whole of the people, and each 
his dart in his hand, from the nght shoulder 
of the house unto the left shoulder of the 
house, at the altar, and at the house, by the 
king, round about. 

N And they bring out the son of the king, 
and put upon him the crown, and the testi- 
mony, and cause him to reign; and Jehoiada 
and ie sons anoint him, and say, ‘ Let the 
king live!’ 

“And Athaliah heareth the voice of the 
people who are running, and who are praising 
he icin , and she cometh in unto the people 
in the house of Jehovah, 13and seeth, and 
lo, the king is standing by his pillar in the 
entrance, and the heads, and the trumpets 
are by the king, and all the people of the 
land rejoicing and shouting with trumpets, 
and the singers with instruments of song, 
and the teachers, to praise, and Athalia 
rendeth her garmx :.'s, and saith, ‘Conspiracy, 
conspiracy.’ 

14 And Jehoiada the priest bringeth out the 
heads of the hundreds, inspectors of the 
force, and saith unto them, ‘Take her out 
from within the rows, and he who hath gone 
after her is put to death by the sword;’ for 
the priest said, ‘ Put her not to death in the 
house of Jehovah.’

Go out to the cities of Judah, and gather 
from all Israel money to strengthen the house 
of your God sufficiently year by year, and ye, 

e do haste to the matter;’ and the Levites 

ave not hasted. 

6 And; the king calleth for Jehoiada the 
head, and saith to him, ‘Wherefore hast thou 
not required of the Levites to bring in out of 
Judah and out of Jerusalem the tribute of 
Moses, servant of Jehovah, and of the as- 
sembly of Israel, for the tent of the testi- 
mony? ’for sons of Athaliah, the wicked one, 
have broken up the house of God, and also, 
all the holy things of the house of Jehovah 
they have prepared for Baalim.’ 

8 And the king speaketh, and they make one 
chest, and put it at the gate of the house of 
Jehovah without, ®and give an intimation in 

udah and in Jerusalem to bring in to Jeho- 
vah the tribute of Moses, servant of God 
laid on Israel in the wilderness. 1 And all 
the heads, and all the people rejoice, and 
they bring in, and cast into the chest, unto 
completion. 

1 And it cometh to pass, at the time one 
bringeth in the chest for the inspection of the 
king by the hand of the Levites, and at their 
seeing that the money is abundant, that a 
scribe of the king hath come in, and an officer 
of the head-priest, and they empty the chest, 
and take it up and turn it back unto its 
place; thus they have done day by day, and 
gather money in abundance. 

12 And the king and Jehoiada give it unto 
the doers of the work of the service of the 
house of Jehovah, and they are hiring hewers 
and artificers to renew the house of Jehovah, 
and also—to artificers in iron and brass to 
strengthen the house of Jehovah.

1 And Jehoiada is aged and satisfied with

thirty years in his death, Mand they bury 
him in the city of David, with the kings, for 
he hath done good in Israel, and with God, 
and his house. 

17 And after the death of Jehoiada come 
in have heads of Judah, and bow themselves 
to the king; then hath the king hearkened 
unto them, 18and they forsake the house of 
Jehovah, God of their fathers, and serve the 
shrines and the idols, and there is wrath up- 
on Judah and Jerusalem for this their guilt. 

19 And He sendeth among them prophets, 
to bring them back unto Jehovah, and they 
testify against them, and they have not given 
ear; “and the Spirit of God hath clothed 
Zechariah son of Jehoiada the priest, and he 
standeth over-against the people, and saith to 
them, ‘Thus said God, Why are ye trans- 
gressing the commands of Jehovah, and pros- 

er not? because ye have forsaken Jehovah— 
ie doth forsake you.’ 

21 And they conspire against him, and stone 
him with stones by the command of the king, 
in the court of the house of Jehovah, * and 
Joash the king hath not remembered the kind- 
ness that Jehoiada his father did with him, 
and slayeth his son, and in his death he said, 
‘ Jehovah doth see, and require.’ 

23 And it cometh to pass, at the turn of the 

ear, come up hath the force of Aram against 
tin, and they come in unto Judah and Je- 
rusalem, and destroy all the heads of the 
people from the people, and all their spoil 
they have sent to the king of Damascus, ™ for 
with few men have the force of Aram come 
in, and Jehovah hath given into their hand a 
mighty force for multitude, because they 
have forsaken Jehovah, God of their fathers; 
and with Joash they have executed judg- 
ments. 

2° And in their going from him—for they 
left him with many diseases—his servants 
themselves have conspired against him, for 
the blood of the sons of Jehoiada the priest, 
and slay him on his bed, and he dieth; and 
they bury him in the city of David, and have 
not buried him in the graves of the kings. 

26 And these are those conspiring against 
him, Zabad son of Shimeath the Ammonitess, 
and Jehozabad son of Shimrith the Moabitess. 
7 Ag to his sons, and the greatness of the 
burden upon him, and the foundation of the 
house of God, lo, they are written on the 
‘Inquiry’ of the book ot the Kings; and reign 
doth Amaziah his son in his stead. 


XXV. 1A SON of twenty and five years 
hath Amaziah reigned, and twenty and nine 
years he hath reigned in Jerusalem, and the 
name of his mother is Jehoaddan of Jerusa- 
lem, 2and he doth that which is right in the 
eyes of Jehovah—only, not with a perfect 
heart. 

3 And it cometh to pass, when the kingdom 
hath been strong upon him, that he slayeth 
his servants, those smiting the king his father, 
4and their sons he hath not put to death, but 
did as is written in the law, in the book of 
Moses, whom Jehovah commanded, saying, 
‘Fathers do not die for sons, and sons die not 
for fathers, but each for his own gin they die.’ 
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* And Amaziah gathereth Judah, and a 
pointeth them, according to the house of the 
fathers, for heads of the thousands, and for 
heads of the hundreds, for all Judah and 
Benjamin; and he inspecteth them from a son 
of twenty years and upward, and findeth 
them three hundred thousand chosen ones 
some forth to the host, holding spear and 
arget. 

6 And he hireth out of Israel a hundred 
thousand mighty ones of valour, with a hun- 
dred talents of silver; 7and a man of God 
hath come in unto him, saying, ‘O king, the 
host of Israel doth not go with thee; for 
Jehovah is not with Israel—all the sons of 
Ephraim; &butif thon art going—do it, be 
strong for battle, God doth cause thee to 
stumble before an enemy, for there is power 
in God to help, and to cause to stumble.’ 

®And Amaziah saith to the man of God, 
‘And what—to do for the hundred talents 
that I have given to the troop of Israel?’ 
And the man of God saith, ‘Jehovah hath 
more to give to thee than this.’ Aud Ama- 
ziah separateth them—for the troop that 
hath come in unto him from Ephraim to go 
to their own place, and their anger doth burn 
inightily against Judah, and they turn back 
to their place in the heat of anger. 

11 And Amaziah hath strengthened himself, 
and leadeth his pene and goeth to the 
Valley of Salt, and smiteth the sons of Seir— 
ten thousand. }2And ten thousand alive 
have the sons of Judah taken captive, and 
they bring them to the top of the rock, and 
cast them from the top of the rock, and all of 
them have been broken. 

13 And the sons of the troop that Amaziah 
hath sent back from going with him to battle 
—they rush against cities of Judah, from 
Samaria even unto Beth-Horon, and smite of 
them three thousand, and seize much prey. 

14 And it cometh to pass, after the coming 
in of Amaziah from smiting the Edomites, 
that he bringeth in the gods of the sons of 
Seir, and establisheth them to him for gods, 
and before them doth bow himself, and to 
them he maketh perfume. 

16 And the anger of Jehovah burneth against 
Amaziah, and He sendeth unto him a pro- 
phet, and he saith unto him, ‘ y hast 
thou songht the gods of the people that have 
not delivered their people out of thy hand?’ 

16 And it cometh to pass, in his speaking 
unto him, that he saith to him, ‘For a coun- 
sellor to the king have we appointed thee? 
cease for thee; why do they smite thee?’ 
And the prophet ceaseth, and saith, ‘I have 
known that God hath counselled to destroy 
thee, because thou hast done this, and hast 
not hearkened to my counsel.’ 

77 And Amaziah king of Judah taketh 
counsel, and sendeth unto Joash son of Je- 
hoahaz, son of Jehu, king of Israel, saying, 
18* Come, we look one another in the face.’ 

And Joash king of Israel sendeth unto 
Amaziah king of Judah, saying, ‘The thorn 
that is in Lebanon hath sent unto the cedar 
that is in Lebanon, saying, Give thy daughter 
to my son for a wife; and pass by doth a 
beast of the field that is in Lebanon, and 


Uzziah’s prosperity. 


treadeth down the thorn. ! Thou hast said, 
Lo, L have smitten Edom; and thy heart hath 
lifted thee up to boast; now, abide in thy 
house, why dost thou stir thyself up in evil, 
that thou hast fallen, thou, and Judah with 
thee?’ 

70And Amaziah hath not hearkened, for 
from God it is in order to give them into 
hand, because they have sought the gods of 
Edom ; 2! and go up doth Joash king of [sraal, 
and they look one another in the face, he and 
Amaziah king of Judah, in Beth-Shemesh, 
that is Judah’s, and Judah is smitten before 
{srael, and they flee—each to his tents. 

3 And Amaziah king of Judah, son of Jo- 
ash, son of Jehoahaz, hath Joash king of Is- 
rae] eaught in Beth-Shemesh, and bringeth 
him in to Jerusalem, and breaketh down in 
the wall of Jerusalem from the gate of Eph- 
raim unto the gate of the corner, four hun- 
dred cubits, “and taketh all the gold, and the 
silver, and all the vessels that are found in 
the house of God with Obed-Edom, and the 
treasures of the house of the king, and the 
sons of the pledges, and turneth back to 
Samaria. 

* And Aimaziah son of Joash, king of Ju- 
dah, ‘liveth after the death of Joash son of 
Jehoahaz, king of Israel, fifteen years ; *and 
the rest of the matters of Amaziah, the first 
and the last, lo, are they not written on the 
books of the kings of Judah and Israel ? 

27 And from the time that Amaziah hath 
turned aside from after Jehovah—they make 
a conspiracy against him in Jerusalem, and 
he fleeth to Lachish, and they send after him 
to Lachish, and put him to death there, 
and lift him up on the horses, and bury 
him with his fathers in the city of Judah. 


XXVI. 1} AND all the people of Judah take 
Uzziah (and he is a son of sixteen years), and 
cause him to reign instead of his father Ama- 
ziah. ?He hath built Eloth, and restoreth it 
to Judah after the king’s lying with his fa- 
thers. *A son of sixteen years is Uzziah in‘his 
reigning, and fifty and two years he hath 
reigned in Jerusalem, and the name of his 
mother is Jecholiah of Jerusalem. 

4And he doth that which is right in the 
eyes of Jehovah. according to all that Amaz- 
iah his father did, °and he is as one seeking 
God in the days of Zechariah who hath un- 
derstanding in visions of God: and in the 
days of his seeking Jehovah, Gud bath caused 
him to prosper. - 

6 And he goeth forth, and fighteth with the 
Philistines, and breaketh down the wall of 
Gath, and the wall of Jabneh, and the wall of 
Ashdod, and buildeth cities about Ashdod, 
and among the Philistines. 7 And God heip- 
eth him against the Philistines, and against 
the Arabians who are dwelling in Gur-Baal 
andthe Mehunim. 8 And the Ammonites give 
a present to Uzziah, and his name goeth unto 
the entering in of Egypt, for he strengthened 
himself greatly. 

9 And Uzziah buildeth towers in Jerusalem, 
by the gate of the corner, and by the gate of 
the valley, and by the angle, and strengthen. 
eth them; /°and he buildeth towers in the 
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wilderness, and diggeth many weus, tor he 
had much cattle, both in the low country and 
in the plain, husbandmen and vinedressers in 
the mountains, and in Carmel; for he was a 
lover of the ground. 

1 And Uzziah hath a force, making war, 
soing forth to the host, by troops, in the num- 
ber of their reckoning by the hand of Jeiel 
the scribe and Masseiah the offieer, by the 
hand of Hananiah one of the heads of the 
king. !The whole number of heads of the 
fathers of the mighty ones of valour is two 
thousand and six hundred; !3and by their 
hand is the force of the host, three hundred 
thousand, and seven thousand, and five hun- 
dred warriors, with mighty power to give 
help to the king against the enemy. 

14 And Uzziah prepareth for them, for all 
the host, shields, and spears, and helmets, 
and coats of mail, and bows, even to stonesof 
the shngs. 1° And he maketh in Jerusalem 
inventions—a device of an inventor—to be on 
the towers, and on the corners, to shoot with 
arrows and with great stones, and his name 
goeth out unto a distance, for he hath been 
wont ay helped till that he hath been 
strong. 

And at his being strong his heart hath 
been high unto destruction, and he trespass- 
eth against Jehovah his God, and goeth in 
unto the temple of Jehovah to make perfume 
upon the altar of perfume. 

And Azariah the priest goeth in after him, 
and with him priests of Jehovah eighty, sons ot 
valour, *8and they stand up against Uzziah 
the king, and say to him, ‘Not for thee, O 
Uzziah, to make perfume to Jehovah, but for 
priests, sons of Aaron, who are sanctified to 
make perfume; go forth from the sanctuary, 
for thou hast trespassed, and it is not to thee 
for honour from Jehovah God.’ 

19 And Uzziah is wroth, and in his hand is 
acenser to make perfume, and in his being 
wroth with the priests—the leprosy hath 
risen in his forehead, before the priests, in the 
house of Jehovah, from beside the altar of 
perfume. 

*0 And Azariah the head priest looketh un- 
to him, and all the priests, and lo, he is lep- 
rous in his forehead, and they hasten him 
thence, and also he himself hath hastened to 
go out, for Jehovah hath plagued him. 

*1 And Uzziah the king is a leper unto the 
day of his death, and inhabiteth a separate 
house—a leper, for he hath been eut off from 
the house of Jehovah, and Jotham his son is 
over the house of the king, judging the people 
of the land. 

_* And the rest of the matters of Uzziah, the 
first and the last, hath Isaiah son of Amozthe 
prepnge written ; and Uzziah lieth with his 
fathers, and they bury him with his fathers, 
in the field of the bur ing-place that the kings 
have, for they said, ‘ He isaleper;’ and reign 
doth Jotham his son in his stead. 


_XXVIL 1A SON of twenty and five years 

is Jotham in bis reigning, and sixteen years he 

hath reigned in Je am, aud the name of 

his mother is Jerushah daughter of Zadok. 

* And he doth that which is right in the eyes 
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of Jehovah, according to all that Uzziah his 
father did; only, he hath not come in unto 
the temple of Jehovah; and again are the 
wee doing eorruptly. 

3 He hath built the upper gate of the house 
of Jehovah, and in the wall of Ophel he hath 
built abundantly; 4and cities he hath built 
in the hill-eountry of Judah, and in the for- 
ests he hath built palaees and towers. 

5 And he hath fought with the king of the 
sons of Ammon, and prevaileth over them, 
and the sons of Ammon give to him in that 
year a hundred talents of silver, and ten 
thousand cors of wheat, and of barley ten 
thousand; this have the sons of Ammon re- 
turned to him both in the second year, and 
in the third. And Jotham doth strengthen 
himself, for he hath prepared his ways before 
Jehovah his God. 

7 And the rest of the matters of Jotham, 
and all his battles, and his ways, lo, they are 
written on the book of the kings of Israel and 
Judah. 8A son of twenty and five years was 
he in his reigning, and sixteen years he hath 
reigned in Jerusalem; 9 and Jotham lieth with 
his fathers, and they bury him in the city of 
Mesa and reign doth Ahaz his son in his 
stead. 


XXVIII. 1A SON of twenty years is Ahaz 
in his reigning, and sixteen years he hath 
reigned in Jerusalem, and he hath not done 
that which is right in the eyes of Jehovah, as 
David his father, 2and walketh in the ways 
of the kings of Israel, and also, molten images 
hath made for Baalim, 3 and himself hath 
made perfume in the valley of the son of 
Hinnom, and burneth his sons with fire ae- 
cording to the abominations of the nations 
that Jehovah dispossessed from the presence 
of the sons of Israel, ‘and sacrificeth and 
maketh perfume in high places, and on the 
heights, and under every green tree. 

5 And Jehovah his God giveth him into the 
hand of the king of Aram, and they smite 
him, and take captive from him a great cap- 
tivity, and bring them in to Damascus, and 
also into the hand of the king of Israel he 
hath been given, and he smiteth him—a great, 
smiting. 

6 And Vekah son of Remaliah slayeth in 
Judah a hundred and twenty thousand in 
one day (the whole are sons of valour), be- 
cause of their forsaking Jehovah, God of their 
fathers. 

7And Zichri, a mighty one of Ephraim, 
slayeth Maasciah son of the king, and Azri- 
kam leader of the house, and Elkanah second 
te the king. . 

8 And the sons of Israel take captive of their 
brethren, two hundred thousand, wives, sons 
and daughters, and also much spoil they have 
seized from them, and they bring in the spoil 
to Samaria. 

9And there hath been there a prophet of 
Jehovah (Oded is his name), and he goeth out 
before the host that hath come in to Samaria, 
and saith to them, ‘Lo, in the fury of Jeho- 
vah God of your fathers against Judah, He 
hath given them into your hand, and ye slay 
amvng them in sy eat tho heavens it hath 
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come; and now, sons of Judah and Jertsa- 

lem ye are saying to subdue for men-servants 

and for mail-servants to you; but are there 

not with you causes of guilt before Jehovah 

your God?" and now, hear me, and send back 

the captives whom ye have taken captive of 
eur brethren, for the heat of the anger of 
ehovah is upon you.’ 

12 And certain of the heads of the sons of 
Ephraim (Azariah son of Johanan, Berechiah 
son of Meshillemoth, and Jehizkiah son of 
Shallum, and Amasa son of Hadlai), rise up 
against those eoming in from the host, and 
say to them, ‘ Ye do not bring in the captives 
hither, for, to guilt against Jehovah on us, ye 
are saying to add nnto our sin and unto our 
guilt, for abundan$ is the guilt we have, and 
the fiereeness of anger on Israel.’ 

1$And the armed men leave the captives 
and the prey before the heads and all the as- 
sembly; ®and the men who have been ex- 
pressed by name rise and take hold on the 
captives, and all their naked ones they have 
clothed from the’spoil, yea, they clothe them, 
and shoe them, and cause them to eat and 
drink, and anoint them, and lead them on 
asses, even every feeble one, and bring them 
in to Jericho, the city of palms, near their 
brethren, and turn back to Samaria. 

At that time hath king Ahaz sent unto 
the king of Asshur to give help to him; !” and 
again the Edomites have come, and smite in 
Judah, and take captive a captivity. !8 And 
the Philistines have rushed against the cities 
of the low country, and of the south of Ju- 
dah, and capture Beth-Shemesh, and Aijalon 
and Gederoth, and Shocho and its villages, anc 
Yimnah and its villages, and Gimzo and its 
villages, and dwell there, 1° for Jehovah hath 
humbled Judah beeause of Ahazking of Israel, 
for he made free with Judah, even to commit 
a trespass against Jehovah. 

20 And Tilgath-Pilneser king of Asshur 
cometh in unto him, and doth distress him, 
and hath not strengthened him, * though 
Ahaz hath taken a portion out of the house of 
Jehovah, and oué of the house of the king, and 
of the princes, and giveth to the king of 
Asshur, yet it is no help to him. 

22 And in the time of his distress—he add- 
eth to trespass against Jehovah, (this king 
Ahaz), “and he saerificeth to the gods ih 
Damascus—those smiting him, and saith, ‘Be- 
cause the gods of the kings of Aram are help- 
ing them, to them I sacrifice, and they hele 
me,’ and they have been to him to cause him 
to stumble, and to all Israel. 

*“4And Ahaz gathereth the vessels of the 
house of God, and cutteth in picees the ves- 
sels of the honse of God, and shutteth the 
doors of the house of Jehovah, and maketh 
to lumself altarsin every corner in Jerusalem. 
* And in every city and city of Judah he hath 
made high places to make perfume to other 
eods, and provoketh Jehovah, God of his 
fathers. 

2% And the rest of his matters, and all his 
ways, the first and the last, lo, they are writ- 
ten on the book of the kings of Judah and Is- 
racl. *7 And Ahaz heth with his fathers, and 
they bury him in the city, in Jerusalem, but 
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have not brought him in to the graves of the 
kings of Israel, and reign doth Hezekiah his 
son 1n his stead. 


XXIX. }HEZEKIAH hath reigned—a son 
of twenty and five years, and twenty and nine 
years he hath reigned in Jerusalem, and the 
name of his mother is Abijah daughter of 
Zechariah; “and he doth that which is right 
in the eyes of Jehovah, according to all that 
David his father did. *%He, in the first year 
of his reign, in the first month, hath opened 
the doors of the house of Jehovah, and 
strengtheneth them, ‘and _ bringeth in the 
priests and the Levites, and gathereth them 
to the broad place to the east. 

5 And he saith to them, ‘Hear me, O Le- 
vites, now, sanctify yourselves, and sanctify 
the house of Jehovah, God of your fathers, 
and bring out the impurity from the sanctuary, 
Sfor onr fathers have trespassed, and done 
that which is evil in the eyes of Jehovah our 
God, and forsake him, and turn round their 
faces from the tabernacle of Jehovah, and give 
the neck. 

7* Also—they have shitt the doors of the 
porch, and quench the lamps, and perfume 
they have not made, and burnt-offering have 
not caused to ascend in the sanctuary to the 
God of Israel, 8and the wrath of Jehovah is 
on Judah and Jerusalem, and He giveth them 
for a trembling, for an astonishment, and for 
a hissing, as ye are seeing with your eyes. 
® And Jo, fallen have our fathers by the sword, 
and our sons, and our daughters, and our 
Wives are in captivity for this. 

10°N ow—with my heart—to make a covenant 
before Jehovah, God of Israel, and the fierce- 
ness of His anger doth turn back from us. 
11 My sons, be not now at rest, for on you hath 
Jehovah fixed to stand before Him, to serve 
Him, and to be to Him ministering and mak- 
ing perfume.’ 

12 And the Levites rise—Mahath son of Am- 
asai, and Joel sonof Azariah, of the sons of 
the Kohathite; and of the sons of Merari: 
Kish son of Abdi, and Azariah son of Jehale- 
lel; and of the Gershonite: Joah son of Zim- 
mah, and Eden son of Joah; ™ and of the sons 
of Elizaphan: Shimri, and Jeiel ; and of the 
sons of Asaph: Zechariah and Mattaniah; 
Mand of the sons of Heman: Jehiel and Shi- 
mei; aud of the sons of Jeduthun: Shemaiah 
and Uzziel— and they gather their brethren, 
and sanctify themselves, and come in, accord- 
ing to the command of the king in the matters 
of Jeliovah, to cleanse the house of Jehovah, 
16 and the priests come in to the inner part of 
the house of Jehovah to cleanse i¢, and bring 
out all the uncleanness that they have found 
in the temple of Jehovah to the court of the 
house of Jehovah, and the Levites receive it, 
to take ié out to the brook Kidron without. 

17 And they begin on the first of the first 
month to sanctify, and on the eighth day of 
the month they have come to the porch of 
Jehovah, and they sanctify the house of Je- 
hovah in eight days, and on the sixteenth day 
of the first month they have finished. 

18 And they come in within unto Hezekiah 
the king, and say, ‘ We have cleansed all the 
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house of Jehovah, and the altar of the burnt- 
offering, and all its vessels, and the table of 
the arrangement, and all its vessels, 9 and all 
the vessels that king Ahaz cast away in his 
reign—in his trespass—we have prepared and 
sanctilied, and lo, they are before the altar of 
Jehovah.’ 

*0 And Hezekiah the king riseth early, and 
gathereth the heads of the city, and goeth upto 
the house of Jehovah; 7 and they bring in 
seven bullocks, and seven rams, and seven 
lambs, and seven young he-goats, for a sin- 
offering for the kingdom, and for the sanctu- 
ary, and for Judah; and he saith to sons of 
Aaron, the priests, to cause them to ascend on 
the altar of Jehovah. 

*2 And they slaughter the oxen, and the 
priests receive the blood, and sprinkle on the 
altar; and they slaughter the rams, and 
SpE the blood on the altar; and they 
slaughter the lambs, and sprinkle the blood: 
on the altar; “and they bring nigh the he- 
goats of the sin-offering before the king and the 
assembly, and they lay their hands upon them; 
*4and the priests slaughter them, and make a: 
sm-offering with their blood on the altar, to 
make atonement for all Israel, for ‘For all 
Israel,’ said the king, ‘is the burnt-offering. 
and the sin-offering.’ 

*2 And he appointeth the Levites in the 
house of Jehovah with cymbals, with psal- 
teries, and with harps, by the command of 
David, and of Gad, seer of the king, and of 
Nathan the prophet, for by the hand of Jeho-. 
vah is the command, by the hand of His. 
prophets; **and the Levites stand with the 
instruments of David, and the priests with. 
the trumpets. : 

*7 And Hezekiah saith to cause the burnt- 
offering to ascend on the altar; and at the 
time the burnt-offering began—began the song 
of Jehovah, and the trumpets, even by the 
hands of the instruments of David king of 
Israel. *S And all the assembly are ‘doing 
obeisance, and the singers singing, and the 
trumpeters blowing; the whole zs till the com- 
pletion of tke burnt-offering. 

*9 And at the completion of the offering iy» 
bowed have the king and all those found wit 
him, and do obeisance. *° And Hezekiah the 
king saith, and the princes, to the Levites to 
give praise to Jehovah in the words of David, 
and of Asaph the seer, and they praise—unto 
joy, and they bow, and do obeisance. 

31 And Hezekiah answereth and saith, ‘ Now 
ye have filled your hand to Jehovah, come 
nigh, and bring in sacrifices and thank-offer- 
ings to the house of Jehovah;’ and the as- 
sembly bring in sacrifices and thank-offer- 
ings, and every willing-hearted one—burnt- 
offerings. 

32 And the number of the burnt-offerings 
that the assembly have brought in, is seventy 
oxen, a hundred rams, lambs two hundred ; 
for a burnt-offering to Jehovah are all these. 
33 And the sanctified things are oxen six hun- 
dred, and sheep three thousand. 

34 Only, the priests have become few, and 
have not been able to strip the whole of the 
burnt-offerings, and their brethren the Le 
vites strengthen cae the completion of 


Hezekiah proclaims and 


the work, aud till the priests sanctify them- 
selves, for the Levites are more upright of 
heart to Seeaty themselves than the priests. 

83 And also, burnt-offerings are in abund- 
ance, with fat of the peace-offerings, and with 
oblations for the burnt-offering; and the ser- 
vice of the house of Jehovah is established, 
36 and rejoice doth Hezekiah and all the peo- 
ple, becanse of God’s giving pace anton to 
the people, for the thing hath been suddenly. 


XXX. ! AND Hezekiah sendeth unto all 
Israel and Judah, and also letters he hath 
written unto Ephraim and Manasseh, to come 
in tothe house of Jehovah in Jerusalem, to 
make a passover to Jehovah, God of Israel. 
2 And the king taketh counsel, and his heads, 
and all the assembly in Jerusalem, to make 
the passover in the second month, °for they 
have not been able to make it at that time, 
for the priests have not sanctified themselves 
sufficiently, and the people have not been 
gathered to Jerusalem. 

4 And the thing is right im the eyes of the 
king, and in the eyes of all the assembly, 
5 and they establish the thing, to cause to pass 
over an intimation into all Israel, from Beer- 
Sheba even unto Dan, to come in to make 
B eng to Jehovah, God of Israel, in Jeru- 
salem, for not for a long time had they done 
as it is written. 

6 And the runners go with letters from the 
hand of the king and his heads, into all Israel] 
and Judah, even according to the command 
of the king, saying, ‘O sons of Israel, turn 
hack unto J ehovah, God of Abraham, Isaae, 
and Israel, and He doth turn back unto the 
escaped part that is left of yon from the hand 
of the kings of Asshur; 7and do not be like 
your fathers, and like your_brethren, who 
trespassced against Jehovah, God of their fa- 
thers, and He giveth them to desolation, as 
ye do see. 

8*Now, harden not your neck like your fa- 
thers, give a hand to Jehovah, and come in 
to His sanctuary, that He hath sanctified to 
the age, and serve Jehovah your God, aud 
the fierceness of His anger doth turn back 
from you; ®for in your turning back unto 
Jehovah, your brethren and your sons have 
mercies before their captors, even to return 
to this land, for gracious and merciful is Je- 
hovah your God, and He doth not turn aside 
the face from you, if ye turn back unto Him,’ 

10 And the runners are passing over from 
city to city, in the land of Ephraim and 
Manasseh, even unto Zebulun: and they are 
laughing at them, and mocking at them, 
“only, certain from Asher, and Manasseh 
and from Zebulun, have been humbled, and 
come in to Jerusalem. 

12 Also, in Judah hath the hand of God been 
to give to them one heart to do the command 
of the king and of the heads, in the inatter of 
Jehovah ; 3and much people are gathered to 
Jerusalem, to make the feast of unleavened 
things in the second month—a mighty as- 
sembly for multitude. 

14 And they arise and turn aside the altars 
that are in Jerusalem, and all the perfiune 
altars they have turned, aside, and cast them 
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to the brook Kidron; “and they slaughter 
the passover-offering on the fourteeuth of the 
second month, and the priests and the Levites 
have been ashamed, and sanctify themselves, 
and bring in burnt-offerings to the house of 
Jehovah. 

_ 6 And they stand on their station accord- 
ing to their ordinance ; according to the law of 
Moses the man of God the priests are sprink- 
ling the blood out of the hand of the Levites, 
7 for many are in the assembly who have not 
sanctified themselves, and the Levites are 
over the slaughtering of the passover-offer- 
ings for every one not clean, to sanctify him 
to Jehovah: ‘8for a multitude of the people, 
many from Ephraim and Manasseh, Issachar, 
and Zebulun, have not been cleansed, but 
have eaten the passover otherwise than it is 
written; but Hezekiah prayed for them, say- 
ing, ‘Jehovah, who is good, doth receive a- 
tonement for every one %who hath prepared 
his heart to seek God—Jehovah, God of his 
fathers—yet not according to the cleansing of 
the sanctuary;’ ?° and Jehovah hearkeneth 
unto Hezekiah, and healeth the people. 

21 And the sons of Israel, those found in 
Jerusalem, make the feast of unleavened 
things seven days with great joy; and giving 
praise to Jehovah day by day are the Levites 
and the priests, with instrnments of praise 
before Jehovah. °* And Hezekiah speaketh 
unto the heart of all the Levites, those giv- 
ing good understanding concerning Jehovah, 
and they eat the appointed thing seven days 
sacrificing sacrifices of peace-offerings, an 
making confession to Jehovah, God of their 
fathers. 

“3 And all the assembly take counsel to keep 
other seven ans and they keep seven days 
with joy; “for Hezekiah king of Judah hath 
icin can to the assembly a thousaud bul- 
ocks, and seven thousand sheep; and the 
heads have presented to the assembly bul- 
locks a thousand, and sheep ten thousand; 
aud priests sanctify themselves in abundance. 

> And All the assembly of Judah rejoice, 
and the priests, and the Levites, and all the 
assembly, those coming in from Israel, and the 
sojourners, those coming in from the land of 
Israel, and those dwelling in Judah, 7° and 
there is great joy in Jernsalem; for from the 
days of Solomon son of David king of Israel 
there is not like this in Jerusalem, “and the 
priests, the Levites, rise and bless the people, 
and their voice is heard, and their prayer com- 
eth in to His holy habitation, to the heavens. 


XXXI. J AND at the completion of all this, 
gone out have all Israel who are found pre- 
sent to the cities of Judah, and break the 
standing-pillars, and cnt down the shrines, 
and break down the high places and the al- 
tars, out of all Judah and Benjamin, and in 
Ephraim and Mauassch, even to completion, 
and all the sons of Israel turn back, each to 
his possession, to their cities. 

a Anil Hezekiah appointeth the courses of 
the priests, and of the Levites, by their 
courses, each according to his service, of the 
priests and of the Levites, for burnt-offering, 
and for peace-offerings, to minister, and te

give thanks, and to give praise in the gates of 
the camps of Jehovah. 

3 And a portion of the king, from his sub- 
stance, 7s for burnut-offerings, for burnt-offer- 
ings of the morning, and of the evening, and 
the burnt-offerings of sabbaths, and of new 
moons, and of appointed seasons, as it is 
written in the law of Jehovah. 

4 And he saith to the people, to the inhabi- 
tants of Jerusalem, to give the portion of 
the priests, and of the Levites, so that they 
are strengthened in the law of Jehovah; Sand 
at the spreading forth of the thing have the 
sons of Israel multiplied the first-fruit of corn, 
new wine, and oil, and honey, and of all the 
increase of the field, and the tithe of the whole 
in abundance they have brought in. 

6 And the sons of Israel and Judah, those 
dwelling in cities of Judah, they also a tithe 
of herd and flock, and a tithe of the holy 
things that are sanctified to Jehovah their 
God, have brought in, and they give—heaps, 
koaps; 71m the third month they have begun 
to lay the foundation of the heaps, and in the 
seventh month they have finished.

the beginning of the bringing of the heave- 
offering to the house of Jehovah, there is to 
eat, and to be satisfied, and to leave abun- 
dantly, for Jehovah hath blessed His people, 
and that left is this store.’ 

11 And Hezekiah saith to prepare chambers 
in the house of Jehovah, and they prepare, 
land they bring in the heave-offering, and the 
tithe, and the holy things faithfully; and 
over them is a leader, Conaniah ie vite, 
and Shimei his brother is second; 'and Je- 
hiel, and Azaziah, and Nahath, and Asahel, 
and Jerimoth, and Jozabad, and Eliel, and 
Ismachiah, and Mahath, and Benaiah, are 
inspectors under the hand of Conaniah and 
Shimei his brother, by the appointment of 
Hezekiah the king, and Azariah leader of the 
house of God. 

14. And Kore son of Imnah the Levite, the 
gatekeeper at the east, is over the willing- 
offerings of God, to give the heave-offering of 
Jehovah, and the most holy things. 1 And 
by his hand are Eden, and Miniamin, and 
Jeshua, and Shemaiah, Amariah, and She- 
chaniah, in cities of the priests, faithfully to 
give to their brethren in courses, as the great 
so the small, }*apart from their genealogy, to 
males from a son of three years and upward, 
to auery one who hath gone in to the house of 
Jehavah, by the matter of a day in its day, 
for their service in their charges, according to 
their courses; “and the genealogy of the 
priests by the house of their fathers, and of 
the Levites, from a son of twenty years and 
upward, in their charges, in their courses; 
Wand to the genealogy among all their in- 
fants, their wives, and their sozs, and their 
daughters to all tne congregation, for in their 
faithfulness they sanctify themselves in -holi-

19 And to sons of Aaron, the priests, in the 
fields of the suburb of their citics, in every 
city and city, are mcn who have been defined 
by name, to give portions to every male 
among the priests, and to every one who 
reckoned himself by genealogy among the 
Levites. 

20 Aud Hezekiah doth thus in all Judah, 
and doth that which is good, and that which 
is right, and that which is true, before Je- 
hovah his God; *!and in every work that 
he hath begun for the service of the house of 
God, and for the law, and for the command, 
to seek to his God, with all] his heart he hath 
wrought and prospered. 


XXXII. 1} AFTER these things and this 
truth, come hath Sennacherib king of Asshur, 
yea, he cometh in to Judah, and encampeth 
against the cities of the bulwarks, and saith 
to rend them unto himself. 

2And Hezekiah seeth that Sennacherib 
hath come, and his face is to the battle 
against Jerusalem, 3and he taketh counsel 
with his heads and his mighty ones, to stop 
the waters of the fountains that are at the 
outside of the city—and they help him, 4 and 
much people are gathered, and they stop all 
the fountains and the brook that is rushing 
into the midst of the land, saying, ‘Why do 
the kings of Asshur come, and have found 
much water?’ 

> And he strengtheneth himself, and build- 
eth the whole of the wall that is broken, and 
causeth i¢ to ascend unto the towers, and at 
the outside of the wall another, and streng- 
theneth Millo, i2 the city of David, and mak- 
eth dartsjin abundance, and shields. 

6 And he putteth heads of war over the 
people, and gathereth them unto him, unto 
the broad place of a gate of the city, and 
speaketh unto their heart, saying, 7 ‘ Bestrong 
and courageous, be not afraid, nor be cast 
down from the face of the king of Asshur, and 
from the face of all the multitude that 7s with 
him, for with us are more than with him. 
8 With him zs an arm of flesh, and with us is 
Jehovah our God, to help us, and to fight our 
battles ;’ and the people are su ported by the 
words of Hezekiah king of Judah. 

9 After this hath Sennacherilb king of As- 
shur sent his servants to Jerusalem—and he 
is by Lachish, and all his power with him— 
against Hezekiah kingof Judah,and against all 
Judah, who arein Jerusalem, saying, }° ‘Thus 
said Sennacherib king of Asshur, On what 
are ye trusting and abiding in the bulwark, 
in Jerusalem ? 

1 “Ts not Hezekiah persuading yon, to give 
you By to die by famine, and_by thirst, say- 
ing, Jehovah our God doth deliver us from 
the hand of the king of Asshur? ™ Hath 
not Hezekiah himself turned aside His gee 
places, and His altars, and speaketh to Ju- 
dah and to Jerusalem, saying, Before one 
altar ye bow yourselves, and on it ye make 
perfume ? 

13 * Do ye not know what I have done—I and 
ay fathers—to all peoples of the lands? 

ere the gods of the nations of the lands at 
all able to deliver pas set out of my hand!

4Who among all the gods of these nations 
whom my fathers have devoted to destrne- 
tion 7s he who hath been able to deliver his 
people ont of my hand, that your God is able 
to deliver you ont of my hand? 

16 * And, now, let not Hezekiah hit you up, 
nor persuade you thus, nor give credence to 
him, for no god of any nation and kingdom 
is able to deliver his people from my hand, 
and from the hand of my fathers: also, surely 

onr God doth not deliver you from my 

rand!’ 

16 And again have his servants spoken against 
Jehovah God, and against Hezekiah His ser- 
vant, !7and letters he hath written to give 
reproach to Jehovah, God of Israel, and to 
speak against Him, saying, ‘As the gods‘of 
ie nations of the lands that have not de- 
livered their eS from my hand, so the Ged 
of Hezekiah doth not deliver His people from 
my hand.’ 

18 And they call with a great voice in Jew- 
ish, against the people of Jerusalem who areon 
the wall, to frighten them, and to trouble 
them, that they may capture the city, “and 
shey speak against the God of Jerusalem as 
against the gods of the peoples of the land— 
work of the hands of man. 

2 And Hezekiah the king prayeth, and 
Isaiah son of Amoz the prophet, eoncerning 
this, and they cry to the heavens, *! and Je- 
hovah sendeth a messenger, and cutteth off 
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upper source of the waters of Gihon. and 
directeth them beneath to the west of the city 
of David, and Hezekiah prospereth in all hia 
work; 3! and so with the ambassadors of the 
heads of Babylon, those sending into him to 
inquire of the wonder that hath been in the 
land, God hath left him to try him, to know 
ail in his heart, 

32 And the rest of the matters of Hezekiah, 
and his kind aets, lo, they are written in 
the vision of Isaiah son of Amoz the prophet, 
on the book of the kings of Judah and Israel. 
33 And Hezekiah lieth with his fathers, and 
they bury him in the uppermost of the graves 
of the sons of David, and all Jndah and the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem have done honour 
to him at his death, and reign doth Manassch 
his son in his stead. 


XXXII. 1A SON of twelve years is Ma- 
nasseh in his reigning, and fifty and five years 
he hath reigned in Jerusalem; *and he doth 
the evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah, like the 
abominations of the nations that Jehovah 
dispossessed from the presence of the sons of

22. And Jehovah saveth Hezekiah and the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem from the hand of 
Sennacherib king of Asshur, and from the 
hand of all, and He leadeth them round 
about; °3and many are bringing in an offer- 
ing to Jehovah, to Jerusalem, and precious 
things to Hezekiah king of Judah, and he is 
lifted up before the eyes of all the nations 
after this. ' 

°4—In those days hath Hezekiah been_siek 
even unto death, and he prayeth unto Jeho- 
vah, and He speaketh to him, and a wonder 
hath appointed for him; * and Hezekiah hath 
not returned according to the deed done unto 
him, for his heart hath been lofty, and there 
is wrath upon him, and upon Judah and 
Jerusalem; *®and Hezekiah 1s humbled for 
the loftiness of his heart, he and the: inhabi- 
tants of Jerusalem, and the wrath of Jeho- 
vah hath not come upon them in the days of 
Hezekiah. 

27 And Hezekiah hath richcs and honour 
very much, and treasures he hath made to 
himself of silver, and of gold, and of pre- 
cious stone, and of spices, and of shields, and 
of all 4inds of desirable vessels, “Sand store- 
houses for the increase of corn, and new wine, 
and oil. and stalls for all kinds of eattle, and 
herds for stalls; 2 and cities he hath made for 
himself, and possessions of flocks and herds 
in abundance, for God hath given to him very 
much substance. 

30 And Hezekiah se hath stopped the 


6 And he hath caused his sons to pass over

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his kingdom, and Manasseh knoweth that Je- 
hovah—Hce is Gad. 

14 And after this he hath built an onter wall 
to the city of David, on the west of Gihon, in 
the valley, and at the entering in at the fish- 
gate, and it hath gone round to the tower, 
and he maketh it exceeding high, and he put- 
teth heads of the force in all the cities of the 
bulwarks in Judah. 

15And he turneth aside the gods of the 
stranger, and the idol, eut of the house of Je- 
hovah, and all the altars that he had built in 
the mount of the house of Jehovah and in 
Jernsalem, and casteth them to the outside 
of the city. 

16 And he buildeth the altar of Jehovah, 
and sacrificeth upon it sacrifices of peace- 
offerings and finn oftenne, and saith to Ju- 
dah to serve Jehovah, God of Israel; 1” but 
still the people are sacrificing in high places, 
only—to Jehovah their Ged. 

18 And the rest of the matters of Manasseh, 
and his prayer unto his Ged, and the matters 
of the seers, those speaking unto him in the 
name of Jehovah, God of Israel, lo, they are 
on the book of the matters of the kings of Is- 
rael; 1%and his prayer, and his entreaty, and 
all his sin, and tis trespass, and the places in 
which he had built high 'places, and estab- 
lished the shrines and the graven images be- 
fore his being humbled, lo, they are written 
beside the matters of Hozai. 2? And Manas- 
seh heth with his fathers, and they bury him 
in his own house, and reign doth Amon his 
son in his stead. ; 

21 A son of twenty and two years is Amon 
in his reigning, and two years he hath reigned 
in Jerusalem, “and he doth the evil thing in 
the eyes of Jehovah, as did Manasseh his fa- 
ther, and to all the graven images that Man- 
asseh his father had made hath Amon sacri- 
ficed, and serveth them, “and hath not been 
humbled before Jehovah, like the humbling 
of Manasseh his father, for Amon himself hath 
multiplied guilt. 

*4And his servants conspire against him, 
and put him to death in his own house, “and 
the people of the land smite all those con- 
spiring against king Amon, and the people 
of the land cause Josiah his son to reign in 
his stead. 


XXXIV. 1A SON of eight years is Josiah 
in his reigning, and thirty and one years he 
hath reigned in Jerusalem, 2and he doth that 
which is right in the eyes of Jehovah, and 
walketh in the ways of David his father, and 
hath not turned aside-—right or left. 

3 Andtin the eighth year of his reign (and 
he eS a youth), he hath begun to seek to the 
God of David his father, and in the twelfth 
year he hath begun to cleanse Jndah and 

erusalem from the high places, and the 
shrines, and the graven images, and the mol. 
ten images. 

4And they break down before him the al- 
tars of the Baalim, and the images that are 
on high above them he hath cut down, and 
the shrines, and the graven images, and the 
molten images, he hath broken and beaten 
small, and streweth on the surface of the 
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aves of those sacrificing to them, and the 

ones of the priests he hath burnt on their 
altars, and cleanseth Judah and Jerusalem, 
6 and_in the cities of Manasseh, and Ephraim, 
and Simeon, even unto Naphtali, with their 
tools, round about. 

7 And he breaketh down the altars and the 
shrines, and the graven images he hath beat- 
ten down very small, and all the images he 
hath cut down in all the land of Israel, and 
turneth back to Jerusalem. 

8 And in the eighteenth year of his reign, to 

urify the land and the house he hath sent 

haphan son of Azaliah, and Maaseiah head 
of the city, and Joah son of Jehaz the re- 
membrancer, to strengthen the house of Je- 
hovah his God. 

9 And May come in unto Hilkiah the high 
priest, and they give the money that is brought 
in to the house of God, that the Levites, keep- 
ing the threshold, have gathered from the 
hand of Manasseh, and Ephraim, and from 
all the remnant of lsracl, and from all Judah, 
and Benjamin, and the inhabitants of Jerusa- 
lem, “and they give it into the hand of the 
workmen, those appointed over the house of 
Jehovah, and they give it to the workmen 
who are working in the house of Jehovah, to 
repair and to strengthen the house; !'and 
they give it to artificers, and to builders, to 
buy hewn stones, and wood for couplings and 
for beams to the houses that the kings of Ju- 
dah had destroyed. 

12 And the men are working faithfully in 

the business, and over them are appointed 
Jahath and Obadiah, the Levites, of the sons 
ef Merari, and Zechariah and Meshullam, of 
the sons'of the Kehathite, te overlook; and 
of the Levites, every one understanding about 
instruments of song, % and over the burden- 
bearers, and overseers of every one doing 
work fer service and service; and of the 
Levites are scribes, and officers, and gate- 
keepers. 
_ 4 And in their bringing out the money that 
is bronght in to the house of Jehovah, hath 
Hilkiah the priest found the book of the law 
of Jehovah by the hand of Moses, and 
Hilkiah answereth and saith unto Shaphan 
the scribe, ‘A book of the law I have found 
in the houseof Jehovah;’ and Hilkiah giv- 
eth the book unto Shaphan, 1®and Shaphan 
bringeth in the book unto the king, and 
bringeth the king back word again, saying, 
‘All that hath been given inte the hand of 
thy servants they are doing, 1’ and they pour 
out the money that is found in the house of 
Jehovah, and give it into the hand of those 
appointed, and into the hands of those doing 
the work.’

22 And Hilkiah goeth, and they of the king, 
unto Huldah the prophetess, wife of Shallum 
son of Tikvath, son of Hasrah, keeper of the 
garments, and she is dwelling in Jerusalem 
in the Seeond, and they speak unto her thus. 

*3 And she saith to them, ‘Thus said Jeho- 
vah, God of Israel, Say to the man who hath 
sent you unto me, Thus said Jehovah, Lo, 
f am bringing in evil on this place, and on its 
inhabitants, al] the execrations that are writ- 
ten on the book that they read before the 
king of Judah; *° because that they have for- 
saken Me, and make perfume to other gods, 
so as to provoke Me with all the works of 
their hands, and poured out is My fury upon 
this place, and it 1s not quenched. 

76“And unto the king of Judah, who is 
sending you to inquire of Jehovah, thus do ye 
say unto him: Thus said Jehovah God of Is- 
rael, whose words thou hast heard: 77 Be- 
eause thy heart is tender, and thou art hum- 
bled before God in thy hearing His words 
concerning this place, and concerning its in- 
habitants, and art humbled before Me, and 
dost rend thy garments, and weep before Me: 
even I also have heard—the affirmation of Je- 
hovah. *8Lo, I am gathering thee unto thy 
fathers, aud thou hast been gathered unto 
thy graves in peace, and thine eyes do not 
look on all the evil that I am bringing upon 
this plaee, and upon its inhabitants;’ and 
they bring the king back word. 

*Y And the king sendeth and gathereth all 
the elders of Judah and Jerusalem, 2° and the 
king goeth up to the house of Jehovah, and 
every man of Judah, and the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, and the priests, and the Levites, 
even all the people, from great even unto 
small, and he readeth in their ears all the 
words of the book of the covenant that is 
found in the house of Jehovah. 

31 And the king standeth on his station, and 
maketh the covenant before Jehovah, to walk 
after Jehovah, and.to kee, His commands, 
and His testimonies, and His statutes, with 
all his heart, and with all his soul, to do the 
words of the covenant that are written on 
this book. %* And he presenteth every one 
who is found in Jerusalem and Benjamin, 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem do accord- 
ing to the covenant of God, the God of their 
fathers, 

33 And Josiah turneth aside all the abomi- 
nations out of all the lands that the sons of 
{srael have, and causeth every one who is 
found in Israel to serve, to serve Jehovah 
their God; all his days they turned not aside 
from after Jehovah, God of their fathers. 


XXXV.!AND Josiah maketh in Jerusa- 
lem a passover to Jehovah, and they slaugh- 
ter the passover-oflering on the fourteenth of 
the first month, “and he stationeth the priests 
over their charges, and strengtheneth them 
tor the service of the house of Jehovah, 3 and 
saith to the Levites—who are teaching all Is- 
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rael—who are sanctified to Jehovah, ‘ Put the 
holy ark in the house that Solomon son of 
David king of Israel built; it is not to you a 
burden on the shoulder. 

‘Now, serve Jehovah your God, and His 
people Israel, 4and_ prepare, by the house of 
your fathers, according to your eourses, by 
the writing of David king of Israel, and by 
the writing of Solomon his son, ®and stand in 
the sanctuary, by the divisions of the house 
of the fathers of your brethren, sons of the 
pepe and the portion of the house of a 
ather of the Levites, Sand slaughter the 
passover-offering and sanctify yourselves, and 
prepare for your brethren, to do according to 
the word of Jehovah by the hand of Moses.’ 

7 And Josiah lifteth up to the sons of the 
people a flock of lambs and young goats, the 
whole for .passover-offerings, for every one 
who is found, to the number of thirty thou- 
sand, and oxen three thousand: these are 
from the substance of the king. 

8 And his heads, for a willing-offering to 
the people, to the priests, and to the Lev- 
ites, have lifted up; Hilkiah, and Zechariah, 
and Jehiel, leaders in the house of God, to 
the priests have given for passover-offerings 
two thousand and six hundred, and oxen 
three hundred; %and Conaniah, and Shema- 
iah, and Nethaneel, his brethren, and Hasha- 
biah, and Jeiel, and Jozabad, heads of the 
Levites, have lifted up to the Levites, for 
passover-offerings, five thousand, and oxen 
tive hundred. 

10 And the service is prepared, and the 
priests stand on their station, and the Levites 
on their courses, aceording to the command of 
the king, " and they slaughter the passover- 
offering, and the priests sprinkle out of their 
hand, and the Levites are striping; }2and 
they turn asidethe burnt-offering, to put them 
by the divisions of the house of the fathers of 
the sons of the people, to bring near to Jeho- 
vah, as itis written in the book of Moses—and 
so to the oxen. 

13 And they cook the passover with fire, ac- 
cording to the ordinance, and the sanctified 
things they have cookedin pots, and in kettles, 
and in pans—for all the sons of the people. 
4 And afterward they have prepared for them- 
selves, and for the priests: for the priests, sons 
of Aaron, are in the offering-up of the burnt- 
offering and of the fat till might; and the Le- 
vites have prepared for themselves, and for 
the priests, sons of Aaron. 

15 And the singers, sons of Asaph, are on 
their station, acco rae to the command of 
David, and Asaph, and Heman, and Jeduthun 
seer of the king, and the gate-keepers ave 
at gate and gate; itis not for them to turn 
aside from off their service, for their brethren 
the Levites have prepared for them. 

16 And all the service of Jehovah is prepared 
on that day, to keep the passover, and to 
cause to ascend burnt-offering upon the altar 
of Jehovah, according to the command of king 
Josiah, %” And the sons of Israel who are 
found make the passover at that time, and 
the feast of unleavened things, seven days. 
8 And there hath not been made a passover 
like it in Israel from the days of Samuel the 
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prophet, and none of the kings of Israel made 
such a passover as Josiah hath made, and the 
riests, and the Levites, and all Judah and 
grael who are found, and the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem. 19In the eighteenth year of the 
reign of Josiah hath this passover been made. 

*0 After all this, when Josiah hath prepared 
the house, come up hath Necho king of Egypt, 
to fight against Carchemish by Phrat, and 
Josiah goeth forth to meet him; 2!and he 
sendeth unto him messengers, saying, ‘What— 
to me and to thee, kine of Judah? not 
against thee do [ come to-day, but unto the 
house with which I have war, and God said 
to haste me; cease for thee from God who is 
with mie, and He doth not destroy thee.’ 

#2 And Josiah hath not turned round his face 
from him, but to fight against him hath dis- 
guised himself, and hath not hearkened mmto 
the words of Necho, from the mouth of God, 
and cometh in to fight in the valley of Megid- 
do; “and the archers shoot at king Josiah, 
and the king saith to his servants, ‘ Remove 
me, for [ have become very sick.’ 

*% And his servants remove him from the 
chariot, and cause him to ride on the second 
chariot that he hath, and cause him to go to 
Jerusalem, and he dieth, and is buried in the 
graves of his fathers, and all Judah and Jern- 
salem are mourning for Josiah, * aud Jere- 
miah lamenteth for Josiah, and all the singers 
and the songstresses speak in their lamenta- 
tions of Josiah unto this day, and set them 
for a statute on Israel, and lo, they are writ- 
ten beside the lamentations. 

26 And the rest of the matters of Josiah, and 
his kind acts, according as it is written in the 
law of Jehovah, *’even his matters, the first 
and the last, lo, they are written on the book 
of the kings of Israel and Judah. 


XXXVI. 1 AND the people of the land take 
Jehoahaz son of Josiah, and cause him to reign 
instead of hig fatherin Jerusalem. 2A son of 
three and twenty years is Jehoahaz in his 
reigning, and three months he hath reigned in 
Jerusalem, and turn him aside doth the king 
of Egypt in Jerusalem, and fineth the land a 
hued talents of silver, and a talent of gold;

8Rehum counsellor, and Shimshai scribe 
have written a letter concerning Jerusalem to 
Artaxerxes the king, thus: 9Then Rehum 
counsellor, and Shimai scribe, and_the rest 
of their companions, Dinaites, and Aphar- 
sathchites, Tarpelites, Apharsites, Arche- 
vites, Babylonians, Susanchites, (who are Ela- 
mites), !°and the rest of the nations that 
the great and honourable Asnapper removed 
and set in the city of Samaria, and the rest be- 
yond the river, and at such a time: "This is 
a copy of a letter that they have sent unto 
him, unto Artaxerxes the king: ‘Thy ser- 
vants, men beyond the river, and at such a 
time; }2Be it known to the king, that the 
Jews who have come up from thee unto us, 
have come in to Jerusalem, the rebellious 
and base city they are building, and the walls 
they have finished, and the foundations they

; 13¢Now, be it known to the king, that if 
this city be builded, and the walls finished, 
toll, tribute, and custom they do not give; 
and at length to the kings it doth cause Joss. 
14 Now, because that the salt of the palace 
is our salt, and the nakedness of the king we 
have no patience to see, therefore we have 
sent and made known to the king; so that 
he doth seek in the hook of the records of thy

1” An answer hath the king sent unto Re-

it ceased till the second year of the reign of 
Darius king of Persia.

3 At that time come to them hath Tatnai, 
governor beyond the river, and Shethar-Boz- 
nai, and their companions, and thus they are 
saying to them, ‘Who hath made for you a de-

ish ?’ 

4Then thus we have said to them, ‘ What 
are the names of the men who are buildin 
this building?’ 5 And the eye of their Go 
hath been upon the elders of the Jews, and 
they have not caused them to ceasc till the 
matter goeth to Darius, and then they send 
back a letter concerning this thing. 

6 The copy of a letter that Tatnai, governor 
beyond the river, hath sent, and Shethar- 
Boznai and his companious, the Apharsachites 
who are beyond the river, unto Darius the 
king. 7A letter they have sent unto him, 
and thus is it written in it: §*To Darius the 
king, all peace! be it known to the king that 
we have gone to the province of Judah, to the 
great house of God, and it is built with rolled 
stones, and wood is placed in the walls, and 
this work is done speedily, and prospering in

N* And thus they have returned us word, 
saying, We are servants of the God of hea- 
ven and earth, and are building the house that 
was built many years before this, that a great 
king of Israel built and finished: !° but after 
that our fathers made the God of heaven 
angry, he gave them into the hand of Nebu- 
chadnezzar king of Babylon the Chaldean, and 
this house he destroyed, and the people he re- 
moved to Babylon; #3 but in the first year of 
Cyrus king of Babylon, Cyrus the king made 
a decree to build this house of God, “and 
also, the vessels of the house of God, of gold 
and silver, that Nebuchadnezzar had taken 
forth out of the temple that is in Jerusalem, 
and brought them to the temple of Babylon, 
them hath Cyrus the king brought forth out of 
the temple of Babylon, and they have been 
siven to one, Sheshbazzar is his name, whom 
he made governor, and said to him, These 
vessels lift up, go, put them down in the temple 
that is in Jerusalem, and the house of God is 
builded on its place. 1°Then hath this Shesh- 
bazzar come—he hath laid the foundations of 
the house of God that is in Jerusalem, and 
from thence even till now it hath been building, 
and is not finished. 

17° And now, if to the king it be good, let 
search be made in the treasure-house of the 
king, that is there in Babylon, whether it be 
that of Cyrusthe king there was made a decree 
to build this house of God in Jerusalem, and 
the will of the king concerning this thing he 
doth send unto us.’ 


VI. 1 THEN Darius the king made a decree, 
and they sought in the house of the books of 
the treasuries placed there in Babylon, 2 and 
there hath been found at Achmetha, in a pa- 
lace that isin the province of Media, a roll, 
and a record thus written within it is: 3 ‘In 
the first year of Cyrus the king, Cyrus the 
king hath made a decree concerning the house 
of God in Jerusalem: the house let be build- 
ed in the place where they are sacrificing sac- 
rifices, and its foundations strongly laid ; its 
height sixty cubits, its breadth sixty cubits; 
4three rows of rolled stones, and arow of new 
wood, and the outlay let be given out of the 
king’s house. 

5* And also, the vessels of the house of God, 
of gold and silver, that Nebuchadnezzar took 
forth out of the temple that is in Jerusalem, 
and brought to Babylon, let be given back, 
and go tothe temple that is in Jerusalem, each 
to its place, and put them down 1n the house 
of God. 

6“ Now, Tatnai, governor beyond the river, 
Shethar-Boznai, and their companions, the 
Apharsachites, who ave beyond the river, be 

e tar from hence; 7 let alone the work of this 

ouse of God, let the governor of the Jews, 
and the elders of the Jews, build this house of 
God on its place. 

8“ And by me is made a decree concerning 
that which ye do with the elders of these 
Jews to build this house of God, that of the 
riches of the king, that are of the tribute be- 
yond the river, speedily letthe outlay be given 
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to these men, that they cease not ; 9 and what 
they are necding—hoth young bullocks, and 
rams, and lambs for burnt-otferings to the 
God of heaven, wheat, salt, wine, and oil ac- 
cording tothe saying of the priests who are in 
Jerusalem—let be given to them day by day 
without fail, that they be bringing near 
sweet savours to the God of heaven, and pray- 
ing for the life of the king, and of his sons. 

11* And by me is made a decree, that any 
one who changeth this thing, let wood be 
pulled down from his house, and being raised 
up, let him be smitten on it, and his honse 
let be made a dunghill for this. 1% And God, 
who caused His name to dwell there, doth 
cast down any king and people that putteth 
forth his hand to change, to destroy this house 
of God that is in Jerusalem; I Darius have 
made a decree; speedily let it be done.’ 

13'Then Tatnai, governor beyond the river, 
Shethar-Boznai, and their companions, ac- 
cording to that which Darius the king hath 
sent, so they have done speedily; and the 
elders of the Jews are building and prosper- 
ing through the prophecy of Haggai the pro- 

het, and Zechariah son of Iddo, and they 

ave built and finished by the decree of the 
God of Israel, and by the decree of Cyrus, 
and Darius, and Artaxerxes king of Persia. 

And this house hath gone out till the 
third day of the month Adar, that is in the 
sixth year of the reign of Darius the king. 

16 And the sons of Israel have made, and 
the priests, and the Levites, and the rest of 
the sons of the captivity, a dedication of this 
house of God with joy, “and have brought 
near for the dedication of this house of God, 
bullocks a hundred, rams two hundred, lambs 
four hundred; and young he-goats for a sin- 
offering for all Israel, twelve, according to 
the number of the tribes of Israel; and they 
have established the priests in their divisions, 
and the Levites in their courses, over the 
service of God that is in Jerusalem, as it is 
written in the book of Moses. 

19 And the sons of the captivity make the 
passover on the fourteenth of the first month, 
“for the priests and the Levites have been 
purified together—all of them are pure—and 
they slanghter the passover for all the sons 
of the captivity, and for their brethren the 
priests, and for themselves. ; 

21 And the sons of Israel, those returning 
from ihe captivity, and every one who is sepa- 
rated from the uncleanness of the nations of 
the land unto them, to seek to Jehovah, God 
of Israel, do eat, **and they make the feast 
of unleavened things seven days with joy, for 
Jehovah made them to rejoice, and turned 
round the heart of the king of Asshur unto 
them, to strengthen their hands in the work 
of the house of God, the God of Israel. 


VIL ! AND after these things, in the reign 
of Artaxerxes king of Persia, Ezra son of 
Seraiah, son of Azariah, son of Hilkiah, *son 
of Shallum, son of Zadok, son of Ahitub, 
8son of Amariah, son of Azariah, son of 
Meraioth, 4son of Zerahiah, son of Uzzi, son 
of Bukki, °son of Abishua, son of Phinehas, 
son of Eleazar, son OL ee the head priest;

6 Ezra himself hath come up from Babylon, and 
he is a scribe ready in the law of Moses, that 
Jehovah God of Israel gave, and the king 
gets to him—according to the hand of Je- 
ovah his God upon him—all his request. 

7 And there go up of the sons of Israel, and 
of the priests, and the Levites, and the 
singers, and the gate-keepers, and the Ne- 
thinim, unto Jerusalem, in the seventh year 
of Artaxerxes the king. 

8 And he cometh in to Jerusalem in the fifth 
month, that is ix the seventh year of the king, 
9for on the first of the first month he hat 
founded the ascent from Babylon, and on the 
first of the fifth month he hath come in unto 
Jerusalem, according to the good hand of 
his God upon him, for Ezra hath prepared 
his heart to seek the law of J ehovah, and to 
do, and to teach in Israel statute and judg- 


ment. 

1 And this is a copy of the letter that the 
king Artaxerxes gave to Ezra the priest, the 
scribe, a scribe of the words of the commands 
of Jehovah, and of His statutes on Israel: 
12* Artaxerxes, king of kings, to Jizra the 
priest, a perfect scribe of the law of the God 
of heaven, and at such a time: 4 By me hath 
been made a decree that every one who is 
willing, in my kingdom, of the people of Is- 
rael and of its priests and Levites, to go to 
Jerusalem with thee, doth go; because that 
from the king and his seven counsellors thou 
art sent, to inquire concerning Judah and 
concerning Jerusalem, with the law of God 
that is in thy hand, and to carry silver and 
gold that the king and his counsellors wil- 
lingly offered to the God of Israel, whose 
tabernacle is in Jerusalem, and all the sil- 
ver and gold that thou findest in all the pro- 
vince of Babylon, with the free-will offerings 
of the people, and of the priests, offering 
willingly, for the house of their God that ts 
in Jerusalem, !’ therefore thou dost eateees 
buy with this money, bullocks, rams, lambs, 
and their presents, and their libations, and 
dost bring them near to the altar of the house 
of your God that is in Jerusalem, }8 and that 
which to thee and to thy brethren is good to 
do with the rest of the silver and gold, accord- 
ing to the will of your God ye do.’ 

9* And the vessels that are given to thee, 
for the service of the house of thy God, make 
perfect before the God of Jerusalem; “and 
the rest of the needful things of the house of 
thy God, that it falleth to thee to give, thou 
Bee give from the treasure-house of the 

ng. 

2¢ And by me—I Artaxerxes the king—is 
made a decree to all treasurers who are be- 
yond the river, that all that Jézra the priest, 
scribe of the law of the God of heaven, doth 
ask of you, be done speedily: ** Unto silver a 
hnndred_ talents, a unto wheat a hundred 
cors, and unto wine a hundred baths, and 
unto oil a hundred baths, and salt without 
reckoning; “all that is by the decree of the 
God of heaven, Jet be done diligently for the 
house of the God of heaven; for why is there 
wrath against the kingdom of the king and 
his sons? 

4#*And to you we are making known, that 
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upon any of the pags and Levites, singers, 
gatekeepers, Nethinim, and servants of the 
house of God, tribute and custom there is 
no authority to lift up. 

** And thou, Ezra, according to the wis- 
dom of thy God, that is in thy hand, appoint 
magistrates and jndges who may be Judges to 
all the people who are beyond the river, to 
all knowing the law of thy God, and he who 
hath not known ye cause to know; “Sand any 
who doth not do the law of thy God, and the 
law of the king, speedily is Judgment done 
upon him, whether to death, or to banish- 
nent, or to confiscation of riches, and to 

onds. 

27 Blessed is Jehovah, God of our fathers, 
who hath given such athing as this in the 
heart of the king, to beautify the house of 
Jehovah that is in Jerusalem, and unto me 
hath stretched out kindness before the king 
and his counsellors, and before ali the mighty 
heads of the king: and I have strengthened 
myself as the hand of Jehovah my God is up- 
on me, and I gather out of Israel heads to go 
up with me. 


VIII. ? AND these are heads of their fa- 
thers, and the genealogy of those going up 
with me, in the reign of Artaxerxes the king, 
from Babylon. 2 From the sons of Phinehas: 
Gershom; from the sons of Ithamar: Daniel ; 
from the sons of David: Hattush; 3 from the 
sons of Shechaniah, from the sens of Pharosh : 
Zechariah, and with him, reckoning them-

ood hand of our God upon us, a man of un- 
derstanding, of the sons of Mahli, son of Levi, 
son of Israel, and Sherebiah, and his sons, 
and his brethren, eighteen; !9and Hashabiah, 
aud with him Jeshaiah, of the sons of Merari, 
his brethren, and their sons, twenty; °° and 
from the Nethinim, whom David and the 
heads gave for the service of the Levites, two 
hundred and twenty Nethinim, all of them 
defined by name. 

*1 And I proclaim there a fast, by the river 
Ahava, to afflict ourselves before our God, to 
seek from Him aright way for us, and for 
our infants, and for all our substance, *2 for I 
was ashamed to ask from the king a foree and 
horsemen to help us because of the enemy in 
the way, for we spake to the king, saying, 
‘The hand of our God is upon all seeking Him 
for good, and His strengt aud His wrath is 
upon all forsaking Him.’ * And we fast, and 
seek from our God for this, and He is en- 
treated of us. 

*4 And I separate from the heads of the 
priests, twelve, even Sherebiah, Hashabiah, 
and with them of their brethren ten, “ and I 
weigh to them the silver, and the gold, and 
the vessels, a heave-offering of the house of 
our God, that the king, and his eounsellors, 
and jis heads, and all Isracl—those present— 
lifted up; *and 1 weigh to their hand, of sil- 
ver, talents six hundred and fifty, and of ves- 
sels of silver a hundred talents, of gold a hun- 
dred talents, 2?7and basins of gold twenty, 
of a thousand drams. and two vessels of good 
shining brass, desirable as gold. 

*8 And | say unto them, Ve are holy to Je- 
hovah, and the vessels are holy, and the silver 
and the gold are a willing-offering to Jehovah, 
God of your fathers; * watch, and keep, till 
ye weigh before the heads of the priests, and 
of the Levites, and the heads of the fathers 
of Israel, in: Jerusalem, in the chambers of 
the house of Jehovah.’ 

30 And the priests and the Levites took the 
weight of the silver, and of the gold, and of 
the vessels, to bring to Jerusalem to the house 
of our God. 

31 And we journey from the river Ahava, on 
the twelfth of the first month, to go to Jeru- 
salem, and the hand of our God hath been up- 
on us, and He delivereth us from the hand of 
the enemy and the lier in wait by the way; 
32 and we come in to Jerusalem, and dwell there 
three days. 

33 And on the fourth day hath been weighed 
the silver, and the gold, and the vessels, in 
the house of our God, unto the hand of Mere- 
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moth son of Uriah the priest, and with him 

Eleazar son of Phinehas, and with them Joza- 

bad son of Jeshua, and Noadiah son of Bin- 

nu, the Levites: **by number, by weight of

35 Those coming in of the captives—sons of

'AND at the completion of these 
things, drawn nigh unto me have the heads, 
saying, ‘The people of Israel, and the priests, 
and the Levites, have not been separated 
from the peoples of the lands, as to their 
abominations, even the Canaanite, the Hit- 
ite, the Perizzite, the Jebusite, the Ammon- 
ite, the Moabite, the Egyptian, and the Am- 
orite, * for they have taken of their daughters 
to them, and to their sons, and the holy seed 
have mingled themselves among the peoples 
of the lands, and the hand of the heads anc 
of the seconds have been first in this trespass.’ 

3 And at my hearing this word, I have rent 
my garment and my upper robe, and pluck 
out of the hair of my head, and of my beard, 
and sit astonished, 4and unto me are gath- 
ered every one trembling at the words of the 
God of Israel, because of the trespass of the 
removal, and I am sitting astonished till the 
preseut of the evening. 

_> And at the present of the evening I have 
risen from mine affliction, and at my rending 
my garment and my upper robe, then I bow 
down on my knees, and spread out my hands 
unto Jehovah my God, ®and say, ‘O my God, 
I have been ashamed, and have blushed to 
lift up, O my God, my face unto Thee, for our 
imiquities have increased over the head, and 
our guilt hath become great unto the heavens. 

7°From the days of our fathers we are in 
great guilt unto this day, and in our iniqui- 
ties we have been given—we, our kings, our 
pees _ inte the hand of the kings of the 
ands, with sword, with captivity, and with 
spore and with shame of face, as at this 


y. 

§* And now, as a small moment hath grace 
been from Jehovah our God, to leave to us 
an escape, and to give to us a nail in His holy 
place, by our God’s enlightening our eyes, 
and by giving us a little quickening in our 
servitude; *for servants we are, and in our 
servitude our God hath not forsaken us, and 
stretcheth out unto us kindness before the 
kings of Persia, to give to us a quickening to 
lift up the house of our God, and to cause its 
wastes to cease, and to give to us a wall in 
Judah and in Jerusalem. 

10* And now, what do we say, O our God, 
after this? for we have forsaken Thy com- 
mands, }'that Thou hast commanded by the 
hands of thy servants the prophets, saying, 
The land into which aa are going to possess 
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it, is a Jand of impurity, by the imjnuity of 
the people of the lands, by their abomnina- 
tions with which they have filled 1t—from 
month unto mouth—by their uncleanness ;

19 a0) J ehovah, God of Israel, righteous art 
Thou, for we have been left an escape, as it 
is this day; fo, we are before Thee in our 
guilt, for there is none to stand before Thee 
concerning this.’ 


X. 1AND at Ezra’s praying, and at his 
making confession, weeping and casting him- 
self down before the house of God, there 
have been gathered unto him out of Israel 
an assembly very great—men and women and 
children—for the people have wept, multiply- 
Ing weeping. 

2 And Shechaniah son of Jehiel, of the sons 
of lam, answereth and saith to Ezra, ‘We 
—we have trespassed against our God, and 
we settle strange women of the peoples of the 
land; and now there is hope for Israel 
concerning this, 2and now, let us make a 
covenant with our God, to cause all the wo- 
men to go out, and that which is born of them, 
by the counsel of the Lord, and of those tremb- 
ling at the eommand of our God, and accord- 
ing to law it is done; ‘rise, for on thee is 
the matter, and we are with thee; be strong, 
and do.’ 

>And Ezra riseth, and canseth the heads 
of the priests, the Levites, and all Israel, to 


swear to do according to this word—and they | 


swear, 

6 And Ezra riseth from before the house of 
God, and goeth unto the chamber of Jehohanan 
gon of Ehashib; yea, he goeth there, bread 
he hath not eaten, and water he hath not 
drunk, for he is mourning because of the tres- 
pass of the removal. 

7 And they cause a voice to pass over into 
Judah and Jerusalem, to all sons of the re- 
moval, to be gathered to Jerusalem, ®and 
every one who cometh not in by the third 
day, aceording to the counsel of the heads 
and of the elders, all his substance 1s devoted, 
and himself separated from the asseinbly of 
the removal. 

® And gathered are all the men of Judah 
and Benjamin to Jerusalem by the third day, 
it is the ninth month, on the twentieth of the 
month, and all the people sit in_ the broad 
place of the house of God, trembhug on ac- 
count of the matter mae of the showers.

2 And all the assembly answer and say with 
a great voice, ‘Right; according to thy word 
—on us to do; }° but the people are many, and 
it is the time of showers, and there is no 
power to stand without, and the work is not 
tor oue day, nor for two, for we have multi- 
phed to transgress in this thing. 

14° Let, we a thee, our heads of all the 
assembly stand, and all who are in our cities, 
who have settled strange wives, do come in at 
the times appointed, and with thei the eld- 
ers of city and city, and its judges, till the 
turning back of the fury of the wrath of our 
God from us, for this thing.’ 

15 Qnly Jonathan son of Asahel, and Jaha- 
ziah son of Tikvah, stood against this, and 
Meshullam, and Shabbethai the Levite, help- 
ed them. 

16 And the sons of the removal do so, and 
Ezra the priest, and men, heads of the fathers, 
for the house of their fathers, are separated, 
even all of them by name, and they sit on the 
first day of the tenth month, to examine the 
matter; 1” and they finish with all the men 
who have settled strange women unto the first 
day of the first month. 

18 And there are found of the sons of the 
priests that have settled strange women: of 
the sons of Jeshua son of Jozadak, and his 
brethren, Maaseiah, and Ehezer, and Jarib, 
and Gedahiah; “and they give their hand to 
send out their wives, and, being guilty, a ram 
of the floek, for their guilt.

NEHEMIAH. 


CHAP. I. 'WORDS of Nehemiah son of 
Hachaliah. 

And it cometh to pass, in the month of 
Chisleu, the twentieth year, and I have been 
in Shushan the palace, 2?aud come in doth 
Hanani, one of my brethren, he and men of 
Judah, and I ask them concerning the Jews, 
the escaped part that have been left of the 
captivity, and concerning Jerusalem; 3 and 
they say to me, ‘Those left, who have been 
left of the captivity there in the province, 
are in great evil, and in reproach, and the 
wall of Jerusalem is broken down, and its 
gates have been burnt with fire.’ 

4 And it cometh to pass, at my hearing these 
words, I have sat down, and I weep and 
mourn for days, and I am fasting and praying 
before. the God of the heavens. ® and I say. 
‘I beseech thee, O Jehovah, God of the 
heavens, God, the great and the fearful, keep- 
ing the covenant and kindness for those lov- 
ing Him, and for those keeping His commands 
6 let Thine ear be, 1 pray hee, attentive, an 
Thine eyes open, to hearken unto the prayer 
of Thy servant, that I am praying before 
Thee to-day, by day and by night, concerning 
the sons of Israel Thy servants, and confess- 
ing concerning the sins of the sons of Israel 
that we have sinned against Thee; yea, I an 
the house of my father have sinned; ’ we 
have acted very corruptly against Thee, and 
havenot kept the commands, and the statutes 
and the judgments, that Thou didst command 
Moses Thy servant. 

8*Remember, I pray Thee, the word that 
Thou didst command Moses Thy servant, 
saying, Ye—ye trespass—I scatter you among 
peoples; ® and ye have turned back unto Me, 
and kept My commands, and done them—if 
your outcast is in the end of the heavens, 
thence I gather them, and have brought them 
in unto the place that 1 have chosen to cause 
My name to tabernacle there. 1 And they 
are Thy servants, and Thy people, whom 
Thou hast ransomed by Thy great power, and 
by Thy strong hand. 

11*T beseech Thee, O Lord, let, I pray 
Thee, Thine ear be attentive unto the prayer 
of Thy servant, and unto the prayer of Thy 
servants, those delighting to fear Thy Name; 
and give prosperity, I pxey Thee, to Thy 
servant to-day, and give him for mercies be- 
nee this man;’ and I have been butler to the

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of Nisan, the twentieth year of Artaxerxes 
the king, wine is before him, and I lift up 
the wine, and give to the king, and I had not 
been sad before him; “and the king saith to 
me, ‘Wherefore is thy face sad, and thou 
not sick? this is nothing except sadness of 
heart;’ and I fear very much, %and say to 
the king, ‘ Let the king to the age live! where- 
fore should not my face be sad, when the city, 
the place of the graves of my fathers, is a waste, 
and its gates have been consumed with fire?’ 

4 And the king saith to me, ‘For what art 
thou seeking?’ and I pray unto the God of 
the heavens, ®and say to the king, ‘ If to the 
king it be good, and if thy servant be pleasing 
before thee, that thou send me unto Judah, 
unto the city of the graves of my fathers, and 
I built it.” © And the king saith tome and 
the queen is sitting near him), *‘ How long is 
thy journey? and when dost thou return?’ and 
it is good before the king, and he sendeth me 
away and I[ set to him a time. 

7 And I say to the king, ‘If to the king it 
be good, letters let be given to me forthe gover- 
nors peyeue the River, that they let me pass 
over till that I come in unto Judah: 8and a 
letter unto Asaph, keeper of the paradise that 
the king hath, that he give to me trees for 
beams for the gates of the palace that the 
house hath, and for the wall of the city, and 
for the house into which I enter;’ and the 
king giveth to me, according to the good hand 
of my God npon me. 

® And I come in unto the governors beyond 
the River, and give to them the letters of the 
king; and the king sendeth with me heads of 
a force, and horsemen; “and Sanballat the 
Horonite heareth, and Tobiah the servant, 
the Ammonite, and it is evil to them—a great 
evil—that a man hath come in to seek good 
for the sons of Israel. 

11 And I come in unto Jerusalem, and lam 
there three days, and I rise by night, I and 
a few men with me, and have not declared 
to a man what my God is giving unto my 
heart to do for Jerusalem, and there is no 
beast with me except the beast on which I 
am riding. 

13 And I go out through the gate of the 
valley by night, and unto the front of the 
fountain of the dragon, and unto the gate of 
the dunghill, and [am measuriug about the 
walls of Jerusalem, that are broken down 
and its gates consumed with fire. And I 
pass over unto the gate of the fountain, and

Sand | am going up through the brook by 
night, and am measuring abont the wall, and 
tum back, and come in throngh the gate of 
the valley, and turn baek.

I have gone, and whatI am doing; and to the 
Jews, and to the priests, and to the freemen, 
and to the prefects, and to the rest of those 
doing the work, hitherto I have not declared 
its 17and I say unto them, ‘ Ye are seeing the 
evil that we are in, in that Jerusalem is waste, 
and its gates have been burnt with fire; come 
and we build the wall of Jerusalem, and we 
are not any more a reproach.’ 

18 And I declare to them the hand of my 
God that is good upon me, and also the words 
of the king that he said to me, and they say, 
‘Let us rise, and we have built;’ and they 
strengthen their hands for good. 

19 And Sanballat the Horonite heareth, and 
Tobiah the servant, the Ammonite, and Ge- 
shem the Arabian, and they mock at us, and 
despise us, and say, ‘ What is this thing that 

e are doing? against the king are ye rebel- 
ing? 

* And I return them word, and say to 
them, ‘The God of the heavens—He doth 
give prosperity to us, and we His servants 
rise and have built; and to you there is no por- 
tion, and right, and memorial in Jerusalem.’ 


III, 1 AND Eliashib the high priest riseth, 
and his brethren the a a and they build 
the sheep-gate; they have sanctified it, and 
set up its doors, even unto the tower of Mcah

4 And by their hand hath Merimoth son of 
Urijah, son of Koz, strengthened; and by 
his hand hath Meshullam son of Berechiah, 
son of Meshezabeel, strengthened; and by 
his hand hath Zadok son of Baana streng- 
thened; 5and by his hand have the Tekoites 
strengthened, and their honourable ones have 
not brought in their neck to the service of 
their Lord. 

6 And the old gate have Jehoiada son of 
Paseah, and Meshullam son of Besodeiah, 
strengthened ; they have walled it, and set 
up its doors, and its locks, and its bars, 
7 And by their hand hath Melatiah the Gibe- 
onite strengthened, and Jadon the Meron- 
othite, men of Gibeon and of Mizpah, to the 
throne of the governor beyond the River. 

8 By his hand hath Uzziel son of Harhaiah 
of the refiners strengthened; and by his hand 
hath Hananiah son of one of the compound- 
ers strengthened; and they leave Jerusalem 
unto the broad wall. ® And by their hand 
hath Rephaiah son of Hur, head of the half 
of the district of Jerusalem, strengthened. 
10 And by their hand hath Jedaiah son of 
Harumaph strengthened, and over-against his 
own honse; and by his hand hath Hattush 
son of Hashabuiah strengthened. 

5s are 
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11 A second measure hath Malchijah son of 
¥arim strengthened, and Hashub son of Pa- 
hath-Moab, even the tower of the furnaces. 
22 And by his hand hath Shallum son of Hal- 
lohesh, head of the half of the district of Jern- 
salem, strengthened, he and his daughters. 

13 The gate of the valley hath Hanun streng- 
thened, and the inhabitants of Zanoah; they 
have built it, and set up its doors, its locks, 
and its bars, and a thousand cubits in the 
wall unto the dung-gate. M4And the dung- 
gate hath Malchijah son of Rechab, head of 
the district of Beth-Haccerem, strengthened ; 
he doth bniltit, and set up its doors, its locks, 
and its bars. 

15 And the gate of the fountain hath Shal- 
lum son of Col-Hozeh, head of the district of 
Mizpah, strengthened : he doth build it, and 
cover it, and set up its doors, its locks, and 
its bars, and the wall of the pool of Siloah, to 
the garden of the king, and unto the steps 
that are going down from the city of David. 

16 After him hath Nehemiah son of Azbuk, 
head of the half of the district of Beth-Zur 
strengthened, unto over-against the graves o 
David, and unto the pool that is made, and 
unto the house of the mighty ones. 

17 After him have the Levites strength- 
ened, and Rehum son of Bani: by his hand 
hath Hashabiah, head of the half of the dis- 
trict of Keilah, strengthened, for his district. 
18 After him have their brethren strengthen- 
ed, and Bavvai son of Henadad, head of the 
half of the district of Keilah. 

19 And Ezer son of Jeshna, head of Mizpah 
doth strengthen, by. his hand, a secon 
measure, from over-against the ascent of the 
armoury at the angle. 

20 After him hath Baruch son of Zabbai 
hastened to strengthen a second measure from 
the angle unto the opening of the honse of 
Eliashib the high priest. *! After him hath 
Meremoth son of Urijah, son of Koz, strength- 
ened, a second measure, from the opening of 
the house of Eliashib even unto the comple- 
tion of the house of Eliashib. 

#2 And after him have the priests, men of 
the circuit, strengthened. * After them hath 
Benjamin strengthened, and Hashub, over- 
against their house ; after him hath Azariah 
son of Maaseiah, son of Ananiah, strengthen- 
ed, uear his house. ™ After him hath Binnui 
son of Henadad strengthened, a second mea- 
sure, from the house of Azariah unto the 
angle, and unto the corner. 

25 Palal son of Uzai, from over-against the 
angle, and the tower that is going out from 
the upper house of the king that is at the 
court of the prison; after him Pedaiah son 
of Parosh. ** And the Nethinim have been 
dwelling in Ophel, unto over-against the 
water-gate at the east, and the tower that 
goeth ont. 

7 After him have the Tekoites strengthened, 
a second measure, from over-against the great 
tower that gocth out, and unto the wall of 
Ophel. *%From above the horse-gate have 
the priests strengthenucd, each over-against 
his house. * After them hath Zadok son of 
Immer strengthened, over against his honse; 
and after hin hath Shemaiah son of She- 
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ouariah. keeper of the east gate, strength- 
ened. 

30 After him hath Hananiah son of Shelem- 
inh strengthened, and Hanum the sixth son of 
Zalaph, a second measure; after him hath 
Meshullam son of Berechiah strengthened, 
over-against his chamber. *! After him hath 
Malchijal son of the refiner strengthened, un- 
to the house of the Nethinim, and of the mer- 
chants, over-against the gate of the Miphkad, 
and unto the ascent of the corner. *2 And 
between the ascent of the corner and the 
sheep-gate, have the refiners and the mer- 
chants strengthened. 


IV. 1 AND .it cometh to pass, when San- 
ballat hath heard that we are building the 
wall, that it is displeasing to him, and he is 
very angry and mocketh at the Jews, 2and 
saith before his brethren and the force of Sa- 
maria, yea, he saith, ‘What are the weak 
Jews doing? are they left to themselves? do 
they sacritice? do they complete in a day? 
do they revive the stones out of the heaps of 
the rubbish?—and they burnt!’ %And To- 
biah the Ammonite is by him and saith, 
‘Also, that which they are building—if a fox 
doth go uP, then it hath broken down their 
stone wall.’ 

4 Hear, O our God, for we have been des- 

pised; and turn back their reproach on their 
own head, and give them for a spoil in a land 
of captivity; °and do not cover over their 
aunty and their sin from before Thee let 
not be blotted out, for they have provoked to 
anger—over-against those building. 
_ ®And we build the wall, and all the wall 
is joined—unto its half, and the people havea 
heart to work. 7 Anditcometh to pass, when 
Sanballat hath heard, and Tobiah, and the 
Arabians, and the Ammonites, and the Ash- 
dodites, that lengthening hath gone up to the 
walls of Jerusalem, that the breeches hays 
begun to be adver, then it is TeLY Gispleas- 
ing to them, 8and they conspire, all of them 
together, to come in to fight against Jerusa- 
lem, and to do to it injury. 

® And we pray unto our God, and appoint 
a watch against them, by day and by night, 
because of them. 1®And Judah saith, ‘The 

ower of the burden-bearers;hath become 
eeble, and the rubbish is abundant, and we 
are not able to build on the wall.’ "And 
our adversaries say, ‘They do not know, nor 
see, till that we come in to their midst, and 
haveslain them, and causedthe work to cease.’ 
22 And it cometh to pass, when the Jews have 
come who are dwelling near them, that they 
say to us ten times from all the places whither 
ye return—they are against us. 

13 And I appoint at the lowest of the places, 
at the back of the wall, in the clear places, 
yea, I appoint the people, by their families, 
with their swords, their spears, and their 
bows. “And I see, and rise up, and say 
unto the freemen, and unto the prefects, and 
unto the rest of the people, ‘Be not afraid of 
them; the Lord, the great and the fearful, 
remember ye, and fight for your brethren, 
your sons, and your danghters, your wives, 
and your houses.’ 
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15 And it cometh to pass, when our ene- 
mies have heard that it hath been known to 
us, and God doth frustrate their counsel, and 
we turn back, all of us, unto the wall, each 
unto his work; !* yea, it cometh to pass, from 
that day, half of my servants are working in 
the business, and half of them are keeping 
hold of both the spears, the shields, and the 
bows, and the coats of mail; and the heads 
are behind all the house of Judah. 1’ The 
builders on the wall, and the bearers of the 
burden, those lading, each with one of his 
hands 1s working in the business, and one is 
laying hold of the missile. 18 And the build- 
ers are each with his sword, girded on his 
loins, and building, and he who is blowing 
with a trumpet zs beside me. 

19 And I say unto the freemen, and unto the 
prefects, and unto the rest of the people 
‘The work is abundant, and large, and we are 
separated on the wall, far off one from an- 
other; *°in the place that ye hear the voice 
of the trumpet thither ye are gathered unto 
us; our God doth fight for ns.’ 

21 And we are working in the business, and 
half of them are keeping hold of the spears, 
from the going up of the dawn till the comin 
forth of the stars. * Also, at that time I sai 
to the people, ‘Let each with his servant 
lodge in the midst of Jerusalem, and they have 
been to us by night a guard, and by day for 
the work :’ * and there are none—I and my bre- 
thren and my servants, the men of the guard 
who are afterme—there are none of us putting 
off our garments, each hath his vessel of water. 


V. 1 AND there is a great cry of the people 
and their wives, concerning their brethren the 
Jews, 2yea, there are who are saying, ‘ Our 
sons, and our daughters, we—are many, ard 
Wwe receive corn, and eat, and live.’ 3 And 
there are who are saying, ‘ Our fields, and our 
vineyards, and our houses, we are pledging 
and we receive corn for the famine.’ 4 And 
there are who are saying, ‘We have borrowed 
money for the tribute of the king, on our 
fields, and our vineyards ; "and now, as the 
flesh of our brethren is our flesh, as their sons 
are our sons, and lo, we are subduing our sons 
and our daughters for servants, and there are 
of our daughters subdued, and our hand hath 
no might, and our fields and our vineyards are 
to others.’ 

6 And itis very displeasing to me when I 
have heard their cry and these words, ’ and 
my heart reigneth over me, and I strive with 
the freemen, and with the prefects, and say 
to them, ‘Usury one upon another ye are 
exacting ;’ and I set against them a great as- 
sembly, 8 and say to them, ‘ We have acquir- 
ed our brethren the Jews, those sold to the 
nations, according to the ability that is in us, 
and ye also sell your brethren, and they have 
been sold to us!’ and they are silent, and 
have not found a word. j 

9 And I say, ‘ Not good is the thing that ye 
are doing ; in the fear of our God do ye not 
walk, because of the reproach of the nations 
our enemies? } And also, I, my brethren, 
and my servants, are exacting of them silver 
and corn; let us tang, off, | pray you, this 
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usury. !! Give back, I pray yon, to them, as 
to-day, their fields, their vineyards, their olive- 
yards, and their houses, and the hundredth 
part of the money, and of the corn, of the new 
wine, and of the oil, that ye are exacting of 
them.’ 

12And they say, ‘We give back, and of 
them we seek nothing; so we do as thou art 
saying.’ And I call the priests, and cause 
them to swear to do according to this thing ; 
'3 also, m ae 1 have shaken, and I say, 
‘Thus doth Godshake out every man, who doth 
not perform this thing, from his house, and 
from his labour; yea, thusis he shaken out and 
sei ;? and all the assembly say, ‘Amen,’ 
and praise Jehovah; and the people do ac- 
cording to this ee 

14 Also, from the day that he appointed me 
to be their governor in the land of Judah, 
from the twentieth ge even unto the thirty 
and second year of Artaxerxes the king— 
twelve years—I, and my brethren, the bread 
of the governor have not eaten: ) the former 
governors who are before me have made them- 
selves heavy on the people, and vake of them 
in bread and wine, besides in silver forty 
shekels; also, their servants have ruled over 
the people—and I have not dene so, because 
of the fear of God. 

16 And also, in the work of this wall I have 
done mightily, even a field we have not 
bought, and all my servants are gathered 
there for the work; !”and of the Jews, and 
of the prefects, a hundred and fifty men, and 
those coming in unto us of the nations that 
are round about us, are at my table; and 
that which hath been prepared for one day is 
one ox, six fat sheep, also fowls have been 
prepared for me, and once in ten days of all 
wines abundantly, and with this, the bread of 
the governor I have not sought, for heavy is 
the service on this people. 1%Remember for 
me, O my God, for good, all that 1 have done 
for this people. 


VI. ! AND it cometh to pass, when it hath 
been heard by Sanballat, aud Tobiah, and by 
Geshem the Arabian, and by the rest of our 
enemies, that I have builded the wall, and 
there hath not been left in i1t:a breach, (also, 
till that time the doors I had not set up in 
the gates,) *that Sanballat sendeth, also Ge- 
shem, unto me, er hee ‘Come and we meet 
together in the villages, in the valley of Ono;’ 
and they are thinking to de to me evil. 

3 And I send unto them messengers, saying, 
‘A great work I am doing, and I am not able 
to come down; why doth the work cease 
when I let it alone, and have come down unto 
you?’ 4and they send unto me, according to 
this word, four times, and I return them word 
according to this word. 

6 And Sanballat sendeth unte me, accord- 
ing to this word, a fifth time, his servant, 
aud an open letter in his hand; °it is written 
in it, ‘ Amoug the nations it hath been heard, 
and Gashmu is saying: Thou and the Jews 
are thinking to rebel, therefore theu_ art 
building the wall, and thou hast been to them 
for a king—according te these words! 7 And 
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Completion of the wall, 


thee in Jerusalem, saying, A king isin Judah, 
and now it is heard by the king according to 
these words; and now come, aud we take 
counsel together.’ 

8 And I send unte him, saying, ‘It hath not 
been according to these words that thou art 
saying, for from thine own heart thou art 
devising them;’ ®for all of them are making 
us afraid, saying, ‘Their hands are too feeble 
for the work, and it is not done;’ and now, 
strengthen Theu my hands. 

10 And | have entered the house of Shemaiah 
son of Delaiah, son of Mehetabeel—and he is 
restrained—and he saith, ‘Let us meet at the 
house of God, at the inside of the temple, 
and we shut the doors of the temple, for they 
are coming in to slay thee—yea, by night 
they are coming in to slay thee.’ !! And 1 
say, ‘A mau such as I—doth he flee? and who 
as ie that doth go in unto the temple, and 
live?—I do not go in.’ 

2 And I discern, and Jo, God hath not sent 
him, for in the prephecy he hath spoken unto 
me both Tobiah and Sanballat hired him, 
1380 that he ts an pee that I may fear 
and do so, and I had sinned, and it had been 
to them fer an evil name that they may re- 
proach me. 

14Be mindful, O my God, of Tobiah, and 
of Sanballat, according to these his work 
and also, of Noadiah the prophetess, and o 
the rest of the prophets who have been mak- 
ing me afraid. 

And the wall is completed in the twenty 
and fifth of Elul, on the fifty and seeond day ; 
16 and it cometh to pass, when all our enemies 
have heard, and all the nations who are round 
about us see, that they fall greatly in their 
own eyes, and knew that by our Godshath 
this work been done. 

'7 Also, in those days the freemen of 
Judah are multiplying their letters going 
unto Tobiah, and those of Tobiah are coming 
in unto them; for many in Judah are 
sworn to him, for he is son-in-law to She- 
chaniah son of Arah, and Jehohanan his son 
hath taken the daughter of Meshullam son 
ef Berechiah; ' also, his good deeds they 
have been saying before me, and my words 
they have been taking out to him; letters 
hath Tobiah sent to make me afraid. 


Vil. } AND it cometh to pass, when the 
wall hath been built, that I set up the doors, 
and the gatekeepers are appointed, aud the 
singers, and the Levites, ?and I charge 
Hanani my brother, and Hananiah head of 
the palace, concerning Jerusalem—for he is 
as a man of truth, and fearing God above 
many—and I say to them, ‘Let not the 
gates of Jerusalem be opened till the heat of 
the sun, and while they are standing by let 
them shut the doors, and fasten, and appoint 
guards of the inhabitants of J erusalem, each 
in his guard, and each over-against his 
house.’ 

4 And the city is bread on both sides, and 
great, and the people are few in its midst, 
and there are no houses builded; Sand my 
God putteth it unte my heart, and I gather

AND all the people are gathered as 
one man unto the broad place that is before the 
water-gate, and they say to Ezra the scribe to 
bring the book of the law of Moses, that Jeho- 
vah commanded Israel. ?And Ezra the priest 
bringeth the law before the assembly, both of 
men and women, and every one intelligent to 
hear, on the first day of the seventh month, 
3and he readeth in it before the broad place 
that is before the water-gate, from the hight 
till the middle of the day, over-against the 
men, and the women, and those intelligent, 
and the ears of all the people are unto the 
book of the law. 

4 And Ezra the scribe standeth on a tower 
of wood that they made for the purpose, and 
Mattithiah standeth near him, and Shema 
and Anaiah, and Urijah, and Hilkiah, and 
Maaseiah, on his right; and on his left Peda- 
iah, and Mishael, aud Malchijah, and Hash- 
nm, and Hashbaddana, Zechariah, Meshullam. 

5 And Ezra openeth the book before the 
eves of all the people—for above all the peo- 
ple he hath been—and at his opening it all 
the people have stood up, and Ezra bless- 
eth Jehovah, the great God, and all the peo- 
ple answer, ‘Amen, Amen,’ with lifting up 
of their hands, and they bow and do obeis- 
ance to Jehovah—faces to the earth.

*° And when they have rest, they turn 
back to do evil before Thee, and Thou dost 
leave them in the hand of their enemies, and 
they rule over them; and they turn back, 
and call Thee, and Thou from the heavens 
dost hear, and dost deliver them, acccording 
to Thy mercies, many times, * and dost testify 
against them, to bring them back unto Thy 
law; and they—they have acted proudly, 
and have not hearkened to Thy commands, 
and against Thy judgments have sinned, 
—which man doth and hath lived in them— 
and they give a refractory shoulder, and 
their neck have hardened, and have not 
hearkened. 

30°And Thou drawest over them many 
car and testifiest aapinet them by Thy

32° And now, O our God—God, the great, 
the mighty, and the fearful, keeping the 
covenant and the kindness—let not all the 
travail that hath found us be little before 
Thee, for our kings, for our heads, and for 
our priests, and for our prophets, and for our 
fathers, and for all Thy people, from the 
days of the kings of Asshur unto this day; 
33 and Thou art righteous concerning all that 
hath come upon us, for truth Thou hast done,

122 And in the days of Joiakim have been 
riests, heads of the fathers; of Seraiah, 
feraiah ; of Jeremiah, Hananiah; ' of Ezra, 

Meshullam; of Amariah, Jehohanan; ‘of 
Melicu, Jonathan; of Shebaniah, Joseph; 
of Harim, Adna; of Meraioth, Helkai; 
of Iddo Zechariah; of Ginnethon, Mc- 
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shullam ; 1” of Abijah, Zichri; of Miniamin; 
of Moadiah, Piltai; of Bilgah Shammua; 
of Shemaiah, Jehonathan; and of Joiarib, 
Mattenai; of Jedaiah, Uzzi; of Sallai, Kal- 
lai; of Amok, Eber; *!of Hilkiah, Hasha- 
biah ; of Jedaiah, Nethaneel. 

=The Levites, in the days of Eliashib, 
Joiada, and Johanan, and Jaddua, are writ- 
ten, heads of fathers, and of the priests, in 
the kingdom of Darius the Persian. 

*3Sons of Levi, heads of the fathers, are 
written on the book of the Chronicles even 
till the days of Johanan son of Eliashib; 
*4 and heads of the Levites: Hashabiah, 
Sherebiah, and Jeshua son of Kadmiel, and 
their brethren, are over-against them, to give 
praise, to give thanks, by command of David 
the man of God, charge over-against charge. 

5 Mattaniah, and Bakbukiah, Obadiah, 
Meshullam, Talmon, Akkub, are gatekeep- 
ce keeping charge in the gatherings of the 
gates. 

26'These are in the days of Joiakim son of 
Jeshua, son of Jozadak, and in the days of 
Nehemiah the governor, and of Ezra the 
priest, the scribe. 

7 And at the dedication of the wall of Jer- 
usalem they sought the Levites out of all 
their places, to bring them in to Jerusalem, 
to make the dedication even with gladness 
and with thanksgivings, and with singing, with 
cymbals, eens and with harps; and 
sons of the singers are gathered together 
even from the circuit Paid about Jerusalem, 
and from the villages of Netophathi, 9 and 
from the house of Gilgal, and from fields of 
Geba and Azmaveth, for villages have the 
singers built for themselves round about Je- 
rusalem; 9°and the priests and the Levites 
are cleansed, and they cleanse the peuple, 
and the gates, and the wall.

At the right, 
on the wall, to the dun gates Sand after 
them goeth Hoshaiah, and half of the heads 
of Judah, and Azariah, Ezra, and Me- 
shullam, “Judah, and Benjamin, and She- 
maiah, and Jeremiah; and of the sons of 
the priests with trumpets, Zechariah son of 
Jonathan, son of Shemaiah, son of Mattaniah, 
son of Michaiah, son of Zaccur, son of Asaph, 
86and his brethren Shemaiah, and Azarael, 
Milalai, Gilalai, Maai, Nethaneel, and Ju- 
dah, Hanani, with instruments of song of 
David the man of God, and Ezra the scribe is 
before them; °7and by the gate of the foun- 
tain and over-against them, they have gone 
up by the steps of the city of David, at the 
going up of the wall beyond the house of

38 And the second erga compan

stand in the house of God, and 1 and half of 
the prefects with me, “and the priests, Elia- 
kim, Maaseiah, Miniamin, Michaiah, Elioenai, 
Zechariah, Hananiah, with trumpets, “* and 
Maaseiah, and Shemaiah, and Eleazar, and 
Uzzi, and Jehohanan, and Malchijah, and 
Elam, and Ezer, and the singers sound, and 
Jezrahiah the inspector; “and they sacrifice 
on that day ieee sacrifices and rejoice, for 
God hath made them rejoice with great joy, 
and also, the women and the children have 
rejoiced, and the joy of Jerusalem is heard— 
unto a distance.

XITI. !ON that day there was read in the 
book of Moses, in the ears of the people, and 
it hath been found written in it that an Am- 
monite and Moabite doth not come into the 
assembly of God—unto the age, ? because the 
have not come before the sons of Israel wit 
bread and with water, and hire against them 
Balaam to revile them, and our God turneth 
the reviling into a blessing. # And it cometh 
to pass, at their hearing the law, that they 
separate all the mixed people from Israel. 

And before this Eliashib the pniest, ap- 
ointed over chambers of the house of our 
od, is a relation of Tobiah, and he maketh 

for him a great chamber, and there they were 
formerly putting the present, the frankincense, 
and the vessels, and tbe tithe of the corn, the 
new wine, and the oil—the commanded thing 
of the Levites, and the singers, and the gate- 
keepers—and the heave-offering of the priests. 

6 And during all this I was not in Jerusalem, 
for in the thirty and second year of Artax- 
erxes king of Babylon did I come unto the 
king, and at the end of days [ have asked of 
the king, 7and I come into Jerusalem, and 
understand concerning the evil that Ehashib 
hath done for Tobiah, to make to him a cham- 
ber in the courts of the house of God, § and 
it is very displeasing to me, and I cast all the 
vessels of the house of Tobiah without, out of 
the chamber, 9and I speak, and they cleanse 
the chambers, and I bring back thither the 
vessels of the house of God with the present 
and the frankincense. 

1 And I know that the portions of the Le- 
vitcs have not been avo anal they flee each 
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to his ficdld—the Levites and the singers, do- 
ing the work. And I strive with the pre- 
fects, and say, ‘ Wherefore hath the house of 
God been forsaken?’ and I gather them, and 
set them on their station; and all Judah 
have brought in the tithe of the corn, and of 
the new wine, and of the oil, to the treasuries. 

13 And I appoint treasurers over the treas- 
uries, Shelemiah the priest, and Zadok the 
scribe, and Pedaiah of the Levites; and by 
their hand is Hanan son of Zaceur, son of 
Mattaniah, for stedfast they have been reck- 
oned, and on them itis to give a portion to 
their brethren. 

14 Be mindful of: me, O my God, for this, 
and do not blot out my kind acts that I have 
done, for the house of my God, and for its 
charges. 

15 In those days 1 have seen in Judah those 
treading wine-vats on sabbath, and bringing 
in the sheaves, and lading on the asses, an 
also, wine, grapes, and figs, andevery burden, 
yea, they are bringing in to Jerusalem on the 
sabbath-day, and I testify in the day of their 
selling provision. 16And the Tyrians have 
dwelt in it, bringing in fish, and every ware, 
and selling on sabbath to the sons of Judah 
and in Jerusalem. 

17 And I strive with the freemen of Judah, 
and say to them, ‘ What is this evil thing 
that ye are doing, and polluting the sabbath- 
day? 38Thus did not your fathers do? and 
our God bringeth in on us all this evil, and on 
this city, and ye areadding tierceness on Israel, 
to pollute the sabbath.’ 

13 And it cometh to pass, when the gates of 
Jerusalem have been dark before the sabbath 
that I-speak, and the doors are shut, and | 
say, that they do not open them till after the 
sabbath ; and of my servants [have stationed 
at the gates ; there doth not come in a burden 
on the sabbath-day. 

20 And they lodge—the merchants and sell- 
ers of all ware—at the outside of Jerusalem, 
once or twice, *1and 1 testify against them, 
and say unto them, ‘ Wherefore are ye lodg- 
ing over-against the wall? if ye repeat it, a 
hand 1 put forth upon you;’ from that time 
they have not come in on the sabbath. 

22And I say to the Levites, that they be 
cleansed, and, coming in, keeping the gates, 
to sanctify the sabbath-day. Also, this, re- 
member for me, O my God, and have pity on 
me, according to the abundance of Thy kind- 
ness. 

23 Also, in those days, I have seen the Jews 
who have settled women of Ashdod, of Am- 
mon, of Moab. * And of their sons, half are 
speaking Ashdoditish—and are not knowing 
to speak Jewish—and according to the lan- 
guage of people and people. ~ And I strive 
with them, and declare them vile, and smite 
certain of them, and pluck off their hair, and 
cause them to swear by God, ‘Ye do not give 
your daughters to their sons, nor do ye take 
of their daughters to your sons, and to your- 
selves. 

“6 “By these did not Solomon king of Israel 
sin? and among the many nations there was 
no king like him, and beloved by his God he 
was, and God maketh him king over all Israel 
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—even him did the strange women cause to 
sin. *% And to you do we hearken to do all 
this great evil, to trespass against our God, to 
settle strange women?’ 

28 And one of the sons of Joiada son of Elia- 
shib the high priest, ts son-in-law to Sanbal- 
lat the Horonite, and I cause him to flee from 
off me. ~Be mindful of them, O my God, 
for the redeemed of the priesthood, and the 
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covenant of the priesthood, and of the Le 
vites. 

30 And I have cleansed them from every 
stranger, and appoint charges to priests and 
to Levites, cach in his work, *!and for the 
wood-offering at appointed times, and for 
first-fruits. Be min ul of me, O my God, 
for good. 


ESTHER. 


CHAP If. !} AND it cometh to pass, in the 
days of Ahasuerus—he is Ahasuerus who is 
reigning from Hodu even unto Cush, seven 
and twenty aud a hundred provinces—?in 
those days, at the sitting of the king Ahasu- 
erus on the throne of his kingdom, that is in 
Shushan the palace, 3in the third year of his 
reign, he hath made a banquet to all his 
heads and his servants; of the force of Per- 
sia and Media, the chiefs and heads of the 
provinces ave before him, ‘in his shewing the 
wealth of the honour of his kingdom, and 
the glory of the beauty of his greatness, 
many days—eighty and a hundred days. 

5 And at the fulness of these days hath the 
king made to all the people who are found in 
Shushan the palace, from great even unto 
small, a banquet, seven days, in the court of 
the garden of the house of the king—® white 
linen, white cotton, and blue, fastened with 
cords of fine linen and purple on rings of 
silver, and pillars of marble, couches of gold, 
and of silver, on a pavement of smaragdus, 
and white marble, and mm ouber Ob peats and 
black marble—’ and the giving of drink in 
vessels of gold, and the vessels are divers 
vessels, and the royal wine is abundant, as a 
memorial of the king. 

8And the drinking is according to law, 
none is pressing, for so hath the king ap- 
yointed for avery chief one of his house, to 
do according to the pleasure of man and man. 

9 Also Vashti the queen hath made a ban- 
quet for women, in the royal house that the 
king Ahasuerus hath. 

On the seventh day, as the heart of the 
king is glad with wine, he hath said to Me- 
human, Biztha, Harbona, Bigtha, and Abag- 
tha, Zethar, and Carcas, the seven eunuchs 
who are ministering in the presence of the 
king Ahasuerus, to bring in Vashti the 
queen before the king, with a royal crown, 
to shew the peoples and the heads her beauty, 
for she is of good appearance, land the 
queeu Vashti refuseth to come in at the word 
of the king that is by the hand of the 
eunuchs, and the king is very wroth, and his 
fury hath burned in him. 

3 And the king saith to wise men, knowing 
the times—for so is the word of the king be- 
fore all knowiug law and judgmeut, and he 
who is near unto him ts Carsheua, Shethar, 
Admatha, Tarshish, Meres, Marsena, Me- 
mucan, seven heads of Persia and Media see- 
ing the face of the king, who are sitting first 
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in the kingdom— ‘ According to law, what 
—to do with queen Vashti, because that she 
hath not done the saying of the king Ahasu- 
erus by the hand of the eunuchs?’ 

16 And Memucan saith before the king and 
the heads, ‘ Not against the king by himself 
hath Vashti the queen done perversely, but 
against all the heads, and against all the 
aire that are in all provinces of the 

ing Ahasuerus; *’for go forth doth the word 
of the queen unto all the women, to render 
their husbands contemptible in their eyes, in 
their saying, The king Ahasuerus said to brin 
in Vashti the queen before him, and she di 
not come; }8yea, this day do princesses of 
Persia and Media, who have heard the word 
of the queen, say so to all heads of the king, 
even according to the sufficiency of contempt 
and wrath. 

19°Tf to the king it be good, there goeth forth 
a royal word from before him, and it is written 
with the laws of Persia and Media, and doth 
not pass away, that Vashti doth not come in 
before the king Ahasuerus, and her royalty 
doth the king give to her companion who is 
better than she; 7°and the sentence of the 
king that he maketh hath been heard in all 
his kingdom—for it és great—and all the wives 
give honour to their husbands, from great 
even unto small.’ 

21 And the thing is good in the eyes of the 
king, and of the princes, and the king doth 
according to the word of Memucan, “and 
sendeth Tettard unto all provinces of the king, 
unto province and province according to its 
writing, and unto people and people accord- 
ing to its tongue, for prety mau eing head 
in his own house—and speaking according to 
the language of his people. 


IL. 1 AFTER these things, at the ceasing of 
the fury of the king Ahasuerus, he hath _re- 
membered Vashti, and that which she did, 
and that which hath been decreed concerning 
her; and servants of the king, his ministers, 
say, ‘Let them seek for the king young wo- 
men, virgins, of good appearance, and the 
king doth appoint anapectOes in all provinces 
of his kingdom, and they gather every young 
woman—virgin, of good appearance — unto 
Shushan the palace, unto the house of the 
women, unto the hand of Hege eunuch of the 
king, keeperof the women, and togivetheir pu- 
rifications, 4and the young woman whois good 
in the eyes of the king go reign imstead of 
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Vashti;’ and the thing is good in the eyes of 
the king, and he doth so. 

man, a Jew, there hath been in Shushan 
the palace, and his name is Mordecai son of 
Jair, son of Shimei, son of Kish, a Benjamite 
— who had been removed from Jerusalem 
with the removal that was removed with Je- 
coniah king of Judah, whom Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon removed—’ and he is sup- 
porting Hadassah—she is Esther—daughter 
of his uncle, for she hath neither father nor 
mother, and the young woman is of fair form, 
and of good appearance, and at the death of 
her father and her mother hath Mordecai 
taken her to him for a daughter. 

8 And it cometh to pass, in the word of the 
king, even his law, being heard, and in many 
young women being gathered unto Shushan 
the palace, unto the hand of Hegai, that Es- 
ther is taken unto the house of the king, unto 
the hand of Hegai, keeper of the women, 
%and the young woman is good in his eyes, 
and she receiveth kindness before him, and 
he hasteneth her purifications and her por- 
tions—to give to her, and the seven young 
women who are provided—to give to her, from 
the house of the king, and he changeth her 
and her young women to a good place in the 
house of the women. 

10 Esther hath not declared her people, and 
her kindred, for Mordecai hath laid a charge 
on her that she doth not declare it; “and 
during every day Mordecai is walking up and 
down before the court of the house of the wo- 
men to know the welfare of Esther, and what 
is done with her. ; 

12 And in the drawing nigh of the turn of 
each young woman to come in unto the king 
Ahasnerus, at the end of there being to her— 
according to the law of the women—twelve 
months, for so they fulfil the days of their 
purifications ; six months with oil of myrrh, 
and six months with spices, and with the 
purifications of women, and with this 
the young woman hath come in unto the king, 
all that she saith is given to her, to goin with 
her, out of the house of the women, unto the 
house of the king; !4in the evening she hath 

one in, and in the morning she hath turned 

ack unto the second house of the women, 
unto the hand of Shaashgaz eunuch of the 
king, keeper of the coneubines ; she coineth 
not in any more unto the king except the king 
hath delighted in her, and she hath been eall- 
ed by name. 

15 And in the drawing nigh of the turn of 
Esther—daughter of Abihail, uncle of Morde- 
cai, whom hehadtaken to him for a daughter— 
to eome in unto the king, she hath not soughta 
thing except that whieh Hegai eunuch of the 
king, keeper of the women, saith, and Esther 
is receiving grace in the eyes of all seeing her. 

16 And Esther is taken unto the king Aha- 
suerus, unto his royal house, in the tenth 
month —it is the month of Tebeth—in the 
seventh year of his reign, ” and the king 
loveth Esther above all the women, and she 
receiveth grace and kindness before hin above 
all the virgins, and he setteth a royal crown 
on her head, and causeth her to reign instead 
of Vashti, and the king maketh a great 
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panne to all his heads and his servants— 
the banquet of Esther—and a release to the 
provinces hath made, and giveth gifts as a 
memorial of the king. 

_! And in the virgins being gathered a second 
time, then Mordeeai is sitting in the gate of 
the king; °° Esther is not declaring her kin- 
dred and her people, as Mordecai hath laid a 
charge upon her, and the saying of Mordecai 
Esther is doing as when she was truly with 


*1 In those days, when Mordecai is sitting in 
the gate of the king. hath Bigthan been wroth, 
and Teresh, (two of the eunuchs of the king, 
the keepers of the threshold,) and they seek 
to put forth a hand onking Ahasuerus, * and 
the thing is known to Mordecai, and he de- 
clareth i¢ to Esther the queen, and Esther 
speaketh to the king in the name of Mordecai, 
“Sand the thing is sought out, and found, and 
they are hanged both of them on a tree, and 
it 18 written in the book of the Chronicles be- 
fore the king. 


III. } AFTER these things hath the king 
Ahasuerus exalted Haman son of Hammed- 
atha the Agagite, and lifteth him up, and set- 
teth his throne above all the heads who are 
with him, * and all servants of the king, who 
are in the gate of the king, are bowing and 
doing obeisance to Haman, for so hath the king 
commanded for him ; and Mordecai doth not 
bow nor do obeisance. : 

3 And the servants of the king, who are in 
the gate of the king, say to Mordecai, ‘ Where- 
fore art thou transgressing the command of 
the king?’ 4And it cometh to pass, in their 
speaking unto him, day by day, and he hath 
not hearkened unto them, that they declare it 
to Haman, to see whether the words of Mor- 
decai do stand, for he hath declared to them 
that he is a Jew. 

5 And Haman seeth that Mordecai is not 
bowing and doing obeisance to him, and Ha- 
man is full of fury, ®and it is contemptible 
in his eyes to put forth a hand on Mordecai 
by himself, for they have declared to him the 
people of Mordecai, and Haman secketh to de- 
stroy all the Jews who are in all the kingdom 
of Ahasuerus—the people of Mordecai. 

In the first month—it is the month of 
Nisan—in the twelfth year of the king Aha- 
suerus, hath one caused to fall Pur (that is 
the lot) before Haman, from day to day, and 
from inonth to month, fo the twelfth, 1t is the 
month of Adar. 

8 And Haman saith to the king Ahasuerus 
‘There isone people scattered and separated 
among the peoples, in all provinces of thy 
kingdom, and their laws ave diverse from all 
eople, and the laws of the king they are not 
Naina and for the king it is not profitable to 
suffer them; %if to the king it be good, let it 
be written to destroy them, and ten thousand 
talents of silver I weigh into the hands of 
those doing the work, to bring i¢ in unto the 
treasuries of the king.’ 

10 And the king turneth aside his signet from 
off his hand, and giveth it to Haman son of 
Hammedatha the Agagite, adversary of the 
Jews; “and the king saith to Haman, ‘The

silver is given to thee, and the people, to do 
with it as 2 is good in thine eyes.’ 

12 And scribes of the king are called, on the 
first month, on the thirteenth day of it, 
and it is written according to all that Haman 
hath commanded, unto lieutenants of the 
king, and unto the governors who are over 
province and province, and unto the heads of 
Pespie and people, province and province, ac- 
cording to its writing, and people and people

destroy them, Sand the copy of the writing 
of the law that had been given in Shushan to 
destroy them he hath given to him, to shew 
Esther, and to declare it to her, and to lay a 
chute on her to go in unto the king, to make 
supplication to him, and to seek from before 
him, for her people. 

9And Hatach cometh in and declareth to 
Esther the words of Mordecai, !°and Esther 
speaketh to Hatach, and chargeth him for 
Moliecai: 11° Aj] servants of the king, and 
people of the provinces of the king, do know 
that any man and woman, who cometh 1n un- 
to the king, unto the inner court, who is not 
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callecdl—one law of his is to put them to death, 
apart from him to whom the king holdeth out 
the golden sceptre, then he hath lived; and 
1—I have not been called to come in unto the 
king these thirty days.’ 

12 And they declare to Mordecai the words of 
Esther, 1? and Mordecai speaketh to send back 
unto Esther: ‘Do not think in thy soul to be 
delivered tn the house of the king, more than 
all the Jews, 1‘ hut if thou keep entirely si- 
lent at this time, respite and deliverance re- 
maineth to the Jews from another place, and 
thou and the house of thy fathers are destroy- 
ed; and who knoweth whether for a time 
like this thou hast cote to the kingdom?’ 

15 And Esthcr speaketh to send back unto 
Mordecai: ‘Go, gather all the Jews who are 
found in Shushan, and fast for me, and do 
not eat nor drink three days, by night and by 
day; also I and my young women do fast 
likewise, and so I go in unto the king, that is 
not according to law, and when I have per- 
ished—I have perished.’ 136 And Mordecai

V. J AND it cometh to pass on the third 
day, that Esther putteth on royalty, and 
standeth in the inner court of the house of 
the king over-against the house of the king, 
and the \king is sitting on his royal throne, 
in the royal-house, over-against the opening 
of the house, 2and it cometh to pass, at the 
king’s seeing Esther the queen standing in the 
court, she hath received grace in his eyes, 
and the king holdeth out to Esther the gold- 
en sceptre that is in his hand, and Esther 
draweth near, and toucheth the top of the 
sceptre.

4And Esther saith, ‘If unto the 
king it be good, the king doth come in, and Ha- 
man, to-day, unto the banquet that I have 
made for him;’ 5and the king saith, ‘ Haste 
ye Haman—to do the word of Esther;’ and 
the king cometh in, and Haman, unto the ban- 
quet that Esther hath made. ; 

6 And the king saith to Esther, during the 
banquet of wine, ‘ What is thy petition ? and 
it is.given to thee; and what thy request ? 
untothe half of the kingdom—andit 1s done.’ 

7And Esther answereth and saith, ‘My 
petition and my request is: 8if 1 have found 
grace in the eyes of the king, and if unto the 
king it be good, to give my petition, and to 

erform my request, the king doth come, and 

aman, unto the banquet that I make for 
them, and to-morrow I do according to the 
word of the king.’ oe 

9 And Haman goeth forth on that day rejoic- 
ing and glad in heart, and at Haman’s see- 
ing Mordecai in the gate of the king, and_he 
hath not risen nor moved for him, then is Ha- 
man full of fury against Mordecai. 

10 And Haman forceth himself, and cometh 
in unto his house, and sendeth, and bringeth 
in his friends, and Zeresh his wife, }! and Ha- 
man recounteth to them the glory of his 
wealth, and the abun of his sons, and 
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all that with which the king made him great, 
and with which he lifted him up above the 
heads and servants of the king. 
2And Haman saith, ‘ Yea, Esther the 
veen brought none in with the king, unto 
the feast that she made, exeept myself, and 
also for to-morrow I am called to her, with 
the king, and all this is not profitable to 
me, during alt the time that I am seeing Mor- 
decai the Jew sitting in the gate of the king.’ 
14 And Zeresh his wife saith to him, and 
all his friends, ‘ Let them prepare a tree, in 
height fifty cubits, and in the morning speak 
to the king, and they hang Mordecai on it, 
and go thou in with the king unto the banquet 
rejoicing;’ andthe thingis good before Haman, 
and he prepareth the tree. 


VI. JON that night hath the sleep of the 
king fled away, and he saith to bring in the 
book of memorials of the Chronicles, and they 
are read before the king, 2and it is found 
written that Mordecai had declared concern- 
ing Bigthana and Teresh, two of the eunuchs 
of the king, of the keepers of. the threshold, 
who sought to put forth a hand on king Ahas- 


uerus. 

3 And the king saith, ‘What honour and 
greatness hath been done to Mordecai for 
this?’ And the servants of the king, his 
ministers, say, ‘ Nothing hath been done with 


im. 

4And the king saith, ‘ Who isin the court?’ 
—and Haman hath come in to the outer 
court of the house of the king, to say to the 
king to hang Mordecai on the tree that he 
had prepared for him— and the servants of 
the king say unto him, ‘Lo, Haman is stand- 
ing in the court;’ and the king saith, ‘ Let 
him come in.’ ; 

6 And Haman cometh in, and tne king saith 
to him, ‘ What—to do with the man in whose 
honour the king hath delighted? And Haman 
saith in his heart, ‘To whom doth the king 
delight to do honour more than myself?’ 

7And Haman saith unto the king, ‘The 
man in whose honour the king hath delighted, 
8Jet them bring in royal clothing that the 
king hath put on himself, and a horse on 
which the ne hath ridden, and that the 
royal erown be put on his head, %and to give 
the clothing and the horse into the hand of a 
man of the heads of the king, the chiefs, and 
they have clothed the man in whose honour 
the king hath delighted, and caused him to 
ride on the horse in a broad place of the 
city, and called before him: Thus it is done 
te the man in whose honour the king hath 
Aclighted.’ ; 

10 And the king saith to Haman, ‘ Haste, 
take the clothing and the horse, as thou hast 
spoken, and do so to Mordecai the Jew, who 
is sitting in the gate of the king; there doth 
not fall a thing i all that thou hast spoken.’ 

11 And Haman taketh the clothing, and the 
horse, and clothed Mordecai, and causeth 
him to ride in a broad place of the city, and 
ealletl, hefore him, ‘Thus it is done to the 
man in whose honour the king hath delighted.’ 

122 And Mordecai turneth back unto the gate 
of the king, and nee hath been hastened 
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unto his house mourning, and with covered 
head, Sand Haman recounteth to Zeresh his 
wife, and to all his friends, all that hath met 
him, and his wise men say to him, and 
Zeresh his wife, ‘If Mordecai is of the seed 
of the Jews, before whom thou hast begun to 
fall, thou art not able for him, but dost 
certainly fall before him.’ 

144They are yet speaking with him, and 
eunuchs of the king have come, and haste to 
bring in Haman unto the banquet that Esther 
hath made. 


VIL. } AND the king cometh in, and Ha- 
man, to drink with Esther‘the queen, ?and 
the king saith to Esther also on the second 
day, during the banqnet of wine, ‘ What is 
thy petition, Esther, O queen? and it is given 
to thee; and what thy request? unto the 
half of the kingdom—and it is done.’ 

3And Esther the queen answereth and 
saith, ‘If I have found grace in thine eyes, 
O king, and if to the king zt be good, let my 
life be given to me at my petition, and my 
people at my request; *for we have been 
sold, I and my people, to cut off, to slay, and 
to destroy; and if for men-servants and for 
maid-servants we had been sold I had kept 
silent—but the adversity is not equal to the 
loss of the king,’ 

5 And the king Ahasuerus saith, yea, he 
saith to Esther the queen, ‘Who 7s he—this 
one? and where is this one?—he whose heart 
hath filled him to do so?’ ® And Esther saith, 
‘The man—adversary and enemy—is this 
wicked Haman;’ and Haman hath been 
afraid at the presence of the king and of the 


queen. 

7 And the king hath risen, in his fury, from 
the banquet of wine, unto the garden of the 
honse, and Haman hath remained to seek for 
his life from Esther the queen, for he hath 
seen that evil hath been determined against 
him by the king. 

8 And the king hath turned back out of the 
garden of the house unto the house of the 

anquet of wine, and Haman is ae on 
the couch on which Esther is, and the king 
saith, ‘Also to subdue the queen with me in 
the honse?’ the word hath gone out trom the 
mouth of the king, and the face of Haman 
they have covered. 

9 And Harbonah, one of the eunuchs, saith 
before the king, ‘ Also lo, the tree that Ha- 
man made for hog abed who spake good for 
the king, is standing in the house of Haman, 
in height fifty cubits;’ and the king saith, 
‘Hang him upon it.’ 1 And they hang Ha- 
man upon the tree that le had prepared for 
Mordecai, and the fury of the king hath tain 

own. 


VIII. !'ON that day hath the king Aha- 
suerus given to Esther the queen the house 
of Haman, adversary of the Jews, and Mor- 
decai hath come in before the king, for Esther 
hath declared what he is to her, *and the 
king turneth aside his signet, that he hath 
caused to pass away from Haman, and giveth 
it to Mordecai, and Esther setteth Mordeeai 
over the house of Haman. 
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$And Wsther addeth, and speaketh before 
the king, and falleth before his feet, and 
weepeth, and maketh supplication to him, te 
cause the evil of Haman the Agagite to pass 
away, and his device that le had devised 
against the Jews; 4and the king holdeth out 
to Esther the golden sceptre, and Esther ris- 
eth, and standeth before the king, °and saith, 
‘If to the king i¢ be good, and if I have found 
grace before him, and the thing hath been 
right before the king, and I be good in his 
eyes, let it be written to bring back the letters 
—a device of Haman son of Hammedatha the 
Agagite—that be wrote to destroy the Jews 
sho are in all provinces of the king, ®for 
how do I endure when I have looked on the 
evil that doth find my people? and how do 1 
endure when I have looked on the destruction 
ef my kindred?’ 

7And the king Ahasuerus saith to Esther 
the queen, and to Mordecai the Jew, ‘ Lo, 
the house of Haman I have given to Esther, 
and him they have hanged on the tree, because 
that he put forth his hand on the Jews, ® and 
ye, write ye for the Jews, as it is good in your 
eyes, in the name of the king, and seal with 
the signet of the king—for the writing that 
is written in the name of the king, and sealed 
with the signet of the king, there is none to 
turn back.’ 

9 And the scribes of the king are called, at 
that time, in the third month —it is the 
month of Sivan—in the three and twentieth 
of it, and it is written, according to all that 
Mordecai hath commanded, unto the Jews, 
and unto the lieutenants, and the governors, 
and the heads of the provinces, that are from 
Hodu even unto Cush, seven and twenty and 
a hundred provinces—province and province 
according to its writing, and Pek and people 
according to its tongue, and unto the Jews 
according to their writing, and according to 
their tongue. 

10 And he writeth in the name of‘the king 
Ahasuerus, and sealeth with the signet of 
the king, and sendeth letters by the hand of 
the runners with horses, riders of the drome- 
dary, the mules, the young mares, !'! that the 
king hath given to the Jews who are in every 
city and aie to be assembled, and to stand 
for their life, to cut off, to slay, and to 
destroy the whole force of the people and 
proviuce who are distressing them, infants 
and women, and their spoil to seize. 

2°In one day, in all the provinces of the 
king Ahasuerus, on the thirteenth of the 
twelfth month—it is the month of Adar— 
8a copy of the writing to be made law in 
every province and prevince is revealed to 
all the peeDles, and for the Jews being ready 
at this day to be avenged of their enemies. 

14The runners, riding on the dromedary, 
and the miues, have gone out, hastened and 
eri by the word of the king, and the law 

ath been pen in Shushan the palace. 

© And Mordecai went out from before the 
king, in royal pothtng of blue and white, and 
a great crown of gold, and a garment of fine 
linen and purple, and the city of Shushan 
hath rejoiced and been glad; 'to the Jews 


hath been light, and gladness. and jey, and, 
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honour, ! and in every provinee and province, 
and in every city aud city, the place where 
the word of the king, even his law, is coming, 
gladness and joy are to the Jews, a banquet, 
and _a good day; and many of the peoples of 
the land are becoming Jews, for a fear of the 
Jews hath fallen upon them. 


LX, J AND in the twelfth month—it is the 
month of Adar—on the thirteenth day of it, 
in which the word of tbe king, even his law, 
hath come to be done, in the day that the 
enemies of the Jews had hoped to rule over 
them, and it is turned that the Jews rule 
over those hating them— the Jews have been 
assembled in their cities, in all provinces of 
the king Ahasuerus, to a forth a hand on 
those seeking their evil, and no man hath 
stood in their presence, for their fear hath 
fallen on all the Pou. 

3And all heads of the provinces, and the 
lientenants, and the governors, and those do- 
ing the work that the king hath, are lifting 
up the Jews, for a fear of Mordecai hath 
fallen upon them; ‘for great is Mordecai in 
the honse of the king, and his fame is going 
into all the provinces, for the man Mordecai 
is going on and becoming great. 

And the Jews smite among all their 
enemies—a smiting of the sword, and slaugh- 
ter, and destruction—and do with those hat- 
ing them according to their pleasure, ® and 
in Shushan the palace have the Jews slain 
and destroyed five hundred men; 7and Par- 
shandatha, and Dalphon, and Aspatha, ® and 
Poratha, and Adaha, and Aridatha, 9and 
Parmashta, and Arisai, and Aridai, and Va- 
jezatha, /°ten sons of Haman son of Ham- 
medatha, adversary of the Jews, they have 
slain, and on the prey they have not put forth 
their hand. 

Qn that day hath come the number of the 
slain in Shushan the palace before the king, 
Rand the king saith to Esther the queen, 
‘In Shushan the palace have the Jews slain 
and destroyed five hundred men, and the ten 
sons of Haman; in the rest of the provinces 
of the king what have they done? and what 
is thy petition? and it is given to thee; and 
what thy request again? and it is done.’ 

13 And Esther saith, ‘If to the king it be 
B08; let it be given also to-morrow, to the 

ews who are in Shushan, to do according to 
the law of to-day; and the ten sons of Ha. 
man they hang on the tree.’ And the king 
saith—‘to be done so;’ and a law is given in 
Shushan, and the ten sons of Haman they 
have hanged. 

15 And the Jews who are in Shushan are 
assembled also on the fourteenth day of the 
month of Adar, and they slay in Shushan 
three hundred men, and on the prey they 
have not put forth their hand. : 

16 And the rest of the Jews, who are in the 
provinces of the king, have been assembled, 
even to stand for their life, and to rest 
from their enemies, and to slay among those 
hating them five and seventy thousand, and 
on the prey they have not put forth their 
hand; !7 on the thirteenth day of the month 
of Adar, even to reste the fourteenth of 
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it, and to make it a day of banquet and of | 


oy. 

Ys And the Jews who are in Shushan have 
been assembled, on the thirteenth day of it, 
and on the fourteenth of it, even to rest 
on the fifteenth of it, and to make it a day 
of banquet and of joy. 1Therefore the 
Jews of the villages, who are dwelling in 
cities of the villages, are making the four- 
teenth day of the month of Adar—joy and 
banquet, and a good day, and of sending por- 
tions one to another. 

20 And Mordecai writeth these things, and 
sendeth letters unto all the Jews who are in 
all provinces of the king Ahasuerus, who are 
near and who are far off, 2! to establish on 
them, to be keeping the fourteenth day of the 
month of Adar, and the fifteenth day of it, in 
every year and year, “as days on which the 
Jews have rested from their enemies, and the 
month that hath been turned to them from 
sorrow to joy, and from mourning to a good 
day, to make them days of banquet and of 
joy, and of sending portions one to another, 
and en to the needy. 

2% And the Jews have received that which 
they had begun to do, and that which Mor- 
decai hath written unto them, ™ because Ha- 
man son of Hammedatha the Agagite, adver- 
sary of all the Jews, had devised concerning 
the Jews to destroy them, and had caused to 
fall Pur—that is the lot—to crush them and 
to destroy them; “and in her coming in be- 
fore the king, he said with the letter, ‘* Let 
his evil device that he devised against the 
Jews turn hack upon his own head,’ and they 
have hanged him and his sons on the tree, 
% therefore they have called these days Pu- 
rim—by the name of the lot—therefore, he- 
cause of all the words of this letter, and what 
they have seen concern this, and what 
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hath come unto them, °*’ the Jews have estab- 
lished and received wpon them, aud upon their 
seed, and upon all those jotned unto them, 
and it doth not pass away, to be keeping these 
two days according to their writing, and ac- 
cording to their season, in every year and year ; 
“Sand these days are remembered and kept 
in every generation and generation, family and 
family, igo vince and province, and city and 
city, and these days of Purim do not pass 
away from the midst of the Jews, and their 
memorial is not ended from their seed. 

*® And Esther the Ee daughter of Abi- 
hail, writeth, and Mordecai the Jew, with 
all might, to establish this second letter of 
Purim, *°and he sendeth letters unto all the 
Jews, unto the seven and twenty and a 
hundred provinces of the kingdom of Aha- 
suerus—words of peace and truth—*! to estab- 
lish these days of Purim, in their seasons, as 
Mordecai the Jew hath established on them, 
and Esther the queen, and as they had estab- 
lished on themselves, and on their seed—mat- 
ters of the fastings, and of their cry. 

32 And a saying of Esther hath established 
these matters of Purim, and it is written in 
the Book. 


X. 1AND the king Ahasuerus setteth a tri- 
bute on the land and the isles of the sea; 2 and 
all the work of his strength, and his might, 
and the explanation of the greatness of Mor- 
decai with which the king made him great, 
are they not written on the book of the Chro- 
nicles of Media and Persia?

12 And Jehovah saith unto the Adversary,

the house of their brother, the first-born. 
4 And a messenger hath come in unto Job and 
saith, ‘The oxen have been plowing, and the 
she-asses feeding by their sides, © and Sheba 
doth fall, and bare them, and the young men 
they have smitten by the mouth of the sword, 
and I am escaped—only I alone—to declare it 
to thee.’ 

16 While this one 1s speakin another also 
hath come and saith, ‘ Fire of God hath fallen 
from the heavens, and burneth among the 
flock, and among the young men, and consum- 
eth them, and Iam escaped—only I alone—to 
declare it to thee.’ 

7 While this one is speaking another also 
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hath come and saith, ‘ Chaldeans made three 
heads, and rush on the camels, and take them, 
and the young men they have smitten by the 
mouth of the sword, and I am escaped—only 
I alone—to declare zt to thee.’ 

18 While this one is speaking another also 
hath come and saith, ‘Thy sons and thy 
daughters are eating, and drinking wine, in 
the house of their brother, the first-born, 
19 And lo, a great wind hath come from over 
the wilderness, and striketh against the four 
corners of the house, and it falleth on the 
young men, and they are dead, and I am 
escaped—only I alone—to declare it to thee.’ 
20 And Job riseth, and rendeth his robe, and 
shaveth his head, and falleth to the earth, 
and doth obeisance, 2! and he saith, ‘ Naked 
came I forth from the womb of my mother, 
and naked I turn back thither: Jehovah hath 
given and Jehovah hath taken: let the name 
of Jehovah be blessed.’ *In all this Job 
hath not sinned, nor given folly to God.

7 And I give my heart to know wisdom, and 
to know madness and folly: I have known 
that even this is vexation of spirit; 18for, in 
abundance of wisdom is abundance of sad- 
ness, and he who addeth knowledge addeth 
pain. 


Il. !I SAID in my heart, ‘Pray, come, | try 
thee with mirth, and look thou on gladness ;’ 
and lo, even itis vanity. Of laughter I said, 
‘Foolish!’ and of mirth, ‘What is this it is 
doing?’ I have sought in my heart to draw

leading in wisdom), and to take hold on folly 
till that I see where is this—the good to the 
sons of man of that which they do under the 
heavens, the number of the days of their 
lives.

5] made for me gardens and paradises, and ] 
planted in them trees of every fruit. °¢I 
made for me pools of water, to water from 
them a forest shooting forth trees. *I got 
men-servants, and maid-servants, and sons 
of the house were to me; also, [had much 
substance—herd and flock—above all who 
had been before mein Jerusalem.

22 For what hath been to a man by all his la- 
bour, and by the thought of his heart that he 
laboured at under the sun? * For all his 
days are sorrows, ange his travail sadness;

which is after him? 


IV. }!AND I have turned, and I see all the 
oppressions that are done under the sun, and 
lo, the tear of the oppressed, and they have 
no comforter; and at the hand of their op- 
pressors is power, and they have no comforter. 
2 And Lam praising the dead who have al- 
ready died above the living who are yet alive. 
3 And better than both of them is he who 
hath not yet been, in that he hath not seen 
the evil work that hath been done under the 
sun. +4 And I have seen all the labour, and 
all the benefit of the work, because for ita 
man is the envy of his neighbour. Even this 
is vanity and vexation of spirit. ° The fool is 
clasping his hands, and eating his own flesh: 
6* Better is a handful with quietness, than 
two handfuls with labour and vexation of 
spirit.’ 

7 And I have turned, and I see a vain thing 
under the sun: 8 There is one, and thereis not 
a second; even son or brother he hath not, 
and there is no end to all his labour! His 
eye also is not satisfied with riches, and he 
saith not, * For whom an I labouring and be- 
reaving my seul of good?’

9%The two are better than 
the one, in that they have a good reward by 
their labour. For if they fall, the one rais- 
eth up his companion, but wo to the one who 
falleth and there is not a second to raise him 
up!

And if the 
one strengthen himself, the two stand against 
him; and the threefold cord is not hastil 
broken. |! Better is a poor and wise vou 
than an old and foolish king, who hath not 
known to be warned any more. }* For froma 
house of prisoners he hath come ont to reign, 
for even in his own kingdom he hath been 
poor. “I have seen all the living, who are 
walking under the sun, with the second youth 
who doth stand in his place; ‘there is no 
end to all the people, to all who were before 
them; also, the latter rejoice not in him. 
Surely this also is vanity and vexation of 
spirit. 


V. J KEEP thy feet when thon goest untoa 
house of God, and draw near to hear rather 
than to give of fools the sacrifice, for they do 
not know they do evil. * Cause not thy mouth 
to hasten, and let not thiy heart hasten to bring 
ont a word before God, fer Ged isin the hea- 
vens, and thou on the earth, therefore let thy

but fear thou God. 

8 If oppression of the poor, and violent tak- 
ing away of judgment and righteousness thou 
seest in a province, do not marvel at the mat- 
ter, for a higher than the high is observing, 
and high ones are over them. % And the 
abundance of a land is for all. A king fora 
tield is served. 1° Whoso is loving silver is 
not satisfied with silver, nor he who is in love 
with stores with increase. Even this ts vanity. 
1 Tn the multiplying of good have its consum- 
ers been multiplied, and what benefit is to its 
possessor eecepe the sight of hiseyes? Sweet 
7s the sleep of the labourer whether he eat 
little or much; and the sufficiency of the 
wealthy is not suffering him to sleep. !%There 
is a painful evil [ have seen under the sun: 
wealth kept for its possessor, for his evil. 
14 And that wealth hath been lost in an evil 
business, and he hath begotten a son and 
there is nothing in his hand! © As he came 
out from the belly of his mother, naked he 
turneth back to go as he came, and he taketh 
not away anything of his labour, that doth go 
in his hand. 1!6And this also isa painful evil, 
just as he came, so he goeth, and what ad- 
vantage is to him who laboureth for wind? 
17 Also all his days in darkness he consumeth, 
and sadness, and wrath, and sickness abound. 
18 Lo, that which I have seen: J/¢ is good, be- 
cause beautiful, to eat, and to drink, and to 
see good in all one’s labour that he laboureth 
at under the sun, the number of the days of 
his life that God hath given to him, for it is 
his portion. 1% Every man also to whom God 
hath given wealth and riches, and hath given 
him power to eat of it, and to accept his por- 
tion, and to rejoice in his labour, this isa gift 
of God. * For he doth not much remember 
the days of his life, for God is answering 
through the joy of his heart.

*4 Far off ts that which hath heen, and deep, 
deep, who doth find it? °*I have turned 
round, also my heart, to knew and to search, 
and to seck out wisdom, and reason, and to 
know the wrong of folly, and of foolishness 
the madness. °6 And Lam finding more bitter 
than death, the woman.whose heart ts nets 
and snares, her hands are bands; the good 
before God escapeth from her, but the sinner 
is captured by her. ° See, this I have found, 
said the Preacher, onc to one, to find eut the 
reason (*8 that still my soul had songht, and I 
had not found), One man, a teacher, I have 
found, and a woman among all these I have 
not found. See, this alone I have found, 
that God made man upright, and they—they 
have sought out many devices. 


VIL. ' Who is as the wise? and who know- 
eth the interpretation of a thing?

4 Where the word of a king 
1s power is, and who saith to him, ‘ What 
dost thou?’ © Whoso is keeping a command 
knoweth no evil thing, and time and judg- 
ment the heart of the wise knoweth. ®For 
to every delight there is a time and a judg- 
ment, for the misfortune of man is great up- 
on him. 7For he knoweth not that whic 
shall be, for when it shall be who declareth to 
him? #%There is no man ruling over the spirit 
to restrain the spirit, and there is ne author- 
ity over the aay of death, and there is no dis- 
charge in battle, and wickedness delivereth 
not its possessors. *AII this | have seen so 
as to give my heart to every work that hath 
been done under the sun; atime that man 
hath ruled over man to his own evil. }° And 
so I have seen the wicked buried, and they 
went in, even from the Holy Place they go, 
and they are forgotten inthe city whether they 
had so done. This also is vanity. 

11 Because sentence hath net been done on 
an evil work speedily, therefore the heart of 
the sons of man is full within them te do evil. 
122Though a sinner is doing evil a hundred 
times, and prolonging himself for it, surely also 
I know that there is good to those fearing 
God, who fear before Him. ™ And good ig 
not to the wicked, and he deth not prolong 
aays as a shadow, because he is not fearing 
before God, eR a vanity that hath 
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been done upon the earth, that there are 
rizhtcous ones unto whom it is coming accord: 
ing to the work of the wicked, and there are 
wicked ones unto whoin it is coming according 
to the work of the rizhtcous. J have said 
that this also zs vanity. )° AndI have praised 
mirth because there 1s no good to man under 
the sun except to eat and to drink, and to re- 
joice, and it remaineth with him of his labour 
the days of his life that God hath given to him 
under the sun. 


16 WHEN I gave my heart to know wisdom 
and to see the business that hath been done 
on the earth, (for there is also a spectater in 
whose eyes sleep is not by day and by night), 
17 then I considered all the work of God, that 
man is not able to find ont the work that hath 
been done under the sun, becanse though man 
labour to seek, yet he doth not find ; and even 
though the wise man speak of knowing he is 
not able to find. 


IX. ! But all this I have laid unto my heart, 
so as to clear np the whole of this, that the 
righteous and the wise, and their works, are 
in the hand of God, neither love nor hatreddoth

3 This is an evil among all that hath been done 
under the sun, that one event is to all, and 
also the heart of the sons of man is full of evil, 
and madness is in their heart during their life, 
and after it—untothe dead. ‘4 But to him who 
is joined unto all the living thereis confidence, 
for to a living dog it és better than to the dead 
lion. ©For the living know that they die, 
aud the dead know not anything, and there 
is no more to them a reward, for their remem- 
brance hath been forgotten. ® Their love also, 
their hatred also, their envy also, hath al- 
ready perished, and they have no mere a por- 
tion to the age in all that hath been done un- 
der the sun. ’Go, eat with joy thy bread, 
and drink with a glad heart thy wine, for 
already hath God been pleased with thy 
works. 8 At all times let thy garments be 
white, and let not perfume be lacking on thy 
head. See life with the wife whom thou 
hast loved, all the days of the life of thy van- 
ity, that He hath given to thee under the sun, 
all the days of thy vanity, for it is thy por- 
tion in life, even of thy labour that thou art 
Jabouring at under the sun. | All that thy 
hand findeth to do, with thy power do, for 
there is no work, and device, and knowledge, 
and wisdom in Sheol whither thon art going. 

"J have turned so as to see under the snn, 
that not to the swift is the race, nor to the 
mighty the battle, nor even to the wise bread, 
nor even to the intelligent wealth, nor ever 
to the skilful grace, for time and chance hap- 
pen with them all. }* Foreven man knoweth 
not his time; as fish that are taken hold of 
by an evil net, and as birds that are taken

More than the cry of a ruler over focls. 
18 Better is wisdom than weapons of conflict, 
And one sinner destreyeth much good !

5 And Jeremiah commandeth Baruch, saying, 
‘Iam restrained, I am not able to enter the 
house of Jehovah: ®but thou hast entered— 
and thou hast read in the roll that thou hast 
written from my mouth, the words of Jeho- 
vah, in the ears of the people, in the house of 
Jehovah, in the day of the fast, and also in 
the ears of all Judah who are coming in from 
their cities thou dost read them; ‘if so be 
their supphcation doth fall before Jehovah, 
and they turn back each. from his evil way, 
for great is the anger and the fury that Jeho- 
vah hath spoken concerning this people.’

And they go in unto 
the king, to the court, and the roll they have 
laid up in the chamber of Ehshama the scribe, 
and they declare in the ears of the king all 
the words.

21 And the king sendeth Jehudi to take the 
roll, and he taketh it out of the chamber of 
Elishama the seribe, and Jehudi readeth it 
in the ears of the king, and in the ears of all 
the heads who are standing by the king;

1!4And he mak- 
eth the posts of sixty cubits, even unto the 
post of the court, the gate all round about; 
7 and by the front of the gate of the entrance, 
by the front of the porch of the inuer gate, 
fifty cubits; 1®and narrow windows are unto 
the little chambers, and unto their posts at 
the inside of the gate all round about—and 
so to the arches—and windows all round 
about ave at the inside, and at the post are 
palm-trees.

palm-trees are to it, one on this side, and one 
on that side, at its posts; °*’ and the gate of 
the inner court ts southward, and he measur- 
eth from gate unto gate southward, a hundred 
cubits. 

*®And he bringeth me in unto the inner 
court by the south gate, and he measureth the 
south gate according to these measures; “and 
its little chambers, and its posts, and its 
arches are according to these measures, and 
windows are to it and to its arches all round 
about; fifty eubits the length, and the breadth 
twenty and five cubits. %°As to the arches 
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all round about, the length és five and twenty 
cubits, and the breadth five cubits; 3! and its 
arches are unto the outer court, and palm- 
trees are unto its posts, and eight steps are 
its ascent. 

32 And he bringeth me in unto the inner 
court eastward, and he measureth the gate ac- 
cording to these measures; and its little 
chambers, aud its posts, and its arches are 
according to these measures: and windows 
are to it and to its arches all round about, 
the length fifty cubits. and the breadth five 
and twenty cubits; *tand its arches are 
toward the outer court, and palm-trees are 
toward its posts, on this side and on that side, 
and eight steps are its ascent. 

35 And he bringeth me in unto the north 
gate, and hath measured according to these 
measures; Sits little chambers, its posts, 
and its arches; and windows ave to it all 
round about: the length fifty cubits, and the 
breadth five and twenty cubits; *’ and its 
posts are to the outer court, and palm-trees 
are unto its posts, on this side and on that 
side, and eight steps are its ascent.

19 and the face of man is unto the palm-tree 
on this side, and the face of a young lien unto 
the palm-tree on that side; it1s made unto all 
the house all round about. ° From the earth 
unto above the opening are the cherubs and 
the palm-trees made, and on the wall of the 
temple.

* Of the altar, the wood is three cubits in 
height, and its length two cubits; and its 
corners are to it, and its length, and its walls

13 And he saith unto me, ‘ The north cham- 
bers, the south chambers, that are at the 
front of the separate place, they are holy 
chambers, where the priests (who ae near to 
Jehovah) eat the most holy things, there they 
place the most holy things, and the present, 
and the sin-offering, and the guilt-offering, 
for the place ts holy.

23 And the seven days of 
the feast he prepareth a burnt-offering to Je- 
hovah, seven bullocks, and seven rams, per- 
fect ones, daily seven days, and a sin-offering, 
a kid of the goats, daily. 4 And a present of 
an ephah for a bullock, and an ephah for a 
ram, he doth prepare, and of ot] a hin for an 
ephah. * In the seventh month, in the fif- 
teenth day of the month, in the feast, he doth 
according to these things seven days; as the 
sin-offering so the burnt-offering, and. as the 
present so also the oil. 


XLVI. 1‘ THUS said the Lord Jehovah : 
The gate of the inner court that is looking 
eastward is shut the six days of work, and on 
the day of rest it is opened, and in the day of 
the new moon it is opened; 2and come in 
hath the prince the way of the porch of the 
gate at the outside, and he hath stood by the 
post of the gate, and the priests have made

’*And in the coming in of the prince, the 
way of the porch of the gate he cometh in, 
and by its way he goeth out. %And in the 
coming in of the people of the land before Je- 
hovah at appointed times, he who hath come 
in the way of the north gate to bow himself, 
goeth out the way of the south gate, and he 
who hath come in the way of the south gate, 
goeth out by the way of the north gate: he 
doth not turn back the way of the gate by 
which he came in, but over-against it he go- 
eth out. 3°And the prince in their midst in 
their coming in cometh in, and In their going 
out he goeth out. ; 

il‘ And in feasts, and in appones times, 
the present is an ephah for a bullock, and an 
ephah for a ram, and for lambs the gift of his 
hand, and of oil a hin foranephah. ! And 
when the priuce maketh a free-will burat- 
offering, or free-will peace-offerings, to Jeho- 
hovah, then he hath opened for himself the 
gate that is looking castward, and he hath 
made his burnt-offermg and his peace-offerings 
as he doth in the day of rest and be hath gone

out. 

13 Anda lamb, son of a-year, a perfect one, 
thou dost make a burnt-offering daily to Jeho- 
vah; morning by morning thou dost make it. 
14 And a present thou dest make for it morn- 
ing by morning, a sixth part of the ephah, 
and of oil a third part of the hin, to temper 
with the fine flour, a present to Jehovah, bya 
stutute age-during—continually;  and_pre- 
pare ye the lamb, and the present, and the 
oil, morning by morning, a continnal burnt- 
offering. 

16*Thus said the Lord Jehovah: When the 
pene giveth a gift to any of ]iis sons, bis in-

1! ]ts miry and its 
marshy places—they are not healed; to salt 
they have been given up. !%And by the 
stream there cometh up on its edge, on this 
side and on that side, every dind of fruit-tree 
whose leaf fadeth not, and not consumed is 
its fruit, according to its months it yieldeth 
first-fruits, because its waters from the sanc- 
tuary are coming forth ; andits fruits hath been 
for food, and its leaf for medicine. 

13° Thus said the Lord Jehovah: This is the 
border whereby ye inherit the Jand, accordin 
to the twelve tribes of Israel; Joseph hath 
portions.

20° And the west quarter is the great sea, 
from the border till over-against the coming 
in to Hamath: this is the west quarter. 

“1° And ye have divided this Jand to you, 
according to the tribes of Israel; 2? and it 
hath come to pass, ye separate it for an in- 
heritance to yourselves, :ud to the sojourners 
who are sojourning in your midst, who have 
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begotten sons in your midst, and they have 
been to you as native, with the sons of Israel, 
with you they are separated for an inheritance 
in the midst of the tribes of Israel. ° And 
it hath come to pass, in the tribe with which 
the sojourner sojourneth, there ye give his 
a affirmation of the Lord Je- 
ovah. 


XLVI. 1 AND these are the names of the 
tribes: From the north end unto the side of 
the way of Hethlon, at the coming in to Ha-

1° And of these is the 
holy heave-offering for the priests, northward 
fiveand twenty thousand, and westward in 
breadthten thousand, and eastward in breadth 
ten thousand, and southward in length five 
and twenty thousand: and the sanctuary of 
Jehovah hath been in its midst. For the

*l* And the residue is for the prince, on 
this side and on that side of the heave-offering 
of the holy portion, and of the possession of 
the city, on the front of the tive and twenty 
thousand of the heave-offering unto the east 
border, and westward, on the front of the 
five and twenty thousand on the west border, 
over-against the portions of the prince; and

by the border of Issachar, from the east side

CHAP. [. + LN the third year of the apn of 
Jehoiakim king of Judah, come hath Nebu- 
chadnezzar king of Babylonto Jerusalem, and 
layeth siege against it; *aud the Lord giveth 
into his hand Jehoiakim king of Judah, and 
some of the vessels of the house of God, and 
he bringeth them in ¢éo the land of Shinar, to 
the house of his god, and the vessels he 
hath brought in ¢o the treasnre-house of his 


god. 

3 And the king saith, to Ashpenaz master 
of his eunuchs, to bring i in out of the sons of 
Israel, (even of the royal seed, and of the 
chiefs, ,) *lads in whom there is no blemish, 
and. of good appearance, and skilful in all 
wisdom, and possessin knowledge, and teach- 
ing thought, and who have ability to stand in 
the palace of the king, and to teach them the 
hterature and language of the Chaldeans. 
> And the king doth appoint for them a rate, 
day by day, of the king’s portion of food, and 
of the wine of his drinking, so as to nourish 
them three years, that at the end thereof they 
may stand before the king. 

6 And there are among them out of the sons 
of Judah, Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and 
Azariah, 7 and the chief of the eunuchs setteth 
names on them, and he setteth on Daniel, 
Belteshazzar ; and on Hananiah, Shadrach ; 
and on Mishael, Meshach; and on Azariah, 
Abed-Nego. 

8 And Daniel purposeth in fe heart that he 
will not pollute himself with the king’s por- 
tion of food, and with the wine of his drink- 
ing, and he seeketh of the chief of the eunuchs 
that he may not pollute himself. % And God 
riveth Daniel for kindness and for mercies be- 

ore the chief of the eunuchs; and the chief 

of the eunuchs saith to Daniel, ‘I am fearing 
my lord the king, who hath appointed your 
food and your drink, for why doth he see your 
faces sadder than those of the lads which are 
of your circle? then ye have made my head 
indebted to the king, 

lt And Daniel saith unto the Meltzar, whom 
the chief of the ennnchs hath appointed over 
Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and Azariah, 
13 ‘Try, I pray thee, ay sel vants, ten days ; 
and they give to us of thie vegetables, and we 
eat, and water, and we drink; and our ap- 


pearance is seen before thee, and the appear- | 


ance of the lads whe are eating the king’s por- 
tion of food, and as thou seest—deal with thy 
servants.’ 

4 And he hearkeneth to them, to this word, 
and trieth them ten days: !° aud at the end of 
ten days their appearance hath appeared bet- 
ter and fatter in flesh then any of the lads 
who are eating the king’s portion of, food. 
16 And the Meltzar is taking away their por- 
tion of food, and the wine of “their drink, and 
is giving to them vegetables. 

17 Ag to these four lads, God hath given to 
thein knowledge and understanding 1 in every 
kind of literature, sa wisdoin ; and Daniel 





hath even instruction about every kind of 
vision and dreams. 

'8 And at the end of the days that the king 
had said to bring them in, bring them in doth 
the chief of the eunnchs before Nebuchadnez- 
zar. “And the king speaketh with them, 

and there hath none been found among them 
all ike Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and Aza- 
riah, and they stand before the king 20 and 
in any matter of wisdom and understanaiae 
that the king hath sought of them, he findeth 
them ten hands above all the scribes, the en- 
chanters, who ave in all his kingdom. ?! And 
Daniel is unto the first year of Cyrus the king. 


II. ! AND in the second year of the reign 
of N ebuchadnezzar, dreamed hath Nebucnad- 
nezzar dreams, and his spirit doth move itself, 
and his sleep ‘hath been against him; 2 and 
the king saith to call for scribes, and for en- 
chanters, and for soreerers, and for Chaldeans, 
to declare to the king his dreams. And they 
come in and stand before the king; 3and the 
king saith tothem, ‘ A dream I have dreamed, 
and moved is my spirit to know the dream.’ 
4And the Chaldeans speak to the king in 
Aramaean, ‘O king, to the ages live, tell the 
dream to thy servants, and the interpretation 
‘we do shew.’ ©The king hath answered and 
said to the Chaldeans, ‘The thing from 
me is gone; if ye do not cause me to know the 
ream and its interpretation, pieces ye are 
made, and your houses are made dunghills; 
and if the dream and its interpretation ye do 
shew, gifts, and fee, and great glory ye receive 
from before me, therefore the dream and its 
a they har shew ye me.’ 
have answered a second time, and 
are ae ‘Let the king tell the dream to his 
servants, “and the interpretation we do shew.’ 
8 The king hath answered and said, ‘Of a 
truth I know that time ye are gaining, be- 
cause that ye have seen that the thing i is gone 
from me, 9 so that, if the dream ye do not cause 
me to know—one is your sentence, seeing a 
word lying and corrupt ye have prepared to 
speak before me, till that the timeis changed, 
therefore the dream tell ye to me, then do i 
know that its interpretation ye do shew me.’ 
10'The Chaldeans have answered before the 
king, and are saying, ‘There is not aman on 
the earth who is able to shew the king’s mat- 
ter; therefore, no king, chief, and ruler, hath 
asked such a thing as this of. any scribe, aud 
enchanter, and Chaldean ; ; Nand the thing 
that the king i is asking és precious, and others 
are there not that do shew it before the king, 
save the gods, whose dwelling is not withiflesh.’ 
12 Therefore the king hath been angry and 
very wroth, and hath “said to destroy : all the 
wise men of Babylon; 3 andthe sentence hath 
gone forth, andthe wise men arebeingslain, and 
they have sought Daniel and his companions 
to be slai 
14 Then “Daniel hath replied with counsel and

discretion to Arioch chief of the executioners 
of the king, who hath gone forth to slay the 
wise men of Babylon. 1° He hath answered 
andsaidto Arioch the king’s captain, ‘ Where- 
fore is the sentence so urgent from before the 
king?’ Then Arioch hath made the thing 
known to Daniel, and Daniel hath gone up, 
and sought of the king that he would give 
him time to shew the interpretation tothe king. 

17Then Daniel to his house hath gone, and 
to Hananiah, Mishael, and Azariah, his com- 
panions, he hath made the thing known, Band 
to seek mercies from before the God of the 
heavens concerning this secret, that they de- 
stroy not Daniel and his companions with the 
rest of the wise men of Babylon. Then to 
Daniel, in a vision of the night, the secret hath 
been revealed. 

Then hath Daniel blessed the God of the 
heavens. * Daniel hath answered and said, 
‘Let the name of God be blessed from age 
even unto age, for wisdom and might—for 
they are His. °! And He is changing times 
and seasons, He is causing kings to pass 
away, and He is raising np kings; He 1s giv- 
ing wisdom to the wise, and knowledge to 
those possessing understanding. * He is re- 
vealing deep and hidden things; He hath 
known what is in darkness, and light with 
Him hath dwelt. * Thee, O God of my fa- 
thers, I am thanking and praising, for wisdom 
and might Thou hast given to me; and now, 
Thou hast caused me to know that which we 
have sought from Thee, for the king’s matter 
Thou hast caused us to know.’ 

“Therefore Daniel hath gone up unto Ari- 
och, whom the king hath appointed to destroy 
the wise men of Babylon; he hath gone, and 
thus hath said to him, ‘The wise men of Ba- 
bylon thou dost not destroy, bring me up be- 
fore the king, and the interpretation to the 
king I do shew.’ 

** Then Arioch in haste hath brought up 
Daniel before the king, and thus hath said to 
him—‘ I have found a man of the sons of the 
Removed of Judah, who the interpretation to 
the king dothmake known.’ * The king hath 
answered and said to Daniel, whose naine is 
Belteshazzar, ‘Art thou able to canse me to 
know the dream that I have seen, and its in- 
terpretation ?’ 

27 Daniel hath answered before the king and 
said, ‘The secret that the king is asking, the 
wise men, the enchanters, the scribes, the 
soothsayers, are not able to shew to the king; 
*8 but there is a God in the heavens, a revealer 
of secrets, and He hath made known to king 
Nebuchadnezzar that which is to be in the 
latter end of the days. 

‘Thy dream and the visions of thy head on 
thy bedare these: °° Thou, Oking, thy thoughts 
on thy bed have come upconcerning that which 
is to be after this, and the Revealer of secrets 
hath caused thee to know that which is to be. 
30 As to me—not for any wisdom that is in me 
above any living hath this secret been revealed 
to me; but for the intent that the interpreta- 
tion to the king they make known, and the 
thoughts of thy heart thon dost know. 

31+ Thon, O king, wast looking, and lo, a 
certain great erage This image zs mizhty, 

M 
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and its brightness excellent; it is standing 
over-against thee, and its appearance is ter- 
rible. °*'This image! its head is of good gold, 
its breasts and its arms of silver, its belly 
and its thighs of brass; 33 its legs of iron, its 
feet, part of them of iron, and part of them 
of clay. *Thou wast looking till that a stone 
hath been cut out without hands, and it hath 
smitten the image on its feet, that ave of iron 
and of clay, and it hath broken them small; 
%5then broken small together have been the 
iron, the clay, the brass, the silver, and the 
gold, and they have been as chaff from the 
summer threshing-floor, and carried them 
away hath the wind, and no place hath been 
found for them: and the stone that smote the 
image hath become a great mountain, and hath 
filled all the land. *°This is the dream, and 
its interpretation we do tell before the king. 
37° Thon, O king, aré a king of kings, for 
the God of the heavens a kingdom, strength, 
and might, and glory, hath given to thee; 
38 and whithersoever sons of men are dwelling, 


the beast of the field, and the fowl of the 


heavens, He hath given into thy hand, and 
hath caused thee to rnle over them all; thou 
art this head of gold. 39 And after thee doth 
rise up another kingdom lower than those, 
and another third kingdom of brass, that 
doth rule overall the earth. *°And the fourth 
kingdom is strong as iron, becanse that iron 
is breaking small, and making feeble, all things, 
even as icon that is breaking all these, it 
beateth small and breaketh. 41 As to that 
which thou hast seen: the feet and toes, part 
of them potter’s clay, and part of them iron, 
the kingdom is divided: and some of the 
standing of the iron is to be in it, because 
that thou hast seen the iron mixed with miry 
clay. *°As to the toes of the feet, part of 
them iron, and part.of them clay: some part 
of the kingdom is strong, and some part of it 
is brittle. * Becanse thou hast seen iron 
mixed with miry clay, they are mixing them- 
selves with the seed of men: and they are 
not adhering one with another, even as iron is 
not mixed with clay. 

44° And in the days of these kings raise up 
doth the God of the heavens a kingdom that 
is not destroyed—to the age, and its kingdom 
to another people is not left: it beateth small 
and endeth all these kingdoms, and it stand- 
eth to the age. 4 Because that thou hast seen 
that out of the mountain cut hath been astone 
without hands, and it hath beaten small 
the iron, the brass, the clay, the silver, and 
the gold; the great God hath made known to 
the king that which is to be after this; and the 
dream is true, and its interpretation stedfast.’ 

46 Then hath king Nebuchadnezzar fallen on 
his face, and to Daniel he hath done obeisance, 
and present, and sweet things, he hath said 
to pourouttohim. ?Theking hath answered 
Daniel and said, ‘Of a truth it is that your 
God is a God of gods, and a Lord of kings, 
and a revealer of secrets, since thon hast been 
able to reveal this secret.’

4° And 
Daniel hath sought from the king, and he hath 
appointed over the work of the province of 
Babylon, Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-Nego, 
and Daniel is in the gate of the king. 


NEBUCHADNEZZAR the king hath 
made an image of gold, its height sixty cubits, 
its breadth six cubits; he hath raised it up in 
the valley of Dura, in the province of Baby- 
lon; 2and Nebuchadnezzar the king hath sent 
to gather the satraps, the prefects, and the 
governors, the honourable judges, the trea- 
surers, the counsellors, the sheritis, and ail 
the rulers of the province, to come to the 
dedication of the image that Nebuchadnezzar 
the king hath raised up. 

3Then are gathered the satraps, the prefects, 
and the governors, the honourable judges, 
the treasurers, the counsellors, the sheriffs, 
and all the rulers of the province, to the de- 
dication of the image that Nebuchadnezzar 
the king hath raised up: and they are stand- 
ing before the image that Nebuchadnezzar 
hath raised up. ae ; 

4And a erier is calling mightily: ‘To you 
they are saying: O peoples, nations, and lan- 
guages! Sat the time that ye hear the voice of 
the cornet, the flute, the harp, the sackbut, 
the psaltery, the symphony, and all kinds of 
music, ye fall down and do obeisance to the 
golden image that Nebuchadnezzar the king 
hath raised up: ®and whoso doth not fall 
down and do obeisance, in that hour he is 
east into the midst of a burning ne furnace.’

* they have answered, yea, they are saying to 
Nebuchadnezzar the king, ‘ O king, to the ages 
live! }°©Thoun,O king, hast made a decree that 
every man who doth hear the voice of the 
cornet, the flute, the harp, the sackbut, the 
psaltery, and the symphony, and all kinds of 
music, doth fall down and do obeisance to the 
golden image; !! and whoso doth not fall down 
and do obeisance, is cast into the midst of a 
burning fiery furnace. '}*There are certain 
Jews whom thou hast appointed over the 
work of the province of Babylon—Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-Nego, these men have not 
made of thee, O king, any regard; thy gods 
they are not serving, and to the golden image 
thouhastraised up—are not making obelsance.’ 

13'Then Nebuchadnezzar, in angcr and fury, 
hath said to bring in Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-Nego. Then these men have been 
brought in before the king. 14 Nebuchadnez- 
zar hath answered and said to them, ‘Is ita 
Jaid plan, O Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
Nego—my gods yeare not serving, and to the 
golden image that I have raised up ye are not 
doing obeisauce? 1 Now, lo, ye are ready, so 
that at the time that ye hear the voice of the 
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psaltery, and the symphony, and all kinds of 
musie, ye fall down and do obeisance to the 
image that [ have made!—and lo, ye do no 
obeisance—in that hour ye are cast into the 
midst of a burning fiery furnace; who is that 
God who doth deliver you out of my hands?’ 

16Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-Negohave 
answered, yea, they are saying to the king 
Nebuchadnezzar, ‘We have no need concern- 
ing this matter to answer thee. Lo, itis; 
our God whom we are serving, is able to de- 
liver us from a burning fiery furnace; and 
from thy hand, O king, He doth deliver. 
18 And lo—not ! be it known to thee, O king, 
that thy gods we are not serving, and to the 
golden image thou hast raised wp we do no 
obeisance.’ 

19Then Nebuchadnezzar hath been full of 
fury, and the expression of his face hath been 
changed concerning Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-Nego; he answered and said to heat the 
furnace seven times above that which it is 
seen to be heated; *°and to certain mighty 
men who are in his force he hath said to hind 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-Nego, to cast 
into the burning fiery furnace. 

*1'Then these men have been bound in their 
coats, their tunics, and their turbans, and 
their clothing, and have been cast into the 
midst of the burning fiery furnace. ** There- 
fore, because that the word of the king is ur- 
gent, and the furnace heated exceed iii 
those men who have taken up Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-Nego—kuilled them hath the 
spark of the fire. *8 And these three men, 

adrach, Meshach, and Abed-Nego, have fall- 
en down in the midst of the burning fiery fur- 
nace—bound. 

*4 Then Nebuchadnezzar the king hath been 
astonished, and hath risen in haste; he hath 
answered and said to his counsellors, ‘ Have 
we not cast three men into the midst of the 
fire—bound?’ They have answered and are 
saying to the king, ‘ Certainly, O king.’ ** He 
answered and hath said, ‘ Lo, [am seeing four 
men loose, ‘iat in the midst of the fire, 
and they have no hurt; and the appearance 
of the fourth is like to a son of the gods.’ 

°6 Then Nebuchadnezzar hath drawn near 
to the gate of the burning fiery furnace; he 
hath answered and said, ‘ Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-Nego, servants of God Most High, 
come forth, yea, come;’ then come forth do 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-N ego, from the 
midst of the fire ; *7and gathered together, the 
satraps, the prefects, and the governors, and 
the counsellors of the king, are seeing these 
men, that the tire hath no power over their 
bodies, and the hair of their head hath not 
been singed, and their coats have not changed, 
and the smell of fire hath not passed on them. 

78 Nebuchadnezzar hath answered and hath 
said, ‘Blessed is the God of Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-Nego, who hath sent His 
messenger, and hath delivered His servants 
who trusted on Him, and the word of the king 
changed, and gave ye their bodies that the 
might not serve nor do obeisance to any go 
except to their own God. *9 And byme a de- 
cree is made. that any people, nation, and 
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cerning the God of Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-Nego, pieces he is made, and its house is 
made a dunghill, beeause that there is no 
other vod who is able thus to deliver.’

4°], Nebuchadnezzar, have been at rest in 
iny house, and flourishing in my palace: °a 
dream I have seen, and it maketh me afraid, 
and the a Veta on my bed, and the visions 
ot my head, do trouble me. ® And by me a 
decree 1s made, to cause all the wise men of 
Babylon to come up before me, that the in- 
terpretation of the dream they may cause me 
toknow. *’ Then cominguparethe scribes, the 
enchanters, the Chaldeans, and the sooth- 
sayers, and the dream I have told before them, 
and its interpretation they are not making 
knowu to me. 8 And at last come up before 
me hath Daniel, whose name is Belteshazzar 
-—according to the name of my god—and in 
whom is the spirit of the holy gods, and the 
dream before him I have told: 

%*O Belteshazzar, master of the scribes, as 
I have known that the spirit of the holy gods 
ts in thee, and no secret doth press thee, the 
visions of my dream that I have seen, and its 
interpretation, tell. *% As to the visions of 
my head on my bed, I was looking, and lo, 
a tree in the midst of the earth, and its height 
is great: 1 become great hath the tree, yea, 
strong, and its height doth reach to the hea- 
vens, and its vision to the end of the whole 
land ; ?” its leaves are fair, and its budding 
great, and food for all is in it: under it take 
shade doth the beast of the field, and in its 
boughs dwell do the birds of the heavens, and 
of it fed are all flesh. 

13 J was looking, in the visions of my head 
on my bed, and lo, a sifter, even a holy one, 
from the heavens is coming down. !4 He is 
ealling mightily, and thus hath said, Cut 
down the tree, and cutoff its branches, shake 
off its leaves, and scatter its budding, move 
away let the beast from under it, and the 
birds from off its branches; }° but the stump 
of its roots leave in the earth, even with a 
band of iron and brass, in the tender grass of 
the field, and with the dew of the heavens is 
it wet, and with the beasts is his portion in 
the herb of the earth; 1° his heart from man’s 
is changed, and the heart of a beast is given

19°'Then Daniel, whose name is Belteshaz- 
zar, hath been astonished about one hour, and 
his thoughts do trouble him; the king hath 
answered and said, O Belteshazzar, let not 
the dream and its interpretation trouble thee. 
Belteshazzar hath answered andsaid, My Jord, 
the dream—to those hating thee, and its in- 
terpretation—to thine enemies! °°The tree 
that thou hast seen, that hath become great 
and strong, and its height doth reach to the 
heavens, and its vision to all the land, *! and 
its leaves are fair, and its budding great, and 
food for all zs in it, under it dwell doth the 
beast of the field, and on its boughs sit do the 
birds of the heavens. 

«Thou it is, O king, for thou hast become 
great and mighty, and thy greatness hath be- 
come great, and hath reached to the heavens, 
and thy dominion to the end of the earth; 
*3 and that which the king hath seen—a sifter, 
even a holy one, coming down from the hea- 
vens, and he hath said, Cut down the tree, 
and destroy it; but the stump of its roots 
leave in the earth, even with a band of iron 
and brass, in the tender grass of the field, and 
with the dew of the heavens it is wet, and 
with the beast of the field ts his portion, till 
that seven times pass over him.

At the end of twelve months, on the 
yalace of the kingdom of Babylon he hath 
hect walking; 3° the king hath answered and 
said, Is not this that great Babylon that 1 
have built, for the house of the kingdom, in the 
might of my strength, and for the glory of mino 
honour? 

31 ‘While the word is in the king’s mouth a 
voice from the heavens hath fallen: To thee 
they are peed O Nebuchadnezzar the king 
the kingdom hath passed from thee, *” and 
from men they are driving thee away, and 
with the beast of the field 2s thy dwelling, the 
herb as oxen they do cause thee to eat, and 
seven times do yes over thee, till that thou 
knowest that the ee High is ruler in the 
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kingdom of men, and to whom He willeth He 
giveth it. 

33 * In that hour the thiag hath been ful fill- 
ed on Nebuchadnezzar, and from men he is 
driven, and the herb as oxen he eateth, and 
by the dew of the heavens his body is wet, 
till that his hair as eagles’ hath become great, 
and his nails as birds.’ 

34° And at the endof the days I, Nebuchad- 
uezzar, mine eyes to the heavens have lifted 
up, and mine understanding unto me return- 
eth, and the Most High I have blessed, and 
the Age-during Living One I have praised and 
honoured, whose dominion is a dominion age- 
during, and His hingdom with generation and 
generation; * and all who are dwelling on the 
earth as nothing are reckoned, and according 
to his will He is doimg among the forces of 
the heavens and those dwelling on the earth, 
and there is nonethatdoth clap with his hand, 
and saith to Him, What hast Thou done? 

36 * At that time my understanding doth re- 
turn unto me, and for the glory of my kingdom, 
my honour and my brightness doth return un- 
to me, and to me my counsellors and my great 
men do seek, and over my kingdom I have 
been made right, and abundant greatness hath 
been added to me. 

37 * Now, I, Nebuchadnezzar, am praising 
and exalting and hononring the King of the 
heavens, for all His works are truth, and His 
pees judgment, and those walking in pride 

eis able to humble.’ 


V. 1) BELSHAZZAR the king hath made a 
great feast to a thousand of his great men, 
and before the thousand he is drinking wine; 
* Belshazzar hath said—while tasting the wine 
—to bring in the vessels of gold and of silver 
that Nebuchadnezzar his father had taken 
from the temple that is in Jerusalem, that 
drink with them may the king, and his great 
men. his wives, and his coneubines. 

3Then they have brought in the vessels of 
gold that had been taken out of the temple 
of the house of God that is in Jerusalem, and 
drunk with them have the king and his great 
men, his wives and his concubines; 4 they 
have drunk wine, and have praised the gods 
of gold, and of silver, of. brass, of iron, of 
wood, and of stone. 

5In that hour come forth have fingers of a 
man’s hand, and they are writing over-against 
the candlestick, on the plaster of the wall of 
the king’s palace: and the king is seeing the 
extremity of the hand that is writing; ‘then 
the king’s countenance hath changed, and his 
thoughts do trouble him, and the joints of his 
loins are loosed, and his knees are smiting one 
against another. 

7Call doth the king mightily, to bring up 
the enchanters, the Chaldeans, and the sooth- 
sayers. Answered hath the king, and said to 
the wise men of Babylon, that, ‘Any man 
who doth read this writing, and its interpre- 
tation doth shew me, purple he putteth on, 
and a bracelet of gold is on his neck, and third 
in the kingdom he doth rule.’ 

8'Then coming up are all the wise men of the 
king, and they are not able to read the writing, 
and the interpre make known to the 
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king; *then the king Belshazzar is greatly 
troubled, and his eountenance is changing in 
him, and his great men are perplexed. 

10The queen, on account of the words of 
the king and his great men, to the banquet- 
house hath come up. Answered hath the 
queen, and said, ‘O king, to the ages live; let 
not thy thoughts trouble thee, nor thy count- 
enance be changed: “there is a man in thy 
kingdom in whom is the spirit of the holy 
gods: and, in the days of thy father, light, 
and understanding, and wisdom —as the 
wisdom of the gods—was found in him; and 
king Nebuchadnezzar thy father, chief of the 
scribes, enchanters, Chaldeans, soothsayers, 
established him—thy father, O king—!* be- 
cause that an excellent spirit, and knowledge, 
and understanding, interpreting of dreams, 
and showing of enigmas, and loosing of knots 
was found in him, in Daniel, whose name the 
king made Belteshazzar: now let Daniel be 
called, and the interpretation he doth show.’ 

B'Then Daniel hath been caused to come 
up before the king ; answered hath the king, 
and said to Daniel, ‘Thou art that Daniel 
who art of the sons of the Removed of Judah, 
whom the king my father brought in out of 
Judah? ™ And I ‘have heard of thee, that 
the spirit of the gods is in thee, and light, 
and understanding, andexcellent wisdom have 
been found in thee. 

is‘ And now. caused to come up before me 
have been the wise men, the enchanters, that 
this writing they may read, and its interpre- 
tation to cause me to know: and they are not 
able to shew the interpretation of the thing: 
léand I—I have heard of thee, that thou art 
able to giveinterpretations, and to loose knots: 
now, lo—thou art able to read the writing, and 
its interpretation to cause me to know—purple 
thou dost put on, and a bracelet of ool is on 
th neck, and third in the kingdom thou dost 
rule. 


Then hath Daniel answered and said be- 
fore the king, ‘Thy gifts be to thysclf, and 
thy fee to another give; nevertheless, the 
writing I do read to the king, and the inter- 
yretation I cause him to know; !8thou, O king, 

od Most High, a kingdom, and greatness, 
and glory, and honour, gaveto Nebuchadnezzar 
thy father: and because of the greatness 
that He gave to him, all peoples, nations, and 
languages were trembling and fearing before 
him: whom he willed he was slaying, and 
whom he willed he was keeping alive, and 
whom he willed he was raising up, and whom 
he willed he was making low ; 2° and when his 
heart was high, and his spirit was strong to 
act proudly, he hath been caused to come down 
from the throne of his kingdom, and his glory 
they have caused to pass away from him 
21 and from the sons of men he is driven, anc 
his heart with the beasts hath been like, and 
with the wild asses is his dwelling; the herb 
like oxen they cause him to cat, and by the 
dew of the heavens is his body wet, till that 
he hath known that God Most Hich is ruler 
in the kingdom of men, and whom He willeth 
He raiseth up over it. 

%2* And thou, his son, Belshazzar, hast not 
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humbled thy heart, though all this thou hast 
known; “and against the Lord of the heavens 
thou hast hfted up thyself; and the vessels of 
His house they have brought in before thee, 
and thou, and thy great men, thy;wives, and 
thy concubines, are drinking wine with them, 
aud gods of silver, and of gold, of brass, of 
iron, of wood, and of stone, that are not see- 
ing, nor hearing, nor knowing, thou hast 
ee and the God in whose hand is thy 

reath, and all thy ways, Him thou hast not 
honoured. 

24¢Then from before Him sent is the ex- 
tremity of the hand, and the writing is noted 
down ; * and this is the writing that is noted 
down: Numbered, Numbered, Weighed, and 
Divided. * This is the interpretation of the 
thing: Numbered—God hath numbered thy 
kingdom, and hath finished it. ®”? Weighed— 
Thou art weighed in the balances, and hast 
been found lacking. * Divided—Divided is 
thy kingdom, and it hath been given to the 
Medes and Persians.’ 

*9Then hath Belshazzar said, and they have 
clothed Daniel with purple, and a bracelet of 
gold is on his neck, and they have proclaimed 
concerning him that he is the third ruler in 
the kingdom. 2% In that night Belshazzar 
kine of the Chaldeans is slain, and Darius the 
Mede hath received the kingdom, when a son 
of sixty and two years. 


VI. 1 IT hath been good before Darius, and 
he hath established over the kingdom abt te 
—a hundred and twenty—that they may be 
throughout the whole kingdom, ? and higher 
than they three presidents, of whom Daniel 
is first, that these satraps may give to them 
an account, and theking have no loss. *Then 
this Daniel hath beer overseer over the pre- 
sidents and satraps, because that an excellent 
spirit is in him, and the king hath thought to 
establish him over the whole kingdom. 

4Then the presidents and satraps have been 
seeking to find a cause of complaint against 
Daniel concerning the kingdom, and any 
cause of complaint and corruption they are 
not able to find, because that he zs faithful, 
and any error and corruption have not been 
foundin him. °Then these men are saying, 
‘We do not find against this Daniel any cause 
of complaint, except we have found é against 
him in the law of his God.’ 

6Then these presidents and satraps have 
assembled near the king, and thus they are 
saying to him: ‘O king Darius, 'to the ages 
live! 7 Taken counsel have all the presicents 
of the kingdom, the prefects, and the satraps, 
the counsellors, and the governors, to estabhsh 
a royal statute, and to strengthen an interdict, 
that any who seeketh a petition from any god 
and man until thirty days, save of thee, O 
king, is cast into a den of lions. ® Now, O 
king, thou dost establish the interdict, and 
sign the writing, that it is not to be changed. 
as a law of erie and Persia, that doth not 
pass away.’ 

’Therefore king Darius hath signed the 
writing and interdict. 

10 And Daniel, when he hath known that 
the writing is signed, hath gone up to his

house, and the window being opened for him, 
in his upper chamber, over-against Jerusalem, 
three times in a day he is kneeling on his 
knees, and praying, and confessing before his 
God, because that he was doing it before this. 

11'Then these men have assembled, and 
found Daniel praying and entreating grace 
before his God; 1° then they have come near, 
yea, they are saying before the king concern- 
ing the king’s interdict: ‘ Hast thou not signed 
an interdict, that any man who seeketh from 
any god and man until thirty days, save of 
thee, O king, is cast into a den of lions?’ 
Answered hath the king, and said, ‘The thing 
is certain as a law of Media and Persia, that 
doth not pass away.’ ! Then they have an- 
swered, yea, they are saying before the king, 
that, ‘Damiel, who is of the sons of the Re- 
moved of Judah, hath not placed on thee, O 
king, any regard, nor on the interdict that 
thou hast signed, and three times in a day he 
is seeking his petition.’ 

14Then the king, when he hath heard the 
matter, is greatly displeased at himself, and 
on Daniel he hath set the heart to deliver 
him, and till the going up of the sun he was 
arranging to deliver him. }!° Then these men 
have assembled near the king, and are saying 
to the king, ‘ Know, O king, that the law of 
Media and Persia is; That any interdict and 
statute that the king doth establish is not to 
be changed.’ 

16Then the king hath said, and they have 
brought Daniel, and have cast him into a den 
of lions. The king hath answered and said 
to Daniel, ‘Thy God, whom thou art serving 
coatinually, Himself doth deliver thee.’ W7And 
a stone hath been brought and placed at the 
mouth of the den, and the king hath sealed 
it with his signet, and with the signet of his 
great men, that the purpose be not changed 
concerning Daniel. 

18Then hath the king gone to his palace, 
and he hath passed the night fasting, and 
dahavan have not been{brought up before him, 
and his sleep hath fled from off him. 

19 Then doth the king rise in the early morn- 
ing, at the light, and in haste to the den of 
lions he hath gone; °° and at his coming near 
to the den, to Daniel, with a grieved voice, he 
crieth. The king hath answered and said to 
Daniel, O Daniel, servant of the living God, 
thy God, whom thou art serving continually, 
is He able to deliver thee from the lions?” 

“1'Then Daniel hath spoken with the king: 
‘O king, to the ages live: *?my God hath sent 
His messenger, and hath shut the lions’ months, 
and they have not injured me: because that 
before Him purity hath been found in me; 
and also before thee, O king, mjury I have 
not done.’ * Then was the king very glad 
for him, and he hath commanded Daniel to be 
taken up out of the den, and Daniel hath 
been taken up out of the den, and no in wy 
hath been fownd in him, because he hat 
believed in his God. °And the king hath 
said, and they have brought those men who 
had accused Daniel, and to the den of lions 
they have cast them, they, their sons, and 
their wives; and they have not come to the 
lower part of the a that the lions have 
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Ponce over them, and all their bones they have 
roken small. 

*'Then Darius the king hath written to all 
the peoples, nations, and languages, who are 
dwelling in al] the land: ‘Your peace be 
great! “6From before me is made a decree, 
that 1u every dominion of my kingdom they 
are trembling and fearing before the God of 
Daniel, for He is the living God, and abiding 
to the ages, and His kingdom that which is not 
destroyed, and His dominion is unto the end. 
7 A deliverer, and rescuer, and doer of signs 
and wonders in the heavens and in earth is 
He who hath delivered Daniel from the paw 
of the lions.’ *8 And this Daniel hath pros- 
pered in the reign of Darius, and in the reign 
of Cyrus the Persian. 


VIl. JIN the first year of Belshazzar kin 
of Babylon, Daniel hath seen a dream, an 
the visions of his head on his bed, then the 
dream he hath written, the chief of the things 
he hath said. *Answered hatn Daniel and 
said, ‘1 was seeing in my vision by night, and 
lo, the four winds of the heavens are coming 
forth to the great sea; 3 and four great beasts 
are coming up from the sea, diverse one from 
another. 4 The first is ike a lion, and it hath 
an eagle’s wings. I was seeing till that its 
Wings have been plucked, and it hath been 
lifted up from the earth, and on feet as a man 
it hath been caused to stand, and a heart of 
man is given toit. °° And lo, another beast, a 
second, hike toa bear, andtothesame authority 
it hath been raised, and three ribs ave in its 
mouth, between its teeth, and thus they are 
saying to it, Rise, consume inuch flesh. 

6° After this I was seeing, and lo, another 
like a leopard, and it hath four wings of a fowl] 
on its back, and four heads hath the beast, 
and dominion is given to it. 

7 © After this I was seeing in the visions of 
the night, and lo, a fourth beast, terrible and 
fearful, and exceedingly strong; and it hath 
iron tceth very great, it hath consumed, yea, 
it doth break small, and the remnant with its 
feet it hath trampled ; and it is diverse from 
wll the beasts that are before it; and it hath 
ten horns. 

8“f was considering about the horns, and lo, 
another horn, a little one, hath come up be- 
tween them, and three of the first horns have 
been eradicated from before it, and lo, eyes 
as the eyes of man are in this horn, anda 
mouth speaking great things. 

**T was seeing till that thrones have been 
thrown down, and the Ancient of Days is 
seated, His garment as snow is white, and 
the hair of his head is as pure wool, His throne 
flames of fire, its wheels burning fire. 1° A 
flood of fire is procceding and coming forth 
from before Him, a thousand thousands do 
serve Him, and a myriad of myriads before 
Him do rise up, the Judge is seated, and the 
hooks have been opened. 

“Twas seeing, then, because of the voice 
of the great wortls that the horn is speaking 
I was seeing till that the beast is slain, and 
his body hath been destroyed, and given to 
the burning fire; 12 and the rest of the beasts 
have caused their HouDTIeR to pass away, and 
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a prolongation in life is given to them, till a 
season and a time. 

13 7 was seeing in the visions of the night, 
and lo, with the clouds of the heavens as a 
son of man was one coming, and unto the An- 
cient of Days he hath come, and before Him 
they have brought him near. ™And to him 
is given dominion, and glory, and a kingdom, 
and all peoples, nations, and languages do 
serve him, his dominion is a dominion age- 
during, that passeth not away, and his king- 
dom that which is not destroyed. 

15*Pjereed hath been my spirit—I, Daniel— 
in the midst of the sheath, and the visions of 
my head trouble me ; }*I have drawn near un- 
to one of those standing, and the certainty I 
seek from him of all this; and he hath said to 
me, yea, the interpretation of the things he 
hath eaused me to know: 

17*'These great beasts, that are four, are 
four kings, they rise up from the earth; *8and 
receive the kingdom do the saints of the Most 
High, and they strengthen the kingdom unto 
the age, even unto the age of the ages. 

19 Then 1 wished for certainty concerning 
the fourth beast, that was diverse from them 
all, fearful exceedingly ; its teeth of iron, and 
its nails of brass, it hath devoured, it doth 
break small, and the remnant with its feet it 
hath trampled; *¥and concerning the ten 
horns that are in its heads, and of the other 
that came up, and before which three have 
fallen, even of that horn that hath eyes, and 
a mouth speaking great things, and whose ap- 
pearance is great above its companions. __ 

"1°Y was seeing, and this horn is making 
war with the saints, and hath prevailed over 
them, ** till that the Ancient of Days hath 
come, and judgment is given to the saints of 
the Most aie and the time hath come, aud 
the saints have strengthened the kingdom. 

«Thus he said: The fourth beast. is the 
fourth kingdom in the earth, that is diverse 
from all kingdoms, and it consumeth all the 
earth, and treadeth it down, and breaketh it 
small. *4And the ten horns ont of the king- 
dom ave ten kings, they rise, and another doth 
rise after them, and it is diverse from the for- 
mer, and three kings ithumbleth ; * and words 
as an adversary of the Most High it doth 
speak, and the saints of the Most High it doth 
wear out, andit hopeth to change seasons and 
law; aud they are given into its hand, till a 
time, and times, and a division of a time. 

*6* And the Judge is seated, and its do- 
minion they cause to pass away, to_ cut off, 
and to destroy—unto the end; *7 and the king- 
dom, and the dominion, even the greatness of 
the kingdom under the whole heavens, is 
miven to the people—the saints of the Most 
High, His,kingdom is a kingdom age-during, 
aud all dominions do serve and obey Him. 

*8* Witherto is the end of the matter. I, 
Daniel, greatly do ny thoughts tronble me, 
and iny countenance is changed on me, and 
the matter in my heart I have kept. 


VII. 2“ IN the third year of the reign of 
Belshazzar the king, a vision hath appeared 
unto me—lL Daniel—after that which had ap- 
peared unto ine 9 the beginuing. ? And I s¢e 
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in a vision, and it cometh to pass, in my see- 
ing, and I amin Shushan the palace that is 
in Elam the province, and I seein a vision, 
and I have been by the stream Ulai. 3? And 
i hift up mine eyes, and look, and lo, a certain 
ram is standing before the stream, and it hath 
two horns, and the two horns are high; and 
the one is higher than the other, and the high 
one is coming up last. +1 have seen the 
ram pushing westward, aud northward, and 
southward, and no living creatures do stand 
before it, and there is none delivering out of 
its hand, and it hath done according to its 
pleasure, and hath exerted itself. 

5° And I have been considering, and lo, a 
young he-goat hath come from the west, over 
the face of the whole earth, whom none is 
touching in the earth; as to the young he- 
goat, a conspicuous horn is between its eyes. 
6 And it cometh unto the ram possessing the 
two horns, that I had seen standing before the 
stream, and runneth unto it in the fury of its 
power. ‘And I have seen it coming near the 
ram, and it becometh embittered at it, and 
smiteth the ram, and breaketh its two horns, 
and there hath been no power in the ram to 
stand before it, and it casteth it to the earth, 
and trampleth it down, and there hath been 
no deliverer to the ram out of its power. 

8“ And the young he-goat hath exerted it- 
self very much, and when it is strong, broken 
hath been the great horn; and come up doth 
a vision of four in its place, at the four winds 
oftheheaveus. 9 And from the one of themcome 
forth hath a little horn, and it exerteth itself 
greatly toward the south, and toward the 
east, and toward the beauteous land ; 1’ yea, 
it exerteth unto the host of the heavens, and 
causeth to fall to the earth of the host, and of 
the stars, and trampleth them down. ! And 
unto the prince of the host it exerteth itself, 
and by it taken away hath been the continual 
sacrifice, and thrown down the base of his 
sanctuary. }* And the host is given up, with 
the continual sacrifice, through transgression, 
and it throweth dowu truth to the earth, and 
it hath worked, and prospered. 

13 * And | hear a certain holy one speaking, 
and a certain holy one saith to the wonderful 
numberer who is speaking: Till when is the 
vision of the continual sacrifice, and of the 
transgression, an astonishment, to make both 
sanctuary and host a treading down? And 
he saith unto me, Till evening—morning two 
thousand and three hundred, then is the holy 
place declared right. 

15 * And it cometh to pass in my seeing—I, 
Daniel—the vision, Tae require understand- 
ing, and lo, standing over-against me is as the 
appearance of a mighty one. 1 And J hear a 
voice of man between the banks of Ulai, and 
he calleth and saith: Gabriel, cause this one 
tounderstand the appearance. 1” And he com- 
eth in near my station, and at his coming in [ 
have been afraid, and I fall on my face, and 
he saith unto me: Understand, son of man, 
for at the time of the end isthe vision. 1 And 
in his speaking with me, I have been in a 
trance on my face, on the earth; aud he com- 
eth against me, and causeth me to stand on 
my station, **and saith: Lo, 1—1 am causing 
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thee to know that which is in the latter end 
of the indignation; for, at the appointed time 
is the end. 

*0 “The ram that thou hast seen possessing 
two horns, are the kings of Media and Persia. 
21 And the young he-goat, the hairy one, is the 
king of Javan; and the great horn that is be- 
tween its eyes is the first king; *2and that 
being broken, stand up do four in its place, 
four kingdoms from the nation do stand up, 
and not in its power. 

*3 * And in the latter end of their kingdom, 
about the perfecting of the transgressors, stand 
up doth a king, fierce of face, and understand- 
ing hidden things; *4 and his power hath been 
mighty, and not by his own power; and won- 
derful things he destroyeth, and he hath pros- 
pered, and wrought, and destroyed mighty 
ones, and the people of the Holy Ones. 

2° * And by his understanding he hath also 
caused deceit to prosper in his hand, and in 
his heart he exerteth himself, and by ease‘he 
destroyeth many; and against the prince of 
Ben ces he standeth—and without hand he is 

roken. *6 And the appearance of the evening 
and of the morning, that is told, is true; and 
peace thou the vision, for i¢ is after many 

ays. 

_” And I, Daniel, have been, yea, I became 
sick for days, and I rise, and do the king’s 
work, and am astonished at the appearance, 
and there is none understanding. 


IX. 1IN the first year of Darius, son of 
Ahasuerus, of the seed of the Medes, who hath 
been made king over the kingdom of the Chal- 
deans, ?in the first year of his reign, I, Daniel, 
have understood by books the number of the 
years, (in that a word of Jehovah hath been 
unto Jeremiah the prophet,) concerning the 
fulfilling of the wastes of Jerusalem—sevent 
years; 3 and [ set my face unto the Lord God, 
to seek by prayer and supplications, with fast- 
lug, and sackcloth, and ashes. 

And I pray to Jehovah my God, and con- 
fess, and say: ‘I beseech Thee, O Lord God, 
the great and the fearful, keeping the cove- 
nant and the kindness to those loving Him, 
and to those keeping His commands; ®°we 
have sinned, and done perversely, and done 
wickedly, and rebelled, to turn aside from Thy 
commands, and from Thy judgments: ®and we 
have not hearkened unto Thy servants. the 
prophets, who have spoken in Thy name unto 
our kings, our heads, and our fathers, and to 
all the people of the land. 

7*°To Thee, O Lord, is the righteousness, 
and to us the shame of face, as at this day, to 
the men of Judah, and to the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, and to all Israel, who are near, 
and who are far off, in all the lands whither 
Thou hast driven them, in their‘trespass that 
they have trespassed against Thee. 

8* QO Lord, to us is the shame of tace, to our 
kings, to our heads, and to our fathers, in that 
we have sinned against Thee. 

¥<Jo the Lord our God are the mercies and 
the forgivenesses, for we have rebelled against 
Him, and have not hearkened to the voice 
of Jehovah our God, to walk in His laws, that 
He hath set before ual the hand of His ser- 
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vants the prophets; “and all Israel have 
transgressed Thy law, to turn aside so as not 
to hearken to Thy voice; and poured on us is 
the execration, and the oath, that is written 
in the law of Moses, servant of God, because 
we have sinned against Him. 

12¢ And He confirmeth His words that He 
hath spoken against us, and against our judges 
who have judged us, to bring 1n npon us great 
evil, in that it hath not been done under the 
whole heavens as it hath been done in Jeru- 
salem, as itis written in the law of Moses, 
all this evil hath come upon us, and we have 
not é Dieieee the face of Jehovah our God to 
turn back from our iniquities, and to act wise- 
ly in Thy truth. 14 And Jehovah doth watch 
for the evil, and bringeth it upon us, for nghte- 
ous is Jehovah our God concerning all His 
works that He hath done, and we nave not 
hearkened to His voice. 2 And now, O Lord 
our God, who hast brought forth Thy people 
from the land of Egypt by a strong hand, and 
dost make for Thee a name as at this day, we 
have sinned, we have done wickedly. 

16°Q Lord, according to all Thy righteous 
acts, let turn back, I pray Thee, Thine anger 
and Thy fury from Thy city Jerusalem, Thy 
holy mount, for by our sins, and by the im- 
quities of our fathers, Jerusalem and Thy 
people arefor a reproach to all our neighbours; 

7and now, hearken, O our God, unto the 
prayer of Thy servant, and unto his supplica- 
tions, and cause Thy face to shine on Thy 
pee, that is desolate, for the Lord’s 
sake. 

18 “Incline, O my God, Thine ear, and hear, 
open Thine eyesand sec our desolations,and the 
city on which Thy name is called; for not for 
our righteous acts are we causing our suppli- 
cations to fall before Thee, but for Thy mer- 
cies that ave many. *9O Lord, hear, O Lord, 
forgive; O Lord, attend and do; do not delay, 
for Thine own sake, O my God, for Thy name 
is called on Thy city, and on Thy people.’ 

20 And while I am speaking, and praying, 
and confessing my sin, aud the sin of my peo- 
Pie Israel, and causing my supplication to fall 

efore Jehovah my God, for the holy mount 
of my God, *!yea, while I am speaking in 
prayer, then that one Gabriel, whoin | had 
seen in vision at the commencement, being 
caused to fly swiftly, is coming unto me at the 
time of the evening present. 

*2 And he giveth understanding, and speak- 
eth with me, and saith, ‘O Daniel, now Ihave 
come forth to cause thee to consider under- 
standing wisely; “at the commencement of ee 
supplications al the word come forth, an 
I have come to declare it, for thou art greatly 
desired, and understand thou concerning the 
matter, and consider concerning the appear- 
ance. 

24‘Seventy weeks are determined for thy 
people, and for thy holy city, to shut up the 
transgression, and to scal up sins, and to 
cover iniquity, and to bring in rightcousness 
age-during, and to seal up vision and prophet, 
and to anoint the holy of holies. “ And thou 
dost know, and dost consider wisely, from the 
roing forth of the word to restore and to build 
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weeks, and sixty and two weeks: the broad 
place hath been built again, and the rampart, 
even in the distress of the times. **And 
after the sixty and two weeks, cut off is Mes- 
siah, and the city and the holy place are not 
his, the Leader who hath come doth destroy 
the people; and its end is with a flood, and 
til] the end is war, determined are desolations. 
*7 And he hath strengthened a covenant with 
many—one week, and in the midst of the week 
he causeth sacrifice and present to cease, and 
by the wing of abominations he is making 
desolate, even till the consummation, and 
that which is determined is poured on the 
desolate one.’ 


X. JIN the third year of Cyrus king of 

Persia, a thing is revealed to Daniel, whose 
name is called Belteshazzar, and the thing is 
true, and the warfare is great: and he hath 
understood the thing, and hath understanding 
about the appearance. 
_ **In those days, I, Daniel, have been monurn- 
ing three weeks of days; ?desirable bread I 
have not eaten, and flesh and wine hath not 
come in unto my mouth, and I have not an- 
ointed myself at all, till the completion of 
three weeks of days. 

4* And in the twenty and fourth day of the 
first month, 1 have been by the side of the 
great river, that is Hiddekel: Sand I lift up 
mine eyes, and look, and lo, a certain one 
clothed in linen, and his loins girt with pure 
gold of Uphaz, ® and his body as a beryl, and 
his face as the appearance of lightning, and 
his eyes as lamps of fire, and his arms and 
his feet as the aspect of bright brass, and 
He voice of his words as the voice of a multi- 

ude. 

7*And 1 have seen—IL, Daniel, by ny 
the appearance: and the men who have been 
with me have not seen the appearance, but a 
great trembling hath fallen on them, and they 
tlee to be hidden; %and I have been left b 
myself, and I see this great appearance, an 
there hath been no power left in me, and iy 
honour hath been turned in me to corruption, 
yea, [ have not retained power. 

9*And I hear the voice of his words, and 
when ‘I hear the voice of his words, then I 
have been in a trance on my face, and ny 
face is to the earth; !°and lo, a hand hath 
come against me, and shaketh me on my knees 
and the palms of my hands. 

u‘And he saith unto me: Daniel, man 
greatly desired, attend to the words that Lam 
speaking unto thee, and stand on thy station, 
for now I have been sent unto thee. 

‘And when he speaketh with me this word, 
I have stood trembling. 3° And he saith unto 
me: Do not fear, Daniel, for from the first da 
that thou didst give thy heart to wudersbenel 
and to humble thyself before thy God, thy 
words have been heard, and 1 have come be- 
cause of thy words. 

13* And the head of the kingdom of Persia 
is standing over-against me twenty and one 
days, and lo, Michael, first of the chief heads 
hath come in to help me, and | have remainec 
there near the kings of Persia; 14 and I have 
come to cause thee to understand that which 
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doth happen to thy people in the latter end of 
the days, for yet rik vision is after days. 

1 * And when he speaketh with me about 
these things, I have set my face toward the 
earth, and have been silent; ‘*and lo, as the 
manuer of thesonsof men, heis striking against 
my lips, and I open my mouth, and I speak, 
aud say unto him whois standing over-against 
me: My lord, by the appearance turned have 
been my pangs against me, and I have re- 
tained no power. 1” And how is the servant 
of this my lord able to speak with this m 
lord? as for me, henceforth there remainet 
iu me no power, yea, breath hath not been 
left in me. 

18 “ And he addeth, and striketh against me, 
as the appearanze of a man, and strengthen- 
eth me, and he saith: Do not fear, O man 
greatly desired, peace to thee, be strong, yea, 
be strong; and when he speaketh with me, I 
have strengthened myself, and I say, Let my 
lord speak, for thou hast strengthened me. 
*0 And he saith, Hast thou known why I have 
cume unto thee? and now I turn back to fight 
with tie head of Persia; yea, I am going forth, 
and lo, the head of Javan hath come; * but 
I declare to thee that which is noted down in 
the Writing of Truth, and there is not one 
ttrengthening himself with me, concerming 
these, except Michael your head. 


AIT. 1SAND J, in the first year of Darius 
the Mede, my standing is for a strengthener, 
and for astronghold to him; ? and, now, truth 
I declare to thee, Lo, yet three kings are 
standing for Persia, and the fourth doth be- 
come far richer than all, and according to his 
strength by his riches he stirreth up the whole, 
with the kingdom of Javan. * And a mighty 
king hath stood, and he hath ruled a great do- 
minion, and hath done according to his will;

13 * And the king of the north hath turned 
back, and hath caused a multitude to stand, 
greater than the first, and at the end of the 
times a second time he doth certainly come in 
with a great force, and with,much substance; 
14 and in those times many do stand up against 
the king of the south, and sonsof thedestroyers 
of thy people do lift themselves up to estab- 
lish the vision—and they have stumbled. 

19° And the king of the north cometh in, and 
poureth outa mount, and hath captured fenced 
cities ; and the arms of the south do not stand, 
nor the people of his choice, yea, there is no 
power to stand. 16Andhe who is coming un- 
to him doth according to his will, and thereis 
none pias beforehim; and he standeth im 
the desirable land, and i¢ is wholly in his hand, 
17 And he setteth his face to go in with the 
strength of his whole kingdom, and upright 
ones with him; and he hath wrought, and 
the daughter of women he giveth to him, to 
corrupt her; and she doth not stand, nor is for

_ 38 ‘And he turneth back his face to the 
isles, and hath captured many; and a prince 
hath caused his reproach of himself to cease ; 
without his reproach he turneth i¢ back ta 
him. 19 And he turneth back his face to the 
strongholds of his land, and hath stumbled 
and fallen, and is not found. 

*0* And stood up on his station hath one 
causing an exactor to pass over the honour of 
the kingdom, and ina few days he is destroyed, 
and not in anger, nor in battle. 

21 “And stood up on his station hath a des- 
picable one, and they have not given unto 
him the honour of the kingdom, and he hath 
come in quietly, and hath strengthened the 
kingdom by flatteries. °? And the arms of the 
flood are overflowed from before him, and are 
broken ; and also the leader of the covenant. 
*3 And after they join themselves unto him, 
he worketh deceit, and hath increased, and 
hath been strong by a few of the nation. 
*4 Peaceably even into the fertile placcs of the 
province He cometh, and he hath done that 
which his fathers did not, nor his fathers 
fathers; prey, and spoil, and substance, to 
them he scattereth, and against fenced places 
he deviseth his devices, even for a time. 

*3* And he stirreth up his power and his 
heart against the king of the south with a 
great force, and the king of the south stirreth 
himself up to battle with a very great and 
mighty force, and standeth not, for they de- 
vise devices against him, *°and those eating 
his portion of food destroy him, and his force 
overfloweth, and fallen have wiany wounded. 

*7 © And both of the ee hearts ave to do

evil, and at one table they speak les, and it 
doth not prosper, for yet the end is at a time 
appointed. ** And he turneth back ¢o his 
land with great substance, and his heart is 
against the Rolyeovenaat and he hath wrought, 
and turned back to his land. *?

31 And strong ones out of him stand up, and 
have polluted the sanctuary, the stronghold, 
and have turned aside the continual sacrifice, 
and appomted the desolating abomination. 
32 And those acting wickedly against the cove- 
nant, he defileth by flatteries; and the people 
knowing their God are strong, and have 
wrought. %3 And the teachers of the people 
give understanding to many; and they have 
stumbled by swora, and by flame, by capti- 
vity, and by spoil—days. 3!And in their 
stumbling, they are helped—a little help, and 
Joined to them have been many with flatteries. 
> And some of the teachers do stiumble for re- 
fining by them, and for purifying, ‘and for 
making white—till the end of the time, for i¢ 
is yet for a time appointed. 

36 © And the king hath done according to his 
will, and exalteth himself, and magnifieth 
himself against: every god, and against the 
God of gods he speaketh wonderful things, 
and hath prospered till the indignation hath 
been completed, for that which is determined 
hath been done. 37 And unto the God of his 
fathers he doth not attend, nor to the desire 
of women, yea, to any god he doth not attend, 
for against all he magnifieth himself. 33 And 
to the god of strongholds, on his station, he

divinely warned in a dream not to turn back 
unto Herod, through another way they with- 
drew to their own region. 


13 And on their having withdrawn, lo, ames 
senger of the Lord doth appear in a dream to 
Joseph, saying, ‘ Having risen, take the child 
and his mother, and flee to Egypt, and be thou 
there till I ay speak to thee, for Herod is 
about to seek the child to destroy him.’ 

14 And he, having risen, took the child and 
his mother by night, and withdrew to Egypt, 
sand he was there till the death of Herod, 
that it might be fulfilled that was spoken by 
the Lord through the prophet saying, ‘Out 
of Egypt I did call My Son.’ 

16 hen Herod, having seen that he was de- 
ceived by the mages, was very wroth, and 
having sent forth, he ‘slew all the male child- 
ren in Beth-Lehem, and in all its borders, 
from two years and under, according to the 
time that he inquired exactly from the mages. 

7 Then was fulfilled that which was spoxen 
by Jeremiah the prou net, saying, 18‘ A voice

in Ramah was heard—lamentation and weep- 
ing and much mourning—Rachel weeping for 
her children, and she would not be comforted 
beeause they are not.’ 


19 And Herod having died, lo, a messenger 
of the Lord in a dream doth appear to Joseph 
in Egypt, 2°saying, ‘ Having risen, take the 
child and his mother, and be going to the land 
of Israel, for they have died—those seeking the 
life of the child.’ 

21 And he, having risen, took the child and 
his mother, and came to the land of Israel, 
22 and having heard that Archelaus doth reign 
over Judea instead of Herod his father, he 
was afraid to_go thither, and having been di- 
vinely warned ina dream, he withdrew to the 
parts of Galilee, 22 and coming, he dwelt ina 
city named Nazareth, that it might be fulfilled 
that was spoken through the prophets, that 
‘A Nazarene he shall be called.’ 


III. 1} AND in those days cometh John the 
Baptist, proclaiming in the wilderness of 
Judea, 2and saying, ‘Reform, for come nigh 
hath the reign of the heavens,’ 3 for this is he 
who was spoken of by Isaiah the prophet, 
saying, ‘A voice of one crying in the wilder- 
ness, Prepare ye the way ot the Lord, straight 
make ye His paths.’ 

4 And this John had his clothing of eamel’s 
hair, and a girdle of skin round his loins, and 
ae agen ment was locusts and honey of the 

eld. 

6Then were going forth unto him Jeru- 
salem, and all Judea, and all the region round 
about the Jordan, and they were baptized 
in the Jordan by him, confessing their sins. 


7 And having seen many of the Pharisees 
and Sadducees coming about his baptism, he 
said to them, ‘Brood of vipers! who did shew 
you to flee from the coming wrath ? 8 bear, 
therefore, fruits worthy of the reformation, 
and do not think to say in yourselves, A 
father we have—Abraham, for I say to you, 
that God is able out of these stones to raise 
children to Abraham, !° and now also, the axe 
unto the root of the trees is laid, every tree 
therefore not bearing good fruit is hewn down, 
and to fire is cast. 

11°] indeed do baptize you with water to

13 Then cometh Jesus from Galilee upon the 
Jordan, unto John to be baptized by him, 4 but 
John was forbidding him, saying, ‘I have need 
by thee to be baptized—and thou dostcome un- 
to me!’ But Jesus answering said to him, 
‘Suffer now, forthus it is becoming to us to ful- 
fil all righteousness,’ then he doth suffer him. 

16 And having been baptized, Jesus went 
up immediately from the water, and lo, open- 
ed to him were the heavens, and he saw tho 
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Christ's temptation. 


Spirit of God descending as a dove, and com- 
ing upon him, and lo, a voice out of the 
heavens, saying, ‘This is My Son—the Be- 
loved, in whom I did delight.’ 


TV. !} THEN Jesus was led up to the wilder- 
ness by the Spirit, to be tempted by the Devil, 
* and having fasted forty days and forty nights, 
afterwards he did hunger. 

3 And the Tempter having come to him 
said, ‘If Son thou art of God—speak that 
these stones may become loaves.’ 4 But he 
answering said, ‘It hath been written, Not 
upon bread alone doth man live, but upon 
every word coming forth from the mouth of

_> Then doth the Devil take him to the holy 
city, and doth set him on the pinnacle of the

Then doth the Devil leave him, and ,lo, 
pages came and were ministering to 
im. 


12 And Jesus having heard that John was 
delivered up, did withdraw to Gahlee, and 
having left Nazareth, having come, he dwelt 
at Capernaum that 1s by the sea, in the bor- 
ders of Zebulun and Naphtalim, “that it 
might be fulfilled that was spoken ‘through 
Isaiah the prophet, saying, 5 ‘Land of Zebu- 
lun and land of Naphtali, way of the sea, be- 
yond the Jordan, Galilee of the vations !— 
16 the people that is sitting in darkness saw 
a great light, and to those sitting in a region 
and shadow of death—light arose to them.’ 

17 From that time began Jesus to proclaim 
and to say, ‘Reform ye, for come nigh hath 
the reign of the heavens.’ 


18 And Jesus, walking by the sea of Galilee 
saw two brothers, Simon named Peter and 
Andrew his brother, casting a drag into the sea 
—forthey were fishers—!%and he saith to them, 
‘Come ye after me, and I will make you fish- 
ers of men,’ “and they, immediately, having 
left the nets, did follow him. 

- 21 And having advanced thence, he saw other 
two brothers, James of Zebedee, and John 
his brother, in the boat with Zebedee their 
father, refitting their nets, and he called them, 
22 and they, immediately, having left the boat 
and their father, did fallen him. 


23 And Jesus was going about all Galileo 
teaching in their synagogues, and proclaim-

ing the good news of the reign, and healing 
every disease, and every malady among the 
people, *4and his fame went forth to all Syria, 
and they brought to him all having ailments, 
pressed with manifold sicknesses and pains, 
and demoniacs, and lunatics, and peraleicd 
and he healed them. 

* And there followed him many multitudes 
from Galilee, and Decapolis, and Jerusalem, 
and Judea, and beyond the Jordan. 


V. 1} AND having seen the multitudes, he 
went up to the mount, and he having sat 
down, his disciples came to him, ? and hav- 
ing opened his mouth, he was teaching them,

13° Ye are the salt of the land, but if the 
salt may lose savour, in what shall it be 
salted? for nothing is it good henceforth, ex- 
cept to be cast without, and to be trodden 
down by men. 

14° Ye are the light of the world, a city set 
upon a mount is not able to be hid; nor do 
they light a lamp, and put it under the mea- 
sure, but on the lamp-stand, and it shineth 
to all those in the house; !so let your light 
shine before men, that they may see your 
good works, and may glorify your Father who 
7s in the heavens. 


7 “Po not mu Dobe that I came to throw 
down the law or the prophets—I did not come 
to throw down, but to fulfil; 18 for, verily I 
say to you, till that the heaven and the earth 
may pass away, one iota or one tittle may not 
pass away from the law, till that all may 
come to pass. 

19* Whoever therefore may loose one of 
these commands—the least—and inay teach 
men so, least he shall be called in the 
reign of the heavens, but whoever may do 
and may teach them, he shall be called great 
in the reign of the heavens. 

*0 ‘For | say to you, that if your righteous- 
ness may not abound above that of the suribes 
and Pharisees, ye may not enter to the reign 
of the heavens.

"1° Ye heard that it was said to the an- 
cients: Thou shalt not kill, and whoever 
may kill shall be in danger of the judgment; 
but I—I say to you, that every one who 
} at his brother without cause, shall 
be in danger of the judgment, and whoever 
may say to his brother, Empty fellow! shall 
be in danger of the sanhedrim, and whoever 
may say, Rebel! shail be in danger of the 
gehenna of the fire. 

3° Tf, therefore, thou mayest bring thy gift 
to the altar, and there mayest remember that 
thy brother hath anything against thee, 
4 leave there thy gift before the altar, aud go 
—first be reconciled to thy brother, and then 
having come bring thy gift. 

*> ‘Be agreeing with thy BEnOH Sey uickly, 
while thou art in the way with him, that the 
apron may not deliver thee to the judge, 
aad the judge may deliver thee to the officer, 
and to prison thon mayest be casi, “° verily I 
say to thee, thou mayest not come forth thence 
till that thou mayest pay the last farthing. 

27 * Ye heard that it was said to the ancients: 
Thou shalt not commit adultery; *8 but I-—I 
say to you, that every one who is looking on 
a woman to desire her, did already commit 
adultery with her in his heart. 

*9* But, if thy right eye doth cause thee to 
stumble, pluck it out and cast from thee, for 
it is good to thee that one of thy members 
may perish, and not thy whole body be cast 
to ge enna. 

3° * Ard, if thy right hand doth cause thee 
to stumble, cut it off, and cast from thee, for 
it is good to thee that one of thy members 
may perish, and not thy whole body be cast 
to gehenna, ‘ 

31° And it was said, That whoever may 
put away his wife, let him give to her a writ- 
ing of divorce; *? but I—I say to you, that 
whoever pay put away his wite, save for the 
matter of whoredom, doth make her to com- 
mit adultery; and whoever may REY her 
who hath been put away doth commit adultery. 


33 * Again, ye heard that it was said to the 
ancients: Thou shalt not swear falsely, but 
thou shalt pay to the Lord thine oaths; 
34 but I—I say to you, not to swear at all; 
neither by the heaven, because it is the throne 
of God, * nor by the earth, because it is 
His footstool, nor by Jerusalem, because it is 
a city of a great king, 9 nor by thy head may- 
est thou swear, because thou art not able one 
hair to make white or black; >” but let your 
word be, Yes, Yes, No, No, and that which is 
more than these is of the evil. 

38“ Ye heard that it was said: Eye for eye, 
and tooth for tooth; 99> but I—I say to you, 
not to resist the evil, but whoever shall slap 
thee on thy right cheek, turn to him aiso the 
other; “and whoever is willing to take thee to 
law, and thy coat to take—suffer to him also 
the cloak. 

41¢And whoever shall impress thee one 
mile, go with him two, “to him who is ask- 
ing of thee be giving, and him who is willing 
to borrow from thee thon mayest not turn 


away. ; 
8*Ve heard that ie said: Thou shalt

love thy neighbour, and shalt hate thine 
enemy ; 4 but I—I say to you, Love your ene- 
mies, bless those cursing you, do good to those 
hating you, and pray for those accusing you 
falsely, and persecuting you, * that ye may be 
sons of your Father in the heavens, becruse 
His sun He doth cause to rise on evil and 
good, and He doth send rain on righteous and 
unrighteous. 

48 “For, if ye may love those loving you, 
what reward have ye? do not also the tax- 
gatherers the same? ‘7and if ye may salute 
your brethren only, what do ye abundant? 
do not also the tax-gatherers so? “ye shall 
therefore be perfect, as your Father who is in 
the heavens is perfect. 


VI. !} ‘TAKE heed your kindness not to do 
before men, to be seen by them, and if not— 
reward ye have not from your Father who is 
in the heavens; * whenever, therefore, thou 
mayest do kindness, thou mayest not sound a 
trumpet before thee as the hypocrites do, in 
the synagogues, and in the streets, that they 
may have glory from men; verily I say to you 
—they have their reward! 

3 ‘But thou, doing kindness, let not thy left 
hand know what thy right hand doth, 4 that 
thy kindness may be in secret, and thy Father 
who is seeing in secret Himself shal) reward 
thee manifestly. 

5° And when thou mayest pray, thou shalt 
not be as the hypocrites, because they lovein 
the synagozues, and in the corners of the broad 
places—standing—to pray, that they may be 
geen of men; verily I say to you, that they have 
their reward. 

6*But thou, when thou mayest pray, go in- 
to thy chamber, and having shut thy door, 

ray to thy Father who is in secret, and th 
ather who is seeing in secret, shall rewar 
thee manifestly. 

7* And—praying—ye may not use vain re- 
petitions like the nations, for they think that 
in their much speaking they shall be heard, 
8be ye not therefore like to them, for your 
Father doth know those things that ye have 
need of before your asking him ; 9 thus there- 
fore pray ye: 

‘Our Father who a7vt in the heavens! hal- 
lowed be Thy name. 

10*°Thy reign come: Thy will come to pass, 
as in heaven also on the earth. 

11 * Our appointed bread give us to-day. 

12 * And forgive us our debts, as also we for- 
give our debtors. 

13 * And mayest Thou not lead us to tempta- 
tion, but deliver us from the evil, because 
Thine is the reign, and the power, and the 
glory—to the ages. Amen. 

14¢ For, if ye may forgive men their tres- 
passes He also will forgive you—your Father 
who is in the heavens; ’butif ye may not 
forgive men their trespasses, neither will your 
Father forgive your trespasses. 


16* And when ye may fast, be ye not as the 
hypocrites, of sour countenanccs, for they dis- 
tigure their faces, that they may appear to 
men fasting; verily I say to you, that they 
have their reward. 
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7*But thou, fasting, anoint thy head, 
and wash thy face, !¥that thou mayest not 
eles to men fasting, but to thy Father 
who is in seeret, and thy Father, who is seeing 
in secret, shall reward thee manifestly. 

19 “Treasure not up to yourselves treasures 
on the earth, where moth and rust disfigure, 
and where thieves break through and steal, 
*°but treasure up to yourselves treasures in 
heaven, where neither moth nor rust doth 
disfigure, and where thieves do not break 
through nor steal, *! for where your treasure 
is, there will be also your heart. 

22 *The lamp of the body is the eye, if, 
therefore, thine eye may be perfect, all thy 
body shall be enlightened, * but if thine eye 
may be evil, all thy body shall be dark; if, 
therefore, the light that ¢s in thee is darkness 
—the darkness, how great! 

4 ‘None is able to serve two lords, for 
either he will hate the one and love the 
other, or he will hold to the one, and de- 
spise the other; ye are not able to serve God 
and Mammon. 

“> * Because of this I say to you, be not 
anxious for your life, what ye may eat, and 
what ye may drink, nor for your body, what 
ye may put on. Is not the life more than 
the nourishment, and the body than the 
clothing? *Flook to the fowls of the heaven, 
for they do not sow, nor reap, nor gather 
into storehouses, and your heavenly Father 
doth nourish them; are not ye much better 
than rete 

27 * And who of you, being anxious, is able 
to add to his age one cnbit? % and about 
clothing why are ye anxious? consider well 
the lilies of the field; how do they grow? 
they do not labour, nor do they spin; * and I 
say to you, that not even Solomon in all his 
glory was arrayed as one of these. 

30* And if the herb of the field, that to- 
day is, and to-morrow is cast to the furnace, 
God doth so clothe—not much more you, O 
ye of little faith? *!therefore ye may not 
ye anxious, saying, What may we eat? or, 
What may we drink? or, What may we 
put round? ®*for all these do the nations 
seek for, for your peaventy Father doth know 
that ye have need of all these; *3 but seek 
ye tirst the reign of God and His righteous- 
ness, and all these shall be added to you. 
34 Be not therefore anxious for the morrow, 
for the morrow shall be anxious for its own 
things; sufficient for the day is the evil of it. 


VII. 1‘ JUDGE not, that ye may not be 
judged, *for in what judgment ye judge, ye 
shall be judged, and in what measure ye mea- 
sure, it shall be measured to you. 

3“And why dost thou behold the mote 
that is in thy brother’s eye, and the beam 
that ig in thine own eye dost not consider? 
tor, how wilt thou say to ty brother, Suffer 
I may cast out the mote from thine eye, 
and lo, the beam is in thine own eye? § 
pocrite, cast out first the beam out of thine 
own eye, and then thou shalt see clearly to 
cast out the mote out of thy brother's eye. 

6 ‘Ye may not give that whieh is holy to the 
dogs, nor cast your pearls before the swine,

that they may not trample them among their 
feet, and having turned—may rend you. 

7 * Ask, and it shall be given to you; seek, 
and ye shall find; eock. and it shall be 
opened to you; ®for every one who is asking 
doth receive, and he who is seeking doth 
find, and to him who is knocking it shall be 
opened. 

9*Or what man is of you, of whom, if his 
son may ask a loaf—a stone will he present to 
him? and if a fish he may ask—a serpent 
will he present to him? "if, therefore, ye be- 
ing evil, have known good gifts to give to 
your children, how much more shall your 

ather who is in the heavens give good things 
to those asking Him? 

12° All things, therefore, whatever ye may 
will that men may be doing to you, so also do 
to them, for this is the law and the prophets. 


Go ne in through the strait gate, because 
wide is the gate, and broad the way that is 
leading to the destruction, and many are those 
going in through it; !4 how strait is the gate, 
and compressed the way that is leading tu the 
life, and few are those finding it ! 

19° But, take heed of the false prophets, 
who come unto you in sheep’s clothing, and 
inwardly are ravening wolves. From their 
fruits ye shall know them; do men gather 
from thorns grapes? or from thistles figs? 
‘7so every good tree doth yield good fruits, 
but the bad tree doth yield evil fruits. MBA 
good tree is not able to yield evil fruits, nor 
a bad tree to yield good fruits. 1 Every tree 
not yielding good friut is cnt down and 1s cast 
to fire: *° therefore from their fruits ye shall 
know them. 

*1*Not every one who is saying to me 
Lord, lord, shall come into the reign of the 
heavens; but he who is doing the will of 
my Father who is in the heavens. * Many 
will say to me in that day, Lord, lord, have 
we not in thy name prophesied? and in thy 
name cast ont demons? and in thy name 
done many mighty things? *2 and then [ will 
acknowledge to them, that—I never knew 
you, depart from me ye who are working law- 
essness. 

*4°Therefore, every one who doth hear of 
me these words, and doth do them, I will 
liken him to a wise man who built his house 
upon the rock; “and the rain did descend, 
and the streams came, and the winds blew, 
and they beat on that house, and it fell not, 
for it had been founded on the rock. 

°6* And every one who is hearing of me 
these words, and is not doing them, shall be 
likened to a foolish man who built his house 
upon the sand; *? and the rain did descend, 
and the streams came, and the winds blew, 
and they beat ou that house, and it fell, and 
its fall was great.’ 

*3 And it came to pass, when Jesus ended 
these words, the multitudes were astonished 
at his teaching, *2for he was teaching them 
as having authority, and not as the scribes. 


VIII. } AND when he came down from the 
nount, great multitudes did follow him, “and 
lo, a leper having come, was bowing to him, 
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saying, ‘Sir, if thou art willing, thou art able 
to cleanse me;’ 2and having stretched forth 
the hand, Jesus touched him, sa ing, ‘I will, 
be thou cleansed,’ and jvamedaeein his leprosy 
was cleansed. 

4 And Jesus saith to him, ‘See, thou mayest 
tell no one, but go, thyself shew to the priest, 
and bring the gift that Moses commanded for 
a testimony to them.’

there came to him a centurion calling upor 
him, and sa ig, ‘Sir, my young man hath 
been laid in the house a paralytic, fearfully 
afflicted,’ 7and Jesus saith to him, ‘ 
come, will heal him.’ 

8 And the centurion answering said, ‘Sir, 1 
am not worthy that thou mayest enter under 
my roof, but only say a word, and my servant 
shall be healed; 9 for I also am a man under 
authority, having under myself soldiers, and 
I say to this one, Go, and he goeth, and to 
another, coming, and he cometh, and to 
my servant, Do this, and he doth i¢.’ 

10 And Jesus having heard, did wonder, and 
said to those following, ‘ Verily I say to you, 
not even in Israel so great faith have 1 found; 
Nand 1 say to you, that many from east and 
west shall come and recline (at meat) with 
Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, in the reign 
of the heavens, }2but the sons of the reign 
shall be cast forth to the outer darkness— 
there shall be the weeping and the gnashing 
of the teeth.’ 

13 And Jesus said to the centurion, ‘Co, 
and as thou didst believe let it be to thee;’ 
and his young man was healed in that hour. 

14 And Jesus having come into the house of 
Peter, saw his mother-in-law laid, and fevered, 
and he touched her hand, and the fever left 
her, andshearose, and was ministeringtothem. 

18 And evening having come, they brought 
to him many demoniacs, and he did cast out 
the spirits with a word, and did heal all who 
were ill, 1” that it might be fulfilled that was 
spoken through Isaiah the prophet, saying, 
‘Himself took our infirmities, and the sick- 
nesses he did bear.’ 

18 And Jesus having seen great multitudes 
about him, did command to depart to the 
other side; *%and a certain scnbe having 
come, said to him, ‘Teacher, I will follow 
thee wherever thou mayest go;’ *9 and Jesus 
saith to him, ‘ The foxes have holes, and the 
birds of the heaven places of rest, but the 
on oF Man hath not where he may lay the 

ead.’ 

21 And auother of his disciples said to him, 
‘Sir, permit me first to depart and to_ bury 
my father;’ *2 and Jesus said to him, ‘Follow 
erend suffer the dead to bury their own 

ead.’ 


23 And when he entered into the boat his 
disciples did follow him, *4and lo, a great 
tempest arose in the sea, so that the boat 
was being covered by the waves, but he was 
sleeping, and his disciples having come to 
him, awoke him, saying, ‘Sir, save us; we 
are perishing.’ 

“6 And he saith to them, ‘ Why are ye fear- 
ful, O ye of little ae > ‘Then having risen, 


I, having 
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he rebuked the winds and the sea, and there 
was a great calm; *? and the men wondered, 
saying, ‘ What kind—is this, that even the 
wind and the sea do obey him ?’ 

*8 And he having came to the other side, to 
the region of the Gergesenes, there met him 
two demoniacs, coming forth out of the tombs, 
very tierce, so that no one was able to pass 
over by that way, °°and lo, they cried out, 
saying, ‘ What—to us and to thee, Jesus, Son 
of God? didst thou come hither, before the 
time, to aftlict us ?’ 

80 And there was far off from them a herd 
of many swine feeding, *! and the demons 
were Calling on him, saying, ‘If thou dost 
cast us forth, permit us to go away to the 
herd of the swine;’ 32and he saith to them, 
‘Go.’ And having come forth, they went to 
the herd of the swine, and lo, the whole herd 
of the swine rushed down the steep, to the 
sea, and died in the waters, 33 and those feed- 
ing did flee, and, having gone to the city, they 
declared all, and the matter of the demoniacs. 
34 And lo, all the city came forth to meet 
Jesus, and having seen him, they called on 
him that he might depart from their borders. 


IX. !' AND having gone to the boat, he 
assed over, aud came to his own city, ? and 
o, they were bringing to him a paralytic, 
laid upon a couch, and Jesus having seen their 
faith, said to the paralytic, ‘ Be of good cour- 
age, child, thy sins have been forgiven thee.’ 
3 And lo, certain of the scribes said within 
themselves, ‘This one doth speak evil.’ 4And 
Jesus, having known their thoughts, said, 
‘Why think ve evil in your hearts? 5 for 
which is easier? to say, The sins have been 
forgiven to thee; or to say, Rise, and walk? 

6 «But, that ye may know that the Son of 
Man hath power upon the earth to forgive 
sins—(then saith he to the paralytic)—hav- 
ing risen, take up thy couch, .and go to thy 
house.’ ’ And he, having risen, went to his 
house, § and the multitudes having seen, won- 
dered, and glorified God, who did give such 
power to men. 

?And Jesus passing by thence, saw a man 
sitting at the tax-office, named Matthew, and 
saith to him, ‘ Be following me,’ and he, hav- 
ing risen, did follow him. 

10And it came to pass, he reclining (at 
meat) in the house, that lo, many tax-gather- 
ers and sinners having come, were lying iat 
meat) with Jesus and his disciples, !! and the 
Pharisees having seen, said to his disciples, 
‘Wherefore with the tax-gatherers and sin- 
ners doth your teacher eat ?’ 

12 And Jesus having heard, said to them, 
‘They who are whole have no need of a phy- 
sician, but they who are ill; but having 
gone, learn ye what is, Kindness I will, and 
not sacrifice, for I did not come to call righte- 
ous men, but sinners, to reformation.’ 

4 Then come to him do the disciples of 
John, saying, ‘Wherefore do we and the 
Pharisees fast much, and thy disciples fast 
not? 

15 And Jesus said to them, ‘ Can the sons of 
the bride-chamber mourn, so long as the 
bride-groom is wae cee but days shall 
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come when the bride-groom may be taken 
from them, and then they shall fast. 

16“ And no one doth put a patch of un- 
dressed cloth on an old garment, for its filling 
up doth take from the garment, and a worse 
rent is made. 

7 *Nor do they put new wine into old 
skins, and if not—the skins burst, and the 
wine doth run out, and the skins are de- 
stroyed, but they put new wine into new 
skins, and both are preserved together.’ 

While he is speaking these things to 
them, lo, a ruler having come, was bowing 
to him, saying that ‘My daughter just now 
died, but, having come, lay thy hand upon 
her, and she shall live.’ 

*2 And Jesus having risen, did follow him, 
also his disciples, 2°and lo, a woman hav- 
ing an issue of blood twelve years, having 
come to him behind, did touch the fringe of 

is garments, *!for she said within herself 
wisi only I may touch his garment, I sha 
be saved.’ 2? And Jesus having turned about 
and having seen her, said, ‘Be of goo 
courage, daughter, thy faith hath saved thee,’ 
and the woman was saved from that hour. 

*3 And Jesus having come to the house 
of the ruler, and having seen the minstrels 
and the multitude making tumult, “he saith 
to them, ‘ Withdraw, for the damsel did not 
die, but doth sleep,’ and they were deriding 
him; * but, when the multitude was put 
forth, having gone in, he took hold of her 
hand, and the damsel arose, %and the fame 
of this went forth to all the land. 


27 And Jesns passing on thence, two blind 
men followed hi ing and saying, ‘ Deal 
kindly with us, So of David.’ * And he 
having come to the house, the blind men 
came to him, and Jesus saith to them, ‘ Be- 
lieve ye that Iam able to do this?’ They 
say to him, ‘ Yes, sir.’ 

29 Then touched he their eyes, saying, * Ac- 
cording to your faith let it be to you,’ 39 and 
their eyes were opened, and Jesus strictly 
charged them, saying, ‘See, let no one know ;’ 
31 but they, having gone forth, did spread his 
fame in all that land. 

32 And as they are coming forth, lo, they 
brought to him a man dumb, a demoniac, 
33and the demon having been cast out, the 
dumb spake, and the multitude did wonder, 
saylng Wat ‘It was never so seen in Israel:’ 
34but the Pharisces said, ‘ By the ruler of the 
demons he doth cast out the demons.’ 

3 And Jesus was going up and down all 
the cities and the villages, teaching in their 
synagogues, and Se pape the good news 
of the reign, and healing every sickness and 
every malady among the people. 

36 And having seen the multitudes, he was 
inoved with compassion for them, that they 
were faint and cast aside, as sheep not hav- 
ing a shepherd, *’ then saith he to his dis- 
ciples, ‘The harvest indecd is abundant, but 
the workmen few; °3 beseech ye therefore thie 
Lord of the harvest, that he may put forth 
workmen to His harvest.’ 


X 'AND having calicd to him his twelve

disciples, he gave to them power over unclean 
spirits, so as to be casting them out, and to be 
healing every sickness, and every malady. 
*And of the twelve apostles the names are 
these: first, Simon, who is called Peter, and 
Andrew his brother; James of Zebedee, and 
John his brother; 3 Philip, and Bartholomew; 
Thomas, and Matthew the tax-gatherer ; 
James of Alpheus, and Lebbeus who was 
surnamed Thaddeus; 4Simon the Cananite, 
and Judas Iscariot, who did also deliver him 


up. 

5 These twelve did Jesus send forth, having 
given command to them, saying, ‘To the 
way of the nations go not away, and intoa 
city of the Samaritans go not in, and be going 
rather unto the lest sheep of the house of 
Israel. 

7* And, going on, proclaim saying that, the 
reign of the heavens hath come nigh; 8 infirm 
ones be healing, lepers be cleansing, dead be 
raising, demons be casting out—freely ye did 
receive, freely give. 

®* Provide not gold, nor silver, nor brass in 
your girdles, 1° no scrip for the way, nor two 
coats, nor sandals, nor staff—for the workman 
is worthy of his nourishment. 

Nl * And into whatever city or village ye ma 
enter, inquire ye who in it is worthy, an 
there Ane till ye may go forth. "And 
coming to the house salute it, }2 and if indeed 
the house be worthy, let your peace come up- 
on it; and if it be not worthy, let your peace 
turn back to you. 

14° And whoever may not receive you nor 
hear your words, coming forth from that house 
or city, shake off the dust of your feet, verily 
I say to you, It shall be more tolerable for 
the land of Sodom and Gomorrah in the day 
of judgment than for that city. 


f 16*T.9, I do send you forth as sheep in the 
midst of wolves, be ye therefore wise as the 
serpents, and simple as the doves. 1” And, 
take ye heed of men, for they will give you 
up to sanhedrims, and in their synagogues 
they will scourge ea 18and before governors 
aud kings ye shall be brought for my sake, 
for a testimony to them and to the nations. 

19 “ And whenever they may deliver you up, 
he not anxious how or what ye may areal 
for it shall be given you in that hour what ye 
shall speak; *’for ye are not the speakers, 
but the Spirit of your Father that is speaking 
in you. 

ae And brother shall deliver ue brother to 
death, and father child, andchildrenshallrise 
upagainst parents, and shall putthem to death, 
2and ye al be hated by all because of m 
name, but he who hath endured to the end, 
he shall be saved. 

33 * And whenever they may persecute you 
in this city, flee to the other, for verily I say 
to you, ye may not have completed the cities 
of Israel till the Son of Man may come. 

“4° A disciple is not above the teacher, nor 
a servant above his lord; * sufficient to the 
disciple that he may be as his teacher, and 
the servant as his lord; if the master of the 
house they did call Beelzeboul, how much 
more those of his household? 
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*6 “Ye may not, therefore, fear them, for 
there is nothing covered, that shall not be re- 
vealed, and hid. that shall not be known; 
*7 that which I tell you in the darkness, speak 
in the light, and that which you hear at the 
ear, proclaim on the house-tops. 

*8* And be not afraid of fate killing the 
body, and are not able to kill the soul, but 
fear rather Him who is able both soul and 
body to destroy in gehenna. 

29“ Are not two sparrows sold for an assar? 

and one of them shall not fall on tne ground 
without your Father; ®°and of you—even the 
hairs of the head are all numbered; #! be not 
therefore afraid, than many sparrows ye are 
better. 
_ 32° Every one, therefore, who shall confess 
in me before men, I also will confess in 
him before my Father who is in the heavens ; 
33and whoever shall deny me before men, 
[ also will deny him before my Father who is 
in the heavens, 


34 “Ye may not suppose that I came to put 
peace on the earth; I did not come te put 
peace, but a sword; for I came to set a 
man at variance against his father, and a 
daughter against her mother, and a daugh- 
ter-in-law against her mother-in-law, %¢ and 
i enemies of a man are those of his house: 

old. 
37 * He who is loving father or mother above 
me, 1s not worthy of me, and he who is loving 
son or daughter above me, is not worthy 
of me, %and whoever doth not receive his 
cross and follow after me, is not worthy of 


me. 

39 “He who found his life shall lose it, and 
he who lost his life for my sake shall find it. 

40 * He who is receiving you doth receive me, 
and he who is receiving me doth receive Him 
who sent me, 4 he who is receiving a pro- 
phet in the name of a prophet, shall receive a 
prophet’s reward, and he who is receiving a 
righteous man in the name of a righteous 
man, shall receive a righteous wnan’s reward, 
42 and whoever may give to drink to one of 
these little ones a cup of cold water only in 
the name of a disciple, verily I say to you, he 
may not lose his reward.’ 


XI. 1} AND it came to pass, when Jesus 
ended directing his twelve disciples, he de- 
parted thence to teach and to preach in their 
cities. 

2 And John having heard in the prison the 
works of the Christ, having sent two of his 
disciples, ? said to him, ‘Art thou He who is 
coming, or for another do we look?’ 

+And Jesus answering said to them, ‘ Hav- 
ing gone, declare to John the things that ye 
hear and see, ° blind receive sight, and 
lame walk, lepers are cleansed, and deaf hear, 
dead are raised, and poor have good news 
peperatnee, Sand happy is he who may not 

e stumbled in me.’ 

7 And as they are going. Jesus began to say 
to the multitudes cencerning John, ‘ What 
went ye out to the wilderness to view?—a 
reed shaken by the wind? 

§* But what went ue out to see?—a man

clothed in soft garments? lo, those wearing 
the soft things are in the kings’ houses. 

9*But what went ye out to see?—a pro- 
phet? yes, I say to you, and more than a 

rophet, for this is he of whom it hath 

een written, Lo, I do send My messenger 
before thy face, who shall prepare thy way 
before thee. Verily I say to you, there 
hath not risen, among those born of women, 
a greater than John the Baptist, but he who 
is least in the reign of the heavens is greater 
than he. 

12* And, from the days of John the Bap- 
tist till now, the reign of the heavens dot! 
suffer violence, and violent men do take it 
By hee 13 for all the prophets and the law 
till John did prophesy, ‘and if ye are willing 
to receive it, he is Elijah who was about to 
come; 5 he who is having ears to hear—let 
him hear. 

16 * And to what shall I liken this genera- 
tion? itis like little children in market-places, 
sitting and calling to their comrades, and 
saying, We piped unto you, and ye did not 
dance, we lamented to you, and ye did not 
sinite the breast. 

18¢ Wor John came neither eating nor drink- 
ing, and they say, He hath ademon; )’ the 
Son of Man came eating and drinking, and 
they say, Lo, a man, a glutton, and a wine- 
drinker, a friend of tax-gatherers and sin- 
Hore and wisdom was justified of her chil- 

ren.’ 


20Then began he to reproach the cities in 
which were done most of his mighty works, 
because they did not reform. 

*1 * Wo to thee, Chorazin! wo to thee, Beth- 
saida! because, if in Tyre and Sidon had been 
done the mighty works that were done in 
you, lon ago in sackcloth and ashes they had 
reformed; “but I say to you, to Tyre and 
Sidon it shal] be more tolerable in a day of 
judgment than for you. 

°3°¢ And thou, Capernaum, which unto the 
heaven wast exalted, unto hades shalt be 
brought down, because if in Sodom had been 
done the mighty works that were done in 
thee, it had remained unto this day; *4 but 
[say to you, to the land of Sodom it shall 
be more tolerable in a day of judgment than 
to thee,’ 

2 At that time Jesus answering said, ‘I do 
confess to Thee, Father, Lord of the heavens 
and of the earth, that thou didst hide these 
things from wise and understanding ones, and 
didst reveal them to babes. *° Yes, Father, 
because so it was good pleasure before Thee. 

27 * All things were delivered to me by my 
Father, and none doth know the Son, except 
the Father, nor doth any know the Father, 
except the Son, and he to whom the Son may 
wish to reveal fim. ; 

23 * Come unto me, all ye labouring and bur- 
dened ones, and I will give you rest, “ take 
up my yoke upon you, and learn from me, 
because I am meek and humble in heart, and 
ye shall find rest to your souls, °° for my yoko 
is easy, and my burden is light.’ 


XIL. J AT that ae did Jesus go on the 
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sabbaths through the corn, and his disciples 
were hungry, and they began to pluck ears, 
and to eat, and the Pharisees having seen, 
said to him, ‘ Lo, thy disciples do that which 
it is not lawful to do on a sabbath.’ 

2 And he said to them, ‘Did ye not read 
what David did, when he was bhuugry, him- 
self and those with him—‘*how he went into 
the house of God, and the loaves of the pre- 
sentation did eat, which it was not lawful to 
him to eat, nor to those with him, except to 
the priests alone? 

5¢Or did ye not read in the Law, that on 
the sabbaths the priests in the temple do pro- 
fane the sabbath, and are blameless? *and 
I say to yon, that a greater than the temple 
is here; 7 and if ye had known what is: Kind- 
ness [ will, and not sacrifice—ye had not con- 
demned the blameless, ® for the son of man is 
lord even of the sabbath.’ 


8 And having departed thence, he went to 
their synagogue, and lo, there was a man 
having the hand withered, and they ques- 
tioned him, saying, ‘Is it lawful to heal 
a the sabbaths?’ that they might accuse 


im. 

11And he said to them, ‘ What man shall 
be of you, who shall have one sheep. and if 
this may fall on the sabbaths into a ditch, 
will not lay hold on it and raiseit? 3)? How 
much better, therefore, is a man than asheep? 
—so thatitis lawful on the sabbaths to do 

ood.’ 13 Then saith he to the man, ‘Stretch 
forth thy hand,’ and he stretched i forth, and 
it was restored whole as the other. 


14 And the Pharisees having gone forth, held 
a consultation against him, how they might 
destroy him, “and Jesus having known, with- 
drew thence, and there followed him great 
multitudes, and he healed them all, !* and did 
charge them that they might not make him 
manifest, !” that it might be fulfiled that was 
spoken through Isaiah the prophet, saying, 
18 * Yo, My servant, whom I did chose, My be- 
loved, in whom My soul did delight, I will 
put My Spirit upon him, and judgment to the 
nations he shall declare, !9 he shall not strivo 
norcry, nor shall any hear in the broad places 
his voice, 29a bruised reed he shall not break, 
and smoking flax he shall not quench, till he 
may put forth judgment to victory, *!and in 
his name shall nations hope.’ 


2Then was brought to him a demoniac, 
blind and dumb, and he healed him, so that 
the blind and dumb both spake and saw. 
23 And all the multitudes were amazed, and 
said, ‘Is this the Son of David?’ “but the 
Pharisees having heard, said, ‘This one doth 
not cast ont demons, except by Beelzeboul, 
ruler of tle demons.’ 

*% And Jesus, knowing their thoughts, said 
to them, ‘Every kingdom having been divided 
against itself 1s desolated, and no city or 
house having been divided against itself, doth 
stand, *sand if the Adversary doth cast out 
the Adversary, against himself he was divided, 
how then doth his kingdom stand? 

27* And if I, by Beelzeboul, do cast out the

demons, your sons—by whom do they cast 
out? because of this they—they shall be your 
judges, 

*%*But if 1, by the Spirit of God, do cast 
out the demons, then come already unto you 
did the reign of God. 

29 “Or how is one able to go into the house 
of the strong man, and to plunder his goods, 
if first he may not bind the strong man? and 
then his house he will plunder. 

80°He who is not with me is against me. 
and he who is not gathering with me, doth 
scatter. %! Because of this I say to you, 
sin and evil speaking shall be forgiven tomen, 
but the evil speaking of the Spirit shall not 
be forgiven to men. 3?And whoever may 
speak a word against the Son of Man it sha 
be forgiven to him, but whoever may speak 
against the Holy Spirit, it shall not be forgiven 
him, neither in-this age, nor in that which is 


ae. ; ; 

33 ‘Hither make the tree good, and its fruit 
ood, or make the tree bad. and its fruit bad, 
or from the fruit is the tree known. 

34* Brood of vipers! how are ye able to 
Bok good things—being evil? for out of the 
abundance of the heart doth the mouth speak. 
35The good man out of the good treasure of 
the heart doth put forth the good things, and. 
the evil man out of the evil treasure doth put 
forth evil things. 

36*And I say to you, that every idle word 
that men may speak, they shall give for it a 
reckoning in a day of judgment; *’ for from 
thy words thou shalt be declared righteous, 
and from thy words thou shalt be declared 
unrighteous.’ 


38 Then answered certain of the scribes and 
Pharisees, saying, ‘Teacher, we will to see a 
sion from thee.’ 29 And he answering said to 
them, ‘A generation, evil and adulterous, 
doth seek a sign, and a sign shall not be given 
to it, except the sign of Jonah the prone 
40for, as Jonah was in the belly of the fish 
three days and three nights, so shall the Son 
of Man be in the heart of the earth three days 
and three nights. : 

41°Men of Nineveh shall stand up in the 
judgment with this generation, and shall con- 
demn it, for they reformed at the proclama- 
rae of Jonah, and lo, a greater than Jonah 

ere! 

42° A queen of the south shall rise up in the 
judgment with this generation, and shall con- 
demn it, for she came from the ends of the 
earth to hear the wisdom of Solomon, and lo, 
a greater than Solomon here! ; 

43° And, when the unclean spirit may go 
forth from the man, it doth walk through 
dry places seeking rest, and doth not find; 
44 then it saith, I will turn back to my house 
whence I came forth; and having come, it 
findeth i¢ unoccupied, swept, and adorned: 
“then doth it go, and take with itself seven 
other spirits more evil than itself, and hav- 
ing gone in they dwell there, and the last of 
that man doth become worse than the first; 
so shall it be also to this evil generation.’ 

46 And while he was yet speaking to the 
multitudes, lo, his mother and brethren had 
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stood without, seeking to speak to him, “and 
one said to him, ‘Lo, thy mother and thy 
brethren do stand without, seeking to speak 
to thee.’ 

48 And he answering said to him who spake 
to him, ‘Who is my mother? and who are 
my brethren?’ 4“ And having stretched forth 
his hand toward his disciples, he said, ‘ Lo, 
my mother and my brethren! *° for whoever 
may do the will of my Father who is in the 
heavens, he is my brother, and sister, and 
mother,’ 


XIII. } AND in that day Jesus, having gone 
forth from the house, was sitting by the sea, 
2and gathered together unto him were many 
multitudes, so that he having gone into the 
boat did sit down, and all the multitude on the 
beach did stand, 2and he spake to them many 
things in similes, saying: 

_‘ Lo, the sower went forth to sow, 4and in 
his sowing, some indeed fell by the way, and 
the fowls did come and devour them, and 
others fell upon the rocky places, where they 
had not muth earth, and immediately they 
sprang forth, through not having depth of 
earth, and the sun having risen they were 
scorched, and through not having root, they 
withered, 7and others fell upon the thorns, 
and the thorns did come up and choke them, 
Sand others fell upon the good ground, and 
were giving fruit, some indeed a hundred-fold, 
and some sixty, and some thirty. ®He who 
is having ears to hear—let him hear.’ 

10 And the disciples having come near, said 
to him, ‘ Wherefore in similes dost thou speak 
to them?’ !! And he answering said to them 
that—‘To you it hath been given to know 
the secrets of the reign of the heavens, and 
to these it hath not been given, !’for whoever 
hath, it shall be given to him, and he shall 
have over-abundance, and whoever hath not, 
she that which he hath shall be taken from 

im. 

13 * Because of this, in similes do I speak to 
them, because seeing they do not see, and hear- 
Ing they do not hear, nor understand, 14 and 
fultilled on them is the prophecy of Isaiah 
that saith, With hearing ye shall hear, an 
ye shall not understand, and seeing ye shall 
see, and ye shall not perceive, for made 
gross was the heart of this people, and with 
the ears they heard heavily, and their eyes 
they did close, lest they might see with the 
eyes, and with the ears might hear, and with 
the heart understand, and turn back, and I 
might heal them. 

16 « And happy are your eyes because they 
see, and your ears because they hear, !’ for 
verily I say to you, that many prophets and 
righteous men did desire to see that which 
ye look on, and they did not see, and to hear 
that which ye hear, and they did not hear. 

18 “Ye, therefore, hear ye the simile of the 
sower: Every one hearing the word of the 
reign, and not understanding—the evil one 
doth come, and doth catch that which hath 
been sown in his heart; this is that sown by 
the way. 

20 * And that sown on the rocky places, this 
is he who is hearing the word, and immedi-

ately with joy is receiving it, “and he hath 
not root in himself, but is temporary, and 
persecution or tribulation having happened be- 
cause of the word, immediately he is stumbled. 

22° And that sown toward the thorns, this 
is he who is hearing the word, and the anxiety 
of this age, and the deceitfulness of the riches, 
do choke the word, and it becometh unfruitful. 

*3 * And that sown on the good ground: this 
is he who is hearing the word, and is under- 
standing, who indeed doth bear fruit, and 
doth make, some indeed a hundredfold, and 
some sixty, and some thirty.’ 


“4 Another simile he set before them, say- 
ing: ‘The reign of the heavens was likened to 
a man sowing good seed in his field, *° and, 
while men are sleeping, his enemy came 
and sowed darnel in the midst of the wheat, 
and went away, “and when the herb sprang 
up, and yielded fruit, then appeared alsyv the 
darnel. 

*7* And the servants of the householder, 
having come near, said to him, Sir, good 
seed didst thou not sow in thy field? whence 
then hath it the darnel? “* And he saith to 
them, A man, an enemy, did this; and the 
servants said to him, Wilt thou, then, that 
having gone away we may gather it up? 

*9 “ And he said, No, lest—gathering up the 
darnel—ye root up with it the wheat, * suf- 
fer both to grow together till the harvest, and 
in the time of the harvest I will say to the 
reapers, Gather up first the darnel, and bind 
it in bundles, to burn it, and the wheat gather 
up into my storehouse.’ 


81 Another simile he set before them, say- 
ing: ‘The reign of the hcavens is like toa 
srain of mustard, which a man having taken, 
did sow in his field, 2 which less, indeed, is 
than all the seeds, but when it may be grown, 
is greatest of the herbs, and becometh a tree, 
so that the birds of the heaven do come and 
rest in its branches.’ 


33 Another simile spake he to them: ‘The 
reign of the heavens is like to leaven, which 
a woman having taken, hid in three measures 
of meal, till the whole was leavened.’ 

34 All these things spake Jesus in similes to 
the multitudes, and without a simile he was 
not speaking to them, *that it might be ful- 
filled that was spoken through the prophet, 
saying, ‘L will open in similes my mouth, I 
will utter things having been hidden from the 
foundation of the world.’ 

36'Then having let away the multitudes, 
Jesus came to the house, and his disciples 
came near to him, saying, ‘Explain to us the 
simile of the darnel of the field.’ 

37 And he answering said to them, ‘ He who 
is sowing the good seed is the Son of Man, 
and the field is the world, and the good seed, 
these are the sons of the reign, and the darmel 
are the sons of the evil one, and the enemy 
who sowed them is the devil, and the harvest 
is a full end of the age, and the reapers are 
messengers. 

40° As, then, the darnel is gathered up, 
and is burned with ie so shall it be in the 
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full end of this age, #1 the Son of Man shall 
send forth his messengers, and they shall 
gather up ont of his kingdom allthestumbling- 
blocks, and those doing the unlawlessness, 
and shall cast them to the furnace of the 
fire; there shall be the weeping and the guash- 
ing of the teeth. 

43° Then shall the righteous shine forth ag 
the sun in the reign of their Father. He who 
is having ears to ear—let him hear. 


44“ Again, the reign of the heavens is like to 
treasure hid in the field, which a man hav- 
ing found did hide, and from his joy goeth, 
and all, as much as he hath, he selleth, and 
buyeth that field. 

+ * Again, the reign of the heavens is like to 
a man, a merchant, seeking goodly pearls, 
4° who having found one pear] of greaf: price, 
having gone away, hath sold all, as mmich as 
he had, and oreht it. 

47 * Again, the reign of the heavens is like to 
a net that was cast into the sea, and did gather 
together of every kind, ® which, when it was 
filled, having drawn up again upon the beach, 
and having sat down, they gathered the good 
into vessels, and the bad they did cast out, 
49 so shall it be in the full end of the age, the 
messengers shall come forth and separate the 
evil out of the midst of the righteous, °° and 
shall cast them to the furnace of the fire, 
there shall be the weeping and the gnashing 
of the teeth.’ 

1 Jesus saith to them, ‘ Did ye understand 
all these?’ They say to him, ‘ Yes, sir.’ 5? And 
he said to them, ‘Because of this every scribe 
having been discipled in regard to the reign of 
the heavens, is like to a man, a householder, 
who doth bring forth out of his treasure things: 
new and old.’ 


53 And it came to pass, when Jesus finished 
these similes, he removed thence, ‘and hav- 
ing come to his own country, he was teaching 
them in their synagogue, so that they were 
astonished, and were saying, ‘Whence to this 
one this wisdom and the mighty works? » is 
not this the carpenter’s son? is not his mother 
called Mary, and his brethren James, and 
Joses, and Simon, and Judas? 56 and his sis- 
ters—are they not all with ns? whence, then, 
to this one all these ?’ 5? and they were stum- 
bled at him. 

And Jesus said to them, ‘A prophet is not 
without honour except in his own country, 
and in his own house:’ and he did not there 
many mighty works, because of their unbelief. 


XIV. ! AT that time did Herod the tetrarch 
hear the fame of Jesus, and said to his ser- 
vants, ‘This is John the Baptist, he did rise 
from the dead, and because of this the mighty 
energies are working in him.’ 

3 Hor Herod havine laid hold on John, did 
bind him, and did put in prison, becanse of 
Herodias his brother Philip’s wife, 4 for Jolin 
was saying to him, ‘It is not lawful to thee to 
have her,’ Sand, willing to kill him, he feared 
the multitude, because asa prophet they were 
holding him. 

6 But the birth-day of Herod being kept,

the daughter of Herodias danced in the midst, 
and did please Herod, 7’ whereupon with an 
oath he professed to give her whatever she 
might ask. 

8 And she having been instigated by her 
mother—‘ Give me (says she) here upon a 
late the head of John the Baptist ; 9 and the 
laa was’ grieved, but because of the oaths 
and of those reclining with him, he command- 
ed it to be given; !°and having sent, he be- 
headed John in the prison, ! and his head was 
brought upon a eee and was given to the 
damsel, and she brought ié nigh to her mother. 

22 And his disciples having come, took up 
the body, and buried it, and having come, 
they told Jesus, “and Jesus having heard, 
iden thence in a boat to a desolate place 
by himself, and the multitudes having heard 
did follow him on land from the cities. 

14 And Jesus having come forth, saw a great 
multitude, and was moved with compassion 
upon them, and did heal their infirm; and 
evening Hayinps come, his disciples came to 
him, saying, ‘The place is desolate, and the 
hour hath now past, let away the multitudes 
that, having gone to the villages, they may buy 
to themselves food.’ 

16 And Jesus said to them, ‘They have no 
need to go away—give ye them toeat.’ 17 And 
they say to him, ‘We have not here except 
five loaves, and two fishes.’ 1 And he said, 
‘Bring ye them to me hither.’ 1° And having 
commanded the multitudes to recline upon 
the grass, and having taken the five loaves 
and the two fishes, having looked up to the 
heaven, he did bless, and having broken, he 
gave the loaves to the disciples, and the dis- 
ciples to the multitudes, *“and they did all 
eat, and were filled, and they took up what 
was over of the broken pieces twelve hand- 
baskets full; 2! and those eating were about 
five thousand men, apart from women and 
children. 


*2 And immediately Jesus constrained his 
disciples to go into the boat, and to go before 
him to the other side, till he might Tet away 
the multitudes; “*and having let away the 
multitudes, he went up to the mountain by 
himself to pray, and evening having come, he 
was there alone, *“4and the boat was now in the 
midst of the sea, distressed by the waves, for 
the wind was contrary. 

** And in the fourth watch of the night 
Jesus went away to them, walking upon the 
sea, *6 and the disciples having seen him walk- 
ing upon the sea, were troubled saying—'‘ It 
is a apparition,’ and from the fear they cried 
out ; * and immediately Jesus spake to them, 
saying, ‘Be of good courage, I am he, be not 
afraid.’ 

*s And Peter answering him said, ‘Sir, if 
itis thou, bid me come to thee upon the wa- 
ters ; and he said, ‘ Come;’ and having gone 
down from the boat, Peter walked upon the 
waters to come unto Jesus, but seeing the 
wind vehement, he was afraid, and having 
begun to sink, he cried out, saying, ‘Sir, 
save me.’ 

31 And immediately Jesus, having stretched 
forth the hand, laid hold of him, and saith 
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to him, ‘ Little faith! for what didst thou 
waver?’ 32and they having gone to the boat 
the wind lulled, *2 and those in the boat hav- 
ing come, did bow to him, saying, ‘Truly— 
God’s Son art thou.’ 

$4 And having passed over, they came to the 
land of Gennesaret, ** and having recognized 
him, the men of that place sent forth to all 
that region round about, and they brought to 
him all who were ill, and were calling on 
him that they might only touch the fringe of 
his ent, and as many as did touch were 
save 


XV.1THEN come unto Jesus do they from 
Jerusalem—scribes and Pharisees —saying, 
** Wherefore do thy disciples transgress the 
tradition of the elders? for they do not wash 
their hands when they may eat bread.’ 

3 And he answering said to them, ‘ Where- 
fore also do ye transgress the command of 
God because of your tradition? ¢for God did 
command, saying, Honour thy father and 
mother; an e whois speaking evil of father 
or mother—let him die the death ; 5 but ye 
say, Whoever may say to father or mother, 
An offering is whatever thou mayest be pro- 
fited by me;—®and he may not honour his 
father or his mother, and ye did set asid > the 
command of God because of your tradi on. 

7* Hypocrites, well did Isaiah prophesy of 

ou, Sey Ines 8 This people doth draw nigh to 
Me with their mouth, and with the lips it 
doth honour Me, but their heart is far off 
from Me; and in vain do they worship Me, 
teaching teachings—commands of men.’ 

10And having called near the multitude, 
he said to them, ‘Hear and understand: 
1 not that which is coming into the mouth 
doth detile the man, but that which is coming 
forth from the mouth, this defileth the man.’ 

Then his disciples having come near, 
said to him, ‘ Hast thon known that the 
Pharisees, having heard the word, were stum- 
bled?’ And he answering said, ‘Every 
plant that my heavenly Father did not plant 
shall be rooted up; “Jet them alone, guides 
they are—blind of blind; and if blind may 
guide blind, both into a ditch shall fall. 

1° And Peter answering said to him, ‘ Ex- 
plain to us this simile.’ 16And Jesus said, 
‘Are ye also yet without understanding? 
17 do ye not understand that all that is going 
into the mouth doth pass into the belly, an 
into the drain is cast forth? ?8 but the things 
coming forth from the mouth from the heart 
do come forth, and these defile the man; 
19 for out of the heart come forth evil thoughts, 
murders, adulteries, whoredoms, thefts, false 
witnessings, evil speakings: “4 these are the 
things detfiling the man; but to eat with un- 
washen hands doth not defile the man.’ 


21 And Jesus having come forth thence, 
withdrew to the parts of Tyre and Sidon, 
“2 and lo, a woman, a Canaanitess, from those 
borders having come forth, did call to him, 
saying, ‘Deal kindly with me, Sir—Son of 
David; my daughter is miserably demonized.’ 

*3 And he did not auswer her a word; and 
his disciples having eome to him, were asking

him, saying— ‘Let her away, because she 
crieth after us;’ *tand he answering said, ‘I 
was not sent except to the lost sheep of the 
house of Israel.’ 

*5 And having come, she was bowing to him, 
saying, ‘Sir, help me;’ *°and he answering 
said, ‘It is net good to take the children’s 
bread, and to cast to the little dogs.’ 

7 And she said, ‘Yes, sir, for even the little 
dogs do eat of the crumbs that are falling 
from their lords’ table;’ *then answering, 
Jesus said to her, ‘O woman, great is thy 
faith, let it be to thee as thou wilt;’ and her 
daughter was healed from that hour. 


.» And Jesus having passed thence, came 
nigh unto the sea of Galilee, and having gone 
up to the mountain, he was sitting there, 
30and there came to him great multitudes, 
having with them Jame, blind, dumb, maimed, 
and many others, and they did cast them at 
the feet of Jesus, and he healed them, 2! soe 
that the multitudes did wonder, seeing dumb 
ones speaking, maimed whole, lame walking, 
and blind seeing; and they glorified the God 
of Israel. 

32 And Jesus having called near his dis- 
ciples, said, ‘I have compassion upon the 
multitude, because now three days they con- 
tinue with me, and they have not what the 
may eat; and to let them away fasting I wi 
not, lest they faint in the way. 

33 And his disciples say to him, ‘ Whence te 
us, in a wilderness, 50 many leaves, as to fill 
SO great a multitude?’ 

34 And Jesus saith to them, ‘How many 
loaves have ye?’ and they said, ‘Seven, and 
a few little fishes.’ 35And he commanded the 
multitudes to sit down upen the ground, 
36 and having taken the seven loaves and the 
fishes, having given thanks, he did break, and 
gave to his disciples, and the disciples to the 
multitude. 

37 And they did all eat, and were filled, and 
they took up what was over of the broken 
pieces seven baskets full, 22and these eating 
were four thousaud men, apart from women 
and children. 

39 And having let away the multitudes, he 
went into the boat, and did come to the bor- 
ders of Magdala, 


XVI. !} AND the Pharisees and Sadducees 
having come, tempting, did question him, te 
shew to them a sign from the heaven, ?and 
he answering said to them, ‘ Evening having 
come, ye say, Fair weather, for the heaven is 
red, 2and at morning, Foul weather to-day, 
for the heaven is red~—gloomy; hypeerites, 
the face ef the heavens indeed Bae fs know 
to discern, but the signs ef the times ye are 
not able! 

4¢°A generation evil and adulterous doth 
seek a sign, and a sien shall not be given to it, 
except the sign of Jonah the prophet;’ and 
having left them he went away. 


5 And his disciples having come to the ether 
side, forgot to take loaves, ®and Jesus said to 
thein, ‘ Beware, and take heed of the leaven 
of the Pharisees and Sadducees;’ 7and they 
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were reasoning in themselves, saying, ‘ Be- 
cause we took no loaves.’ 

8 And Jesus having known, said to them, 
‘Why reasen ye in yourselves, ye of little 
faith, because ye took no loaves? 9do ye not 
yet understand, nor remember the five loaves 
of the five thousand, and how many hand-bas- 
kets ye took up? nor the seven leaves of the 
four thousand, and how many baskets ye took 
up? 1! how do ye not understand that I did 
not speak to yon of bread—totake heed of the 
leaven of the Pharisees and Sadducees ?’ 

12 Then they understood that he did not say 
to take heed of the leaven of the bread, but of 
the teaching, of the Pharisees and Sadducees. 


13 And Jesus, having come to the parts of 
Cesarea Philippi, was asking his disciples, 
saying, ‘Who do men say metn be—the Sen of 
Man?’ l4and they said, ‘Some, John the 
Baptist, and others, Elijah, and others, Jere- 
miah, er one of the prephets,’ 

15 He saith to them, ‘And ye—who do ye 
say me to be?’ and Simon Peter answering 
said, * ee art the Christ, the Son of the liv- 
ing Ged.’ 

7 And Jesus answering said to him, ‘ Haney 
art thou, Simon Bar-Jona, becanse flesh an 
blood did not reveal iéto thee, but my Father 
who is in the heavens. 

18 * And I also say to thee, that thou arta 
reck, and upen this rock I will build my as- 
sembly, and gates of Hades shall not prevail 
against it; 8 and I will give te thee the keys 
of the reign of the heavens, and whatever thou 
mayest bind upon the earth shall be having 
beev bound in the heavens, and whatever thou 
mayest loose upen the earth shall be having 
been leosed in the heavens.’ 

20 Ther did he charge his disciples that they 
may say to no one that he is Jesus the Christ. 


2\From that time began Jesus to shew to 
his disciples that it is necessary for him to 
go away to Jerusalem, and te suffer many 
things from the elders, and chief priests, and 
scribes, and te be put to death, and the third 
day to rise. 

“2 And having taken him aside, Peter began 
to rebuke him, saying, ‘Be kind to thyself, 
sir; this shall not be to thee;’ “and he hav- 
ing turned, said to Peter, ‘Get thee behind 
me, adversary! thou art a stumbling-block te 
me, fer thou dost not mind the things ef God, 
but the things of men.’ 

24Then said Jesus to his disciples, ‘If any 
ene doth will to come after me, let him dis- 
ewn himself, and take up his cross, and 
follow me, “for whoever may will to save 
his life, shall lose it, and whoever may lose 
his life fer my sake shall find it, *6 for what 
is a man profited if he may gain the whole 
world, but of his life suffer loss? er what 
shall a man give as an exchange for his hfe? 

27 ‘For, the Son of Man is abeut to come 
in the glory of his Father, with his messen- 
gers, and then he will reward each, aceord- 
ing to his work. * Verily I say to you, there 
are certain ef these standing here who shall 
not taste ef death till they may see the Son 
of Man coming in his reign,’

XVII. } AND after six days Jesus taketh 
Peter, and James, and John his brother, 
and doth bring them up to a high mount 
by themselves, 2and he was transfigured be- 
fore them, and his face shone as the sun, and 
his garments did become white as the light, 
Sand lo, appear to them did Moses and Elijah, 
talking together with him. 

4And Peter answering said to Jesus, ‘Sir, 
it is good to us to be here; if thou wilt, we 
may make here three booths—for thee one, 
and for Moses one, and one for Elijah.’ 

5 While he is yet speaking, lo, a bright 
cloud overshadowed them, aud lo, a voice 
out of the cloud, saying, ‘This is My Son,— 
the Beloved, in whom I did delight ; hear him.’ 

6 And the disciples having heard, did fall 
upon their face, and were exceedingly afraid, 
7and Jesus having come near, touched them, 
and said, ‘ Rise, be not afraid,’ §and having 
lifted up their eyes, they saw no one, except 
Jesus only. 

9And as egy 
mount, Jesus ¢

10 And his disciples questioned him, say- 
ing, ‘Why then do the scribes say that 
Ehjah it behoveth to come first?’ And 
Jesus answering said to them, rte doth 
indeed come first, and shall restore all things, 
and I say to you—Elijah did already come, 
and they did not know him, but did with him 
whatever they would, so also the Son of Man 
is about to suffer by them.’ 

13Then understood the disciples that con- 
cerning John the Baptist he spake to them.

18 And when they came unto the multitude, 
there came to him a man, kneeling down to 
him, and saying, ‘Sir, deal kindly with my 
son, for he is lunatic, and doth suffer miser- 
ably, for often he doth fall into the fire, and 
often into the water, }4®and I brought him 
near to thy disciples, and they were not able 
to heal him.’ 

17 And Jesus answering said, ‘O genera- 
tion, unstedfast and perverse, till when shall 

be with you? till when shall I bear you? 
bring him to me hither ;’ !8 and Jesus rebuked 
him, and the demon went out of him, and the 
lad was healed from that hour. 

19 Then the disciples having come to Jesus 
by himself, said, ‘Wherefore were we not 
ble to cast him out?’ 2° And Jesus said to 
them, ‘Through your want of faith; for verily 
I say to you, if ye may have faith as a grain 
of mustard, ye shall say to this mount, Re- 
move hence to yonder place, and it shall re- 
move, and nothing shall be impossible to you, 
1 and this kind doth not go forth except in 
prayer and fasting.’ 

22 And while they are living in Galilee, 
Jesus said to them, ‘The Son of Man is about 
to be delivered up to the hands of men, 
*3 and they shall kill him, and the third day 
he shall rise,’ and they were exceeding sorry. 


% And they having come to Capernaum, 
those receiving the didrachms came near 
to Peter, and said, ‘ Your teacher—doth he 
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not pay the didrachms?’ He saith, ‘ Yes. 
* And when he caine into the house, Jesus an. 
ticipated him, saying, * What thinkest thou, 
Simon? the kings of the earth—from whom 
do they receive custom or poll-tax? froin their 
sons or from the strangers?’ 

*6 Peter saith to him, ‘From the strangers.’ 
Jesus said to him, ‘Then are the sons free; 
7 but, that we may not cause them to stum- 
ble, having gone to the sea, cast a hook, and 
the fish that hath come up first take thou up, 
and having opened its mouth, thou shalt find 
a stater, that having taken, give to them for 
me and thee.’ 


XVII]. 1 AT that hour came the disciples 
near to Jesus, saying, ‘Who, now, is greater 
in the reign of the heavens?’ 

* And Jesus having called near a child, did 

sct him in the midst of them, 3 and said, 
‘Verily I say to you, if ye may not be turned 
and become as the children, ye may not enter 
into the reign of the heavens; 4 whoever then 
may humble himself as this child, he is the 
greater in the reign of the heavens. 
_ > *And he who may receive one such child 
In my name, doth receive me, ®and whoever 
may cause to stumble one of those little ones 
who,are believing in me, it is better for him 
that a weighty mill-stone may be hanged 
upon his neck, and he may be sunk in the 
depth of the sea. 

7*Wo to the world from the stumbling- 
blocks! for there is a necessity for the stum- 
bling-blocks to come, but wo to that man 
through whom the stumbling-block doth come! 

8‘ And if thy hand or thy foot doth cause 
thee to stumble, cut_them off and cast from 
thee’; it is good for thee to enter into the life 
lame or maimed, rather than having two 
hands or two feet, to be cast to the fire the 
age-duriug. 

9 * And if thine eye doth cause thee to stum- 
ble, pluck it out and cast from thee; it is 
good for thee one-eyed to enter into the life, 
rather than having two eyes to be cast to 
the gehenna of the fire. 

10° Beware!—ye may not despise one of 
these little ones, for I say to you, that their 
messengers in the heavens do always behold 
the face of my Father who is in the heavens, 
11 for the Son of Man did come to save the lost. 

“What think ye? ifaman may have an 
hundred eet and there ae g0 astray one 
of them, doth he not—having left the ninety- 
nine, having gone on the mountains—seek 
that which is gone astray? %and if it may 
come to pass that he doth find it, verily I say 
to you, that he doth rejoice over it more than 
over the ninety nine that have not gone astray; 
14809 it is not will in presence of your Father 
who is in the heavens, that one of these little 
ones may perish. ; 

15 * And if thy brother may sin against thee, 
g° and show him his fault between thee and 

im alone, if he may hear thee, thou didst 
gain thy brother; }and if he may not hear, 
take with thee yet one or two, that by the 
mouth of two witnesses or three every word 
may stand. 

’ * And if he may nee hear them, say it to

the assembly, and if also the assembly he 
may not hear, let him he to thee as the hea- 
then man and the tax-gatherer. 

18 ‘Verily I say to you, Whatever things ye 
may bind upen the earth shall be having been 
bound in the heaven, and whatever things ye 
1ay loose on the earth shall be having been 
loosed in the heavens. 

19 * Again, 1 say to you, that, if two of you 
may agree on the earth concerning paying, 
whatever they may ask—it shall be done to 
them from my Father who is in the heavens, 
*0 for where there are two or three gathered 
together—to my name, there am I in the midst 
of them.’ 


21 Then Peter having come near to him, said, 
‘Sir, how often shall my brother sin against 
me, and | forgive him—till seven times?’ 
*2 Jesus saith to him, ‘I do not say to thee till 
seven times, but till seventy times seven. 

23 * Because of this was the reign of the hea- 
vens hkened to a man, a king, who did wiil 
to take reckoning with his servants, “and he 
having begun to take account, there was 
brought near to him one debtor of a myriad 
of talents, “and he having pouling to pay, 
his lord did command him to be sold, and his 
wife, and the children, and all, whatever he 
had, and paymenttobemade. ** Theservant 
then, having fallen down, was bowing to him, 
saying, Sir, have patience with me, and I 
will pay thee all; 2? and the lord of that servant 
having been moved with compassion did re- 
lease him, and the debt he forgave him. 

*8* And, that servant having come forth, 
found one of his fellow-servants who was 
owing him an hundred denaries, and having 
laid hold, he took him by the throat, saying, 
Pay me that which thou owest. * His fellow- 
servant then, having fallen down at his feet, 
was calling on_him, saying, Have patience 
with me, and I pay thee all; *¥and he 
would not, but having gone away, he cast 
him into prison, till he might pay that which 
was owing. 

31 * And his fellow-servants having seen the 
things that were done, were grieved exceed- 
ingly, and having come, shewed fully to their 
lord all the things that were done; 3° then 
having called him, his lord saith to him, Evil 
servant! all that debt I did forgive thee, sec- 
ing thou didst call upon me, * did it not be- 
hove also thee to have dealt sept with thy fel- 
low-servant, as I also dealt kindly with thee? 

34 * And having been wroth, his lord deliver- 
ed him to the inquisitors, till he might pay 
all that was owing to him; * so also my hea- 
venly Father will do to you, if ye may not 
forgive each one his brother from your hearts 
their trespasses.’ 


XIX, J} AND it came to pass, when Jesus 
finished these words, he removed from Gali- 
lee, and did come to the borders cf Judea, 
beyond the Jordan, 2and great multitudes 
followed him, and he healed them there. 

3And the Pharisees came near to him, 
tempting him, and saying to him, ‘ Is it lawful 
for a man to put away his wife for every 
cause?’ And he answering said to them, 

14 
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‘Did ye not read, that He who made them, 
from the beginning a male and a female madu 
them, Sand said, For this cause shall a man 
leave father and mother, and cleave to his 
wife, and they shall be —the two—for one flesh ? 
6 so that they are no more two, but one flesh; 
what therefore God did join together, let no 
man put asunder.’ 

7They say to him, ‘Why then did Moses 
command tu give a roll of divorce, and to 
pu her pent: 8 He saith to them—‘ Moses 

or your stiffness of heart did suffer you to 
put away your wives, but from the heginning 
1t hath not been so. 

°“AndI say to you, that, whoever may put 
away his wife, if not for whoredom, and may 
marry another, doth commit adultery; and he 
who did marry her that hath been put away, 
doth commit adultery.’ 

10 His disciples say to him, ‘If the case of 
the man with the woman is s0, it is not good 
to marry.’ 

1] Maal he said to them, ‘ All do not receive 
this word, but those to whom it hath been 
given; !* for there are eunuchs who from the 
mother’s womb were so born; and there are 
eunuchs who were made eunuchs by men; 
and there are eunuchs who kept themselves 
eunuchs because of the reign of the heavens: 
he who is able to receive itt—let him receive.’ 

13 Then were brought near to him children 
that he might put hands on them and pray, 
and the disciples rebuked them. '“But Jesus 
said, ‘Suffer the children, and forbid them 
not, to come unto me, for of such is the reign 
of the heavens;’ and having laid on them 
his hands, he departed thence. 


16 And lo, one having come near, said to 
him, ‘Good teacher, what good thing shall I 
do, that I may have life age-during ?’ 

17 And he said to him, *‘ Why me dost thou 
call good? no one is good except One—God ; 
but if thou dost will to enter into the life, 
keep the commands,’ 

18He saith to him, ‘What kind?’ And 
Jesus said, ‘Thou shalt not kill, thou shalt 
not commit adultery, thou shalt not steal, 
thou shalt not bear false witness, ! honour 
thy father and mother, and, thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself.’ 

*0The young man saith to him, ‘All these 
did I keep from my youth; what yet do I 
lack?’ * Jesus said to him, ‘If thou dost 
will to be perfect, go away, sell what thou 
hast, and give to the poor, and thou shalt 
have treasure in heaven, and come, follow me.’ 

22 And the young man, having heard the 
word, went away sorrowful, for he had many 
possessions; and Jesus said to his disciples, 
‘Venily I say to you, that hardly shall a rich 
man enter mto the reign of the heavens; 
4and again I say to you, it is easier for a 
cainel throu ;h the eye of a necdle to go, than 
for a rich man to enter into the reign of God.’ 

* And his disciples having heard, were 
amazed excecdingly, saying, ‘ Who, then, is 
able to be saved?’ °6 Andee having earn-

6 And about the eleventh hour, having gone 
forth, he found others standing idle, and saith 
to them, Why here have ye stood all the day 
idle?

8* And evening having come, the lord of 
the vineyard saith to his steward, Call the 
workmen, and pay them the reward, havin 
begun from the lJast—unto the first. ® An 
they of about the eleventh hour having come, 
did receive each a denary. 

10° And the first having come, did suppose 
that they shall receive more, and they re- 
ceived, they also, each a denary, ! and having 
received it, they were murmuring against the 
householder, saying, }* that These, the last, 
wrought one hour, and thou didst make them 
equal to us, who were bearing the burden of 
the day—and the heat. 

13° And he answering said to one of them, 
Comrade, I do no unrighteousness to thee ; for 
a denary didst not thou agree with me? !4take 
that which is thine, and go; and I will togive 
to this, the last, also as to thee; ‘is it not 
lawful to me to do what I will in mine own?

45 And the chief priests and the Pharisees 
having heard his similes, knew that of them 
he speaketh, and seeking to lay hold on him, 
they feared the multitudes, seeing they were 
holding him as a prophet.

14°Wo to you, Scribes and Pharisees, hy- 
pocrites ! because ye eat up the houses of the 
widows, and fora pretence make long prayers, 
becanse of this ye shall receive more akun- 
cant judgment. 

15° Wo to you, Sees and Pharisees, hy-

pocrites! hecause ye go round the sea and the 
dry land to make one proselyte, and when- 
ever if may happen—ye make him a son of 
gelienna twofold more than yourselves. 

16 “Wo to you, blind guides, who are say- 
ing, Whoever may swear by the sanctuary, it 
is nothing, but whoever may swear by the 
rold of the sanctuary—isdebtor! 17 Fools and 
blind! for which zs greater, the gold, or the 
sanctuary that is sanctifying the gold? 

18 * And, whoever may swear by the altar, 
it is nothing; but whoever may swear by the 
gift that is upon it—is debtor! 19 Fools and 
blind! for which is greater, the gift, or the 
altar that is sanctifying the gift? 

20 ‘He therefore who did swear by the altar 
doth swear by it, and by all things on if; *! and 
he who did swear by the sanctuary, doth 
swear by it, and by Him who is dwelling in 
it; “2and he who did swear by the heaven, 
doth swear by the throne of God, and by Him 
who is sitting upon It. 

°3 Wo to you, Scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites! because ye give tithe of the mint, and 
the dill, and the cumin, and did neglect the 
weightier things of the Law—the judgment, 
and the kindness, and the faith; these it be- 
hoved you to do, and those not to neglect. 

*4 «Blind guides! who aye straining out the 
gnat, and the camel are swallowing. 

2 * Wo to you, Scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites! becatise ye make clean the outside of 
the cup and the plate, and within they are 
full of rapine and incontinence. 

26 ‘Blind Pharisee! cleanse first the inside 
of the cup and the plate, that the outside of 
them also may become clean. 

27 Wo to you, Scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
erites! because ye are like to whitewashed 
sepulchres, which outwardly indeed doa ea 
beautiful, and within are full of bones ot ead 
men, and of all uncleanness; *8so also ye out- 
wardly indeed do pr nen to men righteous, 
and within ye are full of hypocrisy and law- 
lessness, 

“9 * Wo to you, Scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites! because ye build the sepulchres of 
the prophets, and adorn the tombs of the 
righteous, 2°and say, If we had heen in the 
days of our fathers, we would not have been 


partakers with them in the blood of the pro-. 


phets. 3!So that ye testify to yourselves, 
that ye are sous of them who did murder the 
prophets; 32and ye—yve fill np the measure of 
your fathers. 

33 “Serpents! brood of vipers! how may ye 
escape from the judgement of the gelienna? 

34‘ Because of this, lo, 1 send to you pro- 
phets, and wise men, and scribes, and of 
them ye will kill and crucify, and of thein 
ye will scourge in your synagogues, and will 
pursue from city to city; ® that on you may 
come all the righteous blood being poured out 
on the earth from the blood of Abel the right- 
eous, unto the blood of Zacharias son of Bara- 
chias, whom yo slew between the sanctuary 
and the altar: 88 verily I say to you, all these 
things shall come npon this generation.

their vessels, with their lamps. 

®* And the bridegroom tarrying, they all 
nodded and were sleeping, ® and in the middle 
of the night a cry was made, Lo, the bride- 
groom doth come; go ye forth to meet him. 

“* Then rose all those virgins, and trimmed 
their lamps, § and the foolish said to the pru- 
dent, Give us of your oil, because our lamps. 
are going out; %and the prudent answered, 
saying—Lest there may not be sufficient for 
us and you, go ye rather unto those selling, 
and buy for yourselves. 

10* And while they are going away to buy, 
the bridegroom came, and those ready went 
In with him to the marriage-feasts, and the 
door was shut; ! and afterwards come also do 
the rest of the virgins, saying, Sir, sir, open 
to us; !@and he answering said, Verily I say 
to you. I have not known you.

16 * And he who did receive the five talents, 
having gone, wrought with them, and made 
other five talents!; }7in like manner also he 
who received the two, he gained, also he, other 
two; 'and he who did receive the one, hav- 
ing gone away, digged in the earth, and hid 
his lord’s money. 

*9* And after a long time cometh the lord 
of those servants, and taketh reckoning with 
them; °° and he who did receive the five tal- 
ents having come, brought other five talents, 
saying, ‘Sir, five talents thou didst deliver 
eh me ; lo, other five talents did I gain besides 

‘them. 

21° And his lord said to him, Well done, 
servant, good and faithful, over a few 
things thou wast faithful, over many things I 
will set thee; enter into the joy of thy lord. 

22 * And he who also did receive the two tal- 
ents having come, said, Sir, two talents thou 
didst deliver to me; lo, other two talents I 
did gain besides them.

24° And he also who hath received the one 
talent having come, said, Sir, I knew thee, 
that thou art a hard man, reaping where thou 
didst not sow, and gathering from whence 
thou didst not scatter; **and having been 
afraid, having gone away, I hid thy talent in 
the earth; lo, thou hast thine own! 

26* And his lord answering said to him, Evil 
servant, and slothful, thou hadst known that 
I reap where 1 did nce sow, and [ gather

and having come! had received mine own 
with increase. 

28 ©'Take therefore from him the talent, and 
give to him having the ten talents, ° for to 
every one having shall he given, and he shall 
have over-abundance, and from him who is 
not having, even that which he hath shall be 
taken from him; ?%and the unprofitable ser- 
vant cast ye forth to the outer darkness ; 
there shall be the weeping and the gnashing 
of the teeth. 

31 * And whenever the Son of Man may come 
in his glory, and all the hely messengers with 
him, then he shall sit upon a throne of his 
glory; ®2and gathered tegether before him 
shall be all the nations, and he shall separate 
them from one another, as the shepherd deth 
separate the sheep from the goats, *3 and he 
shall set the sheep indeed on his nght hand, 
and the goats on the left. 

34¢ Then shall the king say to those on his 
right hand, Come ye, the blessed of my Father, 
inherit the reign that hath been prepared for 

rou from the foundation of the world; * for 

did pee and ye gave me to eat; I did 
thirst, and ye gave me to drink; [was a 
stranger, and ye received me; 3° naked, 
and ye put arcund me; I[ was infirm, and ye 
looked after me; in prison I was, and ye came 
unto me. 

37*Then shall the righteous answer him, 
saying, Lord, when did we see thee hungering, 
and we nourished? or thirsting, and we gave 
to drink? *%and when did we see thee a 
stranger, and we received? or naked, and we 
put around? 99and when did we see thee in- 
firm, or in prison, and we came unto thee ? 

40° And the king answering, shall say to 
them, Verily I say to you, Inasmuch as ye 
did ig to one of these my brethren—the least 
—to me ye did it. 

41°Then shall he say also to those on the 
left hand, Go ye from me, the cursed, to the 
fire, the age-during, that hath been prepared 
for the Devil and his messengers; * for I did 
hunger, and ye gave menot to eat; I did thirst, 
and ye gave me not to drink; 43 9 stranger I 
was, and ye did not receive me; naked, and 
ye put not around me; infirm, and in prison, 
and ye did not look after me. 

44° Then shall they answer, they also, say- 
ing, Lord, when did we sce thee hungering, or 
thirsting, or a stranger, or naked, or infirm, 
or in prison, and we did not minister to thee? 

45°Then shall he answer them, saying, 
Verily I say to you, Inasmuch as ye did i¢ not 
to one of these, the least, ye did zt not to me. 
46 And these shall go away to punishment 
age-during, but the mghteous te life age- 
during.’ 


XXVI. 1 AND it came to pass, when Jesus 
finished all these words, he said to his dis- 
ciples, 2‘ Ye have known that after two 
days the passover cometh, and the Son of Man 
is delivered up to be crucified.’

saying, ‘‘l'o what purpose ts this waste? ° for 
this ointment could have been sold for much, 
and given to the poor.’ 

20 And Jesus having known, said to them, 
‘Why do ye give trouble to the woman? for 
a good work she wrought for me; !* fer the 

oor always ye have with you, and me ye 

ave not always; /2for she having put this 
ointment on my bedy—for my burial she did 
it. 13 Verily I say to you, Wherever this good 
news may be proclaimed in the whole world, 
what this one did shall also be spoken of—for 
a memorial of her.’ 

Then one of the twelve, who is called 
Judas Iscariot, having gone unto the chief 
priests, said, ©‘ What are ye willing to give 
me, and I will deliver him up to you?” and 
they weighed out to him thirty silverlings, 
16 and from that time he was seeking a con- 
venient season to deliver him up. 


17 And on the first day of the unleavened 
food came the disciples near to Jesus, saying 
to kim, ‘Where wilt thou ‘hat we may pre- 
pare for thee to eat the passover?’ 18and he 
said, ‘Go away to the city, unto such a one, 
and say to him, The Teacher saith, My time 
is nigh; near thee I keep the passover, with 
my disciples ;’ }9 and the disciples did as Jesus 
appointed them, and prepared the passover. 

20 And evening having come, he was reclin- 
ing (at meat) with the twelve, "and while they 
are eating, he said, ‘ Verily I say to you, that 
one of you shall deliver me up.’ * And being 
erieved exceedingly, they began to say to him, 
each of them, ‘Is it I, Sir?’ 

°3 And he answering said, ‘He who did dip 
with me the hand in the dish, he will deliver 
me up; the Son of Man doth indeed go, as 
it hath been written concerning him, but wo 
to that man through whom the Son of Man 
is delivered up! good it were for him if that 
man had not been born.’ ; 

“5 And Judas—he who delivered him up— 
answering said, ‘Isit I, Rabbi?’ He saith to 
him, ‘ Thou hast said.’ 


26 And while they are eating, Jesus having 
taken the bread, and having blessed, did 
brake, and was giving to the disciples, and 
said, ‘Take, eat, this is my bedy;’ “and 
haviog taken the cup, and having given thanks, 
he gave to them, saying, ‘Drink ye of it—all ; 
*Sfor this is my blood of the new cove- 
nant, that for many is being poured out— 
to remission of sins ; *9 and I say to you, that 
I may not drink henceforth on this produce 
of the vine, till that day when I may drink it 
with you new in the reign of my Father.’

309 And having sung a hymn, they went forth 
to the mount of the Olives ; ‘then saith Jesus 
to them, ‘ All ye shall be stumbled at me this 
night; for it hath been written, I will smite 
the shepherd, and the sheep of the flock shall 
be scattered abroad; ** but, after my having 
risen, I will go before you to Galilee. 

33 And Peter answering said to him, ‘Even 
if all shall be stumbled at thee, [ will never 
be stumbled.’ 34 Jesus said to him, ‘ Verily I 
say to thee, that, this night, before cock-crow- 
ing, thrice thou wilt deny me.’ ** Peter saith 
to him, ‘Even if it may be necessary for me 
to die with thee, I will not deny thee;’ in hke 
manner also said all the disciples. 


36 Then come with them doth Jesus to a 
lace called Gethsemane, and he saith to the 
isciples, ‘Sit ye here, till having gone away, I 

shall pray yonder.’ 

37 And having taken Peter, and the two 
sons of Zebedee, he began to be sorrowful, 
and to be very heavy ; * then saith he to them, 
‘Exceedingly sorrowful is my soul— unto 
death; abide ye here, and watch with me.’ 

39 And having gone forward a little, he fell 
on his face, praying, and saying, ‘ My Father, 
if it be possible, let this cup pass from me; 
nevertheless, not as I will, but as Thou.’ 

40 And he cometh unto the disciples, and 
findeth them sleeping, and he saith to Peter, 
‘So! ye were nut able oue hour to watch 
with me! * watch, and pray, that ye may not 
enter into temptation: the spirit indeed is 
forward, but the flesh weak.’ 

4° Again, asecond time, having gone away, he 
prayed, saying, ‘My Father, if this cup cannot 
pass away from me except I drink it, aed 
will be done;’ “and having come, he findet 
them again sleeping, for their eyes were heavy. 

44 And having left them, having gone away 
again, he prayed a third time, saying the same 
word; “then cometh he unto his disciples, 
and saith to them, ‘Sleep on henceforth, and 
rest! lo, the hour hath come nigh, and the 
Son of Man is delivered up to the hands of 
sinners. 46 Rise, let us go; lo, he hath come 
nigh who is delivering me up.’ 

47 And while he is yet speaking, lo, Judas, 
one of the twelve dia come, and with him a 
great multitude, with swords and sticks, from 
the chief priests and elders of the people. 

48 And he who did deliver him up did give 
them a sign, saying, Soiitamsoever E will kiss, 
it is he: lay hold on him;’ “and immediately, 
having come to Jesus, he said, ‘ Hail, Rabbi,’ 
and kissed him; and Jesus said to him, 
“Comrade, for what art thou present?’ Then 
having come near, they laid hands on Jesus, 
and took hold on him. 


51 And lo, one of those with Jesus, having 
stretched forth the hand, drew his sword, 
and having struck the servant of the chief 
priest, he took off his ear. 

* Then saith Jesus to him, ‘Turn back thy 
sword to its place; for all who did take the 
sword, by the sword shall perish; * dost 
thou think that I am not able now to call 
upon my Father, and He will place beside 
me more than twelve legions of messengers?

55 In that hour said Jesus to the multitudes, 
‘As against a robber ye did come forth, with 
swords and sticks, to take me! daily with 
you I was sitting teaching in the temple, and 
ye did not lay hold on me; *6 but all this hath 
come to pass, that the Writings of the pro- 
eee may be fulfilled;’ then all the disciples, 

aving left him, fled. 

7 And those laying hold on Jesus led him 
away unto Caiaphas the chief priest, where 
the scribes and the elders were gathered to- 
gether, Sand Peter was following him afar 
off, unto the court of the chief priest, and 
having gone in within, he was sitting with 
the officers, to see the end. 


*? And the chief priests, and the elders, and 
all the council, were seeking false witness 
against Jesus, that they might put him to 
death, and they did not find; and man 
false witnesses having come near, they ad 
not find; and at last two false witnesses hav- 
ing come near, ®lsaid, ‘This one said, I am 
able to throw down the sanctuary of God, 
and after three days to build it.’ 

6 And the chief priest having stood up, 
said to him, ‘ Nothing thou dost answer! what 
do these witness against thee?’ 8and Jesus 
was silent. And the chief priest answering 
said to him, ‘1 adjure thee, by the living God, 
that thou mayest say to us, if thou art the 
Christ—the Son of God.’ 

64 Jesus saith to him, ‘Thon hast said; ne- 
vertheless I say to you, hereafter ye shall see 
the Son of Man sitting on the right hand of 
the power, and coming upon the clouds, of the 
heaven.’ 

6° Then the chief priest rent his garments, 
saylug,—‘* He hath spoken evil; what need 
have we yet of witnesses? lo, now ye heard 
his evil speaking ; © what think ye?’ and they 
answering said, ‘He is worthy of death.’ 

67 Then did they spit in his face and buffet 
him, and others did slap, 8saying, ‘Declare to 
us, O Christ, who he is that struck thee?’ 


69And Peter without was sitting in the court, 
and there came near to him a certain maid, 
saying, ‘And thou wast with Jesus of Gali- 
lee!’ 7 And he denied before all, saying, ‘I 
have not known what thou sayest.’ 

71 And he having gone ,forth to the porch, 
another female saw him, and saith to those 
there, ‘And this one was with Jesus of Na- 
zareth;’ “and again did he deny with an 
oath—‘I have not known the man. 

73 And after a httle those standing near 
having come, said to Peter, ‘Truly thou also 
art of them, for even thy speech doth make 
thee manifest.’ 74Then began he to anathe- 
matise, and to swear—‘ I have not known the 
man;’ and immediately did a cock crow, 
and Peter remembered the saying of Jesus, 
he having said to him—‘ Before cock-crowing, 
thrice thou wilt deny me;’ and having gone 
without, he did weep bitterly. 


XXVII. } AND morning having come, all 
the chief pricsts and me elders of the people

3 Then Judas—he who delivered him u 
having seen that he was condemned, having 
repented, brought back the thirty silverlings 
to the chief priests, and to the elders, saying, 
4*J did sin, having delivered up innocent 
blood;’ and they said, ‘What—to us? thou 
shalt see!’ 5and having cast down the silver- 
lings in the sanctuary, he departed, and hay- 
ing gone away he did strangle himself. 

And the chief priests having taken the 
silverlings, said, ‘It is not lawful to put them 
to the treasury, seeing it is the price of blood ;’ 
7 and having taken counsel, they bought with 
them the field of the potter, for the burial of 
strangers; ®8therefore was that field called, 
‘ Field of blood,’ unto this day.

12 And in his being accused by the chief 
priests and the elders, he did not answer any 
thing, then saith Pilate to him, ‘ Dost thou 
not hear how many things they witness against 
thee?’ 34And he did not answer him, not 
even to one word, so that the governor did 
wonder greatly. 

15 And at the feast the governor had been 
accustomed to release one to the multitude, 
a prisoner, whom they willed, !*and they 
had then a noted prisoner, called Barabbas, 
they therefore having been gathered to- 
gether, Pilate said to them, ‘Whom will ye 
I shall release to you? Barabbas or Jesus ate 
is called Christ?’ '8for he had known that 
because of envy they had delivered him up. 

19 And as he is sitting on the tribunal, his 
wife sent unto him, saying, ‘ Nothing—to thee 
aud to that righteous one, for many things 
ite I suffer to-day in a dream because of 

im. 
“0 And the chief priests and the elders did 
Rerenece the multitudes that they might ask 
or themselves Barabbas, and might destroy 
Jesus; 21 and the governor answering said to 
them, * Which of the two will ne that I shall 
release to you?’ And they said, ‘ Barabbas.’ 

22 Pilate saith to them, ‘ What then shall I 
do with Jesus who is called Christ?’ They 
all say to him, ‘Let be crucified!’ °3 And 
the governor said, ‘Why, what evil did he?’ 
and they were crying out the more, saying, 
‘Let be erueified.’ 


*4 And Pilate haviug seen that it profiteth 
nothing, but rather a tumult is made, having 
taken water, he did wash the hands before 
the multitude, saying, *L£ am innocent from 
the blood of this righteous one; ye—ye shall 
soe;’ and all the publ auswerlng said,

‘His blood ts upon us, and upon our children!’ 
*6Then did he release to them Barabbas, 
and having scourged Jesus, he delivered him 
up that he may be crucified ; 7’ then the soldiers 
of the governor having taking Jesus to the 
Praetorium, did gather to him all the band; 
*Sand having unelothed him, they put around 
him a crimsou cloak, “and having plaited him 
a crown out of thorns they put i on his head, 
and a reed in his right hand, and having 
kneeled before him, they were mocking him, 
saying, ‘Hail, the king of the Jews.’ 

40 And having spit on him, they took the 
reed, and were smiting on his head; *}and 
when they had mocked him, they took off 
from him the cloak, and put on him his own 
garments, and led him away to crucify him. 

32 And eoming forth, they found a man, a 
Cyrenian, by name Simon : him they impressed 
that he might bear his cross; and havin 
come to a place ealled Golgotha, that is calle 
Place of a Skull, *4they gave him to drink 
Vinegar mixed with gall, and having tasted, 
he would uot drink. 

35 And having crucified him, they divided 
his garments, casting alot, that it might be 
fulfilled that was spoken by the prophet, 
‘They divided my garments to themselves, 
and over my vesture they cast a lot;’ = and 
sitting down, they were watching him there, 
37 and they put_up over his head, his accusa- 
ee written, ‘This is Jesus, the king of the 

ews.’ 


38 Then crucified with him are two robbers, 
one on the right hand, and one on the left, 
39 and those passing by were speaking evil of 
him, wagging their heads, #9and saying, ‘Thou 
that art throwing down the sanetuary, and in 
three days building it, save thyself; if Son 
thou art of God, come down from the cross.’ 

41 And in like manner also the chief priests 
mocking, with the scribes and elders, said, 
42 “Others he saved; himself he is not able to 
save! If he be King of Israel, let him come 
down now from the eross, and we will believe 
him; * he hath trusted on God, let Him now 
deliver him, if He wish him, because he said 
—Son of God Iam;’ “with the same also the 
robbers, who were crucified with him, were 
reproaching him. 


45 And from the sixth hour darkness eame 
over all the Jand unto the ninth hour, “4 and 
about the ninth hour Jesus cried out with a 
great voice, saying, ‘Eli, Eli, lama sabach- 
thani?’ that is, ‘ My God, wy God, why didst 
Thou forsake me?’ 

47 And certain of those standing there hav- 
ing heard, said—‘ Elijah he doth call ;’ “and 
inmediately, one of them having run, and 
having taken a spunge, having filled i¢ with 
vinegar, and having put é¢ on a reed, was 
giving him to drink, “ but the rest said, ‘ Let 
alone, let us see if Elijah doth come—about 
to save him.’ 


S50 And Jesus having again cried with a 
great voice, yielded the spirit; 5! and lo, the 
vail of the sauctuary was rent in two from 
top unto bottom, aud the earth did quake,

and the rocks were rent, °° and the tombs were 
opened, and many bodies of the saints who 
have fallen asleep, arose, “and having come 
forth out of the tombs after his rising, they 
went into the holy city, and appeared to many. 

54 And the centurion, and those with him 
watching Jesus, having seen the earthquake, 
and the things that were done, were exceed- 
ingly afraid, saying, ‘Truly this was God’s 

on. 

55 And there were there many women be- 
holding from afar, who did follow Jesus from 
Galilee, ministering to him, among whom 
was Mary the Magdalene, and Mary the 
mother of James and of Joses, and the mother 
of the sons of Zebedee. 


57 And evening having come, there came a 
rich man, from Arimathea, named Joseph, 
who also himself was discipled to Jesus, **he 
having gone near to Pilate, asked for himself 
the body of Jesus; then Pilate commanded 
the body to be given back. 

And having taken the body, Joseph 
wrapped itin clean linen, and laid it in his 
new tomb, that he hewed in the rock, and 
having rolled a great stone to the door of the 
tomb, he went away; ®!and there were there 
Mary the Magdalene, and the other Mary, 
sitting over-against the sepulchre. 


62 And on the morrow that is after the pre- 
paration, were gathered together the ohiet 
priests, and the Pharisees, unto Pilate, ® say-

be made secure till the third day, lest his dis-

heard by the governor, we will persuade him, 
aud you keep free from panely: 15 And they, 
having received the money, did as they were 
taught, and this account was spread abroad 
among Jews till this day. 


16 And the eleven disciples went to Galilee, 
to the mount where Jesus Sp Rpintes them, 
17 and having seen him, they bowed to him, 
but some did waver. 

18 And having come near, Jesus spake to 
them, saying, ‘ Given to me was all authority 
in heaven and on earth; ! having gone, then, 
disciple all the nations, (baptizing them—to 
the name of the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Spirit, *° teaching them to observe 
all, whatever I did command you,) and lo, I 
am with you all the days—till the full end of 
the age.’ fe 


MARK, 


CHAP. I. !A_ heginning of the good news of 
Jesus Christ, Son of God. 


2 As it hath been written in the prophets, 
‘Lo, I send My messenger hefore thy face, 
who shall prepare thy way before thee,’— 
3° A voice of one calling in the wilderness, 
Prepare ye the way of the Lord, straight 
make ye his paths,—4 John came baptizing 
in the wilderness, and proclaiming a baptism 
of reformation—to remission of sins, © and 
there were going forth to him all the region of 
Judea, and they of Jerusalem, and they were 
all baptized by him in the river Jordan, con- 
fessing their sins. 

6 And John was clothed with camel’s hair, 
and a girdle of skin around his loins, and 
eating locusts and honey of the field, 7 and 
he proclaimed, saying, ‘He doth come—who 
is mightier than l—after me, of whom I am 
not worthy—having stooped down—to loose 
the latchet of his sandals; 8I indeed did 
baptize you with water, but he shall baptize 
you with the Holy Spirit.’ 


® And it came to Be in those days, Jesns 
came from Nazarcth of Galilee, and was bap- 
tized by John at the Jordan; !°and immedi- 
ately coming up from the water, he saw the 
heavens dividing, and the Spirit as a dove 
coming down upon him; ! and a voice came 
ont of the heavens, ‘Thou art My Son—the 
Beloved, in whom I did delight.’ 

12 And immediately doth the Spirit put 
him forth to the wilderness, and he was 
there in the wilderness forty days, being 
tempted by the Adversary, and he was with 
the beasts, and the‘messengers were minister- 
ing to him. 


4 And after the delivering up of John, Jesus 
came to Galilee, proclaiming Hig food news of 
the reign of God, and saying—‘ Fulfilled hath 
been the time, and the reign of God hath 
come nigh, reform ye, and believe in the good 
news.’ 

16 And, walking by the sea of Galilee, he 
saw Simon, and Andrew his brother, casting 
a drag into the sea, for they were fishers, 
and Jesus said to them, ‘Coie ye after me 

and I shall make you to become fishers o 

men ;’ and immediately, having left their 
nets, they followed him. 

And having gone on thence a little, he 
saw James of Zebedee, and John his brother, 
and they were io the boat refitting the nets, 
*0 and immediately he called them, and, hav- 
ing left their father Zebedee in the boat with 
the hired servants, they went away after 

im. 


*t And they go on to Capernaum, and im- 
mediately, on the-sabbaths, having gone into 
the synayogue, he was teaching, *? and they 

24 


were astonished at his teaching, for he was 
teaching them as having authority, and not 
as the scribes. 

23 And there was in their synagogne a man 
with an unclean spirit, and he cried out, 
*4saying, ‘Away! what—to us and to thee, 
Jesus the Nazarene? thou didst come to de- 
stroy us; I have known thee who thou art— 
the Holy One of God.’ 

°5 And Jesus rebuked him, saying, ‘Be si- 
lenced, and come forth out of him,’ ** and the 
unclean spirit having torn him, and having 
cried with a great voice, came forth ontof him, 
“7 and they were all amazed, so as to reason 
among themselves, saying, ‘What is this? 
what new teaching is this? that with autho- 
rity also the unclean spirits he commandeth, 
and they obey him!’ “And the fame of him 
went forth immediately to all the region, 
round about, of Galilee. 


*9 And immediately, having come forth out 
of the synagogue, they went to the house of 
Simon and Andrew, with James and John, 
30 and the mother-in-law of Simon was lying 
fevered, and immediately they tell him about 
her, 3! and having come near, ho raised her 
up, having laid hold of her hand, and the 
fever left Hee immediately, and she was mi- 
nistering to them. 

32 And evening having come, when the sun 
did set, they brought unto him all who were 
ill, and who were demoniacs, 33 and the whole 
city was gathered together near the door, 
4and he healed many who were ill of mani- 
fold diseases, and many demons he cast forth, 
and was not suffering the demons to speak, 
because they knew him. ; 

35 And very carly, it being yet night, having 
risen, he went forth, and went away to a 
desert place, and was there praying; *® and 
Simon and those with him went in quest of 
him, ??and having found him, they say to 
him,—‘ All do seek thee ;’ %and he saith to 
them, ‘We may go to the next towns, that 
eee also I may preach, for for this I came 
orth, 


39 And he was preachmg in their synagogues, 
in all Galilee, and is casting out the demons, 
4% and there doth come to him a leven calling 
on him, and kneeling to him, and saying to 
him—‘ If thou mayest will, thou art able to 
cleanse me.’ 

41 And Jesus having been moved with com- 
passion, having stretched forth the hand, 
touched him, and saith to him, ‘1 will; be 
thon cleansed ;’ # and he having spoken, im- 
mediately the leprosy went away from him, 
and he was cleansed. * And having sternly 
charged him, immediately he put him forth, 
44 and saith to him, ‘See thou mayest say no- 
thing to any one, but goaway, thyself shew to 
the priest, and bring ucar for thy cleansing

the things Moses directed, for a testimony to 
them. 

45 And he, having gone forth, began to pro- 
eltim much, and to spread abroad the thing, 
so that no more he was able openly to enter 
into the city, but he was withuut in desert 
places, and they were coming unto him from 
every quarter. 


Il. 1} AND again heentered into Capernaum, 
after some days, and it was heard that he is 
in the house, ?and immediately many were 
gathered together, so that there was no more 
room, not even at the door, and he was speak- 
ing to them the word. 

3 And they come unto him, bringing a para- 
lytic, borne by four, 4and not being aBle to 
come near to him because of the multitude, 
they uncovered the roof where he was, and, 
having broken ié up, they let down the couch 
on which the Res was lying, 5and Jesus 
having seen fheir faith, saith to the para- 
lytic, ‘Child, thy sins have been forgiven 
thee.’ 

6 And there were certain of the scribes there 
sitting, and reasoning in their hearts, 7‘ Why 
doth this one thus speak evil words? who is 
able to forgive sins except one—God?’ 

8 And immediately Jesus, having known in 
his spirit that they thus reason in themselves, 
said to them, ‘Why these things reason ye in 
your hearts? ® which is easier, to say to the 
paralytic, The sins have been forgiven to thee? 
or to say, Rise, and take up thy couch, and 
walk? 

* And, that ye may know that the Son of 
Man hath authority onthe earth to forgive sins 
—(he saith to the eae I say to thee, 
Rise, and take up thy couch, and go away to 
thy honse;’ }“and he rose immediately, and 
having taken up the couch, he went forth 
before all, so that all are astonished, and 
do glorify God, saying—‘ Never thus did we 
see, 


13 And he went forth again by the sea, and 
all the multitude was coming unto him, and 
he was teaching them, and passing by, he 
saw Levi of Alpheus Sing at the tax- 
office, and saith to him, ‘Be following me,’ 
and he, having risen, did follow him. 

15 And it came to pass, in his reclining (at 
meat) in his house, that many tax-gatherers 
and sinners were reclining (at meat) with 
Jesus and his disciples, for there were many, 
and they followed him. 

16 And the scribes and the Pharisees, having 
seen him eating with the tax-gatherers and sin- 
ners, said to his disciples, ‘ Why—that with 
the tax-gatherers and sinners he doth eat and 
drink?’ 1” And Jesus, having heard, saith to 
them, ‘They who are strong have no need of 
a physician, but they who are ill; I came not 
not to call righteous men, but sinners to re- 
formation.’ 


18 And the disciples of John and those of the 
Pharisees were peste, and they come and say 
to him, ‘ Wherefore do the disciples of John 
aud those of the Pharisees fast, and thy 
disciples do not fast?’ 19 And Jesus said to 
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A withered hand restored, 


tiem, ‘Are the sons of tle bride-chamber 
able, while the bridegroom is with them, to 
fast? so long time as they have the bride- 
groom with them they are not able to fast; 
*© but days shall come when the bridegroom 
may be taken from them, and then they shall 
fast—in those days. 

21 * And no one a patch of undressed cloth 
doth sew on an old garment, and if not—the 
new filling it up doth take from the old and the 
rent doth become worse; ?2and no one doth 
put new wine into old skins, and if not—the 
new wine doth burst the skins, and the wine 
is poured out, and the skins will be de- 
stroyed; but new wine into uew skins is to 
be put.’ 


*3 And it came to pass—he is going along 
on the sabbaths through the corn-fields—an 
his disciples began to make a way, plucking 
the ears, “4 and the Pharisees said to him, ‘ Lo, 
why do they on the sabbaths that which is 
not lawful?’ 

*>* And he said to them, ‘Did ye never 
read what David did, when he had need and 
was hungry, he and those with him? 76 how 
he went into the house of God, (at ‘ Abiathar 
the chief priest,’) and the loaves of the pre- 
sentation did eat, which it is not lawful to 
eat, except to the priests, and he gave also to 
those who were with him?’ 

7 And he said to them, ‘The sabbath for 
man was made, not man for the sabbath, 
*8s0 that the son of man is lord also of the 
sabbath.’ 


If. 1 AND he entered again into the syna- 
gogue, and there was there a man having the 
hand withered, ?and they were watoline lin’ 
whether on the sabbaths he will heal him, 
that they might accuse him. 3 And he saith 
to the man having the hand withered, ‘ Rise 
itp in the midst.’ 

4And he saith to them, ‘Is it lawful on 
the sabbaths to do good, or to do evil? life 
to save, or to kill?’ but they were silent. 
5 And having looked round upon them with 
auger, being grieved for the hardness of their 
heart, he saith to the man, ‘Stretch forth thy 
hand;’ and he stretched forth, and his hand 
was restored whole as the other; ‘and the 
Pharisees having gone forth, immediately 
with the Herodians, were talking counsel 
against him how they might destroy him. 


7And Jesus withdrew with his disciples 
unto the sea, and a great multitude from Ga- 
lilee followed him, and from Judea, 8 and 
from Jerusalem, and from Idumea and be- 
youd the Jordan; and they about Tyre and 
Sidon — a great multitude — having heard 
how great things he was doing, came unto 


® And he said to his disciples that a little 
boat may wait on him, because of the mullti- 
tude, that they may not press upon him, 
10for he did heal many, so that they threw 
themselves on him, in order to touch him— 
as many as had plagues; and the unclean 
spirits, when they were seeing him, were 
falling down before him, and were crying,

saying—‘ Thou art the Son of God;’ “and 
many times he was charging them that they 
might not make him manifest. 


13 And he goeth ale to the mountain, and 
doth call near whom he willed, and they went 
away to him; Mand he appointed twelve, 
that they may be with him, and that he may 
send them forth to preach, “and to have 
power to heal the sicknesses, and to cast out 
the demons. 

16 And he put on Simon the name Peter; 
17 and James of Zebedee, and John the brother 
of James, and he put en them names—Boan- 
erges, that is, ‘Sons of thunder;’ }8and An- 
drew, and Philip, and Bartholomew, and 
Matthew, and Thomas, and James of Alpheus 
and Thaddeus, and Simon the Cananite, ¥ an 
Judas Iseariot, who did also deliver him up; 
and they come into a house. 


20 And come together again doth a multi- 
tude, so that they are not able even to eat 
bread; 21and his friends Bea R OATS, went 
forth to lay hold on him, for they said that 
he was beside himself, 22? and the scribes who 
are from Jerusalem having eome down, said— 
‘He hath Beelzeboul,’ and—‘ By the ruler of 
the demons he doth cast out the demons.’ 

23 And, having called them near, in similes 
he said to them, ‘ How is the Adversary able 
to cast out the Adversary ? “and if a kingdom 
against itself be divided, that kingdom cannot 
be made to stand; ®and if a house against 
itself be divided, that house cannot be made 
to stand; *6and if the Adversary did _ rise 
against himself, and hath been divided, he 
cannot be made to stand, but hath an end. 

27 *No one is able the vessels of the strong 
man—having entered into his house—to spoil, 
if first he may not bind the strong man, and 
then his house he will spoil. 

*8 * Verily I say to you, that all the sins shall 
be forgiven to the sons of men, and evil speak- 
ings with which they might speak evil, *’ but 
whoever may speak evil in regard to the Holy 
Spirit hath not forgiveness—to the age, but 
is in danger ofage-during judgment ;’ °° because 
they said, ‘ He hath an unclean spirit.’ 


81 ‘hen come do his brethren and mother, 
and standing without, they sent unto him, 
calling him, 22and a multitude was sitting 
about him, and they said to him, ‘Lo, th 
mother and thy brethren without do see 


33 And he answered them, saying, ‘ Whois 
my mother, or my brethren?’ *4 And having 
looked round in a circle to those sitting about 
him, he saith, ‘Lo, my mother and my breth- 
ren! for whoever may do the will of God, 
he is my brether, and my sister, and mother.’ 


IV. ! AND again he began to teach by the 
sea, and there was vathered nnto bim a zreat 
multitude, so that he, having gone jnto the 
boat, sat in the sea, and all the multitude was 
near the sea, on the land, *and he taught 
them many things in similes, and he said to 
them in his teaching: 

3 * Hearken, lo, the one went forth to sow; 
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Sintile of the sower. 


4and it eame to pass, in the sowing, some fel} 
by the way, and the fowls of the heaven did 
come and devour it; ° and other fell upon the 
rocky ground, where it had not much earth, 
and immediately it sprang forth, because of 
not having depth of earth, °and the sun hav- 
ing risen, it was scorched, and because of not 
having root it did wither; 7and other fell 
toward the thorns, and the thorns did come 
up, and choke it, and fruit it gave not; ®and 
other fell to the good ground, and was giving 
fruit, coming up and increasing, and it bare, 
one thirty-fold, and one sixty, and one an 
hundred.’ ® And he said to them, ‘He who 
is having ears to hear—let him hear.’ 


10 And when he was alone, those about him, 
with the twelve, did ask him of the simile, 
11 and he said to them, ‘To you it hath been 
given to know the secret of the reign ef God, 
but to those who are without, in similes are 
all the things done; !*that seeing they may 
see and not perceive, and hearing they may 
hear and not understand, lest they may turn, 
and the sins may be forgiven them.’ 

13 And he saith to them, ‘Have ye not 


known this simile? and how shall ye know 
all the similes ? +4 He who is sowing doth sow 


the word ; }' and these are they by the way 
where the word is sown: and whenever they 
may hear, iminediately comeththe Adversary, 
and he taketh away the word that hath been 
sown in their hearts. 

16 * And these are they, in like manner, who 
on the rocky ground are sown: who, when- 
ever they may hear the word, immediately 
with joy do receive it, !7 and have not root in 
themselves, but are temporary; afterward 
tribulation or persecution having ceme be- 
cause of the word, immediately they are 
stumbled. 

18* And these are they who toward the 
thorns are sown: these are they who are hear- 
ingthe word, “andthe anxieties of this age, and 
the deceitfulness of the riches, and the desires 
concerning the other things, entering in, choke 
the word, and it becometh unfruitful. 

20*And these are they who on the good 
ground have been sown: who do hear the 
word, and receive, and do bear fruit, one 
pipet and one sixty, and one an hun- 

red. 


21 And he said to them, ‘ Doth the lamp 
come that under the measure it may be put, 
er under the couch—not that it may be put 
on the lamp-stand? 2*for there is not anything 
hid that may net be manifested, nor was any- 
thing kept hid but that it may come to light. 
°3 If any hath ears to hear—let him ear.’ 

“4 And he said to them, ‘Take heed what 

e hear; in what measure ye measure, it shall 

e measured to you; and to you who hear it 
shall be added; **for whoever may have, there 
shall be given to him, and whoever hath not, 
wie that which he hath shall be taken from 

im. 


26 And he said, ‘ Thus is the reign of God: 
as if aman may cast the sced on the earth, 
‘7 and may sleep, and may rise night and day, 


Storm calmed. 


and the seed spring up and grow, he hath not 
known how; “3for of itself doth the earth 
bear fruit, first a blade, afterwards an ear, 
afterwards full corn in the ear; °%and when- 
ever the fruit may yield itself, immediately 
he doth send forth the sickle, becanse the 
harvest hath come.’ 


30 And he said, ‘To what may we liken the 
reign of God, or in what simile may we com- 
pare it? 8! As a grain of mustard, which, 
whenever it may be sown on the earth, is less 
than any of the seeds that are on the earth; 
32and whenever it may be sown, it cometh 
up, and doth become greater than any of the 
herbs, and doth make great branches, so that 
under its shade the fowls of the heaven are 
able to rest.’ 

33 And with mary such similes he was speak- 
ing to them the word, as they were able to 
hear, 34and without asimile he was not speak- 
ing .to them, and by themselves, to his disciples 
he was expounding all. 


35 And he saith to them on that day, evening 
having come, ‘We may pass over to the other 
side;’ and having let away the multitude, 
they take him up as he was im the boat, and 
other little boats also were with him. 

3’ And there cometh a great storm of wind, 
and the waves weve beating on the boat, so 
that it is now being filled, and he himself 
‘vas upon the stern, upon the pillow sleeping, 
and they wake him up, and say to him, 
‘Teacher, art thou not caring that we perish?’ 

39 And having waked up, he rebuked the 
wind, and said to the sea, ‘Peace, be stilled ;’ 
and the wind did lull, and there was a great 
ealm: 4° and he said to them, ‘ Why are ye so 
fearful? how have ye not faith?’ #!and they 
feared a great fear, and said one unto another. 
‘Who, then, is this, that even the wind an 
the sea do obey him ?’ 


V. 1 AND they eame to the other side of 
the sea, to the region of the Gadarenes, *and 
he having come forth out of the boat, im- 
mediately there met him out of the tombs a 
man.with an unelean spirit, > who had his 
dwelling in the tombs, and not even with 
chains was any one able to bind hin, # be- 
eause that he many times with fetters and 
chains had been bound, and pulled in pieces 
by him had been the chains, and the fetters 
broken in pieces, and none was able to tame 
him, and always, night and day, in the moun- 
tains. and in the tombs he was, erying and 
eutting himself with stones. 

6 And, having seen Jesus from afar, he ran 
and bowed before him, “and having ealled 
with a loud voice, he said, ‘What—to me and 
to thee, Jesus, Son of God the Most High? 
I adjune thee by God, mayest thou not afflict 
me!’ 8(for he said to him, ‘Come _ forth, 
spirit unclean, out of the man,’) 9and he was 
questioning him, ‘What is thy name?’ and 
he answered, saying, ‘Legion is my name, 
because we are many;’ !°and he was ealling 
on him much, that he may not send them out 
of the region. 

1 And there was there, near the moun- 
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Demons cast out. 


tains, a great herd of swine feeding, ' and all 
the demons did eall upon him, saying, * Send 
us to the swine, that into them we may 
enter ;’ ¥ and immediately Jesus gave them 
leave, and having come forth, the unclean 
spirits did enter into the swine, and the herd 

id rush down the steep place to the sea—and 
they were about two thousand—and they were 
choked in the sea. 


14 And those feeding the swine did flee, and 
told in the city, and in the fields, and they 
eame forth to see what itis that hath been 
done; “and they come unto Jesus, and see 
the demoniac, sitting, and clothed, and right- 
minded—him having had the legion—and 
they were afraid; 16 and those having seen i, 
declared to them how it had come to pass to 
the demoniac, and about the swine; 17 and 
they began to call upon him to go away from 
their borders. 

18 And he having gone into the boat, the 
demoniac was ealling on him that he may be 
with him, }9 and Jesus did not suffer him, but 
saith to him, ‘Go away to thy house, unto 
thine own friends, and tell them how great 
things the Lord did to thee, and dealt kindly 
with thee ;’ *°and he went away, and began 
to proclaim in the Decapolis how great things 
Jesus did to him, and all were wondering. 


“1 And Jesus having passed over in the boat 
again to the other side, there was gathered a 
great multitude to him, and he was near the 
sea, °* and lo, there doth come one of the chiefs 
of the synagogue, by name Jairus, and hav- 
ing seen him, he doth fall at his feet, and 
he was calling upon him much, saying—‘ My 
little daughter is at the last extremity—that 
having come, thou mayest lay on her thy 
hands, so that she may be saved, and she 
shall live;’ *!and he went away with him. | 

And there was following him a great multi- 
tude, and they were thronging him, * and a 
certain woman, having an issue of blood 
twelve years, “°and many things having suf- 
fered under many physicians, and having 
spent all that she had, and having profited 
nothing, but rather having come to the worse, 
*7 having heard about Jesus, having come m 
the multitude behind, she touched his garment, 
*8 for she said—‘ If even his garments I may 
touch, I shall be saved;’ “and immediately 
was the fountain of her blood dried up, and 
she knew in the body that she hath been 
healed of the plague. ; 

30 And immediately Jesus having known 1n 
himself that out of him power had gone forth, 
having turned about in the multitude, said, 
‘Who did touch my paements 31and his 
disciples said to him, ‘Thou seest the multi- 
tude thronging thee, and thou sayest, ‘Who 
did toueh me!’ 

32 And he was looking round to see her who 
did this, 32> and the woman, having been afraid, 
and trembling, knowing what was done on 
her, came, and fell down before him, and told 
him all the truth, #+and he said to her, 
‘Daughter, thy faith hath saved thee; go 
away in peace, and be whole from thy plague.’ 

35 As he is yet go ans there come from 


Jairus’ daughter restored to life. 


the chief of the synagogue’s house, certain, 
saying—‘ Thy daughter did die, why still dost 
thou harass the Teacher?’ 35 And Jesus im- 
mediately, having heard the word that is 
spoken, saith to the chief of the synagogue, 
‘Be not afraid, only believe.’ 

37 And he did not suffer any one to follow 
with him, except Peter, and James, and John 
the brother of James; *8 and he cometh to the 
house of the chief of the synagogue, and seeth 
a tumult, much weeping and wailing; 8 and 
having gone in he saith to them, ‘ y do 
ye make a tumult, and weep? the child did 
not die, but doth sleep;’ #“and they were 
laughing at him. 

And he, having put all forth, doth take the 
father of the child, and the mother, and those 
with him, and goeth in where the child is 
lying, “and, having taken the hand of the 
child, he saith to her, ‘Talitha cumi;’ which 
is, being interpreted, ‘ Damsel (I say to thee), 
arise.’ 

42 And immediately the damsel arose, and 
was walking, for she was twelve years old; 
and they were amazed with a great amaze- 
ment, #7 and he charged them much, that no 
one may know this thing, and he said that 
there be given to her to eat. 


VL 2 AND he went forth thence, and came 
to his own country, and his disciples do fol- 
low him, ?and sabbath having come, he began 
in the synagogue to teach, and many hearing 
were astonished, saying, ‘ Whence hath this 
one these things? and what the wisdom that 
was given to him, that also such mighty works 
through his hands are done?’ Is not this 
the carpenter, the son of Mary, and brother 
of James, and Joses, and Judas, and Simon? 
and are not his sisters here with us?’—and 
they were being stumbled at him. 

4 And Jesus said to them—‘ A prophet is not 
without honour, except in his own country, 
and among his kindred, and in his own honse;’ 
°and he was not able there any mighty work 
to do, except on a fewinfirm people having 

mut hands he did heal them; Sand he won- 
dered because of their unbelief, 


And he was going round the villayes, ina 
cirele, teaching, ?and he doth call near the 
twelve, and he began to send them forth two 
by two, and he was giving them power over 
the unclean spirts, Sand he commanded 
them that they may take nothing for the 
way, except a staff only—no scrip, no bread, 
no brass in the girdle, 9 but having been shod 
with sandals, and ye may not put on two 
coats. 

10 And he said to them, ‘ Whenever ye may 
enter into a house, there remain till ye may 
depart thence, "and as many as may not 
receive you, nor hear you, going out thence, 
shake off the dust that is under your feet for 
a testimony to them; verily I say to you, It 
shall be more tolerable for Sodom or Go- 
morrah in a day of judgment than for that 
city.’ 

* And having gone forth they were preach- 
ing that acn might reform, ® and many de- 
mous they were aie out, and they were 
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anointing with oil many infirm, and they were 
healing them. 

14 And the king Herod heard, (for his name 
became public,) and he said—‘ John the Bap- 
tist outof the dead was raised, and because of 
this the mighty powers are working in him.’ 
1 Others said—‘ It is Elijah,’ and others said 
—‘ It is a prophet, or as one of the prophets.’ 
16 And Herod having heard, said—‘t He whom 
I did behead—John—this is he; he was raised 
out of the dead.’ 

(7¥or Herod himself, having sent forth, 
did lay hold on John, and bound him in the 
wrison, because of Herodias the wife of Philip 

is brother, because he married her, *8 for 
John said to Herod—‘ It is not lawful to thee 
to have the wife of thy brother;’ 1 and 
Herodias was having a quarrel with him, and 
was willing to kill him, and was not able, 
“for Herod was fearing John, knowing him 
aman righteous and holy, and was keeping 
watch over him, and having heard him. was 
doing many things, and hearing him gladly. 

2 And a seasonable day having come, when 
Herod on his birth-day was making a supper 
to his great men, and to thechiefsof thousands, 
and to the first men of Galilee, °2and the 
daughter of that Herodias having come in, 
and having danced, and having pleased Herod 
and those reclining (at meat) with him, the 
king said to the damsel, ‘ Ask of me whatever 
thou wilt, and I will give to thee,’ and he 
sware to her—‘ Whatever thou mayest ask 
me, I will give to thee—unto the half of my 
kingdom.’ 

*4And she, having gone forth, said to her 
mother, ‘What shall I ask for myself?’ and 
she said, ‘The head of John the Baptist;’ 
* and having comein immediately with haste 
unto the king, she asked, saying, ‘1 will that 
thou mayest give me presently, upon a plate, 
the head of John the Baptist.’ 

26 And the king—made very sorrowful—be- 
cause of the oaths and of those reclining (at 
meat) with him, would not put her away, 
“7 and immediately the king having sent a 

uardsman, did command his head to be 
srought, and he having gone, beheaded 
him in the prison, and brought his head upon 
a plate, and did give it to the damsel, and 
tlie damsel] did give it to her mother; “and 
having heard, his disciples came and took up 
his corpse, and laid it in the tomb. 


30 And the apostles are gathered together 
unto Jesus, and they told him all, and how 
many things theydid, andhow manythin gs they 
taught, #1 and he said to them, ‘Come ye your- 
selves apart toa desert place, and rest a httle,’ 
for those coming and those going were many, 
and not even to eat had they opportunity, 
42and they went away to a desert place, in 
the boat, by themselves, ‘ 

33 And the multitudes saw them going away, 
and many recognised him, and by land from 
all the cities they ran thither, and went before 
them, and came together to him, *4and havin 
come forth, Jesus saw a great multitude, anc 
was moved with compassion on them, that 
they were as sheep not having a shepherd, 
and he began to teach many things. 


Christ calms the sca. 


35 And now the honr being advanced, his 
disciples having come near to him, say,—‘ The 
place is desolate, and the hour is now ad- 
vanced, *let them away, that, having gone 
away to the surrounding fields and villaves, 
they may buy to themselves loaves, for what 
they may eat they have not.’ 

37 And he answering said to them, ‘ Give ye 
them to cat,’ and they say to him, ‘ Having 
gone away, may we buytwo hundred denaries’ 
worth of loaves, and give to them to eat?’ 
38 And he saith to them, ‘ How many loaves 
have ye? go and see;’ and having known, 
they say, ‘Five, and two fishes.’ 39 And he 
commanded them to make all recline in com- 
panies upon the green grass, *°and they sat 
down in squares, by hundreds, and by tifties. 

41 And having taken the five loaves and the 
two fishes, having looked up to the heaven, 
he blessed, and brake the loaves, and was 
giving to his disciples, that they may set be- 
fore them, and the two fishes divided he to 
all, “and they did all eat, and were filled, 
and they took up of broken pieces twelve 
hand-baskets full, and of the tishes, “and 
those eating of the loaves were about five 
thousand men. 


* And immediately he constrained his dis- 
ciples to go into the boat, and to go before to 
the other side, unto Bethsaida, till he may let 
the multitude away, “and having taken leave 
of them, he went away to the mountain to 
pray. 

47 And evening having come, the boat was 
in the midst of the sea, and he alone upon the 
land; and he saw them harassed in the 
rowing, for the wind was against them, and 
about the fourth watch of the night he doth 
come to them walking on the sea, and wished 
to pass by them. 

49 And they having seen him walking on the 
sea, thought it to be an apparition, and cried 
out, for they allsaw him, and were troubled 
and immediately he spake with them, and 
saith to them, ‘Take courage, I am he, be 
not afraid.’ 

51 And he went up unto them to the boat, 
and the wind Iulled, and greatly out of mea- 
sure were they amazed in themselves, and 
were wondering, ®**for they understeod not 
concerning the loaves, for their heart hath 
been hard. 


53 And having passed over, they came upon 
the land of Gennesaret, and drew to the shore, 
Stand they having come forth out of the boat, 
immediately having recognised him, * having 
run about through all that region round about, 
they began upon the couches to carry about 
those ill, where they were hearing that he is, 
+’ and wherever he was going, to villages, or 
cities, or fields, in the market-places they 
were laying the infirm, and were calling upon 
him, that they may touch if it were but the 
fringe of his garment, and as many as were 
touching him were saved. 


VII. 1 AND gathered together unto him are 
the Pharisees, and certain of the scribes, 
having come from Jerusalem, °and having 
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seen certain of his disciples with defiled hands 
—that is, unwashed—eating bread, they 
found fault; ?for the Pharisees, and all 
the Jews, if they do not wash the hands to 
the wrist, do not eat, holding the tradition of 
the elders, *and, coming from the market- 
place, if they do not baptize themselves, they 
do not eat; and many other things there are 
that they received to hold, baptisms of cups, 
and pots, and brazen vessels, and couches. 

° Then question him do the Pharisees and 
the scribes, ‘Wherefore do thy disciples not 
walk aceording to the tradition of the elders, 
but with unwashed hands do eat the bread ?’ 
Sand he answering said to them—‘ Well did 
Isaiah prophesy concerning you, hypocrites, 
as 1t hath been written, This people with the 
lips doth honour Me, and their heart is far 
from Me; 7and in vain do they worship Me, 
teaching teachings, commands of men; 8 for, 
having put away the command of God, ye 
hold the tradition of men, baptisms of pots 
is cups; and many other such lke things 
ye do.’ 
®And he said to them, ‘Well do ye put 
away the command of God that your tradi- 
tion yo may keep; 1°for Moses said, Honour 
thy father and thy mother; and, He who is 
speaking evil of father or mother—let him 
die the death; "and ye say, If a man may 
say to father or to mother, Korban (that is, 
a gift), is whatever thou mayest be ace 
out of mine, }2and no more do ye suffer him 
to do anything for his father or for his mother , 
13 setting aside the word of God for your tra- 
dition that ye delivered; and many such like 
things ye do.’ ; 


14 And having called near all the multitude, 
he said to them, ‘ Hearken to me, ye all, and 
understand; there is nothing from without 
the man entering into him that is able to de- 
file him, but the things coming out from him, 
those are the things defiling the man. 3° If 
any hath ears to hear—let him hear.’ 

W” And when he entered into a house from 
the mulfitude, his disciples were questioning 
him about the simile, !8and he saith to them, 
‘So also ye are without understanding! Do 
ye not perceive that nothing from without 
entering into the man is able to defile him? 
19 because it doth not enter into his heart, but 
into the belly, and into the drain it doth go 
out, purifying all the meats.’ 

“0 And he said—‘ That which is coming out 
from the man, that doth defile the man; *! for 
from within, out of the heart of men, the evil 
reasonings do come forth, adulteries, whore- 
doms, murders, ** thefts, covetous desires, 
wickedness, deceit, arrogance, an evil eye, 
evil speaking, pride, foolishness; ** all these 
evils do come forth from within, and they 
defile the man.’ 


*4 And from thence having risen, he went 
away to the borders of ‘Tyre and Sidon, and 
having entered into the house, he wished none 
to know, and he was not able to be hid, * for 
a woman having heard about him, whose 
little daughter had an unclean spirit, having 
come, fell at his eer. and the woman was

a Greek, a Syro-Phenician by nation—and 
was asking him, that the demon he may cast 
forth out of her daughter. 

“7 And Jesus said to her, ‘Suffer first the 
children to be filled, for it is not good to take 
the children’s bread, and to east it to the 
little dogs.’ °*8 And she answered and saith 
to him, ‘ Yes, sir; for the little dogs also under 
the table do eat of the children’s crumbs.’ 
29 And he said to her, ‘Because of this word 
go; the demon hath gone forth out of thy 
daughter ;’ 9°and having come away to her 
house, she found the demon gone forth, and 
the daughter laid npon the couch. 


31 And again, having gone forth from the 
coasts of Tyre and Sidon, he came unto the 
sea of Galilee, through the midst of the coasts 
of Deeapolis, 2? and they bring to him a deaf, 
stuttering man, and they eall on him that he 
may put the hand on him. 

83 And having taken him away from the 
multitude by Inmself, he put his fingers to 
his ears, and havirg spit, he touched his 
tongue, 24and having looked to the heaven, 
he sighed, and saith to him, ‘ Ephphatha,’ 
that is, ‘Be thou opened ;’ * andimmediately 
were his ears opened, and the string of his 
gene was loosed, and he was speaking 
plain. 

36 And he ebarged them that they may tell 
no one, but the more he was charging them, 
the more abundantly they were proclaiming 
it, 37and they were being beyond measure 
astonished, saying, ‘Well hath he done all 
things; both the deaf he doth make to hear, 
and the dumb to speak.’ 


VIII. 1 IN those days the multitude being 
very great, and not having what they may 
eat, Jesus having called near his disciples, 
saith to them, 2‘ 1 have compassion upon the 
multitude, because now three days they do 
continue with me, and they have not what 
they may eat; 3and if I shall let them away 
pSting to their home, they will faint in the 
way, for certain of them are come from far.’ 

4 And his disciples answered him, ‘ Whence 
shall any one be able these here to feed with 
bread in a wilderness?’ 5 And he was ques- 
tioning them, ‘How many loaves have ye?’ 
and they said, ‘Seven.’ 

6 And he commanded the multitude to sit 
down upou the ground, and having taken the 
seven loaves, having given thanks, he brake, 
and was giving to his disciples that they may 
set before them; and they did set before the 
multitude. 

7And they had a few small fishes, and 
having blessed, he said to set them alsa be- 
fore them; 8and they did eat and were filled, 
and they took up that which was over of 
broken pieces—seven baskets; %and those 
eating were about four thousand. 


And he let them away, !° and immediately 
having entered into the boat with his dis- 
ciples, he came to the parts of Dalmanutha, 
11and the Pharisees came forth, and began 
to dispute with him, seeking from him a sign 
from the heaven, tempting him; 1° and having 

30 
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sighed deeply in his spirit, he saith, ‘ Why 
doth this generation seek after a sign? Ver- 
ily I say to you, no sign shall be given to this 
generation.’ 


® And having left them, having entered 
again into the boat, he went away to the other 
side; }4and they forgot to take loaves, and 
except one loaf they had nothing with them 
in the boat, ! and he was charging them, say- 
ing, ‘Take heed, beware of the leaven of the 
Pharisees, and of the leaven of Herod,’ !° and 
they were reasoning with one another, saying 
—‘ Because we have no loaves.’ 

7 And Jesus having known, saith to them, 
‘Why do ye reason, because ye have no loaves? 
do ye not yet perceive, nor understand, yet 
have ye your heart hardened? '8 Having 
eyes, do ye not see? and having ears, do ye 
not hear? and do ye not remember? 1 When 
the five loaves I did brake to the five thou- 
sand, how many hand-baskets full of broken 
pieces took ye up?’ they say to him, ‘ Twelve.’ 
“0* And when the seven to the four thousand, 
how many hand-baskets full of broken pieces 
took ye up?’ and they said, ‘Seven.’ * And 
he said to them, ‘ How do ye not understand?’ 


22And he cometh to Bethsaida, and they 
bring to him one blind, and call upon him 
that he may touch him, * and having taken 
the hand of the blind man, he led him forth 
without the village, and having spit on his 
eyes, having put iis hands on him, he wag 
Sed a him if he doth behold anything: 
*4and he, having looked up, said, I behold 
men, as I see trees, walking.’ 

* Afterwards again he put his hands on hig 
eyes, and made him look wp, and he was re- 
stored, and discerned all things clearly, ** and 
he sent him away to his house, saying, 
‘Neither to the village mayest thou go, nor 
tell i¢ to any in the village.’ 


27 And Jesus went forth, and his disciples, 
to the villages of Cesarea Philippi, and in the 
way he was questioning his disciples, saying 
to them, ‘Who do men say me to be?’ *8 And 
they answered, ‘ John the Baptist, and others 
Elijah, but others one of the ope 

*’ And he saith to them, aa ye—who do 
ye say me to be?’ and Peter answering saith 
to him, ‘Thou art the Christ.’ 8° And he 
strictly charged them that they may tell no 
one about it, 8!and began to teach them, that 
it behoveth the Son of Man to suffer many 
things, and to be rejected by the elders, and 
ehief priests, and scribes, and to be killed, und 
after three days to rise again ;’ 3? and openly 
he was speaking the word. 

And Peter having taken him aside, began 
to rebuke him, %%and he, having turned, and 
having looked on his disciples, rebuked Peter, 
saying, ‘Get behind me, adversary, because 
thou dost not mind the things of God, but the 
things of men.’ 


34 And having called near the multitude, 
with his disci les, he said to them, ‘ Who- 
ever doth will to come after me—let him 
disown himself, and take up his cross, and

follow me ; * for whoever may will to save 
his life shall lose it; and whoever may lose 
his life for my sake and for the good news’ 
sake, he shall save it; 3* for what shall it pro- 
fit a man, 1f he may gain the whole world, 
and forfeit his hfe? 2’? Or what shall a man 
give as an exchange for his life? #5 for whoever 
may be ashamed of me, and of my words, in 
this adulterous and sinful generation, the Son 
of Man also shall be ashamed of him, when 
he may come in the glory of his Father, with 
the holy messengers.’ 


TX. } AND he said to them, ‘ Verily I say 
to you, That there are certain of those stand- 
ing here, who may not taste of death till they 
see the reign of God having come in power.’ 

2 And after six days doth Jesns take Peter, 
and James, and John, and bringeth them up 
to a high mount by themselves, alone, and he 
was transfigured before them, ? and his gar- 
ments became glittering, white exceedingly, 
as snow, so as a fuller npon the earth is not 
able to whiten them. 

4 And there appeared to them Elijah with 
Moses, and they were talking with Jesus. 
5 And Peter answering saith to Jesus, ‘ Rabbi, 
it is good to us to be here; and we may make 
three booths, for thee one, and for Moses one, 
and for Elijah one:’ ®for he was not knowing 
what he might say, for they were greatly 
afraid. 

7And there came a cloud overshadowing 
them, and there camea voice out of the cloud, 
saying, ‘This is My Son—the Beloved, hear 
ye him;’ 8and suddenly, havinglooked around, 
they saw no one any more, but Jesus only 
with themselves. 

9And as they are coming down from the 
mount, he charged them that they may de- 
clare to no one the things that they saw, ex- 
cept when the Son of Man may rise out of 
the dead; !°and the thing they kept to them- 
selves, questioning together what the rising 
out of the dead is. 

11 And they were questioning him, saying, 
that the scribes say that Elijah it behoveth 
to come first. !And he answering said to 
them, ‘ Elijah indeed, having come first, doth 
restore all things; and how hath it been 
written concerning the Son of Man, that 
many things he may suffer, and be set at 
nought? '3ButI say to you, That also Elijah 
hath come, and they did to him what they 
willed, as it hath been written of him.’ 


13 And having come unto the disciples, he 
saw a creat multitude about them, and scribes 
questioning with them, Mand immediately, 
all the multitude having seen him, were 
amazed, and running near, were saluting him. 

16 And he gnesioned the scribes, ‘What 
dispute ye with them?’ and one out of the 
multitude answering said, ‘Teacher, I brought 
my son unto thee, having a dumb spirit; 
18 and wherever it doth seize him, it doth tear 
him, and he foameth, and gnasheth his teeth, 
and pineth away; and I spake to thy disciples 
Shee they may cast it out, and they were not 
able 


_ 19 And he answering him, said, ‘O genera. 
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tion unbelieving, till when shall T be with 
you? till when shall J suffer you? bring him 
unto me;’ “and they brought him unto him, 
and he having seen him, immediately the 
spirit tare him, and he, having fallen upon 
the earth, was wallowing—foaming. 

*1 And he questioned his father, ‘ How long 
time is it since this came to him?’ and he said, 
‘From childhood, ®?and many times also it 
cast him into fire, and into water, that it might 
destroy him; bntif thou art able to do any- 
thing, oP us, having compassion on us.’ 

*3 And Jesus said to him, ‘If thou art able 
to believe! all things are possible to the one 
that is believing;’ *4and immediately the 
father of the child, having cried out, with 
tears said, ‘I believe, sir; be helping mine 
unbelief.’ 

* Jesus having seen that a multitude doth 
rin together, rebuked the unclean spirit. say- 
ing to it, ‘Spirit—dumb and deaf—I charge 
thee, come forth ont of him, and no more thou 
mayest enter into him;’ ** and having cried, 
and rent him much, it came forth, and he be- 
came as dead, so that many said that he was 
dead, *? but Jesus, having taken him by the 
hand, lifted him up, and he arose. 

8 And he having come into the house, his 
disciples were questioning him by himself— 
‘Why were we not able to cast it forth.’ 
“9 And he said to them, ‘This kind is able to 
come forth with nothing except with prayer 
and fasting.’ 


30 And having gone forth thence, they were 
passing through Galilee, and he did not wish 
that any may know, *! for he was teaching his 
disciples, and he said to them, ‘The Son of 
Man is being delivered to the hands of men, 
and they shall kill him, and having been killed 
the third day he shall rise,’ 22 but they were 
not understanding the saying, and they were 
afraid to question him. 

33 And he came to Capernaum, and being in 
the house, he was questioning them, ‘What 
were ye reasonjng in the way among your- 
selves?’ 34and they were silent, for with one 
another they did reason in the way who is 
greater; ®5and having sat down he called the 
twelve, and he saith to them, ‘If any doth 
will to be first, he shall be last of all, and 
minister of all.’ 

36 And having taken a child, he set him in 
the midst of them, and having taken him in 
his arms, said to them, 37 ‘ Whoever may re- 
ceive one of such children in my name, doth 
receive me, and whoever may receive me, doth 
not receive me, but Him who sent me.’ 

8% And John did answer him, saying, 
‘Teacher, we saw a certain one in thy name 
casting out demons, who doth not follow us, 
and we forbade him, becauso he doth not fol- 
lowus.’ %And Jesus said, ‘Forbid him not, 
for there is no one who shall do a mighty work 
in my name, and shall be able readily to speak 
evil of me: “for he who is not against us is 
for us; “! for whoever may give you to drink 
acup of water in my name, because ye are 
Christ’s, verily ] say to you, he may not lose 
his reward; 42and whoever may cause to 
stumble one of the ue ones believing in me,

hetteris itfor him ifa millstone is hanged about 
his neck, and he hath been cast into the sea. 

4*And if thy hand may canse thee to 
stumble, cut it off ; it is better for thee maimed 
to enter into the life, than having the two 
hands, to go away to the gehenna, to the fire 
—the unquenchable—* where their worm is 
not dying, and the fire is not being quenched. 

® And if thy foot may eause thee to 
stumble, cut it off ; itis better for thee to enter 
into the life lame, than having the two feet 
to be east to the gehenna, to the tire—the 
unquenchable—** where their worm is not dy- 
ing, and the fire is not being quenched. 

47*And if thine eye may cause thee to 
stumble, cast it out; 1t is better for thee one- 
eyed to enter into the reign of God, than hav- 
ing two eyes, to be cast te the gehenna of the 
fire—8 where their worm is not dying, and 
the fire is not being quenched ; * for every one 
with fire shall be salted, and every sacrifice 
with salt shall be salted. °° The salt is good, 
but if the salt may become saltless, in what 
will ye season it? Have in yourselves salt, 
and have peace in one another.’ 


X. J} ANDhaving risen thence, he doth come 

to the coasts of Judea, through the other side 
of the Jordan, and again do multitudes come 
together unto him, and, as he had been accus- 
tomed, again he was teaching them. ?And 
the Pharisees, having come near, questioned 
him, if it is lawful for a husband to put away 
a wife, tempting him, 3 and he answering said 
to them, ‘ What did Moses command you?’ 
‘and they said, ‘Moses suffered to write a 
bill of divorce, and to put away.’ 
5 And Jesus answering said to them, ‘For 
the stiffness of your heart he wrote you this 
command, but from the beginning of the 
creation, a male and a female God did make 
them ; 7 on this account shall a man leave his 
father and mother, and shall cleave unto his 
wife, Sand they shall be—the two—ifor one 
flesh; so that they are no more two, but one 
flesh ; >what therefore God did join together, 
Ict not man put asunder.’ 

10 And in the house again his disciples of 
the same thing questioned him, ' and he saith 
to them, ‘ Whoever may put away his wife, 
and may marry another, doth commit adul- 
tery acainst her; }* and if a woman may put 
away her husband, and is married to another, 
she committeth adultery.’ 


13 And they were bringing to him children, 
that he might touch them, and the disciples 
were rebuking those bringing them, Mand 
Jesus having seen, was much displeased, and 
he said to them, ‘Suffer the children to come 
unto me, and forbid them not, for of sueh is 
the reign of God; ) verily I say to you, who- 
al may hot receive the reign of God, asa 
ehild—he may not enter into it ;’ and having 
taken them in his arms, having put his hands 
upon them, he was blessing them. 


7 And as heis going forth into the way, one 
having run and having kneeled to him, was 
uestioning him, ‘Good teacher, what may I 
o, that life age-during T may inherit?’ 
32

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13 And Jesus said to him, ‘Why me dest 
thon eall good? no one is good except One— 
God; the commands thou hast known: 
Thou mayest not commit adultery, Thou 
inayest do no murder, Thou mayest not steal, 
Thou mayest not bear false witness, Thou 
mayest not defraud, Honour thy father and 
mother.’ °° And he answering said to him, 
‘Teacher, all these did I keep from my youth.’ 

21 And Jesus having looked upon him, did 
love him, and said to him, ‘One thing thou 
dost lack :*go away, whatever thou hast—scll, 
and give to the poor, and thou shalt have 
treasure in heaven, and come, be following 
me, having taken up the cross.’ 7? And he— 
gloomy at the word—went away sorrowing, 
for he was having many possessions. 


% And Jesus having looked round, saith to 
his disciples, ‘ How hardly shall they who 
have riches enter into the reign of God !’ 

24 And the disciples were astonished at his 
words, and Jesus again answering saith to 
them, ‘Children, how hard is it to those trust- 
ing on the riches to enter into the reign of 
God! “It is easier for a camel through the 
eye of the needle to enter, than for a rich man 
to enter into the reign of God.’ 

°¢6 And they were astonished beyond measure, 
saying unto themselves, ‘And who is able to 
besaved?’ °7 And Jesus, having looked upon 
them, saith, ‘With men it is impossible, but 
oo God ; for all things are possible with 

0 by 

28 And Peter began to say to him, ‘Lo, we 
left all, and we followed thee.’ ® And Jesus 
answering said, ‘ Verily I say to you, there is 
no one who left house, or brothers, or sisters, 
or father, or mother, or wife, or children, or 
fields, for my sake, and for the good news’, 
30 who may not receive an hundred-fold now 
in this time, houses, and brothers, and sisters,

that I drink of, ye shall drink, and with the 
baptism that lam baptized with, ye shall be 
baptized; *° but to sit on my right and on my 
left, is not mine to give, but—to those for 
whom it hath been prepared.’ 

41 And the ten having heard. began to be 
much displeased at James and John, * but 
Jesus having called them near, saith to them, 
‘Ye have known that they who are considered 
to rule the nations do exercise lordship over 
them, and their great ones do exercise autho- 
rity upon them; “but not so shall it be 
among yon; but whoever may will to become 
creat among you, he shall be your minister, 
“and whoever of you may will to become 
first, he shall be servant of all; for even the 
Son of Man caine not to be ministered to, but 
to minister, and to give his life a ransom for 
many.’ 


48 And they come to Jericho, and as he is 
going forth from Jericho, with his disciples 
and a great multitude, a son of Timzeus— 
Bartimzeus the blind—was sitting beside. the 
way begging, *7and having heard that it is 
Jesus the nGoarene he began to cry out, and 
tosay, ‘The Son of David—Jesus! deal kindly 
with me;’ 8and many were rebuking him, 
that he might keep silent, but the more abun- 
dantly he cried out, ‘Son of David, deal kindly 
with me,’ 

49 And Jesus having stood, he commanded 
him to be called, and they call the bind man, 
saying to him, ‘Take courage, rise, he doth 
call thee;’ “and he, having cast away his 
garment, having risen, did come unto Jesus. 

51 And answering, Jesus saith to him, ‘What 
wilt thou [ may do to thee?’ and the blind 
mau said to him, ‘Rabboni, that I may see 
again;’ and Jesus said to him, ‘Go, thy 
faith hath saved thee:’ and immediately he 
saw again, and was following Jesus in the 
way. 


Xl. !AND when they come nigh to Jeru- 
salem, to Bethphage, and Bethany, unto the 
mount of the Olives, he sendeth forth two of 
his disciples, ?and saith tothem, ‘Go away to 
the village that is over-against you, and im- 
mediately, entering into it, ye shall find a colt 
tied, on which no one of men hath sat, having 
loosed it, bring it: 2and if any one may say to 

ou, Why do ye this? say ye that the lord 
ath need of it, and immediately he will send 
it hither. 

4 And they went away, and found the colt 
tied at the door without, by the two ways, 
and they loose it, °and certain of those stand- 
ing there said to them, ‘ What do ye—loosing 
the colt?’ Sand they said to them as Jesus 
commanded, and they suffered them. 

7 And they brought the colt unto Jesus, and 
did cast upon it their garments, and he sat 
upon it, §and many did spread their garments 
in the way, and others were cutting down 
branches from the trees, and were strewing in 
the way. F 
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* And those going before and those follow- 
ing were crying out, saying, ‘ Hosanna! blessed 
is he who is coming in the name of the Lord; 
0 blessed is the coming reign, in the name of 
the Lord, of our father David; Hosanna in 
the highest.’ And Jesus entered into Jeru- 
salem, and into the temple, and having looked 
round on all things, it being now evening, he 
went forth to Bethany with tke twelve. 

# And on the morrow, they having come 
forth from Bethany, he hungered, } and hav- 
ing seen a fig-tree afar off having leaves, he 
came, if perhaps he shall find anything 1m it, 
aud having come to it, he found nothing ex- 
cept leaves, for it was not a time of figs, 
144and Jesus answering said to it, ‘No more 
from thee—to the age—may anyeat fruit ;’ and 
his disciples were hearing. 

19 And they come to Je erusalem, and Jesus 
having gone into the temple, began to cast 
forth those selling and buying in the temple, 
and the tables of the money-changers and 
the seats of those selling the doves, he over- 
threw, }° and he did not suffer that any might 
bear a vessel through the temple, !7and he 
was teaching, saying to them, ‘ Hath it not 
been written—My house a house of prayer 
shall be called for all the nations, and ye did 
make it a den of robbers 2’ 

And the scribes and the chief priests 
heard, and they were seeking how they shall 
destroy him, for they were afraid of him, be- 
cause all the multitude was astonished at his 
teaching; }¥and when evening came, he was 
going forth without the city. 

20 Ard in the morning, passing by, they saw 
the fig-tree having been dried up from the 
roots, *!and Peter having remembered saith 
to him, ‘ Rabbi, lo, the fig-tree that thou didst 
curse is dried up.’ 

2 And Jesus answering saith to them, ‘ Have 
faith of God; * for verily I say to you, that 
whoever may say to this mount, Be taken 
up, and be cast into the sea, and may not 
doubt in his heart, but may believe that the 
things that he saith do come to pass, it shall 
be to him whatever he may say. *4 Because 
of this I say to you, all whatever- -—praying—ye 
do ask, believe that ye receive, and it shall 
be to you. 

°5 “And whenever ye may stand praying, 
forgive, if ye have anything against any one, 
that your Father also who is in the heavens 
may forgive you your trespasses; “and, if 
ye do not forgive, neither will your Father 
who is in the heavens forgive your trespasses.’ 


7 And they come again to Jerusalem, and 
in the temple, as he is walking, there come 
unto him the chief priests, and the scribes. 
and the elders, “Sand they say to him, ‘ By 
what authority dost thou these things? and 
who gave thee this authority that these things 
thou mayest do?’ 

“4 And Jesus answering said to them, ‘I 
will question you—I also—one word; and 
answer me, and [ will tell you by what 
authority I do these things; ** the baptism 
of John—from heaven was it? or from men? 
auswer me.’ 

31 And they were Aare ¢ with themselves, 

vu 


Vineyard and husbandmen. 


saying, ‘If we may say, From heaven, he will 
say, Wherefore, then, did ye not believe him ? 
32 But if we may say, From men,’—they were 
fearing the people, for all were holding John 
that he was indeed a prophet; and answer- 
ing they say to Jesus, ‘ We have not known;’ 
and Jesus answering saith to them, ‘ Neither 
do I tell you by what authority I do these 
things.’ 


XII. } AND he began to speak to them in 
similes: ‘A man planted a vineyard, and put 
a hedge around, and digged an under-wine- 
vat, and built a tower, and gave it out to 
husbandmen, and went abroad; 2 and he sent 
unto the husbaudmen at the due time a ser- 
vant, that from the husbandmen he may re- 
ovive from the fruit of the vineyard, 3 and 
taey, having taken him, did severely beat 
him, and did send him away empty. 

4*And again he sent unto ‘them another 
servant, and at that one having cast stones, 
they wounded him in the head, and sent away 
—dishonoured. 

5 * And again he sent another, and that one 
they killed; and many others, some beating, 
and some killing. 

6* Having yet therefore one son—his be- 
loved—he sent also him unto them last, say- 
ing—They will reverence my son; 7 and those 
husbandmen said among theinselves—This is 
the heir, come, we may kill him, and ours 
shall be the inheritance; ?and having taken 
him, they did kill, and cast him forth without 
the vineyard. 

9 * What therefore shall the lord of the vine- 
ard do? he will come and destroy the hus- 
andmen, and will give the vineyard to others. 

1 And this Writing did ye not read: A stone 
that the builders rejected, it did become the 
head of a corner: "from the Lord was this, 
and it is wonderful in our eyes.’ 


12 And they were seeking to lay hold on 
him, and they feared the multitude, for they 
knew that against them he spake the simile, 
and having left him, they went away; and 
they send unto him certain of the Pharisees 
and of the Herodians, that they may ensnare 
him in discourse, and they having come, 
say to him, ‘Teacher, we have known that 
thou art true, and thou art not caring for any 
one, for thou dost not look to the face of men, 
but in truth the way of God dost teach; is it 
lawful to give tribute to Casar or not? may 
we give, or may we not give?’ 

1% And he, knowing their hypocrisy, said to 
them, ‘Why me do ye tempt? bring me a 
denary, that I may see;’ “and they brought, 
and he saith to them, ‘Whose is this linave, 
and the inscription?’ and they said to him, 
‘Cesar’s;’ Mand Jesus answering said to 
them, ‘Give back the things of Ccesar to 
Cesar, and the things of God to God;’ and 
they did wonder at him. 


18 And the Sadducees come unto him, who 
pay there is not a rising again, and they ques- 
tioned him, saying, }9* Teacher, Moses wrote 
to us, that if any one’s brother may die, and 
may leave a wife, aud “ia leave no ehildren. 
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that his brother may take his wife, and raise 
up seed to his brother. 

20 “There were then seven brothers, aud the 
first took a wife, and dying, he left no seed; 
“land the second took her, and died, neither 
left he seed, and the third in like manner, 
“and the seven took her, and left no seed, 
last of all died also the woman; *3in the rising 
again, theu, whenever they may rise, of which 
of them shall she be wife—for the seven had 
her as wife?’ 

*4 And Jesus answering said to them, ‘Do 
ye not because of this go astray, not knowing 
the Writings, nor the power of God? * for 
when they may rise out of the dead, they 
neither marry nor are they given in marriage, 
but are as messengers who are in the heavens. 

6 * And concerning the dead, that they rise: 
have ye not read in the Book of Moses (at 
The Bush), how God ee to him, saying, I 
am the God of Abraham, and the God of 
Isaac, and the God of Jacob; *7 he is not the 
God of dead men, but a God of living men; ye 
then go greatly astray.’ 

“8 And one of the scribes having come near, 
having heard them disputing, knowing that 
he answered them well, questioned him, 
‘Which is the first command of all?’ “and 
Jesus auswered him—‘ The first of all the 
commands is, Hear, O Israel, the Lord is our 
God, the Lord is one; 2°and thon shalt love 
the Lord thy God out of all thv heart, and 
out of thy soul, and out of all thine under 
standing, and out of all thy strength—this iy 
the first command; 3! and the second islike it, 
this, Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thy- 
self;—greater than these there is no other 
command.’ 

32 And theseribesaid tohim, ‘Well, Teacher, 
in truth thou hast spoken that there is one 
God, and there is none other but He; ®and 
to love Him out of all the heart, and ont of 
all the understanding, and out of all the soul, 
and ont of all the strength, and to love one’s 
neighbour as one’s self, is more than al] the 
whole burnt-offerings and the sacrifices.’ 

34 And Jesus, having seen him that he an- 
swered with understanding, said to him, 
*Thou art not far from the reign of God;’ 
and no one any more durst question him. 


35 And Jesus answering said, teaching in the 
temple, ‘ How say the scribes that the Christ 
isson of David? 8*for David himself said in 
the Holy Spirit, The Lord said to my lord, 
Sit thou on My right hand, till I place thine 
enemies—th Peritool 37 therefore David 
himself saith of him Lord, and whence is he 
his son?’ 

And the great multitude were hearing him 
gladly, 83and he was saying to them in his 
teaching, ‘ Beware of the scribes, who will in 
long robes to walk, and love saluations in the 
market-places, 9? and first seats in the syna- 
gogues, and first couches in suppers, 4° who 
are devouring the widows’ houses, and for a 
pretence are making long preacey these shall 
receive more abundant Judgment.’ 

4t And Jesus having sat down over-against 
the treasury, was heholding how theimultitude 
do put brass into the treasury, aud many rieb

were putting in much, #*and having eome, a 
poor widow did put in two mites, whieh are a 
arthing. 

3 And having called near his disciples, he 
saith to them, ‘ Verily I say to you, that this 
poor widow hath put in more than all those 
putting into the treasury; “for all, out of 
their abtndance, put in, but she, out of her 
want, all that she had put in—all her living.’ 


XIIT. } AND as he is going forth out of the 
temple, one of his disciples saith to him, 
‘Teacher, see! what stones! and what build- 
ings!’ 2and Jesus answering said to him, 
‘Seest thou these great buildings? there may 
not be left a stone upon a stone, that may not 
be thrown down.’ 

3 And as he is sitting at the mount of the 
Olives, over-against the temple, Peter, and 
James, and John, and Andrew, were question- 
ing him by himself, #‘Tell us wlien these things 
shail be? and what zs the sign when all these 
may be about to be fulfilled?’ 

5 And Jesus answering them, began to say, 
‘Take heed lest any one may lead you astray, 
®for many shall come in my name, saying— 
I am he, and many they shall lead astray ; 
7and when ye may hear of wars and reports 
of wars, be not troubled, for these behove to 
be, but the end is not yet; ® for nation shall 
rise against nation, and kingdom against 
kingdom, and there shall be earthquakes in 
divers places, and there shall be famines and 
troubles ; beginnings of sorrows are these. 

8° And take ye heed to yourselves, for they 
shall deliver you up to sanhedrims, and to 
synagogues, ye shall be beaten, and before 
governors and kings yeshall be set formy sake, 
for a testimony to them; °and to allthe nations 
it behoveth first that the good news be pro- 
elaimed. ; 

11¢And when they may lead you, deliver- 
ing up, be not anxious beforehand what ye 
may speak, norpremeditate, but whatever may 
be given to you in that hour, that speak ye, 
oe be not ye who are speaking, but the Holy 

pirit. 

122¢ And brother shall deliver up brother to 
death, and father ehild, and eluldren shall 
rise np against parents, and shall put them to 
death, 2 and ye shall be hated by all beeause 
of my name, but he who hath endured to the 
end—he shall be saved. 

14“ And when ye may see the abomination 
of the desolation, that was spoken of by Daniel 
the prophet, standing where it ought not, 
(whoever is reading let him understand), then 
those in Judea, let them flee to the mountains; 
15 and he upon the house-top, let him not come 
down to the house, nor come in to take any- 
thing out of his house; 1®and he who isiu the 
tield, let him not turn to the things behind, 
to take up his garment. 

7 * And wo to those with child, and to those 
giving suck, in those days ; }8and pray ye that 
your flight may not be in winter, !° for those 
days shall be tribulation, such as hath not 
been from the beginning of the creation that 
God created, till now, and may not be; “and 
1f the Lord did not shorten the days, no 
tlesh had been saved; but because of the cho- 
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seu, whom He did choose to Himself, He did 
shorten the days. 

*1* And then, if any may say to you, Lo, 
here is the Christ, or, Lo, there, ye may not 
believe; **for there shall rise false Christs 
and false prophets, and they shall give signs 
and wonders, to seduce, if possible, also the 
chosen; 7? and ye, take heed; lo, I have fore- 
told you all things. 

*4* But in those days, after that tribulation, 
the sun shall be darkened, aud the moon 
shall not give her hght, * and the stars of the 
heaven shall be falling, and the powers that 
are in the heavens shall be shaken. 

*6 “ And then they shall see the Son of Man 
coming in clouds with mueh power and glory, 
*7 and then he shall send his messengers, and 
gather,together his chosen from the four winds, 
from the end of the earth unto the end of 
heaven. 

*8 * And from the fig-tree learn ye the simile: 
when the branch may already become tender, 
and may put forth the leaves, ye know that 
nigh is the summer; * so ye, also, when these 
ye may see coming to pass, ye know that it is 
nigh, at the doors. * Verily 1 say to yon, 
that this generation may not pass away til] 
allthesethings may come to pass; 3! the heaven 
and the earth shall pass away, but my words 
shall not pass away. 

32 § And concerning that day and the honr 

no one hath known—not even the messengers 
who arein the heaven, not even the Son— 
except the Father. °° Take heed, watch and 
pray, for ye have not known when the time 
18; *4as a man who is gone abroad, having 
left his house, and given to his servants the 
authority, and to each one his work, did com: 
mand also the porter that he may watch; 
35 watch ye, therefore, for ye have not known 
when the lord of the house doth come, at even, 
or at midnight, or at eock-crowing, or at the 
morning; *°lest, having come suddenly, he 
may find you sleeping; 97 and what I say to 
you, I say to all, Watch.’ 
XIV. 1 AND the passover and the unlea- 
vened food were after two days, and the chief 
priests and the scribes were seeking how, by 
cuile, having taken hold of him, they might 
kill him; *and they said, ‘ Not in the feast, 
lest there shall be a tumult of the people.’ 


3 And he, being in Bethany, in the honse of 
Simon the leper, at his reclining (at meat), 
there came a woman having an alabaster box 
of ointment, of spikenard, very precious, and 
having broken the alabaster box, did pour on 
his head; 4and there were certain much dis- 
pleased within themselves, and saying, ‘ For 
what hath this waste of the ointment been 
made? ®for this could have been sold for 
more than three hundred denaries, and given 
to the poor;’ and they were murmuring at 


er. 

6 And Jesus said, ‘ Let heralone; why are ye 
giving her trouble? a good work she eee 
on me; 7for the poor always ye have with 
you, and whenever ye may will ye are able to 
do them good, but ine ye have not always; 
%’ what she could she pid: she anticipated te 
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anoint my body for the embalming. ® Verily 
Leay to you, wherever this goed news may 
be proclaimed in the whole world, what also 
this woman did shall be spoken of—for a 
memorial of_her.’ 

W And Judas the Iscariot, one of the twelve, 
went away unto the chief priests that he might 
deliver him up to them, }! and having heard, 
they were glad, and promised to give him 
snoney, and he was seeking how, conveniently, 
he might deliver him up. 


12 And the first day of the unleavened food, 
when they were killing the passover, his dis- 
ciples say to him, ‘ Where wilt thou, ¢haé, 
having zone, we may prepare, that thou may- 
est eat the passover?’ 

13 And he sendeth forth two of his disciples, 

and saith to them, ‘Go ye away to the city, 
and there shall meet you a man bearing a 
vitcher of water, follow him; 14and wherever 
ic may go in, say ye to the master of the 
house—The Teacher saith, Whereis the guest- 
chamber, where the passover, with my dis- 
ciples, I may eat? and he will shew you a 
large upper room, furnished, Sh ap 
make ready for us.’ !And_ his disciples 
went forth, and came to the city, and found 
as he said to them, and they made ready the 
passover. 

17 And evening having come, he cometh 
with the twelve, 18 and as they are reclining, 
and eating, Jesus said, ‘ Verily 1 say to you— 
one of you, who is eating with me—shall de- 
liver me up.’ 

19 And they began to be sorrowful, and to 
say to him, one by one, ‘Is it 1?’ and another, 
‘Is it 12?’ 2®And he answering said to them, 
‘One of the twelve who is dipping with me 
in the dish; *tthe Son of Man doth indeed 
vo, as it hath been written concerning him, 
Dut wo to that man through whom the Son of 
Man is delivered up; good were it to him if 
that man had not been born.’ 


"2 And as they are eating, Jesus havin 
taken bread, having blessed, brake, an 
rave to them, and said, ‘Take, eat; this 1s my 
body.’ ; : 

“8 And having taken the eup, having given 
thanks, he gave to them, and they drank of 
it—all; “and he said to them, * This is my 
blood of the new covenant, which for many is 
being poured out; * verily I say to you, that 
no more may I drink of the produce of the 
vine till that day when I may drink 1t new 
in the reign of God.’ 

26 And having sung an hymn, they went 
forth to the mount of the Olives, *’ and Jesns 
saith to them—‘ All ye shall be stumbled at 
ine this night, because it hath been written, 
1 will smite the shepherd, and the pacep shall 
be scattered abroad, “but after my having 
risen I will go before you to Galilee. 

29 And Peter said to him, ‘ And if all shall 
be stumbled, yet not 1;’ 3¥and Jesus said_to 
him, * Verily I say to thee, that to-day, this 
night, before a cock shall crow twice, thrice 
thou shalt deny me.’ * And he spake the 
more vehemently, ‘ If it may be necessary for 
me to die with thedeae will in nowise deny 
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thee ;’ and in like manner also said they all. 


32 And they come to a spot, the name of 
which is Getlisemane, and he saith to his dis- 
ciples, ‘Sit ye here till | may pray ;’ 3° and he 
taketh Peter, and James, and John with hin, 
and began to be amazed, and to be very heavy, 
34 and he saith to them, ‘ Exceeding sorrowful 
is my soul—to death ; remain here, and watch.’ 

35 And having gone forward a little, he fell 
upon the earth, and was praying, that, if it be 
possible the hour may pass from him, *¢ and 

e said, ‘Abba, Father; all things are pos- 

sible to Thee; make this cup pass from me; 
but, not what I will, but what Thou.’ 
_ 37 And he cometh, and findeth them sleep- 
ing, and saith to Peter, ‘Simon, thou dost 
sleep! thou wast not able to watch one hour! 
33 Watch ye and pray, that ye may not enter 
into temptation ; the spirit indeed is forward, 
but the flesh weak.’ 

39 And again having gone away, he prayed, 
the same word saying; *# and having returned, 
he found them again sleeping, for their eyes 
were heavy, and they had not known what 
they might answer him. 

4{ And he cometh the third time, and saith 
to them. ‘Sleep on henceforth, and rest—it is 
over; the hour did come; lo, the Son of Man 
is delivered up to the hands of the sinful; 
“rise, we may go, lo, he whois delivering mo 
np hath come nigh.’ 

43 And immediately—while he is yet speak: 
ing—cometh near Judas, one of the twelve, 
and with him a great multitude, with swords 
and sticks, from the chief priests, and the 
scribes, and the elders; *4and he who is de- 
livering him up had given a token to them, 
saying, ‘ Whomsoever I shall kiss, he it is, lay 
held on him, and lead away safely,’ “and 
having come, immediately, having gone near 
Hie he saith, ‘ Rabbi, Rabbi,’ and kissed 
1m. 

46 And they laid on him their hands, and 
kept hold on him; “and a certain one of 
those standing by, having drawn the sword, 
struck the servant of thechief priest, and took 
off his ear. 


48 And Jesus answering said to them, ‘As 
against a robber ye came out, with swords and 
sticks, to take me! * daily I was with you in 
the temple teaching, and ye did not lay hold 
on me—but that the Writings may be fulfilled.’ 

60 And having left him they all fled; land 
a ccrtain young man was following him, hav- 
ing puta linen cloth about his naked body, 
and the young men lay hold on him, and 
he, having left the linen eloth, did flee froin 
them naked. 

68 And they led away Jesus unto the chief 
priest, and come together to him do all the 
chief priests, and the elders, and the scribes ; 
64and Peter afar off did follow him, to the in- 
side of the hall of the chief pricst, and he was 
sitting with the officers, and warming himsclf 
near the fire. 


55 And the chicf priests and all the sanhe- 
drim were seeking against Jesus testimony— 
to put him to death, and they were not tind. 


Christ arraigned, 


ing, for many were bearing false testimony 
against him, and their testimonies were not 
ahike. 

57 And certain having risen up, were bear- 
ing false testimony against him, saying— 
58‘ We beard him saying—I will throw down 
this sanctuary mnade with hands, and by three 
days, another made without hands [ will 
ie ;’ 9 and neither so was their testimony 
alike. 


6 And the chief priest, having risen up in 
the midst, questioned Jesus, saying, ‘Thou 
dost not answer anything ! what do these 
testify against thee?’ ®!and he was keeping 
silent, and did not answer anything. 

Again the chief priest was questioning him, 
and saith to him, ‘Art thou the Christ—the 
Son of the Blessed?’ © and Jesus said, ‘I am; 
aud ye shall see the Son of Man sitting on the 
right hand of the power, and coming with the 
clouds, of the heaven.’ 

63 And the chief priest, having rent his gar- 
ments, saith, ‘What need have we yet of 
witnesses? 6 Ye heard the evil speaking, 
what appeareth to you?’ and they all con- 
demned him to be worthy of death, “and 
certain began to spit on him, and to cover his 
face, and to buffet him, and to say to him, 
‘Prophesy ;’ and the officers were striking 
him with their palms. 


66 And Peter being in the hall beneath, there 
doth come one of the maids of the chief 
priest, and having seen Peter warming him- 
self, having looked on him, she said, ‘And 
thou wast with Jesus of Nazareth!’ Sand 
he denied, saying, ‘I have not known him, 
neither do I understand what thou sayest ;’ 
and he went forth without to the porch, and 
a cock crew. 

69And the maid having seen him again, 
began to say to those standing near—‘ This is 
of them ;’ “and he was again denying. 

And after a little again, those standing near 
said to Peter, ‘Truly thou art of them, for 
thou also art a Galilean, and thy speech is 
alike ;’ 7! and he began to anathematize, and 
to swear—‘I have not known this man of 
whom ye speak ;’ 7*and a second time a cock 
crew, and Peter remembered the saying that 
Jesus said to him—‘ Before a cock crow twice, 
thou mayest deny me thrice;’ and having 
thought thereon—he was weeping. 


XV. 1 AND immediately, in the morning, 
the chief priests having made a consultation, 
with the elders, and scribes. and the whole 
sanhedrim, ‘having bound Jesus, did lead 
away, and delivered him to Pilate; *and 
Pilate questioned him, ‘ Art thou the king of 
the Jews?’ and he answering said to him, 
‘Thou dost say it.’ 

3 And the chief priests were accusing him 
of many things, [but he answered nothing. ] 
4And Pilate again questioned him, saying, 
‘Thou dost not answer anything! lo, how 
aes things they do testify against thee !’ 
Sand Jesus did no more answer anything, so 
that Pilate wondered. 

6And at every feast he was releasing to 
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them one prisoner, whomsoever they were 
asking; 7 and there was one named Barabbas, 
bound with those making insurrection with 
him, who had in the insurrection committed 
murder. 

8 And the multitude having cried out, be- 
gan to ask for themselves as he was always 
doing to them, 9 and Pilate answered them, 
saying, ‘ Will ye that I shall release to you 
the king of the Jews?’ ! for he knew that be- 
cause of envy the chief priests had delivered 
him up; |! and the chief priests did move the 
multitude, that he might rather release Bar- 
abbas to them. 

! And Pilate answering, again said to them, 
‘What, then, will ye that I shall do to him 
whom ye call king of the Jews?’ and they 
again cried out, ‘ Crucify him.’ 

144And Pilate said to them, ‘ Why—what 
evil did he?’ and they cried out the more 
vehemently, ‘Crucify him;’ “and Pilate 
wishing to content the multitude, released 
to them Barabbas, and delivered up Jesus— 
pees scourged him—that he might be cruci- 

e@ 


16 And the soldiers led him away into the 
hall, which is Pretorium, and call together 
the whole band, 7 and clothe him with pur. 
ple, and jhaving plaited a crown of thorns, 
they Wa iton him, 8 and began to salute him, 

Hail, King of the Jews.’ 

19 And they were smiting him on the head 
with a reed, and were spitting on him, and 
having bent the knee, were bowing to him, 
20 and when they Aad mocked him, they took 
the purple from off him, and clothed him in 
his own garments, and they lead him forth, 
that they may crucify him. 

21 And they impress a certain one passing 
Pee nob: a Cyrenian, coming from the field, 
the father of Alexander and Rufus—that he 
may bear his cross, “and they bring him to 
the place Golgotha, which is, being interpret- 
ed, * Place‘of askull;’ * and they were givin 
him to drink wine mingled with myrrh, anc 
he did not receive. 

*4 And having crueified him, they were di- 
viding his garments, casting a lot upon them, 
what each may take; “and it was the third 
hour, and they erucitied him; “and the in- 
Sgapher of his accusation was written avove 
—‘ The King of the Jews.’ 

*7 And with him they crucify two robbers, 
one on the right hand, and one on his left, 
*Sand the writing was fullfilled that is saying, 
‘And with lawless ones he was numbered.’ 

*9 And those passing by were speaking evil 
of him, shaking their heads, and saying, ‘ Ah, 
the thrower down of the sanctuary, and in 
three days the builder! ®°save thyself, and 
come down from the cross!’ 

31 And in like manner also the chief priests, 
mocking with one another, with the scribes, 
said, ‘ Others he saved ; himself he is not able 
tosave. 32 The Christ! the king of Israel— 
let him come down now from the cross, that 
we may see and believe;’ and those crucified 
with him were reproaching him. 


33 And the sixth noe having come, dark-

ness came over the whole land till the ninth 
hour, 2tand at the ninth hour Jesus cried 
with a vreat voice, saying, ‘ Eloi, Eloi, lamma 
sabachthani?’ which is, being interpreted, 
‘My God, my God, why didst Thou forsake 
me?’ 

35 And certain of those standing by, having 
heard, said, ‘ Lo, Elijah he doth eal] ;’ 36 anc 
one having run, and having filled a spunge 
with vinegar, having put i¢ also on a reed, 
was giving him to drink, saying, ‘ Let alone, 
let us see if Elijah doth come to take him 
down.’ 

37 And Jesus having uttered a loud ery, 
yielded the spirit, 3% and the veil of the sanc- 
tuary was rent in two, from top to bottom, 
83 and the centurion who was standing over- 
against him, having seen that, having so cried 
out, he yielded the spirit, said, “Taly this 
man was Son of God.’ 

49 And there were also women afar off be- 
holding, among whom was also Mary the 
Magdalene, and Mary of James the less, and 
of Taser and Salome, “(who also, when 
he was in Galilee, were following him, and 
were ministering to him,) and many other 
romney who came up with him to Jerusa- 
em. 


42 And now evening having eome, seeing it 
was the preparation, thatis, the fore-sabbath, 
43 Meee af Arimathea, an honourable eoun- 
sellor, who also himself was waiting for the 
reign of God, came, boldly entered in unto 
Pilate, and asked the body of Jesus. 

44 And Pilate wondered if he were already 
dead, and having called near the centurion, 
did question him if he were long dead, * and 
having known i¢ from the centurion, he grant- 
ed the body to Joseph. 

46 And he, having brought fine linen, and 
having taken him down, wrapped him in the 
linen, and laid him in a sepulehre that had 
been hewn out of a rock, and he rolled a stone 
unto the door of the sepulchre, 7 and Mary 
the Magdalene, and Mary of Joses, were be- 
holding where he is laid. 


XVI. } AND the sabbath having past, Mary 
the Magdalene, and Mary of James, and 
Salome, bought spices, that having eome, 
they may anoint him, ? and early in the morn- 
ing of the first of the sabbaths, they eome 
unto the seprlchre, at the rising of the sun, 
3 and they said among Bhetiealves, “Who shall 
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roll away for us the stone out of the door of 
the sepulehre ?’ 

4 And having looked, they see that the stone 
hath been rolled away—for it was very great, 
Sand having entered into the sepulchre, the 
saw a young man sitting on the right andl 
arrayed in a long white robe, and they wero 
amazed. 

6 And he saith to them, ‘ Be not amazed, ye 
seek Jesus the Nazarene, the crucified: ie 
did rise—he is not here; lo, the place where 
they laid him! 7and go, say to his disciples, 
and Peter, that he doth go before you to 
Galilee ; there ye shall sec him, as he said to 


u. 

8 And, having come forth quickly, they fled 
from the sepulchre, and trembling and amaze- 
ment had seized them, and to no one said they 
anything, for they were afraid. 


§And he, having risen in the morning of 
the first of the sabbaths, did appear first to 
Mary the Magdalene, ont of shor he had 
cast seven demons; !’ she having gone, told 
those who had been with him, mourning and 
weeping ; ! and they, having heard that he is 
alive, and was seen by her, did not believe. 

2 And after these things, to two of them, 
as they are going into a field, walking, he was 
manifested in another form, “and they hav- 
ing gone, told to the rest; not even them did 
they believe. 

14 Afterwards, as they are reclining (at 
meat), he was manifested to the eleven, and 
did reproach their 7unbelief and stiffness of 
heart, because they believed not those hav- 
ing seen him being raised ; and he said to 
them, ‘ Having gone to all the world, pro- 
elaim the good news to all the creation; ‘“he 
who hath believed, and hath been baptized, 
shall be saved ; and he who hath not believed, 
shall be condemned. 

17° And signs shal] aecompany those believ- 
ing these things; in my name demons they 
shall cast out; with new tongues they shall 
speak ; ‘serpents they shall take up; and if 
any deadly thing they may drink, it shall not 
hurt them; on the ailing they shall lay hands, 
and they shall be well.’ 

19The Lord, then, indeed, after speaking to 
them, was received up to the heaven, and 
sat on the right hand of God; *° and they, 
having gone torth, did preach everywhere, 
the Lord working with them, and confirming 
the word, through the signs following. Amen.

CHAP. I. }SEEING that many did take in 
hand to set in order a narration of the matters 
that have been fnlly assured among us, “as 
they did dehver to us, who from the begin- 
ning became eye-witnesses, and officers of the 
Word,—* it seemedi good also to me, having 
followed from the first after all things exactly, 
to write to thee in order, most noble Theo- 
philus, 4 that thou mayest know the certainty 
of the things wherein thou wast instructed. 


> 'There was in the days of Herod, the king 
of Judea, a certain priest, by name Zacharias, 
of the course of Abijah, and his wife of the 
daughters of Aaron, and her name Elisabeth ; 
Sand they were both righteous before God, 
going on in all the commands and rightecous- 
nesses of the Lord blameless, 7 and they had 
no child, becanse that Elisabeth was barren, 
and both were advanced in their days. 

8 And it came to pass, in his acting as priest, 
in the order of his course before God 9 accord- 
ing to the custom of the priesthood, his lot 
was to make perfume, having gone into the 
sanctuary of the Lord, ! and all the multitude 
of the people were praying without, at the 
hour of the perfume. 

11 And there appeared to him a mnessenger 
of the Lord standing on the right side of the 
altar of the perfume, !2 and Zacharias, having 
seen, was troubled, and fear fell on him; and 
the messenger said unto him, ‘ Fear not, Za- 
charias, for thy supplication was heard, and 
thy wife Elisabeth shall bear ason to thee, 
and thon shalt call his name John, 4 and there 
shall be joy to thee, and gladness, and many 
at his birth shall joy, for he shall be great 
before the Lord, and wine and strong drink 
he may not drink, and of the Holy Spirit he 
shall be full, even from his mother’s womb; 
16 and many of the sons of Israel he sball turn 
to the Lord their God, 'and he shall go be- 
fore Him, in the spirit and power of Elijah 
to turn hearts of fathers unto children, an 
disobedient ones to the wisdom of righteous 
ones, to make ready for the Lord, a people 
prepared.’ 

48 And Zacharias said unto the messenger, 
‘Whereby shall I know this? for Iam aged, 
and my wife is advanced in her days?’ 

19 And the messenger answering said to him, 
‘IT am Gabriel, who have been standing near 
before God, and I was sent to speak unto thee, 
and to proclaim these good news to thee, 
*0 and Jo, thou shalt be silent, and not able to 
speak, till the day that these things shall 
come to pass, because thou didst not believe 
my words, that shall be fulfilled in their 
season.’ 


*1 And the people were waiting for Zacha- 
nas, and wondering at his tarrying in the 
sanctuary, 7” and having come out, he was not 
able to speak to them, and they perceived that 


a vision he had seen in the sanctuary, and he 
was beckoning to them, and did remain 
dumb. 

*3 And it came to pass, when the days of 
his service were fulfilled, he went away to his 
house, “4and after those days, his wife Elisa- 
beth conceived, and _hid herself five months, 
saying—” ‘Thus hath the Lord done to me, 
in days in which He looked upon me, to take 
away my reproach among men.’ 


°6 And in the sixth month was the messenger 
Gabriel sent by God, to a city of Galilee, the 
name of which is Nazareth, *’ to a virgin, be- 
trothed to a man, whose name is Joseph, of 
the house of David, and the name of the virgin 
is Mary. 

*3 And the messenger having come in unto 
her, said, ‘ Hail, favoured one, the Lord is 
with thee; blessed ar¢ thou among women;’ 
“and she, having seen, was troubled at his 
word, and was reasoning of what kind this 
salutation may be. 

30 And the messenger said to her, ‘Fear not, 
Mary, for thou hast found favour witb God; 
31and lo, thou shalt conceive in the womb, 
and shalt bring forth a son, and call his name 
Jesus; 3%he shall be great, and Son of the 
Highest he shall be called, and the Lord God 
shall give him the throne of David his father, 
33 and he shall reign over the house of Jacob 
to the ages; and of his reign there shall be 
no end.’ 

34 And Mary said unto the messenger, ‘ How 
shall this he, seeing a husband I do not know?’ 
35 And the messenger answering said to her, 
‘ The Holy Spirit shall come upon thee, and 
the power of the Highest shall over-shadow 
thee, therefore also the holy-begotten thing 
shall be called Son of God; 3¢and lo, Elisa 
beth, thy kinswoman, she also hath conceived 
ason in her old age, and this is the sixth 
month to her who was called barren; 27 be- 
cause nothing shal] be impossible with God.’ 

38 And creat said, ‘Lo, the maid-servant 
of the Lord; let it be to me according to thy 
saying,’ and the messenger went away from 

er. 


39 And Mary having arisen in those days, 
went to the hill-country, with haste, to a city 
of Judea, *°and entered into the house of 
Zacharias, and saluted Elisabeth. 

41 And it came to pass, when Elisabeth 
heard the salutation of Mary, the babe did 
leap in her womb; and Elisabeth was filled 
with the Holy Spirit, 42 and spake out with a 
loud voice, and said, ‘Blessed art thou 
among women, and blessed is the fruit of thy 
womb; “and whence is this to me, that 
the mother of my Lord might come unto me? 
4 for, lo, when the voice of thy salutation 
came to my cars, leap in gladness did the 
babe in my womb; ee happy is she who

to the things spoken to her from tho Lord.’ 


46 And Mary said, ‘My soul doth magnify 
the Lord, 
7 And my spirit was glad on God my Saviour,

For, lo, henceforth call me happy shall al] 
the generations, 
® For He whois mighty did to me great things, 
And holy is His name, 
6 And His kindness is to generations of gen- 
To those fearing Him, ferations, 
*I He did powerfully with His arm, 
He scattered abroad the proud in thethought 
of their heart, 
*° He bronght down the mighty from thrones, 
And He exalted the lowly, 
The hunery He did fill with good,

Il. } AND it came to pass in those days, 
there went forth a decree from Cesar An- 
gustus, that all the world be enrolled—* this 
enrolment first eame to pass when Cyrenius 
was governor of Syria—* and all were goin 
to be enrolled, each to his proper city, 4an 
Joseph also went up from Galilee, ont of the 
eity of Nazareth, to Judea, to the city of 
David, that is called Bethlehem, because of 
his being of the house and family of David 
>to enrol himself with Mary his betrothed 
wife, being with child. 

6 And it came to pass, in their being there, 
the days were fulfilled for her bringing forth, 
?and she brought forth her son—the first-born. 
and wrapped him up, and laid him down in 
the manger, because there was not for them 
a place in the guest-chamber. 


8 And there were shepherds in the same 
region, lodging in the field, and keeping the 
night-watches over their flock, %and lo, a 
messenger of the Lord stood over them, and 
the glory of the Lord shone around them, and 
they feared a great fear. 

10 And the messenger said to them, ‘Fear 
not, for lo, 1 bring oy good news of great 
joy, that shall be to all the people—" because 
there was born to you to-day a Saviour—who 
is Christ the Lord—in the city of David, "and 
this is to you the sign: Ye shall find a babe 
wrapped up, lying in the manger.’

18 And all who heard, did wonder concerning 


| the things spoken by the shepherds unto 
i them; 1! and Mary wag preserving all these 
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things, pondering in her heart; "°and the 
shepherds turned back, glorifying and prais- 
ing God, for all those things they heard and 
saw, as it was spoken unto them. 


"1And when eight days were fulfilled to 
circumcise the child, then was his name called 
Jesus, having been so called by the messenger 
before his being conceived in the womb. 

22 And when the days of their purification 
were fulfilled, according to the law of Moses, 
they brought him up to Jerusalem, to present 
to the Lord, *2as it hath been written in the 
Law of the Lord,—‘ Every male opening a 
womb shall be called holy to the Lord,’ “4and. 
to give a sacrifice, according to that said in 
the Law of the Lord, ‘A pair of turtle-doves, 
or two young pigeons.’ 

2 And lo, there was a man in Jerusalem, 
whose name is Simeon, and this man is right- 
eous and devout, looking for the comforting 
of Israel, and the Holy Spirit was upon him, 
%and it hath been divinely told him by the 
Holy Spirit—not to see death before he may 
see the Christ of the Lord. 

27 And he came in the Spirit to the temple, 
and in the parents bringing in the child 
Jesus, for their doing according to the custom 
of the law regarding him, “8then he took him 
in his arms, and blessed God, and he said, 
*°9*Now Thou dost send away thy servant, 
Lord, according to Thy word, in peace, *° be- 
cause mine eyes did see Thy salvation, 3! which 
Thou didst prepare before the face of all the 
peoples, *? a light to the meooueriay od nations, 
and the glory of Thy people Israel.’ 

33 And Joseph and his mother were wonder- 
ing at the things spoken concerning him, 
3$and Simeon blessed them, and said unto 
Mary his mother, ‘ Lo, this one is set for the 
falling and rising again of many in Israel, and 
for a sign suoeee against —** (and also thine 
own soul shall a sword pass through)—that 
the reasonings of many hearts may be re- 
vealed.’ 


36 And there was Anna, a prophetess, daugh- 
ter of Phanuel, of the tribe of Asher, she was 
much advanced in days, having lived with 
an husband seven years from her virginity, 
37and she is a widow of about eighty-four 
years, who did depart not from the temple, 
with fasts and supplications serving. night 
and day, *%and she, at that hour, having 
come in, was confessing, likewise, to the Lord, 
and was speaking concerning him, to all those 
looking for redemption in Jerusalem. 


39 And when they finished all things, ac- 
cording to the Law of the Lord, they turned 
back to Galilee, to their city Nazareth; “and 
the child grew and was strengthened in spirit, 
heing filled with wisdom, and the grace of 
God was upon him. 


41 And his parents were going yearly to Je- 
rusalem, at the feast of the passover, * and 
when he became twelve years old, they hav- 
ing gone up to Jerusalem, according to the 
custom of the feast, 44 and having finished the 
days, in their returning the child Jesus re- 
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mained behind in Jerusalem, and Joseph and 
his mother did not know, “and, having sip- 
yosed him to be in the company, they went a 
day’s journey, and were seeking him among 
the kindred and among the acquaintances, 
4 and not having found him, they turned back 
to Jerusalem seeking him. 

*»And it came to pass, after three days, 
they found him in the temple, sitting in the 
nudst of the teachers, both hearing them and 
questioning them, *” and all those hearing him 
were astonished at his understanding and 
answers. 

48 And, having seen him, they were amazed, 
and his mother said unto him, ‘ Child, why 
didst thou thus to us? lo, thy father and I, 
sorrowing, were seeking thee.’ 

49 And he said unto them, ‘ Why és it that 
ye were seeking me? did ye not know that in 
the things of my Father it behoveth me to 
be?’ °°and they did not understand the say- 
ing that he spake to them, ®!and he went 
down with them, and came to Nazareth, and 
he was subject to them, and his mother was 
keeping all these sayings in her heart, °? and 
Jesus was advancing in wisdom, andin stature, 
and in favour with God and men. 


Iif. } AND in the fifteenth year of the go- 
vernment of Tiberius Cesar—Pontius Pilate 
being governor of Judea, and Herod tetrarch 
of Galilee, and Philip his brother, tetrarch 
of Iturea and of the region of Trachonitis, 
and Lysanias tetrarch of Abilene—? Annae 
and Caiaphas being chief priests—there came 
a word of God unto John the son of Zacharias, 
in the wilderness, 2and he came to all the 
region round the Jordan, proclaiming a bap- 
tism of reformation—to remission of sins, 
4as3it hath been written in the scroll of the 
words of Isaiah the prophet, saying, ‘ A voice 
of one crying in the wilderness, Prepare ye 
the way of the Lord, straight make ye His 
paths; every valley shall be filled, and every 
mountain and hill shall be made low, and the 
crooked shall become straightness, and the 
rough become smooth ways; Sand all flesh 
shall sce the salvation of God.’ 

7Then said he to the multitudes coming 
forth to be baptised by him, ‘ Brood of vipers! 
who did prompt you to flee from the coming 
wrath? 8make, therefore, fruits worthy of the 
reformation, and begin not to say within your- 
selves, We have a father—Abraham; for I 
say to you, that God is able out of these stones 
to raise children to Abraham; °and alread 
also the axe unto the root of the trees is Jai 1, 
every tree, therefore, not making good fruit is 
cut down, and to fire it is cast.’ 


10 And the multitudes were questioning him, 
saying, ‘What, then, shall we do?’ ! and he 
answering saith to them, ‘He having two 
coats—let him impart to him having none, 
and he having victuals—in like manner let 
him do.’ 


12 And there came also tax-gatherers to be 
baptised, and they said unto him, ‘Teacher, 
what shall we do?’ 33 and he said unto them, 
‘ Exact no more than pant directed yon.’

14 And qnestioning him also were those war- 
ring, saying, ‘And we, vehat shall we do?’

15 And the people are looking forward, and 
all are reasoning in their hearts concerning 
John, whether or not he may be the Christ ;

prison. 


21 And it came to pass, in all the people 
being baptised, Jesus also being baptised, and 
praying, the heaven was opened, * and the 

oly Spirit came down in a bodily appear- 
ance, as if a dove, upon him, and a voice came 
out of heaven, saying, ‘Thou art My Son— 
the Beloved, in thee l did delight.’ 


23 And Jesus himself was beginning to be 
about thirty years of age, being, as was sup- 
posed, son of Joseph, 

“4 the son of Eli, the son of Matthat, 

the son of Levi, the son of Melchi, 

the son of Janna, the son of Joseph, 

* the son of Mattathias, the son of Amos, 
the son of Naum, the son of Eshi, 
26 the son of Naggai, the son of Maath, 

the son of Mattathias, the son of Semei, 

the son of Joseph, the son of Juda, 
*°7 the son of Joanna, the son of Rhesa, 

the son of Zerubbabel, the son of Shealtiel, 
*8 the son of Neri, the son of Melchi, 

the son of Addi, the son of Cosam, 

the son of Elmodam, the son of Er, 

29 the son of Jose, the son of Khezer, 
the son of Jorim, the son of Matthat, 

30 the son of Levi, the son of Simeon, 
the son of Juda, the son or Joseph, 
the son of Jonan, the son of Ehakim. 

31 the son of Melea, the son of Mainan, 

the son of Mattatha, the son of Nathan, 
32 the son of David, the son of Jesse, 

the son of Obed, the son of Booz, 

the son of Salmon, the son of Nahshon, 
33 the son of Amminadab, the son of Aram, 

the son of Esrom, the son of Pharez, 
4 the son of Judah, the son of Jacob, 

the son of Isaac, the son of Abraham, 

the son of Terah, the son of Nahor, 

3 the son of Scruy, the son of Ren,

IV. 1} AND Jesus, full of the Holy Spirit, 
turned back from the Jordan, and was brought 
in the Spirit to the wilderness, ? forty days 
being tempted by the Devil, and he did not 
eat anything in those days, and they having 
been ended, he afterward hungered, 3 and 
the Devil said to him, ‘If Son thou art of 
God, speak to this stone that it may become 
bread.’ 

4 And Jesus answered him, saying, ‘It hath 
been written, that, not on bread only shall 
man live, but on every saying of God.’ 


5 And the Devil having brought him up to 
an high mountain, shewed to him all the 
kingdoms of the world in a moment of time, 
Sand the Devil said to him, ‘To thee I will 
give allthis authority, and their glory, because 
to me it hath been delivered, and to whom- 
soever I will, I do give it; 7thou, then, if 
thou mayest bow before me—all shall be 
thine.’ 

8 And Jesus answering him said, ‘ Get thee 
behind me, Adversary, for it hath been writ- 
ten, Thou shalt bow before the Lord thy God, 
and Him only thou shalt serve.’ 


9 And he brought him to Jernsalem, ana set 
him on the pinnacle of the temple, and said 
to him, ‘If the Son thou art of God, cast 
thyself down hence, !°for it hath been writ- 
ten—To His messengers He will give charge 
concerning thee, to guard over thee, }! and— 
On hands they shall bear thee up, lest at any 
ei thou mayest dash against a stone thy 
oot. 

12 And Jesus answering said to him—‘ It 
hath been said, Thou shalt not tempt the 
Lord thy God.’ 

13 And having ended all temptation, the 
Devil departed from him till a convenient 
season. 

14 And Jesus turned back in the power of 
the Spirit to Galilee, and a fame went forth 
through all the region round about concerning 
him, “and he was teaching in their syna- 
gogues, being glorified by all. 


16 And he came to Nazareth, where he hath 
been brought up, and he went in, according 
to his custom, on the sabbath-day, to the 
synagogne, and stood up to read; ” and there 
was given over to him a rall of Isaiah the 
prophet, and having unfolded the roll, he 
found the place where it hath been written: 
18 ‘The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, 

Because He did anoint me; 

To proclaim good news to the poor, 

Sent me to heal the broken of heart, 

To proclaim to captives deliverance, 

ani to blind receiving of sight, 

To send away the bruised with deliverance, 
1% 1 prodigies the acceptable year of the 

ord. 


Christ at Nazareth. 


°0 And having folded the roll, having given z¢ 
hack to the officer, he sat down, and the eyes 
of all in the synagogue were gazing on him. 
21 And he began to say unto them—‘ To-day 
hath this writing been fulfilled in your ears;’ 
22 and all were bearing testimony to him, and 
were wondering at the gracious words that 
are coming forth out of his month, and they 
said, ‘Is not this the son of Joseph ?’ 

3 And he said unto them, ‘Certainly ye 
will say to me this simile, Physician, heal 
thyself; as great things as we heard done in 
Capernanm, do also here in thy country;’ 
*4and he said, ‘ ery I say to you—No pro- 
phet is aecepted in his own country; * and 
of a truth I say to yon, Many widows were 
in the days of Elijah, in Israel, when the 
heaven was shut for three years and six 
months, when great famine came on all the 
land, ““and unto none of them was Elijah 
sent, but—to Sarepta of Sidon, nnto a woinan, 
a widow; *7and many lepers were in the 
time of Elisha the prophet, in Israel, and 
none of them was cleansed, but—Naaman the 
Syrian.’ 

*8 And all in the synagogue were filled with 
wrath, hearing these things, “and having 
risen, they put him forth without the city, 
and bronght him unto the brow of the hill 
on which their eity had been bmlt—to cast 
him down headlong, 2%and he, having gone 
through the midst of them, went away. 


31 And he eame down to Capernaum, a city 
of Galilee, and was teaching them on the 
sabbaths, **and they were astonished at his 
teaching, because his word was with anthor- 
ity. 

33 And in the synagogue was a man, havin 
aspirit of an unclean demon, and he criec 
out with a great voice, 34saying, ‘Away, what 
—to tis and to thee, Jesus, O Nazarene? thon 
didst eome to destroy us; 1 have known thee 
who thou art—the Holy One of God.’ 

35 And Jesus did rebuke him, saying, ‘ Be 
silenced, and come forth out of him;’ andthe 
demon having cast him into the midst, came 
forth from him, having hurt him nought; 
s6and amazement came upon all, and they 
were speaking together, with one another, 
saying, ‘ What is this word, that with author- 
ity and pewer he doth command the nnclean 
spirits, and they come forth?’ °*7 and there 
was going forth a fame concerning him to 
every place of the region round about. 


38 And having risen out of the synagogue, 
he entered into the house of Simon, and the 
mother-in-law of Simon was pressed with a 
great fever, and they did ask him abont her, 
39 and having stood over her, he rebnked the 
fever, and it left her, and presently, having 
risen, she was ministering to them. 

# And at the setting of the sun, all, as 
many as had any ailing with manifold sick- 
nesses, brought them unto him, and he on 
each one of them his hands having put, did 
heal them. 

41 And demons also were coming forth from 
many, crying out and saying—‘ Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of God;’ and rebnking, he 
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did not suffer them to speak, because they 
knew him to be the Christ. 

42 And day having come, having gone forth, 
he went on to a desert place, and the mul- 
titudes were secking,him, and they came unto 
him, and were staying him—not to go on from 
them, “and he said unto them—‘ Also to the 
other cities it behoveth me to proclaim good 
news of the reien of God, because for this I 
have been sent;’ ##and he was preaching in 
the synagogues of Galilee. 


V. 1 AND it came to pass, in the mnltitude 
pressing on him to hear the word of God, 
that he was standing beside the lake of Gen- 
nesaret, “and he saw two boats standing 
beside the lake, and the fishers, having gone 
away from them, were washing the nets, 
Sand having entered into one of the boats, 
that was Simon’s, he asked him to put back 
a little from the land, and having sat down, 
was teaching the multitndes ont of the boat. 

+ And when he left off Jeeta he said 
unto Simon, ‘ Put back to the deep, and let 
down your nets for a dranght;’ Sand Simon 
answering said to him, ‘ Master, throngh the 
whole night, having laboured, we have taken 
aia ‘but at thy saying [ will let down the 
net. 

6And having done this, they enclosed a 
creat multitude of fishes, and their net was 
breaking, 7and they beckoned to the part- 
ners, who are in the other boat, having come, 
to help them; and they came, and filled both 
the hoats, so that they were sinking. 

8 And Simon Peter having seen, fell down 
at the knees of Jesus, saying, ‘ Depart from 
me, becanse [am a sinful man, O lord;’ 9 for 
astonishment seized him, and all those with 
him, at the dranght of the fishes that they 
took, !°and in like manner also James and 
John, sons of Zebedee, who were partners 
with Simon; and Jesns said nnto Simon, 
‘Fear not, henceforth thon shalt be eatching 
men;’ !!and they, having brought the boats 
upon the land, having left all, did follow him. 


12 And it came to pass, in his being in one 
of the eities, that lo, a man full of leprosy, 
and having seen Jesus, having fallen on his 
face, he besought him, saying, ‘Sir, if thou 
mayest will, thon art able to cleanse me;’ 
Band having stretched forth his hand, he 
tonched him, having said, ‘I will; be thou 
cleansed;’ and immediately the leprosy went 
away from him. 

14 And he charged him to tell no one, ‘ But, 
having gone away, shew thyself to the priest, 
and bring near for thy cleansing according as 
Moses directed, for a testimony to them;’ 
15 but the more was the report going abroad 
concerning him, and great multitudes were 
coming together to hear, and to be healed by 
him of their infirmities, }®and he was with- 
drawing himself in the desert places, and 
was praying. 


17 And it came to pass, on one of the days, 
that he was teaching, and there were sitting 
by Pharisees and teachers of the Law, who 
were come out of eee village of Galilee, and 


Call of Matthew. 


Judea, and Jerusalem, and the power of the 
Lord was—to heal them. 

18 And lo, men bearing upon a couch a iman, 
who hath been struck with palsy, and they 
were seeking to hring him im, and to place 
hefore him, !%and not having found by what 
way they may bring him in because of the 
multitude, having gone up on the house-top, 
through the tiles they let him down, with the 
little couch, into the midst before Jesus, 
20 and he having seen their faith, said to him, 
‘Man, thy sins have been forgiven thee.’ 

“1 And the scribes and the Pharisees began 
to reason, saying, ‘ Who is this that doth 
speak evil words? who is able to forgive sins, 
except God only?’ 

2 And Jesus having known their reason- 
ings, answering, said unto them, ‘ What rea- 
son ye in your hearts? *3 which is easier—to 
say, Thy sins have been forgiven thee? or to 
say, Arise, and walk? 

24* And that ye may know that the Son of 
Man hath authority upon the earth to forgive 
sins—(he said to the one struck with palsy)— 
I say to thee, Arise, and having taken up thy 
little couch, be going on to thy house.’ 

“5 And presently having risen before them, 
having taken up that on which he was lying, 
he went away to his house, glorifying God, 
*6and astonishment took all, and they were 
elorifying God, and were filled with fear, 
saying—‘ We saw strange things to-day.’ 


7 And after these thinga he went forth, and 
beheld a tax-gatherer, by name Levi, sitting 
at the tax-office, and said to him, ‘ Be follow- 
ing me;’ “Sand he, having left all, having 
arisen, did follow him. 

“9 And Levi made a great entertainment to 
him in his house, and there was a great mul- 
titude of tax-catherers and others who were 
with them reelining (at meat), ?°and the scribes 
and the Pharisees among them were murmur- 
ing at his disciples, saying, ‘ Wherefore with 
tax-gatherers and sinners do ye eat and drink?’ 

31 And Jesus answering said unto them, 
‘They who are well have no need of a phy- 
sician, but they that are ill: °*I came not to 
callrighteous men, but sinners, to reformation.’ 

33 And they said unto him, ‘Wherefore do 
the disciples of John fast often, and make 
supplications—in like manner also those of 
the Pharisees—but thine do eat and drink ?’ 
34 And he said unto them, ‘Are ye able to 
make the sons of the bride-chamber—in the 
bridegroom being with them—to fast? but 
days will come, and, when the bridegroom 
may be taken away from them, then they 
shall fast in those days.’ 


36 And he spake also a simile unto them— 
‘Noone a patch of new clothing doth put on 
old clothing, and if otherwise, the new also 
doth make a rent, and with the old the patch 
doth not agree, that is from the new. 

37 * And no one doth put new wine into old 
skins, and if otherwise, the new wine will 
burst the skins, and itself will be poured out, 
and the skins will be destroyed; *%but new 
wine into new skins is to he put, and both are 
preserved together ; yh and no one having 
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drunk old wine, doth immediately wish new, 
for he saith, The old is better.’ 


VI. 1 And it came to pass, on the second- 
first sabbath, as he is going through the corn 
fields, that his disciples were plucking the 
ears, and were eating, rubbing with the hands, 
“and certain of the Pharisees said to them, 
“Why do ye that which it is not lawful to do 
on the sahbaths?’ 

3 And Jesus answering said unto them, ‘ Did 
ye not read even this that David did, when 
he hungered, himself and those who are with 
him, ‘how he went into the house of God, 
and the loaves of the presentation did take, 
and did eat, and gave also to those with him, 
which it is not lawful to eat, except only to 
the priests?’ 5 and he said to them,-—‘ The son 
of man is lord also of the sabbath.’ 

6 And it came to pass also, on another sab- 

bath, that he goeth into the synagogue, and 
teacheth, and there was there a man, and his 
right hand was withered, ’ and the scribes 
and the Pharisees were watching him, if on the 
sabbath he will heal, that they might find an 
accusation against him. 
_ ® And he himself had known their reason- 
ings, and said to the man having the withered 
hand, ‘ Rise, and stand in the midst;’ and he 
having risen, stood. 

®Then said Jesus unto them, ‘I will ques- 
tion you something: Is it lawful on the sab- 
baths to do good, or to do evil? life to save 
or to kill?’ 1°And having looked round on 
them all, he said to the man, ‘Stretch forth 
thy hand;’ and he did so, and his hand was 
restored whole as the other; !!and they were 
filled with madness, and were speaking with 
one another what they might do to Jesus. 


2 And it came to pass in those days, he 
went forth to the mountain to pray, and was 
passing the night in the prayer of God, 1 and 
when it became day, he called near his dis- 
ae and having chosen from them twelve, 
whom also he named apostles, ™“ (Simon, 
whom also he named Peter, and Andrew his 
brother, James and John, Philip and Bartho- 
lomew, '* Matthew and Thomas, James of 
Alphaeus, and Simon called Zelotes, 1° Judas 
of James, and Judas Iscariot, who also he- 
came betrayer;) ’?and having come down 
with them, he stood upon a level spot, and a 
crowd of his disciples, and a great multitude 
of the people from all Judea, and Jerusalem, 
and the maritime Tyre and Sidon, who came 
to hear him, and to be healed of their sick- 
nesses, }8and those harassed by unclear spirits, 
and they were healed, and all tho multi- 
tude were seeking to touch him, because 
yower from him was going forth, and he was 

ealing all. 

°0 And he, having lifted up his eyes to his 
disciples, said: ‘ Ha by the poor —hecanse 
yours is tho reign of God. 

"1 ¢ Happy those hungering now—because 
ye shall ee filled. 

‘Happy those weeping now—hbecause ye 
shall laugh. 

22* Happy are ye when men shall hate 
you, id when they shall separate you, and 
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shall reproach, and shall cast forth your name 
as evil, for the Son of Man’s sake—* rejoice 
in that day, and leap, for lo, your reward is 
great in the heaven, for according to these 
things were their fathers doing to the pro- 
phets. 

*4* But wo to you—the rich, because ye have 
got your comfort. 

** Wo to you who have been filled—because 
ye shall hunger. 

‘Wo to you who are laughing now—because 
ye shall mourn and weep. 

*6* Wo to you when all men shall speak 
well of you—tfor according to these things 
were their fathers doing to false prophets. 

*7 * But I say to you who are hearing, Love 
your enemies, do good to those hating you, 
“8 bless those cursing you, aud pray for those 
accusing you falsely; “%and to him smiting 
thee upon the cheek, give also the other, and 
from him taking away from thee the mantle, 
also the coat thou mayest not keep back. 

30* And to every one who is asking of thee, 
be giving; and from him who is taking away 
thy coods, be not asking again; 2!and as ye 
wish that men may do to you, do ye also to 
them in like manner; 32and—if ye love those 
loving you, what grace have ye? for also the 
sinful love those loving them ; *3 and if ye do 
eood to those doing good to you, what grace 
have ye? for also the sinful do the same; 
34 and if ye lend to those of whom ye hope to 
receive back, what grace have ye? for also the 
sinful lend to sinners—that they may receive 
avaln as much. 

39 * But love your enemies, and do good, and 
lend, hoping for nothing again, and your re- 
warl will be great, and ye shall be sons of 
the Hichest, because He is kind unto the un- 
gracious and evil; 3*be ye therefore merciful, 
as also your Father is merciful. 

37 * And judgenot, aud ye may not be judged ; 
condemn not, and ye may not he condemned; 
release, and ye aha be released. 

38° Give, and it shall be given to you; good 
measure, pressed, and shaken, and running 
over, they shall give into your bosom; for 
with that measure with which ye measure, it 
shall be measured to you again.’ 


39 And he spake a simile to them, ‘Is blind 
able to lead blind? shall they not both fall in- 
to a pit? # A disciple is not above his teacher, 
but every one perfected shall be as his teacher. 
_ 2° And why dost thou behold the mote that 
is in thy brother’s eye, and the beam that is 
in thine own eye dost not consider? * or how 
art thou able to say to thy brother, Brother, 
suffer, [ may take out the mote that is in thine 
eye—thyselt the beam in thine own eye not 
beholding? Hypocrite, take first the beam 
out of thine own eye, and then thou shalt see 
clearly to take out the mote that is in thy 
brother’s eye. 

8° or there is not a good tree making bad 
fruit, nor a bad tree making good fruit; 4 for 
each tree from its own fruit is known, for not 
from thorns do they gather figs, nor froma 
bramble do they erop a grape. 

4° ‘The good man out of the good treasure 
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cood ;-and the evil nan out of the evil treasure 
of his heart doth bring forth that which is 
evil; for out of the abounding of the heart 
doth his mouth speak. 

46*And why do ye call me, Lord, Lord, and 
do not what Isay? * Every one who is coming 
unto me, and is hearing my words, and is do- 
ing them, I will shew you to whom he is like; 
She is like toaman building a honse. who 
did dig, and deepen, and laid a foundation 
upon the rock, and a flood having come, the 
stream broke forth on that house, and was 
not able to shake it, for it had been founded 
upon the rock. 

49 * And he who heard and did not, is like to 
a man having builded a house upon the earth, 
without a foundation, azaiust which thestream 
brake forth, and immediately it fell, and the 
ruin of that house became great.’ 


VIL. 1 AND when he completed all his say- 
ings in the ears of the people, he went into 
Capernaum; ® and acertain centurion’s ser- 
vant being ill, was about to die, who was 
much valued by him, and having heard about 
Jesus, he sent unto him elders of the Jews, 
beseeching him, that having come he might 
thoroughly save his servant. 

4 And they, having come near unto Jesus, 
were calling upon him earnestly, saying—‘ He 
is worthy to whom thou shalt do this, 3 for he 
doth love our nation, and the synagogue he 
did build to us.’ 

§ And Jesus was going on with them, and now 
when he is not far distant from the house the 
centurion sent unto him friends, saying to 
him, ‘Sir, be nottroubled, for | am not worthy 
that wnder my roof thou mayest enter; 7 where- 
fore not even myself thought 1 worthy to come 
unto thee, but say ina word, and my lad shall 
be healed; 8 for I also am aman placed under 
authority, having under myself soldiers, and 
{ ay to this one, Go, and he gocth; and to 
another, Be coming, and he cometh; and to 
my servant, Do this, and he doth it.’ 

And having heard these things Jesus 
wondered at him, and having turned to the 
multitude following him, he said, ‘I say to 
you, not even in {Srael so inuch faith did I 
find ;’ !° and those sent, having turned back to 
the house, found the ailing servant in health. 


11 And it came to pass, on the morrow, he 
was going on to a city called Nain, and there 
were going with him many of his disciples, 
and a great multitude, and as he came nigh 
to the gate of the city, then, lo, one dead was 
being carried forth, an only son of his mother, 
and she a widow, and a great multitude of the 
city was with her. 

13 And the Lord having seen her, was moved 
with compassion towards her, and said to her, 
‘Be not weeping;’ and having come near, 
he touched the bier, and those bearing it stood 
still, and he said, ‘ Young man, to thee I say, 
Arise;’ ® and the dead sat np, and began to 
speak, and he gave him to his mother; ‘* and 
fear took hold of all, and they were glorifying 
God, saying—‘A great prophet hath risen 
among us,’ and—‘God did look upon His 
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in all Judea about him, and in all the region 
around. 


18 And the diseiples of John told him abont 
all these things, }9and Jolin having called near 
a certain two of his disciples, sent uuto Jesus, 
saying, ‘Art thou he who 1s coming, or for 
another do we look?’ * And having come 
near to him, the men said, ‘John the Baptist 
sent us unto thee, saying, Art thou he who is 
coming, or for another do we look?’ # Aud in 
that hour he cured many from sicknesses, and 
plegnes and evil spirits, and to many blind 

1e granted sight. 

“2 And Jesus answering said to them, ‘ Hav- 
ing gone on, report to John what ye saw and 
heard, that blind men do see again, lame do 
walk, lepers are cleansed, deaf do hear, dead 
are raised, poor have good news proclaimed ; 
and happy is he whoever may not be 
stumbled 10 ime.’ 

“4 And the messengers of John having gone 
away, he began to say unto the multitudes 
concerning John: ‘What have ye gone forth 
to the wilderness to look on? a reed by the 
wind shaken? % but what have ye gone forth 
to see? a man in soft garments clothed? lo, 
they in splendid apparellings, and living in 
luxury, are in the houses of kings! 

°6* But what have ye gone forth to see? a 
prophet? Yes, 1 say to you, and much more 
than a prophet: ” this is he concerning whom 
it hath been written, Lo, | send my messenger 
before thy face, who shall prepare thy way 
before thee; °8 for I say to you, a greater pre- 
phet, among those born of women, than John 
the Baptist there is not; but the least in the 
reign of God is greater than he.’ 

3 And all the people having heard, and the 
tax-gatherers, declared God righteous, having 
heen baptized with the be et of John, 
80but the Pharisees, and the lawyers, the 
counsel of God did put away for themselves, 
not having been baptized by him. 

31 And the Lord said, ‘To what, then, shall 
J liken the men of this generation? and to 
what are they like? ®° they are like to child- 
reu, to those sittiug in a market-place, and 
ealling oneto auother, and saying, We piped 
to yon, and ye did not danec, we mourned to 
you, aud ye did not weep! 

33 ‘Wor John the Baptist eame neither eat- 
ing bread nor driukiug wiue, and ye say, He 
hath a demon; *! the Son of Man came eating 
and drinking, and ye say, Lo, a man, a glut- 
ton, and a wine drinker, a friend of tax-ga- 
therers and siuners; ®and the wisdom was 
justitied from all her children.’ 


36 And a certain one of the Pharisees was 
asking him that he might eat with him, and 
having gone into the honse of the Pharisee he 
reclined (at meat), 37and lo, a woman in the 
city, who was a sinner, having known that 
he reclineth (at meat) in the house of the 
Pharisee, having provided an alabaster box 
of ointment, 38 Fadl having stood behind, be- 
side his feet, weeping, she began to wet his 
feet with the tears, and with the haurs of her 
bead she was wiping, and was kissing his feet, 
and was anointing SL ointment. 
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39 And the Pharisee who did eall him, having 
seen, spake within himself, saying, ‘ This one, 
if he were a prophet, would have known who 
and of what kind is the womau who doth 
touch him, that she is a sinner.’ 

# And Jesus answering said unto him, ‘Si- 
mon, I have something to say to thee;’ and 
he saith, ‘Teacher, say on.’ 4! ‘Two debtors 
were to a certain creditor; the one was ow- 
ing tive hundred denaries, and the other fifty; 
and they not having wherewith to give back, 
he forgave both; which then of them, say 
thou, will love him mere?’ 4 And Simon 
answering said, ‘I suppose that to whom he 
forgave the more;’ Atta ie said to him, ‘Rightly 
thon didst judge.’ 

And having turncda nuto the woman, he 
said to Simou, ‘Seest thou this woman? I 
entered into thy house; water for my feet 
thou didst not give, but this woman with 
tears did wet my feet, and with the hairs of 
her head did ane a kiss to me thou didst 
not give, but this woman, from what time lL 
came 1n, did not cease kissing my feet; 4° with 
oil my head thou didst not anoiut, but this 
Woman with ointment did anoint my feet; 
“’ therefore I say to thee, her many sinus have 
been forgiven, because she did love much; but 
to whom little is forgiven, little he doth love.’ 

43 And he said to her, ‘Thy sins have beeu 
forgiven;’ “and those reelining with him e 
ineat) began to say within themselves, ‘ Who 
is this, who also doth forgive sius?’ ©’ and he 
said unto the woman, ‘ Thy faith have saved 
thee, be going on to peace. 


VUI. ! AND it came to pass thereafter, tha 
he was going through every city and village, 
preaching and proclaiming oct news of the 
reign of God, and the twelve are with him, 
“and certain women, who were healed of evil 
spints and infirmities, Mary who is called 
AT accalaee from whom seven demons had 
gone forth, ? and Joanna wife of Chuza, stew- 
ard of Herod, and Susanna, and many others, 
who were ministering to him from thei sub- 
stance. 

4And a great multitude having gathered, 
and those who from eity and city were coin- 
ing unto him, he spake by a simile: ° ‘The 
sower went forth to sow his seed, and in his 
sowing some indeed fell beside the way, and it 
was trodden down, aud the fowls of the heaven 
did devour it. 

6 * And other fell upon the rock, and having 
sprung up, it did wither, through not having 
moisture. 
7*And other fell amidst the thorns, and 
the thorns having sprung up with it, did 
choke it. 

8 © And other fell upon the good ground, and 
having sprung up, it made fruit an hundred- 
fold. These things saying, he was ealling, 
‘He having ears to hear—let him hear.’ 

%And his disciples were questioning him 
saying, ‘What may this simile be?’ 10 And 
he said, ‘To you it hath been giveu to know 
the secrets of the reign of God, and to the rest 
in similes; that seeing they may not see, and 
hearing they may not understand. 

11*And this is the simile: The seed is the 
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word of God, and those beside the way are 
those hearing, then cometh the Devil, and 
taketh up the word from their heart, lest 
having believed, they may be saved. 

13° And those upon the rock: They who, 
when they may hear, with joy do receive the 
word, and these have no root, who fora time 
believe, and in time of temptation fall away. 

4° And that which fell to the thorns: These 
are they who have heard, aud going forth, 
through anxicties, and riches, and pleasures of 
life, are choked, and bear not to completion. 

19° And that in the good ground: These are 
they, who in an upright and good heart, hav- 
ing heard the word, do retain 2, aud bear fruit 
in continuance, 

16* And no one having lighted a lamp doth 
cover it with a vessel. or under a couch doth 
put i; but upon a lampstand he doth put %, 
that those coming in may see the light, !” for 
nothing is secret, that shall not become mant- 
fest, nor hid, that shall not be known, and be- 
come manifest. 

18 ‘See, therefore, how ye hear, for whoever 
may have, there shall be given to him, and 
whoever may not have, also what he seemeth 
to have, shall be taken from him.’ 

19 And there came unto him his mother and 
brethren, and they were not able to get to 
him because of the multitude, *° and it was 
told him, saying, ‘'Thy mother and thy breth- 
ren do stand without, wishing to see thee;’ 
“land he answering said unto them, ‘ My 
mother aud my brethren! they are those who 
the word of God are hearing, and doing.’ 


*2 And it came to pass, on one of the days, 
that he himself went into a boat with his 
disciples, and he said unto them, ‘ We may 
vo over to the other side of the lake;’ and 
they set forth, “and as they are sailing he 
fell deeply asleep, and there came down a 
storm of wind to the lake, and they were fill- 
ing, and were in peril. 

*4 And having come near, they awoke him, 
saying, ‘Master, master, we perish;’ and he, 
having arisen, rebuked the wind and the 
raging of the water, and they ceased, and 
there came a calm, *°and he said to them, 
‘Where is your faith?’ and they being afraid 
did wonder, saying woto one another, ‘ Who, 
then, is this, that even the winds he doth com- 
mand, and the water, and they obey him?’ 

*6 And they sailed down to the region of the 
Garlarenes, that is over-against Galilee, °7 and 
he having gone forth upon the laud, there met 
him a certain man, out of the city, who had 
demons for a long time, and with a garment 
was not clothed; and ina house was not abid- 
ing, but in thetombs, “Sand having scen Jesus, 
and having cried out, he fell before him, aud 
with a loud voice, said, ‘What—to me and 
to thee, Jesus, Son of God Most High? I be- 
secch thee, mayest thou not aillict me!’ 

*9 For he commanded the unclean spirit to 
come forth from the man, for many times it 
had caught him, and he was being bound with 
chains and fetters—euarded, and breaking 
asunder the bonds he was driven by the de- 
mous to the deserts. 

39 And Jesus questioned him, saying, ‘ What 
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is thy name?’ and he said, ‘ Legion,’ (because 
many demons were entered into him,) *! and 
he was calling on him, that he may not ¢dm- 
mand them to go away to the abyss, =" and 
there was there a herd of many swine feed- 
ing In the mountain, and they were calling on 
him, that he might suffer them to enter into 
these, and he suffered them, *3 and the demons 
having gone forth from the man, did enter in- 
to the swine, and the herd rushed down the 
steep to the lake, and were choked. 

34 And those feeding them, having seen what 
was come to pass, fled, and having gone, told it 
to the city, and to the fields; *° and they caine 
forth to see what was come to pass, and they 
came untoJesus, and found he mau sitting, out 
of whom the demons.had gone forth, clothed, 
and right-minded, at the feet of Jesus, and 
they were afraid; “6 and those also having seen 
it, told them how the demoniac was saved. 

87 And the whole multitude of the region of 
the Gadarenes round about asked him to go 
away from them, because with great fear they 
were pressed, and he having entered into the 
boat, did turn back. 

38 And the man from whom the demons had 
gone forth was beseeching of him to be with 
him, and Jesus sent him away, saying, 
39* Turn back to thy house, and tell how great 
things God did to thee;’ and he went away 
through all the city proclaiming how great 
things Jesus did to him. 


40 And it came to pass, In the turning back 
of Jesus, the multitude received him, for they 
were all looking for him, *! and lo, there came 
a man, whose naine is Jairus, aud he was a 
chief of the synagogue, and having fallen at 
the feet of Jesus, was calling on him to come 
tohis house; #2 because he had an only danghter 
about twelve years old, and she was dying. 

And in his going away, the multitudes were 
thronging him, “and a woman, having an 
issue of blood for twelve years, who, having 
spent on physicians all her living, was not 
ic to be healed by any, # having come near 
behind, touched the fringe of his garment, 
and presently the issue of her blood stood. 

45 And Jesus said, ‘ Who is it that touched 
me?’ and all denying, Peter and those with 
him said, ‘Master, the multitudes press thee, 
and throng thee, and thou dost say, Who is it 
that touched me!’ 4° And Jesus said, ‘ Some 
one did touch me, for | knew power having 
rone forth from me’ 

47 And the woman, having seen that she was 
not hid, trembling, came, and having fallen 
before him, for what cause she touched him 
declared to hin before all the people, and how 
shewas healed presently; and he said to her, 
‘Take courage, daughter, thy faith hath saved 
thee, be going on to peace.’ 

49 While he is yet speaking, there doth come 
a certain one from the chief of the synagogue’s 
house, saying to him—-‘ Thy daughter hath 
died, harass not the Teacher;’ °° and_ Jesus 
having heard, auswered him, saying, ‘Be not 
afraid, only believe, and she shall be saved.’ 

51 And having come to the house, he suffered 
no one to go in, except Pcter, and James, and 
John, and the enue na the child, and the 
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mother; “and they were all weeping, and | 
beating themselves for her, and he said,_ 
‘Weep not, she did not die, but doth sleep ; 
83 and they were deriding him, knowing that | 
she did die; 54and he having put all forth 
without, and having taken hold of her hand, | 
called, saying, ‘ Child, arise;’ °° and her spirit | 
came back, and she arose presently, tad he | 
directed that there be given to her to eat; 

66 and her parents were amazed, but he charved 

them to say te ne one what was come to pass. 


IX. } AND having called together his twelve 
disciples, he gave them power and authority | 
over all the deinens, and to cure sicknesses, 
“and he sent them to proclaim the reign of 
Goad, and to heal the ailing. 

3 And he said unto them, * Take rothing for 
the way, neither staff, nor serip, nor bread. 
lor money ; neither have two coats each ; 
Sand into whatever house ye may enter, there 
remain, and thence depart ; >and as many as 
nay not receive yon, going forth from that 
city, even the dust from your feet shake off, 
for a testimony against them.’ 

6 And gome forth they were going through 
the several villages, proclaiming good news, 
and healing everywhere, 


7 And Herod the tetrarch heard of all the 
things being dene by him, and was perplexed, 
beeause it was sail by certain, that John 
hath been raiscd ont of the dead ; 8 and by cer- 
tain, that Ehjah did appear, and by others, 
that a prophet, one of the ancients, was risen: 
Yand hee said, ‘John I did behead, but 
who is this concerning whom I hear such 
thines?’ and le was seeking to see him. 

” And the apostles having tnrned hack, de- 
clared to him foe ereat things they did, and 
having taken them, he withdrew by hiinself 
toa desert place of a city called Betlisaida, 
Nand the multitudes having known did fol- 
low him, and having received them, he was 
speaking to them concerning the reign of God, 
and those having need of service he cured. 

12 And the day began to decline, and the 
twelve having come near, said to him, ‘ Let 
away the multitnde, that having gone to the 
villages and the fields round about, they may 
lodge and may find provision, because here 
we arein a desert place.’ ™ And he said unto 
them, ‘Give ye them to eat;’ and they said, 
‘We have no more than five loaves, and two 
fishes: except, having gone, we may buy for 
all this people vietuals ;’ “for they were 
about five thousand mien. 

And he said unto his disciples, ‘ Cause them 
to recline in companies, in each fifty ;’ ? and 
they did so, and made all to rechne ; and 
having taken the five leaves, and the two 
fishes, having looked up to the heaven, he 
blessed them, and brake, and was giving to 
the diseiples to sct before the multitude ;!7 and 
they dlid eat, and were all filled, and there 
was taken up what was over to them of broken 
pieces, twelve baskets. 





8 And it came to pass, as he is praying 
alone, the disciples were with hin, and he 
yuestioucd them, saying, ‘Whe do the mul- | 
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titudes say me te be?’ “And they answer- 
ing said, ‘John the Daptist; and others, 
Klijah; and ethers, that a prophet, one of 
the ancients, was risen;’ “and he said to 
them, ‘ And ye—who do ye say me to be?’ and 
Peter answering said, ‘The Christ of God.’ 

* And having charged them, he commanded 
them to say this to no one, *saying—‘ It be- 
hoveth the Son of Man to suffer many things, 
and to be rejected by the elders, and chief 
priests, and scribes, and to be killed, and the 
third day to be raised.’ 

“And he said unto all, ‘If any one doth 
will to come after me, let him disown himself, 
and take up his cross daily, and follow ine; 
*‘for whoever may will to save his life, shall 
Jose 1t, and whoever may lose his life for my 
sake, he shall save it; “for what is a man 
profited, having gained the whole world, and 
having lost or having forfeited himself ? 

2¢Tor whoever may be ashamed of me, 
and of my words, of this one shall the Son of 
Man be ashamed, when he may come in his 
glory, and the Father’s, and the only messen- 
vers’; “and I say to you, truly, there are cer- 
tain of those here standing, whe shall not taste 
of death till they may see the reign of God.’ 


“And it came to pass, after these words, 
as it were eight days, that having taken Peter, 
and John, and James, he went up te the 
Inountain to pray, “and it came to pass, in 
his praying, the appearance of his face becamo 
altered, and his garment white—sparkling. 

* And lo, two men were speaking together 
with him, who were Moses and Elijah, “who 
having appeared in glory, spake of his ont- 

oing that he was about to fulfil in Jerusalem, 
“but Peter and those with him were heavy 
with sleep, and having waked, they saw his 
glory, and the two men standing with him. 

*® And it came to pass, in their parting from 
him, Peter said unto Jesus, ‘ Master, it is 
good te us te be here; and we may make 
three booths, one for thee, and one for Moses, 
and one for Elijah,’ not knowing what he 
saith: *and as he was speaking these things, 
there came a cloud, and over-shadowed them, 
and they feared in their entering into the 
cloud, ®and a voice caine out of the cloud 
saying, ‘This is My Son—the Beloved ; hear 
ye him ;’ “and when the voice was past, Jesus 
was found alone; and they were silent, and 
declared to no one in those days anything of 
what they have seen. 


“And it came to pass on the next day, 
they having come down from the mount, 
there met him a great multitude, “and lo, a 
mman from the multitude cried out, sayimg, 
‘Teacher, I beseech thee, look upen my son, 
beeauge he is my only hegetten; “and lo, a 
spirit doth take him, and snddenly he doth 
ery out, and it teareth him, with foaming, and 
it hardly departeth from him, bruising him, 
“and I besought thy disciples that they might 
cast it out, and they were not able.’ 

* And Jesus answering said, ‘ O generation, 
unstedfast and perverse, till when shall IT be 
with you, and suffer you? bring near hither 
thy son;’ “and as he is yet coming near, the 
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demon rent him, and tore him sore, and Jesus } 
rebuked the unclean spirit, and healed the 
youth, aud gave him back to his father. 

#3 And they were all amazed at the greatuess 
of God, and while all are wondering at all 
things that Jesus did, he said unto his dis- 
ciples, 4+‘ Lay ye to your ears these words, | 
for the Son of Nien is about to be delivered 
up to the hands of men.’ 

# And they were not knowing this saying, 
and it was veiled from them, that they might 
not perceive it, and they were afraid to ask 
him about this saying. 

47And there entered a reasoning among 
them, this, Who may be greater of them? 4’and 
Jesus having seen the reasoning of their heart, 
having taken hold of a child, set him beside 
himself, “and said to them, ‘ Whoever may 
receive this child in my naine, doth receive 
me, and whoever may receive me, doth re- 
ceive Him who sent me, for he who is least 
among nou alli—he shall be great.’ 

#9 And John answering said, ‘ Master, we 
saw a certain one in thy name casting forth 
the demons, and we forbade him, beeause he 
doth not follow with us;’ and Jesus said 
unto him, * Forbid not, for he who ie not 
against us, is for us.’ 





‘1 And it came to pass, in the completing of 
the days of his being taken up, that he fixed 
his face to go on to Jerusalem, *2and he sent 
messengers before his tace, aud having gone 
ou, they went into a village of Samaritans, to 
make ready for him, and they did not receive 
him, because his face was going on to Jerusalem. 


“1 And his disciples James and John having 
seen, said, ‘Sir, wilt thou that we may com- 
mand fire to come down from the heaven, aud 
to consume them, as also Elijah did?’ © and 
having turned, he rebuked them, and said, 
‘Ye have not known of what spirit ye are; 
6 for the Son of Man did not come to destroy 
men’s lives, but to save;’ and they went on 
to another village. 


7 And it came to pass, as they are going 
on in the way, a certain one said unto him, 
*T will follow thee wherever thou mayest go, 
sir;’ Sand Jesus said to him, ‘ The foxes have 
holes, and the fowlsof the heaven places of rest, 
but the Son of Man hath not where he may 
rechne the head.’ : 

°° And he said unto another, ‘ Be following 
me;’ and he said, ‘Sir, permit me, having 
eone away, first to bury my father;’ “and 
Jesus pid ie him, ‘Suffer the dead to bury 
their own dead, and thon, having gone away, 
publish the reign of God.’ 

§1 And another also said, ‘I will follow thee, 
sir, but first permit me to take leave of those 
in my house ;’ “and Jesus said unto him, ‘No 
one hawing put his hand on a woke and 
looking back, is fit for the reign of God.’ 


X. } AND after these things, the Lord did 
appoint also other seventy, and sent them by 
twos before his face, to every city and place 
whither he himself was about to come, * then 
said he unto them, ‘The harvest indced is 
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abundant, but the workmen jew ; besecch ye 
then the Lord of the harvest, that He imay 
put forth workmen to His harvest. 

_ 3° Go away; lo, I send you forth as lambs 
in the midst of wolves; +carry no bag, no 
Scrip, nor sandals; and salute no one on the 
way ; ° and into whatever house ye do euter 
first say, Peace to this house; 6 and if indeed 
there may be there the son of peace, rest on it 
shall your peace; and if not so, upon you it 
shall turn back. 

7*And in that house remain, eating and 
drinking the things they have, for worthy is 
the workman of his hire; go not from house 
to house, 8and into whatever city ye enter, and 
they may receive you, eat the things set before 
you, ’and heal the ailing in it, andsay to them, 
The reign of God hath come nigh to you. 

10 * And into whatever city ye do enter, and 
they may not receive you, having gone forth 
to its broad places, say, |! And the dust that 
hath cleaved to us, from your city, we do 
wipe off against you, but this know ye, that 
the reign of God hath come nigh to you; and 
I say to you, that for Sodom in that day it 
shall be more tolerable than for that city. 

13 *'Wo to thee, Chorazin; wo to thee, 
Bethsaida; for if in Tyre and Sidon had been 
done the mighty works that were done in you, 
long ago, sitting in sackcloth and ashes, they 
had reformed ; ‘+ but for Tyre and Sidon it 
Hee be more tolerable in the judgment than 

or you. 

19* And thou, Capernaum, which unto the 
heaven wast exalted, unto hades thou shalt 
be brought down. 

‘© he whois hearing you, doth hear me; 
aud he who is putting you away, doth put me 
away; and he who is putting me away, doth 
put away Him who sent me.’ 


7 And the seveuty turned back with joy, 
saying, ‘Sir, and the demons are being ae 
jected to us in thy name;’ '8and he said to 
them, ‘I was beholding the Adversary, 'as 
lightning from the heaven having fallen; !¥lo, 
I give to you the authority to tread upon ser- 
pents and scorpions, and on all the power of 
the enemy, and nothing by any means shall 
hurt you; “but, in this rejoice not, that the 
spirits are subjected to you, but rejoice rather 
that your names were written in the heavens.’ 

“In that hour Jesus was glad in the Spirit, 
aud said, ‘I do confess to thee, Father, Lord 
of the heaven and of the earth, that Thou 
didst hide these things from wise men and 
understanding, and didst reveal them to babes ; 
yes, Father, because so it became good plea- 
sure before Thee. 

22 * AJl things were delivered up to me by 
my Father, and no one doth know who the 
Son is, except the Father, and who the Father 
is, except the Son, and he to whom the Son 
may wish to reveal Him.’ 

*3 And having turned unto the disciples, he 
said, by themselves, ‘Happy the eyes that 
are perceiving what ye perceive; *4for I say 
to you, that many prophets and kings did 
wish to see what ye perceive, and did not see, 
and to hear what ye hear, and did not hear.’ 

* Andlo a certain sper stood up, trying 
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him, and saying, ‘Teacher, what having done, 
life age-during shall I inherit ?’ 

26 And he said unto him, ‘In the law what 
hath been written? how dost thou read?’ 
7and he answering said, ‘Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God out of all thy heart, and out of 
all thy soul, and out of all thy strength, and 
out oi all thy understanding, and thy neigh- 
bour as thyself.’ 

*8 And he said to him, ‘ Rightly thou didst 
answer ; this do, and thou shalt live.’ 

3 And he, willing to declare himself right- 
cous, said unto Jesus, ‘And who is my neigh- 
bour?’ 2° and Jesus having taken up the word, 
said, ‘A certain man was going down from 
Jerusalem to Jericho, and fell among robbers, 
and having stripped him and inflicted_blows, 
they welt away, leaving him half dead. 

31* And by a coincidence a certain pricst was 
going down in that way, and having seen him, 
he passed over on the opposite side; ** and in 
like manner also, a Levite, having been about 
the place, having come and seen, passed over 
on the opposite side. 

33° But a certain Samaritan, journeying, 
came along him, and having seen him, he was 
moved with compassion, *4and having come 
near, he bound up his wounds, pouring on oil 
and wine, and having lifted him up on his own 
beast, he brought him to an inn, and was 
carefil of him; * and on the morrow, going 
forth, taking out two denaries, he gave to the 
innkeeper, and said to him, Be careful of him, 
and whatever thou mayest spend more, I, in 
my coming again, will give back to thee. 

386° Who, then, of these three, seemeth to 
thee to have become neighbour of him who 
fell among the robbers?’ 27 and he said, ‘ He 
who did the kindness with him,’ then Jesus 
said to him, ‘ Be going on, and thou be doing 
in like manner.’ 

38 And it came to pass, in their going on, that 
he entered into a certain village, and a certain 
woman, by name Martha, did receive him into 
her house, 3%and she had also a sister, called 
Mary, who also, having seated herself beside 
the feet of Jesus, was hearing the word, *°and 
Martha was distracted about much serving, 
and having stood by him, she said, ‘Sir, dost 
thou not care that my sister left me alone to 
serve? say then to her, that she may partake 
along with me.’ 

41 And Jesus answeringsaid to her, ‘ Martha, 
Martha, thou art anxious and disquicted about 
many things, 4’ but of one thing therc is need, 
and Mary the good part did choose, that shall 
not be taken away from her.’ 


XI. 1 AND it came to pass, in his being in a 
certain place praying, as he ceased, a certain 
one of his disciples said unto him, ‘Sir, teach 
us to pray, as also John taught his disciples.’ 

“And he said to them, ‘ When ye may pray, 
say ye: Our Father who art in the heavens; 
hallowed be Thy name: Thy reign come ; Thy 
will come to pass, as in heaven also on earth 
3 our appoiuted bread be giving us daily; ‘and 
forgive us our sins, for also we ourselves for- 
give every one indebted to us; and mayest 
Thou vot bring us into temptation ; but do 
Thou deliver us from the evil.’ 
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> And he said unto them, ‘ Who of you shall 
have a friend, and shall go on unto him at 
midnight, and may say to him, Friend, lend 
me three loaves, *sceing a friend of mine 
came out of the way unto me, and I have not 
what I shall set before him, 7 and he from 
within answering may say, Do not give me 
trouble, already the door hath been shut, and 


| my children with me are in the bed. 1 am not 


able, having risen, to give to thee. 

5°] say to you, even if he will not give to 
him, having risen, because of his beimg his 
friend, yet because of his importunity, having 
risen, he will give him as many as he doth 
need; %and I say to you, Ask, and it shall be 
given to you; seek, and ye shall find; knock, 
and it shall be opened to you ; }° for every one 
who is asking doth receive; aud he who is 
seeking doth find ; and to him who is knock- 
ing it shall be opened. 

'* And of which of you—the father—if the 
son shall ask a loaf, a stone will he present 
to him? and if a fish, will he instead of a fish, 
a serpent present to him? 'andif he may ask 
an egg, will he present to him a scorpion? # Hf, 
then, ye, being evil, have known good gifts 
to be giving to your children, how much more 
shall the Father who is from heaven give 
the Holy Spirit to those asking Him!’ 


4 And he was casting forth a demon, 
and it was dumb, and it came to pass, the 
demon having gone forth, the dumb man 
spake, and the multitudes wondered, ' and 
certain of them said, ‘ By Beelzeboul, ruler of 
the demons, he doth cast forth the demons ; 
and others, tempting, a sign out of heaven 
from him were asking. 

7 And he, knowing their thoughts, said to 
them, ‘Every kingdom having been divided 
against itself is desolated ; and house against 
house doth fall; 8and if also the Adversary 
against himself was divided, how shall his 
kingdom be made to stand ? for ye say, by 
Beelzeboul is my casting forth the clemons. 

19° But if I by Beelzeboul cast forth the de- 
mons—your sons, by whom do they cast forth? 
becanse of this your judges they shall be; 
” but if by the finger of God I cast forth the 
demons, then come unawares upon you did 
the reign of God. 

"1©When the strong man armed may keep 
his hall, in peace are his goods; ** but when 
the stronger than he, having come upon him, 
may overcome him, his whole-armour he doth 
take away in which he had trusted, and his 
spoils he distributeth; “he who is not with 
me is against me, and he who is not gathering 
with me doth scatter. 

“4°When the nnclean spirit may go forth 

from the man it walketh through waterless 
laces seeking rest, and not finding, it saith, 
| will turn back to my house whence I came 
forth; “and having come, it findeth 7 swept 
and adorned ; °° then doth it go, and take to 
it seven other spirits more evil than itself, and 
having entered, they dwell there, and the last 
of that man becometh worst than the first.’ 

27 And it caine to pass, in his saying these 
things, a certain woman having lifted up the 
voice out of the multitude, said to him, 


Pharisces reproved. 


‘Happy the womb that carried thee, and the 
paps that thou didst suck !? 28 And he said 

ea, rather, happy those hearing the word 
of God, and keepiuy z/’ 


* And the multitudes crowding together 
upon him, he began to say, ‘ This generation 
is evil, a sign it doth seek after, and a sign 
shall not be given to it, except the sign of 
Jonah the prophet, *°for as Jonah became a 
sign to the Ninevites, so also shall the Son of 
Man be to this generation. 

31° A queen of the south shall rise up in the 
judgment with the men of this generation, 
and shall condemn them, because she came 
from the ends of the earth to hear the wisdom 
y Solomon; and lo, greater than Solomon 

ere! 

32 Men of Nineveh shall stand uy in the 
judgment with this generation, and shall con- 
demn it, because they reformed at the pro- 
clamation of Jonah; and lo, greater than 
Jonah here! 

33 * And no one having lighted a lamp, doth 
pe it in a secret place, nor under the measure, 
sut on the lampstand, that those coming in 
may behold the light. 

34° The lamp of the body is the eye, when 
then thine eye may be simple, thy whole bod 
also is lightened; and when it may be evil, 
thy body also is darkened; *° take heed, then, 
lest the light that és in thee be darkness; 3°if 
then thy whole body is lightened, not having 
uny part darkened, the whole shall be light- 
ened, as when the lamp by the brightness may 
give thee light.’ 


37 And in Ais speaking, a certain Pharisee 
was asking him that he might dine with him, 
and having gone in, he reclined (at meat), 
38nd the Pharisee aving seen, did wonder 
that he did not first baptize himself before 
the dinner. 

39 And the Lord said unto him, ‘Now do ye, 
the Pharisees, the outside of the cup and of 
the plate make clean, but your inward part is 
full of rapine apd wickedness ; *° unthinking! 
did not He who made the outside also the in- 
side make? # But what ye have give ye as 
alms, and, lo, all things are clean to you. 

42° But wo to you, the Pharisees, because ye 
tithe the mint, and the rue, and every herb, 
and ye pass by the judgment, and the love of 
God ; these things it behoveth to do, and those 
not to he neglecting. 

43° Wo to you, the Pharisees, because ye 
love the first seats in the synagogues, and the 
salutations in the market-places. 

44° Wo to you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites. because ye are as the unseen tombs, 
aud the men walking above have not known.’ 


* And one of the lawyers answering, saith 
to him, ‘ Teacher, these things saying, us also 
thou dost insult ;’ “ and he said, ‘And to you, 
the lawyers, wo! because ye burden men with 
burdens grievous to be horne, and ye your- 
selves with one of your fingers do not touch 
the buydens. 

7 * Wo to you, because ye build the tombs 
of the prophcts, and your fathers killed them.

48Then do ye testify, and are well pleased 
with the works of your fathers, because they 
indeed killed them, and ye do build their 
tombs ; *? because of this also the wisdom of 
God said: I will send to them prophets, and 
apostles, and some of them they shall kill and 
persecute, © that the blood of all the prophets, 
that is being poured forth from the founda- 
tion of the world, may be required from this 
generation ; 5! from the blood of Abel unto the 
blood of Zacharias, who perished between the 
altar and the house; yes, I say to you, It shall 
be required from this generation. 

*2°'Wo to yon, the lawyers, because ye took 
away the key of the knowledge; yourselves 
ye did not enter ; and those coming in, ye did 

inder.’ 

°3 And in his speaking these things unto 
them, the scribes and the Pharisees began 
fearfully to urge and to press him to speak 
about many things, © laying waitfor him, and 
seeking to catch something out of his mouth, 
that they might accuse him. 


XI. 1 AT which time the myriads of the 
multitude having been gathered together, so 
as to tread upon one another, he began to say 
unto his disciples, first, ‘Take heed to your- 
selves of the leaven of the Pharisees, which 
is hypocrisy ; ?and there is nothing covered, 
that shall not be revealed ; and hid, that shall 
not be known; 3 because whatever in the dark- 
ness ye said, in the light shall be heard: and 
what to the ear ye spake in the inner-cham- 
bers, shall be proclaimed upon the house-tops. 

4*And I say to you, my friends, be not 
afraid of those kilhng the body, and after 
these things are not having anything over to 
do;* but I will show to you, whom ye may 
fear; Fear him who, after the killing, is hav- 
ing authority to cast to the gehenna; yes, I 
say to you, Fear ye Him. 

6° Are not five sparrows sold for two assars ? 
and one of them is not forgotten before God, 
7 but even the hairs of your head have been 
all numbered; therefore fear ye not, than 
many sparrows ye are of more value. 

8* And I say to you, Every one—whoever 
may confess with me before men, the Son of 
Man also shall confess with him before the 
messengers of God, *and he who hath denied 
nie before men, shall be denied before the mes- 
sengers of God, !° and every one whoever shall 
say a word to the Son of Man, it shall be for- 
civen to him, but to him who to the Holy 
Spirit did speak evil, it shall not be forgiven. 

1“ And when they bring you before the 
synagogues, and the rulers, and the autho- 
rities, be not anxious how or what_ye may re- 
ply, or what ye ma say, 12 for the. Oy Se 
shall teach you in She: our what it behoveth 
you to say.’ 


13 And a certain one said to him, out of the 
multitude, ‘Teacher, say to my brother to 
divide with me the inheritance.’ 14 And he 
said to him, ‘ Man, who set mea judge or a 
divider over you?’ !° And he said unto them, 
‘Observe, and beware of the covetousness, 
because not in the abundance of one’s goods 18 
his life.’ i

16 And he spake a simile unto them, saying, 
‘Of acertain rich man the field brought orth 
well; 17 and he was reasoning within himself, 
saying, What shall I do, because I have not 
where [ shall gather together my fruits ? Sand 
he said, This 1 will do, I will take down m 
store-houses, and greater ones I will build, 
and I will gather together there all my pro- 
ducts and my good things, and I will say to 
my soul, Soul, thou hast many good things

20* And God said to him, Unthinking one ! 
this nigiitt thy soul they shall require from 
thee, and what things thou didst prepare—to 
whom shall they be? *so is he who is treasur- 
ing up to himself, and is not rich toward God.’ 

22 And he said unto his disciples, ‘ Because 
of this, to you 1 say, Be not anxious for your 
life, what ye may eat; nor for the body, what 
ye may put ou; “the life is more than the 
nourishment, aud the body than the clothing. 

24 * Consider the ravens, that they sow not, 
lor reap, to which there is no barn nor store- 
house, aud God doth nourish them; how much 
better are ye than the fowls? “and who of 
you, being anxious, is able to add to his age 
one cubit? °SIf, then, ye are not able for the 
least—why Yor the rest are ye anxious ? 

27“ Consider thelilics, how do they grow ?they 
labour not, nor do they spin, and I say to you 
not even Solomon in all his glory was arrayed 
ta one of these; “and if the herbage in the 
field, that to-day is, and to-morrow inte arn 
oven is east, God doth so clothe, how much 
more you—ye of little faith? 

2%* And ye—-seek not what ye may eat, or 
what ye may drink, and be not in suspense, 
40 for all these things do the nations of the 
world seek after, and your Father hath known 
that ye have need of these things; 2! but, 
seek ye the reign of God, and all these things 
shall be added to you. 

32° Fear not, little flock, 
Father did delight to give you the reign; 
83 sell your goods, and give alms, make to 
yourselves bags that become not old, a trea- 
sure unfailing in the heavens, where thief doth 
not come near, nor moth destroy ; 34 for where 
your treasure is, there also your heart will be. 

35 * Let your loins be girded, and the lamps 
burning, **and ye like to meu waiting for 
th ur lord, when he shall return out of the 
wedding feasts, that he having come and 
isnocked, immediately they may open to him. 

37 * Happy those servants, whom the lord, 
Aaving come, shall find watching; verily I say 
« you, that he will gird himself, and will 
3sause them to recline (at meat), and having 
some near, will minister to them; °° and if he 
may come in the second watch, and in the 
<iuird watch he may come, and may find i¢ so, 
‘app y are those servants. | 

And this know, that if the master of tho 
‘ouse had known what hour the thicf doth 
some, he would have watched, and would not 
have suffered his house to be broken through ; 
“and. ye, then, become ye ready, because at the 
hour ye think not, the Son of Man doth come.’ 


“1And Poter said oe ‘Sir, unto us this

simile dost thou speak, or also unto all?' 
#2 And the Lord said, ‘ Who, then, is the faith- 
ful and prudent steward whom the lord shall 
set over his household, to give in season the 
wheat measure?

“truly I say to you, that over all his goods 
he will set him. 

4° And if that servant may say in his heart, 
My lord doth delay to come, and may begin 
to beat the men-servants and the maid-ser- 
vants, to eat also, and to drink, and to be 
drunken; “the lord of that servant will come 
in a day in which he doth not look for him, 
aud in an hour that he doth not know, and 
will cut him off, and his portion with the un- 
faithful he will appoint. 

7° And that servant, who having known his 
lord’s will, and not having prepared, nor hav-

6 And he spake this simile: ‘A certain one 
had a fig-tree planted in his vineyard, and he 
came seeking fruit in it, and he did not find; 
7and he said unto the vine-dresser, Lo, three 
years [ come seeking fruit in this fig-tree, 
and do not find, cut it off, why also the ground 
doth it render useless? 

8* And he answering saith to him, Sir, suffer 
it also this year, till that 1 may dig about it, 
and cast in dung; 9 and if indeed it may bear 
fruit—; and if not so, thereafter thou shalt 
ent it off,’ 


10 And he was teaching in one of the syna- 
gogues on the sabbath, }! and lo, there -was a 
woman having a tae of infirmity eighteen 
years, and she was bowed together, ‘and not 
able to bend back at all, and Jesus having 
seen her, did call her near, and said to her, 
‘Woman, thou hast been loosed from thy 
infirmity ;’ and he laid on her his hands, 
and presently she was set upright, and was 
glorifying God. 

14 And the chief of the synagogue answer- 
ing—much displeased that on the sabbath 
Jesus healed—said to the multitude, ‘Six 
days there arein which it behoveth us to be 
working; in these, then, coming, be healed, 
and not on the sabbath-day.’ 

15 Then the Lord answered him and said, 
‘Hypocrite, doth not each of you on the sab- 
bath loose his ox or ass from the stall, and 
having led away, doth water it? !6and this 
one, being a daughter of Abraham, whom the 
Adversary bound, lo, eighteen years, did it 
not behove to be loosed from this bond on the 
sabbath-day ?’ 

17 And he saying these things, all who were 
opposed to him were being ashamed, and all 
the multitude were rejoicing over all the 
glorious things that are being done by him. 


18 And he said, ‘To what is the reign of 
God like? and to what shall [ liken it? It 
is like to a grain of mustard, which a man 
having taken, did cast into his garden, and it 
increased, and came to a great tree, and the 
fowls of the heavens did rest in its branches.’ 

20 And again he said, ‘To what shall I liken 
the reign of God? 2! I¢ is like leaven, which 
a woman, having taken, did hide in three 
measures of meal, till that all was leavened.’ 


2 And he was going through cities and vill- 
ages, teaching, and making progress toward 
Jerusalem ; #2 and a certain one said to him, 
‘Sir, are those saved few ?’ and he said unto 
them, **‘Be striving to goin through the strait

and shall recline in the reign of God, 2°and lo, 
there are last who shall be first, and there are 
first who shall be last.’ 


_ On that day there came near certain Phar- 
isees, Saying to him, ‘Go forth, and be goin 
on hence, for Herod doth wish to kill thee; 
32and he said to them, ‘ Having gone, say to 
this fox, Lo, I cast forth demons, and perfect 
cures to-day and to-morrow, and the third day 
I am bemg perfected; *? but it behoveth me 
to-day, and to-morrow, and the day following, 
to go on, because it is not possible for a pro- 
phet to perish out of Jerusalem. 

34° Jerusalem, Jerusalem, that is killing the

35° Lo, your house is being left to you deso- 
late, and verily I say to you—ye may not see

_ XIV. ? AND it came to pass, on his going 
into the house of a certain one of the chiefs 
of the Pharisees, on a sabbath, to eat bread, 
that they were watching him, 2and lo, there 
was a certain dropsical man before him; 3and 
Jesus answering spake to the lawyers and 
Pharisees, saying, ‘ [sit lawful on the sabbath- 
day to heal?’ 4and they were silent, and hav- 
ing taken hold of him, ke healed him, and let 
him go; ‘and answering them he said, ‘Of 
which of you shall an ass or ox fall into a pit, 
and he will not immediately draw it up on the 
sabbath-day?’

23 * And the lord said unto the servant, Go 
forth to the ways and hedges, and constrain 
to come in, that my house may be filled; “for 
I say to you, that none of those men who have 
been called shall taste of my supper.’ 


25 And there were going on with him great 
multitudes, and having turned, he said unto 
them, ** ‘If any one doth come unto me, and 
doth not hate his own father, and mother, 
and wife, and children, and brothers, and 
sisters, and yet even his own life, he is not 
able to be my disciple; 2??and whoever doth 
not bear his cross, and come after me, is not 
able to be my disciple. 

28°For who of you, willing to build a tower, 
doth not first, having sat down, count the ex- 
pense, whether he have the things for com- 
pleting?

9%and having 
found, she doth call together the female 
friends and the neighbours, saying, Rejoice 
with me, for I found the drachm that [ lost. 

10°So Isay to you, joy doth come before 
the messengers of God over one sinner re- 
forming.’ 


11 And he said, ‘A certain man had two 
sons, !?and the younger of them said to the 
father, Father, give me the portion of the 
substance falling te me, and he divided to 
them the living. 

83*And not many days after, having ga- 
thered all together, the younger son went 
abroad to afar country, and there he scattered 
his substance, living riotously ; '4and he hav- 
ing spent all, there came a mighty famine on 
that country, and himself began to be in want; 
and having gone on, he joined himself to 
one of the citizens of that country, and he 
sent him to the fields to feed swine, 1° and he 
was desirous to fill his belly from the husks 
that the swine were eating, and no one was 
giving to him. 

17*And having come to himself, he said, 
How many hirelings of my father have a 
superabundance of bread, and I here with 
hunger am perishing!

22* And the father said unto his servants,

merry, “ because this my son was dead, and 
did live again, and he was lost, and was found;

*5 ¢ And his elder son was in a field, and ag, 
coming, he drew nigh to the house, he heard 
music and dancing, 7° and having called near 
one of the young men, he was inquiring what 
these things might be, *7 and he said to him— 
eae brother is arrived, and thy father did 
kill the fatted calf, because iu health he did 
receive him back. 

28 * And he was angry, and would not go in, 
therefore his father, having come forth, was 
entreating him; and he answering said to 
the father, Lo, so many years [ do serve thee, 
and never thy command did I transgress, and 
to me thou didst never give a kid, that with 
my friends [ might make merry; *° but when 
thy son—this one who did devour thy living 
with harlots—came, thou didst kill to him the 
fatted calf.

5¢And having called near each one of his 
lord’s debtors, he said to the first, How much 
dost thou owe to my lord? ‘and he said, A 
hundred baths of oil; and he said to him, 
Take thy bill, and having sat down write fifty. 

7* Afterward to another he said, And thou, 
how much dost thou owe? and he said, A 
hundred cors of wheat; and he saith to him, 
Take thy bill, and write eighty. 

8‘ And the lord commended the unrighteous 
steward that he did prudently, because the 
sous of this age are more prudent than the 
sons of the light, inrespect to their generation, 
® and I say to you, Make to yourselves friends 
ont of the mammon of unrighteousness, that 
when ye may fail, they may receive you to 
the age-during tabernacles. 

10*He who is faithful in the least, is also 
faithful in much ; and he who in the least is 
unrighteous, is also unrighteous in much; if, 
then, in the unrighteous mammon ye became 
not faithful—the true who will entrust to you? 
12 and if in the other’s ye became not faithful 
—your own, who shall give to you? 

13*No domestic is able to serve two lords, 
for eitber the one he will hate, and the other 
he will love: or one he will hold to, andofthe 
other he will be heedless ; ye are not able to 
serve God and mammon,’ 
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Rich man and Lazarus. 


144And also the Pharisees, being lovers of 
money, were hearing all these things, and were 
deriding him, “and he said to them, ‘ Ye are 
those declaring yourselves righteous before 
men, but God doth know your hearts; because 
that which among men is high, is abomina- 
tion before God ; }°the law and the prophets 
are till John; since then the reign of God is 
proclaimed good news, and every one doth 
press into it; 1’ and it is easier to the heaven 
and the earth to pass away, than of the law 
one tittle to fall. 

18 “Every one who is sending away his wife, 
and marrying another, doth commit adultery ; 
and every one who is marrying her sent away 
from a husband doth commit adultery. 


19* And—a certain man was rich, and was 
clothed in purple and fine linen, making merry 
sumptuously CuEry. day, “and there was a 
certain poor man, by name Lazarus, who was 
laid at his porch, full of sores, ?! and desiring 
to be filled from the crumbs that are falling 
from the table of the rich man; yea, also the 
dogs, coming, were licking his sores. 

22 * And it came to pass, that the poor man 
died, and that he was carried away by the 
messengers to the bosom of Abraham — and 
the rich man also died, and was buried; *2 and 
in the hades having lifted up his eyes, being 
in torments, he doth see Abraham afar off, 
and Lazarus in his bosom, “and having cried, 
he said, Father Abraham, deal kindly with 
me, and send Lazarus, that he may dip the 
tip of his finger in water, and nag my 
tongue, because I am distressed in this flame. 

2°*And Abraham said, Child, remember 
that thou did receive—thou—thy good things 
in thy life, and Lazarus in like manner the 
evil things, and now he is comforted, and 
thou art distressed ; °° and besides all these 
things, between us and you a great chasm is 
Aven so that they who are willing to go over 
from hence unto you are not able, nor do they 
from thence to us pass through. 

°7* And he said, I pray thee, then, father, 
that thou mayest send him to the house of 
my father, °8for I have five brothers, so that 
he may thoroughly testify to them, that they 
also may not come to this place of torment. 

29 * Abraham saith to him, They have Moses 
and the prophets, let them hear them; *° and 
he said, No, father Abraham, but if any one 
from the dead may go unto them, they will 
reform. 3! And he said to him, If Moses and 
the prophets they do not hear, neither if one 
may rise out of the dead will they be per- 
suaded.’ 


XVII. 1 AND he said unto the disciples, 
‘It is impossible for the stumbling blocks not 
to come, but wo to him through whom they 
come; it is more profitable to him if a weighty 
millstone is put ronnd about his neck, and he 
hath been cast into the sea, than that he may 
cause one of these little ones to stumble. 

3 ‘Take heed to yourselves, and, if thy bro- 
ther may sin in regard to thee, rebuke him, 
and if he may reform, forgive him, ‘and if 
seven times in the day he may sin against 
thee, and seven Bate in the day may turn 
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back to thee, saying, I reform; thon shalt 
forgive him.’ 


5 And the apostles said to the Lord, ‘Add 
to us faith ;’ and the Lord said, ‘If ye had 
faith as a grainof mustard, ye would have said 
to this sycamine, Be uprooted, and be planted 
in the sea, and it would have obeyed you. 

7* But, who is he of you—having a servant 
ploughing or feeding—who, to him having 
come in out of the field, will say, Having come 
near. recline at meat? &but will not rather 
say to him, Prepare what I may sup, and 
having girded thyself about, minister to me, 
till I eat and drink, and after these things 
thou shalt eat and drink? 9 Hath he favour 
to that servant because he did the things di- 
rected? I think not. 

10*So also ye, when ye may have done all 
the things directed you, say—We are unpro- 
fitable servants, because that which we owed 
to do—we have done.’ 


1 And it came to pass, in his going on to 
Jerusalem, that he passed through the midst 
of Samaria and Galilee, !* aud he entering in- 
to a certain village, there met him ten leprous 
men, who stood afar off, 3and they lifted up 
the voice, saying, ‘Jesus, master, deal kindly 
with us;’ 4 and having seen them, he said to 
them, ‘ Having gone on, shew yourselves to 
the priests ;’ and it came to pass, in their go- 
ing, they were cleansed, '*and one of them 
having seen that he was healed did turn back, 
with a loud voice glorifying God, !*and he fell 
upon his face at his feet, giving thanks to him, 
and he was a Samaritan. 

17 And Jesus answering said, ‘Were not the 
ten cleansed, and the nine—where? 18 There 
were not found who did turn back to give 
glory to God, except this alien;’ !and he said 
to him, ‘ Having risen, be going on, thy faith 
hath saved thee.’ 


20 And having been questioned by the Pha- 
risees, when the reign of God doth come, he 
answered them, and said, ‘The reign of God 
doth rot come with observation; *! nor shall 
they say, Lo, here; or lo, there; for lo, the 
reign of God is within you.’ 

2 And hesaid unto his disciples, ‘ Days will 
come, when ye shall desire to see one of the 
days of the Son of Man, and ye shall not be- 
hold it; *2and they shall say to you, Lo, here; 
or lo, there; ye may not go away, nor follow; 
44 for as the eau at is lightening out of 
the one part under heaven, to the other part 
under heaven doth shine, soshall be alsotheSon 
of Man in his day ; “and first it behoveth him 
to suffer many things, and to be rejected by 
this generation. 

*6* And, as it came to pass in the days of 
Noah, so shall it be also in tho days of the 
Son of Man; *? they were eating, they were 
drinking, they were marrying, they were 
given in marriage, till the day that Noah 
entered into the ark, and the deluge came, 
and destroyed all; “in ike manner also, as 
it came to pass in the days of Lot; they were 
exting, they were drinking, they were buying, 
they were selling, they were planting, they

were building; “and on the day Lot went 
forth from Sodom, He rained fire and brim- 
stone from heaven, and destroyed all. 

3° * According to these things it shall be, in 
tle day the Son of Man is revealed; 3'in that 
day, he who shall be on the house top, and 
his vessels in the house, Jet him not come 
down to take them away; and he in the field, 
in hke manner, let him not turn backward; 
32 remember the wife of Lot. *3 Whoever 
may seek to save his life. shall lose it; and 
whoever may lose it, shall preserve it. 

34*T say to you, In that night, there shall 
be two men on one couch, the one shall be 
taken, and the other shall be left; * two 
women shall be grinding at the same place 
tozether, the one shall be taken, and the other 
shall be left; 3&two men shall be in the field, 
the one shall be taken, and the other left.’ 

37 And they answering say to him, ‘Where, 
sir?’ and he said to them, ‘Where the body 
is, there will the eagles be gathered together.’ 


XVIII. 1} AND he spake also a simile to 
them, that it behoveth ws always to pray, 
and not to faint, “saying, ‘A certain judge 
was in a certain city—God he is not fearing, 
and man he is not regarding—* and a widow 
was in that city, and she was coming unto 
him, saying, Do me justice on my opponent, 
¢and he would not for a time, but after these 
things he said in himself, Even if God I do 
not fear, and man do not regard, 5yet because 
this widow doth give me trouble, I will do 
her justice, lest, perpetually coming, she may 
plague me.’ 

6 And the Lord said, ‘Hear ye what the 
unrighteous judge saith: 7and shall not God 
execute the justice to His choice ones, who are 
erying unto Him day and night—bearing long 
in regard to them? 8I say to you, that He 
will execute the justice to them quickly; but 
the Son of Man having come, shall he find the 
faith upon the earth?’ 


® And he spake also unto certain who have 
been trusting in themselves that they were 
righteous, and have been despising the rest, 
this simile: !°‘Two men went up to the temple 
to pray, the one a Pharisee, and the other a 
tax-gatherer ; ! the Pharisce having stood by 
himself, thus prayed: God, I thank Thee 
that I am not as the rest of men, rapacious, 
unrighteous, adulterers, or even as this tax- 
gatherer; )°I fast twice in the week, I give 
tithes of all things—as many as I possess. 

13 * And the tax-gatherer, having stood afar 
off, would not even the eyes lift up to the 
heaven, but was smiting on his breast, saying, 
God be propitious to me—the sinner! )*1 say 
to you, this one went down declared right- 
eous, to his house, rather than that one: for 
every one who is exaJting himself shall be 
humbled, and he who is humbling himself 
shall be exalted.’ 


And they were bringing near also the 
babes, that he may touch them, and th 
disciples having seen did rebuke them, ‘anc 
Jesus having called them near, said, ‘Suffer 


| the little children to come unto me, and forbid 
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them not, for of such is the reign of God; 
verily 1 say to you, Whoever may not re- 
ceive the reign of God as a little child, may 
not enter into it.’ 


18 And a certain ruler questioned him, say- 
ing, ‘Good teacher, what having done—shall 
Linherit life age-during?’ 1° And Jesus said 
to him, ‘Why me dost thou call good? no one 
is good, except One—God; *° the commands 
thou hast known: Thou mayest not commit 
adultery, Thou mayest do no murder, Thou 
mayest not steal, Thou mayest not bear false 
witness, Honour thy father and thy mother.” 

21 And he said, ‘ All these I did keep from 
my youth;’ “and having heard these things, 
Jesus said to him, ‘ Yet one thing to thee is 
lacking; all things—as many as thou hast— 
sell, and distribute to the poor, and thou 
shalt have treasure in heaven, and come, be 
following me;’ “and he, having heard these 
things, became very sorrowful, for he was ex- 
ceeding rich. 

*4 And Jesus having scen him become very 
sorrowful, said, ‘How hardly shall those hav- 
ing riches enter into the reign of God! * for 
it is easier for a camel through the eve of a 
needle to enter, than for a rich man into the 
reign of God to enter.’ 

“6 And those who heard, said, ‘ And who is 
able to be saved?’ *7and he said, ‘The things 
impossible with men are possible with God.’ 

“8 And Peter said, ‘ Lo, we left all, and did 
follow thee ;’ *° and he said to them, ‘ Verily 
I say to you, that there is not one who left 
house, or parents, or brothers, or wife, or 
children, for the sake of the reign of God, 
30who may not receive back manifold more 
in this time, and in the coming age, life age- 
during.’ 


31 And having taken the twelve aside, he 
said unto them, ‘Lo, we go up to Jerusalem, 
and all things shall be completed—that have 
been written through the prophets—to the 
Son of Man, ** for he shall] he delivered up to 
the nations, and shall be mocked, and insulted, 
and spit upon, *%and having scourged they 
shall put him to death, and on the third day 
he shallrise again.’ °4And they none of these 
things understood, and this saying was hid 
from them, and they were not knowing the 
things said. 


35 And it came to pass, in his coming nigh 
to Jericho, a certain blind man was sitting 
beside the way begging, *6and having heard 
a multitude going by, he was inquiring what 
this may be, 37and they brought him word 
that Jesus the Nazarene doth pass by, 38 and 
he cried out, saying, ‘Jesus, Son of David, 
deal kindly with me ;’ 8%and those going be- 
fore were rebuking him, that he might be 
suent, but he was much more crying out, 
‘Son of David, deal kindly with me.’ 

40 And Jesus having stood, commanded him 
to be brought unto him, and he having come 
nigh, he questioned him, 4! saying, ‘What 
wilt thou I shall do to thee?’ and he said, ‘Sir, 
that I may receive sight.’ 

4 And Jesus said tohim, ‘Reccive thy sight;

thy faith hath saved thee;’ “and presently 
he did receive sight, and was following him, 
glorifying God; and all the people, having 
scen, did give praise to God. 


ATX. ! AND having entered, he was pass- 
ing through Jericho, *and lo, a man, by name 
called Zaccheus, and he was a chief tax- 
gatherer,'and he was rich, 3and he was seeking 
to see Jesus, who he is, and was not able for 
the multitude, becausein stature he was small, 
*and having run forward before, he went up 
on a scyamore, that he may see him, because 
through that way he was about to pass by. 

5 And as Jesus came up to the place, having 
looked up, he saw him, and said unto him, 
“Zaccheus, having hastened, come down, for 
to-day in thy house it behoveth me to remain;’ 
Sand he having hastened did come down, and 
did receive him rejoicing; 7and having seen 
it, they were all murmuring, saying—‘ With 
a sinful man he went in to lodge!’ 

8 And Zaccheus having stood, said nto the 
Lord, ‘Lo, the half of my goods, sir, I give ta 
the poor, aud if of any one anything I did take 
by false accusation, I give hack four-fold.’ 

And Jesus said unto him—‘ To-day salva- 
tion did come to this house, inasmuch as he 
also isasonof Abraham; !"for the Son of 
Man caine to seek and to save the lost.’ 


11 And while they are hearing these things, 
having added he spake a simile, because of 
his being nigh to Jerusalem, and of their 
thinking that the reign of God is about pre- 
sently to be made manifest. }* He said there- 
fore, ‘A certain man of birth went on to a 
far country, to take to himself a kingdom, and 
to return, !2and having called ten servants of 
his own, he gave to them ten venes and said 
unto them, Do business—till I come; “and 
his citizens were hating him, and did send ar 
embassy after him, saying, We do not wish 
this one to reign over us. 

5 * And it came to pass, on his coming back 
having taken the kingdom, that he commanded 
these servants to be called to him, to whom 
he gave the money, that he might know what 
any one had done in business. 

16° And the first came near, saying, Sir, thy 

ound did gain ten pounds; " and he said to 

im, Well done, good servant, because ina 
very little thon didst become faithful, be hav- 
ing authority over ten cities. 

8“ And the second came, saying, Sir, thy 
pound made five pounds ; 19 and he said also 
to this one, And thou, become thou over five 
cities. 

“0° And another came, saying, Sir, lo, thy 
pound, that 1 had lying away in a napkin ; 
“\for [ was afraid of thee, because thou art 
an austere man; thou takest up what thou 
didst not lay down, and reapest what thou 
didst not sow. 

22° And he saith to him, Out of thy mouth 
J will judge thee, evil servant: thou knewest 
that 1am an austere man, taking up what } 
did not lay down, and reaping what I did not 
sow! *3and wherefore didst thon not give m 
money to the bank, and I, having come, wi 
interest might have reeeigee it? 


Christ enters Jerusalem. 


4° And to those standing by he said, Take 
from him the pound, and give to him having 
the ten pounds—(*5 and _ they said to him, Sir, 
he hath ten pounds)—* for [ say to you, that 
to every one having shall be given, and from 
him not having, also what he hath shall be 
taken from him, * but those my enemies, who 
did not wish me to reign over them, bring 
hither and slay before me.’ *8 And having said 
these things, he went on before, going up to 
Jerusalem. 


*9 And it came to pass, as he came nigh to 
Bethphage and Bethany, unto the monnt 
called of the Olives, he sent two of his dis- 
ciples, 3° having said, Go away to the village 
over-against, in which, entering into, ye shall 
tind a colt bound, on which no one of men did 
ever sit, having loosed it, bring ié; 3! and if 
any one doth question you, Wherefore do ye 
loose it? thus ye shall say to him—The lord 
hath need of it.’ 

32 And those sent, having gone away, found 
according as he said to them, and while they 
are loosing the colt, its owners said nnto them, 
aan loose ye the calt?’ *tand they said, 
‘Thelord hath need of it;’ and they brought 
it unto Jesus, and having cast their garments 
upon the colt, they did set Jesus upon it. 

36 And as he is going, they were spreading 
their garments in the way, 2’ and as he is com- 
mg nigh now, at the descent of the mount of 
the Olives, the whole multitude of the dis- 
ciples began rejoicing to praise God witha 
great voice for all the mighty works they had 
seen, 38saying, ‘Blessed is he who is coming, a 
king In the name of the Lord ; peace in heaven, 
and glory in the highest.’ 

39 And certain of the Pharisees from the 
multitude said unto him, ‘ Teacher, rebuke 
thy disciples ;’ “and he answering said to 
them, ‘I say to you, that, if these shall be 
silent, the stones will cry ont !’ 


41 And when he came nigh, having seen the 
city, he wept over it, * saying —‘ If thou didst 
know, even thou, at least in this thy day, the 
things for thy peace; but now they were hid 
from thine eyes. 

43° Beeause days shall come upon thee, and 
thino enemies shall cast around thee a ram- 
part, and compass thee round, and press thee 
on every side, “and lay thee low, and thy 
children within thee, and they shal] not leavo 
in thee a stone upon a stone, beeause thou 
didst not know the time of thy inspeetion.’ 


4 And having entered into the temple, he 
began to cast forth those selling in it, and 
those buying, “saying to them, ‘It hath been 
written, My house is a house of prayer—but 
ye made it a den of robbers.’ 

47 And he was teaching daily in the tem- 
ple, hut the chief priests and the scribes 
were seeking to destroy him-also the chiefs 
of the people—and they were not finding 
what they shall do, for al the peeple were 
hanging on him, hearing him. 


XX. AND it came to pass, on one of those 
days, as ho is teaching the people in the 
58 
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temple, and proclaiming good news, the chief 
pnests and the scribes, with the elders, came 
upon him, “and spake unto him, saying, ‘Tell 
us by what authority thou dost these things? 
or Who Is he that gave to thee this authority ?’ 

3 And he answering said unto them, ‘I will 
question you—I also—one thing, and tell me: 
4the baptism of John, from heaven was it, 
or from men?’ 

° And they reasoned with themselves, say- 
ing—‘If we may say, From heaven, he will 
say, Wherefore, then, did ye not believe him? 
6and if we may say, From men, all the people 
will stone us, for they are having been per- 
suaded John to be a prophet.’ 

7 And they answered, that they knew not 
whence it was, ®and Jesus said to them 
‘Neither do I say to you by what authority 1 
do these things.’ 


* And he began to speak unto the people 
this simile: ‘A certain man planted a vine- 
yard, and gave it out to husbandmen, and 
went abroad for a long time, and at the 
season he sent unto the husbandmen a servant, 
that from the fruit of the vineyard they may 
sive to him, but the husbandmen having beat 
him, did send him away empty. 

1l* And he added to send another servant, 
and they that one also having beaten and 
dishonoured, did send away empty; 2 and he 
added to send a third, and this one also, hav- 
ing wounded, they did east out. 

83 * And the owner of the vineyard said, 
What shall I do? I will send my son—the 
beloved, perhaps having seen this one, they 
will do reverence; and having seen him, 
the husbandmen reasoned among themselves, 
saying, This is the heir; come, we may kill 
him, that the inheritance may become onrs; 
15 and having cast him outside of the vineyard, 
they killed him; what, then, shall the owner 
of the vineyard do to them? ' He will come, 
and destroy these hushandmen, and will give 
the vineyard to others.’ 

And having heard, they said, ‘Let it not 
be!’ 17 and he, having looked npon them, 
said, ‘What, then, is this that hath been 
written: A stone that the builders rejected— 
this became head of a corner? 18every one 
who hath fallen on that stone shall be broken, 
and on whom it may fall, it will crush him to 
pieces.’ 


And the chief priests and the seribes 
sought to lay hands on him in that hour, and 
they feared the people, for they knew that 
against them he spake this simile. 

“© And, having watched him, they sent forth 
liers in wait, feigning theinselves to be right- 
eous, that they might take hold of his word, 
to deliver hin up to the rule and to the au- 
thority of the governor, *! and they questioned 
him, saying, Bl techer. we have known that 
thon dost say and teach rightly, and dost not 
aceept a person, but in truth the way of God 
dost teach; ** 1s it lawful to us to give tribute 
to Ceesar or not?’ 

21 And he, having perceived their craftiness, 
said unto them, ‘Why me do ye tempt? 
“4 shew me a denary; of whom hath it an 
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image and superscription?’ and they answer- 
ing said, ‘Of Ceesar:’ “and he said to them, 
‘Give back, therefore, the things of Cesar to 
Cesar, and the things of God to God;’ “and 
they were not able to take hold on his saying 
before the people, and having wondered at 
his answer, they were silent. 


27 And certain of the Sadducees, who are 
denying that there is a rising again, having 
come near, questioned him, “saying, ‘Teacher, 
Moses wrote to us, If any one’s brother may 
die, having a wife, and he may die childless— 
that his brother may take the wife, and may 
raise up seed to his brother. 

29° There were, then, seven brothers, and 
the first having taken a wife, died childless, 
30 and the second took the wife, and he died 
childless, 3‘and the third took her, and in 
like manner also the seven—they left not 
children, and they died ; *° and last of all died 
also the woman: **in the rising again, then, 
of which of them doth she become wife ?—for 
the seven had her as wife.’ 

34 And Jesus answering said to them, ‘The 
sons of this age do marry and are given in 
marriage, ** but those accounted worthy to 
obtain that age, and the rising again that is 
out of the dead, neither marry, nor are they 

iven in marriage ; **for neither are they able 

o die any more—tor they are like messengers 
—and they are sons of God, being sons of the 
rising again. 

37° And that the dead are raised, even 
Moses shewed at the Bush, since he doth call 
the Lord, the God of Abraham, and the God 
of Isaac, and the God of Jacob; and He is 
not a God of dead men, but of living, for all 
live to Him.’ 

39 And certain of thescribes answering said, 
‘Teacher, thou didst say well;’ 4°? and no more 
durst they question him anything. 


4: And he said unto them, ‘How dothey say 
the Christ to be son of David, 47and David 
himself saith in the Book of Psalms, The 
Lord said to my lord, Sit thou on my right 
hand, “till I shall make thine enemies th 
footstool; *! David, then, doth call him lord, 
and how is he his son?’ 

4 And, all the people hearing, he said to his 
disciples, *‘'Take heed of the seribes, who 
are wishing to walk in long robes, and are 
loving salutations in the markets, and first 
seats in the synagogues, and first conches in 
the suppers, #7 who devour the houscs of the 
widows, and for a pretence make long prayers, 
these shall receive more abundant judgment.’ 


XXII. 1AND having looked up, he saw 
those who did cast their gifts to the treasury 
—rich men, ?and he saw also a certain poor 
widow casting there two mites, ? and he said, 
‘Truly I say to you, that this poor widow did 
cast in more than all; 4for all these out of 
their superabundance did cast into the gifts 
to God, but this one out of her want, all the 
living that she had, did cast in.’ 


5 And certain saying about the temple, that 
with goodly stones and devoted things it hath 
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been adorned, he said, ® ‘These things that ye 
behold—days will come, in which there shall 
not be left a stone upon a stone, that shall no¢ 
be thrown down.’ 

7 And they questioned him, saying, ‘Teacher, 
when, then, shall these things be? and what 
is the sign when these things may be about to 


een 
nd he said, ‘See—ye may not be led 
astray, for many shall come in my name, say- 
ing—l am he, and the time hath come nigh; 
so not on then after them; %and when ye ma 
ear of wars and uprisings, be not terrified, 
for it behoveth these things to happen first, 
but the end is not immediately.’ 

Then said he to them, GNation shall rise 
against nation, and kingdom against kingdom 
‘creat shakings also in every place, an 
famines, and pestilences, there shall be; fear- 
ful things also, and great signs from heaven 
there shall be; aad before all these, they 
shall lay on you their hands, and persecute, 
delivering up to synagogues and prisons, be- 
ing brought before kings and governors for 
my name's sale ; ¥and it shall become to you 
for a testimony. 

‘+ * Settle, then, to your hearts, not to medi- 
tate before hand to reply, 3% for I will give to 
you amouth and wisdom that all your op- 
posers shall not be able to refute or resist. 

16“ And ye shall be delivered up also by 
parents, and brothers, and kindred, and 
triends, and they shall put of yon to 
death; 27 and ye shall be hated by all becanse 
of my name—% and a hair out of your head 
shall not perish; “in your patience possess 
ye your souls. 

‘And when ye may see Jerusalem sur- 
rounded by encampments, then know that 
come nigh did her desolation; 2! then those in 
Judea, let them flee to the mountains; and 
those in her midst, let them depart ont; and 
those in the countries, let them not come in 
to her; * because these are days of vengeance, 
to fulfil all things that have been written. 

3 * And wo to those with child, and to those 
giving suck, in those days; for there shall be 
great distress on the land, and wrath on this 
people; *4 and they shall fall by the month of 
the sword, and shall be led captive to all the 
nations, and Jerusalem shall be trodden down 
by nations, till the times of nations be ful- 

ed. 

*5* And there shall be signs in sun, and 
moon, and stars, and on the land is distress 
of nations with perplexity, sea and billow 
roaring; “men fainting at heart from fear, 
and expectation of the things coming on the 
world, for the powers of the heavens shall be 
shaken. 

#7 * And then they shall see the Son of Man, 
coming in acloud, with power and much glory; 
*8and these things beginning to happen ben 
yourselves back, and lift up your hesdel be- 
cause your redemption doth draw nigh.’ 


“9 And he spake a simile to them: ‘ See the 
fig-tree, and all the trees, 2° when they may 
now cast forth, having seen, of yourselves ye 
know that now 1s the summer nigh ; 3! g0 also 
ye, when ye may see pare things happening,

ye know that near is the reign of God; 
“verily I say to you—This generation may 
not pass away till all may have come to pass ; 
33the heaven and the earth shall pass away, 
but my words may not pass away. 

34‘ And take heed to yourselves, lest your 
hearts may be weighed down with surfeiting, 
and drunkenness, and anxieties of life, and 
suddenly that day may come on you, * for as 
a snare 1t Shall come on all those dwelling on 
the face of all the land, ** watch ye, then, in 
every season, praying that ye may be ac- 
counted worthy to escape all these things that 
are about to come to pass, and to stand before 
the Son of Man.’ 

37 And he was during the days in the temple 
teaching, and during the nights, going forth, 
he was lodging at the inount called of Olives; 
38 and all the people were coming early unto 
him in the temple to hear him. 


XXII. 1} AND the feast of the unleavened 
food was coming nich, that is called Passover, 
2and the chief priests and the scribes were 
seeking how they may take him up, for they 
were afraid of the people. 

3 And the Adversary entered into Judas, 
who is surnamed Iscariot, being of the num- 
ber of the twelve, 4 and he, having gone away, 
spake with the chief priests and the magis- 
trates, how he might deliver him up to them, 
Sand they rejoiced, and covenanted to give 
him money, “and he agreed, and was seeking 
a favourable season to deliver him up to them 
without tumult. 


7 And the day of the unleavened food came, 
in which it was behoving the passover to be 
sacrificed, §and he sent Peter and John, say- 
ing, ‘Having gone on, prepare to us the pass- 
over, that we may eat;’ °and they said to 
him, ‘Where wilt thou that we might pre- 
pare ?’ 

10 And he said to them, ‘ Lo, in your enter- 
ing into the city, there shall meet you a man, 
bearing a pitcher of water, follow him to the 
house where he doth go in, 1! and ye shall sa 
to the master of the house, The Teacher sait 
to thee, Where is the guest-chamber where the 
pasoryt with my disciples | may eat? and 
1e shall show you a large upper room furnish- 
ed, there make ready ;’ and they, having 
gone away, found as he hath said to them, 
and they made ready the passover. 


14 And when the hour come, he reclinod (at 
TRE and the twelve apostles with him, 
15 and he said unto them, ‘ With desire I did 
desire to eat this passover with yon before 
my suffering, ' for I say to you, that no more 
may I cat of it till it may be fulfilled in the 
reign of God.’ 

7 And having taken a cup, having given 
thanks, he said, ‘Take this and divide to your- 
selves, '8for I sayto you that [ may not drink 
of the produce of the vine till the reign of God 
may come.’ 

19 And having taken bread, having given 
thanks, he brake and gave to them, saying, 
‘This is my body, that for you is being given, 
this do ye—to remembrance of me.’ 
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70 In like manner, also, the cup after the 
supping, saying, ‘This cup zs the new cove- 
nant in my blood, that for you is being poured 
forth. 

21° But, lo, the hand of him delivering me 
up is with me on the table, **and indeed the 
Son of Man doth go according to what hath 
been determined ; but wo to that man through 
whom he is being delivered up.’ ™ And they 
began to reason among themselves, who then 
of them it may be, who is about to do this 
thing. 


*4 And there happened also a strife among 
them—who of them is accounted to be greater. 
“5 And he said to them, ‘The kings of the 
nations do exercise lordship over them, and 
those exercising authority npon them are 
called benefactors; ** but ye are not so, but 
he who is greater among yon—let him be as 
the younger; and he who is leading, as he 
who is ministering; *’ for who is greater? he 
who is reclining (at meat), or he whois minis- 
tering? is it not he who is reclining (at meat)? 
and I—I am in your midst as he who is min- 
istering. 

*3* And ye—ye are those who have remain- 
ed with me in my temptations, *Y and I ap 
point to you, as my Father did appoint to me, 
a kingdom, 30 that ye may eat and may drink 
at my table, in my kingdom, and may sit on 
thrones, judging the twelve tribes of Lee 


31 And the Lord said, ‘Simon, Simon, lo, 
the Adversary did ask you for himself to sift 
as the wheat, ** and I besought for thee, that 
thy faith may not fail; and thou, when thon 
didst turn, strengthen thy brethren.’ 

33 And he said to him, ‘Sir, with thee I am 
ready both to prison and to death to go;’ 
34and he said, X say to thee, Peter, a cock 
shall not crow to-day, before thrice thou 
mayest disown knowing me.’ 


35 And he said to them, ‘ When I sent you 
without bag, and scrip, and sandals, did ye 
lack anything?’ and they said, ‘ Nothing.’ 

36 Then said he to them, ‘ But, now, he who 
is having a bag, let him take tt up, and in like 
manner also a scrip; and he who is not hav- 
ing, let himsell his garment, and buy a sword, 
37 for I say to you, that yet this that hath 
heen written it behoveth to be fulfilledin me: 
And with lawless ones he was reckoned, for 
also the things concerning me have an end.’ 

38 And they said, ‘Sir, lo, here are twa 
swords;’ and he said to them, ‘ lt is suffi- 
cient.’ 


89 And having gone forth, he went on, ac- 
cording to custom, to the mount of the Ohves, 
and his disciples also followed him, *°and 
having come to the place, he said to them, 
‘Pray ye not to enter into temptation.’ *' And 
he was withdrawn from them, as it were a 
stone’s cast, and having fallen on the knees 
he was praying, “saying, ‘Father, if ‘Thou 
be counselling to make this eup pass from me 
—; but, not my will, but Thine be done.’ 

43 And there appeared to him a messenger 
from heaven strengthening him; *!and hav-

ing been in agony, he was more earnestly 
praying, and his sweat became, as it were, 
great drops of blood falling upon the ground. 

* And having risen up from the prayer, 
having come unto the disciples, he found 
them sleeping from the sorrow, 4° and he said 
to them, ‘Why do ye sleep? having risen, 
pray that ye may not enter into temptation.’ 

47 And while he is speaking, lo, a multitude, 
and he who is called Judas, one of the twelve, 
was coming before them, and he came nigh 
to Jesus to kiss him, *8and Jesus said to him, 
‘ Judas, with a kiss the Son of Man dost thou 
deliver up?’ 

4 And those about him, having seen what 
was about to be, said to him, ‘Sir, shall we 
smite with a sword?’ 5 And a certain one of 
them smote the servant of the chief priest, 
and took off his right ear, °!and Jesus an- 
swering said, ‘ Suffer ye thus far,’ and having 
touched his ear, he healed him. 


S2 And Jesus said to those having come 
upon him—chief priests, and magistrates of 
the temple, and elders—‘ As upon a robber 
have ye come forth, with swords and sticks? 
53 while daily 1 was with you in the Usa wa 
ye did stretch forth no hands against me; but 
this is your hour and the power of the dark- 
ness.’ °4And having takeu him, they led and 
brought him to the house of the chief priest. 

And Peter was following afar off, and 
they having kindled a fire in the midst of the 
court, and having sat down together, Peter 
was sitting in the midst of them, °° and a cer- 
tain maid having seen him sittiug at the light, 
and having earnestly :coked at him, she said, 
‘Aud this one was with_him!’ °7and he dis- 
owned him, saying, ‘ Woman, I have not 
known him.’ 

°*8 And after a little, another having seen 
him, said, ‘Aud thou art of them!’ and Peter 
said, ‘Man, I am not.’ 

59 And one hour, as it were, having inter- 
vened, a certain ether was confidently affirm- 
ing, saying, *Of a truth this one also was 
with him, for he is also a Galilean;’ and 
Peter said, ‘Man, I have not known what 
thou sayest;’ and presently, while he is speak- 
ing, a cock crew. 

®t And the Lord having turned did lack on 
Peter, and Peter remembered the word of the 
Lord, how he said to him—‘ Before a cock 
shall crow, thou mayest disown me thrice;’ 
6° and Peter having gone without, wept bitterly. 


63 And the men who were holding Jesus 
were mocking him, beating him; ® and hav- 
ing blindfolded him, they were striking him 
on the face, and were questioning him, say- 
ing, ‘Prophesy who he is who smote thee?’ 
6 and many other things, speaking evilly, they 
spake in regard to him. 

66 And when it became day there was ga- 
thered together the eldership of the people, 
chief priests also, and scribes, and they led 
him up to their own sanhedrim, © saying, ‘ If 
thou be the Christ, tell us.’ 

And he said to them, ‘If I may tell you, 
ye will not believe; and if I also question 
you, ye will not answer me or send me away; 
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69 henceforth, there shall be the Son of Man 
sitting on the right hand of the power of Ged.’ 

70 Aud they all said, ‘Thou, then, art the 
Son of God?’ and he said unto them, ‘ Ye 
say it, because I am;’ 7! and they said, ‘What 
need yet have we of testimony? for we our- 
selves did hear it from his mouth.’ 


XXIII. } AND having risen, the whole mul- 
titude of them did lead him to Pilate, 2? and 
began to accuse him, saying, ‘This one we 
found perverting the nation, and forbidding 
to give tribute to Cesar, saying himself to be 
Christ a king.’ 

3 And Pilate questioned him, saying, ‘Thou 
art the king of the Jews?’ and he answering 
him, said, ‘ Thou dost say it.’ 

4 And Pilate said unto the chief priests, and 
the multitude, ‘I find no fault in this man ;’ 
° and they were the more urgent, saying—‘ He 
doth stir up the people, teaching throughout 
the whole of Judea—having begun from Gali- 
lee—unto this place.’ 

6 And Pilate having heard of Galilee, ques- 
tioned if the man is a Galilean, 7 and havin 
known that he is from the jurisdiction o 
Herod, he sent him back unto Herod, he being 
also in Jerusalem in those days. 

8 And Herod having seen Jesus did rejoice 
exceedingly, for he was wishing for a long 
time to see him, because of hearing many 
things about him, and he was hoping some 
sign to see done by him, %and was questioning 
him in many words, and he answered hin 
nothing. 

10 And the chief priests and the scribes stood 
vehemently accusing him, !! and Herod with 
his soldiers having set him at nought, aud 
having mocked, having put around him gorge- 
ous air did send him back to Pilate, 
and both Pilate and Herod became friends 
on that day with ene another, for they were 
before at enmity between themselves. 


13 And Pilate having called together the 
chief priests, and the rulers, and the people, 
14 said unto them, ‘ Ye brought to me this man 
as perverting the people, and lo, I before you 
having examined, found in this man no fault 
in those things ye bring forward against him; 
15 no, nor yet Herod, for I sent you back unto 
him, and lo, nothing worthy of death is hav- 
ing been done by him; !* having chastised, 
therefore, I will release him,’ for it was 
necessary for him to release to them one at 
every feast, 8and they cried out—the whole 
multitude—saying, ‘Away with this one, and 
release to us Barabbas,’ who had been, 
because of a certain sedition made in the city, 
aud murder, cast into prison. 

*0 Pilate again then—wishing to release Jesus 
—called to them, *! but they were calling out, 
saying, ‘Crucify, crucify him.’ 

“2 And he athird timesaiduntothem. ‘Why, 
what evil did he? no cause of death did I find 
in him; having chastised him, then, I will 
release him.’ 

°3 And they were pressing with loud voiccs 
asking him to be crucified, and their voices, 
and those of the chief priests, were prevailing, 
*4 and Pilate gave shag for their request

being done, “aud he released him who because 
of sedition and murder hath been cast into the 
prison, whom they were asking, and Jesus he 
gave np to their will. 


26 And as they led him away, having taken 

old on Simon, a certain Cyrenian, coming 
from the field, they put on him the cross, to 
bear it behind Jesus. 

*7 And there was following him a great mul- 
titude of the people, and of women, who also 
were beating themselves and lamenting him, 
and Jesus having turned unto them, said, 
‘Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not for me, 
but for yourselves weep ye, and for your 
children; * for, lo, days do come, in which 
they shall say, Happy the barren, and wombs 
that did not bare, and paps that did not give 
suck; %then they hall begin to say to the 
mountains, Fall on us, and to the hills, Cover 
us;—*! for, if in the green tree they do these 
things—in the dry what may happen?’ 


82 And there were also others—two evil- 
doers—with him, to be put to death; * and 
when they came to the Be that is called 
Skull, there they crucified him and the evil- 
ee one on the right hand and one on the 

eft. 

84 And Jesus said, ‘Father, forgive them, 
for they have uot known what they do;’ and 
parting his garments they cast a lot. 

85 And the people were standing, looking on, 
and the rnlers also were sneering with them, 
saying, ‘Others he saved, let him save hinself, 
if this be the Christ, the choice one of God.’ 

36 And mocking him also were the soldiers, 
coming near and offering vinegar to him, 
37 and saying, ‘ If thou be the king of the Jews, 
save thyself.’ 


88 And there was also a superscription writ- 
ten over him, in letters of Greek, and Roman, 
and Hebrew, ‘This is the King of the Jews.’ 

39 And oneof the evil-doers who were hanged, 
was Spear evil of him, saying. ‘If thou be 
the Christ, save thyself and us.’ 4° And the 
other answering, was rebuking him, saying, 
‘Dost thou not even fear God, that thou art 
inthe same ’ udgment? “and we indeed righte- 
ously, for things worthy of what we did we 
receive back, but this one did nothing out of 
place;’ 42and he said to Jesus, ‘ Remember 
me, lord, when thou mayest come in thy 
reign;’ 43 and Jesus said tohim, ‘ Verily I say 
to thee, To-day with me thou shalt be in the 
paradise.’ 


4 And it was, as it were, the sixth hour, 
and darkness came over all the land till the 
pinth hour, and the sun was darkened, and 
the vail of the sanctuary was rent in the 
midst, **and having cried with aloud voice, 
Jesus said, ‘Father, to Thy hands I com- 
mit my spirit ;’ and these things having said, 
he breathed forth the spirit. 

47 And the centurion having seen what was 
done, did glorify God, saying, ‘Really this man 
was righteous;’ “and all the multitudes who 
were come together to this sight, beholding 
the things that cae pass, smiting their 
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breasts did turn back ; #9 and all his acquaint- 
ances stood afar off, and women who did fol- 
low him from Galilee, beholding these things. 


50 And lo, aman, by name Joseph, being a 
counsellor, a man good and righteous, ®—he 
was not consenting to their counsel and deed 
—from Arimathea, a city of the Jews, who 
also himself was expecting the reign of God, 
‘the, having gone near to Pilate, asked the 
body of Jesus, Sand having taken it down, 
he wrapped it in fine linen, and placed it in 
a tomb hewn out, where no one was yet laid. 

54 And the day was a preparation, and sab- 
bath was approaching, and the women also 
who have come with “him out of Galilee hay- 
ing followed after, beheld the tomb, and how 
his body was placed, %and having turned 
back, they made ready see and ointments, 
and on the sabbath, indeed, they rested, ac- 
cording to the command. 


XXIV. } AND on the tirst of the sabbaths, 
at early dawn, they came to the tomb, bear- 
ing the spices they made ready, and certain 
others with them, *and they found the stone 
having been rolled away from the tomb, 3 and 
having gone in, they found not the body of 
the Lord Jesus. 

4And it came to pass, while they are per- 
plexed about this, that lo, two men stood by 
them in glittering apparel, Sand on their 
having become afraid, and having inelined 
the face to the carth, they said to them, 
‘Why do ye seek the living with the dead? 
She is not here, but was raised; remember 
how he spake to you, being yet in Galilee 
7 gaying—It behoveth the Son of Man to be de 
livered up to the hands of sinful men, and to 
be crucified, and the third day to rise again.’ 

8 And they remembered his sayings, an 
having turned back from the tomb told all 
these things to the eleven, and to all the rest. 

10 And it was the Magdalene Mary, and 
Joanna, and Mary of James, and the other 
women with them, who told unto the apostles 
these things, }!}and their sayings appeared 
before them as idle talk, and they were not 
believing them. 

12 And Peter having risen, did run to the 
tomb, and having stooped down he seeth the 
linen clothes lying alone, and he went away to 
his own home, wondering at that which was 
come to pass. 


13 And, lo, two of them were going on dur- 
ing that day to a village, distant sixty fnr- 
longs from Jerusalem, the name of which is 
Emmaus, “and they were conversing with 
one another about all these things that have 
happened. 

1S And it came to nae in their conyergyg 
and reasoning together, that Jesus himselt, 
having come nigh, was going on with them, 
% and their eyes were holden so as not to know 
him, 7 and he said unto them, ‘ What are 
these words that ye exchange with one an- 
other, walking, and ye are sad?’ 

18 And the one, whose name was elo © 
auswering, said unto him, ‘Art thou alone 
such a stranger in Jcrusalem, that thou hast

not known the things that came to pass in it 
in these days?’ l!¥And he said to them, 
‘What things?’ 

And they said to him, ‘The things about 
Jesus of Nazareth, who became a man—a pre- 
phet—powerful in deed and word, before God 
and all the people, *° how also the chief priests 
and our rulers did deliver him up to a judg- 
ment of death, and crucified him; *! and we 
were hoping that he it is who is abont to re- 
deem Israel, and also with all these things, 
this third day is passing to-day, since these 
things happened. 

2 * And certain women of ours also asto- 
nished us, pone early to the tomb, *3 and 
net having found his body, they came, saying 
also te have seen an apparition of messengers, 
who say he is alive, “and certain of those 
with us went away unto the tomb, and found 
as Ohad the women said, and him they saw 
not. 

% And he said unto them, ‘ O inconsiderate 
and slow in heart, to believe on all that the 

rophets spake! *° Was it not hehoving the 

hrist these things to suffer, and to enter into 
his glory?’ “and having begun from Moses, 
and from all the peonace, he was expounding 
to them in all the Writings the things about 
himself. 

*8 And they came nigh to the village whither 
they were going, and he made an appearance 
of going on further, “and they constrained 
him, saying, ‘Remain with us, for 1 is to- 
ward evening,’ and the day did decline, and 
he went in to remain with them. 

30 And it came to pass, in his reclining (at 
meat) with them, having taken the bread, he 
blessed, and having broken, he was giving to 
them, 3! and their eyes were opened, and they 
recognized him, and he became unseen by 
them. 

32 And they said one to another, ‘ Was not 
eur heart burning within us, as he was speak- 
ing to us in the way, and as he was opening 
up te us the Writings?’ 


33 And they, having risen up the same hour, 
turned back to Jerusalem, and found gathered 
tegether the eleven, and those with them 
& gaying—‘ The Lord was raised indeed, and 
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was seen by Simon ;’ * and they were telling 
the things in the way, and how he was_made 
knewn to them in the breaking of the bread, 
36 and as they are speaking these things, Jesus 
himself stood in the midst of them, and saith 
to them, ‘Peace—toyou ;' 3’and being amazed, 
and hecoming affrighted, they were thinking 
themselves to see a spirit. 

3: And he said to them, ‘ Why are ye trou- 
bled? and wherefore de reasonings come up 
in your hearts? 3¥see my hands and my feet, 
that I am he; handle me and see, because a 
spirit hath not flesh and bones, as ye see me 
having.’ ° 

40 And having said this, he shewed to them 
the hands and the feet, #! and while they are 
not believing from the joy, and wendering, he 
said to them, ‘ Have ye anything here to eat?’ 
4 and they gave to him part of a broiled fish, 
and of an honey-comb, “and having taken, 
he did eat before them, “ and he said te them, 
‘These are the words that I en unto you, 
being yet with you, that it behoveth te be 
fulfilled all the things that are written in 
the Law of Moses, and the Prophets, and the 
Psalms, about me.’ 


4 Then opened he up their understanding 
to understand the Writings, “‘and he said to 
them—‘ Thus it hath been written, and thus 
it was behoving the Christ to suffer, and to 
rise out of the dead the third day, * and re- 
formatien and remission of sins to be pro- 
claimed in his name to all the nations, begin- 
ning from Jerusalem: *8and ye—ye are wit- 
nesses of these things. 

49° And, lo, Ido send the promise of my 
Father upon you, but ye—abide ae in the city 
of Jerusalem till ye fe clothed with power 
from on high.’ 


50 And he led them forth without — unto 
Bethany, and having lifted up his hands he 
did bless them, 5! and it came to pass, in his 
blessing them, he was parted from them, and 
was borne up to the heaven; “and they, 
having bowed before him, did turn back to 
Jerusalem with great joy, *%and were con- 
tinually in the temple, praising and blessing 
God. Amen = 


JOHN. 


CHAP. L 1! IN the beginning was the Word, 
and the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God; ? this one was in the beginning with 
God; all things through him did happen, 
and without him happenea not even one thing 
that hath happened. 
4In him was life, and the life was_ the light 
of men, Sand the light in the darkness did 
shine, and the darkness did not perceive 1%. 


6 There came a man—having been sent from 
God—whose name is John, ’ this one came for 
testimony, that he mizht testify about the 
Light, that all might beheve through him; 
8that one was not the Light, but—that he 
might testify about the Licht. 

9 He was the true Light, which doth en- 
lighten every man, coming to the world ; ) in 
the world he was, and the world through him 
was made, and the world did net knew him: 
11 to his own things he came, and his own peo- 
ple did not receive him; * but as many as did 
receive him to them he gave authority to be- 
come sons of God—to those beheving in his 
name, = who—not of blood nor of a will of 
flesh, nor of a will of man but—of Ged were 
begotten. 


14 And the Werd became flesh, and did taber- 
nacle among ns, and we beheld his glory, 
glory as of an only begotten of a father, full 
of grace and truth. ; 

16 John doth testify concerning him, and hath 
cried, saying, ‘This was he of whom I said, 
He who after me is coming, hath come before 
me, for he was before me ;’ 'and out of his 
fulness did we all receive, and grace over- 
against grace; “for the law through Moses 
was given, the grace and the truth through 
Jesus Christ did come; !8God no one hath ever 
seen; the only begotten Son, who is on the 
bosom of the Father—he did declare. 


19 And this is the testimony of John, when 
the Jews sent out of Jerusalem priests and 
Levites, that they might question him, ‘Who 
urtthou?’ “and he confessed and did notdeny, 
and confessed—‘ I am not the Christ.’ 

“1 And they questioned him, ‘What then? 
Khjah art thou?’ and he saith, ‘I am not.’— 
‘The prophet art thou?’ and he answered, ‘ No.’ 

a fies said then to him, ‘Who art theu, 
that we nay give an answer to these sending 
us? what dost thou say concerning thyself?’ 
*3 He said, ‘I ama voice of ene crying in the 
wilderness: Make straight the way of the 
Lord, as said Isaiah the prophet.’ 

4 Andthosesent were of the Pharisees, “and 
they questioned him and said to him, ‘ Why, 
then, dost thou baptize, if thou art not the 
Christ, nor Elijah, nor the prophet ?’ 

28 J ohn answered them, saying, ‘I baptize 
with waicr, but in midst of youhe hath stood 
whoin ye have net known, this one it is who 
is coming after me, wee hath been before me, 


*7of whom I am not worthy that 1 may loose 
the cord of his sandal.’ 


*8'These things came to pass in Bethabara, 
beyond the Jordan, where John was baptizing ; 
“Yon the morrow John seeth Jesus coming unto 
him, and saith, ‘Lo, the lamb of God, who 
is taking away the sin of the world; * this 
is he concerning whom I said, After me doth 
come a man, who hath come before me, be- 
cause he was before me: 3' and I knew him not, 
but, that he might be manifested to Israel, be- 
cause of this I came with the water baptizing. 

3*And John testified, saying—‘ | have seen 
the Spirit coming down, as a dove, out of hea- 
ven, and it remained on him; *3 and I did not 
know him, but he who sent me to baptize with 
water, He said to me, On whomsoever thou 
maystsee the Spirit coming down, and remain- 
ing on him, this is he who is baptizing with 
the Holy Spirit; 34and I have seen, and have 
testified, that this is the Son of Ged.’ 

35 On the morrew, again, John was standing 
and two of his disciples, 36 and having looke 
on Jesus walking, he saith, ‘Lo, the Lamb of 
God;’ %7and the two disciples heard him 
speaking, and they followed Jesus. 

38 And Jesus having turned, and having be 
held them following, saith to them, ‘ What 
seek ye?’ and they said to them, ‘Rabbi, 
(which is, being mterpreted, T’eacher,) where 
remainest thou?’ °9He saith to them, ‘Come 
and see;’ they came, and saw where he doth 
remain, and with him they remained that day; 
and the hour was about the tenth. 


49 Andrew, the brother of Simon Peter, was 
one of the two who heard from John, and 
followed him; 4! this one doth first find his 
own brother Simon, and saith to him, ‘We 
have found the Messiah,’ (which is, being in- 
terpreted, The Anointed,) “and he brought 
him unto Jesus: and having looked upon him, 
Jesus saith, ‘Thou art Simon, the son of 
Jonas, thou shalt be called Cephas,’ (which is 
interpreted, A rock.) 

3 Qn the morrow, he willed to go forth to 
Galilee, and he findeth Philip, and saith to 
him, ‘Be following me.’ 

45 And Philip was from Bethsaida, of 
the city of Andrew and Peter; * Philip tind- 
cth Nathanael, and saith to him, ‘Him of 
whem Moses wrote in the Law, and the pro- 
phets, we have feund, Jesus theson of Joseph 
who is from Nazareth;’ “and Nathanae 
said to him, ‘Out of Nazareth is any good 
thing able to be?’ Philip said te him, ‘ Come 
aud see.’ 

47 Jesus saw Nathanacl coming unto him, 
and he saith concerning him, ‘ Lo, truly an 
Israelite, in whom guile 13 not;’ Nathanael 
saith to him, ‘ Whence me dest thou knew? 
Jesus answered and said to him, ‘ Before 
Philip's calling thee—thou being under the fig- 
tree—1 saw thee.’ 4 Nathanael answered and 
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saith to him, ‘ Rabbi, thou art the Son of God, 
thon art the king of Israel.’ 

50 Jesus answered and said to him, ‘ Because 
I said to thee, I saw thee under the fig-tree, 
thou dost believe; greater things than these 
thou shalt see;’ *!and he saith to him, 
‘Verily, verily. I say to yon, henceforth ye 
shall see the heaven opened, and the mes- 
sengers of God going up and coming down up- 
on the Son of Man.’ 


Il. ‘AND the third day a marriage hap- 

ened in Cana of Galilee, and the mother of 

esus was there, ?and also Jesus was called, 
and his disciples, to the marriage ; ?and wine 
having failed, the mother of Jesus saith unto 
him, ‘Wire they have not;’ 4Jesns saith to 
her, ‘ What—to me and to thee, woman? not 
yet is mine hour come.’ ° His mother saith to 
the i ‘Whatever he may say to 
you—do. 

6 And there were there six water-jugs of 
stone, placed according to the purifying of 
the Jews, holding each two or three measures. 
? Jesus saith to them, ‘Fill the water-jugs 
with water ;’ and they filled them—unto the 
brim; 8and he saith to them, ‘Draw out, 
now, and bear to the director of the apart- 
ment;’ and they bare. 

9And as the director of the apartment 
tasted the water become wine, and knew not 
whence it is, (but the ministrants knew, who 
have drawn the water,) the director of the 
feast doth call the bridegroom, ' and saith to 
him, ‘Every man, at first, the good wine doth 
set forth; and when they may have drunk 
treely, then the inferior; thou didst keep the 
«ood wine till now.’ 

This beginning of the signs did Jesus 
in Cana of Galilee, and manifested his glory, 
and his disciples believed in him; *“after 
this he went down to Capernaum, he, and his 
mother, and his brethren, and his disciples; 
and there they remained not many days. 


13 And the passover of the Jews was nigh, 
and Jesus went up to Jerusalem, }4and he 
tound in the temple those selling oxen, and 
sheep, and doves, and the money-changers 
sitting, Mand having made a whip of small 
cords, he put all forth out of the temple, also 
the sheep, and the oxen; and of the money- 
changers he poured out the coins, and the 
tables he overthrew, ‘and to those selling 
the doves he said, ‘Take these things hence ; 
make not the house of my Father a house of 
merchandise.’ 

17 And his disciples remembered that it is 
written, ‘The zeal of Thy honse did eat me 
up;’ 1% the Jews then answered and said to 
him, ‘ What sign dost thou shew to us—that 
thou dost these things?’ 9 Jesus answered and 
said to them, ‘ Destroy this sanctuary, and in 
three days I will raise it up.’ 

*0 The Jews, therefore, said, ‘ Forty and six 
years was this sanctuary building, and wilt 
thou in three days raise it up?’ *! but he spake 
concerning the sanctuary of his peda 22 when, 
then, he was raised out of the dead, his dis- 
viples remembered that he said this to them, 
and they believed the Writing, and the word

that Jesus said. * And as he was in Jern- 
salem, in the passover, in the feast, many be- 
lieved in his name, beholding his signs that he 
was doing; * and Jesus himself was not trust- 
ing himself to them, because cf his knowing 
all men, “and because he had no need that 
any should testify concerning man, for he 
himself was knowing what was in man. 


UL 1 AND there was a man of the Phari- 
sees, Nicodemus his name, a ruler of the Jews, 
“this one came unto him by night, and said 
to him, ‘ Rabbi, we have known that from 
God thou hast come—a teacher, for no one 
these signs is able to do that thon dost, if 
God may not be with him.’ 

3 Jesus answered and said to him, ‘ Verily, 
verily, I say to thee, If any one may not be 
born from above, he is net able to see the 
reign of God;’ +'Nicodemus saith unto him, 
‘How is a man able to be born, being old? is 
he able into the womb of his mother a second 
time to enter, and to be born?’ 

5 Jesus answered, ‘ Verily, verily, I say to 
thee, If any one may not be born of water, and 
the Spirit, he is not able to enter into the 
reign of God; ®that which hath been born of 
the flesh is flesh, and that which hath been 
born of the Spirit is spirit. 

7*Thou mayest not wonder that I said to 
thee, It behoveth you to be born from above; 
8the Spirit where he willeth doth blow, an 
his voice thou dost hear, but thou hast not 
known whence he cometh, and whither he 
goeth; thus is every one who hath been born 
of the Spirit.’ 

®Nicodemus answered and said to him, 
‘How are these things able to happen?’ 
10 Jesus answered and said to him, ‘Thou art 
the teacher of Israel—and these things thou 
dost not know! 

Il‘ Verily, verily, 1 say to thee—What we 
have known we speak, and what we have 
seen we testify, and our ny ye do 
not receive; !21f the earthly things I said to 
you, and ye do not believe, how, if I shall 
Say to you the heavenly things, will ye believe? 
13 and no one hath gone up to the heaven, ex- 
cept he who ont of the heaven came down— 
the Son of Man who is in the heaven. 

‘f° And as Moses did lift up the serpent in 
the wilderness, so it behoveth the Son of Man 
to be lifted up, ! that every one who is be- 
lieving in him may not perish, but may have 
life age-during, !for God did so love the 
world, that His Son—the only begotten—He 
gave, that every one who is believing in him 
may not perish, but may have life age-during. 

17*FRor God did not send His Son to the 
world that he may judge the world, but that 
the world may be saved through him; !% he 
who is believing in him is not judged, but he 
who is not believing hath been judged already, 
because he hath not believed in the name of 
the only begotten Son of God. 

19° And this is the judgment, that the light 
hath come to the world, and men did love 
the darkness rather than the light, for their 
works were evil; “for every one who is do- 
ing wicked things hateth the light, and doth 
not come unto the net that his works may 
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not be detected; “ but he who is doing thie 
trnth doth come to the hght, that his works 
may be inanifested, that in God they are hav- 
ing been wrought.’ 


*2 After these things came Jesus and his 
disciples to the land of Judea, and there he 
did tarry with them, and was baptizing; “and 
John was also baptizing in Aenon, nigh to 
Salem, because there were many waters there, 
and they were coming and were being bap- 
tized—** for John was not yet cast into the 
prison—* there arose then a question from the 
disciples of John with some Jews about puri- 
fying, **and theycame unto John, and said to 
him, ‘ Rabbi, he wha was with thee beyond the 
Jordan, to whom thou didst testify, lo, this 
one is baptizing, and all are coming unto him.’ 

*7 John answered and said, ‘A man is not 
able to receive anything, if it may not have 
been given him from the heaven; “8 ye your- 
selves do testify to me that I said, Lam not 
the Christ, but. that I am having been sent 
before him; **he who is having the bride is 
bridegroom, and the friend of the bridegroom, 
who is standing and hearing him, with joy 
doth rejoice because of the voice of the bride- 
groom; this, then, my joy hath been fulfilled. 

30* Him it behoveth to increase, and me to 
become less; 3! he who from above is coming 
is above all; he who is from the earth, from 
the earth he is, and from the earth he speak- 
eth; he who from the heaven is coming is 
above all. 

32 And what he hath seen and heard this 
he doth testify, and his testimony none re- 
ceiveth; *3 he who is receiving his testimony 
did seal that God is true; *4for he whom God 
sent, the sayings of God he speaketh; for not 
by measure doth God give the Spirit; ** the 
Father doth love the Son, and all things hath 
given into his hand ; ** he who is believing in 
the Son, hath life age-during; and he who is 
not believing the Son, shall not see life, but 
the wrath of God doth remain upon him,’ 


IV. 1} WHEN therefore the Lord knew that 
the Pharisees heard that Jesus more disciples 
doth make and baptize than John, ? (though 
indeed Jesus himself was not baptizing, but 
his disciples,) he left Judea and went away 
avain to Galilee, 4and it was behoving him to 
go through Samaria. 

5 Ie cometh, therefore, to a city of Samaria, 
called Sychar, near to the place that Jacob 
gave to Joseph his son; Sand there was there 
a well of Jacob. Jesus therefore having been 
weary fromm the journeying, was sitting thus 
on the well; it was as it were the sixth hour; 
7there cometh a woman out of Samaria to 
draw water. 

Jesus saith to her, ‘Give me to drink;’ 
8 for his disciples were gone away to the city, 
that they may buy victuals; ® the Samaritan 
woman therefore saith to him, ‘How dost 
thon, being a Jew, ask drink from me, being 
a Samaritan woman?’ for Jews have no deal- 
ing with Samaritans. 

1” Jesus answered and said to her, ‘If thon 
hadst known the gift of God, and who itis 
who is saying to eG me to drink, thou 
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wouldest have asked him, and he would have 
given thee living water.’ 

1 The woman saith to him, ‘Sir, thou hast 
not even a vessel to draw with, aud the well 
is deep; whence, then, hast thon the living 
water? Art thou greater than our father 
Jacob, who did give us the well, and himself 
out of it did drink, and his sons, and his 
cattle?’ 

3 Jesus answered and said to her, ‘Every 
one who is drinking of this water shall thirst 
again; 14 but whoever may drink of the water 
that I will give him, may not thirst—to the 
age ; and the water that I will give him shall 
become in him a well of water, springing up 
to life age-during.’ 

1° The woman saith unto him, ‘Sir, give me 
this water, that 1 may not thirst, nor come 
hither to draw.’ ‘Jesus saith to her, ‘Go, 
eall thy husband, and come hither;’ ” the 
woman answered and said, ‘I have not a 
husband.’ 

Jesus saith to her, ‘ Well didst thou say— 
A husband I have not; *8for five husbands 
thou hast had, and, now, he whom thou hast 
is not thy husband ; this hast thou said truly.’ 

The woman saith to him, ‘Sir, 1 perceive 
that thou art a prophet; “our fathers in this 
mountain did worship, and ye—ye say that in 
Jerusalem is the place where it behoveth to 
worship.’ 

“! Jesus saith to her, ‘ Woman, believe me, 
that there doth come an hour, when neithei 
in this mountain, nor in Jerusalem, shall ye 
worship the Father; * ye worship what ye 
have not known ; we worship what we have 
known, because the salvation is of the Jews; 
*3 but, there cometh an hour, and it now is, 
when the true worshippers will worship the 
Father in spirit and truth, for the Father also 
doth seek such to worship him; “God is a 
Spirit, and those worshipping Him, in spirit 
and truth it doth behove to worship.’ 

*> The woman saith to him, ‘1 have known 
that Messiah doth come, who is called Christ, 
when that one may come, he will tell us all 
things ;’ *6 Jesus saith to her, ‘I am he, who 
am speaking to thee.’ 

27 And upon this came his disciples, and 
were wondering that with a woman he was 
speaking, no one, however, said, ‘What seek- 
est thou?’ or ‘Why speakest thou with her?’ 

*8The woman then left her water-jug, and 
went away to the city, and saith to the men, 
*3* Come, see aman, who told me all things— 
as many as | did; is this the Christ?’ °°They 
went forth therefore out of the city, and were 
coming unto him. 


3! Ant in the meanwhile his disciples were 
asking him, saying, ‘Rabbi, eat;’ 82 and he 
said to them, ‘1 have food to eat that ye have 
not known.’ % The disciples then said one to 
another, ‘Did any one bring him anything to 
eat?’ %Jesus saith to them, ‘My food is, 
that I may do the will of Him who sent me, 
and may finish His work; *°do not say that 
it is yet fot mouths, and the harvest cometh; 
la, I say to you, Lift wp your eyes, and see the 
fields, that they are white unto harvest already. 

36* And he whois reaping doth receive a re-

ward, and doth gather fruit to life age-during, 
that both he who is sowing and he who is reap- 
ing may rejoice together; * for in this the 
saying 1s the true one, that one is the sower 
and another the reaper. *8I sent youto reap 
that on which ye have not laboured; others 
laboured, and yeinto their labour have entered. 

39 And from that city many believed in him, 
of the Samaritans, because of the word of the 
woman testifying,—‘He told me all things—as 
many as I did.’ 4° When, then, the Samaritans 
came unto him, they were asking him to re- 
main with them, and he remained there two 
days; 41 and many more did believe because 
of his word, “and said to the woman—‘ No 
more because of thy speaking do we believe; 
for we ourselves have heard and known that 
fee is truly the Saviour of the world—the 
Christ. 


43 And after the two days he went forth 
thence, and went away to Galilee, “for Jesus 
himself testified that a prophet in his own 
country shajl not have honour; “when then, 
he came to Galilee, the Galileansreceived him, 
having seen all things that he did in Jerusalem 
in the feast—for they also went to the feast. 

46 Jesus came, therefore, again to Cana of 
Galilee, where he made the water wine, and 
there was a certain courtier, whose son was 
ailing in Capernaum, 4 he, having heard that 
Jesus is come out of Judea to Galilee, went 
away unto him, and was ageing him that he 
may come down and may heal his son, for he 
was about to die. 

48 Jesus then said unto him, ‘If signs and 
wonders ye may not see, ye will not believe.’ 
49 The courtier saith unto him, ‘Sir, come down 
before my child die;’ ©° Jesus saith to him, 
‘Be going on; thy son doth live.’ 

And the man believed the word that Jesus 
said to him, and was going on, ®! and he now 
going down, his servants met him, and told, 
saying—‘ Thy child doth live ;’ * he inquired 
then of them the hour in which he became 
better, and they said to him—*‘ Yesterday at 
the seventh hour the fever left him;’ °3 then 
the father knew that it was in that hour in 
which Jesus said to him—‘ Thy son doth live,’ 
aud he himself believed, and his whole house; 
54this again a second sign did Jesus, having 
come out of Judea to Galilee. 


V. 1 AFTER these things there was a feast 
of the Jews, and Jesus went up to Jerusalem, 
2and thereis in Jerusalem by the sheep-gate 
a pool that is called in Hebrew Bethesda, hav- 
ing five porches, *in these were lying a great 
multitude of the ailing, blind, lame, withered, 
waiting for the moving of the water, 4for 
a messenger at aset time was going down in 
the pool, and was troubling the water, the 
first then having gove in after the troubling 
of the water, became whole of whatever sick- 
ness he was held. : 

5 And there was a certain man there being 
in ailment thirty and eight years, ® him Jesus 
having seen lying, and having known that 
he is already a long time, he saith to him, 
* Dost thou wish to become whole?’ 

7 The ailing man answered him, ‘Sir, I have 
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no man, that, when the water may be troub- 
led, he may put me into the pool, and while I 
am coming, another doth go down before me.’ 

8 Jesus saith to_him, ‘ Rise, take up thy 
couch, and be walking ;’ 9and immediately 
the man became whole, and he took up his 
couch, and was walking, and it was a sabbath 
on that en, 10 the Jews then said to him that 
hath been healed, ‘It isa sabbath; it is not 
lawrul to thee to take up the couch.’ 

11 He answered them, ‘He who made me 
whole—that one said to me, Take up thy 
couch, and be walking;’ they questioned 
him, then, ‘ Who is the man who is saying to 
thee, Take up thy couch and be walking?’ 
13 But he that was healed had not known who 
he is, for Jesus did move away, a multitude 
being in the place. 

14 After these things, Jesus findeth him in 
the temple, and said to him, ‘ Lo, thou hast 
become whole; sin no more, lest something 
worse may happen to thee.’ 

15 The man went away, and told the Jews 
that it is Jesus who made him whole, 6 and 
because of this were the Jews persecuting 
Jesus, and seeking to kill him, because these 
things he was doing on a sabbath. 

17 And Jesus answered them, My, Father 
till now doth work, and I work;’ '° because 
of this, then, were the Jews seeking the more 
to kill him, because not only was he breaking 
the sabbath, but he also called God his own 
Father. making himself equal to God. 

19 Jesus therefore responded and said to 
them, ‘ Verily, verily, I say to you, The Son 
is not able to do anything of himself, if he 
may not see the Father doing anything; for 
whatever things He may do, these also the 
Son in like manner doth; °° for the Father 
doth love the Son, and doth shew to him all 
things that He himself doth; and greater 
works than these He will shew him, that ye 
may wonder. 

21 ‘For, as the Father doth raise the dead, 
and doth make alive, so also the Son doth 
make alive whom he willeth; “for neither 
doth the Father judge ary one, but all the 
judgment He hath given to the Son, ** that 
all may honour the Son according as they 
honour the Father; he who is not honouring 
the Son, doth not honour the Father who 
sent him. 

24 * Verily, verily, L say to you—He who is 
hearing my word, and is believing Him who 
sent me, eeu life age-during, and to judg- 
ment he doth not come, but hath passed out 
of the death to the life. 

% ‘Verily, verily, [ say to you—There com- 
eth an hour, and it now is, when the dead shall 
hear the voice of the Son of God, and those 
having heard shall live; *¢for, as the Father 
hath life in himself, so He gave also to the 
Son to have life in himself, ?? and authority 
He gave him also to do judgment, because he 
is Son of Man. 

23 * Wonder not at this, because there doth 
come an hour in which all those in the tombs 
shall hear his voice, and they shall come 
forth; those who did the good things to a 
rising again of life, and those who practised 
the evil things to a Tigine again of judgment, 
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30 *T am uot able of myself to do anything; 
according as I hear I judge, and my judg- 
ment is righteous, because | seek not my own 
will, but the will of the Father who sent me. 

31 ¢Jf | testify concerning myself, my testi- 
mony is not true; ?2another there is who is 
testifying concerning me, and I have known 
that the testimony that he doth testify con- 
cerning me is true; 33 ye have sent unto John, 
and he hath testified to the truth. 

34° But I do not receive testimony from 
man, but these things I say that ye may be 
saved; 35he was the burning and shining 
lamp. and ye did will to be glad, for an hour, 
in his light. 

36 * But I have the testimony greater than 
John’s, for the works that the Father gave 
me, that] might finish them, the works them- 
selves that I do, they testify concerning me, 
that the Father hath sent me. 

37 And the Father who sent me Himself 
hath testified concerning me; ye have neither 
heard His voice at any time, nor His appear- 
ance have ye seen; and His word ye have 
not remaining in you, because whom He sent, 
him ye do not believe. 

39 “Ye search the Writings, because ye think 
in them to have life age-during, and these are 
they that are testifying concerning me; “° and 

e do not will to come nnto me, that ye may 

ave life; “1 glory from man I do not receive, 
42 but I have known you, that the love of God 
ye have not in yourselves. 

43 ‘T have come in the name of my Father, 
and ye do not receive me; if another may 
come in his own name, him ye will receive; 
44how are ye able—ye—to believe, glory from 
one auother receiving, and the glory that is 
from God alone ye seek not? 

45 * Do not think that I will accuse you unto 
the Father; there is who is accusing you, 
Moses—in whom ye have hoped; “for if ye 
were believing Moses, ye would have been 
believing me, for he wrote concerning me; 
47 but if his writings ye believe not, how shall 
ye believe my sayings?’ 


VI. 1! AFTER these things Jesus went away 
beyond the sea of Galilee (of Tiberias), * and 
there was following him a great multitude, 
because they were seeing his signs that he 
was doing on the ailing; “and Jesus went rs 
to the mount, and he was there sitting wit 
his disciples, 4 and the passover was nigh, the 
feast of the Jews. 

5 Jesus then having lifted up his eyes and 
having scen that a great multitude doth come 
to him, saith unto Philip, ‘Whence shall we 
buy loaves, that these may eat ?’—® and this he 
said, trying him, for he himself had known 
what he was about ‘fo do. 

7 Philip answered him, ‘Two hundred de- 
naries’ worth of loaves are not sufficient to 
them, that each of them may receive some 
little ;? Sone of his disciples—Andrew, the 
brother of Simon Peter—saith to him, 9 ‘ There 
is one little lad here who hath five barley 
loaves, and two fishes, but these—what are 
they to so many?’ ; 

10And Jesus said, ‘Make the men to sit 
down;’ and there os much grass in the 
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place, the men then sat down, in number, as 
it were, five thousand, !!and Jesus took the 
loaves, and having given thanks he distributed 
to the disciples, and the disciples to those re- 
chining, in hike manner, also of the Jittle fishes 
as much as they wished. 

12 And when they were filled, he saith to 
his disciples, ‘Gather together the broken 
pieces that are over, that nothing may be lost ;’ 
13 they gathered together, therefore, and filled 
twelve hand-baskets with broken pieces, from 
the five barley loaves that were over to those 
having eaten. 

144The men, then, having seen the sign that 
Jesus dia, said—‘ This is truly the Prophet, 
who is coming to the world;’ “Jesus, there- 
fore, having known that they are about to 
come, and to take him by force that they 
may make him king, retired again to the 
mountain himself alone. 


16 And when evening came, his disciples 
went down to the sea, ” and having entered 
into the boat, they were going over the sea to 
Capernaum, and darkness had already come, 
and Jesus had not come unto them, }° the sea 
also—a great wind blowing—was being raised, . 
19 having pushed onwards, therefore, about 
twenty-five or thirty furlongs, they behold 
Jesus walking on the sea, and coming nigh to 
the boat, and they were afraid; *°and he 
saith to them, ‘I am he, be not afraid;’ 2! they 
were willing then to receive him into the boat, 
and immediately the boat came unto the Jand 
to which they were going. 


22Qn the morrow, the multitude that was 
standing on the other side of the sea, having 
seen that there was no other little boat there 
except one—that into which his disciples en- 
tered—ana that Jesus went not in with his 
disciples into the httle boat, but his disciples 
went away alone, °° (and other little boats 
came from Tiberias, nigh the place where 
they did eat the bread, the Lord having given 
thanks), *4 when therefore the multitude saw 
that Jesus is not there, nor his disciples, they 
also themselves did enter into the boats, and 
came to Capernaum seeking Jesus; “and 
having found him on the other side of the sea, 
they said to him, ‘ Rabbi, when hast thou 
come hither ?’ 

*6 Jesus answered them and said, ‘Verily, 
verily, I say to you, Ye seek me, not because 

e saw signs, but becanse ye did eat of the 
oaves, and were satistied; *” work not forthe 
food that is perishing, but for the food that 
is remaining to life age-during, which the Son 
of Man will give to you, tor him did the 
Father seal—even God.’ 

°8 They said therefore unto him, ‘ What may 
we do hat we may work the works of God?’ 
“9 Jesus answered and said to them, ‘ This is 
the work of God, that ye may believe in him 
whom He did send.’ 

30 They said therefore to him, ‘ What sign, 
then, dost thou, that we may see and may be- 
lieve thee? what dost thou work! * our 
fathers the manna did eat in the wilderness 
accordivg as it 1s having been written, Bread 
out of the heaven He gave them to eat.’ 


Christ the bread of life. 


32 Jesus, therefore, said to them, ‘ Verily, 
verily, I say to you, Moses did not give you 
the bread out of the heaven; but my Father 
doth give you the true bread out of the hea- 
ven; for the bread of God is that which is 
coming down out of the heaven, and giving 
life to the world.’ *+They said, therefore, 
unto him, ‘Sir, always give us this bread.’ 

35 And Jesus said to them, ‘I am the bread 
of the life; he who is coming unto me may 
not hunger, and he who is believing in me 
may not thirst—at any time; *¢ but I said to 
you, that ye also have seen me, and ye believe 
not; 7 all that the Father doth give to me 
will come unto me; and him who is coming 
unto me, I may in no wise cast without, 
33 because I have come down out of the hea- 
ven, not that 1 may do my will, but the will 
of Him who sent me. 

39 * And this is the will of the Father who 
sent me, that all that He hath given to me 
I may not lose of it, but may raise it up in 
the last day; *° and this is the will of Him who 
sent me, that every one who is beholding the 
Son, and is believing in him, may have life age- 
during, and I will raise him up in the last day.’ 


“The Jews, therefore, were murmuring at 
him, because he said, ‘I am the bread that 
came down out of the heaven;’ #2and they 
said, ‘Is not this Jesus, the son of Joseph, 
whose father and mother we have known? 
how then saith this one—Out of the heaven I 
have come down?’ 

43 Jesus answered, therefore, and said to 
them, ‘Murmur not one with another; “no 
one is able to come unto me, if the Father 
who sent me may not draw him, and I will 
raise him upinthelast day; * itis having been 
written in the prophets, And they shall be all 
taught of God; every one therefore who heard 
from the Father, and learned, cometh to me; 
46not that any one hathseen the Father, except 
he who is from God, he hath seen the Father. 

47 * Verily, verily, 1 say to you, He who is 
believing in me, hath life age-during; *? I am 
the bread of the life; “your fathers did eat 
the manna in the wilderness, and they died;

52The Jews, therefore, were striving with 
ane another, saying, * How is this one able to 
rive us his flesh to eat?’ Jesus, therefore, 
said to them, ‘ Verily, verily, l say to you, If 
ye may not eat the flesh of the Son of Man, 
and may not drink his blood, ye have no life 
in yourselves; 54he who is eating my flesh, 
and is drinking my blood, hath life age-dur- 
ing, and I will raise him up in the last day; 
s5for my flesh truly is food, and my blood 
truly is drink; 5®he who is eating imy flesh, 
and is drinking my blood, doth remain in me, 
and Lin him. 

57 * According as the living Father sent me, 
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and [ live because of the Father, he also who 
is eating me, even that one shall live because 
of me; *Sthis is the bread that came down 
out of the heaven; not as your fathers did eat 
the manna, and died ; he who is eating this 
bread shall live—to the age.’ 

5° These things he said in a synagogue, 
teaching,in Capernaum ; © many, therefore, of 
his disciples having heard; said, ‘This word 
is hard; who is able to hear it?’ 

6! And Jesus having known in himself that 
his disciples are murmuring about this, said 
tu them, *‘ Doth this stumble you? “if then 
ye may behold the Son of Man going uy 
where he was before? the spirit 1t is that 
is giving life; the flesh doth not profit any. 
thing; the sayings that I speak to you are 
spirit, and they are life; © but there are cer. 
tain of you who do not believe;’ for Jesus 
had known from the beginning who they are 
who are not believing, and who is he who will 
deliver him up, ®and he said, ‘ Because of 
this I have said to you—No one is able te 
come unto me, if it may not have been given 
him from my Father.’ 

66 From this time many of his disciples went 
away backward, and were no more walking 
with him, ® Jesus, therefore, said to the 
twelve, ‘Do ye also wish to go away?’ 8S&1- 
mon Peter, therefore, answered him, ‘Sir, un- 
to whom shall we go? thou hast sayings of 
life age-during; ® and we have believed, and 
we have known, that thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the living God.’ 

70 Jesus answered them, ‘Did not I choose 
you—the twelve? and of you—one is a devil.’ 
71 And he spake of Judas, Simon’s son, Isca- 
riot, for he was about to deliver him up, being 
one of the twelve. 


VIL 1AND Jesus was walking after these 
thines in Galilee, for he did not wish to walk 
in Judea, because the Jews were seeking to 
kill him, 2 and the feast of the Jews was nigh 
—that of tabernacles— his brethren, there- 
fore, said unto him, ‘ Remove hence, and go 
away to Judea, that thy disciples also may 
behold thy works that thon dost; ‘for no 
one in-secret doth anything, and himself seek- 
eth to be in public; if thou dost these things 
—manifest thyself to the world;’ for not 
even were his brethren believing in him. 

6 Jesus, therefore, saith to them, ‘ My time 
is not yet present, but your time is always 
ready; 7the world is not able to hate you, 
but me it doth hate, because I testify concern- 
ing it that its works are evil. ® Ye—go ye up 
to this feast; I do not yet go up to this feast, 
because my time hath not yet been fulfilled ;’ 
9 and saying these things to them, he remained 
in Galilee. 

10 And when his brethren went up, then also 
he himself went up to the feast, not mani- 
festly, but as in secret; “the Jews, there- 
fore, were seeking him, in the feast, and said, 
‘Where is that one?’ and there was much 
murmuring about him among the multitudes, 
some indeed said—‘ He is good;’ and others 
said, ‘No, but he leadeth astray the multi- 
tude;’ 33 no one, however, was speaking freely 
about him, through a of the Jews.

14 And it being now the middle of the feast, 
Jesus went up to the temple, and he was teach-

18*He who is speaking from himself his 
own glory doth seek, but he who is seeking 
the glory of him who sent him, this one is 
true, and unrighteousness is not in him; 
hath net Moses given you the law? an 
none of you doth the law; why me do ye seek 
to kill? 

“°° The multitude answered and said, ‘Thou 
hast a Gemon, who doth seek to kill thee?’ 
* Jesus answered and said to them, ‘One 
work I did, and ye all wonder, ** because of 
this, Moses hath given to you the cirecumcis- 
ion—not that it is of Moses, but of the fathers 
—and on a sabbath ye circumcise a man; 
*3if a man doth receive circumcision on asab- 
bath that the Jaw of Moses may not be broken, 
are ye wroth with me that I made a man al] 
whole on a sabbath? “judge not according to 
appearance, but the righteous judgment judge.’ 


“5 Certain, therefore, of the Jerusalemites 
said, *Is not this he whom they are seeking 
to kill? and, lo, he doth speak freely, an 
they say nothing to him; did the rulers at all 
know truly that this is truly the Christ? 
*7 but this one—we have known whence he is; 
and the Christ, when he doth come, no one 
doth know whence he is.’ 

*8 Jesus cried, therefore, in the temple, 
teaching and saying, ‘ Ye have both known 
me, and ye have known whence I am; and 1 
have not come of myself, but He who sent 
me is true, whom ye have not known; and 
I have known Him, because I am from Hin, 
and He did send me.’ 

30They were seeking, therefore, to seize 
him, and no one laid the hand on him, because 
his hour had not yet come, *#! and many ont 
of the multitude did believe in him, and said 
—‘The Christ—when he may come—will he 
do more signs than these that this one did?’ 

32 The Pharisees heard the multitude muc- 
muring these things concerning him, and the 
Pharisees and the chief priests sent officers 
that they may take him ; *3 Jesus, therefore, 
said to them, ° Yet alittle time [am with you, 
and I go away unto Him who sent mc; *ye 
will seek me, and ye shall not find; and where 
lam, ye are not able to come.’ 

The Jews, therefore, said among them- 
selves, ‘ Whither is this one about to go that 
we shall not find him?—to the dispersion of 
the Greeks is he about to go? and to teach 
the Greeks; 3° what is this word that he said, 
Ye will seek me, and ye shall not find? and, 
Where I am, ye are not able to come ?’ 

37 And in the last, the great day of the 
feast, Jesus stood and cried, saying, ‘If an 
one doth thirst, les him come unto me an 
drink ; he who is believing in me, according 
ag the Writing ae out of his belly 
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shall flow of living water;’ 39and this he said 
of theSpirit, which those believingin him were 
about to receive; for not yet was the Holy 
Spirit, because Jesus was not yet glorified. 
40Many, therefore out of the multitude, 
having heard the word, said, ‘ This is truly 
the Prophet;’ 4'others said, ‘This is the 
Christ ;’ and others said, ‘ Why, out of Galilee 
doth the Christ come? 4" Did not the Writing 
say, that out of the seed of David, and from 
Bethlehem—the village where David was— 
the Christ doth come?’ 4 A division, therefore, 
arose among the multitude because of him. 

44 And certain of them were willing to seize 
him, but no one laid hands on him; “the 
officers came, therefore, unto the chief priests 
and Pharisees, and they said tothem, ‘ Where- 
fore did ye not bring him?’ 4° The officers 
answered, *‘ Never so spake man—as this man.’ 

47 The Pharisees, therefore, answered them, 
‘Have ye also been led astray? 8 did any one 
out of the rnlers believe in him? or out of the 
Pharisees? “but this multitude, thatis not | 
knowing the law, is accursed.’ 

50 Nicodemus saith unto them—he who came 
by night unto him—being one of them, ®! ‘Doth 
our law judge the man, if it may not hear | 
from him first, and know what he doth 2’ 

52’They answered and said to him, ‘ Art 
thou also out of Galilee? search and see, that 
a prophet out of Galilee hath not risen ;’ 53 and 
each one went on to his house, but Jesus went 
on to the mount of the Olives. 


VIIi. ! AND at dawn he came again to the 
temple, * and all the people were coming unto 
him, and having sat down, he was teaching 
them; %and the scribes and the Pharisees 
bring unto him a woman having been taken 
in adultery, and having set her in the midst,

And Jesus, having stooped down, with the 
finger he was writing on the ground, 7and 
when they continued asking him, having beut 
himself back, he said unto them, ‘The sinless 
of you—lIet him first cast the stone at 
her;’ 8andagain having stooped down, he was 
writing onthe ground, and they having heard, 
and by the conscience being convicted, were 
going forth one by one, having begun from the 
elders—unto the last ; and Jesus was left alone, 
and the woman standing in the midst.

“> They said, therefore, to him, ‘ Thou—who 
art thou?’ and Jesus said to them, ‘ Even 
what I did speak of to you at the beginning; 
“6 many things [ have to speak concerning you 
and to judge, but He who sent me is true, 
and I—what things I heard from Him—these 
[ say to the world.’ 

27 ‘They knew not that of the Father he spake 
ta them; “Jesus, therefore, said to them, 
‘When ye may lift up the Son of Man then ye 
will know that [am he; and of myself I do 
nothing, but according as my Father did teach 
me, these things I speak ; *Y and He who sent 
me is with me; the Father did not leave me 
alone, because I, the things pleasing to Him, 
do always.’ 


30 As he is speaking these things, many be- 
heved in him; *!Jesus, therefore, said unto 
the Jews who believed in him, ‘lf ye may re- 
main in my word, truly my disciples ye are, 
and ye shall know the truth, *? and the truth 
shall make you free.’

9 Jesus answered, ‘Are there not twelve 
hours in the day? if any one may walk in the 
day, he doth not stumble, because the light 
of this world he doth see; and if any one 
may walk in the night, he stumbleth, because 
the light is not in him.’ 

11'These things he said, and after this he 
saith to them, ‘ Lazarus our friend hath fallen 
asleep, but I go én that I may awake him;’ 
12 therefore said his disciples, ‘Sir, if he hath 
fallen asleep, he will be saved ;’ ® but Jesus 
had spoken about his death, but they thonght 
that about the repose of sleep he speaketh. 

14 Then, therefore, Jesus said to them freely, 
‘Lazarus hath died; and I rejoice, for 
your sake, (that ye may believe,) that I was 
not there; but we may go to him;’ !° there- 
fore said Thomas, who is called Didymus, to 
the fellow-disciples, ‘We may go—vwe also, 
that we may die with him,’ !7 Jesus, therefore, 
having come, found him having been four 
days already in the tomb. 


18 Aud Bethany was nigh to Jerusalem, 

about fifteen furlongs off, 19 and many of the 
Jews had come unto Martha and Mary, that 
they might comfort them concerning their 
brother ; 2° Martha, therefore, when she heard 
that Jesus doth come, met him, and Mary 
kept sitting in the house. 
_ 1 Martha, therefore, said unto Jesus, ‘Sir, 
if thou hadst been here, my brother had not 
died; °2 bub even now, I have known that 
whatever thou mayest ask of God, God will 
give to thee;’ “Jesus saith to her, ‘Thy 
brother shall rise again.’ 

*4Martha saith to him, ‘I have known that 
he willtise again, in the rising again in the last 
day;’ “Jesus said to her, ‘Iam the rising 
again, and the life; he whois believing in me, 
even if he may die, shall hve; “an pas 
one who is ving and believing in me sha 
not die—to the age; *? behevest thou this?’ 
she saith to him, * Yes, sir, I have beheved 
that thou art the Christ, the Son of God, who 
is coming to the world.’ 

28 And these things having said, she went 
away, and called ar her sister privately,

saying, ‘The Teacher is present, and doth call 
thee;’ *8she, when she heard, riseth up quick- 
ly, and doth come to him; and Jesus had 
not yet come to the village, but was in the 
place where Martha met him; ®!the Jews, 
therefore, who were with her in the house, 
and were comforting her, having seen Mary 
that she rose up quickly and went forth, 
followed her, saying—‘She doth go away to 
the tomb, that she may weep there.’ 

32 Mary, therefore, when she came where 
Jesus was, having seen him, fell at his feet, 
saying to him, ‘Sir, if thon hadst been here, 
my brother had not died ;’ *3 Jesus, therefore, 
when he saw her weeping, and the Jews who 
came with her weeping, did groan in the spirit, 
and troubled himself, and he said, #4‘ Where 
have ye laid him?’ they say te him, ‘Sir, come: 
and see;’ => Jesus wept. 

36 The Jews, therefore, said, ‘Lo, how he 
was loving him!’ 37 and certain of them said, 
‘Was not this one, who did open the eyes of 
the blind man, able to cause that also this 
one might not have died ?’ 


38 Jesus, therefore, again groaning in him- 
self, cometh to the tomb, anit was a cave, 
and a stone was lying upon it, 99 Jesus saith, 
‘Take ye evey the stone;’ the sister of him 
who hath died—Martha—saith to him, ‘ Sir, 
already he stinketh, for he is four days dead ;’ 
4 Jesus saith to her, ‘Said I not to thee, that 
if thou mayest believe, thou shalt see the 
glory of God?’ 

41They took away, therefore, the stone 
where the dead was faa and Jesus lifted his 
eyes upwards, and said, ‘Father, I thank 

hee, that Thou didst hear me ; #and I knew 
that Thou always dost hear me, but, because 
of the multitude that is standing by, I said if, 
that ‘they may believe that Thou didst send 


e. 

43 And these things saying, with a lond 
voice he cried out, ‘ Lazarus, come forth ;’ 
44and he who died came forth, being bound 
feet and hands with grave-clothes, and his 
visage with a napkin was hound about; Jesus 
saith to them, ‘ Loose him, and suffer to go.’ 


45 Many, therefore, of the Jews who came 
nuto Mary, and beheld what Jesus did, be- 
lieved in him; “but certain of them went 
away unto the Pharisees, and teld them what 
Jesus did; 47 the chief priests, therefore, and 
the Pharisees, gathered together a sanhedrim, 
and said, ‘What may we do? because this 
man doth many signs? “if we may let him 
alone thus, all will believe in him; and the 
Romans will come, and will take away both 
our place and nation.’ 

49 And a certain one of them, Caiaphas, be- 
ing chief priest of that year, said to them, 
‘Ye have not known anything, ** nor reason 
that it is good for us that one man may die for 
the people, and not the whole natien perish.’ 

51 And this he said not of himself, but being 
chict priest of that year, he did prophesy that 
Jesus was about to die for the nation, ©? and 
not for the nation only, but that also the 
children of God, who have been scattered 
abroad, he may maa aaa into one. 


xt. 29.—JOHN.—xi 18. 


Christ anointed by Mary. 


53 From that day, therefore, they took counsel 
tocether that they may kill him; *%4 Jesus, 
therefore, was no more freely walking among 
the Jews, but went away thence to the region 
nigh the wilderness, to a city called Ephraim, 
and there he tarried with his disciples. 


55 And the passover of the Jews was nigh, 
and many went up to Jerusalem ont of the 
country hefore the passover, that they might 

urify themselves ; Sthey were seeking, there- 

ore, Jesus, and said one with another, stand- 
ing in the temple, ‘ What doth appear to you 
—that he may not come to the feast?’ and 
both the chief priests and the Pharisees had 
given a command, that if any one may know 
where he is, he may shew i, so that they may 
seize him. 


XIf. ? JESUS, therefore, six days before 
the passover, came to Bethany, where was 
Lazarus, who had died, whom he raised out of 
the dead ; they made, therefore, te him a sup- 
pes there, and Martha was ministering, and 

azarus was one of those reclining together 
(at meat) with him; Mary, therefore, having 
taken a pound of ointment of spikenard, of 
great price, anointed the feet of Jesus and did 
wipe with her hair his feet, and the house was 
tilled from the fragrance of the cintment. 

4 Therefore saith one of his disciples—Judas 
Iscariot, of Simon, who is about to deliver him 
up— ‘Wherefore was not this ointment sold 
for three hundred denaries, and given to the 
poor?’ Sand he said this, not because he was 
caring for the poor, but because he was a thief, 
and had the bag, and what things were put 12 
he was carrying. 

7 Jesus, therefore, said, ‘Suffer her; for the 
day of my embalming she hath kept it, ®for the 
poor ye have always with yourselves, and me 
ye have not always.’ 

9A great multitude, therefore, of the Jews 
knew that he is there, and they came, not be- 
cause of Jesus only, but that Lazarus also 
they may see, whom he raised out of the dead ; 
10 and the chief priests took counsel, that also 
Lazarus they may kill, 1! because on ac- 
count of him many of the Jews were going 
away, and were believing in Jesus. 


12Qn the merrow, a great multitude that 
eame to the feast, having heard that Jesus 
doth come to Jerusalem, !8 took the branches 
of the palms, and went forth to meet him, and 
were crying, ‘ Hosanna, blessed is he who 1s 
coming 1 the name of the Lord—the king of 
Isracl;’ and Jesus haying found a young 
ass did sit upon it, according as it is written, 
6 *¥ear not, danghter of Sion, lo, thy king 
doth come, sitting on an ass’ colt.’ / 

16 And these things his disciples did not 
know at the first, but when Jesus was glorified, 
then they remembered that these things were 
having been written about him, aud these 
things they did to him. ; 

17 The multitude, therefore, who are with 
him, were testifying that he called Lazarus 
out of the tomb, and did raise him out of the 
dead ; 18 because of this also did the multitude 
meet him, because they heard of his having

done this sign, }%the Pharisees, therefore, said 
among themselves, ‘Ye see that ye do not 
gain anything, lo, the world did go after him.’ 


20 And there were certain Greeks outof those 
coming up that they may worship inthe feast, 
*1 these then came near to Philip, who is from 
Bethsaida of Galilee, and were asking him, 
saying, ‘Sir, we wish to see Jesus;’ = Philip 
cometh and telleth Andrew, andjagain Andrew 
and Philip tell Jesus. 

*3 And Jesus responded to them, saying, ‘The 
hour hath come that the Son of Man may be 
glorified ; *4 verily, verily, I say to you, if the 
grain of the wheat, having fallen to the earth, 
may not die, itself remaineth alone; and ifit 
may die, it doth bear much fruit ; She who is 
loving his life shall lose it, and he who is hat- 
ing his life in this world—to life age-during 
shall keep it; °° if any one may minister to me, 
let him follow me, and where I am, there also 
my ministrant shall be; and if any one may 
minister to me—honour him will the Father. 

*7 ‘Now hath my soul been troubled, and 
what? shall I say—Father, save me from this 
hour?—but because of this [ cameto this hour; 
°8 Father, glorify Thy name.’ | 

There came, therefore, a voice out of the 
heaven, ‘I both glorified, and again I will 
glorify it ;’ the multitude, therefore, having 
stood and heard, were saying that there 
hath been thunder; others said, ‘A messenger 
hath spoken to him.’ 

30 Jesus answered and said, ‘Not because 
of me hath this voice come, but because of 
you; *! now is a judgment of this world, now 
shall the ruler of this world he cast forth; 
3? and I, if I may be lifted up from the earth, 
will draw all men unto myself.’ 

33 And this he said signifying by what death 
he was about to die ; #4 the multitude answered 
him, ‘ We heard cut of the law that the Christ 
doth remain--to the age; and how dost thou 
say, That it sehoveth the Son of Man to be 
lifted up? who is this—the Son of Man?’ 

35 Jesus, therefore, said to them, ‘ Yet a little 
time is the light with you; walk while ye 
have the light, that darkuess may not over- 
take you; and he who is walking in the 
darkness hath not known where he goeth; 
36 while ye have the light, believe in the light, 
that sons of light ye may become.’ 


These things spake Jesus, and having gone 
away, he was hid from them, 37 yet he hav- 
ing done so many signs before them, they 
were not believing in him, *8 that the word 
of Isaiah the prophet might be fulfilled, which 
he said, ‘Lord, who gave credence to our re- 
port? and the arm of the Lord—to whom was 
it rexealed ?’ 

39 secause of this they were not able to 
helieve, that again Isaiah said, 4°*He hath 
blinded their eyes, and hardened their heart, 
that they might not see with the eyes, and un- 
derstand with the heart, and turn back, and I 
might heal them;’ 4! these things said [saiah, 
when he saw his glory, and spake of him. 

42 Still, however, also out of the rulers did 
many believe in him, but because of the Pha- 
risees they were not confessing, that they 
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might not be put out of the synagogue, 43for 
they loved the glory of men more than the 
glory of God, 

“ And Jesus cried and said, ‘He who is 
believing in me, doth not believe in me, but 
in Him who sent me; “ and he who is behold- 
ing me, doth behold Him who sent me; 48Ia 
light to the world have come, that every one 
who is believing in me—in the darkness may 
not remain; “and if any one may hear my 
Sayings, and not believe, I—I do not judge 
him, for I came not that I might judge the 
world, but that I might save the world. 

“He who is rejecting me, and not receiving 
my sayings, hath one who is judging him, the 
word that [ spake, that will judge him in the 
lasé day, ** because I spake not from myself, 
but the Father who sent me, He did give me 
a command, what J may say, and what I may 
speak, "and I have known that His com- 
mand is life age-during; what, therefore, 1 
speak, according as the Father hath said to 
me, so [ speak.’ 


XIII. 1 AND before the feast of the pass- 
over, Jesus knowing that his hour hath come, 
that he ey remove out of this world unto 
the Father, having loved his own who are in 
the world—to the end he loved them. 

“And supper being come, the devil already 
having put it into the heart of Judas of Simon, 
Iscariot, that he may deliver him up, 3Jesus 
knowing that all things the Father hath given 
to him—into his hands, and that from God he 
came forth, and unto God he goeth, 4doth rise 
from the aubner and doth lay down his gar- 
ments, and having taken a towel, he girded 
himself; afterward he putteth water into 
the basin, and began to wash the feet of his 
disciples, and to wipe with the towel with 
which he was being girded. 

° He cometh, therefore, unto Simon Peter, 
and that one saith to him, ‘Sir, thoun—dost 
thou wash my feet?’ 7Jesus answered and 
said to him, ‘That which I do thou hast not 
known now, but thou shalt know after these 
things ;’ 8 Peter saith to him, ‘Thou mayest 
not wash ny feet—to the age.’ 

Jesus answered him, ‘If I may not wash 
thee, thou hast no part with me;’ 9Simon 
Peter saith to him, ‘Sir, not my feet only, but 
also the hands and the head.’ }°Jesus saith 
to him, ‘He who hath been bathed hath no 
need save to wash his feet, but he is clean 
altogether; and ye are clean, but not all;’ 
for he knew him who is delivering him up j 
because of this he said, ‘ Ye are not all clean. 


#2 When, therefore, he washed their feet, 
and took his garments, having reclined (at 
meat) again, he said to them, ‘ Do ye know 
what I have done to you? “ye call me, The 
Teacher and The Lord, and ye say well, for I 
am; !4if then f did wash your feet—the Lord 
and the Teacher—ye also ought to wash one 
another’s feet. 

™: For an example I gave to you, that, ac- 
cording as I did to you, ye also may do; 
1’ verily, verily, I say to you, a servant 1s not 
greater than his lord, nor an apostle greater 
than he who sent ae ; 17if these things ye

have known, happy are ye, if ye may do them ; 
18 not eoncerning you all do I speak; I have 
known whom I chose for myself; but that the 
Writing may be fulfilled: He who is eating the 
bread with me, did lift up against me his hee}. 

19* From this time I tell you, before its 
coming to pass, that, when it may come to 
pass, ye may believe that Iam he ; °° verily, 
verily, I say to you, he who is receiving 
whomsoever I may send, doth receive me ; 
and he who is reeelving me, doth receive Him 
who sent me.’ 


“1 These things having said, Jesus was trou- 
bled in the spirit, and did testify, and said, 
‘Verily, verily, I say to you, that one of you 
will deliver me up;’ “the disciples were 
looking, therefore, one at another, doubting 
eoncerning whom he speaketh. 

*3 And there was one of his disciples reeln- 
ing (at meat) in the bosom of Jesus, whom 
Jesus was loving ; *4Simon Peter, then, doth 
beckon to this one, to inquire who he may be 
eoncerning whom he speaketh, “and _ that 
one having leant baek on the breast of Jesus, 
respondeth to him, ‘Sir, who is it?’ ** Jesus 
answereth, ‘That one it is to whom [, having 
dipped the morsel, shall give it;’ and having 
dipped the morsel, he giveth e to Judas of 
Simon, Iscariot. 

27 And after the morsel, then the Adversary 
entered into that one, Jesus, therefore, saith 
to him, ‘What thou dost—do quickly;’ “Sand 
none of those reelining at meat knew for what 
intent he said this to him, “for certain were 
thinking, sinee Judas had the bag, that Jesus 
saith to him, ‘Buy what we have need of for 
the feast ;’ or that he may give something to 
the poor; **having received, therefore, the 
morsel, that one immediately went forth, and 
it was night. 


3 When, therefore, he went forth, Jesus 
saith, ‘Now was theSon of Man gloritied, and 
God was glorified in him; ®if God was glori- 
fied in him, God also will glorify him in Him- 
self; yea, immediately He will glorify him. 

3° Little children, yet a little am I with 
you; ye will seck me, and, according as I said 
to the Jews—Whither 1 go away, ye are not 
able to eome, to you also I do say it now. 

34 A new eommandment I give to you, 
that ye love one another 3 according as 1 did 
love you, that ye also love one another; *° in 
this shall all know that ye are niy diseiples, 
if ye may have love one to another.’ 

36 Simon Peter saith to him, ‘Sir, whither 
dost thou go away?’ Jesus auswered hin, 
‘Whither I go away, thon art not able now to 
follow me, butafterward thou shalt follow me.’ 

37 Peter saith to him, ‘Sir, wherefore am I 
not able to follow thee now? my life for thee 
I will lay down;’ %8Jesus answered hin, 
‘Thy life for me thou wilt lay down! verily, 
verily, | say to thee, a eock will not crow till 
thou mayest deny me thrice.’ 


ALV. } ‘LET not your heart be troubled, 
believe in God, also in me believe; ?in the 
house of iny Father are many manstons ; and

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pare a place for you; 3 and if I go onand pre- 
pare for you a place, again do I come, and 
will reeeive you unto myself, that where lam 
ye also may be; tand whither I go away ye 
ave known, and the way ye have known.’ 

6 Thomas saith to him, ‘Sir, we have not 
known whither thou goest away, and how are 
we able to know the way ?’ 6 Jesus saith to 
him, ‘I am the way, and the truth, and the 
life, no one doth come unto the Father. if not 
through me; 7if ye had known me, my Father 
also ye would have known, and from this time 
ye have known Him, and have seen Him.’ 

8 Philip saith to him, ‘Sir, shew to us the 
Father, and it is enough for us ;’ 9 Jesus saith 
to him, ‘So long time am I with you, and thou 
hast not known me, Philip? he who hath seen 
me, hath seen the Father ; and how dost thou 
say, Shew to us the Father? ! Believest thou 
not that I am in the Father, and the Father 
is in me? the sayings that I speak to you, 
from myself I speak not, and the Father who 
is abiding in me, Himself doth the works; 
1 believe me, that I am in the Father, and 
the Father in me; and if not, because of the 
works themselves, believe me. 

“Verily, verily, I say to you, he whois 
believing in me, the works that I do—that 
one also shall do, and greater than these he 
shall do, because I go on to my Father; ®and 
whatever ye may ask in my name, I will do, 
that the Father may be glorified in the Son;

they do to you, because of nly name, beeause 
they have not known Him who sent me ; “*if | 
had not come and spoken to them, they were 
not having sin; but now pretext they have 
not for their sin. 

*3 * He who is hating me, doth hate also my 
Father; “if I did not do among them the 
works that no other hath done, they were not 

aving sin, and now they have both seen and 
hated both me and my Father; » but—that 
the-word may be fulfilled that was written in 
their law—They hated me without a cause. 

*6* And when the Comforter may come, 
whom I will send to you from the Father— 
the Spirit of truth, who from the Father doth 
come forth, he will testify of me; 27 and ye 
also do testify, beeause from the beginning 
ye are with ime. 


XVI. 1‘THESE things I have spoken to 
you, that ye may not be stumbled, ? out of the 
synagogues they will put you; but an hour 
doth come, that every one who hath killed 
you, may think to offer service unto God; 
3 and these things they will do to you, because 
they did not know the Father, nor me.

wishing to ask him, and he said to them, 
‘Concerning this do ye seek one with another, 
because [said, A httle while, and you do not 
behold me, and again alittle while, and ye 
shall see me? *° verily, verily, I say to you, 
that ye shall weep and lament, and the world 
will rejoice; and ye shall be sorrowful, but 
your sorrow joy will become. 

21*The woman, when she may bear, hath 
sorrow, because her hour did come, and when 
she may bear the child, no more doth she re- 
member the anguish, because of the joy that 
a man was born to the world. 

**And ye, therefore, now, indeed, have 
sorrow; and again [ will see you, and your 
heart shall rejoice, and your joy no one doth 
take from you, * and in that day ye will 
question me nothing; verily, verily, say to 
you, as many things as ye may ask of the 
Father in my name, He will give you; till 
now yedid ask nothing in my name ; ask, and 
ye shall receive, that your joy may be full. 


* «These things in similitudes I have spoken 
to you, but there cometh an hour when no 
more in similitudes will I speak to you, but 
freely of the Father, will tell you. 

*6*TIn that day, in my name ye will make 
request, and I do not say to you that I will 
ask the Father for you, * for the Father him- 
self doth love you, because me ye have loved, 
and ye have believed that I from God came 
forth; “$I came forth from the Father, and 
have come to the world; again I leave the 
world, and go on unto the Father.’ 

*? His disciples say to him, ‘ Lo, now freely 
thou dost speak, and no similitude speakest 
thou; =®now we have known that thon hast 
known all things, and hast no need that any 
one do question thee; in this we believe that 
from God thou didst come forth.’ 

31 Jesus answered them, ‘Nowdoye believe? 
lo, there doth come an hour, **and now it 
hath come, that ye may be scattered, each to 
his own things, and me ye may leave alone, 
and I am not alone, because the Father is 
with me ; *?these things I have spoken to you 
that in me ye may have peace, in the worl 

e shall have tribulation, but take courage— 
have overcome the world.’ 


XVII. 1} THESE things spake Jesus, and 
lifted up his eyes tothe heaven, and said— 
‘Father, the hour hath come, glorify Thy Son, 
that fg as also may glorify Thee, ?accori- 
ing as Thou didst give to him authority 
ever all flesh, eatoal that Thou hast given 
to him—he may give to them life age-during; 
3 and this is the life age-during, that they may 
know Thee, tlie only true Ged, and him whom 
Thou didst send—Jesus Christ; +I did glorify 
Thee on the earth, the work I did finish that 
Thou hast given me, that I may do i. 

5* And now, glorify me, Thou Father, with 
Thyself, with the glory that I had before the 
world was, with Thee; *1 did manifest Thy 
name to the men whom Thou hast given to 
me out of the world; Thine they were, and 
to me Thou hast given them, and Thy word 
they have kept; 7 now they have known that 
all things, as many ee hast given to me,

are from Thee, ® because the sayings that 
Thou hast given to me, [ have given to them, 
and they themselves received, and have known 
truly, that from Thee I came forth, and they 
did beHeve that Thou didst send me. 

°* Task in regard to them; not in regard 
to the world do I ask, but in regard to those 
whom Thou hast yiven to me, because Thine 
they are, !and all mine are Thine, and 
Thine are mine, and J have been glorified in 
them; !! and no more am [ in the world, and 
these are in the world, and I come unto Thee. 

‘Holy Father, keep them in Thy name 
whom Thou hast given to me, that they may 
be one as we; !* when I was with them in 
the world, I was keeping them in Thy name; 
those whom Thou hast given to me I did guard, 
and none of them was destroyed, except the 
son of the destruction, that the Writing may 
be fulfilled. 

13 * And now unto Thee J come, and these 
things I speak in the world, that they may 
have my joy fulfilled in themselves; ‘41 have 
given to them Thy word, and the world did 
hate them, because they are not of the world, 
as J am not of the world; I do not ask that 
Thou mayest take them out of the world, but 
that Thou mayest keep them out of the evil. 

16*Of the world they are not, as I of the 
world am not; !’ sanctify them in Thy truth, 
Thy word is truth; }®as Thou didst send me 
to the world, I also did send them to the 
world; !%and for them do I sanctify myself, 
that they also themselves may be sanctified 
in truth. 


20* And not in regard to these alone do I 
ask, but also in regard to those who shall be 
believing, through their word, in me; *! that 
they all may be one, as Thou Father art in 
me, and Tin Thee; that they also in us may 
be one, that the world may believe that Thou 
didst send me. 

22 And I, the glory that thou hast given 
to me, have given to them, that they may be 
one as we are one; “3I in them, and Thou in 
me, that they may be perce into one, and 
that the world may know that thou didst 
send me, and didst love them as Thon didst 
love me. 

24 *Wather, those whom Thou hast given to 
me, I will that where I am they also may be 
with me, that they may behold my glory that 
Thou didst give to me, because Thou didst 
love me before the foundation of the world. 

°5 *Richteous Father, also the world did 
not know Thee, and I knew Thee, and these 
have known that Thou didst send me, ““ and 
[made known to them Thy name, and will 
make known, that the love with which Thou 
lovedst me in them may be, and [ in them.’ 


XVIII. 1 THESE things having said, Jesus 
went forth with his disciples beyond the 
brook of Kedron, where was a garden, into 
which he entered, himself and his disciples 
“and Judas also, who delivered him up, ha 
known the place, because many times did 
Jesus assemble there with his disciples. 

3 Judas, therefore, having taken the band 
and officers out of the chicf priests and Pha-

risees, doth eome thither with torches and 
lamps, and weapons; 4Jesus, therefore, know- 
ing all things that are coming upon him, hav- 
ing gone forth, said to them, ‘Whom do ye 
seek ?’ 5they answered him, ‘ Jesus the Naza- 
rene;’ Jesus saith to them, ‘I am he;’—and 
Judas who delivered him up was standing 
with them;—-® when, therefore, he said to 
them—‘I am he,’ they went away backward, 
and fell to the ground. 

7 Again, therefore, he questioned them, 
‘Whom do ye seek?’ and they said, ‘ Jesus 
the Nazarene;’ Jesus answered, ‘I said to 
you that I am he; if, then, me ye seek, suffer 
these to go away;’ 9 that the word might be 
fulfilled that he said—‘ Those whom Thou hast 
siven to me, [ did not lose of them even one.’ 

Simon Peter, therefore, having a sword, 
drew it, and struck the chief priest’s servant, 
and cut off his right ear—and the name of 
the servant was Malchus—" Jesus, therefore, 
said to Peter, ‘ Put the sword into the sheath ; 
the eup that the Father hath given to me, 
may I not drink it?’ 

The band, therefore, and the captain, and 
the officers of the Jews, took hold on Jesus, 
and bound him, !% and they led him away to 
Annas first, for he was father-in-law of Caia- 
phas, who was ehief priest of that year, and 
Caiaphas was he who gave counsel to the 
Jews, that itis good for one man to perish 
for the people. 

1 And following Jesus was Simon Peter, 
and the other disciple, and that diseiple was 
known to the chief priest, and he entered 
with Jesus to the hall of the chief priest, 
Wand Peter was standing at the door with- 
out, therefore went forth the other paanible 
who was known to the chief priest, and he 
spake to the female keeping the door, and he 
brought in Peter. 

17 Then said the maid keeping the door to 
Peter, ‘Art thou also of the disciples of this 
man?’ he saith, ‘I am not;’ %and the ser- 
penis and the officers were standing, having 
made a fire of coals, because it was cold, an 
they were warming themselves, and Peter was 
standing with them, and warming himself. 


19 The chief priests, therefore, questioned Je- 
sus concerning his disciples, and concerning 
his teaching; 2° Jesus answered him, ‘I spake 
freely to the world, I did always teach in a 
synagogue, and in the temple, where the Jews 
do always come together; and in secret I 
spake nothing; *! why me dost thou question ? 

uestion those having heard what I spake to 
them; lo, these have known what I said.’ 

22, And he having said these things, one of 
the ofticers standing by did give Jesus a slap, 
saying, ‘Thus dost thou answer the chief 

wriest ?’ 3 Jesus answered him, ‘If I spake 

ul, testify concerning the iJ]; andif well, why 
me dost thou smite?’ ** Annas then sent him 
bound to Caiaphas the chief priest. 


“5 And Simon Peter was standing and warm- 
ing himself, they said then to him, ‘ Art thou 
also of his disciples*®’ he denied and said, ‘i 
am not.’ 


xvii. 4.—JOHN.—xrx. 8.

*6 One of the servants of the chief priest, 
being kinsman of him whose ear Peter cnt off, 
saith, ‘ Did not I see thee in the garden with 
him?’ “again, therefore, Peter denied, and 
immediately a cock erew. 


*8 They led, therefore, Jesus from Caiaphas 
to the pretorium, and it was early, and they 
themselves did not enter to the pretorium, 
that they might not be defiled, but that they 
might eat the passover; °9 Pilate, therefore, 
went forth unto them, and said, ‘ What aecu- 
sation do ye bring against this man?’ 2° they 
answered and said to him, ‘If he were not an 
evil doer, we had not delivered him to thee.’ 

31 * Pilate, therefore, said to them, ‘Take ye 
him—ye—and according to your law judge 
him ;’ the Jews, therefore, said to him, ‘ It is 
not lawful to us to put any one to death a 
that the word of Jesus might be fulfilled 
which he said, signifying by what death he 
was about to die. 

8 Pilate, therefore, entered into the preto- 
rium again, and ealled Jesus, and said to him, 
‘Thou art the King of the Jews?’ °4 Jesus 
answered him, ‘From thyself dost thou say 
this? or did others say it to thee about me?’ 

_* Pilate answered, ‘Am I a Jew? thy na- 
tion, and the chief priests did deliver thee u 
to me; whatdidst thou?’ °° Jesus answered, 
‘My kingdom is not of this world; if m 
kingdom were of this world, my officers hae 
struggled that I might not be delivered up to 
Jews ; but now my kingdom is not from hence. 

37 Pilate, therefore, said to him, ‘Art thou 
then a king?’ Jesus answered, ‘Thou dost 
say it; because a king Iam, I for this have 
been born, and for this I have come to the 
world, that I may testify to the truth; every 
one who is of the truth, doth hear my voice. 

38 Pilate saith to him, ‘ What is truth?’ and 


this having said, again he went forth unto 


the Jews, and saith to them, ‘I do find no 
fault in him; and ye havea eustom that I 
shall release to you one in the passover; will 
e, therefore, that I shall release to you the 
<ing of the Jews? “therefore they all cried 
out again, saying, ‘Not this one—but Barab- 
bas ;’ and Barabbas was a robber. 


XIX. 1 THEN, therefore, did Pilate take 
Jesus and scourge him, 2 and ‘the soldiers 
having plaited a crown of thorns, did place it 
on his head, and a_ purple pneu they 
put argund him, *and said, ‘ Hail! the king 
of the Jews;’ and they were giving him slaps. 

4 Pilate, therefore, again went forth with- 
out, and saith to them, ‘ Lo, I do bring him 
to you without, that xe may know that in 
him I find no fault;’ ®° Jesus, therefore, came 
forth without, bearing the thorny crown and 
tbe purple garment; and he saith to them, 
‘Lo, the man!’ 

6 When, therefore, the chief priests and the 
officers did see him, they cried out, saying, 
‘Crucify, crucify ;’ Pilate saith to them, 
‘Take ye him—ye, and crucify; for I find no 
fault in him ;’ 7 the Jews answered him, ‘ We 
havea law, and according to our Jaw he ought 
to die. for he made himself Son of God.’ 

8 When, therefore, ae heard this word, 


Christ’s condemnation, 


he was the more afraid, 9and entered again 
to the pretorium, and saith to Jesus, ‘ Whence 
art thou?’ and Jesus gave him no answer. 

10 Pilate, therefore, saith to him, ‘To me 
dost thou not speak? hast thou not known 
that I have authority to crucify thee, and I 
have authority to release thee?’ 1! Jesus an- 
swered, ‘Thou wouldst have no authority 
against me, if it were not having been given 
thee from above; because of this, he who is 
delivering me up to thee hath greater sin.’ 

1? From this time was Pilate seeking to re- 
lease him, and the Jews were crying out, say- 
ing, ‘If this one thou mayest release, thou art 
not a friend of Cesar; every one making 
himself a king, doth speak against Cesar.’ 

13 Pilate, therefore, having heard this word, 
brought Jesus without—and he sat down 
upon the tribunal—to a place called, ‘ Pave- 
ment,’ and in Hebrew, Gabbatha; Mand it 
was the preparation of the passover, and as 
it were the sixth hour, and he saith to the 
Jews, ‘Lo, your king!’ ! and they cried out, 
‘Take away, take away, crucify him;’ Pilate 
saith to them, ‘ Your king shall I crucify?’ 
the chief priests answered, ‘ We have no king 
except Cresar.’ 

i6Then, therefore, he delivered him up to 
them, that he may be crucified, and they took 
Jesus and led him away, and bearing his 
cross, he went forth to the place called Place 
of aSkull, which is called in Hebrew Gol- 
gotha; ‘where they crucified him, and with 
him two others, on this side, and on that side, 
and Jesus in the midst. 


19 And Pilate also wrote a title, and put i¢ 
on the cross, and it was written, ‘Jesus the 
Nazarene, the king of the Jews;’ °° this title, 
therefore, read many of the Jews, because 
the place was nigh to the city where Jesus was 
crucified, and it was having been written in 
Hebrew, in Greek, in Roman. 

* The chief priests of the Jews said, there- 
fore, to Pilate, ‘ Write not—The king of the 
Jews, but that one said, I am king of the 
Jews;’ % Pilate answered, ‘What I have 
written, I have written.’ 

“The soldiers, therefore, when they did 
crucify Jesus, took his garments, and made 
four parts, to each soldier a part, also the 
coat, and the coat was seamless, from the top 


woven throughout, “4 they said, therefore, to’ 


one another, ‘We may not rend it, but 
cast a lot for it, whose it shall be;” that the 
Writing might be fulfilled, that is saying, 
‘They divided my garments to tiemsclves, 
and upon my raiment they did cast a lot;’ 
the soldiers, therefore, indeed, did these things, 


*9 And there stood by the cross of Jesus his 
mother, and his mother’s sister, Mary of 
Cleopas, and Mary the Magdalene; “6 Jesus, 
therefore, having secn his mother, and the 
disciple standing by, whom he was loving, he 
saith to his mother, ‘Woman, lo, thy son ;° 
*7 afterward he saith to the disciple, ‘ Lo, thy 
mother ;’ and from that hour the disciple 
took her to his own home. 

*8 After this, Jesus knowing that all things 
now have been Te that the Writing

death, and buréas 


may be fulfilled, saith, ‘I thirst ;’ °° a vessel, 
therefore, was placed full of vinegar, and they 
having filled a sponge with vinegar, and hav- 
ing put it arene a Fasop stalk, did put it ta 
his mouth ; 3° when, therefore, Jesus received 
the vinegar, he said, ‘It hath been finished ;’ 
and having bowed the head, gave up thespirit, 


31 The Jews, therefore, that the bodies 
might not remain on the cross on the sabbath, 
since it was the preparation, (for that sabbath- 
day was a great one,) asked of Pilate that their 
legs may be broken, and they taken away. 

32 The soldiers, therefore, came, and of the 
first indeed they did break the legs, and of 
the other who was crucified with him, 33 and 
having come to Jesus, when they saw him 
already having been dead, they did not break 
his legs ; 34 but one of the soldiers with a spear 
did pierce his side, and immediately there 
came forth blood and water; =° and he who 
hath seen hath testified, and his testimony is 
true, and that one hath known that true 
things he speaketh, that ye also may helieve. 

36 For these things came to pass, that the 
Writing may be fulfilled, ‘A bone of hin 
shall not be broken;’ *’and again another 
Writing saith, ‘They shall look to him whom 
they did pierce.’ 


23 And after these things did Joseph of Ari- 
mathea—being a disciple of Jesus, but con- 
cealed, through the fear of the Jews—ask 
of Pilate, that he may take away the body of 
Jesus, and Pilate gave leave; he came, there- 
fore, and took away the body of Jesus, ®%and 
Nicodemus also came—who came unto Jesus 
by uight at the first—bearing a mixture of 
myrrh and aloes, asit were, a hundred pounds. 

40 They took, therefore, the body ot Jesus, 
and bound it with lnen clothes with the 
pp108s, according as it was the custom of the 

ews to prepare for burial; “and there was 
in the place where he was crucified a garden, 
and in the garden a new tomb, in which no 
one was yet laid; ** there, therefore, because 
of the preparation of the Jews, because the 
tomb was nigh, they laid Jesus. 


XX. 1} AND on the first of the sabbaths, 
Mary the Magdalene doth come early (there 
being yet darkness) to the tomb, and she seeth 
the stone having becn taken away ont of the 
tomb, *she runneth, therefore, and cometh 
unto Simon Peter, and unto the other disciple 
whom Jesus was loving, and saith to them, 
‘They took away the Lord out of the tomb, 
and we have not known where they laid him.’ 

3 Peter, therefore, went forth, and the other 
disciple, and they were coming to the tomb, 
4 and the two were running together, and the 
other disciple did run forward more quickly 
than Peter, and came tirst to the tomh., ® and 
having stooped down, sceth the linen clothes 
lying, yet, indeed, he entered not, 

6Simon Peter, therefore, cometh, following 
him, and he entered into the tomb, and be- 
holdeth the linen clothes lying, 7and the 
napkin thatowas upon his head, not lying with 
the lincn clothes, but apart, having been 
folded up, in one place; ®then, therefore,

entered also the other diseiple who came first 
unto the tomb, and he saw, and did believe ; 
9 for not yet did they know the Writing, that 
it behoveth him out of the dead to rise again. 


10 The disciples therefore went away again 
unto their own friends, ‘and Mary was stand- 
ing near the tomb, weeping without; as she 
was weeping, then, she stooped down to the 
tomb, and beholdeth tw., messengers in white, 
sitting, one at the head, and one at the feet, 
where the body of Jesus had been laid. 

13 And they say to her, ‘Woman, why dost 
thou weep? she saith to them, ‘ Because they 
took away my Lord, and I have not known 
were they laid him;’ !4and these things hav- 
ing said, she turned backward, and seeth 
Jesus standing, andshe had not known that 
it is Jesus. 

15 Jesus saith to her, ‘Woman, why dost 
thou weep? whom dost thon seek ;’ she, sup- 
posing that he is the gardener, saith to him, 
‘Sir, if thon didst carry him away, tell me 
where thou didst lay him, and I will take 
him away;’ !6Jesus saith to her, ‘Mary!’ hav- 
ing turned, she saith to him, ‘Rabbouni;’ that 
is to say, ‘Teacher.’ 

17 Jesus saith to her, ‘Be not touching me, 
for | have not yet ascended unto my Father; 
and be going on to my brethren, and say_to 
them, I ascend unto my Father, and your Fa- 
ther, and to my God, and your God.’ 18 Mary 
the Magdalene cometh, telling to the disciples 
that she hath seen the Lord, and that these 
things he said to her. 


Tt being, therefore, evening, on that day, 
the tirst of the sabbaths, and the doors hav- 
ing been shut where the disciples were as- 
sembled, through fear of the Jews, Jesus came 
and stood in the midst, and saith to them, 
‘Peace to you;’ and this having said, he 
shewed them his hands and side; the disciples, 
therefore, rejoiced, having seen the Lord. 

21 Jesus, therefore, said to them again, 
‘Peace to yon; according as the Father hath 
sent me, I also send yon;’ “and this hav- 
ing said, he breathed on them, and saith to 
them, ‘Receive the Holy Spirit; “if of any ye 
may loose the sins, they are loosed to them ; 
if of any yemay retain, theyhave been retained.’ 


*4 And Thomas, one of the twelve, who is 
called Didymus, was not with them when 
Jesus caine; **the other disciples, therefore, 
said to him, ‘We have seen the Lord;’ and he 
said to them, ‘If I may not see in his hands 
the mark of the nails, and may put my finger 
to the mark of the nails, and may put my 
hand to his side, I will not believe.’ 

*6 And after eight days, again were his dis- 
eiples within, and Thomas with them; Jesus 
cometh, the doors having been shut, and he 
stood in the midst, and said, ‘ Peace to you!’ 
27 then he saith to Thomas, ‘ Bring thy finger 
hither, and see my hands, and bring thy hand, 
and put it to my side, and become not unbe- 
lieving, but beheving.’ 

28 And Thomas answered and said to him, 
‘My Lord and my God;’ * Jesus saith to him, 
‘Because thou hast seen me, Thomas, thou 

ou 
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hast believed; happy those not having seen, 
and having beled 

30 Many indeed, therefore, other signs also 
did Jesus before his disciples, that are not 
written in this book; 3! and these have been 
written that ye may believe that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Son of God, and that believing ye 
may have life in his name.’ 


AXJ, J} AFTER these things did Jesus 
manifest himself again to the disciples ou the 
sea of Tiberias, and he did manifest himself 
thus: *? There were together Simon Peter, and 
Thomas who is called Didymus, and Na- 
thanael from Cana of Galilee, and the sons of 
Zebedee, and two others of his disciples. 

3Snnon Peter saith to them, ‘I go away 
to fish;’ they say to him, ‘We go—we also 
—with thee;° they went forth and entered in- 
to the boat immediately, and on that night 
they caught nothing. 

* And morning being now come, Jesus stood 
at the shore, yet indeed_the disciples did not 
know that it 1s Jesus; ® Jesus, therefore, saith 
to them, ‘ Lads, have ye any meat?’ ®they 
answered him, ‘No;’ and he said to them, 
‘Cast the net at the right side of the boat, 
and ye shall find;’ they cast, therefore, and 
no longer were they able to draw it, from the 
multitude of the fishes. 

7 That disciple, therefore, whom Jesus was 
Joving saith to Peter, ‘The Lord it is! Simon 
Peter, therefore, having heard that it is the 
Lord, did gird on the onter coat, (for he was 
naked,) and did cast himself into the sea; 
8and the other disciples came by the little 
boat, for they were not far from the land, but 
as it were about two hundred eubits off, drag- 
ging the net of the fishes; ® when, therefore, 
Bey came to the land, they behold a fire of 
coals lying, and a fish lying on it, and bread. 

© Jesus saith to them, ‘Bring ye from the 
fishes that ye caught now;’ “Simon Peter 
went up, and drew the net up on the land, 
full of great fishes, an hundred fifty and 
three, and though they were so many, the 
net was not rent. 

12 Jesus saith to them, ‘Come ye, dine;’ 
and none of the disciples was venturing to 
inquire of him, ‘Who art thou?’ knowing 
that it is the Lord; ' Jesus, therefore, doth 
come and take the bread and give to them, 
and the fish in like manner; this 7s nowa 
third time Jesus was manifested to his disci- 
ples, having been raised from the dead. 


19 When, therefore, they dined, Jesus saith 
to Simon Peter, ‘Simon, son of Jonas, dost 
thou love me more than these?’ he saith to 
him, ‘Yes, Lord; thou hast known that I 
dearly love thee;’ he saith to him, ‘ Feed my 
Jambs.’ 

16 He saith to him again, a second time, 
‘Simon, son of Jonas, dost thou love me?’ 
he saith to him, ‘Yes, Lord; thou hast known 
that I dearly love thee;’ he saith to him, 
‘Tend my sheep.’ 

7 He saith to him the third time, ‘Simon, 
son of Jonas, dost thou dearly love me?’ Pcter 
was grieved that he said to him the third 
time, ‘Dost thou Nears love me?’ and he said

to him, * Lord, thon hast known all things ; 
thou dost know that I dearly love thee.’ 

Jesus saith to him, ‘Feed my sheep; !8verily, 
verily, I say to thee, When thou wast younger, 
thou wast girding thyself and wast walking 
whither thou didst will, but when thou may- 
est be old, thou shalt stretch forth thy hands, 
and another will gird thee, and shall carry 
thee whither thou dost not will;’ and this 
he said, signifying by what death he shall 
clorify God; aud having said this, he saith to 
him, * Be following me.’ 


°° And Peter having turned about doth see 
the disciple whom Jesus was loving following, 
(who also reclined in the supper on his breast, 
and said, ‘Sir, who is he who is delivering 
thee up?’) *! Peter Leee scen this one, saith 
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The conclusion. 


to Jesus, ‘Lord, and what of this one?’ 
2 Jesus saith to him, ‘If him I will to remain 
till 1 come, what—to thee? be thou follow- 
ing me.’ 

This word, therefore, went forth to the 
brethren that that disciple doth not die, *3 yet 
Jesus did not say to him, that he doth not 
die, but, ‘If him I will to remain till I come, 
what—to thee?’

ACTS. 


CHAP. I. !' THE former account, indeed, 1 
made concerning all things, O Theophilus, 
that Jesus began both to do and to teach, 
till the day in which, having given command, 
through the Holy Spirit, to the apostles whom 
he did choose out, he was taken up, ?to whom 
also he did present himself alive after his 
suffering, in many certain proofs, through 
forty days being seen by them, and speaking 
the things concerning the reign of God. 

And being assembled together with them, 
he commanded them not to depart from Jeru- 
salem, but to wait for the promise of the 
Father, which, saith he, ‘Ye Nid hear of me; 
*because John, indeed, baptized with water, 
and ye shall be baptized with the Holy Spirit 
—after not many days.’ 


6 They, therefore, indeed, having come to- 
gether, were questioning him, saying, ‘ Lord, 
dost thon at this time restore the reign to 
Israel?’ 7and he said unto them, ‘ [t is not 
fours to know times or seasons that the 

ather did appoint in His own authority ; 
§but ye shall receive power at the coming of 
the Holy Spirit upon you, and ye shall be 
witnesses to me both in Jerusalem, and in 
all Judea, and Samaria, and unto the end of 
the earth.’ 


9And these things having said—they be- 
holding—he was taken up, and a cloud did 
receive him up from their sight; }°and as 
they were looking stedfastly to the heaven in 
his going on, then, lo, two men stood by them 
in white apparel, ! who also said, ‘ Men, Gali- 
leans, why do yestand gazing into the heaven? 
this Jesus who was received up from you into 
the heaven, shall so come in what manner ye 
saw him going on to the heaven.’ 


12Then did they return to Jerusalem from 
the monut that is called of Olives, that is near 
Jerusalem, a sabbath’s journey; and when 
they came in, they went up to the upper room, 
where were abiding both Peter, and James, 
and John, and Andrew, Philip, and Thomas, 
Bartholomew, and Matthew, James, of Al- 
os and Simon the Zelotes, and Judas, of 

ames ; ‘these all were continuing with one 
accordin prayerand supplication, with women, 
and Mary the mother of Jesus, and with his 
brethren. 


15 And in these days, Peter having risen up 
in the midst of the disciples, said, (the multi- 
tude also of the names at the same place was, 
as it were, an hundred and twenty,) !°*° Men, 
brethren, it behoved this Writing that it be 
fulfilled that beforehand the Holy Spirit spake 
through the mouth of David, concerning 
Judas, who became guide to those who took 
Jesus. !? because he was numbered among us, 
aud did receive the share in this ministration, 


18 this one, indeed, then, purchased a field out 
of the reward of unrighteousness, and falling 
headlong, burst asunder in the midst, and all 
his bowels gushed forth, “and it became 
known to all those dwelling in Jerusalem, in- 
somuch that that place is called, in their pro- 
per dialect, Aceldama, that is, Field of blood, 
*for it hath been written m the book of 
Psalms: Lethis lodging-place become desolate, 
and let no one be dwelling in it, and his over- 
sight let another take. 

“Tt behoveth, therefore, of the men who 
did go with us during all the time in which 
the Lord Jesus went in and went out among 
us, “beginning from the baptism of John, 
unto the day in which he’ was received up 
from us, one of these to become with us a 
witness of his rising again.’ 


*3 And they set two, Joseph called Barsabas, 
who was surnamed Justus, and Matthias, 
*4and having prayed, they said, ‘Thou, Lord, 
who art knowing the heart of all, shew which 
one thou cdidst choose of these two * to re- 
ceive the share of this ministration and 
apostleship, from which Judas, by transgres- 
sion, did fall, to go on to his proper place ;’ 
*6 and they gave their lots, and the lot fell up- 
on Matthias, and he was numbered with the 
eleven apestles. 


_ IL. } AND in the day of the Pentecost be- 
ing fulfilled, they were all with one accord at 
the same place, “and there came suddenly out 
of the heaven a sound as of a bearing violent 
breath, and it filled all the house where they 
Were sitting, ?and there appeared to them 
divided tongues, as it were of fire; it sat also 
pea each one of them, #and they were all 
filled with the Holy Spirit, and began to speak 
with other tongues, according as the Spirit 
was giving them to declare. 


5 And there were dwelling in Jerusalem 
Jews, devont men from every nation of those 
under the heaven, “and the rumour of this 
having come, the multitude came together, 
and was confounded, because they were each 
one hearing them speaking in his proper dia- 
lect, 7 and they were all amazed, and did won- 
der, sayiag one unto another, ‘Lo, are not 
all these who arespeaking Galileans? 8and how 
do we hear, each in our proper dialect, in 
which we were born? ? Parthians, and Medes, 
aud Klamites, and those dwelling in Mesopo- 
tamia, in Judea also, and Cappadocia, Pontus, 
and Asia, ?9Phrygia also, and Pamphylia, 
Egypt, and the parts of Libya, that ave along 
Cyrene, and the strangers of Rome, both Jews 
and proselytes, '! Cretes and Arabians, we did 
hear them speaking in our tongues the great 
things of bod. , 


12 And they were al] amazed, and were in 
53 


Peter’ s address. 


doubt, saying one unto another, ‘What would 
this wish to be?” }° and others mocking said. 
—‘ They are full of sweet wine;’ and Peter 
having stood up with the eleven, lifted up his 
voice and declared to them, ‘Men, Jews! 
and all those dwelling in Jerusalem, let this 
be known to yon, and hearken to my sayings, 
19 for these are not drunken, as ye take it up, 
ior jt is the third hour of the day. 

16* But this ts that which hath been spoken 
through the prophet Joel: ! And it shall be 
in the last days, saith God, I will pour out of 
My Spint upon all flesh, and your sons and 
your daughters shall prophesy, and your 
young men shill see visions, and your old men 
shall dream dreams; }8 and also upon My men- 
servants, and upon My maid-servants, in those 
days, I will pour out of My Spirit, and they 
shall prophesy; ** and I will give wonders in 
the heaven above, and signs upon the earth 
beneath—blood, and fire, and vapour of smoke, 
*0 the stun shall be. turned to darkness, and the 
moon to blood, before the coming of the day 
of the Lord—the great and illustrious; 2! and 
it shall be, every one—whoever shall call up- 
on the name of the Lord, he shall be saved. 


22 * Men, Israelites! hear these words, Jesus 
the Nazarene, a man approved of God among 
you by mighty works, and wonders, and 
signs, that God did through him in the 
midst of you, according as also ye your- 
selves have known ; * this one, by the deter- 
minate counsel and foreknowledge of God, 
being Bien out, having taken by lawless 
hands, having erucitied—ye did slay ; 24 whom 
God did raise np, having loosed the pains of 
the death, because it was not possible for htm 
to be held by it, for David saith in regard 
to him: I forsaw the Lord always before me 
—becanse He is on my right hand—that I may 
not be moved; “© beeause of this was my heart 
eheered, and my tongue was glad, and yet— 
my flesh also shall rest on hope, *’ because 
Thou wilt not leave my soul to hades, nor 
wilt Thou give Thy Kind One to see corrup- 
tion; °° Thou didst make known to me wavs 
of life, Thou shalt fill me with joy with Thy 
countenance. 


*9* Men, brethren! it is permitted to speak 
with freedom unto you concerning the ‘patri- 
arch David, that he both died and was buried, 
and his tomb is among us unto this day ; 
3% prophet, therefore, being, and knowing 
that with an oath God did swear to him, out 
of the fruit of his loins, according to the flesh, 
to raise up the Christ, to sit upon his throne, 
SUhaving foreseen, he did speak concerning 
the rising again of the Christ, that his soul 
was not left to liades, nor cid his flesh see 
corruption. 

32° 'Phis Jesus did God raise np, of which 
we are all witnesses; at the right hand then 
of God having been exalted—also the promise 
of the Holy Spirit having received from the 
l’ather—he was shedding forth this, which 
uow ye see and hear; *4for David did not 
co up to the heavens, and he saith himself: 
The Lord_ saith to my lord, Sit thon at my 
right hand, *till I pe thy foes thy foot- 
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Effects ut produced. 


stool ; 3° assuredly, therefore, let all the house 
of Israel know, that both Lord and Christ 
did God make him—this Jesus whom ye did 
crucify.’ 


37 And having heard, they were pricked to 
the heart ; they say also to Peter, and to the 
rest of the apostles, ‘ What shall we do, men, 
brethren?’ and Peter said unto them, ‘ Re- 
form, and be baptized each of you on the 
name of Jesus Christ, to remission of sins, 
and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Spirit, for to you is the promise, and to 
your children, and to all those afar off, as 
many as the Lord our God shall call.’ 

40 Also with many more other words he was 
testifying and exhorting, saying, ‘Be saved 
from this perverse generation;’ + then those, 
indeed, who did cladly receive his word were 
baptized, and there were added on that day, 
as it were, tliree thousand souls, “2 and they 
were continuing stedfastly in the teaching of 
the apostles, and the fellowship, and the 
breaking of the bread, and the prayers. 


43 And fear came on every soul, many won- 


ders also and signs were being done through 


the apostles, 44and all those believing were 
at the same place, and had all things com- 
mon, “and the possessions and the goods 
they were selling, and were parting them to 
all, according as any one had need. 

46 Daily also continuing with one accord in 
thetemple, breaking also at every house bread, 
they were partaking of food in gladness and 
simplicity of heart, 47 praising God, and hay: 
ing favour with all the people, and the Lord 
was adding those being saved every day to 
the assembly, 


111. ! AND Peter and John were going up at 
the same time tothe temple, at the hour of 
the prayer, the ninth hour, ?anda certain 
man, being lame from the womb of hismother, 
was being carried, whom they were layin 
every day at the gate of the temple, callec 
Beautiful, to ask a kindness from those en- 
tering into the temple, *who, having seen 
Peter and John about to go into the temple, 
was begging to receive a kindness, 

«And Peter, having looked stedfastly to- 
ward him with John, said, ‘ Look toward us ;’ 
5 and he was giving heed to them, looking to 
receive something from them; and Peter 
said, ‘Silver and gold I have none, but what 
I have, that I give ‘to thee; in the name of 
Jesus Christ of Nazareth, rise up and be 
walking.’ 


7 And having seized him by the right hand, 
he raised him up, and presently his feet and 
ankles were strengthened, * and springing up, 
he stood, and was walking, and did enter with 
them into the temple, walking and springing, 
and praising God; %and all the people saw 
him walking and praising God, }°they were 
knowing him also that this it was who for a 
kindness was sitting at the Beautiful gate of 
tho temple, and they were filled with wonder 
and amazement at what hath happened to

NW And at the lame man who was healed 
holding Peter and John, all the people ran to- 
gether unto them in the porch called Sole- 
mou’s—greatly amazed, = and Peter having 
seen, answered unto the people, ‘Men, Israel- 
ites! why wonder ye at this? or on us why look 
ye so earnestly, as if by our owu power or 
piety we have made him to walk? 

13*°The God of Abraham, and of Isaac, and 
of Jacob, the God of our fathers, did glorify 
His child Jesus, whom ye delivered up, and 
denied him in the presence of Pilate, he hav- 
ing given judgment to release him, and ye 
the Holy and Righteous One did deny, and de- 
sired a man—a murderer—to be granted to 
you, and the Prince of the life ye did kill, 
whoin God did raise out of the dead, of which 
we are witnesses; and on the faith of his 
name, this one whom ye see and have known, 
his name made strong, even the faith that is 
throngh him did give to him this perfect sound- 
ness before you all. 

17 * And now, brethren, Ihave known that 
through ignorance ye did i, as also your ru- 
lers ; 8 and God, what things before He had 
declared through the mouth of all His prophets, 
that the Christ should suffer, He did thus 
fulfil; reform ye, therefore, and turn back, 
for your sins being blotted out, that times of 
refreshing may come from the presence of the 
Lord, ®°and He may send Jesus Christ who 
before hath been preached to you, *! whom it 
behoveth heaven, indeed, to receive till times 
of a restitution of all things, of which God 
spake through the mouth of all His holy pro- 
vhets from the age. 

“2° Hor Moses, indeed, unto the fathers said 
—A prophet to you shall the Lord your God 
raise up out of yourbrethren, liketome; him 
shall ye hear in all things, as many as he may 
speak unto you; “and it shall be, every soul 
that may not hear that prophet shall be utterly 
destroyed out of the people; “and also all 
the prophets from Samuel and those follow- 
ing in order, as many as spake, did also fore- 
tell of these days. 

°5 °'Ye are sons of the prophets, and of the 
covenant that God made unto our fathers, 
saying unto Abraham: And in thy seed shall 
be blessed all the families of the earth; *° to 
vou first, God, having raised wp His child 
Jesus, did send him, blessing you, in the turn- 
ing away of each one from your evil ways.’ 


IV. 1! AND as they are speaking unto the 
neople, there came on them the priests, and 
the magistrate of the temple, and the Sad- 
ducees—? being grieved because of their teach- 
ing the people, and preaching in Jesus the 
rising again out of the dead—* and they laid 
hands upon them, and did put them in cus- 
tody unto the morrow, for it was evening al- 
ready ; 4and many of those hearing the word 
did believe. and the number of the men be- 
came, as it were, five thousand. 


5 And it came to pass upon the morrow, 
there were gathered together of them the 
rulers, and elders, and scribes, to Jerusalem, 
Sand Aunas the chief priest, and Caiaphas, 
and John, and Alexander, and as many a3 
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Opposition of the priests, 


were of the kindred of the chief priest, 
7 and having set them in the midst, they were 
inquiring, ‘In what power, or in what name 
dic ye do this ?’ 

8Then Peter, having been filled with the 
Holy Spirit, said unto them: ‘ Rulers of the 
people, and elders of Israel, 9if we to-day are 
examined concerning the good deed to the 
ailing man, by whom he hath been saved, 
be it known to all of you, and to all the 
a of Israel, that in the name of Jesus 

hrist of Nazareth, whom ye did crucify, 
whom God did raise out of ake dead, in him 
hath this one stood by before yon whole. 

1 “This is the stone that was set at nought 
by you—the builders, that became head of a 
corner; and there is not salvation in any 
other, for there is no other name under the 
heaven that hath been given among men, in 
which it behoveth us to be saved.’ 


13 And beholding the openness of Peter and 
John, and having perceived that they are 
men unlettered and plebeian, they were won- 
dering—they were taking knowledge also of 
them that with Jesus they had been—‘4 and 
seeing the man standing with them who hath 
been healed, they had nothing to say against 
it, © and having commanded ee to go away 
out of the sanhedrim, they took counsel with 
one another, saying, ‘What shall we do to 
these men? because that, indeed, a notable 
sign hath been done through them, to all those 
dwelling in Jerusalem is manifest, and we are 
not able to deny z#; 1” but that it may spread 
uo further toward the people, let us strictly 
threaten them no more to speak in this name 
to any man.’ 

18 And having called them, they charged 
them not to speak at all, nor to teach, in 
the name of Jesus, %and Peter and John 
answering unto them said, ‘ Whether it is 
righteous before God to hearken to you rather 
than to God, judge ye; *° for we cannot but 
speak what we did see and hear.’ = 

“t And they having further threatened them, 
let them go, finding nothing how they may 
punish them, because of the people, because 
all were glorifying God for that which hath 
been done, ** for above forty years of age was 
the man une whom had been done this sign 
of the healing. 


*3 And being let go, they went unto their 
own friends, and declared whatever the chief 
priests and the elders said nnto them, *4 and 
they having heard, with one accord did lift 
up the voice unto God, and said, ‘ Lord, thou 
art God, who didst make the heaven, and the 
earth, and the sea, and all that are in them, 
> who, through the moutn of David thy ser- 
vant, did say, Why did nations rage, and 
peoples meditate vain things? °° the kings of 
the earth stood up, and the rulers were ga- 
thered tovether against the Lord and against 
His Christ *7 for gathered together of a truth 
against Thy holy child Jesus, whom Thou 
didst anoint, were both Herod and Pontius 
Pilate, with nations and peoples of Israel, 
to do whatever Thy hand and Thy counsel] 
did determine before a come to pass. 


Ananias and Sapphira. 


29° And now, Lord, look upon their threat- 
enings, and grant to Thy servants with all 
freedom to sar Thy word, *° in the stretch- 
ing forth of Thy hand, for healing, and signs, 
and wonders, to come to pass through the 
name of Thy holy child Jesus.’ 

8! And they having prayed, the place was 
shaken in which they were gathered together, 
and they were all tilled with the Holy Spirit, 
and were speaking the word of God with free- 
doin, #2 and of the multitude of those who did 
believe the heart and the soul was one, and 
not one was saying that anything of the 
things he had was his own, bnt alt things 
were to them in common. 


33 And with great power were the apostles 
giving the testimony to the rising again of 
the Lord Jesus, great grace also was on them 
all, *+ for there was not any one among them 
who did lack, for as many as were possessors 
of fields, or honses, selling them, were bring- 
ing the prices of the thing sold, and were 
laying them at the feet of the apostles, and 
listribution was being made to each accord- 
ing as any one had need. 

“6 And Joses, who was surnamed by the 
apostles Barnabas—which is, having been 
interpreted, Son of Comfort—a Levite, of 
Corts by birth, 3’ a field being his, having 
sold it, brought the money and laid i¢ at the 
feet of the apostles. 


V. 1}: ANDa certain man, Ananias by name, 
with Sapphira his wife, sold a possession, 
2and did keep back of the price—his wife 
also knowing—and having brought a certain 
part, at the feet of the apostles he laid it. 

3 And Peter said, ‘ Ananias, wherefore did 
the Adversary fill thy heart, for thee to lie to 
the Holy Spirit, and to keep baek of the 
price of the place? 4 while it remained, did 
1t not remain thine? and having been sold, 
in thy authority was it not? why is it that 
thon didst pie in thy heart this thing? thou 
didst not he to men, but to God;’ Sand 
Ananias hearing these words, having fallen 
down, did expire, and great fear eame upon 
all who heard these things, ® and having risen, 
the younger men wound him up, and having 
earried forth, they buried Aim. 

7 And it came to pass, about three hours 
after, that his wife, not knowing what hath 
happened, came in, 8 and Peter answered her, 
‘Tell me if for so much ye sold the place;’ 
and she said, ‘ Yes, for so much.’ 

9 And Peter said unto her, ‘How was it 
agreed by yon, to tempt the pout of the 
Lord? lo, the feet of those who did bury thy 
husband are at the door, and they shall carry 
thee forth ;’ 1° and she fell down presently at 
his feet, and expired, and the young men 
having come in, found her dead, and having 
carried forth, they buried her by lier .hus- 
band; "and great fear came upon all the 
assem and upon all who heard these 
things. 


2 And throngh the hands of the apostles 
came many signs and wonders among the 
people, and they were with one aecord all

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apostles before the council. 


in the porch of Solomon; and of the rest no 
one was daring to join himself to them, but 
the people were magnifying them, !4 (and the 
more were believers added to the Lord, mul- 
titudes both of men and women.) so as into 
the broad places to bring forth the ailing, and 
to lay them upon couches and mats, that at 
the coming of Peter, even his shadow might 
overshadow some one of them; ]%and there 
were coming together also the people of the 
eities round about to Jernsalem, bearing ail- 
ing persons, and those harassed by unclean 
spirits—who were all healed. 

17 And having risen, the chief priest, and 
all those with him—being the sect of the 
Sadducees—were filled with zeal, 18 and laid 
their hands upon the apostles, and did put 
them in a public prison; !9 and a messenger of 
the Lord throngh the night opened the doors 
of the prison, having also bronght them forth, 
he said, 2° ‘Go on, and standing, speak in the 
temple to the people all the sayings of this life;’ 
*! and having heard, they did enteratthedawn 
into the temple, and were teaching. 


Andthechief priest having come, and those 
with him, they called together the sanhedrim 


-and all the senate of the sons of Israel, and 


they sent to the prison to have them brought, 
“and the officers having come, did not tind 
themin the prison, and having turnedbaek, they 
told, % saying—‘ The prison indeed we fonnd 
shut in all safety, and the keepers standing 
without before the doors, and having opened 
—within we found no one.’ 

“4 Aud as the priest, and the magistrate of 
the temple, and the chief priests, heard these 
words, they were doubting concerning them 
to what this would come ; * and coming near, 
a certain one told them, saying—‘ Lo, the men 
whom ye did put in the prison are in the 
temple standing and teaching the people; ’ 
when the magistrate having gone away with 
officers, brought them without violence, for 
they were fearing the people, lest they shauld 
be stoned; * and having brought them, they 
set them in the sanhedrim, and the chief priest 
questioned them, *8 saying, ‘ Did not we strict- 
ly eommand yon not to teach in this name? 
and lo, ye have filled Jerusalem with your 
teaching, and ye intend to bring upon us the 
blood of this man.’ ; 

*9 And Peter and the apostles answering, 
said, ‘To obey God it behoveth, rather than 
men; ®°the God of onr fathers did raise up 
Jesus, whom ye slew, having hanged up- 
on a trec; %!this one God, a Prince aad a 
Saviour, hath exalted with His right hand, to 
give reformation to Israel, and forgiveness 
of sins; 32and we are His witnesses of these 
sayings, and the Holy Spirit also, whom God 
gave to those obeying him.’ 


83 And they having heard, were cut ¢o the 
heart, and were taking counsel to slay them, 
34 but a certain one, having risen uD in the 
sanhedrim—a Pharisee, by name Gamaliel, 
a teacher of law honoured by all the people— 
cominanded to put the apostles forth a little. 
35 and said unto them, ‘ Men, Israelites, tako 
heed to yonrselves about these men, what ye 


The apostles beaten, 


are about to do, **for before these days rose 
np Theudas, saying, that himself was some 
one, to whom a number of men did join them- 
selves, as it were four hundred, who was 
slain, and all, as many as were obeying him, 
were scattered, and came to nonght. 

37‘ After this one rose up, Judas the Gali- 
lean, in the days of the enrolment, and drew 
away much people after him, and that one 
perished, and all,asmany as were obeying him, 
were scattered; %and now I say to you, Re- 
frain from these men, and let them alone, be- 
cause if this counsel or this work may be of 
men, it will be overthrown, *%and if it be of 
God, ye are not able to overthrow it, lest 
gorge also ye be found ftighting against 

od. 

40 And to him they agreed, and having called 
near the apostles, having beaten them, they 
commanded them not to speak in the name of 
Jesus, and let them go; 4' they, indeed, then, 
departed from the presence of the sanhedrim 
rejoicing that for his name they were countec 
worthy to suffer dishonour, “every day also 
in the temple, and in every house, they were 
not eeasing teaching and proclaiming good 
news—Jesus the Christ. 


VI. ‘AND in these days, the disciples mul- 
tiplying, there came a murmuring of the Hel- 
lenists at the Hebrews, because their widows 
were being overlooked in the daily ministra- 
tion, *and the twelve, having called near the 
multitude of the disciples, said, ‘It is not 
pleasing that we, having left the word of God, 
do minister at tables ; 3 look ont, therefore, 
brethren, seven men of you who are well testi- 
tied of, full of the Holy Spirit and wisdom, 
whom we may set over this necessity, ‘and 
we to prayer, and to the ministration of the 
word, will give ourselves eoutinually.’ 

5 And the thing was pleasing betore all the 
multitude, and they,did choose Stephen, aman 
full of faith and the Holy Spirit, and Philip, 
and Prochorus, and Nicanor, and Timon, and 
Parmenas, and Nicolaus, a proselyte of Anti- 
och, * whom they did set before the apostles, 
anc’ nbey, having prayed, laid on them their 
1ands. 


7 And the word of God did increase, and the 
number of the disciples did pu in Jeru- 
salem exceedingly ; a great multitnde also of 
the priests were obedient to the faith. 

8 And Stephen, full of faith and power, was 
doing great wonders and signs among the 
people, °and there arose certain of those of 
the synagogue, called of the Libertines, and 
Cyrenians, and Alexandrians, and of those 
from Cilicia, and Asia, disputing with Ste- 
phen, and they were not able to resist the 
wisdom and the spirit with which he was 
speaking; !!then they suborned men, saying 
—‘ We have heard him speaking evil sayings 
in regard to Moses and God.’ 

12 They did stir np also the people, and the 
elders, and the scribes, and having come upon 
him, they canght him, and brought him to 
the sanhedrim; }5 they set up also false wit- 
nesses, saying, ‘This one doth not cease to 
speak evil sayings against this holy plaee and 
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Stephen’s addreas, 


the law, 1 for we have heard himsaying, That 
this Jesus the Nazarean shall overthrow this 
place, and shall change the customs that 
Moses delivered to us;’ “and gazing at him, 
all those sitting in the sanhedrim saw his 
face as it were the face of a messenger. 


VII. 1} AND the chief priest said, ‘ Are then 
these things so?’ 2and he said, ‘Men, breth- 
ren, and fathers, hearken: The God of the 
glory did appear to our father Abraham, be- 
ing in Mesopotamia, before his dwelling in 
Haran, 3 and He said to him, Go forth out of 
thy land, and out of thy kindred, and come 
to a land that I shall shew thee. 

+°Then having come forth out of the land 
of the Chaldeans, he dwelt in Haran, and 
from thence, after the death of his father, He 
did remove him to this land wherein ye now 
dwell, 5and He yvave him no inheritance in 
it, not even a footstep, and did promise to 
give 16 to him for a possession, and to his seed 
after him—he having no child. 

6* And God spake thus, That his seed shall 
be sojourning in a strange land, and they 
shall cause 1¢ to serve, and shall do it evil 
four hundred years, 7and the nation whom 
they shall serve I will judge, said God; and 
after these things they shall come forth and 
shall do Me service in this place. 


8*And He gave to him a covenant of cir 
eluncision, aad so he begat Isaac, and did cir: 
sumcise him on the eighth day, and Isaac 
begat Jacob, and Jacob—the twelve patri- 
archs ;%and the patriarchs, having been moved 
with jealousy, sold Joseph to Egypt, and God 
was with him, and did deliver him out of 
all his tribulations, and gave him favour and 
wisdom before Pharaoh king of Egypt, and 
he did set him—governor over Egypt and all 
his house. 

11° And there came a dearth upon all the 
land of Egypt and Canaan, and great tribula- 
tion, and our fathers were not finding susten- 
ance, !“and Jacob having heard that there 
was corn in Egypt, sent forth our fathers a 
first time; Mand at the second time was 
Joseph made known to his brethren, and 
Joseph’s kindred became manifest to Pha- 
raoh, “and Joseph having sent, did call for 
his father Jacob, and all his kindred—with 
seventy and five souls—Yand Jacob went 
down be Esypt, and died, himself and our 
fathers, and they were curried over into 
Sychem, and were laid in the tomb that Abra. 
ham bought for a price in money from the 
sons of Emmor, of Sychem. 


17 * And according as the time of the promise 
was drawing nigh, whieh God did swear to 
Abraham, the Reon increased and multi- 

lied in Egypt, till another king rose, who 
fal not known Joseph; this one, having 
dealt subtilely with our kindred, did evil to 
our fathers, causing to expose their babes, 
that they might not live; in which time 
Moses was born, and he was fair to God, and 
he was brought up three months in the house 
of his father; *!and he having been exposed, 
the daughter of Eggiaob took him up, and 


Stephen's address. 


did rear him to herself forason; *? and Moses 
was taught in all wisdom of the Egyptians, 
and he was powerful in words and in works. 

*3° And when forty years were fulfilled to 

him, it came upon his heart to look after his 
brethren, the sons of Israel; *4and having 
seen a certain one suffering injustice, he did 
defend, and did justice to the oppressed, hav- 
ing smitten the Egyptian; *° and he was sup- 
posing his brethren to understand that God 
through his hand doth give salvation; and 
they did not understand. 
* 26° On the succeeding day, also, he shewed 
himself to them as they are striving, and 
urged them to peace, saying, Men, brethren 
are ye, wherefore do ye injustice to one an- 
other? °? and he who is doing injustice to the 
neighbour, did thrust him away, saying, Who 
set thee a ruler and a judge over us? “8 to kill 
me dost thou wish, as thou didst kill yester- 
day the Egyptian? 

*3* And Moses fled at this word, and be- 
came a sojourner inthe land of Midian, where 
he begat two sons, #°and forty years having 
been fulfilled, there appeared to him in the 
wilderness of mount Sinai a messenger of the 
Lord, in a flame of fire of a bush, 3! and 
Moses having seen did wonder at the sight ; 
and he drawing near to behold, there came a 
voice of the Lord unto him, * I am the God 
of thy fathers; the God of Abraham, and the 
God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob. 

‘And Moses having become terrified, durst 
not behold, *%and the Lord said to him, Loose 
the sandal of thy feet, for the place in which 
thou hast stood is holy ground; *4seeing | 
have seen the affliction of My people that is 
in Egypt, and their groaning [ did hear, and 
came oan to deliver them; and now come, 
1 will send thee to Egypt. 


35° This Moses, whom they did refuse, say- 
ing, Who did set thee a ruler and 2 judge? 
this one God a ruler and aredeemer did send, 
in the hand of a messenger who appeared to 
him in the bush; *° this one did bring them 
forth, having done wonders and signs in the 
land of Egypt, and in the Red Sea, and in the 
wilderness forty years ; 7 this is the Moses 
who did ae to the sons of Israel: A prophet 
to you shall the Lord your God raise up out 
of your brethren, like to me, him shall ye 
hear. 

33°This is he who was in the assembly in 
the wilderness, with the messenger who is 
speaking to him in the mount Sinai, and with 
our fathers who did receive the living oracles 
to give to us; *®to whom our fathers did not 
wish to become obedient, but did thrust away, 
and turned back in their hearts to Egypt, 
9 saying to Aaron, Make to us gods who shall 
go on before us, for this Moses, who brought 
us forth out of the land of Egypt, we have 
not known what hath ha Pndic him. 

41° And they made a cule in those days, and 
brought a sacrifice to the idol, and were re- 
joicing in the works of their hands, “and 
God did turn, and did give them up to do ser- 
vice to the host of the heaven, according as it 
hath been written in the scroll of the pro- 
phets: Slain beasts ane sacrifices did ye offer 
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ITis martyrdom. 


to Me forty years in the wilderness, O house 

of Israel? “and ye took up the tabernacle of 

Moloch, and the star of your god Remphan— 

the figures that ye made to bow before them, 

ane { will remove your dwelling beyond Ba- 
ylon. 


44°The tabernacle of the testimony was 
among our fathers in the wilderness, accord- 
ing as He did direct, who is speaking to 
Moses, to make it according to the figure that 
he had seen ; * which also our fathers having 
in suceession received, did bring in with Jo- 
shua, into the possession of the nations whom 
God did drive out from the presence of our 
fathers, till the days of David, 4* who found 
favour before God, and requested to finda 
tabernacle for the God of Jacob; 47 and Solo- 
mon built Him an house. 

48 * But the Most High in sanctuaries made 
with hands doth not dwell, according as the 
prophet saith: “The heaven is My throne, 
and the earth My footstool; what house will 
ye :build to Me? saith the Lord, or what is 
the place of My rest? “hath not My hand 
made all these things ? 

51° Ye stiff-necked and uncircumcised in 
heart and in ears! ye do always the Holy 
Spirit resist; as your fathers — also ye 
5° which of the prophets did not your fathers 
poreeuied and they killed those who declared 
before about the coming of the Righteous 
One, of whom now ye betrayers and murder- 
ers have become, ** who received the law by 
arrangement of messengers, and did not keep 
ee 


54 And hearing these things, they were cut 
to their hearts, and did gnash the teeth at 
him; and being full of the Holy Spirit, 
having looked stedfastly to the heaven, he 
saw the glory of God, and Jesus standing on 
the right hand of God, and he said, ‘ Lo, I 
see the heavens having been opened, and the 
po of Man standing on tho right hand of 

od.’ 

57 And they, having cried out with a loud 
voice, stopped their ears, and did rush with 
one cnet upon him, and having cast him 
forth outside of the city, they were stoning 
him—and the witnesses did put down their 

arments at the feet of a young man called 

aul—? and they were stoning Stephen, call- 
ing and saying, ‘Lord Jesus, receive my 
spirit;’ © and having bowed the knees, he 
cried with a loud voice, ‘Lord, mayest thou 
not lay to them this sin;’ and this having 
said, he fell asleep. 


VIll. 1 AND Saul was assenting to his 
death, and there caine in that day a great 
persecution upon the assembly in Jerusalem, 
all also were scattered abroad in the regions 
of Judea and Samaria, except the apostles ; 
2and devout men carried away Stephen, anc 
made great lamentation over him; ?and Saul 
was making havoc of the assembly, into every 
house entering, and haling men and women, 
was giving them up to prison; ‘they then 
indeed, having been scattered, went abroad 
proclaiming good news—the word. 


Philip preaches in Samaria. 


5 And Philip having gone down to a city of 
Samaria, was preaching to them the Christ, 
6the multitudes also were giving heed to the 
things spoken by Philip, with one accord, in 
their hearing and seeing the signs that he was 
doing, 7for unclean spirits came forth from 
many who were possessed, crying with aloud 
voice, and many wno have been paralytic and 
lame were healed, ®and there was great joy 
in that city. 

9 And a certain man, by name Simon, was 
before in the city using magic, and amazing 
the nation of Samaria, saying himself to be a 
certain great one, to whom they were all 
giving heed, from small unto great, saying, 
‘This one is the great power of God;’ 1! and 
they were giving heed to him, because of his 
having for a long time amazed them with 
deeds of magic. 

12 And when they believed Philip, proclaim- 
ing good news, the things concerning the reign 
of God and the name of Jesus Christ, they 
were baptized both men and women; * and 
Simon also himself did believe, and, having 
been baptized, he was continuing with Philip, 
beholding also signs and mighty acts being 
done, he was amazed. 


14 And the apostles in Jerusalem having 
heard that Samaria hath recetved the wor 
of God, did send unto them Peter and John, 
45 who having come down did pray concerning 
them, that they may receive the Holy Spirit, 
—l6for as yet he was fallen upon none of 
them, and only they have been baptized—to 
the name of the Lord Jesus; then were 
they laying hands on them, and they received 
the Holy Spirit. 

18 And Simon, having beheld that through 
the laying on of the hands of the apostles, 
the Holy Spirit is given, brought before 
them money, ) saying, ‘Give also to me this 
authority, that on whomsoever I may lay the 
hands, he may receive the Holy Spirit.’ 

“OAnd Peter said unto him, ‘Thy silver 
with thee—may it be to destruction ! because 
the gift of God thou didst think to possess 
through money; *! thou hast neither part nor 
lot in this thing, for thy heart is not right 
before God; “reform, therefore, from this 
thy wickedness, and beseech God, if then the 
purpose of thy heart may be forgiven thee, 
“3 for in the gall of bitterness, and bond of un- 
righteousness, I perceive thee being.’ 

“4 And Simon answering, said, ‘Beseech ye 
for me unto the Lord, that nothing may come 
upon me of the things ye have spoken. 

*5They indeed, therefore, having testified 
fully, and spoken the word of the ‘Lord, did 
turn back to Jerusalem; in many villages also 
of the Samaritans they did proclaim good 
news, 


*6 And a messenger of the Lord spake unto 
Phihp, saying, ‘Arise, and go on toward the 
south, on the way that is going down from 
Jerusalem to Gaza,’—this is desert. °*? And 
having arisen, he went on, and lo, a man of 
Ethiopia, a eunuch, a man of rank, of Candace 
the queen of the Ethiopians, who was over 
al] her treasure, who had come to worship to 
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Philip and the eunuch. 


Jerusalem; “She was also returning, and is 
sitting on his chariot, and he was reading the 
prophet Isaiah. 

*Y And the Spirit said to Philip, ‘Go near, 
and be joined to this chariot ;’ “and Philip 
having run near, heard him reading the pro- 
phet Tsaiah, and said, ‘ Dost thou then know 
what thou dost read?’ 2 and he said, ‘ Why, 
how am I able, if some one may not guide 
me?’ he called Philip also, having come up, 
to sit with him. 

32 And the contents of the Writing that he 
was reading was this: ‘As a sheep unto 
slaughter he was led, and as a lamb ie es his 
shearer dumb, so he doth not open his mouth ; 
33in his humiliation his judgment was taken 
away, and his generation—who shall declare? 
because taken from the earth is his Jife.’ 

%4 And the eunuch answering Philip said, 
‘I pray thee, about whom doth the prophet 
say this? about himself, or about some other 
one?’ ®and Philip having opened his mouth, 
and having begun from this Writing, pro- 
claimed good news to him—Jesus. 

36 And as they were going on the way, they 
came upon a certain water. and the eunuch 
said, ‘Lo, water; what doth hinder me to be 
baptized?’ P? And Philip said, ‘ If thou dost 
believe out of all the heart, it is lawful;’ and 
he answering said, ‘I believe Jesus Christ to 
be the Son of God;’] 3%and he commanded 
the chariot to stand still, and they both went 
down tothe water, both Philip and the eunuch, 
and he baptized him; *¥ and when they came 
up out of the water, the Spirit of the Lord 
caught away Philip, and the euuuch saw him 
no more, for he was going on his way rejoic- 
ing; and Philp was found at Azotus, and 
passing through, he was proclaiming good 
news to all the cities, till his coming to 
Cesarea. 


TX. }AND Saul, yet breathing of threaten- 
ing and slaughter to the disciples of the Lord, 
having gone to the chief priest, * did ask from 
him letters to Damascus, unto the synagogues, 
that if he may find any being of the way, ‘both 
men and women, he may bring them bound to 
Jerusalem. 

3 And in the going, he came nigh to Dam- 
ascis, and suddenly there shone round about 
him a light from the heaven, tand having 
fallen upon the earth, he heard a voice saying 
to him, ‘Saul, Saul, why me dost thou perse- 
cute ?’ 

5 And he said, ‘Who art thou, Lord?’ and 
the Lord said, ‘I am Jesus whom thou dost 
persecute ; hard for thee at the pricks to kick ;’ 
’ trembling also, and astonished, he said, ‘Lord, 
what dost thou wish me to do?’ and the Lord 
said unto him, ‘ Arise, and enter into the city, 
and it shall be told thee what it behoveth 
thee to do.’ 

7And the men who are journeying with 
him stood speechless, hearing indeed the 
voice but seeing no one, 2and Saul arose from 
the earth, and his eyes having been opened, 
he beheld no one, and leading him by the 
hand they brought him to Damascus, ? and 
he was three days without seeing, and he did 
neither eat nor drink. 


Saul’s conversion. 


10 And there was a certain diseiple in Dam- 
ascus, by name Ananias, and the Lord said 
unto him in a vision, ‘Ananias;’ and he said, 
‘Behold me, Lord:’ !! and the Lord saith un- 
to him, ‘ Having risen, go on unto the street 
that is called Straight, aud seek in the house 
of Judas, one by name Saul of Tarsus, for, lo, 
he doth pray, and he sawin a vision aman, 
by name Ananias, coming in, and putting a 
hand on him, that he may see again.’ 

13 And Ananias answered, ‘ Lord, I have 
heard from many about this man, how many 
evils he did to Thy saints in Jerusalem, “and 
here he hath authority from the chief priests, 
to bind all those calling on Thy name.’ And 
the Lord said unto him, ‘ Be going on, because 
a choice vessel to Me is this one, to bear My 
name before nations and kings—the sons also 
of Israel; '®for I will shew him how many 
things it behoveth him for My name to suffer.’ 


7 And Ananias went away, and did enter 
into the house, and having put upon hin his 
hands, said, ‘Saul, brother, the Lord hath 
sent me—Jesus who did appear to thee in the 
way in which thon wast coming—that thon 
mayest see again, and mayest be filled with 
the Holy Spirit.’ 

18 And immediately there fell from his eyes 
as it were scales, he saw again also presently, 
and having risen, was baptized, “and hav- 
ing received nourishment, was strengthened, 
and Saul was with the disciples in Damascus 
certain days, 7° and immediately in the syna- 
yogues he was preaching the Christ, that he 
18 the Son of God. 

“1 And all those hearing were amazed, and 
said, ‘Is not this he who laid waste in Jern- 
salem those calling on this naine, and hither 
to this intent had come, that he might bring 
them bound to the chief priests ?’ *? And Sau 
was still more strengthened, and he was con- 
founding the Jews dwelling in Damascus, 
proving that this is the Christ. 


*3 And when many days were fulfilled, the 
Jews took counsel together to kill him, 4 and 
their counsel against him was known to Saul; 
they were also watching the gates both day 
and night, that they may kill him, “and the 
disciples having taken him, by night did let 
him down by the wall, letting down ina 
basket. 

*6 And Sanl, having come to Jerusalem, did 
try to join himself to the disciples, and they 
were all afraid of him, uot believing that he 
is a disciple, ??and Barnabas having taken 
him, brought him unto the apostles, and did 
deelare to them how in the way he saw the 
Lord, and that he spake to him, and how in 
Damascus he was speaking boldly in the name 
of Jesus. 

*8 And he was with them, coming in and 
going out in Jerusalem, “and speaking bold] 
in the name of the Lord Jesus, he was both 
speaking and disputing with the Hellenists, 
and they were taking in hand to kill him, 
“and the brethren having known, brought 
him down to Cesarea, and sent him forth to 
‘Tarsus. 

31 Then, indced, a throughout 

)

all Judea, and Galilee, and Samaria, had 
peace, being built up, and, going on in the 
tear of the Lord, and in the comfort of the 
Holy Spirit, they were multiplied. 


32 And it came to pass that Peter passing 
throughout all quarters, came down also unto 
the saints who were dwelling at Lydda, 2 and 
he found there a certain man, Auneas by name 
—for eight years laid upon a conch—who wag 

aralytic, *tand Peter said to him, ‘Auneas, 

eal thee doth Jesus the Christ; arise and 
spread for thyself;’ and immediately he rose, 
% and all those dwelling at Lydda and Saron 
saw him, and did turn to the Lord. 

35 And in Joppa there was a certain female 
disciple, by name Tabitha, (which interpreted, 
is called Dorcas,) this woman was full of good 
works and kind acts that she was doing; 
37 and it came to pass in those days she, hav- 
ing ailed, died, and having bathed her, they 
laid her in an upper chamber, 33and Lydda 
being nigh to Joppa, the disciples having 
heard that Peter is in that place, sent two 
men unto him, calling on him not to delay to 
come through unto them. 

39 And Peter having risen, went with them, 
whom having come, they brought into the 
upper chamber, and all the widows stood by 
him weeping, and shewing coats and garments, 
as many as Dorcas was making while she was 
with them. 

40 And Peter having put them all forth with- 
out, having bowed the knees, did pray, and 
having turned unto the body said, ‘ Tabitha, 
arise ;’ and she opened her eyes, and having 
seen Peter, she sat up, “aud having given her 
his hand, he lifted her up, and having called 
the saints and the widows, he presented hei 
alive, # and it became known throughout all 
Joppa, and many believed on the Lord; “and 
it came to pass, that he remained many days 
in Joppa, with a certain one, Simon a tanner. 


X. !1 AND there was a certain man in 
Cesarea, by name Cornelius, a centurion from 
a band called Italian, *pious, and fearing 
God with all his honse, doing also many kind 
acts to the people, and beseeching God always, 
3he saw in a vision manifestly, as it were the 
ninth hour of the day, a messenger of God 
coming in unto him, and saying to him, ‘Cor- 
nelius;’ +and he having looked earnestly on 
him, aud becoming afraid, said, ‘ What is it, 
Lord?’ 

And he said to him, ‘Thy prayers and _ th 
kind acts came up for a memorial before God, 
® and now send men to Joppa, and send for a 
certain one Simon, who is surnamed Peter, 
Sthis one doth lodge with a certain Simon 
a tanner, whose house is by the sea; this one 
shall speak to thee what it behoveth thee to 
do.’ 

7 And when the messenger who is speaking 
to Cornelius went away, having called two of 
his domestics, and a pious soldier_of those 
waiting on him continually, 8 and having 
declared to them all thinus, he sent them to 
Joppa. 


* And on the morrow, as these are proceed-

ing on the way, and are drawing nigh to the 
city, Peter went up upon the house-top to 
pray, about the sixth hour, !° and he became 
very hungry, and wished to eat; and they 
making ready, there fell upon him a trance, 
land he doth behold the heaven opened, and 
descending unto him a certain vessel, as a 
great sheet, bound at the four corners, and Jet 
down upon the earth, in which were all the 
four-footed beasts of the earth, and the wild 
beasts, and the creeping things, and the fowls 
of the heaven, ' and there came a voice unto 
him: ‘Having risen, Peter, slay and eat.’ 

4And Peter said, ‘Not so, Lord; because 
at no time did I eat anything common or un- 
clean;’ and there is a voice again a second 
time unto him: ‘ What God did cleanse, thon, 
declare not thou common ;’ “and this was 
done thrice, and again was the vessel received 
up to the heaven. 


17 And as Peter was perplexed in himself 
what the vision that he saw might be, then, Io, 
the men who have been sent from Cornelius, 
having made inquiry for the house of Simon, 
stood at the gate, and having called, they 
were asking if Simon, who is surnamed Peter, 
doth lodge here? 

19 And Peter thinking about the vision, the 
Spirit said to him, ‘Lo, three men do seek 
thee; °° but having risen, go down and go on 
with them, nothing doubting, because I have 
sent them;’ “!and Peter having come down 
unto the men who have beeu sent from Corne- 
lius unto him, said, ‘Lo, lam he whom ye seek, 
what zs the cause for which ye are present?’ 

22 And they said, ‘Cornelius, a centurion, a 
man righteous and fearing God, well testified 
to, also, by all the nation of the Jews, was 
divinely warned by a holy messenger to send 
aa thee, to his house, and to hear sayings from 
thee. 


°3 Having called them in, therefore, he 
lodged them, and on the morrow Peter went 
forth with them, and certain of the brethren 
from Joppa went with him, “and on the mor- 
row they did enter into Cesarea ; and Cornelius 
was waiting forthem, having called together 
his kindred and near friends, **and as it came 
that Peter entered in, Cornelius having met 
him, having fallen at his feet, did bow before 
him; *and Peter raised him, saying, ‘Stand 
up; Lalso myself am a man;’ 7 and talkmg 
with him he went in, and doth find many 
having come together. 

°8 And he said unto them, ‘Ye know how it 
is unlawful for a man, a Jew, to keep com- 
pany with, or to come unto, one of another 
race, but to me God did shew to call no man 
common or unclean ; *’ therefore also without 
gainsaying J came, having been sent for; I 
ask, therefore, for what matter ye did send for 
me ?’ 

30 And Cornelius said, ‘Four days ago till 
this hour, I was fasting, and at the ninth hour 
prene in my house, and, lo, a man stood be- 

ore me in bright clothing, *! and he said, Cor- 
nelius, thy prayer was heard, and thy kind 
acts were remembered before God; ** send, 
therefore, to Joppa, and call for Simon, who is 
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surnamed Peter; this one doth lodge in the 
house of Simona tanner, by the sea, who hav- 
ing come, shall speak to thee ; 34 at once, there- 
fore, [ sent to thee; thou also didst do well, 
havingcome; now, therefore, are weall before 
God present to hear all things that have been 
commanded thee by God.’ 


84 And Peter having opened his mouth, said, 
‘Of a truth, I perceive that God is no respecter 
of persons, 23 but in every nation he who is 
fearing Him, and is working righteousness, is 
acceptable to Him ; *° the word that he sent 
to the sons of Israel, jroclaiming good news— 
peace through Jesus Ghrist (this one is Lord 
of all,) 8’? ye—ye have known ;-—the word that 
came throughout all Judea, having begun 
from Gahlee, after the baptism that John 
ene 38 Jesus who ts from Nazareth-— 
iow God did anoint him with the Holy Spint 
and power; who went through, doing good, 
and healing all those oppressed by the devil, 
because God was with tte ; 9° and we-—we are 
witnesses of all things that he did, both in the 
country of the Jews, and in I; erusalem,— 
Neg they did slay, having hanged upon a 

ree. 

<*This one did God raise up the third day, 
and gave him to become maniiest, 4! not to all 
the people, but to witnesses, to those having 
been chosen before by God—to us who did eat 
with him, and did drink with him, after his 
rising out of the dead; #7 and he commanded 
us to preach to the people, and to testify 
fully that it is he who hath been ordained by 
God judge of living and dead—* to this one do 
all the prophets testify, that through his name 
every one thatis believing in him doth receive 
remission of sins.’ 


+ While Peter is yet speaking these sayings, 
the Holy Spirit fell upon all those hearing the 
word, ” and those of the circumcision be- 
lieving were astonished—as many as came 
with Peter—because also upon the nations the 
gift of the Holy Spirit hath been poured out, 
46 for they were hearing them speaking with 
tongues and magnifying God. 

47 Then answered Peter, ‘The water is any 
one able to forbid, that these may not be 
baptized, who the Holy Spirit did receive— 
even as also we?’ * he commanded them also 
to be baptized in the name of the Lord ; then 
they besought him to remain certain days. 


XI. } AND the apostles and the brethren 
who are in Judea heard that also the nations 
did receive the word of God, ? and when Peter 
came up to Jerusalem, those of the circum-

‘Unto men uncircumeised thou didst go in, 
and didst eat with them!’ 

4And Peter having begun, did expound to 
them in order saying, 3 was in the city of 
Joppa praying, and I saw in a trance a vision, 
a certain vessel coming down, asa great sheet 
by four corners being ie down out of the hea- 
ven, and it came unto me; at which havin 
looked stedfastly, I was considering, and 
saw the four-footed beasts of the earth, and 
the wild beasts, and Cy creeping things, and 
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the fowls of heaven; 7and | heard a voice say- | stration to the brethren dwelling in Jndea, 


ing to me, Having risen, Peter, slay and eat ; 
8and I said, Not so, Lord; becanse anything 
comnion or uaclean hath at no time entered 
into my mouth ; Yanda veice did answer me 
a second time out of the heaven, What God 
did cleanse, thon—declare not thou common. 

10 * And this happened thrice, and again was 
all drawn up to the heaven, '! and, lo, imme- 
diately, three men stood at the house in which 
I was, having been sent from Cesarea unto me, 
12 and the Spirit said tome to go with them, 
nothing doubting, and these six brethren also 
went with me, and we did enter into the 
house of the man, he declared also to us 
how he saw the messenger in his house stand- 
ing, and saying to him, Send men to Joppa, 
and call for Simon, who is surnamed Peter, 
Mwho shall speak sayings by which thou 
shalt be saved, thou and all thy house. 

15* And in my beginning to speak, the Holy 
Spirit did fall upon them, even as also upon 
us in the beginning, 4®and I remembered the 
saying of the Lord, how he said, John in- 
deed did baptize with water, and ye shall be 
baptized with the Holy Spirit; }71f then the 
equal gift God did give to them as also to us, 
having beheved upon the Lord Jesus Christ, 
I—how was I able to withstand God?’ 

1% And they, having heard these things, 
were silent, and were glorifying God, saying, 
‘Then, indeed, also to the nations did God 
five the reformation to hfe.’ 


W~Those, indeed, therefore, having been 
scattercd abroad, from the tribulation that 
came after Stephen, went through unto 
Phenice, and Cyprus, and Autioch, speaking 
the word to none except to Jews only; °° and 
there were certain of them men of Cyprus 
and Cyrene, who having entered into Antioch, 
were speaking unto the Hellenists, proclaim- 
ing good news—the Lord Jesus, "4and the 
hand of the Lord was with them, a great 
number also, having believed, did turn unto 
the Lord. 

22 And the account was heard in the ears of 
the assembly that is in Jerusalem concerning 
them, and they sent forth Barnabas to go 
through unto Antioch, “who, having come, 
and having seen the grace of God, was glad, 
aud was exhorting all with purpose of heart 
to cleave to the Lord, *4 because Ms was a good 
man, and full of the Holy Spirit, and of faith, 
and a great multitude was added to the Lord. 

2% And Barnabas went forth to Tarsus, to 
seek for Saul, “?and having found him, he 
brought hin to Antioch, and it came to pass 
that they a whole year did assemble together 
in theassembly, and taught a great multitude, 
the disciples also were divinely called first in 
Antioch Christians. 


°7 And in those days there came from Jeru- 
salem prophets to Antioch, “and one of them, 
by name Kathe having stood up, did signify 
throngh the Spirit a great dearth 1s abont to be 
throughout al the world—which also came to 
pass in the time of Claudius Casar— and the 
disciples, according as any one was prosper- 
ing, determined each of them to send for mini-

“which also they did. having sent unto the 
elders by the hand of Barnabas and Saul. 


XIJ. }AND about that time, Herod the 
king put forth his hands, to do evil to certain 
of those of the assembly, “and he killed James, 
the brother of John, with the sword, ?and 
having seen that it is pleasing to the Jews, 
he added to lay hold of Peter also—and they 
were the days of the unleavened food—* whom 
also having seized, he did put in prison, hav- 
ing delivered him to four quaternions of sol- 
diers to guard him, intending after the pass- 
over to bring him forth to the people. 


5 Peter, therefore, indeed, was kept in the 
prison, and fervent prayer was being made by 
the assembly unto God for him, § and when 
Herod was about to bring him forth, the same 
nicht was Peter sleeping between two soldiers, 
having been bound with two chains, guards 
also before the door were keeping the prison, 
7and lo, a messenger of the Lord stood by, 
and a light shone in the buildings, and hav- 
ing smitten Peter on the side, he raised him 
up, saying, ‘Rise in haste,’ and his chains fell 
from off Ais hands. 

8 The messenger also said to him, ‘ Gird thy- 
self, and bind on thy sandals;’ and he did so; 
and he saith to him, ‘ Put thy garment round 
and be following me;’ 9and having gone forth, 
he was following him, and he knew not that it 
is true that which is done through the mes- 
senger, and was thinking he saw a vision, 
10 and having passed through a first ward, and 
a second, they came unto the iron gate that is 
leading to the wty, which of its own accord 
did open to them, and having gone forth, they 
went on through one street, and immediately 
the messenger departed from him. ; 

1 And Peter having come to himself, said, 
‘Now IL have known of a truth that the Lord 
did sent forth His messenger, and did deliver 
ine out of the hand of Herod, and all the ex- 
rectation of the people of the Jews;’ ! also, 
igure considered, he came unto the house of 
Mary, the mother of John, who is surnamed 
Mark, where there were many thronged to- 
ecther and praying. 

13 And Peter having knocked at the door of 
the porch, there came a damsel to hearken, 
by name Rhoda, Mand having known the 
voice of Peter, from the joy she did not open 
the porch, but having run in, tok! of the 
standing of Peter before the porch, and they 
said unto her, ‘Thou art mad;’ and she was 
confidently affirming if to be so, and they 
said, ‘ltis his messenger ;’ and Peter was 
continuing knocking, and having opened, they 
saw him, and were astonished, ' and having 
beckoned to them with the hand to be silent, 
he declared to them how the Lord brought 
him out of the prison, and he said, ‘ Declare 
to James and to the brethren these things;’ 
and having gone forth, he went on to another 
place. 


‘8 And day having come, there was not a 
little stir among the soldiers what then was 
beeome of Peter, and Herod having sought

for him, and not having found, having exa- 
mined the guards, did cummand them to be 
led away to punishment, and having gone 
down from Judea to Cesarea, he was abiding 
there. 

*0 And Herod was highly displeased with 
the Tyrians and Sidonians, and with one ac- 
cord they came unto him, and having made 
a friend of Blastus, who its over the bed- 
chambers of the king, they were asking peace, 
because of their country being nourished from 
the king’s; *!and on aset day, Herod having 
arrayed himself in kingly apparel, and having 
sat down upon the tribunal, was making an 
oration unto them, “and the populace were 
shouting, ‘The voice of a vod, and not of a 
man ;’ %and presently there smote him a mes- 
senger of the Lord, becanse he did not give 
the glory to God, and having been eaten of 
wornis, he expired. 


“4 And the word of God did grow and did 
multiply, °° and Barnabas and Sanl did turn 
back out of Jerusalem, having fulfilled the 
Ininistration, having taken also with them 
John, who was surnamed Mark. 


XIII. } AND there were certain in Antioch, 
in the assembly there, prophets and teachers ; 
both Barnabas, and Simeon who is called 
Niger, and Lucius the Cyrenian, Manaen also 
—Herod the tetrarch’s foster-brother—and 
Saul; 2and in their ministering to the Lord 
and fasting, the Holy Spirit said, ‘Separate 
ye to me both Barnabas and Saul to the work 
to which I have called them,’ ?then having 
fasted, and having prayed, and having laid the 
hands on them, they sent them away. 

+ These, indeed, then, having been sent forth 
by the Holy Spirit, went down to Seleucia, 
thence also they sailed to Cyprus, %and hav- 
ing come unto Salamis, they declared the 
word of God in the synagogues of the Jews, 
and they had also John as a ministrant; ® and 
having gone through the island unto Paphos, 
they found a certain magian, a false prophet, 
a Jew, whose name is Bar-Jesus; 7 who was 
with the proconsul Sergius Paulus, an_in- 
telligent man; this one having called for Bar- 
nabas and Saul, did desire to hear the word 
of God, 8and there withstood them Elymas 
the magian—for so is his name interpreted— 
pening to pervert the proconsul from the 

aith. 

9 And Saul—who also is Paul—having been 
filled with the Holy Spirit, and having looked 
stedfastly on him, '™ said, ‘O full of all guile, 
and all profligacy, son of a devil, enemy of all 
righteousness, wilt thou not cease perverting 
the right ways of the Lord? *! and now, lo, a 
hand of the Lord is upon thee, and thou shalt 
be blind, not seeing the sun fora season ;’ and 
presently there fell upon him a mist and dark- 
ness, aud he, going about, was seeking some 
to lead Aim by the hand; then the procon- 
sul having seen what hath come to pass, did 
believe, being astonished at the teaching of 
the Lord. 


13 And those about Paul having set sail 
from Paphos, came to Perga of Pamphylia, 
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and John having departed from them, did 
turn back to Jerusalem, '4and they having 
gone through from Perga, came to Antioch of 
Pisidia, and having gone into the synagogue 
on the sabbath-day, they sat down, and after 
the reading of the law and of the prophets, 
the chief men of the synagogue sent unto 
them, saying, ‘Men, brethren, if there be a 
word in you of exhortation unto the people— 
say on.’ 

16 And Paul having risen, and having beck- 
oned with the hand, said, ‘Men, Israelites, 
and those fearing God, hearken: 27 the God of 
this people Israel did choose our fathers, and 
the people He did exalt in their sojourning in 
the land of Egypt, and with an high arm did 
He bring them out of it; 8and about a period 
of forty years He did suffer their manners in 
the wilderness, !° and having clestroyed seven 
nations in the land of Canaan, He did divide 
by lot to them their land. 

*0* And after these things, about four hun- 
dred and fifty years, He gave judges—till 
Samuel the prophet; *!and thereafter they 
asked for a king, and God did give to them 
Saul, son of Kish, a man of the tribe of Ben- 
jamin, for forty years; “and having removed 

im, He did raise up to them David for king, 
to whom also having testified, he said, I found 
David, the son of Jesse, a man according to 
My heart, who shall do all My will. 

*3°QOf this one’s seed God, according to 
promise, «id raise to Israel a Saviour—Jesus, 
“4 John having first preached, before his com- 
ing, a baptism of reformation to all the people 
of Israel; “and _as John was fulfilling the 
course, he said, Whom me do ye suppose to 
be? I am not he, but, lo, he doth come after 
me, of whom I am not worthy to loose the 
sandal of his feet. 

“6 * Men, brethren, sons of the race of Abra- 
ham, aud those among you fearing God, to 
you was the word of this salvation sent, * for 
those dwelling in Jerusalem, and their chiefs, 
this one not having known, also the voices of 
the prophets, which every sabbath are being 
ereenaing judged him—did fulfil, *8 and 
no cause of death having found, they did ask 
of Pilate that he should be slain, and when 
they did complete all the things written about 
him, having taken him down from the tree, 
they laid him in a tomb; 2°and God did raise 
him out of the dead, #7! and he was seen for 
many days of those who did come up with 
him from Galilee to Jerusalem, who are his 
witnesses unto the people. 

32° And we to you do proclaim good news— 
that the promise made unto the fathers, God 
hathin full completed this to us their children, 
having raised up Jesus, as also in the second 
Psalm it hath been written, My Son thou art 
—I to-day have begotten thee. 

34* And that He aid raise him up out of the 
dead, no more to return to corruption, he hath 
said thus—I will give to you the faithful 
kindnesses of David; ®* wherefore also in 
another place he saith, Thou shalt not give 
Thy al One to sce corruption, ** for David, 
indeed, his own veneration having served by 
the will of God, did fall asleep, and was 
added unto his sae and saw corruption,

37 but he whom God did raise up, did not see | aware, did flee to the cities of Lycaonia, Lystra,

38 ‘Jct it therefore be known to you, men, 
brethren, that through this one to you is the 
forgiveness of sins declared, *8and from all 
things from which ye were not able in the 
law of Moses to be declared righteous, in this 
one every one who js believing is declared 
righteous ; 4°see, therefore, tt may not come 
upon you that hath been spoken in the pro- 
phets: 4! See, ye despisers, and wonder, and 
perish, because a work I—I do work in your 
days, a work in which ye may not beheve, 
though any one may declare it to you.’ 


#2 And having gone forth out of the syna- 
gogue of the Jews, the nations were calling 
upon them that on the next sabbath these say- 
ings may be spoken to them, * and the syna- 
gogue having been dismissed, many of the 
Jews and of the devout ete did follow 
Paul and Barnabas, who, speaking to them, 
were persuading them to remain iu the grace 
of God, 

44. And on the coming sabbath, almost all 
the city was gathered together to hear the 
word of God, # and the Jews having seen the 
multitudes, were filled with zeal, and did con- 
tradict the things spoken by Paul—contra- 
dicting and speaking evil. 

46 And speaking boldly, Paul and Barnabas 
said, ‘'lo you it was necessary that first the 
word of God be spoken, and seeing ye do 
thrust it away, and do not jndge yourselves 
worthy of the life age-during, lo, we do turn 
to the nations; for so hatl the Lord com- 
manded us: I have set thee for a light of na- 
tions—for thy being for salvation unto the 
end of the earth.’ 

48 And the nations hearing were glad, and 
were glorifying the word of the Lord, and did 
believe—as many as were qepeintes to life 
age-during; and the word of the Lord was 
spread abroad through all the region. 


50 And the Jews stirred up the devout and 
honourable woinen, and the first men of the 
city, and did raise persecution against Paul 
and Barnabas, and did put them ont from 


their borders; !and they having shaken off 


the dust of their feet against them, came to 
Yconinum, “and the disciples were filled with 
joy and the Holy Spirit. 


XIV. 'AND it came to pass in Jconium, 
tliat they did enter together into the syna- 
gocne of the Jews, and spake, so that there 
believed both of Jews and Greeks a creat 
multitude; 2and the unbelieving Jews did 
stir up and made evil the souls of the nations 
against the brethren; long time, indced, 
therefore, did they abide speaking boldly in 
the Lord, who is testifying to the word of His 
grace, and granting signs and wonders to 
come to pass through their hands. 

4 And the multitude of the city was divided, 
and some were with the Jews, and some 
with the apostles, 5and when there was a 
purpose both of the nations and of the Jews 
with their rulers to use them despitefully, 
and to gtoue them, yy having become

Derbe, and to the region round about, 
news. 
8 And a certain man in Lystra, impotent in 


the teet, was sitting, being lame from the 
womb of his mother—who never had walked, 


| *this one was hearing Paul speaking, who, 


having stedfastly beheld him, and having seen 
that he hath faith to be saved, ! said with a 
loud voice, ‘Stand up on thy feet upright ;' 
and he was springing and walking, |! and the 
multitudes having seen what Paul did, did 
lift up their voice, in the speech of Lycaonia, 
saying, ‘The gods, having become like men, 
did come down unto us ;’ !* they were calling 
also Barnabas Zeus, and Paul Hermes, since 
he was the leader in speaking. 

BAnd the priest of the Zeus that is before 
their city, oxen and garlands unto the porches 
having brought, with the multitudes did 
wish to sacrifice, }4and having heard, the 
apostles Barnabas and Paul, having rent their 
garments. did spring into the multitude, cry- 
ing and saying, ‘Men, why these things do 
ye? and we are men like-affected with you, 
proclaiming good news to you, from these 
vanities to turn unto the living God, who 
made the heaven, and the earth, and the sea, 
and all the things in them; !6 who in the past 
eenerations did suffer all the nations to zo on 
in their ways, !’ though, indeed, without wit. 
ness He did not leave himself, doing good— 
from heaven giving rains to us, and fruitful 
seasons, filling our hearts with food and glad- 
ness;’ }8and these things saying, scarcely did 
they restrain the multitudes from sacrificing 
to them. ; 


19 And there came thither, from Antiock 
and Iconium, Jews, and they having per 
suaded the multitudes, and having stoned 
Paul, drew him outside of the eity, having 
supposed him to be dead; *° and the disciples 
having surrounded him, having risen he en- 
tered into the city, and on the morrow he 
went forth with Barnabas to Derbe. 

21 Having proclaimed good news also to that 
city, and having discipled many, they turned 
back to Lystra, and Iconium, and Antioch, 
*2 confirming thesouls of the disciples, exhort- 
ing to remain in the faith, and that through 
many tribulations it behoveth us to enter into 
the reign of God, and having appointed to 
them by vote elders in every assembly, hav- 
ing prayed with fastings, they commended 
them to the Lord in whom they had be- 
lieved. 


*4 And having passed through Pisidia, they 
came to Pamphylia, “and having spoken in 
Perga the word, they went down to Attalia, 
6 and thence did sail to Antioch, whence they 
had been given by the grace of God for the 
work that they fulfilled; “and having come 
and gathered together the assembly, they de- 
clared as many things as God did with them, 
and that He did open to the nations a door ot 
faith; “8and they abode there not a littlo 
time with the disciples. 


Dissension about circumcision. 


XV. ! AND certain having come down from 
Judea, were teaching the brethren—‘ If ye be 
not circumcised after the custom of Moses, 
ye are not able to be saved ;’ *there having 
been, therefore, not a little dissension and dis- 
putation to Paul and Barnabas withthem, they 
arranged for Panl and Barnabas, and certain 
others of them, to go up unto the apostles and 
elders to Jerusalem about this question, 3they 
indeed, then, having been sent forward by the 
assembly, were passing through Phenice and 
Samaria, declaring the conversion of the na- 
tions, and they were causing great joy to all 
the brethren. 

4And having come to Jerusalem, they were’ 
received by the assembly, and the apostles, 
and the elders, they declared also as many 
things as God did with them; °and there rose 
up certain of those of the sect of the Pharisces 
who believed, saying—‘It behoveth to cir- 
cumcise them, to command thein also to keep 
the law of Moses.’ 

6 And there were gathered together the 
apostles and the elders, to see about this 
matter, 7and there having been much dlis- 
puting, Peterhaving risen up said unto them, 
‘Men, brethren, ye know that from former 
days, God among us did make choice, through 
my mouth, for the nations to hear the word 
of the good news, and to believe; 8 and the 
heart-knowing God did bare them testimony, 
having given to them the Holy Spirit, even 
as also to us, 9and did put no difference also 
between us and them, by the faith having 
purified their hearts ; now, therefore, why 
do ye tempt God, to puta yoke upon the neck 
of the disciples, which neither our fathers nor 
we were able to bear? "but, throngh the 

race of the Lord Jesus Christ, we believe to 
ye saved, even as also they.’ 

12 And all the multitude did keep silence, 
and were hearkening to Barnabas and Paul, 
declaring as many signs and wonders as God 
did among the nations through them; }°¥ and 
after they are silent, James answered, saying, 
‘Men, brethren, hearken to me; }4 Simeon 
did declare how at first God did look after 
to take out of the nations a people for His 
name, and to this agree the words of the 
prophets, as it hath ‘been written: 15 After 
these things I will turn back, and I will 
build again the tabernacle of David. that is 
fallen down, and its ruins J will build again, 
and will set it upright—?’ that the residue of 
men may seek after the Lord, and all the 
nations, upon whom My name hath been 
called, saith the Lord, who is domg all these 
things. 

i8* Known from the ages to God are al] His 
works; !° wherefore I judge: not to trouble 
those who from the nations do turm back to 
God, *° but to write to them to abstain from 
the pollutions of the idols, and the whoredom, 
and the strangled thing, and the blood ; “1 for 
Moses from former generations in every city 
hath those preaching him—in the synagogues 
every sabbath being read.’ 


=“"Thenit seemed good tothe apostles and the 
elders, with the whole assembly, cliosen men 
out of themselves to send to Antioch with 
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Paul and Barnabas—Judas surnamed Barsa- 
bas, and Silas, leading men among the breth- 
os having written through their hand 
thus : 

‘The apostles, and the elders, and the 
brethren, to those in Antioch, and Syria, and 
Cilicia, brethren, who are of the nations, 
greeting; *tseeing we have heard that certain 
having gone forth from us did trouble you 
with words, subverting your souls, saying 
to be circumcised and to keep the law, to 
whom we did give no charge, *it seemed 
good to us, having come together with one 
accord, chosen men to send unto you, with 
our beloved Barnabas and Paul—*6 men who 
have given up their lives for the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ—* we have sent, therefore, 
Judas and Silas, and they by word are telling 
the same things. 

8 * For it seemed good to the Holy Spirit, and 
to us, no more burden to lay upon you, except 
these necessary things: to abstain from 
things offered toidols, and blood, and a strang- 
led thing, and whoredom ; from which keep- 
ing yourselves, ye shall do well; be strong!’ 


30They then, indeed, having been let go, 
went to Antioch, and having brought the 
multitude together, did deliver the emstle, 
3iand they having read, did rejoice for the 
consolation; ®*Judas also and Silas, being 
themselves algo prophets, through much dis- 
course did exhort the brethren, and confirm, 
33 and having passed some time, they were let 
go with peace from the brethren unto the 
apostles; #*and it seemed good to Silas to 
remain there still. 


35 And Paul and Barnabas continued in 
Antioch, teaching and proclaiming good news 
—with many others also—the word of the 
Lord; *%and after certain days, Paul said unto 
Baruabas, ‘Having turned back again, we 
may look after our brethren, in every city m 
which we have preached the word of the Lord 
—how they are.’ 

37 And Barnabas counselled to take with 
them John called Mark, *and Paul was not 
thinking it good to take him with them who 
withdrew from them from Pamphylia, and 
did not go with them to the work; * there 
came, therefore, a sharp contention, so that 
they were parted from one another, and Bar- 
nabas having taken Mark, did sail to Cyprus, 
49and Paul having chosen Silas, went forth, 
having been given up to the grace of God by 
the brethren ; ‘El he went through Syria 
and Cilicia, confirming the assemblies. 


XVI. 1 AND he came to Derbe and Lystra, 
and lo, a certain disciple was there, by name 
Timothens son of a certain woman, a believing 
Jewess, but of a father, a Greek, *who was 
well testified to by the brethren in Lystra and 
Iconium ; 3 this one did Paul wish to go forth 
with him, and havingtaken him, hecircumctsed 
him, because of the Jews who are in those 
places, for they all knew his father—that he 
was a Greek, 


4And as they mere, going on through the 
5

cities, they were delivering to them the de- 
crees to keep, that have been judged by the 
apostles and the elders who are in Jerusalem, 
5then, indeed, were the assemblies established 
in the faith, and were abounding in number 
every day; ®and having gone through Phrygia 
and the region of Galatia, having been for- 
bidden by the Holy Spirit to speak the word 
in Asia, 7having gone toward Mysia, they 
were trying to go on toward Bithynia, and the 
Spirit did not suffer them, 8and having passed 
by Mysia, they came down to Troas, 


9 And a vision through the night appeared 
to Paul—a certain man of Macedonia was 
standing, calling upon him, and saying, *‘Hav- 
ing passed through to Macedonia, help us ;’— 
Wand when he saw the vision, immediately 
we endeavoured to go forth to Macedonia, 
assuredly gathering that the Lord hath called 
us to preach good news to them, “having set 
sail, therefore, from Troas, we came with a 
straight course to Samothracia, on the morrow 
also to Neapolis, ’thence also to Philippi, 
which is a principal city of the part of Mace- 
donia—a colony. 

And we were in this city abiding certain 
days, on the sabbath-day also we went forth 
outside of the city, by a river, where there 
used to be prayer, and having sat down, we 
were speaking to the women who came to- 
gether, 4and acertain woman, by name Lydia, 
a seller of purple, of the city of Thyatira, 
worshipping God, was hearing, whose heart 
the Lord did open to attend to the things 
spoken by Paul; and when she was bap- 
tized, and her household, she did call upon us, 
saying, ‘If ye have judged me to be faithful 
to the Lord, having entered into my house, 
remain ;’ and she constréined us. 


' 16And it came to pass in our going on to 
wrayer, a certain maid, having a spirit of 

ython, did meet us, who brought much em- 
yloyment to her masters by seothsaying, ‘she 
esate followed Paul and us, was crying, say- 
ing, ‘These men are servants of the Most 
High God, who declare to us a way of salva- 
tion ’ and this she was doing for many days, 
but Paul having been grieved, and having 
turned, said to the spirit. ‘I command thee, 
in the name of Jesus Uhnist, to come forth 
from her;’ 2and‘it came forth the same hour. 
*’ And her masters having seen that the 
hope of their employment was gone, having 
caught Panl and Silas, drew them to the 
market-place, unto the rulers, “°and having 
brought them to the magistrates, they said, 
‘These men do exceedingly trouble our city, 
heing Jews; *!and they proclaim customs 
that are not lawful for us to receive nor to do, 
being Romans.’ 

22 And the multitude rose up together 
against them, and the magistrates having 
torn their garments from them, were com- 
manding to beat theme with rods, *? many 
hlows also having Jaid upen them, they cast 
them to prison, having viven charge to the 
jailor to keep them safely, “! who such a charge 
eae received, did put them to the muer 
prison, and their feet made fast in the stocks. 


XVL 5,—AUCTS. x11. 5. 


Conversion of the jailor. 


*> And at midnight Paul and Silas praying, 
were singing hynins to God, and the prison- 
ers were hearing them, ““and suddenly a 
great earthquake came, so that the founda- 
tiens of the prison were shaken. opened also 
pressaey were all the doors, and of all—the 

ands were loosed; * and the jailor having 
come out of sleep, and having seen the doors 
of the prison open, having drawn a sword, 
was about to kill himself, supposing the pri- 
soners to be fled, “Sand Paul cried ont with a 
loud voice, saying, ‘Thon mayest not do thy- 
self any harm, for we are all here.’ 

*9 And, having asked for a light, he sprang 
in, and trembling he fell down befere Paul 
and Silas, 2°and having brought them forth, 
said, ‘Sirs, what must I do—that I may be 
saved?’ 3! and they said, ‘ Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved—thou 
and thy house ;’ 3*and they spake to him the 
word of the Lerd, and to all those in his 
household; 33 and having taken them, in that 
hour of the night, he cid bathe them from 
the blows, and was baptized, himself and all 
his presently, **having brought them also 
into his house, he set food before them, and 
was glad with all the houseliold, he having 
believed in God. 


35 And day having come, the magistrates 
sent the rod-bearers, saying, ‘Let those me. 
go;’ and the jailor told these words untc 
Pau]J—‘ The magistrates have sent, that ye 
may be let go; now, therefore, having gone 
forth go on in peace;’ *7and Paul said to 
them, ‘Having beaten us publicly uncon 
demned—men, Romans being—they did cast 
us to prison, and now privately do they cast 
us forth! why no! but having come them- 
selves, let them bring us forth.’ 

38 And the rod-bearers told te the magis- 
trates these sayings, and they were afraid, 
having heard that they are Romans, and 
having come, they besought them, and having 
brought them forth, they were asking them to 
go forth from the city; *°and they, having 
gone forth out of the prison, entered into the 
house of Lydia, and having seen the brethren, 
they comforted them, and went forth. 


XVII. 1! AND having gt through Am- 
phipolis, and Apollonia, they caine to Thessa- 
lonica, where was the synagogue of the Jews, 
2 and according to the custom of Paul, he went 
in unte them, aud for three sabbaths he was 
reasoning with them from the Writings, 
3opening and alleging, ‘That the Christ it 
behoved to suffer, and to rise again out of the 
dead, and that this is the Christ—Jesus whom 
I proclaim to you.’ 

4 And certain of them did believe, and at- 
tached themselves to Paul and to Silas, also 
of the worshipping Grecks a great multitude, 
of the principal women also nota few. 


5 And the unbelieving Jews, having been 
moved with envy, and having taken to them 
of the loungers certain evil men, and having 
made a crowd, were setting the city in an up- 
roar; having assailed also the house of Jason, 
they were seeking them to bring them to tha 


Paul at Athens, 


populace, Sand not having found them, they 
drew Jason and certain brethren unto the eity 
rulers, calling aloud—' These, having put the 
world in commotion, are also here present, 
7whom Jason hath received ; and these all do 
contrary to the decrees of Cesar, saying 
another to be king—Jesus.’ 


8 And the troubled the multitude and the 
city rulers, hearing these things, 9 and having 


taking security from Jason and the rest, they 
let them go, 


20 And the brethren immediately, through 
the nicht, sent forth both Paul and Silas to 
Berea, who having come, went to the syna- 
gogue of the Jews; !!and these were more 
noble than those in Thessalonica, they re- 
ceived the word with all readiness of mind, 
every day examining the Writings whether 
those things were so; "many, indeed, there- 
fore, of them did believe, and of the honour- 
able Greek women and men not a few. 

3 And when the Jews from Thessalonica 
knew that also in Berea was the word of God 
declared by Paul, they came thither also, 
agitating the multitudes; and then imme- 
diately the brethren sent forth Paul, to go on 
as it were to the sea, but both Silas and 
Timothy were remaining there. 


15 And those conducting Paul, brought him 
anto Athens, and having received acommand 
unto Silas and Timotheus that with all speed 
they may come unto him, they ceparted; 
and Paul waitiog for them in Athens, his 
spirit was stirred in him, beholding the city 
wholly given to idolatry, therefore, indeed, 
he was reasoning in the synagogue with the 
Jews, and with the worshipping persons, and 
in the market-place every day with those who 
met with him. 

18 And certain of the Epicurean and of the 
Stoic philosophers, were meeting together to 
see him, and some were saying, ‘What would 
this seed picker wish to say?’ and others, ‘ Of 
strange demons he doth seein to be an an- 
nouneer;’ because Jesus and the rising again 
he did proclaim to them as good news, ! hav- 
ing also taken him, unto the Areopagus they 
brought him, saying, ‘Are we able to know 
what is this new teaching that is spoken by 
thee, °°for certain strange things ait dost 
bring to our ears? we wish, then, to know 
what these things would wish to be;’ *! and 
all Athenians, and the strangers sojourning, 
for nothing else were at leisure but to say 
something, and to hear some newer thing. 

3 And Paul, having stood in the midst of 
the Areopagus, said, “Men, Atheniang, in all 
things I perceive you as over-religious; “for 
passing through and contemplating your 
objects of worship, I found also an erection 
on which had been inscribed: To God—un- 
known; whom, therefore—not knowing—ye 
do worship, this One I announce to you. 

*4*God, who did make the world, and all 
things in it, this One, of heaven and of earth 
being Lord, in temples made with hands 
doth not dwell, “neither by the hands of 
men is He served—needing anything, He 
giving to all life, and breath, anct all things ; 

ox 
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and at Corinth. 


°6 He made also of one blood every nation of 
men, to dwell upon all the face of the earth— 
having ordained times before appointed, and 
the bounds of their dwellings—*’ to scek the 
Lord, if perhaps they did feel after Him and 
find,—though, indeed, He is not far from each 
one of us, “for in Him we live, and move, 
and are; as also certain of your poets have 
said : For of Him also we are offspring. 

*9 “Being, therefore, offspring of God, we 
ought not to think the Godhead to be like to 
gold, or silver, or stone, graving of art and de- 
vice of man; *°the times, indeed, therefore, 
of the ignorance God having overlooked, doth 
now command all men everywhere to reform, 
31because He did set a day in which He is 
about to judge the world in righteousness, by 
a man whom He did ordain, having given 
assurance to all, having raised him out of the 
dead.’ 

32 And having heard of a rising again of the 
dead, some, indeed, were mocking, but others 
said, ‘We will hear thee again concerning 
this;’ and so Paul went forth from the midst 
of them, *4and certain men having cleaved to 
him, did believe, among whom is also Diony- 
sius the Areopagite, and a woman, by name 
Damaris, and others with them. 


XVIII. ! AND after these things, Pan] 
having departed out of Athens, caine to Cor- 
inth, ?and having found a certain Jew, by 
name Aquilas, of Pontus by birth, lately come 
from Ita y: and Priscilla his wife—because of 
Claudius having directed all the Jews to de- 
part out of Rome—he came to them, ? and be- 
cause of being of the same craft, he did re- 
main with them, and was working, for they 
were tent-makers as to craft; 4and he was 
reasoning in the synagogue every sabbath, 
persuading both Jews and Greeks. 

5 And wheu both Silas and Timotheus cama 
down from Macedonia, Paul was pressed ir 
the eae testifying fully to the Jews Jesus 
the Christ ; and on their resisting and speak- 
ing evil, having saaken his garments, he said 
unto them, * Your bivod és upon your head—: 
am clean; henceforth to the nations I wil] go 
on. 


7And having departed thence, he went to 
the house of a certain one, by name Justus, a 
worshipper of God, whose house was adjoin- 
ing the synagogue, 8 and Crispus, the ruler of 
the synagogue did believe in the Lord with 
all his house, and many of the Corinthians 
hearing were believing, and they were being 
baptized. 

¥ And the Lord said throngh a vision in the 
night to Paul, ‘ Be not afraid, but be speaking 
and thou mayest be not silent; *° because 
am with thee, and no one shall set on thee to 
do thee evil; because I have much people in 
this city ;? 4} and he continued a year and six 
par teaching among them the word of 

od. 


22 And Gallio being proconsul of Achaia, the 
Jews nade a rush with one accord upon Paul, 
and brought him unto the tribunal, saying 
—‘ Against the law this one doth persuade

men to worship God ;’ 4 and Paul being about 
to open his mouth, Gallio said unto the Jews, 
‘If, indeed, then, it was anything unrighte- 
ous, or au act of wicked profligacy, O Jews, ac- 
cording to reason I had borne with yon, © but 
if it isa question concerning words and names, 
and of your law, look ye yourselves ¢o it, for a 
judge of these things [ do not wish to be,’ 
6 and he dravethem from the tribunal; !? and 
all the Greeks having taken Sosthenes, the 
chief man of the synagogue, were beating him 
before the tribunal, and not even for these 
things was Gallo caring. 


18 And Paul having remained yet a good 
many days, having taken leave of the brethren, 
was sailing to Syria—and with him are Pris- 
cilla and Aquilas—having shorn his head in 
Cenchera, for he had a vow; and he came 
down to Ephesus, and did leave them there, 
and he himself having entered into the syna- 
gogue did reason with the Jews: °° and they 
having requested iim to remain a longer time 
with them, he did not consent, *! bnt took 
leave of them, saying, ‘It behoveth me by all 
means the coming feast to keep at Jerusalem, 
and again I will return unto you—God will- 
ing.’ And he sailed from Ephesus, * and 
having come down to Cesarea, having gone 
up, and having saluted the assembly, he went 
down to Antioch. 


3 AND having made some stay he went 
forth, going through in order the region of 
Galatia and Phrygia, strengthening all the 
chseiples. 

4 And acertain Jew, Apollos by name, an 
Alexandrian by birth, a man of eloquence, 
being mighty in the Wntings, cameto Ephesus, 
this one was instructed in the way of the 
Lord, and being fervent in the Spirit, was 
ppegiin and teaching exactly the things about 
the Lord, knowing only the baptism of John; 
“6 this one also began to speak boldly in the 
synagogue, and Aquillas and Priseilla having 
heard of him, took him to them, and did more 
exactly expound to him the way of God, 
*7and he being minded to go through into 
Achaia, the brethren wrote to the disciples, 
having exhorted them to receive him, who hay- 
ing come, did help them much who have be- 
lieved through the grace, *° for powerfully the 
Jews he was refuting publicly, shewing 
through the Writings Jesus to be the Christ. 


XIX. 1 AND it came to pass, in Apollos’ 
being in Corinth, Paul having gone through 
the upper parts, came to Ephesus, and hav- 
ing found certain disciples, *he said unto 
thein, ‘The Holy Spirit did_ ye rececive—hav- 
ing believed?’ and they said unto him, ‘ But 
we did not even hear whether there 1s any 
Holy Spirit;’ 2and he said unto them, ‘To 
what eee were ye baptized?’ and they said, 
‘To John’s baptism.’ 

4 And Paul said, ‘Jolin, indeed, did baptize 
with a baptisin of reformation, saying to the 
people that in him who is coming after him 
they should believe—that is, in the Christ 
—Jesus;’ °and they, having heard, were bap- 
tized—to the name ve ae Lord. Jesus, ° and 
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The exorciats. 


Paul having laid on them his hands, the Holy 
Spirit came upon them, they were speaking 
also with tongnes, and prophesying, 7 anc 
all the men were, as it were, twelve. 


8 And having gone into the synagogue, he 
was speaking boldly for three months, rea- 
soning and persuading the things concerning 
the reign of God, ®and when certain were 
hardened and were disbelieving, speaking 
evil of the way before the multitude, having 
departed from them, he did separate the dis- 
ciples, every day reasoning in the school of a 
certain Tyrannus. 

10 And this happened for two years so that 
all those dwelling in Asia did hear the word 
of the Lord Jesus, both Jews and Greeks. 
mighty works also—not common—was God 
working through the hands of Pan], so that 
even unto the ailing were brought from his 
body handkerchiefs or aprons, and the siek- 
nesses departed from them; the evil spirits 
also went forth from them. 

13 And certain of the wandering exorcist 
Jews, took upon them to name over those hav- 
ing the evil spirits the name of the Lord 
Jesus, saying, ‘We adjure you by Jesus, 
whom Paul doth preach;’ “and there were 
certain—seven sons of Sceva, a Jew, a chief 
priest—who are doing this thing; “and the 
evil spirit, answering, said, ‘Jesus I know, 
and Paul I am acquainted with; and ye—who 
are ye?’ 

16 And the man, in whom was the evil spirit, 
leaping upon them, and having overcome 
them, prevailed against them, so that naked 
and wounded they did flee out of that house, 
Wand this became known to all, both Jews 
and Greeks, who are dwelling at Ephesus, 
and fear fell upon them all, and the name of 
the Lord Jesus was being magnified, 18 many 
also of those who did believe were coming, 
confessing and declaring thei acts, and 
many of those who had practised the curious 
arts, having brought the books together, wer 
burning them before all; and they reckonec 
together the prices of them, and found it five 
myriads of silverlings; ?°so powerfully was 
the word of God increasing and prevaihng, 


*1 And when these things were fulfilled, 
Paul purposed in the Spirit, having gone 
through Macedonia and Achaia, to go on to 
Jerusalem, saying—‘ After my being there, it 
behoveth ie also to see Rome;’ “and having 
sent to Macedonia two of those ministering 
to him--Timotheus and Erastus—he himself 
stayed a time in Asia. 

*3 And there came, at that time, not a little 
stir about the way, *“4for a certain one, De- 
metrius by name, a worker in silver, making 
silver sanctuaries of Artemis, was bringing 
to the artificers gain not a little, “whom, 
having brought in a crowd together, and those 
who did work about such things, he said, 
‘Men, ye know that by this work we have 
our wealth; “and ye see and hear, that not 
only at Ephesus, but almost in all Asia, this 
Paul, having persuaded, did turn away a great 
inultitude, saying, that they are not gods who 
are made by hands; “and not only is this 


°

department in danger for us of coming into 
disregard, but also, that of the zreat goddess 
Artemis the temple is to be reckoned for 
nothing, and also her greatness is about to be 
brought down, whom all Asia and the world 
doth worship.’ 

*8 And they having heard, and having be- 
come full of wrath, were crying out, saying, 
‘Great is the Artemis of the Ephesians!’ 
“9 and the whole city was filled with confusion, 
they rushed also with one accord into the 
theatre, having caught Gaius and Aristarchus, 
Macedonians Paul s fellow-travellers, 

30 And on Paul’s purposing to enter in unto 
the populace, the disciples were not sufferin 
him, *!and certain also of the chief men o 
Asia, being his friends, having sent unto him, 
were entreating him not to venture himself 
into the theatre. 

32 Some indeed, therefore, were calling out 
one thing, and some another, for the assembly 
was confused, and the greater part did not 
know for what they were come together; 
33 and out of the multitude they put forward 
Alexander—the Jews thrusting him forward 
—and Alexander having beckoned with the 
hand, wished to make defence to the populace, 
4 and having known that he is a a one 
voice came ont of all, for about two hours, 
crying, ‘Great is the Artemis of the Ephe- 
sians!’ 

35 And the public clerk having quieted the 
multitude, saith, ‘Men, Ephesians, why, who 
igs the man that doth not know that the city 
of the Ephesians is a devotee of the great 
goddess Artemis, and of that which fell down 
from Zeus? *“these things, then, not being to 
be peaenic itis necessary for yon to be quiet, 
and to do nothing rashly. 

37° For ye brought these men, who are nei- 
ther temple-robbers nor speaking evil of your 
goddess; *8if indeed, therefore, Demetrius 
and the artificers with him with any one have 
a matter, court days are held, and there are 
proconsuls; let them accuse one another. 

39° Andif ye seek after anything concernin 
other matters, in the legal assembly it sh 
be determined ; “for we are also in peril of 
being accused of insurrection in regard to this 
day, there being no occasion by which we 
shall be able to give an account of this con- 
course ;’ # and there things having said, he 
dismissed the assembly. 


XX, 1 AND after the ceasing of the tumult, 
Paul having called near the disciples, and 
having embraced them, went forth to go on to 
Macedonia; ? and having gone through those 
parts, and having exhorted them with many 
words, he came to Greece; 3 having made also 
three months’ stay—a counsel of the Jews 
having heen against him—being about to set 
forth to Syria, there came to him a resolution 
of returning through Macedonia. 

4 And there were accompanying him unto 
Asia, Sopater of Berea, and of Thessalonians 
Aristarchus and Secundus, and Gaius of Derbe, 
and Timotheus, and of Asiatics Tychicus and 
Trophimus ; 5 these, having gone before, did 
remain for us in Troas, ° and we sailed, after 
the days of theunleavened food, from Philippi, 
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Recovery of Futychus, 


and came unto them to Troas in five days, 
where we abode seven days. 


? And on the first of the week, the discip- 
les having been gathered together to break 
bread, Paul was discoursing to them, about 
to depart on the morrow, he was also continu- 
ing the discourse till midnight, and there 
were many lamps in the upper chamber where 
they were gathered together, 9and there was 
sitting a certain youth, by name Eutychus, 
upon the window—being borne down by a 
deep sleep, Paul discoursing long—he having 
sunk down from the sleep fell down from the 
third story, and was lifted up dead. ~ 

10 And Paul, having gone down, fell wpon 
him, and having embraced him, said, ‘Make 
no tumult, for his life is in him;’ 4tand hav- 
ing come up, and having broken bread, and 
having tasted, for a long time also havin 
talked—till daylight, so he went forth, ! an 
they brought up the lad alive, and were com- 
forted in no ordinary measure. 


3 And we having gone before unto the ship, 
did sail to Assos, thence intending to take in 
Paul, for so he had arranged, intending him- 
self to go on foot; “and when he met with us 
at Assos, having taken him up, we came to 
Mitylene, and thence having sailed, on the 
morrow we came over-against Chios, and the 
next day we arrived at Samos, and having re- 
mained in Trogyllium, on the following day 
we came to Miletus, 4*for Paul decided to 
sail past Ephesus, that there may not be to 
him a loss of time in Asia, for he hasted, if it 
were possible for him, on the day of the Pente- 
cost to be at Jerusalem. 

7 And from Miletus, having sent to Ephe- 
sus, he called for the elders of the assembly. 
18 and when they were come unto him, he said 
to them, ‘Ye—ye know from the first da 
in which I came to Asia, how, with you at all 
times I was; }*serving the Lord with all 
humility, and many tears, and temptations, 
that befell me in the counsels of the Jews 
against me; how nothing I did keep back of 
what things are profitable, not to declare to 

ou, and to teach you publicly, and in every 

ouse, * testitying fully both to Jews and 
Greeks, toward God reformation, and faith 
toward our Lord Jesus Christ. 

*2*And now, lo, I—bound in the Spirit— 
go on to Jerusalem, the things that shall be- 

all me in it not knowing, “save that the 
Holy Spirit in every city doth testify fully, 
saying, that for me bonds and tribulations 
remain; “but I make account of none of 
these, neither do [ count my life precious to 
myself, so that I tinish my course with joy, 
and the ministration that I received from the 
Lord Jesus, to testify fully the good news of 
the grace of God. 

25 * And now, lo, I have known that no more 
shall ye see my face,—ye all among whom I] 
did go preaching the reign of God; °° where- 
fore I take you to witness this day, that I am 
clear from the blood of all, *” for I did not keep 
back from declaring to you all the counsel of 


od. 
28 “Take heed, ero, to yourselves, and 


Prophecy of Agabus. 


to all the flock, among which the Holy Spirit 
made you overseers, to feed the assembly of 
God, that He acquired through His own blood, 
“9 for Lhave knownthis, that there shall enter 
in, after my departing, grievous wolves unto 
you, not sparing the flock, 2°and of your own 
selves there shall arise men, speaking perverse 
things, to draw away the disciples after them. 

31° Therefore, watch, remembering that 
three years, night and day, I did not cease 
with tears warning each one; *2and now, I 
commend you, brethren, to God, and to the 
word of His grace, that is able to build up, 
and to give yon an inheritance among all those 
sanctified. 

33 * The silver or gold or garments of no one 
did I covet; *4and ye yourselves know that 
to my necessities, and to those who were with 
me, minister did these hands; *° all things I 
did shew you, that, thus labouring, it behov- 
eth us to partake with the ailing, to be mind- 
ful also of the words of the Lord Jesus, that 
he himself said, It is more blessed to give 
than to receive.’ 

36 And these things having said, having 
bowed his knees, with them all, he did pray, 
37 and there came a great weeping to all, and 
having fallen upon the neck of Paul, they 
were kissing him, *Ssorrowing most of all for 
the word that he had said—that they are about 
no more to see his face; and they were ac- 
companying him to the ship, 


XXT. 1} AND it came to pass, at our sailing, 
having been parted from them, having run di- 
rect, we came to Coos, and the succeeding 
day to Rhodes, aud thence to Patara, ? an 
naving found a ship passing over to Phenicia, 
having gore on board, we sailed, 3? and having 
discovered Cyprus, and having left it on 
the left, we were sailing to Syria, and did land 
at Tyre, for there was the ship discharging the 
lading. 

4 And having found out the disciples, we 
tarried there seven days, and they said to 
Paul, through the Spirit, not to go up to Jeru- 
salem; ® but when it came that we completed 
the days, having gone forth, we went on, all 
bringing us on the way, with women and 
children, unto the outside of the city, and 
having bewed the knees upon the shore, we 
prayed, and having embraced one another, 
we embarked in the ship, and they returned 
to their own friends. 


7And we, having finished the course, from 
Tyre came down to Ptolemais, and having 
saluted the brethren, we remained one day 
with them; Sand on the morrow Paul and his 
company having gone forth, we came to Ce- 
sarea, and having entered into the house of 
Philip the evangelist—whe is of the seven— 
we remained with him, %and this one had four 
daughters, virgins, prophesying. 

20 And we remaining many more days, there 
came down a certain one from Judea, a pro- 
phet, by name Agabns, }!and he having come 
noto us, and having taken up the girdle of 
Paul, having bound also his own hands avd 
feet, said, ‘Thus saith the Holy Spirit, ‘The 
man whose is this Be 82 shall the Jews 
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in Jerusalem bind, and they shall deliver him 
up to the hands of nations.’ 

And when we heard these things, we 
called upon him—both we, and those of that 
place—not to go up to Jerusalem, and Paul 
answered, ‘ What do ye—weeping, and crush- 
ing mine heart? for I, not only to be bound, 
but also to die at Jerusalem, am ready, for 
the name of the Lord Jesus;’ and he not 
being persuaded, we were silent, saying, ‘The 
will of the Lord be done.’ 


15 And after these days, having taken our 
vessels, we were going up to Jerusalem, /and 
there went also of the disciples from Cesarea 
with us, bringing with them him with whom 
we ney lodge, a certain Mnason of Cyprus, 
an aged disciple. 

17 And we having come te Jerusalem, the 
brethren did gladly receive us, %and on the 
morrow Paul was going in with us unto 
James, all the elders also came, and having 
saluted them, he was declaring, one by one, 
each of the things God did among the nations 
through his ministration, “and they having 
heard, were glorifying the Lord. They said 
also to him, ‘ Thou seest, brother, how man 
myriads there are of Jews who have beligneat 
and all are zealous of the law, *!and they are 
instructed concerning thee, that apostacy 
from Moses thou dost teach to all Jews 
among the nations, saying—Not to cirenm- 
cise the children, nor after the customs t 
walk ; ** what then is it? certainly the mw 
titnde it behoveth to come together, for they 
will hear that thou hast come. 

“3° This, therefore, do that we say to thee: 
We have fourmen having a vow on them- 
selves, “4these having taken, be purified with 
them, and be at expence with them, that they 
may shave the nent and all may know that 
the things of which they have been instructed 
concerning thee are nothing, but thou dost 
walk—thyself also—the law keeping. 

25 * And concerning those of the nations who 
have believed, we have written, having given 
judgment, that they observe no such thing, 
except to keep themselves both from idol- 
sacrifices, and blood, and a strangled thing, 
and whoredom.’ 

26'Then Paul, having taken the men, on 
the following day, with them having punified 
himself, was entering into thetemple, announc- 
ing the fulfilment ot the days of the purifica- 
tion, till the offering was oftered for each one 
of them. 


°7 And, as the seven days were about te be 
fully ended, the Jews from Asia having be- 
held him in the temple, were stirring up all 
the multitude, and they laid hands upon hat. 
*8erying out, ‘Men, Israelites, help! this is 
the man who, against the people, and the law, 
and this place, all everywhere is teaching; 
and further, also, Greeks he brought into the 
the temple, and hath defiled this holy place ;’ 
“Yfor they had seen before Trophimus, the 
{phesian, in the city with him, whom they 
were sitppesing that Vaul brought into the 
temple. 

30 All the city also was moved, aid there 


Paul rescued from the Jews. 


was a running together of the people, and 
having laid hold on Paul, they were drawing 
him out of the temple, and immediately were 
the doors shut, *!and they seeking to kill him, 
a rumour came to the chief captain of the 
band that all Jerusalem hath been thrown 
into confusion, 3*who, at once, having taken 
soldiers and centurions, ran down upon them, 
and they having seen the chief captain and 
the soldiers, did leave off beating Paul. 

33 Then the chief captain, having come nigh, 
took him, and commanded him to be bound 
with two chains, and was inquiring who he 
may be, and what it is he hath been doing, 
%4and some were crying out one thing, and 
some another, among the multitude, and not 
being able to know the certainty because of 
the tumult, he commanded him to be carried 
to the castle, °and when he came upon the 
steps, it happened he was borne by the sol- 
(liers, because of the violence of the multitude, 
3%6for the crowd of the people was following 
after, crying, ‘Away with him.’ 


37 And Paul being about to be led into the 
castle, saith to the chief captain, ‘Is it per- 
mitted to me to say anything unto thee?’ and 
he said, ‘Greek dost thou know? *8art not 
thou, then, the Egyptian who before these 
days made au uprising, and did lead into the 
desert the four thousand men of the assassins?’ 

39 And Paul said, ‘I, indeed, am aman, a 
Jew, of Tarsus of Cilicia, of no mean city a 
citizen ; and I beseech thee, suffer me to speak 
unto the people.’ 

40 And he having given him leave, Paul 
having stood upon the stairs, did beckon with 
the hand to the people, and there having been 
a great silence, he spake unto them in the 
Hebrew dialect, saying : 


XXII. 1‘ MEN, brethren, and fathers, hear 
my defence now unto you;’—* and they hav- 
ing heard that in the Hebrew dialect he was 
speaking to them, gave the more silence, and 
he saith,—? ‘I, indeed, am a man, a Jew, 
having been born in Tarsus of Cilicia, and 
brought up in this city at the feet of Gama- 
liel, having been taught according to the ex- 
actitude of a law of the fathers, being zealous 
of God, as all ye are to-day. 

4*And this way I persecuted unto death, 
binding and delivering up to prisons both 
nen and women, ®as also the chief priest doth 
testify to me, and all the eldership; from 
whom also having received letters unto the 
brethren, to Damascus, I was going on, to 
bring also those there bound to Jerusalem 
that they might be punished, ° and it came to 

ass, in my going on and coming nigh to 

amascus, about noon, suddenly out of the 
heaven there shone a great light round about 
me, 7I fell also to the ground, and I heard a 
voice saying to me, Saul, Saul, why me dost 
thou persecute ? 

8* And 1 answered, Who art thou, Lord? 
and he said unto me, {am Jesus the Nazarene 
whom thou dost persecute—? and they who 
are with me the light indeed did see, and be- 
came afraid, and the voice they heard not of 
him who is speaking to me—!°and I said, 
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What shall I do, Lord? and the Lord said un- 
to me, Having risen. ga on to Damascus, anc 
there it shall be told thee concerning all things 
that have been appointed for thee to do. 
n° And when I did not see from the glory 
of that light, being led by the hand by those 
who are with me, I came to Damascus, ! and 
a certain one, Ananias, a pious man accord- 
ing to the law, being testified to by all the 
Jews dwelling there, 8 having come unto me 
and stood by me, said to me, Saul, brother, 
look up; and 1 the same hour did look up to 
him; “and he said, The God of our fathers 
did choose thee beforehand to know His will, 
and to see the Righteons One, and to heara 
voice out of his mouth, © because thou shalt 
be his witness unto all men of what thou hast 
seen and heard; !®and now, why tarriest thon? 
having risen, baptize thyself, and wash away 
thy sins, calling upon the name of the Lord. 
17* And it came to pass when I returned 
to Jerusalem, and while | was praying in the 
temple, I came into a trance, 8 and I saw him 
saying to me, Haste and go forth in haste out 
of Jerusalem, because they will not receive 
thy testimony concerning ine; and I said, 
Lord, they—they know that I was imprison- 
ing aud was scourging in every synagogue 
those beheving on thee; "and when the 
blood of thy witness Stephen was being poured 
forth, I also was standing by and assenting to 
his death, and keeping the garments of those 
utting him to death; *! and he said unto me, 
0, because to nations far off I will send thee. 


22 And they were hearing him unto this 
word, and they lifted up their voice, saying, 
‘ Away from the earth with such an one; for 
it is not fit for him to live.’ 

23 And they crying out and casting up their 
garments, and throwing dust into the air, 
“4the chief captain commanded him to be 
brought into the castle, saying, “By scourges 
let him be examined;’ that he might know for 
what cause they were crying so against him. 

2 Andas he was stretching him with the 
thongs, Paul said nnto the centurion who was 
standing by, ‘A man, a Roman, uncondem- 
ned—is 1t lawful to you to scourge;’ *®and 
the centurion having heard, having gone near 
to the chief captain, told, saying, “Take heed 
what thou art about to do, for this man is a 
Roman ;’ * and the chief captain having come 
near, said to him, ‘Tell me, art thoua Roman?’ 
and he said, ‘ Yes;’ “and the chief captain 
answered, ‘I, with a great sum, did obtain 
this citizenship;’ but Paul said, ‘But I have 
been even born so.’ 

27Tmmediately, therefore, they departed 
from him who are about to examine him, and 
the chief captain also was afraid, having learn- 
ed that he is a Roman, and because he had 
bound him, 2° and on the morrow, intendin 
to know the certainty wherefore he is accuse 
by the Jews, he did loose him from the bonds, 
and commanded the chief priests and all their 
sanhedrim to come, and having brought down 
Paul, he set him before them. 


XXII. 1! AND Paul having earnestly beheld 
the sanhedrim, said, re brethren, [ in all 


Conspiracy against Paul. 


good conscience have lived to God unto this 
day ;’“and the chief priest Ananias command- 
ed those standing by him to smite him on the 
mouth, *then Paul said unto him, ‘God is 
about to smite thee, thou white-washed wall, 
and thou—thou dost sit judging me according 
to the law, and, violating law, dost order me 
to be smitten !’ 

4 And those who stood by said, ‘The chief 
priest of God dost thou revile?’ and Paul 
said, ‘I did not know, brethren, that he is 
chief priest: for it hath been written, Of the 
ruler of thy people thou shalt not speak evil;’ 
Sand Paul having known that the one part 
are Sadducees, and the other Pharisees, cried 
out in the sanhedrim, ‘Men, brethren, [ama 
Pharisee—son of a Pharisee—concerning hope 
and rising again of dead men I am judged.’ 

7 And he having spoken this, there came a 
dissension of the Pharisees and of the Sad- 
ducees, and the crowd was divided, ®for Sad- 
ducees, indeed, say there is no rising again, 
nor messenger, nor spirit, but Pharisees con- 
fess both. ° And there came a great cry, and 
the scribes of the Pharisees’ part having arisen, 
were striving, saying, ‘ No evil do we find in 
this man; and if aspirit spake to him, or a 
messenger, we may not fight against God;’ 
and a great dissension having come, the 
chief captain having been afraid lest Panl may 
be pulled to pieces by them, commanded the 
soldiery, having gone down, to take him by 
force out of the midst of them, and to bring 
him to the castle. 

N And on the following night, the Lord hav- 
ing stood by him, said, ‘Take courage, Paul, 
for as thou didst fully testify the things con- 
cerning me at Jerusalem, so 1t behoveth thee 
also at Rome to testify.’ 


12 And day having come, certain of the Jews 
having made a concourse, did anathematize 
themselves, saying neither to eat nor to drink 
till they may kill Paul; and they were more 
than forty who made this conspiracy by oath, 
Nwho having come near to the chief priests 
and to the elders said, ‘ With an anathema we 
did anathematize ourselves—to taste nothing 
till we have killed Paul; “now, therefore, 
ye, signify ye to the chief captain, with the 
sanhedrim, that to-morrow he may bring him 
down unto you, as being about to know more 
exactly the things concerning him; and we, 
before his coming nigh, are ready to put him 
to death.’ 

16 And the son of Paul’s sister having heard 
of the lying in wait, having gone and entered 
into the castle, told Paul, Wand Paul having 
called near one of the centurions, said, ‘This 

oung man lead unto the chief captain, for he 

ath something to tell him.’ 18 He indeed, 
then, having taken him, brought him unto 
the chief captain, and saith, ‘The prisoner 
Paul, having called me near, asked me this 
young man to bring unto thee, having some- 
thing to say to thee.’ 

19 And the chicf captain having taken him 
by the hand, and haying withdrawn by them- 
selves, inquired, ‘What is that which thou 
hast to tell me?’ “and he said—‘ The Jews 
agrecd to request tne ‘a to-morrow to the 
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sanhedrim thou mayest bring down Paul, as 
being about to enquire something more ex- 
actly concerning him; *! thou, therefore, may- 
est thou not yield to them, for there lie in 
wait for him of them more than forty men, 
who did anathematize themselves—not to eat 
nor to drink till they kill him, and now they 
are ready, waiting for the promise from thee.’ 


2 The chief captain, then, indeed, let the 
young man go, having charged him to tell no 
one, ‘that these things thou didst shew unto 
me;”’ and having called near a certain two 
of the centurions, he said, ‘Make ready 
soldiers two hundred, that they may go on 
unto Cesarea, and horsemen seventy, and 
spewenen two hundred, from the third hour 
of the night ; + beasts also provide, that, hav- 
ing set Paul on, they may bring him safe unto 
Felix the governor;’ “he having written a 
letter after this description: 

26‘ Claudius Lysias, to the most noble 
governor Flix, hail: *” This man having been 
taken by the Jews, and being about to be 
killed by them—having come with the soldiery, 
I rescued him, having learned that he isa 

oman; *8and, intending to know the cause 
for which they were accusing him, I brought 
him down to their sanhedrim, “’ whom I found 
accused concerning questions of their law, and 
having noaccusation worthy of death orbonds; 
2%and a plot having been intimated to me 
against this man—about to be of the Jews— 
at once I sent unto thee, having given com- 
mand also to the accusers to say the things 
against him before thee; be strong.’ 


31 Then, indeed, the soldiers according to 
that directed them, having taken up Paul, 
ppecent him through the night to Antipatris, 
32and on the morrow, having suffered the 
horsemen to go on with him, they returned 
to the castle; *8= those having entered into 
Cesarea. and delivered the letter to the go- 
vernor, did present also Paul to him. 

34 And the governor having read it, and in- 

uired of what province he is, and understood 
that he is from Cilicia; ‘I will hear thee— 
said he—when thinc accnsers also may have 
come;’ he also commanded him to be kept in 
the praectorium of Herod. 


XXIV. J AND after five days came down 
the chief priest Ananias, with the elders, and 
a certain orator—Tertullus, and they made 
manifest to the governor the things against 
Paul; 2and he having been called, Tertnllus 
began to accuse him, saying, ‘Much peace 
enjoying through thee, and worthy decds be- 
ing done to this nation through thy fore- 
thought, 3always, also, and everywhere we 
receive it, most noble Felix, with all thank- 
fulness; 4and that I may not be further 
tedious to thee, I pray thee to hear us con- 
cisely in thy gentleness; °for having found 
this man a pestilence, and moving a dissension 
to all the Jews through the world—a ring- 
leader also of the sect of the Nazarenes— 
6who also the temple did try to profane, 
whom also we took, and according to our law 
did wish to judge, 7? and Lysias the chief cap-

tain having come near, with much violence, 
out of our hands did take away, 8 having 
commanded his accusers to come to thee, 
from whoin thou mayest be able, thyself hav- 
ing examined, to know concerning all these 
things of which we accuse him;’ %and the 
ene also agreed, professing these things to 
e SO. 


10 And Paul answered—the governor having 

beckoned to him to speak—‘ Knowing that 
for many years thou hast been a judge to this 
nation, the more cheerfully the things con- 
cerning niyself I do answer; !! thou being 
able to know that it is not more than twelve 
days to me since I went up to worship in Jeru- 
salem, !2and neither in the temple did they 
find me reasoning with any one, or making a 
dissension of the multitude, nor in the syna- 
gogues, nor in the city; nor are they able 
to prove against me the things concerning 
vhich they now accuse me. 
_ 4° And I confess this to thee, that, accord- 
ing to the way that they call a sect, so serve 
I the God of the fathers, believing all things 
that in the law and the prophets ‘have been 
written, “having hope toward God, which 
they themselves also wait for, that there is 
about to be a rising again of the dead, both 
of righteous and unrighteous; )¢ and in this I 
ilo exercise myself, to have a conscience void 
of offence toward God and men always. 

17° And after many years J] came, about to 
do kind acts to my nation, and offerings, }8in 
which certain Jews from Asia did find me 
purified in the temple, not with multitude, 
nor with tumult, ® whom it behoveth to be 
present before thee, and to accuse, if they had 
anything against me, “or let these same 
say if they found any unrighteousness in me 
in my standing before the sanhedrim, *! except 
concerning this one voice, in which I cried, 
standing among them—Concerning a rising 
again of the dead I am judged to-day by 
you. 

*2 And having heard these things, Felix de- 
layed then—having known more exactly of 
thethings concerning the way—saying, ‘When 
Lysias the chief captain may come down, I 
wil know fully the things concerning you;’ 
*3 having given also a direction to the centu- 
rion to keep Paul, to let him also have liberty, 
and to-forbid none of his own friends to min- 
ister or to come near to him. 


And after certain days, Felix having 
come with Drusilla his wife, being a Jewess, 
* he sent for Paul, and heard him concerning 
the faith toward Christ, “Sand he reasoning 
concerning righteousness, and temperance, 
and the judgment that is about to be, Felix, 
having become afraid, answered, ‘For the 
present be going, and having got time, I will 
call for thee;’ “°and at the same time also 
hoping that money shall be given to him by 
Paul, that he may release him, therefore, also 
sending for him the oftener, he was convers- 
ing with him; *? and two years having -been 
fulfilled, Felix received a successor, Porcius 
Pestus; Felix also willing to lay a favour on 
the Jews, left Paul bound. 
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_AXAV. |! FESTUS, therefore, having come 
into the province, after three days went up to 
Jerusalem from Cesarea, *and the chief priest 
and the principal men of the Jews made mani- 
fest to him the things against Paul, and were 
calling on him, 2asking favour against him, 
that he may send for him to Jerusalem, mak- 
ing an ambush to put him to death in the 
Way. 

_ 4+Then, indeed, Festus answered that Paul 
is kept in Caesarea, and himself is about 
speedily to go on thither, 5‘ Therefore those 
able among you—saith he—having come down 
together, if there be anything in this man—let 
them accuse him;’ 6 and having tarried among 
them more than ten days, having gone down 
to Czsarea, on the morrow having sat upon 
the tribunal, he commanded Paul to be 
brought; 7 and he having come, there stood 
round about the Jews who have come down 
from Jernsalem—many and weighty charges 
they are bringing against Paul, which they 
were not able to prove, ®he making defence 
—‘Neither in regard to the law of the Jews, 
nor in regard to the temple, nor in regard to 
Cesar—did I commit any sin.’ 

9 And Festus willing to lay on the Jews a 
favour, answering Paul, said, ‘ Art thou will- 
ing, to Jerusalem having gone up, there con- 
cerning these things to be judged before me?’ 
1 and Paul said, ‘ At the tribunal of Cesar I 
am standing, where it behoveth me to be 
judged ; to Jews I did no unrighteousness, as 
thou dost also very well know; ™ for if indeed 
I am unrighteous, and anything worthy of 
death have done, I deprecate not to die; and 
if there is none of the things of which these 
accuse me, no one is able to make a favour of 
me tothem; to Cesar I appeal!’ !° then Fes- 
tus, havirg communed with the council, an- 
swered, ‘To Cesar thou hast appealed; to 
Ceesar thou shalt go.’ 


13 And certain days having passed, Agrippa 
the king, and Bernice, came down to Cesarea 
saluting Festus, }4and as they were continu- 
ing there more days, Festus submitted to the 
king the things concerning Paul, saying, 
‘There is a certain man, left by Felix, a pri- 
soner, about whom, in my being at Jern- 
salem, the chief priests and the elders of the 
Jews laid information, asking a decision 
against him, 16 unto whom [ answered, that it 
is not acustom ot Romans to make a favour of 
any man to die, before that he who is accused 
may have the accusers face to face, and may 
receive place of defence in regard to the charge 
laid against hinv. 

17*'They, therefore, having come together 
—J, making no delay, on the succeeding day 
having sat upon the tribunal, did command the 
man to be brought, concerning whom the 
accusers, having stood up, were bringing 
against Aim no accusation of the things I was 
thinking of, but certain questions concern- 
ing their own religion they had against him, 
and concerning a certain Jesus who was dead, 
whom Paul affirmed to be alive; “and I, 
doubting in regard to the question concerning 
this, said, If he would wish to go on to Jeru- 
salem, aud there to be (ieee coucerning these 
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things—?! but Paul having appealed to be kept 
to the hearing of Sehastus, I did command 
him to be kept till I might send him unto 
Ceesar.’ 

2 And Agrippa said unto Festus, ‘I was 
wishing also myself to hear the man;’ and he 
said, ‘To-morrow thou shalt hear him;’ *3 on 
the morrow, therefore—on the coming of 
Agrippa and Bernice with much display, nd 
they having entered into the audience cham- 
ber, with the chief captains also, and the 
principal men of the city, and Festus having 
ordered—Paul was brought forth. 

“4 And Festus said, ‘ King Agrippa, and all 
men who are present with us, ye see this one, 
about whom all the multitude of the Jews did 
deal with me, hoth in Jerusalem and here, 
crying out, He ought not to live any longer ; 
“Sand I, having found him to have done no- 
thing worthy of death, and he also himself 
having appealed to Sebastus, I decided to 
send him, *6 concerning whom I have no cer- 
tain thing to write to my lord, wherefore I 
brought him forth before you, and specially 
before thee, king Agrippa, that the examina- 
tion having been nade, I may have something 
to write ; * for it doth seem to me irrational, 
sending a prisoner, not also to signify the 
charges against him.’ 


XXVI. 1} AND Agrippa said unto Paul, ‘It 
is permitted to thee to speak for thyself ;’ 
then Paul having stretched forth the hand, 
was making a defence: ? ‘Concerning all things 
of which I am accused by Jews, king Agrippa, 
I have thought myself happy, being about to 
inake a defence before thee to-day, 3 alpticeee 
knowing thee to be acquainted with all things 
—both customs and questions—among Jews; 
wherefore, I beseech thee, patiently to hear 
me. 

4°The manner of my life then, indeed, from 
youth—which from the beginning was among 
my nation, in Jernsalem—know do all the 
Jews, 5 Bo Nane me before from the first, (if 
they may be willing to testify,) that after the 
most exact sect of our worship, I lived a 
Pharisce; ®and now for the hope of the pro- 
mise made to the fathers by God, I have stood 
judged, 7 to which our twelve tribes, intently 
night and day serving, do hope to come, con- 
cerning which hope I am aceused, king 
Aub? by the Jews; ® why is it judged in- 
oe e with you, if God doth raise the 
dead ? 


9*T, indeed, therefore, thought with my- 
self, that against the name of Jesus of Naza- 
reth it behoved me inany things to do, which 
also [ did in Jerusalem, and many of the saints 
[in prison did shut up, from the chief priests 
having received the authority; they also being 
put to death, I gave my vote against them, 

'and in every synagogue, often punishing 
them, I was constraining them to speak evil, 
being also exccedingly mad against them, | 
was also persecuting them even unto strauge 
cities. 

2 “Tn which things, also, going on to Damas- 
cus—with anthority and commission from the 
chief priests--13 at mid-day, 1 saw in the way, 
© king, out of ee above the brightness of 
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the sun, shining round about me a light—and 
those going on with me; 4and we all having 
fallen to the earth, I heard a voice speaking 
unto me, and saying in the Hebrew dialect, 
Saul, Saul, why me dost thou persecute? hard 
for thee against en to kick! 

15 * And I said, Who art thou, Lord? and 
he said, I am Jesus whom thou dost perse- 
cute; 16 but rise, and stand upon thy feet, for 
for this I appeared to thee, to appoint thee 
an officer and a witness both of the things 
thou didst see, and of the things in which I 
will appear to thee, ?’ delivering thee from 
the people, and the nations, to whom now I 
send thee, to open their cyes, to turn them 
from darkness to light, and from the author- 
ity of the Adversary unto God, for their re- 
ceiving forgiveness of sins, and a lot among 
those having been sanctified, by faith that is 
toward me. 

19“ Whereupon, king Agrippa, [ was not 
disobedient to the heavenly vision, *° but to 
those iu Damascus first, and to those in Jeru- 
salem, to all the region also of Judea, and to 
the nations, I was preaching to reform, and to 
turn back unto God, doing works worthy of 
reformation; ?! because of these things the 
Jews—having caught me in the temple—were 
endeavouring to kill me. 

* *Having obtained, therefore, help from 
God, till this day, I have stood witnessing 
both to small and to great, saying nothing 
besides the things that both the prophets and 
Moses spake of as about to come, “ that the 
Christ is to suffer, whether first by a rising 
from the dead, he is about to proclaim light 
to the people and to the nations.’ 


*4 And, he thus making a defence, Festus 
with a loud voice said, ‘Thou art mad, Paul; 
much learning doth turn thee mad;’ and 
he saith, ‘I am not mad, most noble Festus, 
but of truth and soberness the sayings I speak 
forth; **for the king doth know concerning 
these things, before whom also I speak boldly, 
for none of these things, 1 am persuaded, are 
hidden from him; forthis thing hath not been 
done in a corner; * thou dost believe, king 
Agrippa, the prophets? I have knawn that 
thou dost believe!’ ; 

*8 And Agrippa said unto Paul, ‘In a little 
thou dost persuade me to become a Chris- 
tian!’ “and Paul said, ‘I would have wished 
to God, both in a little, and in much, not 
only thee, but also all those hearing me to- 
day, to become such as | also am—except 
these bonds.’ 

39 And, he having spoken these things, the 
king rose up, and the governor, Bernice also, 
and those sitting with them, ?!and having 
withdrawn, they were speaking unto one 
another, saying-—‘ This mau doth nothing 
worthy of death or of bonds;’ 32 and Agrippa 
said to Festus, ‘This man might have been 
released if he had not appealed to Ceesar.’ 


XAVIT. } AND when our sailing to er 
was determined, they were delivering up both 
Paul and certain_others, prisoncrs, to a een- 
turion, by name Julius, of the band of Sevas- 
tus, 2and having embarked in a ship of Ad-

ramyttium, we, being about to sail by the 
coasts of Asia, did set sail, there being with 
us Aristarchus, a Macedonian of Thessalon- 
ica, 20n the next day also we touched at 
Sidon, and Julins, courteously treating Paul, 
did permit him, having gone on unto friends, 
to reccive their care. 

4 Andthence, having set sail, we sailed un- 
der Cyprus, because of the winds being con- 
trary, °and having sailed over the sea over- 
against Cilicia and Pamphylia, we came to 
Myria of Lycia, and there the centurion hav- 
ing found a ship of Alexandria, sailing to 
Italy, did put us into it, 7and having sailed 
slowly many days, and with difficulty coming 
over against Cuidus, the wind not suffering us, 
we sailed under Crete, over-against Salmone, 
Sand hardly passing it, we came to a certain 
placecalle air Havens,’ nigh to which was 
the city of Lasaca. 


‘ 


9And much time being spent, and the 
sailing being now dangerous—because of the 
fast also being already past—Panl was ad- 
monishing, !°saying to them, ‘Men, I perceive 
that with hurt, and much damage, not only of 
the lading and of the ship, but also of our 
lives—the voyage is about to be;’ !' but the 
centurion to the pilot and to the shipowner 
gave credence more than to the things spoken 
by Paul; !° and the haven being incommodious 
to winter in, the more part gave counsel to 
sail thence also, if by any means they might 
be able, having attained to Phenice, there to 
winter, which is a haven of Crete, looking to 
the south-west and north-west, }° and a south 
wind blowing softly, having thought they had 
obtained thei purpose, having lifted anchor, 
they sailed close by Crete, and not long 
after there arose against it a tempestuous 
wind, that is called Euroclydon, and the 
ship being caught, and not being able to bear 
up against the wind, having given her up, we 
were borne on, }*and having run under a 
certain little isle, called Clauda, we were 
hardly able to become masters of the boat, 
Wwhich having taken up, they were using 
helps, undergirding the ship, and fearing lest 
Spa may fall on the quicksand, having let 

own the mast—so were borne on. 


18 And we, being exceedingly tempest-tossed, 
the succeeding day they were making a clear- 
ing, ‘2 and on the third day with ourown hands 
the tackling of the ship we cast out, 7° and 
neither sun nor stars appearing for more days, 
and not alittle tempest lying upon us, thence- 
poral hope was taken away of our being 
saved. 


*t And there having been long fasting, then 
Faul having stood in the midst of them, said, 
‘It behoved you, indeed, O men—having hear- 
kened to me-—-not to set sail from Crete, and 
to save this hurt and damage; “and now I 
exhort you to be of good cheer, for there shall 
be no loss of life among you—but of the ship; 
%3 for there stood by me this night a messenger 
of God—whose I am, and whom I serve— 
* saying, Be not afraid Paul; before Cesar it 
behoveth thee to stand; and, lo, God hath 
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grauted to thee all those sailing with thec; 
*® wherefore be of good cheer, men! for I be- 
lieve God, that so it shall be, even as it hath 
been spoken to me, “and on a certain island 
it behoveth us to be cast.’ 


*” And when the fourteenth night came—we 
being borne up and down in the Adria— 
toward the middle of the night the sailors 
Were supposing that some country drew nigh 
to them; and having sounded they found 
twenty fathoms, and having: gone a little 
farther, and again having sounded, they found 
fifteen fathoms, “and fearing lest on rough 
places we may fall, out of the stern having 
cast four anchors, they were wishing day to 
come. 


30 And the sailors seeking to flee out of the 
ship, and having let down the boat to the sea, 
in pretence as ?f out of the foreship they are 
about to cast anchors, 3! Paul said to the cen- 
turion and to the soldiers, ‘If these do not 
remain in the ship—ye are not able to be 
saved;’ then the soldiers did cut off the 
ropes of the boat, and suffered it to fall off. 


33 And till the oe was about to be, Paul 
was calling upon all to partake of nourish- 
ment, saying, ‘Fourteen days to-day, waiting, 
ye continue fasting, having taken nothing, 
34 wherefore I call upon yon to take nourish- 
ment, for this 1s for your safety, for of not one 
of you shall a hair from the head fall;’ 25and 
having said these things, and having taken 
bread, he gave thanks to God before all, and 
having broken it, he began to eat; 26 and all 
having become of yood chcer, themselves also 
took food, *’?(and we were—all the souls in 
the ship—two hundred, seventy and six), 
3% and having eaten sufficient nourishmeut, 
they were lightening the ship, casting forth 
the wheat into the sea. 


39 And when the day came, they were not 
discerning the land, but a certain creek were 
perceiving having a beach, into which they 
took counsel, if possible, to thrust forward 
the ship, #° and the anchors having taken up, 
they were committing z¢ to the sea, at the 
same time—having loosed the bands of the 
rudders, and having hoisted up the mainsail 
to the wind—they were making for the shore, 
“and having fallen into a place of two seas, 
they ran the ship aground, and the fore-part, 
indeed, having stuck fast, did remain immove- 
able, but the hinder-part was broken by the 
violence of the waves. 

2 And the soldiers’ counsel was that they 
showld kill the prisoners, lest any one having 
swam out should escape, “but the centurion, 
wishing to save Paul, hindered them from the 
counsel, and did command those able to swim, 
having cast themselves out first—to get unto 
the land, *“‘and the rest, some indeed upon 
boards, and some upon certain things of the 
ship; and thus it came to pass that all came 
safe unto the land.

received us all, because of the pressing rain, 
and because of the cold; ? but Paul having 
athered together a quantity of sticks, and 
aving laid them upon the fire, a viper—out 
2 ihe heat having come—did fasten on his 
and. 
4And when the foreigners saw the beast 
hanging from his hand, they said unto one 
another, ‘Certainly this man is a murderer, 
whom, having been saved out of the sea, the 
justice did not suffer to live;’ *he then, in- 
deed, having shaken off the beast into the 
fire, suffered no evil, “and they were expect- 
ing him to be about to be inflamed, or to fall 
down suddenly dead, and they, expecting ita 
long time, and seeing nothing uncommon 
happening to him, changing their minds, said 
he was a god. 


7 And in the neighbourhood of that place 
were lands of the principal man of the Pad) 
by name Publius, who, having received us, 
three days did courteously lodge us; 8 and it 
came to pass, the father of Publius with 
feverish heats and dysentery pressed, was laid, 
unto whom Paul having entered, and having 

rayed, having laid his hands on him, healed 

im; ® this, therefore, being done, the others 
also in theisland having infirmities were com- 
ing and were healed; ” who also with many 
honours did honour us, and we setting sail— 
they were lading ws with the things that were 
necessary. 


11 And after three mouths, we set sail in a 
ship (that had wintered im the isle) of Alex- 
andria, with the sign Dioscuri, !® and having 
landed at Syracuse, we remained three days, 
13 thence having gone round, we came to Rhe- 
gium, and after one day, a south wind having 
sprung up, the second day we came to Puteoli ; 
Mwhere, having found brethren, we were called 
upon to remain with them seven days, and 
thus to Rome we came; and thence, the 
brethren having heard the things concerning 
us, came forth to meet us, unto Appii Forum, 
and Three Taverns—whom Paul having seen, 
having given thanks to God, took courage. 


16 And when we came to Rome, the ceutu- 
rion delivered ue the prisoners to the captain 
of the barrack, but Paul was suffered to re- 
main by himself, with the soldier guarding

7 Aud it came to pees after three days,

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rin- 
cipal men of the Jews, and they having éome 
together, he said unto them: ‘ Men, brethren, 
I—having done nothing contrary to the 
people, or to the customs of the fathers-——a 
prisoner from Jerusalem, was delivered up to 
the hands of the Romans; !8 who, having 
examined me, were wishing to release me, 
because of their being no cause of death in 
me, ## and the Jews having spoken against it, 
I was constrained to appeal unto Ceesar-—not 
as having anything to accuse my nation of; 
°° for this cause, therefore, I called for you 
to see and to speak with you, for because 
of the hope of Israel with this chain I am 
bound.’ 

*1 And they said unto him, ‘ We did neither 
receive letters concerning thee from Judea, 
nor did any one who came of the bretliren 
declare or speak any evil concerning thee, 
“and we think it good from thee to hear 
what thou dost think, for, indeed, concern- 
ing this sect it is known to us that every- 
where it is spoken against;’ “and havin 
appointed him a day, they came, more o 
them unto him, to the lodging, to whom he 
was expounding, testifying fully the reign of 
God, persuading them also of the things con- 
cerning Jesus, both from the law of Moses, 
and the prophets, from morning till evening, 
*4 and, some, indeed, were believing the things 
spoken, and some were not believing. 


*5 And not being agreed with one another, 
they were gaing away, Paul having spoken 
one word—* Well did the Holy Spirit speak 
through Isaiah the prophet unto our fathers, 
“saying, Go on unto this people and say, 
With hearing ye shall hear, and ye shall not 
understand, and seeing ye shall see, and NE 
shall not perceive, *7 for made gross was the 
heart of this people, and with the ears they 
heard heavily, and their eyes they did close, 
lest they may see with the eyes, and with the 
heart may understand, and be turned back, 
aud [ may heal them. 

°8 ‘Be it known, therefore, to you, that to 
the nations was sent the salvation of God, 
these also will hear it;’ * and he having said 
these things, the Jews went away, having 
much disputation among themselves; 3° and 
Paul remained an entire two years in his own 
hired house, and was receiving all those com- 
ing in unto him, *#! preaching the reign of 
(Jod, and teaching the things concerning the 
Lord Jesus Christ with all boldness—unfor- 
bidden. 


EPISTLE TO THI ROMANS. 


CHAP. I.} PAUL, a servant of Jesus Christ, 
a called apostle, having been separated to the | 
good news of God—* which He announced be- 
fore through His prophets in holy writings— 
3ceoncerning His Son, (who is come of the 
seed of David according to the flesh, 4 who is 
marked out Son of God in power, according to 
the Spirit of sanctification, by the rising again 
from the dead,) Jesus Christ our Lord; 
5throngh whom we did receive grace anc 
apostleship, for obedience of faith among all 
the nations, in behalf of his name; among 
whom are also ye, the called of Jesus Christ; 
7to all who are in Rome, beloved of God, 
called saints ; Grace to you, and peace, from 
God our Father, and from the Lord Jesus 
Christ! 


8 First, indeed, Ltnank my God through 
Jesus Christ for you all, that your faith is 
proclaimed iu the whole world; * for God is 
my witness, whom I serve in my spirit in the 
good news of His Son, how uneeasingly I 
make mention of you, }° always in my prayers 
Dbeseeehing, if by any means now at length I 
shall have a prosperous journey, by the will 
of God, to come unto you, for I long to see 
you, that I may impart to you some spiritual 
mift, that ye may be established; and that 
is, that I may be comforted together among 
you, through the faith in one another, both 
yours and mine. 


13 And Ido not wish you to be ignorant, 
brethren, that many times I did purpose to 
come unto you—aud was hindered till the 
present time—that some fruit I might have 
also among you, even as also among the other 
nations. 

14 Both to Greeks and to foreigners, both to 
wise and to thoughtless, Iam a debtor, ' so, 
as niuch asin me is, I am ready also to yon 
who azve in Rome to proclaim good news, 
16 fos! am not ashamed of the good news of 
the Christ, for it is the power of God to salva- 
tion to every one who is believing, both to 
Jew first, and to Greek. Jan 

17For the righteousness of God in it is re- 
vealed from faith to faith, according as it 
hath been written, ‘ And the righteous one 
by faith shall live,’ 18for revealed is the 
wrath of God from heaven upon all impiety 
and unrighteousness of men, holding down the 
truth in unrighteousness. 


29 Recause that which is known of God is 
manifest among them, for God did manifest 
it to them, for the invisible things of Him 
from the creation of the world, by the things 
made being mnderstood, are plainly seen, both 
His eternal power and Godhead—to their be- 
me inexcusable; * because, having known 
God they did not glorify Him as God, nor 
gavo thanks, but were made vain in their 


reasonings, and their unintelligent heart was 
darkened, 22 professing to be wise, they were 
made fools, “4and changed the glory of the 
incorruptible God into the likeness of an 
image of eorruptible man, and of fowls, and 
of quadrwupeds, and of reptiles. 

“4 Wherefore also God did give them up, in 
the desires of their hearts, to uncleanness, to 
dishonour their bodies among themselves ; 
* who did ep the truth of God into a 
falsehood, and did honour and serve the erea- 
ture rather than the Creator, who is blessed 
to the ages. Amen. 

.*6 Because of this did God give them up to 
dishonourable affections, for even their fe- 
males did change the natural use into that 
against nature; *?and in like manner also 
the males having left the natural use of the 
female, did burn in their longing toward one 
another; males with males working shame, 
and the recompense of their error that was 
fit, in themselves receiving. 

*8 And, according as they did not approve 
of having God in knowledge, God gave them 
up to a disapproved mind, to do the things 
not seemly; ** having been filled with all un- 
righteousness, whoredom, wickedness, covet- 
ousness, malice; full of envy, murder, strife, 
deceit, evil dispositions; whisperers, 3° evil- 
speakers, God-haters, insulting, proud, boast- 
ers, inventors of evil things, disobedient to 
parents, *! unintelligent, faithless, without 
natural affection, implacable, unmerciful; 
32 who the righteous judgment of God having 
known —that those practising such things 
are worthy of death—not only do them, but 
aes have delight with those practising 

em. 


Il. 1} THEREFORE, thou art inexcusable, 
O man—every one who is Jjudging—for in that 
in which thou dost judge the other, thyself 
thou dost condemn, tor the same things thou 
dost practise who art judging, “and we have 
known that the judgment of God is accord- 
ane to truth, upon those practising such 

ings. 


3 And dost thou think this, O man, who art 
judging those who such things are practising, 
and art doing them, that thou shalt escape 
the judgment of God? ‘or the riches of His 
goodness, and forbearance, and long-suffer- 
ing, dost thou despise?—not knowing that 
the goodness of God doth lead thee to refor- 
mation! ® but, according to thy hardness and 
impenitent heart, thou dost treasure up to 
thyself wrath, in a day of wrath and of the 
revelation of the righteous judgment of God, 
6who shall render to each according to his 
works; 7 to those, indeed, who in continuance 
of a good work. do seek glory, and honour 
and ineorruptibility—life age-during ; 8 and 
to those contentious, ane disobedient, indeed, 


Equity of God. 


to the truth, and obeying the unrighteons- 
ness —indignation and wrath, 9% tribulation 
and distress, upon every soul of man that is 
working the evil, both of Jew first, and of 
Greek ; !°and glory, and honour, and peace, 
to every one who is working the good, both 
to Jew first, and to Greek. 


11 For there 1s no acceptance of faces with 
God, !2for as many as without law did sin, 
without Jaw also shall perish, and as many 
as did sin in law, through law shall be judged, 
'3 for not the hearers of the law are righteous 
before God, but the doers of the law shall be 
declared righteous :— 

4 For, when nations that have not a law, by 
nature may do the things of the Jaw, these 
not having a law—to themselves are a law; 
1 who do shew the work of the law written 
in their hearts, their conscience also witness- 
ing with them, and between one another the 
thoughts accusing or else defending, }° in 
the day when God shall judge the secrets of 
inen, according to my good news, through 
Jesus Christ. 


17 To, thou art named a Jew, and dost rest 
upon the law, and dost boast in God, 8 and 
dost know the will, and dost approve the 
distinctions, being instructed out of the law, 
19 and hast confidence that theu thyself art a 
leader of blind ones, a light of those in dark- 
ness, “°an instructor of foolish ones, a teacher 
of babes, having the form of the knowledge 
and of the truth in the law. 

“Thon, then, who art teaching another, 
thyself dost theu not teach? “then who art 
preaching not to steal, dost thou steal? thou 
who art saying not to commit adultery, dost 
thou commit adultery? thou who art abhor- 
ring the idols, dost thon rob temples? *3 thou 
who in law dost boast, through he transgres- 
sion of the law God dost thou dishonour? 
“4 for the name of God because of you is evil 
spoken of among the nations, according as it 
hath been written. 


*° For circumcision, indeed, doth profit, if 
law thou mayest practise, but if a trans- 
gressor of law thou mayest be, thy circumci- 
sion hath become uncireunceision. *8 Lf, there- 
fore the uncircumeision the unrighteousness 
of the law may kcep, shall not his uncircum- 
cision for circumcision be reckoned? *7 and 
the unecireumceision, by nature, fulfilling the 
law, shall judge thee who, through letter and 
circiincisicn, art a transgressor of law. 

*3 For he is not a Jew who is so outwardly, 
neither is circuincision that which is outward 
in flesh; “9 but a Jewis he whois so inwardly, 
and cireumeision zs of the heart, in spirit, not 
in letter, of which the praise is not of men, 
but of God. 


Ill. } WHAT, then, isthe superiority of the 
Jew? or what the profit of the circumcision ? 
*inuch in every way; for first, indeed, that 
they were intrusted with the oracles of God ; 
3for what, if certain were faithless? shal) 
their faithlessness the faithfulness of God 
inake useless? *let Dee be! and let God be- 
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come true, and every man false, according as 
it hath been written, ‘That Thou mayest be 
declared righteous in Thy words, and mayest 
overcome in Thy being judged.’ 


° And, if onr unrighteousness God’s right- 
eousness doth establish, what shall we say? 
is God unrighteous who is inflicting the wrath ? 
(after the manner of a man I speak) ® let it 
not be! since how shall God judge the world? 
7for if the truth of God in my falsehood did 
more abound to His glory, why yet am I also 
as a Sinuer judged? 8and not, as we are evil 
spoken of, and as certain affirm us to say— 
‘We may do the evil things, that the good 
ones may come?’ whose judgment is righte- 
ous. 


9 What, then? are we better? not at all! 
for we did before charge both Jews and Greeks 
with being all under sin, according as it 
hath been written— 

‘There is none rightcous, not even one; 

11 There is none who is understanding, there 
is none who is seeking after God. 

12 All did go out of the way, together they 
became unprofitable, there is none doing good, 
there is not even one. 

13 A sepulchre opened is their throat; with 
their tongues they used deceit; poison of asps 
2s under their lips. 

144 Whose month is full of cursing and bitter- 


ess. 
1 Swift are their feet to shed blood. 
16 Ruin and misery ave in their ways. 
17 And a way of peace they did not know. 
There is no fear of God before their 
eyes. 


n 


19 Andwe have known that as many things as 
the law saith, to those in the law it doth speak, 
that every mouth may be stopped, and all the 
world may come under judgment to God; 
“0 wherefore by works of law shall no flesh be 
declared righteous before Him, for thronyh 
law is a knowledge of sin. 

“1 And now apart from law hath the right- 
eousness of God been manifested, testified to 
by the law and the prophets, °?and the righte- 
ousness of God is Aeucl the faith of Jesus 
Christ to all, and upon all those believing, 
—for there is no difference, “for all did sin, 
and are come short of the glory of God— 
*4 being declared righteous freely by His grace 
through the redemption that is in Christ 
Jesus, “whom God did set forth a mercy- 
seat, through the faith in his blood, for the 
shewing forth of His rightcousness, becanse 
of the passing over of the bygene sins in the 
forbearance of God—*6for the shewing forth of 
Tlis righteousness in the present time, for His 
being righteous, and heclering him righteous 
who is of the faith of Jesus. 

*7 Where then is the boasting? it was ex- 
cluded; by what law? of works? no, but by 
a law of faith: *8therefore do we reckon a 
man to be declared rightcous by faith, apart 
from works of law. 

“The God of Jews only is Je, and not 
also of nations? °° yes, also of nations; since 
one ts God who sitait declare righteous tho 
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circumcision by faith, and the uncircumci- 
sion through the faith. *! Law then do we 
make useless through the faith? let it not )e! 
yea, we do establish law. 


IV. ! WHAT, then, shall we say Abraham 
our father, to have found, according to flesh ? 
2for if Abraham by works was declared right- 
eous, he kath to boast—but not before God; 
3for what doth the writing say? ‘And Abra- 
ham did believe God, and it was reckoned to 
him—to righteousness ;’ 4and to him who is 
working, the reward is not reckoned of grace, 
but of debt ; 5 and to him who is not working, 
and is believing upon Him who is declaring 
righteous the impious, his faith is reekoned— 
to righteousness: ®even as David also doth 
speak of the happiness of theman to whom God 
doth reckon righteousness apart from works: 
7* Happy they whose lawless acts were for- 
given, and whose sins were covered; 8 happy 
the man to whom the Lord may not reckon 
sin. 


97s this happiness, then, upon the circum- 
cision, or also upon the uncircumcision—for 
we say that the faith was reckoned to Abra- 
ham—to righteousness? “how then was it 
reckoned? he being in circumcision, or in 
uncircumcision? not in circumcision, but in 
uucircumcision; ‘land a sign he did receive 
of circumcision, a seal of the righteousness 
of the faith in the wncircumcision, for his 
being father of all those believing through 
uncircumcision, for the righteousness also 
being reckoned to them, !* and father of cir- 
cumcision to those not of circumcision only, 
but who also walk in the steps of the faith, 
that is in the uncircumcision of our father 
Abraham. 

3 For not through law is the promise to 
Abraham, or to his seed, of his being heir of the 
world, but throngh the righteousness of faith ; 
4for if they who are of law are heirs, the 
faith hath been made void, and the promise 
hath been made useless; !for the law doth 
work wrath; for where law is not, neither is 
transgression. 

16 Because of this it is of faith, that i¢ may be 
according to grace, for the promise being sie 
to all the seed, not to that which zs of the law 
only, but also to that which és of the faith of 
Abraham, !’ who is father of us all (according 
as it hath been written—‘A father of many 
nations I have set thee,’) before Him whom 
he did believe—God, who is quickening the 
oe and is calling the things that be not as 

eing. 

18 Who, against hope in hope did believe, 
for his becoming father of many natiousaccord- 
ing to that spoken: ‘So shall thy seed be;’ 
1 and not having been weak in the faith, he 
did not consider his own body, already be- 
come dead, (being ubout a hundred years 
ald,) and the deadness of Sarah’s womb, *and 
atthe promise of God did not staggerin unbelief, 
but was strengthened in faith, having given 
glory to God, “and having been fully per- 
snaded that what He hath promised He 1s able 
also to do: “wherefore also it was reckoned 
to him - to righteousness. 
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3 And if was not written on his account 
alone, that it was reckoned to him, “but also 
on ours, to whom it is about to be reckoned 
—to us believing on Him who did raise up 
Jesus our Lord out of the dead, who was 
delivered up because of our offences, and was 
raised up because of our being declared 
righteous. 


V. !HAVING been declared righteous, 
then, by faith, we have peace toward God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ, °through 
whom also we have the access by the faith 
into this grace in which we have stood, and 
we boast on the hope of the glory of God. 


3 And not only so, but we also boast in the 
tribulations, knowing that the tribulation 
doth work endurance; 4and the endurance, 
experience; and the experience, hope; and 
the hope doth not make ashamed, because the 
love of God hath been poured forth in our 
hearts through the Holy Spirit that hath been 
given to us. 

$F or in our being still ailing, Christ in due 
time did die for the impious; 7 for scarcely 
for a righteous man will any oue die, for for 
the good man perhaps some one also doth 
dare to die; 8and God doth commend His 
own love to us, that, in our being still sinners, 
Christ did die for us; 9much more, then, hav- 
ing been declared righteous now in his blood, 
we shall be saved through him from the 
wrath; !° for if, being enemies, we have heen 
reconciled to God through the death of His 
Son, much more, having been reconciled, wa 
shall be saved in his life. 


lt And not ouly so, but we are also boasting 
in God, through our Lord Jesus Christ, 
through whom now we did receive the recon 
ciliation; '? because of this, even as through 
one man the sin did enter into the world, and 
through the sin the death; and thus to all 
men the death did pass through, for that all 
did sin; for till law sin was in the world: 
and sin is not reckoned when there is not law ; 
4hbut the death did reign from Adam till 
Moses, even upon those not having sinned in 
the likeness of Adam’s transgression, who is 
a type of him who is coming. 

15 But, not as the offence so also is the free 
gift; for if by the offence of the one the 
many did die, much more did the grace of 
God, and the free gift in grace of the one man 
Jesus Christ, abound to the many; 1*and not 
as through one who did sin is the free gift, 
for the judgment indeed is of one to condem- 
nation, but the gift is of many offences to a 
declaration of ‘Righteous,’ for if by the 
offence of the one the death did reign through 
the one, much more those, who the abund- 
ance of the grace and of the free gift of the 
righteousness are receiving, in life shall reign 
through the one—Jesus Christ. 


18So, then, as through one offence to all 
men zé is to condemnation, so also through 
one declaration of ‘Righteous’ zé is to allmento 
justification of life; “for as through the dis- 
obedience of the one sane the many were

constituted sinners: so also through the obedi- 
ence of the one, shall the many be constituted 
righteous. “’ And law came in, that the 
offence might abound, and where the sin did 
abound, the grace did over-abound, 2! that 
even as the sin did reign in the death, so also 
the grace may reign, through righteousness, 
Ss file age-during, through Jesus Christ our 
ord. 


VI. |} WHAT, then, shall we say? shall we 
continue in the sin that the grace may abound ? 
2 let it not be! we who died to the sin—how 
shall we still live in it? 3are ye ignorant that 
we, as many as were baptized to Christ Jesus, 
to his death were baptized? 4we were buried 
together, then, with fii through the baptism 
to the death, that even as Christ was raised 
up out of the dead through the glory of the 
pete so also we in newness of lite might 
walk. 

5 For, if we have become planted together 
to the likeness of his death, so also we shall 
be of the rising again; ®this knowing, that 
our old man was crucified with him, that the 
body of the sin may be made nseless, for our 
no longer serving the sin; 7 for he who hath 
died hath been set free from the sin. 8 And 
if we died with Christ, we believe that we 
also shall live with him, knowing that Christ, 
having been raised up out of the dead, doth 
no more die, death over him hath no more 
lordship; !°for in that he died, to the sin he 
died once, and in that he liveth, he liveth to 
God; so also ye, reckon yourselves to be 
dead iudeed to the sin, and living to Ged in 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 


2 Let not then the sin reign in your mortal 
body, to obey it in its desires; }° neither 
present ye your members instruments of un- 
righteousness to the sin, but present your- 
selves to God as living out of the dead, and 
your members instruments of righteousness 
to God; !4for sin over you shall not have 
lordship, for ye are not under law, but under 
grace. 


19 What then? shall we sin because we are 
not under law but under grace? let it not be! 
16 have ye net known that to whom ye present 
yourselves servants for cbedience, servants 
ye are to him to whom ye obey, whether of 
sin to death, or of obedience to righteons- 
ness? !?and thanks to God, that ye were ser- 
vants of the sin, and—were obedient from 
the heart to the form of teaching to which ye 
were delivered up; and having been freed 
from the sin, ye became servants to the righte- 
ousness. 

19Jn the manner of men I speak, becanse 
of the weakness of your flesh, for even as ye 
did present your members servants to the 
uncleanness and to the lawlessness—to the 
lawlessness, so now present your members 
servants to the righteousness—to sanctifica- 
tion, *° for when ye were servants of the sin, 
ye were free from the righteousness, ™ what 
fruit, therefore, were ye having then, in the 
things of which ye are now ashamed? for the 
end of those is death.

*? And now, having been freed from the sin, 
and having become servants to God, ye have 
your fruit—to sanctification, and the end life 
age-during; “for the wages of the sin is death, 
and the gift of God ts life age-during in Christ 
Jesus our Lord, 


VIL ! ARE ye ignorant, brethren—for to 
those knowing law I speak—that the law hath 
lordship over the man as long as he liveth? 
*for the married woman to the living husband 
hath been bound by law, and if the husband 
may die, she hath been free from the law of 
the husband; *so0, then, the husband being 
alive, an adulteress she shall be called if she 
may become another man’s; and if the hus- 
band may die, she is free from the law, so as 
not to be an adulteress, having become an- 
other man’s. 

4So that, my brethren, ye also were made 
dead to the law through the body of the Christ, 
for your becoming another’s, who out of the 
dead was raised up, that we might bear fruit 
to God; ® for when we were in the flesh, the 
passions of the sins, that are through the law, 
were working in our members, to bear fruit to 
the death ; °and now we have ceased from 
the law, that being dead in which we were 
held, so that we may serve in newness of 
spirit, and not in oldness of letter. 


7 What, then, shall we say? the law is sin? 
let it not be! but the sin I did not know ex- 
cept through law, for also the covetousness I 
had not known if the Jaw had not said: 
8‘ Thou shalt uot covet ;’ and the sin having 
received an opportunity, through the com- 
mand, did work in me all covetousness—for 
apart from law sin is dead. 

9 And | was alive apart from law once, ana 
the command having come, the sin revived, 
and I died; and the command that is for 
life, this was found by me for death; !! for 
the sin, having received an opportunity, 
through the command, did deceive me, and 
through it did slay me; 1° so that the law, in- 
deed, is holy, and the command holy, and 
righteous, and good. 


13 That which is good then, to me hath it be- 
come death? let it not be! but the sin, that 
it might appear sin, through the good, work- 
ing death to me, that the sin might become 
exceeding sinful through the command, for 
we have known that the law is spiritual, and 
I am fleshly, sold by the sin ; © for that which 
I work, I do not acknowledge; for not what 
ee this I practise, but what I hate, this I 


clo. 

16 And if what Ido not will, this I do, I 
consent to the law that i¢ is good, and now 
it is no longer I that work it, but the sin 
dwelling in me, '8for I have known that there 
doth not dwell in me, that is, in my flesh, 
good: for to willis present with me, and to 
work that which is right 1 do not find, ! for 
the good that ] will, L do not; but the evil 
that [ do not will, this I practise. ” And if 
what I do not will, this 1 clo, it is no longer I 
that work it, but the sin that is dwelling in 
me,

1T find, then, the law, that when I desire 
to do what is right, with me the evil is present, 
*2 for I delight in the law of God according to 
the inward man, *%and I behold another law 
in my members, warring against the law of 
my mind, and bringing me into captivity to 
the law of the sin that 7s in my members. 
“4A wretched man I am/ who shall deliver 
me out of the body of this death? “I thank 
God—throuch Jesus Christ onr Lord ; so then, 
I myself indeed with the mind do serve the 
law of God, and with the flesh, the law of 
sin. 


VIII. 1 THERE is, then, now no condem- 
nation to those in Christ Jesus, who walk not 
according to the flesh, but according to the 
Spirit; °for the law of the Spirit of the life 
in Christ Jesus did set me free from the law 
of the sin and of the death; 3 for what the 
law was not able to do, in that it was weak 
through the flesh, God, His own Son having 
sent in the likeness of sinful flesh, and for 
sin, did condemn the sin in the flesh. ‘that the 
righteousness of the law may be fulfilled in 
us, Who do not walk according to the flesh, 
but according to the Spirit. 

>For those who are according to the flesh, 
the things of the flesh do mind; and those 
according to the Spirit, the things of the 
Spirit; °for the mind of the flesh is death, 
and the mind of the Spirit—life and peace; 
7 because the mind of the flesh is enmity to 
God, for to the law of God it doth not sub- 
ject itself. 8for neither is it able; and those 
oe are in the flesh are not able to please 

od. 

®And ye are not in the flesh, but in the 
Spirit, if indeed the Spirit of God doth dwell 
in you; and if any one hath not the Spirit of 
Christ—this one is not His; !°and if Christ 
is in you, the body, indeed, is dead because 
of sin, and the Spirit is life becanse of righte- 
ousness, 1! and if the Spirit of Him who did 
raise we Jesus out of the dead doth dwell in 
you, He who did raise up the Christ out of 
the dead shall quicken also your dying bodies, 
through His Spirit dwelling in you. 


22S0, then, brethren, we are debtors, not 
to the flesh, to live according to the flesh; 
13 for if according to the flesh ye do live, ye 
are about to die; and if, by the Spirit, the 
deeds of the body ye put to death, ye shall 
live; 1‘for as many as are led by the Spirit of 
God, these are sons of God; for ye did not 
receive a spirit of bondage again for fear, but 
ye did receive a spirit of adoption in which 
we cry, ‘ Abba—F ather.’ ; 

® The Spirit himself doth testify with our 
spirit. that we are children of God; and 
if children, also heirs, heirs, indeed, of God, 
and heirs together of Christ—if, indeed, we 
suffer together, that we may also be glorified 
tagether. 


1 Wor I reckon that the sufferings of the 
present time are not worthy to be. compared 
with the glory about to be revealed in us; 
for the earnest looking out of the creation 
doth expect the revelation of the sons of God; 
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infirmities, and triumph. 


°° for to vanity was the creation made sub. 
ject—not of its will, but because of Him who 
did subject it—in hope, *! that also the crea- 
tion itself shall be set free from the servi- 
tude of the corruption to the liberty of the 
glory of the children of God; °*? for we have 
known that all the creation doth groan to- 
gether, and doth travail in pain together till 
now. 


73 And not only so, but also we ourselves, 
having the first-fruit of the Spirit, we also 
ourselves in ourselves do groan, adoption ex- 
pecting—the redemption of our body; “for 
in hope we were saved, and hope behcld ia 
not hope; for what any one doth behold, 
why also doth he hope for it? °5 and if what 
we do not behold we hope for, through con- 
tinnance we expect zt, 


*6 And, in like manner also, the Spirit doth 
help our weaknesses; for, what we may pray 
for, as it behoveth ws, we have not known, 
but the Spirit himself doth make intercession 
for us with groanings unutterable, 7 and He 
who is searching the hearts hath known what 
is the mind of the Spirit, because according 
to God he doth intercede for saints. 


*8 And we have known that to those loving 
God all things do work together for good, to 
those who are called according to purpose; 
*2because whom He did foreknow, He also 
did fore-appoint, conformed to the imace of 
His Son, that he might be tirst-born among 
many brethren; #°and whom He did fore. 
SPE these also He did call; and whom 

e did call, these also He declared rightcons; 
and whom He declared righteous, these also 
He did glorify. 


3} What, then, shall we say unto these 
things? if God is for us, who is against us? 
32 He who indeed His own Son did not spare, 
but for us all did deliver him up, how shall 
fle uot also with him the all things grant to 
us? 

33 Who shall lay a charge against the choice 
ones of God? God is He that is declaring right- 
eous, 34 who is he that is condemning? Christ 
is He that died, yea, rather also, was raised 
up; who is also on the right hand of God— 
who also doth intercede for us. 

39 Who shall separate us from the love of 
the Christ? tribulation, or distress, or perse- 
cution, or famine, or nakedness, or peril, or 
sword ? 26{according as it hath been written 
—‘For Thy sake we are put to death all 
the day long, we were reckoned as sheep of 
slaughter,’) 37but in all these we more than 
conquer, through him who loved us; 38for I 
am persuaded that neither death, nor life, 
nor messengers, nor principalities, nor pow- 
ers, nor things present, **nor things abont 
to be, nor height, nor depth, nor any other 
created thing, shall be able to separate us 
from the love of God, that is in Christ Jesus 
our Lord.

and unceasing pain in my heart— for I was 
wishing, | myself, to be anathema from the 
Christ—for my brethren, my kindred, ac- 
cording to the flesh, 4who are Israelites, 
whose is the adoption, and the glory, and the 


covenants, and the law-giving, and the ser- | 


vice, and the promises, ® whose ave the fa- 
thers, and of whom is the Christ, according 
to the flesh, who is over all, God blessed to 
the ages.

6 And it is not possible that the word of 
God hath failed; for not all who are of Israel 
are these Israel; 7nor because they are seed 
of Abraham are all children, but—‘ in Isaac 
shall a seed be called to thee;’ 8 that is, the 
children of the flesh—these are not children 
of God; but the children of the promise are 
reckoned for seed; 9 for the word of promise 
is this; ‘ According to this time I will come, 
and there shall be to Sarah a son.’ 


10 And not only so, but also Rebecca, hav- 
ing conceived by one—Isaac our father— 
u (for they being not yet born, neither hav- 
ing done anything good or evil, that the pur- 
pose of God, according to choice, might re- 
main; not of works, but of Him who is call- 
ing,) 1t was said to her—!® ‘The greater shall 
serve the less;’ according as it hath been 
ee ‘Jacob I did love, and Esau I did 
1ate. 


‘4° What, then, shall we say? 1mrighteous- 
ness is with God? letit not be! 1 for to Moses 
He saith, ‘1 will do kindness to whom I do 
kindness, and I will have compassion on 
whom [ have compassion ;’ !°so, then—not 
of him who is willing, nor of him who is run- 
ning, but of God who is doing kindness: 
7 for the Writing saith to Pharaoh—‘ For 
this very thing IJ did raise thee up, that I 
might shew in thee My powcr, and that My 
name might be declared in all the land;’ 
18s0, then, to whom He willeth, He doth 
kindness, and whom He willeth, He doth 
harden. 


19Thon wilt say, then, to me, Why yet 
doth He find fault? for His counsel who 
hath resisted?’ *° nay, but, O man, who art 
thou that art answermg again to God? shall 
the thing formed say to Him who did form ig, 
Why me didst thou make thus? *! hath not 
the potter anthority over the clay, out of the 
same lump to make the one vesscl to hononr, 
and the one to dishonour? 


2 And if God, wilhng to shew the wrath 
and to make known His power, did enduro, 
in much long suffering, vessels of wrath fitted 
for destruction, and that he might make 
known the riches of His glory on vessels of 
kindness, that He before prepared for glory, 
whom also He.did call—us—* not only ont 
of Jews, but also out of nations, “as also 
in Hosea He saith, ‘I will call what zs not 
ety neon ae veople; and her not beloved 
—Reloved, °6 | it shall be—in the place 
where it was said to them, Ye are not My 
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Errors of the Jews, 


xeople; there they shall be called sons of the 
ligite God.’ 

7 And Isaiah doth cry concerning Israel, 
‘Tf the nuniher of the sons of Israel may be 
as the sand of the sea, the remnant shall be 
saved; “8for a matter He is finishing, and is 
cutting short in righteousness, because a mat- 
ter cut short will the Lord do upon the land. 
*“2and according as Isaiah saith before, ‘ Ex- 
cept the Lord of Sabaoth did leave to usa 
seed, as Sodom we had become, and as Go- 


/ morrah we had been made like.’ 


30 What, then, shall we say? that nations 
who are not pursuing righteousness did attain 
to righteonsness, and righteousness that is of 
faith, #! and Israel, pursuing a law of righte- 
ousness, at a law of rightcousness did not 
arrive; ** wherefore? because—not by faith, 
but as by works of law; for they did stumble 
at the stone of stumbling, * according as it 
hath been written, ‘ Lo, I place in Sion a stone 
of stumbling and a rock of offence; and every 
one who is believing thereon shall not be 
ashamed.’ 


X. 'BRETHREN, the pleasure indeed of 
my heart, and my supplication that is to God 
for [srael, is—for salvation; *for I bear them 
testimony that they have a zeal of God, but 
not according to knowledge, *for not know- 
ing the righteousness of God, and their 
own righteousness seeking to establish, to 
the righteousness of God they did not 
submit. 

4 For Christ is an end of law for rightcous- 
ness to every one who is believing, 5 for Moses 
doth describe the righteousness that és of the 
law, that, ‘The man who did them shall live 
in them,’ °and the righteonsness of faith doth 
thus speak : ‘Thou mayest not say in thine 
heart, Who shall go wp to the heaven,’ that 
is, Christ to bring down? 7 or, ‘ Who shall go 
down to the abyss,’ that is, Christ out of the 
dead to bring up. 

8 Bunt what doth it say? ‘Nigh thee is the 
saying—in thy mouth, and in thy heart:’ that 
is, the saying of the faith, that we preach; 
2 that if thot mayest confess with thy month 
the Lord Jesus, and mayest believe in th 
heart that God did raise him ont of the dead, 
thou shalt be saved, !° for with the heart doth 
one believe to righteousness, and with the 
mouth is confession made to salvation; "for 
the Writing saith, ‘Every one who is believ- 
ing on him shall not be ashamed,’ !” for there 
-s no difference between Jew aud Greck_ for 
the sane Lord of all és rich to all those calling 
upon Him, for every one—whoever shall 
call aon the name of the Lord, he shall be 
saved.’ 


14 ffow then shall they call upon im in 
whom they did not believe? and how shall 
they believe on him of whom they did not hear? 
and how shall they hear apart from one 
preaching? and how shall they preach, if 
they may not be sent? according as it hath 
been written, ‘ How beautiful the fect of those 
proclaiming good tidings of peace, of those

16 But they were not all obedient to the 
good tidings, for Isaiah saith, ‘ Lord, who did 
ive credence to our report?’ !’ so then the 
aith is by a report, aud the report through a 
saying of God, 18 but [say, Did they not hear?

forth, and to the ends of the habitable world 
their sayings.’ 

19 But I say, Did not Israel know? first 
Moses saith, ‘I will provoke you to jealousy 
by that which is not a nation; by an unintelli- 
gent nation I will anger you,’ ““and Isaiah is 
very bold, and saith, ‘I was found by those 
not seeking Me; I became manifest to those 
uot inquiring after Me;’ 2tand unto Israel 
He saith, ‘ All the day I did stretch out My 
hands unto a people unbelieving and gain- 
saying.’ 


XI. 1I SAY, then, Did God cast away His 
people? let it not be! for I also am an Israel- 
ite, of the seed of Abraham, of the tribe of 
Benjamin: ?God did not cast away His people 
whom He knew before; have ye not known— 
in Ehjah—what the Writing saith? how he 
doth plead with God concerning Israel, say- 
ing, ‘Lord, Thy prophets they did kill, and 
Thy altars they dug down, and I was left 
alone, and they seek my life;’ 4but what 
saith the divine answer to him? ‘TI left to 
Myself seven thousand men, who did not 
bow a knee to Baal.’ ®So then also in the 
present time a remnant according to the 
choice of grace there hath been; ®and if by 

race, no more of works, otherwise the grace 
becometh no more grace; and if of works, it 
18 no more grace, otherwise the work is no 
more work. 

7 What then? What Israel doth seek after, 
this it did not obtain, and the chosen did 
obtain, and the rest were hardened, 8accord- 
ing as it hath been written, ‘God gave to 
them a spirit of deep sleep, eyes not to see, 
and ears not to hear,’—unto this very day, 
%and David saith, ‘ Let their table become 
for a snare, and for a trap, and for a stum- 
bling-block, and for a recompense to them; 
10}et their eyes be darkened—not to behold, 
and their back do Thou always bow down.’ 


UJ say, then, Did they stumble that they 
might fall? let it not be! but by their fall the 
salvation is to the nations, to arouse them to 
jealousy; !2and if the fall of them is the 
riches of a world, and the diminution of them 
the riches of nations, how much inore the 
fulness of them? 

13 Por to you I speak—to the natious—inas- 
much as [ am indeed an apostle of nations, 
my ministration I do glorify; “if by any 
means [ shall arouse to jealousy mine own 
flesh, and shall save some of them, " for if 
the casting away of them is a reconcihation of 
the world, what the reception—if not life out 
of the dead? !%and if the first-frnit is holy, 
the lump also; and if the root is holy, the 
branches also. 

7And if certain of the branches were 
broken off, and thou, being a wild olive tree, 
wast grafted in among them, and a fellow- 
partaker of the root and of the fatness of the

olive tree didst become — do not boast 
against the branches; and if thou dost boast, 
thou aost not bear the root, but the root 
thee! 

19 Thou wilt say, then, ‘The branches were 
broken off, that I might be graffed in ;’ right! 
“°by unbelief they were broken off, and thon 
hast stood by faith; be not high-minded, but 
be fearing; *!for if God the natural branches 
did not spare—lest perhaps He also shall not 
spare thee. * Lo, then, goodness and severity 
of God—upon those indeed who fell, severity ; 
and upon thee, goodness, if thou mayest re- 
main in the goodness, otherwise, thou also 
shalt be cnt off. *3 And those also, if they 
may not remain in unbelief, shall be graffec 
in, for God is able again to graff thein in; 
*44for if thou, out of the olive tree, wild by 
nature, wast cut out, and, contrary to nature, 
wast graffed into a good olive tree, how much 
rather shall they, who ave according to nature, 
be graffed into their own olive tree? 


°° For I do not wish you to be ignorant, 
brethren, of this secret—that ye may not be 
wise in pees own conceits—that hardness in 
part to Israel hath happened till the fulness 
of the nations may come in; ““and so all 
Israel shall be saved, according as it hath 
been written, ‘There shall come forth out of 
Sion he who is delivering, and he shall turn 
away impiety from Jacob, ®’ and this to them 
is the covenant from Me, when I may take 
away their sins.’ 

*8 As regards, indeed, the good tidings, they 
are enemies on your account; and as regards 
the choice—beloved on account of the fathers ; 
*9 for unrepented of are the gifts and the call- 
ing of God; 3°for as ye also once did not 
believe in God, and now did find kindness by 
the unbelief of these: #4so also these now 
did not believe, that in your kindness they 
also may find kindness; **for God did shut 
up together the whole to unbelief, that to the 
whole He might do kindness. 


33Q depth of riches, and wisdom and know- 
ledge of God! how unsearchable His judg- 
ments, and untraceable His ways! *4 for who 
did know the mind of the Lord? or who did 
become His counsellor? * or who did first give 
to Him, and it shall be given back to Him 
again? 36 because of Him, and through Him, 
and to Him are the all things; to Him is the 
glory—to the ages.

XIL. 11 CALL upon you, therefore, breth- 
ren, through the compassions of God, to pre- 
sent your bodies a sacrifice—hving, sanctified, 
acceptable to God—your intelhgent service;

3For I say, throngh the grace that was 
given to me, to every one who is among you, 
not to think above what it behoveth to think;

6 And having gifts, different according to 
the grace that was given to us; whether 
propheey—‘ Aecording to the proportion of 
faith!’ “or ministration—‘In the ministra- 
tion!’ or he whois teaching—‘ In the teach- 
ing!’ 8er he who is exhorting—‘In the 
exhortation!’ he who is sharing—‘In sim- 
lieity!’ he who is leading—‘In diligence?’ 
He who is doing kindness— ‘In cheerful- 
ness.’ 

IThe love unfeigned: abhorring the evil; 
cleaving to the good; in the love of breth- 
ren, to one another kindly affectioned: in the 
honour going before one another; 'in the 
diligence not slothful; in the spirit fervent; 
the Lord serving; !®in the hope rejoicing; in 
the tribulation enduring; in the prayer 
persevering ; }3 to the necessities of the saints 
comninicating; the hospitality pursuing. 

4 Bless those persecuting you; bless, and 
curse not; to rejoice with the rejoicing, and 
to weep with the weeping, ‘of the same 
mind one toward another, not minding the 
high things, but with the lowly going along ; 
become not wise in your own conceit; )’ giving 
back to no one evil for evil; providing right 
things before all men. 

18 Tf possible—so far as in you—with all men 
being in peace; “not avenging yourselves, 
beloved, but give place to the wrath, for it 
hath been written, ‘ Vengeance is Mine, *°I 
will reeompense again, saith the Lord;’ if, 
then, thine enemy doth hunger, feed him ; if 
he doth thirst, give him drink; for this 
doing, coals of fire thou shalt heap upon his 
head; **be not overeome by the evil. but 
overcome, in the good, the evil. 


XIII. ! LET every soul to the higher author- 
ities be subject, for there is no authority 
except from God, and the authorities existing 
are eaes by God, *so that he who is set- 
ting himself against the authority, against 
God’s ordinance hath resisted ; and those re- 
sisting, to themselves shall receive judg- 
ment. 

3For those ruling are not a terror to the 
good works, but to the evil; and dost thou 
wish not to be afraid of the authority? that 
which is good be doing, and thou shalt have 
praise from it, ‘for of God it is a ministrant 
to thee for good; and if that which is evil 
thou mayest do, be fearing, for not in vain 
doth it bear the sword; for of God it isa 
ministrant, an avenger for wrath to him who 
is doing that which is evil. 

5 Wherefore it is necessary to be subject, 
not only because of the wrath, but also be- 
cause of the conscience, for because of this 
also pay ye tribute; for servants of God they 
are, on this very thing attending continually ; 
7 render, therefore, to all their dues; to whom 
tribute, the tribute; to whom custom, the 
custom; to whom fear, the fear; to whom 
honour, the honour. 


' 8§'J'o no one owe anything, except to love one 
another; for he who is loving the other—law 
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he hath fulfilled, 9for, ‘Thou shalt not com- 
mit adultery, Thou shalt do no murder, Thou 
shalt not steal, Thou shalt not bear false testi- 
mony, Thou shalt not covet;’ and if there is 
any other command, in this word it is summed 
up,in this: ‘Thoushalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself;’ !the love to the neighbour doth 
work no ill; the love, therefore, is the fulness 
of law. 

11 And this, knowing the time, that for us, 
the hour already is to be aroused out of sleep, 
for now nearer zs our salvation than when we 
did believe; }* the night did advance, and the 
day came nigh; let us lay aside, therefore, 
the works of the darkness, and let us put on 
the armour of the light; as in day-time, 
let us walk becomingly ; not in revellings and 
drunkennesses, not in chamberings and lascivi- 
ousnesses, not in strife and emulation ; 4 but 
put ye on the Lord Jesus Christ, and for the 
flesh take no forethought—for desires. 


XIV. 1} AND him who is weak in the faith 
receive ye—not to determinations of reason- 
ings; 2one doth believe that he may eat all 
things—and he who is weak doth eat herbs; 
3 let not him who is eating despise him who 
is not eating: and let not him who is not eat- 
ing judge him who is eating, for God did re- 
ceive him. 4Thou—who art thou that art 
judging another’s domestic? to his own 
master he doth stand or fall; and he shall be 
made to stand, for God is able to make him 
stand. 

5 One doth judge one day above another’, 
and another doth judge every day alike ; les 
each in his own mind be fully assured. ® He 
who is regarding the day, to the Lord he dotk 
regard it, and fe who is not regarding the 
day, to the Lord he doth not regard it. ; 

e who is eating, to the Lord he doth eat, 
for he doth give thanks to God; and he who 
is not eating, to the Lord he doth not eat, 
and doth give thanks to God. 

7 For none of us to himself doth live, and 
none to himself doth die; Sfor both, if we 
may live, to the Lord we live; if also we may 
die, to the Lord we die; both then if we may 
live, also if we may die, we are the Lord's ; 
9for because of this Christ both died and rose 
again, and lived again, that both of dead and 
of living he may be Lord. 


1 And thou, why dost thou judge thy 
brother? or again, thou. why dost thou set 
at nought thy brother? for we shall all stand 
at the tribunal of the Christ; " for it hath 
been written, ‘I live! saith the Lord—to ay 
bow shall every knee, and every tongue shall 
confess to God;’ !280, then, each of us con- 
eerning himself shall] give reckoning to God; 
13no0 longer, therefore, may we judge one 
another, ‘but this judge ye rather, not to put 
a stumbling-stone before the brother, or an 
offence. 


14] have known, and am persuaded, in the 
Lord Jesus, that nothing is unclean of itself, 
except to hin who is reckoning anything to 
be unclean—to that one i ts nuclean; and 
if through vietuals thy brother is grieved, no 
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more dost thou walk according to love ; do 
not with thy victuals destroy that one for 
whom Christ died. 

16 Let not, then, your good be evil spoken 
of, 7 for the reign of God is not eating and 
drinking, but righteousness, and peace, and 
joy in the Holy Spirit; 8 for he who in these 
things is serving the Christ, is acceptable to 
God and approved of men. 


YSo, then, the things of peace may we 
pursue, and the things of building up one an- 
other; "for the sake of victuals cast not 
down the work of God; all things, indeed, 
are pure, but evil is to the man who is eating 
through stumbling. ®! Right i¢ is not to eat 
flesh, nor to drink wine, nor to do anything 
in which thy brother doth stumble, or is made 
to fall, or is weak. 

*°' Thou hast faith! to thyself have it before 
God; happy is he who is not judging himself 
in what he doth approve, **and he who is 
making a difference, if he may eat, hath been 
condemned, because it is not of faith; and all 
that is not of faith is sin. 


XV. 1! AND we onght—we who are strong 
—to bear the infirmities of the weak, and not 
to please ourselves; ?for let each one of us 
please the neighbour for good, unto edification, 
* for even the Christ did not please himself, 
but, according as it hath been written, ‘The 
reproaches of those reproaching Thee fell up- 
on me;’ 4for, as many things as were written 
before, for our instruction were written before, 
that through the endurance, and the exhor- 
tation of the Writings, we might have the 
lope. 


® 5 And may the God of the endurance, and of 
the exhortation, give to you to have the same 
mind toward one another, according to Christ 
Jesus; ®that with one accord—with one 
mouth—ye may glorify the God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ ; ’ wherefore receive 
ye one another, according as also the Christ 
did receive us, to the glory of God. 

8 And 1 say Jesus Christ to have become a 
Ininistrant of circumcision for the truth of 
God, to confirm the promises to the fathers, 
Sand the nations for kindness to glorify God, 
according as it hath been written, *‘ Because of 
this I will confess to Thee among nations, and 
to Thy name I will sing praise,’ 1° and again 
it saith, ‘Rejoice ye nations, with His people;’ 
11 and again, ‘ Praise the Lord, all ye nations; 
and laud Him, all ye peoples ;’ }2 and again, 
Isaiah saith, ‘There shall be the root of Jesse, 
and he who is rising to rule nations—ipon 
him shall nations hope;’ ! and the God of the 
hope shall fill you with all joy and peace in 
the believing, for your abounding in the hope 
in power of the Holy Spirit. 


14 And I am persuaded, ny brethren—I my- 
sclf also—concerning you, that ye yourselves 
also are full of goodness, having been filled 
with all knowledge, able also one another to 
admonish; and the more boldly I did write 
to you, brethren, in part, as putting you im 
mind, because of the grace that is given to me 
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by God, “for my being a servant of Jesus 
Christ to the nations, acting as pricst in the 
good news of God, that the offering up of the 
nations may become acceptable, sanctified by 
the Holy Spirit. 


7 T have, then, a boasting in Christ Jesus, 
in the things pertaining to God, )8 for I will 
not dare to speak anything of the things that 
Christ did not work through me, to obedience 
of nations, by word and deed, !in power of 
signs and wonders, in power of the Spirit of 
God; so that I, from Jerusalem, and in a 
circle as far as Illyricum, have fully preached 
the good news of the Christ ; *° and so count- 
ing it honour to proclaim good news, not where 
Christ was named—that upon another's 
foundation I might not build—*! but accords 
ing as it hath been written, ‘lio whom it 
was not told concerning him, they shall see ; 
and they who have not heard, shall under- 
stand.’ 

*2'Wherefore, also, I was hindered many 
times from coming unto you, “and now, no 
longer having place in these parts, and having 
a longing to come unto you for many years, 
“4 when I may go on to Spain I will come unto 
you, for I hope in going through, to see you, 
and by you to be set forward thither, if of 
you first, in part, I shall be filled. 


*5 And, now, [ go on to Jerusalem, minis- 
tering to the saints; “for it pleased Mace- 
dénia and Achaia well to make a certain con- 
tribution for the poor of the saints who are 
in Jerusalem; * for it pleased well, and their 
debtors they are, for if in their spiritual 
things the nations did participate, they ought 
also, in the fleshly things, to minister to 
them. 

*8This, then, having finished, and having 
sealed to them this fruit, ] will return 
through you, to Spain; % and I have known 
that coming unto you—in the fulness of the 
blessing of the good news of Christ I shall 
come, 


20 And I call upon you, brethren, through 
our Lord Jesus Christ, and through the love 
of the Spirit, to strive together with me in 
the prayers for me unto God, 2!that I may 
be delivered from those not believing in 
Judea, and that my ministration, that is for 

erusalem, may become acceptable to the 
saints; =*that in joy I may come unto you, 
through the will of Goal and may be refreshed 
with you, #3 and the God of the peace be with 
you all. Amen. 


XVI. 1 AND I commend to you Phebe our 
sister—being a ministrant of the assembly 
that is in Cenchrea—* that ye may receive her 
in the Lord, as doth become saints, and may 
assist her in whatever matter she may have 
need of you—for she also became a leader of 
many, and of myself. 

2 Salute PriscUla and Aquilas, my fellow- 
workmen in Christ Jesus—4 who for my life 
their own neck did lay down, to whom not 
only I give thanks, but also all the assemblies 
of the nations—® gue the assembly at their 
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house; salute Epaznetus, my beloved, who is 
first-frnit of Achaia to Christ. 

6 Salute Mary, who did labour much for 
us; 7 salute Andronicus and Junias, my kin- 
dred, and my fellow-captives, who are of note 
amoug the apostles, who also have been in 
Christ before me. 

8 Salute Amplias, my beloved in the Lord; 
® salute Arbanus, our fellow-workman in 
Christ, and Stachys, my beloved; ! salute 
Apelles, the approved in Christ; salute those 
of the household of Aristobulus; ™ salute 
Herodion, my kinsman; salute those of the 
household of Narcissus, who are in the Lord ; 
12 salute ‘Trypheena, and Tryphosa, who are 
labouring in the Lord; salute Persis, the be- 
loved, who did labour much in the Lord. 

13 Salute Rufus, the choice one in the Lord, 
and his mother and mine, 4 salute Asyncri- 
tus, Phlegon, Hermas, Patrobas, Hermes, and 
the brethren with them; salute Philologus, 
aud Julias, Nereus, and his sister, and Olym- 
pas, and all the saints with them; }° salute 
one another in a holy kiss; the assemblies of 
Christ do salute you. 


17 And I call upon you, brethren, to mark 
those who the divisions and the stumbling- 
blocks, contrary to the teaching that ye did 
learn, are causing, and turn_ye away from 
them; }8for such a tee Jesus Christ do 
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not serve, but their own belly; and through 
the good word and fair speech they deceive 
the hearts of the harmless, for your obedi- 
ence did reach to all; I rejoice, therefore, as 
regards you, aud I wish you to be wise, in- 
deed, as to the good, and harmless as to the 
evil; *°and the God of the peace shall bruise 
the Severe aie your feet quickly; the 
grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with you. 
Amen! 

*1 Salute you do Timotheus, my fellow-work- 
man, and Lucius, and Jason, and Sosipater, 
my kindred; “I Tertius salute you (who 
wrote the letter) in the Lord; “salute you 
doth Gaius, my host, and of the whole as- 
sembly; salute youdoth Erastus, the steward 
of the city, and Quartus the brother, *4 the 
grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with you 
all. Amen. 


*6 And to Him who is able to establish you, 
according to my good news, and the preaching 
of Jesus Christ, according to the revelation of 
the secret, in the times of the ages having 
been kept silent, “and now having been 
made manifest, also, through prophetic writ- 
ings, according to a command of the age- 
during God, having been made known to all 
the nations for obedience of faith—* to the 
only wise God, through Jesus Christ, to him 
be glory to the ages. Amen. 


FIRST EPISTLE TO 


CHAP. I. !} PAUL, a called apostle of Jesus 
Christ, through the will of God, and Sosthe- 
nes the brother, ? to the assembly of God that 
is in Corinth, to those sanctified in Christ 
Jesus, called saints, with all those calling 
upon the name of our Lord Jesus Christ in 
every place—both theirs and ours: 3 Grace to 
you and peace from God our Father and the 
Lord Jesus Christ! 


_ tI give thanks to my God always concern- 
ing you for the grace of God that was given 
to you in Christ Jesus, > that in every thing 
ye were enriched in him, in all discourse and 
all knowledge, “according as the testimony 
of the Christ was confirmed in you, 7so that 
ye are not behind in any gift, waiting for the 
revelation of our Lord Jesus Christ, 8 who 
also shall confirm you unto the end—unblam- 
able in the day of our Lord Jesus Christ; 
9 faithful is God, through whom ye were 
called to the fellowship of His Son Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 


10 And I call upon you, brethren, through 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, that the 
same thing ye may all say. and there may not 
be divisions among you, and ye may be per- 
fected in the same mind, and in the same 
judgment, !for it was signified to me con- 
cerning you, my brethren, by those of Chloe, 
that contentions are among you; !2and I say 
this, that each one of you saith, ‘I, indeed, 
an of Panl’—‘and I of Apollos,’—‘ and I of 
Cephas,’—‘ and I of Christ.’ 

13 Hath the Christ been divided? was Paul 
erncified for you? or to the name of Paul were 
ye baptized; I give thanks to God that no 
one of you did I baptize, except Crispus and 
Gaius — that no one may say that to my 
own name I did baptize; !©and I did baptize 
also Stephanas’ household—further, I have 
not known if [ did baptize any other. 

17 For Christ did not send me to baptize, 
but—to proclaim good news; not in wisdom 
of discourse, that the cross of the Christ may 
not be made of none effect ; 18 for the word of 
the cross to those indeed perishing is foolish- 
ness, and to us—those being saved—it is the 
power of God, )%for it hath been written, 
‘I will destroy the wisdom of the wise, and 
the intelligence of the intelligent I will bring 
to nought;’ °° where is the wise? where the 
Scribe? where a disputer of this age? did 
not God make foolish the wisdom of this 
world? *!for, seeing in the wisdom of God 
the world through the wisdom knew not God, 
it did please God through the foolishness of 
the preaching to save those believing. 


Since also Jews ask a sign, and Greeks 
seek wisdom, “also we—we preach Christ 
crucified, to Jews, indeed, a stumbling-block, 
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and to Grecks foolishness, *!and to those eall- 
ed—both Jews and Greeks—Christ the power 
of God, and the wisdom of God, * because the 
foolishness of God is wiser than men, and the 
weakness of God is stronger than men; “* for 
see your calling, brethren, that not many are 
wise according to the flesh, not many mighty, 
not many noble; * but the foolish things of 
the world did God choose, that the wise He 
may put to shame; and the weak things of 
the world did God choose that he may put 
to shame the strong; *8and the base things 
of the world, and the things despised did God 
choose, and the things that are not, that the 
things that are He may make useless—” that 
no flesh may glory before Him; * and of Him 
ye—ye are in Christ Jesus, who became to 
us from God wisdom, righteousness also, and 
sanctification, and redemption, 3! that, accord- 
ing as it hath been written, ‘ He who is glory- 
ing—in the Lord let him glory.’ 


Il. } AND I, having come unto you, breth- 
ren, came—not in superiority of discourse or 
wisdom—declaring to you the testimony of 
God, *for 1 decided not to know any Hing 
among you, except Jesus Christ, and him 
crucified; *and I, in weakness, and in fear, 
and in much trembling, was with you; 4and 
my word and my preaching was not in per- 
suasive words of human wisdom, but in de- 
monstration of the Spirit and of power—' that 
ote faith may not be in the wisdom of men, 

wt in the power of God. 

6 And wisdom we speak among the perfect, 
and wisdom not of this age, nor of the rulers 
of this age—of those becoming useless, ? but 
we speak the hidden wisdom of God in a 
secret, that God foreordained before the ages 
to our glory, ®which no one of the rulers of 
this age did know, for if they had known, the 
Lord of the glory they would not have cruci- 
tied; 9 but, according as it hath been written, 
‘What eye did not see, and ear did not bear, 
and upon the heart of man came not up, 
what God did prepare for those loving Him—’ 
Wbut to us did God reveal them through 
His Spirit, for the Spirit all things doth search, 
even the depths of God, for who of men hath 
known the things of the man, except the 
spirit of the man that is in him? so also the 
things of God no one hath known, except the 
Spirit of God. : 

12 And we the spirit of the world did not 
receive, but the Spirit that is of God, that we 
may know the things conferred by God on us, 
3. which things also we speak, not in words 
taught by human wisdom, butin those taught 
by the Holy Spirit, with spiritual things 
spiritual things comparing, 14 and the natural 
maa doth not receive the things of the Spirit 
of God, for to him they are foolishness, and 
he is not able to uaa ee because spiritu- 
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ally they are discerned; }®and he who is 
spiritual, doth diseern indeed all things, and 
he himself is by no one discerned; ! for who 
did kuow the mind of the Lord that he shall 
ust Him ? and we—we have the mind of 
Christ. 


Il. } AND I, brethren, was not able to 
speak to you as to spiritual, but as to fleshly 
—as to babes in Christ; * with milk I fed you, 
aud not with meat, for ye were not yet able, 
but not even yet are ye now able, 3 for yet ye 
are fleshly, for where there is among you envy- 
ing, and strife, and divisions, are ye not ean 
ly, and in the manner of men do walk? 4 for 
when one may say, ‘I, indeed, am of Paul;’ 
and another, ‘I—of Apollos;’ are ye not 
fleshly ? 

5 Who, then, is Paul, and who Apollos, but 
ministrants through whom ye did believe, and 
to each as the Lord gave? °I planted, Apollos 
watered, but God was giving growth; 7sothat 
neither is he who is planting anything, nor he 
who is watering, but He who is giving growth 
—God; 8and he who is planting and he who 
is watering are one, and each his own reward 
shall reeeive, according to his own labour, 
*for of God we are fellow-workmen; God’s 
tillage, God’s building ye are. 


” According to the grace of God that was 
iven to me, as a wise master-builder, a 
oundation I have laid, and another doth 

build on it, "for other foundation no one 
is able to lay except that which is laid, which 
is Jesus the Christ; }2and if any one doth 
build upon this foundation gold, silver, preci- 
ous stones, wood, hay, straw— of each the 
work shall become manifest, for the day shall 
cleelare it, beeause in fire it is revealed, and 
the work of each, what kind it is, the fire 
shall prove; if of any one the work doth re- 
main that he built on it, a wage he shall re- 
ceive; if of any the work is burned up, he 
shall suffer loss; and himself shall be saved, 
but so as through fire. 

16 Have ye not known that ye are a sanctu- 
ary of God, and the Spirit of God doth dwell 
in you? !7if any one the sanctuary of God 
doth waste, him shall God waste; for the 
sanctuary of God is holy, the which ye are. 


18 Let no one deceive himself; if any one 
doth seem to be wise among you In this age— 
let lim beeome a fool, that he may become 
wise, !9 for the wisdom of this world is foolish- 
ness with God, for it hath been written, 
‘Who is taking the wise in their eraftiness ;’ 
and again, ‘The Lord doth know the rea- 
sonings of the wise, that they are vain.’ 

“180 then, let no one glory in men, for all 
things are yours, “whether Paul, or Apollos, 
or Cephas, or the world, or life, or death, or 
things present, or things about to be all are 
youre) *%and ye are Christ’s, and Christ is 

r0d’s, 


IV. 1 LET a man so reckon us as officers of 
Christ, and stewards of the seerets of God, 
Zand as to the rest, it is required in the 
stewards that one may be found faithful, 
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Sand to me it is for a very little thing that by 
you I may be judged, or by man’s day, but 
not even meee do [ jndge, *for of nothing 
to myself have I been conscious, but not in 
this have I been declared right—and he who 
is discerning me is the Lord: °so, then, 
nothing before the time judge ye, till the 
Lord may come, who will both bring to light 
the hidden things of the darkness, and will 
manifest the counsels of the hearts, and then 
the praise shall come to each from God. 


6 And these things, brethren, I did transfer 
to myself and to Apollos because of you, that 
in us ye may learn not to think above that 
which hath been written, that ye may not be 
puffed up one for one against the other, 7 for 
who aceh make thee to differ? and what hast 
thon, that thou didst not receive? and if thou 
didst also receive, why dost thou glory as not 
having received ? 

8 Already ye are having been filled, already 
ye were rich, apart from us ye did reign, and 

would also ye did reign, that we also with 
you may reign together, °for I think that 
God did set forth us the apostles last—as ap- 
pointed to death, because a spectacle we be- 
eame to the world, and messengers, and meu; 
10we are fools because of Christ, and ye wise 
in Christ; we are ailing, and ye strong; ye 
glorious, and we dishononred; unto the 
present hour we both hunger, and thirst, 
and are naked, and are buffeted, and wander 
about, and labour, working: with our own 
hands; being reviled, we bless; being perse- 
cuted, we suffer; }% being spoken evil of, we 
eutreat; as filth of the world we did beeome 
—of all things an offscouring—till now. 


14 Not as pntting you to shame do I write 
these things, but as my beloved ehildren 1 
do admonish, for if a myriad of ehild-con- 
ductors ye may have in Christ, yet not many 
fathers; for in Christ Jesus, through the 
good news, I—I did beget you; }°I eall upon 

ou, therefore, become ye followers of me; 
7because of this I sent to you Timotheus, 
who is my ehild, beloved and faithful in the 
Lord, who shall remind you of my ways in 
Christ, according as everywhere in every as- 
sembly I teaeh. 

18 And as if I were not coming unto you cer 
tain were puffed ups 1 but I will come quickly 
unto you, if the .Lord may will, and I will 
know not the word of those puffed up, but 
the power; *°for not in word is the reign of 
God, but in power? *! what do ye wish? with 
a rod shall I come unto you, or in love, with 
a spirit also of meekuess ? 


V. }WHOREDOM is actually heard of 
among you, and such whoredom as is not 
even named among the nations—as that one 
hath the wife of the father!—*and ye are hav- 
ing been puffed up, anc did not rather mourn, 
that he may be removed out of the midst_of 
you who did this work, 3 for I indeed, as he- 
ing absent as to the elt and present as_ to 
the spirit, have already judged, as beim 
present, him who so wrought this thing: Yin 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ—ye being 


Christian purity enforced. 


yvathered together, also my spirit—with the 
power of our Lord Jesus Christ, >to deliver 
up such a one to the Adversary for the de- 
struction of the tlesh, that the spirit may be 
saved in the day of the Lord Jesus. 

6 Not good is:your glorying; have ye not 
known that a little leaven the whole lump 
doth leaven? 7cleanse out, therefore, the old 
leaven, that ye may be a new lump, accord- 
ing as ye are unleavened, for also our pass- 
over for us was sacrificed—Christ, §so that 
we may keep the feast, not with old leaven, 
nor with the leaven of evil and wickedness, 
but with unleavened food of sincerity and 
truth. 

§T did write to you in the epistle, not to 
keep company with whoremongers—!° and 
not certainly with the whoremongers of this 
world, or with the covetous, or extortioners, 
or idolaters, seeing ye ought then to go forth 
out of the world—!' and now, I did write to 
you not to keep company with him, if any 
one, being named a brother, may be a whore- 
monger, or covetous, or an idolater, or a railer, 
or a drunkard, or an extortioner—with such 
a one not even to eat together; **for what 
have I also those without to judge? those 
within do ye not judge? }3 and those without 
God doth judge; and put ye away the evil 
from among yourselves. 


VI. 1 DARE any one of you, having a 
matter with the other, go to be judged before 
the unrighteous, and not before the saints? 
2have ye not known that the saints shall 
judge the world? and if by you the world is 
judged, are ye unworthy of the smaller judg- 
ments? 2have ye not known that we shall 
judge messengers? why not then the things 
of life? 4of the things of life, indeed, then, 
if ye may have judgment, those despised in 
the assembly—these cause ye to sit; 5 unto 
your shame ener: so there is not among 
you one wise man, not even one, who shall be 
able to discern in the midst of his brethren! 
6but brother with brother doth go to be 
judged, and this before unhelievers ! 

7 Already, indeed, then, there is altogether 
a fault among you, that ye have judgments 
with one another; wherefore do ye not rather 
suffer injustice? wherefore be ye not rather 
defrauded? 8 but ye—ye do injustice, and ye 
defraud, and these—brethren! ° have ye not 
known that the unrighteous the reign of God 
shall not inherit? be not led astray; neither 
whoremongers, nor idolaters, nor adulterers, 
nor effeminate, nor sodomites, !°nor thieves, 
nor covetous, nor drunkards, nor revilers, 
nor extortioners, the reign of God shall in- 
herit. 

11 And certain of you were these! but ye 
were washed, but ye were sanctified, but ve 
were declared righteous, in the name of the 
Lord Jesus, and in the Spirit of our God. 


12 All things are lawful to me, but all things 
are not profitable; all things are lawful to me, 
but I—f will not be under authority by ane 
13 the meats are for the belly, aud the belly 
for the meats. 

And God both ne aS these shall male 
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useless ; and the body is not for whoredom, 
but for the Lord, and the Lord for the body; 
14and God both the Lord did raise, and us 
will raise up through His power. 1 Have ye 
not known that your bodies are members of 
Christ? having taken, then, the memhers of 
the Christ, shall I make them members of an 
harlot? let itnot be! *Have ye not known 
that he who is joined to the harlot is one 
body ? ‘for they shall be—saith He—the two 
for one flesh.’ '” And he who is joined to the 
Lord is one spirit; ‘8 flee the whoredom; every 
sin— whatever a man may commit—is without 
the body, and he who is committing whore- 
dom, against his own body doth sin. ' Have 
ye not known that your body is a sanctuary of 
the Holy Spirit in yon, which ye have from 
God? and ye are not your own, *°for ye were 
bought with a price; glorify, then, God in your 
body and in your spirit, which are God’s. 


VIL. ‘AND concerning the things of which 
ye wrote to me: good itis for a man not to 
touch a woman, °and because of the whoredom 
let each man have his own wife, and let each 
woman have her proper husband; ?to tha 
wife let the husband the due benevolence ren- 
der, and in like manner also the wife to tlie 
husband ; 4 the wife over her own body hath 
not authority, but the husband; and, im like 
manner also, the husband over his own body 
hath not authority, but the wife. 

5 Defraud not one another, except by con- 
sent for a time, that ye may be free for fasting 
and prayer, and again may come together, that 
the Adversary may not tempt _you because of 
your incontinence; ® and this I say by way of 
concurrence—not of command, ’ for I wish all 
men to be even as I myself am; but each his 
own gift hath of God, one indeed thus, and 
one thus. 


8 And I say to the unmarried and to the 
widows: it 1s good for them if they may 
remain even as [ am; %and if they have not 
continence—let them marry, for itis better to 
marry than to burn; !°and to the married [ 
announce—not I, but the Lord—let not a 
wife separate from a husband: ” but and if 
she may separate, let her remain unmarried, 
or to the husband let her be reconciled, and 
let not a husband send away a wife. 


12 And to the rest 1 speak—not the Lord— 
if any brother hath a wife unbelieving, and 
she is pleased to dwell with him, let him not 
send her away; and a woman who hath a 
husband unbelieving, and he is pleased to 
dwell with her, let her not send him away; 
4 for the unbelieving husband hath been 
sanctified in the wife, and the unbelieving 
wife hath been sanctified in the husband; 
otherwise your children are unclean, but now 
they are holy. 


1 And, if the unbelieving doth separate 
himself—let him separate himself: the bro- 
ther or the sister is not under servitude in 
such cases, and in peace hath God called us; 
16 for what, hast thou known, O wife, whether 
the husband thou shalt save? or what, hast 
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thou known, O husband, whether the wife 
thou shalt save? )7if not, as God did distri- 
bute to each, as the Lord hath called each— 
so let him walk; and thus in all the assem- 
bhies do J direct: !8being uncircumcised— 
was any one called? Jet him not become un- 
circumcised ; in uncircumcision was any one 
called? let him not be circumcised; !* the 
circumcision is nothing, and the uncircum- 
cision is nothing—but a keeping of the com- 
mands of God. 


20 Hach in the calling in which he was called 
—in this let him remain; 2! a servant—wast 
thou called ? be not anxious ; but if also thou 
art able to become free—use ié rather ; 2° for he 
who is in the Lord—having been called a ser- 
vant—is the Lord’s freedman: in like manner 
also he the freeman, having been called, is 
servant of Christ: * with a price ye were 
bought, become not servants of men; *4 each, 
in that in which he was called, brethren, in 
this let him remain with God. 


°5 And concerning the virgins, a command 
of the Lord I have not; and I give judgment 
as having obtained kindness from the Lord 
to be faithful : *°I suppose, therefore, thisito 
be good because of the present necessity, that 
it is good for a man that the matter be thus: 
—? Hast thon been bound to a wife? seek 
not to be loosed ; hast thou been loosed from 
a wife? seek not a wife. °8 But and if thou 
mayest marry, thon didst not sin; and if the 
virgin may marry, she did not sin; and such 
shall have tribulation in the flesh : and I spare 
you. 


*’ And this I say, brethren, the time hence- 
forth is having been shortened—that both 
those having wives may be as not having; 
20and those weeping, as not weeping; and 
those rejoicing, as not rejoicing; and those 
buying, as not possessing; 3! and those using 
this world, as not using it up; for passing 
away is the fashion of this world. 

82 And J wish you to be without anxiety; 
the unmarried is anxious forthe things of the 
Lord, how he shall please the Lord ; #3 and 
the married is anxious for the things of the 
world, how he shall please the wife. 3! The 
wife and the virgin have been distingnished: 
the unmarried is anxious for the things of the 
Lord, that she may be holy both in body and 
in spirit, and the married is anxious for the 
things of the world, how she shal] please the 
husband. 


35 And this for your own profit I say: not 
that I may cast a noose upon you, but for the 
seemliness and devotedness to the Lord, 
undistractedly, 9° and if any one doth think 
it to be unseeinly to his virgin, if she may be 
beyond the bloom of age, and it ought so to 
be, what he willeth Iet him do; he doth not 
sin—-Jet them marry. °9?And he who hath 
stood stedfast in the heart—not having ne- 
cessity—and hath authority over his own 
will, and this he hath determined in his heart 
—-to peop his own virgiun—doth well; * so 
that both he who is i in marriage doth 

2) 
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well, and he who is not giving in marriage 
doth better. 

39 A wife hath been bound by law as long 
time as her hushand may live, and ifsher 
husband may sleep, she is free to be married 
to whom she will—only in the Lord; #° and 
she is happier if she may so remain—accord- 
ing to my judgment; and I think I also have 
the Spirit of God. 


Vi{II. } AND concerning the things sacri- 
ficed to idols, we have known that we all 
have knowledge: knowledge pufteth up, but 
love buildeth up; * and if any one doth think to 
know anything, he hath not yet known any- 
thing according as it behoveth him to know; 
3 and if any one doth love God, this one hath 
been known by Him. 

*Concerning the eating then of the things 
sacrificed to idols, we have known that an 
ido] is nothing in the world, and that there 
is no other God except one; ° for evenif there 
are those called gods, whether in heaven, 
whether upon earth—as there are gods many 
and lords many— yet to us is one God, the 
Father, of whom are the all things, and we 
to Him; and one Lord, Jesus Christ, throngh 
whom are the all things, and we through 
him; 7 but not in all men 7s the knowledge, 
and certain with conscience of the idol, till 
now, as a thing sacrificed to an idol do eat 
i ag their conscience, being weak, is de- 

ed. 


8 But victuals do not commend us _ to 
God, for neither if we may eat are we in ad- 
vance; nor if we may not eat, are we behind ; 
® but sec, lest this privilege of yours may be- 
come a stuinbling-block to the infirm, !° for if 
any one may see thee that hast knowledge in 
an idol’s temple reclining at meat—shall not 
his conscience—he being infirm—be embold- 
ened to eat the things sacrificed to idols, 
Nand the brother who is infirm shall perish 
by thy knowledge, becanse of whom Christ 
died? “and thus sinning in regard to the 
brethren, and smiting their weak conscience— 
in regard to Christ ye sin; 13 wherefore, if 
victuals cause my brother to stumble, I may 
cat no flesh—to the age—that my brother I 
may not cause to stumble. 


IX. 1 AM not lan apostle? am not I free? 
Jesus Christ our Lord have ] not seen? my 
work are not ye in the Lord? *if to others lL 
ain not an apostle—yct doubtless to you J ain; 
a aS seal of my apostleship are ye in the 

sora, 

3My defence to those who examine me 
in this; 4 have we not authority to eat and to 
drink? Shave we not authority a sister—a 
wife—to Jead about, as also the other apostles, 
and the brethren of the Lord, and Cephas? 
Sor only I and Barnabas, have we not autbor- 
ity—not to work? ? who doth serve as a soldier 
at his own charges at any time? who doth 
plant a vineyard, and of its frnit doth not eat? 
or who doth feed a flock, and of the milk of 
the flock doth not cat? 

8 According to man do 7 speak these things ? 
or doth not also the Jaw say taese things? 
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» for in the law of Moses it hath been written, 
‘Thou shalt not muzzle an ox treading ont 
corn ;’ for the oxen doth God care? 1” or be- 
cause of us by all means doth He say it? yes, 
because of us it was written, because in hope 
ought the plower to plow, and he who is 
treading ought of his hope to partake in 
hope. 


11 Tf we to you the spiritual things did sow 
—great isitif we your fleshly things do reap? 
12if others do partake of the authority over 
you—not we more? but we did vot use this 
authority, but all things we bear, that we 
may give no hindrance to the good news of 
the Christ. 1 Have ye not known that those 
working about the things of the temple—of 
the temple do eat, and those waiting at the 
altar—with the altar are partakers? *4so also 
did the Lord direct to those proclaiming the 
good news: of the good news to live. 

145 And I have used none of these things ; 
neither did I write these things that it may be 
so done in my case, for i¢ is good for me rather 
to die, than that any one may make my glory- 
ing void; 2*for if I may proclaim good news, 
it is no glorying for me, for necessity is laid 
pon me, and wo is to me if I may not pro- 
claim good news; 7 for if willing } do this, I 
have a reward; and if unwillingly—with a 
stewardship I have been entrusted! 


18 What, then, is my reward?—that pro- 
claiming good news, without charge I shall 
make the good news of the Christ, not to 
abuse my authority in the good news; !¥for 
being free from all men, to all men | made 
myself servant, that the more I might gain; 
“0 and J became to the Jews as a Jew, that 
Jews I might gain; to those under law as 
under law, that those under law I might gain ; 
“1 to those without law, as without law—(not 
being without law to God, but within law to 
Christ)—that J might gain those without law; 
*2 [ became to the infirm as infirm, that the 
intirm I might gain; to all men I have become 
all things, that by all means L may save 
some. 

“3 And this I do because of the good news, 
that a fellow-partaker of it I may become; 
“thave ye not known that those ruuning in a 
eal indeed run, but one doth receive 
the prize? so rum ye, that ye may obtain ; 
25 and every one who is striving, is in all things 
temperate; these, indeed, then, that a cor- 
ruptible crown they may receive, but we an 
incorruptible ; ** I, theretore, thus run, not as 
uncertainly, thus I fight, as not beating air ; 
27 but I chastise my body, and bring i¢ into 
servitude, lest by any means, having preached 
to others—I myself may become disapproved. 


X. 1} AND I do not wish you to be igno- 
rant, brethren, that all our fathers were under 
the cloud. and all passed through the sea, 
2 and all to Moses were baptized in the cloud, 
and in the sea; *and all the same spiritual 
food did eat, 4and all the same spiritual 
drink did drink, for they were drinking of a 
spiritual rock following them, and the rock 
was the Christ; >but in the most of them 
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God was not well pleased, for they were 
strewn in the wilderness, “and those things 
became types of us, for our not passionately 
desiring evil things, as also these did desire. 

7 Neither become ye idolaters, as certain of 
them, as it hath been written, ‘The people 
sat down to eat and to drink, and stood up 
to play;’ 8neither may we commit whore- 
dom, as certain of them did commit whore- 
dom, and there fell in one day twenty-three 
thousand; 9 neither may we tempt the Christ, 
as also certain of them did tempt, and by the 
serpents did perish; ! neither murmur ye, as 
also some of them did murmur, and did perish 
by the destroyer. 


11 And all these things as types did happen 
to those persons, and they were written for 
our admonition, to whom the end of the ages 
did come, !*so that he who is thinking to 
stand—let him observe, lest he fall. 1 No 
temptation hath taken you—except human; 
and God is faithful, who will not suffer you 
to be tempted above what ye are able, but He 
will make, with the temptation, also the out- 
let, for your being able to hear iz. 


_34 Wherefore, my beloved, flee from the 
idolatry; 1° as to wise men I speak—judge ye 
what I say: ?®The cup of the blessing that 
we bless—is it not the fellowship of the 
blood of the Christ? the bread that we break 
—is it not the fellowship of the body of the 
Christ? 37 because one bread, one body, are 
we the many—for we all of the one bread do 
partake. 

18 See Israel according to the flesh! are not 
those eating the sacritices in the fellowship 
of the altar? }® what then do I say? that an 
idol is anything? or that a sacrifice offered 
to an idol is anything?—°no, but that the 
things that the nations sacritice—they sac- 
rifice to demons and not to God; and I do 
not wish you to come into the fellowship of 
the ;demons. * Ye are not able the cup of 
the Lord to drink, and the cup of demons; 
ye are not able of the table of the Lord to 
partake, and of the table of demons; **do we 
arouse the Lord to jealousy? are we stronger 
than He? 

*3 All things to me are lawful, but all things 
are not profitable; all things to me are law- 
ful, but all things do not build up; “let no 
one seek his own—but each another's. 


2 Whatever in the meat-market is sold eat 
ye, not inquiring, because of the conscience, 
“6 for the Lord’s is the earth, and its fulness; 
*7and if any one of the unbelieving do call 
you, and ye wish to go, all that is set before 
you eat, nothing inquiring, because of the 
conscience; *8 and if any one may say to you, 
‘This is a thing sacriticed to an idol,’—do 
not eat, because of that one who shewed ié, 
and of the conscience, for the Lord’s zs the 
earth and its fulness: % and conscience, 1 say, 
not of thyself, but of the other, for why is i 
that my liberty is judged by another’s con- 
science ? 2°and if I thankfully do partake, why 
am I evil spoken of, for that for which I give 
thanks ? a 
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31 Whether, then, ye eat, or drink, or do 
anything, do all to the glory of God; * be- 
come offenecless, hoth to Jews and Greeks, 
and to the assembly of ttod ; #7 as 1 also in all 
things do please all, not seeking my own 
mmole, but that of many—that they may be 
saved. 


XI. } FOLLOWERS of me become ye, as I 
also am of Christ. 

2And I praise you, brethren, that in all 
things ye remember me, and according as 
I did deliver to you, the deliveranees ye 
keep, ? and I wish you to know that of every 
man the head is the Christ, and the head of 
a woman is the husband, and the head of 
Christ is God. 

4 Every man praying or prophesying, having 
the head covered, doth dishonour his head, 
Sand every woman praying or prophesying 
with the head uncovered, doth dishonour her 
own head, for it is one and the same thing 
with her being shaven, ° for if a woman is not 
eovered—then let her be shorn, and if itisa 
shame for a woman to be shorn or shaven— 
let her be covered ; 7 for a man, indeed, ought 
not to cover the head, being the image and 
glory of God, and a woman is the glory of a 
man, §for a man is not of a woman, buta 
woman is of aman, 9for a man also was not 
created because of the woman, but a woman 
hecanse of the man ; !° because of this the 
woman ought to have @ token of authority 
upon the head, because of the messengers; 
1 but neither is a man apart from a woman, 
nor @ woman apart from a man, in the Lord, 
2 for as the woman is of the man, so also the 
man is through the woman, and the all things 
are of God. 

13Tn your own selves judge ye; is it seemly 
for 4 woman uncovered to pray to God? 
14 doth not even nature itself tench on, that 
if 2 man indeed have long hair, a dishonour 
it is to him? ® and a woman, if she have long 
hair, a glory it is to her, because the hair 
instead of a covering hath been given to her; 
*6 and if any one doth think to be contentious, 
we have no suck: custom, neither the asseim- 
blies of God. 


17 And this declaring, [ give no praise, be- 
cause not for the better, but for the worse ye 
come together; )8for first, indeed, ye coming 
together in an assembly, [ hear of divisions 
being among you, and partly I believe it, 
for it behoveth sects also to be among you, 
that those approved may become manifest 
among you; “ye, then, coming together at 
the same place—it is not to eat the Lord’s 
“et * for each his own supper doth take 
before in the eating, and one 1s hungry, and 
another is drunk; **why, have ye not houses 
to eat and to drink in? or the assembly of 
God do ye despise, and shame those not hav- 
ing? what may I say to you? shail I praise 
you in this? [ do not praise! 


73 For I—I received from the Lord that 
which also I did deliver to you, that the Lord 
Jesus in the night in which he was delivered 
up, took bread, * Rae nS given thanks, 
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he brake, and said, ‘Take ye, eat ye, this is 
my body, that for you is being broken ; this 
(lo ye—to the remembrance of me,’ 

*°In like manner also the eup after the 
supping, saying, ‘This cup is the new cove- 
nant in my blood; this do ye, as often as ye 
may drink it—to the remembrance of me;’ 
*Sfor as often as ye may eat this bread, and 
this cup may drink, the death of the Lord ye 
do shew forth—till he may come; 7 so that 
whoever and eat this bread or may drink the 
eup of the Lord unworthily, guilty he shall 
be of the body and blood of the Lord: “8 and 
let a man be proving himself, and so of the 
bread let him eat, and of the cup let him 
drink ; °° for he who is eating and drinking 
unworthily, judgment to himself he doth eat 
and drink—not diseerning the body of the 
Lord. 

30 Because of this, among you many are 
weak and sickly, and sleep do many; #! for if 
ourselves we were diseerning, we would not 
be being judged, #2and being judged by the 
Lord, we are chastened, that with the world 
we may not be condemned; *%s0 then, my 
brethren, coming together to eat, for one 
another wait ye; *4and if any one is hungry, 
at home let him eat, that to judgment ye ma 
not come together; and the rest, whenever 
may come, [ shall arrange. 


XII. !AND concerning the spiritual things, 
brethren, I do not wish you to be ignorant; 
*ye have known that ye were nations, unto 
the dumb idols—as ye were led—being carried 
away ; > wherefore, [ give you to understand 
that no one, in the Spirit of God speaking, 
saith Jesus is anathema, and no one is able 
to say Jesus is Lord, except in the Holy 
Spirit. 

4 And there are diversities of gifts, and the 
same Spirit; °and there are diversities of 
ministrations, and the same Lord; ®and there 
are diversities of workings, and itis the same 
God—who is working the all in all. 

7And to each hath been given the mani- 
festation of the Spirit for profit; ®for to one 
through the Spirit hath been given a word of 
wisdom, and to another a word of knowledge, 
according to the same Spirit; 9 and to another 
faith in the same Spirit, and to another gifts 
of healings in the same tae Wand to an- 
other in-workings of mighty deeds; and to 
another prophecy; and to another diseernings 
of spirits; and to another divers kinds of 
tongues; and to another interpretation of 
tongues: !! and all these doth work the one 
and the same Spirit, dividing to each seve- 
rally as he intendeth. 


12For, even as the body is one, and hath 
many members, and all the members of the 
one body, being many, are one bedy, so also 
is the Christ, }% for also in one Spirit we all 
to one body were baptized, whether Jews or 
(ireels, whether servants or freemen, and all 
into one Spirit were made to drink, for alsa 
the body is not onemember, but many; if 
the foot may say, ‘Because | am not a hand, 
[am not of the body;’ it is not, because of 
this, not of the body; land if the ear may 
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say, ‘ Beeanse I am not an eye, I am not of 
the body;’ it is not, because of this, not of 
the hody? 

7 If the whole body were an eye, whcre the 
hearing? if the whole hearing, where the 
smelling? 18 and now, God did set the mem- 
bers each one of them in the body, according 
as He willed, and if all were one member, 
where the body? “and now, indeed, are many 
members, and one body; *!and an eye is not 
able to say to the hand, ‘I have no need of 
thee ;? nor again the head to the feet, ‘I have 
no need of you.’ 


*2 But much more the members of the body 
which seem to be more infirm are necessary, 
and those that we think to be less honour- 
able of the body, around these we put more 
abundant honour, and our unseemly things 
have seemliness more abundant, *4 and our 
scemly things have no need; but God did 
temper the body together, to the lacking part 
having given, more abundant honour, * that 
there may be no division in the body, but that 
the members may have the same anxiety for 
one another, **and whether one member doth 
suffer, suffer with it do all the members, or 
one member is glorified, rejoice with it do all 
the members; *”7and yeare the body of Christ, 
and members in particular. 

*3 And some, indeed, did God set in the 
assembly, first apostles, secondly prophets, 
thirdly teachers, afterwards powers, after- 
wards gifts of healings, helpings, governiugs, 
divers kinds of tongues; “are all apostles? 
are all prophets? are all teachers? are all 
powers? =°have all gifts of healings? do all 
speak with tongues? do all interpret? 3! and 
desire earnestly the better gifts; and yet a far 
excelling way do I shew to yon: 


XIII. ! IF with the tongues of men and of 
messengers I speak, and have not love, I have 
become brass sounding, or a cymbal tinkling; 
“and if I have prophecy, and know all the 
secrets, and all the knowledge, and if I have 
all the faith, so as to remove mountains, and 
have not love, [ am nothing; and if I give 
away to feed others all my goods, and if I 

ive up my body that I may be burned, and 
have not love, 1 am profited nothing. 

4The love is long-suffering, it is kind, the 
love doth not envy, the love doth not vaunt 
itself, is not puffed up, ‘doth not act unseemly, 
doth not seek its own things, is not provoked, 
doth not impute evil, *rejoiceth not over the 
unrighteousness, and rejoiceth with the truth ; 
Tall things it beareth, all it believeth, all it 
hopeth, all it endureth. 

8The love doth never fail; and whether 
there be prophecies, they shall become useless; 
whether tongues, they shall cease; whether 
knowledge, it shall become useless; for in 
part we know, and in part we prophesy; 

“and when that which is perfect may come, 
ce that which isin part shall become use- 
esg 

When I was'a babe, as a babe I was 
speaking, as a babe I was thinking, as a babe 
I was reasoning, and when I have become a 
man, I have made useless the things of the 
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babe; 1? for we sce now through a mirror ob- 
scurely, and then face to face; now | know in 
part, and then [ shall fully know, as also | 
was known; Mand now there doth remain 
faith, hope, love—these three; andthe greatest 
of these zs love. 


ATV. 1 PURSUEthe love, and seek earnestly 
the spiritual things, and rather that ye may 
srophesy, *for he who is speaking in an un- 
‘noun tongue—to men he doth not speak, but 
to God, for no one doth hearken, and in 
spirit he doth speak secrets; ?and he who 
18 prophesying to men doth speak edifica- 
tion, and exhortation, and comfort; 4 he who 
is speaking in an unknown tongue, himself 
doth edify, and he who is prophesying, an as- 
sembly doth edify; ‘and I wish yon all to 
speak with tongues, and more that ye may 
prophesy, for greater is he whois prophesying 
than he who is speaking with tongues, except 
one may interpret, that the assembly may re- 
ceive eclification. 


6 And now, brethren, if I may come unto 
you speaking tongues, what shan profit you, 
except I shail speak to you either in revela- 
tion, or in knowledge, or in prophesying, or in 
teaching? 7 yet the things without life giving 
sound—whether pipe or harp—if a difference 
in the sounds they may not give, how shall be 
known that which is piped or that which is 
harped? 8for if also an uncertain sound a 
trumpet may give, who shall prepare himself 
for battle? ® so also ye, if through the tongue, 
speech ret understood ye may not give— 
how shall that which is spoken be known ? 
for ye shall be speaking to air. 

10 There are, 1t may be, so many kinds of 
voices in the world, and none of them is un- 
meaning, if, then, I do not know the power 
of the voice, I shall be to him who is speaking 
a foreigner, and he who is speaking, is tomea 
foreigner; !* so also ye, since yeare earnestly 
desirous of spiritual gifts, for the building up 
of the assembly seek that ye may abound ; 
13 wherefore he who is speaking in an wnknown 
tongue—let him pray that he may interpret ; 
“for if I pray in an unknown tongue, my 
spirit doth pray, and my understanding is un- 
fruitful. 


1 What then is it? I will pray with the 
spirit, and [ will pray also with the under- 
standing ; I will sing psalms with the spirit, 
and I will sing psalms also with the under- 
standing ; since, if thou mayest bless with 
the spirit, he who is filling the place of the 
unlearned, how shall he say the Amen at thy 
giving of thanks, since what thon dost say he 
hath not known? ” for thou, indeed, dost give 
thanks well, but the other is not built up! 
18] give thanks to my God—more than you all 
with tongues speaking—! but in an assembly 
I wish to speak five words through my under: 
standing, that others also. Ll may instruet, ra 
ther than myriads of words in an unknown 
tongue. 


20 Brethren, become not children in the 
understanding, but in the evil be ye babes, 
123 
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and in the understanding become ve perfect ; 
‘lin the law it hath been written, that, ‘With 
other tongnes and with other lips [ will speak 
to this people, and not even so will they hear 
Me, saith the Lord;’ so that the tongues 
are for a sign, not to the believing, but to the 
unbelieving ; and the prophecy is not for the 
unbelieving, but for the believing, 

23 If, therefore. the whole assembly may 
come together, to the same place, and all may 
speak with tongues, and there may come in 
unlearned or unbelievers, will they not say 
that ye are mad? “4 and if all may prophecy, 
and any one may come in, an unbeliever or 
unlearned, he is convicted by all, he is dis- 
eerned by all, *and so the secrets of his 
heart become manifest, and so having fallen 
upon his faee, he will bow before God, declar- 
ing that God really is among you. 


°6 What then is it, brethren? whenever ye 
may come together, each of yon hath a psalm, 
hath a teaching, hath a tongue, hath a revela- 
tion, hath an interpretation? let all things be 
for building ee 277f an unknown tougue any 
one do speak, by two, or at the most, by three, 
and in turn, and let one interpret; °° and if 
there may be no interpreter, let him be silent 
in an assembly, and to himself let him speak, 
and to God. 

“9 And prophets—let two or three speak, 
and let the others discern, 2%and if to another 
sitting anything may be revealed, let the first 
be silent; 2! for ye are able, one by one, all to 
prophesy, that all may learn, and all may be 
exhorted, 3% and the spiritual gift of prophets 
to prepuce are subject, *3 for God is not a 
God of tumult, but of peace, as in all the 
assemblies of the saints. 

34 Your women iu the assemblies let them be 
silent, for it hath not been permitted to them 
to speak, but to be subject, as also the law 
saith; and if they wish to learn anything, 
at home their own husbands let them qnes- 
tion, for it is ashame to women to speak in 
an assembly. 

36 From you did the word of God come forth? 
or to you alone did it come? * if any one doth 
think to be a prophet, or spiritual, let him 
acknowledge the things that I write to you— 
that of the Lord they are commands; *3 and if 
any one is ignorant—let him be ignorant; 
39 so that, brethren, earnestly desire to pro- 

hesy, and to speak with tongues do not for- 
ad ; let all things be done deeently and in 
order. 


XV. 1 AND I make known to yon, breth- 
ren, the good news that I proclaimed to you, 
which also ye did reeeive, in whieh also ye 
have stood, *throngh whicli also ye are being 
saved, in what words I proclaimed good news 
to you, if ye hold fast, except ye did believe 
in vain, ?for I delivered to you first, what 
also I did receive, that Christ died for our 
sins, according to the Writings, 4and that he 
was buried, and that he hath risen on the 
third day, according to the Writings, and 
that he appeared to Cephas, then tothe twelve, 
Safterwards he appeared to above five hun- 
dred brethren at one of wl.om the greater 
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part remain till now, and certain also did fall 
asleep; 7 afterwards he appeared to James, 
then to all the ppastice. 

® And last of all—~as to the untimely birth— 
he appeared also to me, °for I am the least of 
the apostles, who am not worthy to be ealled 
an apostle, beeause I did persecute the as- 
sembly of God, and by the grace of God I 
am what I am, and His grace that is towards 
me came not in vain, but more abundantly 
than they all did I labour, yet not I, but the 
grace of God that is with me; ™ whether, 
then, I or they, so we preach, and so ye did 
believe. 


1“ Andif Christ is preached, that out of the 
dead he hath risen, how say certain among 
you, that there is no rising again of dead 
persons? Sand if there be no rising again of 
dead persons, neither hath Christ risen; and 
if Christ hath not risen, then void is our 
preaching, and void also your faith, “and we 
also are found false witnesses of God, because 
we did testify of God that He raised up_the 
Christ, whom He did not raise if then dead 
persons do not rise; '*for if dead persons do 
not rise, neither hath Christ risen, ’ and if 
Christ hath not risen, vain is your faith, ye 
are yet in your sins; !8 then, also, those hav- 
ing fallen asleep in Christ did perish; !%if 
in this life we have hope in Christ only, of all 
men we are most to be pitied. 

* And now, Christ hath risen out of the 
dead—the first-fruits of those sleeping he 
became, *! for since through man is the death, 
also through man is a rising again of the dead, 
22 for even as in Adam all dic, so also in the 
Christ all shall be made alive, “and each in 
his proper order, a first-frnit Christ, after- 
wards those who are the Christ’s, in his pre- 
sence, *4then—the end, when he may deliver 
up the reign to God, even the Father, when 
he may have made useless all rule, and all 
authority and power—* for it beloveth him 
to reign till he may have put all the enemics 
under his feet—*‘ the last cum is done away 
—death; *’for all things He did put under 
his feet, and, when one may say that all 
things have been subjected, it ts evident that 
He is excepted who did subject the all things 
to him, ?8and when the all things may be 
subjected to him, then the Son also himself 
shall be subject to Him who did subject to 
linomiae all things, that God may be the all 
in all. 

*9 Seeing what shall they do who are bap- 
tized for the dead, if the dead do not rise at 
all? why also are they baptized for the dead? 
30 why also do we stand iu peril every hour? 
31 Every day do I die, by the glorying of you 
that I have in Christ Jesus our Lord: *if 
after the manner of a man with wild beasts 1 
fonght in Ephesns, what the advantage to me 
if the dead do not rise? let ns eat and drink, 
for to-morrow we die! 


33 Be not led astray; evil communications 
eorrupt good manners; *4 awake up, as is 
right, and sin not; for eertain have au igno- 
rance of God; for shame te you I say 2. 

35 Bunt some one will say, ‘ Flow do the dead 
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rise? = unwise! thou—what thou dost sow 
is not quickened except it may dic; * and 
that which thou dost sow, not the body that 
shall be dost thou sow, but bare grain, 16 may 
be of wheat, or of some one of the others, 
38 and God doth give to it a body according as 
7 willed, and to each of the seeds its proper 

ody. 
~ “AN flesh is not the same flesh, but there 
is one flesh of men, and another flesh of 
beasts, and another of fishes, and another of 
birds; #°and there are heavenly bodies, and 
earthly bodies; but one is the glory of the 
heavenly, and another that of the earthly; 
4 one glory of sun, and another glory of moon, 
and another glory of stars, for star from star 
doth differ in glory. ; 

# So also is the rising again of the dead: it 
is sown in corruption, 1t is raised in incorrup- 
tion; *#it is sown in dishonour, it is raised in 
glory; it is sown in weakness, it is raised in 
power ; “it is sown a natural body, it is raised 
a spiritual body; there is a natural body, 
and there is a spiritual body; *so also it 
hath been written, ‘The first man Adam be- 
came a living creature,’ the last Adam is for a 
life-giving spirit, *° but that which is spiritual 
is not first, but that which was natural, after- 
wards that which is spiritual. 4 The first 
man is out of the earth, earthy; the second 
man is the Lord out of heaven; “as is the 
earthy, such are also the earthy; and as is 
the heavenly, such ave also the heavenly; 
4 and, according as we did bear the image of 
the earthy, we shall bear also the image of 
the heavenly. 

°° And this I say, brethren, that flesh and 
blood the reign of God is not able to inherit, 
nor doth the corruption inherit the incorrup- 
tion; *! lo, [tell you a secret; we indeed sha 
not all sleep, and we all shall be changed; 
‘2m a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, in 
the last trumpet, for it shall sound, and the 
dead shall be raised incorruptible, and we— 
we shall be changed: for it behoveth this 
corruptible to put on incorruption, and this 
mortal to put on immortality; *4and when 
this corruptible may have put on incorrup- 
tion, and this mortal may hase put on im- 
mortality, then shall be brought to pass the 
word that hath been written, ‘The Death was 
swallowed up—to victory; *° where, O death, 
thy sting? where, O hades, thy victory?’ 
*and the sting of the death zs the sin, and 
the power of the siu the law; 7” and to God— 
thanks, to Him who is giving us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ; so that, my 
brethren beloved, become ye stedfast, unmov- 
able, abounding in the work of the Lord at 
all times, knowing that your labour is not 
vain in the Lord. 
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XVI. 1 AND concerning the collection that 
is for the saints, as I directed to the assem- 
bles of Galatia, so also ye—do ye; “on every 
first day of the week, let each one of you lay 
by him, treasuring up whatever he may have 
prospered, that when I may come then collec- 
tions may not be made; 2 and whenever | 
may come, whomsoever ye may approve, 
through letters, these I will send to carry 
your favour to Jerusalem; 4and if it be 
meet for me also to go, with me they shall 


go. 

>And I will come unto you, when I pass 
through Macedonia—for Macedonia I do pass 
through—* and with you, it may be, I will 
abide, or even winter, that ye may send me 
forward whithersoever I go, 7for I do not 
wish to see you now in the passing, but L 
hope to remain a certain time with you, if 
the Lord may permit; 8 and I will remain in 
Ephesus till the Pentecost, 9 for a door to me 
hath been opened—great and effectual—and 
withstanders are many. 

10 And if Timotheus may come, see that he 
may become without fear with you, for the 
work of the Lord he doth work, even as I, 
no one, then, may despise him; and send 
ye him forward in peace, that he may come 
to me, for I expect him with the brethren; 
and concerning Apollos our brother, much 
I did entreat him that he may come unto you 
with the brethren, and it was not at all his 

ill that he may come now, and he will come 
when he may find couvenient. 


13 Watch ye, stand in the faith; be men, be 
strong; “let all your things be done in love. 
15 And Lentreat you, brethren, ye have known 
the household of Stephanas, that it is the 
first-fruit of Achaia, and to the ministration 
to the saints they did set themselves—* that 
ye also be subject to such, and to every one 
who is working with us and Jabouring; and 
I rejoice over the presence of Stephanas, and 
Fortunatus, and Achaicus, because the lack 
of you did these fill up; for they did refresh 
my spirit and yours; acknowledge ye, there- 
fore, those who are such. 


Salute you do the assemblies of Asia ; 
salute you much in the Lord do Aquilas and 
Priscilla, with the assembly in their house; 
“0 salute you do all the brethren; salute ye 
one another in an holy kiss. 


*1 The salutation of me Paul with my hand; 
“if any one doth not love the Lord Jesus 
Christ—let him beanathema! The Lord hath 
come! °3 The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ 
ig with you; “my love is with you all ip 
Christ Jesus. Ae 
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CHAP. L_! PAUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ, 
through the will of God, and Timotheus the 
brother, to the assembly of God that is in 
Corinth, with all the saints who are in all 
Achaia: ?Grace to you and peace from God 
our Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ! 

3Blessed is God, even the Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of the mercies, 
and God of all comfort, “who is comforting 
us in all our tribulation, for our being able to 
comfort those in any tribulation through the 
comfort with which we are comforted our- 
selves by God; ® because, as the sufferings of 
the Christ do abound to us, so through the 
Christ doth abound also our comfort; ® and 
whether we be in tribulation, i¢ is for your 
comfort and salvation, that is wrought in the 
enduring of the same sufferings that we also 
suffer; whether we are comforted, it is for 
your comfort and salvation; ? and our hope zs 
stedfast for you, knowing that even as ye are 
partakers of the sufferings—so also of the 
con fort. 

8For we do not wish you to be ignorant, 
brethren, of our tribulation that happened to 
1s in Asia, that we were exceedingly burdened 
above our power, 80 that we despaired even of 
life; ®but we ourselves in ourselves the sen- 
tence of the death have had, that we may not 
be trusting on ourselves, but on God, who is 
raising the dead, ! who out of so great a death 
did deliver us, and doth deliver, in whom we 
have hoped that even yet He will deliver ; 
Nye working together also for us by your 
supplication, that the gift through many per- 
sons to us through many may be phat halle 
acknowledged for us. 


12 For our glorying is this: the testimony 
of our conscience, that in simplicity and sin- 
cerity of God, not in fleshly wisdom, but in 
the grace of God, we did conduct ourselves in 
the world, and more abundantly toward you; 
13 for no other things do we write to you, but 
what ye either do read or also acknowledge, 
and I hope that also unto the end ye shall 
acknowledge, }4according as also ye did ac- 
knowledge us in part, that your glory we are, 
even as also ye ave ours, in the day of the 
Lord Jesus; and in this confidence I was 
purposing to come unto you before, that a 
second favour ye might have, and through 
yeu to pass to Macedonia, and again froin 

Jaccdonia to come unto you, and Dy you to 
be sent forward to Judea. 

17This, therefore, counselling, did I then 
use the lightness; or the things that IL counsel, 
according to the flesh do I counsel, that it 
may be with me Yes, yes, and No, no? 8and 
God is faithful, that our word unto you be- 
came not Yes and No, ! for the Son of God, 
Jesus Christ, among you through us having 
becn ae am staae me and Silvanus aud 


Timotheus—did not become Yes aud No, but 
in him it hath become Yes; *°for as many as 
are promises of God, in him ave the Yes, and 
in him the Amen, for glory to God through 
us; and He who is coufirming you with us 
into Christ, and did anoint us, is God, ** who 
also sealed us, and gave the earnest of the 
Spirit in our hearts. 

*3 And I for a witness on God do call upon 
my soul, that sparing you, 1 came not yet to 
Corinth; *4not that we are lords over your 
faith, but we are workers together with your 
joy, for by the faith ye stand. 


II. 3} AND I decided this to myself, not 
again to come in sorrow unto you, *forif I 
make you sorry, then who is he who is mak- 
ing me glad, except he who is made sorry by 
me? 8and I wrote to you this same thing, that 
having come, I may not have sorrow from 
them of whom it behoved me to have joy, 
having confidence in you al], that my joy 1s of 
you all, 4for out of much tribulation and 
pressure of heart I wrote to you through many 
tears, not that ye might be made sorry, but 
that ye might know the love that I have more 
abundantly toward you. 

5 And if any one hath caused sorrow, he hath 
not caused sorrow to me, but in part, that I 
may not burden youn all; ® sufficient to such a 
one is this punishment, that is by the more 

yart, 780 that, on the contrary, 7 is rather 

or you to forgive and to comfort, lest by ove 
abundant sorrow such a one may be swallowed 
up; wherefore, I call upon you to confirm 
love to him, ®for, for this also did I write, 
that I might know the proof of you, whether 
in regard to all things ye are obedient. 

10 And to whom ye forgive anything—I also; 
for I also, if I have forgiven anything, to whom 
I have forgiven i¢, because of you—in the per- 
son of Christ—TJ forgive it, '\that we may uot 
be over-reached by the Adversary, for of his 
devices we are not ignorant. 


12 And having cometo Troas for the good news 
of the Christ, and a door to me having been 
opeued in the Lord, *T have not had rest to 
my spirit, on my not finding Titus my brother, 
but having taken leave of them, I went forth 
to Macedonia; 4 and to God are thanks, who 
at all times is leading us in triumph in the 
Christ, and the fragrance of His knowledge He 
is manifesting through us in every place, 
15 because of Cire a sweet fragrance we are 
to God, in those being saved, and in those be- 
ing lost; 1®to the one, indeed, a fragrance of 
death to death, and to the other, a fragrance 
of life to life; and for these things who 18 
sufficient? for we are not as the many, 
adulterating the word of God, but as of sin- 
cerity—but as of God; iu the presence of God, 
in Christ we do speak.

Ill. } DO we begin again to recommend our- 
selves, except we need, as some, letters of re- 
commendation unto you, or from you? * our 
letter ye are, having been written in our 
hearts, known and read by all men, ? mani- 
fested that ye are a letter of Christ ministered 
by us, written not with ink, but with the 
Spirit of the living God, not in the tablets of 
stone, but in fleshly tablets of the heart, 4 and 
such trust we have through the Christ toward 
God, ® not that we are sufficient of ourselves 
to think anything, as of ourselves, but our 
sufficiency is of God, ® who also made us suffi- 
cient to be ministrants of a new covenant, not 
of letter, but of spirit; for the letter doth kill, 
and the spirit doth make alive. 

7 And if the ministration of the death, in 
letters, engraved in stones, came in glory, so 
that the sons of Israel were not able to look 
stedfastly to the face of Moses, because of the 
glory of his face —which was being made 
useless, Show shall the ministration of the 
Spirit not be more in glory? 9 for 1f the minis- 
tration of the condemnation is glory, much 
nore doth the ministration of the righteous- 
ness abound in glory; for also even that 
which hath been glorious, hath not been glort- 
ous—-in this respect, because of the superior 
glory; for if that which is being made use- 
less is through glory, much more that which 
is remaining zs in glory. 


12 Having, then, such hope, we use much 
freedom of speech, aud are not as Moses, 
who was putting avail upon his own face, 
for the sons of Israel not stedfastly to look to 
the end of that which is being made useless, 
l4but their minds were hardened, for unto 
this day the same vail at the reading of the 
Old Covenant doth remain unwithdrawn— 
which in Christ is being made useless— 
15 but till to-day, when Moses is read, a vail 
upon their heart doth lie, and whenever 
they may turn unto the Lord, the vail is taken 
away. ™” And the Lord is the Spirit; and 
where the Spirit of the Lord és, there is liberty; 
18 and we all, with unvailed face, the glory of 
the Lord beholding in a mirror, to the same 
image are being transformed, from glory to 
glory, even as by the Spirit of the Lord. 


IV. 1 BECAUSE of this, having this minis- 
tration, according as we did receive kindness, 
we do not faint, ? but did renounce for our- 
selves the hidden things of shame, not walk- 
ing in craftiness, uor deceitfully using the 
word of God, but by the manifestation of the 
trnth recommending ourselves unto every 
canscience of men, before God; 2 and if also 
our good news is vailed, 1n those perishing it 
is vailed, 4in whom the god of this age did 
blind the minds of the unbelieviug, that there 
doth not shine forth to them the enlightening 
of the good news of the glory of the Christ, 
who is the image of God; *for not ourselves 
do we preach, but Christ Jesus—Lord, and 
ourselves your servants because of Jesus; 
© because it is God who said, Out of darkness 
light is to shine, who did shine in our hearts, 
for the enlightening of the knowledge of the 
glory of God in the face of Jesus Christ. 
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7Aund we have this treasure in earthen 
vessels, that the excellency of the power 
may be of God, and not of us; 8on every side 
being in tribulation, but not straitened; per- 
plexed, but not in despair; 9 persecuted, ut 
not forsaken; cast down, but not destroyed; 
at all times the dying of the Lord Jesus 
bearing about in the body, that the life also 
of Jesus in our body may be manifested, " for 
always are we who are living delivered up to 
death because of Jesus, that the life also of 
Jesus may be manifested in our dying flesh, 
2 s0 that, the death indeed in us doth work 
and the life in you. 


13 And having the same spirit of the faith, 
according to that which hath been written, ‘1 
believed, therefore I did speak;’ we also do 
believe, therefore also do we speak; 4 know- 
ing that He who did raise up the Lord Jesus, 
us also through Jesus shall raise up, and 
shall present with you, for the all things 
are because of you, that the grace having 
been mnultiplied, because of the thanksgiving 
of the more, may abound to the glory of God; 
16 wherefore, we faint not, but if also our 
outward man doth decay, yet the inward is 
renewed day by day; !’for the momentary 
light matter. of our tribwation, more and 
more exceedingly an age-during weight of 
glory doth work out for us—!8 we not looking 
to the things seen, but to the things not seen; 
for the things seen are temporary, but the 
things not seen are age-during. 


V. ! FOR we have known that if our earthly 
house of the tabernacle may be thrown down, 
a building from God we have, an honse not 
made with hands—age-during—in the hea- 
vens, *for also in this we groan, with our 
dwelling that is from heaven earnestly desir- 
ing to clothe ourselves, 3 if so be that, having 
clothed ourselves, we shall not be found 
naked, 4 for we also who are in the tahernacle 
do groan, being burdened, seeing we wish not 
to unclothe ourselves, but to clothe ourselves, 
oe the mortal may be swallowed up of the 
ife. 

° And He who did work us to this self-same 
thing is God, who also did give to us the 
earnest of the Spirit; ®having courage, then, 
at all times, and knowing that being at home 
in the body, we are away from home from 
the Lord,—’for through faith we walk, not 
through sight—®8 we have courage, and are 
well pleased rather to be away from the 
home of the body, and to be at home with 
the Lord. 


® Wherefore also we are ambitious, whether 
at home or away from home, to be well pleas- 
ing to him, ?°for all of us it behoveth to be 
manifested before the tribunal of the Christ, 
that each one may receive the things done 
through the body, in reference to the things 
that he did, whether good or evil; ™ having 
known, therefore, the fear of the Lord, we 
persuade men, and to God we are manifested, 
and 1 hope also in your consciences to have 
been manifested; !*for not again ourselves 
do we recommend byes but we are giving 
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occasion to you of glorifying in our behalf, 
that ye may have something in reference to 
those glorifying in face and not in_heart; 
13for whether we were beside ourselves, 2 
was to God; whether we be of sound mind— 
it is to you, “for the love of the Christ doth 
constrain us, having judged thus: that if one 
for all died, then the whole died, * and for 
all he died, that those living, no more to 
themselves may live, but to him who died for 
them, and was raised again. 


16So that we henceforth have known no 
one according to the flesh, and even if we 
have known Christ according to the flesh, yet 
now we know him no more; !’so that if any 
one is in Christ—e is a new creature; thie 
old things did pass away, lo, become new 
have the all things. 18 And the all things are 
of God, who reconciled us to Himself through 
Jesus Christ, and did give to us the miuistra- 
tion of the reconciliation, how that God 
was in Christ—a world reconciling to Him- 
self, not reckouing to them their trespasses ; 
and having put in us the word of the recon- 
ciliation, *¥in behalf of Christ, then, we are 
ambassadors, as if God were calling through 
us, we beseech, in behalf of Christ, ‘Be ye 
reconciled to God;’ 2 for him who did not 
know sin, in our behalf He did make sin, 
pueuye may become the righteousness of God 
in him. 


VI. 1! AND working together also we call 
upon you that ye receive not in vain the grace 
of God—? for He saith, ‘ In an acceptable time 
I did hear thee, and in a day of salvation 1 
did help thee, lo, now is a well-accepted 
time; lo, now, a day of salvation,’ —*in nothing 
giving any cause of offence, that the minis- 
tration may be not blamed, +but in every- 
thing recommending ourselves as God’s min- 
istrants; in much patience, in tribulations, 
in necessities, in distresses, °in stripes, in 
imprisonments, in insurrections, in labours, 
in watchings, in fastings, °in pureness, in 
knowledge, in long-suffering, in kindness, in 
the Holy Spirit, in love unfeigned, 7in the 
word of truth, in the power of God, through 
the armour of the righteousness, on the right 
and on the left, 8through glory and dishon- 
our, through evil report and good report, as 
leading astray, and true; 9as wnknown, and 
recognized ; as dyiug, and lo, we live; as 
chastened, and not put to death; !as sor- 
rowful, and always rejoicing; as poor, and 
making many rich; as having nothing, and 
possessing all things. 


1 Our mouth hath been open unto you, O 
Corinthians, our heart hath been enlarged! 
lye are not straitenod in us, and ye are strait- 
ened in your own bowels, and as _a recom- 
pense of the same kind, (as to children [ say 
it,) be ye enlarged—also ye! 


14 Become not yoked with others—unbelicv- 
ers, for what partaking is there to righteous- 
ness and lawlessness ? “aud what fellowship 
to licht with darkness? and what concord to 
Christ with Belial? or iat part to a believer 
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with an unbeliever? “and what agreement 
to the sanctuary of God with idols? for ye 
are a sanctuary of the living God, accordiny 
as God said—‘ [ will dwell in them, and will 
walk among them, and I will be their God, 
aud they shall be My people, wherefore 
eome ye forth out of the midst of them, and 
be separated, saith the Lord, and an unclean 
thing do not touch, and [—I will receive yon, 
18 and I will be to you for a Father, and ye— 
ye shall be to Me for sons and daughters, 
saith the Lord Almighty.’ 


VII. | HAVING, then, these promises, be- 
loved, may we cleanse ourselves from every 
pollution of tlesh and spirit, perfecting sanc- 
titieation in the fear of God; * receive us; no 
one did we wrong; no one did we waste; no 
one did we defraud; 3 not to condemn you do 
I say it, for I have said before that in our 
hearts ye are to die with and to live with; 
trreat is my freedom of speech unto you, 
great my glory on your behalf; I bave been 
filled with the comfort, 1 overabound with 
the joy on all our tribulation, ° for also we, 
having come to Macedonia, no relaxation 
hath our flesh had, but on every side we are 
in tribulation, without are tightings, within 
—fears; ® but He who is comforting the east- 
down—God—He did comfort us in the pre- 
sence of Titus; 7and not only in his presence, 
but also in the comfort with which he was 
comforted over you, declaring to us you. 
longing desire, your lamentation, your zeal 
for me, so that the more I did rejoice, ® be- 
cause even if I made you sorry in the letter, 
1 do not repent—if even [ did repent—for I 
perceive that the letter, even if for an hour, 

id make you sorry. 

ST now do rejoice, not that ye were made 
sorry, but that ye were made sorry to re- 
formation, for ye were made sorry toward 
God, that in nothing ye might receive damage 
from us; for the sorrow toward God re- 
formation to salvation not to be repented of 
doth work, and the sorrow of the world doth 
work death, for, lo, this same thing—your 
being made sorry toward God—how much 
diligence it doth work in you! but defence, 
but displeasure, but fear, but longing desire, 
but zeal, but revenge; in every thing ie 
did approve yourselves to be pure in the 
matter. 


12 Tf, then, I also wrote to you—not for his 
cause who did wrong, nor for his cause who 
did suffer wrong, but for our diligence in 
your behalf being manifested unto you before 
God— because of this we have been coin- 
forted in your comfort, and more abundantly 
the more did wo rejoice in the joy of Titus, 
that his spirit hath been refreshed from you 
all; 4 beeause if anything to him in your be- 
half I have boasted, 1 was not put to shame; 
but as all things in truth we did speak to you, 
so also our boasting before ‘Titus becaine truth, 
15 and his tender atfection is more abundantly 
toward you, remembering the obedience of 
you all, how with fear and trembling ye did 
receive him; I rejoice, therefore, that in 
everything I have courage in youu 


Exhortation to liberality. 


VII. 'AND we make luaown to yon, 
brethren, the grace of God, that hath been 
given in the assemblies of Macedonia, “be- 
cause in much trial of tribulation the abun- 
dance of their joy, and their deep poverty, 
did abound to the riches of their A eheralieee 
3 because, according to their power, I testify, 
and above thei power, they were willing of 
themselves, +with much entreaty calling on 
us to receive the favour and the fellowship of 
the ministration to the saints, ®and not ac- 
cording as we expected, but themselves they 
did give first to the Lord, and to us, through 
the will of God, ®so that we exhorted Titus, 
that, according as he did bégin before, so also 
he may finish to yon also this favour, 7 but 
even as in every thing ye do abonnd, in faith, 
and word, and knowledge, and all diligence, 
and in your love to us, that also in this grace 
ye may abounc; ®not according to command 
do I speak, but because of the diligence of 
others, and of your love proving the genuine- 
ness, § for ye know the grace of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that becanse of you he became 
Bootes eins rich, that ye by that poverty may 

ecome rich. 


10 And an opinion in this do I give: for this 
to yon is expedient, who not only to do, but 
also to will, did begin before—a year ago, 
Mand now also finish doing it, that even as 
there is the readiness of the will, so also the 
finishing, out of that which ye have, ! for if 
the willing mind is present, according to that 
which any one may have it is well-accepted, 
net according to that which he hath not; 
13 for not that for others release, and ye pres- 
sured, do I speak, 4+ but by equality, at the 
present time your abundance—tor their want, 
that also their abundance may be for your 
want, that there may be equality, » according 
as it hath been written, ‘He who did gather 
much, had nothing over; and he who did 
gather little, had no lack.’ 


16 And thanks to God, who is putting the 
same diligence for you in the heart of Titus, 
1’ because indeed the exhortation he accepted, 
and being more diligent, of his own accord 
he went forth unto you, 8and we sent with 
him the brother, whose praise in the good 
uews is through all the assemblies, !¥ and not 
only so, but who was also appointed by 
vote by the assemblies, our fellow-traveller, 
with this favour that is ministered by us, 
unto the glory of the same Lord, and your 
willing mind; * avoiding this, lest any one 
may blame us in this abundance that is 
ministered by us, *! providing right things, 
not only before the Lord, but also before 
men; 22 and we sent with them our brother, 
whom we proved in many things many times 
being diligent, and now much more diligent, 
by the great confidence that is toward yon, 
*3 whether — about Titus—my partner and 
towards you fellow-worker, whether —our 
brethren, apostles of assemblies—glory of 
Christ; *4 the shewing therefore of your 
love, and of our boasting on your behalf, 
to them shew ye, even in the face of the as- 
semblies. : 

% 
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IX. !' FOR, indeed, concerning the minis- 
tration that is for the saints, it is supertluous 
for me to write to you, 2 for I have known 
vour readiness of mind, which in your behalf 

boast of to Macedonians, that Achaia hath 
been prepared a year ago, and the zeal of you 
did stir up the more part, ? and I sent the 
brethren, that our boasting on your behalf 
may not be made vain in this respect; that, 
according as I said, ye may be ready, # lest if 
Macedonians may come with me, and find yon 
unprepared, we—we may be put to shame 
(that we say not—ye) in this same confidence 
of boasting. 

° Necessary, therefore, I thought it to exhort 
the brethren, that they may go before to you, 
and may make up before your formerly an- 
nounced blessing, that this be ready, as a 
blessing, and not as covetousness. § And 
this: He who is sowing sparingly, sparingly 
also shall reap; and he who is sowing in bless- 
ings, in blessings also shall reap; 7 each one, 
according as he doth purpose in heart, not 
out of sorrow or out of necessity, for a cheer- 
ful giver doth God love, 8 and God is able all 
grace to cause to abound to yon, that in every 
thing always all sufficiency having, ye may 
abound to every good work, 9 (according as it 
hath been written, ‘He dispersed abroad, he 
gave to the poor, his righteousness doth re- 
main to the age,’) and may He who is 
sup Naas seed to the sower, and bread for 
food, supply and multiply your seed sown, 
and increase the fruits of your righteousness, 
lin every thing being enriched to all liber- 
ahty, which doth work through us thanksgiv- 
ing to God, !* because the ministration of this 
service not only is supplying the wants of the 
saints, but is also abounding through many 
thanksgivings to God, ' through the proof of 
this ministration glorifying God for the sub- 
jection of your confession to the good news of 
the Christ, and for the liberality of the fellow- 
ship to them and to all, '4and by their sup- 
Recon in your behalf, longing after you 

ecatse of the exceeding grace of Ged upon 
yen ; § thanks also to God for His unspeakable 
gitt! 


X. 1 AND I, Paul, myself, do call upon 
you—through the meekness and gentleness 
of the Christ—who in presence, indeed am 
humble among you, and being absent, have 
courage toward you, *and I beseech you, that, 
being present, I may not have courage, with 
the confidence with which I reckon to be 
bold against certain reckoning us as walking 
according to the flesh; ? for walking in the 
flesh, not according to the flesh do we war, 
4for the weapons of our warfare are not 
fleshly, but powerful to God for bringing 
down of strongholds, *reasonings bringing 
down, and every highthing lifted up against the 
knowledge of God, and bringing into captivity 
every thought to the obedience of the Christ, 
6 and being in readiness to avenge every dis- 
obedience, whenever your obedience may be 
fulfilled. 


7The things in presence do ye see? if any 
one hath trusted ta nee to be Christ’s,

this let him reckon again from himself, that 
according as he is Christ’s, so also we are 
Christ’s; ®for even if also anything more 
abundantly I shall boast concerning our an- 
thority, that the Lord gave us for building 
up, and not for casting you down, I shall not 
be ashamed; %that I may not seem as if I 
would terrify you through the letters, !° ‘ be- 
cause the letters indeed—saith one—are 
weighty and strong, and the bodily presence 
weak, and the speech despicable.’ 1! This 
one—let him reckon thus: that such as we 
are in word, through letters, being absent, 
such also, being present, we are in deed. 

12 For we do not make bold to rank or to 
compare ourselves with certain of those com- 
mending themselves, but they, among them- 
selves measuring themselves, and comparing 
themselves with themselves, are not wise, 
13 and we in regard to the unmeasured things 
will not boast ourselves, but after the mea- 
sure of the line that the God of measure did 
appoint to us—to reach even unto you; 14 for 
pot as bot reaching to you do we stretch our- 
selves overmuch, for even unto you did we 
come in the good news of the Christ, ) not 
boasting of the things not measured, in other 
men’s labours, and having hope—your faith 
increasing—in you to be enlarged, according 
to our line—into abundance, '°in the places 
beyond you to proclaim good news, not in 
another’s line in regard to the things made 
ready, to boast; !7?and he who is boasting— 
in the Lord let him boast; '%for not he who 
is commending himself is pEurOv ed: but he 
whom the Lord doth commend. 


XT. 10 THAT ye were bearing with me a 
little of the folly, but ye also do bear with me: 
2for lam zealous for you with zeal of God, 
for I did betroth you to one husband, a pure 
virgin, to present to Christ, ? and I fear, lest, 
as the serpent did begnile Evein his subtilty, 
so your minds may be corrupted from the 
simplicity that is in the Christ; ‘for if, in- 
ep he who is coming doth preach another 
Jesus whom we did not preach, or another 
Spirit ye receive which ye did not receive, 
or other good news which ye did not accept 
—well were ye bearing it, ° for I reckon that 
I have been nothing behind the very chiefest 
apostles, ®and evenif unlearned in word— 
yet not in knowledge, but in every thing 
we were made manifest in all things to 
you.

8 other 
assemblies I did rob, having taken wages, for 
your ministration; ®and being present with 
you, and having been in want, I was charge- 
able to no one, for my lack did the brethren 
supply—having come from Macedonia—and 
in everything burdenless to you I did keep 
inyself, and will keep. ; 

10The truth of Christ is in me, because 
this boasting shall not be stopped in regard 
to me in the regions of Achaia; }! wherefore? 
hecause I do not love you? God hath known! 
l2and what I do, I also will do, that I may

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cut off the occasion of those wishing au 
occasion, that in that which they boast they 
may be found according as we also; for 
those such are false apostles, deceitful work- 
ers, transforming themselves into apostles of 
Christ, and no wonder—for even the Ad- 
versary doth transform himself into a mes- 
senger of hight; no great thing, then, if also 
his ministrants do transform themselves as 
ministrants of righteousness—whose end shall 
be according to their works. 


16 Again I say, may no one think me to be 
a fool; and if otherwise, even as a fool re- 
ceive me, that I also a little nay boast. 
1 That which 1 speak, I speak not according 
to the Lord, but as in foolishness, in this the 
confidence of boasting; since many boast 
according to the flesh, I also will boast: for 
gladly do ye bear with the fools—being wise,

I 
also! *? ministrants of Christ are they?—as 
beside myself I speak—I more; in labours 
more abundantly, in stripes above measure, 
in prisons more frequently, in deaths many 
times; *4from Jews five times forty stripes 
save one I did receive; thrice was I beaten 
with rods, once was t stoned, thrice was I 
shipwrecked, a night and a day in the deep 
I have passed; **journeyings many times, 
pene of rivers, perils of robbers, perils from 
<indred, perils from nations, perils in city, 
perils in wilderness, perils in sea, perils among 
false brethren ; *7 in laboriousness and pain: 
fulness, in watchings many times, in hunger 
and thirst, in fastings many times, in cold 
and nakedness ; “8 apart from the things with- 
out—the crowding upon me that is daily—the 
eare of all the assemblies. 

°9 Who is intirm, and I am not infirm? who 
is stumbled, and I am not fired; 2°if to boast 
it behoveth me, of the things of my infirmity 
1 will boast; 3!the God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ—who is blessed to the ages 
—hath known that 1 do not lic !—** In Damas- 
eus the ethnarch of Aretas the king was 
watching the city of the Damascenes, wishing 
to seize me, *and through a window in a 
rope basket I was let down, through the wall, 
and fied out of his hands. 


XIT. ! TO boast, really, is not profitable for 
me, for I will come te visions and revelations 
of the Lord. *1 have known a man in Christ 
fourteen years ago—whether in the ae I 
have not known, whether out of the body I 
have not known, God hath known—such an 
one being caught away unto the third heaven ; 
3and I have known such a man—whether in 
the body, whether out of the body, I have 
have not known, God hath known,—4 that he 
was caught away to the paradise, and heard

unutterable sayings, that it is not possible for 
man to speak. 

5 Of such an one I will boast, and of myself 
I will not boast, except in my infirmities, 
Sforif I may wish to boast, I shall not bea 
fool, for truth [ will say; but I forbear, lest 
any one in regard to me may think anything 
above what he doth see me, or doth hear any- 
thing of me; ’and that by the exceeding 
greatness of the revelations I might not be 
exalted overmuch, there was given to mea 
thorn in the flesh, a messenger of the Adver- 
sary, that he might buffet me, that I might 
not be exalted overmuch. 

8 Concerning this thing thrice the Lord did 
I call upon, that it might depart from me, 
%and He said to me, ‘Sufficient for thee is 
My grace, for My power in infirmity is per- 
fected ;’ most gladly, therefore, will [ rather 
boast in my Partie that the power of the 
Christ may rest on me: 2° wherefore I am well 
pleased in infirmities, in damages, in neces- 
sities, in persecutions, in distresses—for Christ; 
for whenever | am infirm, then 1 am power- 
ful; I have become a fool—boasting; ye—ye 
did compel me; for Lought by you to have 
been commended, for in nothing was I behind 
the very chiefest apostles—even if [ am no- 
thing. 'The signs, indeed, of the apostle 
were wrought among you in all patience, in 
signs, and wonders, and mighty deeds, )* for 
what is there in which ye were inferior to the 
rest of the assemblies, except that I myself 
was not a burden to you? forgive me this in- 
justice! 


13 Lo, a third time Iam ready to come unto 
you, and I will not be a burden to you, for I 
seek not yours, but you, for the children 
ought uot for the parents to lay up, but the 
parents for the children, 1° and I most gladly 
will spend and he entirely spent for yoursouls, 
even if, more abundantly loving you, less 1 
am loved. 1 And be it so, I—I did not bur- 
den you, but being crafty, with guile I did 
take you; /’any one of those whom I have 
sent unto you—by him did I take advantage 
of you? 18 i eitreatad Titus, and did send with 
him the brother ; did Titus take advantage of 
you? in the same spirit did we not walk ?— 
did we not in the same steps? 


19 A gain, think ye that to you we are making 
defence? before God in Christ do we speak ; 
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and the all things, beloved, are for your up- 
building, *° for I fear lest, having come, not 
such as [ wish I may find you, and J—I may 
be found by you such as ye do not wish, lest 
there be strifes, envyings, wraths, revelries, 
evil-speakings, whisperings, puffings up, in- 
surrections, *! lest again having come, my God 
may humble me in regard to you, and I may 
bewail many of those having sinned before, 
and not having reformed concerning the un- 
cleanness, and whoredom, and lasciviousness, 
that they did practise. 


AI. } THIS third time do I come unto you; 
on the mouth of two wituesses or three shall 
every saying be established; 2I have said be- 
fore, aud I say 7¢ before, as being present, the 
second time, and being absent, now, do I write 
to those having sinned before, and to all the 
rest, that if I come again, I will not spare, 
3 since a peoe ye seek of the Christ speaking 
in me, who to you is not infirm, but is power- 
ful in you, *for even if he was crucified from 
infirmity, yet he doth live from the power of 
God; for we also are weak in him, but we shall 
hve with him from the power of God toward 
you. 

5‘Your ownselves try ye, if ye are in the 
faith; your ownselves prove ye; do ye not 
know your ownselves, that Jesus Christ is in 
you, if ye be not in some respect disapproved 
of? Sand I hope that ye shall know that we 
—we are not disapproved of; 7and I pray be- 
fore God that ye do no evil, not that we may 
appear approved, but that ye may do that 
which is right, and we may be as disapproved; 
8for we are not able to do anything against 
the truth, but for the truth; * for we rejoice 
when we may be infirm, and ye may be power- 
ful; and this also we pray for—your perfec- 
tion! because of this, these things—being 
absent—l write, that being present, I may 
not treat any sharply, according to the autho- 
rity that the Lord did give me for building 
up, and not for casting down. 


41 Henceforth, brethren, rejoice; be made 
erfect, be comforted, be of the same mind, 
e at pence: and the God of the love and peace 

shall be with you; }° salute one another in an 
holy kiss; 13 salute you do all the saints ; 14 the 
grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, and the love 
of God, and the fellowship of the Holy Spirit, 
is with you all!

CHAP. I. 1} PAUL, an apostle—not from men, 
nor through man, but through Jesus Christ, 
and God the Father, who did raise him out cf 
the dead—and all the brethren with me, to 
the assemblies of Galatia: 3 Grace to you, and 
peace from God the Father, and our Lord 
Jesus Christ, 4 who did give himself for our 
sins, that he might deliver us out of the pre- 
sent evil age, according to the will of God even 
our Father, ° to whom 7s the glory to the ages 
of the ages. Amen. 


6 T wonder that ye are so quickly removed 
from Him who did eall you in the grace of 
Christ to another good news; ‘that is not 
another, except there be certain who are 
troubling you, and wishing to pervert the good 
news of the Christ; 8 but even if we or a mes- 
senger outof heaven may proclaim good news 
to you different from what we did proclaim to 

ou—anathema let him be! 9 as we have said 

efore, and now say again, If any one to you 
may proclaim good news different from what 
ye did receive—anathema let him be! 'for 
now men do I persuade, or God? or do I seek 
to please men? for if yet men I did please— 
Christ’s servant I should not be. 


1 And I make known to you, brethren, the 
good news that were proclaimed by me, that 
it is not according to man, !* for neither did I 
from man receive it, nor was I taught it, but 
through a revelation of Jesus Christ, 'for 
ye did hear of my behaviour once in Judaism, 
that exceedingly I_was persecuting the as- 
sembly of God, and wasting it, 4and I was 
advancing in Judaism above many equals 
in age in mine own race, being more abun- 
dantly zealous of my fathers’ deliverances, 
and when God was well pleased—having 
separated me from the womb of my mother, 
and having called me through His grace— 
16 to reveal His Son in me, that I might pro- 
claim him good news among the nations, 
immediately I conferred not with flesh and 
blood, nor did I go up to Jernsalem unto 
those who were apostles before me, but I 
went away to Arabia, and again returned to 
Damascus, }8then, after three years I went 
up to Jerusalem to enquire about Peter, and 
remained with him fifteen days, }¥and_ other 
of the apostles I did not see, except James, 
the brother of the Lord. 


2 And the things that I write to you, lo, 
before God—I lie not; 2! then I came to the 
peel One of Syria and of Cilicia, **and was 
unknown by face to the assemblies of Judea, 
that are in Christ, and only they were 
hearing, that ‘he who is persecuting us then, 
doth now proclaim good news—the faith 
that then he was wasting;’ and they were 
glorifying God in a

IL. 1 THEN, after fourteen years again I 
went up to Jernsalem with Barnabas, having 
taken with me also Titus; 2and I went up 
by revelation, and did submit to them the 
good news that I preach among the nations, 
and privately to those esteemed, lest in vain 
I might run or did run; 3 but not even Titus, 
who is with me, being a Greek, was com- 
pelled to be cireumcised—4 and that because 
of the false brethren brought in unawares, 
who did come in privily tospy out our liberty 
that we have in Christ Jesus, that us they 
might bring under bondage, >to whom not 
even for an hour we gave place by subjection, 
that the truth of the good news might remain 
to you. 

6 And from those who were esteemed to 
be something—whatever they were then, it 
maketh no difference to me—the face of man 
God accepteth not, for—to me those esteemed 
did add nothing, 7 but, on the contrary, hav- 
ing seen that I have been entrusted with the 
good news of the uncircumcision, as Peter 
with that of the circumcision, ®for He who 
did work with Peter to the apostleship of 
the circumcision, did work also in me in re- 
gard to the nations, 29and having known the 
grace that was given to me, James, and Ce- 
phas, and John, who were esteemed to be 
pillars, a right hand of fellowship they did 
give to me, and to Barnabas, that we to the 
nations, and they to the circumcision may go, 
W only, of the poor that we should be mind- 
ful, which also I was diligent—this very 
thing—to do. 


11 And when Peter came to Antioch, to the 
face I stood up against him, because he was 
blameworthy, }?for before the coming of cer- 
tain from James, with the nations he was 
eating, and when they came, he was with- 
drawing and separating himself, fearing those 
of the circumeision, and dissemble with 
him also did the other Jews, so that also 
Barnabas was carried away by their dissimu- 
lation. . 

14But when I saw that they are not walk- 
ing uprigbtly to the truth of the good news, 
[said to Peter before all, ‘If thon, being a 
Jew, in the manner of the nations dost live, 
and notin the manner of the Jews, how the 
nations dost thon compel to Judaize? we 
by nature Jews, and not sinners of the na- 
tions, 16 having known also that a man is not 
declared righteous by works of law, if not 
through the faith of Jesus Christ, also we in 
Christ Jesus did believe, that we might be de- 
clared righteous by the faith of Christ, and not 
by works of law, wherefore declared righteous 
by works of law shall be no flesh.’ 


_ And if, seeking to be declared righteous 
in Christ, we ourselves also were found sin- 


Righteousness by faith. 


ners, és then Christ a ministrant of sin? let 
it not be! ‘*for if the things I threw down, 
these again I build up, a transgressor I set 
myself forth; for I through law, did die, 
that to God I may live; *° with Christ I have 
been crucified, and live uo more do I, and 
Christ doth live in me; and that which I now 
live in the flesh—in the faith I live of the Son 
of God, who did love me and did give himself 
for me; ?!I do not make void the grace of God, 
for if righteousness be through law—then 
Christ died in vain. 


UL 10 THOUGHTLESS Galatians, who 
did bewitch you, not to obey the truth—be- 
fore whose eyes Jesus Christ was clescribed 
before among you crucified? *this only do I 
wish to learn from you—by works of law the 
Spirit did ye receive, or by the hearing of 
faith? 3so thoughtless are ye! having begun 
in the Spirit, now in the flesh do ye end? 4so 
many things did ye suffer in vain! if, indeed, 
even in vain. 


5 He, therefore, who is supplying to you 
the Spirit, and working mighty acts among 
Sete by works of law or by the hearing of 
faith is i¢? according as Abraham did be- 
lheve God, and it was reckoned to him—to 
righteousness; ’ know ye, then, that those of 
faith—these are sons of Abraham, 8and the 
Writing having foreseen that by faith God 
doth declare righteous the nations did pro- 
claim before the good news to Abraham— 
9* Blessed in thee shall be all the nations ;’ 
so that those of faith are blessed with the 
faithful Abraham, 1° for as many as are of 
works of law are under acurse, for it hath 
been written, ‘Cursed is every one who is not 
remaining in all things that have been writ- 
ten in the Book of the Law—to do them,’ 
land that in law no one is declared right- 
ous with God, is evident, because * The righte- 
ous by faith shall live;’ }2and the law is not 
by faith, but—‘ The man wlio did them shall 
live in them.’ 

13 Christ did redeem us from the curse of 
the law, having become for us a curse, for 
it hath been written, ‘Cursed is every one 
who is hanging on a tree,’ “that to the na- 
tions the blessing of Abraham may come in 
Christ Jesus, that the promise of the Spirit 
we may receive through the faith.  Breth- 
ren, as a man [say if, even of man a contirmed 
covenant uo one doth make void or doth add 
to, and to Abraham were the promises 
spoken, and to his seed; He doth not say, 
‘And to seeds,’ as of many, but as of one, 
‘And to thy seed,’ which is Christ; ?”’ and 
this I say, A covenant confirmed before by 
God to Christ, the law, that came four hun- 
dret and thirty years after, doth not set 
aside, to make void the promise, *8forif by 
law be the inheritance, it is no more by pro- 
muse, but to Abraham through promise did 
God grant it. 


19 Why, then, the law? on account of the 
transgressions it was added, till the secd 
might come to which the promise hath been 
made, haviug been set iu order through mes- 
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Heirship of believers. 


sengers in the hand of a mediator—*° and the 
mediator is not of one, and God is one—* the 


law, then, is against the promises of God ?—let 


it not be! forif a law was given that was able 
to make alive, truly by law there would have 
been the righteousness, ** but the Writing did 
shut up the whole under sin, thatthe promise 
by faith of Jesus Christ may be given to those 
believing. 

*3 And before the coming of the faith, under 
law we were being kept, shut up to the faith 
about to be revealed, *4so that the law be- 
came our child-conductor—to Christ, that by 
faith we may be declared righteous, » aud the 
faith having come, no more under a child- 
conductor are we, “° for ye are all sons of God 
through the faith in Christ Jesus, 97 for as 
many as to Christ were baptized did put on 
Christ; “there is not here Jew or Greek, 
there is not here servant nor freeman, there 
is not here male and female, for all ye are one 
in Christ Jesus; “and if ye are of Christ 
then of Abraham ye are seed, and according 
to promise—heirs. 


_ IV. LAND I say, so long time as the heir 
is a babe, he differeth nothing from a ser- 
vant—being lord of all, * but is under tutors 
and stewards till the time appointed of the 
father, ?so0 also we, when we were babes, un- 
der the elements of the world were in ser- 
vitude, 4and when the fulness of time did 
come, God sent forth His Son, come of a wo- 
man, come under law, * that those under law 
he may redeem, that the adoption of sons we 
may receive; *and because ye are sons, God 
did send forth the spirit of His Son into your 
hearts, crying, ‘Abba, Father!’

12 Become as I am—because I also am as ye 
brethren, I beseech you; to me ye did no 
hurt, and ye have known that through in- 
tirmity of the flesh I did proclaim good news 
to you at the first, Mand my trial that 
isin my flesh ye did not despise nor reject, 
but as a messenger of God ye did receive me— 
as Christ Jesus; }* what then was your happi- 
ness? for I testify to you, that if possible, 
your eyes having plucked out, ye would have 
given to me; /*so that your enemy have I be- 
come, being true to you? !’ they are zealous 
for you—yet not well, but they wish to shut 
us out, Stok for them ye may be zealous; 
and itis good to be zealously regarded, in 
what is good, at all times, and not only in my 
being present with you; '* my little children, 
of whom again Ltravail in birth, till Christ 
may be formed in you, **and I was wishing to 
be present with you now, and to change my 
voice, because I am aoe about you.

things are allegorized, for these are the two 
covenants: one, indeed, from mount Sinai, to 
servitude bringing forth, which is Hagar ; 
*Sfor this Hagar is mount Sinai in Arabia, 
and doth correspond to the Jerusalem that 
now is, and is in servitude with her children, 
*6 and the Jerusalem aboveis the free-woman, 
which is mother of us all, *’fer it hath been 
written, ‘ Rejoice, O barren, who art not bear- 
ing; break forth and cry, thou who art not 
travailing, becanse many are the children of 
the desolate—more than of her having the 
husband.’

8the obedience 
is not of him who is calling yon! %a little 
leaven the whole lump doth leaven; !°I have 
confidence in regard to you in the Lord, that 
ye will be none otherwise minded ; and he who 
is troubling you shall bear the Judgment, who- 
ever he ete 11 And I, brethren, if circum- 
cision I yet preach, why yet am I persecuted?

been done away; }70 that even they would 
cut themselves eff who are unsettling you ! 

13 for ye—to freedom ye were called, breth- 
ren, only not the freedom for an occasion to 
the flesh, but through the love serve ye one 
anether, for all the law in ene word is ful- 
tilled—in this; ‘Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bour as thyself;’ and if one another ye do 
bite and devour, see—that ye may not by ene 
another be consumed. 


16 And I say: In the Spirit walk ye, and 
the desire of the tlesh ye may not complete; 
17 for the flesh doth desire contrary to the 
Spirit, and the Spirit contrary to the flesh, 
and these are opposed one to another, that 
the things that ye vor will—these ye may 
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Fruits of the flesh d& spirit.

VL !} BRETHREN, if a man also may be 
overtaken in any trespass, ye who are spuirit- 
ual restore such a one in a spirit of meek- 
ness, considering thyself—lest thou also may 
be tempted; *cef one another the burdens 
bear ye, and so fill up the law of the Christ, 
3 for if any oue doth think himself to be some- 
thing—being nothing—himself he doth de-

6 And let him who is instructed in the word 
share with him who is instructing—in all 
good things. 7 Be not led astray; God is not 
mocked; for what a man may sow—that also 
he shall reap, 8 because he who is sowing to 
his ewn flesh, of the flesh shall reed cor- 
ruption; and he who is sowing to the Spirit, 
of the Spirit shall reap life age-during; ¥and 
in the doing good we may not be faint-hearted, 
for at the proper time we shall reap—not 
desponding; 1° therefore, then, as we have 
opportunity, may we work the good to all, 
aud especially unto those of the houschold of 
the faith. 


11'Ye see in how large letters I have writ- 
ten to you with my own hand; **as many 
as are willing to make a good appearance in 
the flesh, these constrain you to be circum- 
cised—only that for the cross of the Christ 
they may not be persecuted, ® for neither do 
those circumcised themselves keep the law, 
but they wish you to be circumcised, that in 
your flesh they may glory. 

14 And for me, Jet it not be—to glory, ex- 
cept in the cross ef our Lord Jesus Christ, 
threugh which to me the world hath_been 
crucified, and I to the world; for in Christ 
Jesus neither circunicision availeth anything, 
nor uncircumcision, but a new ereation; ‘aud 
as many as by this rule do walk—peace up-

17 Henceforth, Jet no one give ine trouble, 
for 1 the scars of the Lord Jesus in my body 
do bear.

CHAP. I.1 PAUL, au apostle of Jesus Christ 
through the will of God, to the saints who 
are in Ephesus, and to the faithful in Christ 
Jesus: ?Grace to you, and peace from God 
our Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ! 


3 Blessed is the God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, who did bless us in every 
spiritual blessing in the heavenly places in 

hrist, 4according as He did choose us in him 
before the foundation of the world, for our 
being holy and unblemished before Him, in 
love, *having fore-ordained us to the adoption 
of sons through Jesus Christ to Himselt, ac- 
cording to the good pleasure of His will, ° to 
the praise of the glory of His grace, in which 
He did make us accepted in the beloved, 7 in 
whom we have the redemption through his 
blood, the remission of the trespasses, accord- 
ing to the riches of His grace, ?in which He 
did abound toward us in all wisdom and prn- 
dence, ®having made known to us the secret 
of His will, Brecon ne tO His good pleasure, 
that He purposed in Himself, in regard to 
the dispensation of the fulness of the times, 
to bring into one the whole in the Christ, 
both the things in the heavens, and the things 
upon the earth—in him; "in whom also we 
did obtain an inheritance, being fore-ordained 
according to the purpose of Him who the all 
things is working according to the counsel of 
His will, !° for our being to the praise of His 
glory, even those who did first hope in the 
Christ, in whom ye also, having heard the 
word of the truth—the good news of your 
salvation—in whom also having believed, ye 
were sealed with the Holy Spirit of the pro- 
mise, !+which is an earnest of our inheritance, 
to the redemption of the acquired possession, 
to the praise of His glory.

all things to the assembly, which is his body,

II. !ALSO you—being dead in the tres- 
passes and the sins, 2in which once ye did 
walk according to the age of this world, ac- 
cording to the ruler of the authority of the 
air, of the spirit that is now working in the 
sons of disobedience, ? among whom also we 
all did walk once in the desires of our flesh, 
doing the wishes of the flesh and of the 
thoughts, and were by nature children of 
wrath—as also the others, +and God, being

1l Wherefore, remember, that ye were once 
the nations in the flesh, who are called Un- 
Circumcision by that called Circumcision in 
the flesh made by hands, ! that ye were at 
that time apart trom Christ, having been 
alienated from the commonwealth of Israel, 
and strangers to the covenants of the promise, 
having no hope, and without God, in the 
world ; and now, in Christ Jesus, ye being 
once afar off became nigh iu the blood of the 
Christ, for he is our peace, who did make 
both one, and the middle wall of the enclosure 
did break down, the enmity in his flesh, 
the law of the commands in ordinances hav- 
ing done away, that the two he might create 
in himself into one new man, making peace, 
1®and might reconcile both in one body to 
God through the cross, having slain the en- 
mity in it, “and having come, he did pro. 
claim good news—peace to you—the far-off 
and the nigh, }8 because through him we have 
the eee we both—in one Spirit unto the 

ather. 


19Then, therefore, ye are no more strangers 
and foreigners, but fellow-citizens of the 
saints, and of the household of God, ?° bein 
built upon the foundation of the apostles an 
prophets, Jesus Christ himself being chief 
corner-stone, *4in whom allthe building titly 
framed together doth increase to an holy 
sanctuary in the Lord, **1in whom also ye are 
builded together, for a habitation of God in 
the Spirit. =

IL. 1 FOR this cause, I Paul, the prisoner 
of Christ Jesus for you the nations, 7if, in- 
deed, ye did hear of the dispensation of the 
grace of God that was given to me in regard 
to you, *that by revelation He made known 
to me the secret, according as I wrote before 
in few words—‘tin regard to which ye are 
able, reading it, to understand my knowledge

was given this grace, among the nations to 
proclaim good news—the untraceable riches 
of the Christ, 9and to cause all to see what is 
the fellowship of the secret that hath been 
hid from the ages in God, who the all things 
did create by Jesus Christ, ‘° that there might 
be made known now to the principalities and 
the authorities in the heavenly places, through 
the assembiy, the manifold wisdom of God, 
according to a pnrpose of the ages, which 
He made in Christ Jesus our Lord, }2in whom 
we have the freedom and the access in con- 
fidence through the faith of him, ® wherefore, 
lask you not to faint in my tribulations for 
you, which is your glory. 


14 For this cause I bow my knees unto the 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, of whom 
the whole family in the heavens and on earth 
is named, that He may give to you, accord- 
ing to the riches of His glory, with might to 
be strengthened through His Spirit, in regard

*S svhioso is stealing let him no more steal, but 
rather let him labour, working the thing that 
is good with the hands, that he may have to 
impart to him having ueced. 

“3 Let no corrupt word out of yonr mouth 
go forth, but what is zood unto the needful 
building up, that it may give grace to the 
hearers ; ®* and make not sorrowful the Holy 
Spirit of God, in which ye were sealed to a 
day of redemption. 

31 Let all bitterness, and wrath, and anger, 
and clamour, and evil-speaking, be put away 
from you, With all malice, 3? and become one 
to another kind, tender-hearted, forgiving 
one another, according as also God in Clirist 
did forgive you.

God, thought i not robbery to be equal ta 
God, 7 but did empty himself, the form of a 
servant having taken, in the likeness of men 
having been made, 8and in fashion havin 
been found as a man, he humbled himself, 
having become obedient unto death—death 
even of a cross, ® wherefore, also, God did 
highly exalt him, and gave to him a name 
that is above every name, )° that in the name 
of Jesus every knee may bow—of heavenlies, 
and earthlies, and what are under the earth 
—!1 and every tongue may confess that Jesus 
Christ is Lord, to the glory of God the Father. 

12S8o that, my beloved, as ye always obey, 
not as in my presence only, but now much 
more in my absence, with fear and trembling 
your own salvation work out, 8for God it 
is who is working in you both to will and to 
work for His good pleasure. 

14 All things do without murmurings and 
reasonings, **that ye may become blameless 
and harmless, children of God, unblemished 
in the midst of a generation crooked and per- 
verse, among whom ye do appear as lumin- 
aries in the world, #*the cul of life holding 
forth, for rejoicing to me in regard to a day of 
Christ, that not in vain did I run, nor in vain 
did [ labour; but if also [am poured forth 
upon the sacrifice and service of your faith, 
I rejoice and joy with you all, 38 because of 
this do ye also rejoice and joy with me. 

19 And I hope, 1n the Lord Jesus, Timotheus 
to send quickly to you, that I also may be of 
good spirit, having known the things concern- 
Ing you, *°for I have no one like-minded, who 
sincerely for the things concerning you will 
care, “!for the whole scek their own things, 
not the things of the Christ Jesus, ** and the 
proof of him ye know, that asa child serveth 
a father, with me he did serve in regard to 
the good news; “him, indeed, therefore, 1 
hope to send, when [ may see through the 


Christ conduct ye yourselves, that, whether | things coneerning me—immiediately ; “and I 
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Confidence in Christ. 


trust in the Lord that 1 myself also shall 
quickly come. 

2% And I thought i¢ necessary Epapbroditus 
—my brother, and fellow-workman, and fel- 
low-soldier, and eo apostle and servant to 
my need—to send unto you, “seeing he was 
longing after you all, and in heaviness, be- 
cause ye heard that he ailed, °’for he also ailed 
nigh to death, but God did deal kindly with 
him, and not with him only, but also with me, 
that sorrow upon sorrow | might not have. 

“The more eagerly, therefore, I did send 
him, that having seen him again ye may re- 
joice, and I may be the less sorrowfnl; ~ re- 
ceive him, therefore, in the Lord, with all joy, 
and hold such in honour, °° beeause on ac: 
count of the work of the Christ he drew near 
to death, same azarded the life that hemight 
till up your deficiency of service unto me. 


Ill. } AS to the rest, my brethren, rejoice 
in the Lord; the same things to write to you 
to me indeed is not tiresome, and for you is 
sure; 2look to the dogs, look to the evil- 
workers, look to the concision ; ?for we are 
the circumeision, who by the Spirit are serv- 
ing God, and glorying in Christ Jesus, and in 
flesh having no trust, *though I also have 
cause of trust in flesh. 

If any other one doth think to have trust 
in flesh, I more ; ® circumcision on the eighth 
day! of the race of Israel! of the tribe of 
Benjamin! a Hebrew of Hebrews! aecording 
to law a Pharisee! according to zeal perse- 
cuting the assembly! according to righteous- 
ness that is in law becoming blameless! 

7But what things were to me gains, these 
I have counted, beeause of the Christ, loss; 
8yes, indeed, and I count all things to be 
loss, becanse of the excellency of the know- 
ledge of Christ Jesus my Lord, because of 
whom of the all things 1 suffered loss, and 
do count them to be refuse, that Christ I may 
gain, and be found in him, %not having m 
righteousness, which is of law, but that whic 
is through faith of Christ—the righteousness 
that is of God by the faith, ?®to know him, 
and the power of his rising again, and the 
fellowship of his sufferings, being conformed 
to his death, "if anyhow I may attain to the 
rising again of the dead. 

12 Not that J did already obtain, or have 
been already perfected; but I pursue, if also 
I may lay hold of that for which also I was 
laid hold of by the Christ Jesus; !° brethren, 
I do not reckon myself to have laid hold; and 
one thing—the things behind indeed forget- 
ting, and tothe things before stretching forth 
—1l4 to the mark I pursue for the prize of the 
high calling of God in Christ Jesus. 

Ags many, therefore, as are perfect—let 
us think this, and if in anything ye think 
otherwise, this also shall God reveal to you, 
16 but to what we have come—by the same 
rule walk, the same thing think; 1” become 
followers together of me, brethren, and ob- 
serve those thus walking, according as ye 
have us—a pattern; !8for many walk of whom 
many times 1 told you—and now also weeping 
tell—the enemies of the eross of the Christ! 
Y whose end is destruction, whose god is the

belly, and whose glory ts in their shame, who 
the things on earth are minding. 

“0 For our citizenship is in the heavens 
whence also a Saviour we await—the Lord 
Jesus Christ—*! who shall transform the body 
of our humiliation to its becoming conformed 
to the body of his glory, according to the 
working of his power, even to subject to him- 
self the all things. 


IV. 1SO then, my brethren, beloved and 
longed for, my joy and crown, so stand ye in 
the Lord, beloved. 

2 Euodia I exhort, and Syntyche I exhort, to 
be of the same mind in the Lord; 3 and I ask 
also thee, genuine yoke-fellow, be assisting 
those women who in the good news did strive 
along with me, with Clement also, and the 
others, my fellow-workers, whose names are 
in the book of life. 

4 Rejoice in the Lord always; again I will 
say, rejoice; © let your forbearance be known 
to all men; the Lord is near; § for nothing 
be anxious, but in everything by prayer, and 
by supplication, with thanksgiving, let your 
requests be made known unto God; 7 and the 
peace of God, that is surpassing all under- 
standing, shall guard your hearts and your 
thoughts in Christ Jesus. 

8 As to the rest, brethren, as many things as 
are true, as Many as are grave, as Many as are 
righteous, as many as are pure, as many as are 
lovely, as many as are of good report, if any 
worthiness, and if any praise, these things 
think upon; ° the things that also ye did learn, 
and receive, and hear, and saw in me, thosedo, 
and the God of the peace shall be with you. 

10 And I rejoiced in the Lord greatly, that 
now at length ye flourished again in caring for 
me, for which also ye were caring, and lacked 
opportunity ; ™ not that iu respect of want I 
say it, for 1 did learn in the things in which I 
am—to be content; I have known both to 
be abased, and I have known to abound; in 
everything and in all things I have been 
1nitiated, ‘both to be full and to be hungry, 
both to abound and to be in want. 

13 For all things I have strength, in Christ’s 
strengthening me; ! but ye did well, having 
communicated with my tribulation; » and ye 
have known, even ye Philippians, that in the 
beginning of the good news when I went forth 
from Macedonia, no assembly did communicate 
with me in regard to giving and receiving 
except ye only; 1° because also in Thessalon- 
ica, both once and again to my nced ye sent; 
17 not that I seek after the gift, but I seek 
after the fruit that is overflowing to your 
account; J8and I have all things, and abound ; 
I am filled, having received from Epaphrodi- 
tus the things from you—an odour of a sweet 
smell—a sacrifice acceptable, well-pleasing to 
God: “and my God shall supply all_your 
need, according to His riches in gloryin Christ 
Jesus; °° and to God, even our Father, zs the 
glory—to the ages of the ages. Amen. 

*l Salute ye every saint in Christ Jesus; 
there salute you the brethren with me; *?there 
salute you all the saints, and specially those of 
Czesar’s house; “8 the grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ ts with you ae ine 


EPISTLE TO THE COLOSSIANS. 


CHAP. I.! PAUL, an pes of Jesus Christ 
through the will of God, and Timotheus the 
brother, 2to the saints in Colossae, and to 
the faithful brethren in Christ: Grace to you, 
and peace from God our Father, and the Lord 
Jesus Christ! 

3 We give thanks to the God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, always praying for 
you, 4having heard of your faith in Christ 
Jesus, and of the love that is to all the saints, 
5 because uf the hope that is laid up for you 1n 
the heavens, which ye heard of before in the 
word of the truth of the good news, ® which 
is present to you, as also in all the world, and 
is bearing fruit, as also in you, from the day 
in which ye heard, and knew the grace of God 
in truth ; 7 as ye also learned from Epaphras, 
our beloved fellow-servant, who is for you a 
faithful ministrant of the Christ, who also 
did declare to us your love in the Spirit. 

9 Because of this, we also, from the day in 
which we heard, do not cease praying for you, 
and asking that ye may be filled with the fnll 
knowledge of His will in all wisdom and 
spiritual understanding, to your walking 
worthily of the Lord to all pleasing, in every 
sood work being fruitful, and increasing to the 
knowledge of God, !in all might being made 
mighty according to the power of his glory, to 
all endurance and long-suffering with joy. 

12 Giving thanks to the Father who did 
make us meet for the participation of the 
inheritance of the saints in the light, & who 
did rescue us out of the authority of the dark- 
ness, and did translate us into the reign of 
the Son of His love, 4 in whom we have the 
redemption through his blood, the forgiveness 
of thesins, who is the image of the invisible 
God, first-born of all creation, !® because in 
him were the all things created, those in the 
heavens, and those upon the earth, those 
visible, and those invisible, whether thrones, 
whether lordships, whether principalities, 
whether authorities; all things through him, 
and for him, have been created, !” aud him- 
self is before all, and the all things in him 
have consisted. 

18 And himself is the head of the body—the 
assembly—who is a beginning, a first-born out 
of the dead, that he might become in all things 
—)himself—tirst, !9 because in hin it did please 
all the fulness to tabernacle, °° and through 
him to reconcile the all things to himself— 
having made peace through the blood of his 
cross—through him, whether the things upon 
the earth, whether the things in the heavens, 

21 And you—once being alienated, and cne- 
mies in the mind, in the evil works, yet now 
did he reconcile, “*in the body of his flesh 
through the death, to present you holy, and 
unblemished, and unblameable before him- 
self, “if also ye remam in the faith, being 
founded and settled, and not moved away 
from the hope of the good news, which ye 
heard, which was Pesce in all the creation 


that is under the heaven, of which 1 became 
—I Paul—a ministrant. 

*47 now rejoice in ny sufferings for you, 
and do fill up the things lacking of the tribu- 
lations of the Christ in my flesh for his body, 
which is the assembly, *of which I—I did 
become a ministrant according to the dispen- 
sation of God, that was given to me for you, 
to fultil the word of God, *Sthe secret that 
hath been hid from the ages and from the 
generations, but now was manifested to his 
saints, “to whom God did will to make 
known what is the riches of the glory of this 
secret among the nations—which is Christ in 
yon, the hope of the glory, “8 whom we pro- 
claim, warning every man, and teaching 
every man, 10 all wisdom, that we may pre- 
sent every man perfect in Christ Jesus, * for 
which also I labour, striving according to his 
working that is working in me in power. 


II. } FOR I wish yon to know how great a 
conflict I have for you and those in Laodicea, 
and as many as have not seen my face in the 
flesh, *that their hearts may be comforted, 
being united in love, and to all riches of the 
full assurance of the understanding, to the 
full knowledge of the secret of the God and 
Father, and of the Christ, 3in whom are all 
the treasures of the wisdom and the know- 
ledge hid, 4and this I say, that no one may 
beguile you in enticing words, ° for if even in 
the flesh 1 am absent—yet in the spirit I am 
with you, joying and beholding your order, 
and the stedfastness of your faith in regard 
to Christ; ®as, then, ye did receive Christ 
Jesus the Lord, in him walk ye, 7 being rooted 
and built up in him, and contirmed in the 
faith, as ye were taught—abonnding in it in 
thanksgiving. 

8 See that no one shall be carrying you away 
ag spoil through the philosophy and vain de- 
ceit, according to the deliverance of men, ac- 
cording to the rudiments of the world, and 
not according to Christ, 9because in him doth 
tabernacle all the fulness of the Godhead 
bodily, }”and ye are in him inade full, who 
is the head of all principality and authority, 
11jn whom also ye were circumcised with a 
circumcision not made with hands, in the 
putting off of the body of the sins of the 
flesh in the circumcision of the Christ, !*be- 
ing buried with him in the baptism, in which 
also ye rose with Aim through the faith of the 
working of God, who did raise him ont of the 
dead. 

And you—being dead in the trespasses 
and the uncirecumcision of your flesh—He 
wnade alive together with him, having for- 
given yon all the trespasses, !4 having blotted 
ont the handwriting in the ordinances that 1s 
against us, that was contrary to us, and he 
hath taken it out of the way, having nailed 
it to the cross; © having stripped the princi- 
palitics aud the anthorities, he made a shew

of them openly—having triumphed over them 
in it. 

16 Let no one, then, judge you in eating or 
in drinking, or in respect of a feast, or of a 
new moon, or of sabbaths, }? which are a sha- 
dow of the coming things, and the body is of 
the Christ; !8let 10 one beguile you of your 
prize, delighting in humble-mindedness and 
in worship of the messengers, intruding into 
the things he hath not seen, being vainly 
puffed up by the mind of his flesh, !9 and not 
holds the head, from which all the hody— 
through the jointsand bands gathering supply, 
and being knit together—may increase with 
the increase of God. 

Tf, then, ye did die with the Christ from 
the rndiments of the world, why, as livingin 
the world, are ye subject to ordinances? 
*1_thou mayest not touch, nor taste, nor 
handle—” which are all for destruction with 
the using, after the commands and teachings 
of men, ** which are, indeed, having a matter 
of wisdom in will-worship, and humble-mind- 
edness, and neglecting of body—not in any 
honour, unto a satisfying of the flesh. 


Ill. 1 IF, then, ye were raised with the 
Christ, the things above seek ye, where the 
Christ is, on the right hand of God seated, 
“the things above mind ye, not the things np- 
on the earth, *for ye did die, and your life 
hath been hid with the Christ in God; 4 when 
the Christ—our life—may be manifested, then 
also we with him shall be manifested in glory. 

> Put to death, then, your members that are 
upon the earth—whoredom, mncleanness, 
passion, evil desire, and the covetousness, 
which is idolatry—® because of which things 
cometh the anger of God upon the sons of the 
disobedience, 7in which also ye—ye did walk 
once, when ye lived in them; 8 but now pnt 
off, even ye, the whole—anger, wrath, malice, 
evil-speaking, filthy talking—ont of your 
mouth. 

9 Lie not one to another, having put off the 
old man with his practices, #°and having put 
on the new, which is renewed in aeee | to 
knowledge, after the image of Him who did 
create him; !! where there is not Greek and 
Jew, circumcision and uncircumceision, foreign - 
er, Scythian, servant, freeman—but the all 
and in all— Christ. 

*2Put on, therefore, as choice ones of God, 
holy and beloved, bowels of mercies, kindness, 
humble-mindedness, meekness, long-suffering, 
13 forbearing one another, and forgiving each 
other, if any one with any one may have a 
quarrel, as also the Christ did forgive you— 
so also ye; !4 and above all these things, have 
loye, which is a bond of the perfection, and 
let the peace of God rule in your hearts, to 
which also ye were called in one body, and 
become thankful. 

16 Let the word of Christ dwellin you richly, 
in all wisdom, teaching and admonishing each 
other, in psalms, and hymns, and spiritual 
songs, in grace singing in your hearts to the 
Lord; and all, whatever ye may do in word 
or in work, do all things in the name of the 
Lord Jesus—giving thanks to the God and 
Father, through him.

* The servants ! obey in all things those who 
are masters according to the flesh, not in eye- 
service as men-pleasers, but in simplicity of 
heart, fearing God; “8and all, whatever ye 
may do—out of soul work—as to the Lord, 
and not to men, “having known that from 
the Lord ye shall receive the recompense of 
the inheritance—for the Lord Christ ye serve; 
“> and he who is doing unrighteonsly shall re- 
ceive what he did nnrighteously, and there is 
no acceptance of persons. 


IV. 1 THE masters! that which is righteous 
and equal to the servants give ye, having 
known that ye also have a Master in the 
heavens. 

_*Inthe prayer continue ye, watching in it 
in thanksgiving; ? praying at the same time 
also for us, that God may open to us a door 
for the word, to speak the secret of the Christ, 
because of which also I have been bound, 
4that | may manifest it, as it behoveth me 
to speak; °in wisdom walk ye toward those 
without, the time forestalling; ® your word 
always in grace—with salt being seasoned—to 
know howit behoveth you to answer each one. 

7 All the things concerning me make known 
to you shall Tychicns—the beloved hrother, 
and faithful ministrant, and fellow-servant in 
the Lord—*8 whom I did send unto you for this 
very thing, that he might know the things con 
cerning you, and might comfort your hearts, 
®with Onesimus the faithful and beloved 
brother, who is of you; all things to yon shall 
they make known that are here. 


10Salnte yon doth Aristarchus, my fellow- 
captive, and Marcus, the nephew of Barnabas, 
(concerning whom ye did receive commands— 
if he may come unto you receive him,) !! and 
Jesus who is called Justus, who are of the 
circumcision; these only ave fellow-workers 
for the reign of God who did become a com- 
fort to me. 

12 Salute you doth Epaphras, who és of yon, 
a servant of Christ, always striving for you 
in the prayers, that ye may stand perfect and 
made full in all the will of God, for I do 
testify to him, that he hath much zeal for 
you, and those in Laodicea, and those in 
Hierapolis, 

14 Salute you doth Lukas, the beloved phy- 
sician, and Demas; !’ salute ye those in Lao- 
dicea—brethren, and Nymphas, and the as- 
sembly in his house; “and when the epistle 
may be read with you, cause that also in the 
assembly of the Laodiceans it may be read, 
and the epistle from Laodicea that ye also 
may read; and say to Archippus, ‘See to 
the ministration that thou didst receive in 
the Lord, that thou mayest fulfil it.’ 

18 The salutation by the hand of me, Paul; 
remember my bonds; the grace is with you 
Amen, a 


FIRST EPISTLE TO THE THESSALONIANS. 


CHAP. I. } PAUL, and Silvanus, and Timo- 
thens, to the assembly of Thessalonians in 
God the Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ: 
Grace to you, and peace, from God our Father, 
and the Lord Jesus Christ! 


* We give thanks to God always for you 
all, making mention of you in our prayers, 
3uuceasingly rememberiug of you the work 
of the faith, and the labour of the love, and 
the endurance of the hope, of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, in the presence of our God and 
Father, 4having known, brethren beloved, by 
God, your election, "because our good news 
did not come to you in word only, but also 
in power, and in the Holy Spirit, and in 
much assurance, even as ye have known of 
what sort we became among you because of 
you, ®and ye—ye did become imitators of us, 
and of the Lord, having received the word in 
much tribulation, with joy of the atoty Spirit, 
7s0 that ye became patterns to all those 
believing in Macedonia and Achaia, 8 for from 
you hath sounded forth the word of the Lord, 
not only in Macedonia and Achaia, bunt also 
in every place your faith toward God did go 
forth, so that we have no need to say any- 
thing, 9for they themselves concerning us do 
declare what entrance we had unto you, and 
how ye did turn unto God from the idols, to 
serve a living and true God, !°and to wait for 
His Son from the heavens, whom He did raise 
out of the dead—Jesns, who is rescning us 
from the anger that is coming. 


IT. } FOR yourselves have known, brethren, 
our entrance in unto you, that it did not be- 
come vain, ? but having both suffered before, 
and having been injuriously treated (as ye 
have known) in Philippi, we were bold in our 
God to speak unto you the good news of God 
in much conflict, 3for our exhortation is not 
out of deceit, nor out of uncleanness, nor in 
guile, 4 but as we have been approved by God 
to be entrusted with the good news, so we 
speak, not as pleasing men, but God, who is 
proving our hearts, >for at no time did we 
come with speech of flattery, (as ye have 
known,) nor in a pretext for covetousness, 
(God is witness!) nor seeking of men glory, 
neither from you nor from others, being able 
to be burdensome, as Christ’s apostles. 

7 But we became gentle in your midst, as a 
nurse may cherish her own children, ®so being 
desirous of you, we are well-pleased to im- 
pert to you not only the good news of God, 
out also our own souls, because beloved ye 
have become to us, ® for ye remember, breth- 
ren, our labour and travail, for, night and 
day working not to be a burden upon any of 
you, we did preach to you the good news 
of God ; “ye are witnesses—God also—how 
kindly and righteously, and blamelessly to 
you whio believe we eral 11 even as ye have 
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known, how each one of you, as a father his 
own children, we are exhorting you, ard com- 
forting, and testifying, /? for your walking 
worthily of God, who is calling you to His 
own reign and glory. 


13 Because of this also, we—we do give 
thanks to God continually, that, having re- 
ceived the word of hearing from us of God, 
ye accepted, not the word of man, but as it ts 
truly, the word of God, who also doth work 
in you who believe; !4for ye became imitators, 
brethren, of the assemblies of God that are in 
Judea in Christ Jesus, because such things ye 
suffered, even ye, from your own countrymen, 
as also they from the Jews, ** who did both 
put to death the Lord Jesus and their own 
prophets, and did persecute us, and God they 
are not pleasing, and to al] men are contrary, 
16 forbidding us to speak to the nations that 
they might be saved, to fill up their sins 
always, but the anger did cone upon them— 
to the end ! 


17 And we, brethren, having been taken from 
you for the space of an hour—in presence, not 
in heart—did hasten the more abundantly to 
see your face in much desire, }8 wherefore we 
wished to come unto you, (I indeed ae 
both once and again, and the Adversary di 
hinder us; for what is our hope, or joy, or 
crown of rejoicing? are not even ye before 
our Lord Jesus Christ in his presence? for 
ye are our glory and joy. 


III. } WHEREFORE no longer forbearing, 
we thought good to be left in Athens alone, 
Zand did send Timotheus—our brother, and a 
ministrant of God, and our fellow-workmau 
in the good news of the Christ—to establish 
you, and to comfort you concerning your faith, 
3that no one bemoved in these tribulations, for 
yourselves have known that for this we are 
set, 4for even when we were with you, we 
said to you beforehand, that we are about to 
suffer tribulation, as also it did come to pass, 
and ye have known it; ° because of this also, 
I, no longer forbearing, did send to know your 
faith, lest he who is tempting did tempt yon, 
and in vain might be our Jabour. 


6 And now Timotheus having come unto us 
from you, and having declared good news to 
us of your faith and love, and that ye havea 
good remembrance of us always, desiring 
much to see us, as we also fo see you, 7 because 
of this we were comforted, brethren, over you, 
in all our tribulation and necessity, through 
your faith, ® because now we live, if ye may 
stand fast in the Lord; ® for what thanks are 
we able to recompense to God for you, for all 
the joy with which we do Fish because of you 
in the presence of our God? night and day 
exceedingly beseeching, that we might see 


Christ's coming. 


your face, and perfect the things lacking in 
your faith. 

1 And our God and Father himself, and 
our Lord Jesus Christ, direct our way unto 
you, /*and you the Lord cause to increase 
and to abound in the love to one another, and 
to all, even as we also to you, 1° to the estab- 
lishing your hearts blameless in sanctification 
before our God and Father, in the presence 
of our Lord Jesus Christ with all His saints. 


IV. ! AS to the rest, then, brethren, we re- 
We you, and call upon you in the Lord 

esus, as ye did receive from us how it be- 
hoveth you to walk and to please God, that 
ye may abound the more, * for ye have known 
what commands we gave you through the 
Lord Jesus, *for this is the will of God— 
your sanctification; that ye abstain from the 
whoredom, ‘that each of you know his own 
vessel to possess in sanctification and honour, 
*not in the affection of desire, as also the 
nations that were not knowing God, ® that no 
one go beyond and defraud. in the matter his 
brother, because an avenger is the Lord of all 
these, as also we spake before to yon and 
testified, 7 for God did not call us on unclean- 
ness, but in sanctification ; he, therefore, who 
is geshyns doh not despise man, but God, 
who also did give His Holy Spirit to us. 

® And concerning the brotherly love, ye have 
po need of my writing to you, for ye your- 
selves are God-taught to Jove one another, 
10 for ye do it also to all the brethren who are 
in Ale Macedonia; and we call upon you, 
brethren, to abound still more, ! and to study 
to be quiet, and to do your own business, and 
to work with your own hands, as we did com- 
mand you, !*that ye may walk becomingly 
unto those without, and may have lack of 
nothing.

also ye suffer, ®since i¢ is a righteous thing 
with God to give back to those tronbling you 
—trouble, 7and to you who are troubled — 
rest with us in the revelation of the Lord 
Jesus from heaven, with messengers of his 
power, 8in flaming fire, giving vengeance to 
those not knowing God, and to those not 
obeying the good news of our Lord Jesus 
Christ; 2 who shall suffer justice—destrue- 
tion age-during—from the face of the Lord, 
and from the glory of his strength, !© when 
He may come to be glorified in his saints, and 
to be wondered at in all those believing— 
because our testimony was believed among 
you—in that day; "for which also we do 
pray always for you, that our God may count 
you worthy of the calling, and may fulfil all 
the good pleasure of goodness, and the work 
of the faith in power, that the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ may be glorified in you, 
and ye in him, according to the grace of our 
God and Lord Jesus Christ. 


II, !} AND we ask you, brethren, in regard 
to the presence of our Lord Jesus Christ, and 
of our gathering together unto him, “that ye 
be not quickly shaken in mind, nor be troub- 
led, neither through spirit, neither through 
word, neither through letters as through us, 
as that the day of the Christ hath arrived; 
3jet not any one deceive you in any manner, 
beeause—tf the falling away cay not come 
first, and the man of the sin be revealed 
—the son of the destruction, 4 who is opposin 
and 1s raising himself ny above all called Go 
or worshipped, so that he in the sanctuary of 
God as God hath sat down, shewing himself 
off that he is God—the day doth not come. 

5 Do ye not remember that, being yet with 
you, these things I said to you? “and now, 
what is keeping down ye have known, for 
his being revealed in his own time, 7 for the 
secret of the lawlessness doth already work, 
only he who is keeping down now will hinder 
—till he may be out of the way, 8and then 
shall be revealed the Lawless One, whom the 
Lord shall consume with the spirit of his 
mouth, and shall destroy with the manifesta- 
tion of his presence, ® him, whose preseuce is 
according to the working of the Adversary, 
in all power, and signs, and lying wonders, 
“and in all deceitfulness of the unrighteous- 
ness in those pershine: because the love of 
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the truth they did not receive for their being 
saved, 4 and because of this shall God send 
to them a working of delusion, for their be- 
lieving the lie, *that they may be judged— 
all who did not believe the truth, but were 
well pleased in the unrighteousness. 

3 And we—we ought to give thanks to God 
always for you, brethren, beloved by the Lord, 
that God did choose you from the beginning to 
salvation, in sanctification of the Spirit, and 
belief of the truth, to which He did call 
you through our good news, to the acquiring 
of the glory of our Lord Jesus Christ; ! so, 
then, brethren, stand ye fast, and hold the de- 
liverances that ye were taught, whether 
through word, whether through our letter 
16 and may our Lord Jesus Christ himself, and 
our God and Father, who did love us, and 
did give comfort age-during, and good hope in 
grace, \? comfort your hearts, and establish 
you in every good word and work. 


III. 1 AS to the rest, pre y ye, brethren, con- 
cerning us, that the word of the Lord may 
run and may be glorified, as also with you, 
“and that we may be delivered from the un- 
reasonable and evil men, for the faith is not 
of all; 3and stedfast is the Lord, who shall 
establish you, and shall guard yow from the 
evil; 4and we have confidence in the Lord 
touching you, that the things that we com- 
mand you ye both do and Will do ; >and the 
Lord direct your hearts to the love of God, 
and to the endurance of the Christ. 


6 And we command you, brethren, in the 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ, to withdraw 
yourselves from every brother disorderly walk- 
ing, and not after the deliverance that ye re- 
ceived from us, 7 for yourselves have known 
how it behoveth you to imitate us, because we 
did not act disorderly among you; ® nor for 
nought did we eat bread of any one, but in 
labour and in travail, night and day working, 
not to be chargeable to any of you; 9% not be- 
cause we have not authority, but that our- 
selves a pattern we might give to you, to 1mi- 
tate us; !°for even when we were with you, 
this we did command you, that if any one is 
not willing to work, neither let him eat, ! for 
we hear of certain walking among yon disor- 
derly, nothing working, ‘but over working, 
12 and such we command and exhort through 
our Lord Jesus Christ, that with quietness 
working, their own bread they may eat; Band 

e, brethren, may ye not be weary doing well, 
4and if any one do not obey our word through 
the letter, this one note ye, and have no com- 

any with him, that he may be ashamed, 
‘Sand as an enemy count Aim not, but admon- 
ish ye him as a brother; !®and may the Lord 
of the peace Himself give to you the peace 
ply aus in every way; the Lord is with you 
all! 

17The salutation by the hand of me, Paul, 
which is a sign in every letter; thus l write; 
the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ is with 
you all! Amen. 


FIRST EPISTLE TO TIMOTHY. 


CHAP. I. !} PAUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ, 
according to a command of God our Saviour, 
and of the Lord Jesus Christ our hope, “to 
Timotheus—genuine child in faith: Grace, 
kindness, peace, from God our Father, and 
Christ Jesus ow Lord, ? according as I did 
exhort thee to remain in Ephesus—1 going on 
to Macedonia —that thou mightest charge 
eertain not to teach any other thing, 4 nor to 
give heed to fables and endless genealogies, 
that cause questions rather than the building 
up of God that is in faith:— 

5 And the end of the charge is love out of a 
pure heart, and of a good conscience, and of 
faith unfeigned, ®from which certain, having 
swerved, did turu aside to vain discourse, 
7 willing to be teachers of law, not understand- 
ing either the things they say, nor concerning 
what they asseverate, 8and we have known 
that the law is good, if any one may use it 
lawfully; %having known this, that for a 
righteous man law is not set, but for lawless 
and insubordinate persons, ungodly and 
sinners, impious and profane, parricides and 
matricides, men-slayers, }® whoremongers, so- 
domites, men-stealers, liars, perjured persons, 
and if there be any other thing that to sound 
doctrine is adverse, 1 according to the good 
news of the glory of the blessed God, with 
which I was entrusted. 

12 And [ give thanks to him who enabled 
me — Christ Jesus our Lord—that he did 
reckon me stedfast, having pnt me to the 
ministration, 12 who before was speaking evil, 
and persecuting, and insulting, but I found 
kindness, because, being ignorant, I did i¢ in 
unbelief, “and exceedingly abound did the 
grace of our Lord, with faith and love that is 
in Christ Jesus:  stedfast is the word, and 
of all acceptation worthy, that Christ Jesus 
came to the world to save sinners—first of 
whom I am; !*but because of this I found 
kindness, that in me first Jesus Christ might 
shew forth all long-suffering, for a pattern of 
those about to believe on him to life age-dnr- 
ing: *7and to the King of the ages, the in- 
corruptible, invisible, only wise God, is hon- 
our and glory —to the ages of the ages! 
Amen. 


18This charge I commit to thee, child Timo- 
theus, according to the prophesies that went 
before upon thee, that thou mayest war in 
them the good warfare, !%having faith and a 
good conscience, which certain having thrust 
away, concerning the faith did make ship- 
wreck, *’ of whom are Hymenzus and Alex- 
ander, whom I did deliver to the Adversary, 
pas they might be instrueted not to speak 
evil. 


Il. 1} I EXHORT, then, first of all, there be 
made supplications, prayers, 1ntercessions, 
thanksgivings, forallmen: ?for kings, and all 
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who are in authority, that a quiet and peace- 
able life we may lead in all piety and gravity 
3 for this is right and acceptable before Go 
our Saviour, 4 who doth will all men to be 
saved, and to come to the full knowledge of 
the truth ; § for one is God, one also is mediator 
of God and of men, the man Christ Jesus, 
6 who did give himself a ransom for all—the 
testimony in its own times—’ in regard to 
which I was set a preacher and apostle—truth 
I say in Christ, I do not lie~a teacher of na- 
tions, in faith and truth.

14 These things I write to thee, hoping to 
come unto thee soon, ) and if I delay, that 
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thou mayest know how it behoveth thee to 
conduct thyself in the house of God, which is 
an assembly of the living God—a pillar and 
foundation of the truth, } and, confessedly, 
great is the secret of piety —God was manifest- 
ed in flesh, declared righteous in spirit, seen 
hy messengers, preached among nations, be- 
lieved on in the world, taken up in glory! 


IV. !AND the Spirit expressly speaketh, 
that in latter times shall certain fall away 
from the faith, giving heed to seducing spirits

19 gure, nevertheless, hath the foundation of 
God stood, having this seal, ‘The Lord hath 
known those who are His,’ and ‘ Let him de- 
part from unrighteonsness—every one who is 
naming the name of Christ.’ 

20 And ina great house there are not only 
vessels of gold and of silver, but also of wood 
and of earth, and some to honour, and some 
to dishonour: *!if, then, any one may cleanse 
himself from these, he shall be a vessel to 
honour, sanctified and protitable to the mas- 
ter—to every good work having been prepared, 
“2 and the youthful lusts flee thou, and pursue 
righteousness, faith, love, peace, with those 
ealling upon the Lord ont of a pure heart; 
“3 and the foolish and uninstructed questions 
be avoiding, having known that they beget 
strife, 4 and a servant of the Lord it behoveth 
not to strive, but to be gentle unto all, apt to 
teach, patient under evil, “in meekness in- 
structing those opposing—if perhaps God may 
give to them repentance to an acknowledging 
of the truth, “*and they may awake out of 
the devil's snare, having been caught by him 
at his will. 


Ill. 1} AND this know thou, that in the last 
days there shall come perilous times, *for 
men shall be lovers of themselves, lovers of 
money, boasters, proud, evil-speakers, to pa- 
rents disobedient, unthankful, unkind, 3 with- 
out natural attection, implacable, false accus- 
ers, incontinent, fierce, not lovers of those 
who are gocd, ‘traitors, heady, lofty, lovers 
of pleasure more than lovers of God, ® having 
a form of piety, and its power having denied ; 
aud from these be turning away, ° for of 
these there are those coming into the houses 
and leading captive the silly women, laden 
with sins, led away with desires manifold, 
7 always learning, and never to a knowledge 
of truth able to come, and, even as Jannes 
and Jambres stood against Moses, so also 
these do stand against the truth, men cor- 
rupted in mind, disapproved concerning the 
faith; 9but they el not advance any fur- 
ther, for their folly shall be manifest to all, 
as theirs also did become. 

10 And thou—thou hast followed after my 
teaching, manner of life, purpose, faith, long- 
suffering, love, endurance, !! the persecutions, 
the afflictions, that befel me in Antioch, iu 
Jeoninm, in Lystra; what persecutions I en- 
dured, and out of ail the Lord did deliver ine, 
! and all also who will to live piously in Christ 
Jesus shall be persecuted, and evil men and 
iinpostors shall advance to the worse, leading 
astray and being led aN: 
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Charge to Timothy. 


14 And thou—be remaining in the things 
which thou didst learn and wast entrusted 
with, having known from whom thon didst 
learn, }° and because from a babe the Holy 
Writings thon hast known, which are able to 
make thee wise—to salvation, through faith 
that is in Christ Jesus; 1° every Writing is 
God-breathed, and profitable for teaching, for 
conviction, for setting aright, for instruction 
that is in righteousness, 1’ that the man of 
God may be fitted—for every good work hav- 
ing been completed. 


IV. 'I DO fully testify, then, before God, 
and the Lord Jesus Christ, who is about to 
judge living and dead at his manifestation and 
us reign—* pia the word; be earnest in 
season, out of season, convict, rebuke, exhort, 
in all long suffering and teaching, 3 for there 
shall be a season when the sound teaching 
they will not suffer, but according to their 
own desires to themselves they shall heap u 
teachers—itching in the hearing, 4 and indeed, 
from the truth the hearing they shall turn 
ayy, and to the fables they shall be turned 
aside. 

*And thou—watch in all things; suffer 
evil; do the work of one proclaiming good 
news; of thy ministration make full assur- 
ance, ®for 1 am already being poured out, 
and the time of my release hath arrived ; 7 the 
good strife 1 have striven, the course 1 have 
tinished, the faith I have kept, 8 henceforth 
there is laid up for me the crown of the righte- 
ousness that the Lord—the Righteous Judge 
—shall give to me in that day, aud not only 
to me, but also to all those loving his mani- 
festation. 


9 Be diligent to come unto me quickly, ! for 
Demas forsook me, having loved the present 
age, and went on to Thessalonica, Crescens to 
Galatia, Titus to Dalmatia, !! Lukas onlyis with 
me; Markus having taken, bring with thyself, 
torhe is profitable to mefor ministration; /2and 
Tychicus I sentto Ephesns; 3 thecloak thatI 
left in Troas with Carpus, coming, bring thou 
and the books—especially the parchments. 

14 Alexander the coppersmith did me much 
evil; may the Lord repay to him according to 
his works, “of whom also do thou beware, 
for greatly hath he stood against our words; 
16in my first defence no one stood with me, 
but all forsook me, (may it not be reckoned 
to them!) and the Lord stood by me, and 
did strengthen me, that through me the preach- 
ing might be fully assured, and all the nations 
mizht hear, and I was freed out of the mouth 
of a lion, and the Lord shall free me from 
every evil work, and shall save me—to his 
heavenly kingdom; to whom is the glory to 
the ages of the ages! Amien. 


19 Salute Prisca and Aquilas, and Onesi- 
phorus’ household; *° Erastus dia remain in 
Corinth, and Trophimus I left in Miletus in- 
firm; 2! be diligent to come before winter. 

Salute thee doth Enbulus, and Pudens, and 
Linus and Claudia, aud all the brethren. 

22’The Lord Jesus Christ is with thy spirit 
the grace is with you! Amen. 


EPISTLE TO TITUS. 


CHAP. I. ! PAUL, a servant of God, and an 
apostle of Jesus Christ, aceording to the faith 
ot the choice ones of God, and an acknowledg- 
ing of truth that is aceording to piety, * npon 
hope of life age-during, which God, who doth 
not lie, did promise before times of ages, 3 (and 
He manifested in proper times His word,) in 
preaching, which I was entrusted with, ac- 
cording to a charge of God our Saviour, 4 to 
Titus—true child aecording to acommon faith: 
Grace, kindness, peace, from God the Father, 
and the Lord Jesus Christ our Saviour! 

5 For this cause left I thee in Crete, that the 
things lacking thou mayest arrange, and may- 
est set down 1n every city elders, as I did ap- 
point to thee; 6if any one is blameless, of one 
wife a husband, having children stedfast, not 
under accusation of riotous living or insubor- 
dinate—’ for 1t behoveth the overseer to be 
blameless, as God’s steward, not self-pleased, 
nor irascible, not given to wine, not a striker. 
not given to filthy lncre; ®but a lover of 
strangers, a lover of good men, sober-minded, 
righteous, kind, self-eontrolled, 9% holding— 
according to the teaching—to the stedfast 
word, that he may be able also to exhort in 
the sound teaching, and the gainsayers to eon- 
vict; !° for there are many both insubordinate, 
vain-talkers, and mind-deceivers—especially 
they of the cireumcision —!! whose mouth it 
behoveth to stop, who whole households do 
overturn, teaching what things it behoveth 
not, for filthy luere’s sake. 

12 A certain one of them, a prophet of their 
own, said—‘ Cretans! always hars, evil beasts, 
lazy bellies!’ this testimony is true; for 
wlueh cause convict them sharply, that they 
may be sound in the faith, “not giving heed 
to Jewish fables and commands of men, turn- 
ing themselves away from the truth; all 
things, indeed, ave pure to the pure, and to 
the defiled and unstedfast is nothing pure, 
but of them detiled ave even the mind and the 
conscience; *®God they profess to know, and 
in the works they deny Him, being abomi- 
nable, and disobedient, and unto every good 
work disapproved. 


1I. 1 AND thou—be speaking what doth be- 
eome the sound teaching; “aged men to be 
temperate, grave, sober, sound in the faith, in 
the love, in the endurance; *aged women, in 
like manner, in deportment as doth become 
sacred persons, not false accusers, to much 
wine not euslaved, of good things teachers, 
4that they may make the young women sober- 
minded, to be lovers of their husbands, lovers 
of their children, *sober, pure, keepers of their 
own houses, good, subject to their own. hus- 
bands, that the word of God may not be evil 
spoken of. 

5'Phe younger men, in like manner, be ex- 
horting to be sober-minded; 7 concerning all 
things thyself showing a pattern of good 
wore in the teaching uncorruptedness, 


gravity, incorruptibility, %discourse sound, 
irreprehensible, that he who is of the eontrary 
part may be ashamed, having nothing evil to 
say coucerning you. 

Servants—to their own masters are to be 
subject, in all things to be well-pleasing, not 
gainsaying, !9not purloining, but showing all 
good _ stedfastness, that the teaching of God 
our Saviour they may adorn in all things. 

11 For the saving grace of God was manifest- 
ed to all men, ** teaching us, that denying the 
impiety and the worldly desires, soberly and 
righteously and piously we may live in the 
present age, waiting for the blessed hope 
and manifestation of the glory of our great 
God and Saviour Jesus Christ, 14 who did 
sive himself for us, that he might ransom us 
from all lawlessness, and might purify to him- 
self a peculiar people, zealous of good works; 
™ these things be speaking, and exhorting, 
and convicting, with all charge; let no one 
despise thee! 


_TII. } REMIND them to be subjeet to prin- 
cipalities and authorities, to obey rule, unto 
every good work to be ready, ?of no one to 
speak evil, not to be quarrelsome—gentle, 
showing all meekness to all men, ?for we 
were once—also we—thoughtless, disobedient, 
led astray, serving desires and pleasures mani- 
fold, in malice and envy living, odious—hating 
one another; 4and when the kindness and the 
love to men of God our Saviour did appear 
not by works that are in righteousness that 
we did but according to His kindness,) He 
did save us, through a bathing of regeneration, 
and a renewing of the Holy Spirit, ® which He 
poured upon us richly, through Jesus Christ 
our Saviour, 7that having been declared 
righteous by His grace, heirs we may become 
aecording to the hope of life age-during. 
8 Stedfast is the word; and concerning these 
things I counsel thee to affirm fully, that they 
may be thoughtful, to be leading in good 
works—who have believed God ; these are the 
good and profitable things to men, 9 and fool- 
ish questions, and genealogies, and econten- 
tions, and strivings about law, stand away 
from—for they are unprofitable and vain. 

W A sectarian man, after a first and aseeond 
admonition be rejecting, }' having known that 
he hath been subverted who is such, and doth 
sin, being self-coudemned. 


12 When I shall send Artemas unto thee, or 
Tyehicus, be diligent to come uuto me to Nico- 
polis, for there to winter I have determined. 
3 Zenas the lawyer and Apollos bring dili- 
gently on their way, that nothing to them 
may be lacking, !4and let them learn—ours 
also—to be leading in good works to the neces- 
sary uses, that they may not be unfruitful. 
“Salute thee do all those with me; salute 
those loving us in faith; the grace is with 


you all! 
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EPISTLE TO THE HEBREWS. 


CHAP. J]. 1! IN many parts, and many ways, 
God of old having spoken to the fathers in 
the prophets, ?in these last days did speak 
to us in a Son, whom He appointed heir of 
all things, through whom also He did make 
the ages; who being the brightness of the 
glory, and the impress of His subsistence, 
bearing up also the all things by the saying 
of his might—through himself having made 
a cleansing of our sins, sat down at the right 
hand of the greatness in the highest, 4 having 
become so much better than the messengers, 
he did inherit a more excellent name than 
ey. 

°For to which of the messengers said He 
ever, ‘My Son thou art—I to-day have be- 
gotten thee?’ and again, ‘I will be to him for 
a father, and he shall be to Me for a son?’ 
Sand when again He may bring in the first- 
born to the world, He saith, ‘And Jet them 
bow before him—all messengers of God ;’ 
7and unto the messengers, indeed, He saith, 
‘Who is making His messengers spirits, and 
His ministers a flame of fire;’ and unto the 
Son: ‘Thy throne, O God, is to the age of 
the age; a sceptre of righteousness is the 
sceptre of thy reign; ® thou didst love righte- 
ousness, and didst hate lawlessness; because 
of this did He anoint thee—God, thy God— 
with oil of gladness above thy partners;’ 
Wand, ‘Thou, at the beginning, Lord, the 
earth didst found, and a work of thy hands 
are the heavens; 'these shall perish, and 
Thou dost remam, and all, as a garment, 
shall beeome old, !2and as a mantle Thou 
shall roll them together, and they shall be 
changed, and Thon art the same, and Thy 
years shall not fail.’ 

13 And unto which of the messengers said 
He ever, ‘Sit at My right hand, till I may 
make thine enemies thy footstool?’ !4 are they 
not all spirits of service—for ministration 
being sent forth because of those about to in- 
herit salvation? 


IT. ! BECAUSE of this it behoveth ws more 
abundantly to take heed to the things heard, 
lest we imay glide aside, *for if the word 
being spoken through messeugers did become 
stedfast, and every transgression and disobe- 
dience did receive a just recompense, ? how 
shall we escape, having neglected so great 
salvation? which a begiuning receiving—to 
be spoken through the Lord—by those having 
heard was confirined to us, 4God also bearing 
joint-witness both with signs and wonders, 
and manifold powers, and distributions of the 
Holy Spirit, according to His will. 

‘or not to messengers did He subject the 
coming world, concerning which we speak, 
Sand one in a certain place did testify fully, 
saying, ‘What is man, that Thou art mind- 
ful of him, or a son of man, that Thou dost 
look after him? 7 Thou didst make him some 
little less than ma with glory and 
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honour Thou didst crown him, and didst set 
him over the works of Thy hands, 8 all things 
Thou didst put in subjection under his feet,’ 
for in the subjecting to him the all things, 
nothing did He leave to him unsubjected, 
and now not yet do we see the all things 
subjected to him, %and him who was made 
some little less than messengers we see— 
Jesus—because of the suffering of the death, 
with glory and honour having ‘been crowned, 
that by the grace of God for every one he 
might taste of death. 

‘0 For it was becoming to Him, because of 
whom are the all things, and through whom 
are the all things, many sons to glory bring- 
ing, the author of their salvation throu is 
sufferings to make perfect, !! for both he who 
is sanctifying and those sanctified are all of 
one, for which cause he is not ashamed to 
call them brethren, !2saying, ‘I will declare 
Thy name to my brethren, in the midst of an 
assenibly I will sing praise to Thee;’ and 
again, ‘I will be trusting on Him;’ Band 
again, ‘Behold I and the children that God 
did give to me.’ 

14 Seeing, then, the children have partaken 
of flesh and blood, he himself also in like 
manner did take part of the same, that 
through death he might destroy him having 
the power of death—that is, the devil—" and 
might deliver those, whoever, with fear of 
death, throughout all their life, were sub- 
jects of bondage, !*for, doubtless, of messen- 
gers it doth not lay hold, but of seed of 
Abraham it layeth hold, ? wherefore it did 
behove him in ai) things to be made like to 
the brethren, that he might become a kind 
and stedfast chief-priest in the things with 
God, to make propitiation for the sins of the 
people, 18 for in that he suffered, himself being 
tempted, he is able to help those who are 
tempted. 


Hil. } WHEREFORE, holy brethren, par- 
takers of a heavenly calling, consider the 
apostle and chief priest of our professiqn, 
Christ Jesus, ? being stedfast to Him who did 
appoint him, as also Moses in all his house, 
3for of more glory than Moses hath this one 
been counted worthy, inasmuch as more hon- 
our than the house hath. he who doth build 
it, *for every house is builded by some one, 
and He who the all things did build is God, 
Sand Moses indeed was stedfast in all his 
house, as an attendant, for a testimony of 
those things that were to be spoken, °and 
Christ, as a Son over his house, whose house 
are we, if the boldness and the rejoicing of 
the hope unto the end we hold fast. 

7 Wherefore, (as the Nloly Spirit saith, ‘To- 
day. if His voice ye may hear—’ ye may not 
harden vour hearts, 2s in the provoeation, in 
the day of the temptation in the wilderness, 
9in which tempt Me did your fathers, they 
did prove Me, and saw My works forty years;

10wherefore L was grieved with that genera- 
tion, and said, Always do they go astray in 
heart, and these have not known My ways; 
so I sware in My anger, If they shall enter 
into My rest—!’) ; 

12 See, brethren, lest there shall be in any 
of you an evil heart of unbelief in the falling 
away from the living God, }3 but exhort ye 
one another every day, while the To-day is 
called, that none of you may be hardened by 
the deceitfulness of the sin, *4 for partakers 
we have become of the Christ, if the begin- 
ning of the confidence unto the end we may 
hold fast, © in its being said, ‘To-day, if his 
voice ye may hear, ye may not harden your 
hearts, as in the provocation,’ 16 for certain 
having heard did provoke, but not all who 
did come out of Egypt through Moses; !7 but 
with whom was He grieved forty years? was 
it not with those who did sin, whose carcases 
fell in the wilderness? }° and to whom did He 
swear that they shall not enter into His rest, 
except to those who did not beheve?—!9 and 
we see that they were not able to enter in be- 
cause of unbelief. 


IV. 1 WE may fear, then, lest a promise 
being left of entering into His rest, any one of 
you may seem to have come short, *for we 
also are having good news proclaimed, even 
ag they, but the word heard did not profit 
them, not being mixed with faith in those 
who heard, 3 for we do enter into the rest—we 
who did believe, as He said, ‘SoI sware in 
My anger, If they shall enter into My rest—;’ 
and yet the works were done from the 
foundation of the world, ¢+for He spake in a 
certain place concerning the seventh day 
thus: ‘ And God did rest in the seventh day 
from all His works;’ ® andin this place again, 
‘If they shall enter into My rest—;’ ®since 
then, it remaineth for certain to enter into 1t, 
and those who did first hear good news en- 
tered not in because of unbelief—’ again He 
doth limit a certain day, ‘To-day,’ (in David 
saying, after so long a time,) as it hath been 
said, ‘To-day, if His voice ye may hear, ye 
may not harden your hearts,’ §for if Joshua 
had given them rest, He would not concern- 
ing another day have spoken after these things ; 
%there doth remain, then, a sabbatic rest to 
the people of God, ! for he who did enter into 
his rest, he also rested froin his works, as God 
from Ais own. ; 

11 May we be diligent, then, to enter into 
that rest, that no one in the same example of 
the unbelief may fall, /* for the reckoning of 
God is living, and working, and sharp above 
every two-edged sword, and piercing unto the 
dividing asunder both of soul and spirit, of 
joints also and marrow, and a discerner of 
thoughts and intents of the heart; 3° and 
there is uot a created thing not manifest be- 
fore Him, but all things ave naked and open 
to His eyes—with whom is our reckoning. 

14 Having, then, a great chief Rules passed. 
through the lheavens—Jesus the Son of God— 
may we hold fast the profession, for we 
have uot a chief priest unable to sympathise 
with our infirmities, bnt one tempted in all 
things in like manner—~apart from sin; 16 we 
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may come near, then, with freedom, to the 
throne of the grace, that we may receive kind- 
ness, and find grace—for seasonable help. 


V. 1 FOR every chief priest—out of men 
taken—in behalf of men is set in things per- 
taining to God, that he may offer both gifts 
and sacrifices for sins, able to be gentle to 
those ignorant and going astray, since him- 
self also is compassed with infirmity; 3 and 
because of this infirmity he oucht, as for the 
people, so also for himself to offer for sins; 

and no one to himself doth take the honour, 
but he who is called by God, as also Aaron: 
*so also the Christ did not glorify himself to 
become chief priest, but He who spake unto 
him: ‘My Son thou art, I to-day have be- 
gotten thee;’ as also in another place He 
saith, ‘Thou art a priest—to the age, accord- 
ing to the order of Melchisedek;’ 7? who in 
the days of his flesh both prayers and sup- 
plications unto Him who was able to save 
him from death— with strong crying and 
tears—having offered up, and having been 
heard in respect to that which he feared, 
Sthough being a Son, did learn by the things 
which he sutfered—the obedience, 9and_ hav- 
ing been made perfect, he did become to all 
those obeying him a cause of salvation age- 
during, having been addressed by God a 
chief priest, according to the order of Mel- 
chisedek, !'§ concerning whom we have much 
discourse and of hard_ explanation to say, 
since ye have become dull of hearing, 1° for 
even owing to be teachers, because of the 
time, again ye have need that one teach you 
what are the elements of the beginning of the 
oracles of God, and ye have become having 
need of milk, and not of strong food, for 
every one who is partaking of milk is un- 
skilled in the word of righteousness—for he 
is an infant, Mand of perfect men is the strong 
food, who because of the nse are having the 
senses exercised, unto the discernment both 
of good and of evil. 


VI. } WHEREFORE, having left the word 
of the beginning of the Christ, unto the per- 
fection we may advance, not again a founda- 
tion laying of reformation from dead works, 
and of faith on God, “of the teaching of 
baptisms, of laying on also of hands, of rising 
again also of the dead, and of judgment age- 
during, Sand this we will do, if God may per- 
mit, #for it is impossible for those once en- 
lightened, having tasted also of the heavenly 
sift, and partakers having became of the 
Holy Spirit, 5 and did taste the good saying 
of God, the powers also of the coming age, 
Sand having fallen away, again to renew 
them to reformation, having crucified again to 
themselves the Son of God, and exposed to 
public shame. 

7For earth, that is drinking in the rain 
many times coming upon it, and is bringing 
forth herbs fit for those because of whom 
also it is dressed, doth partake of blessing 
trom God, 8and that which is bearing thorns 
and briers is disapproved of, and nigh to 
cursing, whose end is for burning; 9and we 
are persuaded, concer vou, beloved, the 
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things that are better, and accompanying sal- 
vation, though even thus we speak, 1° for 
God is not unrighteous to forget your work, 
and the labour of the love, that ye shewed 
to His name, having ministered to the saints 
and ministering; 1' and we desire each one of 
you the same diligence to shew, unto the full 
assurance of the hope unto the end, !*that ye 
may not become slothful, but followers of 
those who through faith and patient endur- 
ance are inheriting the promises. 

13 For to Abraham God, having made pro- 
mise, seeing He was able to swear by no 
greater, did swear by Himself, ' saying, 
‘Blessing indeed I will bless thee, and multi- 
plying I will multiply thee;’ and so, having 
patiently endured, e did obtain the proinise ; 
6for men indeed do swear by the greater, 
and an end of all controversy to them for 
confirmation is the oath, ?7in which God, 
more abundantly willing to shew to the heirs 
of the promise the immutability of His coun- 
sel, did interpose by an oath, that through 
two immutable things, in which it is impos- 
sible for God to lie, a strong comfort we may 
have who did flee for refuge to lay hold on 
the hope set before us, © which we have, as 
an anchor of the soul, both sure and sted- 
fast, and entering into that within the vail, 
20 whither a forerunner for us did enter— 
Jesus, after the order of Melchisedek chief 
priest having become—to the age. 


VII. ! FOR this Melchisedek, king of Salem, 
priest of God Most High, who did meet Abra- 
ham turning back from the smiting of the 
kings, and did bless him, * to whom also a 
tenth of all did Abraham divide, (first, in- 
deed, being interpreted ‘ King of righteous- 
ness,’ and then Ae King of Salem, which 
is, King of Peace,) 2without father, without 
mother, without genealogy, having neither 
beginning of days nor end of life, and being 
made like tothe Son of God, doth remain a 
priest continually. 

4And sec how great this one és, to whom 
also a tenth Abraham the patriarch did give 
out of the best of the spoils, ° and those, in- 
deed, out of the sons of Levi receiving the 

riesthood, a command have to take tithes 
rom the people according to the law, that is, 
their brethren, even though they came forth 
out of the loins of Abraham; ®and he who 
wag not reckoned by genealogy of them, re- 
ceived tithes from Abraham, and him having 
the promises he hath blessed, 7and apart 
from all controversy, the less by the better is 
blessed—* and here, indeed, men who die do 
receive tithes, and there he, who is testified 
to that he was living, %and_so to speak, 
through Abraham even Levi who is receiving 
tithes, hath paid tithes, for he was yet in 
the loins of the father when Melchisedek 
met him. 

Nf indeed, then, perfection were through 
the Levitical priesthood —for the people 
under it had received law—what_ further 
need, according to the order of Melchisedek, 
for another priest to arise, and not to be 
called according to the order of Aaron? !* for 
the priesthood pone changed, of necessity 
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also, of the law a change doth come, !3 for he 
of whom these things are said in another 
tribe hath had part, of whom no one gave 
attendance at the altar, “for i¢ is evident 
that out of Judah hath arisen our Lord, in 
regard to which tribe Moses spake nothing 
concerning priesthood. 

And it is yet more abundantly most 
evident, if according to the similitude of 
Melchisedek there doth arise another priest, 
16 who came not according to the law of a 
fleshly command, but according to the power 
of an endless life, ?? for He doth testify— 
‘Thou art a priest—to the age, according to 
the order of Melchisedek ;’ for a disannul- 
ling indeed doth come of the command going 
before because of its weakness, and unpro- 
fitableness, (for nothing did the law perfect) 
and the bringing in of a better hope, through 
which we draw nigh to God. 

20 And inasmuch as é@ is not apart from 
oath, (for those indeed apart from oath are 
become priests, “!and he with an oath through 
Him whois saying uuto him, ‘The Lordsware, 
and will not repent, Thou art a priest—to 
the age, according to the order of Melchise- 
dek ;’) “by so much of a better covenant 
hath Jesus become surety, “and those indeed 
are many who have become priests, because 
by death they are hindered from remaining ; 
“4and he, because of his remaining—to the 
age, hath the priesthood not transient, 
“owhence also he is able to save to the very 
end, those coming through him unto God— 
ever living to make intercession for them. 

*6 For such a chief priest did become us— 
kind, harmless, undetiled, separate from the 
sinners, and become higher than the heavens, 
27 who hath no necessity daily, as the chief 
priests, first for his own sins to offer up 
sacritice, then for those of the people; for 
this he did once, having offered up himself; 
°8 for the law doth appoint men chief pre 
having infirmity, but the word of the oath 
that is after the law appointeth the Son—to 
the age having been perfected. 


VIII. } AND the sum concerning the things 
spoken of is: we have such a chief priest, who 
did sit down at the right hand of the throye 
of the greatness in the heavens, * of the holy 
places a servant, and of the true tabernacle, 
which the Lord did set up, and not inan, 3 for 
every chief priest to offer both gifts and sac- 
ritices is appointed, whence 7 ¢s necessary 
for this one to have also something that he 
may offer; 4 for if, indeed, he were upon earth, 
he would not be a priest—(there beimg the 
priests who are oflering according to the law, 
the gifts, > who unto an example and shadow 
do serve of the heavenly thimgs, as Moses 
hath been divinely warned, being about to 
construct the tabernacle, for ‘See (saith He) 
thou mayest make all things according to the 
pattern that was shewn to thee in the mount;’) 
—and now he hath obtained a more excellent 
service, how much also of a better covenant 
is he mediator, which on better promises hath 
been sanctioncd, 7 for if that first were fault- 
less, a place would not have been sought fora 
second. 


A new covenant. 


8 For finding fanlt, He saith to them, ‘ Lo, 
days come, saith the Lord, and I will com- 
ylete with the house of Israel, and with the 

ouse of Judah, a new covenant, 9 not accord- 
ing to the covenant that I made with their 
fathers, in the day of My taking them by 
their hand, to bring them out of the land of 
Egypt—because they did not remain in My 
covenant, and [ did not regard them, saith 
the Lord,—! because this is the covenant 
that I will make with the house of Israel, 
after those days, saith the Lord, giving My 
Jaws into their mind, and upon their hearts [ 
will write them, and J will be to them for a 
God, and they shall be to Me for a people; 
U and they shall not teach each his neighbour, 
and each his brother, saying, Know thou the 
Lord, because they shall all know Me from 
the small one of them unto the great one of 
them, !° because I will be merciful to their un- 
righteousness, and their sins and their law- 
lessnesses I will remember no more;’—!in 
the saying ‘new,’ He hath made the first old, 
and what doth become obsolete and is old és 
high disappearing. 


IX. IT had, indeed, then (even the first tab- 
crnacle) ordinances of service, also a worldly 
sanctuary, *for a tabernacle was prepared, 
the first, in which was both the lamp-stand, 
and the table, and the bread of the presence 
—which is called ‘Holy;’ ?and after the se- 
cond vail a tabernacle that is called * Holy 
of holies,’ *having a golden censer, and the 
ark of the covenant overlaid all round about 
with gold, in which is the golden pot having 
the manna, and the rod of Aaron that bud- 
ded, and the tables of the covenant, °and 
over it cherubim of the glory, over-shadow- 
ing the mercy-seat, concerning which we are 
not now to speak particularly. 

6 And these things having been thus pre- 
pared, into the first tabernacle, indeed, at all 
times the priests do go in, performing the 
services, 7and into the second, once in the 

ear, only the chief priest, not apart from 
ficodk which he doth offer for himself and 
the errors of the people, ®the Holy Spirit this 
evidencing that not yet hath been manifested 
the way of the holy places, the first taber- 
nacle having yet a standing; 9% which is a 
simile in regard to the present time, in which 
both gifts and sacrifices are offered, which 
are not able, in regard to conscience, to make 
perfect him who is serving, ! only in victuals, 
and drinks, and different baptisms, and fleshly 
ordinances—till the time of reformation im- 
posed upon them. 

11 And Christ being come, chief priest of 
the coming good things, through the greater 
and more perfect tabernacle not made with 
hands—that is, not of this creation— neither 
through blood of goats and calves, butthrough 
his own blood, did enter in once into the 
holy places, age-during redemption having 
obtained; ‘for if the blood of bulls, and 
yoats, and ashes of an heifer, sprinkling those 
detiled, doth sanctify to the punfying of the 
flesh. how much more shall the blood of the 
Christ (who through the age-during Spirit 
did offer himself unblemished to God) purify

15 And because of this, of a new covenant 
he is mediator, that, death having come, for 
redemption of the transgressions under the 
first covenant, those called may receive the 
promise of the: age-during inheritance, !€ for 
where a covenant is, the death of the cove- 
nant-victim to come In is necessary, 7 for a 
covenant over dead victims is stedfast, since 
it is no force at all when the covenant-victim 
liveth, 18 whence not even the first apart from 
blood hath been initiated, !8for every com- 
mand having been spoken, according to law, 
by Moses, to all the people, having taken 
the blood of the calves and goats, with water, 
and scarlet wool, and hyssop, he both the 
book itself and all the people did sprinkle, 
“saying, ‘This is the blood of the covenant 
that God enjoined unto you,’ 2! and both the 
tabernacle and all the vessels of the service 
with blood in like manner he did sprinkle, 
** and with blood almost all things are puri- 
fied according to the law, and apart from 
blood-shedding forgiveness doth not come. 

“8 Tt is necessary, therefore, the pattern in- 
deed of the things in the heavens to be puri- 
fied with these, and the heavenly things 
themselves with better sacrifices than these; 
“4 for not into holy places made with hands 
did the Christ enter—fignres of the true—but 
into the heaven itself, now to be manifested 
in the presence of God for us; “nor that he 
may many times offer himself, even as the 
chief priest doth enter into the holy places 
every year with blood of others; *since it 
had behoved him many times to suffer from 
the foundation of the world, but row once, 
at the full end of the ages, for putting away 
of sin through his sacrifice, he hath been 
manifested; *7and as it is laid up to men 
once to die, and after this—judgement, °8so 
also the Christ, once having been offered to 
bear the sins of many, a second time, apart 
from a sin-offering, shall appear, to these 
waiting for him—to salvation ! 


X. 1 FOR the Jaw having a shadow of the 
coming good things—not the very image of 
the matters, every year, by the same sacri- 
fices that they offer continually, is never able 
to make pertect those coming near, “since, 
would they not have ceased to be offered, 
because of those serving having no more con- 
science of sins, having once been purified ? 
3but in those sacrifices is a remembrance of 
sins every year, *for it is impossible for blood 
of bnils and goats to take away sins. 

° Wherefore, coming into the world, he 
saith, ‘Sacrifice and offering Thou didst not 
will, and a body Thou didst prepare for me, 
Sin burnt-offerings, and concerning sin-offer- 
ings, Thou didst rot delight, 7 then I said, 
Lo, I come, (in a volume of the book it hath 
been written concerning me,) to do, O God, 
Thy will;’ Ssaying above—‘ Sacrifice, and 
offermg, and burnt-offerings, and concerning 
sin-offering Thou didst not will, nor delight 
in,’—which according to the law are offered— 
*then he said, Og to do, O God, 
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Thy will;’ he doth take away the first that 
the second he may establish; }°in the which 
wtll we are having been sanctified through 
the offering of the body of Jesus Christ once, 
land every priest, eed) hath stood daily 
serving, and the same sacrifices many times 
offering, that are never able to take away 


ns. 
12 And He, for sin one sacrifice having 
offered—to the end, did sit down on the right 
hand of God,— as to the rest, expecting till 
He may place his enemies as his footstool, 
for by one offering he hath perfected to the 
end those sanctified ; "and testify to us also 
doth the Holy Spirit, for after that He hath 
suid before, '°* This is the covenant that I 
will make with them after those days, saith 
the Lord, giving My laws on their hearts, 
and upon their minds I will write them,’ 
Vand ‘their sins and their lawlessness I will 
remember no more;’ '8and where forgiveness 
of these is, there is no more offering for sin. 


29 Having, therefore, brethren, boldness for 
the entrance into the holy places, in the 
blood of Jesus, “which way he did initiate 
for us—new and living, through the vail, 
that is, his flesh—*!and a high priest over 
the house of God, *? may we draw near with 
a true heart, in full assurance of faith, hav- 
ing the hearts sprinkled from an evil consci- 
ence, and having the body bathed with pure 
water; *%may we hold fast the unwavering 
profession of the hope, (for faithful is He 
who did promise), “4and may we consider one 
another to provoke to love and to good works, 
“Snot forsaking the assembling of ourselves 
together, as a eustom of certain is, but ex- 
horting, and so mueh the more as ye see the 
day coming nigh. 

“6 For we—wilfnly sinning after the receiv- 
ing the full knowledge of the truth—no more 
for sins doth there remain a sacrifice, *’ but 
a certain fearful looking for of judgment, and 
fiery zeal, about to devour the opposers; 
“*Sany one who did set at nought a law o 
Moses, apart from mercies, by two or three 
witnesses, doth die, *%of how much sorer 
punishment shall he be counted worthy who 
the Son of God did trample on, and the blood 
of the covenant did count a commen thing, 
in which he was sanctified, and to the Spirit 
of the grace did despite? =°for we have 
known Him who is saying, ‘ Vengeance is 
Mine, I will recompense, saith the Lord;’ 
and again, ‘The Lord shall judge His peo- 
ple;’—#! fearful is the falling into the hands 
of a hving God. 


3° And call to your remembrance the former 
days, in which, having been enlightened, ye 
did endure much conflict of sufferings, 33 partly 
both with reproaches and tribulations being 
made spectacles, and partly having become 
partners of those so hving, fer also with 
my bonds ye sympathised, aud the robbery 
of your goods with joy ye did receive, know- 
ing that ye have in yourselves a better sub- 
stauce in the heavens, andl an enduring one. 

35 Ye may not east away, then, your bold- 
ness, Which hath ae of reward, 
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38 for of patience ye have need, that the will 
of God having done, ye may receive the pro- 
mise, 3?for yet a very very little, He who is 
coming will come, and will not tarry; 38and 
‘the righteous by faith shall live,’ and ‘if he 
may draw baek, My soul hath no pleasure in 
him,’ °° and we are not of those drawing back 
to destruction, but of those believing to a pre- 
serving of soul. 


XI. * AND faith is of things hoped for a 
confidence, of matters not seen a conviction, 
?for in this were the elders testified of; 3 by 
faith we understand the ages to have been 
prepared by a saying of God, in regard to the 
things seen not having come ont of things 
appearing; 4 by faith a better sacrifice did 
Abel offer to God than Cain, through whieh 
he was testiticd to be righteous, God testify- 
ing of his gifts, and through it, he being dead, 
doth yet speak. 

5 By faith Enoch was translated—not to see 
death, and was not found, beeause God did 
translate him; for before his translation he 
had been testified to—that he had pleased 
God well, ‘and apart from faith it is impos- 
sible to please well, for it behoveth him who 
is coming to God to believe that He is, and to 
those seeking Him He becometh a rewarder. 

7 By faith Noah, having been divinely warn- 
ed concerning the things not yet seen, having 
feared, did prepare an ark to the salvation of 
his house, through which he did condemn the 
world, and of the righteousness according to 
faith he became heir. 

8 By faith Abraham, being called, did obey, 
to go forth to the place that he was about to 
receive for an inheritance, and he went forth, 
not knowing whether he doth go; 9 by faith 
he did sojourn in the land of the promise as 
a strange country, in tabernacles having dwelt 
with Isaac and Jacob, fellow-heirs of the same 
sromuse, }°for he was looking for the eity 

aving the foundations, whose artificer and 
constructor is God. ; 

1 By faith also Sarah herself did receive 
power to conceive secd, and she bare after 
the time of life, seeing she did judge Him 
faithful who did promise; }* wherefore, also 
from one were begotten—and that of one who 
had become dead—as the stars of the heaven 
in multitude, and as sand that is by the sea- 
shore—the innumerable. 

13.n faith died all these, not having re- 
ceived the promises, but from afar having 
seen them, and having been persnaded, and 
having saluted them, and having confessed 
that straugers and sojourners they are upon 
the earth, '4for those saying such things make 
manifest that they seck a country; and if, 
indeed, they had been mindful of that from 
which they eame forth, they might have had 
an opportunity to return, !® but now they 
long for a better, that is, un heavenly, where- 
fore God is not ashamed of them, to be ealled 
their God, for He did prepare for them a city. 

@ By faith Abraham hath offered up Lsaae, 
being tried, and the only begotten he did 
offer up who did receive the promises, 8of 
whem it was said—‘ In Isaac shall a seed be 
called to thee ;’ reckoning that even ont of 
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the dead God is able to raise up, whence also 
in a figure he did receive him. 

20 By faith, concerning coming things, Isaac 
did bless Jacob and Esau; “by faith Jacob 
dying—each of the sons of Joseph did bless, 
and did bow down upon the top of his staff; 
by faith, Joseph dying, concerning the out- 
going of the sons of Israel did make meution, 
and concerning his bones did give command. 

23 By faith Moses, having been born, was 
hid three months by his parents, because they 
saw the child comely, and were not afraid of 
the decree of the king; “by faith Moses, 
having become great, did refuse to be called 
ason of the daughter of Pharaoh, * having 
chosen rather to be afflicted with the people 
of God, than to have sin’s pleasure for a sea- 
son, °° greater wealth having reckoned the re- 

roach of the Christ than the treasures in 
fgypt, for he did look to the recompense of 
reward; °’ by faith he left Egypt behind, not 
having been afraid of the wrath of the king, 
for, as seeing the Invisible One—he endured ; 
*Sby faith he hath kept the passover, and the 
sprinkling of the blood, that He who is des- 
troying the first-born might not touch them. 

*? By faith they did pass through the Red 
Sea as through dry land, which the Egyptians 
having received a trial of, were swallowed up; 
3° by faith the walls of Jericho did fall, hav- 
ing been surrounded for seven days; *! by 
faith Rahab the harlot did not perish with 
those who disbelieved, having received the 
Sples with peace. 

32 And what shall I yet say? for the time 
will fail me recounting about Gideon, Barak 
also, and Samson, and Jephthah, David also, 
and Samuel, and the prophets, 3? who through 
faith did subdue kingdoms, wrought righte- 
ousness, ohtained promises, stopped mouths 
of lions, #4 quenched the power of fire, escaped 
the mouth of the sword, were made powerful 
out of infirmities, became strong in battle, 
caused to give way camps of the aliens. 

35 Women received by a rising again their 
dead, and others were tortured, not accepting 
the redemption, that a better rising again they 
might receive, 28and others of mockings and 
scourgings did receive trial, and yet of bonds 
and imprisonment; 37 they were stoned, they 
were sawn asunder, they were tried; 1n the 
killing of the sword they died; they went 
about in sheepskins, in goatskins—being des- 
titute, afflicted, injuriously treated, of whom 
the world was not worthy ; in deserts wander- 
ing, and 7 mountains, and in caves, and in 
the holes of the earth; ®%and these all, hav- 
ing been testified to through the faith, did not 
receive the promise, ?°God for us something 
better having provided, that apart from us 
they might.uot be made perfect. 


XL. } THEREFORE, we also having so 
great a clond of witnesses set around us, every 
weight having put off, and the closely beset- 
ting sin, through endurance may we run the 
contest that is set before us, ? looking to the 
author and perfecter of faith—Jesus, who, 
over-agaiust the joy set before him—did en- 

ure a cross, shame having despised, on the 
rigot hand also of the throne of God did sit 
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down; 3for consider again him who endured 
such gainsaying from the sinners to himself, 
that ye may not be wearied in your sonls— 
being faint. 

_4 Not yet unto blood did ye resist—with the 
sin striving ; °and ye have forgotten the ex- 
hortation that doth speak fully with you as 
with sons, ‘ Myson, be not despising chasten- 
ing of the Lord, nor be faint, being reproved 
by Him, *for whom the Lord doth love He 
doth chasten, and He scourgeth every son 
whom He receiveth;’ 7if chastening ye endure, 
as to sons God beareth Himself to you, for 
who is a son whom a father doth not chasten? 
8 and if ye are apart from chastening, of which 
all have become partakers, then bastards are 
ye, and not sons. 

®Then, indeed, fathers of our flesh we have 
had, chastising ws, and we were reverencing 
them ; shall we not much rather be subject to 
the Father of the spirits, and live? !° for they, 
indeed, for a few days, according to what 
seemed good to them, were chastening, but 
He for profit, to be partakers of His separa- 
tion; “and all chastening for the present, 
indeed, doth not seem to be of joy, but of sor- 
row, yet afterward the peaceable fruit of 
righteousness to those exercised through it— 
it doth yield. 

? Wherefore, the hanging-dowu hands and 
the loosened knees set ye up; }3and straight 
pate make for your feet, that that which is 

ame may not be turned aside, but rather be 
healed; 1} peace pursue with all, and the 
separation, apart from which no one shall 
see the Lord, } looking diligently over lest 
any one be failing of the grace of God, lest any 
root of bitterness springing up may give 
trouble, and through this many may be defiled; 
16 Jest any one be a fornicator, or a profane 
person, as Esau, who in exchange for one 
morsel of food did sell his birthright, 1” for ye 
know that also afterwards, wishing to inherit 
the blessing, he was disapproved of, for a 
place of reformation he found not, though 
with tears having sought it. 

18 For ye came not near to the mount touched 
and scorched with fire, and to blackness, and 
darkness, and tempest, and a sound of a 
trumnpet, and a voice of sayings, which those 
having heard did entreat that a word might 
not be added to them, **for they were not 
bearing that which is commanded, ‘And if 
a beast may touch the mountain, it shall be 
stoned, or with an arrow shot through,’ 2! and, 
fee terrible was the sight,) Moses said, ‘Tam 

earful exceedingly, and trembling.’ 

* But, ye came to Mount Zion, and toa city 
of the living God, to the heavenly Jerusalem, 
and to myriads of messengers, “* to the com- 
pany and assembly of the first-born in hea- 
ven enrolled, and to God the judge of all, and 
to spirits of righteous men made perfect, 24and 
to a mediator of a new covenant—Jesus, and 
to blood of sprinkling, speaking better things 
than that of Abel! 

*) See, may ye not refuse him wlio is speak- 
ing, for if those did not escape who refused 
him who upon earth was divinely speaking— 
much less we who do turn away from him 
who speaketh from mee *6 whose voice the

earth shook then, and now hath he promised, 
saying, ‘ Yet once—I shake not only the earth, 
but also the heaven -?

firmed, not with meats, in which they who 
were occupied were not profited ; !° we have 
an altar, of which to eat they have no autho- 
rity who the tabernable are serving, ! for of 
those beasts whose blood is brought for sin in- 
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to the holy places through the chief priest—of 
these the bodies are burned without the camp. 
12 Wherefore, also Jesus—that he might 
sanctify through his own blood the people— 
without the gate did suffer; }3 now, then, 
may we go forth unto him without the camp, 
his reproach bearing; “for we have not here 
an abiding city, but the coming one we seek ; 
through him, then, we may offer up a sacri- 
fice of praise always to God, that is, the fruit 
of lips, giving thanks to His name; and of 
doing good, and of fellowship, be not forgetful, 
for with such sacrifices God is well-pleased. 

‘7 Be obedient to those leading you, and be 
subject, for these do watch for your souls, as 
about to give accouut, that with joy they may 
do this, and not sighing. for this is unpro- 
fitable to you. 18 Pray for us, for we trust 
that we have a good conscience, in all things 
willing to behave well, “and more abundantly 
co I call upon you to do this, that more quick- 
ly I may be restored to you. 

20 And the God of the peace, who did bring 
up out of thé dead the great shepherd of the 
sheep—in the blood of an age-during covenant 
—our Lord Jesus, 21 make you perfect iu every 
good work to do His will, doing in you that 
which is well-pleasing before Him, through 
Jesus Christ, to whom is the glory—to the 
ages of the ages! Amen. 

* And I entreat you, brethren, suffer the 
word of the exhortation, for also through few 
words [ have written to you. * Know ye that 
the brother Timotheus is released, with whom, 
if he may come more shortly, I will see you. 

“4 Salute all those leading you, and all the 
saints; salute you do those from Italy: >the 
grace is with you all! Amen.

lack wisdom, let him ask from God, who is 
giving to all liberally, and not reproaching, 
and it shall be given to him; Sand let him 
ask in faith, nothing doubting, for he wko is 
doubting hath been like a wave of the sea, 
driven by wind and tossed, 7 for let not that 
man suppose that he shall receive anything 
from the Lord—® a two-souled man is nnstable 
in all his ways. 

9 And let the brother who is low rejoice in 
his exaltation, 1° and the rich in kis becoming 
low, because as a flower of grass he shall pass 
away; !! for the sun did rise with the burning 
heat, and did wither the grass, and the flower 
of it fell, and the grace of its appearance did 
perish, so also the rich in his way shall fade 
away! 1° Happy the man who doth endure 
temptation, because. becoming approved, he 
shall receive the crown of the life, which the 
Lord did promise to those loving Him. 

13 Let no onesay, being tempted—‘ From God 
[ am tempted,’ for God is not tempted of evil, 
and Himself doth tempt no one, 14 and each one 
is tempted, by his own desires being led away 
and enticed, afterward the desire having 
conceived, doth give birth to sin, and the sin 
having been perfected, doth bring forth death. 

16 Be not led astray, my brethren beloved ; 
Wevery good giving, and every perfect gift is 
from above, coming down from the Father of 
the lights, with whom is no variation, or sha- 
dow of turning; 8 having counselled, He did 
beget us with a word of truth, for our being a 
certain first-fruit of His creatures. 


19So then, my brethren beloved, let every 
man be swift to hear, slow to speak, slow to 
anger, °° for the wrath of a man the righteous- 
ness of God doth not work; 2! wherefore hav- 
ing put aside all filthiness and superabundance 
of evil, in meekness be receiving the engrafted 
word, that is able to save your souls; and 
become ye doers of the word, and not hearers 
only, deceiving yourselves, *4 because, if any 
oneis a hearer of the word and not a doer, 
this one hath been like to a man viewing his 
natural face in a mirror, “for he did view 
himself. and hath gone away, and immediately 
he did forget of what kind he was; * and he 
who did look into the perfect law—that of 
liberty, and did continue there, this one—not 
a forgetful hearer becoming, but a doer of 
work—this one shall be happy in his doing. 

“6 ff any one doth think to be religious 
among you, not bridling his tongue, but de- 
ceiving his heart, of this one vain is the re- 


ligion; ** religion pure and undefiled with the 
God and Father is this, to look after orphans 
and widows in their tribulation—unspotted to 
keep himself from the world. 


II. 1 MY brethren, hold not, in respect of 
yersous, the faith of the glory of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, *for if there may come into your 
synagogue a man with gold ring, in gay rai- 
ment, and there may come in also a poor 
man in vile raiment, *and ye may look upon 
him bearing the gay raiment, and may say to 
him, ‘Thou—sit thou here well,’ and to the 
poor man may say, ‘Thou—stand thou there, 
or, Sit thon here under my footstool,’—+ ye 
did not judge fully in yourselves, and did be- 
come ill-reasoning judges. 

° Hearken, my brethren beloved, did not 
God choose the poor of this world, rich in 
faith, and heirs of the reign that-He promised 
to those loving Him? “and ye did dishonour 
the poor one; do not the rich oppress you, 
and themselves draw you to judgment-seats ? 
7do they not themselves speak evil of the 
good name that was called upon you ? 

81f, indeed, royal law ye complete, accord- 
ing to the Writing, ‘Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself,’—ye do well; 9 and if ye 
accept persons, sin ye «lo work, being con- 
victed by the law as transgressors; !° for 
whoever the whole law shall keep, and shall 
stumble in one point, he hath become guilty 
of all; "for He who is saying, ‘Thou mayest 
not commit adultery,’ said also, ‘Thou may- 
est do no murder;’ and if thou shalt not 
commit adultery, and shalt commit murder, 
thou hast become a transgressor of law; !%so 
speak ye and so do, as about by a law of li- 
berty to be judged, for the judgment with- 
out kindness is to him not having done kind- 
ness, and exult doth kindness over judgment. 


M4 Whiat is the profit. my brethren, if ‘faith’ 
any one may speak of having, and works he 
may not have? is that faith able to save him? 
Mand if a brother or sister may be naked 
and may be destitute of the daily food, 16 anc 
any one of you may say to them, ‘ Depart ye 
in peace, be warmed, and be filled,’ and may 
not give to them the things needful for the 
body, what is the profit? !7so also the faith, 
if it may not have works, is dead by itself. 
18 But say may some one, Thou hast faith, 
and I have works, shew me thy faith ont of 
thy works, and I will shew thee out of my 
works my faith: !thou—thou dost believe 
that God is one; thou dost well, and the de- 
mons believe, and they shudder! 

“0 And dost thou wish to know, O vain 
man, that the faith apart from the works is 
dead? 2! Abraham our father—was not he de- 
clared righteous out of works, having brought 
up Isaac his son upon the altar? “dost thou 
see that the faith was working with his 
works, and out of oe the faith was 
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perfected? Sand fulfilled was the Writing 
that is saying, ‘And Abraham did _ believe 
God, and it was reckoned to him—to righte- 
ousness;’ and, * Friend of God’ he was called. 

4 Ye see, then, that out of works is man 
declared righteous, and not out of faith only; 
and in hke manner also Rahab the harlot 
—was she not out of works declared righte- 
ous, having received the messengers, and by 
another way having sent forth? °° for as the 
body apart from the spirit is dead, so also the 
faith apart from the works is dead. 


Ill. 1 MANY teachers become not, my breth- 
ren, having known that greater judgment we 
shall receive, ?for we all make many stumbles; 
if any one in word doth not stumble, this one 
as a perfect man, able to bridle also the whole 
body; lo, the bits we put into the mouths 
of the horses for their obeying ns, and their 
whole body we turn about; 4lo, also the 
ships, being so great, and by fierce winds 
being driven, are led about by a very small 
helm, whithersoever the impulse of the helms- 
inman doth counsel, ®so also the tongue is a 
little member, and doth boast greatly; lo, a 
little fire how much wood it doth kindle! 
Sand the tongue is a fire, the world of the 
unrighteousness, so the tongue is set in our 
members, which is spotting our whole body, 
and is setting on fire the conrse of nature, 
and is set on fire by the gehenna. 

*For every nature, both of beasts and of 
fowls, both of crgeping things and things of 
the sea, is subdued, and hath been subdued, 
by the human nature, 8and the tongue no 
one of men is able to subdue, i¢ is an unruly 
evil, full of deadly poison, * with it we do 
bless the God and Father, and with it we do 
eurse the men made according to the simili- 
tude of God; ! out of the same mouth doth 
come forth blessing and cursing; it doth not 
need, my brethren, these things so to happen; 
doth the fountain out of the same opening 
pour forth the sweet and the bitter? lis a 
fig-tree able, my brethren, olives to make? or 
a vine figs? so no fountain salt and sweet 
water is able to make. 

3. Whio is wise and intelligent among you? 
let him shew out of the good behaviour his 
works in meekness of wisdom, Mand if bitter 
zeal ye have, and rivalry in your heart, glory 
not, nor he against the truth; ’ this wisdom 
is not descending from above, but earthly, 
physical, demon-like, 46 for where zeal and 
rivalry are, there is insurrection and every 
evil matter; '7and the wisdom from above, 
first, indeed, is pure, then peaceable, gentle. 
easily entreated, full of kindness and good 
fruits, uncontentious, and unhypocritical:— 
18 and the fruit of the righteousness in peace 
is sown to those making peace. 


IV. }'WHENCE are wars and fightings 
among you? not thence—out of your passions, 
that are as soldiers in your members? * ye 
desire, and ye have not; ye murder, and are 
zealous, and are not able to attain; ye fight 
and war, and ye have not, because of your 
not asking; 3ye ask, and ye receive not, 
because evilly ye ask, that in your plea- 
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sures ye may spend #4. 4 Adulterers and 
adulteresses! have ye not known that friend- 
ship of the world is enmity with God? who- 
ever, then, may counsel to be a friend of the 
world, an enemy of God he is set. 

5Do ye think that emptily the Writing 
saith, ‘lo envy earnestly desireth the spirit 
that did dwell in us,’ Sand greater grace he 
doth give, wherefore he saith, ‘God against 
proud ones doth set Himself up, and to lowly 
ones He doth give grace?’ 7 be subject, then, 
to God; stand up against the devil, and he 
will flee from you; §draw nich to God, and 
He will draw nigh to you; cleanse hands, ye 
sinners! and purify hearts, ye two-souled! 
* be exceeding afflicted, and mourn, and weep, 
let your laughter to mourning be turned, and 
the joy to heaviness; be made low before 
the teal and He shall exalt you. 

1 Speak not one against another, brethren; 
he who is speaking against a brother, and is 
judging his brother, doth speak against law, 
and doth judge law, and if law thou dost 
judge, thou art not a doer of law but a judge; 
2? one is the lawgiver, who is able to save an 
to destroy; thon—who art thon that dost 
judge the other? 

13 Go, now, ye who are saying, ‘To-day and 
to-morrow we will go on to such a city, and 
will pass there one year, and traffic, and make 
gain ;’ 4who do not know the thing of the 
morrow; for what is your life? for it is a 
vapour that is appearing for a little, and then 
is vanishing; instead of your saying, ‘If 
the Lord may will, we shall live, and do this 
or that;’ and now ye glory in your pride; 
all such glorying is evil ; }7to him, then, know- 
ing to do good, and not doing, sin it is to 

im. 


V. 1GO, now, ye rich! weep, howling over 
your miseries that are coming upon you; 
2 your riches have rotted, and your garments 
have become moth-eaten; % your gold and 
silver have rotted, and the rnst of them for a 
testimony shall be to you, and shall eat your 
flesh as fire. Ye made treasure in the last 
days! 4lo, the reward of the workmen, of 
those who in-gathered your fields, which hath 
been fraudulently kept back by you—doth 
ery ont, and the exclamations of those who 
did reap into the ears of the Lord of Sabaoth 
have entered; ®ye did live in luxury upon the 
earth, and were wanton; ye did nourish your 
hearts, as in a day of slaughter; 6 ye did con- 
demn—ye did murder the righteous one, he 
doth not resist you. 

7 Ke patient, then, brethren, till the pres- 
ence of the Lord; lo, the husbandman doth 
expect the precious frnit of the earth, being 
patient for it, till he may receive rain—early 
and latter; &be patient, ye also; establish 

our hearts, because the presence of the Lord 
rath drawn nigh ; ®munmur not against one an- 
other, brethren, that ye may not be condemn- 
ed; lo, the Judge before the door hath stoad. 

WAn example take ye of the suffering of 
evil, my brethren, and of the patience, the 
wrophets who did speak in the name of the 
onde N]o, we call happy those who are en- 
during: the enduranee of Job ye heard of 
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and the end of the Lord ye have scen, that 
very compassionate is the Lord, aud pitying. 

2 And before all things, my brethren, do 
not swear, neither by the heaven, neither by 
the earth, neither by any other oath, and let 
your Yes be Yes, andthe No, No; that under 
judgment ye may not fall. 

13 Doth any one suffer evil amony you? let 
him pray; is any of good cheer? let him sing 
psalms; !4is any infirm among you? let him 
eall for the elders of the assembly, and iet 
them pray over him, having anointed him with 
oil, in the name of the Lord, }° and the prayer 
of the faith shall save the distressed one, and 
the Lord shall raise him up, and if sins he 
ay have committed, they shall be forgiven 
to him. 
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16 Be confessing to oneauother the trespasses, 
and be praying for one another, that ye may 
be healed; very strong is a working suppli- 
eation of a righteous man; 1!” Elijah was a 
mau hke affected as we, and with prayer he 
did pray—not to rain, and it did not rain 
upon the land three years and six months;

19 Brethren, if any among you may go astray 
from the truth, and any one may turn him 
back, “let him know that he who did turn 
back a sinner from the straying of his way 
shall save a sou] from death, and shall cover 
a multitude of sins. 


FIRST EPISTLE OF PETER. 


CHAP. 1. ! PETER, an apostle of Jesus 
Christ, to the choice sojourners of the dis- 
persion of Pontus, Galatia, Cappadocia, Asia, 
and Bithynia, * according to a fore-know- 
ledge of God the Father, in sanctification of 
the Spirit, to obedience and sprinkling of the 
blood of Jesus Christ: Grace to you and peace 
be multiplied ! 

3 Blessed is the God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who, according to the abundance 
of His kindness did beget us again to a liv- 
ing hope, through the rising again of Jesus 
Christ out of the dead, ? to an inheritance in- 
corruptible, and undefiled, and unfading, re- 
served in the heavens for you, > who, in the 
power of God are being guarded, through 
faith, unto salvation, ready to be revealed in 
the last time, ®in which ye are glad, a little 
now, if it be necessary, being made to sorrow 
in manifold trials, ’ that the proof of your 
faith—much more precious than of gold that 
is perishing, and through fire being approved 
—may be found to praise, and honour, and 
glory, intherevelation of Jesus Christ, whom, 
not having seen, ye love, in whom, now not 
seeing and believing, ye are glad with joy un- 
speakable and glorified, 9 receiving the end 
of your faith—salvation of souls; ! concern- 
ing which salvation seek out and search out 
did prophets who concerning the grace toward 
you did prophecy, | searching in regard to 
what or what manner of time the Spirit of 
Christ that was in them was manifesting, 
testifying beforehand the sufferings of Christ 
and the glory after these, !* to whom it was 
revealed, that not to themselves, but to us 
they were ministering these, which now were 
told to you (through those who did proclaim 
good news to you,) in the Holy Spirit sent 
from heaven, to which things messengers do 
desire to bend Jooking. 

*3 Wherefore having girded up the loins of 
your mind, being sober, hope perfectly upon 
the grace that is being brought to you in the 
revelation of Jesus Christ, 14 as obedient chil- 
dren, not fashioning yourselves to the former 
desires in your ignorance, » but according as 


He who did call you is holy, ye also, become 
holy in all behavionr, }6 because it hath been 
written, ‘Become ye holy, because I am holy;’ 
and if on the Father ye do call, who with- 
out acceptance of persons is judging accord- 
ing to the work of each, in fear the time of 
your sojourn pass ye, !8 having known that, 
not with corruptible things—silver or gold— 
were ye redeemed from your foolish behaviour 
delivered by fathers, ! but with precious 
blood, as of a lamb unblemished and un- 
spotted—Christ’s—” fore-known, indeed, be- 
fore the foundation of the world, and mani- 
fested in the last times because of you, 2! who 
pone) him do believe in God, who did raise 
out of the dead, and glory to him did give, so 
that your faith and hope may be in God. 
“Your souls having puritied in the obedi- 
ence of the truth through the Spirit to brother- 
ly love unfeigned, ont of a pure heart one 
another love ye earnestly, being begotten 
again, not out of seed corruptible, but ineor- 
ruptible, through a word of God—living 
and remaining—to the age; *4because all flesh 
is aS grass, and all glory of man as flower of 
grass; * wither did the grass, and the flower 
of it fell away, “Sand the saying of the Lord 
doth remain—to the age; and this is the say- 
ing that was proclaimed good news to you. 


II. },HAVING put aside, then, all evil, 
and all guile, and hypocrisies, and envyings, 
and all evil speakings, °as new-born babes 
the word’s pure milk desire ye, that in it ye 
may grow, *if so be ye did taste that the Lord 
is gracious, 4to whom coming—a living stone— 
by men, indeed, having been disapproved of, 
but with God choice, precious, * aud ye your- 
selves, as living stones, are built up, aspiritual 
house, a holy priesthood, to offer up spiritual 
sacrifices acceptable to God through Jesus 
Christ. 

6 Wherefore, also, it is contained in the 
Writing: ‘Lo, I lay in Zion a chief corner- 
stone, choice, precious, and he who is believ. 
ing on him may not be put to shame;’ ‘to 
you, then, who are peer is the precious. 

rw) 
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ness: and tothe unbelieving, a stone that the 
builders disapproved of, this one did become 
for the head of a corner, Sand a stone of 
stumbling and a rock of oftfence—who are 
stumbling at the word, being unbelieving,— 
to which also they were set; 9and ye are a 
choice race, a royal priesthood, a holy nation, 
a people acquired, that the excellences ye may 
shew forth of Him who out of darkness did 
call yon to His wondrons hght; ! who were 
once not a people, and are now the people of 
God; who oul not found kindness, and now 
have found kindness. 

11 Beloved, I call upon you, as strangers 
and sojourners, to keep from the fleshly de- 
sires, that war against the soul, ! having 

our behaviour among the nations right, that 
in that which they speak against you as evil- 
doers, of the good works having beheld, they 
may glorify God in a day of inspection. 

13 Be subject, then, to every human creation, 
because of the Lord, whether to a king, as 
the highest, 14 whether to governors, as to 
those sent through him, for punishment, in- 
deed, of evil-doers, and a praise of those do- 
ing good; ™ because, so is the will of God, 
doing good, to put to silence the ignorance of 
the foolish men; !*as free, and 
the freedom as the cloak of the evil, but as 
servants of God; !’to all give ye honour; the 
brotherhood love ye; God fear ye; the king 
honour ye. 

18The domestics! be subjecting yourselves 
in all fear to the masters, not only to the 
good and gentle, but also to the cross; !9 for 
this is gracious, if becanse of couscience to- 
ward God any one doth endure sorrows, suffer- 
ing unrighteously; °° for what renown is it, if 
sinning and being buffeted, ye do endure it? 
but if, doing good and suffering for it, ye do 
endure, this 2s gracious with God, *! for to 
this ye were called, becanse Christ also did 
suffer for you, leaving to you an example, 
that ye may follow his steps, *? who did not 
commit sin, nor was guile found in his mouth, 
*3 who being reviled—was not reviling again, 
suffering—was not threatening, and was com- 
mitting himself to Hin who is judging right- 
eously, “4 who our sins himself did bear in his 
body, upon the tree, that to the sins having 
died, to the mghteousness we may live; by 
whose stripes ye were healed, “for ye were 
as sheep going astray, but ye turned back now 
to the shepherd and overseer of yonr souls, 


IIL. 1IN like manner, the wives, be ye sub- 
ject to your own husbands, that even if certain

better doing good, if the will of God will it 
to suffer, than doing evil; because also 
Christ once for sin did suffer—righteous for 
unrighteous—that he might lead us to God, 
having been put to death indeed, iu the flesh, 
and having been made alive in the spirit, ‘%in 
which also to the spirits in prison having gone 
he did preach, *° who sometime disbelieved, 
when once the long-suffering of God did wait, 
in days of Noah—an ark being preparing—in 
which few, that is, eight souls, were saved 
throngh water; “also to which an antitype 
doth now save us—haptism, (uot a putting 
away of the filth of flesh, but the question of 
a good conscience in regard to God,) through 
the rising again of Jesus Christ, “who is at 
the right hand of God, having gone on to 
heaven — messengers, and authorities, and 
powers, having been subjected to him. 


IV. 1CHRIST, then, having suffered for 
us in the flesh, ye also with the same mind 
arm yourselves, because he who did suffer in 
the flesh hath done with sin, 2 no more in the 
desires of men, but in the will of God, to live 
the rest of the tiie in the tlesh ; 3 for sufficient 
to us is the past time of life the will of the

derer, or thief, or evil-doer, or as an inspector 
into other men’s matters; and if as a Chris- 
tian, let him not be ashamed; and let him 
glorify God in this respect; 7 because it is 
the time of the beginning of the judgment 
from the house of God, and if first from us, 
what the end of those disobedient to the 
good news of God? !8And if the righteous 
man is scarcely saved, the ungodly and sin- 
ner—where shall he appear? !¥so that also 
those suffering according to the will of God, 
as to a stedfast Creator, let them commit 
their own souls in good doing.

V. } ELDERS who are among you, I ex- 
hort, who am a fellow-elder, and a witness of 
the sufferings of the Christ, and of the glory

2 Through Silvanus, to you the faithful 
brother, as I reckon, throngh few words I did 
write, exhorting and testifying this to be the 
true grace of God in which ye have stood. 
13 Salute you doth the assembly in Babylon 
jointly elected, and Markus myson. “Salute 
ye one another in a kiss of love; peace to you 
all who are in Christ Jesus! Ameu. 





SECOND EPISTLE OF PETER. 


CHAP. I. 1SIMEON PETER, a servant and 
an apostle of Jesus Christ, to those who did 
obtain a like precions faith with us in the 
rightcousness of our God and Saviour Jesus 
Christ: *Grace to you, and peace be multi- 
plied in the acknowledgment of God and of 
Jesus our Lord! 

% As all things to us His divine power (the 
things pertaining unto life and piety) hath 
given. through the acknowledgment of him 
who did call us through glory and worthiness, 
4 through which to us the most great and preci- 
ous promises have been given, that through 
these ye may become partakers of a divine 
nature, having escaped from the corruption 
in the world in desires. 

°And this same also—all diligence having 
brought in besides, superadd in your faith 
the worthiness, and. in the worthiness the 
knowledge, and in the knowledge the tcm- 
perance, and in the temperance the endur- 
ance, and in the endurance the piety, 7and 
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in the piety the brotherly kindness, and in 
the brotherly kindness the love; 5for these 
things being to you and abounding, do make 
you neither inert nor unfruitful in regard to 
the acknowledging of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
9 for he with whom these things are not pre- 
sent is blind, dim-sighted, having become 
forgetful of the cleansing of his old sins; 
10 wherefore, the rather, brethren, be diligent 
to make stedfast your calling and choice, for 
these things doing, ye may never stumble, 
N for so, richly shall be superadded to you 
the entrance into the age-during reign of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 


#2 Wherefore, I wiJl not be careless always 
to remind you concerning these things, though, 
having known them, and having been estab- 
lished in the present truth, and I think 
right, so long as [ am in this tabernacle, to 
stir you up in reminding you, 4 having knowr 
that soon is the layin ee of niy tabernacle,

even as also our Lord Jesus Christ did shew 
to me, and I will be diligent that also at 
every time ye have, after my out-going, power 
to make to yourselves the remembrance of 
these things. 

16 For, skilfully devised fables not having 
followed out, we did make known to yon the 
yower and presence of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
a eye-witnesses having become of his ma- 
jesty —'7 for having received from God the 
Father honour and glory, such a voice being 
borne to him by the excellent glory: ‘ This is 
My Son—the beloved, in whom 1 was well 
pleased;’ and this voice we—we did hear, 
out of heaven borne, being with him in the 
holy mount. 1®And we have more firm the 
prophetic word, to which we do well giving 
heed, as to a lamp shining in a dark place, 
till day may dawn, and a morning star may 
arise—in your hearts; °° this first knowing, 
that no prophecy of the Writing doth come 
of private exposition, *!for not by will of 
man did ever prophecy come, but by the 
Holy Spirit borne on holy men of God spake. 


II. } AND there did come also false pro- 
phets among the people, as also among you 
there shall be false teachers, who shall bring 
in besides destructive sects, and the Master 
who bought them denying, bringing to them- 
selves quick destruction, ®and many shall 
follow out their destructive ways, because of 
whom the way of the truth shall be evil 
spoken of, 2and in covetousness, with moulded 
words, of you they shall make merchandise, 
whose judgment of old is not idle, and their 
destruction doth not slumber. 

4For if God messengers who sinned did not 
spare, but with chains of thick gloom, having 
cast them down to Tartarus, did deliver them 
to judgment, having been reserved, ° and the 
old world did not spare, but the eighth per- 
son, Noah, of righteousness a preacher, did 
keep, a flood on the world of the impious hav- 
ing brought, ®and the cities of Sodom and 
Gomorrah having turned to ashes, with an 
overthrow did condemn, an example to those 
about to be impious having set them; 7 and 
righteous Lot, worn down by the conduet in 
lasciviousness of the impious, He did rescue, 
8for in seeing and hearing, the righteous 
man, dwelling among them, day_by day the 
righteous soul with unlawful works was har- 
assing, 


9 The Lord hath known to resene pious ones 
out of temptation, and unrighteous ones toa 
day of judement, being pied to keep, 
1 and chiefly those going behind the tlesh in 
desire of uncleanness, aud lordship despisimg ; 
presumptuous, self-complacent, dignitics they 
are not afraid to speak evil of, ! whereas mes- 
sengers, in strength and power being greater, 
do not bear against them before the Lord an 
evil speaking judginent; !* and these, as irra- 
tional natural beasts, made to be caught and 
destroyed—in what things they are ignorant 
of, speaking evil—in their destruction shall 
be destroyed, about to receive a reward of 
wnrizhteousness, pleasures counting the htxury 
in the day, spots sic all luxuriating 
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Certainty of judgment, 


in their deceits, feasting with you, 4 having 
eyes fullof adultery, and unable to cease from 
sin, enticing unstable souls, having an heart 
exercised in covetousnesses, children of a 
curse, having forsaken a right way, they 
did go astray, having followed in the way of 
Balaam the son of Bosor, who a reward of un- 
righteousness did love, }® and had a rebuke of 
his own iniquity—a dumb ass, in man’s voice 
having spoken, did forbid the madness of the 
prophet. 

17 These are wells without water, and clouds 
by a tempest driven, to whom the thick gloom 
of the darkness to the age hath been kept; 
18 for overswellings of vanity speaking, they 
do entice in desires of the tlesh—lascivious- 
nesses, those who had trnly escaped from those 
conducting themselves in error, 1° liberty to 
them promising, themselves being servants of 
the corruption, for by whom any one hath 
been overcome, to this one also he hath been 
brought to servitude, °° for, if having escaped 
from the pollutions of the world, in the ac- 
knowledging of the Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ, and by these again being entangled, 
they have been overcome, become to them 
hath the last things worse than the first, 
“1 for it were better to them not to have ac- 
knowledged the way of the righteousness, 
than having acknowledged it, to turn back 
from the holy command delivered to them, 
2 and happened to them hath that of the true 
similitude ; ‘A dog did turn back upon his 
own vomit,’ and, ‘A sow having bathed herself 
—to rolling in mire.’ 


II. ! THIS, now, beloved, a second letter 
to you I write, in both which [stir np your 
pure mind in reminding you, * to be mindful 
of the sayings said before by the holy pro- 
phets, and of the command of us the apostles of 
the Lord and Saviour, # this first knows 
that there shail come in the latter end of the 
days scoffers, according to their own desires 
cong on, 4and saying, ‘ Where is the promise 
of his presence? tor since the fathers did fall 
asleep, all things so remain from the begin- 
ning of the creation ;’ * for this is unobserved 
by thein willingly, that the heavens were of old, 
and the earth out of water and through water 
standing together by the word of Goa, ®through 
which the then world, by water having been 
deluged, was destroyed; 7 and the present 
heavens and the earth, by the same word are 
treasured, for tire being kept to a day of judg- 
ment and destruction of the impious men. 

8 And this one thing let not be unobserved 
by yon, beloved, that one day with the Lord 
is as a thousand years, and a thousand years 
as one day; 9the Lord is not slow in regard 
to the promise, as certain count slowness, but 
is lon-suffering to us, not counselling any to 
be lust but all to pass on to reformation, 
W” and it will come—the day of the Lord—as a 
thief in the night, in which the heavens with 
a rushing noise will pass away, and the ele- 
ments with burning heat be dissolved, and 
earth and the works iu it shall be burnt wp. 

MW All these, then, beine dissolved, what 
kind of persons doth it behove you to be in 
holy behaviours and pious acts? !° waiting for 


Exhortations to aroid sin, 


and hasting to the presence of the day of God, 
by which the heavens, being on fire, shall be 
dissolved, and the elements with burning 
heat shall melt ; “and for new heavens and 
a new earth according to His promise we do 
wait, in which righteousness doth dwell; 
14 wherefore, beloved, these things waiting 
for, be diligent, spotless and unblameable, 
by Him to be found in peace, © and the long- 
suffering of onr Lord count ye salvation, ac- 
cording as also onr beloved brother Paul— 
according to the wisdom given to him—did 
write to you, !°as also in all the Epistles, 
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speaking in them concerning these things, 
among which things are certain hard to be 
understood, which the untaucht and unstable 
do wrest, as also the other Writings, unto 
their own destruction. 


7 Ye, then, beloved, knowing before, take 
heed, lest, together with the error of the im- 
pious being led away, ye may fall from your 
own stedfastness, }®and increase ye in grace, 
and in the knowledge of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ ; to him is the glory both now, 
and to the day of the age! Amen. 


FIRST EPISTLE OF JOHN. 


CHAP. I. !} THAT which was from the be- 
fmning, that which we have heard, that 
which we have seen with our eyes, that 
which we did behold, and our hands did 
handle, concerning the Word of the Life— 
Zand the Life was manifested, and we have 
seen, and do testify, and declare to you the 
Life, the age-during, which was with the 
Father, and was manifested to us— that 
which we have seen and heard declare we to 
you, that ye also may have fellowship with 
us, and our fellowship és with the Father, and 
with His Son Jesus Christ ; 4and these things 
we write to you, that your joy may be full. 

5 And this is the message that we have 
heard from Him, and announce to you, that 
God is light, and darkness in Him is not at 
all; ®if we may say—‘we have fellowship 
with Him,’ and in the darkness may walk— 
we lie, and do not the truth; 7and if in the 
light we may walk, as He is in the light—we 
have fellowship one with another, and the 
blood of Jesus Christ His Son doth cleanse 
ns from every sin; ®if we may say—‘ we have 
not sin,’ ourselves we lead astray, and the 
truth is not in us; %if we may confess our 
sins, stedfast He is and righteous that He 
may forgive us the sins, and may cleanse us 
from every unrighteousness; if we may say 
—‘we have not sinned,’ a liar we make Him, 
and His word is not in us. 


II. ! MY little children, these things I 
write to you, that ye may not sin: and if 
any one may sin, an advocate we have with 
the Father, Jesus Christ, a righteous one, 
“and he—he is a propitiation for our sins, 
and not for ours only, but also for the whole 
world, *andin this we know that we have 
known him, if his commands we may keep; 
the who is saying, ‘I have known him,’ and 
his command is not keeping, a liar he is, and 
in him the truth is not; °and whoever may 
keep his word, truly in him the love of God 
hath been perfected ; in this we kuow that 
in him we are. ® He who is saying in him he 
doth remain, ought according as he walked 
also himself so to walk, 

7 Brethren, a new command I write not to 
you, but an old command, that ye had from 
the beginning—the old command is the word 


that ye heard from the beginning ; 8 again, a 
new command | write to you, which thing is 
true in him and in you, because the darkness 
doth pass away, and the true light doth now 
shine; ®he who is saying, in the light he is, 
and his brother is hating, in the darkness he 
is till now; !° he who is loving his brother, in 
the light he doth remain, and a stumbling- 
block in him there is not; !'and he who is 
hating his brother, in the darkness he is. and 
in the darkness he doth walk, and he hath 
not known whither ke doth go, because the 
darkness did blind his eyes. * 

27 write to you, little children, because 
the sins have been forgiven you through his 
name; I write to you, fathers, because ye 
have known him who is from the beginning; 
I write to you, young men, because ye have 
overcome the evil. 

I write to you, little youths, because ye 
have known the Father: “I did write to you, 
fathers, because ye have known him who is 
from the beginning ; I did write to you, young 
men, because ye are strong, and the word of 
God in you doth remain, and ye have over- 
come the evil. 

1 Love not ye the world, nor the things in 
the world; if any one doth love the world, 
the love of the Father is not in him, '*becanse 
all that is in the world—the desire of the 
flesh, and the desire of the eyes, and the 
ostentation of the life—is not of the Father, 
but of the world, 1” and the world doth pass 
away, and the desire of it, and he who is doing 
the will of God, he doth remain—to the age. 

18 Little youths, it is the last hour; and even 
as ye heard that the antichrist doth come, 
even now antichrists have become many— 
whence we know that it is the last hour; 
® out of us they went forth, but they were not 
of us, for if they had been of us, they would 
have remained with us; but—that they might 
be manifested that they are not aii of us. 

*0 And ye have an anointing from the Holy 
One, and have known all things; 21 did not 
write to you because ye have not known the 
truth, but because ye have known it, and be- 
cause no le is of the truth. ** Who is the 
liar, except he who is denying that Jesus is 
the Christ? this one is the antichrist who is 
denying the Father ane the Son; “every one

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who is denying the Son, neither hath he the ;} because he for us his life did lay down, and 


Father, [he who is confessing the Son hath 
the Father also. ] 

*“4-Ye, then, that which ye heard from the 
beginning, 10 you let it remain; if in you may 
remain that which from the beginning ye did 
hear, ye also in the Son and in the Father 
shall remain, “and this is the promise that 
He did promise us—the life the age-during. 

*6 These things I did write to you concern- 
ing those leading you astray; *7and you, the 
anointing that ye did receive from him, in you 
it doth remain, and ye have no need that any 
one may teach you, but as the same anointing 
doth teach you concerning all, and is true, 
and is not a lie, and even as was taught you, 
ye shall remain in him. 

*8 And now, little children, remain in him, 
that when he may be manifested, we may 
have boldness, and may not be ashamed be- 
fore him, in his presence; “if ye know that 
he is righteous, know ye that every one doing 
the righteousness, of him hath been begotten. 


Ill. 1SEE ye what love the Father hath 
given to us, that children of God we may be 
called; because of this the world doth not 
know us, because it did not know Him; *be- 
loved, now, children of God are we, and it 
was not yet manifested what we shall be, and 
we have known that if he may be manifested, 
like him we ghall be, because we shall see 
him as he is; ?and every one who is having 
this hope on him, doth purify himself, even 
as he is pure. 

4 Every one who is doing the sin, the law- 
lessness also he doth do, and the sin is the 
lawlessness, 5and ye have known that he was 
manifested that our sins he may take away, 
and sin is not in him; ®every one who is re- 
maining 10 him doth not sin; every oue who is 
sinning, hath not seen him, nor known him. 

7 Little children, let no one lead you astray ; 
he who is doing the righteousness 1s righteous, 
even as he is righteous, ®he who is doing the 
sin, of the devil he is, because from the be- 
ginning the devil doth sin; for this was the 
Son of God manifested, that he may break up 
the works of the devil; %every one who hath 
been begotten of God, sin he doth not, because 
his seed in him doth remain, and he1s not able 
to sin, because of God he hath been begotten. 

10 In this manifest are the children of God, 
and the children of the devil; every one who 
is not doing righteousness, is not of God, and 
he whois not loving his brother, ++ because 
this is the message that ye did hear from the 
beginning, that we may love one another, 
22not as Cain—of the evil one he was, and he 
did slay his brother. and wherefore did he 
slay hin ? because his works were evil, and 
those of his brother righteous. 

13 Do uot wonder, my brethren, if the world 
doth hate you; '}we—we have known that 
we have passed out of the death to the life, 
hecause we love the brethren; he who is not 
leving the brother doth remain in the death. 
Every one who is hating his brother—a 
man-killer he is, and ye have known that no 
man-killer hath life age-during in him re- 
maining, in this ie known the love, 


we ought for the brethren the lives to lay 
down ; }7and whoever may have the goods of 
the world, and may view his brother having 
need, and may shut up his bowels from him—- 
how doth the love of God remain in him? 

18 My little children, may we not love in 
word nor in tongue, but in word and in truth! 
19 and in this we know that of the truth we 
are, and before Him we shall assure our 
hearts, *° because if our heart may condemn 
—hecause greater is God than our heart, and 
He doth know all things. 

“I Beloved, if our heart may not condemn 
us, we have holdness toward God, “and 
whatever we may ask, we receive from Him, 
because His commands we keep, and the 
things pleasing before Him we do, “and this 
is His command, that we may believe in the 
name of His Son Jesus Christ, and may love 
one another, even as He did give command to 
us, “tand he who is keeping His commands, 
in Him he doth remain, and He in him; and 
in this we know that He doth remain in us, 
from the Spirit that He gave us. 


IV. !BELOVED, every spirit believe not, 
but prove the spirits, if of God they are, be- 
cause many false prophets have gone forth to 
the world; *in this know ye the Spirit of 
God; every spirit that doth confess Jesus 
Christ in the flesh having come, of God it is, 
3 and every spirit that doth not confess Jesus 
Christ in the flesh having come, of God it is 
not; and this is that of the antichrist, which 
ye heard that it doth come, and now in the 
world it is already. 

+Ye—of God ye are, little children, and ye 
have overcome them; because greater is He 
who isin you, than he who is in the world. 
5They—ot the world they are; because of 
this from the world they speak, and the world 
doth hear them; ® we—of God we are; he who 
is knowing Ged doth hear us; he who is not of 
God, doth not hear us; from this we kuow the 
spirit of the truth, and the spirit of the error. 

7 Beloved, may we love one another, because 
the love is of God, and every one who is lov- 
ing, of God he hath been begotten, and doth 
know God; She who is not loving did not 
know God, because God is love. ®%In this 
was manifested the love of God in us, because 
His Son—the only begotten—hath God sent 
to the von that we may live through hin ; 
in this is the love, not that we loved God, 
but that He did love us, and did send His Son 
a propitiation for our sins. 

! Beloved, if thus God did love us, we also 
ought one another to love; !*God no one hath 
ever seen; if we may love one another, God 
in us doth remain, and His love is having 
been perfected in us; 3 in this we know that 
in Him we do remain, and He m us, because 
of His Spirit He hath given us. , 

144 And we—we have seen and do testify, 
that the Father hath sent the Son—Saviour 
of the world; © whoever may confess that 
Jesus is the Son of God, God in him doth re- 
main, and he in God; and we—we have 
known and believed the love, that God hath 
in us; God is love, and he whois remaining 


Mutual love. 


in the love, in God he doth remain, and God 
in him, 

17 In this made perfect hath been the love 
with us, that boldness we may have in the 
day of the judgment, because even as He is, 
we—we also are inthis world; !8 fear is not 
in the love, but the perfect love doth cast out 
the fear, because the fear hath punishment, 
and he whois fearing hath not been made per- 
fect in the love; !° we—we love him, because 
Ne—He first loved us; *°if any one may say 
~—‘*T love God,’ and his brother he may hate, 
a liar he is; for he who is not loving his 
brother whom he hath seen, God—whom he 
hath not seen—how is he able to love? “!and 
this is the command we have from Him, that 
be who is loving God, may also love his 
brother. 


V. 1 EVERY one who is belfeving that 
Jesus is the Christ, of God he hath been be- 
cotten, and every one who is loving Him who 
did beget, doth love also him who is begotten 
of Him: “in this we know that we love the 
children of God, when we may love God, and 
His commands may keep; 3 for this is the 
love of God, that His commands we may keep, 
and His commands are not burdensome; #be- 
cause every one who is begotten of God doth 
overcome the world, aud this is the victory 
that did overcome the world—our faith; *who 
is he who is overcoming the world, if not he 
who is believing that Jesus is the Son of God? 

6 This one is he who did come through 
water and blood—Jesus the Christ, not in the 
water only, but in the water and the blood; 
and the Spirit it is that is testifying, because 
the Spirit is the truth, 7 because three are who 
are testifying [in the heaven, the Father, the 
Word, and the Holy Spirit, and these—the 
three—are one; ®and three are who are tes- 
tifying in the earth], the Spirit, and the 
water, and the blood, and the three are into 
the one. 


2 JOHN 


Efficacy of faith. 


9Tf the testimony of men we receive, the 
testimony of God is greater, because this 1s 
the testimony of God that He hath testified 
concerning His Son. 1 He who is beheving 
iu the Son of God, hath the testimony in him- 
self; he who is not believing God, a liar hath 
made Him, becatse he hath not believed in 
the testimony that God hath testified con- 
cerning His Son; " and this is the testimony, 
that life age-dnring did God give to us, and 
this—the hfe—is in His Son; he who is 
having the Son, hath the life; he who is not 
hae the Son of God—the life he hath 
not. 


13'These things I did write to you who are 
believing in the name of the Son of God, that 
ye may know that life ye have age-during, 
and that ye may believe in the name of the 
Son of God. ‘4 And this is the boldness that 
we have toward Him, thatif anything we may 
ask according to his will, He doth hear us, 
1 and if we have known that He doth hear 
us, whatever we may ask, we have known 
that we have the requests that we have re- 
quested from Him. 

Tf any one may see his brother sinning a 
sin not unto death, he shall ask, and He shall 
give to him life to those sinning not unto 
death ; there is sin to death, not concerning 
it do I speak that he may beseech ; !’ all un- 
righteousness is sin, and there is sin not unto 
death. !8Wehave known that every one who 
hath been begotten of God doth not sin, but 
he who was begotten of God doth keep him- 
self, and the evil one doth not touch him; 
19 we have known that of God we are, and the 
whole world in the evil doth lie; *° and we 
have known that the Son of God is come, and 
hath given us a mind, that we may know Him 
who is true, and we are in Him who is true, 
in His Son Jesus Christ ; this one is the true 
God and the life age-during ! 2! Little children, 
guard yourselves from the idols! Amen. 


SECOND EPISTLE OF JOHN. 


‘THE Elder to the choice Kyria, and to her 
children, whom I love in truth, and not I 
only, but also all those having known the 
truth, 2 because of the truth that is remaining 
in us, ard with us shall be to the age, * there 
shall be with yon grace, kindness, peace, 
from God the Father, and from the Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Son of the Father, in truth 
and love. 

4T rejoiced exceedingly that I have found 
of thy children walking in truth, even as a 
command we did receive from the Father; 
Sand now I beseech thee, Kyria, not as writing 
to thee a new command, but which we had 
from the beginning, that we may love one 
another, and this is the love, that we may 
walk according to His commands; this is the 
command, even as ye did hear from the begin- 
ning, that in it ye may walk, ’ because many 
leading astray did enter into the world, who 


are not confessing Jesus Christ coming in 
flesh; this one is he who is leading astray, 
and the antichrist. 

8See to yourselves that ye may not lose 
the things that we wrought, but a full re- 
ward may receive; 2every one who is trans- 
gressing, and is not remaining in the teaching 
of the Christ, hath not God; he who is re- 
maining in the teaching of the Christ, this 
one hath both the Father and the Son; !%if 
any one doth come unto you, and this teaching 
doth not bear, receive him not into the house, 
and say not to him ‘Hail!’ "for he who is 
saying to him ‘Hail,’ hath fellowship with 
his evil works. 

12 Many things having to write to you, I did 
not intend through paper and ink, but I hope 
to come unto you, and speak mouth to month, 
that our joy may be full; salute thee do the 
children of thy Oe sista Amen. 


THIRD EPISTLE OF JOHN. 


ITHE Elder to Gains the beloved, whom I 
love in truth ! 2 beloved, concerning all things 
1 desire thee to prosper, and to be in health, 
even as thy soul doth prosper, 3 for I rejoiced 
exceedingly. brethren coming and testitying 
of the truth in thee, even as thon in truth 
dost walk ; 4 greater than these things I have 
no joy, that 1 may hear of my children in 
truth walking. 

5 Beloved, faithfully dost thou do whatever 
thou mayest work to the brethren _and to the 
strangers, who did testify of thy love before 
an assembly. whom thou wilt do well, having 
sent forward worthily of God, 7 because for 
/Tis name they went forth, nothing receiving 
from the nations; 8 we, then, ought to receive 
such, that fellow-workers we may become to 
the trnth. 

9T did write to the assembly, but he who is 
loving the first place among them—Diotrephes

1 JUDAS, of Jesus Christ a servant, and 
brother of James, to those sanctitied in God 
the Father, and in Jesus Christ kept—called, 
“kindness to you, and peace, and love, be 
multiplied ! 

3 Beloved, all diligence using to write to 
you concerning the common salvation, I had 
necessity to write to you, exhorting to agonize 
for the faith once delivered to the saints, 
4for there did come in unobserved certain 
men, long ago having been written before- 
hand to this jndgment, impious, the grace of 
our God perverting to lasciviousness, and our 
only Master, God, and Lord—Jesus Christ— 
denying, 5and to remind you I intend, you 
knowing once this, that the Lord, a people 
ont of the land of Egypt having saved, again 
those who did not believe did destroy; ® mes- 
sengers also, those who did not_keep their 
own principality, but did leave their proper 
dwelling, to a judgment of a great day, in 
honds everlasting, wonder darkness He hath 
kept, 7as Sodom and Gomorrah, and the 
cities around them, in like manner to these, 
having given themselves to whoredom, and 
gone after other flesh, have been set before— 
an example, of fireage-during, justice suffering. 

8 In like manner, nevertheless, those dream- 
ers also the flesh indeed do defile, and lord- 
ship they put away, and dignitices they speak 
evil of, 2yet Michael, the chief messenger, 
when, with the devil contending, he was dis- 
puting about the body of Moses, did not dare 
to bring up an evil-speaking judgment, but 
said, ‘The Lord rebuke thee!’ and these, 
as many things indecd as they have not 
known, they speak evil of; and as many 
things as naturally (as the irrational beasts) 
they understand, in these they are corrupted ; 
Nwo to them! becanse in the way of Cain 
they did go on, and to the deceit of Balaam 
for reward they did rush, and in the gainsay- 


—doth not receive us ;  hecause of this, if 7 
may come, I will canse him to remember his 
works that he doth, with evil words prating 
against us: and not content with these, 
neither doth he himself receive the brethren, 
and those intending he doth forbid, and ont 
of the assembly he doth cast. 

11 Beloved, be not thou following that which 
is evil, but that which is good ; be who is do. 
ing good, of God he is, and he who is doing 
evil hath not seen God; to Demetrius testi- 
mony hath been given by all, and by the trnth 
itself, and we also—we do testify, and ye have 
known that our testimony Is true. 

13 Many things I had to write, but J do not 
wish through ink and pen to write to thee, 
Mand I hope straightway to sce thee, and

ing of Korah they dic perish. 

2 These are in your love-feasts craggy rocks ; 
feasting together with you, without fear shep- 
herding themselves; clouds without water, 
by winds carried about; trees antnmnal, with- 
out fruit, twice dead, rooted up; 13 wild waves 
of a sea, foaming ont their own shames; stars 
going astray, to whom the gloom of the dark- 
ness to the age hath been kept. 

14 And prophesy also to these did the seventh 
from Adam—Enoch—saying, ‘Lo, the Lord 
did come in His saintly myriads, ® to do judg- 
ment against all, and to convict all thei 
impious ones, concerning all their works of 
impiety that they didimpiously, and concern- 
ing all the stiff things that speak against 
Him did impious sinners.’ 

16These are murmurers, repiners; accord 
ing to their desires walking, and their moutk 
doth speak great swellings, giving admiration 
to persons for the sake of profit; and _ye, 
beloved, remember ye the sayings spoken 
before by the apostles of our Lord Jesns 
Christ: that they said to yon, that in the 
last time there shall be scoffers, after their 
own desires of impieties going on, )* these are 
those setting themselves apart, natural men, 
the Spint not having. 

20 And ye, beloved, on your most holy faith 
building yourselves up, in the Holy Spirit 
praying, *! yourselves in the love of God keep 
ye, waiting for the kindness of our Lor 
Jesus Christ—to life age-during; “and to 
some be kind, judging thoroughly, 73 and some 
in fear save ye, out of the fire snatching, hating 
even the coat from the flesh spotted. 

24 And to Him who is able to guard you not 
stumbling, and to set you in the presence of 
His glory unblemished, in gladness, “to the 
only wise God our Savionr, és glory and great- 
ness, power and authority, both now and te 
all the ages! Amen. 


A REVELATION OF JESUS CHRIST. 


CHAP. I. !A REVELATION of Jesus Christ, 
that God gave to him, to shew to his servants 
what things it behoveth to come to pass 
quickly; and he dia signify it, having sent 
through his messenger to his servant Jolin, 
“who did testify the word of God, and the 
testimony of Jesus Christ, as many things 
also as he did see. *? Happy is he who is 
reading, and those hearing, the words of the 
prophecy, and keeping the things written in 
it—for the time is nigh! 


4 John to the seven assemblies that are in 
Asia: Grace to you, and peace, from Him 
who is, and who was, and who is coming, 
and from the Seven Spirits that are before 
His throne, Sand from Jesus Christ, the faith- 
ful witness, the first-born out of the dead, 
and the ruler of the kings of the earth; to 
him who did love us, and did bathe us from 
our sins in his blood, ®and did make us kings 
and priests to his God and Father, to him 
ts the glory and the power to the ages of the 
ages! Amen. 

7 Lo, he doth come with the clouds, and see 
him shall every eye, even these who did pierce 
him, and wail because of him shall all the 
tribes of the land. Yes! Amen! 

8 ‘Tam the Alpha and the Omega, begin- 
ning and ena, saith the Lord, who is, and who 
was, and who is coming—the Almighty.’ 


9JT, John, who also am your brother, and 
fellow-partner in the tribulation, and in the 
reign aud endurance, of Jesus Christ, was in 
the isle that is called Patmos, because of the 
word of God, and because of the testimony of 
Jesus Christ; I was in the Spirit on the 
Lord’s-day, and I heard behind me a great 
voice, as of a trumpet, saying, ''‘I am the 
Alpha and the Omega, the First and the 
Last ;’ and, ‘What thou dost see, write in a 
scroll, and send to the seven assemblies that 
are in Asia; to Ephesus, and to Smyrna, and 
to Pergamos, and to Thyatira, and to Sardis, 
and to Philadelphia, and to Laodicea.’ 

12 And I did turn to see the voice that did 
speak with me, aud having turned, I saw 
seven golden lamp-stands, 8 and in the midst 
of the seven lamp-stands, one like to a son of 
man, clothed to the foot, and girt round at 
the breast with a golden girdle, 14and his 
head and hairs white, as if white wool—as 
show, and his eyes as a flame of fire; “and 
his feet like to fine brass, as in a furnace hav- 
ing been fired, and his voice as a sound of 
many waters, ‘and having in his right hand 
seven stars, and out of his mouth a sharp two- 
edged sword is proceeding, and his counte- 
nance is as the sun shining tn its might. 

17 And when I saw him, I.did fall at his 
feet as dead, and he placed his right hand up- 
on me, saying to me, ‘Be not afraid; I am the 
First and the Last, }8and he whois living, 
and I did become dead, and, lo, [ am living to 


the ages of the ages. Amen! and I have the 
keys of the hades and of the death. 

Write the things that thou hast seen, 
and the things that are, and the things that 
are about to come after these things; °the 
secret of the seven stars that thou hast seen 
upon my right hand, and the seven golden 
lamp-stands: the seven stars are messengers 
of the seven assemblies, and the seven lamp- 
ands that thou hast seen are seven assem- 

ies. 


If. 1*TO the messenger of the Ephesian 
assembly write: These things saith he who 
is holding the seven stars in his right hand, 
who is walking in the midst of the seven 
lamp-stands—the golden: ? I have known thy 
works, and thy labour, and thy endurance, 
and that thou art not able to bear evil ones, 
and that thou hast tried those saying them- 
selves to be apostles and are not, and hast 
found them liars, ? and thon didst bear, and 
hast endurance, and because of my name 
hast toiled, and hast not been weary. 

** But I have against thee: That thy tirst 
love thou didst leave! ®remember, then, 
whence thou hast fallen, and reform, and the 
first works do; and if not, I come to thee 
uickly, and will remove thy lamp-stand 
irom its place—if thou mayest not reform; 
® but this thou hast, that thou dost hate the 
works of the Nicolaitans, that I also hate. 
? He who is having an ear—let him hear what 
the Spirit saith to the assemblies: To him 
who is overcoming—I will give to him to eat 
of the tree of the life that is in the midst of 
the paradise of God. 


8*And to the messenger of the assembly 
of the Smyrneans write: These things saith 
the First and the Last, who did become dead 
and did live; 9I have known thy works, and 
tribulation, and poverty—yet thou art rich— 
and the evil-speaking of those saying them- 
selves to be Jews, and are not, but are a 
synagogue of the Adversary. 

°Be not afraid of the things that thou 
art about to suffer; lo, the devil is about to 
cast of you to prison, that ye may be tried, 
and ye shall have tribulation ten days; be- 
come thon faithful nuto death, and I will 
give to thee the crown of the life. |! He who 
is having an ear—let him hear what the 
Spirit saith to the assemblies: He who is 
eeercoming muy not be injured of the second 

eath. 


12° And to the messenger of the assembly in 
Pergamos write: These things saith he who 
is having the sharp two-edged sword: [I 
have known thy works, and where thou dost 
dwell—where the throne of the Adversary is 
—and thou dost hold fast my name, and thou 
didst not deny my taith, even in the days in 
which Antipas was my oe witness, who

was put to death beside you, where the Ad- 
versary doth dwell. 

4*But [ have against thee a few things: 
That thou hast there those holding the teach- 
ing of Balaam, who did teach Balak to cast 
a stumbling-block before the sons of Israel, 
to eat idol-sacritices, and to commit whore- 
dom ; so hast thon, even thou, those hold- 
ing the teaching of the Nicolaitans—which 
thing I hate. 

16* Reform! and if not, I come to thee 
quickly, and will fight against them with the 
sword of my mouth. ‘7 He who is having an 
ear—let him hear what the Spirit saith to 
the assemblies: To hira who is overcoming, 
I will give to him to eat from the hidden 
manna, and will give to him a white stone, 
wad upon the stone a new name written, that 
no one knew except him who is receiving 7. 


18* And to the messenger of the assembly of 
Thyatira write: These things saith the on 
of God, who is having his eyes as a flame of 
fire, and his feet like to fine brass; 81 have 
known thy works, and love, and muuistra- 
tion, and faith, and thy endurance, and thy 
works—and the last a7e more than the first. 

°*But I have against thee a few things: 
That thou dost suffer the woman Jezebel, 
who is calling herself a prophetess, to teach, 
and to lead astray, my servants to commit 
whoredom, and idol-sacrifices to eat; *tand I 
did give to her a time that she might reform 
from her whoredom, aud she did not reform ; 
“Jo, I wil) cast her into a couch, and those 
committing adultery with her into great tri- 
bulation—if they may not repent of their 
works, “and her children [will kill in death, 
and know shall all the assemblies that 1 am 
he who is searching reins and hearts; and I 
will give to you—to each—according to your 
works. 

*4° And to you I say, and to the rest who 
are in Thyatira, as many as have not this 
teaching, and who did not know the depths 
of the Adversary, as they say; [ will not put 
upon you other burden; ” but that which ye 
have—hold ye, till I may come; *°and he who 
ig overcoming, and who is keeping unto the 
end my works, I will give to him authority 
over the nations, *7and he shall rule them 
with a rod of iron—as the vessels of the pot- 
ter they shall be broken—as [ also_have re- 
ceived from my Father; “Sand 1 will give to 
him the morning star. * He who is having 
an car—let him hear what the Spirit saith to 
the assemblies. 


Ill. }‘AND to the messenger of the as- 
sembly in Sardis write: These things saith 
he who is having the Seven Spirits of God, 
anct the seven stars: I have known thy works, 
and that thou hast the name that thou dost 
live, and thon art dead; *beeome watching, 
and strengthen the rest of the things that 
are about to die, tor I have not found thy | 
works fulfilled before God. : 

3* Remember, then, how thon hast received, | 
aud heard, and be keeping, and reform: 1f, 
then, thou mayest not wateh, U will come upon 
thee as a thief, and thou mayest not know 
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' coming—I will

what hour [I will come upon thee. +? Thou 
hast a few names even in Sardis who did not 
defile their garments, and they shall walk 
with me in white, because they are worthy. 
> He who is overecoming—this one—shall be 
arrayed in white garments, aud [ will not 
blot out his name from the seroll of the life, 
and I will confess his name before my Father, 
and before His messengers. ® He who is havy- 
ing an car—let him hear what the Spirit saith 
to the assemblies. 


7* And to the messenger of the assembly in 
Philadelphia write: These things saith he who 
is holy, he who is trne, he who is having the 
key of David, he who is opening and no one 
doth shut, and he shutteth and no one doth 
open! 81 have known thy works; lo, I have 
set before thee a door—opened, and no one is 
able to shut it, because thou hast a little 
power, and didst keep my word, and didst not 

eny my name; ®lo, [ make of the synagogue 
of the Adversary those saying themselves to 
be Jews, and are not, but do hie; lo, I will 
make them that they may come and bow be- 
fore thy feet, and may know that I loved thee. 

10 ¢ Because thou didst keep the word of my 
endurance, [ also will keep thee from the hour 
of the trial that is about to come upon all the 
world, to try those dwelling upon the earth. 
1 Lo, I come quiekly, be holding fast that 
which thou hast, that no one may receive thy 
erown. 2)? He who is overcoming—I will make 
him a pillar in the sanctuary of my God, and 
without he may not go any more, and I will 
write upou him the name of my God, and the 
name of the city of my God, the new Jeru- 
salem, that doth come down out of the heaven 
from my God—also my new name. He who 
is having an ear—let him hear what the Spirit 
saith to the assemblies. 


14 And to the messenger of the assembly 
of the Laodiceans write: These things saith 
the Amen, the witness—the faithful and true 
—the chief of the creation of God; I have 
known thy works, that neither cold art thou 
nor hot; I would thou wert cold_or hot, 
16 So—because thou art lukewarm, and neither 
eold nor hot, [am about to vomit thee out of 
my mouth ; !7 because thou sayest—I am rich, 
and have grown rich, and have need of no- 
thing, aud et not known that thou art the 
wretched, and miserable. and poor, and blind, 
and naked, }8I counsel thee to buy trom me 
gold tired by fire that thou mayest be rich, 
and white garments that thou mayest be 
arrayed, and the shame of thy nakedness may 
not be manifest, and with eye-salve anoint 
thine eyes, that thou mayest see. 

19*As many as I love, I do convict and 
chasten; be zealous, then, and reform; “° lo, 
L have stood at the door, and I knock; if any 
one may hear my voice, and may open the 
door, I will come in unto bim, and will sup 
with him, and he with me. *! He who is over- 
vive to him to sit with me in 
my throne, as I alsodid overeome and did sit 
down with my Father in His throne. “He 
who is having an ear—lct him hear what the 
Spirit saith to the assemblies.’

IV. J AFTER these things T saw, and lo, a 
door opened in the heaven, and the first voice 
that I heard is as of a trumpet speaking with 
me, saying, ‘Come up hither, and I will shew 
thee what it bechoveth to come to pass after 
these things;’ 2and immediately I was in the 
Spirit, and lo, a throne was set in the heaven, 
and upon the throne is one sitting, * and He 
who is sitting was in sight like a stone, jasper 
and sardine: and a rainbow was round the 
throne in sight like an emerald. 

4 And around the throne are thrones twenty 
and four, andupon thethrones [saw the twenty 
and four elders sitting, clothed in white gar- 
ments, and they had upon their heads crowns 
of gold; 5and out of the throne proceed do 
lightnings, and thunders, and voices; and 
seven lamps of fire are burning before the 
throne, which are the seven spirits of God, 
6 and before the throne zs a sea of glass like to 
crystal, and in the midst of the throne, and 
round the throne, are. four living creatures, 
full of eyes before and behind; 7 and the first 
living creature is like a lion, and the second 
living creature is like a calf, and the third 
living creature hath the face as a man, and 
the fourth living creature is like an eagle fly- 


ing. 

8 And the four living creatures, each by itself 
severally, had six wings, around and within 
are full of eyes, and rest they have not day 
and night, saying, ‘Holy, holy, holy, Lord God 
Almighty, who was, and who is, and who is 
coming;’ 2and when the living creatures do 
give clory, and honour, and thanks, to Him 
who is sitting upon the throne, who is living 
to the ages of the ages, !°fall down do the 
twenty and four elders before Him who is sit- 
ting upon the throne, and bow before Him 
who is living to the ages of the ages, and they 
cast their crowns before the throne, saying, 
11 *\Vorthy art Thou, O Lord, to receive the 
elory, and the honowr, and the power, because 
Thou—Thon didst create the all things, and 
because of Thy will are they, and they were 
created.’ 


V. 1 AND I saw upon the right hand of 
Him who is sitting wpon the throne a scroll, 
written within and on the back, sealed with 
seven seals; ?and I saw a strong messenger 
crying with a great voice, ‘ Who is worthy to 
open the scroll and to loose the seals of it?’ 
3 and no one was able in the heaven, nor upon 
the earth, nor under the earth, to open the 
scroll, nor to behold it. 


4 And I was weeping much, because no one 
was found worthy to open and to read the 
scroll, nor to behold it, ° and one of the elders 
saith to me, ‘ Weep not; lo, overcome did the 
Lion, who is of the tribe of Judah, the root of 
David, to open the scroll, and to loose theseven 
seals of it; ®and I saw, and lo, in the midst 
of the throne, and of the four living creatures, 
and in the midst of the elders, a Lamb hath 
stood as it had been slain, having seven horns 
aud seven eyes, which are the seven Spirits of 
God, which are sent to all the earth, ‘and he 
came and took the scroll out of the right hand 
of Hin who is sitting upon the throne., 
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Opening of the seals. 


8 And when he took the scroll, the four liv- 
ing creatures and the twenty-four elders fell 
before the Lamb, having each one harps and 
golden vials full of perfumes, which are the 
prayers of the saints, 9and they sing a new 
song, saying, ‘Worthy art thou to take the 
scroll, and to open the seals of it, because 
thou wast slain, and didst redeem us to God in 
thy blood, out of every tribe, are. tongue, 
and people, and nation, !° and didst make us 
to our God kings and priests, and we shall 
reign upon the earth.’ 


4 And I saw, and I heard the voice of many 
messengers round the throne, and the living 
creatures, and the elders—and the number of 
them was myriads of myriads, and thousands 
of thousands—"saying with a great voice, 
‘Worthy is the Lamb that was slain to re- 
ceive the power, and riches, and wisdom, and 
strength, and honour, and glory, and bless- 
ing!’ and every creature that is in the hea- 
ven, and in the earth, and under the earth, 
and the things that are upon the sea, and the 
all things in them, heard I saying, ‘To Him 
who is sitting upon the throne, and to the 
Lamb, is the blessing, and the honour, and 
the glory, and the might—to the ages of the 
ages!’ 14and the four living creatures said, 
‘Amen!’ and the twenty-four elders fell down 
and they bow before Him who is living to the 
ages of the ages. 


VI. tAND I saw when the Lamb opened 
one of the seals, and I heard one of the four 
living creatures saying, as it were a voice of 
thunder, ‘Come and ‘pbehold!’ Zand I saw, 
and lo, a white horse, and he who is sitting 
upon it is having a bow, and there was 
given to him a crown, and he went forth 
overcoming, and that he may overcome. 


3 And when le opened the second seal, 1 
heard the second living creature saying, ‘Come 
and behold!’ ¢and there went forth another 
horse—red, and to him who is sitting upon 
it, there was given to him to take the peace 
from the land, and that one another they 
may slay, and there was given to him a great 
sword. 


>And when he opened the third seal, I 
heard the third living creature saying, ‘Come 
and behold!’ and I saw, and lo, a_ black 
horse, and he who is sitting upon it is having 
a balance in his hand, ce | heard a voice 
in the midst of the four living creatures say- 
ing, ‘A measure of wheat for a denary, and 
three measures of barley for a denary,’ and 
‘Lhe oil and the wine tliou mayest not in- 
jure. 


7 And when he opened the fourth seal, | 
heard the voice of the fourth living creature 
saying, ‘Come and behold!’ ® and I saw, and 
lo, a pale horse, and he who is sitting upon 
him—his name is Death, and Hades doth 
follow with him, and there was given to them 
authority to kill, (over the fourth part of the 
land,) with sword, and with hunger, and with 
death, and by the beasts of the land, 
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Sealing of God's servants. 


9 And when he opened the fifth seal, I saw 
under the altar the souls of these slain be- 
cause of the word of God, and because of the 
testimony that they held, 1®and they were 
erying with a great voice, saying, ‘Till when, 
O Master, the Holy and the Trne, dost Thou 
not judge and take vengeance of our bloed 
from those dwelling upon the land?’ "and 
there wasrziven to each one white robes, and 
it was said to them that they may rest them- 
selves yet a little time. till may be fulfilled 
also their fellow-servants and their brethren, 
who are about to be killed—even as they. 


12 And I saw when he opened the sixth 
seal, and lo, a great earthquake came, and 
the sun became black as sackeloth of hair, 
and the moon became as blood, }%and the 
stars of the heaven fell to the earth—as a 
fiz-tree doth cast her winter figs, by a great 
wind being shaken—"“and heaven departed 
as a scroll rolled up, and every mountain and 
island—out of their places they were moved; 
Mand the kings of the earth, and the sreat 
men, and the rich, and the chiefs of thou- 
sands, and the mighty, and every servant, 
and every freeman, hid themselves in the 
dens, and in the recks of the mountains, 
18 and they say to the mountains and to the 
rocks, ‘Fall upon us, and hide us from the 
face of Him who is sitting npon the throne, 
and from the anger of the Lamb,’ !” because 
come did the great day of His anger, and who 
is able to stand ? 


AVII. } AND after these things I saw four 
messengers, standing npon the four eorners 
of the land, holding the four winds of the 
land, that the wind may not blow upon the 
land, nor upon the sea, nor upon any tree; 
2and I saw another messenger going up from 
the rising of the sun, having a seal of the 
hving God, and he did ery with a great voice 
to the four messengers, to whom it was given 
to injure the land and the sea, saying, ° ‘Do 
not injure the land, nor the sea, nor the trees, 
till we may sea] the servants of eur God upon 
their foreheads.’ 

4 And Lheard the number of those sealed, 
(144 thonsands were sealed out of all the tribes 
of the sons of Israel): 5 of the tribe of Jndak 
12 thousand were sealed; of the tribe of Ren- 
ben 12 thousand were scaled; of the tribe of 
Gad 12 thousand were sealed; Sof the tribe 
of Asher 12 thousand were sealed; of the 
tribe of Naphtali 12 thonsand were sealed; 
of the tribe of Manassch 12 thousand were 
sealed; 7 of the tribe of Simeon 12 thousand 
were sealed; of the tribe of Levi 12 thousand 
were sealed; of the tribe of Issachar 12 thou- 
sand were sealed; %of the tribe of Zebniun 
]2 thousand were sealed; of the tribe of Jo- 
seph 12 thousand were sealed; of the tribe of 
Benjamin 12 thousand were sealed. 


® After these things I saw, and lo, a grea 

multitude, which to number no one was able, 

out of all nations, and tribes, and peoples, and 

tongues, standiue before the throne, and be- 

fore the Lamb, arrayed in white robes, and

1 And all the messengers stood around the 
throne, and the elders and the four, living crea- 
tnres, and they fell upen their face, and bowed 
before God, }* saying, ‘Amen! the blessing, 
and the glory, and the wisdom, and the 
thanksgiving, and the honour, and the power, 
and the strength, are to eur God—to the ages 
of the ages! Amen!’ 

33 And answer did one of the elders, saying 
to me, ‘These, who have been arrayed with 
the white robes—who are they, and whence 
came they?’ “and I have said to him, ‘Sir, 
thou hast known;’ and he said to me, ‘ These 
are those who are coming out of the great tri- 
bnlation, and they did wash their robes, and 
they made their robes white in the blood of 
the Lamb; ! because of this are they before 
tle throne of God, and they do service to Him 
day and night in His sanctuary, and He who 
is sitting upon the throne shall tabernacle 
over them; '*they shall not hunger any more, 
nor may the sun fall npon them, nor any heat, 
‘7 because the Lamb that is in the midst of 
the throne shall feed them, and shall lead 
them unto lhving feuntains of waters, and 
wipe away shall God every tear from their 
eyes.’ 


VIII. 1 AND when he openeth the seventh 
seal, there came silence in the heaven about 
half-an-hour, ?and I saw the seven messen- 
cers who before Ged have stood, and there 
were given to them seven trumpets, 3 and 
another messenger did come, and he stood at 
the altar, having a golden censer, and there 
was given to him much perfume, that he may 
sive it to the prayers of all the saints upon 
the golden altar that is hefore the throne, * and 
zo up did the smoke of the perfumes to the 
prayers of the saints ont of the hand of the 
messenger, before Ged; °and the messenger 
took the censer, and did fillit ont of the fire of 
the altar, and did cast é¢ to the earth, and 
there came voices, and thunders, and light- 
nings, and an earthquake. 

6 And the seven messengers who are having 
the seven trumpets did prepare themselves 
that they may sonnd; ‘and the first messen- 
ger did sound, and there came hail and fire, 
mingled with bleod, and it was cast to the 
Jand, and the third of the trees was burnt up, 
and all the green grass was burnt up. 


8 And the second messenger did sound, and 
as it were a great mountain with fire burning 
was cast into the sea, and the third of the sea 
became blood, 2 and die did the third ef the 
creatures that are in the sea, those having hfe, 
and the third of the ships were destroyed. 


10 And the third messenger did sound, and 
there fell out of the heaven a great star, burn- 
inzy as a lainp, and it did fall npon the third 
of the rivers, and upon the fountains of waters, 
andthe nameof the star is called Wormwood, 
and the third of the waters doth become worm- 
wood, and many of the men did die of the 
waters, because they were made bitter.

12 And the fourth messenger did sound, and 
smitten was the third of the sun, and the 
third of the moon, and the third of the stars, 
that darkened may be the third of them, and 
that the day may not shine—the third of it, 
and the night in like manuer. 

13 And Lsaw, and I heard one messenger, fly- 
ing in the mid-heaven, saying with a great 
voice, ‘Wo, wo, wo, to those dwelling upon the 
land from the rest of the voices of the trum- 
pet of the three messengers who are about to 
sound.’ 


IX, 1 AND the fifth messenger did sound, 
and I saw a star out of the heaven having 
fallen to the earth, and there was given to it 
the key of the pit of the abyss, *and he did 
open the pit of the abyss, and there came up 
a smoke out of the pit as smoke of a great 
furnace, and darkened was the sun and the 
air, from the smoke of the pit. 

3 And out of the smoke came forth locusts 
to the earth, and there was given to them 
authority, as scorpions of the earth have 
authority, 4and it was said to them that they 
may not injure the grass of the earth, nor 
any green thing, nor any tree, but—the meu 
only who have not the seal of God upon their 
foreheads, >and it was given to them that 
they may not kill them, but that they may be 
tormented five months, and their torment is 
as the torment of a scorpion; when it may 
strike a man; %and in those days shall 
men seek the death, and they shall not find 
it, and they shall desire to die, and the death 
shall flee from them. 

7 And the likenesses of the locusts are like 
to horses made ready to battle, and upon 
their heads as crowns like gold, and their 
faces as faces of men, 8and they had hair as 
hair of women, and their teeth were as those 
of lions, 9and they had breastplates as breast- 
plates of iron, and the noise of their wings is 
as the noise of chariots of many horses run- 
ning to battle; }°and they have tails like to 
scorpions, and stings were in their tails; and 
their authority is to injure men five months ; 


Nand they have over them a king—the mes-. 


senger of the abyss—a name is to him in 
Hebrew, Abaddon, and in the Greek he hatha 
name, Apollyon. The first wo did go forth, 
lo, there come yet two woes after these things. 


13 And the sixth messenger did sound, and 
lL heard a voice out of the four horns of the 
altar of gold that is before God, !saying to 
the sixth messenger who had the trumpet, 
‘Loose the four messengers who are bound at 
the great river Euphrates ;’ © and loosed were 
the four messengers, who have been made 
ready for the hour, and day, and month, and 
year, that they may kil] the third of men; 
Ieand the number of the forces of the horse- 
men is two myriads of myriads, and I heard 
the number of them. 

7 And thus I saw the horses in the vision, 
and those sitting pon them, having breast- 
plates of fire, and jacinth, and brimstone; 
and the heads of the horses are as heads ot 
lions, and out of their mouths procecdeth 
fire, and smoke, and brimstone; '8 by these 
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Seven thunders. 


three were the third of men killed, from the 
fire, and from the smoke, and from the brim- 
stone, that is proceeding out of their mouth, 
for their authorities are in their mouth, and 
in their tails, for their tails are like serpents, 
having heads, and with them they do injure ; 
*Y and the rest of men, who were not killed in 
these placues, neither did reform from the 
works of their hands, that they may not bow 
before the demons, and idols, those of gold 
and those of silver, and those of brass, an 
those of stone, and those of wood, that are 
neither able to see, nor to hear, nor to walk, 
*lvea they did not reform from their murders, 
nor from their sorceries, nor from their whore- 
doms, nor from their thefts. 


X. ! AND Isaw another strong messenger 
coming down out of the heaven, arrayed with 
a cloud, and a rainbow upon the head, and 
his face as the sun, and his feet as pillars of 
fire, 2and he had in his hand a little scroll 
opened, and he did place his right foot upon 
the sea, and the left upon the land, and he 
cried with a great voice, as a lion doth roar. 
and when he cried, speak out did the seven 
thunders their voices; 4and when the seven 
thunders spake their voices, I was about to 
write, and I heard a voice out of the heaven 
saying to me, ‘Seal the things that the seven 
thunders spake,’ and, ‘Thou mayest not write 
these things.’ 

5 And the messenger whom I saw standing 
upon the sea, and upon the land, did lift up 
his hand to the heaven, Sand did swear in 
Him who doth live to the ages of the ages, 
who did create the heaven and the things in 
it, and the land and the things in it, and the 
sea and the things in it—that time shall not 
be yet, 7 but in the days of the voice of the 
seventh messcnger, when he may be about to 
sonnd, and the secret of God may be finished, 
as He did declare to His own servants, to the 
prophets. 


8And the voice that I heard out of the 
heaven is again speaking with me, and say- 
ing, ‘Go, take the little scroll that is open in 
the hand of the messenger who hath been 
standing upon the sea, and mpon the land:’ 
%and 1 went away unto the messenger, saying 
to him, ‘Give me the little scroll;’ and he 
saith to me, ‘Take, and eat it up, and it shall 
make thy belly bitter, but in thy mouth it 
shall be sweet—as honey.’ 

” And 1 took the little scroll out of the 
hand of the messenger, and did eat it up, and 
it was in my mouth as hoaey—sweet, and 
when I did eat it—my belly was made bitter; 
Nand he saith to me, ‘It bchoveth thee again 
to prophesy abont peoples, and nations, and 
tongues, and kings—many.’ 


X1. 1 AND there was given to me a reed 
like to a rod, and the messenger stood, say- 
ing, ‘Rise, and measure the sanctuary of God, 
and the aitar, and those worshipping in it; 
“and the court that is without the sanctuary 
leave out, and thon mayest not measure it, 
because it was given to the nations, and the 
holy city they shall tread down forty-two

mouths; 3and I will give to My two witnesses, 
and they shall prophesy days, a thousand, 
two hundred, sixty, arrayed with sackcloth; 
4these are the two olive trees, and the two 
lamp-stands that before the God of the earth 
do stand; °and if any one may will to injure 
them, fire doth proceed out of their mouth, 
aud doth devour their enemies, and if any 
one may will to injure them, thus it behoveth 
him to be killed. These have authority to 
shut the heaven, that it may not rain rain in 
the days of their propheey. and authority 
they have over the waters to turn them to 
blood, and to smite the land with every plague, 
as often as they may will. 

7* And when they may finish their testi- 
mony, the beast that is coming up out of the 
abyss shall make war with them, and over- 
eome them, and kill them, 8 and their dead 
bodies are upon the broad-place of the great 
eity (that is ealled spiritually Sodom, and 
Egypt, where also our Lord was crucified,) 
ihe they shall behold—they of the peoples, 
and tribes, and tongues, and nations—their 
dead bodies three days and a half, and their 
dead bodies they shall not suffer to be put 
into tombs, and those dwelling upon the 
land shal} rejoice over them, and shall make 
merry, and gifts they shall send to one an- 
other, because these—the two prophets—did 
torment those dwelling upon the land.’ 


11And after the three days and a half, a 
spirit of life from God did enter into them, 
and they stood upon their feet, and great fear 
fell upon those beholding them, ! and they 
heard a great voice out of the heaven saying 
to them, ‘Come up hither;’ and they went 
up to the heaven in the eloud, and their ene- 
mies beheld them; !*¥ and in that hour eame 
a creat earthquake, and the tenth of the city 
did fall, and killed in the earthquake were 
names of men—seven thousands, and the rest 
became affrighted, and they gave glory to the 
God of the heaven. The second wo did go 
forth, lo, the third wo doth come quickly. 


14 And the seventh messenger did sound, 
and there eame great voices 1m the heaven, 
saying, ‘The kingdoms of the world did be- 
come those of our Lord and of His Christ, 
and he shall reign to the ages of the ages!’ 
16 and the twenty and four elders, who before 
God are sitting upon their thrones, did fall 
upon their faces, and did bow before God, 
17 saying, ‘ We give thanks to Thee, O Lord 
God, the Almighty, who art, and who wast, 
and who art coming, because Thou hast 
taken Thy great power and didst reign; 
Wand the nations were angry, and Thine 
anger did come, and the time otf the dead, to 
be judged, and to give the reward to Thy 
servants, to the prophets, and to the saints, 
and to those fearing Thy name, to the small 
and to the great, and to destroy those who 
ave destroying the land.’ 

19 And opened was the sanctuary of God in 
the heaven, and there was secn the ark of 
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His covenant in His sanctuary, and there did | 


come lightnings, and voices, and thunders, 
and an earthquake, and great hail. 
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Dragon cast forth. 


NIT. }AND a great sign was seen in the 
heaven, a woman arrayed with the sun, and 
the moon under her feet, and upon her head 
a crown of twelve stars, and being with 
child she doth ery out, travailing and pained 
to bring forth. 

3 And there was seen another sign in the 
heaven, and, lo, a great red dragon, having 
seven heads and ten horns, and upon his head 
seven cdliadems, 4and his tail doth draw the 
third of the stars of the heaven, and he did 
cast them to the earth; and the dragon did 
stand before the woman who is about to 
bring forth, that when she may bring forth, 
her child he may devour; ®and she brought 
forth a male cluld, who is about to rule all 
the nations with a rod of iron, and caught 
away was her child unto God and His throne, 
Sand the woman did flee to the wilderness, 
where she hath a place made ready from God, 
that there they may nourish her—days a 
thousand, two hundred, sixty. 

7 And thereeame war in the heaven ; Michael 
and his messengers did war against the dragon, 
and the dragon did war, and his messengers, 
Sand they did not prevail, nor was their place 
found any more in the heaven; %and the 
great dragon was cast forth—the old serpent, 
who is called ‘ Devil,’ and ‘the Adversary,’ 
who is leading astray the whole world—he 
was cast forth to the earth, and his messen- 
gers were cast forth with him. 


10And I heard a great voice saying in the 
heaven, ‘Now did come the salvation, and 
the power, and the reign, of our God, and, the 
authority of His Christ, beeause east down 
was the accuser of our brethren, who is 
accusing them before our God day and night; 
lland they did overcome him because of the 
blood of the Lamb, and because of the word 
of their testimony, and they did not love 
their life—unto death; !* because of this be 
glad, ye heavens, and those in them who do 
tabernacle; wo to those inhabiting the land 
and the sea, because the Devil did go down 
unto you, having great wrath, having known 
that he hath httle time.’ 


3 And when the dragon saw that he was 
cast forth to the earth, he pursued the woman 
who did bring forth the male, and there 
were given to the woman two wings of the 
great eagle, that she may tly to the wilderness, 
to her place, where she is nourished a time, 
and times, and half atime, from the face of 
the serpent; and the serpent did cast forth 
after the woman, out of his mouth, waterasa 
river, that he may cause her to be earried 
away by theriver, '®and the land did help the 
woman, and the land did open its mouth avd 
did swallow up the river, that the dragon did 
east forth out of his mouth; ‘7 and the dragon 
Was anery against the woman, and went away 
to make war with the rest of her sced, those 
keeping the commands of God, aud having the 
testunony of Jesus Christ. 


NLT. 1} AND I stood upon the sand of the 
sea, and [saw out of the sea a beast comin 
up, having seven heads aud ten horns, and

upon its horns ten diadems, and upon its 
heads a name of evil speaking, ? and the beast 
that [saw was lke to a leopard, and its feet 
as of a bear, and its mouth as the mouth of a 
lion, and the dragon did give to it his power, 
and his throne, and great authority. 3 And I 
saw one of its heads as slain to death, and its 
deadly stroke was healed, and all the earth 
did wonder after the beast, 4 and they did bow 
before the drazon who did give authority to 
the beast, and they did bow before the beast, 
saying, ‘ Who is lke to the beast? who is able 
to war with it?’ 

5 And there was given to it a mouth speak- 
ing great things, and evil-speakings, and there 
was given to1t authority to make war forty- 
two months, ®and it did open its mouth for 
evil-speaking toward God, to speak evil of 
His name, and of His tabernacle, and of those 
who in the heaven tabernacle, 7and there 
was given to it to make war with the saints, 
and to overcome them, and there was given to 
it authority over every tribe, and tongue, and 
nation. 

8 And bow before it shall] all who are dwell- 
ing upon the land, whose names have not been 
written in the scroll of the life of the Lamb 
slain from the foundation of the world; %if 
any one hath an ear—let him hear: if any 
one a captivity doth gather, into captivity he 
doth go away; if any one by sword doth kill, 
it behoveth him by sword to be killed ; here 
is the endurance and the faith of the saints. 


11 And I saw another beast coming up out 
of the land, and it had two horns, like a lamb, 
and it was speaking as a dragon, !°and all the 
authority of the first beast doth it do before 
it, and it maketh the land and those dwelling 
in it that they shall bow before the first beast, 
whose deadly stroke was healed, and it doth 
great signs, that tire also it may make to come 
down from the heaven to the earth before men, 
14and it leadeth astray those dwelling on the 
land, because of the signs that were given it 
to do before the beast, saying to those dwelling 
upon the land to make an image to the beast 
that hath the stroke of the sword and did live, 
1 and there was given to it to give a spirit to 
the image of the beast, that also the imaze of 
the beast may gece and that it may cause as 
many as shall bow before the image of the 
beast, that they nay be killed. 

168 And it maketh all, the small, and the 
creat, and the rich, and the poor, and the 
freemen, and the servants, that it may give to 
them amark upon their right hand or upon 
their foreheads, and that no one may be 
able to buy, or to sell, except he who is having 
the mark, or the name of the beast, or the 
number of his name. 

*8 Here is the wisdom! He who is having 
the understanding, Ict him count the number 
of the beast, for the number of a man it is, 
and its number is 666. 


XIV. ! AND I saw, and lo, a Lamb having 
stood upon the mount Sion, and with him an 
lundred forty-four thousands, having tlie 
name of his Father written upon theiy fore- 
heads; ?and 1 heard a voice out of the heaven, 
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ilissions of messengers. 


as a voice of many waters, and as a voice of 
great thunder, and a voice | heard of harpers 
harping with their harps, 3 and they sing, as 
it were, a new song before the throne,. and 
before the four living creatures, and the 
elders, and no one was able to learn the 
song except the hundred forty-four thou- 
sands, who have been bought from the earth; 
4these are they who with women were not 
defiled, for they are virgin; these are they 
who are following the Lamb whithersoever 
he may go; these were bought from among 
men—a first-fruit to God and to the Lamb— 
Sand in their month there was not found 
guile, for unblemished are they before the 
throne of God. 


§ And I saw another messenger flying in 
mid-heaven, having good news age-during to 
proclaiin to those dwelling upon the earth, 
and to every nation, and tribe, and tongue, 
and people, 7 saying in a great voice, ‘ Fear ye 
God, and give to Him glory, because come 
did the hour of His judgment, and bow ye 
before Him who did make the heaven, and 
the Jand, and sea, and fountains of waters.’ 

8 And another messenger did follow, saying, 
‘Fall, fall, did Babylon, the great city, be- 
cause of the wine of the wrath of her whore- 
dom she hath given to all nations to drink.’ 

9 And a third messenger did follow them, 
saying in a great voice, ‘If any one the beast 
doth bow before, and his image, and doth 
receive a mark upon his forehead, or upon 
his hand, !° he also shall drink of the wine of 
the wrath of God, that hath been mingled 
unmixed in the cup of His anger, and he shall 
be tormented in fire and brimstone before the 
holy messengers, and before the Lainb, ! and 
the smoke of their torment doth go up to ages 
of ages; and they have no rest day and night, 
who are bowing before the beast and_his 
image, also if any doth receive the mark of 
his name. ! Here is endurance of the saints: 
here are those keeping the commands of God, 
and the faith of Jesus.’ 

13 And I heard_a voice out of the heaven 
saying to me, ‘Write: Happy are the dead 
who inthe Lord are dying from this time!’ 
‘Yes, (saith the Spirit,) That they may rest 
from their labours—and their works do fol- 
low them!’ 


14 And I saw, and lo, a white cloud, and 
upon the cloud one sitting like to a son of 
man, having upon his head a golden crown, 
and in his hand a sharpsickle; !° and another 
messenger did come forth out of the sanctu- 
ary crying in a great voice to him who 1s sit- 
ting upon the cloud, ‘Send forth thy sickle 
and reap, because come to thee hath the hour 
of reaping, because ripe hath been the har- 
vest of the earth;’ !®and he who is sitting 
upon the cloud did put forth his sickle upon 
the earth, and the earth was reaped. 

17 And another messenger did come forth 
out of the sanctuary that is in the heaven, 
having—he also—a sharp sickle, %and an- 
other messenger did come forth out from the 
altar, having authority over the fire, and he 
called with a great Ae to him having tho

sharp sickle, saying, ‘Send forth thy sharp 
sickle, and gather the elusters of the vine of 
the earth, because come to perfeetion have 
her grapes;’? “and the messenger cid put 
forth his sickle to the earth, and did gather 
the vine of the earth, and did east i to the 
great wine-press of the wrath of God; and 
trodden was the wine-press outside of the city, 
and blood did eome forth out of the wine- 
press—unto the bridles of the horses, a thou- 
sand, six hundred furlongs. 


XV. 1 ANDI saw another sign in the hea- 
ven, great and wonderful, seven messengers 
having the seven last plagues, beeause in 
these was eompleted the wrath of God, * and 
I saw asa sea of glass mingled with fire, and 
those who do gain the victory over the beast, 
and his image, and his mark, and the num- 
ber of his name, standing by the sea of the 
vlass, having harps of Ged, 2and_ they sing 
the song of Moses, servant of God, and the 
song of the Lamb, saying, ‘Great and won- 
derful ave Thy works, O Lord God, the Al- 
mighty, righteous and true ave Thy ways, O 
King of saints, ‘who may not fear Thee, O 
Lord, and glorify Thy name? because Thou 
alone art kind, because all the nations shall 
come and bow before Thee, because Thy 
righteous acts were manifested.’ 

>And after these things I saw, and lo, 
opened was the sanctuary of the tabernaele 
of the testimony in the heaven; Sand come 
forth did the seven messengers having the 
seven plagues, out of the sanctuary, elothed in 
linen, pure and shining, and girded round 
the breasts with golden girdles: 7and one of 
the four living creatures did give to the seven 
messengers seven golden vials, full of the 
wrath of God, who is living to the ages of 
the ages; 8and filled was the sanctuary with 
smoke from the glory of God, aud from His 
power, and no one was able to enter into the 
sanctuary till the seven plagues of the seven 
messengers may be finished. 


XVI. !:AND I heard a great voice out of 
the sanetuary saying to the seven messengers, 
‘Go away, and pour out the vials of the wrath 
of God to the earth;’ “and the first did go 
away, and did pour out his vial upon the land, 
and there eame a sore—bad and grievous —to 
men, those having the mark of the beast, and 
those bowing to his image. 

3 And the second messenger did pour out 
his vial to the sca, and there eame blood as of 
one dead, and every living soul clied in the sea. 

4 And the third messenger did pour out his 
vial to the rivers, and to the fountains of the 
waters, and there came blood, *and 1 heard 
the messenger of the waters. saying, ‘ Righte- 
ous, O Lord, art Thou, who art, and who 
wast, and who shalt be, because these things 
Thou didst judge, ®because blood of saints 
and prophets they did pour out, and blood to 
them Thou didst give to drink, for they are 
worthy;’ “and [ heard another out of the 
altar, saying, ‘Yes, Lord God, the Ahnighty, 
true and righteous ave Thy judgments.’ 

8 And the fourth messenger did pour ott 
his vial upon the a there was given to 
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him to scorch men with fire, 9and men were 
seorched with great heat, and they did speak 
evil of the name of God, who hath authority 
over these plagues, and they did not reform 
—to give to Him glory. 

10 And the fifth messenger did pour out his 
vial upon the throne of the beast, and his 
kingdom did beeome darkened, and they were 
gnawing their tongues from the pain, 1! and 
they did speak evil of the God of the heaven, 
from their pains, and from their sores, and 
they did not reform from their works, 

12 And the sixth messenger did pour out his 
vial upon the great river, the Euphrates, and 
dried up was its water, that the way of the 
kings who are from the rising of the sun may 
be made ready; “and I saw come out of the 
mouth of the dragon, and out of the mouth of 
the beast, and out of the mouth of the false 
prophet, three unclean spirits like frogs— 
‘4for they are spirits of demons, doing signs 
—whieh go forth unto the kings of the earth, 
and of the whole world, to bring them together 
to the battle of that great day of God the 
Alnighty ;— ‘lo, Ido come asa thief; happy 
is he who is watching, and keeping his gar- 
ments, that he may not walk naked, and they 
may sec his unseemliness,—!* and they did 
bring them together tothe place that is ealled 
in Hebrew Armageddon. 

17 And the seventh messenger did pour out 
his vial to the air, and there came forth a great 


-voice from the sanctuary of the heaven, from 


the throne, saying, ‘It hath come!’ and there 
came voiees, and thunders, and lightnings; 
aud a great earthquake eame, such as came not 
since men canie pon the earth, so mighty an 
earthquake—so great! 1 And it eame—the 
great city—into three parts, and the cities of 
the nations did fall, and Babylon the great 
was remembered before God, to give to her 
the eup of the wine of the wrath of His anger, 
“and every island did flee away, and moun- 
tains were not found, *!and great hail (as of 
talent weight) doth come down ont of the 
heaven upon men, and men did speak evil of 
God because of the plague of the hail, because 
its plague is very great. 


XVII. ! AND there came one of the seven 
messengers, who were having the seven vials, 
and he spake with me, saying to me, * Come, 
I will shew to thee the judgment of the great 
whore, who is sitting upon the many waters, 
2with whom the kings of the earth did com- 
mit whoredom; and made drunk from the 
wine of her whoredom were those inhabiting 
the carth;’ 3and he earricd me away to a 
wilderness in the Spirit, and 1 saw a woman 
sitting upon a scarlet-eoloured beast, full of 
names of evil-speaking, having seven heads 
and ten horns, 7and the woman was arrayed 
With purple and scarlet-eolonr, and gilded 
with gold, and preeious stone, and_ pearls, 
having a golden cupin her hand full of abomi- 
nations and uncleanness of her whoredom, 
Sand upon her forehead was a name written: 
‘Secret, Babylon the Great, tle Mother of the 
Whores, and the Abominations of the earth.’ 

6 And Lsaw the woman drunken from the 
blood of the saints, and from the blood of the

wituesses of Jesus, and I did wonder—having 
scen her—with great wonder; 7 and the mes- 
senger said to me, ‘ Wherefore didst thou won- 
der? I—I will tell thee the secret of the woman 
and of the beast that is carrying her, which 
hath the seven heads and the ten horns. 

8° The beast that thou didst see: it was, 
and it is not; and it is about to come up out

9* Here zs the mind that is having wisdom; 
the seven heads are seven mountains, upon 
which the woman doth sit, !and there are 
seven kings, the five did fal], and the one is, 
the other did not yet come, and when he may 
come, it behoveth him to remain a little time; 
11 and the beast that was, and is not, he also 
is eighth, and out of the seven he is, and to 
destruction he doth go away. 

12° And the ten borns that thou sawest, are 
ten kings, who a kingdom did not yet receive, 
but authority as kings the same hour do re- 
ceive with the beast, these have one mind, 
and their own power and authority to the 
beast they shall give over; 14 these with the 
Lamb shall make war, and the Lamb shall 
overcome them, because Lord of lords he is, 
and King of kings, and those with him are 
called, and choice, and stedfast.’ 

19 And he saith to me, ‘The waters that 
thou didst see, where the whore doth sit, are 
peoples, and multitudes, and nations, and 
tongues ;’ !6and theten horns that thou didst 
see upon the beast, these shall hate the whore, 
and shall make her desolate and naked, and 
shall eat her flesh, and shall burn her in fire, 
17 for God did give into their hearts to do its 
mind, and to make one mind, and to give their 
kingdom to the beast till the sayings of God 
may be complete, }®and the woman that thou 
cidst see is the great city that is having reign 
over the kings of the land.’ 


XVII. 1! AND after these things I saw 
another messenger coming down out of the 
heaven, having great authority, and the earth 
was lightened from his glory, “and he did ery 
in might—a great voice, saying, ‘ Fall, fall did 
Babylon the great, and she became a habita- 
tion of demons, and a hold of every unclean 
spirit, and a hold of every unclean and hate- 
tul bird, ? because of the wine of the wrath 
of her whoredom have all the nations drunk, 
and the kings of the earth with her did com- 
mit whoredom, aud merchants of the earth 
from the power of her revel were made rich. 

4 And I heard another voice out of the hea- 
ven, saying, ‘Come forth out of her, My 
people, that ye may not partake with her sins, 
and that ye may not receive of her plagues, 
® because her sins did follow—unto the hea- 
ven, and God did remember her unrighteons- 
ness. © Render to her as also she did render 
to you, and double to her doubles according 
to her works ; in the cup that she did mingle 
niungle to her double. 

7*As much as she did glorify herself and 
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did revel, so much torment and sorrow give 
to her, because in her heart she saith, I sit a 
queen, and a widow 1 am not, and surrow | 
shall uot sec; Sbecause of this, in one day, 
shall come her plagues, death, and sorrow, 
aud famine; and in fire she shall be utterly 
burned, because strong is the Lord God who 
ig judging her; Yand weep over her, and 
smite themselves for her, shall the kings of 
the earth, who with her did commit whore- 
dom and did revel, when they may see the 
smoke of her burning, ! from afar having 
stood beeause of the fear of her torment, 
saying, Wo, wo, the great city! Babylon, tle 
strony city! because in one hour did come 
thy judgment. 

* And the merchants of the earth shall 
weep and sorrow over her, because their lad- 
ing no one doth buy any more; )*Jading of 
gold, aud silver, and precious stone, and 
pearl, and fine lnen, and purple, and silk, 
and scarlet, and all thyne wood, and every 
vessel of ivory, and every vessel of most pre- 
cious wood, and brass, and iron, aud marble, 
3 and cinnamon, and odonrs, and ointment, 
and frankineense, and wine, and oil, and fine 
flour, and wheat, and cattle, and sheep, and 
of horses, and of chariots, and of bodies and 
souls of men. 

14° And the fruits of the desire of thy soul 
did go away from thee, and all things—the 
dainty aud the bright—did go away from 
thee, and no more at all mayest thou find 
them. }° The merchants of these things, who 
were made rich by her, far off shall stand 
because of the fear of her torment, weeping, 
and sorrowing, 1° and saying, Wo, wo, the 
great city, that was arrayed with fine linen, 
and purple, and scarlet, and gilded in gold, 
and precious stone, and pearls—because 10 one 
hour so much riches were made waste! 

7 © And every shipmaster, and all the com- 
pany upon the ships, and sailors, and as many 
as work the sea, far off stood, and were cry- 
ing, seeing the smoke of her burning, saying, 
What city is like to the great city? Mand 
they did cast dust upon their heads, and were 
crying out, weeping and sorrowing, saying, 
Wo, wo, the great city! in which were made 
rich all having ships in the sea, out of her 
costliness—for in one hour was she made waste. 

“” * Be glad over her, O heaven, and ye holy 
apostles and prophets, because God did judge 
your judgment of her!’ 


“1 And one strong messenger did take np a 
stone as a great millstone, and did cast it to 
the sea, saying, ‘Thus with violence shall 
Babylon be cast, the great city, and may not 
be tound any more at all; “and voice of 
harpers, and musicians, and pipers, and trum- 
peters, may not be heard at all in thee any 
more; and any artizan of any art inay not be 
found at all in thee any more; and noise of a 
millstone may not be heard at all in thee any 
more; and light of a lamp may not shine at

XIX. } AND after these things I heard a 
ereat voice of a great multitude in the hea- 
ven, saying, ‘Alleluia! the salvation, and the 
glory, and the honour, and the power, is to 
the Lord our God; “because true and righte- 
ous are His judgments, because He did jndge 
the great whore who did corrupt the earth in 
her whoredom, and He did avenge the blood 
of His servants at her hand;’ 2and a second 
time they said, ‘ Alleluia;’ and her smoke 
doth come 1p—to the ages of the ages!

7 may we 
rejoice and exult, and give the glory to 
Him, because come did the marriage of the 
Lamb, and his wife did make herself ready ; 

and there was given to her that she may be 
arrayed with fine linen, pure and shining, for 
the fine linen is the righteousacts of thesaints,’ 

And he saith to me, ‘ Write: Happy are 
they who to the supper of the marriage of 
the Lamb have been called;’ and he saith 
to me, ‘These are the true words of God;’ 
Wand I fell before his feet, to bow before 
him, and he saith to me, ‘See—not! fellow- 
servant of thee am I, and of thy brethren, 
those having the testimony of Jesus; bow be- 
fore God, for the testimony of Jesus is the 
spirit of the prophecy.’ 


11 And I saw the heaven having been open- 
ed, and lo, a white horse, and he who is sit- 
ting upon it is called Faithful and True, and 
in righteousness doth he judge and war, !? and 
his eyes are as a flame of fire, and upon his 
head are many diadems—having a name writ- 
ten that no one hath known, except himself, 
13and he is arrayed with a garment covered 
with blood, and his name is called, The 
Word of God. 

14 And the armies in the heaven were fol- 
lowing him upon white horses, clothed in 
fine linen—white and pure; and out of jis 
mouth doth proceed a sharp sword, that 
with it he may smite the nations, and he 
shall rule them with a rod of iron, aud he 
doth tread the press of the wine of the wrath 
and the anger of God the Almighty, /and 
he hath upon the garment and upon is thigh 
the name written, ‘ King of kings, and Lord 
of lords.’ 

17 And I saw one messenger standing in the 
sun, and he cried, a great voice, saying to all 
the birds that are flying in mid-heaven, ‘Come 
and be gathered together to the supper of the 
great, God, #8that ye may eat flesh of kings, 
and flesh of chiefs of thousands, and flesh of 
strony men, and flesh of horses, and of those 


and servants—both small and great.’ 

19 And I saw the beast, and the kings of the 
earth, and their armies, having been gathered 
together to make war with him whois sitting 
upon the horse, and with his army; “and 
the beast was taken, and with him the false 
prophet who did the signs before him, in 
which he led astray those who did receive the 
mark of the beast, and those who did bow be- 
fore his imaze; living they were cast—the two 
—to the lake of the fire, that is burning with 
brimstune ; *! and the rest were killed with 
the sword of him who is sitting un the horse, 
which sword is proceeding out of his mouth, 
and all the birds were filled out of their flesh, 


XX. 1 AND I saw a messenger coming down 
out of the heaven, having the key of the 
abyss, and a great chain over his hand, * and 
he laid hold on the dragon, the old serpent, 
who is Devil and Adversary, and did bind 
him a thonsand years, 2 and he cast him to 
the abyss, and did shut him up, and puta 
seal upon him, that he may not lead astray 
the nations any more, till the thousand years 
may be finished; and after these it behoveth 
him to be loosed a little time. 

4 And Isaw thrones, and they sat upon them, 
and judgment was given to them, and the 
sonls of those who have been beheaded be- 
cause of the testimony of Jesus, and because 
of the word of God, and who did not bow he 
fore the beast, nor his image, and did not re 
ceive the mark upon their forehead and upon 
their hand, and they did live and reign with 
Christ the thousand years; ° and the rest of 
the dead did not live again till the thousand 
years may be finished ; this és the first rising 
again. §® Happy and holy is he who is having 
part in the tirst rising again; over these the 
second death hath not authority, but they 
shall be priests of God and of the Christ, 
and shall reign with him a thousand years. 

7And when the thonsand years may be 
finished, the Adversary shal] be loosed out 
of his prison, and he shall go forth to lead 
the nations astray, that are in the four corners 
of the earth—Gog and Magog—to gather them 
together to war, of whom the number zs as 
the sand of the sea; 9 and they did go up over 
the breadth of the land, and did surround the 
camp of the saints, and the beloved city, and 
there came down fire from God out of the 
heaven, and devoured them; !°and the Devil, 
who is leading them astray, was cast into the 
lake of fire and brimstone, where are the 
beast and the false prophet, and they shall 
aN tormented day and night—to the ages of 
the ages. 


It And | saw a ercat white throne, and Him 
who is sitting upon it, from whose face the 
earth and the heaven did flee away, and place 
was not found for them; 1° and Isaw the dead, 
small and great,standiug before God,and scrolls 
were opened, and another scroll was oy eee 
which is that of the life, and the dead were 
judged out of the things written in the scrolls 
—according to their works; and the sea did 
give up those dead i: it, and the death aud 
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the hades did give up the dead in them, and 
they were judged, each one according to their 
works; “and the death and the hades were 
cast to the lake of the fire—this is the second 
death; ! andif any one was not found written 
in the scroll of the life, he was cast to the lake 
of the fire. 


XXI. 1AND I saw a new heaven and a;
